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execution  are  approved.  The  author  desires  to  express  to  the 
profession  his  warmest  thanks  for  this  continued  appreciation 
of  his  labors. 
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This  work  was  snggeeted  to  the  author  from  his  own  need 
of  a  l>ook  combining  the  pktirmacology,  pat}ioloijyy  and  tfitrc^eu- 
ties  of  our  dnigs,  arranged  in  a  convenient  form  for  ready  ref- 
erence. Among  the  many  excellent  treatises  upon  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics,  there  was  not  one  that  would  give 
a  complete  knowletlge  of  the  luea,  effectt,  and  vtode  of  prepara- 
tion of  our  remedies ;  and  this  iuformation  could  only  be  found 
scattered  through  a  much  greater  number  of  books  than  are 
available  to  the  ordinary  student  or  practitioner.  For  this 
reason,  the  major  portion  of  the  profession  have  a  very  imper- 
fect knowledge  of  our  drugs,  and  especially  so  in  regard  to 
their  pkytxological  and  potitological  action.  The  design  of  this 
work  is  to  till  this  hiatus,  and  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
student  of  Materia  Medica  a  text-book  so  arranged  that  he 
can  readily  find  whut  a  drug  is,  where  it  is  oht4tincd,  how  it  i» 
pr€p<ired  for  viedic'uml  ner,  hoiv  it  acts  upon  the  hiivuin  orffati' 
isMf  wluit  tisgucs  it  especially  acts  upon,  how  it  affecttt  them^  how 
much  of  the  drufj  it  takes  to  produce  certain  reitnlts,  and  what 
are  its  charactcriHtic  therapeutics.  This  the  author  has  endeav- 
ored to  do  with  each  drug,  not  only  of  the  old,  but  of  all  the 
important  new,  remedies ;  and  to  do  this,  the  following  plan  has 
been-  adopted :  First,  to  give  the  Latin  name  of  the  drug  and 
then  the  English  name;  second,  where  it  is  to  be  found,  the 
part  used  in  medicine,  and  how  to  prepare  it  for  use;  third, 
its  antidotes ;  fourth,  the  number  of  tissues  acted  upon.  This  is 
followed  by  a  tabulated  summary  of  its  whole  range  of  action, 
from  which  its  line  of  uses  may  be  grasped  in  a  few  moments. 
Then  follows  ih^ phifsioloftical  action,  tissue  by  tissue;  and  finally, 
under  the  head  of  Therapeutic  Individuality,  its  charucterixtbc 
therapeutics  are  given. 

To  gather  out  from  our  boundless  literature  the  multitude 
of  facta  relating  to  the  action  and  uses  of  our  drugs,  and  to 
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8ift  the 


from  the  false,  has  been 


tost  formidable  task. 
To  aid  in  this  undertaking,  the  author  euppUed  himself  \vith 
all  available  works  treating  upon  this  -subject^  in  all  echools  of 
medicine;  but,  so  serious  has  been  the  want  of  some  original 
memoir  or  book  treating  on  certain  dnigs,  that  he  has  often 
coveted  the  help  to  be  derived  from  consulting  the  more  com- 
plete libraries  of  Europe,  more  especially  those  of  France  and 
Germany.  But,  imperfect  as  the  result  is,  the  clinician  will 
find  the  subject  matter  of  each  drug,  so  far  as  possible,  made 
up  of  solUl,  practical  facts,  that  cati  be  relied  upon  at  tlie  M- 
aide  u,*ith  positive  certainty;  for  nothing  has  been  selected  until 
it  has  received  from  competent  authority  the  indorsement  of  a 
positive  phiisiological  or  clinwal  effect  of  the  drug, 

A  special  study  of  the  physiological  action  of  each  drug  has 
been  made;  for  <lrug  pathology  is  quite  as  necessary  to  the 
ecientific  physician,  as  disease  pathology,  and  a  physician  who 
can  not  cUagnose  the  pathology  of  a  drug,  need  not  expect  to 
be  successful  in  the  treatment  of  disease.  We  are  fully  per- 
suaded, that,  to  endure  the  crucial  test  of  science,  the  Materia 
Medica  of  the  future  mmt  stand  upon  a  physiological  luisis. 

The  first  thing  to  learn  about  a  drug  is  its  physiological 
and  pathological  action  upon  the  healthy  human  organism.  To 
know  what  tissues  it  acts  upon,  and  just  how  it  affects  them, 
leads  directly  to  its  curative  action ;  and  clinical  experience  ex 
««!♦  in  morbii,  will  soon  give  us  its  grand  characteristics;  for 
drugs,  like  men,  have  characteristics  by  which  they  can  be 
known  and  distinguished  one  from  another.  One  drug  acts 
upon  the  nerves  of  motion,  another  upon  the  nerves  of  sensa- 
tion; one  relaxes,  another  contracts;  one  acts  upon  the  mu- 
cous membranes,  another  upon  the  bones, — each  one  producing 
certain  pathological  conditions  in  localized  parts;  and,  from 
these  localize^l  affections,  by  reflex  action,  the  whole  system  is 
Implicated.  The  knowledge  of  this  locahzed  action  gives  us 
the  key  to  its  therapeutics ;  for  a  reflex  symptom  is  far  less 
valuable  than  a  primary  or  idiopatliic  one. 

An  acquaintance  with  tho  physiological  action  of  drugs  is 
of  great  importance,  and,  in  fact,  is  absolutely  necessary  in 
treating  csaos  of  poisoning,  that  bo  often  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  physician.  And  it  is  also  especially  called  for  when  a 
physician  is  summoned  into  a  court  of  law,  where  he  must  be 
able  to  state  what  are  the  toxical  symptoms  and  the  post- 
mortem changes  produced  by  a  given  poison,  and  what  diseases 
they  assimilate. 
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In  collating  the  tberapeatics  of  each  drag,  it  has  been  the 
.aim  to  select  those  symptoms  only,  whether  pathogenetic  or 
clinical,  that  have  been  tested  repeatedly  and  found  reliable 
by  otir  best  practitioners,  bo  often  that  they  have  been  declared 
"cHAEACTERisTics"  or  "key-notes"    of    the  drag.    These  thera- 
peutic hints  have  been  taken  from  the  experience  of  the  whole 
profession,  and  from  all  schools  of  medicine,  wherever  a  fact 
could  be  found ;  and  consequently  they  do  not  represent  the 
ipse  dixit  of  any  one  man,  but  the  practical  clinical  experience 
of  the  whole  profession.    Each  man,  so  to  speak,  being  the 
bank  from  which  the  symptom   was  issued,  his  name  is  at- 
tached to  what  rightfully  belongs  to  him,  and  the  clinical  test 
at  the  bed-side  will  reveal  whether  that  liank  was  good  or  not. 
The  author  desires  to  make  particular  mention  of  the  great 
value  that  the  labors  of  Drs.  B.  Bartholow,  H.  C.  Wood,  A. 
Stille,  Sydney  PUnger,  Richard  Hughes,  E,  M.  Hale,  and  C.  D. 
F.  Phillips,  have  been  to  him  in  collecting  the  physiological 
and  pathological  action  of  our  remedies.    In  collecting  the  theror 
peutica,  the  author  has  drawn  largely  from  the  writings  of  Dtb.

PHAKMACOLOGY. 


As  there  is  generally  such  an  imperfect  knowledge  of  pharmacy 
among  the  physicians  of  the  Homceopathic  school,  from  the  fact 
that  it  is  not  generally  taught  in  our  colleges,  and  that  none  of  our 
works  on  Materia  Medica  mention  the  subject,  I  have  concluded 
to  put  in  as  brief  a  space  as  possible,  a  clear  and  concise  state- 
ment of  the  principles  of  pharmacology  peculiar  to  our  school,  so 
that  the  physician  who  chooses  to  prepare  his  own  remedies  will 
have  in  his  hands  a  trustworthy  guide  to  this  end.  I  beUeve  that 
no  student  in  medicine  should  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  he  so 
understands  the  Homoeopathic  Pharmacopcea  that  he  can  prepare 
his  own  remedies  if  necessary ;  and  then  he  will  be  able  to  judge 
for  himself  whether  a  drug  is  prepared  as  it  should  be,  and  will 
not  accept  any  remedy  offered,  because  it  is  put  up  in  an  artistic 
bottle.  The  Homoeopathic  physician  uses  so  little  medicine,  that 
it  behooves  him  to  have  that  which  he  does  use,  absolutely  pure  and 
perfect  in  every  sense  of  the  word ;  and  that  he  cannot  tell  withQui 
some  knowledge  of  pharmacy. 

The  following  is  based  upon  the  teaching  of  Hahnemann,  Buch- 
ner,  Gruner,  and  especially  that  of  the  Pharmacopcea  Homoeo- 
pathica  Polyglotta,  by  Dr.  "VVillmar  Schwabe,  of  Leipzig. 

Chemical  Preparations.  The  manufacture  of  these  has  been  en- 
tirely omitted,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  can  be  produced 
much  cheaper,  and  far  better,  from  large  Chemical  manufactories 
that  make  a  specialty  of  their  manufacture. 

LABORATORY. 

The  room  where  Homceopathic  remedies  are  prepared,  includ- 
ing the  cutting,  pounding  and  triturating,  should  be  protected  from 
the  rays  of  the  sun,  but  should  be  light,  aii-y,  and  dry;  all  ema- 
nations that  might  vitiate  the  air  of  the  room,  as  dust,  smoke, 
dampness,  and  fetid  smells,  must  be  rigidly  excluded.  The  strong- 
smelling  substances  used  must  always  be  prepared  and  kept 
separately. 
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UTENSILS. 

Bottles,  For  neutral  substances,  bottles  made  of  "white  flint 
glass  are  the  best.  For  substances  easily  decomposed  by  sunlight, 
amber-colored  glass  should  be  used,  on  account  of  the  well-kno^Mi 
effect  of  yellow  glass  to  prevent  the  action  of  the  chemical  rays ; 
or  a  still  better  way  is  to  cover  the  bottles  with  a  solution  of 
asphaltum  or  black  varnish.  Such  remedies  as  the  acids.  Iodine, 
Ki'eosote,  Chloroform,  etc.,  must  be  kept  in  glass-stoppered  bottles, 
and,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  particles  of  glass  into  the 
medicaments  from  friction  of  the  glass  stoppers,  vials  of  hard 
potash-glass  should  be  used.  Avoid  blue-colored  bottles,  as  blue 
has  certain  djuamic  effects  injurious  to  the  remedies. 

Corks.  These  should  be  selected  with  great  care,  made  of  the 
best  quality  of  bark,  and  as  free  from  pores  as  possible.  As  soon 
as  they  shrink,  or  become  soft,  new  ones  should  take  their  place. 
For  distilled  water,  glass  stoppers  must  be  used,  as  corks  soon 
mold,  and  render  the  water  impure. 

Mortars.  These  are  made  from  iron,  porcelain,  and  wedgewood. 
For  pulverizing  very  hard  substances,  a  highly  polished  iron  mor- 
tar, with  pestle  of  the  same  material,  should  be  used,  and  kept  per- 
fectly free  from  rust,  as  rust  decomposes  a  great  many  vegetable 
juices  at  once.  Triturating  mortars  should  be  made  of  wedge- 
wood  and  large  (the  larger  the  better  for  the  comminution  of  the 
drug),  with  a  broad,  flat  bottom  (if  wider  than  the  top  bo  much  the 
better).  The  pestle  should  also  be  thick  and  flat.  To  reduce  the 
labor  of  triturating,  a  pole  one  inch  and  three-quarters  in  diame- 
ter, and  four  feet  six  inches  long,  is  made  of  hard  wood  (maple  or 
cherry),  as  pine  is  too  light.  In  the  lower  end  of  this  is  bored  a 
hole  large  enough  to  admit  the  pestle  handle,  four  to  six  inches  of 
its  length.  Around  this  hole  is  set  securely  a  smooth  iron  ferrule. 
If  the  pole  is  too  heavy,  it  will  increase  the  labor  of  trituration ;  if 
'  too  light,  the  pestle  will  jump  in  its  circuits  around  the  bowl.  The 
top  of  the  pole  should  pass  into  a  two-inch  hole,  made  in  thewall> 
or  any  contrivance  that  will  hold  the  pole  and  allow  a  little  motion. 
Now,  if  the  mortar  is  made  secure  at  a  proper  height  for  the  oper- 
ator, the  labor  of  triturating  will  be  reduced  fully  one-half,  and  a 
four-fold  l)etter  trituration  be  produced  than  can  possibly  be  made 
in  the  same  time  by  hand. 

Pharmacists  should  always  keep  a  mortar  for  each  substance. 
This  should  be  imperative.  As  a  nile,  physicians  keep  but  one, 
when  they  ought  to  at  least  always  have  tliree ;  one  made  of  porce- 
lain, for  triturating  strong- smelling  substances ;  one  for  the  mer- 
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curials,  and  the  third  for  the  balance  of  the  remedies.  The  clean- 
ing of  the  mortar  is  simple  enough  when  one  is  kept  for  each 
trituration ;  but,  when  one  or  two  are  used  for  all  remedies,  hot 
and  cold  water,  sand  and  the  brush,  should  be  most  thoroughly 
applied,  and  in  some  cases  nitric  acid,  to  get  rid  of  metals. 

Measuring  Glasses.  These  lessen  the  labor  of  counting  the 
drops  of  strong  alcohol  and  distilled  water. 

Presses.  These  should  be  so  constructed  that  they  can  be 
readily  taken  apart  and  cleansed  most  thorougldy.  The  plants 
and  seeds  that  are  to  be  pressed  are  inclosed  in  a  linen  bag,  free 
from  starch  and  bleaching  materials,  then  subjected  to  the  action 
of  the  screw  press,  and  the  juice  runs  mto  a  suitable  vessel  below. 
No  bag  should  be  used  for  two  different  substances. 

Sieves.  These  should  only  be  constructed  of  hair  or  silk ;  the 
hair  for  the  preparation  of  tinctures,  the  silk  for  making  tritu- 
rations. 

Spatulas  and  Spoons.    These  should  be  of  horn  or  porcelain. 

Funnels.    These  should  be  made  of  porcelain  or  glass. 

Chopping  Boards.  These  should  always  be  of  seasoned  maple, 
perfectly  sound  and  free  from  knots. 

Ckopping-knife.  This  should  be  made  of  good  steel,  andalways 
kept  well  polished.  Rust  decomposes  many  vegetable  juices  in- 
stantaneously. 

Scales.  Physicians'  scales  should  have  three  kinds  of  pans : 
Brass  for  prescriptions ;  glass,  used  exclusively  for  caustic  and 
hygroscopic  substances ;  and  horn  for  sugar  of  milk,  poisons,  and 
various  substances. 

THE  CLEANSING  OF  UTENSILS. 

The  utmost  cleanliness  must  be  observed  when  making  Homceo- 
pathic  preparations.  All  utensils  should  be  cleansed  immediately 
after  use.  The  mortar  should  be  repeatedly  scalded  with  boiling 
water,  and  in  many  cases  the  brush  with  sand  should  be  used. 
After  each  scalding,  it  should  be  thoroughly  dried,  then  after- 
ward placed  in  an  oven  and  dried  with  a  high  teraperatiire.  Glasses 
and  bottles  are  to  be  cleansed  in  the  same  way,  then  rinsed  with 
distilled  water,  and  dried  carefully  in  an  oven  with  a  moderate 
temperatm-e.  Glasses  and  bottles  that  have  been  used  for  a  par- 
ticular remedy,  however  well  cleansed,  should  never  be  used  for 
another  drug  or  preparation.  The  best  way  is  to  get  your  bottles 
new  from  the  factory ;  then  you  have  only  to  deal  with  dust,  which 
is  easily  removed  by  shaking,  cleaning  with  a  small  brush,  and 
subsequent  rinsing  with  alcohol.     Corks  should  be  first  washed 
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with  distilled  water  in  a  hair  sieve,  then  rinsed  with  dilute  alcohol, 
and  well  dried.  Boiling  water  or  steam  will  ruin  corks.  True, 
they  wiQ  look  whiter ;  but  they  will  become  bulky,  soft,  and  lose 
their  elasticity,  and  soon  fit  the  bottle  very  loosel%.  The  press 
should  be  cleansed  immediately  after  use,  most  thorouglily,  with 
cold  and  hot  water,  and  well  dried. 

TEMPERATURE. 

Extremes  of  temperature  should  be  most  carefully  avoided. 
The  room  where  you  keep  and  prepare  your  remedies  should  be 
of  a  moderately  comfortable  temperature ;  many  of  our  mother 
tinctures  will  become  turbid,  with  a  muddy  sediment,  or  form 
crj'stals,  by  being  exposed  to  great  cold.  On  the  other  hand,  too 
much  heat  is  often  injurious.  Many  physicians  put  their  medi- 
cines upon  hot  mantels.  A  worse  place  can  not  be  selected  in  the 
office. 

NEUTRAL   SUBSTANCES. 

Distilled  Water,  This  is  prepared  from  rflin-tt^afer,  in  an  appa- 
ratus expressly  designed  for  that  purpose.  Water  being  the  great 
solvent  for  almost  everj-thing,  it  behooves  us  to  procure  it  abso- 
lutely pure.  Common  water  is  always  impure,  being  charged 
with  earthy  matters,  gases,  etc. ;  and  rain-water,  after  a  storm, 
contains  ammonia  with  nitric  acid.  Pure  water  should  be  without 
taste,  smell,  or  color.  The  pharmacopoeia  directs  that  water  be 
distilled  in  glass  or  porcelam  stills.  This  is  wrong ;  for  the  hot 
steam  wll  dissolve  the  Bilex,  and  this  Silex  will  be  shown  as  a  cloud 
in  the  water  after  a  few  days.  We  should  therefore  use  metaUic 
stills. 

There  is  a  metalhc  still  with  a  receiver  of  block- tin,  that  answers 
a  good  purpose ;  but  I  like  the  one  used  in  the  Pharmacy  of 
Boericke  &  Tafel  the  best.  It  is  a  copper  still,  with  tlie  receiver 
and  wonn  both  lined  with  gold.  This  insures  purity  as  far  as  this 
is  possible. 

In  distilling  water,  not  over  three-quarters  of  the  water  in  the 
still  should  be  used,  and  tho  lirst  quart  coming  over  should  be 
thrown  away.  Tho  crucial  test  of  your  distilled  water,  is  whether 
it  keeps  or  not.  If  it  has  any  kind  of  smell,  or  becomes  turbid, 
it  is  unfit  for  use  and  must  be  thrown  away.  For  organic  matter 
a  good  test  is  Nitrate  of  silver.  "WTien  water  is  treated  with  Nitrate 
of  silver,  if  pure,  it  remains  colorless,  even  in  the  sun-light.  Abso- 
lutely pure  water  will  keep  for  years,  if  put  at  once  into  glass-stop- 
pered bottles,  before  spores  and  dust  floating  m  iho  air  can  con- 
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taminate  it.  If  the  common  cork  is  used,  it  will  soon  mold  and 
contaminate  the  water. 

Distilled  water  is  used  for  many  chemical  purposes ;  for  the 
solution  and  potentizing  of  triturations  and  salts,  and  especially  for 
the  potentizing  of  acids.  Many  of  our  remedies  have  to  be  run  up 
through  the  first  three  potencies  with  water. 

AlcoJiol.  This,  like  water,  is  seldom  pure ;  for  all  the  science 
and  ingenuity  of  man  have  been  taxed  for  its  adulteration.  The 
impurities  most  frequently  found  in  alcohol  are  acids,  chlorine  or 
chlorine  metals,  water,  and  especially  fusel  oil,  and  many  other 
impurities  that  are  very  difficult  to  detect.  The  presence  of  acids 
is  detected  by  the  use  of  litmus  paper ;  chlorine  metals,  by  the 
use  of  nitrate  of  silver ;  a  few  drops  of  a  solution  of  this  agent,  will 
cause  a  white  cloud,  or  precipitate  of  chloride  of  silver  to  settle. 
To  detect  fusel  oil,  add  one-fourth  or  one-fifth  of  a  solution  of 
nitrate  of  silver ;  expose  the  mixture  to  the  sun's  rays.  After  a 
few  days  there  will  settle  a  blackish  precipitate.  The  water  is 
demonstrated  by  the  use  of  the  alcoholmeter. 

Alcohol,  or  spirits  of  wine,  is  always  the  product  of  art,  and  is 
formed  every  time  that  sugar  comes  in  contact  with  a  fermentable 
matter  in  water,  at  a  suitable  temperature ;  and  it  may  be  obtained 
from  a  great  number  of  vegetable  substances,  such  as  wine,  cider, 
malt,  sugar-cane  juice,  grape  dregs,  pounded  cherries,  molasses, 
juice  of  carrots,  beets,  potatoes,  honey,  beer,  and  germinating  cere- 
als. That  made  from  rye  or  wheat  is  best  for  Homoeopathic  uses, 
and  that  found  in  the  market  must  be  most  carefully  re-distilled. 

Proof  Spirit,  as  adopted  l)y  the  United  States,  contains  50  per 
cent  by  volume  of  absolute  alcohol  and  water,  with  a  specific  grav- 
ity of  0.93G,  at  15.55°  C.  (60°  F.).  Second  proof  h  5'2l-p'jr-cent  fileo- 
hol,  specific  gravity  0.931.  Third  proof,  55^-])eT-cent  alcohol,  speci- 
fic granty  0.925.  FoHi-thproof,  58-per-cent  alcohol,  specific  gravity, 
0.920.     The  'Bxiii^h  proof  spirit  has  the  specific  gravity  of  0.920. 

Pharmaceutists  buy  the  best  Cologne  Spirits,  and  re-distill  it 
in  stills  made  of  copper,  and  lined  with  block  tin.  This  still  is 
placed  in  a  larger  tin  or  iron  vessel,  so  arranged  that  the  copper 
still  is  completely  surroimded  by  hot  steam,  which  causes  the  alco- 
hol to  slowly  evaporate  through  the  long  worm  placed  in  a  receiver 
so  constructed  that  cold  water  constantly  flows  over  the  coil,  and 
the  alcohol  is  condensed  and  falls  into  a  vessel  ready  to  receive  it. 
This  still  may  hold  four  gallons  of  alcohol,  and  the  first  pint  that 
flows  tlu-ough  the  still,  and  the  last  quart,  should  not  be  used. 

Pure  alcohol  is  a  colorless  fluid,  which  must  not  lather  when 
rubbed  in  the  hands,  and  have  no  bad  odor ;  the  odor  is  penetra- 
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ting,  and  the  taste  pungent.  It  bums  with  a  white  ilame  at  the 
center  and  blue  at  the  edges,  leaving  no  residue ;  dissolves  per- 
fectly in  water ;  and,  on  account  of  its  affinity  for  atmospheiic 
moisture,  it  evaporates  rapidly.  It  has  a  flpecific  gravity  of  from 
96  to  100 ;  but  for  Homoeopathic  uses  it  is  reduced  to  83  per  cent 
with  distilled  water ;  and  in  many  instances  this  is  too  strong,  as, 
for  instance,  in  making  many  first  dilutions,  it  has  to  be  reduced 
to  50  per  cent.  The  same  may  be  said  of  tinctures.  The  great  use 
for  alcohol  with  us  is  found  in  the  manufacture  of  tinctures  and 
dilutions. 

St((f(ir  of  Milk.  This  is  a  product  of  animal  life,  and  consti- 
tutes a  large  percentage  of  the  mother's  milk.  For  Homoeopathic 
uses  it  is  principally  manufactured  in  Switzerland,  from  goat's  milk, 
by  inspissating  and  crystallizing  the  whey.  That  which  comes  to 
us  is  more  or  less  mixed  with  dust,  soot,  wood,  etc.,  and  has  to  un- 
dergo a  further  re- crystallization ;  the  large  sticks  are  reduced  to 
a  coarse  powder,  and  then  boiled  in  double  the  quantity  of  distilled 
water.  While  boiling  hot,  it  is  filtered  through  white  blotting- 
paper  spread  over  a  new  linen  cloth  which  is  placed  on  an  earthen 
vessel  that  is  large  enough  to  not  only  receive  the  menstruum  of 
sugar  of  milk,  but,  in  addition,  as  much  strong  alcohol  as  we  have 
used  of  water.  These  two  liquids,  as  soon  as  they  come  in  contact 
with  each  other,  cause  the  sugar  of  milk  to  be  precipitated  in  sharp- 
pointed  crystals  upon  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  vessel.  This 
process  should  be  carried  on  at  the  lowest  possible  temperature, 
to  facilitate  the  precipitation  of  the  sugar  of  milk. 

After  a  few  days  the  liquid  is  poured  off  slowly,  then  the  sugar 
is  detached  from  the  vessel,  washed  tlioroughly  with  distiUed  water, 
spread  in  thin  layers  on  clean  paper  over  fine  sieves,  and  dried,  then 
pulverized  fine  in  an  iron  mortar,  placed  in  well-closed  glass  or 
earthen  jars,  and  set  in  a  dry  place,  as,  when  damp,  it  becomes 
musty. 

Sugar  of  milk  is  used  for  the  manufacture  of  our  triturations, 
making  powders,  and  as  a  dietetic  article.  The  marvelous  sagac- 
ity of  tlie  mind  of  Hahnemann  is  seen  in  his  selection  of  sugar  of 
milk  for  the  process  of  comminution  of  our  drugs.  No  other 
knowi  substance  could  equal  the  shai-p,  tihity  crystals  of  sugar  of 
milk  in  grinding  to  an  inconceivably  fine  powder  our  hard  miner- 
als, so  that  they  can  be  most  rapidly  absorbed  by  the  human  body 
and  tliereby  become  our  most  potent  drugs. 

Ether.  This  agent  has  not  found  as  large  a  sphere  of  useful- 
ness in  our  school  as  it  deserves.  The  day  is  close  at  hand,  when 
the  ethereal  tinctures  of  many  substances  will  be  prized  as  far 
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superior  to  those  of  alcohol.  The  strong  acids,  fixed  oils,  balsam, 
several  kind  of  resins,  sulphur,  phosphorus,  bromine,  and  many 
hydrochloric  salts  are  perfectly  soluWe  in  ether.  It  dissolves  in 
ten  times  its  weight  of  water ;  but,  with  alcohol  and  all  the  essen- 
tial oils,  it  unites  in  all  proportions. 

Globules.  These  should  be  prepared  from  the  purest  cane 
sugar,  and  pretty  hard.  The  addition  of  anything,  as  starch  etc., 
must  be  considered  as  an  adulteration.  They  should  completely 
dissolve  in  distilled  water.  As  a  drug-medium,  they  are  very  use- 
ful in  the  Homoeopathic  school ,  and  are  used  in  ten  different  sizes. 

THE  PROCURING  OF  MEDICINAL  SUBSTANCES. 

FRESH    PLANTS. 

In  collecting  medicinal  plants,  it  is  very  important  that  they 
should  be  gathered  in  localities  to  which  they  are  indigenous ;  and 
particular  regard  should  be  paid  to  their  surroundmgs.  For  ex- 
ample, plants  whose  natural  habitat  is  in  moist  soil,  will  have  their 
virtues  greatly  modified  when  growing  in  dry  soil,  and  vice  verm^ 
The  same  may  be  said  about  climate.  Tropical  plants  will  depreci- 
ate in  a  temperate  climate,  and  vice  versa.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  plants  growing  in  calcareous  soil ;  they  will  have  their  medi- 
cinal power  greatly  vitiated  in  a  soil  of  rich  loam.  The  same  is 
true  of  plants  that  select  sunny  slopes ;  they  will  deteriorate  in 
situations  that  are  shady.  Wild  plants  have  proved  to  be  far  su- 
perior to  those  cultivated  in  gardens,  and  the  cultivated  plants 
never  should  be  used  if  the  wild  ones  can  be  procured.  Plants 
cultivated  in  botanical  gardens  should  not  be  used  for  medicinal 
purposes. 

Only  healthy,  strongly  developed,  perfect  plants,  free  from  all 
kinds  of  dust,  nests  of  vermin,  etc.,  should  be  selected.  Plants 
that  through  old  age  have  acquired  a  woody  consistence,  ought  not 
to  be  used. 

Plants  should  not  be*gathered  immediately  after  a  shower,  or 
during  the  early  mommg  dew,  but  in  tine,  sunny,  dry  weather. 
Neither  should  they  be  carried  about  much  in  the  excessive  heat 
of  the  day,  nor  should  they  be  too  closely  packed. 

Plants  which  have  the  greatest  degree  of  medicinal  activity  are 
those  found  in  their  natural  places  of  growth,  and  are  jicrfect 
plants.  All  sickly-looking,  partially  Mithered,  or  decayed  plants 
or  roots  should  be  rejected.  Narcotic  plants  should  be  gathered 
while  in  bloom;     others  just  before,  or  when  coming  into,  bloom. 
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If  the  whole  plant  is  to  be  used,  it  should  be  gathered  when  it  is 
partly  in  flower  and  partly  in  seed. 

Flowers  should  be  collected  when  they  are  just  ready  to  open, 
or  just  opened.  In  some  cases  the  buds  are  to  be  preferred  to  the 
expanded  flowers.  These  should  be  collected  when  in  a  dry  con- 
dition, free  from  dew  or  rain,  being  careful  to  pick  off  all  foreign 
or  decayed  matter.  All  bugs,  beetles,  etc.,  if  not  taken  out,  will 
spoil  the  preparation  completely.  For  example :  Arnica  flowers 
are  so  infested  with  a  small  insect,  similar  in  its  action  to  Cantha- 
ris,  that  they  never  should  be  used.  The  tincture  of  Arnica 
should  be  made  always  from  the  green  root. 

Leaves  should  be  gathered  as  soon  as  they  are  matured,  before 
the  fruit  or  seeds  are  ripened.  Leaves  from  biennial  plants,  must 
be  gathered  only  during  the  second  year,  as  their  leaves  are  not 
perfect  the  first  year.  These  should  be  collected  just  before  in- 
florescence. 

Berrksy  Fndts,  and  Seeds  should  be  collected  when  fully  ripe. 

Bulbs  should  be  gathered  as  soon  as  matured,  when  the  leaves 
begin  to  decay. 

Barks  should  be  taken  off  late  in  the  autumn,  rejecting  that 
infested  by  insects,  and  the  dead  epidermis;  resinous  barks,  just 
before  the  development  of  the  leaves. 

Body  Wood,  in  the  late  autumn  or  spring,  before  the  sap  rises, 
or  buds  are  developed,  from  a  vigorous,  healthy  tree,  not  too  old 
or  too  young.  This  should  be  reduced  to  sawdust,  shavings,  or 
fine  chips,  being  careful  to  have  the  tools  used  free  from  nist  or 
grease.  If  the  young  shoots  are  the  parts  used,  they  should  be 
collected  in  the  late  autumn. 

Roots.  These  should  only  be  gathered  in  the  autumn,  after 
the  leaves  have  faUen,  if  the  plants  are  perennial.  From  biennial 
plants,  in  the  fall  or  spring  of  the  second  year.  From  annual 
plants,  just  before  the  seeds  ripen. 

Dr.  F.  E.  Boericke  says :  "Roots  gathered  in  the  fall  will  suit 
people  with  Allopathic  notions  in  their  heads  better  because  they 
contain  a  minimum  more  of  what  is  styled  the  active  principle. 
I  must  say  that  these  old,  hard,  wooden  roots,  as  they  are  in  the  fall, 
present  very  little  life.  I  think  more  of  roots  gathered  in  the 
spring,  when  they  are  full  of  sap,  ready  to  start  into  new  life  and 
energy."    This  is  a  good,  practical  hint. 

The  Cleaiifting  of  Plants  should  be  done  by  beating  and  brush- 
ing the  dirt  off.  They  ought  never  to  be  washed,  excepting  the 
roots  of  water-plants,  which  may  1)0  washed  freely.  By  means  of 
a  bnish,  we  can  remove  all  the  dust  and  dirt,  and  everj-thing  tliat 
may  cling  to  them. 
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PREPARATION  OF  MOTHEE-TINCTURES. 

The  preparation  of  mother-tinctures  as  given  by  Dr.  F.  E. 
Boericke  in  his  practical  lectures  on  Homceopathic  Pharmaceutics, 
agreeing  substantially  with  Dr.  Willmar  Schwabe,  is  given  with  so 
much  more  of  the  minutiae  and  with  such  a  masterly  hand,  that  I 
have  taken  the  liberty  of  copying  it  in  full.    He  says : 

''Class  I. — ^Your  fresh  plant  or  part  of  a  plant  is  cut  in  small 
particles  (with  a  well-polished  steel  knife,  free  from  rust,  on  a  well- 
cleansed  chopping  board),  pounded  in  a  wedgewood  mortar,  then 
placed  in  a  clean  new  linen  cloth,  and  the  juice  expressed  by 
means  of  a  press,  or  by  wringing  the  cloth.  Weigh  the  expressed 
juice,  and  add  to  it  an  equal  weight  of  strong  alcohol  in  a  glass 
jar.  Set  this  aside  for  a  week,  and  then  filter,  when  your  tincture 
is  ready.  This  is  Hahnemann's  prescription  for  making  essences ; 
and  it  has  to  be  followed  out  with  all  plants,  of  which  the  prov- 
ings  were  obtained  of  preparations  made  as  above,  and  may  be 
done  with  all  which  are  juicy.  A  great  many  tinctures  of  Euro- 
pean plants  are  prepared  that  way,  and  therefore  have  to  be  im- 
ported in  that  state  of  tincture  or  essence. 

"You  will  see  that  the  juice  of  plants  was  considered  by  Hahne- 
mann to  contain  all  the  active  forces  of  the  medicine,,  and  this 
constitutes  the  original  drug ;  the  alcohol  is  added  only  to  make 
the  preparation  keep.  The  tincture,  containing  one  part  drug  and 
one  part  alcohol,  represents  one-half  of  the  original  drug ;  and,  in 
potentizing  such  a  tincture,  you  have  to  take,  for  the  first  decimal 
preparation,  twenty  drops  of  tincture  to  eighty  drops  of  dilute  al- 
cohol, or,  for  the  first  centesimal  preparation,  two  drops  of  tincture 
to  ninety-eight  di-opa  of  dilute  alcohol, — i.  e.,  half  water  and  half 
alcohol, — in  order  to  make  the  first  potency,  in  either  case  containing 
strictly  one-tenth  or  one-hundredth  part  of  the  original  drug. 
Mark,  I  say  dilute  alcohol,  for  if  you  take  strong  alcohol  you  will 
get  a  sediment,  showing  that  some  parts  of  the  tincture  are  thro^\ii 
down,  whereas  your  potence  vtitHt  always  contain  all  that  is  in  the 
tincture.  That  such  a  sediment  contains  only  starchy  matter  of 
no  medicinal  nrtue,  is  no  argument  at  all.  The  next  potency  may 
be  prepared,  like  the  rest,  with  strong  alcohol. 

"Class  II. — This  includes,  also,  mostly  European  plants,  but 
such  as  are  less  juicy,  from  which  the  juice  has  to  be  extracted 
by  means  of  two-thirds  of  strong  alcohol ;  the  tincture  of  these 
therefore  also  represents  one-half  of  the  original  drug.  ["The 
finely  chopped  plant,  or  part  thereof,  is  weighed.  We  then  take 
two-thirds,  by  weight,  of  strong  alcohol,  and  moisten  the  chopped 
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plant  with  as  much  of  it  as  is  necessary  to  bring  the  mass  to  a 
thick  pulp,  and  stir  it  well.  Then,  adding  the  rest  of  the  alcohol, 
the  whole  is  mixed  well  together  and  strained  (or  pressed)  lege  artis, 
through  a  piece  of  new  linen.  The  tincture  thus  obtained,  after 
standing  eight  days  in  a  well-stoppered  bottle,  in  a  dark,  cool 
place,  is  then  filtered." — Schwahe,] 

"There  are  only  few^  in  this  class.  The  first  potencies  are  made 
in  the  same  proportion  as  Class  I, ;  that  is,  twenty  to  eighty  for 
the  first  decimal,  and  two  drops  to  ninety-eight  drops  for  the  first 
centesimal,  potency,  but  we  take  strong  alcohol. 

"Cla«8  III. — This  includes  a  great  many  remedies ;  and  it  is  this 
ilass  with  which  we  in  this  country  have  most  to  do,  as  all  our 
A.merican  remedies  are  prepared  in  accordance  with  it.  After 
having  reduced  the  plant,  or  part  of  the  plant,  as  before  mentioned, 
and  having  weighed  it,  we  add  double  the  weight  of  alcohol  to  it. 
After  two  weeks  the  tincture  is  pressed  out  and  filtered.  It  repre- 
sents the  sixth  part  of  the  plant  as  the  original  drug  (always  con- 
sidering the  juice  of  the  plant  as  the  original  drug) ;  and,  in  starting 
your  dilutions,  you  have  to  take  sixty  drops  of  the  tincture  to  forty 
of  alcohol  for  the  first  decimal,  or  six  drops  of  tincture  and  ninety- 
four  of  alcohol  for  the  first  centesimal  dilution. 

"Class  IV. — All  the  dry  substances  [vegetable  and  animal], 
such  as  we  generally  obtain  from  the  trade,  are  prepared  accord- 
ing to  this  class.  Have  your  substance  well  powdered  or  pounded, 
and,  after  weighing  it,  add  five  times  its  weight  of  alcohol.  Let  the 
well-closed  bottles  or  jars  stand  for  two  weeks,  pour  off,  press,  and 
filter,  and  your  tincture  is  made.  It  represents  the  tenth  part  of 
the  drug  [and  is  the  first  decimal  potency] ;  and,  to  make  the  first 
centesimal  potency,  you  take  ten  drops  of  the  tincture  to  ninety 
of  alcohol. 

"Ther0  are  yet  some  other  vegetable  products  which  come  un- 
der neither  class,  such  asthe  resins,  Guaiacum,  etc.  Afterpowder- 
ing  them  and  adding  nine  parts  of  strong  alcohol,  they  dissolve 
almost  entirely ;  we  therefore  do  not  consider  them  as  tinctures, 
but  as  alcoholic  solutions,  and  treat  them  as  the  first  decimal 
dilutions  from  which  further  potencies  arc  made.  In  preparing 
tinctures  according  to  Classes  III.  and  IV.,  they  should  be  well 
shaken  two  or  three  times. 

[These  four  chisses  will  he  referred  to  In  the  first  line  under  the 
name  of  enfh  remedjf.] 

"Animtd  Khiffdoni.  The  transformation  of  animal  matter  in- 
to remedial  agents  is  done  in  the  same  way  as  with  those  from  the 
lower  kingdoms ;  i.  e.,  either  by  trituration  or  by  extracting  atinct- 
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ure,  and  thus  starting  our  potencies.  In  some  cases,  we  make  use 
of  the  entire  animal,  as  with  Apis  mel.  [  Hering  says  it  is  foolish 
to  take  the  whole  bee,  with  all  the  foreign  matters,  which  color  the 
tincture,  but  the  pure  poison  from  the  sting-saek  is  the  only  part 
that  should  be  used,  potentized  in  alcohol,  or  prepared  in  oil  or 
glycerine  for  external  use],  Cantharis,  and  Diadema,  of  which 
tinctures  are  prepared  according  to  Class  IV.  The  excretory  ani- 
mal products,  as  Musk,  Castoreum,  and  Mephitis,  are  prepared  also 
according  to  Class  IV. ;  and  of  course  their  hrst  potencies  are  pre- 
pared in  accordance  with  the  rule  there  given." 

Trituration.  This  is  a  process  by  which  drug  particles  are  still 
further  broken  up  and  subdivided.  By  this  method  in  Homoeo- 
pathic Pharmacy,  not  only  are  all  substances  made  soluble,  but 
even  inert  substances  in  their  crude  state  are  developed  into  active 
medicines,  and  every  drug  subjected  to  it  is  brought  nearer  to  ani- 
mal life.  Substances  that  are  supposed  to  be  insoluble  are  made 
perfectly  soluble  in  alcohol  and  water.  This  great  discovery  be- 
longs to  Hahnemann,  and  is  not  yet  fully  recognized  by  modem 
science.  Any  coarse,  dry  substance,  if  triturated  by  itself,  i.e., 
without  any  admixture,  can  only  be  divided  to  a  limited  extent. 
At  length  it  reaches  a  point,  where,  instead  of  further  division, 
many  of  the  particles  unite  again.  To  carry  on  the  process  of 
dividing  and  subdividing,  and  to  prevent  the  particles  reuniting, 
Hahnemann  introduced  that  indifferent  body,  Sugar  o/Milkt  and, 
with  this,  carried  on  the  division  until  it  could  be  continued  no 
longer,  because  the  dividing  body,  sugar  of  milk,  had  reached  the 
limit  of  division.  Then  Hahnemann  added  more  sugar  of  milk; 
and,  tlu'ough  this  addition,  a  still  finer  di\*ision  was  effected,  imtil 
the  limit  was  reached  again,  when  another  addition  of  this  inert 
substance  was  made  and  a  further  division  was  effected ;  and  so  on, 
again  and  again.  "  The  drug  particles  had  now  become  so  fine  that 
the  heavy,  gross  particles  of  water  or  alcohol,  prevented  their  set- 
tling down,  and  they  floated  through  these  media  with  as  much 
ease  as  dust  in  a  sunbeam,  being  now,  it  may  be  said,  in  a  state 
of  perfect  solubility.  But  now  let  us  see  what  our  great  leader 
Hahnemami  has  to  say  about  the  manner  of  triturating  our  drugs  : 

"Of  the  so  pulverized  substances,  you  take  one  grain ;  Mercury 
may  be  used  in  the  liquid  state  ;  of  Petroleum,  you  take  one  drop 
instead  of  one  grain.  Put  this  grain  into  an  unglazed  porcelain 
mortar.  Then  you  take  thirty-three  grains  of  sugar  of  milk,  and 
mix  them  with  the  drug  by  triturating  the  mass  witli  some  force 
for  about  six  minutes  by  means  of  a  porcelain  pestle.  Before  you 
triturate,  stir  the  mass  for  a  little  while  with  a  spatula.    Having 
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triturated  the  mass,  you  stir  it  again  for  about  four  minulee,  scrap- 
ing up  that  part  which  covers  the  bottom  of  the  porcelain  mortar, 
and  also  that  which  adheres  to  the  pestle ;  then  you  triturate  again 
with  greater  force  for  six  minutes,  without,  however,  adding  any- 
thing new.  This  mass  you  scrape  up  again  for  four  minutes,  add 
another  thirty- three  grains  of  sugar  of  milk,  stir  the  new  compoimd 
for  a  while  with  the  spatula,  then  triturate  it  for  six  minutes, 
scrape  it  up  for  four  minutes,  triturate  again  with  great  force  for 
six  minutes,  scrape  the  mass  up  again  for  four  minutes,  then  add 
the  last  thirty-three  grains  of  sugar  of  milk,  and  with  this  last 
added  portion  proceed  as  with  the  two  former.  This  powder  you 
enclose  in  a  well-corked  glass,  and  mark  it  with  the  name  of  the 
substance,  and  the  figure  100,  to  show  that  this  is  the  one-hundredth 
potency  of  the  substance. 

"In  order  to  prepare  the  degree  1000000,  or  I,  you  take  one  grain 
of  the  degree  10000,  and  go  through  the  processes  of  stirring  and 
triturating  in  the  same  way  as  before,  employing  upward  of  an 
hour  for  the  preparation  of  each  different  potency. 

"For  the  sake  of  establishing  uniformity  in  preparing  Homoeo- 
pathic remedies,  and  especially  the  anti-psorics,  I  never  carry  the 
process  of  triturating  above  the  millionth  degi*ee.  From  this  degree 
I  derive  the  dilutions  in  their  various  degrees  of  potency. 

"For  the  process  of  trituration  a  certain  force  should  be  em- 
ployed ;  not  so  much,  however,  as  to  cause  the  mass  to  adhere  too 
tenaciously  to  the  mortar  to  be  scraped  up  in  the  space  of  four 
minutes." 

The  introduction  of  the  decimal  scale,  by  Dr.  Hering,  has 
greatly  modified  trituration.  The  earlier  Homteopathic  physicians 
used  a  mortar  about  tliroe  inches  wide  ;  and  now  we  use  mortars 
from  eight  to  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  and  triturate  from  ten  to 
fifteen  hundred  grains  at  once.  Mortars  for  common  use  should 
hold  about  two  quarts,  then  fifteen  hundred  grains  can  be  tritura- 
ted nicely  at  one  time. 

Decimal  Snth  of  'JYituratlon.  This  scale  is  made  in  the  follow- 
ing maimer:  Weigh  out  three  times  three  hundred  grains,  which 
makes  nine  hundred,  of  sugar  of  milk.  Now  take  one  hundred 
grahis  of  the  cnide  substance  to  be  triturated  and  add  to  it  the  first 
three  huntlred  grains  ;  triturate  twenty  minutes.  Stir  up  tlie  mass 
four  minutes,  then  add  the  second  three  hundred  grains,  triturate 
twenty  niiimtes ;  stir  again  for  four  minutes,  and  then  add  the  last 
three  hundred  grains,  and  triturate  twenty  minutes  more,  usmg 
considerable  force,  wliieh  completes  the  trituration. 

The  centesimal  scale  is  made  in  the  same  way  as  the  above, 
witli  this  diiference,  only  ten  grains  of  the  crude  dnig  are  used  to 
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nine  hundred  and  ninety  of  sugar  of  milk,  I  have  found  that  the 
stirring-up  and  scraping  process  to  free  the  drug  from  the  mortar 
can  be  completely  done  away  with  by  simply  using  a  little  alcohol 
to  moisten  the  sugar  of  milk  with.  If  this  is  done,  trituration  will 
be  found  to  proceed  with  great  facility  and  perfection. 

Triturations  to  be  potentized  should  be  carried  up  to  the  sixth 
decimal,  or  the  third  centesimal.  And,  as  a  general  rule,  hard 
substances  are  triturated  more  easily  than  soft  ones.  Zincum 
and  Iridium  are  the  hardest  bodies  we  have  to  triturate ;  but  they 
show  finer  and  much  more  equal  molecules  than  Graphites,  Plum- 
bum and  Mercury.  If  you  wish  to  triturate  Lead  well,  you  will 
have  to  use  your  pestle  very  softly ;  and  you  must  triturate  Mer- 
cury, Graphites,  and  Lead  double  time  when  preparing  the  first 
trituration.  To  triturate  and  preserve  Iron  in  its  metallic  state, 
all  moisture  must  be  driven  out  by  keeping  the  mortar  continually 
warm. 

Hygroscopic  salts — i.  e.,  those  which  eagerly  absorb  moisture 
from  the  atmosphere;  such  as  Calcarea  caustica,  Kalicarb.,  Kali 
hyd.,  and  Calcarea  chlorata — will  not  keep  well  in  trituration. 
Argentum  nitricum  can  only  be  kept  a  feW  days  in  trituration 
before  the  Argentum  decomposes  the  sugar  of  milk  and  it  is 
destroyed, 

Potentizing.  This  is  done  by  transferring  triturations  into 
liquid  solutions,  or  potencies,  in  the  following  manner :  Take  ten 
grains  of  the  sixth  decimal  trituration  and  ninety  drops  of  distilled 
water,  place  them  in  a  suitable  bottle  and  shake  thoroughly  (the 
more  shaking  the  better).  This  is  called  the  7th  dilution  (to  dis- 
tinguish from  trituration).  Then  take  ten  drops  of  this  seventh 
dilution,  place  in  a  bottle  and  add  ninety  drops  of  pure  alcohol  and 
auccuss  the  vial  as  above,  which  produces  the  8th  dilution.  This 
can  be  carried  on  as  noted  above  to  any  potency  desired. 

To  prepare  tlie  dilutions  on  the  centesimal  scale,  we  take  one 
grain  of  the  third  trituration,  place  it  in  a  bottle  of  suitable  size, 
add  fifty  drops  of  distilled  water  and  fifty  of  alcohol,  and  succuss 
as  for  the  decimal  scale,  and  mark  it  4th  dilution.  Of  this  fourth 
dilution,  take  one  drop,  add  ninety-nine  drops  of  pure  alcohol, 
and  succuss  as  above ;   mark  this  5th,  and  so  on  ad  libitum. 

Bottles  used  in  potentizing  should  not  be  more  than  two-thirds 
full. 

EXTERNAL  APPLICATIONS. 

External  Applicatiotis  consist  of  cerates,  glyceroles,  liniments, 
ointments,  lotions,  plasters,  poultices,  etc.,  of  which  I  will  only 
mention  a  few,  to  give  a  general  idea  of  their  preparation. 
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Simple  Cerate.  Take  of  lard  eight  troy  ounces,  and  white 
wax  four  troy  ounces,  melt  them  together  in  a  water  bath,  and 
fitir  constantly  imtil  cool.  Cosmoline  may  take  the  place  of  lard, 
with  many  drugs. 

Arnica  Cerate.  Tincture  of  Arnica  one  ounce,  simple  cerate 
one  pound ;  melt  in  a  sand  bath,  and  stir  till  cold.  Many  remedies 
can  be  i)i'epared  and  used  in  this  way. 

A^lscultis  Cerate.  One  ounce  of  tincture,  simple  cerate  one 
pound,  glycerine  one  ounce,  white  wax  one  ounce.  Mix  the 
tincture  with  the  glycerine,  put  all  in  the  melted  cerate,  stir  till 
cold.  Hamamelis,  Lycopersicum,  Urtica  urens,  Graphites,  and 
many  others,  the  same  as  ^sculus  cerate. 

Ointments.  These  differ  from  cerates  in  being  softer.  Cosmo- 
line,  or  Petroliue,  as  a  base  for  ointments,  prevents  decomposition, 
and  at  the  same  time  is  more  penetrating  than  the  simple  cerate. 
They  can  be  used  on  the  most  delicate  membrane.  Many  reme- 
dies can  be  introduced  into  dissolved  cosmoline  or  vaseline,  and 
should  then  be  stirred  until  cool. 

Belladonna  Ointment.  Extract  one  part,  to  nine  of  wax  oint- 
ment ;  thoroughly  mix  in  a  mortar,  or  by  heat. 

Sulphur  Ointment.  Flowers  of  Sulphur  one  ounce,  glycerine 
one  ounce,  simple  ointment  fourteen  ounces ;  stir  while  cooling. 

Mercurial  Ointment.  Take  twenty-four  ounces  of  Mercury, 
twelve  ounces  of  lard,  twelve  ounces  of  suet,  and  two  ounces  of 
Ether;  triturate  thoroughly.  The  metal  will  be  readily  ex- 
tinguished.   Glycerine  will  do  the  same  thing ;  keep  cool. 

Calomel  Ointment.    One  part  of  Mercury  to  nine  of  cosmoline. 

Red  Oxide  of  Mercury,  sixty  grains,  ointment  four  hundred  and 
twenty  grains ;  triturate  thoroughly. 

Iodine  Ointment.  Iodine  twenty  grains,  Iodide  of  Potassium 
four  grains,  lard  one  ounce.  Rub  the  Iodine  and  Iodide  of  Potash 
with  six  minims  of  water  first,  and  then  add  the  lard  until 
thoroughly  triturated. 

Acetate  of  Lead  Ointment.  Take  twelve  grains  of  Lead  to  one 
ounce  of  Benzoated  lard ;  mix  thoroughly. 

Glyccrolcs.  These  are  readily  made  by  tritiu'athig  in  a  mortar 
uridilutcd  glycerine  with  the  desired  remedy, 

Ohjverole  of  Carlmlic  Acid.  Take  two  ounces  of  Carbolic  acid 
and  one-half  pint  of  glycerine.    Mix. 

Ghjrerite  of  BorajT.  Take  Borate  of  Sodium  two  ounces,  and 
one-half  pint  of  glycerine.    Mix. 

Glycerole  of  Hifdrastis.  Take  Hydrastis  tincture  one  ounce, 
glycerine  four  ounces.    Mix. 
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Glycerole  of  Starch.  Take  eight  ounces  of  glycerine  and  one 
ounce  of  pulverized  Starch.  Triturate,  then  stir  over  a  fire  until 
the  starch  granules  burst  and  a  clear  jelly  is  formed.  This  is  an 
excellent  medium  for  many  remedies,  in  the  proportion  of  one 
drachm  of  tincture  to  the  ounce  of  glycerole. 

Liniments  are  liquid  preparations,  generally  oily  or  soapy,  for 
external  use. 

Lininientum  Campliorce.  Take  of  Camphor  half  an  ounce, 
Olive  oil  two  ounces.  Or,  an  ounce  and  a  half  of  Camphor,  two 
fluid  drachms  of  Chlorofonn,  and  twp  ounces  of  Olive  oil. 

Lininientum  Saponis  Camp}u>ratum.  Take  of  common  Soap, 
sliced,  three  ounces ;  Camphor  one  ounce ;  alcohol  one  pint ;  Oil  of 
Origanum  and  Eosemary,  each  a  fluid  drachm.  Digest  the  Soap 
with  the  alcohol,  in  a  hot  sand-bath,  and  then  add  the  Camphor 
and  oils.  This  liniment  is  sold  under  the  name  of  Opod^ldoc^ 
For  sprains,  bruises,  and  rheumatic  pains,  it  is  very  useful. 

Plasters  are  solid  compounds,  for  external  application,  adhe- 
sive at  the  temperature  of  the  human  body,  and  are  mostly  com- 
posed of  Olive  litharge.  They  are  prepared  for  use  by  spreading 
them  upon  linen,  muslin,  or  leather. 

Adhesive  Plaster.  Take  Lead  plaster  three  pounds,  melt  over 
a  gentle  tire,  and  add  half  a  pound  of  Resin  in  powder.  Mix. 
This  is  the  common  adhesive  plaster  of  the  surgeon. 

Court-plaster.  Dissolve  isinglass  in  boiling  water,  then  spread 
on  oiled  silk.  It  is  better  still  if  a  little  of  the  tincture  of  Benzoin 
be  added. 

We  use  plasters  of  Belladonna,  Arnica,  Rhus  tox.,  Aconite,  and 
many  other  remedies. 

CoUodium.  This  substance  is  a  solution  of  Gun-cotton  and 
Ether.  When  applied  to  the  skin,  it  contracts  and  becomes  very 
adhesive,  tends  to  drive  the  blood  from  the  parts,  and  prevents 
its  retumjby  doing  so,  it  limits  effusion  and  promotes  absorption. 
It  is  eminently  protective  in  its  operation,  entirely  excluding  the 
part  which  it  covers  from  the  air,  and  is  of  great  value  m  the  treat- 
ment of  many  skin  diseases,  ulcers,  and  lacerated  wounds.  Be- 
fore its  application  the  parts  must  be  completely  dried.  After 
the  first  touch  with  the  camel's-hair  brush,  allow  the  Collodium  to 
dry  a  little  before  the  second  application.  Fissures,  especially 
of  the  nipples,  are  speedily  cured  with  Collodium ;  the  same  with 
the  stings  and  bites  of  insects.  In  dressing  wounds,  lint  or  linen 
cambric  saturated  with  the  liquid,  should  be  laid  on  the  coaptated 
parts. 
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SACCHARATED  EXTRACTS. 

A  very  valuable  improvement  has  recently  been  introduced  in 
Pharmacy  by  Prof.  0.  Gilbert  Wheeler,  of  the  Hahnemann  Medical 
College  of  Chicago,  whereby  we  are  able  to  procure  a  concentrated 
preparation  representing  all  the  medicinal  properties  of  the  crmh 
drug,  free  from  its  sterile  and  inert  substances.  These  prepara- 
tions have  been  named  by  him  Saccharated  Extracts,  for  the  rea- 
son that  Sugar  of  Milk  takes  the  place  of  the  inert  woody  fiber, 
starch,  gum,  etc.,  of  the  original  substance. 

The  process  consists  in  exhausting  the  crude  drug  completely 
and  carefully  in  Alcohol,  Ether,  etc.,  then  evaporating  the  perco- 
late to  a  solid  extract.  To  this,  sufficient  Sugar  of  Milk  is  added 
to  bring  the  mixture  to  the  same  weight  as  that  of  the  crude  ma- 
terial employed.  The  whole  is  now  triturated  to  an  impalpable 
powder,  and  the  product  is  finished.  During  the  operation,  the 
yield  of  the  solid  Extract  is  noted,  which  must  attain  a  certain 
fixed  standard  of  percentage  in  relation  to  the  crude  drug.  In 
the  more  powerful  remedies,  i.  e.,  Aconite,  Belladonna,  Nux  vom- 
ica, Veratrum  viride,  etc.,  an  assay  is  made  of  their  alkaloids,  to 
find  whether  they  fully  represent  the  standard  adopted,  made 
from  the  best  article  of  the  plant  that  grows ;  if  not,  they  are 
discarded  as  unfit  for  use.  By  these  precautions,  a  more  uni- 
form and  reliable  product  is  undoubtedly  obtained, — a  great 
desideratum  to  the  practicing  physician  ;  for  tinctures,  and  espe- 
cially fluid  extracts,  are  often  found  perfectly  worthless.  But,  in 
these  preparations,  one  grain  of  the  Extract  invariably  represents 
one  grain  of  tlie  perfect  crude  drug  from  which  they  are  obtained. 

A  powder  thus  obtained,  might  be  called  a  soluble  drug  of  defi- 
nite strength  and  quality,  free  from  the  deterioration  which  all 
tinctures  &nd  fluid  extracts  are  liable  to  imdergo.  In  fluid  prep- 
arations, particularly  the  more  concentrated,  a  gradual  precipi- 
tation takes  place,  so  that  the  clear  filtered  liquid  does  not  fully 
represent  the  remedy.  Tinctures,  although  well  made,  will  grad- 
ually become  unreliable. 

These  Extracts,  so  perfectly  preser^'ed  by  the  antiseptic  prop- 
erties of  Sugar  of  Milk,  are  not  only  unchangeable,  but  very  con- 
venient for  making  triturations,  as  tliey  are  the  ding  itself  in  a 
minute  state  of  subdivision  and  in  a  sohihle  fomi;  and,  by  their  use, 
we  can  always  know,  with  absolute  certainty,  just  how  much  of 
the  medicinal  substance  we  have  in  our  triturations.  They  have 
already  received  tlie  sanction  of  high  Homtpopathic  authority, 
and  are  being  rapidly  introduced  to  the  profession. 
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ACONITUM  NAPELLUS. 

Wolf's-bane. 

Habitat,  Central  Earope.    Tincture  of  the  treth  plant,  Cla^s  I.;  of  Root,  Claaa  lU. 
Antldot««.— Vegetable  acldi,  Wine.  Bell..  Cofl..  Verat. 

Through  the  cerebiro- spinal  nervous  system,  Aconite  has  nine  special 
centers  of  action: 

I.  Heart.    Inhibitory  Paralysis;  Blood- Pressure  Lessened, 

II,  Circulation.     Vaso-Motor  Paralysis. 

UX.  Temperature.     Depressed,  with  Diaphoresis. 

rV.  Cebebro-Spi.nal  Nervous  System.    Paralysis. 

V.  Mucous  Membraneh.     Sthenic  Inflammation. 

VI.  Stomach.     Emesis;  Congestion;  Neuralgia. 

VII.  LuNos.     Centric  Vagi  Paralysis;  Congestion;  Inflammation. 

VIII.  Tendons  AND  Fibrous  Tissues.    Wieuinatoid  Inflammation. 

IX.  Serous  Membranes.    Plastic  Inflammation. 

Heart  and  Arterial  Capillary  Blood- Vessels.— Toxic  doses 
of  Aconite  paralyze  directly  the  nervous  ganglia  of  the  heart, 
which  are  its  rhythmically  discharging  centers,  producing  at  first 
a  reduction  of  the  number  of  heart  pulsations,  and  then  an 
increased  action,  with  evident  loss  of  muscular  power;  finally, 
irregular  systolic  movements,  with  very  long  inten^ening  pauses, 
ending  in  diastolic  paralysis.  Each  individual  pulsation  is 
lessened  until  death,  when  the  muscle  of  the  heart  will  not  re- 
spond to  galvanic  irritation,  its  contractihty  being  destroyed. 
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Dr.  Sydney  Ringer  says :  "Aconite  certainly  affects  either  the 
muscular  substance  or  the  contained  ganglia  of  the  heart ;  on  thia 
point  all  observers  are  agreed;  for  Aconitia  affects  the  heart 
after  section  of  the  pneumogastric,  or  the  administration  of 
Atropia,  which  paralyzes  this  nerve ;  and  it  affects  the  extirpated 
heart  in  the  same  way  as  it  affects  this  organ  in  situ.  It  is  main- 
tained, however,  that  it  acts  also  through  the  pneumogastric  j 
Boehm  and  Wartmann  beUeving  that  it  paralyzes  the  termination: 
of  this  nerve ;  Achscharumow,  that  it  first  stimulates  the  inhibi- 
tory center  of  the  pneumogastric,  and  so  slows  the  heart,  and  then 
the  pneumogastric  becomes  exhausted  and  at  last  paralyzed,  and 
then  the  heart  beats  quickly  and  irregularly." 

"The  action  of  Aconite  upon  the  circulation  is  very  decided. 
According  to  Dr.  Achscharumow,  in  the  frog  a  moderate  toxic  dose 
of  Aconitia  produces  at  first  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  the  heart's 
pulsations,  then  an  increase  of  rapidity  of  its  action,  with  very 
evident  loss  of  power,  and  finally  irregular  systolic  movements, 
with  very  long  intervening  pauses,  ending  in  diastolic  arrest.  Drs. 
Rudolf  Boehm  and  L.  "Wartmann  have  confirmed  these  observa- 
tions. 

"In  animals,  the  exhibition  of  Aconite  in  sufficient  doses  yields 
similar  results.  In  the  dog  and  cat,  there  is  a  steady  sinking  of 
the  arterial  pressure ;  in  the  rabbit,  this  fall  is  preceded  by  a  brief 
rise.  The  rate  of  the  heart's  pulsation  also  undergoes  reduction ; 
and  there  is  finally  diastolic  arrest  in  these  and  other  manamals, 

"The  method  by  which  the  Aconite  influences  the  heart  is  not 
certainly  settled.  According  to  the  experiments  both  of  Boehm 
and  Wartmann,  it  produces  a  gradual  paralysis  of  the  peripheral 
vagi ;  a  constant  increase  of  the  intensity  of  a  galvanic  stimulation 
of  the  pneumogastric  nerves  being  required  to  influence  the  heart 
as  the  poisoning  deepens,  imtil  finally  the  vagi  entirely  refuse  to 
transmit  any  inhibitory  impulse. 

"In  a  single  exi)eriment,  Achscharumow  foimd,  that,  after  sec- 
tion of  the  vagi  in  the  early  stage  of  Aconite-poisoning,  there  was  an 
immediate  rise,  both  in  the  number  of  the  cardiac  pulsations  and 
in  the  arterial  pressure.  From  these  data  he  argues  that  the  slow- 
ing of  the  pulse  during  the  early  stage  of  Aconite -poisoning,  is  due 
to  stimulation  of  the  inhibitoiy  centers  iiilliu  medulla  oblongata. 
Boehm  and  Wartmann  repudiate  this  conchision  ;  because,  accord- 
ing to  their  experience,  the  phenomena  of  Aconite-poisoning  occur 
in  the  usual  manner,  after  section  of  the  vagi,  or  in  the  atropized 
animals.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  no  necessaiy  contradiction  iu 
tlie  asserted  facts  of  these  observers,  as  it  is  possible  that  the  slow- 
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ing  of  the  pulse  may  be  due  to  two  immediate  causes,  one  having 
lis  seat  in  the  medulla  oblongata,  the  other  in  the  heart.  Although 
the  explanation  cannot  be  considered  proven,  it  is  probably  correct ; 
as  Lewin  agrees  with  Achseharumow  that  there  is  a  primary  rise 
of  the  pulse  when  Aconitia  is  given  after  section  of  the  vagi,  but 
states  that  this  rise  is  of  very  brief  duration,  and  is  soon  followed 
by  the  usual  reduction.  It  is  very  certain  that  Aconitia  also  influ- 
ences directly  the  heart,  or  its  contained  ganglia,  for  Achseharu- 
mow has  found  that  it  acts  upon  the  frog's  heart  removed  from  the 
body,  and  Liegeoia  and  Hottot  have  observed  the  ordinary  cardiac 
phenomena  of  Aconite- poisoning,  produced  by  the  alkaloid  placed 
directly  upon  the  viicus.  Boehm  and  Wartmann  have  also  noted 
that  in  Aconite-poisoning  the  force  of  the  individual  beat  is  lessened. 
After  death  the  cardiac  muscle  fails  entirely  to  respond  to  galvanic 
irritation,  its  contractility  being  lost." — Dr.  II.  C.  Wood,  Materia 
Medlca. 

"Aconite  is  a  protoplasmic  poison,  and  destroys  the  functions 
of  all  nitrogenous  tissue ;  first  of  the  central  nervous  system,  next 
of  the  nerves,  and  last  of  the  muscles ;  but  it  has  an  especial  af- 
finity for  the  sensory  apparatus,  paralyzing  first  the  sensory  per- 
ceptive center,  and,  through  this  central  nervous  system,  is  a  pow- 
erful depressant  of  the  motor  ner^'es  and  muscles.  Aconite  affects 
all  the  structures  of  the  heart ;  first  its  ganglia,  next  its  nerves, 
and  last  its  muscular  substance." — Ringer, 

Upon  the  arterial  capillary  vessels,  through  the  vaso-motor 
nerves  and  heart,  we  have  paralysis,  with  its  attendant  congestion, 
and  all  the  symptoms  of  inflammation,  in  all  the  tissues  that  have 
capillary  vessels.  Dr.  Wood  does  not  believe  Aconitia  acts  on  the 
vaso-motor  nerves,  but  that  it  destroys  the  conducting  power  either 
of  the  afferent  nerves  or  of  the  cord,  so  that  in  the  animal  under 
its  influence  no  impulse  can  be  transmitted  from  the  periphery  to 
the  vaso-motor  centers  in  the  medulla ;  but  Bartholow  says  it  is  a 
direct  sedative  to  the  vaso-motor  nervous  system. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Nervous  System,— The  action  of  Aconite  upon 
the  animal  nervous  system,  is  not  fully  settled.  Liegeois  and 
Hottot  believe  that  it  first  paralyzes  the  perceptive  centers,  abov^ 
the  spinal  cord,  and  afterward  the  terminations,  and  lastly,  the 
trunks  of  the  sensory  ner\'es. 

Boehm  and  Wartmann  conclude  that  Aconite  first  pai*alyzes  the 
sensory  and  then  the  motor  part  of  the  cord. 

Achseharumow  concludes  that  it  paralyzes  both  the  trunks  and 
terminations  of  the  cerebro-spinal  motor  nerves,  but  leaves  t^*> 
muscles  unaffected. 


36  ACONITE. 

Dr.  G.  Hunter  Mackenzie  says :  "Aconite's  action  on  the  nerv- 
Qtis  system  consists  in  first  instating,  and  secondly,  paralyzing, 
the  peripheral  sensory  ner\'es,  and  posterior  roots  of  the  spinal 
nerves.  Increases  the  irritability  of  the  peripheral  motor  nerves, 
and  of  the  motor  columns  of  the  cord.  Does  not  induce  muscular 
paralysis,  but,  on  the  coutrarj%  increases  the  irritability  of  the 
A'oluutary  muscles,  inducing  convulsions,  mainly  augmenting  the 
irritability  of  the  anterior  column  of  the  cord,  and  the  motor  nervea 
and  muscles." 

"It  may  be  considered  settled  that  Aconite  has  no  decided  in- 
fluence upon  the  motor  nerves.  At  the  same  time  the  poison  would 
seem  to  have  some  such  influence,  because,  when  brought  in  con- 
tact with  an  exposed  nerve,  Aconitia  rapidly  destroys  its  functional 
activity,  and,  after'  death  in  the  Aconitized  frog,  the  motor  nerves 
lose  their  irritabihty  more  rapidly  than  normal.  Further,  it  should 
be  noted,  that,  when  in  frogs  the  convulsions  are  very  severe,  the 
motor  nerves  seem  temporarily  to  lose  their  functional  power  from 
exhaustion. 

"A  very  complete  and  beautiful  investigation  of  the  action  of 
Aconitia  upon  the  spinal  cord  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Liegeois  and 
M.  Hottot.  According  to  these  observers,  in  Aconite-poisoning  loss 
of  sensibility  occurs  in  the  frog's  legs  simultaneously  with,  or  even 
before,  the  disturbances  of  respiration,  and  long  before  the  power 
of  voluntary  motion  is  lost ;  and  even  when  the  reflex  activity  is 
intact.  This  sensory  paralysis,  according  to  the  experiments  of 
the  French  investigators  just  quoted,  first  appears  in  the  hind  legs 
of  a  frog  poisoned  with  Aconitia,  and  has  not  its  primary  seat 
either  in  the  peripheral  ner\'es  or  in  the  spinal  cor;l ;  for  it  was 
found  that  tying  the  aorta  close  to  its  abdominal  bifurcation,  so 
as  to  prevent  access  of  the  blood — i.  e.,  of  the  poison — to  the  pos- 
terior nen*es,  did  not  affect  the  development  of  the  anaesthesia ; 
further,  that  closing  the  arterj'  nearer  its  origin  in  such  a  way  as 
to  shut  off  the  circulation  to  the  cord  and  spinal  ner^-es,  but  to 
allow  the  passage  of  the  blood  to  the  eerebnim,  did  not  cause  sen- 
sory paralysis  to  come  on  more  slowly  than  normal  in  poisoning 
by  Aconite. 

"Of  course,  it  is  possible  for  the  peripheral  ends  of  the  sensory 
nerves  to  be  paralyzed  either  at  the  same  time  that  the  perceptive 
center  is,  or  after^vard ;  and,  of  course,  the  center  being  para- 
lyzed, it  becomes  verj' difficult  to  determine  whether  the  peripherj' 
is  or  is  not  affected.  Liegeois  and  Hottot  assei*t  that  this  paral- 
ysis of  the  center  occurs  before  any  serious  implication  of  the 
peripheric  nen-es,  because,  after  Aconitic  ana>sthesia  had  been  pro- 
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diicecl,  Stryohuia  was  able  to  produce  tetanus ;  afteru'artl.  Lojf- 
ever,  the  extreme  peripheric  nerves  beeame  uffecUid,  so  that  im- 
tatiou  of  tbe  akin  in  the  doubly  poisoued  frog  would  not  provoke 
convulsions,  even  at  a  time  when  irritation  of  tlif  trunk  of  a  nerve 
would  produce  general  retlex  motor  disturbance.  At  last  galvani- 
zation of  the  nerve-tnink  itself  failed  to  induce  response.  From 
these  factH^  Llegeois  and  Hottot  deduce — verj'  logically,  I  think— 
the  conclusion  that  Aconite  ijiducea  auflestbesia  by  paralyzing, 
first,  the  i>oroeptive  centers;  secondly,  the  periplu'ral  exlrumities 
ofthenerveH;  thirdly,  the  nerve-trunks  themselves.  The  observers 
alluded  to  also  confirmed  this  coni'lusion  by  Dtlur  cxperinients 
than  those  already  noticed.  They  found,  that,  althouj^h  Aconitia 
applied  directly  to  a  nerve-tmnk  paralyzes  its  sensibility,  yet 
when  the  veins  of  a  frog's  leg  are  tied  and  the  alkaloid  injected  into 
tbe  arterj*  and  allowed  to  penetrate  the  tissues  of  the  leg.  the  skin 
lo&eti  its  sensibihty  long  before  the  uer\e  Is  uffucted. 

"In  regard  to  motion,  Liegeois  and  Holtot  found,  that,  in  a 
certain  stage  of  Aconitia-poisoning.  the  frog  lien  with  his  limbs 
extended,  rehixed,  aud  [)erfe('tly  paralyzed,  and  yet  is  capable  of 
executing  \  igorous  v{»liiiitary  movements,  and  evinces  nearly  nor- 
mal reflex  activity.  They  attribute  this  condition  of  appiuent 
but  not  real  motor  paralysis,  to  loss  of  sensibility  from  paralysis 
of  the  perceptive  center;  as  the  unpoisoncd  frog  evinces  the  same 
phenomena  after  division  of  all  the  pi>sterior  spinal  root.'?.  Afler 
a  time  the  retjex  activity  is  also  lost,  the  power  of  voluntary 
movement  remaining.  Liegeois  and  Hottot  l>elieve  that  this  loss 
of  reflex  activity  is  spinal ;  but.  in  their  experiments  upon  the 
conjoint  acti^tn  of  Aconite  aud  Strychnia,  it  was  found  that  at  a 
certain  stage,  when  no  amount  of  irritation  of  a  nerve  wcdd  in- 
duce convulsions,  a  slight  direct  irritation  of  the  cord  wotdd 
cause  \*iolent  Str>'chnic  spasms.  This  would  seem  to  show  tlmt 
at  lenst  the  earliest  abolition  of  the  reflex  activity  was  due  to  pa- 
ralysis of  the  afterent  nerve-fibers. 

"In  some  particularstbe  researches  of  Liegeois  and  Hottot  have 
lM*eu  confirmed  by  the  later  studies  of  Pr.  George  Hunter  Mac- 
kenzie. The  persistence  of  voluntary  movement,  after  alMdishrng 
reflex  actions,  which  was  first  noted  by  Bochm  andWartniann.  and 
aftenvard  by  I*iegw)iH  and  Hottot,  as  well  ashy  Mackenzie,  proves 
that,  at  a  certain  stage  of  the  poisoning,  while  the  motor  path- 
way from  the  brain  along  the  ant<?rior  colunuis  aud  the  aflferen' 
nerves  is  opt^n.  either  the  sensory  nerves  or  the  receptive  centeil 
of  the  cord  are  paralyzed.  The  experiments  of  Liegeois  and  Hot- 
tot upon  the  joint  action  of  Aconitia  and  Strychnia  are  also  ac- 
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cordant  with  those  of  Mackenzie ;  for  that  ohserver  found,  that» 
when  a  nerve  was  protected  from  the  poison  by  tying  its  siipplyiiiy 
artery,  iiritation  of  it  caused  reflex  actions  when  the  remuiudur 
of  the  frog's  periphery  was  insensible ;  also  tlaat  there  is  a  stage 
of  poisoning  iu  which  irritation  of  the  extreme  periphtnil  nerves 
fails  to  induce  rertix  movements,  although  such  mi)vemeuts  are 
called  out  by  in-itatiou  of  the  sensory  nerve-trunk;  later,  iiri- 
tAtion  of  the  Irmik  was  powerless,  while  irritation  of  the  posterior 
columns  of  the  eord  still  produced  wide-spread  movements.  It 
nmat,  therefore,  be  considered  proven  that  Aconite  ^Htralyzea  tJie 
^nuortf  iiertt'^,  commeuriufi  lit  their  peripfteml  fiulingRy  and  that  the 
loBS  of  retlex  activity  is  due,  at  least  in  great  part,  to  such  cause. 
"The  supposed  action  of  Aconitia  upon  a  higher  perceptive  cen- 
ter is  at  presejit  very  doubtful.  S.  Riuger  and  R.  Murrell  {Journal 
of  I'hi/itidhujif  i.,  Nos.  4  and  5,)  deny  the  accuracy  of  the  delicate 
experiments  of  Liegeois  and  Hottot.  They  affirm  reflex  action  is 
never  maintauuii  after  alx>litiou  of  sensation,  and  that  Aconitiu 
diffuses  itself  through  the  cellular  tissue  of  the  frog  so  rapidly  as 
to  throw  doubt  upon  auy  experiments  iu  wliich  the  progress  of  the 
power  is  supposed  to  be  arrested  by  tying  an  artery.  Curiously 
enough,  Drs.  Ringer  and  Murrell,  while  doubting  the  experiments 
of  Liegeois  and  Hottot.  accept  the  eonelusions  founded  upon  these 
asserted  erroneous  exiieriments,  seemingly  because  they  them- 
selves have  found  that  Aconitia  causes  abolition  of  reflex  action 
more  rapidly  in  brainless  than  in  normal  frogs.  It  is  evident, 
that,  if  this  asserted  fart  were  tnie,  it  would  in  no  way  prove  the 
conclusion  of  Liegeois  and  Hottot.  Further,  the  experiments  ou 
brainless  frogs  were  only  three  in  nund>er  and  it  is  perfectly  pos- 
sible that  the  rapid  retlexpalsywassimply  the  result  of  batrachiau 
itbosjTicrasics.  The  only  safe  conclusion  on  the  evidence,  is  that 
the  evidence  does  not  warrant  any  conclusion. 

"For  reasons  already  given,  the  deductions  are,  however,  now 
warnmtedby  tbeii*  premises.  .\Ulhe  phenomena,  except  the  final 
loss  of  voluntary  power,  are  explainable  by  the  action  of  the  drug 
upon  the  w.*nfiitivt*  nerves.  The  iinal  extinction  of  voluntary 
movement  must  be  due  to  an  action  upon  the  motor  tract  of  the 
spinal  cord,  as  tlie  peripheral  motor  Hpi)aratus  is  not  distinctly 
affected.  Experiments  by  Mackenzie  on  frogs,  have  >'ielded  ap- 
parently central*}'  results  to  those  of  Boehm  and  Wartmanuas  to 
the  eifect  of  removal  of  the  influence  of  Retsclienow's  center  upon 
the  cord  in  Aconitized  frogs.  The  difference  probably  depends 
upon  difference  in  the  doses  employed.  Boehm  and  Wartmanu 
distinctly  state,  that,  when  minute  doses  of  Aconitia  are  employed, 


there  is  a  primary  period  of  excitement  of  the  spiiml  centers. 

Afackenzii*  liasfuniul,  Ihiit  the  conviURioim  which  are  so  severe  in 
Irogs  after  ftnjall  quantities  of  Acouitc,  ure  chietly  of  Hpinal  origin, 
hut  that  the  peripheral  motor  appuratUH  Bhares  the  stiniuhition 
with  the  spinal  motor  tract.  M.  GuiUauil  also  affirms  this  pri- 
mary stimulant  spinal  action.  If  it  exists  at  all  in  mummuls,  it  is 
m  them  completely  moskeil.  The  t!Ou\aUsionis  seen  in  Aconite- 
poisoning  in  some  mammals  are  eerehral,  not  spinal;  as  I  have 
experimentally  determincil  that  tht-y  tlo  not  occur  in  those  iwrtioua 
of  the  body  separated  by  spinal  section  from  cerehml  influence, 

"As  Boehm  and  Wartmann  found  that  the  refli*x  activity  waa 
lost  more  rapidly  than  tbc  jxiwcr  of  voluntary  movement,  and 
that  no  increase  of  reHex  actinty  occnrs  in  the  Aconitized  frog 
when  the  cord  is  cut  ho  an  to  release  it  from  the  intiucnce  of 
Setschenow's  reflex  inliibitorj'  centers,  they  draw  the  conclusion 
that  the  Aconitia  first  depresses  Ihu  rellex  activity  of  the  wensitive 
spinal  centers,  and  afterward  that  of  the  motor  spinal  centers, 
until  the  cord  is  completely  paralyzed." — Dr.  11,  C.  Wtwtl. 

Aconite  is  a  prutoplasmii;  poison,  and  destroys  the  functions 
of  all  nitrogenous  tissue ;  first,  of  the  central  nervrms  systeni ; 
next,  of  the  nerves;  and.  last,  of  the  muscles;  paralyzing  first 
the  sensory  perceptive  center;  and,  through  this  central  nervous 
system,  it  is  a  powerful  depressant  of  the  motor  nerves  and 
mnacles.  .\conite  afifect*  all  the  stnictures  of  the  heart;  first  its 
gaofvlia,  next  its  nerves,  and  lastly  its  ranacnlar  suhstanee. 

Upon  the  brain,  we  have  intense  hypera-mia,  from  paralysis  of 
the  capillary  blood-vessels :  as  shown  by  the  swollen  face,  bhie  lips, 
violent  pain  in  the  head;  partial  insensibility,  delirium,  mania, 
despair,  whizzing  noises  in  the  ears,  loss  of  sight,  vertigo,  anxiety, 
Testlessness,  etc. 


TagL — Upon  the  respiratory  center.  Aconite  is  a  direct  de- 
pressant and  paralyzant.  "Aconite  acts  very  directly  upon  the 
respiratory  centers ;  and  this  effect  is  not  produced  by  any  stim- 
ulation of  the  inhibitory  libers  of  tlie  vai^s,  luid  so  arresting  tin. 
action  of  the  discharging  center,  but  by  the  elTects  upon  the  center 
itself,  in  the  medulla.  The  respiration,  when  lethal  doses  art 
taken,  bccurues  slower  and  deeper,  until  the  respiratory  4rfiiler  i** 
completely  exhaustcil.  AVu  Imvc  then  violent  dyspn»jca.  inflam- 
mation and  death. 

"The  action  of  Aroiiitf  upon  the  respiration  is  very  decided. 
In  maninials,  the  respirations,  under  the  influence  of  the  ilrug, 
are  slow,  witli  a  prolonged  expiration  following  immediately  upon 
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the  inspiration.  After  the  expiration  there  is  a  long  pause.  The 
whole  breathing  cycle  resemblea  very  much  that  occurring  after 
section  of  the  vagi ;  and,  Uke  the  alteration  in  breathijig  after  this 
section,  seems  to  be  tiue,  at  least  in  part,  to  paralj^sis  of  seust)ry 
or  afferent  libei-s.  The  kuowTi  intiaence  of  Aconite  upon  the  pe- 
ripheral afferent  nerves  in  general,  suggests  that  the  poison  dis- 
turbs repiration  by  ptu'alyzing  tlie  peripheral  afferent  fibers  of  the 
vagi.  The  evidence  upon  this  piiint  is  somewhat  contradictory, 
Mackenzie  affirming,  that,  in  the  Aconitizcd  animal,  section  of  the 
vagi  produces  no  effect  on  the  respiration,  while  Boehm  and  Wart- 
mann  affirm  that  Aconite  produces  its  usual  effect  after  division  of 
the  nerves.  It  is  plain*  that,  even  if  the  Aconite  does  paralyze 
the  peripheral  afferent  vagi,  it  must  also  act  upon  the  respiratory 
centers,  since  arrest  of  respiration  could  not  hv  caused  by  afferent 
palsy.  As  the  arrest  occurs  in  the  frog  before  the  motor  nerves 
are  affected  by  the  jwiwon,  Liegeois  and  Hotiot  beheve  that  the 
disturbance  is  ctntric ;  and  I  think  there  can  1»k  no  donl)t  that 
Aconite  is  a  depressant  and  paralyzant  of  the  respiratory  centers." 
— W.  i\  Wood, 

Serous  Membranes.— Aconite  affects  especially  the  capillaries 
of  ser^tus  nieuil>raiit^»,  producing  paralysis  and  intense  conges- 
tion, through  a  direct  impression  upon  thu  return- of  thecerehio- 
spinaland  vaso-motor  nerves  supphed  to  them.  Inliammation  of 
serous  membranes  does  not  generallygo  on  to  ulceration,  slough- 
ing and  gangrene:  but  the  fluid  that  is  thrown  nut  in  the  senmd 
stago  takes  on  what  is  called  "adlifHive  iiiffammation."  TIih  Huid 
effused  undergoes  such  an  organizing  process  as  to  glue  the  oppos- 
ing surfaces  of  the  serous  membranes  together.  Ah  soon  as  the 
second  stage,  that  of  effusion,  takes  pi  are  in  serous  memhrancs. 
the  iisefuhiess  of  Aconite  ceases,  and  Boonia.  Arnica,  Sulphur, 
or  some  other  remedy  must  be  chosen ;  but,  up  to  the  stage  of 
effusion.  Aconite  is  the  remedy  jtar  frretlmfr.  The  inflammation 
caused  by  Aconite  is  rheumatic  in  character;  and  moat  examples 
of  inffammaticm  in  sprous membranes  are  rheumatic  in  character ; 
and  this  explains  why  Aconite  is  so  useful  in  these  iiittammations. 


Tendons  and  Flhrous  TIssueK.— Aconite  has  a  special  and 
speciffc  action  on  the  joints,  producing  inilammalion  of  a  rhfu-^ 
mafic  character;  and  no  remedy  will  be  so  often  called  for  in 
acute  inliammation  of  the  joints,  especially  if  uhi*d  locally  as  well 
as  intiTually.  prepared  as  an  ointment,  using  fi-om  two  to  ten 
grains  of  Aconitia  to  the  drachm  of  Cosmoline. 
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Muroiis  Membrane,— III  oasiiB  of  poifioning  wiih  Aconite^  in- 
tiammation  of  nose,  mouth,  and  fauctH,  is  u  Birikhig  fllecl  of  the 
drug.  Salivation  and  vomiting  are  oftt'u  well  markud.  This  is 
arcompuiLiod  with  violent  piiiim  in  the  stomnoh,  tboi]gb  rarely 
c]oi*H  it  prodvico  colic  and  dinrrli<ra  ;  but  constipation  is  most  fre- 
quent and  marked.  Hcsnlts  of  autopsies;  The  lips,  and  niuoouH 
meiuhraue  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  are  found  to  be  destitute  of 
epithelium,  the  mouth  and  fauces  l>eint;  intensely  congested ;  the 
h>'perffmia  often  extending  to  the  stomach  and  email  intestines, 
with  here  and  there  small  patches  of  infiammation ;  and,  in  a  few 
cases,  gangrene  has  been  found.  The  liver,  spleen,  and  kidneys 
are  all  engorged,  and  the  bladder  strongly  contracted. 


Temperature. — Aronito  first  produces  cbillineBs.  more  es- 
pecially down  the  spine  and  Hides*  soon  followed  by  general  and 
constant  burning  beat,  with  elevation  of  the  temperature  ;  this  is 
followed  by  copious  pt'rspu'ation.  from  an  iucreused  lluw  of  bluod 
to  the  skin.  In  fatal  cases  of  poisoiiing  wiih  Aconite,  the  tem- 
perature has  been  found  to  fall  three  dentrees  ;  and,  in  acute 
inlianunatiouB  with  bif^b  temiwrature.  no  remedy  will  reduce  tho 
tempfmiure  with  such  certainty  and  rapidity. 

"Fotbergill  attrihutes  the  effect  of  Aconite  and  other  cardiac 
depressantH,  on  inHammation,  to  tbeir  tutlueuce  on  the  vascular 
system.  It  has  bft-n  shown  that  tin*  vasfubtr  system  is  always 
in  a  state  of  semi-coutrnrtiou,  and  that,  by  panilyziug  the  vaso- 
motor nerves,  it  i^spoesible  to  double  its  capacity.  Aconite  dilates 
the  arterioles,  and  prently  incrtascs  the  rapaci'.y  of  the  vascular 
system,  and  by  tbi.s  means  drulits  blood  away  from  the  iiillam- 
maiion;  in  fact,  tliis  drug  'bleeds  the  patient  into  Ins  OAvn  ves- 
sels/ As  the  vessels  leading  to  an  inflamed  organ  are  already- 
paralyzed,  Aconite  dots  not  augiueut  the  supply  of  blood  to  it ;" 
but,  in  medicinal  doses,  it  stimulates  these  dilated  arteri4>le8,  and 
causes  lliem  to  return  to  their  normal  state  of  stsuii-contraction, 
thus  curing  symptoms  similar  to  those  which  it  causes  in  toxic 
doses. 

"Aconite  slows  and  weakens  the  heart ;  hence,  the  circulation 
U;comes  less  rapid,  with  corresponding  decrease  in  its  chemical 
changes:  this  diminished  oxidation  involving,  of  course,  dimin- 
ished production  of  heat."  The  beat  is  also  diminished  by  radi- 
ation and  evHporation  from  copious  pei-spimtion.  Aconite  often 
fails  to  produce  perspiration  in  childrt-n  ;  but,  at  the  same  time, 
the  temptrature  is  quickly  reduced,  by  the  acviou  of  this  drug,  in 
all  synochal  inflammations. 


ACONITE, 

Thenipeiitie  lndivi<luHlit}\ 

Acouite  is  especially  adapted  to  the  111*81  stago  of  all  acute 
synochal  and  rljeumatic  iiiriammations,  especially  if  l)rought  on 
by  Buddeo  cbanguh  in  the  tempeniture,  from  warm  tu  cold,  wiudy 
weather;  sudden cougt^Btums and  inrtamnjations,  witJi  fiiU,  liouud- 
ing  pulse ;  greai  heat ;  ivsth'sstiess ;  thirst,  and  great  nerroue 
c-xcitabihty,  witli  anguish  of  mind. 

"Aconite  pi^odu^es,  so  far  as  we  know,  almost  no  localized 
diseased  condition.  Even  when  given  in  large  and  fatal  doses,  it 
ac'tK  as  a  depressant,  paralyzing  the  ccrebro-spinal  nervous  sys- 
tem; but  it  prmluees  death  by  this  paralysis,  and  without  previ- 
ously localizing  its  action  in  any  organ  or  sysicm.  It  gives 
evidence  of  no  dysenisia.  Its  action  bears  no  resemblance  to  tliat 
of  the  poison  which  produces  any  of  the  miasmatic  diseases,  such 
as  the  exanthemata,  typhus,  intermittent,  remittent,  or  contuiued 
fevers.  Neither  does  its  action,  from  beginnhig  to  end  of  a  fatal 
case  of.  poisoning,  resemble  the  well-dcfiniul  course  of  Jiny  local, 
acute  intiammalion,  as  of  the  hniin.  heart,  lungs,  pleura,  etc. 

"Yet,  in  all  these  pure  inflammations,  there  is  a  period  in  which 
Aeoidte  is  indicated,  and  y\i\\  do  iin  heroic  work;  for  every  one  of 
these  indammations  whieli  eventually  become  localized  has  a  iirst 
stage  which  consists  of  arterial  excitement,  and  which  is  prior  to 
that  stagp  that  in  characterized  by  change  of  function  and  of  tis- 
sue and  l>y  local  deposit.  This  stage  is  that  in  which  Aconite 
plays  80  important  a  part,  and  in  which,  if  jir^mptly  and  ju* 
diciously  employed,  it  may  arrest  and  cut  fihorttht  entire  disease. 

"Thus  it  may  l>e  employed  ui  meninfzitifi.  iiphtliiilnuH.  t<msil- 
litis.  croup,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  pulmonary  I'ongestion,  and 
ha-moptysis,  pleiiritis.  pericarditis,  endocarditis  (and  as  a  pallia- 
tive in  hypertrophy),  gastritis,  peritonitis,  acute  rhemuatism,  neu- 
niliria  snpra-nrbitalis  ;  but  only  when  the  moral  symptoms  named 
by  Hahnemann,  are  present." — T>. 

Vi^lvl\  an  inflammation  has  passed  fi'om  the  stage  of  arterial 
excitement  to  ///c  mtnineurrmt'itt  of  siipfmrntioii,  tie  UHcfuhiess  of 
Aconite  ceases,  and  another  drug,  like  Bi-)'.,  B*:!!.,  Khus  tox., 
Hep.,  Kil.,  or  Merc,  will  have  to  he  selected. 

"This  is  in  entire  hannony  with  ITahnemann's  m-geiit  admo- 
nition to  heed  what  he  regarded  as  the  tireiU  characteristic  indi- 
cation of  Aconite ; — "the  anguish  of  mind  and  body ;  the  reatless- 
ness;  the  disquiet,  not  to  be  allayed."  This  stale  of  mind  and 
hody  accords  precisely  with  the  general  phenoraenr;  of  that  arterial 
excitement  which  attends  the  invasion  of  an  acute  inflammation  ; 
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while  the  localization  of  the  inflHtnmaiion  and  the  occnrrence  of 
exudation  are  marked  by  a  subBidciice  of  this  general  ang:uish ; 
symptoms  of  local  organic  embarroasmeut  being  substituted  for  it, 
and  the  general  conHtitutional  sj'mptoms  being  ratlier  thoee  of 
eKhaustion  and  deprttBsidn." — 1>, 

"Aconite  may  be  tailed  for  in  the  first  stage  of  every  acute 
inflammation ;  but  remove  from  the  mind  the  idea  that  it  cureH  all 
inflammations;  e.  g..  in  the  second  stago  of  pneumonia  it  is  good 
for  nothing.  How  shall  we  know  the  stage  that  calls  for  Aconite 
in  these  acute  inflammations?  By  the  symptoms  which  are  char- 
acteristic of  Aconite  ;  viz.,  the  heat  of  surface,  or  external  cold  and 
internal  heat;  thirst ;  quick,  excited  bnt  not  hard  pulse  ;  copious 
sweat,  with  burning  heat ;  and.  above  all,  anguish  and  restlesanesa 
of  mind  and  body,  tossing  which  will  not  be  ipiieted,  foreboding 
and  anticipation  of  death."—!). 

Ffor  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  symptoms  in  the  whole 
pathogenesis  of  Aconite.  "Great  fear  and  anxiety  of  mind,  with 
great  nervous  excitability ;  afraid  to  go  out,  to  go  where  there  is 
any  excitement  or  many  people,  or  to  rross  a  street.  His  life,  in 
fact,  is  rendered  misfj-able  by  tins  all-pervading  fearfuhiesa ;  even 
the  countenance  expresses  this  fear." — G. 

"Fear  of  death,  predicts  the  day  he  will  dio ;  is  alarmed,  and 
sure  he  will  die.  although  there  is  no  occasion  for  it;  great  fear, 
during  pregnancy,  that  Uie  child  will  l>e  deformed,  or  that  she 
will  die."— O. 

"Moaning,  anxious  lamentations;  reproaches  from  trifling 
causes ;  delirium,  especially  at  night,  raves,  springs  out  of  bed ;  in 
the  morning  excessive  sweat." — Ifff, 

"Restlessness,  agony,  internal  anxiety ;  does  everything  in  great 
haste;  must  move  about  or  change  position  often." — Ihf, 

"Music  is  unbearable,  it  makes  her  sad;  has  no  ullection  for 
anybody,  especially  during  pregnancy." — Ilff. 

"On  arising  from  a  recumbent  posture,  the  red  face  beconieK 
deathly  pale,  or  be  becomes  dizzy  and  falls  over;  he  fcare  to  rise 
again;  often  accompanied  by  vanishing  of  sight  or  unconscious- 
ness."—//*;. 

"Aconite  produces  a  well-marked  vertigo,  a  sensation  of  sway- 
ing to  and  fro  in  the  brain.  This  is  increased  by  stooping,  and 
by  motion  generally,  especially  by  suddenly  rising  from  a  recum- 
bent posture.  Sometimes  vision  is  obscured  by  it.  In  connection 
with  these  symptoms,  a  bnrsthig  headache,  accelerated  puW  and 
internal  heat  of  the  head,  with  at  the  same  time  perspiration  of 
the  head  and  thorax," — D 
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"Burning  headache,  as  if  the  hrain  was  agitated  by  boiling ; 
fullness  and  heavy  feeling,  as  if  everything  would  push  out  of  the 
forehead ;  congestive  headache ;  sun-stroke ;  as  if  the  brain  was 
moved  or  raised ;  worse  during  motion,  drinking,  talking,  or  in 
sunlight ;  congestion,  anxiety ;  face  hot  and  red,  or  pale ;  carotids 
pulsate  strongly ;  pulse  full,  strong,  or  small  and  quick ;  worse 
toward  evening;  apoplexy. "—//<?. 

Headache  as  if  everything  would  come  out  of  the  forehead,  with 
vertigo  on  rising,  with  fainting  and  pale  face.

— Acute  conjuncti\'itis,  or  rheumatic  ophthalmia ;  eyes 
excessively  painful,  feeling  as  if  some  foreign  substance  had  lodged 
in  them. 

"  Sensitive  to  light,  especially  of  the  sun ;  light  dazzles  the  eyes ; 
pupils  contracted,  then  dilated;  eyeballs  feel  too  large," — Hg. 

"In  earlier  stages  of  violent  acute  intlammations  of  the  deep 
structui-es  of  the  ball,  when  it  becomes  sensitive  to  touch  and  feels 
as  if  it  were  proti-uding ;  rarely  after  exudation." — Hff. 

"Aconite  is  the  remedy  for  intlammations  which  are  very  paui- 
ful,  with  heat  and  burning,  as  well  as  dryness ;  inflammatory  con- 
ditions resulting  from  irritant  action  of  foreign  bodies,  as  chips  of 
steel,  stone,  or  coal,  in  the  cornea,  which  produce  dry  rubbing  of 
the  lid  over  the  ball,  with  injected  vessels ;  iiTitations  caused  by 
ingrowing  lashes;  catarrhal  infiaramation,  first  stage,  prior  fo 
exudation  ;  chemosis  of  conjunctiva,  with  pain  so  terrible  tliat  one 
wishes  to  die  ;  m  acute  aggravations  of  granulated  lids  and  pannus 
of  the  cornea,  with  excessive  liypenemia,  heat,  and  dryness, 
especially  if  the  aggravation  be  induced  by  overheating  from  vio- 
lent exertion,  or  by  exposure  to  dr>',  cold  air ;  in  true  sclerotitis, 
acute  stage,  with  contracted  pupils,  sticking  or  tearing  pains,  pho- 
tophobia, a  blue  circle  around  the  cornea,  and  violent  aching  in 
the  balls  (compare  Si)igelia)."

Stinging  in  the  ear ;  meatus  red  and  narrowed,  with  violent 
earache.  Use  tlie  tincture  heated,  and  drop  in  the  ear,  as  well  aB 
the  dilutions  internally. 

Erysipelatous  iutlammution  of  the  ears. 

Nose.— "Sense  of  smell  very  acute,  especially  for  unpleasanf 
odors."— 7/9- 

Dry  corj'za.  from  sudden  changes  of  temperature,  with  fever, 
thiist.  and  great  restleaauess  ;  caiuiot  breathe  tlirotigh  the  uose. 
Plethora,  with  nosebleed;   blood  bright  red,  witli  heailache. 

Face. — .Vnxioufl  or  frightened  expression. 

"Face  bumiug,  fierj*  red  and  bloated;  feels  as  if  it  was  too 
large."— 7/5/. 

"Face  pale,  with  restlessness  and  an  expression  of  anxiety; 
face  dark  red  in  apoplexy."— 77/?. 

"Neuralgia  of  the  trigeminus,  left  side :  face  red  and  hot ;  rt^st- 
lessneSs,  anguish;  rolling  about,  screaming." — 7/*/.  iTiu4'ture 
locally.] 

Month.— Dunung,  tingling  sensation,  extending  along  the 
dorsum  of  the  tongiie,  and  along  the  fauces,  down  to  the  stomach, 
witlHingling  in  the  lips,  tongue,  fauces,  fniger8.  and  spine. 

Everything  tastes  bitter,  exee[iting  water;  or  the  mouth  tastes 
foul,  flat,  and  niuisoous. 

Tongue  ooated  white,  or  thick  yellow,  with  imquenchabletlurat. 

"Tongue  red  nnd  dry.  with  great  thirst;  sensation  of  dryness 
and  rawness  in  the  middle  of  the  tongue  :  tongue  swollen."— 77(7. 

"Trembling  and  temporary  stammering  of  the  tongue." — Htj. 

"Toothache,  from  cold.  dr>-  winds,  especially  in  young,  plethoric 
people,  with  throbbing  in  one  side  of  the  face;  t^eth  sensitive  to 
cold  air ;  intense  redness  of  the  cheek,  congestion  of  the  head, 
and  great  resthissness." — 77/;. 

"Constantly  mo\in^  the  lower  jaw,  as  in  chewing ;  meningitis." 

Mouth  and  lips  drj-  and  bummg,  with  much  thirst. 

Throat, — The  s>'mptoms  of  the  throat,  both  <il»jectiTO  and 
Bubjectivu,  show  inllammation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
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throat,  tonsils,  fauces,  and  pharynx.  Rough  and  serajied  sensa- 
tion, with  redness  of  the  whole  fauces. 

"Acute  inflammation  of  the  throat  (palate,  tonsils,  and  fauces), 
with  high  fever,  and  dark  redness  of  the  parts ;  burning  and 
stinging  in  the  fauces;  feeling  as  if  a  stick  had  stuck  in  tne 
throat"— Hg.

loathing  of  food,  qualmishness." — Hg. 

Great  thirst,  and,  though  he  can  not  retain  fluids  in  the 
stomach,  yet  will  always  drink ;  then  up  it  comes  as  from  a  pump, 
all  up  and  out  in  a  very  short  time,  before  a  basin  can  be  pro- 
duced."—^;. 

Stomach. — The  majority  of  the  stomach  symptoms  are  a 
result  of  derangement  of  other  organs,  especially  cerebral  dis- 
turbance.

Dysentery,  with  high,  synochal  fever;  great  fear  and  restless- 
ness, accompanied  with  cutting,  lancinating,  burning,  and  tearing 
pains  in  the  abdomen ;  stools  of  mueus  and  blood. 

"Dysentery. or  intbMnmafdO'  dinrrhtea  during  hot  days  and 
cold  nights ;  urging ;  slimy  sttx>ls ;  intolerable  nightly  tingluig  and 
itching  in  the  anus."

"Ilt'tial  region  sensitive,  with  shooting  pains ;  violent  burning 
in  the  bladder;  inHammatiou  of  the  bladder;  constant  urging, 
water  passes  in  drops,  with  burning,  mixed  with  blood ;  heat  and 
tenderness  over  the  pubes;  painful,  anxious  urging  to  urinate; 
burning  in  the  urethra  when  urinating;  chUdreu  put  their  hand» 
to  the  {^imitalfi  and  cry  out." — Tiff, 

"Hiumaturia,  with  ho-'morrhoids  of  the  bladder." — TTg. 
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Hexnal  Organs,  Malo.— In  all  acute  inflammalioriR,  especially 
the  lirst  stage  of  gonorrha'a,  we  have  no  drug  that  will  equal 
Aconite.

Ajnenorrhtea  in  plethoric  females ;  nosebleed,  with  palpitations 
of  the  heart.  Inflammution  of  the  genitals  ;  vagina  dry  and  hot 
and  sensitive.  Prolapsus  of  the  uterus,  with  acute  inflammations 
and  great  anxiety;  labor-like  pressing-down  in  the  uterus;  dys- 
menorrhcea. 

Pregnancy. — Great  restlessness  and  fear  of  death  during  labor, 
1h  sure  she  will  die;  tedious,  difficult  labor;  vagina  hot  and  dry, 
and  the  os  uton  tender  and  undilutable.

Resptratory  Organs.— Croup,  brought  on  by  sudden  change 
of  temperature  from  warm  to  intensely  cold  weather, 

*'First  stage  of  croup,  with  dry,  Imarse  cough  and  loud  breath- 
ing during  expiration,  but  not  during  inspiration ;  every  expira- 
tion ends  with  a  hoarse,  hacking  cough ;  croupy  cough,  waking 
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in  first  sleep,  particularly  witb  children,  after  dry,  cold  weat

In  songuine.  plethoric  f^inperaHiPiitu,  where  the  primary  or 
inflttnimatorj'  staj^e  is  not  passed  if  tlieru  is  high  fever  present. 
It  suits  a  loose  as  well  as  a  dry  cough,  but,  as  a  rule,  will  he  found 
to  act  hcHt  where  there  is  a  ihif  covyh, niftjruioted  at  h'ujht.  In  dry 
bronchial  catarrh,  in  its  most  obstiiiiik'  form,  Aconite  is  the  most 
reliable  agent  we  have,  where  there  are  long  fits  of  dry  luomiDg 
and  evening  cough,  ao  trying  to  the  patient,  from  their  every-day 
recurrence.

Bocotrine  Aloes. 

Habitat:  Africa,  Asia,  vtc.    Tiocturc  accordioif  to  CtasB  IV.,  and  Tritoratiom. 
Antidotes. — Vegetable  acids. 

Thruugh  the  abdominal  sympathetic,  Aloes  have  three  special  centers 
of  action  : 

1.    Liver.    Portal  Congestion  and  Increased  Biliary  Secretion. 
II.    Larue  Intestines.   (Muscular  Coat.)  Increased  Peristalsis, 
in.     Skin.    Producing  Eczema. 

Liver. — Aloes  produce  portal  congestion,  and  greatly  increase 
the  biliary  secretion.  The  recent  experiments  of  Rutherford  have 
shown  Aloes  to  be  possessed  of  undoubted  cholagogue  properties. 
Bile,  when  applied  to  the  muscular  coat  of  the  intestine,  not  only 
excites  the  secretions,  but  greatly  increases  the  muscular  contrac- 
tions ;  hence  its  cathartic  action. 

Large  Intestines. — This  remedy  has  a  specific  action  upon 
the  muscular  portion  of  the  large  intestine ;  whether  from  the  ac- 
tion of  bile  upon  it,  or  from  nervous  influence  derived  from  the 
hypogastric  plexus,  it  is  hard  to  say ;  but  it  is,  probably,  from  both, 
the  nervous  centers  being  excited  first,  and,  through  them,  the 
peristaltic  actions,  and  the  secretions  are  increased.  Dr.  Kinger 
says :  "It  is  chiefly  employed  as  a  purgative.  Its  action  is  slow ; 
and  six,  twelve,  or  even  twenty-four  hours  may  elapse  before  it 
operates.  It  produces  bulky  motions,  a  little  softened,  but  not 
watery.  It  evidently  acts  but  little  on  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  intestines,  and  is  merely  a  fseeal  evacuent." 

It  also  acts  powerfully  upon  the  rectum,  producing  severe  con- 
gestion ;  hemorrhoids,  and  tenesmus.  And  this  congestion  of 
the  rectum,  through  sympathy,  extends  to  all  the  pelvic  viscera ; 
the  menstrual  function  becomes  more  abundant ;  and  abortion 
may  be  pi-oduced  with  large  doses.  In  the  male,  frequent  erec- 
tions. As  a  purgative,  its  action  is  slow,  ten  to  twenty  grains 
acting  in  from  six  to  twelve  hours. 

Skin. — Here  Aloes  have  a  slight  action,  producing  eczema ; 
and,  on  the  scalp,  the  hair  turns  gray  and  falls  out  in  spots.

oongSBtion  and  inflammation  of  the  bronchial  mucous  mem- 
brane ;  convulsions  and  deutli. 

When  Ammonia  is  "inhaled,  an  overpowering  sense  of  suffoca- 
tion is  experienced,  and  the  glottis  spasmodically  closes.  Pro- 
longe4l  oontact  with  the  air-passages  excites  violent  inflammation. 
When  a  solution  of  Ammonia  is  swallowed,  an  active  and 
destructive  inflammation  of  the  mucous  membrane  is  set  up  ;  the 
hpp,  tongue,  soft  palate,  and  tonsils  are  swollen,  red,  and  glazed  ; 
the  epiglottis,  and  especially  the  aryta'no-epiglottidcan  folds. 
)>ecomes  Ofdematous.  and  sudden  death  may  eiiKue  from  mlemn 
of  the  glottis.

Circulation. — Through  the  end  organs  of  the  vaso-motor 
system,  Amyl  produces  rapid  but  transient  dilatation  of  the  arte- 
rial blood-vessels.   The  vaso-motor  nerves,  which  are  a  part  of  the 
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^eat  sympathetic  system,  supply  the  muscular  coat  of  the  arteri««, 
and  tliereby  regulate  the  contraction  and  dilatation  of  these  tubes, 
and  so  dt^terraine  the  amount  of  lilood  which  fiball  pass  through 
them.  Arayl  paralyzes  the  sympftthetic  pangha,  tlierehy  producing 
the  rtushings  nnd  perspiration  »o  characteristic  of  this  drug. 

"It  has  been  found  by  all  observers,  that,  although  the  pulse  is 
very  much  increased  in  frequency,  sonjetimeH  from  the  very  be- 
ginning, the  arterial  pressure  is  diminislied,  and,  finally,  is 
redviced  almost  to  zero,  mid  that  the  fall  of  pressure  occurs 
equally  as  well  after  section  of  the  Vagi  as  at  other  times.  As  the 
number  of  boart-beats  in  the  uninjured  animal  is  increased  rather 
than  diminished,  wliile  the  strength  of  the  individual  beat  is  not 
perceptibly  lessened,  it  is  evident,  that,  at  least  in  the  early  Btagee 
of  the  poisoning,  the  dimiimtion  of  the  arterial  tension  is  not 
<;ardiac  in  origin,  but  must  he  due  to  dihUntinu  of  the  capillaries. 
This  condition  is  confirmed  by  an  experiment  of  Bnuiton,  who 
found,  that,  if  the  descending  aorta  was  tied  high  up,  no  percep- 
tible fall  of  pressure  was  produced  by  the  inhalation  of  the  Amyl 
until  very  late  in  the  poisoning,  when  the  heart  itself  was  acted 
upon  by  the  dnig;  also  by  the  fact  noted  by  Dr.  Amez-Droz, 
that  the  arterioles,  but  not  the  veins  of  the  rabbit's  ear  and  of  the 
frog's  web,  can  he  seen  to  dilate  when  the  salt  is  inhaled.  That 
flilatation  of  the  vessels  takes  place  in  man,  as  well  as  in  the  lower 
animals,  is  shown  by  the  tlushings  of  the  face,  as  well  as  by  the 
enlargement  of  the  retinal  vessels. 

•*An  interesting  question  which  here  arises  is  whether  the 
iiilatation  is  centric,  due  to  an  action  on  the  voso-motor  nen-e 
centers,  or  periphfric.  due  to  a  direct  action  upon  the  muscular 
coat  of  the  arteries.  I  lielieveit  must  be  peripheral,  and  not  centric, 
in  its  origin  :  since,  Wb  in  my  own  experiments  and  in  those  of 
Brunt^jn,  it  itccurred  after  the  arterioles  had  been  separated  from 
the  vaso-motor  centers  hy  division  of  the  cord.  This  fact  ap- 
pears to  prove  that  the  fall  of  arterial  pressure  is  diu»  to  a  direct 
imralyzinjf  action  of  tbe  drug  upon  the  coats  of  the  arterioles. — a 
conclusion  coufinned  by  our  knowledge  of  the  local  action  of  the 
Nitrite  upon  the  muscular  tisfiue. 

"Bemheim.  however,  asserts  that  this  ran  not  be  so,  and  that 
the  dilatation  must  Iw  solely  due  to  an  aetiou  upon  the  vaso-motor 
centers:  because  he  found  that  galvanization  of  the  cer\'ical 
sympathetic  still  caused  contractions  in  the  vessels  of  the  ear 
of  the  rabbit,  to  which  Nitrite  of  Amyl  had  heen  given.  .Xr 
pointed  out  by  Pitk.  Bernlieim's  experiment  does  i»ot  wairant  hi;^ 
conclusion.    It  only  shows  that  the  muscle  fibers  in  the  walls  of 
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the  vcBsels  are  not  so  completely  paralyzed  aa  to  be  unaUe  to 
rbHpotul  to  very  powi-rfnl  Hiimuli.  Dr.  W.  Filchnu  dissouts  from  the 
view  here  taken  ;  but  it  seems  to  me  llmt  ihu  fall  of  arterial  pres- 
Hure  after  paralysis  by  section  of  the  vnbo-motor  uerves,  abso- 
lutely proves  tbiit  the  druji  acts  loeally  ui>*ju  the  urterial  coots. 

*'It  i8,  however,  very  probable  from  the  general  sedative  effect 
of  the  ih^ifr  upon  the  motor  centers,  that  it  actn  uIho  uimui  the 
vaso-motorcenterH;  and,  when  the  local  tiushingH  caused  by  HmaJl 
doses  of  the  poison  are  borne  in  mmd.  this  probability  is  greatly 
enhanced.  Filehne  affirms,  that,  when  to  two  animals,  whose  lungs 
Were  expoHed.  inhalations  of  the  Nitrite  were  given,  the  change  of 
color  was  not  nearly  so  great  as  in  the  eani,  and  that,  wlien  the 
B^TUpathetic  had  been  destmyed  in  tlie  nock  in  a  rabbit,  and  the 
Amyl  exhibited,  the  vessels  on  the  umvomided  side  aetnally  became 
larger  than  thoHe  of  the  opposite  ear.  The  answer  of  these  results 
is,  that  opening  tlie  chest  mnst  derange  most  profoundly  the  pneu- 
monic circulation,  ami  that  all  obacr\'ations  U]x>u  the  comparative 
size  of  vessels  are  very  apt  to  be  mere  guess-work  when  the  change 
is  shght.  Moreover,  in  Hchidler's  experiments,  after  destiruction 
of  the  cervical  sj-rapatlietic  in  a  rabbit,  inhalations  of  the  Nitrito 
produced  still  further  dilatation  of  the  capillaries  of  the  ear. 

It  seeniH  to  nie  establiHlied  that  it  does  act  locally  on  the  coata 
of  the  arterioles,  although  it  may  at  the  same  time  influence  the 
vaso-motor  centers.  [It  is  the  specific  athnity  the  Amyl  has  for 
the  vaso-motor  nerve-endings,  and  not  its  luteal  action,  that  pro- 
duces paralysis  of  the  arterioles.]  In  the  latter  stages  of  the 
poisoning,  another  factor  entere  into  the  causes  of  lessened  blood- 
preBsm-e,  the  heart-force  itself  Ijecoraing  largely  extinguished  by  a 
direct  action  of  the  poison  on  tlie  muKcle,"^//.  C,  Wood. 

Dr.  S,  Ringer  says:  "If  Nussbaum's  observations  are  con- 
tinned,  they  would  seem  to  show  that  Nitrite  of  Amyl  may  act 
through  the  inftnenee  of  the  vaso-motor  centers. 

*'The  parjjyziug  effect  on  the  arterial  system  is  well  shown 
by  the  sphygmograplnc  tracings,  the  flushings  of  the  face,  and 
the  uicrease  in  the  size  of  the  visible  arteries,— like  the  tem- 
poral, which  often  l>ecomeH  notably  large;  sometimes,  indeed, 
doubled  in  sixc,  branches  preN-iously  innaiblo  l>ecoming  plaiidy 
apparent.— and  by  the  interesting  fact  observed  byTalfourd  Jones, 
who.  whUe  cupping  a  patient  over  the  loins,  and  finding  that  blood 
would  not  flow,  administered  Nitrite  of  Am>i,  by  inhalation,  wlien 
the  cuts  immediately  began  to  bleed  freely.  After  an  inhalation. 
the  larger  arteries  are  slower  in  recovering  their  normal  size  than 
Ibe  copillarieH, —  a  phenomenon  I  have  often  observed  in  the  tern- 
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poral  artery,  which  remainB  enlarged  half  a  minuto  longer  after 
the  blush  has  quite  left  the  face.** 

Heart. — "In  man,  the  pnUe-rate  is  enormonsly  increased  by 
Nitrito  of  Amyl.  In  animals,  the  nmount  of  the  increase  varies; 
but,  in  the  higher  groups,  the  rule  appears  to  In-  the  mereaso  of 
the  pulse-rate,  which  ia  especially  decided  iu  the  dog.  Filehne 
has,  by  a  Hingle  very  ingenious  experiment,  Bccmingly  pixived  that 
the  acceleration  is  due  to  a  depn-ssing  inriuence  upon  the  inliibi- 
tory  centers.  He  divided  the  pur  vaguiu  in  a  rabbit,  employed 
an  electrio  current  to  the  severed  nerves,  of  sufiRcient  strength  to 
bring  the  pulse-rate  to  nomuiK  anil  found  thnt  Amyl  was  power- 
leas  to  aflfect  the  rapidity  of  the  cardiac  action.  Contiruied  by 
Mayer  and  Friedricb.  It  is  known  that  sudden  asphyxia  slows 
the  pulse  by  exciting  the  inhibitory  centers.  Mayer  and  Fried- 
rieli  found  tliat  this  action  is  prevented  by  the  inhalation  of  the 
Amyl  salt.  Then,  again,  they  found,  that,  when  by  compression 
of  the  arteries  the  blood  was  prevente<I  from  goirjg  to  the  head, 
the  Nitrite  did  not  increase  the  rapidity  of  the  pulse  :  and  also  de- 
termined that  the  reflex  inhibitory  slowing  of  the  luMirt  by  irritation 
of  a  sensitive  nei've,  is  prevented  by  Amyl.  Tlie  whole  evidence 
seems  to  show  that  the  sudden,  thumping,  rapid  stroke  of  the 
heart,  wliich  is  so  early  produced  by  the  Nitrite  of  Amyl  in 
man,  is  due,  at  least  in  part,  to  a  depression  of  the  inhibitory  car- 
diac nerves.  It  is  also  plain  why  the  increase  of  the  pulse-rate  ia 
greater  in  dogs— in  which  the  cardiac  inhibitory  system  is  more 
powerful — than  in  dtauestie  rabbits,  m  whicdi  it  is  very  feeble." 
—Prqf,  //.  C.  Wood, 

Temperatnre. — "Nitrite  of  Amyl.  hi  whatever  way  exhibited^ 
if  given  in  sufficient  amount,  reduces  most  remarkably  animal  tem- 
perature. I  have  seen  a  pigeon  perfectly  conscious,  although  its 
temperature  had  been  brought  down  hy  this  agent  some  19°  P. 
This  influence  is  as  marked  in  fever  as  in  the  normal  condition  of 
the  animal,  and  is  independent  of  the  nerve  centers,  occurring 
after  section  of  the  cord,  and  even  after  death  in  those  cases  in 
which  post-mortem  rise  or  continuance  of  liigh  temperature  nor- 
mally takes  jdace.  riutvenlsoexpcrimentully  dcteniihiedthat  it  is 
associated  with  dimuiished  excretion  of  carbonic  acid.  It  must 
therefore  be  due  to  a  dkect  arrest  or  cheek  of  tissue-changes  or 
oxidation  within,  or  without,  the  blood.  Dr.  Aug.  Ladendorf  (Ber* 
Hn,  Klin.  Worhenschr.,  No.  43, 1874)  claims,  that  in  man,  inha- 
lations of  small  amounts  of  Nitrite  of  Amyl  are  followed  by  a  rise 
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of  i^  F.  (average) ;  in  some  carefnlly  conducted  experimeuta  on  a 
patient  iit  tlit?  University  Hosijital  by  my  residc-iit  physician,  Dr. 
Maatin,  the  rise  uf  temptrature  was  uoteil ;  hut  it  was  very  ino- 
mentarj-,  and  evidently  dependent  upon  vascular  tUlatatiou.  Very 
possibly  this  rise  is  a  mere  external  phenomenon,  and  is  not  par- 
ticipated in  liy  the  deeper  paris  of  the  budy.  Lailendorf  took  the 
teinperatiiro  in  the  luouth ;  Masiiu,  in  the  mouth  and  axilla, 

"The  vapors  uf  the  Nitrite  have  a  very  marked  iniluence  over 
oxidation  outside  of  the  body,  as  is  shown  by  many  facts,  uf  which 
it  is  only  necessary  here  to  cite  the  extinguishment  of  ^'lowing  phos- 
phonib  by  a  few  drups  of  the  Amyl  salt  thtfused  through  the  jar. 
It  camiot  be  doubted  that  withiu  the  animal  economy  the  same 
thing  occurs.  If,  however,  the  arrest  of  oxidation  was  complete, 
instant  death  from  suffwation  woiild  result.  The  true  exphina- 
lion  of  the  symptoms  evidently  lies  in  diminution,  not  destruction, 
of  oxidation. 

"When  an  animal  inhales  the  Nitrite  of  Amyl,  the  artenal  and 
venous  blood  soon  become  of  a  nearly  uniform  hue,  which  resem- 
bles somewhat  that  of  normal  venous  blood,  but  is  quite  distinct 
from  it,  havinj^a  chocolate  tint.  Moreover,  this  chocolate -colored 
blood  does  not  assume  the  arterial  hue  when  shaken  with  the  air. 
Jolyet  and  Itegnard  have  coulinncd  this  inability  of  the  l)lood  to 
take  up  oxygen.  Pr.  Arthur  Gamgee  has  made  a  masterly  exami- 
nation into  the  subject,  aud  thro\N-u  much  hght  upon  it.  He  finds 
that  the  spectrum  of  blood  treated  with  Nitrite  of  Amyl  changes 
simultaneously  with  the  color.  The  too  sharply  defined  absorp- 
tion-bands of  the  oxyhicmoglohui  becoine  fainter  and  fainter,  and 
entirely  ilisappear,  unless  the  stratum  of  examini'd  blood  be  ex- 
ceedingly tliick,  when  faint  indications  of  tbom  remain  apparent. 
At  tho  same  time,  new  bands  appear,  precisely  resembling  those 
of  acid  ha-matiu.  If  ammonia  l»e  added  t«i  the  chuctdate  blood, 
the  color  dianges  liack  to  a  blood-red  again,  and  simultaneously 
the  Bpectrum-linerf  regain  tlieir  normal  position.  If,  however,  an 
amount  of  phosphoric  acid  i^recisely  eqiiivalent  to  the  amount  of 
ammonia  added,  and  tliorcfore  just  bufficicnt  to  neutralize  it,  be 
placed  in  the  blood,  the  chocolate  color  reappears,  and  with  it  the, 
changes  of  the  spectrum.  Moreover,  if  a  reducing  agent,  such 
sulphide  of  amraoninm.  l>e  added  to  the  chocolate  bloiKl.  it  is  aide ' 
to  deoxidize  the  (txyhitmoglobin,  but,  before  doing  so,  evidently 
removes  it  from  uuion  with  tlie  Nitrite,  since  the  new  bands  di 
appear,  and  those  of  oxyhemoglobin  reappear,  in  tbe  spectrum^ 
before  the  lines  of  the  reduced  haemoglobin  manifest  themselves. 
These  facta  are,  seemingly,  explicable  only  on  the  supposition  thai 
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the  Nitrite  makes  witli  the  oxyha'moglabin  a  compound  which  is 
so  unstable  as  to  be  broken  up  by  ammoniu  ami  by  retUichig 
agents. 

"Dr.  Gamgee  next  pushed  his  researches  to  find  whether  the 
rcspiratorj*  function  of  tlio  blood  was  interfered  with  by  the  Nitrite, 
— whether  the  power  of  the  hiemogiobin  to  alisorb  and  >ield  up 
oxygeu  was  destroyed.  By  a  series  of  experiments,  in  which  blood 
wns  shaken  with  an  accurately  measured  amount  of  air,  he  found 
tliat.  wliile  normal  blood  abnorbed  a  large  percentnge  of  oxygen* 
blood  to  which  the  Nitrite  had  been  added,  failed  to  take  up  an 
appreciablf  ]K>iiion  of  the  gas,  even  if  it  (the  bbx»d)  had  been 
previously  saturated  with  carbonic  acid  gas.  As  ia  well  known, 
carbonic  o.vide  gas  has  a  rfuiarkable  power  (if  expelling  the  loose 
oxygen  of  the  blood  ;  but  it  was  found,  that,  upon  blootl  Ui  which 
the  Nitrite  had  been  added,  it  had  no  inflnence;  and  couvcrsely, 
that,  on  the  Horid  bbiod  of  carbonic  oxidt*  Hatunition,  tht^  Amyl  salt 
had  no  effect.  It  was  also  foimd  that  the  air-pump  was  powerless 
t-o  draw  oxygen  out  of  the  blood  containing  the  salt,  although  the 
oxygen  still  existed  in  the  Nitrite  Mood ;  siuf-e  roducing  agents 
restored  the  oxyhemoglobin  b[)eeti*um  even  in  blood  from  which 
all  access  to  the  air  was  previ^nted.  These  facts  arc  in  complete 
accord  with  those  pre\iously  spokeji  of,  as  showing  that  the  Nitrite 
of  Amyl  unites  with  the  oxyhemoglobin  to  fonn  a  new  com|>ound. 
T>r.  (iamgee  finally  fiiniished  tlie  last  ocular  demonstration  of 
obtaining  the  compound  in  crystaUine  form,  by  menus  of  a  proc- 
esB  which  it  is  not  necessarj'  to  detail  here.  This  Nitrite  oxy- 
hffmogloliin  has  no  powor  of  nbsoibing  oxygen,  as  follows  from 
experiments  previously  detailed,  and  as  Dr.  Gamgee  also  deter- 
mined by  direct  experiments. 

*' These  researches  of  Dr.  Gamgee  have  mtt,  that  I  aya  aware  of, 
been  confirmed,  but  T  Ihuik  may  be  accepted  as  accurate.  They 
do  not,  however,  prove  lliaf;  Nitrite  of  Amyl  entering  into  the 
bhtod-vessel  at  once  paralyzes  the  hemoglobin  of  the  blood-cor- 
pusclcB  and  checks  all  oxidation.  As  already  stated,  tlie  experi- 
ments of  Dr. Gamgee  showed  conchisively  that  this  new  compound 
5*ioldB  up  its  oxygen  to  reducing  agents.  Farther,  the  Doctor  foiuid, 
that,  when  the  Nitrite  blood  was  brought  into  contact  with  pre- 
pared guaiacum-paper,  it  still  ozoni7.e<V  it.  though  not  so  actively 
as  normal.  It  is  evident  that  the  blood-oorpuselcH  retain  in  a 
greater  or  lesH  degree  their  pt>wer  of  yielding  up  ozone  to  bodies 
desiring  it ;  that  they  arc  capable  of  exerting  at  least  this  portion 
of  their  respirator>'  functions :  further,  where  this  oxygen  is  given 
and  the  oxyhsimoglobin    changed  into  haemoglobin,   so  far  as 
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our  present  knowledge  goes,  the  hflemoglobin  must  absorb  more 
oxygen  before  it  can  reunite  with  the  Nitrite.  Evidently,  then, 
absorption  of  oxygen  must  take  place ;  evidently,  the  blood-cor- 
puscles must  perform  their  respiratory  functions ;  but  evidently, 
also,  they  are  greatly  crippled  and  impaired  in  the  rapidity  and 
ease  of  its  performance.  Hsemic  respiration  is,  in  other  words, 
greatly  interfered  with,  but  not  abolished. 

"The  accord  of  the  results  of  this  chemical  investigation  with 
those  arrived  at  by  a  purely  physiological  study  of  the  drug,  is 
very  striking  and  very  beautiful,  both  teaching  the  same  thing, — 
lessened,  but  not  absolutely  arrested,  oxidation. 

"Having  ascertained  the  existence  of  diminished  oxidation  in 
poisoning  by  Nitrite  of  Amyl,  the  temptation  is  very  strong  to 
attribute  all  the  symptoms  produced  by  it  to  this  arrest.  I  do 
not,  however,  think  that  this  post  hoc  propter  hoc  argument  is 
justifiable,  for  the  following  reasons :  In  the  first  place,  the  nitrate 
of  potassium  and  other  nitrates,  according  to  Dr.  Gamgee,  act  in 
the  same  manner  upon  the  blood,  yet  the  symptoms  caused  by 
them  are  very  different  from  those  caused  by  Nitrite  of  Amyl. 
In  the  second  place,  when  arrest  of  oxidation  is  caused  by 
deprivation  of  oxygen,  the  symptoms  are  very  different,  the  brain 
and  consciousness  being  always  affected  before  the  centers  of 
reflex  action ;  whereas,  under  the  influence  of  the  Nitrite  of  Amyl, 
the  contrary  occurs.  In  the  third  place,  other  substances,  such 
as  toxic  doses  of  alcohol,  check  oxidation,  but  do  not  cause  the 
same  symptoms  as  does  the  drug  under  consideration.  The  ob- 
vious inference  seems  to  me  to  be  that  Nitrite  of  Amyl  acts 
directly  upon  the  nerve  centers,  independent  of  its  influence  on 
the  blood. 

"Because,  in  the  first  stage  of  its  ac^tiou  on  man,  there  is  very 
marked  finictional  excitement  of  the  lieari,  it  has  been  held  that 
Nitrite  of  Amyl  is  a  motor-stimulant, — a  most  erroneous  idea.  The 
cardiac  excitement  has  seemed  to  me  not  to  be  du'ectly  owing  to 
the  drug.  I  have  explained  it  us  being  reflex  in  its  nature,  as 
follows :  *  When  the  Nitrite  is  taken  into  the  lungs,  it  instantly 
arrests  or  diminishes  oxidation,  and  a  thrill  of  impending  suffoca- 
tion inins  through  the  system,  in  obedience  to  which  the  respira- 
tory and  circulatory  organs  gather  up  and  exert  to  the  utmost 
their  forces.  The  central  impulse  scut  to  the  cardiac  and  respira- 
torj'  muscles  is  at  first  much  more  than  sufficient  to  overcome  any 
direct  action  of  the  Nitrite  upon  them  ;  but,  the  inhalation  being 
persisted  in,  the  impulse  is  constantly  growing  weaker  and  tlie 
direct  influence  of  tlie  drug  stronger ;  so  that  there  soon  comes  a 
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time  when  the  reverse  is  trut?,  and  the  he^irt's  power  is  more  or  less 
nearly  cstinguishfd.'  It  must  be  remembort'd  that  this  explanation 
is  only  plausible  at  most,  not  proven.  If  Filehne's  c-trnflusion  is 
hereafter  shown  to  be  correct,  the  cause  of  the  increased  cardiac 
action  must  \>e  Bet  down  as  paralysis  of  the  inhibitory  centers." 
—Dr.H.  C.  WfHHf. 

Nerrons  System. — "I  have  fomid,  as  the  result  of  numerous 
experiments  made  in  the  ordinary  metbods,  that  the  diminution 
of  reflex  ucti\'ity  and  of  voluntorj'  motion  whicb  undoubtefUy 
occurs  in  toxaaiiia  from  the  agent  iiosv  under  cousiderutiiui,  is 
fhieBy  spinal  in  its  origin ;  since  after  death  the  nerves  aud 
muscles  preserve,  tliough  in  an  impaired  condition,  thuir  func- 
tional power.  On  the  motor  centers  of  the  cord  the  Nitrite  acts  as 
a  tiiirrt  and  powerful  thpnastiut,  at  the  same  time  that  it  exerts  a 
similar,  but  much  less  prououiictd,  action  au  the  ner\es  aiid 
muscles ;  decreasing,  but  not  destroying,  their  functional  life.  The 
diminution  of  reflex  activity  is  never  preceded  by  a  stage  of  func- 
tional excitement.  In  some  animals,  con\niIsi(mH  do  o<*cnr.  espe- 
cially when  the  drug  is  u<lmiiii8tered  by  inhalation ;  but  they  are,  in 
all  probahihty,  cerebral,  not  spinal,  ajid  due  to  the  a8ph>*xiatiug 
influence  of  the  poison.  Over  the  sensor>'  nerves  and  centers, 
Nitrite  of  Amyl  has  but  little  power.  They  are  among  the  last 
portions  of  the  body  to  Ix*  affected,  sensation  Ijeiug  intact  until 
jtear  death  ;  so  that  the  drug  is  in  no  sense  an  anesthetic.  Mayer 
and  Friedrich  assert  that  at  lirst  Nitrite  of  Amyl  increases  the 
rapidity  and  depth  of  the  respiration  by  stimuhiting  the  respiratory 
centers.  Whether  tliis  \)€  or  be  not  correct,  it  is  certain  that  later 
the  respirator}"  centers  are  gieatly  depressed,  the  breatliing  be- 
coming l>oth  slow  and  shallow,  and  deatli  linally  occurring  from 
paralytic  asphyxia." — Or.  //.  C\  Wooti, 

Khlneys. — "Dr.  F.  A.  Hoffman  discovered  a  very  interesting 
phenomeuon.  as  an  effect  of  poisoniug  wth  the  Nitrite  nf  Amyl ; 
that  is,  he  found  the  urine  of  rabbits  loaded  witb  sugar.  He 
foimd,  that  in  the  rabbit  a  hypodermic  injection  of  0.111  to  O.li:) 
gramme  of  the  drug  is  enough  to  cause  diabetes.  If  twice  this 
amount  of  the  Amyl  salt  is  used,  the  sugar  becomes  very  abun- 
dant in  the  urine,  and  continues  to  be  present  for  from  twelve  to 
thirty  hours.  Consentaneously  ^nth  the  elimination  of  sugiir, 
there  is  a  groat  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  urine.  In  a  patient 
under  my  rare,  to  whom  (he  salt  was  given  very  freely,  at  no  time 
could  sugar  Ix;  detected  in  the  urine,  so  that  glycosuria  is  probably 
only  induced  by  toxic  doses." — Dr.  II.  C.  Wood. 
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Locally. — "Nitrite  of  Amyl  causes  a  progressive  loss  of  func- 
tional power  in  every  liiglily  organized  tissue  with  which  it  comes 
in  eontatit.  None  centers,  peripheral  nerves,  muscles  of  organic 
and  voluutar)'  lift;,  all  succumb  to  it  alike.  If  the  contact  be  not 
continued  too  long,  the  tissue  may  recover  even  after  a  total  sup- 
pression of  its  function, —  a  proof  that  the  poison  exerts  uo  de- 
stmctivo  chemical  or  devitalizinp  inHuence  upon  the  tissues,  such 
as  that  of  Sulphuric  acid  or  Veratria." — Dr.  II.  C.  Wood. 

Therapeutic    Iu<livi<lna1ity.

Insoniniii.  sU?ep  very  imperfect  and  filled  with  anxious  dreams, 
espe<;ially  in  brain- workers. 

"Congestive  headache,  accompanied  by  ptosis  palpebiie ;  the 
eye  shows  marked  h>'perieniiu." — Dr.  II.  B.  Feilows. 

Migraine  and  neuralgia,  with  great  prostration  and  tremors, 
especially  where  the  affected  side  looks  paler  than  the  sound  one. 

Congestive  headache,  head  feels  intensely  full,  with  throbbing 
of  the  arteries,  aggravated  by  motion  and  waiin  air,  relieved  by 
cool  air  and  rest.

Through  the  cerebro-spinal  nen-oua  system,  ADtimoDiuu  crudum 
has  two  special  centers  of  action  : 

I.    Mucous  Membranes.    Become  Loaded  ivith  Mucus. 
II.    Skin.    Corns,  Callosities,  and  Pustules. 

Mncous  Membranes. — Antimony  acts  upon  all  mucous  mem- 
branes, depressing  their  function ;  but,  through  the  pneumogas- 
tric  nerve,  it  especially  affects  the  digestive  organs,  producing 
slow  digestion,  and  the  mucous  membranes  become  loaded  with 
mucus ;  but  this  action  hardly  ever  goes  on  to  active  inflamma- 
tion. In  large  doses,  very  severe  nausea  and  vomiting  are  produced. 
This  slow  digestion  produces  fermentation ;  flatulence ;  alternate 
constipation  and  diarrhoea.  The  secretions  and  flatulence  are  of 
a  foul  odor. 

8kin. — Here  it  produces  corns,  callosities,  split-nails,  tu- 
bercles, pimples,  pustules,  and  nettle-rash. 

Therapeutic  Iiulividuality. 

The  great  key  for  the  use  of  this  drug  is  a  thick,  milky-white 
coating  on  the  tongue,  from  slow  digestion.

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ANTIMONIUM  TARTARICUM. 

Tartar  Emetic. 

Chemical  preparatton.    Tritaration  and  Aqueoas  fiolution. 
Antidotes.— Cupr.,  Ipec,  Pals.,  Chin.,  Cocc,  Tannic  acid. 

Through  the  cerebro-spinal  system,  Tartar  emetic  has  five  special 
centers  of  action  : 

I.  Mucous  Membranes.    Catarrh,  and  Pustular  Inflammation. 

II.  Skin.    Pustular  Inflammation, 

III.  Circulation  and  Blood.  Heart  Depressant;  Blood  Liquefied, 

IV.  Spinal  Cord.     Motor  and  Sensory  Paralysis. 

V.     Muscular  System,     Paratysis ;  Loss  of  Reflex  Action, 

Mucous  Membranes. — Tartar  emetic  produces  pustular  in- 
flammation of  the  mouth,  throat,  cesophagus,  stomach,  and 
small  intestines.  Through  the  vagi,  it  produces  intense  catarrhal 
inflammation  of  the  larynx,  trachea,  and  bronchi.  Its  action  upon 
the  vagi  deserves  particular  attention. 

As  an  emetic,  Tartarized  Antimony  produces  considerable 
depression,  with  nausea  in  a  much  greater  degree  than  most  other 
emetics ;  and  the  repeated  vomiting  is  accompanied  by  great  strain- 
ing. Its  action  is  somewhat  tardy,  sometimes  twenty  minutes  to 
half  an  hour ;  hence,  in  cases  of  poisoning,  it  is  an  unsuitable 
emetic. 

*'Magendie  has  8ho%vn,  that,  when  injected  into  the  veins,  Tar- 
tar emetic  excites  nausea,  even  after  the  removal  of  the  stomach, 
and  its  substitution  by  a  pig's  bladder ;  hence,  it  has  generally 
been  held  that  this  salt  produces  vomiting,  not  by  its  effects  on 
the  stomach,  but  on  the  ner\'ous  centers.  Grimm,  who  is  con- 
tinned  by  Kleimann  and  Simonowitsch,  finds,  that,  when  in- 
jected into  a  vein,  it  excites  vomiting  more  slowly,  and  a  larger 
dose  is  required,  than  when  administered  by  the  stomach ; 
M'hence  lie  concludes  that  it  produces  vomiting  by  its  effects  on 
the  terminations  of  the  nerves  of  the  stomach.  Other  obsen^ers 
explain  the  above  facts  by  the  supposition  that  Tartar  emetic 
acts  both  through  the  terminations  of  the  ner\'es  of  the  stomach 
and  directly  on  the  center  of  vomiting, 

*' After  small  medicinal  doses,  the  stomach  experiences  a  slight 
sensation  of  soreness, — a  sensation  easily  mistaken  for  hunger. 
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Poshed  yet  further,  it  produces  iucreased  Hecretiou  of  mncus 
from  the  stomach  and  iutefitiiies,  to  the  extent  of  prodiiciiif; 
numerouH  moint  dinrrhceic  motions,  with  colic.  The  hroiichiiil 
mucous  membrauL*  alHO  yields  au  iuereased  Ket^retiou;  and  prub- 
obly  the  secretion  of  the  whole  mucous  tract  i&  augmented." — 
Itintfer. 

In  poisoning  by  Tartar  emetic,  we  have  violent  and  continuous 
vomitiufj,  accompanied  with  ilinrrhd'a, — stools  watery,  bilious,  and 
sometinioH  bloody, — with  j^astro-tnteritis,  and  Bonietimes peritoni- 
tis. The  prostration  is  profound ;  pulHC  and  respiration  alow,  wi^h 
repeated  faintiii^B.  From  nine  to  fiftc^en  {;raina  is  regarded  as  a 
iatal  (lose  fur  n  healthy  adult:  but  death  has  resulted  from  two 
grains,  and  in  children  from  three-quarters  of  a  grain. 

Posl-Morteni  Appeaninccs.— "The  most  important  are  those 
of  Kastritis.  which  an*  ntrLly  wanting;  in  some  cases  this  has 
reached  the  highest  degree,  and  led  to  hemorrhagic  exudation  ami 
infiltration  upon  and  into  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomarh, 
and  even  to  abundant  liemorrlinge  into  the  iiiieKtinal  canal.  In 
several  cabos  extension  of  tlie  intlammation  to  the  Berous  mem- 
lirane  has  been  reported.  Slight  ulceration  of  the  mucous  mem- 
brane has  fre<pieutly  been  seen ;  and  in  some  cases  it  has  been 
found  in  the  upper  part  of  the  small  intestines.** — Ziemssrti. 

Kidneys. — The  urine  is  first  increased ;  hut,  in  severe  poison- 
ing, it  is  generally  scanty  and  bloody,  and  even  Buppi-essed.  C. 
Cathgens  found,  in  his  experiments,  an  increase  of  the  eliamiation 
of  upeft  after  repeated  toxic  doses  of  Antimony. 

RcKpinitory  OrgaiiH. — "The  reHpiratiou  in  poisoning  hy  Anti- 
mony is  very  irregtilar,  with  all  sorts  of  variations  in  the  rhythm 
of  the  act.  In  the  advanced  stages,  the  pauses  are  often  very  long, 
and  the  inspiration  and  expiration  so  forced  and  prolonged  that 
very  generally,  in  aiumals  at  least,  marginal  emphysema  and  suh- 
pleural  eechnuosiH  are  found  after  death.  The  origin  of  the  res- 
piratory troulde  is  somewhat  complex ;  the  chief  factor  heing  the 
direct  influence  of  the  drug  upon  the  respiratory  nerve  centers, 
and  minor  causes,  the  intense  venous  congestion  due  to  the  failure 
of  the  circulation,  and  the  alteration  of  the  blood  itself.  Upon  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  lungs,  it  acts  directly  or  indirectly. 
The  venous  system  is  much  engorged,  and  the  viscera  intensely 
eontfested.  Magendie  says.  that,  in  animals,  poisoned  hy  Tartar 
emetic,  the  huigs  are  always  full  of  portions  ajiparently  hepatized, 
and  in  a  large  proportion  of  fatal  cases,  emphysema,  pulmonary 
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apoplexy,  at^lectusis,  or  other  structural  lesions  of  the  In 
exist."— //.C\  IViUMl. 

Sit  ill. — Pustular  ecthyma  is  a  marktnl  etfect  of  Tartar  emetic 
upon  the  skin,  whether  appheil  locally  or  giveu  iutenmlly.  Tay- 
lor gives  one  cane  of  poiKoning  hy  Antimony,  whert*,  after  the  third 
tlay,  the  patient  had  large  numhers  of  pustules  upon  the  skin. 
When  applied  locally,  in  fi-om  one  to  three  ttays  there  appears 
lirst  simple  redness,  noon  followed  by  papules,  which  shortly  be- 
come converted  into  vesicles,  and  then  into  pustules,  varying  from 
one-eighth  of  au  inch  to  an  inch  and  a  half  in  diameter,  and  \ery 
pauiful ;  but,  if  the  appUcation  is  witlukawn,  they  readily  heal, 

€in>ulati<m  ami  Blood.— When  Tartar  emetic  is  injected  int» 

the  frog,  the  cardiac  cuntraclioiiH  in  a  very  short  time  are  lessened 
in  frequency  and  force,  and  become  irregular,  the  auricles  pul- 
sating more  frequently  than  the  ventricles,  until  finally  arrest 
occiurs  in  diastole.  Aiter  death  the  irritabihty  of  the  cardiac 
muscle  is  almost,  or  more  frequently  entirely,  destroyed.  Upon 
the  heart  of  the  mummai,  the  drug  acts  as  upon  that  of  the  frog. 
The  arterial  pressure  always  falls  steadily  and  to  an  extreme 
degree.  The  pulse  sometimes  seems  accelerated  at  first,  hut,  in 
the  great  majority  of  cases,  is  decreased  very  decidedly  in  its  rate. 
I>aring  this  period  of  slow  pulse,  the  diastolic  pauses  are  extremely 
long,  but  the  individual  beat  will  iuHuence  the  mercurial  column 
of  the  cardiometer  five  times  as  much  as  normal.  After  a  while 
the  pulse  suddenly  becomes  very  rapid,  the  force  of  the  heart-beat 
is  almost  completely  lost,  the  arterial  pressure  falls  to  a  minimum, 
and  in  a  ver>'  few  moments  diastolic  arrest  occurs.  It  is  evident 
that  the  action  of  Antimony  is  a  direct  one ;  the  irritabihty  of  the 
muscle  is  lost," — IHW. 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  Tartar  emetic  is  a  powerftil  cardiac 
poison;  the  cessation  of  the  heart's  action  which  is  observed  in 
experiiaents,  is  at  all  events  independent  of  the  influence  of  the 
poison  upon  the  central  ner\*ou9  system,  since  it  takes  place  also 
aft«r  the  destruction  of  the  medulla  oblongata.  Fatty  degenera- 
tion of  the  heart.  Hver.  and  kidneys,  has  been  produced  by  the 
drug  when  fed  to  animals."— /^>r.  yftnivitn, 

Bhuhl. — Antimony  produces  liquefaction  of  the  blood;  and  it 
<!oagiilat6s  very  imperfectly. 

Teniporatiire.- Small  therapeutic  doses  have  but  little  in- 
fluence upon  tbo  temperature  :  but  nauseatinc  doses  reduce  the 
lempernture  from  one  to  three  degrees,  especinlly  of  the  extremi- 
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ties.  Poisonous  doses  reduce  the  temperature  in  a  marked  degree. 
Ackerman  found,  that,  in  rabbits,  if  they  lived  five  hours,  the 
depression  of  temperature  amounted  to  6"  C. 

Spinal  Cprd. — Antimony  is  a  direct  paralyzer  of  the  motor  and 
sensory  nerves,  and,  through  these,  of  the  muscles. 

With  the  motor  and  sensory  paralysis,  there  is  loss  of  reflex 
action. 

"A  prominent  symptom  in  Antimonial  poisoning,  is  paralysis, 
affecting  to  an  extraordinary  degree  the  sensory,  and  to  a  less  ex- 
tent the  motor,  system.  In  man,  the  anaesthesia  which  occurs  in 
animals  has  been  overlooked;  but,  in  the  advanced  stages  of 
poisoning,  it  is  no  doubt  present.  According  to  Radziejewski,  the 
paralysis  and  diminution  of  reflex  action  are  of  spinal  origin ;  as 
they  occur  when  the  Setschenow's  center  is  previously  separated 
from  the  cord,  as  well  as  when  access  of  poison  to  an  extremity 
has  been  prevented  by  tying  the  artery.  The  paralysis  occurs  in 
the  following  order:  Sensibility  toward  thermic  and  chemical 
irritants,  then  toward  tactile  stimuli,  then  toward  locomotion  and 
reflex  action.  Thus,  a  rabbit  which  could  still  drag  itself  around, 
suffered  its  paws  to  be  deeply  burned  without  evincing  the  slight- 
est evidence  of  feeling." — Wood. 

Muscular  System. — The  muscles  are  the  end  organs  of  the 
motor  nerves ;  and  through  these  the  muscular  system  is  pros- 
trated, and  its  reflex  action  lost.  Antimony  is  a  protoplasmic 
poison,  destroying  function  in  all  nitrogenous  tissue.

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Respiratoiy  Organs. — The  great  key  for  the  use  of  Tartar 
emetic  is  large  collections  of  mucus  in  the  bronchial  tubes ;  ex- 
pectorated with  great  difficulty ;  indicating  approaching  paralysis 
of  the  vagi. 

In  broncho-pneumonia,  second  stage,  with  bronchi  loaded  with 
mucus,  it  is  specific ;  or  acute  oedema  of  the  lungs.

Extremities.— "Hands  cold  and  moist;  tips  of  fingers  icy 
cold,  with  trembling  of  the  hands." — Hg. 

"Kheumatism,  pain  in  wrists,  knees,  ankles ;  violent  pain  as 
if  the  flesh  were  torn  from  the  bones,  or  arms  dislocated." — Hg.

Cellular  Tissue. — Apis  produces  rapid  Rwelling  of  the  cellu- 
lar tissue,  with  rtnhiess,  burning,  aud  stinging  pains,  which  are 
soon  followed  by  acute  oedema  and  dropsy.  Stiiigs  of  bees  pro- 
duce erysipelatous  swelling  of  the  face,  so  great  that  they  can  be 
hardly  recognized,  from  infiltrations  into  the  oellulur  tissue.  The 
legs  and  feet  become  greatly  oedcmatoas. 

Skin.— Apis  produces  urticarioua  intlamnmtion  of  the  skm. 
Dr.  H.  Goullou  Bays:  "  It  cures  internal  morbid  states  whit-h  re- 
flect themselves  on  the  skin;  o.  p..  an  exanthema  with  huriihig, 
itching,  iissuring  pains :  an  urticaria  \\ith  red  or  white  areola, 
flpotH  or  pimples;  a  vcHicular  eruption  with  a  bluish-red,  hard, 
hot  base;  an  (pdematous  or  erj-sipelatous  swelling;  ulcers,  or 
suppressed  scarlatina  and  measles." 

Serous  Membranes,— Here,  this  drug  produces  a  condition 
similar  to  those  which  are  the  products  of  serous  inflanunatlon : 
i.  e,.  dropsical  eflFiisions,  as  hydro-pericardium,  ascites,  and  hydro- 
cephalus; and  it  has  been  of  signal  service  in  dropsical  effu- 
sions. 

Blucous  Membranes.— Apis  produces  inflammation  of  the 
macoos  membrane  of  the  eyes,  mouth,  fauces,  tonsils,  throat, 
gastro-intestinal  tract,  kidneys,  and  neck  of  the  bladder :  more  of  a 
sub-acnte  catarrhal  variety,  dipping  down  into  the  cellular  tissue, 
producing  an  osderaatous  inHammation.

Glandular  System.— It  acts  especially  upon  the  ovaries  and 
testicles,  producing  congeBtion,  mild  inliammation,  with  a  great 
tendency  to  become  dropsical ;  acting  more  especially  upon  the 
left  ovary,  producing  suppression  of  the  menses,  dysmenorrhoea, 
with  scanty  menstruation,  and  swelling  of  the  labia  of  an  oedema- 
tous  nature. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Particularly  adapted  to  diseases  that  are  located  upon  the  left 
side  of  the  body  (fauces,  tonsils,  ovaries).  The  pains  that  are 
peculiarly  characteristic  are  like  the  sting  of  a  bee,  burning, 
stinging ;  and,  in  most  all  diseases  that  call  for  Apis,  the  urine 
is  extremely  high  colored  aud  scanty. 

Meningitis,  with  effusion;  child  lies  in  torpor;  delirium; 
sudden  shrill  cries ;  squinting ;  grinding  of  teeth ;  boring  head 
in  pillow ;  one  side  twitching,  the  other  paralyzed ;  much  sweat 
of  the  head,  and  urine  very  scanty ;  sub-acute  stage ;  no  thirst. 

"Sopor,  interrupted  by  piercing  shrieks;  restless;  absent- 
mindedness." — Hg. 

"Thinks  he  will  die ;  muttering  delirium ;  continual  moaning 
and  screaming ;  violent  screaming ;  cannot  help  crjing." — Hg, 

Great  indifference ;  apathy ;  discouraged ;  irritable  and  fidgety. 

"Confused  vertigo,  worse  when  sitting  than  when  walking, 
extreme  when  lying  down,  and  on  closing  the  eyes ;  nausea  and 
headache." — Tig. 

"Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head  and  face ;  fullness  in  head 
from  suppressed  menses  or  albuminuria." — Hg.

Eyes. — "This  is  an  important  eye  remedy :  and  it  is  especially 
applicable  to  inflammations,  with  burniiijjr,  biting  pains;  inflam- 
mations following  eruptive  diseases;  inflammations  with  severe 
shooting  pains,  lieat  of  the  head,  i-ed  face,  cold  feet,  etc.  Ery- 
sipelatous inflammations  of  the  lids,  with  adjacent  smooth  swell- 
ing of  the  face,  especially  with  chemosed  conjunctiva,  etc.    Vari- 
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ous  forms  of  blepharitis,  ^\'ith  thickening  or  swelling,  such  as 
incipient  phlegmon,  with  great  pufliuess  and  stinging  pains. 
Often  the  remedy  for  acute  catarrhal  conjunctivitis,  with  bright 
redness  and  chemosis  of  the  conjunctiva,  with  stinging  pains. 
Various  forms  of  keratitis,  with  dreadful  shooting  pains  through 
the  eye ;  lids  swollen ;  hot  lachrymation,  gushing  out  on  opening 
the  eyes;  photophobia,  and  ulceration  of  the  cornea,  the  dis- 
charges are  not  acrid." — A.  and  N. 

"In  staphyloma  and  hypopyon,  when  based  on  an  erysipelatous 
or  scrofulous  diathesis,  study  Apis."— GowWon. 

"Cornea  thick,  having  dark,  smoky  spotH,  keratitis." — Hg. 

Scrofulous  pustular  keratitis,  with  tumefaction  of  the  lids; 
much  relief  from  cold  water. 

"  Dilated  pupils,  in  menitigitis  infantum ;  squinting  of  one  or 
both  eyes,  trembling  and  rolling  of  the  eyeballs  in  sleep." — Hff. 

"  Lids  oedematous ;  bag- like  swelling  under  the  eyes ;  lids  feel 
stiff,  are  swollen." — Hg. 

Granulations  or  styes ;   ulceration  of  lids ;  eyelashes  fall  out. 

Nose. — Erysipelatous  inflammation  of  the  nose,  with  burning, 
stinging  pains.

Increased 
secretion  from  the  intestinal  glandular  apparftt\i6,  with  soft, 
mushy,  or  copious  watery  stools ;  and  when  this  is  long  oontinued. 
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gafltro-intestinal  catarrh  will  be  produced.  The  mucous  mem- 
brane of  the  liver  uud  kidneys  becomes  greatly  swollen ;  bile  is 
increased,  and  albumen  is  frequently  found  in  the  urine.  Cleera- 
tiou  of  the  stomach  and  duodenum  has  been  produced  by  Axgen- 
tum.

These 
con^Tolsious,  M.  M.  Charcot  believes,  are  centric,  from  disturbance 
of  the  motor  tract ;  but  Prof.  H-  C.  Wood  believes  that  the  eon- 
■^Tilsions  are  reflex ;  i.  e.,  excited  by  the  least  penpheral  irritation. 
and,  also,  persisting  after  the  complete  abolition  of  voluutaiy 
movomentH.  "The  paralysis  is  general,  and  is  especially  seen  in 
the  pulmonary  branches  of  the  vagi, — death  ensuing  from  as- 
phyxia, w^ith  the  same  condition  of  the  lungs  as  when  their  nerves 
are  divided.  In  tlie  provers.  the  neurotic  effect  of  the  drug  was 
manifest  in  headache  deep  in  the  substance  of  the  brain,  with  low 
spirita;  vertigo;  want  of  mental  power ;  restless,  dreamful  sleep, 
weakness  of  the  spine,  with  pain  in  tbe  small  uf  the  back:  and 
very  marked  debility  of  the  lower  extremities,  almost  approaching 
to  paraplegia." — Dr.  li.  Hughes. 

Tlicrapfuitie  Individuality.

Gonorrhoea  in  second  stage,  with  priapisms ;  dysuria;  bloody 
urine,  and  muco-pumlenl  discharge.  (Injections  of  from  one  to 
five  grains  of  the  salt  to  one  ounce  of  water.)  In  the  first  stage, 
of  twelve  hours'  duration,  injections  will  frequently  abort  it;  but 
the  physician  sebiom  sees  the  case  so  early.

Erj-sipelatous  bed-sort^s.  with  bloody  incrustations ;  blacken 
sacrum  ;  excrescences  nn  the  sldn. 

In  abrasions,  bed-sores,  and  ulcers  of  the  skin,  the  local  use 
of  Argentum  nit.  is  of  great  value.  Its  application  forms  an  albu- 
minate, which  coats  the  surface  with  a  thin  layer,  and  protects 
the  tissue  beneath  from  the  in-itation  of  the  air,  thereby  causing 
the  sore  to  heal  with  great  rjipidity.

Skin. — Aruica  has  a  powerful  action  upon  the  skin  and  cel- 
lular tissue,  producing  vesicular  eruption,  and  red,  inflamed 
pustules  resemblinf^  l>oils.  In  susceptible  subjects,  most  violent 
er>'Hipelatous  iutlummatiou  has  been  caused  by  its  local  appli- 
cation.

hence  its  usefulucHs  to  produce  absorption  iu  dropsical  efifu- 
aious.  effusions  of  serum  which  occur  after  falls,  blows,  and 
extravasations  of  blootl,  etc. 

Circulation.— In  me(Uciual  doses,  Arnica  increases  the  action 
of  the  heart  and  arteries,  and  the  frequency  of  respiration,  at  the 
same  tune  elevating  the  temperature  of  the  skin,  with  increase  of 
all  the  secretions.  It  also  has  some  hamatic  action,  not  yet  fidly 
understood. 


TheniiKMitic  liHlividualit}*. 

Espeoiallv  adapted  to  sanguine,  plethoric  persons,  with  lively- 
complexions  ;  and  to  all  diseases  of  a  traumatic  origin,  sucli  as 
bruises,  falls,  concussions,  strains,  etc.,  involving  the  muscles 
and  cellular  tissue,  with  sore  and  aching.  Arnica  is  to  a  bniiee 
what  Aconite  is  to  u  cbiil. 

It  acts  well  upon  pc(>])le  that  are  debilitated,  with  soft  flesh 
and  impoverished  blood,  and  bmniing  of  the  head,  with  a  cold 
body. 

"The  true  sphere  of  Arnica  is  in  painful  conditions  of  the  cutis 
vera  and  subcutaneous  cellular  tissue,  whether  traumatic  or  idi- 
opathic ;  and  its  leading  characteristic  is  inflammation  of  the  skin 
and  cellular  tissue,  with  extreme  tenderness  upon  prt^ssui'e," — S,

"Arnica  is  more  apt  than  Aconite  to  spoil  a  case;  it  makes  a 
much  more  profound  impression  upon  the  system  than  Aconite. 
Its  real,  culminating  action  is  similar  tv  typhus  fever.  Brilliant 
results  have  frequently  been  obtained  with  Aniica  in  the  worst 
forms  of  typhus.  No  Arnica  should  be  used  except  that  made 
from  the  root."

By 
doing  80.  you  will  prevent  pytemia  and  puerperal  fever,  and  in  a 
giesi  meaflure  prevent  the  after-pains.

Bed-Hores:  skinifdi'iiialoiis  :  peteehiii- ;  ecchymosis,  with  sore, 
bruised  feeling  (locally  and  intenifilly) :  inflammation  of  the 
skin  and  cellnlar  tissue :  very  tender  on  pressure,  and  the  bed 
seems  too  hard,  has  to  change  pofiifion  often. 

In  skin  diseases,  and  all  febrile  diHcases.  the  great  character- 
istic indication  for  Arnica  is,  the  bed  or  couch  on  which  he  lies 
foels  too  hard ;  complains  constantly  of  it,  and  keeps  changing 
*rom  place  to  place,  he  feels  so  tired,  sore,  and  bruised. 
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Ferer.— Haematic  fevers,  attended  with  the  greatest  indiffer- 
ence ;  putrid  breath  and  much  prostration. 

In  intermittents,  the  chills,  heat,  and  sweat  are  all  well 
marked,  the  sweat  smelling  very  sour.  The  head  feels  hot  when 
the  body  is  cold,  with  great  thirst  during  the  chill  and  heat. 

Traumatic  fevers,  with  suggillations  on  the  body, 

"Heat  in  oft-repeated  short  attacks." — Hg. 

Septicsemia,  with  low  typhoid  symptoms. 

Erysipelatous  inflammation,  from  trauma,  nervous  form.

extravasation.  It  seems,  moreover,  to  cover  the  whole  remote 
effects  of  an  injury.  Give  it  to  one  whose  frame  can  not  forget 
the  shock  of  a  far-back  railway  accident,  and  you  and  he  will  be 
alike  delighted  with  the  effect."— ii.  Hughes,  M.  D. 

Aggravation. — From  exertion ;  at  night ;  cold,  damp  weather ; 
at  rest,  from  wine,  and  a  long  sleep. 

Amelioration.— From  contact  and  motion;  during  the  day, 
and  in  the  open  air.

MocoiiK  Meimbran^H. — Araouic  produces  destruciive  mflam- 
mation  in  every  part  of  the  hody  where  mucous  memlirane  is 
found ;  but,  through  the  af}lar plexus,  it  especially  centerR  upon  the 
gastro-intostiual  mucous  membrane,  nffecting  particularly  the 
mouth,  throat,  stomach,  duodenum,  luiil  rectum,  producing  con- 
gestion and  destructive  intlammatiou,  with  a  thin,  ichorous  dis- 
charge, tending  to  malignant  ulceration,  and  atMrompnnied  with  a 
low  fever  of  a  t\-phoid  form.  We  have  aphthw  of  the  mouth, 
ulceration  of  the  stomach,  and  Komeiimes  ganfjrene  of  the  rec- 
tum and  anus ;  nausea  and  obstinate  vomiting,  with  a  sliray* 
bloody  or  watery  diarrhten.  and  completij  prostration  of  all  the 
vital  forces. 

"The  gastro-inte.stinal  inflammation  i.s  greater  in  degree  and 
inoro  speedy  in  taking  place  when  Arsenic  is  applied  to  a  wound, 
than  when  taken  into  the  stomach.  The  inflamed  parts  arc,  in 
general,  universally  red ;  at  other  times  they  are  red  only  in 
spots.     The  principal  vessels  leading  to  the  stomach  and  intes* 
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tines  ore  much  dilated,  and  tiirgid  with  blood ;  but  the  mflatn- 
mation  is  usually  oonlined  to  the  mucous  membrane  of  these 
viscej^a,  which  uBHumoH  n  Horid  red  rolor,  becomes  soft  and  pvdpy. 
and  is  separable  without  much  ditticulty  from  the  ceUular  coat, 
wbieb  presents  its  natural  appearance.  In  Bome  instances,  there 
are  small  spots  of  extravasated  blood  on  the  inner  surface  of  the 
mucous  membraiie,  or  immediately  beneath  it  (this  occui-s  in- 
dependently of  vomiting),  and  a  thick,  yellowish,  and  tenacious 
exudation,  formed  entirely  of  white  corpuscles,  nud  constituting 
a  false  membrane,  mider  which  the  mucous  membrane  is  found 
dotted  witli  ecchjTnosis,  and  for  the  most  part  destitute  of  epi- 
thelium. Such  ecchjnnosis  is  also  found  uuifomily  under  the 
endocardium  of  the  left  ventricle,  and  frequently  under  the  other 
serous  membi-anes.  A  very  important  cnnclusiou  is  that  the 
intestiual  lesions  do  not  result  from  »n  elimination  of  Arsenic  by 
the  intestinal  mucous  membranes ;  for  careful  chemical  investi- 
gation dischises  only  a  trace  of  Arsenic  in  the  contents  of  the 
bowel.  The  vascularity  of  the  gastro-intestinal  mucous  mem- 
brane, and  its  li>'^ier-secretion.  aru  attributud  to  the  action  of  the 
poison  upon  the  blood-vessels  themselves." — I*ro/.  Boehm, 

To  get  a  full  unileratanding  of  Arsenic,  we  will  have  to  study 
its  toxic  effects ;  and  here  we  will  learn  that  it  is  a  double-acting 
remedy ;  that  is,  it  reaches  over  and  at-ts  profoundly  upon  the 
rerehro-spinal  system,  as  well  as  the  ganglionic.  First,  we  will 
eonsider— 

Anteniad  vnjyont  from  fumes  of  tapers  and  candles  and  from 
burning  Arsenic  upon  coals,  the  dust  from  sweepinK.  and  the  va- 
pors from  walls  hung  with  bright  green  paper.  The  body  of  the 
paper  and  the  paste  whicli  nttanhes  it  t4j  tliw  wall  are  composed  of 
materials  very  susceptible  of  putrescent  fermentation,  and  the 
Arsenic  becomes  volatile  in  the  form  of  Arseniureted  hydrogen. 
The  following  is  a  catalogue  of  symptoms  caused  by  this  form  of 
poisoning : 

"First,  irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane,  causing  vomiting, 
diarrhoea,  and  permanent  indigestion,  severe  coryza.  ulcerated 
throat,  bronchitis,  spasmodic  cough  and  asthma,  n  scalded  con- 
dition of  the  lips,  tongue,  and  cheeks,  with  intiammation  of  the 
conjunctiva  and  eyelids ;  severe  bilious  and  feverish  attacks ; 
palpitation  of  the  heart ;  pains  in  the  spine  and  limbs,  the  joints 
swollen  and  stiff ;  the  skin  rough  and  scaly.  Excessive  irritability, 
depression  and  prostration ;  also  giddiness,  headache,  acute  enr- 
ache,  and  neuralgia ;  bleeding  at  the  nose ;  frightful  screams, 
bysterical  attacks,  loss  of  memory,  cramps,  numbness,  spasms. 
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And  convnlsioDB.  Many  wall-papers  besides  the  green,  contain 
Arsenic,  especially  some  blue  colors  produced  by  'Arseuicjil 
cobalt.'  Mauve  and  even  red  paper  contains  Arsenic.  Miueiij 
and  other  workmen  in  Arsenic  sutfer  from  the  poistinoua  i-xhala- 
tionB.     The  diseases  engendered  are  ckronie,  often  fatal." — StUlr. 

InternaUy. — "i«  small  doacs  of  from  1-15  to  1-20  of  a  grain, 
Araeuio  excites  a  senae  of  warmth  iu  the  stomairh  and  bowels, 
increases  the  appetite,  and.  in  some  dtf^Tcc,  thu  fiecal  and  urinary 
dischargee.  According  to  Vogt,  this  btimulant  etleei  is  Hhared  by 
all  partfi  of  the  system.  The  skin  \a  wanner,  the  pulse  fuller  and 
more  frequent,  the  muscular  system  more  active,  and  the  whole 
organism  inngorated,  freer  and  lighter  in  its  movements,  and 
even  the  mind  improves  in  actinty  and  power.  In  doses  such  aa 
occasion  no  sensi1>le  phenomena,  or  only  after  the  lapse  of  many 
days.  Arsenic  seldom  produces  chronic  poisoning;  on  the  cou- 
tnu'y,  digestion  appears  to  be  permanently  fortitied,  as  when 
true  tonic  medicines,  and  espeeiallyCinchona,  are  administered. " 
"Among  recent  authorities,  Waher  attributes  to  Arsenic  nearly 
all  of  the  ^^^tlIes  ascribed  to  it  by  Vogt.  It  is  well  known,  says 
this  author,  that  old  and  worn-out  horses  recover  their  appetite, 
activity,  and  strength,  under  the  operation  of  small  doHea  of 
Arsenic :  and  in  Vienna,  the  grooms  are  accustomed  to  mix  a 
small  quantity  of  Ai"senic  with  the  feed  given  to  liorses,  and  to 
attach  a  portion  to  the  animal's  bit,  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
a  bright  aspect  of  the  skin,  roundness  and  elegance  of  the  form, 
and  foam  at  the  mouth.  Tlic  medicine  is  said  to  put  them  iu  a 
singularly  good  condition  to|>erforra  longjomiieys,  particularly  in 
a  hilly  country ;  but,  when  the  use  of  it  is  left  otT.  the  horse  gets 
thin,  loses  bis  fresbness.  and  becomes  dull. 

"In  Lower  Austria  and  Htyria,  there  exists  among  the  peas- 
antry, the  singular  iiabit  of  eating  Arsenic.  These  poison-eaters 
have  a  double  aim ;  first,  they  wish  to  give  themselves,  by  this  dan- 
gerous habit,  a  fresh  and  healthyapiK-antnce.  and  a  rertain  degree 
of  cmlMvi point.  Many  of  the  peasant  girls,  and  even  the  men,  have 
recourse  to  this  expedient  from  coqnetr>*  and  a  desire  to  please; 
and  it  is  remarkable  what  success  they  attain :  for  the  young 
toxipbagi  are  distinguished  by  the  freshness  of  their  complexion, 
and  by  a  look  of  ruddy  health.  But  many  of  these  young  people 
die  from  the  effects  of  Arsenic-eating.  Wljen  the  practice  ia 
stopped,  emaciation  ensues.  They  fall  into  the  habit  at  the  early 
age  of  fifteen,  and  continue  it  until  seventy  or  seventy-six.  The 
majority  of  Arsenic-eaters  are  males.    They  are  generally  strong. 
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healthy  persons,  courageous^  pugnacious,  aud  of  strong  sexual 
disposiliou." — StVh. 

Actitc  ArAcimutl  Poitfoii'tittj. — "Immediately  after  the  poiaun 
is  swallowed,  ii  raetuUic  taste  w  perceived,  with  conHtricliou  u( 
the  fauces.  .\  violeut  buruiug  pain,  which  soon  becomes  exci-u- 
t'iating,  is  felt  in  the  Btcnuaeh,  aud  gradually  extends  itself  over 
the  whole  abdomen,  steatlily  increasing  in  seTcrity  until  it  be- 
comes intolerable,  ittjtching  aud  vomiting,  aud  cramps  of  the 
bowels,  ensue,  with  spasms  of  the  cesophagus  and  chest,  which 
resemblu  those  of  hydrophobia.  The  thirst  is  insatiable,  but  eveu 
the  mildest  drinks  cannot  be  retained ;  the  tongue  is  generally 
fissured,  hard  and  drj',  aithoughoocasionnllytherei8profu.se  baU- 
%*atiou,  and  the  voice  is  honree.  There  is  alsii  tuiit'smiiH,  with 
bloody  aud  offensive  stool,  and  retraction  of  the  ahtlomen.  The 
irritation  is  projjagated  to  tht  urinary  organs,  occasioning,  in  the 
male,  tumefaction  of  the  penis,  and  in  both  sexes  strangury. 
Sometimes  tlie  urine  is  completely  suppressed,  and  sometimes  it 
is  mixed  with  blood.  Prof.  Cliristison  says  that  hi  the  female  there 
is  burning  pain  ui  the  vagina,  and  excoriation  of  the  labia.  *but 
this  does  not  Imppt^n  unless  life  is  prolonged  bcyoml  three  days/ 
Baehmtui  had  previously  noticed  the  pain  alluded  to,  aud  also  pro- 
fuse menorrhnoria.  anumg  the  symptoms  in  females.  The  muscles 
are  spasmodically  atfocted ;  the  skin  presents  a  livid  eruption 
of  the  species  already  mentioned.  The  sense  of  anguish  is  un- 
utterable, and  sometimes  there  is  delirium.  The  breathing  is 
oppressed.  The  pulse  is  irregular  and  intt^nuittont.  and  is  some- 
times rapid ;  the  action  of  the  heart  is  tumultuous.  \  consTiming 
fire  appears  to  prey  upon  the  vitals,  while  the  skin  is  everj'where 
pale,  cold,  shivering,  aud  clammy.  The  features  are  sunken  and 
sharp ;  if  vomiting  occurs,  it  is  convulsive  and  affords  no  relief. 
Exhaustion  of  mind  and  body,  prostration  and  despair,  with  anx- 
ious restlessness,  generally  attend  this  stage  of  the  attack.  On 
the  approach  of  death,  spasm  yields  to  general  resolution,  the 
pulse  grows  slow  and  feeble,  and  the  urine  and  fjeees  ai^e  voided 
involuntarily;  but  sensibility  and  consciousness  are  lost  only  in 
the  last  moments  of  life. 

"The  duration  of  the  symptoms  is  variable,  and  may  he  stated, 
in  general,  at  frtmi  six  to  twelve  hours ;  but  occasionally  they  last 
for  several  days.  Sometimes,  also,  though  rarely,  a  fatal  termi- 
nation takes  place  almost  immediately  after  the  poison  is  swal- 
lowed, and  \vithout  other  s>-mptoras  than  shght  fainting  fits.  Dr. 
ChrifltisoD  has  eollectetl  fourteen  or  fifteen  cases  of  acute  Arsen- 
ical poisoning  in  which  the  signs  of  inflammation,  after  death. 
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were  alight,  or  altogether  wantlBg,  and  the  fata]  issue  occurred  in 
five  or  six  hours,  with  symptoms  denoting  a  powerful  debiUtatiiig 
influence  on  the  circulation,  or  on  the  iiervuuH  HjHtem.' 

"Even  when  recovery  follows  the  complete  development  of 
acute  Arsenical  poisoning,  it  is  seldom  perfect.  For  months  or 
even  years,  the  joints  of  tlie  limbs  remain  swollen  and  stiff,  so  as 
to  render  walkin*;;  ditlicult  and  painful ;  the  digestive  organs  for  a 
long  time  continue  irritable  and  feeble,  and  all  of  the  functions  of 
the  nervous  vtystem  are  impaired.  In  somu  eases,  there  is  more 
or  less  paralysis  of  the  upper  or  lower  extremities,  and  in  others 
gangrenous  ulcers  attack  the  legs.  Arsenical  paralysis  most  fre- 
quently alfects  the  lower  limbs  first,  extending  gradually  to  the 
arms ;  but  it  is  more  pennnnent  in  the  le^,  continuing  for  months 
or  even  years.  It  is  accompanied  with  cramps,  spasmodic  move- 
meuts,  numbuesB,  and  formication.  The  cutaneous  sensibility  ia 
impaired,  and  the  patient  generally  complains  of  coldness  in  the 
parts  affected." — Slille. 

Serous  Membranes. — Sub-acute  inHamraation,  followed  by 
copious  serous  effusion,  affecting  most  frequently  the  pleura, 
pericardium,  and  next,  the  peritoneum  and  arachnoid.  To  this 
may  be  added  its  action  upon  tlie  i-ellulur  tissue,  producing  tedem- 
atouB  swelling,  and  great  anasarca  of  the  whole  body. 

KJdiieyK. — The  kidneys  are  powerfully  influenced  by  Arsenic. 

Their  secretion  is  diminished,  and  somt'times  entirt-ly  suppressed  ; 
tested  by  heat,  it  is  found  loaded  with  albmntti.  The  uiiei-oscope 
shows  renal  epithelium,  tibrine-easts.  fat,  and  bUwd-ccrpuscles ; 
and  the  kidney  has  all  th«  evidences  of  fatty  degeneration.  The 
albuminuria  is  explained  by  the  fatty  defeneration  of  both  tho 
kidneys  and  liver. 

Skin.— It  especially  acts  upon  the  epidermis,  leaving  the 
dermis  unaffected.  Miss  Dr.  A.  Nunn,  of  Boston,  has  given  us  the 
microscopical  action  of  Arsenic  upon  the  epidermis.  It  is  practical 
and  to  the  point.  She  says;  "An  examination  of  a  series  of 
sections  taken  from  different  parts  of  the  body  of  the  fiog  at  dif- 
ferent intervals  after  tlie  hypodcnnic  introduction  of  the  poison, 
shows  that  the  general  effect  of  Arsenious  acid  on  the  epidermis 
is  to  cause  a  degeneration  and  partial  solution  of  the  protoplasm 
of  the  cells,  whereby,  (1)  the  whole  epiderm  becomes  loosened  from 
the  subjacent  denu  ;  (2)  the  cells  of  the  Malpighian  layer  become 
incoherent,  so  that  the  whole  layer  collapses,  and  its  well-known 
architectural  features  become  obscured ;  and  (3)  the  intermediate 
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layer  separAtcs  from  the  MalpigUifin  layer  beloiv,  and  at  times 
from  the  eorneoua  hiyer  above.  In  iio  case  have  I  ever  seen  the 
Malpighian  layer  actually  ca-st  off  duriug  the  frog's  life ;  it  re- 
mains attached  loosely  to  the  derm. 

"Arsenic  firat  attacks  the  lower,  or  inmost,  portion  of  the 
epiderm»  and  then  a<lvance8  from  the  derm  outward.  The  cells 
of  the  Malpighian  layer  next  to  the  derm  (the  columnar  layer)  are 
composed  of  more  active  and  irritable  protoplasm  thau  those  of 
the  rest  of  the  derm,  the  irritability  diminishing  from  within  out- 
ward in  pro[>ortioii  as  the  metamorphosis  of  the  protoplaam  into 
keratin  l>ecomes  more  and  more  pronounced.  All  the  facts  go  to 
prove  that  the  changes  are  the  result  of  the  Arsenic  acting  directly 
on  the  epidermic  cells  themselves ;  in  fact,  a  lethal  stimulation,  by 
which  the  destructive  stages  of  the  metabolism  of  the  cells  are 
hurried  on  beyond  the  reparative  power  of  the  constructive 
stages." 

MisB  Dr.  Nann  found  that  Arsenic  affects  tlie  cornea  similarly 
to  the  skin,  but  in  a  manner  not  so  strongly  marked. 

CUmcal  practice  has  confirmed  these  observations.  Ai'seuic 
possesses  little  or  no  influence  upou  diseases  seated  in  the  deeper 
Btruoturea  of  the  skin ;  l)ut.  where  the  superficial  parts  are  ia- 
volved,  the  action  of  this  remedy  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 

The  skin  becomes  dry,  dirty  looking,  brawny;  eczema,  urtica- 
ria ;  skin  covered  with  vesicles  ;  desquamation,  with  tenderness  of 
the  palms  of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet.  It  has  also  pro- 
duced pityriasis,  lichen,  and  leprosy.  In  fact,  Arsenic  produces 
al)out  every  form  of  skin  disease. 

Hair.— Arsenic  has  cansed  the  hair  to  fall  ,out  over  the  whole 
scalp.  In  a  case  of  poisoning,  two  weeks  after  the  patient  had 
apparently  recovered,  "the  face,  head,  hands,  and  feet  were  swol- 
len, and  the  whole  surface  of  the  body  was  of  a  bright  red  color. 
The  skin  partially  desquamated  and  was  tender  to  the  touch ; 
this  was  followed  by  an  attack  of  psoriasis  which  extended  over 
the  whole  body.  The  haii*  of  the  head,  the  eyebrows  and  eye- 
lashes fell  off,  as  did  also  the  nails." 

Blood. — The  changes  produced  in  tlie  blotid  are  most  marked 
and  profound.  *'The  microscopical  and  (fhemica!  i>ecuharitie8  of 
this  fluid  under  the  action  of  Arsenic  are  of  great  importance  in 
relation  to  the  changes  which  the  solids  undergo ;  to  the  hem- 
orrhages from  the  nose,  the  digestive  canal,  the  urinarj*  passages ; 
to  the  eocbymosis  found  in  the  lungs,  pleune,  perirardiiim.  and 
heart;  and  to  the  occurrence  of  dropsy.    The  serous  effusions 
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and  cbronie  ansmia  as  tbe  consequence  of  prolonged  expoHure  to 
Arsfuical  intiuenees,  funiish  ground  for  Itelitvuig  that  Arsenic, 
like  Mercnry,  tendB  to  disintegrate  the  blood-corpusule^.  to 
iliminish  tJie  proportion  of  fibrin,  and  ponsilily,  also,  to  attack 
atill  more  direftly  tbt^  vital  principle  u|>on  which  lh«  normal 
qualities  of  tiie  blood  depend. 

**In  medicinal  doees,  it  radically  modiiies  the  ftinction  of  nu- 
trition, and  lience  is  fully  entitled  U\  be  ranked  as  an  alterative. 
It  is  held  by  some  authorities  to  directly  restrict  oxidation  of  tl)e 
tissues,  paj-ticularly  of  tbe  fat.  According  to  Schmitt.  it  retania 
the  waste  of  tbe  red  blood-corpuscles,  and  diminiKbes  the  oxlmla- 
tiou  of  carbonic  acid  and  tbe  excretion  of  ui*ea.  Stueiawage 
estimated  Ibnt  tbe  rate  nf  loss  by  tissne-docompofiition  was 
dimiuisbed  from  twenty  to  forty  per  cent  under  the  operation  of 
Arsenic. " — SHlle, 

Drs.  Cutter  and  Bradford  say:  "Arsenic  given  in  health 
causes  a  projjressive  decrease  of  the  numl»er  of  the  red,  and 
especially  of  tbe  white,  corpuscles.  In  simple  ana-mia,  on  the 
contrary,  there  seems  to  be  an  increase  at  first  of  lK)tb  red  and 
white  corpuscles.  After  a  ocrtuhi  point,  there  is  a  steady  diminu- 
tion of  both." 

Heart. — Arsenic  has  a  special  and  profound  action  upon  tbe 
heart,  producuig  various  lesions,  such  as  endocarditis,  hypertro- 
phy, fatty  granulation  and  ilegcneration.  with  pain,  dyspntea,  and 
palpitation  of  tbe  heart;  cardiac  dnipsy.  In  moderate  doses,  it 
first  strenp:then8  the  pulse,  but  soon  reudei*s  it  slow  and  weak, 
and  at  last  arrests  the  heart's  action ;  and  then  galvanic  stimu* 
lation  excites  it  only  to  inipci-fcct  ctmtraction.  This  i)rotoplasmic 
poison  stops  tbe  function  of  tbe  heart,  by  atfecting  all  its  struct- 
nres,  its  nerves,  its  ganglia,  and  its  muscles.  Add  to  this  lis 
action  upon  the  vaso-motor  uervos,  produchig  va«o-motor  pa- 
ralysis with  a  general  state  of  astbenia.  and  we  see  at  once,  why 
the  arterial  tension  is  ho  lowered  and  prostrated. 

Teniperatiir**.— Toxic  doses  first  elevate  tbe  temiwratnre,  and 
then  depress  it.     Medicinal  doses  reduce  the  temperature. 

Llrer. — Post-mortem  examinations  have  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  liver  contains  more  of  the  Arsenic  in  poisoning  than  any 
other  organ;  and  it  lias  produced  fatty  degeneration,  jaundice, 
and  all  the  lesions  tending  to  disorganization  of  this  organ. 

Ii»  induration,  atrophy,  cirrhosis,  softening,  fatty  degeneration, 
nnd  malignant  jaundice,  Arsenic  has  K'en  of  untold  value. 


Lunf^.  — Througli  its  action  upon  the  pnenmogaatric  nerve, 
tbis  rt-mcdy  has  a  epecific  action  upon  the  lungs,  produriiig  con- 
gestion of  all  the  air-passages,  the  lungs  being  gorged  with  blood. 
Accompanying  this  congestion,  we  have  spasmti  of  the  muBcles  of 
the  lungs,  witJi  violent  dyspnteu,  and  the  worst  forms  of  asthma. 

Arneiiie  especially  acts  on  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  air- 
passages,  producing  tracheo- bronchial  eataiTh.  The  most  useful 
spheru  of  this  remedy  in  lung  diseases,  will  be  found  in  neuro- 
broucliitic  asthma.  Here  it  has  won  many  a  laurel  for  Homoe- 
opathy. 

Cerebro-Sptnail  Syst<>m.  — The  neurotic  action  of  Arsenic^ 
reaching  over  and  acting  so  specitically  and  profoundly  as  to  dis- 
organize and  destroy  tlie  life  of  the  cerebro-spinal,  especially  the 
spinal  *»ystem,  is  most  remarkable.  It  is  one  of  the  few  remedies 
that  act  upon  all  the  tissues  of  the  body.  It  is  a  protoplasmic 
poison,  destroying  the  functional  activity,  first  of  the  central 
ner^•ous  system,  second  of  the  nen'es,  and,  third  and  last,  of  the 
muscles.  It  seems  to  act  at  first,  the  most  powerfully  upon  the 
posterior  portion  of  the  cord,  as  shown  by  the  paralysis  of  sensa- 
tion and  reriex  action,  and  second  of  voluntary  power.  Autopsies 
sliow  that  the  bpmal  marrow  is  always  aifccted,  especially  the 
lower  part  of  it.  and  through  this  all  the  ner\'es  of  the  exti'einities. 
Amenical  paralysis  "is  nearly  always  paraplegic ;  though  a  case 
of  Arsenical  hemiplegia  is  recorded,  in  which  the  larjugoscope  de- 
tected paralysis  of  tlie  vocal  cordon  the  affected  side.  The  amis 
are  affected  nearly  as  often  as  the  legg.  Cramps  and  contrac- 
tions in  the  paralyzed  limbs  arc  coninuni ;  but  the  moat  invariable 
concomiiant  is  neuralgia.  This  gcnrrally  coexists  with  loss  of 
sensibility  to  everj'thing  but  cold,  by  which  the  neuralgia  is 
liroughton  or  aggravated.  (This  shows  that  its  greatest  action  is 
upon  the  sensory  portion  of  the  spine.)  The  paralysis  is  most 
com])letc  in  the  hands  and  feet,  and  spreads,  if  it  do  so,  periphero- 
centrally.  There  is  a  sense  of  great  restlessness  in  the  limbs 
when  the  pains  are  present.  The  seat  of  the  mischief  seems  to 
be  the  spinal  cord.  In  a  case  obseneil  by  Huss,  the  spine  was 
found  tender  on  i)re88ure ;  and  Wilimer  says  that  in  autopsies  the 
cord  is  always  sc^en  to  he  affected,  especially  with  congestion  of 
the  lumbar  portion  and  cauda  equina." — StiUr. 

Hughes  says:  '"Before  len\ing  the  mental  and  moral  sjnnp- 
toms,  they  are  so  constant  that  I  can  not  but  refer  them  to  a 
direct  action  upon  the  ideational  and  emotional  centers.  Ae  in 
the  motor  and  sensory  sphere,  we  have  the  mingling  of  depres- 
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Kiou  and  irritation  ;  as  there  the  paxuIyKis  is  accompanied  with 
crampM,  and  the  anjesthesia  with  neuralgia ;  »o  her*.',  there  is 
mt'Iaueholy,  Ijut  also  restless  irritability,  anxiety,  and  anguish. 
In  some  fonnn  of  melancholia  and  hypochondriasis,  we  may  take 
advantage  of  this  action." 

Frogs,  after  poisonous  doses,  become  apparently  paralyzed, 
"For  instance.  Ibey  remain  motionless,  but,  when  placed  on  their 
backs,  stnigglo  violently  to  regain  their  habitual  position,  show- 
ing that  there  is  no  paralysis  of  the  voluntary  muscles  or  motor 
uer\es.  At  the  same  time,  they  lose  all  sensation  ;  for  they  may 
he  pinched,  cut.  or  burned,  without  exhibiting  signs  of  pain. 
This  loss  of  sensation  is  proved  to  be  due  to  the  action  of  the 
drug  on  the  spinal  cord,  and  not  on  the  sensory  nerves.  The  ap- 
parent paralysis  is  supposed  to  be  due  to  this  loss  of  sensation." 
— HWi. 

Its  action  upon  the  cerehro-sji'nml  centfr  is  prominently  shown 
by  its  action  npon  ilwjijfh  pair  of  nerves,  especially  the  branch 
distributed  to  the  pitititftri/  mucous  membrane,  lining  the  nasal 
fossa?,  and  by  the  repeated  fits  of  sneezuig,  accompanied  by  profuse, 
clear,  thin  nasal  discharges,  and  severe  frontal  headache.  In 
some  cases  the  throat  and  branches  of  the  tifth  pair  of  nenea  he- 
come  involved,  an<l  subsequently  the  (yk/im.  or  ritr  i-ersti.  Begin- 
ing  at  the  vagus,  it  may  involve  the  (iflh  pair,  completely  resem- 
bling the  so-called  hay  fever,  and  eu(Ung  in  bronchial  asthma. 
(iSee  "I'neumogastric  Ner^•e.") 

The  action  of  Arsenic  npon  the  base  of  the  brain,  is  specific^ 
and  upon  tho  cerebrum  sympathetic. 

Tliera|>oiiti4'  Inflividuality. 

Adapted  to  lymphatic  nenons  temperaments,  who  are  exces- 
sively sail  and  irritable ;  dropsical  and  choleraic  diseases;  mala- 
rial fevers,  especially  if  abused  by  Quinine. 

Bapid  and  great  prostration,  with  sinking  of  the  vital  forces; 
much  emaciation ;  skin  shriveled,  and  the  physical  exhaustion 
overrules  ever>-thing. 

Burning  pains ;  tho  parts  hum  like  tire,  with  great  anguish, 
'.  and  fear  of  death;  desponds  of  being  cured,  with  great  restless- 
\^eS8  and  exhaustion. 

"For  insanity,  Arsenicum  is  the  champion  remedy;  patients 
much  emaciated,  wretched  appetites  ;  dry,  red  tongue ;  shriveled, 
haggard,  anxious  in  appearance;  great  bodily  suffering.  The 
mental  unrest  seems  due  to  physical  exhaustion,  and  the  desire  to 
commit  suicide  is  to  put  an  end  to  their  sulleriugs."— />f,  Tulrott* 
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"Patient  dull,  lethargic ;  pupils  dilated  to  tlieir  widest  extent ; 
sensibility  Heetufi  lost;  pulso  fnll,  slightly  intermittent,  liut  ax- 
ceBsJvely  alow/'— />r.  S.  II.  T<Ucott. 

Arsenic  sjiuptoms  are  aiwaj'H  accompanied  by  great  anxiety ; 
restless  and  Irautic  tlebiperation ;  or  tlie  patients  are  so  weak  that 
they  move  only  their  hands  and  feet,  and  not  the  trunJc. 

The  longer  the  disease  has  lasted,  and  the  more  deeply  the 
organs  and  tissues  have  become  affected,  the  more  surely  will 
Arsenic  be  indicated. 

Diseases  resulting  from  a  disordered  and  defective  nutrition, 
with  pale,  waxy  skin. 

Its  action  is  twofold,  neurotic  and  htematic.  Its  aflinityforthe 
tissues  composing  the  lui-ge  nerve  centers  affords  an  adequate 
explanation  of  the  various  neurotic  symptoms  produced  by  it,  and 
accounts  for  its  beneficial  effects  in  nenrotic  skin  affections. 

Mind.— Excessive  anxiety,  restlessness,  and  great  fear  of 
death. 

"Attacks  of  anxiety  at  night  so  severe  that  he  jumps  out  of 
bed."— //f^ 

"Melancholy;  after  fiuancial  losses;  cannot  be  consoled; 
thinks  he  will  have  to  die,  with  hiK  family,  from  stanation  ;  sleep- 
less nights ;  walks  about,  wringing  his  hands,  with  moaning. "—  //'/, 

"Great  fear,  restlessness,  trembling,  cold  sweats,  prostra- 
tion."—//y. 

Great  anguish,  tossing  about,  and  fainting  from  the  pain; 
restlessness;  can  not  rest  anywhere;  goes  from  one  bed  to 
another. 

Suicidal  mania ;  believes  his  case  to  be  incm'able. 

Picking  of  tlie  bedclothes ;  hasty  in  all  his  motions ;  grasps 
an>'thing  be  wants  eagerly,  with  excessive  pi-ostratiou. 

Irritable,  discouraged,  reatleas ;  vexed  alxiut  trifles ;  gastric 
affections,  vertigo,  confusion,  and  heaviness  of  the  head.         ^ 

Head. — Periodical  headache ;  constant  severe  headache,  with 
vomiting  wlien  raisiug  up  the  head ;  softening  of  the  Ijrain,  w  ith 
severe  vertigo  and  anguish. 

Sub-ac\ite  and  chnmie  hydrocephalus ;  great  eraacintion ;

"Tensive,  pressive  pain  spreading  from  foreliead  and  temples 
to  occiput  and  nni>e  of  neck ;  comes  in  violent  attacks,  aa  if  the 
head  would  linrst ;  vomits  bile;  stomach  veo'  irritable." — //(/. 

I>r>'.  scaly  eniptions  upon  the  scalp  ;  chronic  eruptions,  with 
pustules  Olid  vesicles  filled  with  pus;  burning  eczema.

— ^  Ears. — Roaring  in  the  ears  from  paroxysmal  pains ;  ringing 
In  the  ears ;  hardnc^ss  of  hearing,  in  tj'phoid  fever. 

Inflammation,  and  purulent  otorrhcea ;  iehorous,  fetid  dis- 
chargea,  especially  in  scarlatina,  with  malignant  swelling  of  the 
parotids. 

Unusual  scnsitiveneBs  to  sound. 

KoBe. — Copious  watery,  acrid  discharges  that  bum  much. 

"Distressing  stoppage  at  tlie  bridge  of  the  nose  ;  stuffed  cold, 
the  nose  seems  stopped  up,  and  still  it  runs ;  tluent  coryza,  with 
Irequent  sneezing ;  hoarseness ;  sleeplessness ;  and  swollen

Excoriating  discharRes  from  the  ni>so,  especially  in  scarlatina.

^  Great  thirst  for  cold  water,  drinks  very  often,  taking  but  little 
at  a  time;   keeps  constantly  licking  the  dry,  cracked  lips,  with 
burning  fever  and  much  prostration.

Diphtheria,  adynamic  form;  great  fever;  restlessness;  pros- 
tration; biuTiing  thirst;  breath  excessively  fetid;  even  gan- 
gi'enous ;  somnolence ;  muttering  delirium :  false  membrane  has 
a  dry,  wrinkled  look ;  throat  feels  dry  and  as  if  scraped. 

Appetite.— Loss  of  appetite,  with  great  desire  for  acids. 

Appetite  variable,  with  imquenchable  Ihiret ;  wants  very  cold 
water,  but  the  Btomach  can  not  tolerate  it. 

"Pain  in  stomach  or  abdomen  while  eating  or  immediately 
after ;  can  take  no  more  food  at  the  time  ;  nausea,  gagging,  vom- 
iting, mostly  two  hours  after  the  meal,  even  the  lightest  kind  of 
food;  eating  the  least  increases  the  chill."

StooL — Watery  or  cadaverous  tliarrljuw.  scenting  the  wjiole 
atmosphere  of  the  room ;  cramps  in  the  bowels  and  legs ;  acrid, 
corroding,  cadaverous,  rice-water  stool,  with  great  imaervation» 
iitd  l)urning  thirst. 

Great  unier\'ation  after  stool ;  the  anus  hums  like  fire. 

"Bilious  dysenter)',  with  great  exhaustion  after  ever>*  exertion ; 
gteat  distress  ami  restlessness,  worse  after  midnight," — //;/.

Drupfiioal  eflfufiions  following  the  above-mentioned 
canscB.  have  in  thouhaudfl  of  easuH  yiebled  to  ArKenin,  when  the 
urine  was  loailed  witli  albumen;  fatty  degeneration  or  ati*ophy  of 
the  BeUinian  tnbes  ami  tufts. 

"Urine  scanty,  passed  with  great  difficulty ;  strangury;  burn- 
ing during  discharge  ;  suppression  in  cliolera." — //*/. 

"Atony  of  the  bladder,  no  dusire  to  urinate,  and  no  power  to 
do  so ;  especially  after  parturition," — ////. 

"Unemia  with  vomiting,  colic,  spella  of  suffocation,  emphy- 
sema ;   heart  discnsn.  witli  great  anguish,  especially  in  drunk- 
ards."—H^y.

"Phagedenic  clmncres,  livid  hue,  with  intense  burning :  even 
sloughing;  serpiginous  ulcers  on  the  genitals,"— //i;.

muttering  delirium,  and  excessive  prostration. 

Ascites  from  puerperal  peritonitis ;  uxu'mic  convulsions. 

Mavumt. — Cancer  of  the  brBast,  with  great  biiniing  distress, 
partially  relieved  by  external  warmth ;  ulcers  bum  like  fire. 

Respiratory  Ore:aiis. — Voice  hoarse  fi*om  debility. 

Asthma  with  constriction  of  the  chest ;  great  anguish ;  aggra- 
vated by  motion,  in  the  evening  and  at  nigbt.  Especially  in  old 
people  with  cedema  of  the  feet,  or  general  anasarca.  More  useful 
in  the  clironic  bronchitic  form.  "It  attacks  herccly  and  soon 
reaches  its  acme.  The  more  the  i)fttients  seem  on  the  point  of 
suffocating,  tlie  more  painful  and  distressing  the  restlessness,  the 
more  wheezing  and  the  louder  the  respirations,  tlio  more  Arseni- 
cum will  be  found  appropriate."  (liacbr.)  Ah  to  the  tioxe,  from 
the  crude  drug  up  to  the  1000th  attenuation  Imve  made  excellent 
cures;  but,  as  a  rule,  Fouhr/txolntion  is  ten  times  more  valuable, 
used  in  from  one  to  five  drop  doses  once  in  four  hours.  It  is  also 
used  by  the  process  of  fumigntion  in  the  form  of  r'u/drfttrs. 
Trousseau  uses  .\rseniate  of  Totassa,  15  grains;  distilled  water, 
one  ounce.  Ufisized  white  paper  is  thoroughly  soaked  in  this 
j^dntion,  dried,  and  cut  into  twenty  equal  parts,  and  each  part 
rolled  into  a  cigarette.  T^o  or  three  of  these  are  smoked  daily 
for  the  relief  of  axthma.  chrmik  hrourhUin,  phthUis,  hap  aMhma^ 
and  actiU  and  chronic  corjf^a.     The  patient  iidialcs  the  smoke  by 
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ft  single  inspiration ;  and  great  advantage  is  obtained  by  snofiiDg 
these  fumes  into  the  nares. 

Cough.  "Applies  in  all  kinds  of  coughs;  predominantly,  bow- 
ever,  in  dry  coutjk.  In  8jKt»mwlic  cou[fh,  it  is  indicated  only  in  its 
typical  form,  Whoopiug-couijh  does  not  lie  in  its  range.  It  is 
indicated  in  acute  and  chronic  ajfcctionn  of  a  torpid  or  dangerous 
nature ;  especially  indicated  for  cough  in  organic  diseases  of  an 
incurable  or  desti-uctive  nature,  either  in  the  larynx,  bronchi, 
lungs,  pleura,  or  heart.  Its  choice  depends  upon  other  than  cough 
symptoms ;  a^  dyspnooa,  asthma,  snffooatinf;  spells,  cyanosis,  heart 
symptoms  of  all  kinds,  disturlied  circulation,  decomposition  of  the 
blood,  exudations,  decay  and  gangrene  of  organic  substance,  dis- 
organizations, excessive  pains  ;  exhaustion  of  life-power,  collapse, 
high  degree  of  weakness,  sjmcope,  ansemia,  nervous  irritability, 
disposition  to  ulceration ;  hydnemia  ;  nightly  iiggravations ;  worse 
from  lying  down,  drinking,  and  change  of  weather." — Ilirarhri. 

"Cough  excited  by  smoky  sensation,  or  as  of  vapors  of  sulphur 
in  larynx,  or  by  constant  titiUation  in  larynx/' — Hg. 

Deep,  dry,  increasing,  suffocating  cough ;  can  not  lie  down, 
obliged  to  sit  up  in  bed  ;  worse  in  stormy  weather.

Sadden  sinking  of  strength  ;  cold  sweat ;  fear  of  death. 

Complete  paraplegia ;  slon  of  legs  cold,  flaccid ;  and  great  fear 
cf  death. 

Twitcliiug,  tremor,  trembling,  and  great  weariness  of  the  legs. 

"iNeuralgia.  the  pains  are  burning,  with  agony  and  great  rest- 
lessness ;  often  intenuittent ;  worse  during  rest,  at  night ;  relieved 
by  exercise," — C^. 

8klu.— Genera!  anasarca,  white,  waxy  pale  face,  and  exces- 
sive debility  :  vesicle«  that  biini  like  lire. 

Eruptions  disappear  suddeidy,  with  rapid  prostration ;  espe- 
cially scarlatina,  with  uialigiuuit  sore  tliroat,  or  dropsy  following. 

Phagedenic  ulcerations,  constantly  extending  in  breadth.

Arsenical  paste  has  long  been  used  to  destroy  warts,  condy- 
lomata, cancerous  growihs,  and  nenes  in  carious  teeth.  Scaly 
eruptions,  chronic  eczema,  atid  leprosy ;  malignant  earbimcles, 
with  stinging,  burning  pains.  No  remedy  can  equal  Arsenic  for 
malignant  pustules. 

Ulcers;  eilges  hard,  Bpongj'j  burning,  ichorous  discharges, 
with  proud  flesh;  bed-sores. 

Scirrhus.  lii-st  stages,  ulceration ;  bums  like  fii'e,  ns  if  a  hot 
iron  was  tlimst  into  the  nleer ;  and  alwa>'a  aggravated  at  night. 

Fever.— The  periodic,  or  intermittent,  action  of  Arsenic  upon 
the  healtliy  subject,  marks  it  as  one  of  the  leading  remedies  for 
intermittent  fever.     Dr.  Wnnnb  says: 

".\rsenic  is  one  of  those  few  drugs  whose  action  is  distin- 
guished, not  alone  by  its  intensity,  but  equally  by  its  extent ;  it 
involves  the  entire  organism.  Eveiy  system,  every  organ,  and 
every  ner\e-tilament  is  so  subjected  to  its  powerful  uifluence  that 
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we  are  not  able  to  say,  which  of  its  (tymptoms  are  primary,  or 
which  are  secondary,  and  where  the  focus  of  its  action  chiefly 
lies. 

"We  see  the  entire  nerve-lifo  attacked  in  all  directions,  from 
tlie  KlighteHt  excitement  to  the  most  violent  irritation ;  from  the 
mere  sensation  of  weakness  to  actual  paralysis;  from  the  most 
inconsiderable  acceleration  of  the  circulation  to  the  most  violent 
febrile  storm,  oven  to  decomposition  and  destruction  of  the  or- 
ganic substance. 

"Tlie  mnre  malignant  the  influence,  the  longer  the  disease  has 
lasted,  and  the  greater  the  i)ro8tration,  especially  if  the  liver  and. 
spleen  have  become  involved,  the  surer  and  more  certain  are  the 
indications  for  Arsenicum. 

"The  paroxysms  are  general,  violent,  and  of  long  duration ;  the 
stages  are  either  <listinctly  developed,  or  ebc,  as  is  most  fre- 
quently the  case,  the  one  or  the  other  stage  is  absent,  or  is  very 
feebly  present ;  if  the  latter  l>e  the  case,  it  is  generally  the  cold 
stage  which  fails,  and  the  hot  stage  is  all  the  more  violent.  The 
more  intense  the  heat,  the  longer  it  continues,  the  higher  the 
excitement  in  the  vascular  system,  uud  thu  moru  burning  and  in- 
satiable the  tliiret,  the  better  is  Arsenic  indicated.  The  sweating 
stage  may  be  altogether  wanting,  or  copitms  and  clammy. 

"The  apyrexia  is  not  pure,  but  is  disturbed  liy  symptoms  of  the 
most  varied  kind ;  rcstlcssneas,  sleeplessuciis,  spasms,  digestive 
disorders,  ft'cling  of  weakness  and  general  prostnifion.  After 
every  paroxysm  there  is  a  notable  increase  of  prostration." 

Typhoid  fever.  "The  patients  are  very  restless,  anxious,  and 
generally  so  weak  that  tliey  move  only  the  hands,  feet,  and  head, 
and  not  thetrunk ;  and  hence  do  not  voluntarily  change  their  post- 
ure in  bed.  Pulsii  frequent,  small,  and  u'regular;  high  tempera- 
ture ;  cheeks  hot  and  red ;  the  thirst  insatiubU* ;  decomposition  of 
the  blood,  as  shown  by  the  exanthemata,  ecchjnuosis,  and  often  pro- 
fuse hemorrhages  from  various  organs,  and  by  the  destniction  of 
the  tissues  on  which  the  patient  lies;  muttering  delirinm,  with 
anguish  and  distress.  Patients  perceive  nothing,  complain  of 
nothing;  excretions  pass  involuntarily;  but  the  urine  is  fre- 
quently retained  in  the  bladder,  which  is  often  so  distended  as  to 
threaten  a  rupture.  The  lips  atid  tongue  are  drj' ;  the  latter  often 
hard,  clean,  dark  red,  or  else  with  thick  dark-brown  coating, 
which  often,  also,  covers  the  lips  and  teeth ;  speech  often  impoa- 
Bible." 

Frequent  watery,  colliquative  stools,  or  watery  and  bloody. 
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f  The  flatulent  distention  of  the  abdomen  is  enormous ;  rat- 
tling in  the  lungH.    Kmaeiatiou  very  great  and  rapid. 

lutennitttiuta,  chill  and  heat  predominate ;  no  sweat ;  fungoid 
malarial  diseases. 

Septicffimia,  from  decayed  aniraal  matter,  or  Mood. 

Neuralgia ;  pains  are  burning ;  with  agony  and  great  restless- 
ness ;  often  intermittent ;  worse  during  rest,  at  night,  and  relieved 
by  exercise;  pains  as  if  a  red-hot  wire  was  drawn  along  the 
nerve.  Best  known  i-emedy  for  neuralgia,  in  all  of  its  forms,  in 
any  part  of  the  body,  when  indicated. 

Chorea.  In  simple,  uncomplicated  cases,  no  known  remedy  can 
e(]uiU  Arsenic  in  the  fomi  of  Fowler's  Solution,  two  to  four  dn)ps 
three  times  a  day.  Dr.  D.  M.  Reese,  of  New  York,  cured  over  two 
hundred  cases,  without  one  failure. 

All  septic  diseases  of  a  typhoid,  malignant  nature,  with  cold, 
clammy  sweats  and  extreme  prostration  of  all  the  vital  forces ; 
as  yellow  fever,  cholera,  typhoid,  variola,  etc. 

Aggravation. — At  night,  especially  after  midnight;  in  cold, 
damp  air ;  after  eating  or  drinking  something  cold ;  by  lying  do>vn 
with  the  head  low;  or  by  motion. 

Amelioration.— By  warm  air;  or  Ijing  with  the  head  high; 
and  during  the  duy.

— Arum  especially  acts  upon  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  nose,  buccal  cavity,  tongue,  and  fauces,  as  a 
great  irritant,  producing  acute  inflammation  and  aphthous  ulcer- 
ation. 

Olandnlar  System,— The  glands  especially  acted  upon  by  this 
remedy  are  the  salivarj'.  Here  it  produces  great  congestion  and 
violent  salivation. 
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Tlierai>eutic  Individuality. 


Of  great  value  in  scarlatinn,  where  the  nostrils  constantly  dia- 
<!hatge  a  huming,  ichorons  fluid,  excoriating  the  nose  and  lips; 
nose  entirely  occluded ;  tiuent,  acrid  coryza ;  constantly  picking 
the  nose  until  it  bleeds;  unconscious,  or  wild  delirium;  he  can 
only  breathe  with  mouth  open. 

Lips  very  sore,  swollen,  burning,  cracked  and  bleeding;  skiii 
peeling  off ;  constant  picking  at  the  lips  and  nose.

MuHcular  System,— Through  the  cerebro-spiuai  nervous  sys 
tern  (ext'ito-niotor  j[)ortioii),  Asafcelida  produces  hysWrical  iiiBau 
Hy  of  ttiiy  or  all  of  the  muHcloa  in  the  body,  especially  ceuteriiig 
upon  the  (Tesophagus;  here  it  producer  constant  muscular  spasm 
feeling  like  a  large  lump  in  the  throat  that  can  not  be  swallowed 

Glandular  Syntem.— Especially  centering  upon  the  ovaries 
manunffi,  and  tcBticles,  producing  byper-hensitivuness  and  in 
creased  secretions,  with  Bwelling  and  induration.     The  sexual 
desire  becomes  excited  and  increased ;  and  the  menses  become 
too  early  and  too  pn>fu8e. 

Mucous  M(»nibraues.— Tlie  action  of  Asafrptida  is  to  increase 
all  the  mucous  secretions,  especially  thotie  of  the  digentive  organs 
and  lungs.  On  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  dijegthr  orffaus.  in 
doses  of  one  grain  to  twenty,  thifi  clrug  so  increases  the  intestinal 
secretions  that  mild  catharsis  is  produced,  with  groat  tympanitis 
of  the  wliole  abdomen  ;  the  distention  of  the  stomach  and  bowels 
is  perfectly  immense.  This  is  probably  due  to  paresis  of  the 
muscular  coat  of  this  tract.  With  this  cUstention,  there  is  a  dis- 
cbarge of  aliaceous  gas  from  the  stomach  and  bowels  that  is 
intensely  fetid. 

Larger  doses,  ten  to  thuiy  grains,  produce  nausea,  vomiting, 
colic,  increased  bihary  secretions,  augmenting  the  peristaltic 
action  of  the  intestiiaes,  and  causing  copious  watery  diarrhoea. 

Dr.  Heinigke  says:  "Althougli  an  action  upon  the  brain  and 
spinal  marrow  can  not  bo  disputed,  yet  the  largo  gangUonic  plex- 
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iifitia  of  the  abdomiiuil  aud  pelvic  cavities,  the  centers  of  the 
vascular  uerves,  enpecially  the  hyat^ni  of  the  vena  cava  inferior, 
seem  to  be  priucipally  atfected.  Thus  the  luicommon  irritative 
conditious  of  the  gastric  and  intefitinal  musculature,  the  intes- 
tinal mucosa,  and  the  glandular  organs  belouKing  thereto,  are 
explained,  as  well  as  the  oryasm  and  hypei-stiuia, — conditions 
which  appear,  now  here,  now  there,  in  the  abdominal  and  pelvio 
cavities," 

It  is  also  said  to  act  upon  the  bones ;  but  the  evidence  so  far, 
is  not  Hatisfactory. 


Thei*ai)eiitic  Iii<livi<lnality. 

All  forms  of  hysteria  where  the  throat  symptoms  predominate ; 
i.  e.,  a  sensation  as  if  a  lump  or  spasm  were  ascending  in  the 
oesophagus,  'causing  dithculty  in  breathing,  and  much  alarm  about 
the  feeling  in  the  throat.  The  eicito-motor  system  throughout 
the  body,  is  in  a  state  of  bypeiiesthesia  and  hysterical  spasms; 
phlegmatic  constitutions;  ill  humor;  over-sonsitiveness,  cither 
physical  or  mental. 

Hysterical  nervous  headache ;  single  and  sudden  stitches  ia 
the  left  temple ;  stupor  and  complete  coma. 

Pressive  pain  in  the  forehead  from  within  outward. 

Fickle,  hysterical ;  sleeplessness ;  full  of  dreams. 

Vertigo;   the  mind  is  very  active. 

Cold  sweat  ujwn  the  forehea*!. 

Otorrhcea,  hones  diseased,  >vitl»  offensive  dischai'ge. 

Eyes. — ^Wry  UHefnl  in  ciliary  neunilgias :  deep-seated  hiflam- 
mation  of  the  eyeball ;  iritis,  kerato-iritis.  irido-choroiditis,  nnd 
retinitis,  espeeially  of  a  syphilitic  origin,  witli  throbliinc.  boring, 
or  burning  pains ;  especially,  severe  Iwring  pain  above  tlie  brows. 
All  apjrravated  at  night. 

Niww».— Caries  of  the  Iwnes:  discharge  of  offensive  pus ;  oztena. 

Month. — "Constantly  chewing  and  working  frothy  slime  out  of 
mouth,  with  swollen  lip  and  tongue." — Tig. 

"SpiM'ob  nnintolligible ;  tongue  white,  swollen;  chorea." — //j/. 

Throat. — Hurning  and  Rorcness  of  the  fauces. 

Globns,  sensation  of  a  ball  rising  in  the  throat,  with  dyspnoea. 
This  hyBterical  rising  of  a  lump  in  the  throat  is  the  moat  promi- 
nent KVmptom  of  this  drug. 

Loss  of  appetite,  with  disgust  for  food. 
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Stomach.— Excessively  fetid  eructations,  smelliug  like  garlic. 

Great  accumulation  of  gas  iii  the  Htomach  and  boweU ;  the  pas 
constantly  presses  upward,  with  belching.  Feeling  of  strong 
pulsations  in  the  epigastrium  ;  powerful  hiccough. 

*'Met<iorism  of  stomacli.  great  tension  and  difficult  enu'tationg ; 
gone,  empty  feeUng  in  pit  of  stomach,  with  pulsation,  and  faint- 
ing."—///?. 

Pain  in  stomach,  darting  upward  along  tlje  oesophagus. 

Abdomen. — Flatulent  colic,  with  abdominal  pulsations,  and 
great  distension  with  gas ;    hysterical. 

Watery,  green,  or  brown  stools,  with  disgusting  odor. 

Frinary  Organs. — C<ipiouK  watery  urine  in  hysteria. 
Spusma  of  the  bladder  during  and  after  urination. 
Urine  very  scanty,  acrid,  and  strong  smelhng. 

Hexaal  Organs,  Male. — Irritation  in  the  glana  penis,  with 
stitches,  and  pain  in  the  testicles. 

Very  faint  after  coition.     Increased  sexual  desire. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Menses  too  early,  ttw  scanty,  and 
last  but  a  short  time,  with  bearing-down  pains,  worse  by  motion. 

Sexual  desire  greatly  excited  ;  nymphomania. 

"Leucorrhcea,  profuse,  greenish,  thin  and  offensive. "^f*. 

Ulceration  of  the  os,  exceedingly  sensitive,  with  fetid  discharge. 

"Swelling  and  inflammation  of  the  genitals." — llg. 

"It  is  said  to  kill  the  ftietus  and  dry  up  the  milk." — ///;. 

Mummre. — Mothers  who  have  a  deiiciency  of  milk,  with  hyper* 
sensitiveness  of  tlie  whole  system. 

Mammfe  become  turgid  with  milk,  in  those  who  are  not  preg- 
nant, as  during  the  ninth  month. 

Milk  soon  disappears  after  delivery.  (In  such  cases  this  drug 
has  often  caused  it  to  return.    First  three  attenuations.) 

Air-Passages. — Nervous  hysterical  asthma,  with  hard,  dry, 
spasmodic  cough;  spasm  of  the  glottis,  with  hysterical  Kpiisms. 

Oppression  of  tlie  chest,  can  hardly  breatUe,  in  great  agony, 
and  exceedingly  restless  :  brought  on  from  eating  or  exei*tion. 

Old  chi'onic  catarrhs,  with  spasmodic,  wheezing  cough. 

Obstinate,  dry,  teasing  cough  at  night,  with  globus ;  the  chest 
feels  as  if  there  was  a  heavy  weight  upon  it,  with  burning  distress 
extending  to  the  arms. 

** Palpitation  with  faintuess,  rush  of  blood  to  head,  flushing  of 
the  face,  anxiety  and  excifcoment." — Hg, 
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Nervous  palpitation,  with  small,  rapid  pulse. 

Back. — Can  not  \vork,  the  back  pains  so  much. 

FeeU  BO  weary  can  hardly  walk ;  burning  along  the  spine. 

Extreniitios. — Twitching  and  spasmodic  action  of  the  arms; 
freiiUL-ut  muscular  jactitation  in  arum  and  bands,  in  hysteria. 

Wrist-joiutH  ache  much,  especially  iii  syphihs. 

Constant  convulsive  tremor  of  limbs;  muscles  twitch  con- 
stantly. 

Hysterical  convulsions  is  a  marked  symptom  of  Asafoetida.

Urinary  Origans.— Benzoic  acid  causes  c^ongestion  of  the  kid- 
neys, with  (in  incrcflKeH  secretion  of  extrtmiely  oiFenHive  urine. 

Dr.  lire  yiiys:  "Benzoic  acid  causes  the  disuppearauee  of  uric 
acid  from  the  urine,  which  in  replaced  hy  hippuric  acid."  On  the 
contrary,  Dr.  Keller  Bays :  "Benzoic  acid  is  converted  into  hip- 
puric aoiil  at  the  expense,  according  to  (iuriHHl,  of  the  urea,  the 
uric  acid  racnnwhile  remaining  undiminished."  The  only  logical 
conclusion  would  seem  to  l>e  that  the  effect  of  Benzoic  acid  upon 
the  urine  is  variahlc.  All  authorities  appear  to  agree,  however^ 
in  asserting  that  the  activily  is  increased.  It  delays  the  decompo- 
sition of  urine  and  the  formation  of  carhonate  of  ammouia,  and 
changes  the  already-formed  carbonate  into  innocent  hippurate  of 
ammonia.

Catarrhal  diseases  of  longs :  when  great  weakness  prevails ;

Cerebro^Spinal  System.— The  brain  is  greatly  congested^ 
with  vertigo,  iiisciiHibiiity,  couvnUiona,  stertorous  breathing,  cold 
perspiration,  great  proHtration,  and  ileatb. 

As  a  poison,  in  doses  of  an  ounce  or  more,  "an  intense  burning 
pain  is  felt  in  the  throat  and  (esophagus,  followed  by  fltaggering  as 
if  from  intoxication,  and  then  by  tM>mplfte  iuHeusibility ;  the  face 
is  pale ;  the  lips  and  bands  livid;  the  pupils  usually  contracted; 
though  in  rapid  death  they  may  be  dilated ;  the  pulse  is  generally 
above  the  normal  rate,  but  sometimes  much  Iwlow  it,  und  at  the 
Bflme  time  soft  and  compressible ;  respiration  stertorous,  and  rau- 
cous and  sonorous  rhonci  till  the  lungs;  tongue  swollen.  The 
akin,  breath,  urine,  and  freces,  if  any.  smell  strongly  of  the  Acid; 
the  urine  is  oftt-n  copious,  and  generally  passed  ^^ith  difficulty- 
Death  takes  plaee,  sometimes  instantaneously,  but  generally  iu 
from  one  to  three  hours," — StUU. 

Carbolic  acid  stimulates  the  respiratory  center  and  the  peri- 
pheric nerve-endings. 

Post-iMortem  Lesionn.— "Skin  purplish :  about  the  angle  of 
the  mouth,  it  is  apt  to  be  discolored  and  shriveled  by  the  caustic 
action  of  the  Acid ;  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth  white ; 
the  tongue  and  cesophagus  dry,  brown,  and  shrunken,  and  its 
epithelium  readily  detached  ;  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach 
reddened,  especially  along  the  edges  of  the  rugie;  sometimes  it 
presents  whitish  i»atclies  und  is  easily  peeled  off;  its  epithelial 
layer  is  Bometimes  cornitied.

Blood.— ThiH  is  iu  a  septic  condition  ;  and  we  have  produced 
pntrefactive  affections,  such  as  carbuncle  and  putriil  diseaseB. 

Gostro-Int^stinal  Canal. — The  upper  portion  becomes  con* 
[,^eB(ed  and  inHamed. 

Locftlly. — It  is  used  aw  an  arumthetic ;  and,  in  minor  siirgerj*. 
it  ifl  of  great  value.  To  illustrate  its  action,  Dr.  Smith  painted 
on  his  arm  a  spot  an  inch  in  diameter,  with  an  86-per-cent  solu- 
tion of  CarlKilic  acid.  For  a  minute  it  caused  slight  burning, 
then  the  skin  l>ecame  quite  numb,  whitened,  and  shriveled.  At 
this  point  he  made  an  incision  half  an  inch  hmg  withnnt  even  feel- 
ing the  knife,  the  wound  healing  as  usual.  Three  hours  after- 
ward be  thrust  a  needle  into  the  skin,  without  causing  pain  or 
x'esication.  He  found  that,  when  incisuag  whitlows,  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Acid  greatly  lessened  the  paiu.

The  vapor  of  the  acid  kills  all  forms 
of  bisects  and  animal  jjarasites.  In  putrefactive,  sloughing 
wounds,  the  lotion  (leslroys  all  fetor,  facilitates  the  separation  of 
the  slough,  and  causes  healthy  granulations  to  spring  up. 

As  a  local  remedy  for  the  surgeon,  its  usefulness  can  not  be 
over-estimated  ;  and,  for  full  particulars,  see  works  on  surgery. 

Thorapoutif*    linHviduality. 

The  main  u»e  of  CarboUc  acid  is  found  ui  the  practice  of  sur- 
gery, as  an  antiseptic  in  all  wounds  or  sores  where  there  is  a 
tendency  to  putrefaction.  The  antiseptic  properties  of  the  Acid 
destroy  the  atuioepberic  perms  or  infusoria  which  keep  up  putre- 
faction. It  does  not  act  on  putrid  gascH,  but  kills  tlie  living  germs 
developed  in  the  process  of  putrefaction,  striking  directly  at  the 
cause,  and  not  the  etfetrt.  Its  (wwerful  antiseptic  properties  make 
it  a  valued  agent  for  thsiufeotiou. 

Three  preparations  of  Carl>olic  acid  are  used  by  surgeons: 

1.  Carbolic  acid  and  boiled  linseed,  or  other  fixed  oil,  in  the 
proportion  of  one  to  tive. 

2.  Cai'boLic  acid  and  water,  in  proportion  of  one  to  thirty. 
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3.  Carbolic  oil  and  whitening,  in  the  proportions  requisite  for 
the  consistence  of  soft  pntty. 

The  results  of  the  employment  of  these  preparntions  in  surgery 
mny  almost  be  called  wonderful.  In  all  amputations,  the  cut  sur- 
faces are  bathed  with  Carbolic  acid  lotion,  the  edges  conptHted, 
and  a  paste  of  the  Acid  applied,  so  as  to  prevent  the  air  from  com- 
ing in  contact  with  the  wound  ;  and  it  all  unites  by  first  intention. 
In  all  fonns  of  abseeHs,  after  opeiiing  and  evacuating  the  pus, 
wash  with  the  lotion,  and  seal  with  the  Carbolic  pante. 

In  putrefactive,  sloughing  wounds,  the  lotion  destroys  all  fetor, 
facilitates  the  separation  of  the  slough,  and  causes  hf  althy  gran- 
ulations to  spring  up.

Abilomen  bloated ;  flatulence ;  soreness  in  lower  bowels ;  flatu- 
lent colic;  with  watery  diarrhoea  and  constant  urging  to  stool; 
cholera  infantum,  with  brain  symptoms. 

Inflammation  of  mucous  membranes,  with  7oul  dischariges, 
accompanied  by  great  prostration. 


Trinary  Organs,— Urine  increased,  with  frequent  micturition. 
Or  very  higli-colored  urine  filled  with  the  phospliates.  In  some 
cases,  it  will  be  useful  in  albuminuria  after  malignant  scarla- 
tina, etc. 

Sexual  Organs,  Male. — Sexual  passion  excited,  with  nightly 

emissions,  followed  by  great  relaxation  of  the  organs. 
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Sexual  Organs,  F«ma!e.— Ovarian  irritation  (left);  meuBos 
too  late,  and,  when  tbey  do  appear,  they  are  too  profuse ;  menor- 
rhagia. 

EiidometritiH,  with  foul  dinehargeH.  Internally,  ojid  applied 
looallyijy  the  use  of  cloth  tents,  ouce  a  week.  No  known  remedy 
can  take  its  place  as  a  caustic  to  arouse  healthy  action  ui  the  iii- 
ilanied  tissues.  Dr.  Kinger  umr  it  as  an  injection  directly  into 
the  uterus,  diluted  with  glycerine  and  watery  and,  in  uterine 
ulceration  and  cancer,  it  can  he  used  freely  In  the  vagina  »s  an 
injection.  It  relieve3  the  pain  in  a  great  measure,  dissipates  par- 
tially the  inHamraation  and  hypertrophy,  and  removes  entirely 
the  foul  o<1or  found  in  ranlignaut  ulceration. 

In  vegetations,  condylomata,  raucous  patches,  and  ulcers  of 
the  cervix,  the  undihUcd  Acid  applied  locally  is  adrairahle. 

In  pruri^^o  of  vulva,  the  undiluted  Acid  often  leads  to  a  cure. 

When  the  Inchia  are  characterized  I>y  foul-smelling  discharges, 
injections  of  dilute  Carbolic  acid  will  arrest  the  fetor  at  once. 

AJr-PttHsages. — Dry,  hard,  tickling,  spasmodic  cough ;  chest 
foels  too  narrow;  larj'ngitis,  with  stertorous  breathing;  pertussis.

— In  eczema,  pityriasis,  psoriasis,  and  vesicular  emptionR 
of  the  skin,  with  much  buruiufi  and  itching;  and  many  cases  of 
the  itch  have  been  cured  with  the  Carbolic  lotion.  For  all  putre- 
factive, sloughing  ulcers  and  wounds,  the  local  use  of  this  Acid 
can  not  be  dispensed  with;  it  not  only  removes  the  fetor,  but 
eauses  healthy  gi-anulations  to  spring  up. 

AH  kinds  of  animal  parasites  on  the  human  body,  such  as  lice, 
flicari,  rte^is,  chigo,  worms,  and  larvie,  are  killed  by  the  local  use

The  water  ia  thoronchly  imprepintfd  in  tioiterous  dis- 
tricts with  the  Huorides,  A  per7nant'Tit  goiter  was  estahlished  in 
a  dog  by  a  five-mouths  eoui-st?  of  the  Kluoride  of  Potassium.  In- 
flammation and  suppuration  of  the  lymphatics  and  liver.

Veiy  anxious  and  depressed  in  mind ;  ill  humored.

— The  Bction  of  this  Acid  upon  the 
brain  is  intunseiy  rapid  and  profound,  perfectly  resembling  that 
of  epilepHy,  in  \vhi(;li  diBciiBO,  we  have  contraction  uf  the  cerebral 
arteries  from  irritation  of  the  cervical  sjinpathetic.  wliich  is  re- 
garded as  the  proiifuate  cause  of  epilepsy.  Conswiuently,  we 
must  t)€lieve  that  thia  drap.  nt  least  in  part,  acts  through  the 
same  channel.  But  the  most  of  its  action  is  spent  upon  tlu'  atr- 
p&ra  vlitutr'ui.  medulla  ohlon<?iita,  and  anterior  portion  of  the 
Bpiual  cord.  Its  action  tipon  the  pneiimogaHtric  nerve,  nntl  through 
this  upon  the  lungs,  heart,  and  stomach,  is  the  moat  intereating 
and  nsoful  action  of  the  drng. 

"The  tonic  spasms  excited  by  this  Acid  are  nowhere  more 
marked  than  in  the  organs  of  respiratiou.  This  is  the  general 
testimony  of  ail  loxicoloyists.  Spasmodic  respiration  is  noted  l>y 
all  observers  of  acute  poisoning;  and  Wood  mentious,  among  the 
chronic  effects  of  the  vapor,  'difficult  respiration^  constriction  of 
the  throat,  feeling  of  sutfocation.  The  only  marked  post-mortem 
phenomenon,'  he  writes,  'is  a  universal  venous  congestion,  prov- 
ing that  the  circulation  has  been  arrestcil  in  the  lungs.' 

"Prof.  Preyer,  of  Jena,  says  that  'the  lethal  action  of  Prussio 
acid  is  due  to  embaiTassment  of  the  lungs  and  heart  by  its  action 
on  the  terminal  branches  of  the  vagi  in  these  organs. 

"1  beheve,  with  KoUiker,  'that  it  paralyzes,  first  the  brain, 
next  the  cord,  and  then  the  motor  nerves  ;  the  paralysis  extending 
from  the  trunk  to  the  periphery.     It  paralyzes  the  heart,  its  action 
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oeaeing  in  diastole.  The  voluntary  muscles  soon  lose  their 
irritability  and  become  stiff.'  "—Htujheg, 

Medulla  Ohlon/jatu  and  Pneumogaatrlc  Nerve. — Dr.  I.  Jones,  of 
Nashville,  says  that  this  Acid  "acts  primarily,  directly,  and  chiefly 
upon  the  medulla  oblongata  and  the  spinal  cord,  and  its  ability 
to  produce  death,  is  dependent  upon  its  action  upon  the  medulla 
•oblongata." 

According  to  Dr.  Preyer,  "during  the  three  stages  of  Hydro* 
•cyanic-acid  poisoning  [stage  of  asthma,  stage  of  convulsions, 
stage  of  asphyxia],  the  respirations  are  lessened  in  frequency; 
•and»  daring  the  latter  moments  of  life,  the  efforts  at  breathing  are 
very  distant,  and  finally  cease  before  the  arrest  of  cardiac  move- 
iments."  These  respiratory  plienomena  of  Prussic-acid  poisoning 
are  in  all  probability  due  to  an  iuHuence  exerted  directly  upon  the 
respiratory  centers  in  the  medulla  oblongata,  and  not  upon  the 
peripheral  ends  of  the  vagi. 

Tlnough  the  filaments  of  the  vagi  ihstributed  to  the  stomach, 
we  liave  nervous  dyspepsia  well  marked,  as  shown  by  tenderness 
in  the  epigastrium,  Hatulence,  severe  gastralgia,  nausea.  Itutvery 
seldom  vomiting,  pyrosis,  with  palpitation  of  heart  and  dyspniE^u. 

Spinal  Cord. — "This  Acid  acts  especially  upon  the  anterior 
portion  of  the  cord,  as  shown  by  general  spasm  of  the  muscular 
system,  which  is  soon  followed  by  debility  of  the  musoles  of  ani- 
mal life,  while  the  heart  and  thorax  act  mor«  rapidly  to  compen- 
sate for  their  feebleness ;  lait  soon  more  or  less  general  spasms 
set  in,  and  death  ends  the  scene.  Sometimes  the  life  of  tbe  mus- 
cular systtm  is  struck  down  as  if  by  lightning. 

"The  experiments  of  Kolliker  are  in  agreement  with  those  of 
Stannius,  that  the  muscle  dies  very  much  moi-e  quickly  in  a  solu- 
tion of  this  Arid  tiian  Hoes  the  nerve,  losing  its  excitability  in  from 
seven  to  eight  miimtes.  This  rapid  destruction  of  muscular  irri- 
tability by  t!ie  local  uppHcation  of  Prussic  acid  was  first  noted  by 
Coullon  in  1810.  Yet,  it  is  most  probable,  that,  when  given  inter- 
nally, it  acts  almost  .is  rapidly  upon  the  nerve-tnmks  as  upon  tbe 
muscles :  since  Kolliker  noted,  that  in  some  cases  galvanization 
of  the  nerve  was  incapable  of  causing  contractions  in  the  tributary 
muscles,  nlthoucli  tbe  latter  responded  feebly  to  direct  stimula- 
tion. This  lins  been  corroborated  by  Dr.  Funk.  It  IB  a  question 
of  interest  to  decide  as  to  the  cause  of  the  convulsions  produced 
by  this  .\cid.  T  have  fonnd  that  they  do  not  occur  after  section 
of  the  cord  in  parts  below  the  point  of  section,  and  that  theynre 
therefore  cerehral  in  origin." — H.  C.  Wood. 
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Upon  the  peripheral  sensory  nerves,  this  Acid  Rcts  as  a  paraly- 
zant, destroying  their  functions. 

Blood. — This  is  in  a  dark  fluid  form  and  unronKiilable.  Pout- 
morU'm  appearances:  "The  venous  system  is  gorged  with  dark- 
colored  blood ;  the  veins  of  the  brain  and  spinal  marrow,  of  the 
solid  viscera  of  the  abdomen,  the  lungs,  as  well  as  those  empty- 
ing into  the  heart,  and  the  right  side  of  this  organ  itself,  are  dis- 
tended with  blood." — Wood. 

Many  think  this  di-ug  nets  mainly  through  the  blood  upon  the 
cranio-spinal  system,  producing  its  liglitning-like  effects ;  but 
Lewieson  has  proved  that  the  action  of  tlie  poison  upon  the  nerv- 
ous system  is  a  direct  one,  and  not  due  to  changes  in  the  blood ; 
for  the  Acid  acts  as  well  upon  the  bloodless  salt  frog  as  upon 
the  normal  batraehian. 

Hnart  and  Circulation. — Upon  the  heart,  this  Acid  produces 
instantaneoUK  diastolic  anest,  which  is  either  permanent  or  n- 
occura  after  a  few  slow,  feeble  beats,  followed  by  rapid  action  for 
a  short  time,  and  then  slow,  feeble  pulsations.  Tliis  ih  caused  by 
the  cardiac  inhibitoiy  apparatus  being  iirst  stimuktevl.  which  is 
soon  followed  by  paralysis.  Preyer  attributes  very  great  impor- 
tance to  the  cardiac  vague  in  Pnissic-acid  poisoning,  and,  when 
the  doses  are  not  too  largt.',  attributes  the  wholi^  of  the  symptoms 
to  the  flianges  in  the  innervation  of  the  vagus ;  that  is,  to  a  tem- 
porary irritation  or  paresis  of  the  inhibitory  vagus.  The  absolute 
stoppage  of  the  litart  by  liirge  doses,  in  attributed  to  a  diixjct  pare- 
sis of  the  automatic  nene  centers  of  tlie  lieart  itself.  The  action 
of  this  Acid  on  the  circulatory  organs  originates  j)artly  in  the  re- 
spiratory disturbance,  and  partly  in  a  directly  paralyzing  effect  of 
the  poison  on  the  vam-moUrr  uerven. 

Poisonous  EfTeotR. — In  a  large  dose,  Prussic  acid  kills  imme- 
diately, the  victim  frequently  uttering  a  \o\u\  cr\",  and  expiring 
from  cardiac  syncope.  If  the  quantity  taken  Ix;  smaller,  symp- 
toms of  sutTocatiou  supervene  from  paralysis  of  the  respii*atory 
center,  and.  if  the  process  be  more  gradual,  from  deficient  supply 
of  oxygen  in  the  bhxxl.  Other  sjTUptoms  noted  are  convulsions, 
prcHt  muscular  prostration,  dilatation  of  pupils,  and  quick,  feeble, 
irregular  pulse.  If  the  poison  be  taken  in  a  concentrated  form, 
death  may  ensue  very  rapidly,  in  probnbly  less  thnn  a  minute. 
Guinea-pigs,  after  inhaling  some  of  the  gaseous  Acid,  die  in 
from  one  to  fifteen  seconds ;  one  died  in  one  second,  according  to 
Preyer. 
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Tht»rapi*utic  Individuality. 

S^eases  of  the  cerebra-Bpiiml  system  that  eome  on  with  great 
Buddenneas  and  severity ;  mind  depressetl  and  ver>'  irritable. 

Sudden  cerebral  cougestiou,  wth  profound  coma ;  preceded  by 
vertigo,  weight  anti  great  pain  in  the  ba<;k  of  the  liead.

Intense  gastrodynia.  and  euterodynia,  with  much  flatulence. 
Here  tliis  rcniinly  has  been  of  untold  value.  In  these  cases  the 
heart  greatly  s^'iuputhizuM  with  the  dyspeptic  sjTuptoms. 

Euteralgia,  witli  distention  of  the  abdomen.    ^Many  cures.) 

Cholera,  with  marble  coldness  of  the  whole  body,  pulseless- 
ness, and  rapid  progress  of  the  disease  toward  asphyxia. 

Involuntarj'  stoids,  lu<;t'ough.  and  great  prostration. 

Sexual  Ort;aiis,  Female.— Oone  or  Hinking  senpation  in  the 
epigastrium,  with  (retjiieut  hot  Hasht'H.  at  the  I'limaeteric. 
Has  acted  well  in  hysteria,  epileptic  form. 
Unemia.  asphyctic  form. 
Retention  of  urine  in  Asiatic  cholera. 
Involuntary  urination. 

Air-Passaffes.— Whonping-cough:  <lry.  spasmodic,  suffoca- 
ting cough.     (Has  cMit  many  oases  short.) 

In  nervous  cough,  with  dyspna^a.  it  acts  nicely,  but  never  has 
made  many  cures  of  asthma ;  however,  it  has  acted  well  where 
the  minute  lironchial  tubes  were  chieHy  involved,  with  puflfy  face 
and  feeble  action  of  the  heart ;  or  tlio  heart's  action  may  be 
violent.

Mucous  Mt'riihraiies.— This  Acid  especially  acta  upon  the 
mucous  membrune.s  of  the  guBln)-iiiteHtinal  tract,  produuiug  in- 
riammatiou,  ulreratiou.  and  depoHtts  of  mucus  like  pseudo- 
membrane,  with  fungoid  growths. 

The  most  of  its  action  is  spent  upon  the  moutli  and  the  anus ; 
and  these  localities  are  the  centers  for  its  gitiutest  therapeutic 
action. 

81tln. — Hei-e  Muriatic  arid  produceB  vesicular  and  papular 
eruptions,  as  well  as  putrid  ulceration. 

Blood. — This  Acid  diffuses  itself  into  the  hlood  with  more 
rapidity  than  any  of  the  acids,  rendering  the  nlkaline  blood  acid, 
and  producing  a  septic  condition  similar  to  that  found  in  malig- 
nant asthenic  fevers,  \\ith  high  temperature  and  great  prostration 
of  the  vital  forces. 

Glandular  Syst-em, — This  Acid  acts  upon  the  salivar>'  glands, 
producing  salivation,  and  on  the  glandular  system  of  the  intes- 
tanal  tract.  Their  normal  secretions  are  increased :  and  massive 
doses  produce  congestion,  intlammation,  and  destructive  ulcera- 
tion, with  chronic  diarrhoea.

— Most  of  the  action  of  Nitric  acid  ia 
spent  upon  the  ninco-cutaneous  outlets  of  the  l>ndy.  where  the 
mucoufl  membranes  arc  prominently  exposed  to  the  air  (mouth 
find  ttnuji).  produeinR  hiliaiuiurttion  and  Jilcoratinii.  "Its  ptyalism 
aiid  ginpivitiB  suggest  its  Mercury-like  affinity  for  tlie  month, 
which  is  very  strong ;  it  antidotes  its  nnah>«rue  here,  and  ciires 
ulceration  of  the  buccal  mncous  meiiilirant'.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  it  as  regards  the  throat.  Then.  Icnpinj!:  ovt-r  the  inter- 
mediate digestive  tract,  it  exhibits  a  singular  power  over  the  rec- 
tum and  anus.  It  has  cured  prolapsus,  fistula,  and  even  fissure. 
In  the  res])irnt(try  tract,  it  controls  the  ocular,  nasal,  and  laryn- 
geal mucous  niendiranes." — U.  nnffhci*,  M.  />. 

In  a  fatal  case  of  poiwtning  lasting  eight  days,  '"the  usual 
lesions  were  found  in  the  mouth,  fauces,  cesophajjns.  and  stom- 
ach :  but.  although  the  small  intestines  were  sound,  the  colon 
was  intensely  and  deeply  ulcerated.  There  had  been  complete 
suppression  of  urine.  Medicinal  doses  produce  a  white  coating 
on  the  tonffue.  and'drjniess  of  the  mouth;  after  a  few  days  the 
teeth  bejTin  to  grow  loose,  and  gums  to  blee<l.     At  the  same  time 
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the  dow  of  urine  increases.  Its  longer  employment  occasions 
dyspepsia,  colic,  foul  breath,  headache,  feverishness,  debihty,  and 
constipation  or  diarrbiea."— .S7i/(e'. 

Dr.  Binger  thinks  that  the  alkaline  bile  and  pancreatic  juice 
neutrahzo  the  action  of  tluN  Acid  upon  the  nuiuJI  intestines;  but, 
by  the  time  the  large  intestine  is  readied,  the  alkali  is  neutral- 
ized, and  then  the  colon  is  most  powerfully  affected. 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  kidnej-s  are  also  more  or  less 
acted  upon  by  Nitric  acid,  as  shown  by  the  profuse,  offensive 
urine,  or  entire  suppression. 

LyTiiphalic  (thiiidular  System.— It  affects  more  especially 
the  Balivar>'  Rlanda  and  hver,  exerting  a  specific  action  upon  the 
sahvarj'  glands,  producing  ptyalism,  or  salivation  ;  the  teeth  be- 
come loose,  and  the  gums  bleed  from  the  least  touch,  with  great 
fetor  of  the  breath.  This  fetid  breath,  wo  believe,  is  produced  by 
its  action  upon  the  lymphatic  glandular  system ;  as  the  lym- 
phatics are  found  in  the  lungs,  in  immense  quantities  ;  and,  their 
secretions  being  degenerated,  the  breath,  passing  over  these  per- 
verted secretions,  can  not  but  become  fetid. 

Liver. — This  Acid  has  a  prominent  action  upon  the  liver, 
produ<'ing  grtiat  and  long-lasting  congestion,  hypertrophy,  and 
jaun<Uco.  Dr.  liuthurfunl  has  proved  it  to  be  a  powerful  hepatic 
stimulant. 

Skin.— Pustular  eruption,  or  rapid,  destructive  -ulceration. 
ten(hng  to  fungoid  growths,  condylomata,  and  HycoRis, 

Its  local  effect  upon  the  skin  is  ver>'  diffusive  and  powerful, 
penetrating  readily  and  deeply  beneath  the  surface,  with  a  con- 
tinuous destructive  action.  This  caustic  power  is  often  useful  to 
the  sui-geon.  in  the  removal  of  warts,  condylomata,  and  phnge- 
da-na,  especially  syphilitic,  etc. 

Bloml.—The  vitality  of  the  blood  is  destroyed,  and  n  septic 
state  prothiced.  with  a  general  broken-down,  cachectic  condition, 

Tliorapontio    Iiulividnality. 

Diseases  depending  upon  the  presence  of  syphilitic,  acrofnlous. 
or  Mercurial  poison. 

Syphilitic  uhteration  of  mucous  surfaces,  with  tendency  to 
rapid  ilwstmction  of  tissue,  irregular  in  sliape,  discharges  very 
offensive.  If  in  the  nostrils,  hard  plugs  form  in  the  nares,  hard 
to  detach,  and  leavin'*  a  raw  sore.

Secondary  affections  of  sypbiliS}  in  broken-do^ii,  cachectiu 
constitutioua,  accomi>anied  with  emaciatiou,  debility,  caries  of 
boues ;  unhealthy  ulcers  upon  the  skin,  hypertrophy  of  the  liver, 
and  great  derangement  of  the  nervouH  Bystem,  with  hateful,  vin- 
dictive people. 

"In  sj-philis,  its  particular  sphere  is  the  mucous  patches,  mu- 
couB  tubercles,  and  general  weakness  of  the  conBtitution,  denoting 
that  the  system  has  been  poisoned  by  Mercury,  or  shattered  by 
the  disease  itself."

"Pain  in  skull,  as  if  constricted  l)y  a  tape,  worse  evening  and  at 
night;  better  from  cold  air  and  when  riding  in  a  carriage." — Jiff. 

Hair  falls  off  from  congestion  of  bloo<i  to  the  seal]),  from 
syphilis. 
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Humid  eruptions;  inliaramatory  Hwellinga ;  caries  of  the  bones. 

Kars. — Otorrhteu;  diacbarge^^of  very  offensive  pus;  cracking 
in  enrH,  wiien  mastieatiug ;  Hustaebiau  tubes  oltstnicted ;  hard- 
ness of  hearing.  Jrom  abuse  of  Merem^' ;  sypUilis ;  carieK  of  the 
mastoid  process  ;  auditory  canal  closed. 

"Glandular  swelUng  behind  and  lielow  the  ear.  from  which 
stitching  pains  extend  into  the  ear ;  stitching  pain  in  the  internal 
ear  and  in  the  maxillary  articulation." — D. 

Eye. — Of  great  value  in  diseases  of  the  eye.  resulting  from 
abuse  of  Mercm7,  and  especially  if  from  H>7diilis.  Lids  Hwollen, 
smart  and  hum  much;  conjunctiva  iriHamed;  lachi-j-mjititm,  and 
agglutination  of  the  Uds ;  stitches  in  the  eyes ;  condylomata  that 
suppurate  and  bleed  easily  \N'ben  touched.  Gonorrh(cal  ophthal- 
mia ;  conjunctiva  very  hj'peraimic  and  chemosed :  cornea  dim ; 
great  photophobia ;  constant  lachryniation  and  ctrpious  secretion 
of  yellow  pus,  with  excessive  burning  pains  at  night.  (Locally  and 
internally.)     Syphilitic  iritis,  and  opacities. 

"Eyelashes  of  right  side  all  point  stiffly  toward  the  nose." — O, 

Tiose. — Syphilitic  ozsena,  with  dittcharge  of  offensive  yellow 
mucus  and  pus ;  frequent  epistaxis  :  dj*y  coryxa  ;  throat  dry.

Swelling  of  the  parotid  and  submaxillar^-  glands,  witli  loose 
teeth  imd  bloedins  gums,  a^'ter  abuse  of  Mercury. 

Mouth  full  of  putrid  ulcers :  bloody  saliva,  nr  mouth  dry,  with 
extremely  fetid  breath ;  ulcerations  of  the  tongue,  etc.  Sore 
throat  extending  up  into  the  nose :  discharges  profuse,  thin. 
purulent  matter,  witli  intermittent  breathing. 

"Much  nausea  and  gastric  trouble,  relieved  by  moving  alrout. 
or  riding  in  a  carriage." — G, 
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Constant  nausea,  with  lieat  in  the  tliroat :  violeut  thirst. 

"Fat  food  ruuses  uuiisea  nnd  acidity.'" — O. 

Digestion  retarded;  Kour  eioictations  of  half-digested  food; 
most  symptoms  occur  after  eating  and  at  night ;  attended  by- 
much  tlatulence  and  copious  ptrapiration. 

Liver. — Jaundice,  with  aching  in  region  of  liver.  Zagli  has  re- 
ported over  tiity  cases  of  jaundice  cured  with  this  Acid.  The 
liver  is  enlarged  from  malaria,  HyphiUs,  or  cirrhosis,  with  long- 
laBting  congestion ;  ascites. 

Stool.— Diarrhcea,  stools  green,  curdled,  and  mixed  with  mu- 
cus, accompanied  by  much  straining,  especially  if  chronic ;  tym- 
panitis.

"bmuii  bhsters  on  the  oriiice  of  the  urethra  and  inner  surface 
of  the  prepuce,  forming  chancre-like  uleei's,"— (/. 

Incontineui'c  of  urine  in  old  people  broken  down  Avith  sjijhilis. 

"Injections  of  Nitric  acid,  sufficiently  diluted,  liavt*  been  em- 
ployed with  success  by  some  eminent  surgeons,  and  found  to  be  a 
complete  solvent  for  phosphatic  calcuh." — Iiiii<ier. 

Albuminuria,  especially  in  those  that  have  had  syphilis  tmd 
have  taken  much  Mercury ;  it  is  accompanied  by  excessive  pros- 
t  ration. 

In  diabetes  mellitus,  it  has  often  acted  well. 


Sexual  Organs,  Male. — Loss  of  sexual  desire;  no  erections. 

Increased  sexual  desire ;  urethra  inHamed  ;  painful  to  pressure ; 
iliKfhargeB  mucus,  blood,  and  pus,  with  much  itching  of  the 
prepuce. 

Balanitis  and  tig-warts  after  abuse  of  Mercury;  gonorrhtea, 
discharge  of  bloody  mucus;  painful  urination,  chronic  fomi. 

Chancres  after  Mercury,  especially  with  granulatiouB,  condy- 
lomata, deep  ulcers,  with  ragged  edges;  bleed  easily;  secondary

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Respiratory  Organs.— Chronic  dry  laryngeal  cough,  with  a 
stinging  Btnsation,  as  if  small  ulcers  were  in  the  larjnix. 

Dry,  violent  cough,  \sith  great  dehility ;  the  patient  sad  and 
gloomy 

Whooping-cough,  where  it  is  dry  and  violent  j  will  shorten 
many  cases. 

Cough,  with  general  physical  depression,  loss  of  Hesh ;  sleep- 
lessness; fever;  thirst;  night  sweats;  dry  paroxysmal  retchings 
or  ciuphysema.  with  muco-pumleut  expcctorutioii. 

Excessively  hard,  dr>\  racking  cough,  with  coniptete  ptosis  of 
both  eyes,  resulting  from  the  hard  coughing. 

Congestion  of  the  chest,  \\ith  heat,  anxiety,  and  palpitation  of 
the  heart. 

Jieck  and  Hack. — The  cervical  and  axillary  glands  swollen. 
Netrk  stiif  and  .*ore  from  the  least  cold ;  stitclies  between  the 
Bhouhlers ;  neuralgia  of  the  back,  s\-philitic  rheumatism 

Upper  Limbs. — Aching  and  sticking  pains;  s>'philitic  rheu- 
matism of  the  arms  and  lingers  ;  joints  much  swollen. 

Warts  on  hands ;  herpes  between  fingers ;  fingers  feel  numb. 

Lower  Limbs. — Often  has  cramps  in  the  calves  and  soles  of 
the  feet  at  night.

Post-scar- 
latinal iln>p»y,  with  fetid  breath;  fetid  discharges  from  the  ears; 
fetid  urine,  and  putrid  condition  of  the  whole  body.  ColUqua- 
tive  night  sweats,  with  much  emaciation. 

Caries  of  the  )x>neR,  sloughing,  phagedfena,  and  gangrene. 

FeTer,— Intermittent  fever.  In  India,  eighty  oases  were 
cured  out  of  ninety  treated,  seventy-five  qnotidian  and  fifteen 
tertian  type.   In  siity-three  cases  in  this  country,  there  was  a  like

degrae  of  success.  Dose,  ten  drops,  properly  diluted,  three  times 
a  daj'.  Acts  better  in  long-lasting  chronic  cases,  where  the  liver 
m  involved  and  the  patient's  blood  is  anteniie,  with  a  general 

iectic  condition. 

It  is  also  useful  in  typhoid  and  remittent  fevers. 

There  is  much  chilliness  and  long-lasting  fever,  and  copious 
sweats. 

People  that  are  le&n,  with  black  hair  and  complexion,  and 
take  cold  easily. 

Aggravation.— Evenings  and  latter  part  of  night;  warm, 
room. 

Amelioration. — AVhile  riding  in  a  carriage ;  and  cold  weather.

For  white,  watery  diarrhaa,  without  pain,  this  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  remedies  we  have. 

Urinary  Organs.— "Urine  like  milk,  mixed  with  jelly-like 
blood  pieces,  with  pain  in  the  kidneys." — Hcmpd. 

"She  must  rise  often  at  night  in  order  to  void  large  quantities 
of  colorless  urine." — G.     [Diabetes.] 

"Phosphatic  deposits,  when  these  depend  upon  excess  of  Phos* 
phoric  acid,  from  waste  of  nervous  tissue,  or  upon  alkalinity  of 
the  urine,  from  nervous  dyspepsia."

Salicylic  Acid.

Brain  and  Spinal  Cord. — The  cerebro-spinal  system  is  the 
gfand  center  f<ir  the  notion  of  Salieylic  arid,  especially  affecting 
the  cerebellum,  auditory  neiTP,  and  pneumogaatric.  In  full  doses, 
tifteen  to  fifty  grains.  Dr.  Ringer  says,  the  aspect  of  tlie  patient 
is  eharacleristic.  l>eing  in  many  respects  similar  to  that  of  a 
person  suffering  from  Cinchonism.  The  expresBion  is  dull  and 
heavy;  the  face  quickly  flushes  on  slight  excitement:  and  the 
eyes  become  suffused.  The  flush,  of  n  dusky  hue,  Kuffuses  itself 
uniformly  over  the  wh(>le  face.  Tlie  patiei\t  is  made  more  or  loss 
deaf,  and  often  complains  of  noise  in  the  e«rs ;  there  is  frontal 
headache :  the  hands  when  held  out.  tremble  a  little ;  and  the 
breathing  is  quiekened  and  deepened.  In  some  eases. one  B>Tnp- 
tom  may  prednminate.  Tlius.  deafness  may  be  atmo:it  complete, 
without  headache  or  muscnlrir  trembling:  but  it  rarely,  if  ever, 
happens  that  any  one  symp'om  is  unaccompanied  with  the  dull, 
heavy  aspect  and  the  readiness  to  flush. 

t'luler  toxic,  but  not  dangerous  doses,  the  headache  is  often 
very  severe*  so  that  the  patient  buries  his  head  iu  the  iiillow. 
There  may  he  very  marked  muscular  weakness  find  tremor,  asso- 
ciated with  great  muscular  initability.  so  that  a  slight  tap.  say  on 
the  shoulder,  causes  muj^cular  conlniciious  so  strong  as  to  jerk 
the  arm  backward.  There  are  often  slight  spasmodic  twitehings 
when  a  limb  is  raised.  There  is  tingling  of  the  extremities,  or  other 
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parts  of  the  body.  The  voice  may  become  thick  and  husky; 
tlie  respiration  hurried,  sometimes  deepened,  sometimes  sighinff, 
shallow  and  ahuojit  pantint;.  as  though  perfoituetl  lab<»riously ; 
but  the  patient  does  not  complain  of  any  dithcnUy  in  breath- 
iug.  The  costal,  as  well  as  the  diaphragmatic,  muscles  are 
involved.  In  poisoning,  Dr.  Wood  says:  "There  are  ptosis, 
deafness,  strabismus,  mytlriasis,  and  disturbauci:  of  rcKpiralion. 
excessive  restlessness,  passing  into  deliiium,  a  hIow,  laboring 
pulse,  olive-grtien  urine,  and  Uivolutitao'  stools."  In  some  casen. 
the  temperature  has  remained  about  normal,  but  in  othere  has 
approached  that  of  coUapse.  Tlie  quickened,  deepened,  sighing 
respiration  is  characteristic.  Sweating  is  verj'free,  and  the  urine 
easily  becomes  albuminous. 

This  Acid  is  a  powerful  antaiJhrodisiac.  Serious  depression  of 
sexual  power  has  been  caused  in  several  cases  where  it  has  been 
given  for  rheumatism. 

Eyes. — It  has  produced  complete  amaurosis.  The  pupiU 
were  widely  dilated,  and  the  sclerotica  and  cornea  on  each  side 
highly  sensitive.  This  lasted  ten  hours,  but  left  no  iienuanent  im- 
pairment of  sight. 

Auditory  Nerve.— The  action  upon  tliis  ner\e  is  specific  and 
most  profound,  as  slujwn  by  the  numerous  sounds  in  the  ears  and 
complete  deafness.  In  toxic  doses,  complete  deafness  has  Iwen 
produced  thiit  lasted  seven  days  at  n  time.  Dr.  D.  Brown  has 
cured  several  cases  of  auditory  nerve  vertigo  with  tlie  8d  decimal. 

Spine.— Its  action  upon  the  spinal  ner\es,  especially  the  mo- 
ion  is  vorv  mnrked  :  it  als4)  nctK  upon  tlie  nerves  of  sensation,  as 
shown  by  the  tingling,  like  pins  aiul  needles,  in  various  parts  of 
the  body,  especially  in  the  legs  and  ankles,  with  cutaneous  ana>s- 
thesia  :  but  its  action  on  the  anterior  part  cif  the  cord.  and.  through 
this,  on  the  muscnlar  system,  is  profound,  as  shown  by  mu.scular 
weakness,  with  twitching  and  tn-inblingof  the  arms  and  legs.  The 
great  muscular  irritability  soon  pas.ses  into  complete  paralysis 
for  a  short  time  ;  and  in  animals  violent  convulsions  have  often 
boon  produced. 

Pnenmoeastrio  Nervft.— This  Acid  acts  prominently  upon  the 
vagi,  and  thronjihlhem  upon  the  lun?s  and  stomach,  as  shown  by 
the  deepened,  sighing,  panling.  laborious  breathing.  In  animals* 
the  dyspncea  is  most  violent,  followed  by  general  convulsions. 
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Stomach. — Upon  the  stomach,  its  action  is  not  bo  poworful ; 
but  large  tiorten  produce  much  irritation  of  the  gastro-inteBtinal 
mucoas  taembraDe,  \nth  nausea  and  vomiting. 

In  a  dog,  it  produced  catarrh  with  sanguineous  effusion,  and 
ulceration  of  the  stomach ;  and  twelve  grammes  produced  ulcera- 
tion of  the  stomach  in  two  patients. 

Stool.— It  produces  very  rarely  diarrhoea ;  but,  in  toxic  doses, 
it  does  produce  involuntary  stools. 

Heart, — In  its  action  upon  the  circulation,  Danewsky  found, 
that  the  arterial  pressure  was  at  Qrst  increased,  partly  on 
account  of  an  increase  in  the  force  and  energy  of  the  cardiac 
beat,  but  chiefly  as  the  result  of  excitation  of  the  vaso-motor 
center.  Vaso-motor  apiism  was  shown  to  be  the  main  factor 
in  the  rise  of  the  blooJ-pressiue,  by  the  inability  of  the  drug 
to  increase  the  artei'ial  pressure  after  section  of  the  cord.  The 
action  of  the  heart  was  seemingly  direct.  The  arterial  pressure 
slowly  fell  during  the  latter  stages  of  poisoning,  the  heart-stroke 
becoming  weaker  and  weaker,  and  finally  l>eing  extinguished. 
Large  doses  quicken  the  pulse  to  140  per  minute,  and  it  becomes 
excessively  weak. 

Temperature. — EHpecial  pains  have  been  taken  by  the  old 
school,  to  tiuU  out  what  effect  this  Acid  has  upon  the  tempera- 
ture ;  and  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  all,  is  that  Saliciue  and 
Salicylic  acid  depress  the  normal  t^mperatxue  but  slightly,  and  in 
some  the  temperature  rises  fully  one  dvgree.  But  the  influence 
exerted  on  the  febrile  temperature,  reducing  it  to  the  normal 
standard,  is  mo.st  prompt  and  marked.  Dr.  Ringer  says:  "There 
is  no  better  attested  fact  than  the  power  of  Salicyhc  acid  and  Sal- 
icylate of  Soda  to  promptly  and  considerably  reduce  an  elevated 
temperature." 

Dr.  Ringer  has  made  some  ejcperiments  with  Mr.  Morehead 
to  ascertain  the  relative  power  of  Qtiinia.  Salicylic  acid  and  Sal- 
icine  on  the  febrile  temperature,  and  found,  that,  dose  for  dose, 
Quinia  is  far  more  potent  than  Salicylic  acid,  and  Salicyhc  acid 
tiian  Salicine. 

Dr.  Riess  has  investigated  the  action  of  the  Salicylates  on  the 
healthy  temperature  in  twenty-three  experiments  on  seven  healthy 
persons,  and  obtained,  in  from  four  to  six  hours,  a  constant  re- 
duction of  about  1°  F.  He  lluds  that  the  same  dose  produces  a 
greater  fall  in  the  febrile  than  the  healthy  temperature. 


ACrorM  8AUCTUCUM. 

"The  first  effect  of  a  single  antipyretic  dose  in  fever  isusunlly 
a  profuse  sweat,  which  may  appear  iii  hfteen  minutes  after  the 
ingestion  of  the  remedy.  Very  shortly  afttr  this,  the  temperature 
begins  to  fall ;  and,  according  Uy  Justi,  the  depression  reaches  its 
maximum  in  uhout  six  houi-s.  The  sweating  is  profuse  and  ex- 
liausting,  amounting,  according  to  Ewald,  not  rarely  to  seven  hun- 
dred and  lifty  grammes.  The  perspiration  can  scarcely  be  the 
only  factor  in  the  reduL-tiun  of  t^impiTatui-o,  as  there  appears  to 
be  no  relation  between  its  amount  and  the  degree  of  the  full,  aud 
it  usually  ceases  before  the  latter  reaches  its  maximum.  The  fnll 
of  the  temperature  lessens  the  pulse-rate  and  cardiac  beat." — 

Kidneys.— Salicylic  acid  escapee &om  the  body  chiefly  through 
the  kidneys.  "It  appears  in  the  uriue  very  soon  after  its  inges- 
tion, but  its  eUminatiuii  proceeds  sluwiy.  Tims,  in  a  case  of  exstro- 
phy of  the  bladder,  it  was  detected  in  the  urin«  clipping  fioui  the 
ureters  eight  and  a  half  minutes  after  its  ingcKtion  :  and  it  has  been 
found  in  the  urine  eight  days  after  the  exiiibitiou  of  the  last  dose. 
The  green  color  of  the  urine,  characteristic  of  the  free  use  of  Sali- 
cylic acid,  appears  to  be  due  to  an  increase  in  the  formation  of  in- 
diran  (8.  WoolfberpK  or  else  to  p>Tocat  eel  line.  'J'he  urine  itself 
is  oft^n  augmented  in  tpinntitr,  but  frequently  diminished.  It 
not  I'arely  contains  albumen,  eviilently  the  product  of  a  local 
irritation  (congestion)  of  the  kidneys.  A  ease  has  been  reported 
where  the  irritation  was  so  great  as  to  cause  hiematuria." — U*(W. 

Dr.  Weber  has  seen  the  Arid  cause  acute  nephritis  with  bloody 
albuminous  urine  containing  casts,  this  effect  following  three 
moderate  doses  and  lasting  sixty  hours  after  the  last  dose.  Other 
observers  refer  to  similar  effects  with  tliis  Acid,  in  some  cases  the 
urine  being  almost  suppressod.  It  also  produces  involuntaiy 
«*vacuatioii  of  the  urine  from  paralysis  of  the  sphincter  vesicfe. 

It  is  onlinarily  diuretic,  the  quantity  of  urine  reaching  '2.400  to 
a.fiOCtgrnmmes.  Hut  this  is  not  constant.  .\ccordingtoGubler,the 
Acid  would  diminish  the  excretion  where  there  is  an  inflammatory 
condition  of  the  kidney,  but  would  augment  it  when  the  kidney  is 
healthv. 


Tlienipeutic  IiHlividiiality. 

HhoumaUHni,— Salicylic  acid,  and  especially  Salicylate  of 
Soda,  has  the  mianimous  verdict  of  the  Allopathic  profession,  as 
Iwing  an  absolute  fli>ecific  for  rheimiatic  fever,  as  far  as  a  rem- 
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«dy  can  be  a  speeilic  for  auy  one  disf  ase.  It  will  prove  as  Huceess- 
ful  for  rheumatic  fever  as  Quinine  does  for  intennittt*nt  fever ; 
that  16,  it  will  not  cure  all  oasee,  but  will  a  large  majority.  Dr. 
Maclasan.  of  Dunde**,  has  the  honor  of  tot  using  this  Acid  and 
Solifiuu  in  rheumatism,  and  giving  it  to  the  profeRsion.  His 
name  will  be  nmubered  among  the  angels,  for  the  great  blessings 
conferred  upon  mankind  by  his  work. 

l)r.  C  W.  Hrowu,  late  house  physician  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  has  given  us  a  most  valuable  and  extensive  investiga- 
tion into  the  action  of  Sahcylic  acid  on  rheumatic  fever.  He 
records  160  cases,  taken  indifferently,  the  patients  being  of  both 
sexes,  and  of  all  ages  between  eleven  and  sixty-one. 

"The  drug  gave  considerable  relief  from  pain,  on  an  average  in 
1.46  days,  and  complete  relief  in  '2.8  days.  The  average  time  of 
treatment  was  six  days,  and  the  averagt  number  of  days  in  the 
hospital  was  eighteen.  Two  cases  died;  one  from  pericarditis, 
and  one  from  cerebral  eomphcations.  Eighteen  cases  had  a 
relapse,  three  had  two,  and  one  had  five,  while  in  the  liospital. 
There  were  very  few  cases  in  which  there  were  not  occasional 
pains  for  a  time  after  tlie  omission  of  the  Acid.  Nausea  and 
Tomiting  occurred  in  18,8  per  cent,  burning  in  the  stomach  in 
ana  case,  ht>adacho  in  six,  singing  in  the  ears  in  nineteen,  and 
VleafneHH  in  ten  ;  numbness  and  prickling  of  the  affected  parts  in 
three :   delirium  in  three, 

"The  patients,  as  a  rule,  took  ten  grains  of  the  .\cid  hourly  for 
twelve  or  thirty-six  hours,  when  the  symptoms  were  wholly  or 
part  iy  relieved  ;  and  then  it  was  omitted  or  given  everj'  two  or  three 
hours." — R'tuffrr. 

Dr.  Gillespie,  of  Sterling,  111.,  has  collated  and  given  us  a  val- 
uable refiume  of  rheumatism  treated  with  this  Acid  and  tlie  Soda, 
in  the  Chica>jo  Metiiral  Joumnl  and  Examiner,  August.  1878: 
Number  of  patients.  2tXl ;  average  time  sick,  in  days,  13.5  ;  average 
time  pain  relieved,  in  days,  2.8;  average  time  taken  to  reduce 
temperature,  in  hours,  30. 

Dr.  Jacob  gives,  as  a  rcKult  of  its  use  in  150  cases  of  acute 
rheumatism,  the  recovery  of  103  within  three  days.  And  Dr. 
Broadbent  says :  *'I  have  yet  to  see  a  case  of  genuine  rheumatism 
without  complication,  in  which  the  pain  is  not  entirely  gone  and 
ibe  temperature  normal  after  six  consecutive  doses  of  twenty 
grains,  at  inter\'iils  of  two  hours,  on  two  succt'ssive  days." 

In  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  cases  of  rheumatitim  collected 
by  military  authorities,  and  treated  with  Salicylic  acid,  the  remedy 
failed  in  but  seven  cases.     As  to  the  dose,  Dr.  Ringer  gives  ten 
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grains  hourly  until  the  temperature  is  reduced.  Some  palieuts 
require  more  ;  and.  if  iu  twenty-four  hours  this  dose  has  not  uiixh- 
tied  the  diaeuae,  or  produced  ita  characttribtic  symptoms,  increase 
it  to  fifteen  or  twenty  grains  houiiy. 

M.  See,  of  Paris.  heUeves  one  drachm  and  a  half  to  two  and 
a  half  should  he  taken  daily  of  the  Saiicyhite  of  Soda,  which 
would  equal  one  to  one  and  a  half  di-aehms  uf  the  Acid. 

Dr.  Maclftffan  insists  on  saturating  the  system  with  twenty  or 
thirty  grains  every  two  hours  for  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours. 

My  friend  Dr.  J.  B.  Talcott,  of  Chicago,  has  given  the  Salicy- 
late of  Soda,  ten  grains  every  four  honrs,  iu  beveuteeu  cases  of 
acute  rheumatism,  with  complete  success,  and  believes  this  Acid 
is  a  true  Hi)ecihc  for  rheumatism. 

Dr.  A,  E.  Small  lias  used  from  the  first  to  the  third  decimal 
trituration  of  this  Acid  in  rheumatism  with  satisfactory  results. 

Dr.  E.  "SI.  Hale  has  used  the  (irst  three  triturations  ni  rheu- 
matism, in  some  cases  Buccessfiilly,  hut  has  centered  on  five-gniin 
doses  once  in  two  hours,  as  the  true  dose  iu  tliis  ilisease.  and  be- 
lieves, to  get  satisfactory  results  in  rheumatism,  the  dose  has  to 
he  large,  just  short  of  the  toxic  action  of  the  remedy. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Grosvenor  has  had  fine  results  both  from  the  dilu- 
tions and  crude  drug,  and  says  that  Dr.  W.  Danforth  thinks 
highly  of  it  in  rheumatism. 

\frs.  Dr.  J.  N.  Wilkins  has  had  fine  results  with  this  drug  in 
both  aeuto  and  chronic  rheumatism. 

As  to  myself  .  I  have  only  used  it  in  from  two  to  ten  grain 
doses  once  in  thrt-e  hours,  with  complete  satisfaction,  but  would 
strongly  urge  tlie  profession  to  give  the  dilutions  a  thorough  test ; 
and,  if  they  fail.  Dr.  Hale's  or  Ringer's  method  would  be  the 
one    I  would  suggest  to  follow. 

When  it  irritates  the  stomach,  which,  in  large  doses,  it  is  very 
apt  to  do,  it  should  I>e  given  in  glycerine  or  tincture  of  orange-peel, 
cardamom,  or  ginger,  or  two  drops  of  chloi-oform  may  be  added  to 
each  dose,  I  usually  give  it  in  tea.  The  only  objection  that  can 
be  raised  against  the  use  of  this  remedy  in  rheumatism.  U  the 
largo  dose :  but,  if  it  fails  in  small  doses  in  this  disease,  why  ob- 
ject to  the  dose  that  ciu-es?  The  curative  dose  is  just  short  of  the 
toxic,  and  that,  Dr.  Hale  says,  is  five  grains  once  in  two  hours. 
Let  one  of  us  become  afllicted  with  tliis  painful  malady,  and  our 
Aconite,  Bryonia,  and  Rhus  tox.  leave  us  in  the  agonlen  of  the 
ln»t,  the  big  doses  will  fade  into  insignificance,  when  we  know  with 
positive  certainty,  that,  by  the  use  of  tliis  remedy,  we  will  l)e  re- 
lieved of  all  pain  in  two  dmi»,  and  lifted  as  it  were  from  hell  to 
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Heaven.  Thu  geueral  testuDouy  tends  to  sbuw  that  it  10  must 
UHeful  in  acute  rlitumatism ;  but  it  Iiuh  given  Dr.  Jaccoud  good 
satisfaction  iu  cluouic  ca&es.  Hu  alHO  states  that,  in  acute  gout» 
it  acts  with  extraordinary  efiect. 

Dr.  H.  Wel>ej-  has  had  most  happy  results  from  this  Arid  in 

aorrhceal  rheumutism.  I  have  used  it  in  one  case  of  diphther- 
itic  rheumatism,  with  saluturi-  results. 

A.  Dierslerweig  reports  one  hundred  cases  of  acute  rheuma- 
tism treated  with  this  remedy.  Of  these,  the  disease  was  cut  shoit 
in  thirty-six  in  twenty-four  hours,  iu  eighty-five  iu  forty-eight 
hours,  in  ninety-eight  in  seventy-two  houi's.  iu  one  in  eighty-four 
hours,  and  one,  a  girl,  aged  20,  was  uninduenced.  TJie  amuuut 
of  medicine  taken  was,  in  f(.>rty-six  cases,  6  to  15  grammes  (77  to  231 
grains) ;  in  forty-one  cases.  20  to  28  grammes  ^308  to  432  graius) ; 
and,  iu  twelve  cases,  30  to  40  grammes  (403  to  GKJ  gi*ains).  In  three 
of  the  cases  cut  short  (,all  females),  suppurative  artlu-itis  followed 
in  the  ankle,  which  was  ciired  hy  incision  and  drainage.  Ee- 
lapses  occurred  during  the  use  of  the  medicine  in  eleven  oases, 
four  in  tlie  first  week  and  four  in  the  second.  Cardiac  complicii- 
tions  occnn'cd  only  live  times  (and  of  these  three  had  had  heiirt 
disease  hefore)  in  one  hundred  cases  and  twenty  relapses.  Pleu- 
ritis  occurred  three  times.  In  one  of  these  cases,  the  pnfienf  had 
pericarditis  on  admission  to  the  hospital.  Beyond  this,  the 
course  of  the  complicntions  under  treatment  by  Salicylic  acid  was 
favorable. 

"It  acts  well  in  simple  chronic  rheumatism:  even  in  arthritic 
nodosa,  the  painful  paroxysm  passes  off  quickly,  the  ariicnltir 
swellings  decrease,  and  mntihty  becomes  more  free,  though  the 
disease  may  have  lasted  for  years  ;  but  the  afTection  of  the  bone 
must  not  Imve  progressed  too  far. 

"It  is  the  remedy  for  acute  and  chrom'c  arthritis.  It  arrests 
promptly  the  painful  acute  attacks  and  urticnlar  fluxion  ;  the  red- 
ness of  the  skin  and  the  sensitiveness  to  touch  disappears.  Con- 
tinued treatment  with  moderate  doses  prevents  new  attacks  in 
chronic  arthritis,  the  tophi  decrease  and  cease  to  be  ijiflamed : 
and  even  a  case  may  W  possibh'  without  the  leas-t  danger  of 
metaatasia  to  the  heart,  lungs,  hrain  nr  stomach.  Tlio  nsunl 
arthritic  sediments  in  the  urine  also  disappear." — Prof.  Sff. 

Digestive  Orirnns.— In  dyspepsia,  tliia  remedy  has  but  few 
equals.  Where  there  is  excessive  accumulation  of  flatulence,  and 
acidity  of  the  stomach,  with  much  belching  of  gas  from  tbe  stom- 
aeh,  antemia,  and  great  irritability  with  despondency,  I  have  used 
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tlic  Ist  decimal  witb  great  sntisfaction.  Ir  fact,  we  have  no 
remedy  equal  to  this  in  bud  cases  of  i\m  disease  ;  and  its  homcpo- 
patUicity  is  most  beautifully  ahowu  by  the  congestion,  iulinnima- 
lion,  and  ulceration  of  the  raueouti  membrane  of  the  stomach.  Dr. 
A.  E.  Small  has  fuuud  the  remedy  in  the  hrst  tnturation  of  great 
Iwuehl  in  dyspepsia  of  a  stubborn  chai'acter.  Dr.  L.  C.  Grosve- 
uor  has  had  marked  curative  results  with  this  Acid  in  dys- 
pepsia, with  putrid  eructations  and  niiu-li  aecunmlation  of  gas  in 
the  stomach.  Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  has  bad  tine  results  wifh  this 
remedy  in  flatulent  Uybpepsiu.  From  the  specific  and  powerful 
action  the  KaJicylates  have  upon  the  pnenmogastric  ner\e,  they 
must  become  the  leading  remedies  for  Ihitnlent  dyspepsia. 

In  the  presenatiou  of  urine.  Meyer  and  Kalb  found  that  one 
part  of  the  Acid  to  two  thousand  of  urine,  was  sufficient  to  pn*- 
vent  piitrefaetion,  and  that  0.4  per  cent  would  prevent  milk  from 
souring.  Would  not  a  littU-  of  this  Acid  \k-  <»f  ser\'ire  in  cases  of 
cholera  infantum,  where  the  milk  produces  acid  diarrhtca,  and  the 
whole  child  suiells  sour,  showing  that  the  intercellular  ihiid  is  ex- 
cessively acrid?  I  have  given  it  in  one  case,  with  high  fever; 
pulse  140;  stools  every  hit  If -hour,  excessively  green  and  sour. 
In  twelve  hours  it  controlled  the  fever  and  green  stools,  but 
did  not  check  entirely  the  diarrhcea.  I  believe  that  "acid  chil- 
flren,  with  preen  stools"  will  prove  t4i  l>e  a  key-note  for  the  use  of 
this  remedy.  I  have  noticed  that  these  chilib-en  are  ver>'  irritable, 
and  prone  to  derangement  of  the  stomach,  from  irritation  of  the 
pneimioj^astric  at  its  origin.  Knowing  the  specific  and  powerful 
action  this  Acid  has  upon  this  ner\'e  and  the  base  of  the  braiu. 
we  are  justified  in  believing  that  the  Salicylates  will  do  much  for 
acid  children,  with  fermentive  dysjwpsia,  and  acid  diarrhtea. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  has  utilized  this  Acid  with  complete  success, 
to  prevent  milk  from  souring,  where  mothers,  traveling  in  hot 
weather  on  the  cars,  fed  their  childivn  on  artificial  food.  Two 
grains  of  this  Acid,  dissolved  in  a  quart  of  milk,  kept  the  milk 
perfei't,  and  caused  no  medicinal  symptoms. 

Dr.  Hiile  has  given  this  Acid  with  pratif>-ing  results  in  cholera 
infnntnni  and  diarrhrea  of  cliildren,  with  putrid  eructations,  and 
putrid-smelling  diarrhcea. 

Ttrnia, — "As  all  treatment  for  removal  of  tienia  often  faiis, 
Afant-nowski  tried,  in  a  case  where  tienia  solium  had  existed 
for  nine  ycnrs.  four  drtses  of  0.5  Arid  Salicylicum,  a  dose  over)" 
hour,  followed  by  half  an  otmce  of  Olenm  ricini.  Half  an  Iiour 
afterward,  a  ttenia  ten  yards  long,  with  the  head  entire,  was  dis- 
charged per  anum,  without  pain." — A'wrtA  AiH^rivun  JoumaL 
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Ferer.— This  Acid  has  been  used  in  typhoid  fever,  intermit- 
**ut  fever,  scarlatina,  and  zymotic  ditieaseB ;  by  some  physicians 
with  good  results,  but  the  majority  pronounce  against  the  remedy. 
Much  has  yet  to  be  learned  about  it. 

Diphtheria. — It  has  given  tine  results  in  this  disease.  Dr. 
Oehme,  in  North  American  Journal,  gives  the  results  in  tifty-six 
cases  of  diphtheria  treated  with  Salicylic  acid,  with  the  following 
symptoms :  Violent  fever ;  the  entire  fauces  covered  with  :i  white 
exndate.  In  two  cases,  liaarseness  and  barking  congb  (affection 
of  the  larynx)  were  present.  In  some,  a  gargle  was  given,  while 
in  others  it  was  not.  The  average  dose  was  one-sixth  of  a  grain, 
hourly,  and  the  average  duration  of  the  disease  from  two  to  live 
days.  A  few  severe  cases  lasted  eight  days.  No  sequelffi  fol- 
lowed. I)r.  Maiy  J-  SafTord  Hlake  has  given  from  the  third  to 
the  fifteenth  dilution,  in  diphtheria,  with  prompt  results. 

I'rlnary  Orpins,— Drs.  Ebstein  and  Mueller  report  two  cases 
of  d'uiht'tm  ituUitns  cured  by  Salicylate  of  Soda,  after  a  protracted 
trial  of  various  drugs,  notably  Carbolic  acid,  Ryba  and  Plumeid 
have  reached  the  following  conclusion:  1.  A  daily  amount  of  two 
drachms  of  S;ilicylate  of  Soda  determines  a  decided  diminution  in 
amount  of  sugar  excreted.  *2.  The  best  results  are  to  be  derived 
in  recent  cases,  and  where  the  hydrocarbon aceous  elements  of 
the  diet  are  restricted.  3.  The  polyuria  tisually  yields  con- 
sentaneously with  the  glycosuria,  and  the  bodily  weight  in- 
creases. 

AWuminuria, — I  would  suggest  this  Acid  to  be  given  a  fair  trial, 
when  the  patient  has  a  rheumatic  diathesis.  It  certainly  causes 
albuminuria  very  promptly,  and  must  become  one  of  the  leading 
remedies  for  this  disease. 

Chrouic  Catarrh  of  the  BUuhkr, — Wliere  there  is  an  enomioua 
amount  of  mucus  voided,  this  Acid  ought  to  be  of  great  value  as 
on  antiseptic,  it  is  eliminated  by  tlie  kidneys  so  rapidly,  and  its 
power  of  preventing  putrefaction  being  three  times  greater  than 
that  of  Carbolic  acid  ;  consequently  it  is  well  worth  a  trial.  Since 
writing  tlie  above,  I  found  a  remarkable  cure  of  catarrh  of  (he 
bladder  in  five  days,  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Hale,  with  this  Acid  dissolved 
in  glycerine  and  warm  water,  and  used  as  an  injection  into  the 
bladder,  once  In  six  hours.  The  urine  was  very  offensive.  lai*Rely 
composed  of  mucus,  and  the  microscope  revealed  pus,  blood,  and 
an  abundance  of  mucous  epithelium. 

Serous  Membraues.— As  Salicylic  acid  has  a  specitie  action 
upon  serous  membranes,  and  all  serous  membranes,  wlien  in- 
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flamed,  iem\  to  effusion  into  the  scrouB  cavities,  I  would  suggest 
II  triul  of  this  remedy  in  hydropericardium,  hydrooephalus,  and 
renal  dropsy.  When  we  take  into  consideration  that  most  exam- 
ples of  serous  inflammation  are  believed  to  be  of  a  rheumatic 
character,  and  that  this  remedy  lias  a  wonderful  control  over 
rheumatism,  we  hope  for  great  results  from  the  Salicylate  iu 
dropsical  effusions. 

Eyes. — Dr.  F,  Park  Lewis  gives  us  an  account  in  the  Medical 
Adnincr,  of  a  case  of  plastic  iritis  following  inflammatory  rheu- 
matism. The  pupil  would  contract,  notwithstanding  the  local 
use  of  a  oue-per-cent  solution  of  Atrop.  sulpb.  The  nightly  pain 
was  most  agonizing,  relieved  temporarily  by  hot  applications. 
Material  doses  of  Salicylate  of  Soda  made  a  speedy  cure. 

Sexual  Ore:anK,  Female. — In  puerperal  endometritis  and 
Bepticiemia,  this  Acid  rapidly  reduces  the  temperature,  and  re- 
lieves the  cerebral  symptoms  quicker  than  any  known  remedy. 
For  foul  breath  and  oflfensive  expectoration,  Dr.  Da  Costa  gives  it 
in  five-grain  doses,  with  prompt  effect. 

CUmficteric. — The  readiness  to  Hush  caused  by  this  Acid,  would 
suggest  its  use  in  the  Iiot  flushes  at  the  critical  age. 

In  one  case,  a  large  leuco-phlegmatic  lady,  aged  forty-five,  the 
leading  and  prominent  symptom  was  constant  dull,  heavy  pain 
in  the  cerebellum:  great  forgel fulness,  excessive  irritabilitj',  and 
frequent  hot  Hushes  of  fever.  Two-gram  dows  of  the  first  dilu- 
tion, once  in  three  hours,  arrested  the  whole  trouble  at  once. 

AlitNeptlc  Ufies.— The  inhibitory  action  on  putrefaction  of 
this  Acid  being,  it  is  said,  three  times  greater  than  that  of  Carbolic 
acid,  ought  to  give  it  a  high  place  in  antiseptic  surgery.  Bu- 
cholly  found  that  0.15  per  cent  of  the  Acid  is  sufficient  to  prevent 
the  development  of  bacteria,  and  0.4  per  cent  killed  bacteria 
in  vigorous  growth.  Salicylic  acid  sprinkled  on  indolent  or  in- 
tlamed  ulcers  is  said  to  induce  rapid  healing. 

Copious,  foul-smelling  foot-sweats.  The  powder  is  put  into 
the  stockings. 

One  part  of  the  Acid  to  200  of  water,  used  for  washing  the 
walls  of  damp  houses,  effectually  destroys  the  fungus  and  pre- 
vents its  re-appearance. 

Cotton  saturated  with  a  hot  solution  of  from  three  to  t*n  per 
cent  of  this  Acid  and  then  diied  makea  an  excellent  surgical 
dressing. 
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In  spasmodio,  flatulent  asthma,  and  fetid  bronchitis,  and  gan- 
grene of  tbe  lungs,  this  Acid  is  of  great  value. 

Dry  cough,  of  a  hard,  racking,  Bpaemodic  character,  aggra- 
vated at  night,  in  old  people. 

For  purulent,  fetid  otorrhcea,  it  is  very  valuable  used  locally; 
and  it  ouglit  to  be  of  great  value  in  ner>'ouB  deafness. 

Purpura  hemorrhagica,  with  hemorrhages  from  all  the  mu- 
cous membranes,  accompanieil  ^vith  a  constant  thill  aching  dis- 
tress in  the  stomach  and  occasional  vomiting  of  blood  and  mucus ; 
relieved  in  one  night.

Ah  a  corrosive  irritant,  the  action  of  this  .\eid,  when  applied 
boiling  to  the  living  tissues,  ia  to  destroy  them  like  red-hot  ii-on, 
from  its  escharotic  action ;  but.  when  sufficiently  diluted,  its 
action  is  tonic ;  astringent ;  strengthens  the  appetite ;  quenches 
the  thirst,  and  acidiAes,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  the  secretions 
and  excretions. 

By  habitual  use,  this  Acid  becomes  very  injurious  to  the  teeth ; 
even  when  greatly  dihited,  it  whitens  and  corrodes  them. 

Sooner  or  later  it  enfeebles  digestion  ;  produces  colicky  pains; 
diarrhrea  ;  impairs  nutrition,  producing  marasmus  and  death. 

Skin. — Here  this  Acid  pro<liiees  occhymosia,  urticaria,  formi- 
cation, frequent  hot  Hashes,  and  colliquative  sweats.

Cerebro-Spiiial  NerYoiis  System.— Belladonna  produces  act* 
iTe,  acate,  and  violent  congestion  and  inHaiumation  of  the  whole 
encephalic  mass,  with  throbbiaig  headache ;  mania ;  wild  delir- 
iom;  vertigo;  profound  sleep;  fantaBtic  vision;  HiiHhed  face; 
and  noises  in  the  ears. 

"A  sense  of  tightness  or  pain  is  first  felt  in  the  frontal  region 
and  in  the  eyes;  confusion  of  thought,  with  giddiness,  a  feeling 
of  intoxication,  and  noiues  in  the  ears.  The  sight  becomes  con- 
fused, objects  are  seen  as  through  a  mist,  or  they  are  mistaken 
for  different  ones.  Spiictral  iUuslons  are  not  infrequent.  They 
are  usually  of  a  pleasing  rdiaracter;  images  of  diamonds  and 
other  precious  stones ;  flashes  of  many-colored  lights,  bits  of 
brilliant  plumage,  and  insects  with  enameled  wings.  Occasionally 
there  is  total  blindness,  even  of  several  days'  duration.  The 
mind  is  agitated  and  excited  by  a  train  of  extravagant  ideas ; 
there  is  often  decided  delirium,  and  nearly  always  of  a  gay  de- 
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soriptioD.  which  either  prevents  sleep  entirely,  or  permits  only 
brokou  slumhers  disturbed  by  fantastic  dreams.  It  is  remarkable 
that  the  patient  may  be  quite  conscious  of  liid  visual  illusions  and 
his  delirium,  but  without  having  the  power  to  prevent  the  one  or 
<!ontrol  the  other. 

"lu  certain  cases,  familiar  objects  around  the  patient  are  not 
i*ecognized,  and  are  called  by  wnmg  names ;  the  old  and  decrepit 
are  addressed  as  young  uiid  beautiful ;  and  even  inanimate  objects 
are  mistaken  for  one  auotlier.  This  singular  low  delirium  has  been 
compared  to  somnambulism.  It  ib  recorded  of  a  tailor,  wb**  bad 
used  an  injection  of  Uclladomia,  that  he  remained  on  his  shop- 
board  for  fifteen  hours,  sewing  with  great  apparent  eaniestnetis, 
using  all  the  gestures  which  his  imsiness  required,  and  moving  his 
lips  as  if  in  speaking,  yet  the  whole  of  the  tiuii'  perfectly  insensi- 
We,  Dr.  Simpson  mentions  a  Uidy  who,  under  the  inHuence  of 
An  overdose  of  Belladonna,  appeared  a^  it  in  the  act  of  droKsing 
her  hair  for  hours.  Some  of  the  most  fi*ightful  cases  of  suicidal 
and  destructive  impulses  are  declared  to  have  had  theii*  origin  in 
the  use  of  Belladonna,  even  where  a  predisposition  to  insanity  did 
not  exist.  It  is  asserted,  that,  when  tic-douloureus  has  been  sud- 
denly stopped  by  this  remedy,  this  form  of  madness  has  l)een 
developed.  But.  in  general,  in  poisonous  doses,  it  gives  rise  to 
active,  and  for  the  mont  part  joyous,  delirium,  with  laughter, 
running,  etc. ;  although  there  is  in  reality  great  loss  of  muscular 
power.  A  remarkable  fact,  observed  in  some  cases  of  poisoning, 
is  the  degree  of  anivsthesia  which  this  drug  pro<hices.  Of  this,  a 
striking  example  is  afforded  by  a  man  who  swallowed  by  mistake 
an  enonnouB  dose  of  the  watery  extract  of  this  plant.  For  several 
days  the  skin  remained  so  insensible  that  it  could  be  pinclied  or 
pricked  witliout  pain.  In  most  fatal  cases,  sopor  succeeds  delir- 
ium, or  may  even  occur  without  being  preceded  by  excitement; 
there  is  muscular  ndaxution.  and  a  red.  tiimid  face,  injection  of 
the  conjunctiva,  and  a  frequent,  or  else  a  very  infrequent,  pulse. 
In  some,  convulsions  are  the  immediate  preeursors  of  death. 
But,  in  poisoning  by  Belladonna,  narcotism  is  the  exception,  not 
the  ride."— St ilU'. 

"Dr.  S,  Botkin  found,  that,  when  Uie  vessels  of  a  frog's  legs 
were  tied,  and  the  animal  poisoned  l»y  Atropia,  while  parnlysia 
developed  itself  in  the  ordinary  way  in  the  uninjured  leg,  the  in- 
jured le^  preserved  its  motility.  On  testing  \vith  galvanic  cur- 
rents, the  ner>'e  of  the  leg  whose  »rier>'  had  been  tied,  trans- 
mitted a  very  forcible  impulse  to  it«  tributary  muscles,  under 
the  stimulus  of  a  galvanic  current  much  weaker  than  eould  elicit 
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the  faintest  response  from  the  nerve  of  the  opposite  side.  He  con- 
eluded,  very  logically,  that  Atropin  aets  aa  a  paralyzant  to  the 
motor  nerve  trunks  iliemselvcs,  and  also,  since  motion  persisted 
in  the  proteotod  leg  after  it  was  completely  lost  in  its  fellow-s, 
that  this  inriueneeof  the  drug  was  exertt-d  upon  the  motor  trunks 
before  the  spinal  centers.  This  has  been  confirmed  by  many 
men.  such  as  liezold,  Bloebaum.  Mt-uriot,  and  othei^,  who  have 
proven  iliHt  Atropia.  if  in  suftii-ieiit  doi^e.  Ijas  the  power  of  destroy- 
ing the  excilubiJity  of  the  efferent  or  motor  nene  iibers,  but  that 
it  must  be  in  vt-rj'  large  quantity ;  ro  thnt.  in  mammals,  death 
may  Ik*  cuuned  by  ibt*  Alkaloid,  and  yet  a  notalde  amount  of  fnnc- 
Tioual  power  l»e  retained  by  tlie  motor  nen-es.  Bezold  and 
Bloebaum,  wliose  elaltorate  experiments  are  especially  com- 
mendable, aftirm  that  verj*  rarely  liave  tbey  been  able  totally  to 
destroy  by  Atropia  the  funciionnl  jM>wi'r  of  the  motor  nerves,  and 
alsii  have  shown  that  lH)th  the  nerve-stem  and  the  peripheral 
intra-muscular  nene-endings  are  affected.  All  the  experiment- 
ers «>f  the  day  agree  that  no  staye  t»f  super-excitability  preeetling 
tliat  of  depressiitn  can  lie  discovered. 

"Tbe  action  of  Atropia  upon  the  spinal  centers  has  been 
closely  and  ably  studied  by  Dr.  Fruser,  of  Edinburgh.  He  dis- 
covered, that,  if  a  fri>)L;  receive  a  hyixjdermic  injection  of  about  the 
one-thousaudth  part  of  its  weight  of  Atropia,  a  condition  of  per- 
fect paralysis  and  alioHtion  of  reflex  aiition  comes  on  after  a  time, 
and  lasts  from  two  to  foiu*  days,  to  l>e  succeeded  l*y  a  tetanic 
staiijc,  with  violent  convulsions,  and  excessive  excitability  of  the 
reflex  centers.  Tbe  convulsions  of  this  stape  have  been  shown  by 
Fraser  to  be  spinal,  occurring  after  section  nf  the  cord  in  all  parts 
ttf  t!ie  luMly ;  and  llir  pnnilysis.  as  well  us  the  tetanus,  is  due  to 
an  action  uihju  tbe  centers;  (he  druf,'  so  acting  upon  the  spinal 
oord  as  first  to  abolish  and  then  intensify  its  reflex  activity.  Drs. 
Ringer  and  Murrell  believe  that  both  the  paralysis  and  the 
tetanus  are  due  to  a  depressant  action.  The  theory  is.  that  the 
norma]  conl  baa  u  power  of  resisting  irapxilses  received  from  the 
ponphery.  and  especially  of  preventing  their  wide  propagation 
among  the  spina!  centers.  During  the  first  stage  of  the  Atropia- 
poisoning,  it  is  supposed  that  the  motor  portions  of  the  cord  are 
so  paralyzed  as  to  be  unable  to  form  or  propagate  any  motor  im- 
pulse;  and  hence  the  general  piiralysis.  Lftter  on,  however,  the 
motor  cells  have  so  far  rccnvered  themselves  as  to  be  able  to  gen- 
erate impulses  freely,  although  the  resistive  power  of  the  cord  is 
still  in  abeyance.  Consequently,  a  peripheral  impulse  plays,  as 
it  were,  at  will,  up  and  down  the  spinal  cord,  and,  instead  of 
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giving  rise  to  a  Bimple  reflex  action,  gives  origin  to  a  series  of  re- 
flex movements,  iuvoU-iiig  all  the  muscles,  and  constituting  a 
tetanic  convxilsiou.  In  mammals,  the  couvulsout  action  comes 
on  moi'e  rapidly,  and  is  less  protracted,  and  the  paralyzant  action 
is  also  less  intense,  than  in  the  frog ;  so  that,  while  the  batrachian 
poisoned  by  Atropia  is  in  the  beginning  paralyzed,  and  after- 
ward convulsed,  the  mammal  sutfers  from  convulsions  and 
reflex  spasms  early  in  the  poiaoning,  and  often  exhibits  evidences 
all  through  of  the  excited  reflex  activity.  Dr.  Botkin.  from  frogs 
poisoueJwith  Atropia.  came  to  tlie  conclusion,  that,  while  Atropia 
paralyzes  tuTit  the  motor  ner\'e8,  yet  later  it  acts,  also,  on  the 
afferent  nerves. 

"The  following  expfriraents  of  ftfenriot  prove  conclusively  that 
Atropia  does  influence  the  jilferent  nerves:  He  found,  that,  if 
a  frog  be  bound  tightly  aroimd  the  body,  so  as  to  interrupt  the 
circulation,  and  then  be  poisoned  by  Atropia  in  the  front  part  of 
the  bo4ly.  at  flrst  irritations  in  any  part  give  rise  to  general 
spasms ;  but,  after  a  time,  in  order  to  get  any  movements  of  the 
hind  legs,  it  is  necensary  to  appiy  an  iiTitant  to  them.  Again,  the 
hinder  paiis  of  the  fi*og  were  so  bound  by  ligatures  as  to  cat  off, 
on  the  one  side,  all  communication  except  by  the  nerves,  and,  on 
the  other,  to  leave  fi"ee  the  nervo  and  ronstriet  the  vesseJs.  A 
strong  injection  of  Atropia  was  then  given :  and,  when  the  mo- 
ment came  that  irritation  of  the  peripherj'  of  the  leg  whose  circu- 
lation was  free  would  no  longer  cause  retles  spiism.s,  the  artery 
of  this  leg  also  was  tied,  so  that  both  legs,  the  one  Atropuiized, 
the  other  not,  were  now  connected  with  the  body  of  the  frog  only 
by  their  nerves.  Stryehnla  was  now  injected  ;  and  it  was  found, 
that,  while  irritatiim  of  the  Atropinized  leg  had  no  effect,  stimu- 
lation of  the  non-.Atropinized  leg  gave  rise  to  general  e<uivul8ionB. 
These  experiments  show  that  Atnipia  acts  upon  the  afferent 
ncn'es  as  well  a«  upon  the  efferent.  It  is  probable  that  Atropia 
acts  upon  the  periphenil  tibiments  of  the  nerves  more  quickly 
than  upon  the  main  trunks.'*—//.  C,  \Voo<f,  ^f,  T>, 

Dr.  Fraser  sayn,  that  Atropia  produces  paralysis  chiefly  by 
affeeting  tlic  motor  centers  and  sensory  ner^-es  in  the  spinal  cord  ; 
and  Or.  Ringer  Ims  coniinmd  this. 

Vulpiau  says:  "Atropia  has  a  direct  paralyzing  action  on  the 
cord,  and  di^es  not  affect  it  through  its  depressing  action  upon 
the  circulation." 


Heart  and  CircHlalory  Syslem.— Large  doses  of  Belladonna 
prominently  affect  the  heart  and  blood-vessels.     "The  pulse  at 
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first  becomes  slower,  but  afterward  is  generally  more  frequent, 
nnd,  (luring  the  active  stages,  full  and  bounding;  but,  as  the 
fiymptoms  decline,  it  falls  again  below  the  natural  staudard  in 
stren^h  and  frequency;  while  in  fatal  eases,  on  the  other  band, 
it  grows  rapid,  intermittent,  and  tbreudy."— .S7i//<r. 

Dr.  II.  0.  Wood  says :  "Atropia  aets  us  a  direct  stimulant  upon 
the  cardiuo  inhibitory  centers,  precisely  as  it  does  on  the  spmal 
cord ;  the  reason  that  the  action  is  not  more  manifest  under  ordi- 
nary cireunifltunoes  being  the  incapacity  of  the  paralyzed  vagus 
to  transmit  the  central  impulse.  This  asserted  stimulation  of  tlie 
inhibitoi-y  center,  if  it  i»e  correct,  accounts  very  bt^autifully  for  the 
primary  brief  slowing  of  the  pulse  stated  to  occur  in  some  cases 
of  Atn>pin-p<>isoninii/' 

"  Wben.  by  the  division  of  the  spinal  cord  and  vagi,  the  heart  is 
isolated  from  the  nerve  centers,  and  the  vaso-motor  nerves  are 
paralyzed,  Bezold  and  Blocbaum  have  found  tJmt  Atropia,  in  small 
and  large  doses,  lessens  at  cmee  the  arterial  pressure.  Botkin 
states,  that,  when  Atropia  is  applied  to  the  heart  of  the  frog,  it  at 
once  diminishes,  and  tinally  arrests,  its  action,  which  can  not  be 
re-oxcited  by  galvanic  or  other  stimuli ;  and  Bezold  and  Bloe- 
banm  have  found  that  the  same  thing  occurs  when  an  overdose 
of  the  Alkaloid  is  injected  into  the  jugular  vein  of  a  mammal. 
From  these  facts,  it  follows,  that,  upon  tlw  heart  itnrlj,  Atittpia  acU 
€19  «*  tlirtrt  (h'preHsant  imimtn. 

"Krom  what  has  already  been  said,  it  is  evident  that  the  in- 
crease of  the  pulse  seen  in  Atropia-poisontng,  is  in  a  measure  due 
to  a  paralysis  of  tlie  cardiac  inhibitory  nerves :  but  that  this  is 
not  the  only  cause,  is  shown  by  the  fact  noticed  by  Lemattre 
{Archiren  OenrmfrH,  August,  Iftfio).  and  confirmed  Ijj*  ray  own  ex- 
periments, tlmt,  after  section  of  the  par  viisnim.  Atropia  still 
causes  an  im-rease  in  the  rapidity  of  the  heart's  actioji.  Further, 
Bcxnld  and  Bloelmum  have  found,  tbat,  when  tbe  thoracic  sym- 
pathetic is  galvanized,  even  after  large  doses  of  Atropia,  the  heart 
is  very  sensibly  affected.  From  these  facts,  it  is  obvious  tbat 
Atropia  acts  on  the  cardiac  ucn^hnititr  tifrrt"  i^eiitertt.  or  pimsihlif 
ncrivjt.  fu  It  ttthnuinnt,  and,  unless  it  be  m  lethal  doses,  does  not 
destroy  the  ej-vittiUilltif  of  these  nen^es. 

"The  evideiire  derived  from  direct  obaer\ation  of  the  capilla- 
ries seems  to  ni«  to  \w,  on  the  whole  dei-idedly  in  favor  of  their 
contraction  by  minute  doses  of  Belladouiiu.  However,  the  alter- 
ations in  the  caliber  of  the  vessels  are  so  slight  as  to  leave  great 
play  for  the  imagination  of  tbe  ubserver ;  but  Brown-Sequard 
says  positively  that  the  drug  has  the  power  of  exciting  the  mns- 
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cular  fibcra  of  the  arteriolbB.  Much  more  decisive  proof  Is,  bow- 
ever,  obtaiaiible  from  a  study  of  the  arterial  presHiire.  I  have 
found,  that,  after  bectionof  the  vagi,  Atropia  still  has  the  power 
of  very  materially  raisiuR:  the  tu'terial  pressure.  As  Atropia  doe& 
not  augment  the  force  of  the  individual  t-nrdiae  beat,  and  as  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  the  cardiac  pulsations  caused  by  it 
after  section  of  the  vagi  is  comparatively  alight,  it  is  exceedingly 
probable  that  the  rise  of  the  arterial  pressure  just  spoken  of 
is  due  to  a  contraction  of  the  small  vessels.  This  lo^ncal  conclu- 
sion becomes  almost  a  certainty  when  it  is  further  known,  that, 
after  division  of  the  cord,  and  consequent  separation  of  the  ves- 
sels from  the  vaso-motor  centers.  Atropia  is  powerless  to  produce 
rise  of  arterial  pressure. —  a  fact  vouchtd  for  by  Bezold  and 
Bloebaum,  and  whicii  I  continu  from  my  own  experiments. 

"Viewing  all  these  facts  together,  I  am  forced  to  give  assent  to 
the  proposition  that  Atrojtiu.  in  not  Uu>  hirtje  nmouni.  is  a  stimulant 
to  thf  t(t«o-jnotttr  renters,  a  conclusion  in  harmony  with  the  action 
of  tlie  dnig  on  all  the  other  motor  centers.  All  observers  agree^ 
that,  in  the  advanced  Rtage  of  Atro|iia-]»oiftoning.  after  the  blood- 
pressure  bus  commenced  in  fall,  tliere  is  ditntation  of  the  capil- 
laries. It  seems  most  probiiblf  that  this  i«  due  to  a  direct  action 
of  the  poison  on  the  muscular  libers  in  the  coats  of  the  arteries; 
for,  when  directly  applied  to  the  web  of  a  fnig's  foot,  Atropia, 
after  a  time,  produces  an  evidently  paralytic  dihitutioii ;  and  Ete- 
zolil  luid  l3U)ebaiHn  have  found  tliat  the  arterial  muscular  coats 
in  Atropia-poisoning  finally  lose  their  irritability,  but  that,  so 
long  as  they  retain  it.  galvanic  stimulation  of  a  synjpathetic 
nerve  does  not  fail  to  induce  c(mtraclion  in  the  tributary  >os- 
selB."— /)r.  //.  C.  Wootl, 

Dr.  J.  Harley  says :  "The  first  effect  of  Belladornia  on  the 
pulse  is  to  increase  its  quickness,  fullness,  and  force,  to  the  extent 
even  of  fifty  to  sixty  beats  in  a  minute ;  moderate  doses  at  the 
same  time  increasing  the  blood-pressure.  This  condition  of  the 
circvilation  continues  till  the  tongue  and  moutli  Itecome  moist  and 
tdammy,  when  the  pulse  diminishes  in  frequency  and  loses 
strength.  He  considers  Belladonna  a  powerful  heart  tonic  ;  and 
he  points  out  how  the  use  of  it  serves  to  reduce  the  frequency  of 
and  to  strengthen  the  beats  of  the  heart,  when  weakened  by 
disease." 

From  the  above,  we  deduce  the  fact  that  the  rapidity  of  the 
ijeart's  action  is  due  to  paralysis  of  the  peripheral  inhibitory 
nerves,  and  to  stimulation  of  the  accelerator  nerves;  and  that  the 
incrcBKed  arterial  pressure  is  due  to  the  increa.'w.id  cariliuc  action. 
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togetlier  wif  h  the  generiU  rontrootion  of  the  cupillaries,  the  result 
of  excitation  of  the  vaso-moior  centers. 

Tem|>erature.— Dr.  H.  0.  Wood  says:  "In  moderate  doses, 
Atropia  causes  a  profound  rise  in  temperature ;  but,  in  very  large, 
decidedly  toxic,  amounts,  it  lessens  animal  heat.  Thus,  in  the 
dog,  Meuriot  has  obtained  an  augmentatiou  of  from  1**  to  8°  C, 
and  Dumoril,  Domarquay,  and  Lecomte,  of  4^  C.  lu  fatal  poison- 
ing of  dogs»  these  ofammn  have  noticud  a  fall  respectively  of 
5  1-10°  and  of  3°.  In  man,  Meuriot,  in  the  use  of  medicinal  dotst-K. 
has  observed  the  temperature  lo  rise  l-'i"  to  1  1-10^,  and  KiUen- 
btirg>»  1-2*  to  8-10°.  Harley  has  seen  in  man  an  elevation  of  I'* 
F.  As  pointed  out  by  Meuriot,  the  rise  and  (all  of  temperMtiire> 
probably  eorrespond  to  the   rise  and  fall  of  the  bloodprussure." 

Respiratorj'  SyKtem. — Bellatlonna  is  a  direct  and  special 
stimulant  of  tlio  respiratory  centers.  Dr.  J.  M.  Fothergill  stiym 
"The  action  of  Atropia  upon  the  respiratorj'  centers  is  most 
marked,  and  is  quite  equal  to  that  exercised  by  Str>'chnia  and 
Ammonia.  Its  action  is  decidedly  stimulating,  and  its  potency 
in  opium-poisoning  in  due  to  its  etfecls  upon  the  respiration  and 
the  circulation  when  failing." 

Dr.  H.  C  Wottd  Hays:  "Small  doses  of  Atropia  do  not  affect 
the  respiration  ;  whereas,  large  doses  accelerate  it.  The  same  ia 
trae  in  animals;  and  the  acceleration  takes  place  even  when  the 
vagi  have  been  previously  divided, — a  proof  that  it  is  due  to  a 
rtirrri  gtimultttion  uf  tbe  respinitory  renters  in  the  mcthdln,  Wh^n 
large,  fatal  iloseK  are  administered^  there  is  evidently  al.no  a  paral- 
ysis of  that  portion  of  the  peripbenil  pneumogastric  nerve  wliich 
is  connected  with  tbe  fmiction  of  respiration  ;  for  if.  iu  an  animal 
safferingonly  from  a  moderate  dose,  the  par  vagtim  be  cut,  respi- 
ration is  profouurlly  affected ;  but,  when  Atropia  1ms  been  more 
freely  given,  no  marked  influence  is  exerted  npitn  the  rcKpiratori* 
rh>thm  by  section  of  the  vagi.  As  deatli  approaches  in  Bella- 
donna-poisonmg.  the  blood,  which  has  preserved  its  normal  color. 
may  become  very  dark,  and  the  patient  at  last  dies  of  asphyxia.— 
probably  not  from  failure  of  the  centers  themselves,  but  from  the 
loss  of  funetiontil  pnwer  in  the  respirator^'  nen'es." 

AlMloniinal  Cavity. — Belladonna  depresses  and  paralyzes  the 
functions  of  the  muscles  of  organic  life,  such  as  found  in  tlie  hol- 
low viscera  of  the  abdominal  canal,  and  lessens  the  secretions  of 
these  viscera.  Dr.  H. C.  Wood,  in  his  "Therapeutics,"  says:  "On 
the  non-striated  muscles,  the  action  of  the  drug  is  pronounced ; 
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but  its  exact  nature  is  uncertain."  Meuriot  states,  that,  if  the 
btilly  of  an  animal  Rpisoned  by  Atropia  be  opened,  the  intestines 
will  be  ftmnil  undergoing  violent  contractions,  iiiui  thai  Bella- 
(loimn  is  a  violent  excitant  of  the  non-striated  museleB.  On  the 
other  hand.  Bezold  and  Bloebauni  aftirm  that  they  have  uxpt-ri- 
menttd  upon  the  intestines,  bia<lder.  uterus. and  ureters,  and  that 
in  all  cases  there  is  a  marked  sedation  from  Atropia,  and  that, 
whether  a  small  or  hirge  dose  l>eused,  thei*e  are  produced  muscu- 
lar quietness  and  relaxation  in  all  these  orpans, — evidences  of  se- 
dation not  preceded  by  any  stage  of  excitement,  and  always  ac- 
companied by  k'Hsening  of  the  electro-muscular sunsilulity.  They 
state,  further,  that,  by  the  use  of  sufficient  doses,  absolute  pa- 
raly^^is  of  the  orgatiH  alhided  to  is  induced,  so  that  the  strongest 
Faratlaic  curreuth  are  unal)le  to  cause  any  motion.  P.  Keuche) 
has  made  a  most  elaborate  series  of  experiments  to  determine  the 
fffect  of  Atropia  upon  the  inhibitory  fibers  of  the  splanchnic 
nen'e,  ai\d  found,  that,  even  when  doses  of  Atropia  so  small  as  not 
to  affect  distinctly  the  motor  nerves  are  given,  galvanization  of 
the  splauchniefc  fails  to  iuHuence  the  intestines,  whose  vermicu- 
lar movements  are  still  active,  and  therefore  that  Atropia  para- 
lyzes the  peripheral  inhibitor\'  intestinal  apparatus  ]>reci8ely  as 
it  does  that  of  tlie  heart.  It  lias  l»een  shown  hy  rfliiger.  that  gal- 
vanization of  the  peripheral  ends  of  the  divided  splanchnics 
causes  immediate  arrest  of  the  peristaltic  intestinal  movements; 
and.  alth»)URh  tlie  subject  has  not  been  absolutely  worked  out,  it 
is  almost  certain  that  some  of  the  splanchnic  fibers  are  theirdiih- 
itory  nerves  of  the  intestinal  coats.  There  is  a  seeming  disagree- 
ment between  these  researches  and  those  of  Meuriot  and  Bezold 
and  Bloebaum  :  but  it  is  probable  that  1>oth  are  correct.  It  ap- 
pears certain,  that,  in  full  doses,  Atropia  paralyzes  the  smooth 
muscular  til>ers  of  the  intestine,  bUdder.  etc. ;  and  it  may  he  that 
in  any  dose  it  depresses  their  actiWty  directly,  but  that,  by 
paralyzing  more  quickly  the  inhibitory  apparatus,  it  sometimea 
places  the  intestinal  muscular  coat  in  such  a  position  that  it 
will  respond  more  vigorously  than  nomnil  to  external  stimuli.  If 
this  be  so.  it  is  evident  that  there  is  real  accord  in  the  ivsuUs  of 
all  these  investigations;  for  Kenchel  used  only  ver>' small  doses  in 
a  rabbit  (0.75  gr.). 

Spasm  and  paralysis  of  the  flphincter  ani,  is  a  prominent 
symptom  of  Belladonna. 

I'riiiary  Orcans. — Upon  the  kUitef/s,  Belladonna  produces 
congestion,  and  stasis  in  the  MalpLghian  circulation.     Dr.  H.  C.

Wood  says :  "From  small  clones  of  Atropia,  the  urine  ia  incroaBed, 
accordiug  to  Harley  doubled.  I  am  confident,  liowever,  that  this 
iucrcBse  varies  greatly,  and  is  not  always  marked.  After  laxge 
toxic  doses,  the  urine  may  be  tirst  iuereused,  but  is  usuttlty  lesneued 
very  early,  and  in  the  later  stages  may  be  entirely  suppressed. 
Meuriot  states  that  the  seeretiou  of  urine  ribos  and  falls  in  Atro- 
pia-poisoning  witli  the  arterial  pressure.  Tbe  expenmeots  of 
Harley  upon  men,  would  appear  to  .show  that  medieiual  doseb  of 
.\tropia  decidedly  increase  tbeHolidnof  the  urine,  shghtly  the  urea 
id  uric  acid,  very  markedly  the  phoftphates  and  Hulpbates." 

Dr.  WoikI  thinks,  "when  lioUadonua  is  adminibtereil  medici- 
nally, it  probably  all  escapes  from  the  body  through  the  urine." 

liladdrr. — Uelladonna  lias  a  special  action  \\\m\\  the  ttphinrter 
mtiitt'U  of  tbe  bladder,  producing  irritation  similar  to  strangury, 
and  tiually  cumptt'tc  ^ndtfKU.  Its  acticm  upon  the  detrusor  and 
sphincter  libers  of  the  urethra,  has  often  proved  of  untold  value 
in  breaking  up  the  habit  of  nocturnal  incontinence  of  urine  in 
children. 


Hexiial  Or^^aiis,  Male.— Belladonna  produces  congestion  and 
spasm ;  excitability,  followed  by  depression. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— In  the  female,  the  action  of  Bel- 
ladonna is  cbHraeterizml  l»y  gpaitm  and  nnnffitt'tnti,  through  its 
action  upon  the  inferior  hjT)ogastric  and  spennutic  plexuses,  and 
tbe  third  and  fourth  sacral  nerves,  especially  tbroufrh  their  periph- 
eral ititra-museular  nerve-endings,  found  in  the  arterial  capil- 
lary blood-vessels.  This  rise  of  arterial  bhmd-pressure  ni  the 
ovaries  and  uterus,  gives  us  an  elevated  tempenitiire.  congestion, 
and  all  the  sjnnptoniR  of  acute  inHammation  :  as  shown  l)y  the  sud- 
den clutching,  stitching,  throbbing  spasmoiUe  |)ains  in  the  ovary 
and  uterus,  with  pressure  downwanl  as  if  all  the  contents  of  tbe 
alidomiMi  would  issue  tiirough  the  vulva ;  heat  and  dryness  of  the 
vagina,  with  spasm  of  its  sphincter  muscle,  etc. 

The  action  of  Belladoima  upon  the  muscles  of  the  ntenis, 
Oi^lK^rially  the  intenial  circular  muscular  coat,  prodticing  *g>asm. 
eoritraction,  and  in  large  doses  complete  paralysis,  is  most  marked 
and  profouml.  The  power  of  producing  muscular  contraction  of 
the  uterus,  has  prove*l  of  untold  value  in  arresting  copious  uterine 
hemorrhrtges  after  labor;  and  many  a  woman's  life  has  bc^'U 
miVfd  by  its  use.  Its  paraly/iiig  inHuenre  in  rigi<Iity  of  the  os 
uteri  in  labor,  has  also  proved  a  blessing  to  thousands  of  Buffer- 
ing women,  and  saved  hours  of  suffering.

Mamttut. — No  remedy  in  the  Materia  Medica  lias  a  more  spe- 
cific and  profound  action  upon  tht-  aecrutiouH  of  these  ^'huids.  It 
not  only  rhecks,  Imt  entirely  urrosts,  the  sefretion  of  milk,  em- 
ployed eitluT  inlenmlly  or  externally.  Dr.  Ringer  say.s :  "It  i* 
wt'U  known  that  Bt*lhuh)nna  will  an-est  the  secretion  of  milk,  and 
that  it  is  employed  with  fj:reat  advantage  when,  fnjm  any  cause,  a 
mother  is  nnal)le  to  suckle  her  diild,  and  the  hrcuHls  hccome 
swollen,  exquisitely  painful;  and  thrcattni  to  inllame  and  suppu- 
rate unless  the  tension  of  the  milk-ducts  is  relieved.  If  the  milk 
can  not  he  drawn  otT  artihcially.  tlie  secretion  must  he  suppressed 
hy  means  of  Beiladouua,  which  should  Uv  applied  early,  hefore 
intlammation  has  set  m ;  and  then,  in  a  few  hours,  the  s^voUen, 
painful  hreaats  gi-adually  diminish,  and  soon  hecome  soft,  com- 
fortable, and  painless.  Hut,  if  hitlammalion  has  set  in,  and  the 
breasts  l>ecome  tense,  shuiy.  and  knotty,  red.  and  acutely  painful, 
the  continuous  application  of  Belladonna  for  twenty-four  or  forty- 
eight  hours  will  often  remove  the  intlamniation  and  tension 
and  arrest  the  impeudiiiji  ahscess.  The  rapid  relief  it  gives  in 
these  cases  will  astonish  nuy  ouv  \maccustomed  to  its  use ;  ill  fact, 
it  ia  impossible  to  overstate  the  usefulness  of  Belladonna." 

The  liniment  (the  extract  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
glycerine)  or  the  ointment  ( a  drachm  of  the  tincture  to  an  ounce 
of  olive  oil,  or  two  drachms  of  the  liniment  mixed  with  an  ounce 
of  lard)  should  be  mhhed  especially  over  the  areola  around  the 
nipple.     The  liniment  is  speedily  effectual. 

Glandular  SyKtiuii. — One  of  the  moat  prominent  and  early 
effects  of  Atropia  is  dr.nu^ss  of  the  mouth  and  fauces,  due  to  sup- 
picssion  of  the  secretions  of  the  mucous  and  salivary  glands, 
Keuchel  says,  that  the  arrest  of  secretion  is  ner\*0U8,  and  is  due 
to  an  action  upon  the  peripheral  nerve  tilnraents. 

As  was  first  discovered  by  Schiff,  "section  of  the  cdiordn  tym- 
pani  is  followed  by  an-est  of  secretion  of  the  submaxillary  t*la"d, 
and  galvanization  of  the  peripheral  end  produces  a  preatly  in- 
creased th)w  of  saliva.  In  KeucheVs  experiments,  these  phenom- 
ena occurred  in  the  nnpoisoned  animal ;  but.  when  Atro])ia  had 
been  exhibited,  galvanizaticm  of  the  peripheral  choribi  tyni])ani 
was  powerless  to  excite  secretion.— proof  that  the  peripheral  end 
of  the  nerve  was  jianilyKed.  The  entire  suspension  of  the  secre- 
tions of  the  salivary,  and  elands  of  the  mouth. — the  ton^'ue, 
montli.  and  fauces  being  as  devoid  of  moisture  as  if  they  were 
composed  of  burnt  shoe-leather,  with  inability  to  swallow. — is 
the  first  and  most  prominent  effect  of  Belladonna;"  and  well  lias 
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it  served  ub  in  acute  intiammution  of  the  mouth  and  fauces,  as 
Well  Its  in  great  salivation  fiiini  llie  abuse  of  Mercury.  Tonsilli- 
tis in  the  acute  form  is  not  only  proJuced  by  this  drujj,  but  is  dis- 
iiipatod  with  it,  like  melting  snow  iu  a  hut  sun. 

Skin.— The  copious  perppiration  produced  by  Atropia.  shows 
that  it  has  a  speeilic  and  most  powerful  nction  upon  the  peripheral 
nervo-glan<lular  apparatus.  Experiments  indicate  that  the  chiel 
«weat  center  is  located  in  the  medulla  oblongata ;  but  it  is  be* 
lieved  that  others  are  located  in  the  luml>ar  aii<l  lower  pan  oi  thb 
dorsal  region,  and  that  the  sweat  fibers  run  with  the  vaNO-moto» 
tibers.  I  believe  that  Atropia  affects  most  prominently  the  periph- 
eral ner^o-glniiduhir  apparatus  of  the  skin,  also  the  sweat  center  in 
the  medulla  o])lunj;ata.  The  ncnous  energ>'  rouses  the  glands  of 
the  skin  into  activity,  so  as  to  produce  increased  secretion,  and 
finally  paralyzes  the  sweat  glands,  with  arrest  of  secretion. 

The  iL^^eat  utility  of  Belladonna,  and  especially  Atropia,  in  pro- 
fuse sweating,  either  general  or  local,  has  been  conclusively 
demonstrated. 

The  action  of  Belladonna,  producing  dry,  red,  and  hot  skin, 
which  often  goes  on  to  acute  erj'sipelas,  and  erj'sipelatous  inflam- 
mation, wliere  the  skin  is  sm(x>th,  tense,  and  bright  red.  is  a 
marked  symptom  of  Atropia,  and  has  been  utilized  thousands  of 
times  in  scarhitiua  and  erysipelas. 

.1*  a  J'ntphyliuttc  tuittinttt  Snirlatiuti. — The  immortal  JIahne- 
rtutnti  has  the  honor  of  introducing  Belladonna  as  a  prophylactic 
against  scarlatina ;  and,  from  the  vast  amount  of  testimony,  in 
our  school  as  well  as  in  the  Allopathic,  we  are  compelled  to  accept 
it  as  a  demonstrated  fact ;  but  just  hfiw  much  of  a  prophylactic 
it  i.H,  has  not  been  proved.  In  mild  epidemics,  where  the  emption 
is  smooth,  and  (Uphlheritic  symptoms  do  not  show  themselves,  I 
believe  it  will  often  act  as  a  prophylactic;  but,  in  malignant  epi- 
demics, with  intense  blood-jwisoning.  in  which  the  little  ones  pass 
away  with  croupal  diphtheria.  Belladonna  is  utterly  uneUsA.  In  omr 
last  malijinant  epidemic,  children  that  took  Belladoima  as  a  pro- 
phylactic, took  the  disease  and  passed  to  their  eternal  homes  in 
twenty-fonr  and  forty-eipht  hours :  and,  where  they  survived  the 
eruptive  sfape.  cinupal  diphtheria,  or  dropsy,  took  them  off  in  fnmi 
one  to  three  Wfoks.  Over  three  thi>usand  of  the  cases,  out  of  the 
twenty  thousand  attacked,  proved  fatal.  In  my  great  anxiety  to 
find  a  i-emedy  for  this  dreaded  disease,  I  commenced  to  read 
ever^ihing  I  could  find  on  the  pathology  and  treatment  of  scarla- 
tina.    I  found  that  all  writers  upon  this  subject  claimed  that 
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uuriiing  iiitaniB  were  almost  exempt  from  this  poison,  nnd  I  asked 
the  question,  Whi/  this  t\remption  !  There  being  a  caiise  for  every- 
thing, there  must  be  a  cause  for  thia  iion- predisposition  of  infants. 
Thia  problem.  I  Iwlieve,  is  now  solveil,  by  the  fact  that  infants 
lice  upon  ti  milk  liirt.    Therefore  I  believe  that  a — 

Milk  dkt  is  the  (nif  prophyltxctw  Jot  scarlet  fever. 

I  have  alreaily  tested  this  milk  diet  in  fifty-seven  cases,  where 
the  children  have  been  exposed  rlay  and  night  with  a  case  of  scar- 
let fever  in  the  house.  They  have  slept  with  the  patients,  kissed 
them,  and  aided  in  taking  care  of  them ;  and,  so  far,  I  have  not 
one  failure  to  report.  Taking  this,  with  the  great  immunity  of 
nursing  infants,  into  consideration.  I  feel  justified  in  claiming  that 
milk  will  prove  to  be  the  true  prophylactic  in  scarlatina. 

At  least  one  gobletful  of  milk  should  be  taken  three  times  a 
day:  and  a  full  milk  diet  would  be  better.  Of  course,  the  milk 
sliould  be  kept  out  of  the  sick-room,  and  well  covered  to  prevent 
its  acting  as  a  contagion-carrier. 

If  the  daily  use  of  milk  will  prevent  lead  colic  in  the  manu- 
fat'ture  of  white  lead,  where  tiie  workmen  suffer  the  most  violent 
colic  without  its  use,  why  may  it  not  prevent  the  poison  that  pro- 
dures  scarlatina  from  acting',  when  there  is  not  the  one-millioutb 
part  as  much  of  the  contagion  absorbed  as  there  is  of  lead  in  its 
manufacture?  There  irf  aifniifa  found  an  excess  of  fibrine  in  the 
hloftd  iif  HcttrUitiun  patients.  The  Iftcttc  acid  in  viilk,  inhibits  and 
lessens  this  excess  ofjibrlnp,  therclnj  acting  as  a  proph}flactic. 

E3*e8. — Atropia,  given  internally,  or  placed  m  the  eye,  dilates 
the  pupils  of  all  aniumU  excrpt  birds.  Accompanying  this  my- 
driasis, we  have  lessened  intra-ociilar  pressure  and  paralysis  of 
accommodation. 

Dr.  H,  C.  Wood  says:  "Before  discusBing  briefly  the  action 
of  Atropia  upon  the  pupil,  the  fact  that  a  recent  American  female 
writer  has  re-asiserted  the  old  theory  that  the  movements  of  the 
iris  are  ilue  to  erectile  tissue,  or,  in  other  words,  to  its  blood- 
vessels, seems  to  render  necessary  a  few  words  as  to  the  real  mo- 
tile powiT  of  the  part.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  an  indisputable 
anatomical  fact  that  the  iris  is  largely  composed  of  muscular 
lilwrs ;  and  it  is  a  simple  common-sense  deduction  that  the  mus- 
cular libers  are  for  the  purpf^^e  of  causing  motion,  especially 
since,  in  many  animals,  it  can  be  readily  demonstrated,  that, 
while  some  of  these  libers  are  circular,  others  are  radiating,  so 
that  by  position  they  become  antagonistic.  The  paper  of  l>r, 
Alt  seems  to  mo  very  decisive.  In  a  very  elaborate  series  of  ex- 
IM'rimfntfi.  it  was  found,  that,  when  the  upper  cenncal  ganglion 
was  stimulatisl.  the  pupil  dilated  long  before  any  in^'^ence  upon 
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the  vessels  was  detected,  and  that,  on  cessation  of  the  stimula- 
tion,  the  pupil  became  natiinil  loii^  before  tlie  spasiiiH  of  the  ree- 
sela  yieUled, — to  my  miiul  a  proof  that  tht*  gmighoji  has  fibers 
other  than  vaso-motor  libers,  which  control  tht  mubcular  actions 
of  the  iris,  and  are  more  senbitive  than  the  vuHo-motor  filaments ; 
and,  secondarily,  a  proof  that  the  movements  of  the  iris  are  not 
due  to  movements  of  blood-vessela. 

"It  may  tlrst  bo  asserted  that  the  dilatation  induced  l)y  the  loc<d 
apphcation  of  Belladonna,  is  a  nervous  plicnomenon,  and  not 
due  to  a  direct  action  of  the  tUiig  upon  the  mu&cular  libers  of  the 
iris ;  for,  as  all  of  these,  both  the  rndiatiug  and  the  circuhir, 
are  of  the  same  nature  {non  atruiied  in  mammals),  their  antago- 
nism is  simply  due  to  position ;  and  it  seems  inconceivable  that 
mere  position  should  affect  the  relations  between  a  muscle  and  a 
drug.  Moreover,  decisive  proof  is  afforded  by  the  expeiimente  of 
Bernstein  and  Dogiel,  who  found,  that,  while  galvanic  irritation  of 
the  oculo-raotor  nen*e  was  unable  to  cause  contraction  of  the 
pupil  in  the  Atropinized  eye,  yet,  when  the  electronics  were  applied 
to  the  eyes  in  such  a  way  as  to  affect  directly  the  iris,  contraction 
occurred, — phenomena  only  explainnble  by  the  theory  that  the 
nerve-endings  were  pjirulyzed,  while  the  nuisele  was  nnaffectod. 
Of  the  truth  of  this  fihsL'rvation.  there  can  be  no  doubt,  as  it  has 
been  confirmed  by  Dr.  G.  Engelhardt. 

"It  is  just  p<»s8ible.  hideetl,  that  the  observation  as  to  the  non- 
action of  the  mydriatif  upon  tiie  irides  of  birds  is  incorrect. 
Donders  says  that  the  pupillaiy  action  of  Atropia  'is  alight  in 
birds,  in  wbirb  it  was  formerly  overlooked.'  In  my  own  experi- 
ments on  pigeons,  tliere  seemed  to  be  no  distinct  effect. 

"The  dilatation  of  the  pupil  by  the  local  application  of  Atropia 
is  certainly  independrnt  of  nny  nerve  renters  farther  back  tlinn 
the  ciliary  ganglion.  This  is  proven  by  the  following  facts: 
Claude  Bomard  and  Leniattre  both  iiave  found  that  Atropia-my- 
driasis  occurs  in  animals  after  section  of  the  oculo-motor;  and 
I  have  seen  it  in  cases  nf  complete  oculo-motor  paralysis  in  man. 
It  also  takes  place  after  Roction  of  the  trigeminns.  or  of  the  cer- 
vical sympathetic,  or  of  lioth  of  these  nerves,  as  is  shown  by  the 
testimony  of  numerous  observers  and  by  my  own  experiments. 
In  man.  T  have  seen  it  after  paralysis  of  tbe  s\Tnpathotic.  (Philn^ 
iUlph'm  Mfd.  Times,  vol.  i..  p.  SJK).)  Not  only  is  tbe  dilatation  of 
the  pupil  by  the  local  application  of  Atropia  independent  of  the 
central  nervous  system,  but  also  of  the  ciliary  ganglion:  and  it 
is  therefore  due  to  an  action  exerted  directly  upon  the  nerve- 
e»dinij«  in  the  iris.    The  experiments  of  Bernstein  and  Dogiel. 
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confirmed  by  Engelhardt,  already  quoted,  are  in  themselven 
almost  enough  to  establish  the  truth  of  this  proposition.  More 
direct  evidence  iii  not.  however,  wanting.  Thus,  Vieroi-dt  has 
found  that  Atropia.  locally  applied,  still  causes  mydriasis  after  tiie 
removal  of  the  ciliary  ganglion.  It  also  has  been  dibcovered,  that, 
in  the  eye  of  a  frog  removed  from  the  body.  Atropia  will  produce 
dilatation  of  the  pupil,  and  also  in  the  eye  of  a  man  just  dead. 

"It  havmg  been  demonstrated  that  the  mydriasis  of  the  Atro- 
pinized  eye  ia  the  result  of  an  action  upon  the  peripheral  nciTe- 
tibers,  the  questions  arise  :  Are  the  ends  of  the  oculo-motor,  the 
contractor  of  the  pupil,  paralyzed?  or  are  the  ends  of  the  sym- 
pathetic, the  dilator,  stimulated?  oris  there  u  double  influence 
both  these  actions  occurring.  Both  Donders  and  Stellwag  von 
Canon  insist  that  the  paralysis  of  accommodation  is  proof  of 
paralysis  of  the  oculo-motor  nerve;  and  it  seems  to  me  they  do 
so  with  truth.  However  this  may  be,  there  is  much  direct  proof 
that  the  oculo-motor  tibers  are  pariilyzed.  since  the  experinieut  of 
Grunhagen,  sho^Wng  that  galvanization  f>f  the  exposed  oculo- 
motor nerve  does  not  affect  the  Alropinized  pupil,  has  been  eon- 
firmed  by  many. 

"In  aHilicial  mydriasis,  there  is,  then,  undoubtedly  peripheral 
palsy  of  the  omlo-niotor.  The  question  arises:  Is  there,  also, 
stimulation  of  the  dilating  nerve?  Tlie  evidence  aa  to  this  is  not 
so  positive,  but  to  my  mind  indicates  veiy  strongly  that  tliere  is 
such  an  action.  CUnical  experience  certainly  shows  that  the  dila- 
tation produced  by  a  mydriatic  is  not  mei^ely  a  passive  movement 
of  relaxation,  bnt  is  active,  capable  of  tearing  up  inflammatory 
adhesions  even  when  of  some  iirmuess.  Again,  tJie  dilatation  that 
occurs  after  the  paralysis  of  the  oculo-motor  nerve  in  man,  and 
after  its  destniction  in  animals,  ia  not  at  all  equal  to  that  pro- 
duced by  Atropia.  and,  indeed,  can  be  largely  increased  by  the 
action  of  the  di*ug.  Further,  in  the  eye  separated  entii'ely  fi-om 
the  nerve  eenters.  Atropia  still  causes  a  wide  ililatatiou.  The8& 
facts  necessitate  tlie  belief,  either  that  the  alkaloid  acts  upon  tlio 
sympathetic  fibrilbe,  or  that  the  peripheral  til>ers  of  a  nerve  are 
in  themselves  nerve  centers,  acting  upon  the  muscles  of  them- 
selves, even  when  separated  from  their  centers. 

"In  ponclufiion.  the  action  of  Atropia  applied  to  the  eye 
may  lie  summed  up  as  follows :  Tbe  mydriasis  is  the  result  of 
direct  influence  upon  the  peripheral  nerve  fil>ers ;  tbose  of  the 
oculo-motor  being  certainly  paralyzed ;  those  of  the  sympathetic 
and' its  ally,  the  trigeminus,  being  probably  excited. 
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"In  regard  to  the  constttutioual  uctiuu  of  Atropia,  it  is  evi- 
<lent,  that,  when  the  Alkaloid  is  ndiiiiiiistered  interually,  there  are 
^jnly  fimr  possible  ways  in  which  it  can  cause  mydriaais:  1.  Uy 
ucthig  aloue  ou  the  sympathetic  tiei*ve  eentere,  as  a  fitimulant. 
2.  By  actiiis  alone  on  the  oculu-motor  nerve  centers  aa  a  paraly- 
zant. 3.  By  comhiuiug  these  attioua.  4.  By  heing  earned  to  the 
■eye,  and  acting  as  though  loeally  applied." 

To  get  rapid  and  decided  etfects,  hh  enumerated  above,  with 
Atropia,  diaaolve  one  grain  of  Atropia  iu  a  tluid  draclim  of  water. 
One  drop  placed  upon  the  cnnjiuictiva  will,  in  from  five  to  lifteen 
minutes,  dilate  the  pupil  of  the  healthy  eye  to  more  than  double 
itH  ordinary  size,  and  rtitain  it  so  for  four  or  five  days.  Apply 
with  a  hue  caniel's-hair  pencil  at  the  canthus  of  the  eye. 

Belladonna  is  a  direct  tiesue-irritant  to  the  eye,  producing 
hyperemia  of  the  ocular  memhrones,  sometimes  acute  oonjunc- 
tivitifi.  affecting  the  whole  eye.  retina,  lachrymal  sac  and  canals. 
Witli  this  congestion,  we  have  presbyopia,  chroniatopeia,  photop- 
sia.  and  amanrosis. 

Homntrop'm  or  Oxtftolufjt-tropein. — This  is  a  new  Alkaloid  pre- 
pared from  Atropia  by  the  use  of  Amygdalic  and  dilute  Hydro- 
chloric acids.  It  is  a  mydrintk'  that  in  many  cases  will  super- 
sede ^i/r'>;>i4r;  as  its  mydriatic  action  is  much  more  rapid  than 
that  of  Atropia  or  I)uhoi*'ta,  far  less  irritating  than  either,  and  its 
effects  much  more  evanescent.  Under  the  influence  of  Homatro- 
pin,  the  pupil  begins  to  dilate  in  Hfteeu  minutes,  and  attains  its 
maximum  size  in  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes,  when  used  in 
solutions  of  from  cigbt  to  fifteen  grains  to  the  ounre  of  water. 
When  weaker  solutions  are  used.^one  and  two  grains  to  the 
ounce.^the  maximum  degree  of  dilation  is  not  reached  until  three 
hours  afttT  the  instillation  into  tbe  eye. 

After  thu  instillation  of  Atropia,  the  patient  is  unable  to  read 
for  ten  days ;  after  that  of  Duboisia,  for  three  or  f(Mir  days ;  but, 
after  that  of  Homatropin,  he  can  read  on  the  following  day. 

Tiiis  will  be  a  valuable  agent  for  producing  temporarj'  mydria- 
sis when  neccssarj'  for  tlie  examination  of  the  fundus  of  the  eye ; 
but,  for  a  therapeutic  agent  in  effecting  a  forcible  dilation  of  the 
pnpil,  it  will  be  of  but  slight  utility,  on  account  of  its  ephemeral 
action. 

In  glaucoma  of  the  eye,  its  use  would  be  dangeuous,  from  its 
action  increasing  the  intra-ocular  tension. 
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Therapeutic  liulividnality. 


The  inception,  or  starting-point,  of  the  affection  is  in  the  brain 
when  Belladonna  is  indicated ;  and  it  is  during  the  &rst  stage  of 
iuHamuiation,  before  plastic  eifuaiou  arrives. 

FuriouH  delirium,  with  a  wild  look;  wishes  to  strike,  bite,  or 
quarrel,  face  tlushed,  and  eyes  red. 

"Almost  constant  moaning ;  the  child  remaimi  in  a  di'owsy  or 
sleepy  state,  with  Htarting  and  jumping  while  sleeping ;  Hushed 
face  uihI  red  uyea." — U, 

"Child  cries  out  sudilenly,  and  ceases  just  as  suddenly." — G- 

Desire  to  escape,  with  restlessness  and  anxiety. 

"Bage;  tears  the  clothes,  bites,  kicks,  strikes,  howls,  and 
shrieks."— Li;)pf. 

Crying,  laughing,  dancing,  or  muttering  delirium,  with  phan- 
tasms ;  heat  in  head,  and  Hushed  face. 

"Sleepiness,  but  can  not  aleej)." — O. 

Head.— Violent  congestion  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  loss  of 
consciousness;  carotids  throb  violently;  jugulars  swollen;  face 
bloated  and  red.  Worse  from  motion  and  touch ;  light  and  noise 
are  intolerable. 

When  stooping,  or  rising  from  a  stooping  posture,  has  vertigo, 
with  flickering  Iwfore  the  eyes,  and  a  tendency  to  fall  bnckward 
or  to  the  left  side. 

"Vertigo,  with  vanishing  of  sight,  stupefaction  and  debility."

Epilepsy  from  irritatiou  of  the  medulla  oblongata,  with  active 
oerebrwl  rongestion  ;  Kcarlet  face,  and  foaming  at  the  month.  (It 
has  cured  many  cases.) 

Infantile  convulsions,  when  of  an  active  chanicter  and  start- 
ing from  the  mndiilla  oblonsatn.  with  beat  in  bead. 

Neuralgia  of  the  bead  and  fate,  with  tlusbefl  face. 

nizziness,  as  if  ever>'tbing  wore  going  round  or  swimraiuff, 
with  confusion,  stupidity,  and  beat  in  the  head. 

Pains  gradiially  inrrcase  until  intolerable :  then  suddenly  de- 
oline.  and  re-ap])eBr  elsewhere. 

Marcy  and  Hunt  say :  "The  specific  action  of  Mladimnu  is 
on  the  cerebral  system,  which  is  the  i>oint  from  which  all  its 
H>TnptomH  radiate,  as  from  a  center,  in  all  diseases.  Even  tbo 
intlnmmutious  induced  by  this  remedy  always  emanate  from 
within  outward,  by  an  increAsed  action  in  the  central  organs. 
Thus,  in  the  exanthemata,  as  soon  as  the  eniption  appears,  the 
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severe  cerebral  3>'inptoiDS,  the  headaches  and  general  febrile  symp- 
loma  l^caused  by  the  uervous  feystem  ii-ritating  the  vawular]  dis- 
appear. When  an  exaiitheinatoiis  eruption  in  suppressed,  thu 
brain  is  iustantiy  the  seat  of  a  violent  attack.  Belladonna  cures 
only  those  diseatieH  of  the  splanclinic  nervous  system,  or  of  the 
abdomen  or  utenia.  in  which  tliere  are  more  or  Icbs  bniin  R>Tnp- 
toms.  In  all  visceral  inflammations  cured  i>y  Belladonna,  wo  may 
safely  conclude  that  tlicse  diseases  were  expulsions  of  inimical 
agents  which  orit^inaliy  thieulcnetl  to  attack  the  cerebral  uer\'0U8 
system.  The  sauie  renuirks  apply  to  all  fevers,  especiaDy  typhus, 
or  ihkijetir'iti  nvrvuHn  vcnuifllia." 

Speaking  of  iullammation,  Prof.  R.  Ludlam  says:  "Bella- 
donna ia  centric  in  its  operation.  If  diminishes  ihe  caliber  of 
the  blood-vessels,  after  having  just  impressed  the  cerebro-spinal 
centers.  The  capillary  (^outraclion  caused  by  its  primary  action, 
is  followed  by  a  relaxation  in  tlie  fibrous  coat  of  the  vessels,  which 
corresponds  to  Bennett's  second  stii^'c  of  intlammution 

"This  change  from  contra<:tion  to  tUlatation  is  more  or  less 
marked  in  deproe,  and  depends  upon  a  diniiniiliou  in  the  reflex 
power  of  the  spinal  cord,  in  the  motor  current  at  its  source.  The 
hypenemia  results  from  a  direct  derangement  in  the  function  of 
the  vBSO-motor  nerves.  Belladonna  reduces  the  hyperffsthesia  of 
the  nervous  system,  upon  which  the  congestion  is  consequent.  It 
affords  reUef  by  a  removal  of  the  cause  of  the  abnormal  phenom- 
ena. It  does  not  promote  diaphoresis,  is  not  critical  in  its  results, 
has  no  special  relation  to  the  eniunctories,  but  is  appropriate  to, 
and  exercises  a  calniativo  intluenoo  over,  deranged  function  or 
reflex  action.*' 

Eyes.— Eyes  red.  glistening  and  sparkling ;  wild  and  unsteady 
look:  face  red,  hot.  and  swollen. 

Congehtinn  of  blood  to  the  eyes,  with  bright  i-edness  of  the  ves- 
rtcls;  pupils  contracted,  and  great  photophobia. 

Acute  conjunctivitis,  with  pressing  pains  as  jf  the  eyes  were 
full  of  sand,  and  tenrlntr  pains  as  if  the  eye  woiUd  be  torn  from 
the  socket;  pupils  dilntfd  and  inHensible. 

Secretion.  First  burning  dryness,  then  involuntar>'  lachry- 
mation,  with  pressing  pains  and  intense  photophobia.  Hj^pene- 
mia  of  the  optic  nen*e  and  retina,  with  cerebral  congestion ;  pho- 
topsiac  sparkt^.  Mames  and  bright  spots. 

Convulsive  movements  of  the  eyeballs  in  the  light,  with  terri- 
ble pressing  psins ;  mydriasis. 

HypersBsthesia  of  the  retina,  in  ametropic  conditions  of  the  eye. 
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Neuralgia,  particiilarly  affecting  tho  right  eye,  with  a  feeling 
as  if  the  eyes  would  be  pressed  out  of  the  skull. 

Fare.— Face  very  red  and  congested,  or  great  redness  of  the 
face ;  heat  iu  the  head  and  thi-obbing  in  carotids. 
Face  swollen,  bright  red,  eryHipoIutous, 
Spa8modi(^  di8toi'ti<iu  of  the  mouth. 
"Thick,  swollen  upper  lip;  guma  swollen."—//^. 
Nose  becomes  suddenly  red  at  the  point,  with  bumiBg. 

Eai-s-— Earache,  intensely  violent,  with  sharp  shocks  and 
preaaing,  tearing  pains.  (Apply  a  few  drops  of  a  solution  of 
Atropia,  one  gi'ain  to  the  ounce.) 

Illusions  of  hearing,  buzzing,  rushing,  deafness,  and  stitching 
in  the  ears  and  throat  when  swallowing. 

Month. — Tongue  partinlly  paralyzed,  right  side  more  affected ; 
deep  red,  trembling  tongue. 

Excessive  dryness  of  the  fances ;  dysphagia,  constriction,  and 
constant  inclination  to  swallow,  which  is  painful. 

"Sore  throat,  fauces  and  phar^Tix  deep  red ;  soft  palate  and 
tonsils  swollen ;  swallowing  pninful.  particularly  of  Huids ;  speech 
thick;  feels  as  if  there  was  a  lump  in  the  throat,  which  induces 
hawking;  throat  swollen  outside,  and  sensitive  to  touch."—////. 

Tongue ;  the  papilhe  are  of  a  deej)  red,  inflamed  and  enlarged ; 
trembling  when  protruded,  sometimes  dry  and  glistening. 

Parotid  glands  hard,  red,  and  swollen. 

Mercurial  salivation.  No  knowu  remedy  will  check  the  sali- 
vary secretion  with  such  promptness  as  Atrojiia. 

Tonsillitis.  Tonsils  bright  red  and  swollen,  with  great  dry- 
ness of  the  fances.  and  complete  arrest  of  the  secretions. 

The  fauces  and  tonsils  are  one  of  the  cardinal  centers  for  the 
action  of  Atnipia. 

Spasms  of  the  throat,  can  not  swallow. 

Intlammation  of  the  buccal  cavity,  mucous  membranes  dry, 
red,  and  swollen. 

Tongue  luit,  di*>'.  red,  cracked  ;  or  i*ed  on  the  edpes,  with  brown 
fur  in  the  center ;  tenaoions  yellow  rancus  jnoniings. 

TiKil-hache,  of  a  throbbing,  tearing,  drawing  nature,  worse  at 
night,  from  cold  air,  and  from  mental  exertion  and  contact. 

A  feeling  in  the  throat  and  (esophagus  of  constriction,  so  that 
nothing  can  be  swallowed,  it  is  so  dr>'. 

"Inrtanimatory  affections  of  the  throat  can  hardly  be  men- 
tioned in  tuiy  connection  without  calling  to  mind  Btilladonna  as  a 
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remedy,  bo  universal  is  it&  use  aud  so  efficacious  is  it.  In  simple 
Voubillitis,  when  the  tonsils  are  swollen  aud  present  a  bright  red 
appeurHuce,  with  painful  and  dillicuit  deglutition;  at  &Yht  dry- 
neps  of  the  fauces,  aud  theu  moderate  seoretiou  of  ropy  mucus  or 
L:Lliva,  with  the  characteriHtie  pulse  aud  face,  Belladoima  suHieea 
vo  effect  a  cure  in  a  few  hours.  It  is  equally  useful  in  pharyngitis, 
in  indammation  of  the  soft  palate  aud  UMila,  aud  of  the  larynx 
when  the  mucous  memhrune  and  the  sub-mucous  cellular  tissue 
are  hoth  involved.  The  redness  is  vivid ;  the  pain  is  acute,  tense, 
aud  often  throbbing ;  the  arterial  action  very  decided." — D. 

Stomach.— Constaut  inclination  to  swallow,  a  feeling  as  if  he 
would  tiutlocate  if  he  did  not  swallow. 

SpasHifi  of  the  stomach  during  a  meal,  the  pain  running  to  the 
spine  ;  diiiicult  and  scanty  vomituig. 

AlKloiiieu. — "Colic  in  hypogastric  region,  as  if  from  clutching 
id  griping  with  the  nails.'" — 0.  L^^ressiug  and  fullness  of  the 
Dmach.] 

"Tenderness  of  the  abdomen,  is  apgi'avated  by  the  least  jar, 
even,  of  the  bed  or  chnir  upon  which  she  hes  or  sits.  Obliged 
when  walking  to  step  with  care." — flif. 

Pressing,  spasmodic,  cramp-like  pains  in  epigitstrium. 

Stool.— "The  child  tunis  very  red  in  the  face  before  and  dur- 
ing eaeli  stool,  which  is  watery  aud  expelled  with  great  force." — 
Dr.  Bayes. 

Invohintnry  disrharge  of  the  fafces.  from  pftralysis  of  the 
Bphincter  ani,  is  a  marked  svmptom.  Frequent  tenesmus,  with- 
out stool :  stools  of  thin,  yellow  water. 

"Piles,  with  a  feeling  as  if  the  back  would  break.'* — G. 

"Piles  80  sensitive  to  the  slifrhtest  touch  that  the  patient  has 
to  lie  down,  with  the  nates  separated.*'— /?ffnc. 

Proctal^a.  with  severe  spasma  of  the  sphincter  ani.  (Use 
Atropia,  2d  decimal.) 

In  targe  doses,  Stille  says,  "Belladonna  is  a  remedy  par  ex~ 
reiieiicr  for  constipation." 

Trlnary  Organs.— InvoluntaiT  micturition,  wets  the  bed  at 
night,  restless,  starts  in  sleep.     (Use  Atropia.) 

Spasms  of  the  urethra  and  incontinence  of  urine.  Atropia 
blunts  the  sensibility  and  allays  the  spapms  of  the  neck  of  the 
bladder.    A  large  dose  of  .\trnptJL  ni  night  will  act  like  magic. 

Urination  difficult,  comes  in  drops. 
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SexnAl  Orgniis,  Mal4\— Acute  inflammation  of  the  testicles, 
with  much  iuiiuration ;  sexual  desire  lost. 

Gonorrhaa,  with  much  inJlamumtiou  and  chordee. 
Sexual  instinct  lost  entirely ;  testes  drawn  up. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Pressure  downward,  as  if  all  the 
coutfuta  of  the  abdomen  would  protnide  thi'ough  the  vulva;  es- 
pecially ill  dysmeno!Thcea. 

"(Jrcat  pressing  in  the  genital  organs,  as  if  ever5*thing  would 
protrude,  worse  early  in  the  mornings." — G. 

Os  uteri  rigid,  hot,  and  dry,  with  cerehral  excitement. 

Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  uterus.  Secretions  arrested; 
dysmeiiorrhixa. 

Acute  metritis,  with  many  brain  symptoms,  delirium,  etc. 

Stitching,  sharp  puinH  in  the  ovaiy,  that  come  suddenly,  and 
go  suddenly ;  right  ovarj*  enlargeil. 

Profuf*e  Hoo4liug.  blood  bright  red,  with  a  feeling  as  if  the 
uterus  would  fom«  through  the  vagina. 

"Menses  too  early;  blood  bright  red." — O. 

Offensive  nieirorrljagia.     (Of  great  value.) 

Vagina  hot  and  dry,  especially  in  labor. 

For  mastitis,  mamiuffi  indurated  and  very  painful,  use  it 
locally  as  well  as  interaally.     (See  "Glands".) 

"Breasts  feel  heavy ;  are  very  hard,  and  redness  runs  in  radii." 
^-O.     [It  arrests  the  secretion  of  milk  at  once.] 

For  acute  diseases  o(  the  mammte,  it  is  the  most  useful  remedy 
in  the  Materia  Medica.     Used  locally  and  internally. 

ReHplratory  System.— For  common  colds,  with  hard,  dry, 
teasing,  spasmodic  cough,  worse  at  night,  no  remedy  in  the 
Materia  Medica  can  equal  Atropia  (2d  dec).  The  constant  sen- 
sation of  wanting  to  cough,  where  the  spasmodic  element  predom* 
inates,  is  its  great  indication. 

"A  dry,  hacking,  spasmodic  cough,  as  if  something  had  fallen 
into  the  bronchi,  or  dust  had  lodged  in  the  larynx ;  with  tight- 
ness in  the  chest  and  upper  air-tubes;  greatly  aggravated  even- 
ings and  when  lying  dosvn." — I). 

"Tukrfi  cold  from  every  draft  of  air,  especially  when  uncover- 
ing the  bend  ;  complaints  from  cutting  the  hair."— f/<?. 

AsthiiiM.  No  bronchial  secretions,  the  dyspnoea  is  parovysmal. 
According  to  Dr.  Harlcy,  in  asthma  onginating  in  penplieral  or 
centric  nervous  irritation,  the  subcutaneous  injection  of  Atropia 
is  followed  by  long  continued  relief.  Tlie  dose  must  be  large  if 
Belladonna  is  used. 
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Nervous^  epaBinodic,  dry  cough,  at  night ;  loo&e  mornings. 

^hooping-cotigh.  In  some  epidemics,  Atropia  will  core  the 
paroxysmal  cough  in  one  week. 

"EBpecially  in  irritable  and  inflammatory  conditions  of  tho 
larynx  and  trachea ;  the  cough  is  dry ;  or,  if  there  be  any  sputa, 
it  is  only  after  long  coughing,  consisting  of  muous,  or  mucus  and 
blood  ;  aggravated  in  the  evening  or  early  night,  particularly  just 
after  lyiug  down." — Z>. 


Skin.— Eniptions.  smooth,  scarlet  color,  with  very  pale  face; 
or  face  hot,  red,  and  swollen. 

"Erysipelas,  with  smooth,  shining  skin,  and  not  much  swol- 
len."— linue.     'Eruptions  appear  suddenly  aud  vanish  suddenly.] 

Skin  highly  congested,  dry,  ln-iglit  red  and  smooth  surface,  as 
found  in  boils,  scarlatina,  and  erysipelas. 

In  dispositiou  to  perspn-e,  esptfially  copious  night  sweats, 
material  doses  of  Belladonna,  eHi)eeialiy  Atropia,  are  of  great 
value.  The  Allopathic  school  use  it  to  arrest  the  secretion  of 
perspiration  in  all  kinds  of  coUiqnative  sweats,  but  give  decided 
preference  to  its  hypodermic  and  local  use.  Dr.  Fothergill  has 
had  marked  Huccess  in  the  sweating  of  phthisis.  He  gives  from 
one- seventieth  of  a  grain,  but  sometimes  has  to  give  as  much  aa 
one-twentieth,  of  Atropia.  Ue  uses  a  liniment  of  eau  de  Cologne, 
in  abundant,  fnul-smelling  sweat  of  the  feet  or  arm-pits. 

.\tropia  promptly  checks  sweating  pro<luced  by  a  hot  Turkish 
bath.  Tlie  lOOth  (our  Grst  centesimal)  will  in  a  few  seconds  com- 
pletely dry  the  skin,  and  maintain  it  dry,  notwithstanding  the 
continuance  of  the  bath. 

Sudden  hot  Hushes,  followed  by  perspiration,  at  the  climao* 
teric.    (Use  Atropia.) 

IniiammationB  that  come  suddenly  and  leave  suddenly;  and 
the  same  with  neuralgia. 

Intlamraation  of  the  encephalon  in  the  first  stage  of  engorge- 
ment and  plastic  deposit.  As  soon  as  serous  eflfusion  commences, 
the  case  is  beyond  the  province  of  Belladonna;  and  such  reme- 
dies as  Bry.,  Ai*n.,  Hell.,  Sulph,.  and  Zinc,  should  be  studied, 

'*Where  there  is  doubt  whether  Aconite  or  Belladonna  should 
l>e  given.  T  have  always  found  that  a  disposition  to  perspire  con- 
stitutes a  valuable  indication  for  Belladonna." — Btwhr. 

Exophthalmic  goiter.  Dr.  R.  T.  Smith  has  made  two  most 
brilliant  mres  with  Belladonna  in  tive-drop  doses.  We  should 
try  it  hypoUermically  iu  goiter. 
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To  relieve  neuralgia  in  any  part  of  the  body,  Alropia  locally, 
liy  injection  under  the  skin  over  the  pain,  or  given  iutenially.  is 
of  great  value. 

Upper  Limbs.— "Shooting  pains  in  the  left  shoulder,  with 
drawing  pains  in  the  inner  side  of  arm ;  great  weakness  of  the 
arm."— //a/i. 

"Poraljiic,  drawing,  pressing  pains  in  upper  extremities,  with 
tearing  pains  in  the  joints  of  the  lingers ;  the  pains  come  and  go 
suddenly." — Halt. 

Convulnive  movements  of  the  limbs  ;  hands  and  feet  heavy. 

Lower  Limbs. — "Fain  in  thighs  and  legs  as  if  beaten;  gnaw- 
ing  pains  along  the  bones  ;  tearing  in  the  joints ;  pain  gradually 
rises  from  the  tarsal  jointKtothe  hips;  necessitating  while  sitting 
constant  motion  and  shifting  of  the  feet." — Ifah. 

Tearing  pains  in  middle  of  inside  leg.  nnintlnenoed  by  motion. 

Over-excitability  of  all  the  senses ;  great  restleaaness,  sudden 
starting. 

Fever. — Fever  commencing  in  the  night :  much  chilliness,  fol- 
lowed by  much  heat,  high  temperature,  intense  burning  heat 
within  and  without :  tliirst  after  sweat ;  liead  much  congested. 

General  dry  beat  without  tliirst :  sleep  exceedingly  restless. 

For  copiouH  niglit  sweats,  .\tropia.  2d  dec,  is  of  great  value. 

Intiammation  nud  iiidumtion  of  glands. 

Aggravation.-  Afternoons,  evenings;  especially  at  night. 
Amelioration.— During  rest,  and  in  warm  room.

IV,  Locally.    Powerful  Antiseptic  and  tHsin/ectant. 

MncouM  MfiiibraneA. — Borax  produces  aphthous  inttamma- 
tion.  especiaUy  of  the  buccal  cavity  auU  anus,  which  is  probably 
caused  by  an  undue  generation  of  acid,  the  result  of  the  femieuta- 
tiou  of  the  food  in  the  primae  vise, 

Hkin. — Slight  injuries  suppurate,  and  the  skin  in  unhealthy, 
from  an  acid  state  of  tlie  blood,  producing  pnu*igiiiou8  eniptions. 

Sexual  Onrans,  Female.— Afany  physicians  believe  Borax  to 
be  a  real  rvhtlir.  It  <'erlainly  exerts  a  stimulating  action  ni>on 
the  uterud:  and  Dr.  Goldins  Bird  has  seen  it  produce  ahoriion 
twice.  Pereira  says  it  promotes  menstnintinn ;  iilleviutpH  the 
pain  :  facilitates  parturition  :  allajnng  the  pain,  anil  favoring  the 
expulsion  of  the  placenta  and  lochia. 

Lofally. — Recent  investigations  have  revealed  that  Borax  is  a 
jwwerful  antiseptic  and  disinfectant.  It  is  a  direct  poison  to  the 
lower  forms  of  life;  0.75  per  cent  of  Boracie  acid  is  sufticient  to 
prevent  the  development  of  bacteria  ;  and  some  day  it  wilt  have  a 
wide  range  in  antiseptic  surgery.  It  is  readily  dieeolved  in  water, 
which  makes  it  still  more  useful. 

TlieraiK'ntic  Individuality. 

Tn  excessively  nrid  jieople.  especially  children.  Borax  will  pro- 
duce, at  once,  an  iilkiiline  blixnl  pabulum,  and  strike  at  the  cause 
of  all  the  sntferinf;. 
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"Very  important  in  many  cases  of  rHfficult  dentition,  and 
catarrhal  affections  of  little  children." — F. 

"Very  nervous;  can  not  sleep  well;  starts  at  the  least 
noise."

Herons  Membrane!?.— Bryonia  produces  inftnramation  of  a 
torpid.  rheunmticc!iKracter,  followed  t)yserouft  effusion.  It  selects, 
especially,  parenohymatous  orguna  inclosed  in  serous  rneml'runes, 
especially  alTecting  the  pleune  of  the  lungs  and  of  the  thorax; 
next  in  order  the  arachnoid ;  then  the  B>'iiorial  tnembraneR, 
liver,  peritoneum,  kidneys,  and  muscular  fiber.  The  powerful 
and  specific  inlluence  it  has  over  serous  membranes  and  muscu- 
lar fiber,  with  its  fever  and  sour  sweats,  all  point  to  its  rheumatic 
base.  It  is  l)elieved  that  most  cases  of  intlammation  affecting 
serous  membranes  are  of  a  rheumatic  character ;  and  this  showa 
US  why  Bryonia  is  so  useful  in  diseaHea  of  serous  membraues. 

Of  the  two  chief  viscera  enfolded  by  the  peritoneum,  the  liver 
is  much  more  affected  than  the  kidneys,  with  tensive,  burning 
pains  over  the  liver,  with  jaundice. 

"If  yon  will  read  the  autopsies  of  the  animals  poisoned  nt 
Vienna,  this  fact  will  abundantly  appear.  In  the  fii'st,  thepleuiui 
were  injected  and  full  of  serum,  and  the  peritoneum  and  arnrh- 
noid  only  were  reddened  ;  but,  in  the  sixth,  the  pleura?  were  as  in 
the  first,  and  the  pericardial  vessels  were  injected.  Correspond- 
ingly, the  provers  have  the  characteristic  pleuritic  pains,  with 
fever;  and,  although  the  symptoms  of  the  head,  heaH,  and  nl}d(>- 
men,  ar»^  undecisive,  they  at  least  do  not  forbid  the  supposition 
of  an  affection  of  their  respective  serous  membraues.  Moreover, 
those  close  allies  of  the  serous  sacs,  the  synovial  membrnnea, 
which  are  more  easily  affected  by  drug  action,  give  plain  iudic»-

iion  of  BufiTering  from  Bryonia.  The  joints  swell  and  become 
tender,  espeoially  those  of  the  fingerfi.    .     .     . 

"It  is  curious,  that,  of  all  the  soroua  membranes,  the  plem%  are 
the  most  readily  inttiienced  by  Bi-yonia  ;  so.  of  all  the  viflcera,  the 
litntjH  are  those  wliich  suffer  most.  The  short,  quiok,  and  op- 
pressed breathing,  vdih  heat  and  pain  in  the  chest,  experienced 
by  the  provei's.  tinds  its  intei'pretation  in  the  phenomena  pre- 
sented by  the  poisoned  animals.  In  these,  the  limgs  were  always 
of  deeper  color,  with  diminished  crepitation^  white  in  two  the 
lower  lobes  were  hepatized.       .     .    . 

"Next  to  the  lungs,  the  brain  iit  the  organ  which  shows  most 

js  of  being  affected  by  Bryonia.  There  is  no  perversion  of  the 
Bnsorial  fmictions,  as  with  Belladonna,  and  the  determination  of 
blood  does  not  pass  beyond  the  stage  of  congestion.  But  up  to 
this  point  it  is  very  well  marked ;  and  the  provens  get  a  hot  and 
red  face,  with  headache  (generally  frontal),  sense  of  weight  and 
fnlluess,  vertigo,  and  often  epistaxis." — Hutfhei* 

Noack  and  Trinks  say  :  "Bn,'ouia  excites  both  the  peripheral 
nerves  and  capillary  vessels,  thus  giving  rise  to  symptoms  inter- 
mediate between  inllammation  and  nervous  irritation.  It  has 
striking  relations  with  serous  membranes,  and  is  especially  suita- 
ble in  hyperemia  of  the  latter.  Bryonia  is  especially  indicated 
in  affections  where  resorption  is  required  :  in  tjTihoid  inhltratious, 
serous  effusions,  and  sanguineous  exudations." 


Mnroiis  Membranes.— Bryonia  especially  affects  the  large 
intestines.  pnxUicing  an  atonic,  dry  mucous  surface,  with  consti- 
pation :  or  intense  colitis,  with  muco-bloody  stools,  as  found  in 
dysentery.  Peyer's  glands  are  also  affocfeil  similnrly  as  in  en- 
teric fever,  where  Brj'onia  has  cained  so  mf»iiy  laurels. 

Hahnptiiaiui  flays:  "Rryonin  is  one  of  the  few  remedies,  of 
which  the  primary  action  is  to  diminish  the  infostiniil  excretion 
and  peristaltic  action  :  and  there  is  no  desire  for  stool." 

Dr.  R.  Hughes  saya :  "Bryonia  is  an  acrid,  and  hence  large 
doses  can  not  hut  irritate  the  ahmentary  mucous  membrane. 
Accordingly,  we  have  in  the  provers  sore  throat,  vomiting  and  diar- 
rhfpa.  with  colic  and  fiahilenee;  in  animals,  an  aphthous  month. 
and  ulcers  in  the  stomach  and  intestines.  But  the  essential 
phenomena  of  Bryonia  in  the  gastro- intestinal  sphere  do  not 
seem  to  depend  upon  irritntinn  of  the  mucous  meml)rane.  They 
are  water-brash  (with  this,  there  is  the  characteristic  contractive 
pain  at  the  lower  end  of  the  (Bsophagus).  bitter  risings  and  vom- 
itings, pH'ssnre  on  the  stomach,  feeling  of  load  as  if  a  stone  were 
thrre.  and  constipation." 
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"The  respiratory  mucous  memlirane  ia  anqnestionably  affected 
by  Bryonia ;  tLougli  I  doubt  whether  tho  irritation  extends  lower 
than  the  first  division  of  the  bronchi.  The  Hymptoras  (pain. 
cough),  whenever  located,  are  referred  to  the  trachea  and  its  bifur- 
cation ;  and  these  parts  only  were  found  injected  in  the  poisoned 
animals.  The  pneumonia  set  up  by  Bryonia  was  never  associated 
with  U'onchitia ;  in  this,  it  ia  striKingly  different  from  that  of 
Tartar  emetic  and  Phosphorus.  U  Bryonia  causes  nasal  catarrh, 
it  is  dry,  and  the  cough  has  little  expectoration,  and  is  continu- 
ous, irritating,  and  violent,  often  causing  retching,  ajid  paina  in 
the  walls  of  the  clu^ai.'—Htufhcs. 

The  foolish  rei>etition  of  M.  Curie's  statement,  that  Bryonia 
caxiseH  pseuih-jnemhra nous  formatiou  in  the  trachea,  claiming  it  to 
be  a  dynamic  ettect  of  the  drug,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  has  carried  the 
astute  mind  of  Dr.  K.  Hughes  to  make  a  gross  error.  Never  was 
a  more  nonsfiisieal  thiur;  palmed  off  on  the  profession.  In  poi- 
soning animals  with  such  large  doses  of  tinctures,  great  quantities 
of  the  drug  pass  down  the  trachea ;  and.  tliroTigh  its  tnechnnipal 
irritntiim,  it  produces  this  pseudo-memlnane.  \  produced  most 
beautiftd  specimens  of  this  effect  with  Baptisia  an<l  Robuna,  in 
dogs,  the  whole  lengtli  of  the  trachea,  and  found  alcohol  would 
do  thtf  same  thing.  At  first,  I  was  delighted,  but  soon  learned 
that,  practically,  it  amounted  to  nothhig;  and  any  man  who  pins 
his  faith  on  curing  membranous  croup,  or  any  pseudo-membrane, 
with  Bryonia,  will  have  the  reward  of  making  out  a  death  certifi- 
cate. 

Muscular  SyHlt^m.— "In  one  of  the  animals  poisoned  with 
Bryoiua  ut  N'lentiu,  where  a  very  minute  autopsy  was  made  by  a 
practical  pathologist,  it  is  noticed  that  the  substance  of  the  heart 
and  the  muscles  of  the  neck  were  intensely  red.  Putting  this 
together  with  the  soreness  and  the  pain  on  motion  experienced 
by  the  provers  in  so  many  parts  of  the  body,  even  to  the  produc- 
tion of  pleurodynia  and  lumbago,  I  venture  to  set  down  our  drug 
as  a  specific  irritant  to  muscular  fiber.  As  we  liave  no  other 
medicine  with  such  an  action,  we  must  not  lose  even  the  hint  of 
it  supplied  by  these  facts." — Uiujhes. 


Therapontic  Iiidiviilnality. 

Bryonia  is  the  sovereign  remedy  for  all  intlammalions  that 
have  iKlvanced  to  the  stage  of  serous  effusion.  Tim  action  ex.- 
teuds  over  all  the  serous  membraneB. 
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Hempel  says:  "Bryonia  is  particularly  adapted  to  inHamma- 
iioDs  of  a  torpid  cbaracter,  wheu  developing  theniHelvu8  from  a 
rheumatic  base;  or,  in  acute  iullummatiuUH  wliich  threaten  to 
pass  into  the  stage  of  exudation  or  paralysis,  with  a  small,  soft,  or 
even  compressible  and  somewhat  aoceleitited  pulse." 

Dr.  0.  Dmiham  savH :  "Bryonia's  action,  as  appears  from  the 
pro\-iiig.  is  exerted  chietiy  upon  the  nervous  system  of  animal 
life,  presiding  over  ratiocination  and  voluntai-y  motion;  upon  the 
gastro-intt^stinal  regions  producing  various  perversions  of  diges- 
tion, a  deticient  intestinal  secretion,  and  a  form  of  constipation, 
and,  moreover,  the  symptoms  of  a  well-marked  hepatitis.  Upon 
the  respiratory  mucous  membrane,  the  action  of  Bryonia,  though 
evident,  is  subordinate.  The  serous  membranes  of  the  large 
cavities,  and  of  the  joints,  and  the  ligaments,  are  eminently 
affected.  Finally,  the  female  sexual  organs  are  in  such  wise  af- 
fected that  menorrhagia  is  produced,  the  discharge  being  florid. 

"The  secretions  from  the  mtestiual  surfaces  an*  diminished ; 
the  capillary  circulation  somewhat  impeded  m  the  mucous  mem- 
branes, but  particularly  so  in  the  serous  membranes  which  line 
the  closed  cavities  of  the  pleura,  peritoneum,  pericardium,  and 
joints.  As  a  sequel  of  this  impediment,  we  have  cfiFusion  (so 
called)  into  the  cavities." 

In  all  diseases,  the  great  characteristic  for  Bryonia  is  stitch- 
ing, tearing  pains,  greatly  aggravated  by  motion,  relieved  by  rest, 
and  worse  at  niglit. 

People  with  a  choleric  temperament,  bilious  tendency,  dark 
hair  and  complexion,  with  firm,  fleshy  fiber. 

Head. — Exceedingly  irritable ;  everything  makes  Iiim  angry". 
Headache  as  if  it  would  split  open  ;  greatly  aggravate*!  by  motion, 
opening  the  eyes,  or  stooping ;  relieved  by  pressure  and  closing 
the  eyes. 

Congestive  headache  as  if  the  forehead  would  burst  open, 
l>metimeK  with  epistaxis. 

C'onfusiou  of  the  head,  a  distracted  state  of  the  sensorium. 
When  we  consider  this  symptom  in  conjunction  with  the  pecuUar 
febrile  symptoms,  the  lassitude,  etc.,  we  shall  perceive  its  signifi- 
cance. 

"Great  heaviness  of  the  whole  head ;  weight  upon  the  vertex. 
Vertigo  when  fasting,  when  standing,  and  especially  on  first 
rising  from  a  seat,  compelling  to  sit,  often  conjoined  with  head- 
ache in  the  occiput,  aggravated  by  motion."—/). 
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"The  majority  of  the  head  Bymptoms  of  Bryonia  refer  to  the 
occiput ;  and  we  shall  tind  it  more  frequently  culled  hr  in  head- 
ache involving  the  occiput.  The  pathoJogico-auatomieal  results 
of  Bryoniti-poisoniiig  art :  licduess  of  the  diploe.  injection  of  the 
inner  surface  of  the  crauiuui,  congestiou  of  the  membranes.  A 
8ectiou  of  the  cerebral  substauces  is  dotted  here  and  there  with 
blood."—/). 

"The  head  symptoms  point  to  infliimmation  of  the  brain ;  but 
I  tliink  the  character  of  the  fever  and  of  the  affection  of  the  een- 
eortum  is  such  aa  to  uhow  that  it  is  not  likely  to  be  a  remedy  in 
pure  idiopathic  encephalitis.  If  a  ixmcdy  in  encephalitis  at  all.* 
it  must  he  in  tliose  cases  in  which  meningitis  has  supervened,  by 
metastasis  or  otherwise,  from  some  miaematio  or  exanthematic 
disease." — Zhitarovich, 

"Bryonia  is  of  j?reat  value  in  simple  non-inflammatory  con- 
gestion of  the  brain,  arising  from  huppressed  nienKtmation : 
exposure  to  intense  cold,  sea-sickness,  or  long-lasting  constipa- 
tion."—//«///*<■«. 

Eyes.— Eyes  very  sore,  and  feel  as  if  they  wonld  be  pressed 
out  of  the  head ;  fear  of  the  future.  Rljeumatic  iritis,  ciliary 
neuralgia.  Choroiditis;  serous,  exudative  form.  Rheumatic  hy- 
pertiemia  of  optic  nerve  and  retina. 

Nose. — Frequent  bleeding  of  the  nose,  when  the  menses  should 
appear;  frequent  epistaxis.     (Verj-  valuable.) 

Face.— Swollen,  red,  hot,  and  puffed;  eyes  closed;  erysipel- 
atous. 

Mouth.- Lips  dr>'  and  cracked;  patient  wants  to  wet  them 
with  his  tongue  all  the  time. 

"Desire  for  things  that  can  not  be  had,  or  which  are  refused 
or  not  wanted  when  oifered." — G, 

Tongue  coated  grayish,  or  thickly  yellow,  with  lips  dry  and 
cracked  ;  or  dry,  brown  tongue. 

"Motion  more  or  less  constant,  of  the  jaws,  as  if  chewing  some- 
thing; lips  dry  and  cracked." — O. 

SJiooting  pains  in  the  teeth. 

The  mouth  is  unusually  dry,  with  thirst. 

Everything  tastes  bitter. 

Stomach. — '*Cai»  not  sit  up.  from  nausea  and  faintness." — G. 
"Food  is  tllro^\^l  up  ininiedintely  after  eating,  with  constipa- 
tion, and  the  lips  Axy  and  cracked,"— O, 
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Pressure  m  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  as  if  there  was  a  stone  in 
it ;  goes  off  Vrith  much  eructation ;  lasts  two  hom-s. 
Bitter  or  sour  eructations,  with  Hour  vomiting. 
Stomach  becomes  extremely  sensitive  to  the  touch  or  pressure. 

Abdomen.— "Pressure  in  the  epigastrium,  worse  after  eating 
and  when  walking;  this  pain  sometimes  extends  all  over  the 
abdomen."^ — />. 

"Pains,  stitching  and  shooting,  in  both  sides  of  the  abdomen, 
the  stitches  most  frequent  in  the  region  of  the  spleen ;  aggravated 
by  motion."'— />. 

Tensive,  burning  pains  in  the  hepatic  region. 

Peritonitis,  witli  sticking,  burning  pains ;  abdomen  very  sore  to 
the  touch,  with  constipation. 

Zlataro\-ich  calls  especial  attention  to  the  tenderness  of  the 
abtlomiiiul  walls  generally ;  to  the  biimmg  pains  along  the  con- 
nection of  tlie  diaphragm  with  the  ribs;  to  the  sensitiveness  of 
the  hepatic  region  to  the  touch  and  on  deep  inspirntiim  ;  also  to 
the  fact  that  Bryonia  diminishes  the  intestinal  secretions,  weakens 
the  peristaHic  action  of  the  bowels,  and  retards  the  stool.  In- 
Hammation  of  the  liver,  with  stitcliing  pains,  worse  by  motion; 
the  liver  sometimes  is  mucb  enlarged. 

Stool.— DiarrlnTpa  in  tlie  mnminc.  soon  ns  she  moves. 

Diarrh(fa  brought  on  by  cold  drinks  in  warm  weather.  Burn- 
ing diarrlirea  (acid) :  worse  in  liot  wpatber. 

"DinrrhfTpa  worse  every  spell  of  hot  weather." — O, 

Dysentery,  much  tormina  :  stools  of  mucus  and  blood,  or  pore* 
Wood  :  with  low  typlioid  syuiiitoras. 

Constipation,  hIooIh  dry  aiid  hard  as  if  burnt. 

8t<Kd  Inrge.  solid,  evacuated  with  great  difficulty,  frequently 
attended  by  (d'olapsus  of  the  reotnra,  sometimes  attended  with 
alternate  diarrht^a  and  constipation. 

rrinary  OrcaiiR.— Tlic  urine  red.  hot.  and  diminished  in 
quantity. 

Se:cnal  Oreanft,  Female.  — Bryonia  uniformly  hastens  the 
coming  on  of  the  menses,  and  increases  the  flow. 

"Freqnent  bleeding  of  the  nose  when  the  menaes  should  ap- 
pear."*— G.

over, the  gland  which  is  the  seat  of  the  pain  becomes  rapidly  sore 
and  sensitive  to  touch  or  motion.  Brj'tmia  is  the  foremost  remedy 
in  inrtammatiou  of  the  mammae  dm*ing  lactation." — D 

Stony  hardness  of  the  mammie. 

Respiratory  Organs.— "We  lay  ^eat  stress  on  the  faet,  that, 
in  the  Bryonia  tatarrh.  the  mucous  secretion  is  diminished ;  be- 
Cftuae  a  great  majority  of  the  s>*mptom8  which  are  considered  to 
indicate  Bryonia  derive  their  sigiulicaiice  from  this  fact,  and  it 
will  sen-e  to  keep  them  in  memory :  They  arc,  hoarseness,  hack- 
ing cough,  which  sets  in,  especially  in  the  morning  and  evening; 
generally  dry.  or  jieldinj;  but  a  little  tenacious  mucus,  which  is 
Hometimes  Htrcaked  with  bhiod,  and  wimt'tinies  cauM's  retching 
and  vomiting;  with  stitching  pains  in  the  chest,  and  pressive 
pains  in  the  head.''— />r.  Wurmb. 

Violent  catarrh,  invohing  the  pleura,  with  stitching  pains, 
greatly  aggravated  by  di^ep  inspiration,  or  motion. 

Dr.  Duidiam  says:  "It  is  very  characteristic  of  the  Bryonia 
cough,  that,  while  coughing,  the  patient  presses  his  hand  upon 
the  sternum,  as  though  he  needed  to  support  the  chent  during  the 
violent  exertion ;  and  the  parts  whicli  are  the  seat  of  subjective 
pain  beeome  Bui)fieqnently  sensitive  to  external  pressure.** 

Tough,  scanty,  bloody  expectoration. 

Can  not  expand  the  chest,  by  reason  of  the  stitching. 

Pains  in  the  sides  of  the  thorax,  with  dry  cough,  w'hich  seems 
to  come  from  the  stomach. 

Pleuro-pneumonia.  Brj'onia  is  almost  a  specilic;  and,  in  the 
second  stage  of  pleurisy,  after  tlie  stage  of  serous  eflfusion  has 
commenced,  no  remedy  can  eqiuU  Bryonia. 

Fever, — Gobi,  chilly  sensations  predominate  in  fevers  calling 
for  Bryonia,  showing  that  the  posterior  portion  of  the  spinal  col- 
umn is  especially  affected. 

Boenninghausen  describes  the  Bryonia  fever  as  follows :  "Pulse 
hard,  frequent,  and  tense;  chill  and  coUlnees  predominate,  often 
with  heat  of  ih»  head,  red  cheeks  and  thirst;  chill  with  external 
coldness  of  the  body ;  chill  and  coldness  most  at  evening,  or  on 
the  right  side  of  the  body :  chill  more  in  the  room  than  in  the  open 
air;  dry.  buming  heat,  for  the  most  part  only  intemaUy*,  and  as 
if  the  blood  burned  in  the  veins. 

"All  the  symptoms  aggravated  during  the  heat.    Sour  sweat.** 
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The  action  of  Bryonia  upon  the  serous  and  fibrous  tissue,  as 
ahoni  by  the  stitching,  leaving  pains,  makes  this  drug  one  of  our 
most  important  remedies  in  rheumatism.  Its  symptoms  of  the 
extremities  simuhite  a  muscular  rheumatism;  while  its  action 
upon  the  joints  sliowa  it  to  l)e  still  more  appropriate  to  articiilar 
rheumatism.  The  joints  are  much  swollen  and  reddened ;  streaks 
of  red  extending  up  and  down  the  limb;  very  sensitive  to  touch, 
and  especially  aggravated  by  motion,  and  not  apt  to  change  its 
looalion. 

BmIc. — Here  we  have  a  variety  of  rheumatoid  symptoms; 
as  "sticking,  jerking,  pressing  pains  between  the  scnpnla?,  and  ex- 
tending thence  through  to  the  epigastrium  when  sitting ;  pain  in 
the  lumbar  region  and  sacral  region  as  if  beaten  ;  stiffness,  tear- 
ing, and  tenderness  in  the  jouits  and  muscles  of  the  lumbar

Heart  and  Arteries. — Cactxis  is  a  special  irritant  of  the 

heartf  and  controlH  its  ac-tiuii  through  the  ganglia  of  that  organ. 
It  also  especially  acts  upon  the  tirat  cervical  ganglion,  that  con- 
trols the  circulation  of  the  brain.  Through  this,  it  affects  the  cir- 
cular fibers  of  the  lieart  and  arteries  ;  causing  irrital»ility,  hyper- 
seetbesia,  neuralgia,  spasm,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Pneuniogastrios. — By  its  action  upon  the  pneumogastric 
nerve,  Cactus  affects  the  heart,  lungs,  and  stomach ;  producing, 
in  the  stomai'h.  indigestion  and  excessive  acidity;  in  the  lungs, 
conslriotion  aud  asthma. 

Tlioi-aiieutic  Individuality. 

In  all  diseases  calling  for  Cactus,  there  will  he  more  or  loss 
irregularity  of  the  lieart's  action,  with  great  uenous  excitement, 
and  palpitation  in  the  scrobicnlns. 

Debilitated  people,  wiili  indigestion,  and  a  feeling  of  constric- 
tion.  or  as  if  an  iron  band  were  around  the  heai*l,  preventing  its 
normal  action. 

Palpitation  of  the  heart  day  and  night,  with  great  melancholy, 
from  indigestion.

Osseous  System,  Inciiidinr  Curtilages,  —  Tlie  Carbonate 
and  crtpt'oiiiUy  the  Plioaphate.  of  Lime,  is  a  necessary  constituent 
of  all  the  tissues  of  the  iiody,  hotli  [inrd  and  soft.  It  forms  more 
than  fifty  per  (^ent  of  the  8ul)8tance  of  llie  l)onc  and  teeth,  and 
gives  them  their  soHdity ;  to  the  soft  and  growing  tissues,  muscles, 
and  nerves.  Lime  is  an  essential  food,  promoting  cell  gmwth  and 
nutrition  :  and  it  is  found  in  abundance  in  tlie  inter- cellvUar  fluid 
of  the  body ;  also,  in  smaller  qunntities,  in  the  blood. 

Dr.  Ringer  say.s,  that  in  the  herhivttra  the  intsr-fellular  fluid  is 
iricb  in  this  salt  as  in  the  oamivora,  though  the  vegetalde  feed- 
ers take  80  little  of  it  with  their  food ;  hence  it  must  be  carefully 
retained  in  the  inter-cellular  fluid  for  some  important  purpose. 

Schmidt's  observations  show  that  a  certain  quantity  of  Phos- 
phate of  Lime  is  required  to  supply  tlie  tirst  basis  for  the  new  tis- 
sues, even  in  the  case  of  those  organs  which  subsequently  exhibit 
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an  excess  of  Carbonate  of  Lime,  as  the  shells  of  animals ;  an  obser- 
Yfttion  showing  that  the  Phosphate  of  Lime  is  necessary  to  initiate 
growth,  and,  in  tliis  respect,  is  not  interchangeable  with  the  Car- 
bonate. 

Wlierever  cell-growth  is  active,  there  is  Phosphate  of  Lime  in 
excess, —  a  statement  holding  good  both  with  regard  to  healthy 
and  diseased  growths ;  for  this  salt  is  found  to  prevail  in  disease 
associated  witli  ntpid  formation. 

Phosphate  of  Lime  is  soluble  in  acids ;  and,  as  the  iutor-oellular 
fluid  is  acid,  we  should  therefore  expect  that  the  Phosphate  would 
accnmulate  in  it ;  and  a  portion  of  these  Lime  salts  may  unite  in 
the  body  and  form  Phosphoric  acid. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  salts  of  Lime  from  the  body  produces 
&n  atonic  state  of  the  vegetativt;  nervous  system,  thereby  caus- 
ing impei'fect  osBifioitiou  from  la<?k  of  Phosphate  of  Lime, 
as  found  in  cliildreu  with  slow  dentition,  late  closing  of  the  font- 
anelles,  walking  at  a  late  date,  caries,  and  a  general  state  of  ra- 
chitis. According  to  Roloff.  a  herd  of  cows  which  had  been  fed 
npon  Iiay  from  a  cedaui  meadow,  were  vt-ry  much  out  of  health, 
and  suffered  from/myt/t/d«  osshtnt.  On  examination,  the  hay  was 
found  to  be  nearly  free  from  earthy  salts ;  and,  upon  bone  meal 
being  given  to  the  cows,  they  recovered  their  health  in  four 
weeks. 

Haubner  affirms  that  cattle  fed  exclusively  upon  potatoes,  or 
upon  roota  very  poor  in  pltosphates,  fail  to  fattt-n,  become  weak, 
and  are  apt  to  suffer  from  caries ;  but  if  the  Plionpliate  *)f  Calcium 
is  given,  they  rapidly  improve.  Boker  has  found,  that,  when  Lime 
salts  are  given  to  wet-nurses  whose  milk  contains  an  abnormally 
small  amount  of  phosphates,  tlie  milk  soon  becomes  rich  in  the 
earthy  salts. 

Lime  should  not  be  taken  out  of  the  food  of  man  or  animals. 
If  it  is.  sooner  or  later  they  waste,  sicken,  and  die. 

In  the  h^uments  and  white  tstnictures  that  have  but  little 
vitality  or  blood,  and  are  nourished  by  l)'mph,  obstnictions  and 
non-development  predominate. 


Lymphatic  Glandular  System.— The  lymphatic  glandular 
Bystem  in  general,  and  the  mfacntcric  tjhuuh  in  particular,  are  in 
an  atonic,  hj'pertropbicd  condition,  as  found  in  tabes  mesenterica ; 
a  general  disorder  of  the  secondary  asfiimilation  prevails,  and 
the  digestion  of  food  and  its  metamorphosis  Into  blood  and  tis- 
sue do  not  proceed  as  they  should  do.  Consequently,  there  follows 
a  large  class  of  diseases  due  to  disorders  of  the  secondary  aaaimi- 
latinn,  scrofula,  tul)erculoais,  and  the  like. 
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'*M^.  Seissier  has  found,  that,  in  the  early  stages  of  phthisis, 
there  Ih  a  very  great  increase  in  the  excretion  of  the  earthy  phos- 
phates hy  the  kidneys ;  and  the  researches  of  Prof.  Beneke  are 
said  to  have  shown  that  this  iuereaised  renal  elimination,  which 
plainly  occurs  in  several  allied  diBeiises,  is  not  accompanied  by 
any  increase  in  the  amount  ingested  in  the  food,  or  decrease  of 
the  amount  eliminated  by  the  iuteatines,  aud  that,  consequently, 
there  is  very  decided  wasting  of  the  normal  phosphates  uf  the 
body.  This  being  so,  the  use  of  Phosphates  in  thcHe  diseases  iu 
as  rational  as  that  of  Iron  in  amemia." — Dr.  H.  C.  li'ood. 

Goiter,  or  bronchocele,  is  a  prominent  effect  of  Lime  taken  to 
excess  in  the  system  by  the  use  of  water  impregnated  with  Lime 
ealts.

Skin.— Pale,  dry,  and  flabby;  hair  di-y  and  looks  like  tow; 
head  aud  upper  part  of  the  bo<iy  [wrspire  prufusely ;  feet  per- 
spire, and  feel  as  if  they  had  cold,  damp  stockings  upon  them  con- 
tinually.

MocoQS  Membranes.  —  Catarrhal  inflammation,  with  in- 
creased secretion  of  mucus.  In  all  parts  of  the  system  where  we 
Lave  mncouB  membranes. 

Blood. — Calcarea  produces  hydremia,  anwrnia.  and  general 
lack  of  the  red  corpns(de8.  with  increase  of  the  wat«r  from  imper- 
fect assimilation  of  food. 


Tborapoutic  Iiidividuality. 

This  remedy  is  especially  adapted  to  constitutional  diseases  of 
8CW>fulous  people,  a\id  is  particularly  suitable  for  women  and  chil- 
dren of  leuco-phlegmatic  temperament,  where  the  sHsimilation  of 
the  digested  food  and  its  change  into  tissue  do  not  proceed  as 
they  should. 

Children  with  dry.  flabby  akin  ;  large,  open  fontanelles;  much 
perspiration  in  large  drops  on  the  head,  which  wets  the  pillow  far 
around  where  the  child  is  Bleeping;  and  fragilitas  ossinm.

ReHpiratory  Orffans.— This  is  one  of  the  most  nseful  remedies 
in  the  Materia  Medica  for  tuberculosis. 

Dry,  tickling  pougli,  aggravated  by  speaking,  with  excessive 
debility ;  loss  of  breath  from  ascending  a  height,  and  constant  in- 
clination to  take  cold. 

"Cough,  with  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  bronchi^  aggravated 
moniings."— 0.     [Worse  from  cold,  damp  air.] 

Htemoptysis,  with  ulceration  of  the  lungs ;  great  emaciation 
and  debility,  with  constant  inclination  to  take  cold  at  every 
change  of  the  weather. 

Great  emaciation ;  abdomen  bloated,  and  the  least  cold  goes 
through  and  through  the  patient. 

Hectic  fever,  with  copious  perspiration  of  the  head  and  chest, 
and  sensitive  to  cold  air. 

Much  aching  of  the  chest,  with  oppressive  breathing;  sudden 
stitches,  especially  between  the  scapulae. 

General ities.— Very  ililHcult  to  sleep  at  night,  and  sleepy 

during  the  day. 

"Sweat  copious  by  day,  during  motion,  also  at  night,  and 
early  in  bed,  then  chielly  on  the  limbs." — D, 
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Copious  uigbt  sweats,  eapeeiolly  in  children. 

In  cUUdren,  the  glands  of  the  neck  are  enlarged,  with  dry, 
flabby  skin,  and  cold,  damp  feet. 

Chronic  urlicaria,  especially  in  fat  children. 

"Children  and  iJnckUngu  become  thick  and  gross  as  if  fat,  but 
are  pale  and  unhealthy." — /J. 

GrauTogI  recomtuends  Calcnrea  hiRbly,  for  mothers  wbose 
children  die  with  hydrocephalus,  to  bo  given  to  the  mother  dur- 
ing gestation,  as  a  preventive ;  and  many  physicians  have  used 
Buocessftilly  this  "nutrition  remedy,"  enabling  parents  to  raise 
chiltbren,  who  couhi  not  without  the  use  of  the  Lime  salts.

Tlmiugh  the  cerubro-spinal  nervous  system,  Camphor  has  five 
special  centers  of  actiun  :

Cerebrum  and  Spinal  Conl.— Camphor  ospceiuny  affects  the 
brain  and  sentiunt  nervous  Hvstem,  as  well  as  the  raot<ir  nerves, 
and  through  tliese  the  muscular  system ;  as  shown  by  the  vertigo, 
mental  etmfnsion,  coma,  and  convulsions.  I)r.  Harley  says  its 
flTects  "nre  chit'lly  thoBt*  of  sedation  r»f  the  motor  and  ideatiiraal 
centers  of  the  cerebrum,  with  mut-h  Kiddiness." 

From  the  effect  of  Camphor  upon  the  aenljent  nervous  system, 
and  through  that  upon  the  vascular,  is  derived  itschill-producinj? 
power,  in  which  we  have  its  most  useful  field  of  action.  As  chill 
and  depresfiitm  are  the  most  prominent  effects  of  Camphor,  it 
should  Iks  called  our  cold  retiitdif;  even  in  the  fever  following* 
ohilliness  predominates  throughout. 

Pnenmocastric— Through  this  the  heart,  lungs,  and  stom- 
atih  are  acted  upon.  By  its  action  upon  the  heart,  moderate 
doses  quicken  and  strengthen  the  pulse,  while  large  doses  slacken 
and  weaken  the  pulse. 
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Wood  says :  *'The  aption  of  toxic  doses  of  Camphor  upon  the 
ciieuhition  is  decided.  In  poinonod  fro^H,  tln^  cardiac  beats  be- 
come hIow  and  powerful ;  and.  as  Hubuer  found  that  Camphor 
was  able  to  excite  the  heart  when-  arreated  by  Muscarin,  it  is 
probabhi  tliat  its  action  in  upon  tlie  heart  itself.  In  the  extended 
researches  of  Weideman,  it  was  found,  that,  in  the  convulsive 
atage  of  Camphor-poisoning,  there  is  a  very  marked  riHe  of  the 
arterial  pi*essure,  which  iH  largely  due  to  tiie  convulsions  and  dis- 
turbance of  breathing,  as  it  is  in  a  measure  prevented  by  Curari- 
zation  and  artiiicial  respiration.  Under  *liese  circunifitances, 
however,  auddeu  perioilical  elevations  of  ail  the  arterial  pressure 
ocDur.  The  cause  of  this  phenomenon  is  not  obvious,  as  Weide- 
man affirms  that  it  is  prevented  by  section  either  of  the  cord  or 
vagi.  As,  after  section  of  the  cord,  toxic  doses  of  Camphor  lessen 
the  artenal  pressure,  it  would  seem  probable  that  it  is  directly 
depressant  to  the  heart." 

Stille  says :  "The  lUrect  and  primary  action  of  large  doses  of 
Camphor,  twenty  to  sixty  grains,  is  a  powerful,  but  not  a  perma- 
nent, sfriat'utii  of  the  nervous  and  vascular  systems,  followed  by 
ataxic  phenomena,  and  remotely  by  slight  fever. 

"The  direct  im<i  primary  action  of  small  doses,  one  to  fifteen 
grains,  is  to  stimniate  and  cxcitr  the  nervous  and  vascular  sys- 
tems, and  through  them  the  whole  organism  ;  but  the  excitement 
is  of  short  duration,  and  is  not  followed  by  exhaustion  or  depres- 
sion." 

"According  to  Sachs  and  Diilk,  Camphor,  in  medicinal  doses, 
excites  the  general  sensibility,  but  in  a  particular  nuinner  the  sen- 
sibility of  the  vascular  system  ;  and  Miirmy  declares  that  it  Ls 
evidently  stimulant.  Vogt  is  of  opinion,  tbai.  if  we  add  the  re- 
sults of  physiological  experiment  to  those  of  clinical  obBer\a- 
tion,  no  doubt  ctm  i-emain  of  the  stimulant  qualities  of  Camphor, 
He  thinks,  iiidfcd.  that  no  other  stimulant  of  the  same  class  is 
comparable  with  it,  and  that,  in  the  extrcmest  stiite  of  debility, 
Camphor  is  sometimes  successful  when  all  other  medicines 
are  fruitlessly  employed.  Camphor,  says  Eichter.  evidently  be- 
longs to  the  class  of  oleo-etheronl  medicines,  jind,  like  those,  acts 
as  a  powerful  stimulant.  Tt  is  by  far  the  strongest  and  most 
searching  medicine  of  its  class,  from  all  the  rest  of  which  it  is 
diHtinguished  by  itn  rapid,  durable,  and  wiilespretid  uctioii  on  the 
nervous  system.  When  the  powers  of  life  are  low.  and  the  skin 
is  moistened  with  a  cold  sweat,  it  is  often  the  most  oflicient  of 
remedies.  Oesterlen.  and  also  Neumann,  contend  for  the  excit- 
ant properties  of  Camphor.    The  latter  declares  it  to  be  diapho- 
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retic  iind  antispasmodic,  and  that,  in  fine,  it  is  one  of  the  most 
Ihorougli  and  »clive  stiiunhmts.  Mitacherhch  infei'R,  from  a  re- 
view of  immcrons  recorded  t?xperimeut8,  that  thr  sedation  pro- 
duced hy  very  hirge  doses  of  Camphor  depeutih  upon  its  local 
action  within  the  stomach,  while  the  suhsfcpient  excitation  is  due 
to  the  absorption  and  circulatiuii  of  the  particles.  Peroira  af- 
Jirms,  that,  in  moderate  dosea,  it  exhilarates  and  Hcts  as  a  vas- 
cular excitant.  Or.  Cliapman  is  of  opinion  that  *  few  medicines 
more  unequivocally  display  their  stimulant  powerB,'  anil  Eberle 
states  that  he  has  several  times  taken  scruple  doses  of  Camphor, 
and  foimd  the  pulse  slightly  increased  in  fullness,  while  he  expe- 
rienced githUnesa  and  fullness  about  the  head." — Stille, 

Lungs. — "Ten  to  thirty  grains  produce  great  piilenesa  of  the 
skin  :  lUimiess  of  vision  ;  frequent  and  oppressed  breattuug ;  less- 
ened, unequal,  and  intermittent  pulse,  with  frequent  ngora. 
Some  are  seized  with  death-like  coldness  that  lasts  for  an  hour 
or  so. 

"Dr.  CuUen's  patient,  a  lady,  Ux»k  forty  grains  of  Camphor, 
and  iK-came  insensible ;  her  pulse  was  very  weak  and  small,  her 
breathing  hardly  to  be  observed,  and  her  whole  body  pale  and 
cold,  Duteau  ivlates,  that  one  dratdim  of  Camplior  whs  given  to 
a  girl  in  a  very  severe  colic.  After  taking  it,  the  pain  soon  be- 
came easier ;  hut  it  brought  on  such  an  extreme  cold  over  all  her 
body,  as  resembled  death,  and  which  could  hardly  be  removed  by 
the  aid  of  warm  cloth.s,  and  the  internal  use  of  v;'u\e,"—StUU'. 

Stomach. — The  action  upon  the  stomach  ia  not  prominent ; 
but  large  doses  produce  burning  in  the  stomach,  vomiting  without 
much  nausea,  and  sometimes  inliammation.  In  animals,  in- 
flammation, ulceration,  and  death  luive  often  btren  pi"oduc4'd ;  hut 
I  judge  that  this  is  from  the  local  action  of  large  doses  given  them. 

Camphor  protluces  an  atonic  state  of  the  intestinal  canal,  and 
is  useful  in  diai-rhtsa.  It  acts  as  a  stimulant,  and  should  ho  used 
in  from  one  to  live  grains  at  a  dose. 

MuNrnlar  System.— Through  the  motor  nerves,  it  has  a 
prominent  action  upon  the  muscular  system,  as  shown  by  the 
weariness,  staggering  gait,  geneml  debih>y.  and  con\*ul8ions ; 
cramps  in  the  calves ;  knees  give  way  and  tremble  -.  arms  nnd 
hands  stiff,  cold,  and  tremble ;  t*tauic  sptisms  of  the  arms,  hands, 
feet,  and  lower  jaw. 

Trlnary  Organs. — Strangury,  and  retention  of  urine,  is  a 
prominent  effect  of  Camphor;  and,  in  cases  of  strangury  caused 
liy  Cantbaris,  we  have  no  more  certain  remedy  than  Camphor, 
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Sexoal  Organs,  Male. — Tiio  power  of  Campfaor  on  those  or- 
gans is  moat  iuurkc<l  an<l  proiound ;  as  filiowii  l>y  tlie  Hatyi'iasia, 
voluptuous  dreaniB ;  impoteiufe,  with  ii  cttlil,  tlacciil  condition  o( 
tbe  urganft.  I  can  not  illustraie  its  action  betwr  than  by  giving 
a  few  eases  cured  by  tbe  remedy,  given  by  btille.  In  bin  Materia 
Medica:  "Muller  eured  an  ii'rcpressiblu  veneretil  desjie  and  ex- 
cessive priapism  in  a  cli'rgyman,  by  prescrilnug  Cainpbor  in 
uttctiniliug  doses  until  a  diachm  was  taken  daily.  Kieliter  sue- 
eessfnlly  employed  large  dosea  of  tbe  medicine  for  a  patient 
affected  with  aleep-walkin^  and  priapism,  and  who  ba«i  formerly 
been  addicted  to  onanism,  and  dxptrienced  convulsive  attacks 
under  the  excitement  of  sexual  lust.  When  persons  who  can  not 
tie  weaned  from  the  habit  of  self-pollution  are  threatened  with 
spasmotlic  attacks,  or  with  the  emaciation  peculiai-  to  such  cases. 
Camphor  should  be  administered,  and  not  in  too  small  doses. 
If,  however,  its  use  be  too  louj;  persisted  in»  there  is  danger  of 
emasculating  the  patient.  Schneider  sptmks  of  a  stout  and 
healthy  youth  of  nineteen,  who  had  been  piously  and  virtuously 
brought  up,  but  who  became  suddenly  enamored  of  his  step- 
mother, and  whose  lust  grew  so  furious  that  his  testicles  swelled, 
and  the  flow  of  semen  interfered  with  his  urination.  He  was 
soon  completely  cured  by  the  internal  and  external  use  of  Cam- 
phor, Eberle  says :  *  I  was  consulted  by  an  elderly  married  man, 
of  rigidly  moral  habits,  who  suffered  very  mnch  from  painful 
erections,  and  an  incessant  propensity  to  venery.  He  was  of  a 
gloomy  disposition,  which  was  much  increased  by  his  complaint. 
Camphor  was  given  in  two-grain  doses  three  times  a  day.  In  a 
week  he  was  almost  entirely  relieved,  and  completely  cured  iu  a 
few  days  after.'" 

Sfxaal  Organs,  Female.— The  action  of  Camphor  upon  the 
female  sexual  organs  is  similar  to  that  upon  the  male.  Alibert 
relates  a  case  of  a  woman  twenty-eight  yeai-s  old,  who  thoroughly 
subdued  a  violent  paroxysm  of  sexual  passion  by  taking  a  drachm 
of  Camphor.  On  two  previous  occasions  slie  had  used  the  medi- 
cine with  equal  success.  The  above  cases  show  "that  large  doses 
of  Camphor  are  sedative  to  the  morbid  as  well  as  to  the  normal 
action  of  the  sexual  apparatus."  But  such  large  doses  are  not 
necessary.  I  have  had  good  results  from  two  to  live  grain  doses, 
to  quiet  sexual  passion. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Great  coldness  of  the  external  surface,  with  sudden  and  com- 
plete prostration  of  tbe  vital  forces.     Long-lasting  chills.

In  niany  cases  of  diarrhcea,  at  the  first 
start,  a  large  dose  or  two  of  Camphor  will  arrest  it  at  once. 

llice-water  stools,  with  great  prostration,  coldness  of  the  sur- 
face, but  will  not  be  covered,  with  cramps.  In  cholera,  Dr. 
Bubini,  of  Naples,  treated  five  hundretl  and  ninety-two  cases 
without  a  single  denth.  He  g:»ve  it  acconling  to  Hahnemann's 
instructions,  (ul  llhUum,  of  the  saturated  tincture. 

Frlnary  Origans,— Strangury,  not  relieved  by  urinating,  espe- 
cially it  ciiused  by  Caulharis.

Sexnal  Oreans.  Male.— Impotenpo  A\'ith  coldness,  weakness, 
and  atrophied  condition  of  the  testicles.  For  excited  sexual  de- 
sire, give  large  doses. 

Gonorrheea,  acute  stage,  with  chordee. 

Sf'xual  Organs.  Female.— Mouros  increased.  Exrellent  in 
dysmenorrhoja.  "Uer  labor-pains  Imve  ceased ;  the  skin  cold  and 
blue.^— O. 

(rhe.st.— In  the  first  stage  of  suffocative  catarrh,  with  paraly- 
sis of  the  lungs,  as  found  in  epidemic  influenza,  with  coryza  and 
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nasal  deflusion,  used  internally  and  by  olfaction,  it  will  arrest  the 
catftrrii  at  once. 

8k in. —Sudden  retrocession  of  emptious,  with  cold  akin  and 
great  prostration,  and  cerebral  symptoms.  Dr.  Holcombe  thus 
sums  up  the  action  of  Ciuiipli»)r: 

"It  is  antidotal  to  almost  all  the  drastic  vegetable  poisons;  it 
j^lieves  strangury ;  produces  reaction  h'om  cold,  congested  con- 
ditions ;  is  the  frreat  anti-choleraic  ;  and  quiets  nervous  irritability 
better  than  Coifca,  Ifinatia,  or  Hyosoyamus.  This  is  its  whole 
clinical  value — and  a  great  one  it  is — in  a  nutshell."

MaeouB  Membranes.— Canllmrides  affoot  more  oBppcially  the 
mucous  memlnane  of  the  i^eni to- urinary  organs ;  next  to  this,  of 
the  whole  gastro-intestinal  tract,  from  the  mouth  to  the  anus, 
and.  lastly,  that  of  the  respiratory  organs.  The  action  upon  the 
lungs  is  not  so  prominent  fts  that  upon  the  digestive  apparatus. 

The  most  prominent  and  speciticactionofCantharides  is  spent 
upon  the  urinary  organs.  Not  only  the  kidneys,  but  the  wliole 
mucous  tract,  from  the  kidneys  to  the  end  of  the  urethra,  is  vio- 
lently inflamed,  with  pain.'^  in  the  loin.t,  scanty,  high-eolored 
anne.  mixed  with  blood,  and  loaded  with  albumen  and  tube-easts, 
accompanied  with  burning  pains  in  the  hypogastrium,  and  the 
most  violent  and  intense  strangury. 

It  acts  more  especially  upon  the  convoluted  secreting  tubes, 
rather  than,  as  Turpentine,  on  the  Malpighian  bodies. 

•"Cantharidea  are  well  known  to  have  a  peculiar  effeot  upon 
the  bladder,  which  effect  is  doubtless  produced  through  the  cor- 
responding part  of  the  spinal  cord.  (Watson's  Pnictice,  fifth 
ed,,  540.)  This  conelusion  is  corroborated  by  the  experiments 
of  Dr.  Cantieri,  with  Cantharides.  This  observer  says :  '  The  cere- 
bellum and  spinal  cord  are  softened,  the  softening  being  greater 
at  the  lumbar  enlargement.  As  a  consequence  of  this,  paralysis  is 
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obsorvGtl  in  tlogn.  niblnts,  and  frogs.'  'With  thisevidencG  of  the 
fipecial  iiction  upon  the  spinal  con.!,'  its  action  upon  the  genito- 
urinary oryiins  in  fully  explained  to  he,  not  reflex,  hut  Hptr'i/ic, 
through  the  Kpinal  nerves.  'The  noxious  inilueace  of  Canthar- 
iilea  i&  especially  marked  on  the  kidneys  and  bladder,'  says  M. 
Gubler.  Dr.  Cautieri  is  more  emphatic :  'Cantliarides  always 
induce  hypereemia  or  iuHaramation  of  the  urinary  and  genital 
systems.'  In  a  case  of  fatal  poisoniug.  Ives  found  the  'kidneys 
intlamed  and  presenting  blood  in  theii*  pelves.*  In  a  similar  case 
ychuborth  observed  'great  redness  of  the  tubular  part  of  the  kid- 
neys, redness  and  extravasaled  patches  on  the  inside  of  the  blad- 
der, and  redness  of  the  ureters  and  urethra.' 

*'  *It  also  occasions  severe  hfematuria,  albuminous  urine,  and 
even  a  discharge  of  false  membranes  per  urethram, — the  said  false 
membranes -being  found  within  the  calyces  of  the  kidneys,  in  the 
ureters  and  on  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  bladder.'  (Boud- 
laud.)  According  to  Bouilland,  whenever  aCautharides  blister  is 
applied,  unless  it  Iw  a  ver>'  small  one,  *the  escape  of  albumen 
with  the  urine  is  always  met  with  at  all  ages,  and  in  all  states  of 
the  system/ 

"The  same  authority  records  the  following  post-mortem  ap- 
pearances as  found  in  a  man  who  'died  Ivanx  fever  with  pneu- 
monia, and  had  been  blistered  srcundum  aricmj  'Albumen 
appeared  in  the  urine  nearly  two  days  before  death.  The  kiiineys 
were  red  and  ccmgested  exterinilly. — the  redness  extending  into 
the  cortical  substance.  The  pyramiila  presented  a  rosy  hue,  and 
seemed  elougated.  The  lining  membranes  of  the  calyces  and  pel- 
ves were  injectt:d.  and  strewn  with  ecch>*motie  spots,  and  also 
with  white  salient  points  of  irregular  ligurc.  and  consisting  of 
particles  nf  false  membrane.'  (Sorth  Americnn  Jour,  of  Horn,, 
vol.  i.,  p.  272.) 

''Says  M,  Gubler:  *It  is  really  an  cndo-nephrifis,  and  not 
a  e>'stitis,  that  constitutes  the  point  tiu  dtpnrt  of  the  albuminuria 
produced  by  CaulharidcH.  If 'the  renal  irritation  becomes  more 
severe,  a  nephritis  parenohyraatosa  is  estaWished.'  (PmrtUi'tner, 
vol.  viii.,  p.  244.)  Cantieri's  exp<Tinientfi  corrolwrate  this ;  for  he 
says  [Prtirfituittrr.  vol.  xiii.,  p.  445):  'Cantharides  always  in- 
duce hypeneraia  or  inflammation  of  the  urinary  and  genital  wys- 
tems;  and,  in  consequence  of  the  desquamafive  or  i)arenchyma- 
tous  nephritis.  albnnu'U  appears  m  the  urine.'" — S.  A,Joneiin 
Hum.  Ohxrrrrr.  Jnm'.  1S79. 

Sexual  OnninK.— Here  we  have  inflammation  and  congestion. 
The   erotic  excitement  becomes  painfully  excessive,  with  pria- 
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pisms»  inllHinmauon  of  the  ejacolatory  ducts ;  and,  iii  the  f emale^ 
the  utorug  becomes  inflamed,  with  a  high  state  of  excitement, 
aUirtion,  etc. 

Sometimes  there  is  violent  sexiial  excitement,  insatiable  vene- 
real desirt?,  aeeompnuied  in  man  by  seminiil  emiasionH,  violent 
pritipiHrns.  heat  and  bweliing  of  the  organs ;  severe  inflammation  of 
the  purts,  and  even  gangrene. 

AuthoritieK  differ  as  to  the  erotic  excitement  cauBcd  by  tliis 
drug.  Taylor  says :  "Wiih  respect  to  the  nphrodisiuc  propensi- 
ties caused  by  C;iutharides ; — these  can  seldom  be  excited  in  either 
sex,  except  when  the  substance  is  administered  in  a  quantity 
which  wonld  seriously  endanger  life."  On  jHnsftm,  guh  rfta*,  per 
ronfnt,  TM"of.  IT.  C  Wood  snys:  "The  whole  drift  of  the  evidence 
is  that  liltidinouH  desires  are  uuu:h  moit  apt  to  be  caused  by 
amounts  of  Bpaninh  flies  but  slightly  toxic — ten  drops  of  the 
tincture  (SelirofT)— than  by  fatal  doBes." 

"That  it  does  not  always  act  as  an  aplu'otUsiac,  is  shown  by 
acme  cases  observed  by  Frestel  and  cite*!  by  Taylor.  I  refer  to 
these  variations  in  its  aftion  becauRe  old-school  crimes  have  found 
fault  with  Himilnr  variations  m  our  provings." — .S'.  .l.e/o/it*,  M. 
D.,  in  Horn.  Oftsfrrer,  June.  1879. 

The  inflammation  of  the  sexual  organs  sometimes  becomes  so 
severe  that  gangrene  take?  place. 

Oa»«tn»-Jntestiual  ('anal.— This  remedy  has  a  powerful  action 
on  the  whole  mucous  tract,  from  the  mouth  to  the  anus;  produc- 
ing congestion,  burning  heat,  inflammation,  and  vesication  of  the 
gastro-uitcstiiial  mucous  membranes ;  "intense  pain  in  the 
stomach,  vomiting  of  gUiir>'  mucus  streaked  with  b](M>il ;  severe 
abdominal  pains,  with  great  tenderness ;  mucous  and  bloody 
stools.  Theulvinedist^harges  *ue  fii-st  mucous,  then  tibrinou-i  and 
bloody,  often  veiy  scanty  Imt  excessively  numerous,  and  accom- 
panied by  great  tenesmus.  Sometimes  this  gas tro- intestinal  in- 
Hainmatiou  produces  death  from  collapse  :  but.  if  this  is  escaped, 
the  following  8>'raptoms  occur;  Aching  pains  in  the  back,  fre- 
quent mictimtion,  a  constant  irresistible  desire  to  urinate,  with 
violent  tenesmus  of  the  bladder,  and  an  inability  to  pass  more 
than  a  few  drops  of  urine,  which  is  albuminous  and  bloody." — 
/>r.  S.  A,  Jonts, 

In  dogs,  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  gastro-intestinal  canal 
becomes  inflamed  throughout,  resembling  a  piece  of  scarlet  cloth. 

Stille  says :  "The  action  of  Cantharides  Avhcn  swallowed  is  that 
of  an  acrid  irritant,  a  burning  heat  is  felt  in  the  mouth,  fauces. 
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oesophagus,  and  abdomen ;  there  is  sonietimes  ptyalism^  together 
with  stricture  of  the  throat,  and  a  difficulty  of  swallowing  so  great 
that  the  attempt  to  drink  ex.cite8  violent  hpasms.  Usually  there 
are  nausea  and  vomiting,  often  of  bloody  matters;  unnatural 
fibrinous,  and  sometimes  bloody,  stools;  griping  meteorism,  and 
extreme  tenderness  of  the  abdomen.  These  symptoms  of  intesti- 
nal inflammation  often  terminate  fatally," 

Serous  Membranes. — Cantbarides  act  on  all  the  serous  mem- 
branes throughout  the  body,  but  especially  affect  the  pleura  and 
peritoneum,  producing  congestion  and  inflammation,  followed  by 
plastic  fibrmous  e£Fusion. 

Inman  says  it  has  produced  pleuritis ;  and  Gallippe  has  ob- 
served both  endocarditis  and  pleural  effusion. 

Skin. — Vesicular  inflammation  of  the  skin  ia  a  speeific  and 
prominent  effect  of  Cnntharides. 

Locally.— No  known  remedy  equals  the  Spanish  fly  as  an 
episjHtHtlf,  fis  millions  of  blistered  mortals  can  substantiate. 
Blistering  acta  on  the  principle  of  revulsion  ;  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  has  proved  of  great  utihty  in  a  vnst  number  of  diseases  in- 
volving the  serous  membranes;  and  also  in  uenroHrs. 

The  plaster  should  be  spread  upon  brown  paper,  and  held  in 
place  by  stiips  of  adhesive  plaster.  In  adults,  to  obtain  all  the 
beneiit  of  the  blister,  it  should  remain  on  from  three  to  six  hours ; 
usually  about  four  is  all  that  is  required ;  and,  in  many  a«ut€ 
diseases,  two  hours  is  sufficient  to  effect  a  core.  After  evac- 
uating the  senim  by  punctures  in  the  most  dependent  part,  apply 
finely  carded  cotton  to  the  blistered  cutis.  But,  if  the  raw  and 
inflamed  chorion  is  exposed,  a  cerate  of  acetate  of  lead  will  allay 
the  inHammation,  and  promoto  the  healing  of  the  part. 

In  all  cases  of  neuralgia,  except  sciatica,  small  blisters  applied 
over  the  affected  part  for  two  hours,  will  mitigate  the  pain  sur- 
prisingly, and  achieve  a  cure. 

"When  a  bliyter  is  of  large  dimensions,  and  is  permitted  to  re* 
main  until  the  occurrence  of  full  vesication,  stranginy  and  other 
constitutional  effects  of  CantharidcH  sometimert  ensue;  such  as 
pains  in  the  loins,  colic,  thirst,  difficult  micturition,  ardor  urin». 
hfematuria ;  and  oven  death  from  the  operation  of  a  blister  has 
ensued.  "WTien  applied  near  the  origin  or  over  the  course  of  Ijtu- 
phatic  vessels,  the  corresponding  glands  are  apt  to  become  swol- 
len and  inHamed,  and  may  even  suppurate."— NViW*r. 

Dr.  S.  A.  .Touch  sums  up  the  action  of  Cantbarides  on  these 
tissues,  thus:    "Flnt^  then,  consider  the  tiMite  affinities.    These 
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iiHsues  are  io  order  of  affinity ;  The  mucous,  the  serous,  and  the 
sdun.  Thc8ti  tiasues  liave  a  morphological  similarity  of  structure ; 
namely,  cells  on  supporiiiig  surfaces ;  'Bliiugltid'  surfaces,  so  to 
speak. 

"Secondlff.  The  patkoloffical  type  of  action.  We  find  this  to  be, 
first,  inflammation  with  fibrinous  effusion,  which  on  a  free  surface 
assumes  a  pellicular  form ;  and,  secondly,  a  grade  of  inflamma- 
tion that  may  terminate  in  gangrene. 

"This  pellicular  phlegmasia,  as  Pidonx  and  Trousseau  term  it, 
is  evidence  of  a  profound  action  on  the  blood.  It  makes  the  red 
corpuscles  crenated ;  this  indicates  an  escape  of  some  of  (heir 
contents,  and  this  some  is  probably  the  fibrino-plastio  element,  as 
it  is  named  by  A.  Schmidt.  According  to  the  same  observer,  all 
exudations  contain  a  tibrino-genetic  element ;  and  it  is,  he  says, 
a  mingling  of  fibri no-plastic  and  fibrino-genetic  elements,  that 
gives  fibrin  as  it  occurs  in  the  'act  of  coagulation.'  (Sydenham 
Society's  Year  Bmtk  for  1863.)  Then,  the  Cantharidal  effusion  is 
an  extensive  blood  spoliative  ;  it  robs  it  of  two  aliiuminous  prod- 
nets,  and,  from  the  union  of  these,  we  get  the  librinouK  pellicle." 

Glands. — Upon  tbe  salivary  glands,  the  action  of  Cantharides 
is  specific  and  most  powerful,  as  shown  by  the  severe  Hulivulion, 
and  great  swelling  of  the  glands.  It  also  affects  the  testicles  and 
ovaries,  as  well  as  the  lymphatics,  but  not  so  prominently. 

Cerebro-Spinal  System.— It^  narcotic  action  is  very  strongly 
marked,  as  shown  hy  the  congestion  and  infiammation  of  the 
brain,  delirium,  stupor,  pupils  dilated,  coma,  and  finally  death. 
Through  its  action  on  the  rord,  we  have  prostration,  powerless- 
ness;  difficult  deglutition:  dread  of  liquids;  frightful  convul- 
sions ;  tetanus  ;   collapse  and  death. 

Paraplegia  has  been  noticed  in  several  cases  by  Dr.  Pille. 

Tljrough  the  cerebro-spinal  system,  Cantharides  act  quite 
•prominently  upon  the  heart  and  circulation.  Dr.  S.  A.  Jones  says  : 
"In  accordance  with  its  pathological  type  of  action,  it  attacks  the 
circulation  correspondingly.  It  is  first  a  stimulant,  giving  a  quick- 
ened pulse,  increased  nrterinl  tension,  and  a  rise  of  temperature. 
Secondly,  it  is  a  depressant,  giving  a  slowing  of  pulse,  a  lowering 
of  arterial  tension,  and  a  decline  of  temperature.  The  order  of 
these  effects,  will  depend  largely  upon  the  dosage:  and  Ibey  are, 
therefore,  primary  or  secondarj*  phenomena,  according  as  the  dose 
is  large  or  small." 
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Therapeutic  Individuality. 

The  great  key  for  the  use  of  Cauibarides  is  found  iu  the  urin- 
ary organs,  as  sho^ii  by  the  great  desire  to  urinate,  vnih  com- 
plete strangury,  and  tenesmus  of  the  eerWx  vesica;. 

Urine  high  colored,  scanty,  with  constant  desire  to  void  it,  but 
only  passes  a  few  drops  at  a  time,  accompanied  with  intense 
burning  pain. 

Excessive  burning  distress  in  the  urethra,  with  constant  desire 
to  urinatw ;  the  tenesmus  of  the  cervix  vesicse  is  complete,  with 
bloody,  albuminous  urine. 

Cutting,  burning  pains  in  the  urethra,  with  ineffectual  efforts 
to  urinate. 

Albuminuria  from  renal  congestion ;  paralysis  before  cedema. 

Scanty,  high-colored,  bloody,  albuminous  urine,  often  loaded 
with  casts  and  epithelial  cells;  severe  strangury. 

In  acute  Briglit's  lUsease,  "when  dcBquumation  predominatea 
over  congestion,  as  ii\  post-scarlatinal  droi)sy,  Cantharis  takes 
the  highest  place." — Uuffhrs. 

Weakness  or  paralysis  of  the  sphincter  of  the  bladder,  with 
frequent  desire  to  pass  water,  but  inability  to  do  so,  in  middle- 
aged  women  ;  and  dysury  of  old  men. 

Acute  stage  of  gonorrha'a,  witlj  urgent  desire  to  urinate,  and 
at  night  intense  chordee,  especially  if  the  inliammaiion  has  ex- 
lended  up  to  tlie  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Pain  iu  the  loins,  kidneys,  and  abdomen,  with  so  much  pain 
on  urinating  that  he  could  not  pass  a  single  drop  without  moan- 
ing or  screamiuy. 

Sf  xnal  OnranK,  Male. — Excessive  desire  for  sexual  congress^ 
with  painful  and  frequent  urination 

Sti-ong  and  persistent  erections,  and  painful  priapismH. 

Sexnal  Orpins,  Female. — Same  morbid,  intense  sexual  de- 
sire, "with  menscH  too  early  and  too  profuse. 

"^fenibranous  dyRmenorrhcea,  in  sterile  females." — O. 

Inflammation  and  much  swelling  of  the  os  uteri. 

Riitching  in  ovaries,  mih  bearing-down  toward  the  genitals. 

Violent  itching  in  the  vagina,  with  swelling  of  the  vulva ;  in- 
tense pniritus  and  sexual  desire. 

Mouth. — Thoughts  of  drinking,  sound  of  water,  or  touching 
the  larynx,  produce  spasms. 
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"Vesicles  and  canker  in  the  mouth."— t/a/rr. 

Mucoos  membraue  red,  aud  covered  with  small  blisters. 

Burning  pam  in  the  mouth,  throat,  and  stomach,  with  swell- 
ing of  the  8ahvar>'  glands,  au<i  copious  sahvation. 

Throat  feels  ou  fire,  and  covered  with  vesicles  aud  plastic 
lymph;  much  swolieu.     Diphtheria. 

Stomach. — Aphthous  ulcers  in  the  fauces,  covered  with  plas- 
tic lymph  ;  violent  burning  in  the  Htomach,  excessively  sensitive 
to  the  touch;  vomiting  of  blood  and  mucus. 

"Vomiting,  with  violent  retchint^,  and  severe  colic." — G. 

"Abdomen  swollen  and  tympanitic,  with  violent  pain  tlurough 
the  whole  intestmal  tract ;  very  painful  to  the  touch." — Hy 

"Tremendous  burning  pain  tlirough  the  whole  intestinal 
canal;  imqueuchable  thirst,  with  disgust  for  all  kinds  of  drink." 
— Raue, 

Stools.— "Stools  like  the  scrapings  of  the  mucous  membrane, 
mixed  with  blood  ;  urine  burning  and  scanty." — IJg. 

Great  tympanitis  of  the  abdomen,  and  excessively  tender  after 
stool ;  intense  buraing  in  the  anus  uiid  peritoneum,  which  seems 
to  come  from  the  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Stools  of  pure  blood,  with  much  tenesmus. 

Skin. — Vesicular  erysipelas. 

For  cluronic  eczema,  and  elephantiasis,  it  is  excellent  in  larpe 
doees;  the  body  seems  to  be  one  raw  sore,  with  vesication. 
Inflammation  of  serous  membranes,  with  stitcbing  pains. 
Great  weakness  of  the  respiratory  organs. 
Violent  destructive  intlammtttions,  with  burning  pains. 

Ageravation.— From  drinking  cold  water,  and  coffee. 

AmeHoration.— From  rubbmg,  and  warmth.

MurouN  Membranes. — To  the  mucous  membraneof  the  mouth, 
gastro-inteatiual  caual,  and  genito- urinary  organs.  Capsicum  is 
an  acrid  irritant ;  producing,  whether  appUed  locally  or  taken  in- 
ternally, congtistion  and  inflammation,  followed  by  a  relaxed, 
atonic  mucous  membrane. 

Large  doses  produce  great  derangement  of  the  stomach.  Vogt 
says :  "The  8>'mptoms  ai^  vomiting ;  gastric  inflammation ;  severe 
colii',  and  violent  purging." 

Hpinal  rolumn. — The  excessive  amount  of  chilliness  pro- 
duced by  Capsicum  hIiowb  that  the  posterior  spinal  cord  is  espe- 
cially acted  upon.  Riclitt-r  siiys :  "We  have  paralysis,  prostratiou ; 
vertigo,  and  much  intoxication  of  the  brain." 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Smarting,  burning  pains  in  the  mucous  membranes,  as  though 
Cayenne  pepper  were  Kpriukled  upon  them. 

i'ever,  where  chiUiness  predominates. 

Excessive  burning  and  soreness  in  the  mouth  and  fauces ;  the 
mucous  membrane  greatly  congested ;  dark  red. 

In  cynanche  maligna  and  diphtheria,  it  is  not  only  useful  in- 
ternally, but  is  one  of  the  best  gargles  that  can  be  used ;  and,  in 
acute  and  chronic  catarrh,  as  a  gargle,  it  can  not  be  equaled. 

Atonic  dyspepsia,  with  relaxed  mucous  membrane,  much  flat- 
\iJenoe»  and  cold  stomach. 
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Mucous  diarrbcDa,  with  tGneemus,  and  much  burning  in  tbo 
rectum. 

Frequent  urination,  with  much  ituming  in  the  urethra. 

Impotence,  atrophy  of  the  testicles ;  painful  spermatic  cord ; 
with  cold  scrotum. 

Intermittents,  chill  eommcncos  in  the  back,  and  spreads  over 
the  entire  body ;  the  chilliness  predomiiiatiug. 

Marcy  and  Hunt  say :  "Zts  extraordinary  power  to  control 
the  capillary  circulation,  to  bring  excess  of  blood,  and  then  to 
scatter  more  than  it  has  brought,  enables  it  to  remove  congestion 
as  promptly  and  as  effectually  as  Belladonna." 

Relaxed  muscular  system. 

"In  delirium  tremens,  thirty  grains  in  a  bolus  act  most 
remarkalily,  producing  quiet  sleep  in  from  one  to  tliree  hours, 
from  which  the  patient  awakes  conscious  and  convalescent." — 
Stilk. 

Af?i;^aTation.  —  From  eating,  drinking;  at  the  begiiming  of 

exercise  ;  cold  atmosphere,  and  at  uight. 

Amelioration.— By  continuous  exercise ;  wannth,  and  during 
the  da  J'.

Arrest  of  secretory  function  from  over-stimula- 
tion or  obstruction  of  hepatic  ducts,  with  white  stools,  or  brown 
and  watery,  with  jaundice ;  urine  brown  or  yellow,  and  loaded 
with  bile. 

Jaundice,  congestion,  and  inflammation  of  the  liver  are  cer- 
tainly caused  by  this  remedy ;  and  it  has  made  many  brilliant 
euros  of  jaundice  in  acute  and  chronic  hepatitis ;  jaundice  from 
catarrh  of  the  biliary  ducts;  juuudice  from  gall-stoneR,  and  jaun- 
dice complicated  with  pneumonia.  Several  cases  of  biliary  calculi 
have  been  cured  with  large  doses  of  Chelidoniiim. 

Fatty  degeneration  of  the  liver  has  been  caused  by  this  drug. 
All  goes  to  show  that  it  is  one  of  our  most  prominent  hepatic 
remedies. 

Kidneys.— Some  think  that  this  remedy  acts  prominently 
upon  the  kidneys.  Dr.  Buchmaun  thinks  it  has  produced 
"Croupous  inflammation  and  degeneration  of  the  glandular  epi- 
thelium." This,  I  believe,  was  not  an  effect  of  Chelidonium,  but 
an  accident;  the  renal  symptoms  all  depend  upon  its  hepatic 
action. 

Digestive  Organs,— From  the  action  of  Chelidonium  upon 
the  stomach,  through  the  vagi,  nausea  a.m\  bilious  vomitinK  are 
prominent  symptoms ;  and,  in  the  intestinal  trn^t,  from  defective 
portal  circulation,  we  have  active  hyperemia,  with  copious  wat«rj'» 
bilious  stools. 

The  gray  or  yellowish-white  stools  show  a  great  lack  of  biliary 
coloring  matter,  indicating  absorption  into  the  blood  of  the  bile 
before  it  con  escape  into  the  intestinal  canal.  The  excessive 
jaundiced  condition  of  the  skin  also  illustrates  its  powerful  action 
upon  the  hver. 


TlieraiK'atic    Individuality. 

Respiratory  Orifans-— Bilious  or  gastric  pneumonia;  the  mu- 
cous luuiubrautjs  are  loaded  with  mucus,  from  paresis  of  the  vagi ; 
the  respiration  is  rapid,  with  dark  red  cheeks,  accompanied  with 
the  most  prominent  key  for  the  use  of  this  remedy;  viz.,  "Con- 
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etant  pain  under  the  inner  lower  angle  of  the  right  Bhoulder- 
Wade."-rv. 

Long-continued  cough,  with  loud  mucous  rhonchus. 

Violent,  spasmoiiic,  straining  cough,  comes  in  paroxysms, 
with  burning,  shooting  pains  and  much  lachrymation. 

"My  experience  with  it  in  pneumonia  is,  that,  when  the  hver  is 
implicate*!,  and  the  right  lung  is  affected,  it  will  prove  useful,  if  a 
yellow,  slimy  diarrhcea  is  found." — HaU. 

Bilious  cardiac  affections,  from  irritation  of  the  vagi. 

Spasmus  glottidis,  in  whooping-cough. 

Digestive  0n?an8. — Nausea  causes  great  heat  of  body. 

Tongue  coated  white,  or  heavily  yellow ;  slimy  taste. 

Loathing  of  food,  with  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth. 

Faintness,  with  aching,  gnawing  pain  in  the  stomach  and 
spleen,  relieved  by  eating  hot  food ;  has  a  great  craving  for  milk, 
which  is  digeHted  easily. 

Gastric  and  bdious  diarrhoea ;  stools  slimy,  grayish  yellow,  or 
watery ;  aggravated  at  night. 

bummer  diarrhoea  in  eliilda'en,  when  the  hver  is  involved. 

Distended  abdomen,  with  gurgling,  and  colicky  piiins. 

Bloating  in  the  stomach ;  liver  very  hard  and  painful  on 
pressure ;  abdomen  feels  constricted. 

LlTer. — Acute  and  chronic  hepatitis ;  liver  sensitive,  with 
pain  in  the  right  shoulder,  and  greatly  congested. 

Cholestenemia,  with  much  disturbance  of  the  secretory  func- 
tions of  the  Uver,  and  jaundice ;   liver  ver)'  sensitive  to  pressure. 

Fatty  degeneration  of  the  liver,  with  albuminuria. 

Jaundice  fi'om  portal  hyperaemia  or  gall-stones. 

It  has  done  much  good  service  in  gall-stones,  with  hepatodynia 
and  general  jaundice. 

Urine.— Urine  deeply  tinged  with  bile,  and  heavily  loaded 
with  the  phosphates ;  dark,  brownish  red. 

Neuralt^la. — Severe  neuralgia  of  the  fifth  nerve. 
Neuralgia  of  the  eyes,  relieved  by  closing  the  lids. 

Geiierallties. — Acts  best  in  melancholic,  choleric  tempera- 
ments. Why?  Because  the  functions  of  the  liver  and  stomach 
are  penerted.  Much  nervous  prostration^  and  disposition  to 
sleep. 

Aggravation.— During  the  day ;  momingB. 

Amelioration.— By  warm  drinks;  evenings.

Bladder. — Through  the  sacral  plexus  of  nervoa,  Chimaphila 
produces  iudanmiatiou  of  the  mueous  membranes  of  the  base  and 
neck  of  the  bladder,  with  copious  discharges  of  muco-punilent 
matter  in  the  urine. 

It  also  acts  as  a  diuretic,  incrcasiug  the  secretion  of  urine,  and 
retains  its  action  upon  the  kidneys  for  some  little  time. 

Glands.— Dr.  Paine  says  it  will  cause  atrophy  of  the  maium*. 
It  also  affects  the  lympliatics.  and  has  proved  of  much  value  in 
scrofula  of  these  organs. 

TlipraiKUitif  Imlividiiality. 

Urinary  Orca its.— Great  quantities  of  fetid  nuieus  in  the 
urine ;  nicunipanied  by  vesical  tenesmus,  with  frequent  inclina- 
tion to  urinate. 

"Chronic  ivniil  and  vesical  affections,  with  an  enormous 
amount  of  thick,  ropy,  mucous  sediment  in  the  urine.  Some- 
times it  is  mixed  with  blood." — Dr.  IC.  M,  Jhde. 

VosicAl  tenesmus,  with  great  quantities  of  ropy  mucus  in  the 
nrtne. 

Nephritic  disorders ;  gravel,  with  ulceration,  urine  mixed  with 
muco.puniK*nt  matter,  and  sometimes  blo(Hl. 

iieniil  dropsy  has  been  cured  with  this  remedy  many  timeB, 
especially  after  scarlatina. 

rUM>r>i.— In  many  srrohilous  ulcers,  it  has  acted  rapidly. 
Some  Imvf  even  claiuM'd  to  have  cured  tmncer  with  this  drug. 

Mamma*.— In  atrophy  of  the  maiumffi,  similar  to  Iodine.  It 
has  cured  tumors  of  the  mamma*,  of  a  scrofulous  character.

Cerebro-Spiiial  System. — 1  sbull  divide  Cliloroform  narcneis 
into  three  stagea :  FirBt,  tlint  of  excitement;  second,  that  of  auif*~ 
thpnia;  third,  that  of  profound  uarensijt.  This  diriHion.  however, 
is  not  always  accurdijiy  to  nature;  for  the  tarst  stage  is  often  very 
different  in  different  people,  and  the  same  with  the  other  two; 
but,  for  convenience  of  study  and  practical  application,  this 
method  appears  to  me  the  most  useful . 

1.  Staye  of  Excitement, — The  first  syraptflnis  after  the  inha- 
lation of  Chloroform  are  similar  to  those  of  alnoholir  intoxication^ 
and  are  generally  of  verj-  short  duration  ;  hut.  in  athletic  persouB, 
and  especially  in  those  who  have  been  intemperate,  they  are 
often  very  prolonprc^d  and  \ioIent.  In  dnmkards,  this  excitement 
can  not  he  overcome  without  jjnive  danger  to  life.  The  action 
upon  the  emotions  during  this  first  stage  of  oxeitoment  is  very 
marked.  Most  commonly  there  is  great  joy,  manifested  by 
laughing,  singing,  talking,  with  gay  gestures,  etc. ;  '*but  it  is  not 
rare  to  find  tlie  patient  melancholy,  weeping  and  wailing,  and 
sometimes  very  angr>':  and  there  may  sometimes  be  tempomiy 
mania.  It  is  impossible  to  say  on  what  this  l>ehavior  depends^ 
or  why  it  assumes  such  different  aspects  in  different  cases.    Peo- 
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pie  who  are  UHually  cheerful  become  lacluTrmose ;  mild  people 
get  angry ;  modeat,  retiring  people  get  bold  and  sbameleBS,  and 
rice  ver$a.  The  patient's  character  alternates  from  grave  to  gay, 
from  lively  to  severe.  The  senHes  are  rendered  more  acute ;  for 
example,  the  ticking  of  a  watch  seemH  like  strokes  of  a  sledge- 
hammer; the  words  that  bystanders  whisper  gently  are  heard 
with  amazing  distinctness.  Other  senses  are  often  aflFected  in 
a  similar  way ;  but  the  sense  of  sight,  as  a  nile,  is  affected  in  an 
exactly  contrary  manner:  A  cloud  seems  to  come  over  the  eyes, 
and  prevents  the  objects  around  from  being  seen  clearly;  and  at 
last  things  appear  to  be  all  jumbled  up  together.  As  a  rule, 
consciousness  remains  intact  during  this  first  stage,  and  questions 
are  answered  correctly." — Prof,  R.  Boehm. 

The  duration  of  this  stage  of  excitement  is  subject  to  no  rule; 
but  generally  a  few  minutes  suffices  to  change  the  scene.  The 
talking,  singing,  pra>ing,  swearing,  etc.,  are  hushed;  the  muscles 
become  relaxed  and  limp,  the  Hush  on  the  face  vanishes,  deep 
Bleep  is  indicated  by  audible  snoring,  and  we  now  enter  upon  the 
second  stage. 

2.  Stage  of  Amtithesia.  "The  stage  of  complete  unconscious* 
ness  required  for  capital  operations  is  now  fast  approaching.  Vio- 
lent tonic  contractions  of  the  muscles  of  the  body  often  occur 
before  complete  unconsciousness  and  perfect  muscular  relaxation 
set  in.  The  extremities  become  riprid.  the  muficles  of  the  chest  are 
firmly  fixed,  and  ihe  respiration  thuR  becoming  impt^fled,  causes, 
in  combmation  with  the  general  violent  muscular  contraction. 
duskiness  or  li\idity  of  the  face.  The  eyes  are  injecteil  or  promi- 
nent, the  lips  blue,  the  jugulars  stand  out  like  large  black  cords, 
the  mouth  is  clenched,  and  a  profuse  perspiration  brcnks  out  on 
the  body,  especially  about  the  face.  In  a  few  seconds  all  these 
symptoms  pass  away.  They  may  be  accepted  us  a  sure  indi- 
cation of  the  immediate  approach  of  utter  insensibility  and  com- 
plete fiaccidity  of  the  muscles,  and  as  a  wiiniing  that  the  admin- 
istration must  be  conducted  with  increased  caution,  or  the  pa- 
tient will  suddenly  pass  into  a  stage  of  danger,  with  noisy,  ster- 
torous, quick,  nballow  breatliing.  and  quick,  weak  pulse.  These 
violent  muscular  contractionR.  which  greatly  distort  the  face, 
and  fright<>n  the  patient's  friends,  rarely  occur  in  women  or 
children,  or  in  men  weakened  by  exhausting  illness;  and  it  is 
a  condition  more  frequently  seen  when  the  Chloroform  is  admin- 
istered t^>o  al)undantly,  and  the  patient  brought  too  quickly 
under  its  intluenco.  As  these  movements  cease,  the  muscles  be- 
come flaccid,  and  the  stage  of  perfect  insensibility  is  reached. 
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Reflex  action  is  lost ;  the  conjunctiva  can  be  touched  without  pro- 
dut^ing  winking.  The  limbs,  when  raiKed  and  let  go,  fall  heavily. 
The  breathuig  is  calm,  but  a  Uttle  superficial ;  the  pulse  is  not 
much  altered,  but  it  may  be  a  httle  more  compresaibUi.  The  face 
is  moist  with  perspiration.  The  pupil  is  much  contracted.  This 
condition  may  be  maintained  with  due  precaution  for  a  consider- 
able time ;  but,  if  now  the  Chloroform  is  continued  in  undimin- 
ished quantity,  the  breathing  becomes  noisy  and  stertorous ;  the 
pupil  greatly  dilates ;  the  pulse  loses  its  strength ;  the  breathing 
becomes  more  and  more  slmllow,  and  less  and  less  frequent,  till 
both  pulse  and  respiration  stop.  Even  now,  artificial  respiration 
will  often  restore  the  breathing,  bring  back  the  pulse-beats  at  the 
wrist,  and  rescue  the  patient  from  the  jaws  of  death.  On  several 
occasions,  while  administering  Chloroform,  I  have  witnessed  re- 
covery  from  this  critical  condition. 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  appears  that  sometimes,  without  warn- 
ing, while  the  pulse  is  beating  well  and  the  breathing  is  deep  and 
quiet,  the  heart  suddenly  stops,  and  respiration  immediately 
ceases.  This  form  of  death  arises  probably  from  cardiac  syncope, 
while  the  other  form  of  death  is  probably  due  to  gradual  paraly- 
aia  of  the  respiratory  muscles  from  the  effect  of  the  Chloroform  on 
the  respiratory  centers.  Chloroform  insensibility  may  with  care 
be  maintained  for  hours,  and  even  days.  In  administering 
Chlorofoiin,  the  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  state  of  tlie 
pulse,  the  breathing,  tlie  conjunctiva,  and  the  pupil.  The  pulse 
usually  retains  throughout  its  frequency  and  force.  Should  it  be- 
come quick  and  weak,  or  irregular,  then  the  inhalation  must  l>e 
withheld,  unless  the  frequency  of  the  beats  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  patient's  stmgprles.  The  breathing  often  affnnlB  an  earher 
sign  of  danger  than  the  state  of  the  pulse.  If  tbe  respiration 
becomes  very  shallow,  and  gi-adually  less  frequent,  the  Chloroform 
should  be  suspended  for  a  time. 

"The  surest  signs  of  safety,  and  the  earliest  of  danger,  are 
ftfforde<l  by  the  state  of  the  conjunctiva  and  pupil.  Wliile  irri- 
tation of  the  conjunctiva  causes  reflex  action,  and  is  followed 
by  blinking,  there  is  nsnally  no  danger.  The  pupil  is  much  con- 
tracted in  the  stages  of  insensibility  when  no  danger  is  to  be 
apprehended;  but,  on  the  approach  of  peril  from  over-dose  of  the 
anesthetic,  the  pnpil  dilates. 

"When,  on  touching  the  conjunctiva,  reflex  action  is  annulled, 
and  the  limbs,  when  raised,  fall  hearily.  the  patient  is  fit  to  nn- 
dergo  any  operation.  Vomiting  happening  after  the  complete 
Chloroformization.  may  1>e  taken  as  a  sign  of  returning  conscious- 
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ness ;  and,  if  the  uperatiou  is  incomplete,  the  iuhalatiou  should  at 
once  be  Continued,  when  the  vomitiug  will  Bpeedily  cease.  But, 
to  avoid  vomitiug,  it  is  advisable  that  the  patieut  should  take  no 
food  for  three  or  four  hours  before  Ohloroformization." — Hhiffcr. 

The  chief  action  of  Chloroform  is  upon  the  braiu  aud  spiual 
centers.  If  the  cerebrum  ia  laid  bare  in  animals  subjected  to  its 
action,  the  brain  shows  very  decided  anieraia;  and,  in  man,  acci- 
dents have  conoborated  these  experiments  upon  animals 

Pro/outtd  Narcosig. — This  is  the  stage  of  great  tbinger ;  and  its 
induction  is  uncalled  for  and  mijustitiable.  It  is  uidicated  by 
eioesaive  muscular  relaxation,  complete  abolition  of  reflex  actionH, 
and  stertorous  breathing;  and  death  may  occur  very  suddenly, 
"sometimes  under  the  guise  of  syncope,  sometimes  taking  the  form 
of  asphyxia.  Herein  lies  the  special  risk  of  Chloroform,  tliat 
danger  comes  before  it  is  expected,  and  that  wliat  we  call  unfa- 
vorable or  dangerous  sjanptoms  are  generally  the  immediate  for©- 
ninners  of  death.  In  fact,  death  treads  on  the  heel  of  danger. 
Its  near  approach  is  known  by  a  sudden  stoppage  of  the  pulse  or 
breathing,  a  sudden  paleness  overspreading  the  face,  cyanosis  or 
duskiness  of  the  lips  and  dilatation  of  the  pupils,  and  sometimes 
Budilen  relaxation  of  the  sphincters,  the  passage  of  urine  or  fiwfes, 
vomiting,  a  sadden  stoppage  of  the  How  of  blood  during  an  oper- 
ation [or  a  sudden  copious  flow  tliat  causes  faintingl.  Violent, 
cramp-like  muscular  move ments  must  also  be  regarded  as  an  nn- 
favoralile  symptom,  which  commoidy  ends  with  the  patient  dy- 
ing suddenly.  This  is  particularly  likely  to  occur  in  those 
patients  who  have  tippled  freely,  and  in  whom  it  is  very  difficult 
to  induce  narcosis." — Vit)/.  Bnehm, 

When  the  inhalation  is  discontinued,  the  narcotized  patient 
generally  awakens  sudileuly.  as  from  a  deep  sleep,  in  from  one- 
half  to  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  without  the  faintust  knowledge 
of  what  bus  Imfulkii  him  in  the  tnte^^'al.  After  u  few  minutes  of 
confusion  or  delirium,  the  senses  gradually  return,  often  with 
vomitiug. 


Antidolal  TreatTn«»iit.— Death  from  Chloroform  narcosis  may 
often  l>e  avcrtt^d  by  the  prompt  use  of  the  following  means :  Place 
the  body  at  an  angle  of  forty  degrees,  with  the  head  downward,  so 
as  to  favor  the  passage  of  arterialized  blood  to  the  brain,  especially 
if  there  is  failure  of  the  bearfsaction.  with  fainting.  Often,  catch- 
ing the  patient  by  the  feet  and  holding  him  up  with  the  head 
downward,  will  save  his  life.  This  is  Nelaton's  greatest  remedy. 
The  use  of  tl)o  alteniate  cold  niid  hot  douphe.    Artiticial  respira- 
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tinii,  alternated  with  Faradizatiou  of  the  diaphragm,  hy  placing 
one  poU^  iirmly  agaiiiKt  the  pit  of  the  stomacli,  the  otlier  over  tlie 
larynx  and  neck,  has  acted  well.  Be  sure  and  keep  the  tougue 
wt'U  pulled  forward.  The  vigorous  use  of  dry  heat,  in  an  atmos* 
jdiere  ol  8*2°  F.,  or  higher,  is  of  great  value.  The  introduction  of 
a  piece  ol  iue  into  the  reetuui,  at  the  i^ume  time  Mimrlly  nhippiug 
liie  surface  of  the  chest  with  a  t«wel  dipped  hi  ice-water,  has 
prove<l  of  signal  service.  Prof.  Gross  cures  all  his  cases  with  this 
latter  ruetho<l.  The  introduction  of  oxygen  gas,  it  seems  to  me, 
should  be  of  great  vdlue.  The  cautious  inhalation  of  Ether  ha.-, 
proved  useful,  inhalation  uf  Ammonia,  <ir  the  injection  of  this 
agent  into  the  veins,  should  not  he  forgotten  in  cxtieme  cases. 
Amyl  nitrite,  hy  inhalation  and  hypodermic  injection,  ia  now 
supposed  to  be  our  most  useful  remedial  antidote. 


Modp  of  Administration. — Never  permit  the  administration 
of  an  aiuestheLu!  in  u  Hittmg  posture;  the  patient  slioiild  always 
be  8Upine  ;  the  neck  and  waist  should  he  free  from  all  constriction. 
and  no  solid  food  have  been  taken  from  eight  to  twelve  jiours  pre- 
vious. A  little  l>eef  tea  may  l»e  allowed,  and  a  sinall  sip  of  hnnidy 
is  often  useful  just  before  the  operation.  No  special  form  of  in- 
haler is  required.  A  simple  cone  of  pnper,  large  enough  to  cover 
the  nose  and  mouth  of  the  patient,  with  a  sponge  or  napkin  placed 
in  it.  is  all  that  is  necessary,  or  a  towel  or  any  ponms  material. 
One  or  two  draehms  mny  he  poured  on  at  first,  and  a  few  drctps 
added  from  time  to  time  to  replace  loss  hy  evaporatitm.  Protect 
the  mouth  and  nose  by  inunctions  of  oil.  It  is  now  well  Icnowni 
that  neither  conditions  of  exti-erae  debility,  nor  organic  disease  of 
the  heart,  are  contrn-indications.  It  is  more  dangerous  to  the  old 
than  to  the  middh^-nged  or  young :  and  ohl  topers  are  hrouffht  un- 
der its  induence  with  considerable  difhculfy.  Simpson  applies 
C'hlorofonu  hy  dropping  it  slowly  on  a  piece  of  thin  cloth  laid  over 
the  moutli  and  nose,  which  arc  first  protcct.ed  hy  oil.  Chloroform 
has  a  density  and  weight  four  times  those  of  air;  nnd,  wlien  held 
over  the  mouth,  the  air  is  displaced,  and  it  falls  readily  into  the 
month  nnd  nose.  The  strength  of  the  Chloroform  vapor  inhaled 
should  not  exceed  ftj  per  cent :  and  then  no  danger  need  be  appre- 
hended: hilt  its  adniiniHtration  may  ho  proceeded  with  boldly, 
the  patittut  taking  full,  deep  inspirations,  with  the  eyes  closed. 

Pnenmoe:astric  NerT«,— Tlie  fimctiona  of  the  vagi  are  slowly 
abolislieil.  as  shown  by  the  disturbed  respiration ;  and,  in  fatal 
cases  of  Cldoroform  narcosis,  death  is  brouglit  about  by  sudden 
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paralysis  of  the  reepiratory  centers  in  the  medulla  oblongata. 
Dr.  A.  W.  Smith  "eonsiders  that  a  very  common  cause  of  the 
BtoppHge  of  lii-euthing  m  Chloroform  narcosis  is  to  be  found 
in  the  paresis  (aniBsthesia)  of  the  terminations  of  the  sensory 
nerves  in  tlie  lungs,  in*lnceil  hy  Chloroform  ;  these  ner^'e-endinKs 
being  concerned,  in  the  normal  state,  in  the  regular  performance 
of  the  respiratory  movements.  "We  can  not  deny  that  there  is 
some  foundation  for  this  theory,  when  we  recall  to  mind  the 
results  of  Breur'a  experiments  ou  the  part  played  by  the  periph- 
eral terminations  of  the  vagus  nerves  in  the  act  of  respiration. 
Each  hispiration  causes  an  irritation  of  the  sensory  terminations 
of  the  vagus  nerve  by  the  very  act  of  expansion  of  the  lungs ;  this 
is  carried  by  the  centripetal  va^^us  fibers  to  the  center  for  expi- 
ration, and  an  expiratory  movement  is  set  up.  By  a  similar 
mechanism,  an  inspiration  is  made  to  follow  an  expiration ;  so 
tliMt,  in  a  certain  sense,  the  movements  of  respiration  are  auto- 
matic aud  self-regulating." 

When  death  results  from  Chloroform  narcosis,  it  is  from 
asphyxia,  hut  more  (ronerally  hy  cardiac-  arrest  and  syncope. 
Dr.  Kidd  regards  i}araly8is  of  the  respiratory  muscles,  with 
spasm  of  the  glottis,  as  the  first  step  in  death  by  Chloroform ; 
engorgement  of  the  pulmonary  veins  and  the  right  side  of  tlie 
heart,  as  the  second. 

Heart. — Chloroform  exerts  a  steady  and  constant  depressing 
a<^tion  upon  the  heart,  and,  when  applied  locally,  in  a  ooncen- 
truted  form,  i««^l;(////  tlfntroys  the  contfactile  putctr  of  thf  heart- 
vuwlf.  Li  experiments  on  auimale,  "the  movements  of  the  heart 
lH>r4>me  weaker,  and  the  lateral  pressure  in  the  arterial  system  is 
lessened,  not  only  on  this  account,  but  hecauHc  tlio  vaso-motor 
center  in  the  spinal  cord  {or  medulla  oblongata)  loses  its  irri- 
taltility  through  the  poison,  and  may  even  be  perfectly  paralyzed. 
The  weakening  of  the  activity  of  the  heart  does  not  depend  upon 
any  influence  from  the  nerve  centers,  hut  is  dependent  rather  on 
a  direct  alteration  of  the  motorial  power  of  the  heart,  which  may 
be  considered  hy  some  as  due  to  a  weakening  of  the  automatic 
centers  for  movement  in  the  heart  itself  (or  the  ganglia  of  the 
heart),  or  on  direct  weakening  of  the  muscular  fibers  of  the  heart. 
These  changes  iii  the  circulation  are,  it  would  seem  from  Schei- 
nesRon's  experiments,  also  the  cause  of  tlie  decrease  in  the  bodily 
temperature,  and  the  retardation  of  the  tissue  changes  in  Chlo- 
roformed animals ;  and  Lenz's  experiments  with  the  ha?modro- 
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mometer,  in  which  the  swiftness  of  the  blood-current  in  the  carot- 
id artery  sank  to  one-seventh  of  its  normal  value,  also  speak 
strongly  of  the  diminished  propulsive  power  of  the  heart  from 
Chloroform.**— /^ro/.  Boehm, 

Circulation.— The  English  Chloroform  Committee  "proved, 
that,  aft<>r  the  lirst  half-minute  of  the  inhalation  of  Chloroform, 
there  is  a  progressive  lowering  of  the  arterial  i)reHsure.  It  would, 
a  priori,  appear  prol)able  that  this  is  to  some  extent  due  to  a 
vaao-motor  paralyuis ;  but  Sansom  and  Hurley  state  that  there  is 
a  apasm  of  the  smaU  vessels,  which  cau  be  readily  seen  to  occur 
in  the  web  of  a  frog's  foot  during  Cliloroformization.  Not  until 
the  third  stage  is  reached,  according  to  these  authors,  do  the  ves- 
sels relax  into  dUatation.  If  those  observatioua  be  correct,  Chloro- 
form first  stimulates  and  aft*n\ard  deprcKseH  the  vaso-motor  cen- 
ters."—//. C.  Wood. 

Blood.— Tlu-ough  the  direct  action  of  Chloroform  upon  the 
nerves,  the  blood-discs  become  contracted;  and.  if  air  comes  in 
contact  with  the  corpuscles,  they  rapidly  disappear,  dissolving  in 
the  serum,  and  hiennitin  crystals  form.  These  changes  are  prob- 
ably due  to  oxidation.  "According  to  Harloy,  blood,  to  which  as 
little  as  5  per  cent  of  Chloroform  has  been  added,  becomes  very 
liquid  and  of  bright  arterial  hue.  When  Chloroform  is  added  to 
fresh  blood,  and  the  mixture  is  allowed  to  stand  for  twenty-four 
hours,  a  marked  increase  takes  place  in  the  proporiion  of  oxygen, 
and  a  lesseuing  in  that  of  Carbonic  acid ;  and  Bert  has  found  that 
the  oxygen  of  the  blood  undergoes,  during  aujesthesia.  an  increase, 
such  as  llarley  has  found  to  happen  when  Chloroform  is  added 
to  blood  outside  of  the  l>ody." — Dr.  U,  C,  Wood, 

MuHCular  System- — Through  the  motor  ner\-es,  Chloroform 
protlucea  spaara  and  complete  paralysis  of  the  muscular  system. 
In  complete  anresthesia  aud  narcosis,  every  muscle  in  the  body  is 
l>erfectly  aud  completely  paralyzed. 

Eyes.- "Dr.  Bandin  called  attention  to  the  pupil  as  a  guide 
in  Chloroformization,  stating  that,  although  at  first  it  is  uni- 
formly dilated,  afterward  it  is  uniformly  and  immovably  con- 
tracted, and  that  this  is  the  period  for  operating.  8chlager  is  in 
accord  with  Dr.  Bandin.  In  120  out  of  122  cases  observed,  the 
pupil  was  dilated  during  the  first  stage  of  excitemeni.  and,  during 
complete  anaesthesia,  narrowly  contracted.  He  also  states,  that, 
if  during  amesthesia  the  pupil  returns  to  normal,  more  Chloro- 
form is  required ;  but,  if  it  suddenly  dilates,  danger  is  imminent. 
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At  present,  however,  the  condition  of  the  pupil  can  not  be  consid- 
ered 118  an  absolutely  safe  guide  in  autesthetization." — //.  C 
WootL 

The  B0U8e  of  sight  becomes  confused,  things  "appear  all  jum- 
bled up  together,"  a  cloud  comes  over  the  eyes,  and  soon  vision 
is  lost. 


Therai>eutic  Individuality. 

TJie  great  use  of  Chloroform  ia  as  an  atue^thetic;  i.  e.,  to  pro- 
duce insensibility  to  pain  in  surgical  operations  involving  uitense 
pain. — as  the  reduction  of  dislocations  and  fractures,  breaking  up 
adhesions,  and  taxis  in  strangulated  hernia, — and  in  ranny  dis- 
©ases  accompanied  by  great  pain.  No  knowTi  agent  can  equal 
Chloroform  for  this  purpose,  if  the  consideration  of  danger  be  left 
out.  Ether  is  a  triile  more  safe,  but  not  so  convenient,  for  many 
reasons.  The  advantages  of  Chlorofonn  may  Ikj  thus  summarily 
stated,  according  to  Stille :  1.  "A  less  quantity  of  Chloroform  than 
of  Ether  is  requisitu  to  produce  the  ana'stliptie  effect.  2.  Its  ac- 
tion is  more  rapid  luid  complete,  and  generally  more  persistent. 
9.  Its  influence  is  far  more  agreeable.  4.  Considering  the  quan- 
tity used,  it  ia  much  leas  expensive.  5.  Its  perfume  is  more 
pleasant,  and  less  adherent  to  the  clothing.  6.  It  is  much  less 
inflammiiblo.  nrn\  may.  therefore,  be  more  safely  employed  at 
night." 

Neter  administer  Chlomfonn  with  the  patient  in  a  sitting 
posture,  see  that  tlie  neck  ia  free  from  all  constriction,  and  let  no 
solid  food  be  taken  into  the  stomach  for  from  six  to  twel\-e  hours 
before  the  inhalation.  Prof.  G.  A.  TIall  administers  twenty  drops 
of  Chlorofonn  internally,  just  before  giving  it  by  inhalation,  to 
prevent  nansea  and  vomiting.  If  these  precautions  are  taken,  my 
preference  is  greatly  in  favor  of  Clilorofonn  over  Ether.  Dr. 
Syme  has  met  with  no  accident  in  ft.fKHi  ndministrations  wth  these 
precautions. 

Those  that  bear  Chloroform  the  best  are  delicate,  weakly  i>eo- 
ple  that  have  been  reduced  by  disease,  and  women  and  childn^n. 
The  robust  and  healtliy  are  far  more  exposed  to  the  dangerous 
eflfects  of  this  agent.  The  ape  of  the  individual  does  not  seem  to 
have  any  special  influence.  It  must  not  be  used  where  there  is 
softening  of  the  brain  ;  severe  organic  heart  diaease.  wiih  inter- 
mittent pulse;  aneurisms  of  the  aorta;  extreme  weakness  from 
hemorrhages :  extreme  anrrmia :  and  great  tendency  to  syncope. 
AnsestbeticB  should  not  be  employed  in  cases  which  would  prob- 
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ably  require  their  use  for  a  long  time,  because  the  inclination  for 
thia  kind  of  intoxication  grows  rapidly,  and  is  as  difficult  to  con- 
trol as  the  Opium  habit. 

Delirium  tremens  where  excitement  and  violence  predomi- 
nate, is  most  remarkably  controlled  by  this  agent. 

In  convulsive  affections  of  children.  Not  of  much  use  in  epi- 
lepsy, tetanus,  hysteria,  and  insanity. 

Headache,  with  dizziness ;  great  sleepiness,  yawning ;  comatose 
sleep ;  pressure  in  the  brain  and  roaring  in  the  cat's. 

Sick-headache,  with  excessive  nausea  and  vomiting.  (Inter- 
nally.) l>r.  G.  A.  Hall  has  used  this  agent  internally  for  this  dia- 
base with  excellent  results. 

Photophobia  is  greatly  relieved  by  the  fumes  of  Chloroform. 

Earache.     A  few  drops  on  cotton  often  gives  quick  relief. 

Digestive  Organs.— In  toothache  from  a  hollow  tooth,  {wo 
<lrop8  on  cotton  will  often  relieve  the  pain  with  great  rapidity. 

In  7icurnlffia»  of  the  external  nerves,  with  excessive  pain,  the 
local  and  intt»rual  use  of  Chloroform  is  of  untold  value.  The 
same  \*ilh  ftxrcritlffui  located  in  the  plexuses  of  tlie  ganglionic 
nen-ous  system  in  the  abdominal  cauty,  such  as  gastralgia.  eut^r- 
algin.  hepatic  and  renul  colic,  etc.  The  uihalation  of  ansEsthetics 
and  the  intenial  use  of  Chloroform  have  proved  of  sijriiul  Hemce. 
Hiccougli,  of  nentms  fi)rm,  is  relieved  at  once  by  Chloroform. 

In  nausea  and  vomiting,  sea-sickness  or  morning  Bickness, 
with  much  acidity  of  stomach,  and  gi*eat  distention  of  stomach 
and  bowels  with  gas,  two  to  live  drop  iloses  often  act  like  magic. 

Jlrpatic  Colic. — "Cholcsteric  gall-stones  can  always  be  dis- 
solved away  by  large  doses  of  Chloroform,  esi>ecially  if  comhined 
with  Sueci]inte  of  Iron.  Give  from  ten  drops  to  one  teuspoonful 
every  one  to  four  hours,  and  one  teaepoonful  of  the  Succinate  of 
Iron  half  an  hour  after  each  meal.  Chloroform,  on  being  swal- 
lowed, passes  into  the  acini  of  the  liver,  then  into  the  bile  of  the 
gall-bladder,  where  it  dissolves  the  gall-stone  with  the  inexorable 
certainty  of  mathematicR.**— /Jr.  7'.  //.  BitHchr. 

EntfifilftM,  or  colic,  with  intense  suffering,  and  tympanitis; 
especially  if  accompanied  by  great  rcjitlessness  from  intt'use  pain. 

Strnnifultttrti  fftrnift  cati  linrdly  lie  reducetl  without  this  anies- 
thetic. 

ILcmorrhoids  that  are  iiifeuHely  painful,  or  with  colic. 

Involuntary  stools  of  mucus  and  blood,  with  great  tenesmus. 

Renal  Orerans.— Bladder  irritable,  or  pamlysis  of  the  sphinc- 
ter vesicie. 
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Dr.  A.  W.  Woodward  curod  one  case  of  complete  paralysis  of 
the  sphincter  vesica*  following  labor  Ity  ten-drop  doHes. 

llenai  Colic  During  the  passage  of  the  calculi,  administer  by 
iuhalation,  or  in  teaepoonful  doses  every  hour  until  relieved. 

Sexual  Organs,  Male.— (Jreat  prostration  and  relaxation  of 
these  organs.  In  acute  orchitis,  if  Chlorolorin  be  applied  locally 
to  the  scrotum  ouee  in  throe  hours,  it  will  often  nboil.  the  disease. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Chloroform  has  here  one  of  ita 
centers  of  greatest  usefiUuess.  AVuros^  of  these  organs  often 
finds  its  remedy  in  this  anesthetic.  FororttmlfiM,  ihfHmfnorrkfptt, 
jihro'ul  (jnucth^, prlt'ir  aiigccas,  Q.nd pfunifwn  ttinutrs,  the  importance 
of  full  anffisthesia  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

Ohntetrie  Practire. — To  the  obntetrician,  aniesthelics  are  of 
the  highest  valuu.  Ulerine  sensibility  is  coinplctt;ly  elfaced,  like 
all  othur  paiuB,  by  the  vajiors  of  Chlorofonn.  "Women  who  inhale 
nnfEsthetics  continue  to  have  abdominal  and  uterine  contractions, 
though  plunged  in  the  sleep  of  auftfsthesia,  and  often  are  awak- 
ened after  the  child  is  ex|}elled,  by  the  ubise  of  its  crying;  yet 
the  contractions  of  the  uterus  and  the  ubtbmiinal  muscles  may 
be  notably  modilied  in  certain  cases  under  the  intlufnce  of  anws- 
theticB.  They  may  be  weakened,  or  even  suspended,  when  anffs- 
thesia  becomes  profound.  [In  many  women.  I  have  seen  labor 
entirely  cease  from  even  piutial  atuesthcsia ;  but  these  arc  the 
exception.]  If  it  be  superlicial  and  wcU  manageil,  the  contrac- 
tions of  the  womt)  and  the  abdominal  muscles  persist  with  their 
ordinary  energy ;  but,  if  too  much  is  given,  the  labor  will  be  en- 
tirely suspended." — Prof.  A,  Trinntariyu. 

There  is  not  the  least  danger  to  mother  or  child  from  the  use 
of  anaesthetics,  if  used  as  they  should  be ;  viz. :  The  interval  be- 
tween the  pains  should  be  watched ;  thirty  seconds  before  the 
pain  is  anticipated  inhalation  should  be  commenced,  and  con- 
tinued until  the  pain  is  half  over,  when  the  Clili>roform  should  be 
withheld,  until  near  the  approach  of  the  next  pain.  <Jomj>lete 
ana'sthesia  should  never  be  protluced  except  in  cases  requii'ing 
surgi<ral  interference.  There  is  not  a  case  on  record  where  these 
agents  have  produced  death,  or  caused  a  m«ment*s  anxiety  in 
regard  to  the  woman's  life.  It  is  not  necessary  to  produce  com- 
plete nncouBciousness.  only  to  give  Bufficient  Chloroform  to  dull 
the  pains.  With  complete  antesthesia,  the  pains  may  cease; 
but  you  will  be  compensateil  by  greater  relaxation  of  the  parts. 
When  inatnimrntn  are  used,  or  turning  is  performed,  full  anssthe- 
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sia  i»  invftluable.  The  same  in  abortion,  to  extract  the  placenta. 
Chloroform  narcosis  will  enable  tbe  physician  to  completely  and 
speedily  remove  it  >nt)i  tlie  hand  >vithout  lianger  to  the  mother. 
This  has  been  my  practice  for  years,  and  1  never  have  to  resort 
to  instmments. 

PurrfHTul  ConrulMonK  from  ur<rmia  or  rtth'x  irritation.  The  use 
of  Cbloroform  has  cured  verj'  many  casus,  and  no  one  remedy  ex- 
cels this  agent  in  this  fatal  malady.  If  the  I^pa8m8  are  due  to 
cerebral  hrmorrha/fe,  this  agent  should  not  be  used. 

In  ovarif}tnmif  and  all  extremely  painful  gynecological  opera- 
tions, the  use  of  anesthetics  is  imperative. 

Respiratory  Organs,— In  neuroses  of  the  respiratory  organs, 
as  luryufftHmng  striflubts.  aathuui,  and  ;'t'r/fw»ij«,  great  relief  is  often 
obtained  by  the  use  of  Chloroform,  both  internally  and  by  inhala- 
tion. 

In  dry.  hard.  spnBmodio,  irritable  cough,  two  to  five  drops  of 
Chloroform  taken  in  glycerine  evcr>'  one,  two,  or  three  hours,  acts 
like  a  charm. 

In  intercostal  neuralgia,  pleurodynia,  and  myalgia  ^vith  fre- 
quent stitching  pains,  Dr.  G.  A.  Hall  applies  Chloroform  locally, 
with  line  results. 

Internal  I'se, — The  l>eBt  way  to  ^ve  Claloroform  infernally  ia 
to  dissolve  it  in  glycerine  (one  to  three) ;  or  it  rtmy  be  iriven  in  an 
emulsion  of  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  honey,  trcaole,  find  water,  or  alco- 
hol. Krom  one  drop  to  sixty  may  be  given  intenially,  without 
fear  of  danger.  A  dose  of  seventy-five  drops  acts  as  a  soporific, 
blunts  Ibe  general  seusibihty,  as  well  as  the  special  senses,  pro- 
duces drowsiness,  and  reduces  the  pulse  two  beats  in  a  minute. 

Caution. — Chloroform  should  never  be  administered  without 
the  presence  of  a  third  party.  This  is  pecidiarly  applicable  ni  the 
case  of  fcmiilcs;  as  such  patients  hare  sometimes  made  charges 
against  the  physiciiin  of  illicit  antl  improper  treatment.  This  ia 
due  to  a  peculiar  hallucination  caused  by  the  influence  of  Chloro- 
form upon  the  sexual  organs. 

Local  Application. — Wlu'n  its  evaporation  is  prevented,  it 
acts  as  an  iixitaut,  promptly  vesicating  the  skin.  By  the  use  of 
a  watx^h-glass,  this  can  be  done  nicely. 

Chloroform  greatly  facilitates  the  absorption  of  me»Ueines  by 
the  skin ;  hence  its  great  value  us  a  liniment  when  mixed  with 
Olive  oil,  Aconite,  Camphor,  etc.    See  "Liniments,"  page  31.

CerPbro-Splnal  Nervous  S3rHt*>m.— The  action  of  this  remedy 
upon  tht!  cerel)ri)-spinal  system  is  that  of  a  rlieumatic  irritant, 
producing  rrethixtic  hifpertemin  of  the  brain,  spinal  conl,  and, 
tlu'ough  tluK,  of  the  whole  muscular  syHtem  ;  an<l  tliiH  is  its  grand 
pathological  efifect.  The  irritative  hyperiemia  of  the  brain,  espe-. 
cially  at  its  base,  is  strongly  marked,  as  shown  by  the  severe 
headache,  marke<l  vertigo,  delirium,  brain  fewling  too  largo  for 
the  cranium ;  dimness  of  viaion,  and  the  perhisteut  and  intena 
aching  pains  in  the  eyt'balls. 

Spine, — It  seems  to  affect  the  whole  cord,  as  shown  by  its 
action  upon  hotlj  Uie  nerves  of  motion  and  sensation. 

Xerrett  of  Mothm. — Through  the  motor  nerves,  this  remedy 
acts  as  a  depressing  imtaut.  as  ahowu  by  the  nervous  tremors  re- 
sembling chorea,  which  are  followed  by  paralysis;  l>r.  T.  C. 
Miller  says:  "Fifteen  years'  observation  and  experience  have 
proved  this  agent  to  be  one  of  the  most  renjarUable  in  all  diseases 
of  the  gauglio-spinal  system,  particularly  when  the  motor  side  is 
excited,  and  yet,  on  the  whole,  there  prevails  tui  atony  in  the 
muscular  and  nervous  system." 

.\Vnf»  o/Scnuation. — Neuralgia,  or  myalgia,  is  tl»e  most  prom- . 
iuent  symptDm  of  this  drug.  Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  says :  "It  causes  a 
pure  fieurtiUpu,  and  what  the  older  authors  called  neiir<tl{fi^  rfwu- 
mttthm.  The  neumhjia  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  set  of 
tien'es,  as  is  the  cane  with  wnne  re  medics.  Its  dt-prt'SHing,  irri- 
tant action  seems  to  be  universal.  The  pains  are  aching,  pressings 
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remittiugf  und  are  ftttended  with  ^eat  restlessness,  and  a  weak, 
exhausted  feeliug.  It  seems  to  atfect  the  Kensory  nerves  of  the 
left  side  moat." 

It  also  produces  rheumatic  myositis  very  prominently ;  aflfeot- 
ing  paxticuhirly  the  belly  of  the  muscle. 

Ovarlo-Ut^rlne  SyHtem.— Upon  these  orsans,  this  remedy 
has  a  i>owerful  action,  prochiciug  rheumatic  hyperrestheaia  of  in- 
tense severity,  with  tiysteria;  dysmenorrhoea ;  and  it  is  said  to 
even  produce  abortion. 

Therapentic!  Individuality, 

Nervous  and  muscular  irritation,  of  a  rheumatic,  neuralgic,  or 
gouty  origin ;  especially  in  delicate.  Ijystericai  females,  who  are 
more  or  less  afflicted  with  ovario-uterine  disease. 

Hysterical  hypertesthesia  of  a  rheumatic  character  ia  the  lead- 
ing indication. 

Neuralgic,  rheumatic  dysmeuorrhcea,  with  much  despondency ; 
eleeplessneKH,  und  very  seuHitive. 

During  the  menses,  severe  pain  in  the  back,  through  the  hips, 
and  down  the  thighs,  with  intermittent,  labor-like  pains;  weeping 
mood,  and  hysteric  spasms. 

Between  the  menses,  neuralgic  pains,  with  much  debility. 

Neuralgic,  rheumatic  after-pains,  with  great  despondency,  and 
eleeplossness. 

Suppression  of  the  locliia,  with  great  despondency,  uterine 
cramps,  and  tendency  to  con\'ul8ion8.

Ovarian  neuralgia,  where  the  pains  change  their  place  often, 
with  profound  melancholy;  menonhagia:  dysmenorrhcea. 

In  puerperal  mania,  and  hypiK-hondriasis,  where  the  melan- 
choly is  most  marked  and  profound,  no  remedy  has  given  better 
results. 

Rhoumatio,  irritable  uterus,  with  intermittent  spasmodic 
pains,  and  leucorrhoea. 

Mammary  pains,  especially  at  the  climacteric,  of  a  burning 
nature,  worse  on  left  side. 

Affects  both  the  sentient  and  motor  nen'es  of  the  uterus,  as 
shown  by  the  painful  after-pains,  etc. 
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Heftd. — Melancholia  is  one  of  1^  leading  indications  for  this 
remedy ;  and  it  is  caused  by  "a  central  bypersatbeaia  of  tbe 
general  sensory  uerve  centers ;  and  with  tbis  excitability,  we 
find  nearly  always  a  suppression  of  all  muscular  action.  It  may 
well  \)e  called  the  pain  of  the  soul,  'the  mania  of  sorrow.' " — 
Dr,  Tttlcott. 

Desire  for  solitude,  with  suicidal  tendency,  and  irritability. 

Obstinate  insomnia ;  imagining  strange  objects  in  the  room, 
on  the  bed,  etc.,  with  dilated  pupils  and  tremor  of  the  limbs. 

Pains  in  every  portion  of  tbe  head,  but  more  iu  tbe  vertex  and 
occiput;  often  extending  to  the  shoulders  and  down  the  Bpine;  of 
a  pressing  and  throbbing  nature,  accompanied  with  delirium. 

"Sensation  as  if  the  top  of  the  head  would  tiy  off,  with  a  feel- 
ing as  if  tbe  cerebrum  was  too,  large  for  tbe  skull ;  pressing  out* 
ward  and  upward." 

"Kemarkable  heat  in  tbe  back  of  the  bead,  often  extending 
down  the  back,  during  convulsions,  and  complaint  of  great  sore- 
ness in  tbe  muscles  of  the  neck  and  shoulders,  after  the  convul- 
sions."—i>r.  .v.  H.  Talcott. 

Headache  of  drunkards  and  students. 

"  'I  don't  know  what  is  the  matter  with  my  bead ;  I  don't  feel 
like  myself,'  with  bluish  hue  of  the  face." — Dr.  Rotch. 

"All  tbe  pains  of  tbe  head  are  from  within  outward." — Halt. 

Eyes.— Intense  and  persistent  pain  in  the  cycbiillft. 

"Nearly  all  the  pains  in  the  head  extend  to  the  eyeballs ;  tbey 
are  aggravated  by  movement,  relieved  by  the  open  air;  attended 
by  faintncHH,  and  sinking  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach." — H(tU. 

Fixed  pain  iu  the.  center  of  the  eyeball :  hyperesthesia,  with- 
out redness  of  tbe  eyeball ;  ciliary  neuralgia. 

Ocular  hypenestbesia  in  rheumatic  subjects. 

Digestive  Oi'^hmh.— Nausea  and  vomiting,  duo  to  cerebral 
sympathetii;  irritation. 

Dry  pliarynx,  with  dysphagia  and  freipient  inclination  to  swal- 
low.   Sinking  sensation  at  tbe  epigastrium,  with  faiutness. 

Neuralgic  pains  in  the  abdomen  (oterine  diseases). 

Urine  pale  and  abundant ;  in  hysteria. 

"Weakness,  tremliling,  and  spasmodic  action  of  the  muscles,  as 
shown  in  choreic  affections. 

"Chorea  of  the  heart ;  tumultuous,  irregular,  unexpected,  and 
etrango  motions  nf  the  heart;  aggravated  by  emotions,  and  sub- 
dued by  sleep."-  //(i/c*. 

Pleurodj'nia  and  intercostal  rheumatism. 
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Beflex  laryngeal  and  bronohirtl  cough  from  uterine  irritation, 
cf  a  (Iry,  spasmodic  character. 

ExceRsive  muactdar  soreness  in  all  the  limbs. 

Violent  aching  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back. 

SorenetiK  of  all  the  muscles  of  the  spine,  especially  in  the  cer- 
vical region. 

Agc^ravation.— Morning;  motion,  cold  air,  and  daring  the 
menses. 

Amelioration. — From  rest;  open  warm  air,  and  warmth  iu 
geneiaL

Cerebro-Spinal  System.— "A  healthy  child  took  two  grains 
of  Santonine,  and  in  n  quarter  of  an  hour  it  was  seized  with  con- 
vulsions :  and  witliin  one  Iiour  it  lay  unconseious,  with  a  hot  head 
and  congested  face,  the  eyes  twitching  convulsively,  the  pupils 
largely  dilated  and  insensible,  the  mouth  foaming,  the  teeth 
clenched,  the  breathing  stertorous,  and  the  upper  limbs  occasion- 
ally jerking.    On  ihc  morrow  recovery  was  complete." — StiUe. 

Upon  the  brain  and  anterior  portion  of  tlie  spinal  cord,  the 
action  of  Santonine  is  very  marked,  as  shown  in  cases  of  poison- 
ing, by  the  "grfat  pallor  of  surface,  with  a  blue  color  around  the 
eyes  or  involving  the  whole  countenance,  which  has  been  gener- 
ally an  early  symptom ;  vomiting  has  not  rarely  been  present,  and

sometimes  has  been  accompanied  by  colicky  pains.  Be&idea 
these  manifefitations,  giddiness,  mental  apathy  or  stupor,  lorreat 
coldness  of  the  surfuce,  profuse  sweating',  trembling,  mydriaKis, 
and  iknally  loss  of  eonsciousneBs,  with  conviilBiouK,  often  violent, 
accompanied  by  opisthotonos  and  emprosthotonos,  and  failure  of 
respiration,  are  the  usual  phenomena  of  ISantonine-poisoning." — 
//.  C.  Wood,  M.  D. 

Large  doses  in  dogs  and  rabbits  produce  "accelerated  breath- 
ing, slowing  of  the  poise,  universal  trembling,  cramps,  free  sali- 
vation, unconsciousness,  comnilsions,  dilated  pupils,  and  death. 
After  deutU,  the  leiiions  are  byperiemia  of  the  nerve  centers  ;  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs  and  heart;  spinal  marrow  and  investing 
membrane  greatly  engorged  with  blood."— R'ood. 

Eyes  — A  prominent  sjinptom  of  Hantonine  upon  the  eyes  is 
xttnt'iojmia  or  "yellow  seeing."  "Usually  it  consists  of  a  vei*y 
deep  yellow  tint  imparted  to  the  landscape  and  to  every  object 
looked  at,  an  effect  perhaps  numt  comparable  to  tliat  of  liH)kii>g 
through  yellow  glass.  Sometimes  this  yellow  is  replaced  by 
green  :  and  Heydlofif  states  that  be  has  seen  patients  in  whom  the 
tint  was  red,  and  others  in  whom  it  was  blue.  Rose  Indieves  that 
the  chromatopsia  is  due  to  a  peculiar  action  of  the  drug  u]>on  the 
nen'e  centers ;  but  it  seems  to  me  more  probable  that  it  is  simply 
the  result  of  a  vor\'  faint  staining  of  the  huraorH  and  other  parts 
of  the  eye  by  the  drug,  and  is  analogous  to  the  similar  phenome- 
non sometimes  seen  in  jaundice." — Wood. 

Dr.  Kosc  and  Dr.  Ogston  find  that  Santonine  always  produces 
hyperjpmia  of  the  retina,  and  believe  the  chromatopsia  is  owing 
to  its  mHueuce  either  on  the  retina  or  brain ;  for  it  does  not  color 
the  structure  of  the  eye.  Drs.  Ogston  and  Brown  assort  that 
Santonine  produced  cataract  in  the  eyes  of  young  kittens,  but 
would  not  in  adult  cats.  In  nine  cases  of  cataract  the'drug  cured 
four. 

It  produces  great  dilatation  of  the  pupils. 

A  child  t^ok  live  grains  of  Santonie  acid.  It  became  amau- 
rotic, and  did  not  recover  its  sight  for  two  mouths. 

Santonine  has  proved  of  gieat  value  in  ner\'0U3  deficiency, 
atrophy  of  the  nervous  element  of  the  eye,  hyperesthesia  of  the 
retina,  amaurosis,  and  choroiditis. 

Olfa<'t4)ry  Nerve.— Upon  this  nerve,  it  also  has  a  decided 
effect,  as  shown  by  biillncination  of  smell.  The  sense  of  taste  i« 
also  perverted  in  some  cases. 
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BigestiTe  Organs. — Through  the  vagi,  large  doses  of  Santo- 
niue  prwluce  gUBtric  opprenHioii,  great  thirst,  nausea,  vomiting, 
I'ohc,  and  profuse  diarriitcn,  liloated  abdomen,  aud  yellow  com- 
plexion. In  the  gastro-iuteHtiual  canal,  Cina,  aud  espeeialiy 
buutouiue,  has  a  doubk  action;  tlrst,  causing  hypersemia  aud 
iliarrhuja,  and,  second,  destroying  the  life  of  almost  every  species 
of  intestinal  worms,  but  especially  lumhrici,  Bouchut  relates 
that  a  single  dose  of  two  grains,  in  a  child  two  years  old,  caused 
the  evacuation  during  oue  day  of  one  hundred  aud  sixty-six  lum- 
bricoid  worms.  Kucheimieister  found  that  Santoniue  and  Castor 
oil,  mixed  with  albumen,  killed  oscarides  in  ten  minutes,  while 
without  the  oil  the  Santouine  had  no  effect.  Injected  into  the 
rectum  with  the  oil,  it  will  destroy  these  thread-worms.  Upon 
the  tape-worm  this  drug  seems  to  have  but  little  or  no  effect. 

R«nal  Organs. — Upon  the  urinary  organs,  Santonine  has  a 
decided  action,  increasing  the  How  of  urine,  and  augmenting  the 
elimination  of  urea.  The  discoloration  of  the  urine  is  very 
marked.  At  jirst  it  has  an  orange  tint ;  but  large  doses  proiluee 
a  saffron-like  or  purplish-red  color,  in  some  cases  like  blood. 
Toxic  doses  have  produced  hematuria.  Giovanni  cites  a  ease  of 
a  child  six  years  of  age,  who  took  six  gi-ains  of  Santtinine,  which 
caused  her  to  pass  bloody  urine:  and  deatli  took  place  from  con- 
tinuous hemorrhage.  Dr.  Page  gives  us  a  case  of  poisoning 
with  this  drug,  with  involuntary  urination  during  sleep.  Ita 
action,  through  the  sacral  plexus,  upon  the  ttphhicter  vesiae,  is 
very  great,  producing  i)uresis,  as  shown  by  the  enuresis.  The 
difficulty  of  holding  the  water  at  night  is  a  leading  aymptum 
of  tiantoniue. 


Therapentif  fnilividuality. 

This  remedy  is  especially  adapted  to  children  troubled  with 
worms,  and  is  absolutely  specitie  for  lumbricoides,  subduing  all 
the  constitutional  symptoms  eauned  by  these  parasites.  I  always 
use  the  first  two  triturations  of  Santonine  instead  of  the  Cirni. 
Children  that  are  exceedingly  unamiable,  nothing  pleases  them, 
they  will  not  lie  awake  live  minutes  without  crying,  must  be  car- 
ried or  rocked  constantly  day  and  night 

Head. — Vertigo  with  faintness,  worse  on  rising  up.  Frontal 
headache,  increased  by  rellexion,  as  much  externally  as  inter- 
nally; the  pain  is  stupefying. 

"Exceedingly  unamiable.     Nothing  pleases  the  child." — G* 
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PressiDg  pains  intvmrtlly  iu  tbe  eyes,  with  dilated  pnpils. 
The  blue  margins  arouud  tbe  eyes  indicate  abdominal  disease. 

Pressure  as  from  a  heavy  weight,  as  U  tbe  brain  were  pressed 
down  iu  tbe  middle  of  tbe  vertex ;  pressure  increases  and  renews 
the  pain. 

Constantly  picking  and  boring  or  rubbing  at  tbe  nose. 

Grinding  of  tbe  teeth  and  tossing  about  during  sleep ;  always 
cross  and  fretful  when  awake. 

Eyes, — Optical  illusions ;  everything  looks  yenow(xanthopsia). 
Pupil»  dilated;  with  brain  symptoms,  and  amaurosis. 
Hyi>era)3thesia  of  tbe  retina,  with  atrophy.     (Hantonine.) 

Digestive  Oralis. — Tongue  red  on  the  edges,  with  large  pa- 
piliffi ;  or  coated  brown  or  yellow.  Great  hunger  soon  after 
eating. 

Frequent  motion  as  if  swallowing  something. 

Sensation  as  if  a  ball  were  rising  in  the  throat,  which  causes 
frequent  inclination  to  Hwallow. 

Desires  many  things,  but  refuses  them  when  offered. 

Great  hunger  immediately  after  eating. 

Qualmishness,  wth  vomifing  of  mucus  and  lumbrici. 

Belly  bard  and  distended,  mih  boring,  twisting  pains  about 
tbe  navel,  and  mucous  stools. 

btoolH  mixed  with  lumbrici. 

Itching  of  tbe  anus,  especially  at  night,  with  restlessnesH. 

Tbe  anthelmintic  power  of  Cina,  and  especially  its  Alkaloid, 
Santonine, — both  acting  as  paraaitirififs,  directly  destroying  the 
worms, — is  also  aided  by  its  power  as  a  restorative  stimulant,  by 
which  tbe  habitat  of  the  parasites  is  rendered  tmlit  to  support 
life,  so  that  they  lose  their  hold  and  die.  Tbe  mucous  membrane 
is  in  an  unhealthy  atato,  secreting  much  tenacious  mucus,  which 
forms  a  favoring  nidus  for  the  development  of  worms.  This 
condition  is  generally  foun<l  in  scrofulous  children,  who  are  un- 
healthy and  anajmic.  One  or  two  grains  of  tbe  first  decimal  of 
Santonine  given  three  times  a  day.  will  cure  about  every  case  of 
lumltricoides  in  from  two  days  to  a  week.  For  iiscimdes,  it 
should  be  mixed  with  oil  or  Iai*d,  and  injected  into  tbe  rectum 
©verj'  night  for  twelve  nights. 

Urinary  Orffans.— Enuresis  noctnrna.  from  worms.  In  chil- 
dren that  are  tninbled  with  worms,  and  have  great  difHculty  in 
holding  their  water  at  night,  or  wet  the  bed  every  night,  Siinto- 
nine  will  act  like  a  chanu. 
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"The  urine  turns  milky  after  standing  a  little."— O. 
Saffron-colored  urine;  becomes  turbid  iu  u  few  miautes. 
Hffimaturia  iu  children,  from  nephritiH. 

Respiratory  Organs,— Hoarse,  RaprgiuR,  croupy  cough,  simi- 
lar t^  that  of  croup,  caused  by  worms,  will  be  arrested  at  once 
with  Santonine.  This  croupy  cough  will  last  for  months,  then  be 
arrested  immediately  by  Santonine. 

"The  symptoms  of  the  respiratory  organs  indicate  a  catarrhal 
affection  of  a  light  grade,  with  great  nervous  excitement  involving 
the  whole  cerebro-spinal  system,  similar  to  that  of  whooping- 
cough."— />. 

"The  preponderance  of  the  nervous  over  the  local  affection 
indicates  the  role  which  Cma  plays  in  whooping-cough  and  in 
spasmodic  asthma," — IK 

Cerebro-Spinal  Systeiii, — Convulsions  with  conBciousneas ; 
even  if  epileptic,  they  are  conscious. 

Many  cases  of  fever  are  kept  up  for  days,  that  will  be  cured 
at  once  with  Santonine. 

Spasmodic  affection  of  the  larynx  and  respiratory  muscles  in 
children  with  helminthiasis. 

For  intermittent  fever,  mild  cases,  Hght  chill,  good  deal  of 
fever,  with  vomiting  of  food,  and  coUcky  pains  in  children  afflicted 
with  worms,  use  Santonine. 

Urticaria  from  irritation  of  the  abdominal  cavity. 

In  chorea  in  children  afflicted  with  worms,  Santonine  acts  like 
a  charm. 

Agin'avation.— At  night,  when  pressed  upon,  the  pain  is  ag- 
gravated in  children  with  worms;  when  looked  at,  and  when 
crossed  in  the  least. 

Amelioration. — During  the  day ;  from  cold  and  motion.

Brain.— The  effects  of  ibis  remetiy  are  especially  centered  up- 
on the  basi*  of  the  bruin,  affecting  piirtieiilrtrly  the  enrjtnra  striata, 
optic  thalami  and  corpora  quadriuemina.  From  the  irritation  and 
prostration  of  these  organs,  "ve  hare  intense  congestion,  border- 
ing upon  inflninmation  of  the  brnin.  Yet,  I  do  not  believe  that 
genuine  acute  inHaniniation  of  the  brain  can  be  i>rodueod  in  man 
by  toxic  doses  of  Cinchona  or  its  Alkaloid :  tboiiKb  the  byperip- 
mia  is  intense,  as  shown  by  the  deafnesR.  blindness^  delirinm. 
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coma,  convulsions,  excessive  vertigo,  slow  respiration,  feeble 
pulse,  and  co|]aii-c  unto  death. 

"GiddiUfiiri  aud  buzzing  in  the  ears,  are  the  meet  common 
effects  of  this  medicine ;  but  the  confusion  of  sight  and  faint- 
ness  which  accompany  them  cease  as  soon  as  the  patient  lies 
down.  They  are  apt  to  occur  for  several  days  whenever  the 
erect  posture  is  assumed.  In  tJie  higher  degrees  of  Cinchonism, 
tin-  patient  sometimes  reeU  as  if  intoxicated,  aud  presents  the 
appearance  characteristic  of  the  invasion  of  low  fevers.  In  a  few 
cases  of  uervuuH  and  excitable  persons,  tielinum  has  been  ob- 
served,—sometimes  of  a  gay  or  noisy  description,  like  the  excite- 
ment produced  by  alcohol ;  but  less  frequently  it  accompanies  a 
dreamy,  dull,  and  listless  condition.  Li  a  few  instances,  conrul- 
sionit  have  occurred,  cith(;r  when  the  dose  was  too  large,  or  when 
it  was  given  to  a  person  affected  with  cerebral  disease.  Finally, 
when  oil  overdose  is  taken,  a  stale  of  debility  may  ensue  which 
grachiully  deepens  into  roUapse. 

"The  minimum  fatal  dose  of  Quinine  is  not  known,  but  is  large, 
and  varies  much,  probably  because  the  intestinal  glands  do  not 
absorh  it  all.  T)r.  ('lapton  gives  a  case,  in  which  a  suldiur  took 
an  ountre  of  the  Sulphate,  stinvd  up  in  some  water,  that  only 
produced  delirium  and  stupor.  In  the  famous  case  of  Bazire,  five 
ounces  taken  in  the  course  of  ten  days  caused  death. 

"In  large  doses,  (Jninia  witliout  doubt  abolishes  the  function  of 
the  cerebrum.  Dr.  Jakoulx^wicrh  says,  that  when  given  to  young 
pups  in  doses  of  from  one  to  fifteen  grains.  Quinia  produces  no- 
lent  but  short  epileptiform  convulsions,  followed  by  sleep,  either 
comatose  or  delirious."— />r.  TI.  C,  IVood. 


Auditory  Nerve. — The  action  here  is  specific  and  powerful, 
as  shown  by  the  various  sounds  in  the  ears,  as  singing,  roaring, 
hissing,  buzzing,  ITiirdness  of  hearing,  and  in  many  instances 
positive  deafness,  lias  been  prmluced  by  large  doses  of  Quinine. 

StiUesays:  "The  denfness.  although  sometimes  very  great, 
and  even  complete,  is  alleged  never  to  be  permanent;  but  this 
rule  is  not  absolute,  as  will  liereafter  be  shown,  at  least  in  regard 
to  excessive  long-continued  doses  of  the  medicine," 

EyoH. — Through  its  action  upon  the  corpora  quadrigemina, 
we  have  dilatation  of  the  pupil,  and  sometimes  complete  blind- 
ness. "The  eye  is  morbidly  sensitive,  and  experiences  a  feeling 
of  tension  ;  vision  is  subsequently  clouded,  objects  appear  double 
or  unnaturally  small.     Finally,  very  large  doses  may  produce 
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blindness.  In  that  case,  the  pupils  are  largely  dilated.  This 
amaurosifi  seldom  lasts  longer  than  a  day  or  two ;  hut  Briquet 
mentions  a  case  in  whi<^h  it  did  not  cease  for  a  month." — Stille. 

The  Trigeminus. — Up<m  the  fifth  pair  of  nen*GS,  Cinchona 
aJid  its  Alkaloid  have  a  specific  action ;  producing  hyper^stliesia 
and  severe  neuralgia,  especially  centering  upon  the  supra-orbital 
branch. 

It  also  produces  hypera^sthesia  of  the  facial  nerve. 

Pnenmo^astric— Upon  tins  nerve,  with  its  various  branches, 
China  and  it^*  Alkaloid  have  a  special  and  profound  action. 

Kirst,  the  digestive  organs.  Here  its  action  is  shown  by  the 
putrid,  i)itter  tast<.i ;  white-coate»i  tongue,  canine  hunger  or  com- 
plete loss  of  appetite ;  violent  thirst,  sour  eructations,  nausea,  and 
vomiting  of  aoid  fooil,  or  hitter,  bilious  vomiting;  slow  di^stion, 
with  much  flatulence  and  pastralfna. 

Dr.  H.  C,  Wood  says:  "Upon  the  stomach  and  intestinea. 
Quinine  acts  very  much  as  a  simple  bitter.  In  moderate  doses, 
it  stimuliites  di»;c'»tion  and  im-reuses  the  appetite;  in  large  doses, 
it  not  inifi'equently  causes  nausea  and  vomiting.  WIihu  there  is 
any  morbid  imtability  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach 
or  bowels,  its  irritant  action  is  often  veiy  marked,  and  its  con- 
tinued use  in  lar]ge  doses  has  been  known  to  cause  gastritis.'* 

Stille  says:  "Small  doses  have  a  tendency  to  produce  consti- 
pation, while  lai*ge  tjuantities  very  generally  occasion  diarrhoea." 

From  portal  congestion,  we  have  copious  watery  diarrhoea. 

Spleen. — Through  the  filaments  of  the  vagi,  Quinine  has  a 
marked  influence  on  the  spleen.  Large  doses  of  Quinine  first 
diminish  the  size  of  the  spleen,  by  its  action  upon  the  muscular 
fibers  of  the  veins  that  this  organ  is  so  nlnmdantly  supplied  with. 
The  effect  of  organic?  reaction,  or  sBcoodnry  etTect,  is  an  excessive 
supply  of  blood,  producing  enlargement  and  chronic  hypertrophy 
of  this  organ  :  hence  its  great  utility  in  eidar^ement  of  the  spleen 
following  intermittent  fever.  Dr.  Jerusalimsky  believes  the  con- 
traction to  be  caused  cliietly  by  an  action  on  the  peripheral 
splenic  nerves  and  muscles.  Drs.  Smith  and  Piorry  believe  that 
large  doses  of  Quinine  will  produce  immediate  contraction  and 
lessening  of  the  spleen  ;  but  Drs.  Stille,  Wood,  and  others  claim 
that  this  has  not  been  confirme<l.  and  teach  that  it  is  higlily  im- 
probable. But  we  know  that  Cinchonism  will  produce  chrooio 
hypertrophy  of  the  spleen. 
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The  nervous  life  of  the  Malpigbiaii  botliea  of  the  spleen  ia  de- 
stroyed through  Ciiichorm's  a<^tiou  ou  the  right  pneumogastric 
nerve  and  semilunar  yaugha,  and  their  cataljrtif  bloo<i-making 
functions  are  lost.  This  is  one  cause  of  the  aummia  we  see  in 
those  who  are  suffering  from  Cinchonism. 

Longs.— It  produces  congestion,  with  htemoptysis ;  dyspnoea ; 
anffimia  and  great  debility. 

Dr.  Stille  says :  "That  the  lungs  are  embarrassed  in  their 
functions,  but  probably  through  the  nerves  more  than  the  circu- 
latory syHtem,  is  proved  by  observation.  It  is  not  unusual  for 
persona  under  the  influence  of  large  doses,  to  complain  of  tight- 
ness and  oppression  of  the  prieoordia,  while  the  face  grows  pale 
and  wears  a  look  of  distress.  Sometimes,  indt^ed,  there  is  severe 
dyspnoea,  and  a  sibilant  rbonchus  is  heard  in  the  lungs.  Yet, 
there  is  no  reason  to  beheve  that  this  interference  with  respira- 
tion predisposes  the  lunga  to  become  engorged  or  inflamed."  This 
is  a  pnictical  liint ;  fur,  in  acute  congestion  and  inilammation,  tbia 
remedy  is  of  no  rc*al  use ;  but,  in  passive  congestion  and  ansmia, 
Cinchona  is  of  great  value. 

Liyer. — We  now  come  to  that  part  of  the  organism  wherein 
lies  the  most  QKefiLl  sphere  of  Cuichona  and  its  Alkaloid,  the  Sul- 
phate of  Quinine.  Juat  how  it  acts  upon  this  organ  is  still  some- 
what of  a  mystery.  The  action  of  Cinchona,  and  especially  its 
Alkaloid,  is  to  produce  complete  prostration  of  the  nervous  cen- 
ters, and,  through  them  (hy  meiins  of  their  nen'ous  connection), 
of  the  tissues  in  conjunction  with  them.  In  this  case,  through 
the  pneumogastric,  and  vaso-motor  nerves  of  the  hepatic  cells, 
we  have  paresis  and  long-lasting  congestion  of  the  liver,  with  its 
many  symptoms. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  of  these  symptoms  is  jaundhe. 
Jaundice  is  not  a  diseaBe,  but  a  sjTnptom,  and  is  produced  in  the 
following  way : 

Thv  bih'  nlrniflif  srrrcicd^  is  reabsorbed,  and  stagnates  in  the 
hepatic  cells  and  bile-ducts,  in  consequence  of  paralysis,  or  a  me- 
chanical impediment  to  its  excretion.  It  is  then  carried  into  the 
bIoo<l  by  means  of  the  veins  and  lymphatics. 

Dr.  Frericks  says  jaimdice  is  produced  in  the  following 
manner:  "Whatever  view  we  accept  as  to  the  mode  of  separa- 
tion of  the  substance  secreted  by  the  liver,  still  it  is  certain  that 
an  increased  absorption  of  bile  into  the  blood  may  be  dependent 
upon  a  difference  of  tension  of  the  contents  of  the  hepatic  and 
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blood  vessels.  Such  a  condition  may  ariso  in  two  ways:  (1) 
From  obHtniction  of  the  bile-duota,  by  which  Uie  pressure  on  the 
side  of  the  cell-contents  i&  increased;  and  (2)  from  obKtruction  to 
the  tlow  of  blood  in  the  portal  system,  and  consequent  diminu- 
tion of  the  pressure  of  this  tiuid  on  the  sides.  The  former  mode 
of  production  is  the  more  common,  and  is  the  only  one  which  as 
yet  has  Ijeen  investigated.  All  mechanical  obstructions  M'hieh 
interfere  with  or  arrest  the  tlow  of  bile  into  the  larger  or  smaller 
biliary  ducts,  produce  jaundice  in  this  way." 

The  investigations  of  Claude  Bernard  have  proven  that  "irritat- 
ing causes  which  stimulate  certain  parts  of  the  iienous  system — 
such  as  punctures  in  certain  regions  of  thti  medulla  oblongata, 
and  electric  stimulation  of  the  proximal  extremities  of  the  di* 
vided  pneumogastric  nerves,  and  injuries  which  reduce  the  ner\"- 
ous  energy  of  the  indindual,  such  as  contusions  of  the  head, 
poisoning  with  curare,  etherization,  etc. — give  rise  to  congestion  of 
the  liver,  while  division  of  the  spinal  cord  below  the  cemcol 
plexus  is  followed  by  an  opi»osite  result." 

TJiis  explains  to  us  why  Quinine  is  so  useful  in  oongestionB  of 
the  liver;  for  its  great  action  is  upon  that  part  of  the  brain  and 
cord  that  has  control  over  the  functions  of  the  liver  through  the 
vagi. 

All  authors  wting  upon  Cinchona  and  its  Alkaloid,  claim  that 
it  acts  throngli  the  ganglionic  nervous  system.  I  claim  a  different 
action  for  this  drug.  All  its  action  is  similar  to  that  of  narcotics  ; 
and  all  of  its  symptoms  go  to  show  that  t^uinine's  great  central 
action  is  upon  the  animal  nenous  centers  in  the  base  of  the 
)n*ain.  and  that  through  these  centers  its  action  is  controlled.  I  am 
well  awart-  that  it  does  have  a  profound  antion  u]M>n  the  solar 
plexus.  Hut  the  solar  plexus  derives  its  life  from  the  cerebro- 
spinal ner\'ous  system ;  consequently  it  is  the  higliest  officer  under 
tlie  control  of  tlie  ccrt'bral  centers.  It  is  now  a  settled  fart,  that 
the  filaments  of  the  pneumogastric  are  copiously  blended  and 
joined  in  with  the  solar  plexus,  extending  with  the  fil>ere  of  the 
solar  j)Icxua  throughout  its  ramifications  in  the  intestuial  cavity; 
and  that  the  pneumogastric  is  tlie  luotor  tterre  of  the  intestinal 
tract,  and  govertm  the  vennicular  action  of  the  intestines. 

By  means  of  a  telegraphic  instrument  in  his  room,  Vander- 
bilt,  during  his  long  illness,  had  as  complete  supervision  over  all 
that  was  done  on  the  New  York  Central  Railnmd  as  though 
be  had  been  over  the  road  once  a  day;  and  yet  he  was  never  out 
of  his  roora.  Just  so  with  Cinchona  and  it*  Alkaloid.  The  cere- 
bral oentera  in  the  base  of  the  brain  are  its  grand  startiug-poiut 
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and  center  of  action ;  this  i*enter  is  King,  and  the  solar  plexus 
18  the  most  prominent  Governor  niiUer  his  control.  This  is  done 
tlirough  the  motor  uervea  and  back  tUrougli  the  sensor)'.  Its 
great  action,  then,  upon  the  liver  is  to  produce  debility  of  the 
vaso-motor  nerves  of  the  hepatic  cells,  paralyzing  their  functions, 
thereby  producing  long-luhting  congestion  of  the  Uver,  with  its 
gi'eat  train  of  sj-niptoms. 

Upon  the  lulinry  ducts,  I  believe,  Cinchona  has  a  special 
action.  Dr.  Thayer,  of  Boston,  says  it  is  a  specific  for  the  ex- 
pulhion  and  radical  cur«  of  gall-stones.  From  this,  it  not  only 
affects  the  muscular  tismie  so  as  to  produce  contractions  of 
the  neck  of  the  gall-bladder  and  larger  biliary  ducts,  hat  in- 
creases and  changes  the  biliary  secretions,  so  as  to  prevent  their 
formation. 

Urinary  Organs. — Through  the  vascular  Bystem,  Cinchona 
and  its  Alkaloid  have  a  marked  action  upon  the  urinary  organs, 
groatly  diminishing  the  uric  acid.  \)i,  K^mke  tne<l  it  in  throe 
indinduals  in  health,  and  found,  that,  under  the  influence  of 
(juiuia,  the  iirie  acid  was  diminished  nearly  one  half.  \)x.  Ham- 
mond made  a  series  of  ohaorvations  during  on  attack  of  interrait- 
teut  fever,  where,  as  in  all  fevers,  the  amount  of  uric  acid  is 
always  greatly  increased.  He  found  in  this  cas<^  the  quantity 
promptly  reduced  more  than  one-half  by  the  action  of  Qiiinia. 

Dr.  G.  Kemer  says:  "Whuu  alxjut  nine  grains  of  Quinia  were 
taken  in  divided  doses  during  the  course  of  the  day,  the  urea  was 
dcciva.sed  not  quite  one-eighth ;  the  urie  ncid  to  a  little  less  than 
one-half:  the  kreatinine  was  slightly  increased,  and  the  nitroge- 
nouH  material  decreased  alM»ut  nno-ninth.  When  a  very  large 
do8«  (tliirty-eighl  grains)  was  taken  in  the  moniing.  the  urea  and 
the  kreatinine  were  each  decreased  about  one-fourth,  as  was  also 
the  collective  nitrogenous  material ;  the  phosphoric  acid  was  less- 
ened about  one-fifth,  and  the  uric  arul  about  foiir-fi/tha.  Zuntz 
found  that  twenty-five  grains  of  Quinia  reduced  his  elimination 
of  urea  nearly  forty  per  cent.  Experiments  upon  dogs  have  con- 
firmed this  decrease  in  the  elimination  of  urea." 

"Dr.  Cachere  relates  two  cases,  in  one  of  which  a  boy  of  thir- 
teen took  ten  grains  of  Quinia  in  three  doses,  and  profuse 
hemorrhage  took  place  from  the  urinary  passages.  Subse- 
quently an  inftision  of  Cinchona  produced  the  same  effect  in 
a  girl  aged  seven." — StilU. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Fotbergill  states  that  in  some  old  subjects  Quinin 
■prodnces  so  much  vesical  irritation  as  to  forbid  its  employmeu*. 
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It  also  causes  the  iirine  to  deposit  a  whitish  sediment  as  well  as 
tbe  phosphates.  Qmnia  may  be  easily  detected  in  the  urine. 
The  solution  employed  by  Bryant  for  this  purpose  contained, 
to  two  parts  of  iodine,  eight  of  iodide  of  potassium, and  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  of  water.  Ho  found  the  action  of  the  test  to 
correspond  closely  with  the  observable  effects  of  the  medicine 
upon  the  nen'ous  sj-stera.  After  the  exhibition  of  eight  grains  of 
ijuitiia  in  one  dose,  a  precipitate  sometimes  appeared  in  lialf 
an  hour,  though  more  frequently  at  the  end  of  two  hours.  The 
length  of  time,  therefore,  b«fore  the  appearance  of  Quinia,  is 
invariably  proportionate  to  the  quantity  taken,  and  the  same  rule 
holds  in  relation  to  the  period  during  which  the  effects  are  felt. 

Another  fact  shown  bj'  the  same  experimenter,  is  that  the 
quantity  of  salt  eliminated,  is  directly  proportionate  to  that  in- 
troduced. A  third,  also  highly  interesting,  is  that  the  elimina- 
tion always  ceases  after  a  short  time,  generally  little  exceeding 
that  during  which  the  effects  of  Quinia  persist.  Thus,  after  a 
single  dose  of  alwnt  three  grains,  the  Quinia  disappeared  from 
the  urine  yi  from  twenty  to  twenty-four  hours ;  after  thirty  grains 
taken  during  twelve  boms,  in  about  forty  hoiurs ;  and  after  large 
doses,  taken  for  several  days,  in  from  sixty  to  eighty  hotirs. 

This  most  beautifully  illustrates  to  ns  that  the  action  of 
Quinia  is  not  througb  any  chemical  fombinatiou  with  the  tissues, 
but  that  it  is  through  its  spiritual,  medicinal  (djiiamic)  principle 
acting  upon  the  vital  organs. 

"Its  removal,  according  to  the  researches  of  Binz,  goes  on 
slowly;  for  it  is  stated  that  in  six  experiments  only  a  little  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  ingcHted  quantity  was  excreted  in  the  first 
forty-eight  hours.  Further,  DeReuzi  has  found  it  in  the  urin© 
seven  days  after  the  ingestion  of  the  last  dose.  Dr.  L.  Thau, 
linwever,  in  three  experiments,  out  of  4.4586  grammes  of  the 
Alkaloid  which  were  given,  recovered  from  the  urine  passed  dur- 
ing the  forty-eight  hours  4.^  grammes,  so  that  only  0.1586 
gramme  remained  unaccounted  for.  A  portion  of  this  residue 
was  perhaps  lost  in  the  phemical  operations.  But  it  is  probable 
that  some  of  the  Quinia  is  eliminated  through  other  channels  than 
the  kidneys ;  since  Prof.  Binz  has  found  it  in  the  saliva  of  a  poi- 
soned dog,  and  Landeur  states  that  he  has  detected  it  in  the 
urine,  sweat,  tears,  and  milk  of  nursing  women,  and  in  the  serum 
of  dropHical  effusions.  Dr.  G.  Eemer  has  found  that  Quinia  as 
excreted  is  in  an  amorphous,  uncrystallizable  form.  He  also  has 
discovered  in  the  urine  of  persons  taking  Quinine  a  peculiar  sub- 
stance,  sometimes  amorphous,  sometimes  in  acicular,  prismatic 
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crystal,  free  from  bitter  taste,  possessinp:  the  Quinia  infiores- 
cence,  which  he  believes  to  be  a  derivative  formed  in  the  body 
from  the  ingested  Alkaloid."— />r.  //.  C.  Wood, 

Sexual  Organs.— The  specific  and  powerful  action  Cinchona 
baa  upon  the  organs  of  special  Beii8e  looateil  in  the  base  of  the 
brain,  shows  us  at  once  why  tlxis  remedy  in  so  useful  in  diseases 
of  the  generative  organs.  Cinchona  affects  the  whole  nenous 
life  of  the  cerebellum,  debilitating  and  prostratii'e:  ite  fundionH. 
and  consequently  affects,  through  the  animal  neiTous  system, 
the  sexual  functions.  The  regulation  of  the  motor  functions  is 
presided  over  and  controlled  by  the  cerebellnra  ;  and  the  debility 
of  this  cerebral  center,  so  prominently  produced  by  Cinchona,  ex- 
plains its  great  and  usefnl  action  upon  the  sexual  organs ;  for  it 
is  in  diseases  where  debihty  of  the  motor  ner\'ous  system  is  so 
prominent,  that  the  use  of  Cinchona  is  especially  called  for. 

Hexaal  Ors^ans,  Male.— Debilitating  nocturnal  emissions. 
Impotence  from  long-continued  seminal  losses,  with  seiual 
dreams,  and  complete  prostration  of  tlte  whole  animal  and  mus- 
enlar  system,  from  undue  sexual  excitement. 

8exnal  Organs,  Female.— Dr.  Wood  says:  "At  present,  it 
seems  estnblislifd  that  Quinia  in  full  doses  (t«n  to  twenty  grams) 
is  a  very  powerful  stimulant  to  the  uterine  eontractionB  during 
labor.  The  pains  it  produces  so  exactly  simulate  the  natuntl 
ones  as  to  indicate  that  they  are  not  so  much  caused  by  a  speciJio 
action  of  the  drug  as  by  its  arousing  the  general  nervous  forces  of 
the  system.  Be  this  as  it  may,  most  of  the  leading  accoucheurs 
of  this  city  [Pliiladelphia]  and  of  New  York  are  accustomed 
to  rely  upon  Quinia  in  cases  of  uterine  inertia  from  exhaustion." 

Dr.  Monteverdi  says,  "that  Quinia  is  a  uterine  stimulant, 
causing  at  times  in  the  gravi^l  womb  contractions  sufficiently 
violent  to  induce  abortion,  and.  when  givt*u  during  labor,  intensi- 
fying greatly  the  uterine  pains,  and  after  labor  causing  rapid  ex- 
pulsion of  the  placenta,  and  arrestmg  uterine  hemorrhage; 
aflSrming,  further,  that,  in  amenorrhcea  or  in  menorrhagia  from 
uterine  inertia,  its  action  is  no  less  marked.  Many  regard  the 
use  of  Quinine  as  dangerous  and  even  criminal  in  any  disease  in 
pregnant  women.  The  belief  of  these  persons  is  that  this  sub- 
stance exercises  a  direct  influence  upon  the  utenis,  causing  pow- 
erful contractions  and  expulsion  of  the  ftptus."  The  oxytocic 
power  of  Quinia.  as  claimed  by  many.  T  do  not  believe  in.  Wlien 
abortion  occurs  while  the  patient  is  under  the  influence  of  Quinia, 
it  is  firom  other  causes,  and  not  the  direct  effect  of  this  drug. 
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Cinchona  excites  the  ovario-uterine  functions  so  as  to  produce 
copious  uterine  homurrhagea.  The  luenBee  arc  too  early,  copious, 
with  black  clots ;  followed  by  a  watery  leucorrliita  and  much  de- 
bility. Dr.  Phillips  says  that  all  the  Alkaloids  of  Cinchona  cause 
Bexual  excitement.  Hahueiuuuu  and  beveral  of  Joerg's  provers 
all  claim  the  same  for  this  drug. 

Mutjt'ular  Systvni.— Cinchona  produces  antemia,  muscular 
prostration,  myalgia,  and  neuralgia,  as  shown  in  Cinchonism. 
In  the  Gxtremities.  Quinia  produces  debility  of  the  muscles, 
n)3'algia,  and  intermittent  rheumatic  neurulgia.  Full  doses  pro- 
duce complete  prostration  of  the  motor  nervous  system,  and, 
through  this,  of  the  muscles.  To  get  the  great  prostrating  effect 
of  this  remedy,  requires  large  doses ;  but  it  takes  but  a  small 
quantity  of  Gelsemium  and  Veratrum  viride.  The  effects  of 
Quinia  are  more  lasting  (chronic  in  nature),  the  prostration  of 
the  muscular  system  being  in  a  great  measure  caused  by  amemia 
of  the  blood-making  organs. 

Eulenburg  found  that  "the  drug  in  poisonous  doses  abol- 
ishes all  retlex  action  before  voluntary  motion;  since  poisoned 
frogs,  in  which  no  movement  could  be  excited  by  mechanical 
or  chemieal  irritations  of  the  skin,  would  immediately  tuni  into 
their  normal  position  when  laid  on  the  back.  That  these  move- 
ments were  voluntary,  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  section  of  the 
cord  high  up  prevented  them. 

"When  Qiiiuia  was  brought  into  contact  with  a  nerve,  it  did 
not  cause  contractiou  in  the  tributary  muscle ;  but.  when  placed 
upon  the  muscles  themselves,  it  induced  immediate  violent 
action.  He  therefore  concludes  that  it  is  not  a  nerve-irritant, 
but  a  muscle  ii*ritaut.  Wheu  administered  to  dogs  in  sufficient 
quantity,  it  produces  restlessness,  followed  by  muscular  trem- 
bhngs.  which  have  been  compared  to  tliORe  of  paralysis  agitans ; 
loss  of  power,  deepening  intu  more  or  less  complete  paralysis ; 
dyspnoea;  cerebral  symptoms;  convulsions ;  and  finally  death  by 
failure  of  respiration."—//.  C.  }Vno<l. 

From  ana-mia,  we  have  myalgia  of  the  muscles,  and  intermit- 
tent ueuralgia. 

8klD. — *'In  the  Quinine  factories  of  France,  it  seems  that  an 
acne-like  eruption  is  one  of  the  most  common  effects  of  exposure 
to  the  Cinchona  dust ;  and  it  is  so  clearly  recognized  that  Bome 
workmen  are  obliged  to  abandon  the  business  on  account  of 
its  persistence.     It  appears  in  an   acne-like,  itching  eruption^ 
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principally  upon  the  thighs,  scrotxiro,  etc.,  though  often  over  the 
whole  body,  exuding  a  Hero-pus,  and  linnlly  forming  ecahs. 
When  the  suppuration  attacks  the  face,  it  occasions  great  bwu  11- 
iiig  of  the  head,  face,  and  eyelids  (Bimilar  to  Khus-poisoniug) ; 
and  the  suffering  of  the  patient  is  often  verj'  acute,  especially 
when  it  attacks  the  genital  organs.  It  makes  its  appearance 
Aer>-  Khortly  after  exposui-e  to  the  poison,  and  (Usappears  upon 
removal  from  its  intluence." — StUle, 

Cinchona  and  its  Alkaloid  have  often  cured  moist  gangrene 
of  the  scrotum  and  vulva.  The  above  effects  show  that  it  has 
a  special  action  upon  those  parts.  From  the  prostration  and 
decay  of  the  reproductive  system,  ulcers  may  be  produced  upon 
the  skin ;  and  Quinia  has  often  cured  such  ulcers. 

From  the  aniemia  pi-oduced  by  Quinia,  we  have  general  ana- 
sarca of  ttie  cellular  tissue. 

Jaundice  is  a  prominent  symptom  of  this  remedy. 


Blood. — Cinchona,  and  especially  its  Alkaloid,  is  a  most  po- 
tent protoplasm  poison ;  even  in  minute  doses,  it  kills  the  white 
corpuscles ;  and  this  produces  a  state  of  the  Bystem  similar  to 
that  cau.sod  by  the  loss  of  this  vital  fluid.  Briquet  found  that 
Quinia  increases  the  Hbrine,  and  diminishes  the  number  of  red 
corpuscles  in  the  blood :  and  this  fact  destroys  the  theory  of  the 
tonic  properties  of  Cinchona,  unless  it  be  given  in  very  mmute 
doses.    Anflemia  is  well  outlined  in  Cinchonism. 

*' According  to  Bonorn  and  Arvedi,  to  Magendie,  to  Monneret,  to 
Melier,  and  to  Baldwin,— in  animals  lulled  Anth  Quinia,  the  blood 
is  found  to  be  a  dark,  defibrinated  fluH.  and  incapable  of  form- 
ing a  clot.  Briquet,  however,  denies  that  this  niteration  of  the 
Wood  is  constant  or  even  common  in  Qninia-poisoning.  as  lie 
found  it  in  only  four  out  of  twenty-three  dogs  so  sacriticed  ;  and 
he  IxOieves  that  it  is  merely  an  accident  dependent  upon  the 
method  of  death.  Tn  a  series  of  analyses,  apparently  carefully 
made,  he  found  that  the  continued  use  of  Qxiinia  augments  the 
proportion  of  tibrine.  but  lowern  that  of  the  rnrpuscles.     .     .     . 

"In  18ti7,  Prof.  Bin;^  announced  the  fact  that  Quinia,  added  to 
human  blood  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  to  four  thousand,  im- 
mediately checks,  and  in  a  short  time  arrests,  the  amcelwid  move- 
ments of  the  white  blood-cells.  Confirmation  of  this  hns  been  fur- 
nished by  Scharrenbroich.  Kemer,  Geltowsky.  and  by  Jemsalim- 
sky.  The  minimum  etfective  strength  of  the  solution  has  l)een 
found  to  varj-  in  different  species  of  animals,  and  even  in  different 
individuals  of  the  same  species. 
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"It  is  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  determine  whether  Quinia 
acts  in  the  liviug  organism  as  on  the  stage  of  the  microHrope ; 
and,  to  settle  tliia  point.  Prof.  Binz  has  experimented  according 
to  the  method  of  Cohnheim.  He  found,  that,  when  the  mesen- 
tery of  Cnrarized  frogs,  to  which  Quinia  had  been  given,  was  ex- 
posed upon  the  stage  of  the  microscope,  no  accumulation  of 
white  blood-cells  in  the  small  vessels,  or  passage  of  them  out  into 
the  tisBueSi  occurred  upon  irritation ;  or,  if  after  a  time  these 
phenomena  commenced,  they  were  at  ouce  cheeked  by  a  small 
hypodermic  injection  of  the  Alkaloid.  "When  the  indammatory 
process  had  already  commenced  in  a  'Cohnheim  frog,*  an  injec- 
tion of  Quinia  would  cause  the  wandering  out  of  the  coi-pusclea  to 
cease,  and  would  bring  about  a  gradual  clearing  of  the  white  cells 
from  the  choked-up  vessels.  Prof.  Binz  further  took  two  young 
oats,  and,  after  poisoning  one  of  them  with  Quinia,  examined 
their  blood.  In  the  blood  of  the  unpoisoned  animal,  the  white 
cells  were  far  more  abundimt  than  in  that  of  the  poisoned  cat. 
From  these  facts.  Prof.  Binz  deduces  the  conclusion  that  Quinia 
acts  destructively  in  the  system  upon  the  white  blood-corpuscles 
in  the  same  way  as  when  they  are  out  of  the  body.  Dr.  Geo.  R. 
Cutter  has  experimentiilly  uonfirmud  the  effect  of  Quinia  in  pre- 
venting the  estnision  of  white  blood-cells  in  Iht^  frog's  mesentery; 
and  A.  Martin  has  not  only  done  this,  but  has  also  found  that  the 
action  of  the  drug  is  apparent  in  the  center  of  parenchymatous 
organsi,  such  as  the  liver. 

"On  the  other  hand,  Sfhwiilbe  and  Gcltowsky  could  not  con- 
firm the  abovti  ;  and  the  nature  of  the  aetion  of  the  .Mkaloid  upon 
the  white  blood-corpuscle^  in  the  body,  must,  therefore,  be  con- 
sidered undetermined. 

"It  would  seem  that  Qninia  acts  also  upon  other  portions  of 
the  blood  than  the  white  corpuscles.  Mannssoin,  of  BerUu,  in 
1872,  found  that  in  fever  occurring  in  the  lower  animals  the  red 
corpuscles  are  diminished  in  size.  If  in  this  condition  a  decided 
dose  of  ftn  antipyretic,  such  as  Quinia  or  alcoholf  be  given,  and 
the  temperature  fnlls,  the  globules  resume  their  normal  size. 
That  the  change  is  due  to  the  fall  of  temperature,  rather  than  to 
a  direct  action  of  the  drug,  is,  I  think,  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
of  its  occurrence  whenever  the  fever  hcnt  is  lowered  by  the  appli- 
cation of  e\tenial  cold.  The  experiments  of  Manassein,  there- 
fore, do  not  prove  that  Qninia  exerts  any  direct  action  on  the  red 
corpuscles.  The  investigations  of  Binz,  however,  appear  to  show 
that  the  .\1kaloid  lessens  the  ozonizing  power  of  the  blood ;  for  he 
found  that  in  young  oats,  to  which  ho  had  given  a  verj'  large  hut 
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not  fatal  dose  of  Quinia,  the  freshly  drnft-n  blood  affected  the 
tincture  of  gnaiac  much  Ighs  than  it  normally  Hhould. 

"When  blood  is  drawn  from  the  body  and  allowed  to  Btand, 
acid  is  developed  in  it.  Zunst,  who  has  stndied  this  subject  most 
cloflely.  divides  the  investigation  into — study  of  the  production  of 
acid  in  the  tissue  from  the  escape  of  the  blood  from  the  vein  t-o 
its  coaguUition,  and  study  of  the  slow  changes  which  increase  its 
acidity  when  coixgulated  until  putrefaction  has  fairly  set  in. 
Prof.  Binz  believes  that  this  development  of  acid  is  due  to  oxida- 
tion, and  by  an  elaborate  series  of  experiments  haw  iletvnniued 
tliat  Quinia  (also  Sulphate  of  Bebeeria  and  Picratt*  of  Sodium  in 
almost  as  great  a  degree)  inhibits  these  changes  very  greatly  in 
both  their  varieties.  These  experiments  are  in  accord  with  the 
previous  ones  of  A.  Schulte  ;  and  the  fact  therefore  may  bo  con- 
sidered proven. 

"If  ozonized  oil  of  turpentine  be  dropped  into  an  alcoliplic  so- 
lution of  giiaiac  resin,  no  alteration  of  color  occurs ;  but,  if  a 
drop  of  blootl  be  added,  the  blue  appears  at  once;  i.  e.,  the  blood 
acts  as  a  carrier  of  ozoue  from  the  turpentine  to  the  resin.  Prof. 
Binz  bos  found  that  Quinia,  even  in  so  small  an  amount  as  one 
part  in  twenty  thousand,  has  a  perceptible  influence  in  prevent- 
ing this.  Similarly,  when  into  a  dilute  watery  solution  of  the  Sul- 
phate of  Indigo.  Carbonate  of  Sodium  is  thrown  until  tbe  reaction 
is  decidedly  alkaline,  and  a  little  blood,  and  subsequently  tc-n 
di*op9  of  ozonized  turpentine,  are  added,  a  gi*een  color  begins  at 
once  to  develop,  and  in  a  little  while  passes  into  tbe  dear  yellow 
of  isntin.  In  this  case,  also,  the  blood  acts  as  a  carrier  of  ozone ; 
and  Binz  an<l  his  pupil  Rausone  havv.'  found  rliat  Qiiini»  also  in- 
hibits this  action,  one  part  of  it  added  to  a  thousand  of  the  mix- 
ture delaying  tbe  change  of  color  for  an  hour.  In  these  exppri- 
ments,  Binz  useil  a  large  number  of  different  salts  of  Quinia,  and 
found  that  they  acted  identically.  That  the  nction  of  the  Alka- 
loid was  on  the  blood,  not  on  the  indigo  and  guaiac  solutions, 
was  shown  by  the  fact,  that,  when  similar  solutions  without  the 
blood  were  shaken  in  tbe  nir  and  ubsorl>ed  ozone,  the  characteris- 
tic coli»mtions  of  its  action  were  pn)duced  just  as  readily  when 
Qninia  was  absent  as  wben  it  was  present.  Binz  also  proved  that 
the  red  corpuscles  were  the  ])ortion8  of  the  blood  affected.  On 
adtling  crystallized  hieraoglobin  from  horses*  bliwid  to  tbe  guaiac 
ftolution.  he  found  that  it  acted  as  an  ozone-bearer  between  the 
turpentine  and  the  guaiac,  and  further  demonstrated  that  Quinia 
had  the  power  of  preventing  this  action.    It  is  au  exceedingly 
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plausible  theory  that  the  lowering  of  the  temperature  is  due  to  a 
checking  of  the  ozoniziiifr  power  of  tbo  MlxkI." — }>r.  II.  C.  H'tHKl, 
The  Atrtioii  upon  the  Cirrultit'uni — Tliis  lius  been  studied  most 
closely  by  Briquet,  "who  found  that  large  doses  of  tlie  Alkaloid 
injoftfil  int*!  the  atomach,  cellnlar  tisHue,  or  veins  of  dogs,  pro- 
dueed  decided  lowenng  of  the  an*^rial  pressure.  He  also  found, 
that,  when  a  Hufticient  amount  waw  thrown  into  the  jugular  vein, 
the  heart  was  almost  instantly  arrested  in  its  beating,  and.  on 
examination,  was  found  to  be  relaxed,  destitute  of  contractility, 
aiul  with  its  left  side  fuJl  of  scarlet  blood.  He  also  discovered, 
that,  if  the  Quiiiia  wns  thi'own  into  the  exponed  heart  in  kucIi  a 
way  OS  to  be  carried  into  the  coronary  arteries,  similar  phenom- 
ena were  induced,  even  more  rapidly.  These  experiments  made 
upon  the  dog  have  been  oonlirmed  uiKin  the  frog  by  Schlockow 
and  by  Euleuburg.  The  first  of  these  observers  found,  that,  after 
the  section  of  the  vagi,  Quiuia  induces  slowing  and  eufeeblement 
of  the  heart's  action  ;  and  EtUenburg  not  only  confirmed  this,  but 
proved  that  if  the  frog's  heart  be  innuursed  in  a  solution  of  Qui- 
nine, its  contractions  become  at  once  slow  and  in-egiUar,  and  soon 
cease  altogether.  The  conourrent  testimony  of  this  and  other  ob- 
servers is  80  clear  that  it  must  l>e  considered  as  establishel  that 
Quima,  in  sutlicieut  quantity,  causes  a  diastohc  cardiac  arrest  by 
a  direct  depression  on  the  heart.  (M.  Cliirone  believes  that  by 
(^linia  the  henrt  is  arrested  in  active  dilatation.  The  theoiy  is 
vi*ry  iniprobabli^)  Thf  full  of  the  blood-pressure  which  it  pro- 
duces would  seem,  however,  not  to  be  due  solely  to  such  cause ;  for 
Scliroff  found  that  in  the  Quininized  aniiurtl  neither  gHhanization 
of  a  sensitive  nerve,  nor  asphyxia,  was  able  to  produce  vascular 
contraction,  and  rise  of  blocKl-prossun; ;  and  .Icnisiilimsky  asserts 
that  in  frogs,  dilatation  of  the  vessels  could  be  seen.  These  facta 
seem  to  demouHtrate  thiil  toxic  doses  of  Quiiiia  paralyze  the  vaso- 
motor  nervous  system.  Roth  Schroff  iind  Jenisalimnky  noticed 
that  the  fall  of  the  arterial  pressure  produced  by  Quiuia,  is  pre- 
ceded by  a  zise  of  the  presHure,  accompanied  with  an  increase  of 
the  cardiac  action.  The  latter,  on  perhaps  not  conclusive  evi- 
dence, Jerusalimsky  beUwes  to  be  due  to  paralysis  of  the  inhibi- 
tory cardiac  apparatus.  Tlie  rise  of  the  pressure  is  probably 
the  result  of  a  stimulant  action  upon  the  vaso-molor  centers;  as 
Jenisalirasky  found  tliat  it  was  not  produced  aft^^r  n  division  of 
the  cord.  Many  obsen'era  agree  in  asserling  that  in  vcr\"  large 
doses  (thirty  nr  ninety  grains)  Qujnia  produces  in  man  lowering 
of  the  frequency  and  force  of  the  pulse.    The  rate  of  pulsation  has 
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been  recorded  as  falling  to  below  forty  per  minute ;  and.  after 
poisononB  <loKe8,  the  pulne  bas  been  imperL-eptible  at  the  wrist. 
When  the  pulse  becomes  very  feeble,  it  may  become  very  rapid ; 
but,  of  conrBe,  this  increased  rapidity  is  indicative,  not  of  cardiac 
strength,  but  of  cardiac  weakneHS.  I  have  never,  however,  been 
able  to  perceive  any  depressant  action  upon  the  circulation  in 
man  after  ordinary  therapeutic  doses  (three  to  five  grains),  and 
have  met  with  no  experiments  on  animals  indicative  of  its  occur- 
rence. I  believe,  therefore,  that  in  tonic  doses  Quinia  produces 
no  perceptible  sedation  of  the  circulation.  Further  experimenta- 
tion is  required  before  our  knowledge  can  be  considered  settled ; 
but  at  present  the  whole  evidence  appears  to  show,  that,  in  man 
and  in  the  lower  animals,  toxic  doses  of  (jhiinia  diminish  the  arte- 
rial pressure  by  acting  directly  upon  the  heart  and  paralyidng  the 
vaso-motor  centers,  while  small  doses  transiently  elevate  arierial 
pressure  by  stimulating  the  vaso-motor  centers.  Doses  of  five 
grains  in  man  certainly  produce  no  symptoms  of  vascnlar  depres- 
sion {f/tti  they  do  produce  excitation  and  elevation  of  temperature), 
while,  after  a  drachm  or  more  of  the  Alkaloid,  such  symptoms 
may  be  very  manifcHt," — Prof,  irtww/,  Mitteria  Medlca. 

"J)r.  Cheirone,  of  Naples,  has  shown  that  Qinnia  increases  the 
diastole  of  the  heart.  At  first,  the  systole  is  indirectly  increased 
on  this  account  J  hence  the  increased  energy  of  the  cardiac  con- 
tractions obtaiufd  by  small  doses.  With  larj^er  doses,  the  diastole 
altogether  predominates,  the  systole  becomes  weaker,  and  the 
heart  is  finally  arrested  in  diastole.  This  increase  of  the  diastole 
causes  an  increast^d  aspiration  of  blood  to  the  heart.;  ainl.  after 
an-est.  it  is  found  by  actual  measurement  to  be  much  enlarged," 
— Gasette  Hehdomada'ire.  1RT5. 

How  does  Qtiinine  enter  the  etrrulationf  "This  has  been  espe- 
cially stu<lied  by  Dr.  Keiiu'r.  As  the  gastric  juice  is  very  acid,  it 
is  evident  that  the  Alkaloid  ^vill  be  rapidly  dissolved  in  the 
stomach  and  be  put  into  the  conditions  most  favorable  for  its 
absorption ;  if.  however,  it  escapes  from  the  stomach  into  the  in- 
testines, it  will  be  liiibic  to  be  precipitated  by  the  alkaline  juices, 
as  well  as  by  the  bile,  whose  acids  form  verj-  insoluble  salts  with 
it.  The  presumption  is  therefore  strong,  that,  when  gastric  ab- 
orption  fails  to  take  place,  at  least  a  portion  of  the  Quinia  will 
[jass  out  with  the  fa'ces.  That  this  actunlly  does  occur,  has  been 
proven  by  Kerner  and  othei-s,  who  have  found  the  Alkaloid  in  the 
excrement  of  persons  taking  it  (a  hint  that  it  would  be  better  to 
dissolve  Quinia  in  acid  before  ingestion).    As  the  blood  is  alka- 
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line,  it  would  appear  probtiblo  that  the  Quinia  salt,  80  soon  aa 
entering  it,  would  be  precipitated.  Tliat  thifl  does  not  occur,  ac- 
cording to  the  researches  of  Kemer,  is  due  to  the  solvent  power 
of  the  gases  contained  in  normal  blood.  One  thousand  parts  of 
detibrinated  blood  deprived  of  its  gases,  at  a  temperature  of  36° 
C.,  dissolved  in  an  hour  only  0.898  part  of  pure  Quinia,  Water 
saturated  with  carbonic  acid  gaa  dissolves  the  Sulphate  of  Quinia 
pretty  freely.  If  a  neutral  solution  of  a  salt  uf  Quinia  is  added  to 
a  very  dilute  solution  of  carbonate  of  sodium,  no  precipitate 
occurs  (another  good  vehicle  in  which  to  administer  Quinia).  It 
would  appear,  thou,  that  the  Quinia  is  held  in  solution  in  the 
blood  by  reason  of  the  loosely  combined  carl)onic  acid  gas  in  that 
fluid."— Z>r.  H,  C.  U'oixi,  Materia  Medita, 

Temperntiire. — The  power  Quinia  has  to  reduce  bodily  tem- 
perature, iH  mainly  a  therai>eutie.  and  not  a  phyKiologiciU,  effect; 
but  small  doses  of  from  Hve  to  ten  grains,  do  have  a  physiologico- 
pathologieal  effect,  i.  e.,  by  elevating  the  normal  temperature 
from  one-half  to  one  degree,  a  fact  brought  out  by  experiments  of 
my  own  U]>on  the  healthy  body.  Dr.  Ringer  says  it  lowers  the 
healthy  temperature ;  but  the  great  center  of  interest  is  the 
power  tliat  this  Alkaloid  has  hi  reducing  an  elevated  temperature 
in  disease.  It  is  supposed  to  lower  temperature  by  leesening  the 
ozonizing  power  of  the  blood  and  thus  checking  oxidation. 

Dr.  C.  n.  F.  Phillips  says :  "At  the  present  time  it  is  evident 
that  flcientitio  opinion  is  coming  to  agiee  with  that  expressed 
by  Biuz  ;  namely,  that  the  lowering  of  iiodily  temperature  is  pro- 
duced by  means  of  a  general  interference  of  Quinine  with  the  oxi- 
dation processes  of  the  body  in  almost  c\'cry  part  of  it." 

Dr.  H.  C.  Wood  Hays:  "The  drift  of  our  present  clinical  evi- 
dence seems  to  indicate  that  Quinia  exerts  in  febrile  disease  a 
decided  antipyretic  action,  whJeli  is  especially  manifested  during 
those  stages  of  disease  in  which  the  natural  tendency  is  toward 
lowering  of  temperature.  In  tf/jihux  Rud  r if pfmiif  fever,  acarlatina, 
severe  enjitiprbu,  rheumatic  hf/jtrrexhi,  etc.,  after  the  use  of  a  cold 
bath»  twenty  grains  of  the  Alkaloid  are  often  very  eflicacions 
in  preventing  a  rnpid  return  of  the  excessive  fever.  If  the  experi- 
ments spoken  of  above  bo  correct,  this  reduction  of  temperature 
must  be  due  to  an  action  on  the  tissues,  and  not  on  the  central 
nen'ous  system.  It  would  seem,  however,  more  probable  that 
Quinia  acts  as  an  antipyretic  by  stimulating  t!ie  inhibitory  chem- 
ical center ;  but  decision  of  this  must  l>e  reserved  for  future  inves- 
tigations.   As  an  antipyretic,  the  drug  should  be  used  whenever 
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there  is  serious  elevation  of  temperature,  except  it  be  cases  of 
simple  inflammation  of  the  hraiu  or  its  membranes.  All  antipy- 
retic remedies  appear  to  act  more  strongly  on  children  than  on 
adults." 


Fever, — What  produces  fever?  Increased  tissue  metamor- 
pliosis  (decomposition)  prodiiceK  heat.  Paralysis  from  vlimiu- 
ished  excitatiou  of  the  nervous  moderators,  produces  fever  heat. 
Claude  Bernard  says :  "Chill  is  from  excitation  of  the  sympa- 
thetic, and  heat  is  from  paralysis."  This  looks  reasonable;  for 
the  nerves  of  c<mtraction  are  from  the  sj'nipathetie,  and  the 
nerves  of  dilatation  are  from  the  cerebro-spinal  roots. 

Fischer  says,  that  "there  exists  in  the  cer\-ical  part  of  the 
spinal  cord  an  inhibitory  (or  regulator)  center  for  temperature, 
excitation  of  which  causes  a  rise  of  temperature,"  and  thinks 
that  "Uiis  center  is  in  the  anterior  columns  of  the  cervioni 
enlargement," 

Of  fever,  Dr.  Smith  says :  "The  chain  of  diseased  organs 
consists  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  ;  the  heart  and  arteries,  espe- 
cially their  capillary  extremities;  the  secreting  and  excreting 
organs,  which  in  fact  are  composed  essentially  of  the  capUlai-y 
extremities  of  these  arteries,  especially  as  tht-y  terminate  in  the 
external  skin,  and  in  the  mucous  membrane  which  forms  the 
infernal  skin.  There  never  was  a  case  of  fever,  in  which  all  these 
organs  and  functions  were  not  more  or  loss  in  a  tlisordered  stat-e ; 
and  tins  complete  circle  of  orjyans  was  never  in  this  morbid  stat« 
without  fever.  A  deviation  from  a  healthy  state  in  one  or  two 
circles  will  not  produce  fever ;  there  must  be  deviation  in  the 
three  circles  before  fever  can  exist." 

Every  fever  remedy  must  act  upon  the  central  nervous  sys- 
tem; for  it  Ima  full  control  in  the  distribution  of  the  blood 
throufrhoiit  the  orKn!iism,*and  upon  the  temperature  of  its  various 
parts.  In  our  study  of  Cinchona,  we  have  found  that  its  center 
of  action  is  upon  the  base  of  the  brain,  and  the  ganghonit* 
nervous  centers  that  control  the  functions  of  organic  life.  Tliis 
explains  at  once  to  the  Honncopath.  why  Cinciiona  and  its  AUia- 
loid  are  so  useful  in  fevers  ;  because  it  acts  specitically  upon  the 
same  orpans  and  tissues  that  are  affected  and  have  control  in 
•fevers.  The  poison  causing  the  fever,  and  tiu*  Qiiinin  poison,  are 
so  constituted  that  they  have  an  affinity  for  each  other  ko  strong 
that  the  system,  acting  upon  them,  unites  them  by  catalysis, 
forming  a  neutral  substance  that  has  no  affinity  for  the  pre- 
vioufily  affect4^d  organs  and  tissues,  and,  consequently,  is  easily 
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thrown  off;  and  the  functions  of  the  body  soon  become  normal 
again. 

Every  fever  to  which  the  human  organism  is  subject,  affects 
certain  organs  and  tissues  pecuhar  to  ilnelf.  For  instance,  tlie 
uffcota  of  scarlatina  differ  from  those  of  diphtheria ;  the  specific 
poison  that  causes  small-pox,  differs  greatly  in  its  effects  from 
that  causing  morbilli.  The  same  with  typhoid  and  malarial  fever. 
All  cause  fever;  but  each  specitic  agent  produces  changes  in  tlie 
organism  peculiar  to  itself.  80  it  is  with  our  remedies;  Cin- 
chona produces  changes  in  the  organism,  identical  with  those 
produced  by  malarial  fever ;  this  makes  it  the  great  specitic  for 
intermittcnts ;  but  it  does  not  protluce  changes  similar  to  thosaj 
caused  by  typhoid  fever,  consequently  can  not  be  bomceopathie ' 
to  this  disease. 

Dr.  E.  ^I.  Hale,  in  WTiting  upon  vwlttr'ud  vtinsmatic,  or /)«/«- 
liiUffvem,  says :  "As  to  the  exact  nature  and  origin  of  the  causes 
of  these  fevers,  the  medical  world  is  not  unanimous.  It  is  my  be- 
lief, however,  that  such  fevers  httie  a  crtfpto*iamie  oritjin;  that  tho 
spores  of  certain  crjptogamic  plants,  invisible  to  the  naked  eye, 
are  absorbed  into  the  system,-probubly  through  the  respiratory  or 
digestive  organs,  and  are  earned  into  the  blood,  where  they  cause, 
by  their  fennentive  (propagative)  force,  febrile  manifestations.  I 
believe  with  Salisbury,  Bartlett,  and  others,  that  the  prodroma 
and  fe])rile  paroxysms  (chill,  fever,  sweat)  are  the  efforts  of  the 
organism  to  throw  off  the  accumulated  poison.  I  believe  that 
Quinine  destroys  the  spores  of  the  fungi  in  the  blood,  and  ia  also 
homcEopathic  to  the  symptoms  of  the  fever  itself." 

Many  physicians  believe  that  Quinia  cures  ague  by  destroying 
these  microzymes  in  the  blood.  This  T  can  not  accept ;  for  how 
could  tho  10th,  30th,  200th,  or  1000  dilution  act  chemically  upon 
these  microzymes,  so  as  to  destroy  their  life  and  thereby  cure  the 
disease?  We  know  for  a  positive  certainty  that  tliese  dilutions 
do  make  brilliant  cures,  both  in  the  acute  and  chronic  stages  of 
this  disease.  No ;  paludal  malaria,  with  its  varied  effects,  is 
cured  like  nil  other  diseases.  This  malarial  poison,  I  lielieve, 
consists  of  teUuric  tThnUitionn  from  the  earth,  is  gaseoiis  in  form, 
and  of  an  acid  reaction ;  and.  when  inhaled,  is  carried  by  the 
blood  to  certain  organs  and  tissues,  where  it  produces  intermit- 
tent fever,  in  all  of  its  varied  forms.  We  select  remedies  thnt 
have  a  special  action  upon  those  tissues,  and  the  disease  is  cured, 
probably  by  catalysis. 
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I  believe  iiitemiittent  fever  to  be  u  iifuroa'm,  eunscd  by  tn{\m- 
malarial  poison,  he  this  poison  telluric,  prj'ptogamic,  or  what  not. 
After  it  eaters  the  circulation,  the  blood  acts  simply  as  a  con- 
ductor of  the  poison  to  the  various  nervous  centers  that  it  selects 
for  a  location  ;  and  this  location  may  he  the  cerchro-spinol  aya/rm, 
the  xi/inpathetic,  or  both,  or  a  »ingU  gmujlion.  Or  it  may  Iw  the 
blood  itself,  destroying  the  white  corpuscles,  producing  hydfa- 
mia.  etc. 

My  friend  Dr.  I,  S.  P.  Lord  truly  says :  "There  can  be  but  two 
,^IBnd  divisions  of  the  nen-ous  system, — the  animal  or  cerehro- 
■"Spinal  system,  and  the  sympathetic.  The  nenes  from  both  of 
these  systems  run  side  by  side  to  every  i)art  of  the  organism,  and 
generally  in  the  same  envelope,  and  yet  remain  practically  sepa- 
rate in/(ic/  and  iwfunct'wn.  The  eharacteristic  symptoms  of  ague 
must  be  caused  by  one  or  the  other ;  and  the  only  question  to 
solve  is,  To  which  system  do  the  symptoms  belong '?" 

The  sensation  of  heat  and  an  elevated  temperature  belong  to 
the  sympathetic,  and  tliat  of  cold  to  the  spinal ;  and  this  is  the 
tftand  keif,  not  only  to  give  ua  the  pathohtjy  of  the  case,  but  to 
determine  the  chss  of  remedies  that  u-ill  cure  the  duetiae. 

"Whether  the  chill  or  heat  appears  first,  depends  mainly  on 
which  system  is  most  powerfully  impressed  by  the  malaria  ;  and, 
if  the  two  sonaations  alternate,  it  is  because  the  disorder  of  one 
system  remits  for  a  time  while  that  of  the  other  takes  its  place  or 
is  exacerbated.  And.  if  there  is  heat  with  chilliness  at  the  same 
time,  it  only  proves  that  the  two  arc  acting  eoucurreutly.  If  the 
sweat  comes  iirst,  it-only  indicates  that  the  glandular  system  is 
first  disordered.  If  Iheri?  is  no  cliill,  it  implies  that  the  spine  is 
not  directly  irritated  or  disordered.  If  there  is  no  heat,  it  is  good 
evidence  that  the  sympathetic  system  is  not  disordered  by  the 
malaria;  and  so  of  all  the  other  conditions.  We  have  only  to 
classify  oui'  remedies  so  as  to  meet  these  two  patliological  condi- 
tions, and  our  therapy  is  complete.  We  have  only  to  divide  our 
ague  medicines  into  two  fjrent  rlasiteA  to  correspond  to  the  two 
great  physiological  divisions,  sympathetic  and  spinal,  which, 
pathologically  exi)refise<l.  gives  ns  siftnpitthrfir  initartts  and  Bp'ntal 
irritants;  and,  going  from  general  to  the  special,  tlie  snbdi\isions 
into  cerebro-sympathetic  on  the  one  side,  cerebro-spinal.  ante- 
rior spinal  and  posterior  spinal,  on  the  other,  follow  naturally,  and 
may  be  can-ied  still  further  if  neeessarj'." — l)r,  I.  S,  P.  Ltyrd. 

This  c!assili(!ation  is  based  upon  a  law  of  unalterable  physi- 
ology and  pathology,  and  needs  not  special  pleading  to  those  phy- 
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sicians  who  practice  in  malarial  fields.  "It  rediices  the  great  and 
most  discouraging  labor  of  selecting  a  remedy  almost  to  zero, 
while  nothing  is  left  to  accident ;"  and  we  do  not  have  to  choose 
from  the  whole  Materia  Medica.  As  a  rule,  we  need  never  go 
outside  of  twenty-eight  remedies.  Dr.  I.  S.  P.  Lord  gives  seven- 
teen, and  says  not  more  than  twelve  of  these  ever  cured  ague  un- 
complicated with  disease  of  the  liver,  spleen,  or  lirngs.  His 
classification  is  the'  following  for  intermittents :

2.  Eupatorium,  Comus,  Salicine,  Arnica,  Natrum  muriati- 
cum,  Berberina,  and  Hydrastis. 

Those  of  the  first  class  have  the  power  of  poisoning  protozoa, 
infusoria,  and  cryptogamic  fungi.

Of  course,  many  more  remedies  in  the  Materia  Medica  will  cure 
certain  forma  of  ague ;  but,  as  a  rule,  it  will  be  loss  of  precious 
time  to  go  outside  of  the  twenty-eight  mentioned  above.  And.  as 
a  rule,  the  more  nialifmant  the  epidemic,  the  stronger  must  be 
the  dose.  In  mild  endemics  and  epidemics,  most  any  one  in  a 
group  will  cure,  if  the  organ  most  affected  is  the  one  the  group  of 
remedies  act^  mostly  upon  ;  but,  in  malignant  epidemics,  the  Sul- 
phate of  Quinine,  in  material  doses  of  from  one  to  five  grains 
every  two  hours,  between  the  paroxysms,  wiW  have  to  be  the  stand- 
ard. And,  if  the  three  stages  are  well  marked,  no  remedy  can 
take  its  place ;  but,  if  the  three  stages  are  not  well  defined,  Quiuia 
will  be  worse  than  useless. 

Dose. — The  specific  and  powerful  action  Qninia  has  upon  the 
white  corpuscles  of  the  blood,  destroying  them  at  once,  teaches 
us  that  this  Alkaloid  should  never  be  given  in  twenty -grain  doses, 
without  it  is  in  congestive  malarial  fever,  and  we  only  have  one 
hour  or  so  before  another  paroxysm  is  due.  I  feel  perfectly  satia- 
iied,  from  a  large  clinical  experience,  that  from  one  to  Bve  grains 
at  a  dose,  given  during  the  apyrexia,  commencing  as  soon  as  the 
patient  begins  to  perspire,  and  repeated  evei*y  two  hours,  until  one 
hour  before  the  expected  paroxysm,  will  be  far  more  successful 
than  larger  doses,  and,  at  the  same  time,  not  injure  the  blood- 
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making  organs  of  the  pntient,  as  I  amcert-ain  twenty-grain  doses 
do.  Uf  course,  the  attenuations  of  Cinchona  will  cure  a  large 
majority  of  those  cases,  but  will  fail  in  some  that  will  be  cured 
Avith  the  Alkaloid. 

Antispptlc  Action. — Quinia  is  an  active  poison  to  the  fungi 
of  puirefiiftiou  and  ordnmrj'  fermentntion.  AlcohoUc  fermen- 
tation is  arrested  at  once  by  this  AlkiUoid.  Prof.  H.  C  Wood 
says:  "As  long  ago  as  17G5.  Dr.  Pringle  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Cinchona  bark,  ui  decoction  or  powder,  has  the  power  of 
preventing  for  a  time,  putrefaction  in  tlesh;  and  more  recently, 
the  subject  lias  been  studied  by  Mayer.  Pavisi,  Hallier,  Herbst, 
Polli,  and  especially  by  Binz.  The  experiments  of  these  authori- 
ties have  demonstrated  that  Quinia.  in  the  proportion  of  one  part 
to  three  hundred,  will  preserve  for  a  long  time  tlesh,  meal,  milk, 
butter,  urine,  albumen,  etc.,  and  will  check  very  markedly  alco- 
hohc  fermentation  in  honey  or  in  synip.  Prof.  Binz  has  demon- 
strated that  thiH  luitiseplic  action  is  due  to  a  poisonous  influence 
exerted  by  the  Quinia  upon  the  fungi  which  are  the  immediate 
cause  of  the  changes.  Accordmg  to  his  experiments,  the  larger 
infnsoria,  such  as  Paramecia  and  Colpoda,  are  kilKd  by  a  solution 
of  Quinia  of  the  strength  of  one  in  eight  hundred,  immediately ; 
of  one  in  one  thousand,  after  some  minutes;  of  one  in  twenty 
thousand,  after  some  hours.  Upon  the  ordinary  mold.  Penicil- 
lium,  ui>on  vibrios  and  bacteria,  as  well  as  upon  the  higher  infuso- 
ria. Quinia  acts  with  a  similar  fatality.  In  the  case  of  the  nbrioa 
and  bacteria,  a  stronger  Rolution  than  the  one  mentioneil  is  re- 
quired to  quiet  movement." 

Dr.  Uinger  says:  "Small  quantities  of  Quinia  destroy  septic 
germs  and  arrest  putrefaction  more  thoroughly  than  most  anti- 
septics, including  Arsenic  and  Creosote." 

Flnorosronrp  of  Quinia. — The  remarkable  properiy  belongs 
to  Quinin  of  convertiu£^  the  chemical  niys  of  the  spectrum  into 
light,  or,  in  other  words,  of  rendering  visible  the  ordinary  invisi- 
ble rays  of  the  solar  or  other  speetmm.  When  a  colorless  watery 
sohition  of  one  of  the  Quinia  salts  is  examined,  "a  pale  blue  line 
upon  tlie  surface  is  very  noticeable :  and  Prof.  Stokes  hns  shown 
that  a  solution  of  Quinia  has  the  power  of  entirely  stopping  cer- 
tain TRyn  of  the  light,  so  that,  when  a  beam  is  transmitted 
through  it  to  lijrbt  up  a  second  vessel  of  the  solution,  this  latter 
displays  no  fluorescence.  Dr.  H.  Hence  Jones  has  fouml,  that, 
when  the  electric  light  is  used,  this  test  is  so  delicate  that  one 
grain  of  the  Alkaloid  may  be  detected  in  1 ,450,000  grains  of  water. 
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Ho  has  also  discovered  that  man  and  animals  are  pervaded  by  a 
substAUce,  which,  in  its  actiuu  on  light  and  in  many  chemical  re- 
actions, very  closely  resembles,  if  it  be  not  identical  with,  Quinia. 
Believing  this  substance  to  be  probably  an  Alkaloid,  he  has  given 
it  the  name  of  Animnl  Quinoidlne."  The  Hiiorescence  of  normal 
blood  ia  BQid  to  be  from  S  to  6,  and  that  iu  malarial  feverB  only 
from  0  to  IJ.  If  this  should  prove  true,  it  is  additional  testimony 
to  the  usefulness  of  Quinine.  The  tluorescence  of  Quinia  demands 
further  elucidation. 

Spinal  Centers  mid  Nenren.— Cinchona,  and  especially  its 
Alkaloid,  acth  quite  prominently  upon  the  anterior  spinal  cord,  as 
sUowu  by  the  great  muscular  paralysis.  "If  as  many  as  thirty 
grains  are  given  daily  in  divi<led  doses,  for  several  successive 
days,  there  may  be  observed  vei*y  great  depression,  apathy,  and 
somnolence,  a  very  unsteady  gait,  barLlness  of  hearing,  dimness 
of  vision,  and  dilatation  of  the  pupils;  the  general  Hcnsibility  is 
very  obtuse,  the  muscular  movements  are  feeble,  and  the  limbs 
tremulous.  If,  finally,  the  doses  have  been  excessive,  complete 
loss  of  consciousness  may  occur,  sight  and  hearing  may  entirely 
fail,  the  skin  may  lose  its  sensibility,  and  the  Urabstheir  power  of 
motion."— iSf/Wr. 

"According  to  the  experiments  of  A.  Eulenburg,  the  drug  in. 
poisonous  doses  abolishes  all  reflex  actions  before  voluntary 
motion;  and,  according  to  Dr.  T.  A.  Chaperon,  the  lessening  of 
reflex  action  is  due,  not  to  a  direct  influence  of  Quinia  ujion 
the  cord,  but  to  a  stimulation  of  the  inhibitory  reflex  centers 
which  Setscbenow  has  proven  to  exist  in  the  cerebrum  of  the  frog. 
Thus,  when  the  reflex  action  in  a  frog  poisoned  with  Quinia  had 
almost  disappeared,  section  of  the  cord  was  instantly  followed  by 
tlie  retuni  of  normal  activity  in  the  parts  below  the  point  of  divis- 
ion ;  again,  if  the  cord  were  divided  before  the  administration  of 
Quinia,  no  depression  of  the  reflex  activity  l>elow  the  point  of 
section  occurred.'* — Dr,  II.  C.  IToor/,  MutitUi  Medicn. 

In  tetanus.  Dr.  W.  A.  Hammond  credits  Quinia  with  curing 
aeventy-tbree  per  cent,  showing  that  it  does  have  a  fine  curative 
action  upon  the  cord.  Its  narcotic  action  produces,  through  the 
motor  nerves,  promaneut  contraction  of  muscular  fiber. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

The  system  has  been  debilitated  by  the  loss  of  vital  fluids,  es- 
pecially of  blood  or  semen,  or  by  diarrhcea,  leucorrhcea,  over-lac- 
tation, or  copions  night  sweats. 
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Symptoms  are  intermittent,  patient  worae  every  other  day. 

The  least  draft  of  air  caiiscH  great  suflFering. 

Paroxysms  of  pains  caused  by  the  slightest  contact,  and  grad- 
tially  increasing  to  a  great  height. 

Motion  brings  on  intense  neuralgia. 

llecent  malarial  intermittents,  with  the  three  Btagea  well 
marked. 

lu  all  diseases  calling  for  this  dmg,  periodicity  is  the  great- 
est feature. 

Head. — Long-lasting  congestive  headaches,  with  deafness,  or 
noises  in  the  ears. 

"Heaviness  of  the  head,  witli  loss  of  sight,  fainting,  and  ring- 
ing in  the  ears," — //</. 

Intense  throbbing  headache  after  excessive  hemorrhage. 

Congestive  throbbing  headache,  with  singing,  roaring,  hissing 
noises  in  the  ears,  especially  if  the  patient  has  been  debilitated  by 
malaria,  or  loss  of  vital  Huids. 

"Headache,  aggravated  by  a  draft  of  air,  in  the  open  air,  from 
the  shghtest  contact,  and  relieved  by  hard  presavire."

Head  feels  light,  with  headache  and  vertigo  on  walking,  with 
nausea  and  faintness.

Exertion  of  the  mind  greatly  aggravates  the  head  symptoms. 

Scalp  sensitive  to  touch,  movement  of  hair  produces  much 
pain  at  the  roots,  as  if  the  hair  -were  grasped  roughly. 

Ears. — Complete  deafness,  in  weak,  debilitated  people,  from 
loss  of  vital  fluids ;  tiunitis  aoriam. 
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Humiiung,  biflsing,  singing,  roaring  noises  in  the  enre. 

Hardness  of  beiiring,  with  ringing  noises  in  the  cars,  with 
mahirial  intermittent  congestion  of  the  head;  nervous  deafness, 
from  paralysis  of  the  auditory  nerve. 

Eyes. — In  ophthalmia  of  malarial  origin  and  intermittent  char- 
acter, or  from  amemia  from  loss  of  blood.  In  kerato- iritis,  the 
pain  is  excessive,  sharp,  cutting  as  if  an  instrument  were  being 
moved  about  in  the  eye,  worse  every  forenoon ;  motion  of  eye  very 
painful. 

"In  intermittent  ciliary  neuralgia,  it  has  proved  very  beneficial 
when  there  was  painful  pressure  and  drawing  in  the  forehead  and 
temples  every  day  at  10  a.  m.,  lasting  three  hours ;  every  touch 
or  motion  aggravated  the  pain." — lioue. 

For  neuritis  from  loss  of  animal  fluids,  use  Quinine. 

Eyes  very  sensitive  to  bright  light,  with  dimness  of  vision. 

The  whites  of  the  eyes  are  very  yellow,  in  jaundice. 

Nocturnal  and  intermittent  blindness;  amblyopia  in  drunk- 
ards. 

Face. — Pale;  yellow;  red  during  fever;  hippocratic,  or  hot 
when  entering  a  warm  room ;  face  pinched :  eyes  sunken. 

Malarial  neuralgia,  the  pain  is  excited  by  merely  moving  the 
affected  parts  ;  especially  supra-orbital. 

Toothache  worse  from  least  contact,  tea,  in  open  air,  or  from 
moving :  better  fi-om  pressing  teeth  together. 

Month.— Thick,  dirty,  yellow  coating  on  the  tongue,  with  bit- 
ter taste. 

Complete  loss  of  appetite  in  people  suffering  from  malaria. 
Great  longing  for  acids,  \vith  slimy,  sour,  or  bitter  taste. 
Canine  hunger,  especially  at  night. 
Bitter,  flat,  watery  taste,  dryness  of  the  mouth. 

Stomach.— Violent  thirst  for  cold  water ;  drinks  but  Uttle.  but 
wants  it  often. 

Loss  of  appetite,  \vith  nausea  at  the  thought  of  food. 

Sour,  acid  belching,  heartburn,  milk  disagrees. 

Stomach  excessively  acid,  with  sour  vomiting,  and  sensitive  to 
touch. 

Frequent  vomiting  of  bile  u\  malarial  fevers. 

Slow  digestion  ;  food  remains  long  in  the  stomach. 

Htematemeeis;  great  loss  of  blood  :  weak  and  very  pale. 

Hea^-y  pressure  in  the  stomach,  after  small  quantity  of  food. 
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Pulaiition  in  the  pit  of  the  Btomiich  ;  very  sensitive  to  touch. 
Chronic  indigestion,  with  mufli  rtiituleiicL'.  (Of  great  value.) 
Fullness  in  the  stomaoh,  tliat  belching  does  not  reUeve. 

Abdomen.— Enonnous  distention  of  the  ahdomen;  feels 
packed  full ;  not  relieved  by  eructations  or  dejections. 

Abdomen  feels  full  sind  tight,  as  if  stuffed ;  eructations  give  no 
relief;  fermentation  in  abdomen  from  eating  fruit. 

Stomach  and  boweU  feel  sore ;  can  not  hear  the  slightest  touch. 

T>Tnpnnitit'  alidonien,  with  incarcerated  tiatulence.  and  colic, 
especially  at  night ;  abdomen  exccHsively  tympanitic. 

Diarrhoea  of  water  or  undigested  food ;  worse  nights. 

Diarrhrea  comes  on  gradually,  more  and  more  watery,  pale, 
pinkish,  with  rapid  emaciation,  and  much  fei'mentation  in  the 
abdomen. 

Watery,  windy  stools,  with  great  debility,  and  painless. 

For  gall-stones,  Dr,  Angel  thinks  it  is  a  Bpecific. 

Cohc  from  gall-stones,  with  swollen,  hard  liver. 

"Pain  in  the  hepatic  region  as  from  subcutaneous  ulceration ; 
worse  from  touch." — Hg. 

Enlarged  spleen,  with  aching  pains  in  that  region  when  walk- 
ing, extending  along  the  whole  length  of  spleen. 

Excessive  jaundice,  from  gall-stones  or  malaria.  No  remedy 
can  excel  Qumine  in  jaundice  when  caused  by  malaria. 

Urine.— Urine  dark,  scanty,  and  throws  down  a  copious  brick- 
dust  sediment  (of  phosphates). 

"Scanty,  greenish-yellow  brick-dust  sediment." — IJg, 
Turbid,  dark-colored  mrine,  with  pinkish  sediment. 

Soxiial  Origans  Male. — Sexual  desire,  with  lascivious  fancies, 
especially  at  night;  impotence,

Impotence,  with  lascivious  fancies,  from  long-continued  semi- 
nal losses ;  much  sadness  and  pro»tration. 

Painful  swelling  of  spermatic  cord  and  testicles ;  tearing  pains. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Menses  too  early  and  too  profuse, 
with  sensation  of  great  distention  of  the  abdomen. 

Metrorrbngia  ;  blood  dark  :  fainting ;  con^iilbiona. 

Much  congcHtion  of  the  uterus ;  hemorrhage  after  miscaiTioge, 
with  faintneB.s  from  great  loss  of  blood. 

Leucorrhiua  instead  of  the  menses,  with  great  debility. 
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"Leucorrhooa  before  the  menses,  with  painful  pressure  toward 
the  groiu  and  anus ;  or  bloody,  fetid  leucorrhtta,  with  contrao- 
tions  of  the  inner  ports." — G. 

"She  can  not  bear  to  be  touched  during  labor- pains,  not  even 
her  hands." — O. 

Intemiitteut,  spasmodic  labor-pains ;  she  can  not  bear  to  be 
touched.

Lochia  last  too  long ;  very  fetid,  with  mucli  exhaustion. 

"Ovaritis  from  sexual  excess;  parts  very  sensitive." — H^, 

Respiratory  Organs.  —  At  night,  suffocative  cough,  with 
stitcbes  in  the  chest ;  can  not  breathe  with  head  low, 

Mucli  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  hapmoptyHiH ;  brciath  cold. 

"Wheezing,  whistling  inspiration;  rattling,  oppressed,  and 
painful." — TAppe. 

Suffocative  catarrh,  and  paralysis  of  hings  in  old  people. 

Asthma  worse  in  damp  weather;  at  night,  and  from  hemor- 
rhage. 

Cough  first  dry,  and  then  copious,  slimy  expectoration ;  worse 
from  head  low ;  from  motion  ;  least  di*aft,  or  loss  of  Huids. 

Extremitips.—Trembling  of  the  arms  and  legs  from  great 
weakness  ;  from  malarirti  fevers  or  loss  of  blood. 

Aeliing  in  the  limbs ;  wants  to  change  position  constantly. 

Aggravated  by  the  least  pressure;  bpasniotlic  stretching. 

Great  weakness  of  the  legs  :  can  hardly  walk. 

Veins  of  the  hands  congested  :  nniis  blue  ;  hands  icy  cold. 

Over-sensitiveness' of  the  nerves,  fi-oni  loss  of  fluids. 

Laming,  drawing,  tearing  pains  in  the  back  and  thighs. 

Great  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  like  cramp ;  worse  from 
the  least  movement ;  pressure  as  from  a  stone  between  the  acapulffi. 

Legs  feel  very  tired,  fls  from  a  long  walk  ;  knees  very  weak. 

Great  debility;  tremliling.  and  averse  to  all  exerciee,  from 
malaria  or  loss  of  annual  tlnids  ;  general  cedema. 

Very  sensitive  to  drafts  of  air,  or  pain  ;  very  nervous. 

Numbness  of  the  parts  on  whicli  he  lies ;  joints  swollen. 

General  anasarca^  from  malaria  or  loss  of  animal  fluids. 

Skin. — Jaundice,  from  malaria. 
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Much  perspiration  on  the  side  on  which  he  lies. 
Skin  dry,  flaccid,  and  very  sensitive  ;  flat  ulceration. 
CopiouB^  debilitating  night  sweats,  from  malaria. 
No  remedy  con  equal  Quinine  for  malarial  night  sweats. 

Fever. — Acute  malarial  intennittents,  with  the  three  stages 
sharply  marked ;  chill,  fever,  and  perspiraiiou.  The  cliill  may 
be  absent,  but  the  fever  aud  perspiration  must  be  present ;  heat 
increases  the  chill ;  not  of  much  value  in  chronic  intermittents. 

Paroxysms  come  on  an  hour  or  two  earlier  every  day,  or  every 
other  day,  wr  at  the  same  time. 

Recent  quotidian  intermittents ;  there  may  or  may  not  be  a 
chill,  but  there  mtt^t  be  fever,  aud  it  mitst  be  followed  by  sweat, 
and  this  is  profuse  and  exhausting.  Where  Cinchona  or  its  Alka- 
loid is  indicated  in  fever,  there  must  be  iutermisginns  to  the  fever; 
head  symptoms  are  prominent;  sinking  feeling  in  the  epigas- 
trium ;  an  empty  feeUng  without  hunger. 

Jaundice  highly  marked  ;  often  with  gastric  Bymptoms. 

Internal  violent  chill,  mth  icy-cold  hands  and  feet,  and  intense 
congestion  of  blood  to  the  head. 

Long-continued  boat,  with  desire  to  1>g  uncovered. 

Perspiration  very  profuse  and  debilitating. 

Very  debilitating  morning  and  night  sweats. 

Great  thirst  during  the  heat,  and  perspiration. 

*'The  patient  sweats  profusely,  especially  on  the  back  and  neck, 
when  he  ilcepa." — Hnh. 

Profuse  sweating  during  sleep,  is  a  strong  key  for  Quinia. 

Congestive  malarial  fevers.  Quinia  is  the  only  known  remedy 
that  will  save  life  in  those  desperate  oases  where  there  is  pro- 
found coma.  Five  to  ten  grains  injected  under  the  skin,  once  in 
three  hours,  will  save  the  patient  when  all  otlier  methods  fail. 

How  does  Quinia  find  entrance  into  tbe  ciroulation? 

Dr.  Wood  says:  "As  the  gastric  juice  is  very  acid,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  Alkaloid  will  be  rapidly  dissolved  in  the  stomach 
and  be  put  into  the  conditions  most  favorable  for  its  absorption. 
If,  however,  the  saltcsciipes  from  the  storanch  into  tlie  intestines, 
it  will  be  hable  to  be  precipitated  by  the  alkaline  juices,  as  well  as 
by  the  bile,  and  a  great  portion  of  the  Quinia  will  pass  out  with 
the  f feces. 

"As  the  blood  is  alknline,  it  would  appear  probable  that  the 
Quinia  salt  would  be  precipitated.  But  not  so.  The  blood, 
being  highly  charged  with  carbonic  acid  gas,  keeps  it  in  solution." 


CDi'KAMOMUU. 

Preparation  for  I'Ke.— When  pills  aro  used,  they  sUoultl  be 
soft  and  fresh ;  fur,  when  old  mid  hard,  thoy  are  not  dissolved, 
and  pHss  out  and  are  lost. 

It  haH  recently  been  found  that  milk  is  a  ready  solvent  for 
Quiuia,  in  the  proportion  of  one  gi'ain  to  the  ounce  of  milk.  Five 
grains  in  a  tumbler  of  milk  is  uot  only  dissolved,  but  its  bitter 
principle  is  also  destroyed;  and  this  will  be  found  the  best  vehi- 
cle to  adminihter  tlie  remedy,  especially  to  children,  first  dissolv- 
ing the  Quiuia  in  glycerine,  one  grain  of  the  Sulphate  to  the 

drachm.

8piiiaL  Cord. — The  action  of  Cocculus  is  cliietly  spent  upon 
those  portions  of  the  nerrous  system  which  control  muscular 
movements,  which  are  found  in  the  anterior  portion  of  the 
cranio-spinal  axis.  Dr.  Hnirhos  says:  "The  testimony  of  those 
who  have  experienced  its  effoi'ts.  is  that  it  iuJluences  the  volun- 
tary muscles,  rather  than  the  intellectual  powers;  with  this, 
Hahnemann's  provings  entirely  agree.  I  think  that  the  whole 
range  of  its  curative  action  heconicH  intfUigible.  if  we  suppose  it 
to  influence  the  motor  tract  of  the  cranio-spinal  axis  from  the 
corpora  striata  to  the  ntuda  equina. 
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"This  ultimate  effect  of  Cocculua  ujioii  the  Hpiiml  cord,  appears 
to  diminiah  it^  iiTitability,  so  that,  wliile  convulsiotis  are  pro- 
duced in  acute  poisoning  by  the  drug,  paralytic  Bymptoms 
abound  iu  the  continued  experimenta  of  the  proven*," 

Prof.  Herapel  says,  it  acts  upon  tlie  spinal  Hystem  of  nerves, 
causing  even  paralysis  of  the  motor  nerves,  and  tetanic  convul- 
sions. 

Pereira  says,  it  acts  rather  on  the  voluntary  than  on  the  intel- 
lectual powers. 

Stille  saya:  "The  cliief  symptoms  are  alight  giddiness,  a  feel- 
iug  of  lightueas  in  the  head,  and  a  partial  loss  of  power  iu  the 
lower  limbs,  which  seem  to  require  unwonted  exertions  to  move 
them.  In  larger  doses,  it  may  produce  death ;  for  at  least  two 
cases  of  this  effect  are  on  record.  A  sickly,  cachectic-looking 
boy,  twelve  years  of  age,  ate  about  two  scruples  of  Cocculua  with 
cheese.  A  few  minutes  afterward  he  complained  of  a  disagree- 
able taste  in  the  mouth,  with  burning  in  the  throat  and  stomach, 
and  vomited  several  times  without  relief.  Three  days  afterward, 
he  presented  the  following  HjTuptoms :  Fullness  and  heaviness 
of  the  head,  dizziness,  anxiety,  and  restlessness ;  forehead  hot. 
and  covereil  with  a  slimy  sweat,  the  eyes  turned  outward,  etc. 
The  remaining  sjTnptoms  were  those  of  gantritis;  and  on  the 
nineteenth  day,  tlie  patient  died.  On  inspection  of  the  body,  the 
vessels  of  the  pia  mater  were  found  tilled  with  dark-colored  liquid 
blood :  there  was  serous  effusion  in  the  ventricles  of  the  brain, 
and  the  right  lung  was  congested.  In  the  al>dt)meu,  there  were 
all  the  marks  of  peritonitis  in  an  advanced  Htage." 

The  experiments  of  Drs.  Bonnefin  and  Bro\ni-Sequai-d  led 
them  to  several  conohisionH.  of  which  the  most  interesting  is,  that 
Picrotoxiue,  its  active  principle,  does  not  appear  to  excite  convul- 
sions directly  or  by  stimulation,  but  indirectly  or  by  increasing 
the  reflex  power  of  the  cerehro- spinal  axis. 

The  foUdwing  comparative  results  are  given  by  Tschudi,  both 
substances  being  given  in  two-grain  doses :

—Caffeine  is  a  special  excit- 
ant to  tlic  mrvoiisaitil  vasLUiIar  Kystem  of  tlie  lirain. 

The  Heuartriura  is  more  vivid;  the  lienriug  uiore  sensitive;  the 
visual  power  Init'oraes  more  acute ;  the  taste  is  finer;  .sleeplesa- 
nesH  is  exeitcd  in  various  shades  and  dejjrees. 

Thispt^cuhftrpatholofpral  exritation  of  the  mind  and  sotil  poes 
on  until  we  have  vertigo  so  great  that  they  can  not  stand  ;  pains 
in  the  head  ;  confusion  of  the  sensee :  Htnt^inf;  in  the  oarB ;  scintil- 
lations before  the  eyes ;  sleeplessnesB  ;  wiUl  delirium  ;  extnted  men- 
tahty  finally  passes  into  deep  sleep.  Wood  says :  "Twelve  grains 
of  Caffeine  were  taken  by  Dr.  Pratt ;  and  in  about  two  hours,  intense 
physical  restle.ssness  and  a  very  tu^easy  condition  of  the  mind 
were  develo])ed ;  very  marked  jjeneral  muscular  tremnlousness 
soon  followed,  and  the  mental  anxiety  increased.  After  this 
passed  off,  there  was  ol)stinate  sleeplessness,  active  and  persist- 
ent thinking,  with  frequent  urination,  Tlie  increase  of  brain- 
power which  lias  been  noticed  by  various  obftcrvers  after  Caffeine 
as  widl  as  after  Coffee,  Tea,  Guarana  and  all  the  allied  crude  drugs, 
is  undoubtedly  real,  and  must  be  due  to  a  direct  stimulant  action 
exerted  upon  the  cerebrum.     It  appears  to  roe  that  the  cere- 
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bral  stimulation  of  Caflfeine  differs  from  that  of  Opium  iw  that  it 
affects  the  reasouiug  facuJties  at  least  as  profoundly  as  it  does 
the  imagination.  Coffee  prepares  for  active  work,  both  mental 
and  physical  ;  Opium  rather  for  the  dreams  and  reveries 
of  the  poet."  In  the  cat,  Caffeine  pro<luc€8  a  condition  of  frantio 
cerebral  excitement.  Dr.  Bennett  found  that  the  minimum 
fatal  dose  for  the  cat  and  rabbit  was  a  little  over  a  grain  to  the 
pound,  hve  and  a  half  grains  being  required  for  a  tive-pouud 
animal. 


Spinal  Cord. — Caffeine  and  Coffea  hare  a  decided  action  upon 
the  functions  of  the  cord,  first  greatly  increasing  the  reflex  func- 
tions, and  finally  greatly  diminishing  its  action.  Dr.  Bennett 
says  that  Caffeine  paralyzes  the  postejnor  columns  of  the  cord 
without  affoctiu^  the  anterior  columns.  He  "grounds  his  belief 
ehit'tly  oil  finding,  that,  iu  poisoned  frogs  and  rnfilrits,  galvaniza- 
tion of  the  posterior  cohimns  of  the  exposed  cord  produced  either 
no  muscular  contractions,  or  only  such  as  were  verj'  muoh  more 
feehle  than  those  provoked  by  galvanization  of  tlio  anterior  col- 
umns. It  seems  to  be  about  settled  that  Caffeine  paralyzes  the 
terminations  of  the  sensory  nerve  filaments,  through  its  action 
upon  the  posttrrior  columns  of  tlie  spinal  cord. 

Wotnl  says :  "It  seems  to  me  established  by  the  whole  en- 
dence,  that,  in  the  frog.  Caffeine  protluces  true  nervous  convul- 
sions and  muscular  rigiiUty.  The  convulsionB  are  probably 
spinal ;  since  Pratt  found  that  destmotion  of  the  spine  prevented 
their  devehjpment,  but  that  removal  of  the  cerebrum  had  no 
'  effect.  The  rigidity  is  the  result  of  a  direct  action  of  the  Caffeine 
upon  the  muscles:  since,  as  Johannsen  first  pointed  out,  it 
spreads  from  muscle  to  muscle,  as  the  hypodemiically  injected 
poison  diffuses  itself,  and  is  never  developed  in  a  leg  whose  mus- 
cles are  prott.'ctod  hy  tying  the  artery.  Moreover,  in  Voit's 
experiments,  the  rigidity  was  developed  as  usual  after  the  ner\'e 
had  been  severed.  In  mammals,  toxajmic  doses  produce  restless- 
ness, liurried  respiration,  at  first  a  slight  lowering,  and  afterward 
a  decided  elevation,  of  the  temperature,  muscular  weakness, 
tetanic  and  clonic  convulsions,  increasing  general  paresis,  and 
finally  death,  apparently  from  paralytic  arrest  of  respiration. 
There  is  still  a  good  deal  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
convulsions;  but  Anion,',  in  some  not  very  conclusive  experi- 
ments, found  that  tliey  di<l  not  occur  below  the  point  at  which  he 
had  di\-ided  the  cord.  If  tliis  result  be  correct,  the  convulsions 
must  be  cerebral  ;but  confirmation  is  lacking.  Forced  artificial 
regpiration  in  great  measure  suspends  the  convulsions." 
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According  to  Auliert,  "CufTeme,  injected  in  stifficient  quanta- 
tieH  into  rabbits,  rate,  cats,  and  dogs,  always  exalts  reHex  excita- 
bility and  produces  tetanus.  The  latter  originates  in  the  spinal 
cord,  the  nerve-tiunks  remaining  intact.  It  causes  rigidity  of  the 
extremities,  dependent  upon  a  direct  action  upon  the  muscular 
iisGues." 

Caffeine  seeins  to  have  but  little  effect  upon  the  motor  nerves, 
but  has  n  specitic  action  upon  the  muscular  syHteni. 

Muf^rular  SystMii.— JohannBon  stflteB.  "that,  when  a  mnscle 
under  the  microscope  is  touched  with  Caffeine,  its  iiberif  caii 
be  seen  to  contract  half  their  length."  Wood  says:  "When  the 
isolated  muscle  of  a  froy  ih  thrown  into  a  one-per-cent,  or  even 
weaker,  solution  of  Caffeine,  it  lH?comes.  in  fnmi  one  to  ttiree  min- 
utes, contracted,  swollen,  round,  stiff,  and  unable  to  respond 
to  the  galvanic  cun-ent.  It  has  been  proven  tliat  rigor  mortis  is 
due  to  a  coagulation  of  the  myosin  of  muscle;  and  it  is  probable, 
but  not  proven,  that  the  change  wroujiht  by  Caffeine  is  of  such  a 
nature."  Dr.  T.  W.  I'oole  thinks  it  is  due  to  tlic  inherent  con- 
tractile power  of  the  muscle  itself,  and  not  to  the  myosin.  Dr. 
Bnmton  says:  "Muscle,  in  dying,  on  entering  into  rigor  mortis, 
becomes  distiuctly  acid."  But  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  the 
acid  reaction  that  produces  the  rigor  mortis. 

Circulation. — The  vascular  orgasm  and  greatly  excited  cir- 
culation produced  by  this  remedy,  we  believe  to  be  from  its 
special  action  upon  the  vaso-motor  nerves  contained  in  the  arter- 
ies, but  wliifh  have  theii- origin  in  the  cranio-spinal  axis.  Dr.  H. 
C.Wood  says:  "Caffeine  undoubtedly  exerts  an  inHuence  upon 
the  heart;  although  this  \*iscu8  in  animals  pois^med  by  the  Hriig 
continues  to  beat  after  the  cessation  of  respiration.  According 
to  Voit.  in  the  frog  the  rapidity  of  the  cardiac  pulsation  is  at  first 
increased ;  but  the  pulsations  soon  become  slower,  and  are 
accompanied  by  irregularity  of  rhythm ;  the  heart  finally  ceasing 
to  act,  but  still  responding  to  stimuli,  at  a  time  when  the  volun- 
tary muRclett  are  absolutely  dead.  Upon  the  heart  of  the  mam> 
null,  the  poison  probably  acts  precisely  as  it  does  upon  that  of 
the  frog.  In  the  hrst  stages  of  the  toxajmia,  the  pulse-rate  is 
very  greatly  increased,  as,  according  to  Levon,  is  also  the  arterial 
pressure.  The  action  of  the  pruson  is  probably  ui>ou  the  cardiac 
muscler  or  its  contained  ganglia;  for  Johamisen  found  that  the 
cut-out  heart  of  the  frog,  when  placed  in  a  solution  of  Cnffftine, 
acted  very  much  as  the  viscus  does  in  the  poisoned  butrnchian. 
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Moreover,  Leven  divided  the  pneutnogaetrics  and  the  eympa- 
thelii^H,  and,  nn  ho  aswirts,  isolattul  the  heart  from  the  epuml 
cord,  ami,  on  admiuistering  Caffeine,  found  that  both  the  arterial 
preHsiire  aud  the  rate  of  the  cardiac  puUatious  were  increoAed. 
[This  would  8eem  to  prove  that  my  theorj',  that  Caffeine  acts  on 
the  vaso-motor  nen'e  lilaments  contained  in  the  arteries,  is  true. 
Of  course,  it  alno  acts  upon  the  cerebro- spinal  ner\'es.] 

"On  man,  toxic  doses  of  Caffeine  would  probably  act  as  they 
<1o  upon  the  lower  animals,  the  cerebral  excitement  being  more 
prominent  in  the  same  proportion  aa  tlie  human  brain  is  more 
developed  than  the  animal  cerebrum,"  Prof.  Hempel  says:  "It 
excites  tlie  circulation,  stinging  and  smarting  on  the  skin; 
increased  frequency,  although  proportionate  diminution  in  the 
volame,  of  the  pulse ;  a  sort  of  vascular  orgasm,  Hashes  of  heat, 
and  transitory  tlushes  in  the  face."  According  to  Lehman,  it 
"causes  violent  excitement  of  tlie  vascular  and  nervous  Bystems, 
palpitation  of  heart ;  extraorduiary  freciuency,  irregularity,  and 
often  intermission  of  the  pulse ;  oppression  of  the  chest,  pains  in 
the  head,  confusion  of  the  seuKeM.  singinp  in  the  ears,  scintilla- 
tions before  the  eyes,  sleeplessneRs,  erections,  and  delirium." 
The  cardiac  condition  induced  by  Caffeine.  Phillips  says,  is  one  of ' 
irritability,  in  which  the  slightest  excitument  is  sufliriont  tn  bring 
on  violent  palpitations. 

Pr.  Fotbt'rgill  finds  that  Caffeiut!  strengthens  tJic  contractions 
of  frngK*  heurts  :  and  M.  Jact-oud  believes  that  it  acts  on  tlin  heart 
and  blood-vessels  like  Digitalis,  strengthening  the  heart  iind 
increasing  arterial  pressure. 

Kidnoys. — Caffeine  is  a  marked  diuretir,  from  its  great  power 
to  increaso  the  renal  arterial  blood-prentsure.  Prof,  (iubler 
claims  that  Caffeine  has  great  diuretic  properties  when  used 
hypodormically  in  cardiac  dropsy.  "Citrate  of  Caffeine  has  been 
found  to  possesii  groat  value  as  a  diuretic  and  cardiac  stimulant 
in  cases  of  cardiac  dropsy,  where  dilated,  feeble,  and  irregtilnrly 
progressive  physical  decay  is  the  main  clinical  and  pathological 
clement  to  be  contended  against.  In  doses  of  two  or  three  grains. 
it  produces  abundant  and  instantaneous  diuresis." — Ilonicpopathir 

Caffeine  checks  and  lessens  the  elimination  of  nitrogen  by 
diminishing  the  amount  of  urea  excreted,  and,  in  this  way.  in 
of  great  service  to  man  in  preventing  the  tissue  metamorphosis, 
or  actnal-  wear  and  tear,  of  daily  life.  *'Dr.  Lehmann  found  that 
the  exhibition  of  six  grains  of  Caffeine  daily,  the  regulated  diet 
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being  uniform,  diininished  the  elimination  of  urea  from  twelve  to 
twenty  per  cent.  Upon  experimenting  with  the  enipyreuinatio 
oil  of  Coffee,  he  found  that  it  lessened,  even  to  a  proportionately 
greater  extent,  the  elimination  of  urea,  and  also  acted  powerfully 
in  ptoducing  sleeplesHuess  ;  so  that  the  favorite  beverage  is  by  no 
menus  dependent  upon  its  Caffeine  for  all  its  activity."— H'oorf. 

Si^xuiil  Organs.— Upon  the  Bcxual  organs  of  both  sexes  it 
excites  at  tirst  most  powerfully  the  sexual  instinct,  producing 
sexual  dreams  and  nocturnal  emissions,  followed  by  gi'eat  pros- 
tration of  the  whole  nervous  system,  with  its  long  train  of  &>inp- 
toms. 

Dieestire  OrsaiiH.— Coffee  at  tirst  greatly  excites  the  di 

tive  secretions,  with  increased  hunger,  etc. ;  but,  if  taken  in 
too  large  quantities,  or  by  sensitive  individuals,  it  is  followed 
by  obstinate  dyspepsia,  pyrosis,  vomiting,  gastralgia,  etc. 

llespiratory  Or^sanH. — Coffee  causes  spasmwtic  constrictions 
of  the  lungs  and  larynx,  with  dry,  hacking  cough,  and  in  some 
cases  asthma.  "  Dr.  Boker  drank  a  cup  of  Coffee  containing  the 
strength  of  one  ounce  of  the  best  Java.  Half  an  hour  after  he  waftl 
attacked  with  asthma,  dyspucta,  trembling  in  all  his  limbs,  exces- 
sive rush  of  blood  to  tlie  head,  with  vertigo.  He  walked  about  in 
the  open  air ;  but  his  knees  ahook.  he  turned  pale  as  a  corpse, 
and  lapsed  into  a  sort  of  fainting  state,  without,  however,  losiugj 
his  senses ;  the  distress  of  breath  kept  increasing,  anil  only  disap- 
peared in  a  couple  of  hours,  after  he  had  been  obHged  to  breathe 
more  and  more  deeply  and  slowly.  He  lost  his  ai)petite,  and 
remained  costive  fur  three  days."  Caffeine  is  a  powerful  res- 
piratory stimulant.

This  temporary  hyperemia  and 
ameraia  of  one-lialf  of  the  head,  irritates  the  nerves  of  the  sculp, 
pericranium,  and  cranial  meninges,  and  causes  nausea  and  vom- 
iting. This  again  shows  us  that  0*)ffec  acts  upon  the  vaso-motor 
nerves,  producing  and  curing  this  peritxlical  disease. 

Hemicrania  as  if  a  nail  were  driven  into  the  parietal  bone,  is 
very  characteristic  of  Coffea.

GastrO'Intostinftl  CunnL—Tbis  is  the  grand  center  for  tbe 
action  of  Colcbicum  ;  ami  but  few  remedies  equal  it  in  action  upon 
the  secretory  organs  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract.  Stille  says: 
"When  small  doses  of  Colcbicnm  have  l>ecn  used  for  several  days 
in  HUcceK.sion,  beat  is  felt  at  tbe  epigastrium,  with  eructations  and 
perhaps  nausea.  If  continued,  tbe  appetite  fails,  tbe  tongue  be- 
comes coated,  there  is  some  colic,  with  l>orl)or>frrai  and  diarrhoea. 
Still  larger  doses  excite  vomiting  and  purging.  When  one  to  four 
drachms  of  the  tincture  were  giveu  in  the  course  of  twenty-four 
hours,  its  most  uniform  effects  were  nausta.  vomiting,  borbo- 
rygmi,  colic,  and  diarrlitea.  Tbe  vomited  matters  were  usually 
bilious;  the  toi'roina  and  tenesmus  were  sometimes  severe  and 
incessant,  with  beat  and  smarting  of  tbe  anus,  and  dysenteric 
stools.  That  is  to  say.  the  stools,  after  beinp  colored  with  bile, 
became  serous  and  contained  white  specks,  yellowish  and  bloody 
mucus,  a  solid,  reddish  substance  (tibriiie),  and  sometimes  blood. 
In  fact,  tboy  had  the  character  of  dysenteric  sto<)l8.  It  was  also* 
found  that  effects  of  this  sort  were  more  common  when  tbe  inter- 
vals between  tbe  doses  were  short.  It  is  singular,  that,  in  spite 
of  these  severe  symptoms  and  tbe  nature  of  the  discharges,  which 
seemed  to  indicate  intestinal  inflammation,  there  was  still  no  ten- 
derness of  tbe  abdomen  under  pressure,  and  the  evacuations 
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fienseil  soon  after  tlit-  Hiispension  of  the  medicine.  It  may  be  Ibat 
Coliliicum  teudfi  rather  to  proUuce  an  exaggerated  activity  of  the 
vastrular  and  secretory  elements  of  the  bowels,  than  to  operate  as 
a  direct  and  local  irritant.  In  this  connection,  it  slaould  be  home 
in  mind  that  the  actioxi  upoti  the  bowels  18  manifested  even  when 
the  medicine  is  introduced  by  the  veins." 

SchrofF  took  oue-hnndredlh  of  a  grain  of  Colckicia.  "It  pro- 
duced eructations,  uaiisea.  and  salivation.  lu  two  hours  the  pulse 
fell  eleven  pul.sationa.  Eight  hours  afterward,  two  one-hundredths 
of  a  giaiii  were  taken  in  water.  At  the  end  of  six  hours,  while  in 
bed  and  asleep,  he  was  awakened  with  a  desire  to  go  to  stool,  and 
on  riauig,  vomited  for  two  minutes,  and  had  a  soft  and  copious 
stool,  with  violent  gripiuy.  These  symptoms  returned  some  hours 
afterward,  and  the  stools  were  mucus,  and  of  a  greenish-yellow 
color.  They  did  not  immediately  occtir;  but  there  was  complete 
anorexia  for  several  days,  during  which  the  stools  were  thin,  floc- 
cnlent,  and  albuminous,  accompanied  with  griping,  and  tender- 
ness of  the  abdomen,  with  thirst,  fever,  accelerated  pulse,  cere- 
bral distress,  agitation,  and  want  of  sleep.  The  urine  was  thick 
and  gave  a  copious  white  deposit," 

In  poisouotis  dost'it^  Colchicum  gives  rise  to  symptoms  of  a  very 
violent  description,  which  are  apt  to  terminate  in  death.  The 
following  is  an  analysis  of  ten  cases,  produced  by  the  tincture, 
seeds,  infusion  of  the  bulb  and  leaves,  in  quantities  of  from  one  to 
two  ounces,  the  patients,  all  but  two,  being  adults :  "Pain  in  the 
abdomen  is  described  in  about  half  the  cases,  but  not  as  very  se- 
vere in  more  than  two.  Its  character  was  usually  griping ;  it  was 
generally  one  of  the  first  symptoms  to  appear,  nnd  occurred  at 
variou.s  inteiTala  from  half  an  hour  to  ono  hour  nftcr  tlie  poison 
ha*l  been  taken.  SometiniCH  it  was  spasmodic,  and  was  accom- 
panied with  crumps  of  the  abdominal  muscles.  The  epigastrium 
is  said  to  have  been  slightly  temler  upon  pressure  in  one  case,  nnd 
in  two  is  exprp«:s.ly  stated  to  have  been  indolent.  In  the  rest,  this 
fcymptom  is  not  mentioned,  and  must,  therefore.  I>e  supposed  to 
have  been  slight.  Vomiting  whs  a  prominent  symptom  in  every 
case:  it  occurred  among  th«k earliest  sj-mptoms  and  was  the  most 
persistent  of  them  all.  The  fluid  thrown  up  consisted  of  bile  and 
muciis.  sometimes  tinged  with  blood:  in  one  case  a  substance 
hke  coffee-gi'ounds  was  rejected.  Retching  nliemated  with  actual 
vomiting.  In  only  two  cases  is  the  thirst  said  to  have  been  great. 
Diarrhcpa  occurred  in  every  case ;  the  stools  were  generally  fre- 
quent, hquid,  Kreenifth,  or  l)lack  and  fetid,  or  containing  shreds 
and  tlakes  as  of  coagulated  mucus ;  tenesmus  occurred  in  one  or 
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two  cnses,  aud  ii»  oue,  at  least,  the  (Uachftrges  beeame  involun- 
tary. The  other  syinptomB  fiimiahed  by  the  digestive  orgaus 
were  subordiuate  and  not  imiform.  Thirst  was  by  no  meaiiB  ur- 
gent, except  in  one  caHe,  in  wliich  there  was  buniing  of  the  mouth, 
and  dilhculty  of  swallowing.  In  another  ease,  the  taste  was  nor- 
mal, and  the  tongue  blue  and  cold.  The  quantity  of  urine  was 
generally  unaffected.  In  only  two  cades  diuresis  is  mentioned, 
and  in  two  suppression  of  urine." — StUU: 

On  animals,  the  action  of  ('olchieum  is  ver>'  similar  to  thot 
upon  man.  Stille  says,  tliat,  when  eaten  by  cows  in  their  fod- 
der, it  produces  "bloody  Hux  and  death,  vrith  inflammation  of  the 
bowels,  iladen  mentions  it  purging  a  horse  \iolently.  Given  to 
dogs  by  Storck,  it  caused  vomiting,  trembling  of  the  limbs,  con- 
vulsive movements  of  the  belly,  howling,  diuresis,  bloody  stools^ 
prolapse  of  the  rectum,  and  death.  The  effect  on  si.x  cows  that  had 
eaten  the  Colchicum  plant  was  as  follows :  Loss  of  appetite,  and 
thirst ;  chewing  the  cud  was  suspended ;  diarrhcea  of  a  thin,  whitish 
liquid  took  place ;  the  anus  gaped  ;  frequent,  feeble  pulse:  running 
at  eyes  and  nose :  dullness  of  the  senses  ;  distention  of  the  belly, 
and  scanty  urine ;  the  hair  stood  erect  and  rough,  and  there  was 
tenderness  on  pressure  over  the  maw.  One  of  the  cows  ajid 
calf  died  ;  the  lining  membrane  of  the  intestine  was  found  in- 
jected and  red,  and  the  blood  dark  and  liquid." 

One  of  the  most  prominent  symptoms  of  its  action  upon  cows 
is  that  the  abdomen  becomes  enormously  distended  with  gas,  and 
the  animnls  sink  int^  a  half-stupid  state. 

Pathohvfind  Cliauffnt, — ^In  uninials,  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  intestines  is  everj'where  injected,  especially  the  jejunum  and 
ileum  are  violently  inflamed,  and  the  bowels  lined  with  mucus 
and  filled  with  bloody  senim.  In  some  dogs,  the  whole  mucons 
membrane,  from  the  stomach  to  the  anus,  was  violently  inflamed. 

In  man,  the  chief  changes  are  in  the  intestinal  canal ;  the 
mucous  membrane  is  much  swollen,  intensely  congested,  some- 
times ecchymotic,  or  with  blood  free  in  the  intestines ;  the  stom- 
ach is  not  quite  so  nnirh  inflamed  as  the  intestines.  The  heart 
and  arteries  are  tilled  with  black,  tarr)'  blood. 


Vriiiary  Ortfans.— Dr.  Hammond  found  tliat  the  organic  and 
inorganic  soliits  were  remarkably  increased  by  Colchicum.  In 
doses  of  one  to  two  grains  of  CoirhicUif,  given  to  dogs,  "it  caused 
gastro-iutestiiial  inflammation,  with  frequent  and  ineffectual  at- 
tempts to  urinate,  and  the  animals  died  in  from  eight  to  eleven 
hours.    Besides  marks  of  intense  inflammation  of  the  mucona 
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membrane  in  the  stomach  uiid  intoHtiueK^  the  Malpighian  bodies 
of  the  kidneya  were  very  red  and  highly  congested.  Blutk. 
pitchy  bloofl  wns  foimd  in  the  heart,  the  veins,  and  aorta  and 
other  arterieH. 

**Chehufl  found  timt  dnring  its  use  the  proportion  of  uric  acid 
the  secretion  was  nearly  doubled.  Dr.  Clirisiison  found  simi- 
results  in  the  proportion  of  urf.a  and  urate  of  ajtimonia,  i&iS' 
"Tng  the  specific  gravity  of  tbe  liquid  to  1.034.  These  results  are 
not  uniform,  since  both  Graves  and  Ciardiuer  found  the  urates  to 
diminish  under  the  use  of  the  medicine.  Perhaps  these  opposite 
results  may  be  reconciled  by  those  of  Bocker,  who  concluded  from 
some  experiments,  tbat  Gtlehicuin  acts  but  little  on  the  amount 
of  the  urinary'  seci'etion,  and  that,  when  its  sohd  elements  decline 
under  the  use  of  the  medicine,  it  is  because  those  of  the  intestinal 
evacuations  are  increased.  Tliis  accords  with  the  results  of 
Krabmer  and  Bird,  but  diHugreea  with  those  of  Dr.  Hammond'ft 
experiments  upon  a  healthy  person,  in  whom  Colcbicum  pro- 
duced an  increased  elimination  of  water  as  well  as  of  solid  mat- 
ter, both  organic  and  inorganic.  Scbroff  found  no  increase  either 
of  the  urine  or  of  the  fliiuiuatiou  of  the  uric*  acid;  und  it  is  very 
rcrtaiu  that  in  poisonous  doses  it  dimiuishes,  and  may  entirely 
suppress,  the  secretion  of  urine,  by  its  irritant  action,  probably, 
upon  the  kidneys.  Thus  Storck,  having  taken  an  excessive  dose 
of  Colchicum,  suffered  greatly  from  Btrangiuy,  accompanied  with 
scanty  and  scalding  urine.  In  cases,  too.  of  poisoning  by  Col- 
chiciim.  the  secretion  of  urine  is  often  dimiiiihhed ;  partly,  it  is 
true,  in  consequence  of  copious  alvine  evacuations,  as  well  as  on 
account  of  renal  congestion." — Stilte. 

Livor.— In  dogs.  Colcbicum  greatly  inereaacB  the  biliary  secre- 
tion ;  which  increases  itpcatbartic  action. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Systom  (Especially  Spinal).— "As  shown 
by  thu  clflborftte  ex]>eriment8  of  Hossbacli.  tlie  motor  nerves  and 
striated  muscles  are  irot  ttffectcd  :  but  the  liighor  ner\c  centers. 
the  spinal  cord,  and  the  peripheral  sensory  nen'es  suffer  palsy. 
The  same  olmerver  fonnd  that  the  circulation  was  very  little 
influenced,  that  tbe  pneumogastricH  were  not  affcct^^d  until  near 
death;  that  tbe  splanchnic  and  intestinal  vagi  escaped  altogether. 
In  no  case  do  reflex  spinal  convulsions  occur  at  any  time. 
Ner\'ou8  symptoms  have  been  prominent  in  some  of  the  severw 
cases.  In  one  instance,  it  is  said,  u  feeling  of  numbness  or  prick- 
ling was  complained  of  by  the  patient;  but  this  seems  to  be  not 
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common.  Spasms  are  very  frequent,  and  sometimes  convnlsions, 
which  may  he  fatal ;  muscular  paiim  are  not  rarely  e\perieuced, 
in  Bome  cases  replacing  the  spasms ;  and  prohahly  in  all  other 
cases  coincident  with  them  there  is  f^eat  muscular  weakness, 
amounting}  as  death  approaches,  to  paralysis.  Cuuscioiisness  is 
preserved  to  the  last."— H.  C.  Wood,  M.D. 

StiUe  gives  a  case  of  a  large  dose  in  a  child  four  years  old,  in 
which  there  were  "no  decided  spasms,  but  only  muscular  pains  ; 
and  she  lay  with  half-closed  eyes,  breathing  hurriedly,  protrud- 
ing the  tongue  with  dilhculty»  and  evidently  died  from  sheer 
exhaustion.  Muscular  pains  accompanied  the  cramps,  and  con- 
tinued in  the  intervals.  Once  there  was  pain  in  the  knee,  and 
once  in  the  spine.  In  a  boy  six  years  old,  there  were  exceptional 
phenomena,  depending  probably  upon  some  cerebral  lesion,  from 
which  the  patient  died  at  the  end  of  forty-eight  days.  (No  post- 
mortem.) The  s^^nptom8  were:  Trembling;  extreme  sensibility; 
pains  in  Ixith  fore-arms;  dilated  pupils;  con\^lIsions ;  opisthoto- 
nos and  rolling  of  the  head  .  dt-afncbH,  swelling  of  the  elbow  and 
knee  joints  of  the  left  side;  hemiplegia  of  the  right,  and  convul- 
sions of  the  left  side.  In  all,  or  nearly  all.  the  oases,  the  mind 
irns  rlrar  tliroughout  the  illness  ;  there  was  no  tendency  to  sleep, 
except  from  exhaustion ;  no  illusions  nor  any  per\erBion  of  the 
senses.  The  usual  mode  of  death  was  by  exhaustion,  but  once  it 
came  in  a  con^nilsive  attack."  The  vertigo  and  headache  are 
sympathetic  from  gastro  intestinal  inflammation. 

Skin.— If  Colchieum  does  not  act  upon  the  bowels*  it  very 

generally  will  produce  duiphoreau  of  the  skin.      Colchicia  acta 
specificsdly  upon  the  skin  of  toads,  destroying  its  sensibility. 

Periostenm  and  Fibrons  Tissues.— Upon  these  tissues,  in- 
cluding the  s//H/>r//f/mrm^r««*'x^>/>/«'.?oi;/*«,  Colchieum  has  a  specific 
action.  Dr.  Wunubsays:  "This  drug  stands  in  close  relation  to 
the  iibroua  tissues  ;  it  produces,  on  the  healthy,  pains  very  simi- 
lar to  those  of  rheumatism  ;  it  excites  a  condition  of  irritation 
which  is  ver>'  closely  nUit'd  to  inflammation.— redness,  swelling, 
heat,  etc. ;  like  rheumatic  inflHmmntion,  this  doen  not  tend  to  sup- 
puration, and  it  easily  and  quickly  changes  its  location.  In  tho 
Colchieum  fever,  as  in  the  rheumatic,  the  cold  stage  predomi- 
nates, the  sweat  is  veiy  copious,  etc. :  the  urine  and  sweat  liave 
an  acid  smell  and  rt'Hction."  Rheumatoid  symptoms  are  promi- 
nent effects  of  Colchieum. 
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Thei*ai>eutic  Individuality. 

Arthritic  or  rheumatic  diathesis. 

Goat. — This  is  the  true  Bpecitic  for  this  painful  disease. 

"The  pulse  is  slightly  irritated,  the  affected  parts  exceedingly 
painful;  the  skin  looks  rose -colored,  and  a  white  spot  remains 
after  pressure  by  the  finger." — StiUe. 

"In  warm  weather,  the  tearing  pains  are  principally  felt  at  the 
surface  of  the  body ;  as  the  air  grows  colder  they  seem  to  pene- 
trate the  deeper  tissues  and  the  bones." — Teste. 

"Uheumntic  pericarditis,  and  rheumatism  in  the  small  joints; 
rheumatic  pains  that  frequently  change  about ;  they  are  of  a  tear- 
ing nature,  and  generally  in  the  muscles." — Hah. 

Allopathic  uuthority  says  Colchicum  is  suitable  only  in  per- 
sons of  YiRorous  constitution,  autl  in  whom  the  manifestationa  of 
the  disease  are  acute  and  active,  or  only  approachiug  the  sub- 
acuLe,  and  caution  against  the  asthenic  form. 

"Debility  and  paralytic  wenkness  is  very  suggestive  of  tho 
asthenic  type ;  and  it  is  in  precisely  this  form  of  asthenic,  sub-acute 
gout  thai  Colchicum  is  truly  indicated,  and  does  real  service ;  and 
there  is  no  danger  whatever  of  reducing  the  patient.  I  do  not 
think  it  safe  to  give,  in  a  well-marked  Colchicum  case,  a  larger 
dose  than  tho  15th  potency." — D. 

Sub-acute  and  clmmic  rheumatism,  affecting  tho  joints,  with 
calcareous  deposits, muscxilar  weakness, and  paralytic  symptoms; 
liiminution  of  vital  heat,  and  great  vital  atony. 

Dropsical  effusions  in  gouty  or  rheumatic  people. 

Digentire  Organs.— Arthritic  or  neuralgic  inflammation  of 
the  intestinal  canal,  where  the  mucous  membrane  is  principally 
involved. 

"Sudden  sinking  of  the  vital  forces  ;  if  the  patient  is  raised  up, 
the  bead  falls  backward  and  the  mouth  opens  to  its  widest  ex- 
tent."— !{4iite. 

No  appetite ;  great  thirst ;  aversion  to  food,  loathing  the  sight 
and  still  more  the  smell  of  it. 

Colli  breatli  and  tongue,  with  mottled  skin. 

Frequent  and  copious  enictations  of  gas. 

"Nausea  with  great  restlessness  ;  on  assuming  the  upright  pos- 
ture, great  inchnation  to  vomit." — />. 

"Violent  retching,  followed  by  copious  and  forcible  vomiting 
of  food  and  then  bile.  If  the  patient  lie  perfectly  still,  the  dispo- 
sition to  vomit  is  loss  urgent ;  every  motion  renews  it." — />. 
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"Sero-muL'ous  vomiting,  and  rice-wat«r  stools,  thrown  off  witb 
greut  force,  with  cramps  of  the  abdominal  muBcles,  flexors  of  tbo 
anus  and  feet,  and  Buuken  featurcB." — //<?. 

Epigastrium  extremely  sensitive  to  preesnrei  icy  cold  with 
eoUc. 

Abdomen.— Immense  distention  of  the  abdomen  with  gas. 

"PresBiiig.  teanuR.  cutting,  and  Btitching  pains  in  the  abdo- 
men. Great  distention  of  the  abdomen  with  gas,  feeling  as 
if  the  patient  had  eaten  too  much.     More  in  upper  part." — U. 

If  there  is  copious  salivation  and  diuresis,  the  stool  is  scanty; 
but,  if  the  glands  and  kidneys  are  not  much  involved,  there  are 
copious,  frcquei»t  watery  or  biliuUK  stools,  often  witb  some  colic* 

Stools  of  mueus  and  blood,  with  great  tenesmus. 

Green,  watery,  very  oflfensive  mucus;  the  stools  being  invol- 
untary. 

Malignant  dysentery,  stools  fetid>  with  great  prostration,  and 
execsHive  distention  of  the  abdomen. 

Spasmoilic  pains  in  the  sphincter  ani. 

Urinary  Organs.— Urine  daric  and  scanty,  discharged  in 
drops ;  depositing  a  whitish  sediment ;  or  copious  watery  urine. 

"Bloody  and  bnminp  urine,  rosemblinp  briek-dnst.  with 
rheumatic  pains  in  the  lumbar  region,  extending  down  tbcf  thighs." 
"Dr.  J.  I^^  Itei/nnl4s. 

GeneraHtles. — The  pains  are  drawing,  tearing,  pressing,  fre- 
quently in  the  occiput,  deep  in  the  cerebellum:  aggravated  by 
slight  mental  exertion. 

"The  weakness  is  very  crent:  the  whole  body  is  sore  and  sen- 
sitive; tliere  is  a  sensation  of  trcrablinfr  tbroucbout  the  body:  all 
the  muHcles  of  voluntary  motion,  but  especially  those  of  tbf-  nnn^ 
and  legs,  are  paralyzed ;  the  knees  strike  together,  and  the  patient 
can  hardly  walk." — P. 

Distressing,  jerking,  sticking  shocks  of  pain. 

Dry.  hacking  cough,  with  burning  and  feehng  of  eonsiriction 
across  tbe  chest. 

Great  sleepiness  during  the  day.  with  eonfusion  of  the  mind  ; 
at  night  can  not  sleep  for  |)ain  ;  has  frigbtful  dreams. 

AergrftTation. — Tbo  psius  are  greatly  aggravated  at  night; 
from  uitiitiil  exerliiiu  ur  ttuiolion. 

Amelloratfon.— During  repose,  and  inspiration.

Diflrenlive  Organs.  —  Collinsonia  affects  the  whole  gastro- 
intustiual  canal,  its  action  espucially  cfjutering  n|>on  the  ref'tnra. 
Thifl  action,  we  believe,  is  due  to  ita  effects  upon  the  portal 
system,  thratigh  the  inferior  mesenteric  plexus  of  the  abdominal 
uympathetic.  Through  this,  the  caliher  of  the  portal  veins  is 
contracted  througliout  the  system,  those  of  tlie  re(^tum  espeeially 
being  affected ;  followed  by  dilatation  aud  varicosis  of  the  veins ; 
constipation  and  hiemorrhoide  from  inertia  and  congestion  of  the 
portal  system.  It  also  produces  nausea  with  gi*eat  faintness ; 
griping  pains  in  the  hyp<)gaHtriuin ;  !latulence  :  bilious  and  mnco- 
bloody  stools ;  tenesmuB  with  great  faintness ;  with  prominent 
hepatic  Bymptoms.  We  know  but  little  about  this  most  valuable 
remedy. 

Frlnary  Ori?an«,— The  action  of  CoUiusouia  npon  the  kidneys 
is  to  increase  the  blood -pressure,  and  then  cause  diuresis.  Jones 
and  Scudder  think  higlily  of  it  as  a  diuretic.  It  is  also  a  reputed 
lithotrijitir.  Prof.  Lee  believes  it  to  bo  a  valuable  alterative 
in  chronic  diseases  of  the  genito*urinary  organs.  In  cbronio 
renal  diseases,  this  remedy  should  he  studied. 

Its  action  npon  the  generative  organs,  especially  in  women, 
we  Ijelieve  to  be  from  sympathy  from  its  action  upon  the  rectum. 

Heart,— This  remedy  seems  to  have  a  marked  action  uptm 
the  heart.  Dr.  Hale  says:  "I  believe  it  octs  on  the  heart  in  twn 
ways;  (1)  by  removing  obstmctions  or  irritations  in  the  liver, 
portal  system,  or  kidneys,  and  (2)  by  increasing  its  muscular 
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tonicity,  in  the  same  maimer  tbat  it  increases  the  tone  of  tbe 
raUBoular  fibers  of  the  storanoh,  intestines,  and  blood-vessels." 

From  its  action  upon  tbe  portal  veins,  it  luuHt  act  on  the  ve- 
nous side  of  the  heart.  * 


Tlu'rapeutic  Individuality. 

Bowels  nnd  Kectuin.— Constipation,  stools  lumpy  and  lie^bt 
colored,  with  Htniining,  and  dull  pain  in  tbe  anus. 

No  known  remedy  can  equal  thiM  for  old.  oliHtinate  cases 
of  haemorrhoids.  1  have  cured  many  sueh  eaweH  l)y  gi\ing  one 
and  two  drop  doses  of  the  tincture  mominp  and  night  until  cured. 
The  attenuations  might  do  the  Kame,  but  I  donbt  it.  I  have 
cured  haimorrhoidat  lumorh  an  large  a8  my  tliumb,  where  the 
patients  have  been  obstinately  constipated,  in  a  few  weeks. 

"Severe  weight  in  tbe  rectum,  with  an  intense  irritation,  itch- 
ing, and  a  sensation  in  tlie  rectum  as  if  sticks,  sand,  or  gravel 
had  lodfjcd  there." — HitU, 

*'It  is  in  couHtipation  and  hiemori'hoids  from  congestive  iner- 
tia of  the  lower  l>owel,  that  CoUinsonia  proves  such  a  precious 
remedy,  eBpeoially  in  the  Intter  months  of  pregnnnoy." — Hurthcg. 

The  grand  Hi>liere  for  Collinsoniu  i.s  in  nevu'osis  of  the  hciwels, 
where  pain  is  one  of  the  most  i)rominent  s>'mptoms,  and  espe- 
cially in  diseases  of  the  rectum,  such  as  constipation,  hiemor- 
rhoids,  diarrlupa,  dysenterv-. 

'"In  large  doses,  it  irritates  the  rectum  so  much  as  to  set  up  a 
diarrhiea,  soon  rumung  on  into  dysentery.  It  has  not  lieen  used 
to  any  extent  in  complaints  of  this  kind :  hut  in  proctitis  and 
rectal  dysentor>'  it  should  rival  aloes. " — fluftftat.

Pruritus  vulvse,  probably  due  to  acid  urine,  has  been  often 
cured  by  this  remedy.    Dr.  Hale  says  it  is  due  to  varicosis. 

It  has  seemed  to  act  favorably  in  membranous  dysmenor- 
rhcea. 

Dysmenorrhoea  associated  with  heemorrhoids,  and  constipa- 
tion. 

Heart. — In  cardiac  diseases,  when  hEemorrhoids  and  consti- 
pation are  the  most  prominent  symptoms,  this  remedy  has 
proved  of  great  service. 

Irritable  heart,  with  rapid  and  irregular  beating,  greatly 
aggravated  by  motion  and  excitement ;  attacks  of  syncope ;  faint- 
ness ;  dyspncea  and  great  prostration. 

Generalities.-  -"What  Sepia  is  to  chronic  diseases,  CoUin- 
sonia  is  to  the  acute." — Hale. 

Varicosis  of  any  part  of  the  body.

— Throu^lJ  the  cti'Iia^i  plexus,  and  sensi- 
tive liiameuts  of  the  vagi,  Colocyuth  has  a  specific  and  powerful 
action  upon  the  mucous  membrane  and  muscular  fiber  of  the 
iutestinul  canal,  and,  through  its  action  on  the  intestinal  glands, 
is  one  of  the  most  powerful  cathartics  known.  "According  to 
Orfella's  experiments  on  dogs,  this  substance  purges,  inflames 
the  lower  Imwels,  and  at  the  same  time  depresses  the  nervous 
systiMn.  In  rabbits,  foxir  to  seven  grains  of  Coloetfnthiue  proved 
fntHi  in  four  hours,  after  producing  copious  tluid  dejections.  The 
gftstro- intestinal  mucous  membrane  was  found  to  be  highly 
iulliimed.     .     .     . 

"In  small  or  moderate  doses.  Coloeyntb  quickens  the  peri- 
staltic action  of  the  IkjwoIs,  and  augmentH  their  secretion  and  also 
that  of  the  liven  The  stools  are  mucous  and  water)',  aiulaccom- 
piiniod  with  colicky  pnins.  A  prepnnnt  female  who  took  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  the  tincture,  was  seiztMl  with  a  dysenteric  flux,  a 
bm-ning  pain  in  the  loins,  s'welling  of  the  vulva,  and  a  sense  of 
bearing- do\s"n  and  heat  in  the  vagina.     .     .     . 

"Li  large  dimes.  C(doe>iith  acts  as  a  violent  irritant  poison. 
Murray  relates  several  cases  in  which  the  effects  produced  were 
excruciating  pain  in  the  abdomen,  vomiting,  mucous,  serous,  and 
bloody  stools,  with  muscular  spasms.  In  one  case  recorded  by 
Caron  and  d'Annecy.  Colocynth  produced  frequent  Btoole,  with 
tormina,  and,  some  hours  afterward,  intolerable  heat  in  the  abdo- 
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men,  dryness  of  the  throat,  and  intense  thirst.  Later,  signs 
of  peritonitis  supervened,  a  Hinnll  and  frequent  pulse,  red  tongue, 
tumid  and  tender  abdomen,  bevere  pain  near  the  uinl)iheus,  and 
suppression  of  the  stools.  On  the  third  day,  DieBe  Kvmptoms 
were  succeeded  hy  the  collapse  of  approaching  dissolution,  which 
took  place  on  the  same  niglit.  Tlie  i)eritoucal  ca\'ity  was  found 
to  contain  much  nerum  and  lihriiie,  and  the  intestinal  muc<nis 
membrane  was  ulcerated.  Dr.  Christison  quotes  the  case  of  a 
I'emnle  who  died,  after  incessant  vomiting  and  purging,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  Ijaviiig  swallowed  by  mistake  a  spoonful 
and  a  half  of  Coloeynth  powder." — Stillc, 

Violent  purgation  may  be  induced  by  rubbing  the  abdomen 
with  the  tincture  of  Coloc>'ntli.  showing  that  the  drug  has  a  spe- 
cial afiinity  for  the  abdominal  cavity. 

Dr.  JTughes  says :  "It  seems  most  probable  that  it  purges  the 
lower  bowel  only,  us  the  rectum  is  the  only  part  of  tlie  alimentary 
tract  found  UillauK'd  when  a  poisoiuius  dose  is  injected  into  a 
vein.  Under  such  circumstances,  there  is  no  manifest  irrita- 
tion of  the  stomach. 

"The  vomiting  which  has  Tieen  observed  as  a  consequence  of  its 
external  applirutiuu  would  appear  to  result  from  an  iuHuence 
upon  the  (gastric)  nerves.  Still  more  certain  evidence  of  such  on 
intlnence  is  the  severe  colic  which  always  accompanies  the  pur- 
grttive  action  of  Coloeynth,  and  which  is  more  marked  with  it 
than  with  any  other  cathartic.  (See  Dioscorea.)  The  pain  is 
generally  about  the  umbilicus,  is  of  a  twisting  and  burning  char- 
acter, increased  by  food,  and  relieved  by  the  diarrhceic  evacua- 
tions. Tenesmus  also  is  a  constant  feature  of  the  Coloeynth 
diarrhiea.  In  one  ease  of  poisoning  by  it,  the  intestines  were 
glued  together  by  recent  lymph,  showing  its  power  to  inflame  the 
peritoneum." 

It  acts  especially  upon  that  portion  of  the  peritoneum  which 
covers  the  ovaries. 

Spilinl  Symptoms. — "The  colic  and  diarrhtea  so  characteristic 
were  experienced  by  all  the  provej^.  But  in  most  of  them  other 
symptoms  appeared,  showing  the  power  of  the  drug  to  act  upon 
the  nenous  trunks  on  the  surface  as  vigorously  as  upon  the  ab- 
dominal plexuses.  The  trigeminus  is  not  uncommonly  affected, 
causing  toothache  and  hemicrania.  But  the  ner\*eB  about  the 
hip-joint  suffer  most  severely,  the  pain  dai-ting  down  the  anterior 
crural,  and  sometimes  ilosMi  the  sciatic  trunks,  even  to  the  foot. 
The  spermatic  and  ovarian  nerves  are  also  affected,— the  only 
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two  provers  of  the  female  sex  complaining  of  deep  stitches  as 
from  a  needle  in  the  ovaries  ;  in  the  male,  paiu  and  swelling  of 
the  Ibaticles  and  spermatic  cord."— Hughes,

Motor  Nervfts.— Through  the  motor  nerves,  Conium  acta 
upon  the  ftutscular  system.  "The  combined  Jesuits  of  numerous 
experiments  very  clearly  indicate  that  Coma  is  a  uerve-paison, 
with  definite  and  singularly  limited  affinities.  It  is  one  of  the 
moHt  powerful  poiHons  discovered;  yet  it  operates  within  a  very 
limited  sphere.  Normal,  that  is  unmodified,  Coniine  acts  as  a 
pur©  paralyzcr.  Upon  the  motor  system,  it  operates  throufjh  the 
nerves  alone.  Icavinp  the  spina!  cord  intact.  Smnll  dosee  act 
exactly  like  Curare,  \\z.,  uihju  the  nenc-tcrminal.s  alone ;  but 
larger  doses  aflfcct  also  the  motor  trunks.  The  liind  limbs  ara 
paralyzed  first ;  but  tlie  wl»ole  systt-m  o!  voluntiu^'  motor  nerves 
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IB  ultimately  affected,  aud  doatb  comes  by  cessation  of  respiratory 
movements.  "—/^.  F,  I'hUlijm^  M,  I). 

Dr.  Bartholow  says:  "The  action  of  Couia  is  primarily  and 
chiefly  on  the  end  organs  of  the  motor  nerves ;  the  nerve-tmnks 
next  lose  their  excitability,  and  by  an  extension  of  pamlyBis  the 
spinal  cord  is  at  laat  involved.  The  muscular  irritability  remains 
unaffected." 

Or.  U.  C.  Wood  says:  "The  cUicf  symptoms  produced  in 
man  by  Conia,  in  doses  just  large  enough  to  impress  decidedly 
the  system,  are  as  follows :  Great  muscular  weakness  or  languor, 
with  some  disorder  of  vision,  and  giddiness.  On  attempting  to 
walk,  the  patient  suffers  from  a  feeling  as  though  liis  feet  were 
made  of  lead,  and  he  staggers  or  falls,  (i*om  the  refusal  of  his 
knees  to  support  him.  There  is  an  intense  desire  to  lie  quit't  in 
the  horizontal  position ;  and,  as  the  eyelids  are  especially  affected, 
the  eyes  are  kept  shut.  In  some  subjects,  these  symptoms  are 
preceded  or  accompanied  by  burning  in  the  mouth  or  fauces, 
nausea  and  even  vomiting,  besides  heat  of  head,  often  with  a 
sense  of  weight  or  pressure,  or  even  severe  frontal  pain.  The 
disorder  of  vision  is  apparently  due  in  great  part  to  a  sluggish- 
ness and  finally  to  piimlysis  of  accommodation.  All  obser^'ers 
agree  that  the  chief  symptom  produced  by  Conia  (i.  e. ,  the  paralysis) 
18  not  due  to  any  direct  influence  upon  the  mnscles,  Avin'cli,  indeed, 
preserve  perfectly  their  contractility  up  to  death.  KoUiker.  in  1856, 
aimoun(!ed  that  the  failure  of  motion  in  Conia- poisoning  is  due 
to  a  direct  action  of  the  Alkaloid  upon  the  efferent  or  motor  nerves. 
He  first  experimentally  found,  that,  in  frofis  killed  by  the  drug, 
the  application  of  Iho  galvanic  current  to  a  nervt-  fails  to  induce 
contractions  in  the  tributary  musrle.  He  then  tied  the  aorta  in 
such  a  way  as  to  cutoff  the  supply  of  blood  to  the  hind  extremi- 
ties, and  found,  that,  after  vohmtary  motion  had  ceased  in  the 
forelegs,  and  even  after  galvanic  Ktimulation  of  the  anterior  ner\'ea 
had  lost  its  intluence  upon  the  muscles  directly  supplied  by  those 
nerves,  irritation  of  the  same  anterior  nen-es  produced  reflex  con- 
tractions in  the  hind  lejjs,  showiny  that  the  antt'rior  nfferent  uer^'e8 
and  tlie  spinal  cord  still  retained  functional  activity  after  the  loss 
of  it  in  all  those  efferent  nerves  reached  by  the  poison.  Very 
many  experimenters  liave  contirmed  Uie  above  results;  and  it 
may  be  considered  settlad  that  Conia  is  a  paralyzer  of  efferent  or 
motor  nerves,  and  that  it  is  the  peripheral  ends  that  are  prima- 
rily affected,  and  not  the  tmnks." 

The  poisoning  of  Socrates,  described  in  the  Phtedn  of  Plato,  is 
a  fine  illustration  of  the  effects  of  Conium :    "Socrates,  having 
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walked  aboat,  when  he  said  that  his  legs  were  growing  heavy,  lay 
down  on  his  back ;  for  the  man  so  directed  him.  And  at  the 
same  time  he  who  gave  him  the  poison,  taking  hold  of  him,  after 
a  short  interval,  exaraine<l  his  feet  and  legs ;  and  then,  ba^'ing 
pressed  his  foot  hard,  he  asked  if  he  felt  it.  He  said  that  he  did 
not.  After  this,  he  pressed  his  thighs ;  and  thus  going  higher,  he 
showed  lis  tliat  he  was  growing  cold  and  stiff.  Then  Socrates 
touciiL'd  himself  and  said  that  when  the  poison  reached  his  heart 
he  should  then  depart.  But  now  the  parts  around  the  lower  belly 
Were  almost  cold;  when,  uncovering  himself,  for  he  had  been 
covered  over,  he  said  (and  they  were  his  last  words) :  *Crito,  we 
owe  a  cock  to  iEsculapius;  pay  it,  therefore,  and  do  not  neglect 
it.*  .  .  .  Shortly  after,  he  gave  a  convulsive  movement  and 
was  gone." 

Sensory  Nerves.— It  is  generally  believed  that  Conia  has  little 
or  no  iulluence  upon  the  afferent  nerves ;  "bnt  Lautenbacb  afiimis 
that  by  a  large  unmlMjr  of  experiments  he  has  shomi  that  it  im- 
paii-B  very  greatly  the  functions  of  the  periplieral  afferent  nerves. 
M.  Gubler  calk-d  attention  to  the  action  of  Conium  in  benumbing 
cutaneous  sensibility,  detailing  a  case  where  temporary  loss  of 
sensation  was  produced  in  the  hand  by  rubbing  a  cancerous 
tumor  with  the  extract."  (Witod.)  The  action  of  Conia  upon  the 
posterior  portion  of  the  cord  is  not  fully  settled. 

Brain. — Dr.  Harley  says:  *Conia  affects  chielly  the  corpora 
striata,  and  other  centers  at  the  base  of  the  brain,  supposed  to 
mediate  between  the  will  nnd  the  spinal  cord,  acting  as  a  para- 
lyzer  of  these  crania]  motor  centers.'  Schroff  states  that  the 
poison,  804>n  after  it  is  taken,  is  followed  by  a  sensation  ol  hea\i- 
ness  in  the  lieiul ;  gi^iness;  inability  to  think;  great  impairment 
of  common  BonsibiHty;  blunted  taste:  dimmed  sight;  dilated 
pupils,  nnd  a  sensation  of  insects  crawling  on  the  skin.  This 
shows  that  the  mind  is  evidently  weakened.  It  is  related  that 
asses  which  feed  upon  the  plant  fall  into  so  deep  a  stupor  that 
they  hfive  l>een  taken  for  dead,  and  even  half  flayed  before  the 
mistnke  of  the  operators  wns  discovered.  An  uisane  person  took 
twenty-five  grains :  it  produced  such  a  fullness  in  the  head  as 
might  be  caused  by  a  ligature  around  the  neck,  wth  vertigo." 
—StUU.  ^ 

"According  to  the  experiments  of  Lautenbacb.  the  convulsions 
of  Coiun-poifloning  are  cerebral,  since  in  a  number  of  cases,  after 
di\-isinn  of  the  cord,  they  were  confined  to  those  muscles  supplied 
by  nerves  arihing  from  that  portion  of  Uje  spinal  marrow  above 
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the  section.  The  retention  of  conBciousness  so  late  in  the  coui"se 
of  poisoning  by  Conia.  provrs  that  the  (h*ag  has  but  Httle  intluence 
upon  tht:  CLTtbral  heuii8])hfres."^ir()r>(/. 

Eyes. — Dr.  John  Hnrlcy  look  tive  unci  a  half  draclims  of  Sue- 
ciig  Conii.  "Tlirfctf-qiiarterH  of  an  lioiir  aftiTWOBd,  Uisordei'  o( 
vision  sudileiUy  came  on.  It  was  a  feeUug  of  giddiness  induced  by 
shifting  the  eyes  from  one  object  to  another.  So  long  aa  the 
eyes  werelUed  npon  an  object,  the  capacity  ofvision  for,  and  the 
detinition  of,  the  uiinutusl  objects  wcro  uniinpiiired ;  but  the 
instant  the  eyes  were  directed  to  any  other  object,  all  was  haze 
and  confusion  ;  and.  iu  order  to  remove  those  effects,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  arrest  the  eyes  upon  a  given  object  and  there  retain  them 
with  a  fixed  gaze.  At  tlie  end  of  an  hour,  this  derangement  of 
the  mnscular  apparatus  of  the  eye,  was  much  increased,  and  the 
impUcation  of  the  third  nerve  was  still  further  indicated  by  great 
dUatatiou  of  the  pupils,  and  approaching  paralysis  of  the  levator 
palpebne  muscle.  It  now  req\iired  considerable  effort  to  raise  the 
eyelids,  and  a  general  muscular  lethargy  rapidly  spread  over  the 
body."— S/i//*'. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Wood  says:  "The  pupil  is  generally  dilated  by 
Conia.  The  ptosis  of  Conia-poisoning  indicates  that  the  dilata- 
tion of  tho  pupil  is  duo  to  oculo-motor  paralysis.  The  known  ac- 
tion of  the  drug  upon  nerve-trunks  indicates  that  this  paralysis  is 
peripheral." 

Trimiry  Or^anK. — "One  of  the  earhest  signs  of  its  operation 
is  an  increased  viscidity  of  the  urinar>'  secretion  :  and  sometimes 
thepei*!5piration  is  augmented,  Tlie  urine  is  said  to  be  nion 
abundantly  secreted,  to  smart  a  little  when  voided,  and,  on  stand- 
ing, to  deposit  a  glau^  sediment,  and  to  exhale  a  nauseous  smell." 

"Although  Ilarley  failed  to  Hnd  Conia  in  the  urine  of  animals 
poisoned  hy  it.  yet  it  is  eliminated  by  the  kidneys,  in  whose  secre- 
tion Zaleski  and  Dragsendorff  have  found  abundance  of  it  in  the 
first  twelve  hours  of  the  poisoning,  and  traces  of  it  for  two  days 
and  a  ]m\t"~Pt\  //.  C.  Jf.W. 

From  the  gront  difficulty  iu  voidmg  urine,  it  must  produee 
paralysis  of  the  sphincter  vesica*,  as  shown  by  the  urine  ffowiug 
and  stopping  again  and  again  during  urination. 

Clrcnlatloii.— Lantenbach  states  that  the  pulse  is  at  first 
accelerated,  but  soon  falls  to  umch  l>elo\v  normal :  and  the  arte- 


rial  pressure  falls  immediately  after  the  injection  of  Conia,  but 
afturwunl  riseH  far  iiliuvu  the  uoruial  puiut. 

Putuourette  and  Pelvet  claim  to  have  demanHtrated  that 
Coiiia  occasions  n  dL^structive  alteration  of  the  i*ed  l)I(H><l-(lisks, 
and  prevents  tht*  coagulation  of  the  hlood,  ren<lering  it  dai'k  and 
tiuid. 

Most  experimt'iiters.  prominent  among  whom  is  Pr.  Ringtr, 
believe  that  Conium  aflfects  the  blood  and  vascular  system  but 
ahghtly. 

Temperature.— "Verigo,  Von  Pragg,  and  others  affirm  that 
lethal  dosi's  ol  Conium  chuw  a  decided  lowering  of  tempera* 
ture ;  Bartholow  affirms  the  same;  but  Lauttmbach  as8ei*t&  tliat 
the  drug  decidedly  increases  the  temperature,  both  when  in  thera- 
peutic and  in  toxic  doses." — Dr.  II.  C.  U'oixi. 

Glands.— Conium  continued  for  a  long  time,  produces  wast- 
ing of  the  mammai  and  testicles,  loss  of  veuereal  desire,  and  prob- 
ably acts  specifically  upon  the  ovaries,  as  shown  by  scanty  men- 
etruatiou,  etc. 

Therai>eutie  Imlividuality, 

Conium  is  adapted  to  the  debility  of  old  people,  to  diseases 
caused  by  a  blow  or  fall ;  and  to  cancerous,  scrofuloua  people, 
with  tight,  rigid  fiber. 

"ParticuhiHy  suitable  for  women,  with  tight,  rigid  til>er,  and 
easily  excited,  as  well  as  for  those  in  the  opposite  condition." — G. 

"It  is  a  genuine  anti-scrofulous  medicine,  reducing  swollen 
glands,  and  especially  removing  the  photophobia  of  strumous 
ophthalmia." — Uuffhes. 

Head* — "Much  troubled  with  vertigo,  particularly  when 
down  and  when  tnming  over  in  bed." — Cr. 

Vertigo  at  the  climacteric,  with  paralysis  of  the  sphincter 
vesica.',  and  frequent  hot  tlasheB. 

"Dreads  being  alone,  but  avoids  society." — Lippi'. 

Great  coucem  about  little  things ;  very  easily  excited. 

Easily  mtoxicated. 

Hypochondriacal,  morose,  and  oat  of  humor. 

Vertigo,  like  turning  in  a  circle;  worse  when  lying  down;  as 
though  the  bed  were  turning  in  a  circle  ;  the  least  motion,  as  turn- 
ing over  in  bed,  greatly  aggravates.

— 111  snporficial  inHanimatioiis  of  the  eye,  with  pustulea 
npou  the  cornoii  (keratitis),  escedsivf  ph(>t(»pli<W>ia.  ami  nlight 
disc'lmrge  uf  mueuH  aud  ptm,  Couium  is  of  great  value. 

Ptosis  and  iudiixations  of  the  lids  have  often  been  cured  hy 
Conium.     Very  important  in  paralysis  of  the  muscle  of  tJie  eye«. 

Cataraut  from  contusion  ;  Kight  sluggish. 

Asthenopia,  with  exceasive  hypera-athesia  of  the  retina ;  can 
not  bear  light  or  heat ;  want  of  accommodation ;  musclea  paralyzed. 

Dijrt'slivo  0ru;an9.— "Frequent  sour  eructiitioaa,  with  hard- 
ness and  distention  of  the  abdomen."— G.

Copaiba  Balsaiu. 

Habitat:  South  America,  etc.    Tinctaro.  two  parts  of  the  Balsam  to  nine  of  Alcohol. 
Antidotes.— Belladonoa.  Mercury.  Cantharis,  Camphor. 

Through  the  cerebro-spiual  system,  Copaiba  has  four  special  centers 
of  action: 

I.  Mucous  Membranes.    Inflammation;  Muforrha'a. 

II.  Digestive  Organs.    Slow  Digestimi;  Intestinal  Catarrh. 

III.  Skin.     Urticaria;  Roseola,-  MaciUte;  (Edema. 

IV.  Cerebbo-Spinal  System.    Convulsions;  Paresis. 

Mncong  Membranes. — Copaiba  acts  upon  all  the  mucous 
membranes,  especially  affecting  that  of  the  urinary  organs.  Dr, 
Hughes  says:  "It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  it  acts  as  an 
irritant,  the  influence  being  strongest  in  the  urethra,  and  becoming 
weaker  as  it  ascends  toward  the  kidney.  Even  on  the  latter, 
however,  it  acts  sometimes  as  a  potent  diuretic,  sometimes  as  a 
provocant  of  hfematuria,  But  its  urethral  action  is  most  marked. 
Sometimes  the  irritation  travels  along  the  seminal  tracts,  and  the 
testicles  become  tender  and  swollen.  Even  rheumatism,  accord- 
ing to  Pereira,  has  been  ascribed  to  the  use  of  the  Balaam." 

Dr.  Phillips  says :  "Should  the  dose  have  been  unduly  large, 
micturition  becomes  too  frequent,  and  is  preceded  and  followed 
by  itching,  smarting,  and  burning  in  the  urethral  passage,  and 
during  its  progress  is  accompanied  by  beat  and  tenesmus,  and 
even  by  hsematuria  and  ischuria.    The  urine  deposits  a  sediment 
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reBenibling  olbumeu,  which  properly  consists  of  vesical  and  ure- 
thitil  nnnrua." 

Burthi)iow  sayH,  he  has  "reason  to  believe  that  desquama- 
tive uephritia  and  fibroid  kidney  have  resulted  from  its  free 
administratiou  for  a  lengthened  period.  Whilo  Kiuall  doses  of 
tht<  Balsam  will  increase  the  gross  amonnt  of  uritie  and  of  Ihe 
solid  contents,  large  doses  will  actually  cause  a  diminution  in  the 
amount  both  of  water  and  unlids,  by  setting  np  renal  irritation; 
and  in  several  iuBtauces  albumen  has  been  detected." 

Dii^estive  Orarans.— This  drug  is  a  gastro-intestinal  irritant. 
Plulhps  says :  *'CopaiL.^  causes  heat  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
lessens  the  desire  for  fix)(l ;  gives  rise  to  yellow-coated  tongue. 
nausea,  and  retching,  or  eructations  that  possess  the  peculiar 
taste  itnd  odor  of  the  medicine.  When  Copniba  can  not  l>e  toler- 
ated by  the  stomach,  purging  of  the  bowels  often  (oUows ;  the 
alvine  secretions  ore  often  bloody,  and  attended  by  mucous  lUa- 
cbarges,  also  by  a  sense  of  burning  in  the  region  of  the  sphincter 
uni,  anfl  by  violent  tenesmus."  Bartholow  says,  very  serious 
injury  may  be  done  to  the  gastro-intestinal  canal  by  large  doses ; 
gastro-intestinal  catarrh  has  been  produced,  that  lasted  many 
months.  In  rabbits,  the  gastro-intestinal  mucous  membrane 
lifter  ilenth  is  not  intlamedt  hut  there  is  great  destruction  of  the 
epithehum. 

K<*spiratory  Orleans. — "The  effects  of  Copaiba  upoji  the  re- 
spiratorj'  tract  are  shown  in  its  producing  irritntion  in  the  larynx 
and  bronchi :  dryness  in  the  larynx,  huski.ness  in  the  chest ;  dr>'. 
painful  cough,  in  connection  with  which  there  ia  expect<iratioii  of 
a  semi-punilent.  greenish,  and  nauseously  smelling  mucus."* — 
Dr.  C\  D.  F.  PhUlips.

hands,  and  feet.  Pesquamation  and  convalescence  on  the  eighth 
day," — If'.  A.  Kfiitirilt/,  M.  D. 

It  has  often  proiluced  urticaria,  maculie.  itching,  and  roseola  J 

Cerebro-Spinal  System. — Large  doses  of  Copaiba  have  pro- 
duced alarming  symptoms.    Stille  says :  "In  one  case,  temiKirary 
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hemiplegia  was  produced,  which  ceaaed  upon  the  occurrence  of  a 
riihfoloul  (•mpfcioii ;  iind  in  Huother  iin  attack  of  con\nilsion8  ter- 
minateil  in  like  manner.  Maestri  observed  a  cawe,  in  which 
hirge  doses  produced  rigidity  of  the  muscles  of  the  trunk,  and 
partial  paralysis  of  the  facial  musclcH."  Epileptic  convulsions 
have  also  l>ceu  produ<'od  l>y  its  continued  use. 

It  is  eliminated  hy  the  Iuu^h  and  kiiUieys,  and  has  been  found 
four  days  after  its  ingestion, in  the  urine.

Venous  Cong, ;  Passive  Hemorrhages, 
III.    Blood.    Dark  and  Stringy, 

Cerebro-Spinal  System.— In  small  doses,  it  excites  the  dif- 
ferent functions,  exhilarates  the  spirits,  relieves  pain,  and  pro- 
duces sleep.  Large  doses  give  rise  to  headache,  intoxication,  de- 
lirium, stupor;  and,  in  doses  of  two  or  three  drachms,  it  has 
caused  death.  It  has  a  peculiar  action  upon  the  eyes,  causing  a 
feeling  as  if  gauze  were  hefore  them,  with  constant  disposition  to 
wipe  it  away. 

Through  the  emotional  centers,  it  causes  an  extraordinary 
laughing  mania. 

Generative  Organs  of  Women.— Crocus  has  the  power  of 
producing  great  venous  congestion  to  the  utenis,  with  passive 
uterine  hemorrhage,  and  a  feeling  in  the  abdomen  as  of  some- 
thing alive.  The  emmenagogue  action  of  Crocus,  though  ignored 
by  most  old-school  writers,  has  been  abundantly  confirmed  by 
our  provings. 

Ou  the  blood,  it  has  a  peculiar  action,  making  it  dark  and 
stringy. 

Therapeutic  Individuality.

Cerpbro-SpJnal  System.— The  life  of  the  raedulla  ohlongata 
and  of  the  sensory  nerves  of  the  medulla  spinalis,  is  struck 
down  n«  it  were  by  lightning;  and  they  lose  thoir  vitality  before 
the  efferent  or  motor  nervea  are  affected.  The  poison  acts  first 
upon  the  sensory  ner\G8,  their  nen-e  force  being  apparently  anni- 
hilated; and  the  sensory  ganglia  are  powerfully  affected.  The 
action  on  the  optic  ganglia  is  »ho^^*n  by  the  extreme  dilatation  of 
the  pupil  and  inHenbibility  to  light ;  on  the  auditory  ganglia, 
by  the  loss  of  hearing.  The  higher  cerebral  ganglia  remain  a 
long  time  imaffected,  or  escape  entirely.  Its  action  upon  the 
olfactory  ganglia,  causes  complete  loss  of  smell,  so  that  the  most 
pungent  salts  held  to  the  nostrils,  are  not  noticed.  In  fatal  cases, 
the  depression  of  the  ner\'e  centers  is  most  profound,  as  shown 
by  twitchings,  convulsions,  delirium,  syncope,  exhaustion,  and 
death  from  paralysis  of  the  spmal  nerves. 

Dr.  R.  Hughes  says:  "In  the  first  group,  the  symptoms  are 
those  of  direct  poisoning  of  the  nervous  centers,  without  local 
inflammation  or  blood  changes.  Sometimes  the  symptoms  are 
tliose  of  epilepsy,  sometimes  tetanifonn ;  hut  most  frequently 
there  is  nothing  but  profouud  prostration,  with  speedy  superven- 
ing uncouscioufiuess.  From  the  sense  of  being  heated  all  over, 
we  may  infer  that  there  is  paresis  of  the  raso-motor  system." 
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A  bitten  person  often  complains  of  vertigo,  ttirobbing  frontal 
headache,  neuralgic  pains  in  the  head  and  neck,  and  nervous 
tremor, 

PneumoRastric— Its  influence  upon  this  nerve  is  one  of  th© 
most  marked  aud  characteristic  symptoms  of  the  poison.  Its 
action  upon  the  glosso-pharyngeal  branch,  ia  one  of  its  most  con- 
stant effectB,  as  shown  by  the  constant 'irritation  and  spasm  of 
tlie  pharynx  and  larynx.  The  constriction  of  the  throat  is  aa 
great  that  swallowing  is  performed  with  great  difficulty;  respira- 
tion, also,  is  very  difficult.  It  acts  upon  the  stomach,  causing 
naueea,  and  vomiting  of  greenish  or  bloody  matter. 

Blood.— This  is  the  most  important  held  of  action  belonging 
to  Crotalus.  The  poison  seems  to  reach  over,  so  to  speak,  to  the 
great  sympathetic,  and  destroy  its  life.  Through  these  two  nen-- 
0U8  systems,  not  only  arc  the  blood-making  organs  destroyed,  but 
the  blood  itself  is  destroyed  by  becoming  acid;  and,  when  the 
blood  becomes  acid,  it  means  death,  and  the  animal  life  ceases. 

Dr.  Mitchell  sums  up  the  action  of  the  Crotalus  poison  upon 
the  blood  in  the  following  graphic  language : 

"The  study  of  envenomed  blood  has  taught : 

"1.  That,  in  animals  which  sm-vivf  the  poisoning  for  a  timCf 
the  blood  is  so  altered  as  to  render  the  lihrine  incoagulable. 

"2.  Experiments  in  and  out  of  the  body  have  given  proof  that 
this  chanije  is  gradual,  and  that  the  absence  of  coagulation  is  not 
due  to  checked  formation  of  hbrine.  but  to  alterations  produced 
by  the  action  of  tlie  venom  in  that  Jibrine  which  idready  exists  in 
the  circulating  blood. 

"3.  The  intluence  thus  exerted  is  of  a  putrefactive  nature* 
and  imitates,  in  a  fete  hour»,  the  ordinary  work  of  days  of  change. 
It  is  probably  even  more  rapid  in  the  bo<iy,  on  account  of  the 
higher  temperature. 

"4.  The  altered  blooil  retains  its  power  to  absorb  gases,  and 
thus  to  rhange  its  own  color. 

"5.  The  blood -corpuscles  are  unaffected  in  acute  poisoning  by 
Crotalus  venom.  fix\t\  are  rarely  doubtfully  altered  in  the  moat 
prolonged  cURes  which  reault  fatnlly. 

"6.  The  contents  of  the  blood-globules  of  the  guinea-pig  caa 
be  made  to  crystallize,  as  is  usual  after  other  modes  of  death. 

"Among  the  most  constatit  and  curious  lesions  in  the  cascB  of 
geomdary  polKonhiif  tm  the  errht/masra  uhkh  are  fvundon  umi  in 
the  viscera  oj'  the  chat  and  hcUy,  moxtJrequtHtltfaffeciimjihe  intttti- 
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nal  canal.  They  may  and  <la  occur  in  any  cavity,  und  on  any 
organ.  These  spots  coutaiu  blood,  whose  globules  are  more  or 
less  deformed,  but  still  of  dimensions  not  less  than  usual. 

"Owing  to  the  changes  of  the  blood  or  the  tissue  or  both, 
extravasations  are  met  with  in  the  lung8>  brain,  kidneys,  serous 
membranes,  intestines,  and  heart.  As  a  result,  we  may  have 
fimetioual  derangement  grafted  on  the  main  stem  of  the  malady^ 
and  the  accompaniments  of  bloody  serum  in  the  atTocted  cavi- 
ties, bloody  mucus  in  the  intestinal  canal,  and  bloody  urine  in 
the  bladder. 

*'That  the  venom  of  Crotalus,  like  that  of  other  snakes,  is  a 
s^ptie,  or  putre/acirni^  poison,  of  astounding  eneniy, — a  view  long 
held  by  toxicologists. 

"77if  rapid  decomposition  ofthr  hlood,  and  of  tJw  tisgtwn  locally 
acted  upon  hy  tlie  venom,  leaves  no  doubt  upon  the  vuitter,  and  makes 
it  apparent  that  an  incipient  putrefaction  of  this  nntnre  m<ty  so  affect 
the  hloftd  as  to  destroy  its  power  to  clot,  and  perhaps,  also,  to  nour- 
ish the  tisftiifft  fhrouyh  which  ttpugses, 

"The  alterations  thus  brought  about  are  probably  the  results 
of  a  continued  fermentive  change,  which,  by  a  small  amount  of 
poison,  is  gradually  made  to  involve  in  fatal  change  the  whole 
mass  of  tlie  circulating  Huids.  Like  all  fermeutalious,  however, 
the  rapidity  depends  upon  temperature,  and  on  the  amount  of  the 
primary  ferment.  In  one  instance,  a  dog.  struck  by  eight  snakes, 
died  in  eighteen  minutes,  and  exhibited  uncoagulable  blood.  I  am 
not  aware  of  any  other  case  of  so  rapiil  loss  of  the  coagulability  of 
the  blood.  It  was  rendered  thus  by  the  number  of  localities  from 
which  the  ferment  attacked  the  syBtem." 

"The  cause  of  death  in  chronic  or  secondary  poisoniny,  may 
with  propriety  he  referred  to  the  incipient  putrefactive  changes 
which  affect  the  blood,  as  well  as  the  continued  influence  of  tho 
agencies  which  first  act  to  depress  the  heart's  action  and  destroy 
nerve  function."— S.  B.  Iliyyins,  S,  A, 

The  longer  deatli  is  delayed,  the  greater  the  lesions,  and  the 
blood  constantly  becomes  more  and  more  liquefied.  A  beautiful 
illustration  of  this  is  given  us  by  S.  B.  Higgins.  A  dog,  a  "small 
terrier,  surWved  verj*  serious  visceral  lesions,  and  lived  during 
two  days  with  his  blood  in  a  condition  of  complete  diffluence. 
Twenty  hours  from  the  time  of  the  poisoning,  the  dog  was  found 
lying  on  his  left  side,  ha>ing  passed  slimy  and  bloody  stools  in 
abundance.  At  intervals  he  seemed  to  suffer  much  from  tenes- 
mus, but  was  so  weak  that  he  stood  up  with  difficulty.  His  gums 
were  bleeding,  a  symptom  I  had  seen  before,  and  his  eyes  wero 
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deeply  iDJected  (the  most  characteristic  symptoms  of  yellow  fever, 
according  to  Mnnzini).  Twenty-seven  hours  after  the  lime  he 
was  bitten,  his  hind  leys  were  twitctiing,  and  the  dysentery  con- 
tinued.   No  clot  was  found  in  the  blood." 

In  the  Mediatl  'rimes  and  Geuette,  Dr.  Mitchell  speaks  of  the 
Btriking  power  of  Aiiake  venom  to  cuuse  lieiuorrhagcs  :  "You  have 
only  to  moisten  the  intestinal  peritoneum  with  it  und  blood  will 
he  forthwith  effused  at  the  spot."  This  must  be  referred  to  some 
alteration  in  the  walls  of  the  vessels,  probably  similar  to  fatty 
degeneration. 

tilaiidalur  System. — Livrr. — Jaundice  is  a  marked  symptom 
in  snake-poisoning.  In  France  this  is  reganled  as  a  sjinptomof 
fear.  But  I  can  not  subscribe  to  this ;  for  how  can  fear  produce 
the  marked  icterus  seen  m  the  last  stages  of  the  malady  caused 
by  the  venom.  It  is  more  likely  due  to  innervation,  portal  con- 
gestion, and  a  state  of  the  blood-vessels  similar  to  fatty  degener- 
ation, which  hinders  the  due  metamorphosis  of  their  absorbed 
Becretious. 

Frerichs  saji^:  "Yellow  fever,  pyaimia,  typhus,  and  acute 
Bstlienic  diseases  are  complicated  with  jaundice.  A  group  of 
severe  symptoms,  such  as  hemorrhages  from  the  gastro-intestinal 
mucous  membrane,  ecchymosis  of  the  sui'face,  albuminuria, 
htttmaturia,  suppression  of  urine,  manifest  themselves."  All  these 
pouit  directly  to  extensive  liquefaction  and  destruction  of  tho 
blood. 

Paroi'ui  nmi  Salivary  OhmU, — These  glands  are  gi'eatly  con- 
gested and  swollen.  Angina  tonsillarum;  gums  swollen  and 
bleeding:  very  f<^tid  breath. 

Mammtp. — The  secretions  of  the  mammie  are  so  charged  with 
the  venom  that  they  are  a  deadly  poison  to  nursing  babes. 

Skin.— Hemorrhages  from  the  pores  of  the  skin.  Tho  entire 
Bui-facc  of  the  skin  becomes  yellow ;  or  the  skin  is  yellow  in  sirots, 
which  are  so  persistent  Ihnt  Ihey  return  yearly,  and  the  same  with 
the  macula).  Blisters  and  livid  spots,  surrounded  by  n  red  areola, 
filled  with  dark  and  hloody  senim;  ecchymosis,  and  a  leaden 
color  of  the  face  that  lasts  during  life. 

General  rharacter  and  Kffefts.— Tlie  following  vdW  give  a 
more  thorou^'h  iinderstiindius  of  the  nature  and  effects  of  this 
poison:  "Immediately  after  the  injection  of  the  i>oison,  thero  is 
a  sudden  increase  in  the  rapidity  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood  : 
sharp  pains  in  tho  chest,  throat,  and  limbs,  much  ccdema  of  th© 
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pnrts  bitten ;  senBations  of  flushes  of  heat  in  the  whole  body,  fol- 
lowed by  ice-cold  chills;  abimtlunt  epiHtaxis;  discoloration  of  the 
tinger  and  toe  nails,  and  iiow  of  blooil  from  under  them  ;  blood 
tlows  from  tlie  giims,  roof  of  the  mouth,  and  from  the  urinary 
canal ;  the  pulae  rises  suddenly  to  140  or  160,  and  as  suddenly 
lowei-B  to  75  or  80,  to  rise  again  to  100  or  105 ;  Biurfac^  of  the  akin 
becomes  red;  soon  after  it  changes  to  a  purple  hue;  oppression 
in  the  chest  is  felt ;  great  muscular  debility  ensueB,  which  is 
superseded  by  a  state  of  coma ;  patient  rouses  slightly,  complnins 
of  inability  to  lUstinguish  objects  around  him ;  relapses  into  the 
comatose  condition ;  a  bloody  or  dark-colored  or  greeiiiah  froth  is 
notii'ud  on  the  lips,  and  death  ensues  immediately  thereafter." — 
*S.  Ji.  IlUj*j'uiti, 

I:  is  said  that  men  who  survive  the  bite  of  the  Crotalus  suffer 
all  their  lives. 

Dr.  R.  IIugheB  has  written  up  the  poisonous  effects  of  the 
Oph'ul'tans  all  together,  making  no  distinction  between  the  action 
of  the  venom  of  Cwtalus,  Lnrfusix^  and  Saja  tripmiUing.  This  we 
believe  to  be  all  wTong ;  for  the  effects  of  eacli  differ  greatly.  Dr. 
Fayrer  says:  "In  all  cases  where  the  blood  forms  a  firm  coagu- 
Imn  after  death,  the  poison  is  of  a  Coluber;  and,  in  all  cases 
where  it  remains  perfectly  fluid,  it  is  of  a  Viper,  This  point  is  not 
positively  detennined  as  yet.  We  may,  however,  take  the  Xaja 
triptuiuinn  as  heading  the  scale  of  those  poisons  whose  action  on 
the  blood  produces  a  ooagulum,  and  the  Critfalus  as  the  sjTionym 
for  the  opposite  class,  whose  action  on  the  blood  protluces  perma- 
nent fluidity.  It  is  probable  that  the  action  of  all  the  snake  poi- 
sons ranges  between  those  two  extremes." 


TlieraiM'ntic  Individuality. 

Crotalus  is  adapted  to  asthenic  hiematic  diseases,  such  as 
putrid  Bore  throat,  carbuncle,  malignant  pustule,  malignant  ery- 
sipelas, gangrene,  typhoid,  typhus,  and  yellow  fever,  pyfemia, 
purpura,  septicicmta,  diphtheria,  malignant  scarlatina,  and 
glandejs,  with  profound  prostration  and  a  tendency  to  rapid 
death. 

In  yellow  fever,  Crotalus  has  gained  its  greatest  laurels.  No 
remedy  covers  the  sjTuptomsof  this  fever  so  completely,  and  none 
has  made  more  cures.  It  has  been  used  as  a  prophylactic  in  yel- 
low fever,  by  inoculation,  with  good  results. 

All  feverstissume  the  low  typhoid  form,  with  great  prostration 
of  the  vital  forces. 
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Languor,  with  frequent  fainting  spells. 

Troiubling  of  the  whole  body. 

Hemorrhages  from  every  orifice  of  the  body,  gams,  nose,  stom- 
ach, lungs,  urethra,  womb,  bowels,  eyes,  ears,  and  the  pores  of 
the  skin. 

Wounds  bleed  readily,  old  cicatrices  break  open  again. 

Most  of  ihii  symptoms  appear  on  the  right  side.  (Lachesis  on 
the  left  side.) 

Head. — Mental  prostration. 

Debility  of  intellectual  faculties. 

Visions ;  extraordinary  hallucinations ;  almost  limacy. 

niuaions  of  the  sense  of  hearing;  deafness. 

Hush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  a  feeling  of  tightness  in  the 
hea<l.  with  vertigo  and  nausea. 

Swelling  of  the  head  and  face. 

Headache  of  the  frontal  and  orbital  region  is  a  prominent 
indication  for  Crotalus. 

Eyes. — Burning  in  the  eyes. 

Blood  oozes  trora  the  eyes,  which  look  ecchymosed. 

Dilated  pupils,  with  loss  of  viuion. 

"Hemorrhages  into  the  retina,  from  retinitis." — Dr.  Liel}old. 

Great  seusitiveuoss  to  light,  the  lids  greatly  swoDen. 

Yellow  color  of  the  eyes. 

Digestive  Organs.  — "Moldy  smell  from  month/'— Neidkard, 

Extremely  fetid  breath. 

"Tongue  scarlet  red,  or  brown  and  swollen."—//?. 

Looseness  of  the  teeth,  with  bleeding  gums. 

Painful  roughness  and  dryness  of  the  throat,  with  difficult 
deglutition  of  saliva. 

Swelling  of  the  salivary  glands  and  tonsils. 

Spasms  of  the  throat,  with  feeling  of  lump  in  <rsophaga8. 

Great  unquenclmble  thirst  is  a  prominent  symptom. 

*'8ore  pain  from  pit  of  the  stomach  to  region  of  liver,  with 
qualmishness,  nausea,  and  vomiting  of  green  bilious  matter." — 
Nt'ulhtird. 

Very  severe  headache,  with  diilicult  deglutition,  nausea,  and 
bilious  vomiting,  with  cold,  clammy  skin. 

Vomitinjj  of  blood,  and  green  bilious  matter. 

Violent  vr)miting  every  time  he  eats. 

Can  not  l>ear  tight  clothing  over  the  stomach  or  liver. 

Burning  distress  in  the  region  of  the  liver.

Involuntary  stools,  of  mucus,  bile,  and  blood. 

Stools  of  mucufl  and  blood,  with  severe  tenesmus. 
Copious  hemorrhages  from  the  rectum,  with  typhoid  Bymp- 
toms,  tympanitis,  and  oxcossive  prostration. 

Abdomen  swollen,  with  inflammation  of  the  viscera. 

Kidneys,— Urine  high  colored,  red,  yellow  as  in  jaundice;  or, 
suppresKJon  of  urine.

Albuminuria  from  fatty  degeneration  of  the  kidney. 

Sexnul  Organs,  Female,— Menses  too  soon,  too  copious,  with 
great  prostration. 

Profuse  menorrhagia  and  metrorrhagia. 

Puerperal  septicremiB,  with  uterine  hemorrhages,  tympanitis, 
and  typhoid  s>Tnptoms,  with  great  prostration,  and  indifferent  to 
all  around  her. 

Respiratory  Organs.— Hoarseness  and  weak  voice. 
Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  spasms  of  the  throat. 
Hydrothorai,  with  great  difficulty  in  breatliing. 
Tightness  of  the  chest  as  if  the  lungs  would  not  expand,  with 
great  thirst. 

Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  dyspnoea. 

Larynx  very  painful  to  the  touch,  feeUng  as  if  bruised. 

"Typhoid  pneumonia,  from  septicffimia." — //j. 

Fever. — Hsematic  fevers  of  a  typhoid  type  and  very  fatal  in 
character.  The  relaxation  and  depression  of  the  vital  powers  are 
most  profound ;  the  muscles  tremble.  The  symptoms  of  yellow 
fever  are  completely  portrayed.  The  countenance  has  a  drunken, 
bloated  look ;  severe  frontal  headache,  bleeding  of  the  gums ;  exces- 
sive thirst,  violent  vomiting  of  bile  and  bloo<l ;  excessive  jaundice ; 
involuntary  stool,  with  tympanitis,  suppression  of  urine ;  exces- 
sive pain  in  the  small  of  the  baok ;  excessively  high  temperature, 
and  great  prostration.  The  foregoing  have  been  om*ed  time  ami 
time  again  with  Crotalus.  The  excessive  pain  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  and  legs,  is  one  of  the  prominent  keys  for  the  use  of  this 
rem(i<ly. 

In  malignant  scarlet  fever,  carbuncle,  and  all  diseases  where 
blood-poisoning  ia  a  marked  symptom,  Crotalus  should  be  studied. 

Skin. — Skin  covered  with  yellow  spots,  or  excessive  jaundice. 
Oozing  of  blood  from  tlio  pores  of  the  skin. 
Blisters  and  livid  spots,  tilled  with  bloody  ichor. 
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Gangrene  in  any  port  of  the  body. 

Ei^gipelatous  intiammation,  the  skin  covered  with  blotches. 
Muligiiant  inflammntion  of  the  cellular  tissue. 
The  wlndu  botly  KWtilleii. 
General  anasarca,  with  much  debility. 
Old  cicatrices  break  open  again. 

Blisters  and  livid  spots  on  the  body,  with  fainting  fits. 
Acts  on  fat  i>eoplo  better  than  on  lean,  and  on  white  people 
better  tlmn  on  colored.

Abdumiual  Miivouis  Membrane.^ Croton  oil  is  the  most 
powerful  hydragogue  cathartic  known.  If  one  or  two  drops  be 
placed  on  the  tongue,  by  its  action  through  the  abdominal  sym- 
patlietic,  the  watery  part  of  the  blood  is  poured  out  into  the  in- 
testinal tract,  causing  copious  watery  stools  in  less  than  an  hour. 

Dr.  Bai-tholow  says:  "The  mucous  membrnne  is  violently 
attacked  by  Croton  oil.  In  the  fauces,  it  causes  an  intensely  acrid 
sensation,  and  increases  the  tlow  of  salix'a.  A  sense  of  heat,  pain, 
and  nausea,  is  produced  when  the  Oil  is  received  into  the  stom- 
ach; tormina  soon  follows,  and  in  an  hour  or  two,  watery  stools. 
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mih  some  burning  and  irritation  about  the  anus.  The  notion  of 
the  Oil  continues  during  tho  sucfeecUng  twelve  or  twenty-four 
hours,  numerous  fluid  dejections  are  paRsed,  and  considei*nb)o 
debility  is  the  result.  When  largo  doses  are  taken,  if  not  rejected 
promptly  by  vomiting,  violent  hypercatharsis  occurs  with  great 
prostration  and  eollapse.  Fortunately,  when  very  large  dosetf  are 
taken,  vomiting  quickly  ensucB ;  and  hence  very  large  qnantities 
have  been  taken  without  producing  a  fatal  result.  The  lesions 
caused  by  Croton  oil  are  those  of  gastro-enteritis;  but  fatal  cases 
have  occuiTed,  with  all  the  objective  phenomena  of  choleraic  col- 
lapse, without  any  evidence  of  local  inflammation." 

"The  action  of  Croton  oil  npon  dogs  is  very  speedy  and 
decided.  Conwell  found  that  a  single  drop  given  to  a  dog  pro- 
duced a  discharge  from  the  bowels  within  forty  minutes ;  tvi'elve 
drops  caused  vomiting ;  and,  on  the  animal  being  sacnficed,  the 
whole  intestinal  canal  was  found  inflamed.  Five  drops  injected 
into  a  vein  produced  vomiting,  purging,  debility,  and  in  two  hours 
death.  The  gastro-intestinal  mucous  membrane  was  highly 
intlaraed.     .     .     . 

"According  to  Fossati.  one-half  to  one  drop  will  produce  tifteen 
or  twenty  stools,  and  that  "witJiout  the  least  disturbance  or  pain.' 
It  is  seldom  that  such  marked  effects  are  observed  from  so  small 
a  dose.  In  general,  a  (hop,  given  in  emulsion  or  in  pill,  pro- 
duces more  or  less  of  an  acrid  and  burning  sensation  in  the  fau- 
ces and  (esophagus,  and  warmth  of  the  stomach,  with  nausea,  and 
sometimes  vomiting.  In  the  course  of  an  hour  or  two,  some 
gurgling  or  light  colic  is  perceived  in  the  bowels,  followed  some- 
what suddenly  liy  a  watery  Kt(Kd  which  produces  tenesmus  and 
heat  about  the  anus.  Within  twenty-four  hours,  eight  or  ten 
more  stools  (ollow ;  but  there  is  little  general  disturbance  of  the 
economy  further  than  considerable  weakness." — Stille. 

Pueuniocrastric  Nerve.— Croton  oil  has  quite  an  action  upon 
the  vagi,  shown  by  the  vomiting  in  the  majority  of  cases  of 
poisoning.  "A  little  girl  six  years  old  took  three  grammes, — about 
forty-six  grains, — mixed  with  milk  and  coffee.  She  experienced 
some  irritation  in  the  fauces  at  the  time,  and,  soon  afterward, 
acute  pain  in  the  stomach,  with  violent  and  profuse  vomiting, 
which  lasted  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour.  No  evil  consequences 
whatever  ensued.  It  probably  acts  as  an  irritant  to  the  filaments 
of  the  vagi  distributed  to  the  stomach,  and  m  that  way  causes  the 
vom  iting. "— iSfi///'- 

Liver. — "Rohrig  found  that  Croton  oil  stimulated  the  hepatic 
function,  and  increased  the  How  nf  bile.     Radzieiewski  foimd  pep- 
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tones,  bile,  glycogen,  leucine,  and  torosine,  in  the  stools.  Ruther- 
for<i  and  Vigtml  liave  Hince  shown  that  Croton  oil,  although  it 
causes  great  vascular  dilatation  of  the  vessels  of  tlie  intestinal 
mucous  membrauL*.  cau  not  be  regarded  as  a  cholagogue." — 
Bartltolow, 

In  tn;ric  doses,  Croton  oil  seems  to  act  upon  the  cerebro-spinal 
system ;  but  I  believe  this  effect  to  be  mostly  sympalhttic  from 
the  great  and  speciiic  action  upon  the  abdominal  cavity.  The 
symptoms  are:  Oppression  and  uneasiness  of  the  epigastrium, 
general  restlessness,  Wolent  palpitation  of  the  heart,  headache, 
confusion  of  ideas,  flushes  of  heat ;  or,  the  features  sunken, 
tongue  pale  and  moist^  pulse  thready  and  irregular,  skin  bathed 
in  cold  sweat ;  collapse  and  death. 

Skill.— The  local  effects,  Hebra  says,  completely  resemble 
eczema.  "Rubbed  upon  the  skin,  it  brings  out  after  a  few  hours, 
an  eruption  of  minute  red  pimples,  which  are  always  more  numer- 
ous in  proiH>rtion  to  tbu  doiicafy  and  vascularity  of  the  skin,  and 
which  are  gi-adually  converted  into  pustules.  Some  of  these  have 
the  tiatteued  and  umhilicated  aspect  of  the  variolous  or  the  Tar- 
ter emetic  eruption,  but  the  greater  number  are  acuminated  or 
ixiuuded.  Many  of  them  are  apt  to  be  conllueut.  They  are  sur- 
rounded by  a  red  areola,  and  accompanied  with  a  more  or  less 
severe  burning  pain  and  itching.  Tlie  eruption  augments  for  three 
or  four  days,  and  then  remains  stationary.  Somewhat  later,  the 
pustules  break,  in  part,  and  form  scabs,  and  in  part  wither  away. 
If  they  are  numerous  and  large,  they  l»erome  confluent,  and  form 
thick,  extensive  cnists.  Between  the  sixth  and  twelfth  days,  they 
separate,  and  leave  no  cicatrix  behind  them.  "(Stille.)  As  to  there 
being  a  cicatrix  left,  BaHholow  says,  that,  in  many  subjects,  per- 
manent small  white  cicatrices  mark  the  site  of  the  eruption. 
All  subjects  are  not  equally  susceptible  to  the  vesicating  action 
of  Croton  oil. 

As  a  coHHter-irntant  in  cerebral  and  lung  diseases,  the  Allo- 
patliic  school  have  great  confidence  in  its  external  use,  and  think 
it  about  specific  for  sriatiro  and  spinal  nfurahjin,  giving  it  a  i)ref- 
erence  over  all  other  counter-irritants.  It  isapplieil  by  means  of 
a  feather,  and  friction  made  with  a  rag  until  the  skin  becomes  dry. 


TlnM'a|>outio  Individnality. 

Diarrhoea ;  stools  are  copious,  watery,  and  escape  from  the 
Ijowels  suddenly,  as  if  shot  out  of  a  gun,  with  much  prostration. 
Especially  in  the  summer. 
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Bell  says  that  three  highly  characteristic  symptoms  of  Croton 

oil  are,  yellow,  watei-y  stoolj  sudden  expulsion,  and  aggravation 

from  drink  and  food- 
Yellow,  watery,  greenish,  and  painless  stools,  with  dry  lips, 

nausea,  and  great  faintness. 

"Colic  and  diarrha-a  immediately  after  nursing."— (?, 
"Bowels  move  with  a  spasmodic  burst  or  jerk,  coming  out  like 

a  shot." — 0. 

Abdomen  much  distended  with  gas. 

"Cholera  infantum ;  tcelhing  children ;  excessive  nausea  and 

frequent  stools,  of  green  or  yellow  water." — Dr.  A,  E.  Small, 
Watery,  profuse,  excoriating  diarrhcea  in  infants. 
Flatulent,  waterj-,  urgent  diarrhoea;  great  gurgling  and  colic 

pains  about  the  uml>ili<'us,  with  much  prostration. 

Mucous  stools,  with  great  burning  in  tlie  anus  after  stool. 


Skin.— Vesicles  on  the  skin,  with  a  yellow  plastic  exudation 
that  biu*ns  like  llie. 

Red  vesicles  on  the  skin  that  bum  like  fire.  No  drug  causes 
Buch  intokrablu  itching  and  violent  burning  of  the  skin ;  aggra- 
vated by  contact :  relieved  by  slight  friction. 

**The  rapid  and  permanent  mamier  in  which  Croton  oil  often 
relieves  the  itching  attendant  upon  ec^sema,  is  one  of  the  prettiest 
things  in  medicine." — Hughes, 

Urticaria  of  the  skin  of  the  abdomen, 

Eypg,_Pustular  conjunctivitis  and  keratitis,  -with  violent 
burning  pains  and  marked  photophobia.

Digestive  Organs.— Gastro-enteritis  of  a  most  violent  kind  is 
the  most  pronnneat  effect  of  Cupnnu.  Copper  has  "a  styptic, 
metallic  taste,  aud  causes  burning  and  constriction  of  tlie  throat, 
increased  flow  of  saliva,  burning  pain  in  the  epigastritnn,  with 
griping  and  colic  pain  of  the  intestines,  nausea  and  vomiting. 
The  vomited  matters  have  uBually  a  bluish  or  greenish  color;  and 
the  intestinal  evacuations,  which  begin  in  a  few  minutes  after  the 
poison  has  been  swallowed,  are  dark,  greenish,  and  frequently 
bloody.  When  inhaled,  the  symptoms  first  observed  are 
those  of  bronchial  irritation  and  bronchial  catnrrh.  Internally 
administered,  a  gastro-intestinal  catarrh  is  produced,  epigastric 
pain  is  experienced,  nausea,  vomiting.  coli'»,  t*n«smn8.  and  dys- 
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enteric  discharges,  and  complete  anoreiia  occur.  The  loss  of 
appetite,  and  the  interference!  with  iligestion,  as  well  as  the  injury 
done  to  the  red  blood-globules,  impair  the  stren^^'th,  and  increase 
the  wiitilt*  of  the  tissues.  A  purpUnh  line  along  the  margin  of  the 
gams  has  been  observed ;  Balivation,  and  nlceratiou  of  the  gums, 
not  unfrequently  occur,  and  occasionally  jaundice  ia  present." — 
Jiarthidoiv. 

Stille  says,  that  toxic  doses  produce  "headache,  insenfiibility, 
convulsions,  tetanus,  contracted  features,  small  pulse,  cold  skin, 
colic,  vomiting,  which  is  generally  violent,  homctimes  suppression 
of  urine,  and  occasionally  jaundice.  Recovery  is  usually  rapid 
and  complete.  Sometimes,  but  rarely,  tliere  remains  for  several 
weeks  a  liability  to  vomitmg,  with  colic  and  diarrUoia.  extreme 
debility  and  more  or  less  emaciation.  There  is  a  form  of  enteritis 
marked  by  diarrhiua,  tenderness  of  the  abdomen,  vomiting,  and 
sometimes  bloody  stools,  which  is  prtxhiced  by  emanations  of  Cop- 
per and  by  tlie  ingestion  of  its  salts,  especially  the  Acetate,  the 
Sulphate  not  producing  it." 


Piieumogastric  Nerve.— Five  to  fifteen  grains  given  as  an 
emetifv,  at'ts  with  great  celerity,  leaving  no  nausea  or  malaise  be- 
hind it.  Clarus  regards  it  as  acting  less  upon  the  mucous  coat  of 
the  stomach  than  upon  the  vagi.  The  Wolent  dyspnoea  and  con- 
vulsive breathing,  and  finally  complete  failure  of  respiration,  all 
go  to  show  its  marked  inHueuce  upon  the  pneumogastric. 

Liver. — The  jaundice  so  often  produced  by  Copper  is  not  yet 
fully  flccounted  for.  "Bournevette  and  Yvon  found  two  bun<lred 
and  ninety-iive  milligrunnnes  of  metallic  Copper  iu  the  Hver  of  a 
woman  who  had  taken  the  Ammoniacal  Sulphate  three  months 
previously.  Minute  quantities  of  Copper  exist  in  the  normal 
human  body." — fTfW*  Therapeutics. 

Copper  tends  to  accumulate  in  the  liver,  like  all  other  metallic 
poisons ;  and  it  has  produced  granular  liver  in  rabbits. 

KIdnoyH. — Suppression  of  nrine  is  often  produced  by  Copper. 
The  Central  Homoeopathic  Society  of  Germany,  produced  in 
two  rabbits,  by  subcutaneous  injections  of  Copper,  scanty  and 
albuminous  urine :  and  the  kidneys  were  found  after  death  with 
their  tubes  full  of  shed  and  degenerated  epitbeliura.  The  left 
ventricle  of  the  heart  was  much  hypertropliicd,  and  the  liver 
granular. 


Post-Mortem  Appearances. — Intense  inflammation  of  the 
mucous  membrauo  of  the  stomach,  often  extending  along  the 
diiotleiium  tinil  upper  part  of  the  smaU  intestintH.  In  some  eases, 
ulceratiou  and  sloughing  of  the  bowels  have  been  found,  and  oven 
perforation  of  the  peritoueum.  If  tlie  Sulphate  has  been  taken, 
the  blue  or  green  color  of  the  coating  formed  upon  the  mucous 
membranes  is  quite  chAracteristic.  In  a  few  instances,  Copper 
has  produced  a  mummified  condition  of  the  victim's  body. 

Orehro-Hplnal  System,  -hi  many  cases  of  poisoning,  the 
nervous  centei\s  symjiuthizti  in  a  vury  marked  degree,  as  shown  by 
the  heailache,  convulsions,  tetanus,  insenaibihty,  muscular  trem- 
bling, altered  sensations,  defects  of  co-ordination,  and  paresis  of 
the  limbs.  Prof.  Falck  found  that  the  Sulphate  of  Copper  acts 
upon  pigeons,  dogs,  rabbits,  etc.,  as  an  irritant  neurotic  poison, 
produciiiR  great  dL'i)rcHai{>n  of  temperature,  with  progressive  gen- 
eral paresis  ending  iu  death,  apparently  from  failure  of  respira- 
tion. 

Hughes  says :  "The  cramps  mentioned  by  Pereira  are  espe- 
cially characteristic  of  the  action  of  Cupinim.  We  have  seen  an 
instance  of  them  in  its  colic ;  and  you  have  only  to  read  a  few 
cases  of  poisoning  by  it  to  obt>er\'e  how  readily  they  are  induced 
elsewhere  imder  its  action.  They  may  be  local  or  general,  clonic 
or  tonic ;  they  may  be  simple  tremblmg.  or  go  on  to  violent  con- 
vulsions. Sometimes  they  occur  in  the  air-tubes,  causing  very 
intense  dyspncea,  wth  laryngeal  and  bronchial  spasm.** 

The  first  or  primary  effect  of  Copper  is  upon  the  alimentary 
canal,  and  secondurily  upon  the  nen'ous  centers. 

Pathology:  Hypenemia  of  the  meninges  of  the  brain  and 
spine  has  been  noted. 

Heart— Falck  and  others  found  that  it  exerted  a  powerful 
action  upon  the  heart,  producing  death  by  paralysis  of  this  organ. 

Elimination.— By  the  intestinal  canal,  liver,  salivary  glandb, 
and  kidneys. 

Tlierapeutic  Individuality. 

Cuprum  is  adapted  to  neurotic  and  gastro-intestinal  diseases^ 
and  acts  better  in  light-haired  people. 

Digestive  Ori^ana. — Strong  metallic  taste, 

"llough  of  the  mouth  always  red."— /iau«. 

Tongue  red,  dry,  and  rough,  or  coated  white,  yellow,  or  browu. 
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"Oorgling  noise  of  the  drink  when  passing  down  the  oeeopha-

Pulse  very  changeable,  small  and  thready. 

Skin.— "Next  to  Sulphur,  and  in  some  oases  beyond  Sulphur. 
Cuprum  is  curative  in  itch.    Inveterate  itch  pelds  to  an  ointment 


of  from  5  to  10  grains  of  the  Sulphate  to  the  ounce  of  lard, 
applied  locally." — Dr,  Batten. 

Indolent  ulcers  with  flabby  granulations,  and  herpes  circin- 
atus. 

OeneraliileH. — Nervous  trembling;  great  prostration;  rest- 
lessness driving  out  of  l>ed. 

CoutractiouK  of  muscles  and  tendons,  especially  of  the  legs.

CoiHtltutionnl  Syphilis. — "Drs.  Martin  and  Oberlin  gave  a 
brief  report  upon  tbiw  subject  at  a  late  meeting  of  the  Paris  Acad- 
emy of  Medicine.  The  authors  treated  tifty  patients,  who  showed 
various  manifestations  of  sj^ihilis,  by  the  Copper  Snlphatc.  The 
results  were  quite  satisfactory,  the  fifty  patients  all  being  cured. 
A  comparison  of  this  method  was  made  with  the  ordinary  Mercury 
methods,  and  it  was  found  that  the  Copper  salt  proved  more  effi- 
cacious and  requii*ed  less  time  for  its  beneficial  action  than 
did  the  Mereui^  salts.  The  Copper  was  also  well  borne  by  most 
patients ;  in  only  one  case  it  produced  initial  vomiting,  followed, 
however,  by  permanent  tolerance  of  the  drug.  In  a  case  of  very 
grave  syphilis,  whore  Mercury  had  proved  useless,  tlie  adminis- 
tration of  Copper  effected  a  rapid  and  complete  cure.  In  a  few 
cases,  the  gums  became  affected,  a  greenish  tint  appearing  at 
their  free  border.  But  this  Cupric  gingivitis  yielded  more  rapidly 
than  the  analogous  Mercurial  affection  ordinarily  does.  Actual 
apouginess  of  the  gums  was  not  observed.  The  salt  was  exhibited 
by  the  mouth  in  doses  of  gr.  1-16  togr.  1-fi  per  day.  An  aqueous 
solution  was  employed.  External  application  was  also  made  by 
adding  five  drachms  of  the  salt  to  a  full  bath." — Gas.  Med.  tie 
Paris,  April  20,  JS-SO. 

Aggravation. — By  contact;  vomiting;  at  night,  and  before 
meustniation.

tirculatiun. — The  great  central  action  of  this  remedy  is  npon 
the  heart  and  arteries.  Upon  tiie  musnUo- motor  jtort  ion  of  the  heart, 
through  it8  cuutuincd  ganglia,  it  acts  im  a  stunulant.  Tlurou^U 
the  vagi,  it  inertaM's  the  aetiritif  of  the  inhilntory  apjHtratii*;  and, 
through  the  vaso-ntotor  centers  in  the  cord,  it  cauBes  contraction 
in  the  arterioles. 

Dr.  Nimneley  has  made  numerous  experiments  upon  frojLts  with 
Disitaline  and  found  the  heart  was  tlirowii  into  nolent  and  tlis- 
orderly  coutructions.  whifh  quickly  end  in  a  cessation  of  the 
htmrt's  movement.    He  says : 

"1.  The  first  visible  effects  on  the  heart  occur  a  short  time 
after  the  injection  of  a  moderate  dose  undtr  the  skin  of  a  frog, 
and  consist  in  a  diminished  range  of  the  heart  s  movements,  while 
the  organ  itfielf  appears  somewhat  .shrunken.  The  most  marked 
alteration,  however,  is  a  certain  embarrasHment  and  want  of 
smoothness  in  the  contractions,  as  if  the  separate  muscular  fibei*A 
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ed  with  undue  energy,  but  in  an  iiregular  manner,  or  aa  if 
there  was  a  want  of  co-ordination  in  the  contractions  of  the  indi- 
vidual tibera. 

"2,  The  heart  does  not  contract  with  greater  frequency  after  a 
dose  of  Digitaline,  and  no  change  at  all  occurs  in  this  respect  un- 
til  its  action  becomes  pmliarrassed,  when  the  frequency  of  pul- 
sation is  diminished,  and  does  not  again  increase. 

"3.  The  ventricular  systole  is  lengthened ;  but  it  presents  a 
very  different  appearance  from  tlie  systole  in  health.  The  ven- 
tricle seems  no  longer  to  act  as  a  single  large  muscle,  but  as  if 
made  np  of  numerous  small  ones,  which  contract  energetically, 
but  in  an  irregular  iiud  disorderly  way;  hence,  there  are  projected 
bundles  of  contracted  muscular  fibers,  which  give  the  ventricle  a 
rough  and  uneven  surface,  and  an  irregular  outline.  During  the 
diastole,  the  ventricle  does  not  everywhere  assume  a  red  color, 
but  one  or  more  red  spots  appear,  as  if  the  ventricle  was  so  tightly 
compressed  that  only  a  small  quantity  of  blood  could  enter  by 
chance.  Sometimes  a  red  spot  is  elevated  n  little  above  the  gen- 
eral surface,  forming  a  kind  of  pouch.  The  spots  become  smaller 
and  smaller,  until  at  last  the  ventricle  is  left  very  pale,  strongly 
contracted,  and  motionless,  while  the  auricles  are  distended  with 
blood.  This  state  lasts  from  half  a  minute  to  one  minute  and  a 
half,  and  the  frog  bus  paroxysmal  gasping  movements,  with 
urgent  dyspncea,  similar  to  the  human  being,  where  the  cardiac 
dyspnoea  occurs  in  fits."— fiimKr. 

Stille  says:  "Dr.  John  Moore  early  demonstrated  the  want  of 
uniformity  in  tlie  action  of  Digitalis  on  the  pulse.  By  doses  of 
one  and  a  half  grains,  he  caused  his  pulse  to  fall  from  70  to  60  in 
two  hours  ;  from  60  to  50  in  one  hour  and  twenty  minutes ;  from 
66  to  58  in  two  hours  and  n  quarter;  and  from  !W)  to  70  in  about 
the  same  time.  But,  in  several  other  experiments,  there  was  no 
depression  of  the  pulse ;  and  in  some  it  positively  increased  in 
fretfuency,  while  the  experimenter  suffered  vertigo,  confusion  of 
mind,  fullness  of  the  head,  drowsiness,  salivation,  nausea,  diar- 
rhcpa,  etc.  By  more  than  two  thousand  trials  of  its  influence 
upon  twenty-nine  healthy  persons,  Saunders  was  led  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  direct  effect  of  small  doses  of  the  drug  is  to 
inrrrnne  the  strength  and  frequency  of  the  pnlse.  and  even  to 
develop  aninflammator>'  state  of  the  system;  yet.  when  once  these 
effects  were  produced,  if  the  dose  was  augmented,  or  continued 
at  the  pre\iouB  dose,  an  astonishing  slowness  of  the  pulse  and 
debihty  ensued.  These  results  were  corroborated  by  obsenation 
Upon  the  sick,  which  showed,  that,  during  the  primary  action  of 
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the  medicine,  sores  be{(in  to  heal,  effusions  are  removed,  ami  all 
the  functions  of  the  body  are  invigoratt^d,  the  pulse  gaining  by 
degrees  in  strength  and  fullness  until  fever  is  excited,  when  the 
toxical  phenomena  display  themselves,  and  the  whole  system  is 
prostrated  and  deranged.  About  the  same  time  Kinglake  de- 
feuded  the  same  doctrine,  denouncing  the  error  of  ascribing  the 
diminished  frequency  of  the  pulse  to  debility  of  the  heart  pro- 
duced by  Digitalis.  On  the  eontrai-y,  he  maintained  this  slow- 
ness  of  the  pulse  is  of  the  same  tonic  nature  as  that  occasioned 
by  Cinchona,  by  Opium,  by  wine,  by  nutritious  food,  refreshing 
sleep,  tranquillity  of  mind,  etc.  Under  all  these  cirrumstances. 
the  pulse  is  not  weaker  because  it  is  slower ;  on  the  contrary,  the 
action  of  the  heart  and  arteries  being  strengthened,  their  diastole 
is  fuller  and  their  systole  stronger.  Hence  it  may  be  concluded 
that  DiffitalUf  in  ndndcrimj  thejmhc  shiwer^  acts  n«  a  ttiimdant,  and 
that  it  cures  diseases  due  to  debility  by  augmenting  the  motive 
power  of  the  circulation.  The  bold  txperimeuts  of  Hutchinson 
illustrate  in  a  striking  manner  the  opi)osite  action  of  Digitalis. 
They  consist  of  three  series.  In  the  first  of  them.  60  drops  of  a 
tinnture  were  takeu  (equal  t^i  five  griiins  of  the  di'ied leaves),  and  the 
dose  was  repeate»l  at  intervals  of  six  houra.  Every  day  the  quan- 
tity was  increased,  so  that  at  tlie  end  of  the  third,  it  reached  380 
drops  for  that  day.  The  symptoms  were  chietly  tliese :  Nausea, 
vomiting,  craving  for  food;  followed  by  pain  in  the  stomach,  sali- 
vation, diarrhtea,  increased  discharge  of  urine,  unusual  activity 
of  mind,  sleeplessncKs,  some  constriction  of  the  head,  and  excite- 
ment bordering  on  delirium.  Thewe  sjinptoms  were  followed  by 
weariness,  listle.ssness,  and  almost  stupor.  The  pulse  on  the  tinst 
day,  became  fuller  and  more  frequent,  rose  to  100,  second  to  liJn, 
and  tlie  third  day  to  150.  after  which,  and  coincident  with  the 
8Ymi)toms  of  pi*ostration,  it  fell  to  00.  The  experimenter  was  ci>n. 
fined  to  his  l»e<l  for  a  fortnight ;  nor  did  he  entirely  recover  for 
two  months.  Some  time  afterward  the  experiments  were  resumed, 
but  with  Rmaller  doses;  yet,  by  the  end  of  a  month,  the  daily 
dose  of  2.220  drops  was  reached.  The  same  symptoms  as  before 
occurred,  but  the  pulse,  which  was  at  80  when  the  experiments 
began,  did  not  rise  beyond  100,  and  retained  its  strength  and  full* 
uess.  In  walking,  it  was  faster  twenty  l>eats  a  minute  than  in  a 
recuml)ent  posture.  Within  tlu^e  days  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  experiments,  it  fell  to  60  and  was  readily  excited.  The  third 
series  of  experiments  lasted  sixteen  days,  the  daily  dose  being 
gradually  raised  from  36  to  1,300  drops.  When  tlie  dose  reached 
219  drops,  the  characteristic  symptoms  began  to  appear;  but  now 
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the  pulse,  instead  of  gro\s'ing  more  frequent,  fell  gradually  from 
80  to  60,  50,  40,  and  at  laflt  28.  Until  it  reached  the  laat-men- 
tioned  rate  it  continued  strong  and  full;  but  at  this  point  it 
became  irregular  and  unequal." 

Dr.  C,  D,  F.  Phillips  aays:  "1.  It  is  admitted  on  all  hands 
that  Digitalis  is  a  cardiac  poison ;  given  in  large  doses,  it  brings 
the  heart  to  a  standstill. 

"2.  In  doses  which  just  fall  short  of  a  fatal  effect,  Digitalis 
produces  fainting,  diarrhcca,  nausea,  and  vomiting,  and  irregular- 
ity of  the  heart's  action. 

"3.  In  still  smaller  doses,  the  heart's  pulsation  is  much 
reduced  in  frequency,  and  the  arterial  blootl-pressure  is  remark- 
ably raised. 

"4.  Doses  large  enough  to  slow  the  heart's  action  usually 
reduce  the  temperature, 

"Concerning  the  manner  in  which  these  effects  are  protluced, 
there  is,  however,  diversity  of  opinion.  Traube  put  forward  the 
theory  that  the  action  of  Digitalis  on  the  heart  takes  place 
through  the  medium  of  the  vagus.  Tins  is  at  lirst  stimulated, 
and  exercises  increased  inhibitory  action  on  the  heart,  reducing 
the  number  of  ita  beats;  after  a  time,  however  (with  large  or 
repeated  dones),  there  is  vagua-exhaustion,  the  result  of  which  is 
fluttering,  rapid,  and  iiregular  cardiac  action.  It  is  evident, 
nevertheless,  that  the  slowing  action  of  Digitalis  is  not  exerted 
throut^ii  tbo  vagus  center,  since  it  is  manifested  in  animals  in 
which  the  trunks  of  the  vagi  have  previously  Iwen  divided;  and 
on  thitt  ground,  chiefly,  certain  authors  have  denied  its  action  on 
the  vagus  altogether.  Yet,  it  can  hardly  be  dibpulod  that  DigitalJa 
acts  on  the  vagus,  though  only  on  its  peri])henil  canliac  branches ; 
for.  when  Atropine  (whioli  has  the  power  to  paralyze  the  vagus 
dov^Ti  to  its  very  terminal  twigs)  has  been  previously  adminis- 
tero<l  to  an  animal,  it  is  found  that  Digitalis  fails  to  slow  the 
heart.  Such  is  the  argument  of  Tniul>e,  though  disputed  by 
various  writers.  The  theory  of  direct  stimulation  of  the  cardiac 
ganglia  givuig  rise  to  increased  propulsive  action  of  tJie  heiirt  and 
overcoming  the  resistance  of  the  inhibitory  vagus  branches,  was 
put  forward  by  l)ybko>vsky  and  Pelikan,  supported  by  Handtield 
Jones  and  Fuller,  and  accepted  by  Fothergill.  And  the  experi- 
ments of  Eulenberg  and  Elirenhaus,  who  plunged  the  separated, 
but  still  pulsating,  hearts  of  frogs  into  a  solution  of  Digitaline, 
and  observed  strengthening  of  the  contractions,  and  reduction  of 
the  frequency  of  the  beats,  are  considered  by  Ringer  to  prove 
that  the  effect  of  Digitalis  is  not  due  to  any  action  on  the  pneu- 
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mogastric  nerve.  One  of  the  most  recent  writers  on  Digitalis, 
I*rof.  Ackerraann,  stipportB  tbe  theory  of  Traiibe;  and,  indeed, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  evidence  afforded  by  the  experiment  of 
fiezold  and  Bloebaum  with  Atropine  can  be  set  aside.  Grant- 
ing, however,  that  there  is  no  action  on  the  vagus,  and  that  tbe 
primary  excitement  and  subHequeut  exhauBtion  of  the  vagus  ter- 
minaU  account,  in  part,  for  the  Blowing  and  subsequent  irregular- 
ity of  the  heart's  action,  there  is  no  particular  reason  for  denying 
tbe  possibility  of  a  simultaneous  stimulation  of  the  cardiac 
ganglia.  There  is,  moreover,  a  coufliderable  body  of  evidence 
teuduig  to  show  that  the  muscular  walls  of  the  ventricles  paes 
gradually  into  a  tetauized  condition,  and  are  found  so  after 
death. 

"One  of  the  most  indisputable  facts  respecting  the  action  of 
Digitalis,  is  the  remarkable  increase  of  blood-pressure  which 
it  ociiasions  in  the  arteries.  Of  this  fact,  agaiti,  different  expla- 
nations are  possible.  Nearly  all  experimenters  admit  that 
Di^itahs  produces  contraction  of  the  capillaries  of  the  smaller 
arterioles,  wlien  taken  into  the  general  circulation ;  and  this 
in  itself  would  undoubtedly  heighten  the  arterial  pressure.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  blood -pressure  may  l)e  heightened  by 
increased  force  of  the  cardiac  contractiouK ;  and  the  observation 
of  Meyer,  that  there  is  a  continuous  rise  in  the  pressure  up 
to  a  point  almost  immediately  before  death,  when  it  suddejxly 
falls  to  zero,  has  Ixtcn  made  by  Dybkowsky  one  of  the  chiei 
arguments  for  the  direct  stimulation  of  the  cardiac  ganglia. 

"\h  for  the  contraction  of  the  small  arteries,  this  is  believed 
by  Traube  and  Bomen  to  depend  on  excitation  of  the  vaso-motor 
center  in  the  medulla  oblongata  ;  but  Arkermann  discredits  this 
ides,  and  holds  that  the  contraction  is  due  to  direct  action  on  the 
peripheral  ends  of  tbe  vaso-motor  nerves,  or  even  on  the  muscular 
coats  of  tlu'  arteries  themselves." 

"The  researches  of  M.  Clauilo  Bernard  show  that  Digitalis 
is  one  of  the  poisons  which  act  directly  upon  the  muscular  tissue, 
paralyzing  and  killing  it.  It  affects  that  portion  of  muscular 
tissue  which  constitutes  the  heart  earlier  than  any  other,  so  that, 
in  cold-blooded  animals  (as  frogs),  the  heart's  action  may  cease 
for  four  hours  before  general  death  ensues,  there  being  thus  a 
dead  heart  in  a  living  body.  Ri{jor  m4>rtis  sets  in  exceedingly 
early;  and.  on  opening  the  thorax  immediately  after  death,  the 
heart  is  found  contracted,  rigid,  motionless,  and  totally  empty. 
A  farther  examination  discloses  remarkable  chemical  and  elec- 
trical changes  in  the  heart  and  other  muscles.    The  muscular 
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juice  IS  acid  instead  of  alkaUne, '  auU  the  external  surface  is 
electrically  negative  instead  of  the  normally  positive.  The  imme- 
diate cause  of  tlus  phenomenon  has  been  shown  to  be  the  change 
ol  the  muscular  juiue  from  alkaline  to  acid ;  and  this  very  chaiii^e 
is  involved  ui  the  destructive  action  of  the  drug  upon  the  integrity 
of  the  muscular  tissue," — lluffhes, 

Pneonio^strif*  Nerve.— "The  sickness  excited  by  Digitalis  is 
extremely  ditferent  from  that  occasioned  by  almost  every  other 
medicine.  It  is  peculiarly  distressing  to  the  patient ;  it  ccuseSf 
and  retuinH  again  as  violently  as  before;  ajid  thus  it  will  con- 
tinue to  recur  for  three  or  four  days,  at  more  and  more  tlistant 
mtei*vals.  Thtsu  Hufferiugs  are  generally  rewarded  by  a  return  of 
appetite  much  greater  than  existed  before  the  medicine  was 
taken.  Lettsom  says  the  sickness  it  produces  is  ver>'  like  the 
effects  of  tobacco,  and  resembles  sea-sickness.  A  languor  is 
diffused  throughout  the  whole  system ;  the  extremities,  the  hands 
particularly,  become-  moist  and  clammy,  and  feel  cold  to  the 
touch ;  there  is  a  confused  aching  and  hcavinoss  of  the  head ; 
flushes  of  light  frequently  pass  liefore  tlie  eyes,  or  almost  all 
objects  appear  brilliant ;  and  sometimes,  after  these  symptoms 
pass  off,  the  siglit  remains  impaired  for  several  weeks." — StUU, 

Digitalis  not  only  acts  upon  the  central  origin  of  the  vagus, 
but  paralyzes  it  down  to  its  very  terminal  twigs ;  but  its  emetic 
action,  that  is  so  prominent  among  the  efletrts  of  this  poison> 
is  caused  by  its  influence  upon  the  base  of  the  vagus  in  the 
medulla  oblongata.  The  paralytic  action  of  Digitahs  upon  the 
vagi  is  also  shown  in  the  lungs  by  passive  congestion,  and  by  the 
bronchial  mucous  membrane  becoming  loaded  with  mucus,  pro- 
ducing a  loose,  rattling  cough,  with  an  abundance  of  mucous 
expectoration,  dyspnoea,  etc. 

Urinary  Organs.— The  influence  of  Digitalis  upon  the  urin- 
ary secretion  in  hualth  and  disease,  bus  been  carefully  studied  by 
numerous  observers ;  aud,  though  not  yet  fully  settled,  about  all 
agree  that  in  health  it  acts  as  a  mild  diuretic,  by  increasing  the 
arterial  blood-pressure  in  the  kidneysand  acting  especiallyon  the 
Mulpighiau  bodies.  Dr.  Ringer  says:  "Digitalis  is  a  diuretic, 
acting  directly  on  the  kiilneys,  as  well  as  indirectly  through  its 
influence  on  the  heart,  and  is  therefore  useful  iu  some  cases  of 
firigbt's  disease.  When  it  lessens  the  cardiac  disease,  its  diu- 
retic effects  are  ustonishing.  I  have  been  led  to  believe  that  the 
diuretic  action  of  Digitalis  is  limited  by  dropsy ;  for,  when  the 
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dropsy  disappears,  the  remedy  no  longer  causes  an  increased  se- 
cretion of  urine. 

"How  does  Digitalis  in  certain  heart  diseases  cause  bo  great 
an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  urme?  Fii-st,  it  removes  those 
kidney  conditions  secondary  to  the  heart  disease,  "which  dimiiiish 
the  kidney  function,  when*  the  unburdened  organ  acts  as  in  health 
and  secretes  a  natural  quantity.  But.  in  the  cases  now  referred 
to,  we  find  the  urine  increased,  from  perhaps  half  a  pint  to  three, 
four,  or  even  eight  pints  daily.  Is  this  excess  of  urine  due  to  the 
direct  action  of  Digitalis  on  the  kidneys?  "Were  this  the  true  ex- 
planation, then  this  excessive  secretion  should  continue  as  long 
as  the  Digitalis  is  administered ;  but  we  find,  as  I  have  said,  that, 
when  the  dropsy  has  disappeared,  the  kidneys  no  longer  secrete 
in  excess.  The  copious  flow  of  urine  must  be  explained  by  the 
fact  that  Digitalis,  by  relieving  the  heart,  checks  the  conditions 
that  produce  dropsy,  when  the  dropsical  fluid  returns  quickly 
into  the  circulation,  and  the  kidneys  eliminate  the  excessive 
quantity  of  water  in  the  blood. 

"The  separation  of  the  water  of  the  urine  is  effected  chiefly 
through  the  Malpighian  bodies,  probably  by  simple  filtration ; 
and,  therefore,  the  amount  of  the  secretion  depentls  on  the  lateral 
pressiure  in  the  blood-vessels  of  the  glomeruli.  In  ti-icuspid  regur- 
gitation, the  passage  of  blood  from  the  arteries  to  the  reins  is 
very  slow ;  in  fact,  it  partially  stagnates.  The  blood,  on  reaching 
the  glomeruli,  loses  much  of  its  water  by  pressure;  but,  liaviug 
rencheil  a  certain  tlegree  of  concentration,  the  fiu'ther  Heparatioii 
of  water  is  much  slower.  In  order  to  get  a  rapid  filtration  of  wa- 
ter through  the  Malpighian  bodies,  it  is  necessary  not  only  that 
there  should  be  high  arterial  pressure,  hnt  also  a  rapid  flow  of 
blood.  It  appears  to  me,  that,  in  veuous  engorgement,  we  have 
both  high  lateral  pressure  and  a  slow  flow  of  l)lood,  and  that  Digi- 
talis acts  by  removing  (v(nv>ns)  congestion,  and  allowing  a  free 
circulation  tlirough  he  kidneys." 

Through  its  vauo-motor  stimulation,  the  circulation  is  greatly 
Increased ;  and  this  increases  the  kidney  blood-pressure,  and 
causes  rapid  elimination  of  the  dropsical  effusions.  Digitalis 
also  greatly  diminishes  the  amount  of  urea,  the  chlorides,  plios- 
phoric  acid,  and  sulphuric  acid.  In  some  rare  itistauces  it  haa 
produced  &trangiU7,  with  incessant  desire  to  urinate. 

Digestive  Organs.— Digitalis  profloces  a  copious  flow  of 
saliva,  and  salivation;  and,  by  its  action  on  the  mucous  mem- 
brane of  the  stomach  and  descending  colon,  it  produces  congee- 
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tion  and  inflammation,  with  nauaea,  vomiting,  colic,  and  watery, 
mucous  Btools ;  but  the  cUaracttiristic  tttool  of  DigitaliB  in  whito 
and  aah  colored.  This  ash-eolored  or  white  stool  is  cauaed  by  the 
secretions  of  the  folUcles  of  the  colon  being  vitiated  ;  for  it  is  the 
function  of  Ihese  follicles  to  color  the  fteees  brown.  Digitalis  so 
affects  the  liver  as  to  produce  real  jaundice. 

Sexual  Organs,  Male. — Small  doses  excite  the  male  genital 
organs,  causing  titillation  of  the  glans  penis,  erections,  and  semi- 
nal emissionH.  Large  doses  produce  profound  prostration  of  the 
sexual  appetite. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female. —Sense  of  bearing-down  in  the  pel- 
vifi,  with  energetic  muscular  contraction  of  the  uterus. 

Cerebro-Spinal  System.— Digitalis  produces  congestion  of 
the  braiu,  with  giddiness,  headache,  deUrium  ;  and,  in  large  doses, 
complete  coma,  with  great  irritation  of  the  pneumogaetric  nerve. 

Eyes. — Dimness  of  sight,  great  dilatation  of  the  pupil ;  opticnl 
phantasms,  as  sparks  flying  through  the  air,  chromatopsia,  simi- 
lar to  Santonine ;  objects  look  green,  red,  or  yellow.  It  has 
proved  useful  in  detachment  of  the  retina,  and  iuHammation  of 
the  Meibomian  glands. 

Spinal  Cord.— The  reflex  functions  of  the  cord  are  greatly 
lessened.  It  lowers  the  sensibility  of  the  motor  and  sensory 
nen'es,  and  impairs  the  electro-coutractiUty  of  the  muscles.  "In 
toxic  doses,  it  lowers  reflex  activity,  and  induces  lassitude,  pros- 
tration, muscular  tremblings,  and  sometimes  convulhionfi.  That 
the  muscles  themselves  are  affected,  has  been  proven  by  the 
researches  of  Vulpian,  Dybkowsky.  Pelikan.  and  of  Gourvat ;  all 
of  whom  have  found  that  the  muscles  of  frogs  poisoned  with  Digi- 
talis respond  more  feebly  than  is  normal  to  galvanic  currents. 
The  nervous  tissue  has,  however,  been  found  by  Gourvat  to  be 
more  susceptible  than  the  muscular,  the  nerves  losing  their  fuiie- 
tionnl  power  sooner  and  more  completely  than  the  muscleB." — 

"Dr.  A.  Weil  concludes  that  Digitalis  first  lessens  reflex 
activity  by  directly — i.  e.,  independently  of  its  action  on  the  cir- 
culation— exciting  the  inhibitory  reflex  centex's  of  Setschenow,  and 
after  a  time  by  directly  paralyzing  the  spinal  cord.  The  experi- 
ments upon  which  this  conclusion  was  based  are  di\'ided  into  two 
series;  in  the  lirst  of  which  it  was  found,  that,  after  email  toxic 
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doses,  great  diminution  iu  Uic  rctlex  activity  of  the  frog  was  ap- 
pareut  in  from  ten  to  twenty  minutes,  and  continued  until  the 
death  of  the  batracbian;  but  that  this  diminution  for  from 
tweuty-fivo  minutes  to  uu  hour  was  immediately  suspended  by 
«eetiou  of  the  cord  high  up,  the  rellex  uctivity  returning  at  once 
to  itt>  normal  state ;  that,  after  large  doses,  the  rcHex  movements 
were  ahuoat  abolished  in  five  minutes,  and  continued  until  death, 
but  at  any  time  during  the  tirat  t<in  or  twenty  could  at  once  be 
restored  by  section  of  ihe  ui>per  cord  ;  that,  both  after  large  and 
small  toxic  doaes,  a  time  finally  came  wlieu  division  of  the  cord 
had  no  jKiwer  t«  restore  the  lost  retlex  functions."— ii.  C.  Wood, 

Temperature,— Toxic  doses  of  Digitalis  greatly  lower  the 
temperature  in  healthy  men  and  animals.  Dr.  C  D.  PhillipB 
says:  "Another  interesting  question  concenis  the  cause  of  the 
reduction  of  temperature  which  is  so  marked  and  constant  an 
effect  of  Digitalis.  This  is  probably  due  to  an  increased  rapidity 
of  circulation  in  the  peri})heral  blood-vessels;  for  it  must  not  he 
supposed  that  the  Hh)w  pulsations  nf  the  heart  indicate  a  dimin- 
ished rapi(iity  of  the  blood-current;  on  the  contrary,  their  in- 
creased vigor  causes  the  blood  to  circulate  with  abnormal  swift- 
ness ;  this  causes  increased  transpiration,  and  a  large  loss  of  heat 
from  the  skin." 


Therapentic  Individiiulity. 

In  about  all  diseases  in  which  Digitalis  will  be  found  useful, 
the  hciirt  will  be  more  or  less  involved,  accompanied  with  slow, 
irregular  or  intermittent  pulse,  excited  by  the  least  movement. 

The  least  movement  produces  violent  palpitation  of  the  heart ; 
intermitting  the  thir*!,  fifth,  or  seventh  beat. 

"A  sensjition  as  if  the  heart  would  stop  beating  if  she  moved, 
witJi  fear  of  impending  doath." — Hale, 

Frequent  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  heart. 

"Dropsy  in  organic  diseases  of  the  heart,  and  in  anasarca  fol- 
lowng  srarlatinn." — Marcif  uinl  Jfiiitt. 

**I  have  regarded  it  as  a  cardiac  tonic  in  disease,  because  it  is 
a,  cardiac  debilitant  iu  health,  and  have  used  it  accordmgly.  Sim- 
ple enfeebUimeut  of  the  muscular  walls  of  the  heart  has  seemed 
to  me  a  very  common  condition.  Vertigo,  tendency  to  8>^lcopo, 
brcathlessneBS  on  exertion,  and  pali)ilation  find  in  Digitalis  a 
potent  and  rarely  failing  remedy,  .^gain,  the  slow  pulbo  of  the 
drug,  seized  upon  by  Hahnenmun's  penetration  as  the  characteris- 
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tic  feature  of  its  action^  has  often  led  to  its  successful  use." — Dr. 
H.  Htujkes. 

"Cardiac  dropsy,  which  may  be  extensive.  The  breathing  is 
mntih  distrtissed  in  the  earlier  Btages  of  this  condition,  only  peri- 
odically, and  especially  at  night ;  and,  when  this  reaches  its  worst 
stage,  the  breathing  is  continually  bad,  although  it  becomes  par- 
oxysmally  worse.  The  patient  can  not  lie  down  in  bed.  and  is 
obliged  to  sit  in  a  chair,  with  the  head  either  thrown  back,  or 
more  rarely  leaning  forward  on  some  support.  The  jugular  veins 
are  distended,  and  the  face  is  dusky  aud  livid ;  the  pulse  is  very 
frequent,  feeble,  fluttering,  and  irregular;  uriue  scanty,  high 
colored,  and  deposits  copiously  ou  cooling.  The  heart  is  seen  and 
felt  to  boat  over  a  too  extensive  area.  Its  impulse  is  sometimes  at 
one  spot  of  the  chest,  and  sometimes  at  another.  The  impulse  is 
uudulatiug,  very  irrei^mlar  and  iutermittont.  Physical  t\.amjim- 
tion  shows  great  dilatation  of  the  left  ventriclt;,  with  often  much 
hypertrophy.  A  murmur  is  heard,  having  the  characters  of  one 
produced  by  mitral  regurgitant  disease  ;  and  there  may  be  disease 
of  the  aortic  valves." — Sydnry  Uintier. 

Just  here  let  me  suggest  that  the  tluid  extract  or  a  decoction 
is  the  best  form  to  use  in  dropsical  effusions. 

In  cardiac  irritability  from  muscular  weakness  dependent  upon 
exhaustion  of  the  inhibitory  nerves.  Digitalis  is  a  stimulus  to  its 
nutiition,  and  cures  it  at  once. 

Dr.  Hale  says  it  is  indicated  in  all  the  varieties  of  hypertro- 
phy with  dilatation,  whatever  the  cause  may  be,  or  in  any  condi- 
tion of  the  heart  where  its  muscular  iM>wer  is  especially  deficient, 
with  quick,  weak,  in-egular,  or  intermittent  pulse;  increased  or 
deficient  (icthn  of  the  heart,  with  drfoicrit  force  or  impulse  ;  cough, 
htemoptysiH,  jaundice,  alternate  scanty  and  profuse  urine,  some- 
times albuminous ;  cedema  of  the  feet,  legs,  face,  and  scrotum, 
ending  in  general  anasarca ;  sighing  respiration,  with  sinking, 
weak  feehng  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and  sometimes  vertigo 
with  amaurosis.

Sexual  Organs,  Fomale. — Lal>or-like  pains  in  tlje  abdomen 
and  ba<-k  Iwfore  the  menses,  with  cold  feet  and  hands. 
Menorrliiigift  and  metrnrrhagia,  witli  irritable  heart. 
Suddou  Hushes  during  the  climacteric. 

Head.— Desponding  and  fearful;  great  apprehension  of  the 
future ;  much  vertigo  when  walking. 

Longs  to  be  alone  :  tearfulness  :  from  troubled  conscience. 
Lascivious  fancies  day  and  night,  with  nocturnal  emissiona. 
Vertigo,  with  trembling  and  slow  or  intermittent  pulse.

Bes  of  the  bowels.  The  hyperaisthesia  of  the  abdominal  Hentient 
nerves  is  most  intensely  marked,  as  was  shonTi  in  the  polic. 
During  my  pro\*ing,  the  cohcky  pains  in  the  umbiliciil  and  hypo- 
gastric region  were  so  severe  that  1  had  to  take  Cldoroform  to 
prevent  having  spasms.  Constipation  and  ha-morrhoida  are 
most  prominent  symptoms.  It  takes  massive  doses  to  prodaoe 
nausea  and  vomitinp;  but  great  faintness  centerinsr  nt  the  pit 
of  the  stomach,  probably  indicates  profound  irritation  of  tbd 
solar  plexus.    ' 

Liver. — A  rheumatic  or  nenralgic  condition  of  the  liver  is  well 

marked  in  the  provings  of  this  remedy.  The  hard,  dry,  black 
stools,  the  characteristic  stool  of  Dioscorea,  indicate  a  diminn- 
tion  of  bile ;  but  very  large  closes  produce  increased  secrfetion  of 
bile,  as  indicated  by  the  papescent,  yellow,  loose  stools. 

Spine.— Upon  the  spinal  cord,  it  has  a  specific  action,  as 
shown  by  the  great  weaiiness  and  loss  of  strength;  constant 
trembling  of  the  hands  and  legs ;  disposition  to  yawn  and  stretch. 
The  rertex  excitability  of  the  spinal  cord  is  preatly  exalted,  aa 
shown  by  pains  in  almost  every  part  of  the  body.

CVrobro-Spiiial  System.— This  remedy  is  a  mild  narcotic,  as 
many  ca&es  of  ]K>isouiug  have  shown.  It  produces  tremors,  con- 
vulsions, dilatation  of  the  pupil,  vertigo,  hurried  respiration,  te- 
tanic convulsions,  and  death. 

"Caylus  says  that  Soliuiia  exerts  a  depressing  or  paralyzing 
action  upon  the  medulla  ohluugata,  but  acts  as  a  stimulant  to  the 
norves ;  it  paralyzes  the  nerves  of  respiration,  as  Conia  and  Nicotia 
do.  The  vomiting  which  Clarua  suffered  in  his  experiments  upon 
himself,  seemed  coimected  with  the  nervous  system,  and  not  at 
all  with  the  stomach.  Two  verj'  imjKirtant  phenomena  were  oh- 
served,  the  one  of  neurotic,  the  other  of  an  inritant,  character. 
The  first  was  that  the  respiration  became  much  slower,  the 
heart's  action  much  quicker,  thoujrh  at  tlie  same  time  feebler. 
Since  this  curious  antayonism  is  also  caused  by  division  of  the 
vagi  in  the  ueck.  Prof.  Clams  infers  that  Dulcamara  acts  by 
deprpssinj?  these  very  nerves.  Such  depression  is  also  indicated 
by  the  tilling  of  the  pulmonai-y  tissue  with  a  serous  exudation* 
and  the  emphysematous  distention  of  isolated  portions  of  the 
lungs,  whicli  were  observed  in  the  rabbits  killed  by  Solania, 
Other  symptoms  also  indicate  an  action  on  the  medulla  nblougatn. 
as  vomitiuR  long  after  taking  the  drug,  spasms  of  the  thoracic 
mtiHclca  extending  to  those  of  the  extremities,  snapping  of  the 
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jaws,  and  a  pumlulum-like  motion  of  tko  heart.  After  death  the 
membranes  of  tlie  medulla,  and  the  parts  just  ahore  and  below  it, 
were  foupd  highly  iniected,  but  the  nervous  substance  itself 
healthy." — Ilutjheg, 

MurouM  Membranes.— Dulcamara  acts  upon  the  mucous 
membrancH  of  the  lungs  and  kidneys,  producing  catarrhal  inHam- 
raation,  similar  to  that  caused  by  damp,  nimy  weather;  and,  if 
used  as  a  prophylactic  after  exposure  to  damp,  rainy  weather,  it 
will  ward  off  all  had  effects. 

In  the  intcHtines,  it  produces  catarrhal  irritation,  \titb  pinch- 
ing, cohcky  paina,  and  a  waterj',  slimy,  yellowish  diarrhoea. 

I'rinary  Organs. — Congestion  of  the  kidneys,  with  olhunii- 
nona  urine,  has  often  been  produceil  by  Dulcamara.  In  Clams' 
experiments,  byperjpmia  of  the  kidneys,  witli  aUmrainons  urine» 
and  in  some  cases  iitttammation^  was  pvoiluccd.  Some  claim  that 
it  will  produce  Bnght's  diseafie ;  but  I  do  not  believe  it  will  pro- 
duce auylliing  more  than  hyiwrtemia  of  the  liiduoy. 

Skin. — Hughes  says:  "Its  only  certain  cutaneous  action  is 
to  excite  erythematous  and  urticarious  rashes,  and  pnmtus ; 
and  it  is  in  urticaria,  and  in  such  forms  of  impetigo  as  crusta 
lactea,  that  it  has  found  place  in  Homceopathic  practice." 

It  produces  elevated  spots  like  tiea-bites  all  over  the  body, 
with  violent  itching. 

Most  of  the  Dulcamara  in  market  is  spurious,  and  can  not  be 
depended  upon ;  but,  when  a  good  article  is  used,  it  is  a  very  val- 
uable remedy.

Cerebro-Splual  Nervous  System.— Through  the  nerve  centers 
of  man  and  animals,  Ether  acts  upon  the  various  parts  of  the 
eerebro-spuiai  system  in  the  following  order,  and  abolislieB  their 
fuuctiona:  1.  The  cerebrum.  2.  The  sensory  nerves  of  the 
cord.  3.  The  motor  centers  of  the  cord.  4.  The  Sf  nHory  cen- 
ters of  the  medulla  oblongata.  5.  The  motor  centers  of  the 
medulla. 

Ether,  when  first  inhahMl,  produces  a  feehng  of  strangulation 
and  a  sense  of  burning  in  tlie  fauces,  from  its  local  action.  "The 
first  indications  of  its  systemic  action  are  a  sense  of  exhilaration 
and  a  liglitness  in  the  head,  associated  with  a  roaring  or  buzzing 
in  the  ears.  These  arc  soon  succeeded  by  a  feelitig  of  the  imme- 
diate surroundings  being  afar  off.  and  this  soon  failes  into  semi- 
nnnonsciousneas,  with  visions  and  illusions.  These  are  of  various 
characters,  and  are  ofien  accoinpanied  by  a  species  of  delirium. 
Some  patients  weep,  others  laugh ;  some  shout,  some  pray,  some 
raTe»  and  some  Income  exceedingly  pugnacious.  In  rare  instan- 
ces, the  dreams  become  erotic  ;  and  cases  are  on  record  in  wliich 
there  were  distinct  evidences  of  the  occurrence  of  a  complete 
venereal  orgasm.  There  is  rarely  sufficient  anwstliesia  for  prac- 
tical purposes  before  the  period  of  complete  uneouscionsness. 
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"The  Recond  stage  of  Ether-narcosis  may  be  considered  to 
commence  with  the  complete  loss  of  consciousness.  In  moat 
(»8«s,  some  degree  of  muscular  rigidity  is  at  first  still  present, 
but  soon  passes  off,  and  the  patient  lies  relaxed  and  quiet,  with 
slow,  regular,  automatic  respiration.  The  occurrence  of  sterto- 
rous respiration,  due  to  a  paresis  of  the  muscles  of  the  palate, 
shows  that  the  stage  of  muscular  paralysis  is  being  reached.  It 
should,  except  in  very  rare  oases,  be  the  signal  for  the  immediate 
withdrawal  of  the  anaesthetic. 

"The  face  during  Etherization  is  reddish  ;  marked  pallor  and 
lividity  are  respectively  important  indications  of  failure  of  the 
heart's  action  and  failure  of  respiration.  The  stage  of  excite- 
ment generally  lasts  only  a  few  minutes,  but  in  some  cases  is 
prolonged,  and  in  nervous  women  may  pass  into  a  \iolent  tit 
of  hysterics,  which  soon  yields,  however,  to  a  persistent  use 
of  the  anffisthetic.  The  pulse  is  quickened  and  increased  in  force 
by  Ether;  and  it  will  often  maintain  itself  during  a  prolonged 
narcosis.  If  the  vapor  of  Ether  be  taken  in  a  concentrated  form, 
there  is  usually  in  the  beginning  a  momentary  arrest  of  respira- 
tion, accompanied  by  a  decided  sense  of  suffocation,  evidently  the 
result  of  the  irritant  artion  of  tlu*  vapor  upon  the  air-passages. 
So  soon  as  this  has  passed  off,  the  respirations  are  HBually  nccel- 
ernted  as  well  as  deepened ;  but,  as  the  stage  of  ansesthesia  is 
reached,  they  become  slower;  and.  if  the  inhalation  of  the  Ether 
be  persisted  in.  they  grow  not  only  more  and  more  distant, 
but  also  more  and  more  shallow,  until  they  are  gradually  extin- 
guished. The  respiratory  phenomena  seem  to  be  the  same  in  the 
lower  mammalia  as  in  man.  It  was  noticed  by  Kratsclinun*.  that 
in  the  nibbit.  Ether,  when  inhaled  through  the  nose,  produces 
at  first  a  momentary  arrest  of  respiration  in  expiration.  He  also 
found  that  section  of  the  vagi  did  not  prevent  the  arrest,  but  that 
section  of  the  trigeuiini  did  ;  also  that  the  arrest  never  occurred 
when  the  Ether  was  given  tlirough  a  tracheal  fistula.  This  would 
appear  to  show  that  the  phenomenon  was  a  reflex  one,-  due  to 
the  irritation  of  the  peripheral  ends  of  the  trigemini.  Its  im- 
portance is  much  increased  by  the  consentaneous  spasm  of 
tlie  glottis  noticed  by  Kratschmer.  It  is  probable  that  some 
of  the  accidents  happening  early  in  human  anresthesift  are  the 
result  of  such  spasm.  As  stated  by  Dr.  P.  Knoll,  the  alterations 
of  respiration  are  sometimes  replaced  by  ver>'  irregular  breath- 
ing. The  respirations  are  at  first  quickened,  tlien  grow  slower 
and  slower,  and  less  and  less  deep,  until  they  are  gradually 
extinguished.    He  logically  concludes  that  they  are  produced  by 
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a  direct  action  of  the  drng  upon  tlie  centers,  at  first  stimulant  in 
character,  but  Bubsequently  depressant. 

"As  the  functious  of  the  cerebrum  are  affected  before  those  of 
the  other  portions  of  the  nervous  system,  it  is  very  apparent  that 
the  brain  is  especially  sensitive  to  the  narcotic.  Flourens  found 
that  at  a  certain  stage  of  Etherization,  pricking  of  the  anlf  rior 
or  motor  nerve  roots  caused  motor  disturbance,  although  the 
posterior  or  sensory  portions  of  the  spinal  centers  were  com- 
pletely insensible.  After  a  more  prolonged  inhalation,  the 
anterior  or  motor  centers  also  failed  to  respond  to  mechanical 
irritation,  although  the  functions  of  the  medulla  oblongata  were 
regularly  performed,  and  stimulation  of  its  anterior  centers  gave 
rise  to  motor  disturbance,  and  pricking  of  the  sensory  portions 
even  caused  manifestations  of  pain.  When  the  inhalation  of 
Ether  was  maintained  for  a  sufficient  time,  the  sensory,  and 
linally  the  motor,  functions  of  the  medulla  oblongata  were  com- 
pi*<tmi8ed,  and  death  from  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  centers 
ensned. 

"That  Ether  is  capable  of  impressing  the  nerves  seems  estab* 
lished  by  the  experiments  of  Longot  and  Serres.  They  found 
that  the  direct  application  of  Ether  to  a  noiTc  produced  paralysis 
of  the  sensory  libers  of  that  nerve ;  so  that  pinching  the  ner\e 
below  the  point  of  application  caused  no  pain,  althongh  voluntary 
movement  was  preserved,  and  galvanization  of  the  nerve-trunk 
above  the  point  of  application  induced  spasm  in  the  tributary 
ixmscle ;  i.  e..  the  power  of  conducting  an  impulse  downward  was 
preserved,  that  of  conducting  it  upward  was  lost.  By  a  longer 
application  of  the  anaisthetic.  the  function  (if  the  efferent  as  well 
as  of  the  afferent  tibers  was  abolished,  temporarily  at  first,  but,  if 
the  application  were  persisttjd  in,  permanently.  Practically,  how- 
ever,  inhaled  Ether  has  no  influence  upon  the  nen-e-ti-unks, 
because  the  nerrc  centers  are  no  much  mnrr  nemc'ttire  to  its  intiuence 
that  their  fnitctionnl  power  is  abolished  before  the  nerves  are 
affected.  Indeed,  Conly  found,  that,  in  animals  kille<l  by  Ether, 
Chloroform,  or  Cblonil,  the  motor  neries  and  muscles  preserve 
their  function  longer  than  in  animals  killed  by  sudden  violence.'* 
—Dr,  //,  C.  Wood, 

Clattdc  Bernard  supposes  that  when  amesthesia  is  complete  a 
Bort  of  semicoagnlation  occurs  in  the  nerve-oell,  but  that  this 
semicoagtilation  soon  ceases,  allowing  the  nen^e  to  resume  all  its 
properties.  If  we  examine  a  nerve  in  an  animal  under  antesthe- 
sia,  we  find  that  the  tube  momeutarily  loses  its  trtiusparoncy.

"Anesthesia  beginH  with  the  peripheral  cxiremitieB  of  the 
sensory  nerves  and  ascends  progressively.  If,  at  tliis  time,  we 
piiioh  the  skin,  we  lind  it  insensible,  uud  we  say  that  the  patient 
is  aniesthetizeii.  Yet,  if  the  operat-ion  attacks  the  trunk  of  the 
nervos,  the  patient  still  feels  pain,  as  the  sensibility  of  the  trunks 
ia  not  extinct ;  this  is  very  often  observed  in  operations.  In  jiro- 
portion  as  the  anfesthesia  makes  progress,  the  nerve-tnmks  lose 
their  sensibility,  and  soon  the  posterior  roots  become  insensible. 
Finally  the  cells  of  the  posterior  gray  comua  are  affecttMl,  an<l 
aniEsthesia  ia  complete.  All  the  sensitive  ner\'es  are  made  insen- 
sible by  anffisthetics,  but  not  all  at  onee.  The  nerves  of  special 
sense  are  the  first  to  be  affected,  next  the  nerves  of  common  sen- 
sibility, which  are  excitable  liy  touch  and  are  capable  of  transmit- 
ting impressions  of  pain.  Further,  the  nerves  which  terminate 
in  the  skin  are  affected  l>efore  thuso  of  the  mucous  membrane,  so 
that  the  throat  is  sensitive  after  the  skin  has  ceased  to  be  so." — 
JUrs.  A.  Trintssrtiti  tind  I^idoux. 

Ether,  when  taken  intemally,  is  a  diffusive  stimulant,  produc- 
ing intoxication  with  great  rapidity,  whicli  passes  away  just  as 
rapidly.  The  great  excitement  and  exhilaration  may  be  suc- 
ceeded in  an  ho\ir  by  perfect  recovery. 


Circulation.  -The  English  Chloroform  Committee  have  shown 
that  Ether  "increases  very  markedly  the  arterial  pressure,  and 
that,  even  in  a  prolonged  Ether-naruosis,  there  is  no  material 
diminution  of  this  pressure  until  manifest  failure  of  respiration 
hjiB  taken  place.  Tbe  rise  of  arterial  pressure  is  probably  due  to 
ivn  increase  of  the  power  of  tbe  heart  and  to  a  stimulation  of  the 
vaso-motor  nerves.  Sausom  states  that  the  vessels  of  the  frog's 
web  can  be  seen  to  contract  during  ibe  inhalation  of  Ether,  and 
that  this  vaso-motor  spasm  is  very  persistent,  and  does  not  yield 
to  i)aralysis  and  passive  dilatation  until  the  anaesthesia  has 
almost  deepened  into  death."— f>r.  //.  C.  WixhI. 

After  a  long  series  of  experiments  by  M.  Arloing,  he  says 
"that  the  pulmonary  circulation  is  rendered  more  active  by 
Chloral  and  Ether,  while  it  is  retarded  by  Chloroform.  It  was 
al»o  noted  that  the  following  changes  occurred  in  the  peripheral 
circulation  :  (1.)  The  flow  of  blood  in  tbe  capillaries,  which  was 
slightly  slowed  at  the  commencement  of  Chloralization  and  Eth- 
■erization,  was  much  accelerated  toward  the  end  of  the  anjefithesia. 
(2.)  The  flow,  after  undergoing  a  temporary'  increase  in  rate, 
diminished  at  the  beginning  of  Chloroform-narcosis ;  it  after- 
ward, however,  increased  gradually,  though  it  did  not  regain  its 
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nonniil  rapidity.  It  was  also  found  that  Chloroform  piodnced 
iiiurmia  oj  the  i^ettbrul  vessels,  while  Ether  aud  Chloral  caused 
htfjteramia  ojtite  brain." — Practitioti^K 

Piieunioi^astric  Nerve. — The  tirst  effect  of  Ether  is  to  stimu- 
lute  the  pueumoguatric  nerve ;  bat,  when  it  proves  fatal,  death  is 
caused  by  paralyaia  of  the  respiratory  centers,  as  lihown  by  the 
Budden  stoi)pHgc  of  the  breathing,  and  asphyxia ;  or  stertorous 
breathing  preeedt's  death,  the  respirations  being  very  irregular, 
with  great  dilatation  of  the  pupils  from  uou- oxygenation  of  the 
blood.  ' 

Hcnrt. — The  action  of  Ether  upon  the  heart  is  that  of  a  tonic  ; 
even  in  fatal  cases,  the  heart  contiuueH  to  pulsate  after  the  arrest 
of  breathing.  This  stimulant  action  of  Ether  upon  the  heart  haa 
caused  its  use  to  be  warmly  advocated  as  in  all  respects  superior 
to  Chloroform.  Ether  rarely  ever  primarily  paralyzes  the  heart, 
and  its  only  dangerous  effect^ — stoppage  of  respiration — is  easily 
foreseen,  and  readily  and  surely  relieved  by  simply  removing  the 
aniestbetic  and  making  a  few  passes  of  artitioial  respiration. 

Blood.— It  is  frequently  asserted  that  Ether,  when  added  to 
blood,  coaguhites  it.  A.  Schmidt,  however,  stutes  that  the  coagu- 
lation is  fhio  to  ozone,  which  has  been  generated  by  the  Ether  and 
is  contained  in  it ;  since  freshly  distilled  Ether  does  not  coagulate 
albuminous  Bubstances.  The  researches  of  Wittich  and  A. 
Schmidt  have  shown,  that,  when  Ether  is  added  in  the  blood  of 
horses,  cats,  or  rats,  the  red  corpnscleB  disappear  in  a  very  sliort 
time ;  and,  as  their  stroma  can  not  he  deraonstrat»^d  by  tho  aid  of 
re-agents,  this  disappearance  is  due  io  its  solution.  The  ha-matin 
thus  set  free  is  dissolved  in  the  serum,  but  the  presence  of  the 
Ether  soon  causes  it  to  crystallize.  There  is  no  proof  that  these 
changes  occur  to  any  extent  when  Ether  is  inhaled  ;  and  the  usual 
rapid  recover\'  from  the  effects  of  thf  nna'sthetic  indicates  thnt 
there  ia  no  profound  alteration  o(  the  blood.  The  effect  of  Ether 
on  the  gases  contained  in  drawn  blood  indicates  that  Ether  does 
not  exert  much  influence  upon  tlteir  proportional  amounts." — 
Dr.  If.  C.  n'(K>f/. 

(■laiidiilar  System* — "Claude  Bernard  has  shown  that  the 
functions  of  secreting  organs  are  rendered  more  active  by  Ether 
when  this  substance  is  applied  in  or  near  the  locality  of  tlieir  ex- 
cretory ductfl.  For  example,  the  gastric  juice,  the  paiicreaiio 
juice,  saliva,  etc.,  are  much  increased  in  quantity  wlicn  it  is  given 
.  internally  to  animals.    Glycoanria  is  very  commonly,  though  not

constantly,  produced  by  Ether.  Wliether  we  oousider,  with 
Claude  Bernard,  that  this  symptom  is  to  bv  rcf^ardcd  as  a  phe- 
nomenon of  Irritatiun,  and  an  the  expression  of  an  increased  se- 
cretory activity  of  the  liver,  or  whether,  with  Austie,  we  should 
regard  it  as  a  sign  of  weakened  functiouB,  ir  nort  of  paralysis  or 
narcosis  of  the  hver,  we  will  not  attempt  to  decide.  In  any  case, 
the  production  of  diabetes  hy  Ether  must  he  classed  along  with  tlie 
other  forms  of  diabetes  due  to  the  action  of  poisons,  regarding 
which  we  unfortunately  as  yet  know  very  little." — /'rcj/*.  BiHshm, 

8exaal  Organs.— Ether  has  frequently  produced  erotic 
dreams  during  its  admiiiistration ;  and  the  patient  goes 
through  all  the  motions  of  a  complete  venereal  orgaam.  These 
erotic  impressions  in  females  often  follow  the  patient  after  the 
Ether  narcosis  has  ceased ;  and  they  fully  believe  that  liberties 
have  been  taken  with  them  by  the  physician.  This  should  warn 
the  surgeon  never  to  administer  an  ansesthetio  without  the  pres- 
ence of  a  third  party. 

Skin. — With  the  anaesthesia,  there  is  frequently  copious  per- 
spiration in  Ether-narcosis. 

WhfH  death  is  thriiutt.'ned,  the  trt-atment  mufit  be  fiimihir  to 
tbht  uf  poisoning  by  Chloroform,  which  the  reader  will  please 
see  on  page  208. 

Th«'rap<*utio   Individuality. 

Administration.— Fornsing  Ether  as  an  antesthetic.  a  cone 
is  made  out  nf  stiff  paper  of  such  size  and  shape  that  its  base  will 
fit  closely  over  the  mouth  and  nose  of  the  patient.  A  napkui. 
towel,  or  a  c^^nical,  hoUowed-ont  sponge  is  placed  in  the  cone.  It 
should  be  securely  pinned  within  the  cone  sufficieutly  far  frnm 
the  margin  to  prevent  conta^-t  with  the  nose  during  inhalation. 
Now  pour  into  the  cone  about  one  and  a  half  ounces  of  Ether,  and 
apply  it  closely  to  the  face  of  the  patient  so  as  to  completely  cover 
the  month  and  nose,  atui  ki'&p  it  thevf.  If  antesthesia  is  not  com- 
plete in  five  minutes,  a  second  dose  of  Ether  must  he  poured  upon 
the  napkin,  care  being  taken  that  the  removal  of  the  apparatus  is 
only  momentary.  It  is  ver>'  impoi-tant  that  no  air  bo  admitted 
during  the  administration  of  Ether,  as  most  violent  resistance  and 
dangerous  struggling  will  fluper%-ene  if  the  vapor  be  not  inhaled  in 
a  state  of  purity.  By  preventintf  the  access  of  fresh  air,  and  allow- 
ing the  same  air  to  be  breathed  over  and  over  again,  a  certain  de- 
gree of  asphyxia  will  be  produced,  and  this  asphyxia  will  enable 
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the  patient  to  take  deep  and  frequent  respirations,  carrying  the 
-Etherized  atmoiiphere  down  to  the  lung-cells,  and  producing  rapid 
narcosis. 

In  order  to  prevent  nausea  and  vomiting,  which  often  follow 
"the  use  of  this  anaastlietic,  no  food  should  be  tAken  for  at  least 
six  hours  before  the  inhalation  :  and  the  administration  of  one  or 
two  ounces  of  brandy  just  before  inhalation,  is  strongly  recom- 
mended by  many.  I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  G*.  H.  Hall's  method 
of  giving  twenty  drops  of  Chloroform  before  the  inhalation,  be 
tried ;  also.  Dr.  S.  P.  Burdick's  plan  of  free  inhalation  of  cider- 
vinegar,  as  soon  as  the  conliniumce  of  anaesthesia  is  no  longer 
required. 

Unhke  Chloroform,  Ether  can  be  freely  given  in  the  sitting 
posture  without  danger;  consequently,  it  is  especially  adapted  to 
the  use  of  dentists. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  when  using  Ether  at  night,  its 
fumes  being  very  inHamnmble.  The  light  should  be  above  the 
patient,  astlieliigh  specilic  gravity  of  the  vapor  of  Ether  causes  it 
to  fall  towuni  the  floor.  Ether  being  far  more  safe  than  Chloro- 
form, it  slumld  he  used  under  all  ordinary  circumstances  where 
an  antesthetie  is  called  for. 


AdniinSstered  Internally. — It  is  best  given  in  ice-cold  water, 
or  equal  parts  of  brandy  on  finely  cracked  ice,  or  in  capsules. 
The  dose  is  from  one  fluid  drachm  to  half  a  tluid  ounce.  One  and 
a  half  ounces  have  been  given  at  once  vNnthout  harm. 

External  Uses.— Ether,  applied  on  a  very  thin  compress,  so 
as  to  favor  its  rajiid  evaporation,  is  of  great  value  in  nervoitJt 
heafUuhi!  and  itrtirahfiu,  and  to  expel  the  iilood  from  an  inilamed 
and  swollen  part,  as  well  as  to  mitigate  local  pain  in  any  port  of 
the  system.  Us  fumes,  when  thrown  into  tlie  auditory  canal,  will 
arrest  otalgia  with  great  celerity. 

The  great  use  of  Ether  has  been  found  in  surgery  where 
on  anflDsthctic  is  indicated.  From  its  great  safety,  it  has  well 
nigh  superseded  Chloroform  in  America.  Many  of  our  best 
surgeons  use  no  other  auffisthetic.  Fnr  y(?arR  I  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  using  half  Ether  and  half  Chloroform  and  have  been 
satisfied  with  the  results.  In  addition  to  its  artsesthetic  prop- 
erties. Ether  is  of  great  value  in  many  diseases  when  given 
internally.  In  all  diseases  requiring  a  diffusive  stimulant,  ns 
sudden  sinking  spells  or  syncope.  Ether  is  the  most  powerful  and 
qniokly  acting  stimulant  we  have. 
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Head.^Nervous  sick-beadache ;  xuucb  congestion ;  great  diz- 
ziness,  intense  pain  and  heat  in  the  head ;  face  flushed ;  wild 
look. 

ApopUTif,  with  much  congestion  and  heavy  breathing. 

In  dilirium  tremem,  with  fiu'ious  mania?  full  doses  will  be  of 
great  value ;  und,  in  hi/stericai  fainting  Jit9,  it  acts  with  great 
promptnesBj  used  internally  and  as  an  nniesthetic. 

Mouth.— In  toothache,  cotton  soaked  in  £ther  and  plaeed 
in  the  cavity,  will  give  instant  relief ;  but  it  may  return  in  a  short 
time. 


Digestive  Organs. — Mouth  dry,  or  tilled  with  saliva ;  speech 
difficult ;  bad  taste,  and  complete  loss  of  appetite ;  nausea,  vom- 
iting, and  great  pain  in  Uie  epigastrium. 

In  spasmodic  uer\ous  hiccough,  no  remedy  note  l)etter. 

Qoul  in  the  stomach,  or  gastralgia,  with  extremely  severe 
pains.     (It  should  l»e  used  internally  and  by  inhalation.) 

In  enteralgia  and  spafimodic  colic,  it  is  of  great  utiUty. 

Biliary  Calculi, — When  the  pain  and  spasm  are  exceedingly 
severe,  from  one  to  two  drachms  should  l)e  given  at  a  dose  every 
half -hour  or  hour  until  relieved.  Dr.  Durande  claims  that  a 
mixture  of  equal  parts  of  Ether  and  Turpentine  is  an  absolute 
specific,  having  the  power  of  dissolving  the  stone.  This  I  doubt ; 
but  certain  it  is,  that  this  combination  has  cured  many  cases  of 
biliarj'  calculi,  prqbably  by  relieving  the  spasm  and  intense  pain 
the  irritations  of  gall-stones  occasion,  thus  enabling  ttie  duct  to 
expel  the  foreign  substance,  and  not  by  the  solvent  action  of  the 
drug ;  for  Ether  only  dissolves  the  fatty  portion  of  the  calculus 
when  placed  in  the  pure  liquid. 

Tape 'Worm, — One  to  two  drachms,  and  in  adults  one  and  a 
half  ounces,  of  Ether  should  be  given  in  Castor  oil,  after  an  nn- 
t^hthmntic  has  been  given  (Pumpkin  seeds  or  Male  Fern),  to 
cure  the  expulsion  of  the  worm.  It  probably  partially  anwsthe- 
BB  the  worm. 

Agcnrhleg.—Kn  enema  of  twenty  drops  in  an  ounce  of  water, 
will"  often  destroy  ascarides  in  the  rectum.  It  will  not,  however, 
prevent  their  return. 

I'rinary  Ort^ana.—Ixetinl  Colic. — Here  no  remedy  will  help 
the  patient  like  iiniesthetics.  The  Ether  should  also  be  given 
internally  in  large  doses  of  from  one  to  three  drachms,  in  sugar. 
It  relaxes  the  spasm  of  the  excretory  duets,  rendering  the  passage 
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of  the  calculus  easy  and  rapid.    In  sounding  for  atone  ana  in 
Uuiafor  hrmia,  complete  anesthesia  should  be  employed. 

Diabetes. — No  remedy  produces  glycosuria  more  markedly 
than  Ether;  and  it  may  prove  one  of  our  most  useful  remedies 
for  this  fearful  malady. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— In  Dysmenorrhceay  with  violent 
uterine  spasms  and  excruciating  pains,  no  remedy  can  equal 
Ether  or  Chloroform.  The  pains  are  instantly  relieved,  and  the 
same  with  n/ter-pains. 

In  Hysteria,  Ether  will  cut  the  paroxysm  short  at  once.  In 
some  cases,  the  cure  is  permanent ;  but,  in  my  experience,  it  often 
returns  again,  and  the  anffisthelic  has  to  be  used  freely. 

Puerj>fral  ConruUions. — When  the  couvulsivo  attacks  partake 
of  the  congestive  or  apoplectic  form,  with  coma,  etc..  Ether  by 
iuhalatiou  will  prove  the  most  usefnl  remedy  tbat  can  be  used, 
and  should  never  be  forgotten.  The  same  may  be  saidof  iitjontile 
conruUiong  of  a  congestive  form. 

Obntrtrtcitl  Practice. — Here,  I  prefer  Chloroform,  as  Ether  does 
not  act  quickly  enough  ;  but  many  physicians  use  the  Ether.  If  it 
is  used,  its  aufesthotic  eflFcot  must  be  maintained  between  pains^ 
or  they  are  felt  more  keenly.  Dr.  A.  Ilewson  prefers  antdqenia 
by  rapid  breathing  instituted  at  the  onset  of  each  pain  and  sus- 
pended in  the  intervals. 

CheHt  and  ReKpiratory  Organs,— Synrtyjf  fnjm  sudden  fail- 
ure of  the  beart'd  action,  from  mental  emotions,  or  hysteria,  ia 
promptly  arrested  by  Etbei*.  Amftmi  prrt<m$  and  spanviodic 
asthmn  are  sometimes  arrested  at  once  with  Ether;  but  generally, 
it  soon  loses  its  offoct,  and  some  other  remedy  has  to  be  selected. 

In  uhtH>iniKj-cimijh,  the  paroxysms  can  be  cut  Kliort  by  the 
iuhalatiiin  of  Etber.  The  same  can  be  said  alx)ut  nervous  spas- 
modic Cough  and  laryngismus  stridulus.  The  symptoms  of  mtin- 
Irujwm  civup  iiave  been  often  mitigated  by  this  drug. 

tieneraUlics. — In  Cfuyrea.  Ether  spray  should  be  applied  along 
the  spine.     Dr.  Hammond  has  cured  many  eases  by  its  use. 

In  ffMnts  ht/at€ricu»  and  hjatcro-cp\Up»\f^  Ether  gives  prompt 
and  witisfactory  results. 

Fciffiied  ditieasot,  in  wliich  the  limbs  or  body  appear  rigidly 
bent  or  distorted,  are  readily  discovered  by  complete  amcBthcsia. 
The  same  with  phantom  tumors  of  the  abdomen. 

Panilyze<1  portions  of  the  body,  when  sultjocted  to  a  jet  of 
E*her  *pniy,  are  found  to  be  frozen  in  two  i»r  three  seconds; 


whereas  it  takes  eight  or  ten  seoondB  to  freeze  the  healthy  por- 
tions of  the  body. 

lAtenl  Aitt/Hthrsia, — For  small  surgical  operations,  Dr.  Rich- 
ardson has  iutruduced  Ktlu^  spray,  used  with  the  hand  ball 
spray  apparatus.  Rhipoline  is  more  effective  than  Ether.  \Vhen 
a  current  of  atomized  Ether  or  Hhigoliiie  is  directed  against  the 
akin,  the  rai>iil  evaporation  produces  an  intense  degree  of  cold,  in 
consequence  of  which  the  nerves  lose  their  power  of  transmitting 
impressions  to  the  seusorium.  This  local  autesthesia  often 
produces  severe  burning  after  tlie  parts  recover  from  the  freezing 
process;  and  Ether  often  causes  severe  pain  to  certain  ])artfl, 
daring  its  application.

The  diminution  of  the  cutaneous  sensibility  by  the  application 
of  Ur  and  freezing  mixtures  has  long  been  practiced;  and,  in 
small  surgical  operations,  opening  abscesses,  etc.,  I  have  seen 
the  most  satisfactory  results  from  the  use  of  this  agent.

Dierestir*'  OrpanH,— Dr.  R.  Bartholow  says:  "Eucalyptus 
hafl  a  warm,  aroniatic,  bitter,  and  camphorous  taste,  resembling 
somewhat  the  taste  of  Culfehs.    In  the  mouth,  it  excites  the  flow 
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of  saliva,  and  leaves  a  hot,  pungent,  and  rather  disagreeable 
flavor.  In  the  stomach,  it  cauaefl  a  sensation  of  warmth,  and 
doubtletts  promotes  the  How  of  gtuttric  juice.  The  appetite  and 
digestive  power  are  increased ;  the  intestinal  secretions  are  in- 
creased, and  hence  the  alviue  evacuations  are  rendered  somewhat 
more  copious  and  easy.  In  very  large  doses,  it  causes  a  sense  of 
weigiit  and  nneasineHS  at  the  epigaHtrium,  odorons  eructations 
and  indigestion,  followed  by  diarrhtua,  the  stools  Laving  the 
characteristic  odor  of  EucalifjttoL*' 

Spleen. — The  spleen  becomes  contracted,  hard,  and  resistant, 
its  surface  granulated,  and  the  whole  organ  diminished  in  size. 

Mucous  Moml)ranes. — This  remedy  has  a  speciiic  action  upon 
these  tissues,  eripccially  acting  upon  tbiwe  of  the  lungs  and  kid- 
neys, producing  congestion  and  increased  mucous  secretions.  It 
also  affects  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane  in  a  similar  manner. 

Urinary  Oreaiis.— Upon  the  kidneys,  this  remedy  lias  a  spe- 
cific action.  It  uanHfK  irritation  and  congestion  of  the  kidneys  in 
the  same  way  that  Cuhebs  and  Copaiba  do.  The  urine  has  the 
odor  of  the  Oil  an  hour  after  its  ingestion,  and  continues  to  for 
two  days.  Dr.  Gimbert  states  Uiat  the  odor  imparted  to  the  urine 
reseuibti'S  that  of  violuts.  and  is  very  similar  to  that  caused  by 
turpentine.  The  exci*etion  nf  urea  is  enormously  increaht»d  by  the 
use  of  this  dmg.  Dr.  Wooster  considers  it  a  diuretic  of  rare  vir- 
ttie,  showing  notable  restorative  elToctK  in  low  states  of  the  sys- 
tem, as  ill  typhoid  fever,  tj-pboid  diurrlnra,  and  dy8<'ntery.  It 
relieves  spasmodic  strictures,  vesical  catarrh,  and  cures  gon- 
orrh(ea. 

Circulation.  — Trof.  \V(K>d  says:  "In  some  cases  the  medi- 
eme  acts  very  disagreeably,  producing  violent  cardiac  palpitations 
or  intense  hoadsube.  Ilow  far  these  are  directly  dependent  upon 
the  drug,  or  are  sjnnpalhetic  with  its  action  upon  the  stomach,  is 
nncertain.  If  the  dose  be  i-epeated,  or  if  a  larger  amount  be 
taken  a1  once,  a  period  of  sedation  rartuifests  itself;  the  pulse 
loses  its  force,  and  the  animal  temperature  is  abated." 

i'erebro-Spinal  System.— "After  doses  of  aeventy-five  grainfl, 
Binz  noted  numbness  of  the  limbs,  with  a  feeling  of  excessive 
Weight  in  them.  If  the  use  of  the  remedy  In?  persisted  in,  a  state 
of  ftHtbenia  is  induced  ;  the  temperature  falls  aBuuirh  nsa  degree 
and  a  half,  and  the  pulse  even  to  iifty:  the  respiratirm  ia-conies 
less  frequent ;  the  muscular  weakness  is  extreme,  so  that  raising 
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the  arm  to  the  mouth  is  painful ;  the  Bensations  are  blanted,  but 
the  intellect  is  absolutely  unaffecleil.  In  an  old  man  wlio  took 
eighty  drops,  tht*  power  of  motion  almost  diBappeared,  and  he 
altinnetl  that  be  loBt  for  the  time  being  all  sense  of  the  presence 
of  hia  limbs,  so  that  he  was  unconsoiouB  of  poNsessing  them  when 
he  shut  luB  eyes,  although  his  intellect  was  perfectly  clear 
throughout 

"Upon  the  lower  mammalia,  tlie  Oil  of  Eucalyptus  acts  pre- 
cisely as  it  does  on  mau.  According  to  Gimbeii,  the  hypodermic 
injeetion  of  the  Oil  is  immt'diattly  followed  by  a  period  of  excite- 
ment. After  about  half  an  hour  the  animal  begins  to  stumble 
and  totter  in  walking,  the  breathing  grows  more  and  more  alow 
and  irregular,  the  limbs  give  way,  the  ears  droop,  the  muscular 
weakness  becomes  profound,  and  death,  preceded  often  by  pailial 
convulsions,  occurs  through  failure  of  respiration.  In  Gimhert's 
experiments,  the  heart  always  continued  to  beat  after  breathing 
liad  ceased.  As  tlie  motor  nerves  and  the  muscles  retained  their 
fimctional  power  after  death,  the  failure  of  motility  and  retlex 
activity  must  have  been  central ;  and  Gimbert  concludes  that  the 
ilmg  in  toxie  doses  is  tlierefore  a  parnh/zaut  to  the  xpitml  cnni  njui 
thf  niftUdht,    Binz  also  came  to  the  same  conclusion." — Dr.  //* 

BaHholow  says:  "It  Jnereases  the  action  of  the  heart,  lowers 
the  arterial  tension,  and  induces  a  feverish  stak*.  The  respira- 
tor)* movements  are  accelerated.  Wakefulness  is  caused  by  it  in 
those  in  health,  and  sleep  in  the  weak  and  amemic."  In  some  the 
venereal  appetite  is  increased. 

Temperatnre,— Ti)xic  doses  in  animals  protluce  n  decided  fall 
of  temperntiue.  Hermann  Sihlaeper  says,  that,  after  liypoder- 
mie  injections,  the  tempemture  sometimes  rises,  probably  as  a 
result  of  local  irritation.  "In  man,  large  doses  lower  the  tem- 
perature in  the  henltby  fi*om  one  to  two  degrees.  Large  and 
continued  doses  produce  real  fever  of  an  asthenic  type." 

Skin. — Tpon  the  skin,  it  acts  as  a  powerful  diaphoretic,  and 
the  drug  is  eliminated  through  the  skin.  It  has  l>oen  used  with 
tine  residts  in  exhaxiative  night  sweats  ;  also  for  herpetic  eruptions, 
glanduhvr  enlargements,  and  indolent  nlcers. 

ReiDarkuhU>  Peculiarities  of  the  Tree.— "The  eapalniity 
the  Euru,lyi)tiiH  has  for  absurbing  water  is  extraordinary;  and  to 
it  has  been  attributed  the  freedom  of  Austraha  from  malarial, 
miasmatic  influences.     Indeed,  it  is  stated  that  a  iidQ  will  evap- 
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orate  ten  titues  Its  weight  of  water  in  twenty-f(uir  hnurs;  luid 
numerous  examples  are  given  iu  which  BvrampR  in  Europe  and 
Algeria  have  been  rapidly  converted  into  dry  ground.  It  is 
Leheved  to  deHtroy  malaria,  nut  only  by  draining  the  soil,  but 
also  by  yielding  balnamic  exudations  to  the  air ;  however  this  may 
be,  there  is  at  present  very  strong  evidence  as  to  itw  power  of  ren- 
dering infected  districts  healthy.  The  growth  of  the  tree  is  said  to 
be  about  tive  times  that  of  our  ordinarj'  trees;  and  the  shingles 
made  of  the  wood  are  said  to  be  tire-proof.** — Dr.  H.  C\  }Vood,

— Tlie  chief  use  that  has  been  made  of 
Eucalyptus  is  as  an  antiperiodic ;  and  the  weight  of  testimony  is 
vastly  in  favor  of  its  poHsession  of  decided  antiperiodic  powers.  I 
have  used  it  in  botli  aente  and  cliranir  rases,  and  found  it  cura- 
tive in  l)oth.  but  that  its  true  spliorc  is  in  the  sub-acute  or  chronic 
oases  that  have  5een  mal-treated  with  Q»nnine.  Bartholow  say»; 
**Iti8  oei'tainly  very  serviceable  in  the  cournlenrmcf  fntm  iutermU- 
tent  ntui  mnittcnt/ererg;  and  iu  vhnmif  iiutUtrittl  jMi'iHouiiiti  it  lias  a 
liii;h  degree  of  utility.  It  is  more  useful  than  Quinine  to  recon- 
struet  the  damages  in  the  organs  of  assimilation  caused  by  mala- 
rial affection." 

Wood  says:  "Dr.  Joseph  Keller  has  used  it  in  four  hundred 
and  thirty-two  coses,  of  which  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  had 
suffered  from  previous  attacks.  Of  the  tertians,  75.57  per  cent, 
of  the  quartans  70  per  cent,  and  of  the  quotidians  fi7.HW  per  cent, 
yielded  to  the  renu'dy.

As 
respects  solutions  of  alkaloids  for  hypodermic  use,  the  water  of 
Eucalyptus  prevents  the  development  of  the  pfnicHUum,  whicli 
grows  rapidly,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  alkaloid,  in  solutions  pre- 
pxred  with  simple  distilled  water." — Bartholow.

Tt  has 
been  highly  extolled  in  gravel  and  renal  dropsy  and  irritable 
bladder. 

Blusralar  System. — Through  the  spinal  nervous  sysiom,  it 
produces  a  state  of  the  muscular  system  similar  to  rheumatism. 
It  probably  affects  the  anterior  portion  of  the  spinal  cord  the 
most.

Mucous  Membranes.— Upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 

eye,  nose,  and  upper  portion  of  the  respiratory  organs,  Euphrasia 
produces  catarrhal  inflammation,  with  copious  mucous  secre- 
tions ;  that  of  the  eye  being  very  excoriating,  and  that  from  the 
nose  and  lungs  of  a  bland  nature.    This  is  worth  noting. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Acute  catarrhal  ophthalmia,  with  copious  acrid  secretions. 

Inflammation  of  the  eye  characterized  by  congestion  of  the 
conjunctiva^  aud  f^i-eat  photophobia;  excessive  acrid  laohiyma- 
tiou,  with  constant  tendency  to  blink.

"The  eyea  appear  to  be  affected  in  almost  every  port,  emi- 
nently, however,  the  conjuut;tiva,  the  cornea,  the  laehr>'mal

Blood. — Iron  has  a  specific  action  upon  the  blood,  producing 
a  decrease  of  the  albumen  and  an  increase  of  the  water  in  the 
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serum  sanguinis,  and  at  the  same  time  diminiBhing  the  red  blood- 
corpuscles.  Its  action  upon  the  blood-making  organs,  especially 
the  spleen,  is  very  prominent,  producing  atrophy,  rendering  it 
tinable  to  perform  it8  functions  in  the  process  of  aanguiiicaiiou, 
causing  true  and  well-marked  aiuemia  or  hydriemUi,  with  all  their 
attendant  symptoms. 

Bartholow  says:  "Iron  is  not  a  substance  foreign  to  the 
organism.  Chemical  amUysis  has  demonstrated  its  constant 
presence  in  the  blood,  in  the  gastric  juice,  chyle,  lymph,  bile,  in 
the  pigment  of  the  eye.  and  traces  in  the  milk  and  urine.  Accord- 
ing to  Gonip-Basimez  (analysis  of  C.  Schmidt),  the  blood  of  man 
vontaiiis  one  part  of  Iron  to  '230  of  red  globules,  and  that  of  beef 
one  part  of  Inm  to  194  of  red  globules.  Iron  exists  in  combina- 
tion in  hajinatine :  according  to  some,  hi  the  state  of  the  Oxide, 
according  to  others  as  metallic  Iron.  That  it  performs  a  very 
important  office,  is  shown  in  the  rapid  construction  of  red  blood- 
globules  when  it  is  administered  m  anicmia.  AVithout  it,  hiema- 
tine  is  not  formed,  and  the  red  globules  diminish  in  number.  By 
its  medicinal  use,  we  furnish  to  the  blood  a  material  which  it 
needs.  In  health,  a  mixed  diet  contains  sufficient  Iron  for  all  the 
purposes  of  the  economy.  The  blood  being  improved  in  quality 
by  the  administration  of  Iron,  the  tissues  are  better  nourisheil. 
and  all  the  functions  are  performed  with  more  vigor." 

Dr.  R.  Hughes  says:  "First  of  all,  we  notice  that  Iron,  like 
lime,  is  a  normal  constituent  of  tbc  iMidy,  an<l  is  l>fing  continually 
supplied  with  the  food.  It  is  in  the  red  corpuscles  of  the  blood 
that  the  metal  tinds  its  hnhliut  and  performs  its  functions.  Now. 
it  is  in  the  deficien(ry  of  these  very  corpuscles  wherein  the  "poverty 
of  blood'  we  call  aniemia  consists.  It  is  impossible  to  deny  the 
fiignilicance  of  such  facts,  or  to  resist  the  conclusion  that  the 
relation  of  Iron  to  the  blood  is  a  fact  of  the  same  order  as  that  of 
lime  to  the  bones.  Is  Iron,  then,  a  direct  food?  Is  it  merely  by 
supplying  a  want  of  its  nonnal  proportion  in  the  body  that  it 
cures  atiiemia?  This  position  can  not,  I  think,  be  sustained. 
The  malady  does  not  ordinarily  arise  from  any  failure  in  the 
quantity  of  Iron  supplied  to  tho  food.  If  the  element  is  deficient 
in  the  blood,  the  fault  Ues  in  the  assimilative  processes.  But 
Beveil  has  ascertained  that  in  an&mia  there  is  no  change  what- 
-ever  in  the  amount  of  Iron  present  in  the  blood.  However  few 
the  corpuscles,  they  contain  within  them  the  full  proportion  of  the 
metal  normal  to  health  ;  and.  though  under  the  influence  nf  Iron 
itself  they  increase  to  double  and  triple  the  number,  they  yield  no 
more  Iron. 
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'*Not,  then,  from  want  of  their  metallic  constituent,  hut  from 
<leficiem'y  of  tli<>  reil  corpUHcleH  themselvuH,  is  the  blood  poor  in 
the  condition  we  call  aniemia.  And  why  are  the  corpuscles  few? 
Their  development  is  the  ultimate  rcBult  of  the  elaboration  of  the 
vital  fluid  ;  their  defect  mnsfc  ho  owing  to  u  fault  somewhere  exist- 
ing in  the  blood-making  organs.  Can  we  remedy  such  fault 
merely  by  giving  an  increased  quantity  of  the  pabulum,  from 
wliich  they  are  built  up  ?  It  can  hardly  be  bo.  If  thu  piirtB  con- 
cerned in  ftanguification  have  proved  unable  to  perform  their  tusk 
hitherto,  they  will  not  work  the  hetler  bt'cause  more  material  is 
£uppUed  for  their  openitions.  What  is  wanted  is  a  atimulus,  elect- 
ive in  its  affinity  for  the  parts  concerned,  and  specific  in  its  cor- 
resiKindence  witli  the  morbid  condition  induced.  That  we  have 
such  a  stimulus  in  Iron»  appears  from  two  clasHes  of  facts, — ftrst, 
its  effects  on  the  healthy ;  second,  its  operation  in  small  doses 
in  disease." 

Most  physicians  believe,  that  Iroii  acts  on  the  red  corpusclcR 
so  as  to  turn  the  oxygen  contained  in  them  into  ozone,  in  this 
way  promoting  oxidation,  ozone  being  the  active  foi*m  of  oxygen 
in  the  system;  but  Stille,  in  his  "Therapeutics, "says:  "It  is  very 
probable  tbat  Iron,  on  entering  the  lilooil-vessels,  combines 
immediately  with  the  disks  which  have  not  yet  acquired,  or  which 
have  lost  more  or  leas  of.  their  Ferruginous  element.  It  enters  the 
blood  as  a  Chloride,  is  decomposed,  combines  with  the  iliaks  as  a 
Carbonate  of  the  Protoxide  of  Iron,  and  in  the  lungs  gives  up 
carbonic  acid  and  absorbs  oxygen,  and  is  thereby  converted  into 
a  Peroxide.  The  white  corpuscles  are  destitute  of  Iron,  but.  when 
once  saturate*!  with  it,  neither  they  nor  the  red  corpuscles  can 
receive  any  more.  It  is  this  theory  which  explains  the  facts 
pointed  out  by  Brandis,  Giacomini,  Bnick,  and  many  others,  that 
Iron  ceases  to  iuHuence  the  economy  when  it  has  once  restored  it 
to  a  healthy  condition." 


Tom p«ral lire. — "The  influence  of  Iron  upon  calorification  is 
no  longur  a  matter  of  conjecture ;  it  has  l»een  fully  demonstrated 
by  the  numerous  and  accurate  experiments  of  Pokrowski,  who 
pr.ove<l.  that  not  only  does  it  raise  the  temperature  of  the  body 
when  it  is  lowered  by  disease,  but  that,  when  under  a  given  dose 
the  temperature  ceascfi  to  rise,  it  will  attain  a  still  higher  degree 
if  the  dose  is  increased.  The  pulse  becomes  fuller,  and  the  weipid 
of  the  body,  and  the  proportion  of  urea  excreted,  are  simul- 
taneously augmented.  All  the  preparations  of  Iron  used  for 
internal  use  have  the  same  effect.    Bodkin  has  also  proved  that 
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Iron,  even  in  healthy  persons,  raises  the  temperature  above  the 
uormal  utaiidiud.  Thus  it  would  appear  liiut  ihe  activity  of 
nutritiou,  aii<l  pri)hnl>Iy  also  ol  calorilication,  in  dependent  ujwn 
the  Iron  in  the  blood,  and  thai,  when  the  red  liltKjd-diHks  wluch 
coutuiu  it  are  most  abundant,  all  of  the  functions  of  thu  economy 
attain  their  highoet  degree  of  activity  and  >igor,  such  as  iB  dis- 
played in  persons  of  a  sanguine  temperament." — i:itUle, 

Digestive  Orgnn.s.^The  acrid  and  astringent  preparations  of 
Iron  act  on  the  teeth  with  considerable  energy,  as  shown  by  Dr. 
Smith,  a  surgeon-dentist  of  Eduiburgh.  He  immersed  teeth  in 
various  Bolutious  of  Ferruginous  compounds,  and  found  that  they 
were  acted  upon  very  powerfully  by  the  Muriatcd  tincture,  the 
Sulphate,  and  the  Wine.  In  the  tli'st  mentioned  the  fangs  became 
quite  soft,  flexible,  and  the  enamel  was  wasted  away ;  in  the  sec- 
ond, the  enamel  and  dentine  were  superfuially  softened ;  and  in 
tlie  third  the  action  was  Bcarcely  appreciable. 

When  the  teeth  become  discolored,  which  is  an  effect  of  the 
union  of  the  mutal  with  the  tannin  contained  in  the  food,  it  is 
readily  removed  by  a  stiff  brush,  with  charcoal  dentifrice,  espe- 
cially if  the  latter  contain  tannic  acid.  The  blue  color  produced 
by  the  Iodide  of  iron,  can  be  removed  by  a  solution  of  Carbonate 
of  Soda. 

"The  physiological  action  of  Iron  is  not  limited  merely  to  the 
construction  of  red  blood.  When  there  is  no  intolerance  to  its 
presence  in  the  stomach,  it  promotes  tlie  appetite  and  invigorates 
the  digestion.  By  increasing  the  disi>oaitiou  for  food  and  the  dis- 
position to  dispose  of  it.  Iron  acta  aa  a  stomachic  tonic.  Htiucc» 
when  given  in  a  healthy  state,  or  when  administered  for  too 
long  a  period  in  disease,  the  gastric  ghniils  become  exhausted  Ity 
over-stimulation  ;  and  then,  it  is  said,  the  Iron  disagrees.  Being 
a  restorative,  its  use  is  contra -indicated  in  a  condition  of  plethora, 
especially  v/hen  there  exists  a  tendency  to  hemorrhage,  or  when 
there  is  reason  to  suspect  an  atheromatous  state  of  the  cerebral 
vessels. 

"In  large  doses,  the  soluble  preparations  of  Iron  give  rise  to 
nausea  and  vomiting.  Some  of  them  possess  more  or  less  toxic 
activity ;  the  per-salts  are  more  active  than  tlie  proto-salts.  The 
Iodide  and  Chloride,  the  Nitrate  and  Sulphate,  are  the  most 
active,  death  having  ensued  from  the  tincture  of  the  Chloride,  iu. 
one  case  (ChriKtison),  and  alarmmg  symptoms  having  oocorredj 
in  others  (Taylor). 
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"Certain  preparations  of  the  salts  of  Iron,  as  tlie  Sulphate,  the 
Nitrate,  the  Chlorides,  posscHS  a  higb  degree  of  uHtniigcucy. 
Hence  tliey  pro<luce  couBtipatiou  when  taken  mlemally.  lirought 
into  contact  with  blood,  they  coagulate  it.  forming  a  toutrh, 
brownisb  magma,  and,  as  the  albuminous  elements  of  tbe  tissues 
are  8olidifie<l,  they  are  (xjwerful  h«.*mo8tatic8." — Btirtholow. 

Stille  says :  "Among  the  pxtpiirations  of  Iron,  there  are  three 
which  may  occasion  poibuiiouti  etlects.  Tlity  are  the  Iodide,  the 
Chlorides,  and  the  Sulphates.  In  their  irritant  operation,  liow- 
ever,  it  is  not  their  raetallic  element  which  is  active:  it  is  the 
Iodine,  the  Chlorine,  or  the  Sulphuric  acid  which  is  the  rliief 
cause  of  tbe  toxical  phenomena.  Thus.  Imlide  of  Iron,  given  to 
animalH  in  excessive  doses,  occasions  vomiting,  pinning,  gastric 
intiammatiou,  and  death ;  and  the  remaininR  compounds  have 
produced  fatal  effects.  Experiments  upon  nninmls  by  Dr.  James 
Blake  show  that  the  quantity  of  the  different  salts  of  Iron 
required,  when  introduced  into  the  blood,  to  produce  death,  is 
extremely  different ;  for,  while  sixty  to  seventy  grains  of  tbe  proto- 
salt  can  be  circulated  in  the  blood  without  producing  any  fatal 
sjrraptoms.  four  or  tivc  grains  of  the  per-salt  will  destroy  life." 

Ellmiiialion.— "An  interesting  and  important  question  is, 
How  much  Iron  is  absorbed  into  the  blood?  Probably  but  little 
of  the  insoluble  forms,  as  the  quantity  of  acid  in  the  stomach 
ifl  not  adequate  to  dissolve  them ;  and,  as  regards  the  soluble 
preparations,  it  is  hard  to  say  how  much  gets  into  the  blood. 
The  increase  of  the  Iron  in  the  urine  l>eing  very  slight  after 
administering  a  soluble  Iron  salt,  it  has  been  concluded  that 
vpr>'  little  pa.sHOR  into  the  blood ;  and  the  fact  that  almost  all  the 
Iron  taken  by  tbe  mouth  may  be  reobtained  from  the  fieces, 
seema  to  strengthen  the  view ;  but  an  extended  knowledge  con- 
cerning the  elimination  of  metals  from  the  body  shows  this 
conclusion  to  be  fallacious.  Probably  most  metals,  but  certainly 
Iron,  are  eliminated  from  tlie  system  through  tbe  intestines,  and 
make  their  exit  with  the  fieces  ;  for,  when  Iron  salts  are  injected 
into  the  blood,  almost  all  the  metal  is  ultimately  recoverable 
from  the  fjeces.  That  much  more  is  absorbed  than  is  appropri- 
attnl  by  the  Iilood-corpusdea,  is  shown  by  the  coloration  Iron 
provinces  in  all  the  albuminous  secretions  of  the  body,  the  fluids 
bathing  the  various  cavities  becoming  colored  reddish-brown." —

green  scak'b,  wholly  soluble  iu  water.  Ranks  about  equal  to  the 
Hrst  mentioned ;  1st  and  2d  dec. 

Ferri  Chhridum. —Ch\or\(\e  of  Iron.  In  orange- yellow,  crys- 
talline pieooK,  very  deliquescent,  and  wholly  soluble  iu  water^ 
alcohol,  and  Ether;  1st  to  Gtli  attenuation. 

Ferri  et  Strffehn'ue  Citrus. — Citrate  of  Iron  and  Strychnia,  ond 
grain  of  Strychnia  to  one  hundred  grains  of  the  compound.    Tliis.' 
is  a  very  useful  preparation  of  Iron  in  the  three  iirst  triturations, 

Ferrinn  DiolifHiidim. — Dialysed  Iron.  This  ]>reparation  is 
made  by  the  process  of  diffusion,  and  is  Iron  in  the  colloid  state. 
It  is  odorless,  without  the  styptic  taste  of  the  Ferruginous  prep- 
arulions,  does  not  blncken  the  teeth,  is  free  from  irritant  action^ 
and  does  not  constipate.  It  will  no  doubt  prove  to  be  the  best 
form  in  which  to  administer  Iron.  For  four  yeai-s  T  have  given 
this  preparation,  from  five  to  ten  drops  at  a  dose,  from  two  to 
three  times  a  day,  of  the  crude  drug*  and  am  delighted  with 
its  action. 

Liquiir  Ferri  SnbstUphatis, — Solution  of  Subsulphate  of  Iron 
(Munsel's  solution).  For  local  use,  this  is  the  most  powerful 
fit>-ptic  we  have.

Anremia,  with  pale  face  and  lips,  and  great  debility.

Cerebro-Spinal  System.— Tbe  grand  center  of  action  for  tl 
remedy  is  ui)on  the  mottrr  portion  of  the  ttpinal  ef>rd,  paralysing 
motility  fir  At  y  and  then  nenaihility.  "The  retention  of  conscious- 
nees  until  very  late  in  the  poisoning,  both  in  man  and  the  lower! 
animals,  bIiowb  that  the  drug  has  very  Httle  power  over  the  higher 
cerebrum,  although  the  drowsiness  and  the  iiiial  Iosh  of  consciouB- 
nefls  prove  that  it  ia  not  entirely  devoid  of  such  intlnence.  The 
two  most  prominent  symptoms  caused  by  the  drug  are  tbe  cou- 
vulsions  and  the  paralysis.  The  first  (luestion  that  is  to  be  deter- 
mined is,  whether  the  convulHion  is  rerehral,  spinal  or  peripheral. 
That  it  is  not  cerebral,  is  proven  by  its  occurrence  in  the  pithed 
frog,  and  below  the  point  of  .section  in  mammals  with  (Uvided  spi- 
nal cord.  That  it  is  not  peripheral,  i.s  proven  by  its  taking  place 
in  the  posterior  extremities  when  the  lower  aorta  is  tied  before 
the  poisoning.  The  cause  of  the  convidsious  at  present  remains 
inexplicable.  Ringer  and  ^furrel!  mnceive  tliat  there  are  present 
in  Gelsemium  two  activt'  and  antagonistic  substances, —  one  a_ 
tetanizant,  the  other  a  paralyzant. 
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'The  paralysis  in  poisoning  by  Gelseniia  is  evidently  spinal  in 
its  origin,  as  its  tlevulopmeut  is  not  aflft^c-ted  by  tying  an  artery 
before  poisoning  so  as  to  protect  a  limb,  and  as  the  afferent  and 
motor  nerves  and  muscles  preserve  their  functional  activity  until 
death  (Ott,  Burtbolow,  Uinger  and  Miirrell).  It  is  a  matter  of 
some  impoctance,  in  cxplauiing  the  Hpinai  action  of  the  drug,  to 
determine  its  influence  upon  the  different  portions  of  the  cord,** — 
Dr.  II.  C.  Wood. 

Bartholow  says:  "I  have  demonstrated  that  Gelsemium  ia  a 
pandyztT  of  motility  and  sensibility;  that  sensibility  is  first 
affi'cti'd  in  cold-blooded  animals  (frogs),  and  afterward  motility; 
and  that  in  warm-blooded  onimals  the  motility  is  affected  before 
sensibility.  As  respc^cts  the  seat  of  action.  I  have  ascertained 
that  the  end  organs  of  the  motor  nerves,  and  the  ne^^•e-t^unkB, 
do  not  lose  their  irritability,  and  that  the  mnseular  contractility 
ia  imimpuired.  'Its  paralyzing  effect  is  due  to  its  action  on  the 
motor  center,  and  not  to  an  action  on  the  peripheral  nerve  filwrs. 
It  acts  also  on  the  sensory  portion  of  the  cord,  producing  at  last 
complete  ansesthesia ;  but  this  effect  in  warm-blooded  animals, 
and  in  man,  h  toxic  only,  and  follows  the  paralysis  of  the  motor 
functions.'  Appljing  the  precise  observations  which  are  made 
upon  animals  to  the  explanation  of  the  lethal  effects  which  have 
occurred  in  man,  we  are  conducted  to  the  following  conclusions : 
The  disorders  of  voluntao'  movements,  and  the  more  or  less  com- 
plete paralysis  of  the  motor  and  of  the  sensory  functions,  are  due 
to  the  effects  of  Gelsemium  on  the  motor  and  sensory  portions  of 
the  cord,  the  functions  of  the  sensory  columns  resisting  longer  the 
action  of  the  poison." 

Ringer  says:  "In  the  lower  animals,  Gelsemium  acts  first  on 
the  respiratory  center,  then  on  the  spinal  cord.  In  man.  however, 
the  muscles  of  the  upper  eyelids,  or,  more  probably,  their  motor 
nerves,  are  considerably  affected  before  either  the  cord  or  respir- 
atory center.  We  are  justified  in  concluding  that  in  man  the  drug 
acts  upon  the  spinal  cord  before  it  involves  the  respiratory  center; 
for.  in  sevenil  inKtiinces.  it  Ih  recorded  that  the  patient  has  recov- 
ered from  a  condition  of  complete  paralysis.  In  my  experiments 
on  cats,  rabbits,  and  dogs,  I  fonnd  that  the  animal  died  from 
8sph>'xia  before  there  was  any  great  impairment  of  voluntary 
power.  I  draw  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  paralysis  of 
the  cord  always  precedes  the  tetanus.  Gelsemin  has  the  power 
first  of  weakening  and  then  of  tetanizing  the  cord,  thus  corre- 
sponding to  Jaborandi,  Buxus  sempervirens,  and  other  drugs/ 
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LuDgs. — "Gelsemium  is  a  powerful  respiratory  poison;  indeed^ 
ihis  druy  generally,  if  not  always,  destroys  warm-blooded  animals 
by  asphyxia  before  it  produces  complete  paralysis.  It  produces 
110  primary  quickening  of  respiration,  and  does  not  paralyze  tbe 
phrenic  nur  the  intercostal  nerves ;  and  it  acts  after  the  divisiot 
of  both  vagi.  It  asphyxiates,  as  Dr.  h.  Sanderson  has  shown,  bj 
paralyzing  the  automatic  respiratory  center." — Hhitft^r. 

"Gelsemiura  usually  kills  by  a  paralysis  of  respiration  immedi- 
ately after  the  ingestion  ;  the  extent  of  the  respiration,  but  not  its 
rate,  is  increas«d ;  very  shortly,  liowever,  both  riite  ami  depth 
enter  a  condition  of  progressive  palsy  ending  in  death."— (ioa/.^ 

Brain. — An  early  and  prominent  symptom  of  tlie  brain  is  ver- 
tigo. "Some  felt  it  over  the  whole  head;  but  by  far  the  larger 
number  said  it  was  limited  to  the  brows ;  standing  or  walking 
made  it  much  worse.  Wlien  well  marked,  the  patients  staggered, 
anil  were  afraid  even  to  stand,  much  less  walk.  So  giddy  was  one 
patient  that  he  nearly  fell  off  the  fown.  Some  described  their 
heads  as  going  round  and  round ;  they  felt  and  seemed  drunk, 
though  without  nny  incoherence  or  mental  eicitement." — Rintjcr, 

Pain  In  thp  Head  and  Kyes.— "It  was  generally  limited  to  the 
foruhead,  and  most  marked  just  over  the  eyes.  Some  called  ii  a 
dull  sensation  over  the  eyes ;  others  a  heavy  pain  ;  others  a  giddy 
pain  ;  and  one  patient  experienced  pain  over  the  occiput.  \^'itb  a 
sensation  as  if  the  crown  of  the  bead  way  Lcin;:  lifted  off  in  two 
pieces.  Tliis  headache  was  sometimes  absent,  sometimes  followp-l 
instead  of  preceding  the  other  symptoms.  Dnll.  aching  pains  in 
the  eyeballs,  now  and  then  shooting  in  character,  occasionally 
worse  in  one  ball,  sometimes  followed  nnd  sometimes  preceded 
tbe  headache.  The  headaclie  and  pain  in  the  eyeballs  were*  often 
severe,  and  were  intensilied  on  moNHng  the  eyes.  When  ptosis 
wag  well  marked,  the  effort  to  open  the  eyes  wide  caused  consider- 
able pain ;  relieved  by  closing  the  eyes."— /?jii/;fr. 

Kyc. — Tbe  influence  this  dniff  has  upon  the  eye  is  most 
marked  and  decided.  "Dimness  of  sight  and  ciddiness  appear  to 
be  the  most  constant  symptoms,  and  mny  exist  without  headache, 
pam  in  the  eyeballs,  or  double  vision.  At  first  tbe  sight,  without 
being  misty,  in  not  so  clear  as  usual;  then  a  slight  mist  com< 
before  the  eyes,  one  patient  compnrinc  it  to  a  'lot  of  smoke  rifiinp 
before  the  eyes/  and  another  to  a  'thick  veil.'  At  last  the  sitrht 
becomes  so  affected  that  it  fails  almost  completely,  failing  tir«it 
■with  distant  objects;  then,  with  further  impairment  of  vision, 
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nearer  and  nearer  objects  look  hazy.  In  poisoned  dogs,  after  the 
proiiuctiou  of  slight  muscular  woakuc-ss,  the  sight  became  almost 
loHt,  for  the  animal  ran  straight  agaiust  objects  without  trying  to 
avoid  them,  evidently  not  seeing  them. 

" Diplop'M,—T\iii  drug  fleema  to  produce  two  kinds  of  diplopia, 
one  much  more  persistent  than  the  other.  As  to  the  transient 
kind,  we  find  it  on  many  occasions  a  very  passing  phenomenon, 
lasting  only  a  few  seconds,  then  disappearing ;  then,  after  a  few 
minutes,  reappearing.  In  this  transient  form,  images  in  tho 
median  vertical  line  appear  double,  distant  objecU  at  first  nnder- 
going  the  duplication.  Sometimes  the  patient  was  conscious  of 
.the  onset  of  the  diplopia.  Thus,  one  woman  said:  'I  know  it  ia 
now  coming  on,  I  feel  such  a  heavy  weight  under  my  upper  eye- 
lid.' The  double  vision  then  came  on,  and  with  the  heaviness 
passed  away  in  a  few  seconds.  One  image  was  higher  than  the 
other,  the  images  in  this  resjiect  varjang  much.  Mr.  T.  Fox  rap- 
idly recorded  from  the  patient's  lips  the  phenomena  occurring, 
as  fast  as  they  could  be  written :  'One  gas  jet  appears  abont  sit 
inches  above  the  other,  and  there  are  six  inches  between  them 
horizontally ;  the  npper  one  is  to  the  left ;  now  the  right  is  upper- 
most; now  the  left  slightly  again;  going  over  to  the  right  now 
again ;  exactly  over  one  another  now,  and  quite  close  together ;  now 
again  separated,  left  the  highest ;  now  over  one  another.*  With 
other  pntionls,  the  two  images  seem  on  a  level.  The  transient 
usually  precedes  the  more  coneftant  form,  recurring  from  time  to 
time,  while  the  constant  form  persisted, 

'Thf^  phenomena  of  the  conatnnt  form  of  diplopia  fnllow  a  def- 
inite order,  and  take  pliicp  in  tlie  noper  half  only  of  the  lield  of 
vision.  They  oecur  first  with  obfects  held  nt  the  extreme  right  or 
left  of  tho  visual  field  :  and.  as  the  patient  passes  more  under  the 
intluenee  of  the  dinig,  then  with  ohjerts  held  nf^arer  and  nearer 
the  middle  Hue  ;  and.  at  last,  usually  for  a  short  time  only.  obieMs 
in  the  median  vertical  plane  seem  double.  As  the  effect  of  the 
dmg  wears  off.  the  double  vnsion  disappears  in  the  inverse  order. 
The  outer  lateral  image  is  the  higher,  and  tho  further  the  object 
is  carried  to  the  right  or  left  the  greater  is  the  horizontal  and  verti- 
cal distance  between  the  images.  When  colored  class  is  placed 
before  either  eye.  tho  outer  and  higher  image  is  seen  by  the  covere<| 
eye.  Wlun  the  object  is  carried  high  alwive  the  head,  the  two 
images  gradually  coalesce,  and  the  object  looks  very  much  thin- 
ner—*like  a  thread.'  With  well-developed  diplopia,  there  is  im- 
paired movement  of  the  eyeball,  chiefly  affecting,  as  far  as  could 
be  ascertained,  the  external  and  internal  rectus,  espeeinlly  the 
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external;  for  the  outward  and  inward  movement  of  the  eyeball  19 
less  free  than  before  the  action  of  the  medicine.  The  liall  appears 
to  be  moved  by  a  greater  effort,  so  that,  when  carried  as  far  as  the 
weakened  muscles  are  capable,  it  oscillates,— as  though  the  patient 
with  a  great  effort  moved  it  as  far  as  he  could,  and  then  the  tired 
muscles  gave  way  a  little,  but,  being  roused  to  an  effort,  they  car- 
ried the  eye  back  again  ;  the  frequent  repetition  of  this  effort  giv- 
ing rise  to  an  osciUation. 

"The  externa!  rectus  is  generally  first  affected,  and.  not  infre- 
quently, one  exteraal  rectus  sooner  than,  and  in  excess  of,  the 
other.  Even  when  the  diplopia  is  strongly  marked,  the  loss  of 
power  over  the  muscles  is  not  ver^*  great,  and  there  is  no  obvious 
squinting.  Then,  as  the  patient  becomes  still  more  affected,  pto- 
sis 8ui>er\eneB,  and  a  great  part  of  the  whole  of  the  upper  half 
of  the  field  of  \'ision  is  cut  off.  The  loss  of  power  in  the  eye  mus- 
cles is  then  more  marked,  but  without  the  occurrence  of  obvious 
squinting.  At  this  time  the  symptoms  no  longer  follow  the  order 
previously  described,  hut  assume  various  forms,  often  changing 
rapidly.  Thus,  while  on  one  side  the  outer  image  is  the  higher, 
if  the  object  is  carried  to  the  other  side  of  the  field,  the  inner  im- 
age ber-omos  the  higher ;  or,  perhaps,  for  the  first  few  seconds  the 
outer  and  then  the  inner  is  the  higher. 

"Strange  to  say,  the  effect  of  an  internal  dose  of  Gelseminm 
is  opposite  to  that  occasioned  by  its  application  to  the  eye  itself. 
AVheu  given  by  the  mouth  in  doses  sufficient  to  produce  symp- 
toms, the  drug,  in  every  instance  but  oue,  caused  contraction  of 
the  pupil ;  indeed,  in  the  case  in  which  the  drug  produced  weak- 
ness of  the  legs,  with  a  strong  double  internal  squint,  the  pupils 
were  contracted  to  a  pin's  point.  The  contraction  of  the  pupil 
does  not  cease  on  the  disappearance  of  diplopia  or  dimness; 
indeed,  when  the  dimness  passes  away,  the  contraction  of  the 
pupil  may  increase.  Dr.  0.  Berger  finds,  and  my  observations 
confirm  his  statements,  that  dilatation  of  the  pupils  in  poisoned 
animals  occurs  only  when  asphyxia  from  paralysis  of  respiration 
has  set  in,  and  that  artificial  respiration  at  once  causes  the  pupils 
to  contract. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  topical  application  to  tlie  eye  dilates 
the  pupil.  In  the  first  instance,  I  employed  a  tincture  (1  in  10) 
of  the  American  liquid  extract.  These  preparations  dilate  the 
pupil  slightly ;  but  theyexcite  great  irritation.  Subsequently,  I  em- 
ploy the  jVlkaloid  prepared  by  Mr.  Gerrard, — one  grain  in  twenty 
minims  of  water, — a  solution  which  causes  scarcely  any  smarting. 
Mr.  T.  Fox  and  Mr.  Sydney  Pierce  made  for  me  nineteen  obser- 
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nations.  A  few  drops  of  the  solution  were  pufc  into  the  eye,  and 
in  enoh  cnse  of  this  triiil  the  pupil  l>6carae  wiJeiy  dilated,  the 
dilatation  usually  beginning  in  about  thirty  minutes.  Not  only 
does  the  pupil  dilate,  but  the  muscles  of  accommodation  become 
paralyzed  and  the  sight  affected.  The  vision  again  becomes 
nearly  natural  in  twenty-four  hours;  but  the  pupil  remains 
dilated  much  longer, — sometimes,  indeed,  for  a  week,  or  even 
a  fortnight." — Hinder. 

Dilatation  of  the  Pupil. — "That  the  local  apph'cation  of  Gcl- 
semia  to  the  cj-e  produces  violent  mydriasis,  with  paralysis  of 
accommodation,  indicates  verj' strongly  that  the  dilatation  is  pro- 
duced, in  poisoning  by  the  drug,  through  an  inftuenco  exerted 
upon  the  peripheral  ner\e  ending  in  the  eye.  The  palsy  of  the 
external  rectus  and  the  ptosis  indicate  that  such  action  is  para- 
lytic ;  so  that  it  is  a  probable  conclusion  that  peripheral  oculo- 
motor paralysis  is  the  cause  of  the  dilatation  of  the  pupil." — 
Wood, 

Ringer  says ;  "We  are  forced  to  accept  the  feasible  assump- 
tion, that,  topically  applied,  Gelsemium  has  a  stronger  affinity 
for  the  termination  of  the  branches  of  the  third  supplying  the 
iris,  than  for  the  branches  distribute<l  to  the  orbital  muscles." 

Heart  and  Circnlation.— Dr.  H.  C.  Wood  says :  "The  action 
of  moilerate  doses  of  Gelsemium  upon  the  drculation  is  not  very 
marked.  That  in  toxic  amounts  it  depresses  both  the  pulse  rate 
and  pressure,  is  abundantly  shown  by  the  symptoms  of  poisoning 
in  man,  and  by  Dr.  Ott's  experiments  upon  animals.  As  the 
pulse  rate  and  prossm-o  were  reduced  in  these  experiments  after 
previous  section  of  all  the  cardiac  nerves  and  of  the  spinal  cord, 
it  is  evident  that  the  poison  exerts  a  direct  influence  upon  the 
heart.  How  far  the  vaso-motor  centers  are  influenced  by  the 
drug,  has  not  been  aecuratoly  determined." 

Dr.  Ringer  made  thirty-three  series  of  observations,  producing 
the  full  toxic  effects  of  the  drug  upon  patients.  In  twenty-two 
out  of  the  thirty-three  observations,  the  pnlso  remained  unaf- 
fected. With  the  patient  fully  under  the  influence  of  the  drug, 
the  pulse  became  a  littlr  smHller  and  softer.  These  observations 
show  that  the  Gelsemium  produces  little  if  any  effect  upon  the 
circulation, — a  conclusion  confirmed  by  observations  on  the  lower 
animals.  Dr.  Burdon  Sanderson  concludes,  from  a  k^^nog^aphic 
experiment  on  a  rabbit,  that  Gelsemium  exerts  no  influence  upon 
the  blood-pressure. 
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In  sensitive  people,  Dr.  Doughu  (its  original  prover)  states 
that  be  has  repeatedly  seen  it  produce  a  decided  febrile  chill,  with 
subsequent  reaction ;  tbu  pulse  is  not  very  rapid,  inclines  to  be 
full  and  soft ;  tongue  has  a  moist,  whit©  fur.  The  main  symptoms 
are  those  of  oppression,  with  dull  pains  in  the  bead,  back,  and 
legs, — such  fevers  as  are  produced  by  malaria,  or  some  exan- 
themata. 

Temperature.— Dr.  Rinper  believes  that  Gelsemium  affects 
the  temperature  but  bttle.  In  malarial  fevers,  the  temperature 
is  reduced  slightly  by  the  drug.  IBut  Dr.  Bartholow  claims  that 
a  very  considonible  reduction  of  temperature  occurs  from  lethal 
doBCB  in  wann-blooded  animals. 

Sexual  Orf;ans,  Mule. — "Primarily,  Gelsemium  causes  imjw- 
tence  from  lack  of  muscular  power  in  the  penis,  while  it  does  not 
abolish  sexual  desire.  KmUsions  that  occur  in  the  night  with 
dreams,  or  by  day  from  suxual  excitement,  without  ercct'uyns.  Of 
great  utility  in  spermatorrliam.  "—//«/<■■ 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Dr.  Hale  says:  ^'The  primary 
efiFoct  of  large  doses  of  Gelsemium  on  the  uterus,  is  to  cause  a 
paralysitt  o/  itit  motor  pourr.  This  condition  leads  to  thosts  mor- 
bid states  for  which  the  remedy  has  been  used  so  sucoessfully  in 
the  high  potencies ;  viz.,  atotitf.  resulting  in  want  of  contractility, 
j'uUe  liihor-ptthm,  ptixHlre  hfriutrrhmffs  from  loss  of  contractility. 
It  causes  cowji'Htion  of  thr  utcrns,  x^pasmtxlir  paitta,  nenrtthjic  puins^ 
tuaociated  unth  crumps  in  the  utrruji  ami  Icffii:  and  I  know  no  better 
remedy  in  most  cases  of  dj/mnrnorrlui'ti.  vwlcnt  o/tfr-paitis^  and 
cramps  in  tJie  uterine  UgamenU.  It  aflfects  all  of  the  sphincter 
muscles." 

Urlnarj'  Origins. — The  action  of  Gelsemium  upon  the  kid- 
neys is  to  cause  nervous  excitement,  with  a  profuse  flow  of  limpid, 
"'nervous  urine  ;*'  and  it  produces  a  paretic  state  of  the  sphincter 
muscle  of  the  bladder,  causing  enuresis  and  "wetting  the  bed," 
and  spasmodic  retention  of  urine. 

Digestive  Organs.— Its  action  here  is  but  very  slight. 

Tlierai)entii!  Iiulividucility.

This  results  from 
increased  action  of  the  heart  and  arteries ;  and  it  is  sometimes 
attended  wth  nausea  and  vomiting. 

Huglies  says  :  "What  is  the  rationale  of  these  striking  symp- 
toms ?  The  sudden  increase  in  the  frequency  of  the  heart's  action 
may  be  caused  either  by  direct  stimulation  of  its  substance  or 
ganglionic  nerves,  or  by  depression  of  the  influence  of  the  vagi. 
The  rapidity  with  which  it  supeneues,  and  the  lack  of  tension  in 
the  pulse,  lead  one  to  ascribe  it  to  the  latter  mode  of  action.  On 
what^  then,  depend  the  head  symptoms?  At  first  sight,  they 
would  seem  secondary  to  the  increased  action  of  the  heart.  But 
this  theory  is  excluded  by  the  fact  that  in  one  of  Dr.  Dudgeon's 
provers  the  head  was  not  affected  at  all,  although  the  pulse  roso 
very  high  indeed.  We  need  a  special  action  on  the  arteries  them- 
selves to  account  for  the  cerehrrtl  |dienomena  present;  and  for 
this  we  have  only  to  suppose  that  Glonoine  uffects  tlie  neighbor- 
ing vaso-motor  center  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  vagi. 
The  same  sedative  influence  wouhl  tlien,  through  the  inhibitory 
fibers  of  the  vagi,  set  the  heart  off  palpitating,  and  through  the 
vascular  nerves,  would  dilate  the  arteries.  In  confirmation  of 
this  view,  we  often  find  the  provers  describing  the  sense  of  throb- 
bing as  felt  nil  over  the  body,  though  especially  in  the  head. 
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"All  this  reminds  us  of  Amyl  nitrite.  But  a  little  attention 
will  show  that  the  efifects  of  the  two  drugs  are  not  identical. 
Amyl  causes  a  general  Hushing,  without  marked  sense  of  throb- 
bing or  special  localization  in  the  head ;  nor  is  the  pulse  much 
affected  by  it.  Glouoine  differs  from  it  in  all  these  points. 
Accordingly,  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  Amyl  produces  its 
dilating  effects  on  the  arteries  by  directly  pan^tbfzing  their  miLsmlar 
coaUt  and  acts  simply  on  other  muscular  parts ;  while  Glonoine 
affects  the  nervous  centers  of  the  circulation,  and  is  limited  to 
this  sphere. 

"It  is  clear,  that,  if  the  Homoeopathic  principle  is  worth  any- 
thing at  ail,  Glonoine  ought  to  be  a  remedy  for  some  active  dis- 
turbances of  the  cerebral  circulation.  It  would  not  act  as  Bella- 
donna doea,  upon  such  congestive  states  as  depend  on  irritation 
of  the  brain-substance,  and  tend  to  inflammation.  With  Bella- 
donna, the  circulation  within  the  cranium  is  excited  because  the 
brain  is  irritated;  with  Glonoine,  the  brain  is  irritated  because 
the  circulation  is  excited.  But  it  would  be  indicated  in  such 
hyperffimia  as  can  be  produced  by  excessive  heat  or  cold,  by 
strong  emotions,  by  mechanical  jarring,  by  suppression  of  the 
menses,  or  other  hemorrhages  and  excretions." 

Ziemssen  says:  "Small  doses  of  Nitro-glycerine  cause  severe 
and  long-lasting,  persistent  headaches,  associated  with  an  un- 
pleasant knocking  or  hammering  in  the  temporal  regions,  con- 
siderably increased  by  any  movements  of  the  head.  Heaviness 
in  the  head,  clouds  before  the  eyes,  vertigo,  quickening  of  the  pulse, 
palpitation,  and  a  feeling  of  heat  in  the  face  have  been  noted  as 
special  symptoms  of  poisoning.  Larger  doses  cause  dyspncea, 
oppression  of  the  chest,  lassitude,  muscular  weakness,  and  stiff- 
ness in  the  muscles  of  the  jaw.  Onsum  lost  consciousness  after 
a  dose  of  ten  drops  of  Nitro-glycerine ;  on  awaking  out  of  this  un- 
consciousness, there  occurred  severe  headatdie,  and  general  nuis- 
cular  tremors.  There  were  no  true  convulsions.  In  three  fatal 
cases,  death  without  convulsions  succeeded  severe  dyspncea.  with 
cyanosis  in  the  condition  of  coma.  Autopsy  revealed  hypenemia 
of  the  cranial  contents. 

"The  effects  on  frogs  when  Glonoine  is  given,  consist  in  tetanic 
convulsions,  followed  by  general  paralysis.  Even  mammals  get 
convulsions,  besides  dyspniva,  quickened  pulse,  mydriasis,  and 
general  paralysis.

In  regard  to  the  stool,  it  has  been  proved  by  Bad- 
ziejewsky  that  there  is  no  more  water  iii  stools  produced  by 
Gamboge  than  in  those  that  follow  the  use  of  Croton  oil.  Taken 
in  larger  doses,  CTamboge  pruduees  actual  iuHammation  of  the 
intestines;  the  violent  abdominal  pain,  vomiting,  and  purging 
are  followed  by  collapse  and  death.

Venous  System. — It  produces  venous  conRestion.  inflamma- 
tion. vniicoHis,  anti  hemorrliut^t'.  The  ouilimtfiutii  or  inner  coat  of 
the  vein  becomes  congosteil  and  inflamed,  thereby  uarrowinR  the 
caliber  of  the  sanguinary  channel,  especially  in  the  venous  capil- 
lariea  of  the  skin  and  mucous  membrane. 

Dr.  Halo  says:  "Its  action  seems  to  bo  confined  almost  alto- 
gether to  the  venous  system  of  hltMxi-vrnsrls.  It  may  be  cuUt-d  the 
Aconite  of  the  veins, — acting  upon  those  vessels  as  Aconite  acts 
on  the  arteries.  Its  primary  action  appears  to  cause  a  spasm  of 
the  vaso-motor  nerves  which  supply  the  veins  (if  a  drug  is  capa- 
ble of  causing  spasm  of  those  nerves,  ant]  not,  at  the  same  time, 
of  the  arteries).  It  also  acts  as  an  irritant  to  those  vessels  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  cause  a  condition  favfirable  to,  if  not  actually 
ending  in,  inflammation  of  their  coats.  The  secondary*  action 
lea<ls  to  the  other  extreme  ;  and  we  have  paresis  of  those  nor^es, 
and  theuce  paralysis  of  the  coats  of  the  veins,  leading  to  varicoeis, 
venous  congestion,  hemorrhages,  and  even  structural  lesions.  ** 

Sexnal  Origans,  Male.— In  my  pro\ing  of  this  remedy,  it  pro- 
duced such  intense  and  violent  neuralffia  of  the  testicles  that  I 
had  to  stop  the  experiment.  Sometimes  the  pains  migrated  and- 
denly  to  the  stomach,  causing  nausea  and  faintness.    They  were 
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accompanied  with  frequent  eiiii.sKionR,  great  depression  of  mind, 
and  irritability ;  great  prostration  of  the  animal  passions ;  pro- 
fuse cold  sweat  on  the  scrotum ;  relaxation  of  the  genital  organs, 
and  varicosis  of  the  spermatic  veins.  It  has  proved  of  untold 
value  in  orchitis  and  varicosis. 

Sexual  Oralis,  Female.— It  produces  in  the  female  great 
irritation,  congestion,  inflammation,  and  neuralgia  of  the  ovaries ; 
passive  hemorrhage  from  the  uterus,  and  irritations  of  the  venous 
capillaries  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  uterus  and  vagina. 
Its  action  upon  the  ovary  is  doubtless  to  produce  venous  conges- 
tion. 

Therapeutic  Individaality. 

Tenons  System. — "The  three  leading  forms  of  venous  dis- 
order are  phlebitiH,  varicosis,  and  hemorrhage. 

*'l.  In  simple  phlebitis,  you  can  hardly  put  too  much  confi- 
dence in  Hamaraelis.  It  acts  even  better  than  Pulsatilla,  which 
bus  great  virtue  here.  Dr.  Preston  commends  it  for  phlegmasia 
allia  dolens;  but  I  think  that  it  will  often  cause  disapi)ointment 
there;  the  lyrapliatics  are,  I  take  it,  more  frequently  at  fault  than 
the  veins  in  that  disease. 

"2,  In  the  various  forms  of  varicosis,  this  is  tlie  prince  of 
remedies.  In  varicose  veins  of  the  leg,  you  will  be  delighted  with 
the  way  in  which  the  first  or  second  dilution  will  ease  the  pain, 
while  the  e\temal  application  of  the  diluted  tincture  will  cause 
the  dilated  vessels  to  shrink  u]).  Varicose  ulcer  of  the  leg  may  be 
healed  by  similar  treatmetit,  to  which,  also,  varicocele  and  cirso- 
eele  have  often  yielded.  It  is  good  for  varicosi^i  of  the  thi-oat. 
where  the  parts  look  bluish  from  distended  veins,  and  there  is 
more  or  less  discomfort,  with  puin  on  swallowing,  and  hawking  of 
mvicus  with  blood.  Such  a  throat  is  oft«m  seen  in  gouty  Hubjects. 
But  it  ifi  in  this  same  condition  nt  the  other  end  of  the  digestive 
tube,  viz.,  in  ha?morrboid8,  that  Hamamelis  hss  won  its  grestest 
triumphs.  I  have  cured  case  after  case  of  'bleeding  piles'  by  the 
internal  use  of  this  me<licme;  and.  indeed,  can  safely  say,  that, 
in  an  experience  of  more  than  twelve  years,  it  has  never  failed  me. 
Even  where  there  is  not  much  bleeding.  Hamamelis  \\iU  cure  piles 
if  they  are  a  local  manifestation  of  a  general  tendency  to  varicosis. 

"5.  We  are  tlnis  led  to  the  use  of  Hamnmelia  in  hemorrhages 
generally,  for  which  mischance  it  i«.  perhaj)**.  more  frequently 
indicated  than  any  other  remedy.  The  general  e\"idence  of  those 
who  have  us'_*d  i*  ngrees  with  thiil  of  Dr.  Preston,  that  it  is  in  venous 
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hemorrhages,  where  the  blood  flows  steadily  and  without  exptil- 
sive  effort,  that  tliia  drug  is  likely  to  cure.  1  have  often  myself 
suggented  that  it  ia  more  suitable  when  the  state  of  the  vesHels 
leads  to  the  hemorrhage  than  where  this  is  dependent  upon 
altered  composition  of  the  blood  itself.  If  this  canon  be  true,  it 
duliues  the  pla«c  of  Hamamelis  in  purpura.  There  are  many 
<?a8e8  on  record  showing  its  efficacy,  1  have  myself  seen  one ;  but 
I  think  that,  in  aU,  the  vessels,  and  not  the  blood  itself,  were  at 
fault.  Dr.  Ringer  speaks  of  being  disappointed  with  it  in  epis- 
taxis  occnrriug  in  a  lad  with  the  hemorrhagic  diathesis ;  where, 
perhaps,  the  same  explanation  will  hold  good.  Otherwise,  this 
form  of  bleeding  is  remarkably  under  its  control,  as  also  haetnate- 
mesis.  melfena,  and  hsemoptysis  of  a  passive  venous  type.  Dr. 
Bingur  has  known  it  to  arrest  haiuiuturia  in  four  cases  which  had 
resisted  many  other  remedies,  and  to  check  the  oozing  of  blood 
which  sometimes  goes  on  for  weeks  after  delivery.  Dr.  Dyce 
Brown  tinds  it  very  successful  in  uterine  hemorrhages  generally. 
It  has  also  cured  vicarious  menstruation,  and  helped  much  in  the 
treatment  of  dysentery." — Hufjhes. 

"In  passive  hemorrhages  from  all  parts,  whether  from  the  nose, 
stoiuacli.  lungs,  or  bowels,  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  its  use."

For  hemorrhages  from  the  bowels  in  typhoid  fever,  I  have 
used  it,  with  most  excellent  results,  by  injections  into  the  rectum.

I  have  cured  many  cases  of  bfemoptysis  with  thiB  remedy, 
where  the  blootl  was  dark  colored,  and  raised  with  but  little  effort. 

Long-lafitiug  hemorrhages  from  tixtracting  teeth. 

Dr.  P.  Jousset  says:  "It  is  indicated  in  an  abundant  sangui- 
nary flow,  and,  above  all,  with  those  persons  who  have  varices  of 
the  anus.  Clinical  experience  has  confirmed  this  indication  very 
extensively,  ho  that  the  Hamamelis  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  cer- 
tain remedy." 

"For  varices,  inject  twenty  minims  of  proof-spirit  [better  try 
Hamamelis]  behind  the  vein,  wliich  is  lifted  with  a  fold  of  the 
akin.    This  will  cure  without  fail  or  danger." — Barifiolow* 
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Sexual  Organs,  IHale. — In  orchitis,  with  mneh  pain  and 
great  swelling  ol  the  teBticles.  I  have  cured  many  cases,  asing  it 
locally  and  internally. 

Neuralgia  of  the  testicles,  pains  dart  from  the  testicles  to  the 
stomach,  worne  nights  and  during  rainy  weather. 

liupoteucc,  organs  yroutly  relaxed  and  perspire  constantly. 
.     Varicosis  of  the  spermatic  veins,  testicles  much  swollen,  with 
drawing  pains  in  the  spermatic  cord.     (LociUly  and  internally.)

It  has  also  been  used  locally  and  internally  in  articular  and 
muscular  rheumatism,  with  good  results. 

The  pains  are  oft^n  unl)earable,  with  great  sensitiveness  to 
the  touch,  ant]  fear  of  exciting  new  pain  on  moving.  This  shows 
it  has  a  specific  action  on  the  posterior  spinal  nervous  system.

Digestive  OrganN.  —  Salivation  is  always  produced,  with 
pricking  and  swelling  of  the  tongue,  arcouipiniied  with  copious 
Rpcrolion  of  Wscid  inuciiB.  Small  doHes  stiranlate  the  abdominRl 
organs,  augmenting  the  secretions  of  the  liver  and  pancreas, 
quickening  the  peristaltic  motion  of  the  bowels,  and  causing 
diarrhoea.  Large  doses  of  thin  acnd  irritant  produce  naunea, 
vomiting,  colic,  increased  tlow  of  bile,  and  violent  purging;  gr<tnt 
thirst,  BpaHm  of  the  throat,  with  burning  in  the  u'sophagus  and 
stomach.  When  death  occurs,  the  stomach  and  intestines  are 
fomid  much  inflamed,  the  rectum  being  particularly  aflfected. 
Of  its  action  upon  animals,  Stille  says:  "The  breathing  soon 
grows  laborious  and  slow,  the  pulse  slackens,  and  in  a  few  minutes 
a  disposition  to  vomit  is  apparent ;  mucus  and  bile  are  thrown 
up,  saliva  is  copiously  discharged,  and  there  are  signs  of  abdomi- 
nal pain.  The  animal  moves  with  tottering  and  feeble  gait,  has 
muscular  tremors  of  the  hinder,  and  then  of  the  antorinr,  extremi- 
ties, pants  in  breathing,  and  lies  powerless  upon  the  ground.  At 
this  stage,  the  efforts  at  vomiting  cease ;  convulsions  set  in. 
and  from  time  to  time  increase,  and  the  animal  perisheB  in 
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tetanic  spasms.  After  dertth,  the  gall  bladder  and  ducts  are 
found  distended  witb  bile,  and  a  large  quantity  of  this  Huid  is 
contained  in  the  small  intestines.  The  liver  is  often  congested ; 
the  gastric  mucous  membrane,  that  of  the  small  intestine,  and,  if 
the  animal  has  long  survived,  of  the  rectum  also,  is  intlaraed." 

HelleboruB  uiger  contains  two  active  medicinal  principles, 
HeUeborein  and  Hellehmn,  both  of  which  are  glucosides.  Marme 
says,  that  Jlelleborein  is  an  active  cardiac  poison  and  a  drastic 
purgative ;  while  lldUhtmn  acts  chietly  as  a  narcotic,  producing 
in  animals  at  tirst  inquietude,  soon  followed  by  paresis  both  of 
motion  and  sensation,  soon  followed  by  death. 

Kidneys. — It  first  produces  scanty  urine,  with  urging,  soon 
followed  by  an  abun<lant  secretion  of  urine.  HellelioruH  and 
HeUeborein.  are  diuretic  to  animals,  but  cause  hypertemia  of  the 
kidneys.  The  first  effect  is  to  produce  congestion  of  the  renal 
organs,  as  shown  by  the  scanty  urine,  which  is  soon  followed 
by  the  opposite  condition.  This  action  has  been  most  beauti- 
fully conlirme<l  in  post-scarlatinal  dropsy.  Phillips  says,  diuresis 
is  constant,  and  the  kidneys  are  hyperwmic  after  death. 

Heart.— Upon  the  heart,  HelU'horehi  "acts  chiefly  in  the  same 
way  as  Oigitiilis,  but  more  powoi'fully.  Tlie  heart-stroke  is 
retarded,  and  only  becomes  accelerated  immediately  before  the 
approach  of  death;  the  blood-pressure  is  at  fii-st  increased,  as 
in  the  case  of  Digitalis,  but  afterward  diminished;  respiration 
becomes  slow  and  labored,  but  continues  after  the  heart  has 
ceased  to  beat.  Death  is  caused  by  rardiac  paralysis.  Convul- 
aions  are  rare,  the  pupils  remain  unaltered." — Dr.  Von  Boeck. 

Phillips  says:  "Small,  repeated  doses  slow  the  heart :  larner 
doses  hurry  its  action  and  then  usually  arrest  it  Ruddenly.  The 
action  is  through  the  vagus,  and  the  blood-pressure  is  lu-ightened 
both  in  the  slowing  and  in  the  hurrying  grade.  Respiration  lasts 
longer  than  the  action  of  the  heart ;  respiration  is  nevertheless 
aflfected." 

Oeneratire  Organs.— The  ancients  always  claimed  great 
finmcriotioiiitf  properties  for  Black  Hellebore.  Phillips  says.  that, 
in  female  animals,  in  cases  of  poisoning,  the  uterine  mucous 
membrane  is  always  and  invariably  congested  ;  and  Pereirn  Ha%'3 
that  it  stimulates  the  pelvic  circulation  like  Aloes,  and  is  an  em- 
men  agogue. 

C'erebro-Spinal  System.— This  is  the  most  useful  sphere  of 
this  remedy :  and  we  lind  its  action  to  \ye  moat  profound ;  as  shown 
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by  the  swimming  iii  the  head,  giJdint'KS,  singing  in  the  ears, 
uneasy  sleep,  and  sometimes  complete  stupor.  "Helleborin 
creates  great  excitement  and  restlessneBS,  Bucceeded  by  paralysis 
of  the  lower  extremitieB;  this  paralysis  may  extend  over  the 
whole  body  and  pass  Into  proround  stupor  and  general  anes- 
thesia; pupils  dilated.  In  autopsies,  hypenemia  and  even  hem- 
orrhage are  often  found  in  the  brain  ;  the  spinal  marrow  injected, 
its  resistance  diminished,  and  it  is  often  the  seat  of  extravasa- 
tions. " — Mannr. 

Hahnemann  says:  "I  conclude,  from  various  obserratione, 
that  stupor,  blunting  of  the  general  sensibility,  a  condition  In 
which,  with  unimpaired  vision,  the  patient,  nevertheless,  sees 
imperfectly  and  does  not  regard  the  objects  ho  sees ;  with  the 
apparatus  of  hearing  intact,  yet  hears  nothing  distinctly  nor 
comprehends  ;  with  his  organs  of  tasto  in  working  order,  yet  finds 
not  the  proper  taste  in  anything;  is  always  or  often  distraught, 
hardly  n?nu;rabers,  if  at  all,  the  past  or  what  has  bnt  just  hap- 
pened; has  no  pleasure  in  auj-lhing;  slumbers  bnt  lightly,  with- 
out a  sound  or  refreshing  sleep ;  undertakes  to  work  without  hav- 
ing power  or  strength  to  attend  to  his  work — these  are  character- 
istic primary  effects  of  Hellebore." 

It  produces  dropsical  effusions  of  serous  membranes  and  gen- 
eral anasarca  of  the  cellular  tissue. 


Tliora|K»utif  IiHlividuality. 

Hellebore  is  especially  adapted  to  diseases  that  affect  the 
nervous  centers,  especially  hi/tlrocephuhig  when  the  stage  of  se- 
rous effusion  has  commenced.  In  this  form  of  dropsy,  the  ginco- 
side,  Hellchoriny  should  be  used. 

"Headache  in  occiput;  dull  pain,  worse  on  stooping,  from  the 
nape  of  the  neck  to  the  vertex,  aggravated  and  changed  to  burn- 
ing on  rising  to  the  erect  posture.  The  pain  is  so  violent  he 
knows  not  wliere  or  how  to  rest  his  head ;  he  lays  it  every  moment 
in  a  different  position,  at  last  finds  it  most  tolerable  when  he 
compels  himself  to  lie  quiet,  and,  with  closed  eyes,  to  half  doze, 
and  flo  forget  his  pain." — D. 

"In  acute  meningitis.  Hellebore  is  one  of  our  most  important 
remedies  when  the  exudation  is  regarded  as  accomplished.  The 
exact  time  for  its  administration  is  when  tlie  reaction  has  become 
almost  nothing,  and  the  phenomena  of  paralysis  have  become 
more  or  loss  complete." — T)t,  Bnehr. 
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"Its  most  frequent  use  has  been  in  typhoid  and  nervous  fevers 
characterized  by  a  similar  stupor,  and  in  the  second  stage  of 
acute  meningitis  or  hydrocephalus  when  the  effusion  has  already 
taken  place," — I), 

"In  mania  of  a  melancholy  type,  with  fixed  ideas,  or  in  mania 
dfemouica.  in  which  evil  spirits  are  seen  at  uightt  Hellebore  haa 
been  an  approved  remedy  from  the  earliest  ages." — D. 

"Slow  compreliension,  and  easily  made  angry." — liaue. 

"Soporous  sleep,  with  screaming  and  starting." — G. 

"Shocks  pass  through  the  head  like  electricity."— ./aftr. 

"Forehead  drawn  in  folds,  and  covered  with  cold  perspira- 
tion."—(?. 

"Squinting,  pupils  dilated." — G.    (Hydrocephalus.) 

"Hydrocephalus,  which  arises  insidiously,  the  sequel  of  some 
other  disease." — E.  C.  Knight, 

The  cases  curable  of  hydrocephalus  with  this  remedy  are  not 
of  the  tubercular  character,  but  of  acute  or  sub-acute  inflamma- 
tion of  the  serons  membraneH,  followed  by  effusion  ;  and  it  should 
he  given  before  the  stage  of  effusion  has  fully  taken  place,  or 
the  result  will  be  a  complete  failure,

"I  have  often  prescribed  the  tincture  in  doses  of  from  five  to 
fifteen  drops  every  two  or  three  hours,  in  cold  water,  with  com- 
plete success  in  dropsical  effusions,  and  particularly  in  general 
anasarca  following  scarlet  fever,  oncompUcated  by  organic 
disease." — />r.  PliUUpa. 

Fever, — "The  fever  is  made  up  chieHy  of  chill  without  thirst, 
and  with  painful  sensibility  uf  the  head  to  touch  and  motion ; 
with  drawing,  tearing  pains  in  the  limbs  and  stitches  in  the  joints. 
The  heat  is  ehietly  in  the  head"  (D.),  showing  that  the  posterior 
spine  is  mostly  involved. 

Uenerai  Symptoms. — Chest  very  much  constricted,  has  to 
gasp  for  breath  with  open  mouth  ;  can  not  breathe. 

"Horrible  convulsions,  accompanied  bv  extreme  coldness." — 

Complete  loss  of  power  of  the  muscles  in  both  liands,  with 
numbness  in  the  arms. 

Aggravation. — Head  symptoms  in  the  morning.  Skin  symp- 
toms, evenings ;  bowels,  after  eating  and  drinking ;  during  denti- 
tion, and  exertion.

Diffestlve  Orsrans.— Dr.  Paine  (Et'leetic)  sayti:  "Five  to  fif- 
teen graiu.s  act  as  an  enieto-catlutrtic,  pTodwcing  h  griping,  hunting 
sensation  in  tJie  epigastrium  and  great  activity  of  the  snlivaiy 
glands.  Indeed,  I  have  known  the  most  perfect  salivation  to  fol- 
low the  use  of  large  doses  of  Helonin.  In  doses  of  from  one  to 
five  grains,  it  produces  an  irritability  of  the  stomach  and  slight 
pnrtjing,  with  a  burning  sensation  in  the  Jtou-eU,  irritatum  of  the 
uTfthra,  pain  in  the  kidneys,  whieh  is  followed  hy  aUniminnria, 
indicating  congestion  and  large  discharge  of  urine,  wth  slightly 
increased  specific  gravity." 

Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  says:  "I  have  found  it  very  useful  in  idio- 
pathic diseases  of  the  stomach,  and  especially  in  those  sympa- 
thetic gastric  disorders  which  accompany  uterine  and  renal  dis- 
eases. Loss  of  appetite,  eructations,  fullness,  cramp,  and  painful 
congestion,  with  lownesa  of  spirits,  are  the  chief  indications  for 
its  employment." 

Kidneys,— One  of  the  greatest  fields  of  usefulness  for  this 
drug  is  in  diseases  of  the  urinary  organs,  the  leading  of  which  are 
Bright' s  disease  and  diabetes.  Many  physicians,  especially  the 
Eclectic,  believe  that  Flelonias.  hy  its  specific  action  upon  the 
renal  organs,  caufies  great  venous  congestion,  and  absolute 
albnminnrin  and  diabetes.  It  certainly  has  cured  the  above  symp- 
toms; but  Dr.  S,  A.  Jones  could  not  detect  either  albumen  or 
sugar,  and  has  doubts  about  it  causing  these  symptoms.    In  my 
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opinion,  if  the  Doctor  hnd  taken  larger  doses  and  continued  the 
expt'riment  a  little  longer,  he  would  have  found  an  abundance  of 
alhinnen.  He  says  that  the  reaultH  uf  his  research  show  "that  the 
action  of  Helouias  upon  the  kidney  is  purely  fuuctioual.  There 
is  no  evidence  of  any  epifchelial  desquamation,  or  degeneration; 
and,  as  a  renal  remedy,  it  may  be  classed  with  Cautharides,  but 
not  with  Arsenic  or  Phosphorus.  This  conclusion  by  no  means 
negatives  the  possible  usefulness  of  Helouias  in  cases  of  albumi- 
uouB  urine.  Benal  hyperiemia  alone  can  give  this  condition. 
The  urinary  flux  seems  to  have  been  that  of  venous  hypenemia ; 
and,  at  the  farthest,  I  should  feel  disposed  to  rely  upon  this 
remedy  only  in  diabetes  insipidus  dependent  upon  congestion  of 
the  lower  third  of  the  medulla  spiuaUs.  In  the  Helouias  diabetes, 
this  defective  glycocrypsis  obtains,  that  sugar  which  bhould  have 
been  stored  up  in  the  liver  cells,  as  a  preparation  for  ultimate 
heat  and  force  evolution,  slips  through  this  gland,  escapes  organic 
cheraolysis ;  and,  accumulating  as  a  purjioseless  product,  it 
blocks  the  by-ways  of  life,  and  yet  again  the  unceasing  vigilance 
and  fidelity  of  the  scavenger  is  shown  by  saccharine  urine.  This 
is  the  kind  of  diabetes  in  which  the  adoption  of  an  luiimal  diet, 
and  the  exclusion  of  all  the  starches,  effects  the  most  remarkable 
diminution  in  the  quantity  of  sugar  eliminated;  and  it  is  the 
only  diabetes  mellitus  in  which  I  believe  Helouias  will  cure 

"Helouias  is  a  diuretic ;  and,  when  it  is  in  full  action,  the  kid- 
neys have  a  Ititniiuff  feflintf,  and  they  ncbe;  evidence,  1  take  it.  of 
venous  congestion  and  retarded  blood-tiow;  hence  the  urinai-y 
plus,  and  its  use  in  Bright's  disease  in  only  the  ante-dosquama- 
tion  stage." 

Dr.  Jones  further  says:  "Helonias  is  one  of  the  few  agents 
which  make  an  alkaline  urine  acid.  Primarily,  it  increases  the 
elimination  of  urea ;  and  I  believe  the  dilutions  ^vill  cause  a  urea- 
minua;  and  the  specific  gravity  is  lowered." 

Orleans  of  Gc^neratioii.— It  seems  to  increase  the  glandular 

actiou  of  the  testicles,  ovaries,  cervix  uteri,  vagina,  and  mamms, 
as  shown  by  the  following  symptoms  given  by  Dr.  Clark :  "Pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  back,  through  the  uterus,  like  intlamma- 
tJon,  piercing,  drawing ;  breasts  swollen,  nipples  tender,  can  not 
bear  the  pressure  of  even  an  ordinary  dress ;  and  uterine  hemor- 
rhage was  a  proMiincnt  sym])tom  of  the  proving.  " 

This  remedy  fur  many  years  has  bad  the  reputation  of  a  nter- 
ine  tonic.  Prof.  Lee  says:  "Numerous  trials  have  satisfied  us 
that  it  has  a  specific  action  on  the  uterine  organs.—an  allemt- 
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ing,  regulating  influence  over  their  functions.  Hence,  in  amenor- 
rkcea  marked  by  general  atony,  and  an  ansemic,  torpid  condition 
of  the  system,  this  plant  does  great  service ;  giving  tone  to  the 
digestive  organs,  favoring  nutrition  and  sauguiiicatiou,  and  pro- 
moting tlie  secretions  generally.  Its  iutluenee  as  a  uterine  tonic 
in  atonic,  passive  menorrhagia,  imparting  tonicity  to  the  muscular 
fibers  of  the  uterus,  by  stimulatiug  the  plexuses  of  organic  nerves 
which  supply  the  pelvic  viscera,  is  well  marked.  Lnuorrhva^ 
dysmenorrhwn,  and  a  liability  to  abortiou  from  atony  of  the  peine 
organs,  are  also  relieved  in  the  same  way." 

Its  great  utility  in  sterility  and  impotence,  indicates  that  this 
remedy  acts  powerfully  upon  the  ovaries  and  teat'ults. 

B1o(n1. — Dr.  Jones  sayst  "I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the 
.grand  sphere  of  Helonias'  action  is  to  be  found  in  the  trophic 
aenes  of  the  vegetative  system;  hence  it  acts  u])on  the  sluice- 
gates of  nutrition.  It  is  never  a  direct  tissue-irntant,  like 
Arsenic.  Its  mode  of  action  can  be  best  conceived  l)y  considering 
the  difference  between  a  gastritis  produced  by  Belladonna  and 
one  brought  on  by  Arsenic ;  the  first  is  induced  remotely  through 
the  circulation,  the  other  directly  in  the  tissues. 

"In  its  action  on  the  medulla  spinalis,  we  have  only  congestion 
from  vaso-motor  paresis.  It  probably  differK  from  Nux  vomica  in 
lacking  the  hemorrhage  which  attends  that  drug. 

"In  the  nutrition-changes  effected  by  it,  1  incline  to  the  opin- 
ion that  it  inrtueiures  blood-genesis.  Its  value  in  post-diphtheritic 
debility,  ansemia,  and  chlorosis,  hints  that  we  shall  probably  be 
safe  if  we  look  in  the  direction  of  the  red  blood-corpuscles  as  the 
theater  of  its  action. 

"When  we  siu'vey  its  whole  field  of  action,  we  are  led  to  con- 
clude that  its  primary  effects  are  upon  the  blood  qitantitivefy, 
through  the  trophic  nerves ;  that  its  secondary  and  lasting  effects 
ore  upon  the  blood  quHlitatircly,  through  nutrition  change."

Amelioratiou.— Moving  about;  headache  is  relieved  when 
the  attention  is  engaged ;  the  pains  vanish  when  he  is  engaged.

Lymphatic  Glandular  System.— No  remedy  in  the  Materia 
Medica  has  Biich  a  powerful  and  specific  action  upon  the  lym- 
phatic glandular  system,  to  moderate  and  control  diseases  where 
suppuration  is  inevitable.  Under  iU  action,  the  slightest  injury 
causes  suppuration.  Dr.  H.  Goullon  says:  "Coinciding,  as  a 
general  thing,  ^vitll  the  action  of  Sulphur.  Hepar  sulphur,  on 
account  of  its  cnrnbinntion  with  Lime,  still  more  acts  upon  the 
lymphatic  and  glandular  Rystem,  and  especially  moderates  plas- 
ticity. Hence  its  curative  action  in  pathological  processes  with 
psevido-niemhranoiis  deposits  (croup).  The  secretions  of  the  skin 
and  mucous  membranes  are  excited  hy  it,  as  well  as  exudations 
of  serous  membranes  more  rapidly  reaorbed  by  it.    Like  fSuiphur 
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itself,  Hepar  sulphur  affects  disturbances  dependent  npon  pre- 
vailing vonosity.  All  this  insures  it  n  prominent  position  among 
the  aniiscrofulosa ;  and  it  has  sbovii  its  great  utility  iu  the 
following  forms  of  scrofula-dyscrasia  :

Tlic  latter  better  corresponds  and  is  more  suitable  to  the  infantile 
organism." 
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Dr.  R.  Hnghea  sayfl:  "The  most  important  application  of 
HejHtr  is  its  use  in  s\i]>puration.  Tbe  power  of  Mercury  to  induce 
auppuration  and  intiamiuation  ia  well  knowTa ;  and  its  employment 
iu  mdammatory  states  of  tbe  organs  it  inliuences,  when  matter 
threatens  to  form,  ia  as  obvious  as  it  is  successful,  flepar  acts 
similarly,  but  it  goes  farther;  it  will  often  chock  BU])])nration 
when  impending;  but,  when  it  is  inevitable,  it  has  wonderful 
power  in  promoting  it,  and  conducting  it  to  a  speedy  termination. 
This  has  been  the  doctrine  and  practice  of  the  Homijfopathic 
school  for  many  years ;  and  testimony  to  its  soundness  has  now 
been  given  by  Dr.  Ringer.  He  aays :  'The  value  of  the  Sidphidos 
in  abscesses,  boils,  and  scrofulous  sores,  on  the  suppurative 
process,  is  easily  made  manifeet.  Thus,  when  Sulphide  of 
Potassium  or  Sodium  is  administered,  a  thin,  watery,  unhealthy 
discharge  becomes  at  tirst  more  abundant,  aft^i-iA'ard  diminish- 
ing, and  throughout  continues  thIcUcr  and  healthier,  possessing, 
indeed,  the  characters  of  "laudable  pus."  The  condition  of  the 
sore  improves  correspondingly,  and  its  healing  is  promoted.  The 
Hulphides  appear  often  to  arrest  suppuration.  The  influence  of 
this  gi'oup  is  still  more  conspicuous  after  tbe  formation  of  pus. 
They  then  considerably  hasten  maturation,  while  at  the  same 
time  they  diminish  and  circumscribe  the  inflammation.  They 
promote  the  passage  of  the  pus  to  the  surface,  and  the  evacua- 
tion of  the  abscess.'"

In  catarrhal  strumous  ophthalmia,  in  \vhieh  the 
pustules  and  ulcers  are  situated  on  the  cornea,  aud  maiked  by 
great  intensity  of  the  symptoms,  Dr.  Allen  says,  no  remedy  is 
more  frequently  indicated  than  Hepar.  In  ulceration  and  in- 
flammatiou  of  the  lids  aud  Meibomian  glands,  in  scrofulous  sub- 
jects, this  remecly  is  of  great  utility. 

Bespiratory  Organs.— In  affections  of  the  uir-passages  aud 
lungs,  JJfpar  is  one  of  our  most  brilhant  remedies.  In  bronchitis 
and  croup,  after  the  use  of  Aconite,  Belladonna,  and  Spongia, 
whtiu  resolution  has  been  initiated,  and  the  breatliing  has  a  rat- 
tling, loose  sound,  no  remedy  can  fill  the  place  of  Hepar,-  and  the 
same  in  broncho-pneumonia  or  pneumonia,  when  the  exudation, 
from  excess  of  fibrine  in  the  blood,  has  become  purulent,  where 
Hepar  has  saved  many  hves.

Eyes.— Acute  phlegmonous  inflammation  of  the  lids,  which 
tends  toward  suppuration  ;  the  lids  are  inflamed  a**  if  erysipelas 
had  invadcti  them,  with  throbbing,  aching,  stinging  pains ;  very 
sensitive  to  touch ;  aggravated  by  cold,  relieved  by  wai'mth. 
Hepar  is  of  great  value." — A.  and  .V. 

*'In  the  severe  forms  of  strumous  ophthalmia,  in  which  the 
pustules  and  ulcers  are  situated  on  the  coniea  and  marked  by 
tho  intensity  of  the  symptoms,  there  is  probably  no  remedy  more 
frequently  indicated."

It  is  our 
most  important  remedy,  where,  in  acute  forms,  this  resolution 
has  been  prepared,  or  in  moist  coughs  resting  on  a  catarrhal  or 
organic  base,  in  the  upper  as  well  as  in  the  lower  respiratory 
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orgnns.  In  cronp,  as  well  as  in  pneumonia,  it  can  only  be  indi- 
cated in  the  second  st^e.  It  suits  tuberculosis  far  less  than 
cheesy  and  chronic  pneumonia ;  mucous  rales  are  important 
indications  for  this  remedy,  as  it  acts  on  the  plasticity  [fibrine]  of 
these  proeesses." 

"Rattling,  choking  cough;  it  seems  as  if  the  patient  would 
choke  in  coughing;  iu  croup,  whooping-cough,  or  in  catarrh;

Pustular  eruptions,  or  afflicted  with  boils,  that  are  very  sensi- 
tive. 

Yellow,  jaundiced  skin,  from  chronic  hepatitis  and  ulceration. 

Skin  excessively  sensitive  to  the  open  air;  perspires  at  the 
least  motion. 

"Great  sensitiveness  of  the  skin  to  the  touch,  and  to  the 
sUghtest  cold."— /'i«r/i«r.

Sequelie  of  seariatiua ;  swelling  and  Hup])uratiou  of  glands, 
albuminuria,  with  dropsy;  bloated  face;  convulsions;  or  for  sub- 
sequent crops  of  boils.  Kafka  has  bad  most  wonderful  results 
from  Hepar  2d  or  3d  in  the  sequela;  of  acarlatina,  especially  the 
dropsy. 

Suppurating  stage  of  variola,  with  much  sweating. 

"Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  a  feeling  of  debility  about  the 
heart  and  left  chest,  worse  in  cold  air."

"Anxious  feeling  about  the  heart,  with  palpitation  in  cases  of 
hj'pertrophy."— /?.

"Orgasm  of  blood ;  tlirobbing  of  blood-vessels ;  congestions  fol- 
lowing exposure  to  dry,  cold  air," — K.  A.  Farrinyton,

burning,  itching  nettle-rash. 

Bark  and  Limbs  — SjTuptoms  of  the  back  worse  from  con- 
tact ;  bruised  feeling  as  if  a  boil  was  fonning. 

Great  weakness  of  the  spine ;  caries  of  bones.

Hydrartcyrosls. — The  best  known  antidote  to  Mercury. 

AjJCgravanon.— At  night,  from  cold  north  or  east  winds ;  from 
eating  anything  cold ;  uncovering  any  part  of  the  body,  from  open 
air,  and  motion. 

AnieliorRtion.— Believed  from  warmth  in  general;  warm  air 
and  in  warm,  wet  weather;  from  binding  the  head  tight,  and 
mornings.

Thrnngh  the  organic  nervoUB  system,  Hydrastis  has  three  speeiali 
centecs  uf  action ; 

I.    Muoocs  M.     CopioM  Strinfft/  Mucorrhtxn;  Ulceration, 
II.     Dkjestivb  O.     Tonici  Incntuied  Secretion»:  Constipation, 
IIL    Glaxdular  System.  (Lymphatics.)    Perverted  Secretions. 

MncouH  Membraiies. — Thi-ough  the  ganglionic  nervous  sys- 
tem, HydrustiH  Rets  upon  all  the  mticouH  memhrants  of  the  body, 
affti(!tiiig  more  eaxwcially  those  of  the  ontluts  of  the  body ;  as  the 
eyes,  nose,  mouth,  throat,  rectitm,  vagina,  uterine  oervix,  and 
urina»7  organs,  increasing  their  secretions  to  an  abnonunl  quan- 
tity. At  iirnt  the  secretion  is  clear,  wliite,  transparent,  and  tena- 
cious; it  soon  l>ec:omes  yellow,  thick,  green,  and  sometimes  even 
bloody,  and  vei-y  trunrhms,  so  that  it  can  he  dra\vn  out  into  long 
strings,  like  Kali  (*ichromicum. 

Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  says:  "Its  general  primary  effects  on  the  sys- 
tem when  taken  in  medicinal  quantities  by  a  healthy  person,  will 
nndoubtedly  he  those  of  a  itiifrient  tonic;  i.  e.,  it  stimulates  the 
digestive  processes,  and  inoreaseR  tlie  assimilation  of  food.  By 
these  means  the  blood  is  enriched,  and  this  blood  feeds  the  nuin- 
cular  system.  I  mention  the  muscular  system  because  I  believe 
it  first  feels  the  increased  power  imparted  by  the  stimnlatinn  of 
increased  nutrition.  The  consequent  improvement  on  the  nen'ous 
and  glandular  systems  is  a  natural  result. 

"Its  action  on  the  mucom  fmrffiees  is  of  a  similar  charaeter. 
The  natural  secretion  is  first  increased ;  then  it  becomes  abnormal 
in  quantity  and  quality.  At  first  clear,  while,  transparent,  and 
tenacious,  it  becomes  yellow,  or  thick  green,  and  even  bloody,  and 
nearly  always  teTwciotiJi.  The  tenacity  of  the  discharge,  allowing

Its  second- 
ary effects  are  exliauHtion  or  destnictiou  of  the  glandular  sources 
of  the  mucu8» — a  condition  in  whicli  the  mucous  surface  is  dry, 
and  glazed,  and  its  function  destroyed.  A  muco-puruleut,  or 
purely  purulent,  discharge  marks  the  ultimate  primary  action  of 
Hydrastis.  A  total  arrest  of  secretion  from  mucous  membranes 
marks  its  ultimate  secondary  tflecta." 

Acting  on  the  bowels,  large  doses  produce  mushy,  papescent 
stools,  with  colicky  pain  in  imabilical  region,  and  a  gone,  faint'tsh 
fttling  In  the  tp'u]n»tri\nn,  probably  from  its  direct  and  specific 
action  upon  the  soUtr  plfxm.  In  my  proving  of  the  remedy,  this 
ffonf,  faint  feeling  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  symptoms  of 
the  drug. 

Olaniliilur  System. — Hydrastis  not  only  acts  upon  the  gastric 
and  intestinal  glands,  but  also  affects  the  larger  glands,  as  the 
liver,  salivary,  aud  lymphatics,  producing  increased  secretions. 
It  is  probably  tlirougb  its  action  on  the  lymphatic  glandular  sys- 
tem that  this  remedy  has  cured  cancer;  but  its  reputation  for 
curing  cancer  has  been  thrown  into  the  shade  of  late,  clinical 
experience  showing  that  it  is  useless,  without  it  is  in  some  cases 
of  scirrhuB  of  the  breast,  where  it  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value, 
actually  curing  many  cases.  Dr.  Hale  cites  one  case  of  scirrhos 
of  the  atomach  whore  its  action  was  most  wonderful.

No  remedy  will  be  found  more  useful  in  chronic  constipation. 
Dr.  Hastings  reported  many  cases  cured  by  its  use  in  drop  doses 
of  the  tincture. 

Dr.  Hughes  says:  "My  chief  experience  with  Hydrastis  has 
been  in  the  treatment  of  constipation ;  for  which  it  is  a  precious

of  the  other  existiug  ailmeuts,  that  I  tiud  the  Hydrastis  so 
valuable.

Brain. — The  action  of  this  cerehro-stimulant  in  many  respects 
resembles  that  of  Bdlwlcnita  and  Paturia :  indeed,  their  action  ia 
so  similar  that  such  men  as  Bartholow,  M.  M.  Oulmont,  Laurent. 
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aiitl  many  otliers,  write  them  up  together;  but  a  close  study  of 
their  efftctB  shows  eai-h  one,  whtn  taken  as  a  whole,  has  a  defined 
action  peculiar  to  itself,  and  occupies  in  therapeutics  a  distinct 
individuality. 

Large  doses  of  Hyoaeyamus,  in  man,  produce  "delirium 
resemhling  that  of  drunkenness, — a  garnilous  delirium,  ^^^tb 
proneness  to  altercation  and  quarrelsomeness.  Hence  one  of  the 
aueitiut  names,  AUercum.  Its  power  to  produce  an  excited,  quar- 
relsome, or  fantastic  mania,  is  universally  conceded." — Dunham, 

"Fullness  and  heat  of  the  head,  tiushiuff  of  the  face,  injection 
of  the  eyes,  and  cerebral  excitement,  manifested  by  indistinct  or 
clouded  vision,  and  sometimes  total  blindness ;  giddiness,  delir- 
ium, and  hallucination ;  sometimes  natural  objects  assume  a 
grotesque  appearance,  or  the  field  of  vision  is  filled  by  luminous 
figures.  There  is  Uttle  or  no  inclination  to  sound  sleep,  but  a 
Bort  of  somnolence,  with  incoherent  muttering,  like  that  which  is 
60  common  in  tj-phoid  fever.  One-twelfth  of  a  grain  of  Hyoscy- 
amia  produces  wakeful,  quiet,  usually  pleasing  delirium,  with 
illusions  of  sight ;  or  with  such  excessive  somnolence  that  the 
patient  can  not  keep  the  eyelids  raised  for  a  few  seconds,  but, 
when  aroused,  lapses  again  into  a  dreamy  sleep,  broken  by  occa- 
sional muttoriugs,  and  slight  jerking  of  the  limbs.  In  either 
ease,  the  power  of  maintaining  the  erect  posture  will  be  lost,  and 
at  best  the  patient  reels  like  a  drunken  man.'— ,S7i//c. 

By  its  action  "on  the  sensorium  it  produces  perversion  of  per- 
ception, so  that  illuaioDB  perplex  the  patient;  he  sees  things 
which  have  no  existence ;  also  pen'ersion  of  intellectual  action ; 
he  reasons  erroneously.  A  distinct  mania  of  the  quarrelsome  or 
obscene  character.  The  patient  would  escape,  or  would  be  un- 
dressed and  walk  alx)ut  nude,  or  use  offensive  or  unbecoming 
language  and  gestures;  or  quarrel  with  bystanders."— i>.  C, 
Dunham. 

Sleep.— At  first,  under  small  doses,  an  unwonted  livelinesB. 
and  difficulty  in  getting  asleep  ;  sleeplessness  and  frequent  wak- 
ing, with  exaltation  of  mind  and  vivid  imnginings.  Even  when  it 
occurs,  the  sleep  is  very  unquiet,  the  limbs  twitch  or  are  con- 
torted into  various  grotesque  shapes,  the  hands  clutch  at  the 
bedclothes,  or  grope  about  here  and  there ;  there  are  convulsive 
twitches,  starting  up  in  a  fright,  grinding  of  the  teeth,  groaning 
and  starting  in  sleep. 

The  pecuharities  of  Hyoscyamus  may  )te  noted  as  follows: 
"First,  tlie  convulsions,  the  mania,  the  delirium,  the  cough,  the 
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sleepIesfinesSf  all  occur  almost  absolutely  without  any  manifesta- 
tiuud  uf  fever.  In  this  reapcct,  it  preBcnts  a  marked  contrast  to 
Belladonna. 

"Second.  The  singular  and  deiinite  character  of  the  mania, 
which  is  loquacious  and  quarrelsome,  the  subject  often  being 
especially  inclined  to  unseemly  and  immoderate  acts,  gestures, 
or  expressions." — Dunluim, 

Eye8.— The  action  of  this  drug  upon  the  eyes,  is  marked  and 
powerful,  "especially  on  the  pupils,  which  it  dilates  more  rapidly, 
more  completely,  and  for  a  longer  period,  than  Atropine*  The 
sight  is  impaired  for  many  days,  objects  appear  scarlet,  and 
filled  with  iupiinonB  figures.  In  some  cases,  the  clouded  vision 
passes  into  total  blindness,  and  the  conjunctiva  becomes  injected. 
In  some,  the  letters  seem  to  be  running  about  the  page."  Btille 
says,  that,  as  a  means  of  dilating  the  pupil,  Hyoscyamia  is  supe- 
rior to  all  other  agents ;  and  Schroff  asserts  that  Flyoscyamia  is 
decidedly  more  powerful  than  Atropia  as  a  mydriatic,  as  concerns 
its  local  action  on  the  pupil.  Spasms  of  the  muscles  of  the  eye 
are  also  a  prominent  effect  of  Hyoseyamus. 

Ears* — In  some  cases  the  hearing  is  entirely  lost,  probably 
from  paresis  of  the  auditory  nerve. 

DigeHtlve  Orefans.  — The  action  of  this  remedy  upon  the 
throat  is  identical  with  tUat  of  Atropine,  only  not  quite  so  power- 
ful. If  one  twenty-fourth  to  one  thirtieth  of  a  grain  is  injected 
under  the  skin,  in  from  ten  to  twenty  minutes  the  tongue  grows 
more  or  less  completely  dry,  rough,  and  brown  ;  the  hard  and  soft 
palate  dry  and  glazed.  The  dryness  of  the  throat  renders  swal- 
lowing almost  impossible ;  the  voice  becomes  hoarse  and  husky. 

Inflammation  and  even  gangrene  of  the  stomach  hnve  been 
produced.  Large  doses  produce  griping  pains  and  diarrluea  ;  the 
stools  occur  at  night,  and  are  involuntary  during  sleep,  from  in- 
ertia of  the  sphincter  ani. 

HyoHoyamus  produces  paralysis  of  the  sphincters  of  the  anus 
and  bladder,  but  not  in  sucli  a  marked  degree  as  does  Atropia. 
It  hardly  ever  produces  constipation. 

Kidneys. — The  diuretic  action  of  this  drug  is  marked,  and  it 
is  eliminated  so  copiously  that  the  urine  possesses  the  \'irtue8  of 
the  remedy  so  strong  that  it  has  the  power  of  dilating  the  pupil. 
The  liladder  is  often  paralyzed,  so  that  urine  accumulates,  and 
the  patient  is  unable  to  expel  it,  or  is  imconscious  of  its  presence. 
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Respiratory  Organs. — Tbroagb  tbe  vagi,  the  secretione  are 
drieil,  priKlucing  a  tlo',  nervous,  spasmodic  cough,  aggravated  at 
night,  rcUc'Vcd  by  sitting  up.  In  Belladonna,  the  patient  is  com- 
pelled to  sit  up ;  hut  it  does  uot  relieve  the  cough 

Scroll  fouud  that  Hyoacyamus  paralyzed  the  extremities  of 
the  vagus,  retarding  the  respiration,  and  aphonia  is  often  pro- 
duced. 

Hnscles. — Dr.  Dunham  says:  "It  paralyzes  and  convulses 
the  voluntary  muscular  system,  e.  g.,  the  extremities,  and  para- 
lyzes the  involuntary  system ;  produces  convulsions  and  paralysis 
(with  pale  face,  quiet  pulse,  ner^ousne^) ;  as,  for  example, 
paralysis  of  the  constrictors  of  the  pharynx  and  sphincter  ani. 
.  .  .  The  spasmodic  affections  may  he  either  itubsnltwf  teu- 
dinum  of  a  single  extremity,  or  general  epileptic  convulsions; 
the  limbs  are  forcibly  curved,  and  the  body  is  throwii  up  from  the 
bed  ;  the  patient  then  falls  with  a  cry,  in  general  con\'ulsion8.  It 
renembleH,  and  is  useful  in,  convulsions  from  intestinal  worms, 
and  especially  in  pueri>eral  convulsions." 

Circulation.— "HyoBcyamia,  in  doses  of  1-40  grain,  will  cause 
the  pulse  rate  to  fall  from  80  to  50;  and  doses  of  1-10  grain  will 
primarily  accelerate  the  pulse  by  six  or  twenty  beats  and  for  the 
period  of  about  an  hour,  after  which  it  slowly  declines,  but  gains 
in  force  and  volume.*' — Dr*  JIarUii. 

"In  the  elaborate  research  of  Laurent,  it  was  found  that  the 
capillaries  of  tbe  frog's  web  contracted  after  the  local  application 
of  Hyoscyamia,  even  when  the  nerves  had  been  previously 
severed,  and  also  after  the  hj'podermic  use  of  the  poison ;  but 
small  doses  augmented  both  the  pulse  rate  and  the  arterial  ten- 
sion, while  large  iloses  increased  the  former  and  diminished  the 
latter.  The  direct  appUcation  of  the  Alkaloid  to  the  heart  pro- 
duced a  rapid  diminution  of  the  number  of  its  beats." — Wood. 

Temperature.— Small  doses  slightly  increase  the  tempera- 
ture ;  and  large  doses  diminish  the  central  temperature. 

A  singular  peculiarity  of  the  drug  is  that  children  have  to  take 
very  large  doses  to  have  it  affect  them,  while  old  people  are 
rapidly  and  readily  influenced  by  the  remedy.

Eyes, — Objects  appear  red  and  too  large. 

Spasmodic  action  of  the  internal  rectus. 

T\s'itching  in  the  eyes ;  dim  vision,  as  if  a  veil  before  the  eyes. 

Wlien  reading,  the  letters  move  about,  from  mydriasis. 

"Excessive  dilatation  of  the  pupils,  with  complete  loss  of  sen- 
sibility to  touch." — D, 

Loss  of  both  sight  and  hearing ;  night  blindness. 

**The  eyes  become  short-sighted;  distorted,  stare  and  pro- 
trude."—D. 

Small  objects  seem  very  large. 

Hyoscyamus  has  proved  an  excellent  remedy  for  squinting, 
double  vision,  and  convergent  squint  of  the  right  eye. 

"Eyes  red,  sparkling,  staring;  rolling  about  in  orbits;  tearing 
beating  in  right  eye ;  seem  projected  and  watery." — W/. 

"Spasmodic  closing  of  eyelids ;  can  not  open  the  lids." — //</.

"Labor-like  pains  previous  to  menstruation  I'l  the  uterus, 
with  drawiug  in  the  loins  and  small  of  the  back.'— //a/*. 

Profuse  menstruation,  with  trembling  of  the  extremities. 

Spasms  during  parturition,  with  much  nervous  excitability

^fuller's  proving,  we  leftrn  that  it  is  capable  of  producing  a  good 
deal  of  vascular  erethism  and  congestion  of  the  brain.  It  seems 
to  have  a  specific  action  upon  the  spinal  nervous  system.  And  it 
is  useful  when  the  spinal  cord  has  been  injured.  It  has  proved 
itself  as  much  a  specific  in  injuries  of  the  nervous  system,  as 
Arnica  lias  in  injuries  of  the  muscular  system.  It  also  seems  to 
have  a  diuretic  action  upon  the  kidneys. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Especially  adapted  to  mechnnical  injuries  of  the  spinal  cord, 
and  the  nerves  at  their  peripheral  extremities.

Spinal  Conl. — Mnrey  and  Htint  say:  "Its  spcoific  sphere  is 
the  spiuo.  from  which  all  the  symptoms  proceed.  It  produces 
nervous  (hseases,  and  especiaUy  clonic  spasms;  over-oxeitomont 
of  the  spinal  nervous  system,  giving  rise  to  nen'ous  symptoms." 

It  has  a  special  action  upon  the  meiltilln  oldongata  and  spinal 
cord,  producing  tetanic  convulsions,  dyspncea,  aspliyxia,  and 
death. 

r)r.  R,  Hughes  says:  "Ignatia  exalts  the  impressionability 
of  the  incident  nen^es  all  over  the  hody.  We  have,  hence,  pains 
and  other  morbid  sensations  well-nigh  everjnvhere;  increased 
susceptibility  of  the  special  senses  ;  emotional  sensitiveness ;  and, 
probably  from  reflex  excitation,  twitchings,  constricticms,  and 
spasms.    This  action  of  the  drug  is  not  deep  and  lasting.    An 
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alternating  Beries  of  sjTnptoms— numbness,  torpor,  depression — 
soon  appears,  which  are  themselves  aa  tiuperlicial  as  their  prod- 
ecesBors.     The  febrile  symptoms  have  the  Biiiue  ctianvcteristies." 

Dr.  C.  Dunham  Hays:  "Iguatia  acts  less  than  Nux  vomica 
upon  the  organic  substance  of  the  butly,  producing  appreciable 
changes  in  the  tissues,  and  much  more  exclusively  upon  the  vital 
power.  Upon  the  vital  p<j\ver,  its  action  is  not  so  much  exalting 
or  depressing, — althovigh  in  certain  organs  each  of  these  varieties 
of  action  is  distinguishable, — but  rather  disturbing,  destroying 
the  harmony  of  action  between  different  portions  of  the  organism, 
preventing  the  co-ordination  of  functions.  Thus,  where  we  tiud 
heat  of  the  body,  and  should  anticipate  such  a  condition  of  the 
nervous  system  aa  would  make  cool  air  agreeable,  the  contrary 
condition  obtains ;  where  we  should,  from  the  fever  existing, 
expect  tliirst,  we  find  none,  and  rice  versa.  The  great  sensitive- 
ness of  the  surface,  instead  of  being  aggravated  by  contact  and 
by  pressure,  is  relieved  by  it,  etc.,  etc.     .     .     . 

"And  yet.  singular  as  this  state  of  things  is.  it  finds  its  annl- 
ogy  in  the  natural  hist^iry  of  disease.  For,  if  you  analyze  the 
phentimena  of  hysteria,  you  will  find  this  *  perversion  of  co-ordi- 
nation of  functions'  to  be  the  fmidiimental  principle  of  tlie 
Tualady;  and.  of  all  our  remedies,  none  so  completely  corre- 
sponds to  hysteria,  atid  so  often  cures  it,  as  Iguatia.

Glttiidular  Syst4^iii. —  ItMline,  through  tho  organic  nen'oua 
Bystem,  acts  nptm  tho  whole  lymphatic  and  glnndular  system, 
espeeinlJy  centering  upon  the  thyroid,  megente^'ic  yUnuh,  mamime, 
ovaries,  and  testicles.  At  fii-st,  it  stimulatos  them  to  incruaBod 
action;  as  shown  hy  the  congestion  of  the  ovaries,  producing 
menorrhngia  ;  in  the  testirleK,  hy  increase  of  sexual  appetite ;  the 
aalivary  glands,  by  salivation ;  the  liver,  by  increased  biliary 
secretion;  the  pancreas,  by  increased  secretion,  and  so  on 
throughout  aii  of  the  glands,  including  those  of  the  mucous  mem- 
branes. This  hyper-rttimiilation  is  soon  Followed  by  depression 
of  the  most  marked  character,  with  great  emaciation,  both  local 
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and  genera],  which  is  the  leading  feature  of  the  action  of  this 
<lrug.  This  emiuiation  i»  so  marked  that  Iodine  has  been  styled 
a  "liquefacieut"  of  the  tisBueB. 

Mnmm<tr. — In  lodism,  the  mammsB  and  testicles  go  first,  and 
then  the  Un-X'  fiillH  in,  and  ilie  whole  body  wastes  away.  **It  i& 
generally  admitted  that  the  female  breast  is  the  only  organ 
which  miiy  undergo  complete  atrophy  as  a  result  of  the  action  of 
Iodine.  Hufeland  tii'st  fiuggestod,  over  fifty  years  ago,  the  possi- 
bility that  atrophy  of  the  testicles  might  also  be  produced  by  the 
Io<hne  treatment.  His  idea  found  a  rt^ady  acceptance,  and  was 
quoted  so  often  by  one  author  after  another,  that  it  gradually 
came  to  be  accepted  as  a  fact ;  but  it  has  not  been  proved,  A 
similar  statement  can  not  be  made  with  regard  to  its  action  on  the 
mammic.  Altliough  all  authorities,  and  espcpinlly  Uicord.  agree 
that  it  is  of  very  rare  occurrence,  still  cases  arc  constantly 
occurring  from  time  to  time,  in  which  the  atrophy  of  the  mam- 
mary glands  is  unquestionably  an  effect  of  the  Iodine  treatment.** 
— Zifmsftfn. 

Oearki  and  Uiertis, — In  Joorg's  experiments,  "when  the  dose 
was  augmented  to  two  grains,  a  diffused  sense  of  heat  and  sexual 
excitement  were  produced.  Other  obseiTers  have  noted  this 
abnormal  sexual  excitement ;  an*l  some  have  stated  that  at  times 
it  precedes  atrophy  of  the  mammie  or  of  the  testicles.  Prof.  Stille 
afHrms  that  ihe  menj^tnial  How  may  hcrome  excessive,  or  that 
during  pregnancy  aliortion  may  be  caused.'*— IP^wv/. 

Bartholow  says  he  has  never  observed  wasting  of  the  mnmrnte 
and  testes  by  large  doses  of  the  Iodides,  hut  has  no  doubt  about 
their  autaphrodisiac  effects :  and  he  has  seen  i>ermanent  loss  of 
sexual  power  caused  by  large  and  contiinted  doses  of  the  Iodides. 
Tliis  statement  f  can  confirm.  I  have  a  paiient  now  who  has  lost 
his  sexual  power  from  large  doses  of  the  Iodide  of  Potassium 
taken  previous  to  my  treatment  of  the  case. 

Dr.  Hughes  says :  "The  specific  inlluence  of  Iodine  npon  the 
glands  of  the  generative  organs  would  suggest  its  freqnent 
emplo>-meut  in  morbid  states  of  thcRe  plands.  especially  wlien 
occurring  in  scrofulous  and  tubercular  subjects.  In  such  pa- 
tients, prostatitis  in  the  male,  and  amenorrhiea,  galactorrhifa. 
and  leucorrlicea  in  the  female,  subject,  have  been  cured  by  it.  I 
speak  with  more  difHdf-nce  when  I  suggest  that  to  such  an  influ- 
ence is  due  tin?  dispersion  of  mammary,  ovarian,  and  uterine 
tumors,  which  has  sometimes  been  acoomplished  by  Iodine.  It  is 
worth  noting,  however,  that  thn  tumors  of  the  uterus  which  have 
— in  Dr.  Ashwell's  words— 'melted  down,  nnder  the  action  of 
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Iodine,  appear  invariably  to  have  originated  in  the  cervix,  i.  e.,  in 
the  glandular  and  secreting  portion  of  the  organ.  In  inflamma- 
tion and  induration  of  this  part,  moreowr.  Iodine  is  a  remedy  of 
tried  value.  Here,  probably,  what  has  been  said  about  strumous 
glands  holds  good;  and  the  ovary  Heems  to  bear  to  Iodine  just 
the  same  relation  as  the  thyroid-  Ovarian  dropsy,  at  least  of  tbo 
unilocular  kind,  is  analogous  to  cystic  bronchocele.  and,  like  it, 
is  far  more  amenable  to  the  injection  tbau  to  the  administration 
of  tlie  di*ug.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  I  think,  in  cases  of 
sterility  where  the  strumous  diathesis  exists." 

Thymid  Gland. — No  remedy  has  a  more  powerful  and  specific 
action  upon  this  gland  ;  large  and  continued  doses  of  Iodine  fre- 
quently produce  bypertropby  of  the  thyroid  glsnd  ;  and.  in  regu- 
lar hroui'hncrle,  or  simplB  soft  hypertrophy  of  tins  gland.  Iodine 
in  ita  various  preparations  has  cured  th(tusauds  of  cases.  Stille 
8ay»:  "From  time  immemorial,  sponges  and  other  marine  prod- 
ucts containing  iodine  have  been  recognized  as  popular  reme- 
dies for  goiter." 

Dr.  R.  Hughes  says :  "Let  us  consider  what  bronchocele  is, 
and  what  are  the  phenomena  of  its  disappearance  under  Iodine. 
The  thyroid  l>ody,  whose  enlargement  constitutes  tlie  disease,  is 
one  of  those  ductless  glandB  whose  operation  is  doubtless  con- 
cerned with  the  composition  of  the  blood  itself.  It  may  be  (as 
Mr.  Simon  thinks)  a  diieriirnhm  for  the  cerebral  circulation,  as 
the  spleen  is  fnr  that  of  the  stomach :  but  its  structure  forldds  the 
supposition  that  this  is  its  only  function  any  more  than  ^that  is  of 
the  spleen.  The  albuminous  matter  it  separates  from  its  large 
supply  of  blood  is  contained  in  the  interstices  of  its  honeycomb- 
like stnictnre.  and  is  probably  taken  up  from  thence  by  its  no 
less  abnndnnt  l\-mphatics.  Simple  broucbocele  seems  to  be  a 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  I>-mphatic8  to  undertake  this  absorp- 
tion, so  tbnt  the  secretion  acciumilatcs ;  and  this,  and  not  any 
increase  in  its  fibrous  or  connective  tissue,  constitutes,  at  tirst 
at  least,  the  hypertrophy  of  the  gland.  It  may  come  on  rapidly, 
like  the  splenic  enlnruement  of  ag»ie,  and.  like  that,  may  rapidly 
subside.  In  obi  and  hard  goiters,  of  course,  the  stroma  itself 
must  have  become  thickened,  and  the  fluid  possibly  absorbed. 
These  are  permanent. 

"Now  the  eoiicluninns  at  which  we  have  already  arrived,  as  to 
the  action  of  Iodine  on  the  lymphatic  system,  suggest  forcibly 
that  Iodine  acts  homceopathically  in  the  cure  of  the  simple 
recent  and  soft  goiter  which  depends  upon  nnabsorbed  secretion. 
Another  fact,   pointing  in  the  same  direction,  is  the  frequent 
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occurrence,  noted  by  all  observers,  of  increase  of  the  tumor,  with 
hardnesH,  pain,  and  tenderuess  when  needlessly  large  doses  are 
given.  But  still  more  convincing  is  the  minutf  dosi,'  which  often 
suffices  for  the  cure.  Dr.  Kidd  records  a  case  in  which  a  large 
but  soft  goiter  of  many  months*  standing  entirely  disappeared  in 
two  months  under  the  huntb^dth  of  a  grain  of  Iodine  night  and 
morning.  A  still  more  striking  instance  is  related  in  the  Revut 
HotimopathUiue  Beige,  for  August,  1874.  Tlie  enlargement  was 
of  fifteen  years'  standing,  and  had  reached  the  size  of  a  child's 
head,  but  was  soft.  Iodine  6th  was  given  on  August  3,  1873,  and 
repeated  every  few  days  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  Improvement 
was  felt  after  the  second  dose;  and,  on  January  1,  1874,  the 
tumor  had  completely  disappeared.  Mr.  Cameron  has  even  had 
a  case  in  which  the  30th  diluiiou  effected  a  cure;  but  it  took 
twelve  months  to  do  it. 

"It  is  otherwise  with  old,  hard  goiters.  Dr.  Kidd  mentions  a 
hard  goiter,  in  which  he  could  get  no  effect  from  Iodine  till  he 
gave  half  a  grain  throe  times  a  day ;  but  with  these  doses  he  cured 
it ;  and,  with  still  larger  quantities,  the  most  indurated  broneho- 
celes  have  been  known  to  be  melted  down.  I  think  we  must  here 
BUppoee  a  destructive  action  of  the  dinig  to  be  exerted,  such  as  we 
shall  have  to  invoke  to  account  for  its  power  over  syphilitic  gnm- 
mata ;  and  we  shall  often  do  well  to  use  its  local  instead  of  inter- 
nal exhibition.  The  success  of  the  application  of  ointment  of 
Biniodide  of  Mercury  in  India  is.  I  understand,  very  constant  and 
gratifying. 

"When  goiter  is  cystic.  Iodine  must  be  still  more  locally 
applied  ;  it  must  be  injected  into  the  cavity." 

Bartholow  says:  "The  jmrenchymatau*  injection  of  tincture 
of  Iinliuf,  is  a  remedial  means  of  groat  importance.  An  ordinary 
hypodermic  sjTiuge  is  charged  with  five  to  fifteen  minims  or  more 
of  the  tincture,  the  needle  is  thrust  deeply  into  the  affected  tissne. 
and  the  Iodine  is  slowly  diHchargfd.  For  injection  into  parts 
very  deeply  situated,  long  needles,  such  as  are  made  for  aspira- 
tion, can  l>e  used.  Tliis  method  of  treatment  is  very  effective  in 
hypertrophied  tonnih,  ifoiter,  tjLtndultir  tunwrs,  and  the  comjHmnd 
ey$tic  atid  glandular  growth*  so  frequently  found  in  the  neck. 
The  author  has  witnessed  the  cure  of  many  cases  of  this  kind  by 
this  method.  Some  precautions  must  be  attended  to  in  practic- 
ing these  injections.  When  the  point  of  the  nee<Ue  is  inserted  as 
deeply  as  desired,  it  should  be  moved  about  to  disengage  it  from 
any  vessels  into  which  it  may  have  penetrated.  The  injection 
should  be  practiced  slowly,  to  give  time  for  the  tincture  to  difhise

into  the  subtitunce  of  the  tumor."     Wood  says  it  acts  well  in 
exophthalmic  goiter, 

Liu:ttaU  utul  Lifmphatks. — ^Iodine  produces  on  these  glands  a 
deprossing  aud  atouiziiig  influence,  impairing  their  reproductivs 
energies*  and  producing  functional  embarruBsment  and  atrophy* 

Dr.  B.  Hughes  says:  "Iodine  has  been  styled  a  •liquefacienP 
of  the  tissues,  and  is  supposed  to  promote  thoir  disintegration, 
with  such  rapidity  tliat  the  waste  is  in  excess  of  the  supply,  and 
hence  atrophy.  We  may  have  to  call  up  some  such  action  when 
we  come  to  consider  the  power  of  the  drug  over  syphilitic  and 
other  neoplasms ;  but  we  can  not,  I  think,  use  it  to  explain  the 
general  wasting  which  is  induced.  To  begin  with,  the  quantity 
which  needs  to  be  introduced  is  quite  insufficient  to  effect  such  a 
process.  We  have,  moreover,  called  to  mind  that  the  vei?  func- 
tion of  the  lymphatic  absorbents  is  to  take  \ip  such  tissue  sub- 
stance, disiiitegratcti  but  not  altogether  effete,  and,  having  elabo- 
rated it  into  blood,  to  pour  it  back  again  into  the  circulation. 
Thus,  supposing  the  absorbent  system  to  continue  healthy,  the 
result  of  such  increased  rapidity  in  the  disintegration  of  tissue 
would  only  be  an  increase  in  the  purity  of  the  substance  and  the 
energy  of  the  fxinctions  of  the  entire  organism. 

"In  this  'supposing.'  1  have  indicated  what  I  believe  to  be  the 
true  direction  in  which  to  look  for  an  explanation  of  the  atrophy 
of  Iodine.  Its  sphere  is  the  great  absorbent  system,  eKpccially 
in  its  lacteal  portion  ;  but  its  action  there — jtrobably  by  irritation 
of  the  active  protoplasm — is  depressant  rather  than  stimulant. 
Given  a  sluggish  taking-up  of  the  chyle  by  the  lacteals,  and  an 
insufficient  elahoi*ation  of  their  contents  by  the  mesenteric 
glands,  and  we  have  at  once  a  most  important  channel  of  nutri- 
tion choked  up  and  rendered  useless.  The  fatty  aliments  being 
those  which  the  lacteals  chietly  select,  the  emaciation  becomes 
more  rapidly  apparent  than  if  it  had  been  the  albuminous  ele- 
ments whose  supply  was  cut  off.  Dr.  Hughes  Bennett, — just  lost 
to  ns. — following  Ascherson,  of  Berlin,  has  shown  that  the  pres- 
ence of  oil  is  essential  to  the  assimilation  of  albumen ;  and  infers, 
if  the  fatty  elements  of  food  bo  insufficiently  supplied,  the  albu- 
men remaining  nnasaimilated  in  the  blood  will  be  deposited  in  the 
tissue  as  tubercle.  If  it  is  still  tenable  to  explain  in  this  way  the 
occurrence  of  primary  tuberculosis,  it  may  account  for  the  occa- 
sional development  of  phthisis  pulmonalis  in  Iodized  patients,  in 
whom  no  previous  tendency  thereto  had  existed. 

"According  to  the  doctrine  of  Niemeyer,  now  generally 
received,  scrofula  is  that  vulnerability  of  constitution  which  we 
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call  'delicacy*  plun  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  lymphatic  glands 
in  the  neighborhood  of  any  disordered  part  to  take  on  hyperplasia 
and  become  enlarged.  The  other  so-called  'strumous'  affections 
are  in  no  way  Kpeciiically  distinct  from  the  same  diseases  in  non- 
Btrumonfl  subjects,  though  they  are  more  readily  induced,  and 
more  dilHcult  to  cure.  But  this  doctrme,  though  it  well  connects 
the  facts,  does  not  explain  why  the  lymphatic  glnndfl  are  so  apt 
to  take  on  the  morbid  action  specilied.  It  leaves  out  of  sight, 
moreover,  what  I  think  can  not  be  gainsaid,  that  these  glands 
may  be,  and  often  are,  primarily  affected.  I  must  agree  with  Dr. 
H,  Goiillon,  that  Hcrofulu  is  essentially  a  morbid  condition  of  the 
IjTUphatic  and  lacteal  system,  whereby  the  13'mph  and  the  chyle 
are  supplied  in  an  imperfect  or  vitiated  state  to  the  blood,  and 
the  nutritive  processes  thereby  impaired. 

"If  this  bo  80,  we  can  well  understand  that  Iodine  may  change 
for  the  better  the  whole  scrofulous  diathesis,  owing  to  the  pro- 
found action  vte  have  seen  it  tu  possess  upon  the  Inclo-lym- 
phntic  system.  It  must  be  especially  suitable  to  the  sanguine 
form  of  the  scrofulous  constitution.  I  have  gi'eat  contidence  in  it 
in  the  talws  mesentenca  of  childhood.  Under  its  use,  the  hectic 
first  subflides ;  anil  the  remaining  symptoms  soon  disappear.  I 
give  the  third  decimal  dilution. 

"Here  also,  however,  I  suspect  that  any  power  that  Iodine 
may  have  over  old  indurations  and  suppumtions  of  the  cervical 
glands  is  due  to  its  destructive  action,  and  requires  substantial 
doses.  It  was  early  noted  that  it  promoted  the  formation  of 
matter  in  these  atlenopathies." 

The  fialntary  action  Iodine  has  over  syphilis,  will  bo  particn- 
liirly  spoken  of  under  the  action  of  Iodide  of  Potaah.  Iodine  is 
one  of  the  leading  antidotes  for  Mercurj-. 

SijUrarjf  Glamh.—T\m  drug  produces  salivation  more  fre- 
quently than  any  known  drug,  excepting  Mercur>\  and  huH  often 
cnrfd  Hfllivation  catised  by  Merciu^'.  and  tbat  of  pregnancy.  The 
Hecretions  are  destitute  of  the  fetor  so  characteristic  of  Mercury. 

Liver. — Through  the  depressing  and  utonizing  inHuence  Iodine 
has  upon  the  l>^nphatic  system,  the  fimctions  of  the  liver  are 
destroyed,  and  atrophy  of  tlie  organ  is  produced,  with  great  ema- 
ciation and  debility.  At  first  the  biliary  secretion  is  increased. 
Pereira  and  Watson  rank  it  next  to  Mercury  in  chronic  diseases 
of  the  liver ;  and  Dr.  Dudgeon  has  cured  obstinate  jaundice  where 
organic  disease  of  the  liver  was  supposed  to  be  the  cause.  In 
eyphihtic  diseases  of  the  liver,  Iodine  and  especially  the  Iodide 
of  Mercury  and  of  Potassium  are  the  first  remedies  to  be  studied. 
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Pancreas.— This  organ  is  at  firat  greatly  congested,  with  in- 
creased secretion,  followed  by  atrophy  and  loss  of  fuuction.  For 
acute  and  chronic  diseases  of  the  pancreas,  Iodine  is  the  leading 
remedy. 

Kidneys.— Iodine  is  chiefly  ehminated  through  the  kidneys» 
but  to  some  extent  by  all  the  mucous  membranes.  "Numerous 
observations  have  been  made  on  the  mode  and  tlie  form  in  which 
the  Iodine  prep  lira  tio  us  are  eliminated.  According  to  these,  they 
first  appear  in  the  saliva,  combined  with  an  alkah  (ae  a  rule, 
sodium),  in  from  one  and  a  half  to  ten  minutes  after  they  have 
been  taken ;  then,  after  some  hours,  in  the  urine,  iu  the  gastric 
juice,  in  the  l)ile,  and  in  the  milk,  tears,  and  blood.  Much  the 
larger  proportion  of  the  Iodine  leaves  the  organism  within  twenty- 
fours  hours  by  way  of  the  urine  ;  a  small  amount,  however,  remains 
in  the  body  for  some  time,— even  for  several  weeks,— and  appears, 
awordiny  to  the  researches  of  01.  Bernard  and  Heubel,  to  go 
through  a  sort  of  cycle ;  inasmuch  as  the  salt  eliminated  in  the 
saliva  and  stomach  is  reabsorbed  in  the  intestinal  canal,  and  the 
substance  is  only  gradually  eliminated  in  small  quantities  at  a 
time  by  the  kidneys.  Iodine  was  also  detected  in  the  milk  of 
women  who  were  suckling  infants,  several  days  after  it  had  dis- 
appeared from  the  urine." — Z'wmsaen. 

Prof.  n.  C.  Wood  says:  "During  its  passage  through  the  kid- 
neys, Iodine  undoubtedly  exerts  an  influence  upon  those  organs. 
as  is  shoMm  by  its  producing  albuminuria  at  tunes.  It  is  indeed 
asserted  that  it  occasionally  causes  a  true  tubular  nephritis. 
The  evidence  as  to  its  effects  upon  tlie  solids  of  the  urine,  is  botli 
contradictory  and  insutficient.  M.  Rabnteau  dieted  himself  for 
five  days,  measure*!  the  quantity  of  urea  daily  eliminated,  took 
Iodine  on  the  tifth  day,  and  found  a  decided  decrease  in  the  excre- 
tion of  urea.  It  is  plain  that  this  experiment  was  too  slight  to  be 
of  much  value ;  and  Dr.  Ht«rmaun  von  Boeck  found  that  the  in- 
gestion of  Iodine  does  not  increase  notably  the  elimination  by  the 
kidneys  or  bowels.  On  the  otlier  hand.  M.  Bouchard  declares  that 
Iodine  does  increase  the  daily  elimination  of  urea,  especially  in 
diabetic  patients.  Dr.  C.  Handheld  Jones  analyzed  the  urine  of 
six  patients  taking  large  doses  of  Iodide  of  Potassium,  ^vith  the 
following  results :  First,  water  increased  in  three  cases  very 
much,  in  one  slightly,  in  two  diminished;  second,  acidity  in- 
«rease<l  in  three,  and  diminished  in  two:  third,  urea  increased 
in  three  and  diminished  iu  three;  fourth,  phosphoric  acid  and 
sulphuric  acid  increased  in  four  and  diminished  in  two;  fifth, 
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chloriue  increased  very  greatly  in  two  cases,  moderately  in  one, 
and  decreased  in  two;  sixth,  uric  acid  increased  very  greatly  in 
two  cases  and  diminished  in  four."  This  shows  how  lodiue  affects 
different  constitutions.  I  have  no  doubt,  if  the  parties  spoken  of 
alx)ve  had  been  all  inclined  to  be  fleshy,  leuco- phlegmatic  cousti- 
tutious,  the  effects  of  Imllne  upon  all  would  have  been  very  similar, 
on  account  of  the  great  affinity  Iodine  has  for  hydrogen.  It  also 
affects  tbe  lymphatics  of  the  kidneys,  and  should  be  well  studied 
in  Bright's  disease. 

Mucous  Membranes. — This  drag  has  a  specific  and  powerful 
action  upon  these  tissues.  "Of  the  affections  of  the  mucous 
membranes,  the  conjimctivitis,  which  consists  in  reddening  of  the 
conjunctiva  and  marked  increase  in  the  secretion  of  ttutrs,  is  often 
developed,  according  to  Itieord,  on  the  second  or  tliird  day  after 
the  beginning  of  the  Iodine  treatment.  Paul  Bernard  frequently 
saw  it  develop  during  the  second  and  third  month  of  treatment. 

"The  affections  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  and 
throat — the  coryza  and  tinyina  of  lodisni^are  more  common. 
Some  authors  state  that  salivation  is  a  rare  symptom  of  Io<lism, 
while  others  have  never  mot  with  it  in  this  ponnoftion.  It  is  said 
that  it  can  be  distiugnished  with  cei'tainty  from  Mercurial  saliva- 
tion by  the  salty  taste,  and  by  the  absence  of  fetor  ex  ore,  sto- 
matitis, nnd  swelling  of  the  glands.  That  the  last  symptom  is 
not  invariably  wanting,  is  proved  by  Rose's  case,  iu  which  the  ev 
treme  salivation  was  accompanied  by  a  mumps-like  swelling  of 
the  glands. 

"The  Iodine  coryza  is  characterized  by  a  copious  secretion  of 
wat<^ry  mums,  moderate  redness,  and  slight  swelling  of  the  nasal 
mucous  membriuie.  In  the  angina,  the  palieuls  complain  of  the 
intense  itching  in  the  throat,  and  not  so  much  of  difficulty  in  swal- 
lowing ;  the  posterior  wall  of  the  pharynx  is  deeply  reddened,  and 
Bomewhat  intnmeKcent.  Tho  corjza  is.  as  a  rule,  combijied  with 
an  intense  Frontal  headache. 

"Sartisson  has  attempted  to  explain  the  pathogenesis  of  the 
affections  of  the  mucons  membranes  in  lodism.  He  suggests  it 
as  possible  that  Potassinm  Iodide,  which  is  oUminatod  in  tlie 
saliva  and  nasal  mucus,  may  be  decomposed  by  the  carbonic  acid 
and  tbe  chlorides  in  the  secretions  ;  the  Iodine  which  is  thus  set 
free  could  then  act  as  a  direct  local  irritant  on  the  adjnoent  mu- 
cous membnmes,  and  produce  the  coryza.  the  conjunctivitis,  and 
the  angina.  The  recent  observations  of  Binz  tend  to  support  tlie 
theory  of  the  occurrence  of  such  decompositions;  but  still  we 
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can  not  at  once  and  unconditionally  exclude  the  other  poRsihility, 
Hint  the  disorders  in  quftitioii  may  originate  in  anomalies  in  the 
inuerration  of  the  blood-vessels  and  glands  of  tho  mu(.-<ms  mem- 
branes."— Boehm,  [To  the  lattei",  I  believe,  we  are  to  attribute  the 
action  of  this  tlrug,] 

Small  doses  of  Iodine  of  from  two  to  four  grains,  produce  heat 
and  constriction  of  the  tlu'oat,  salivation,  nausea,  eructation,  epi- 
gastric pains,  and  vomiting  of  copious  bilious  matter. 

The  action  upon  the  gastro-intestinal  mucous  membrane  may 
be  so  increased  as  to  produce  slimy  stools.  Joerg  and  his  assist- 
ants took'from  six  to  iifteeu  drops,  which  gave  rise  to  colic,  bor- 
lK)r>'gmi,  hunger,  thirst,  watery  and  frothy  stools;  an  increased 
How  of  light-colored  urine,  of  nasal  mucus  and  saliva ;  transient 
maiaisc ;  tension  of  the  head,  and  oppression  of  the  chest. 

Hughes  says :  "Besides  the  gastritis  and  enteritis  of  its  local 
influence,  there  is  a  Kastric,  if  not  also  an  enteric,  catarrh,  occa- 
sionally resulting  from  small  doses,  and  seen  after  introduction 
of  the  drug  into  the  circulation  otherwise  than  by  the  stomat-h. 
The  lower  portions  of  the  respiratory  tract  exhibit  signs  of  the 
same  irritation  that  we  hnve  seen  in  the  upper.  In  the  larynx 
and  trachea,  we  may  have  hoarseness,  aphonin,  and  chronic  in- 
Hammation,  even  simulating  larjTigeal  phthisis ;  and,  while  the 
bronchi  are  slightly  nnd  rarely  affected,  the  lungs  show  the  luHu- 
euce  of  the  dnig  by  congestive  oppression,  hajmoptysis,  and  even 
pneumonia." 

Skin. — "The  Iodine  exanthemata  are  variable  in  form,  and 
appear  in  various  localities.  The  form  that  is  most  commonly 
met  with  is  an  eniption  of  acne-like  nodules  on  the  skin  of  the 
face,  forehead,  temples,  neck,  and  upper  half  of  tlie  thorax  ;  more 
rarely  this  extends  also  over  the  abdomen  and  extremities. 

"Basiin  assumes  three  different  forms  of  Iodine  exanthemata. 
The  mildest  form  is  the  t'rtjtfw.mtttouji,  wliiph  appears  in  tlw  shape 
of  more  or  less  miiversal  urticHria-like  knobs.  Out  of  this  fonu 
the  second  more  common  jutpular  form  is  developed.  The  larger 
papules  are  surrounded  by  areola!,  which  are  often  conHuent,  and 
]>resent  a  deep  red  color,  vanishing  for  a  moment  on  pressure. 
Finally,  a  pustular  exanthema  is  developed  from  the  papular 
form:  it  occurs  in  scattered  spots  on  the  face,  thorax,  and 
extremities.  Occasionally  a  few  of  the  pustules  develop  into  small 
dermal  abscesses.  We  must,  finally,  make  room  here  for  the 
statement  made  by  Mercier,  that  Kuess.  in  Strassburg,  has  not 
unfrequently  met  with  oedema  of  the  eyelids,  the  skin  of  the  abdo- 
men aiid  of  the  forearm,  in  connection  with  lodism. 
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"Iodine  exanthemata  run  their  course  without  fever,  and,  like 
ail  the  Bymptoms  bo  far  mentioned,  vanish  spontaneously  when 
the  remedy  is  discontinued." — l>r.  li.  Von  Ziemssen. 

Stille  says:  "In  some  cases,  Iodine  ntfects  the  sfdn  and  even 
thij  hair,  rendering  the  color  darker.  More  commonly,  there  is  a 
tendency  to  copious  perspiration  and  to  eruptions  of  tirticaria, 
impetigo,  prurigo.  Hchen,  eczema,  furuncles ;  and,  in  some  cases, 
•cccbymojjis  or  purpora  of  the  inferior  extremities  has  been 
•observed," 


Serous  SlembraneH. — In  some  ca^s,  Iodine  has  caused  serous 
etfusion  into  the  pleura  ami  peritoneum.  In  some,  there  is  pain 
over  tlie  false  ril>8,  witli  dyspncpa,  cough,  and  in  some  cases  fever. 

Dr.  U.  Hughes  says:  "The  action  of  Iodine  on  the  serous 
membranes  has  been  Uttle  utilized  in  our  scliool ;  but  to  it  belongs, 
1  think,  the  occasional  curative  power  of  Iodide  of  Potassium  in 
hydrocephalus  and  hyilrothorax.  To  it.  also,  1  am  inclined  to 
refer  the  usefulness  of  loduie  when  locally  applied,  or  injected,  to 
remove  effusions  into  serous  or  synovial  ca\Hties.  It  is  commonly 
supposed  to  act  here  by  setting  up  an  adhesive  iutlammation  of 
the  walls  of  the  sac.  But  Dr.  Jousset  has  disproved  this  hypoth- 
esis in  the  case  of  hydrouelc.  and  shown  that  intlammatiou  is 
not  essentia!,  or  even  favorable,  to  the  curative  process.  Iodine 
is  found  in  the  serous  effusions  of  hydrocele  and  hydrarthrosis 
when  it  is  taken  internally.  To  apply  or  inject  it,  is  merely  to 
intensify  its  influence  by  concentration,  and,  when  the  disease  ia 
local,  seems  the  most  rational  practice." 

Iodine,  placed  in  contact  with  serous  membranes,  produces 
inflammation  of  varying  intensity,  arresting  the  secretion  proper 
to  the  membrane ;  but,  when  much  concentrated,  it  excites  adhe- 
aivo  intlammittion ;  hence  its  utility  injected  into  serous  cavities, 
as  in  hydrocele,  etc. 

Its  action  upon  the  serous  membranes  of  jointa  is  nicely 
BhowTi  by  its  local  applioation  in  dropsy  of  the  joints,  from  rheu- 
matism, gout,  or  spKivitis.  Ringer  says:  "Like  blistere.  it  eases 
the  pain,  and  often  removes  the  fluid  distending  the  cavity  of  the 
joint.  Like  blisters,  too,  it  often  causes,  for  a  fowdnys.  inorensed 
distention  of  tbe  joint,  the  good  efft<'t8  not  lH»couiing  apparent 
till  later.  This  increase  of  swelling  may  be  regarded  as  an  iudi- 
cntlon  of  the  BurrrcHs  of  the  application.  Tbe  tincture  or  the 
uintuuMit  is  of  the  gntut-est  benefit  in  chilblains.  I  know  of  noth- 
ing »o  etfoctive."

Bloo(K— Iodine  has  n  powerful  hematic  action.  Dr.  Hnghes 
says:  "It  can  hanliy  l>e  imagined  that  bo  uni%'erftal  an  irritant 
of  the  living  matter  should  circulate  in  the  blood  without  affect- 
ing its  corpuscles.  Under  the  long-continued  inHuence  of  Iodine, 
the  blood  and  the  secretionfi  become  thin  and  watery.  It  is,  Uke 
Mercury,  an  anti-plastic." 

Arterial  Hjrstem. — Rose,  on  the  ground  of  his  own  observa- 
tions, assiimes  the  pathognomonic  effect  of  poisoning  by  Iodine  to 
he  aj>rolontjed  iirtcritjl  gpasm,  which  produces  the  suppression  of 
urine  as  well  as  the  syiuptoms  of  paleness,  weakness  of  the  pulse, 
and  coldness.  Naturally,  such  a  universal  contraction  of  the 
arterial  system  prtiseuts  an  obstacle  to  the  circulation  of  the  blood, 
which  forces  the  heart  to  excessive  exertion ;  hence  the  exceed- 
ingly quick  pulse  (by  irritation  of  the  accelerating  filwrs).  lu 
Rose's  case,  it  finally  le<l  to  paralysis  of  that  organ.  The  cessa- 
tion of  this  spasm  in  followed  by  excessive  reddeniu;^  of  tlie  skin, 
and  the  relative  rine  in  temperature,  phenomena  which  probably 
led  to  the  erroneous  asHumption  of  an  Iodine  ycivr.  Rose  failed  to 
find  the  only  true  criterion  of  fever,  viz.,  the  rise  in  the  tempera- 
tore  of  the  body."— ZicmatieH. 

lodism  or  Chronic  Poisoning.— lodism  produces  the  follow- 
ing effects  upon  the  system :  1.  Ner\'oas  disturbances.  2.  De- 
rangements of  digestion.  8.  Affections  of  the  mucous  coats  of 
the  eye,  nose,  and  throat,  with  anomalies  of  secretion.  4.  Affec- 
tions of  the  Hkin.    5.  Atrophy  of  the  glandular  organs. 

Dr.  A.  StUle  says:  "The  general  derangement  of  the  health 
which  is  sometimes  the  consequence  of  taking  large  doses  of 
Iodine  (or  Iodide  of  Potassium)  for  a  long  time,  was  early 
descrilied  by  Coindet,  who  noted  among  its  phenomena  the  fol- 
lowing: A  frequent  pulse,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  dry  coup:h. 
sleeplessness,  rapid  emaciation  and  loss  of  strength,  swelling  of 
the  legs,  trembling  of  the  limbs,  nervousness  of  the  movements, 
etc.  Subsequent  experience  enables  us  to  enlarge  this  catalogue 
considerably,  wliicli.  however,  is  only  to  a  small  extent,  and  in 
rare  cases,  descriptive  of  the  effects  of  Iodide  of  Potassium. 

"lodism  is  most  conspicuously  manifested  in  the  alimentary/ 
canal.  Digestion  is  impaired,  and  the  appetite  lost:  the  patient 
complains  of  an  annoying  and  even  a  painful  sensation  in  the 
throat  and  epigastrium,  which  ultimately  becomes  a  fixetl  burn- 
ing pain  in  the  latter,  and  a  disti-essing  beat  and  dryness  of  the 
former.   Watery  diarrhcea  ensues,  with  colic  and  sometimes  sail- 
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vfttion, — wliich,-  in  certain  casea.  may  be  attribntable  to  the  revival 
of  Mercury  in  the  system, — conjunctivitis,  coryzn,  nasiil  t-ntarrh, 
and  emaciation.  The  opinion  has  l>een  entertaineii,  tliat  Iodine 
produces  emaciation  Iiy  its  stimulation  of  the  absorbent  system. 
Uonce  tho  loss  of  tlosh  usually  proceeds  faster  in  children  than  in 
ttdulta.  Graefe,  of  Berlin,  employed  Iodine  as  'an  emaciating 
agent,'  v,-ith  complete  success,  in  a  case  of  polyHarcia.  Cnllerier 
has  pointed  out,  that,  if  the  patient  is  in  poor  condition  through 
the  influence  of  a  disease  which  Iodine  is  capable  of  curing,  he 
vdW  increase  in  tlesli  with  tho  prof^ess  of  the  cure.  He  cites 
many  cases  from  his  own  experience,  wliich  illustrate  the  tend- 
ency of  Iodine  to  produce  atrophy  of  the  testicles  and  the 
mamma;,  and  to  diminish  the  mammary  secretion.  Other  s>Tnp- 
toms  referable  to  the  nctrotM  syatem  are  produced  by  Iodine ; 
BQoh  as  anxiety,  palpitation  of  tho  heart,  HleepIesHnesu,  painful 
dreams,  headache,  disordered  vision  and  hearing,  dullneKS  of 
mind,  and  general  debility.  Occasionally  there  is  tremulousnesB 
of  the  hamU.  anns.  and  legs ;  and  even  con\Tilsive  attacks  have 
l>een  ob«erv«d.  Sir  B.  Brodie  asserts  that  he  has  known  Iodine  to 
cause  paralysis.  A  man  under  treatment  with  Iodide  of  Potas- 
sium for  (tatr  ituluratu,  at  first  experienced  a  painful  burning  sen- 
sation in  the  feet,  then  a  trembling  of  the  limbs^  and  a  feeling 
like  intoxication.  His  movements  were  irregular  and  uncertain ; 
expression  haggard  and  dull ;  he  became  short-sighted ;  objects 
often  appeared  double  or  in  rotary  motion.  By  degrees,  the  mus- 
cles of  the  lips  and  cheeks  became  paralyzed,  the  gait  staggering, 
and  the  articulation  spasmodic  or  jerking."  [The  skin  and  gener- 
ative organs  also  become  greatly  affected ;  which  see  under  their 
appropriate  headiugs.]

Trinks  knows  of  but  two  kinds  of  croup,  the  acute  and  the 
torpid.  lodium  is  specific  to  both.  Ho  needs  no  Aconite,  rarely 
Hepar  ftulpliur,  and  ascribes  the  favorable  results  ol)tained  to 
the  continued  administration  of  Iodine  in  repeated  and  increaficd 
doses,  if  the  intensity  of  the  disease  is  not  broken  by  weaker 
doses.    (Internally  and  by  inhalation.)

Dr.  Jousset  snys  the  cough  of  Iodine  is  short,  Hke  that  of  Sul- 
phur ;  it  is  oftener  loose  than  dry ;  accompnuicd  by  a  tlnck  mucous 
and  puriform  expectoration,  often  bloody.  Dr.  Hirscljel  says, 
Itnline,  Urtyviine,  and  Spoiv/tn  have  this  in  common ;  that  they 
especially  curt*  the  affections  of  the  upper  part  of  the  respiratory 
organs;  that  they  correspond  to  a  dry  cough,  if  of  a  catan-haJ, 
inflammatory,  or  orfinnic  ori|?in.  Iodine  is  the  strongest,  but  most 
h1(>w,  in  action,  having  alone  some  relations  to  the  bronchi  and 
pulmonary  (issue.  1  have  frequently  witnessed  from  Iodine 
splendid  efforts  in  lonc-fitnnding  Itirynffenl  natflrrhs.  It  allevi- 
fttes  in  tuberculosis;  in  croup,  it  is  our  last  anchor,  where  Sfum- 
tjitt  and  liromium  fail.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  select  from 
these  three  remedies  :  ench  mny  bo  indicated  ;  but  the  more  pltutic 
ihf  crthhition  thr  trtnrr  Indirtr  r«  ludlmifiL

INucons  Membranes.— Thrnngh  t!ie  filaments  of  the  pneumo- 

gastric  nerve,  Ipecacuanha  has  a  specific  and  profound  action 
upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  lungs,  stomach,  and  small  in- 
testines, producing  groat  increase  of  mucus,  and  in  large  doses 
going  on  to  absolute  inflammation  of  the  gastro-intostina!  mucous 
membrane. 

Ya^i. — The  specific  action  of  Ipecacuanha  upon  the  vagi 
demands  a  careful  study  by  every  physician,  especially  in  reirard 
to  its  emetic  powers,  "The  quantity  requifiite  to  produce  an 
emetic  operation  can  not  be  definitely  stated.  In  1874-75,  Dr. 
Hamuijl  Pye  published  n  list  of  nearly  three  hundrfd  persons  to 
whom  he  bad  administered  Ipecacuanha,  togetbtr  with  its  dose, 
and  the  effects  produced  l>y  it. 

"The  average  quantity  which  be  gave  was  only  tun  grains :  yet 
it  generally  produced  vomiting  three  or  four  times,  and  some- 
times oftener.  In  about  twenty  nf  the  ciises  it  occasioned  several 
stools  besides.  On  the  other  hand,  it  baa  been  given  in  dysen- 
tery, sixty  grains  at  a  dose,  without  any  evacuations  whatever 
following.  , 
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"Cullen  taught  tlmt  the  powder,  to  the  quantity  of  a  grain,  or 
perhaps  loss,  in  many  persons,  can  hardly  be  given  without  ex- 
citing uauaea  antl,  perhaps,  \omiliug.  Yet,  in  nine  persons  out 
of  ten,  we  need  hardly  depend  upon  any  doso  under  five  grains. 
In  small  doaos,  tbat  do  not  excite  vomiting,  it  pretty  certainly 
acts  upon  the  intestines.  The  laxative  action  of  Ipecacuanha* 
when  given  in  small  and  repeated  doses,  can  not  well  be  ques- 
tioned ;  and,  if  mixed  with  purgative  medicines,  it  increases  their 
power." — StiUe, 

Prof.  H.  C.  Wood  saj's:  "When  exhibited  in  small  repeated 
doses  in  man,  it  produces  malaise,  with  nausea,  and,  perhaps,  an 
increase  of  the  secretions  of  the  salivary  glands  and  of  the  mucous 
membranes  of  the  l)ronchinl  tubes  and  of  the  stomach.  In  large 
amounts,  it  causes  vomiting,  accompanied  by  only  a  moderate 
amount  of  nausea  but  by  a  decided  increase  of  the  secretiouB. 
The  vomituig,  even  when  very  larjje  amounts  are  taken  into  the 
stomach,  is  not  apt  to  be  severe,  nor  tlie  prostration  marked, — 
no  doubt,  because  the  excess  of  the  drug  is  rejected  before  absorp- 
tion. In  large  doses  of  Kmetia,  this  mildness  of  action,  in  all 
pi-obability,  would  not  occur ;  certainly,  animals  are  reiulily  killed 
by  the  Alkaloid.  That  the  active  principle  is  absorbed,  and  that 
the  vomiting  is  so  produced,  is  sho^Nii  by  the  experiments  of 
Orfila,  and  Drs,  Dyco  Duckworth,  D'Omellas,  and  Pecholier.  who 
found  that  vomiting  followed  the  h>*podermic  nse  of  Emetia  in 
dogs  and  cats.  If  it  be  true,  as  alhrmed  by  D'Ornellas,  that  the 
Emetia  produces  vomiting  much  more  slowly  when  thrown  into 
the  veins  tlian  when  given  by  the  stomach,  it  would  seem  that  the 
local  irritant  action  of  the  drug  efticiently  favors  emesis." 

Dr.  Hughes  says:  "1  must  lirst  speak  of  the  relation  of  Ipe- 
cacuanha to  vomiting.  It  has  long  been  kjio^^Ti  as  a  certain, 
though  tardy  and  mild,  emetic.  An  interesting  paper  was  fur- 
nished to  the  Medical  Ohsen'otions  and  Inquiriea  (vol.  \\.),  showing 
how  small  the  doses  needed  to  effect  this  purpose,  from  two  to 
four  grains  nearly  always  proving  sufficient.  Physiological  inves- 
tigation has  since  proved  that  this  action  is  speoilic :  that  i&,  it  is 
set  up  when  the  drug  is  introduced  into  the  system  others  ise  tban 
through  the  stomach.  But  it  has  also  proved  thai — unlike  Tar- 
tar emetic  and  Apomorphia — Ipecacuanha  always,  however  in- 
troduced, excites  vomiting  through  the  stomach.  Divide  the 
pnenmogastricf.,  so  that  their  gastric  extremities  shall  not  be  im- 
pressionable, and  no  vomiting  can  be  set  up  by  Ipecacuanha, 
while  the  two  other  emetics  act  as  usual.  This  explains  why 
Ipecacuanha  operates  so  much  more  freely  and  quickly  when  in-

troduced  into  the  stomach,  than  when  injected  subcutaueously, 
while  exactly  the  opposite  is  true  of  the  others." 

Poisonous  dosen  of  Emetia  given  to  animalB,  produce  catarrhal 
xiiHummation  of  the  gaHtro-intestinal  canal. 

Dr.  Hufi[hes  says :  "In  acute  catarrli  of  the  stomach,  espe- 
cially in  children,  it  wins  the  applause  of  both  schools;  and,  iu 
many  dyspepBias,  depending  on  chronic  catarrh  of  the  same 
organ,  it  ia  highly  l>enelicial.  Upon  the  intestines,  it  acts  in  the 
same  manner.  In  moderate  doRes»  it  causes  raucous  (harrhu'A, 
with  much  gripinfr.  the  stools  being  often  green,  or  greenish  yel- 
low ;  and,  when  Emetia  is  injected  subeutaneously,  the  intestines 
are  always  found  iixHamed.  Correspondingly,  it  has  been  used 
largely  in  the  school  of  Hahnemann  iu  the  mueons  diurrha'a  of 
children,  even  when  intlammatory  symptoms  appear."  In  hUioim 
difaentertf,  the  old  school  have  no  remedy  upon  which  so  much 
confidence  is  plaoeil  as  upon  Tpecacimnha,  in  large  doses,  of  from 
ten  to  thirty  grains,  given  untd  cmesis  is  produced ;  and  tlien  the 
dose  is  reduced.  Most  brilliant  cures  have  followed  this  method  ; 
and  the  speeitie  action  of  the  drug  tells  the  IIoratFopathist  why 
no  remedy  can  quiet  tenesmus  sooner  than  this  ilrug  given  in 
large  doses.  Prof.  H.  C.  Wood  says  t  "Chnical  experience  also 
shows  that  Ipecacuanha  acts  upon  the  digestive  tract,  whetlier 
given  in  large  or  small  doses.  It  is  very  apt  in  man  to  increase 
and  modify  the  intestinal  secretions.  It  probably  iuHuences  the 
liver;  since  PechoUer  afUrms,  that,  in  animals  killed  by  it,  no 
hepatic  glucose  can  be  found.  Moreover,  great  advantage  from 
its  use  may  be  obtained  in  the  condition  known  as  biliousness. 
In  bihous  dysentery,  it  will  oft«n  produce  lai'ge  tarry  discharges ; 
and  I  have  seen  a  change  in  the  color  of  the  stools  follow  its  use 
in  catarrhal  jaundice."  Rutherford  found  Ipecacuanha,  when 
mixed  with  bile  and  introduced  into  the  duodenum,  a  powerful 
hepatic  stimulant,  increasing  the  secretion  of  bile. 

RpNplratory  Oiiciins. — "The  iX)8t-mortem  results  obtained  in 
animals  poisoned  witli  Ipecacuanha  are  diverse,  but  affect  chiefly 
either  the  lungs  or  digestive  tract.  Pecholier.  in  his  earlier  ex- 
periments, found  great  paleness  of  tbe  lungs,  with  intense  hyper- 
romia  of  the  stomach,  and  the  upper  half  of  the  intestines  ;  hut,  in 
some  of  his  latter  experiments,  the  lungs  were  profoundly  intln- 
enced,  Dyce  Duckworth  especially  noted  intense  h>*penemia  of 
the  lungs,  which  were  in  some  places  eniphysematous,  but  in 
other  portions  collapsed  and  even  affected  with  true  consolidation. 
The  lesions  were  much  less  marked  in  the  intestines  than  in  the 
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luiigs^  which  resembled  very  closely  those  taken  from  the  bodies 
of  auiiuals  killed  by  tiections  of  the  va^.  The  piilmoiiic  le&ionB 
wei*e  found  to  be  most  intense  in  the  rabbit;  the  intentinal,  in  the 
dog,  cat,  and  guinoa-pig.  D'Omellas  has  seen  cases  where 
iacbtt^mitt  of  tbe  pulmonary  tissue  was  found  after  death  caused 
by  Kmetia." — IVood. 

Dr.  Hughes  says:  "We  come  now  to  the  action  of  Ipecacu- 
auhaon  the  respiratory  organs.  Wbt'U  these  receive  it  by  inhala- 
tion or  ingestion,  a  similar  train  of  phenomena  appears.  Irrita- 
tion of  the  mucous  membrane  is  set  up,  —  increased  secretion 
going  on  to  catarrhal  inHammution.  But  more  marked  than  this, 
and  often  out  of  all  proportion  to  it,  is  the  involvement  of  the  ex- 
tremities of  the  incident  nerves.  Continual  sneezing,  spasmodic 
cougii,  and  especially  dyspncea  of  an  asthmatic  kind,  are  the  suffer- 
ings of  those  who  have  the  misfortune  to  be  susceptible  to  Ipecac- 
uanha, whenever  they  arc  exposed  to  its  emanations.  Dr.  Imbert- 
Gourbeyre  has  collected  numerous  uistances  of  this  effect  of  the 
drug.  It  is  of  the  contingent  order,  only  appearing  on  certain  per- 
sons. But.  with  them,  it  results  nmni  dosi.  They  may  be  at  the 
top  of  the  house  while  Ipecacuanha  is  being  powdered  in  the 
basement,  yet  erelong  they  will  feel  the  intlueuce  of  their  enemy. 
Sometimes  their  conjunctival  and  Schneiderian  membranes  are 
most  affected  ;  the  eyes  are  reddened,  smart,  and  water,  and  there 
is  copious  defluxion  from  tlie  nose,  with  incessant  sneezing. 
More  commonly,  the  influence  is  f»U  lower  down,  in  dyspmea, 
wheezing,  and  cough,  ending  in  pxofttse  mucoo»  expectoration. 
They  suffer  like  the  subjects  of  hay  fever  and  anihma." 

"Dr.  Ringer  has  lately  extended  the  influenri!  of  Ipecac  over 
the  disorders  of  respiration,  by  introducing  the  Wine  into  the 
chest  in  fine  spray.  By  this  means  he  is  able  greatly  to  relieve 
and  even  to  cure  chronic  cases  of  winter  cough,  where  the  bron- 
chial membrane  is  always  engorged,  and  the  incident  ner\*es  in 
continual  excitement.  The  buccchs  he  has  obtained  should 
encourage  us  to  repeat  tlw  experiment,  and  porhaps  to  use  the 
drug  in  this  form  in  hay  fever  and  ii»  the  asthmatic  paroxysm.  It 
is  the  more  rational  to  do  so,  as  we  have  but  feeble  e\idence  of 
the  power  of  Ipecac  to  cause  res]>iratory  troubles  through  the 
stomach :  whereas,  when  inhaled,  it  does  so,  as  we  have  seen,  in 
tlie  minutest  dose.  The  spray  should  be  used  night  and  morning, 
and  it  soon  controls  the  dyspncea  and  cough." — llniiltrn. 

According  to  D'Omtdias,  Pecholier.  and  Foulkrod.  Emetia  in 
toxic  doses  usually  kills  by  arresting  the  respiration.  But.  in 
many  of  Dyce  Duckworth's  experiments,  the  death  was  certainly 
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the  result  of  cardiac  paralysis,  possibly  because  the  poison  was 
thrown  directly  iato  the  circulation. 

Nervons  ami  Mnscnlur  Systems.— "Upon  the  cerehrura, 
Ipecacuauha  exertH  no  perceptible  influence ;  but,  bs  both  D'Or- 
nellas  and  Pecliolter  have  found,  that,  after  death  from  Emetia 
in  the  frog,  both  nerves  and  muscles  retain  their  susceptibility  to 
feeble  galvanic  currents,  the  paralysis  whith  the  poison  produces 
is  probably  spinal.  D'OmoUas  and  Pechoher  are  in  opposition  in 
regard  to  the  action  of  the  Alkaloid  upon  sensibility,  the  one 
affinuiug  that  it  is  not,  the  other  that  it  is,  affected," — Dr.  JI.  C, 

WiXHi, 

8kiii.— When  Ipecacuanha  is  locally  applied  to  the  skin,  or  a 
denuded  surface,  it  is  found  to  be  a  decided  irritant,  producing  an 
eruption  described  by  Dyce  Duckworth  to  be  at  first  small, 
discrete  pustules,  Avith  a  rather  largo  areola.  Afterward,  if  the 
application  be  persisted  in,  large  pustules  appear,  followed  by 
sevei-e  ulceration.  It  also  produces  emesis,  greatly  relaxes  the 
skin,  and  promotes  cutaneous  transpiration ;  and  Dr.  Uiuper 
says,  it  is  supposed  to  be  a  <liaphoretic.  Of  course,  it  excites 
sweating  when  it  excites  nausea ;  but>  even  irrespective  of  this 
condition,  it  may  perhaps  be  a  diaphoretic. 

Circulation.— "Here  the  action  of  Ipecac  is  but  feeble,  and  is 
not  yet  clearly  maiie  out.  In  a  seiries  of  elaborate  experiments  by 
Dr.  Dyce  Duckworth,  the  Alkaloid  failed  t^D  inHuence  materially 
the  circulation,  at  least  until  very  late  in  the  poisoning.  Tlie 
pulse  rate  was  not  constantly  affected ;  Hometimes  it  was  appar- 
ently lowered,  sometimes  it  remained  about  the  same,  and  some- 
times it  was  seemingly  increased.  The  effect  of  toxic  doses  was, 
however,  marked.  Immediate  suspension  of  the  cardiac  action 
followed  injection  into  tlie  jugular  vein  of  a  dog;  in  another  case, 
in  a  minute  and  a  half  after  half  a  grain  of  Emetia,  the  arterial 
pressure  descended  from  136  to  20.  and  in  a  moment  the  animal 
was  dead  from  cardiac  paralysis.  There  is  no  proof  that  Emetia 
ever  causes  vaso-motor  spasm,  while  it  is  certain  that  toxic 
doses  directly  paralyze  the  heart.**— /)r.  H.  C.  Wood. 

Itg  llinnnstaticArtion.—Thh  is  of  great  value  to  the  physician. 
Dr.  Hughes  says  :  "I  have  now  to  speak  of  the  use  of  Ipecac  in 
hemorrhages.  Dr.  Imbert-Go«rbe>Te  has  collected  various  testi- 
monies to  its  value  here,  and  has  con\incingly  sho^vn  it  to  be 
homcEopathic  in  its  jnodus  operandi.  Several  authors  have  seen 
it  produce  epistaxis  and  hfemoptysis  in  connection    with  its 
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respiratory  troubles ;  and,  iu  an  obsen-ation  of  asthma  caused  hy 
itd  emanations,  and  lasting  some  days,  it  is  noted  that  menstrua- 
tion appeared  pruniaturely,  and  not  only  the  sputa,  but  also  the 
stools  and  urine,  were  soiuetimeB  tinged  with  blood.  It  is  now 
forgotten  in  ordinary  practice ;  but  among  Homoeopathists  it 
holds  high  rank  as  a  remedy  in  intestinal  hemorrhages,  in 
hiumoptysifi,  hajraatemesis,  menorrhagia,  and  metrorrhagia.  The 
jtresence  also  of  blood  iu  the  ejt^cta  is  always  held  to  strengthen 
the  indications  for  it  in  vomiting,  dysentery,  and  pertussis."  It 
arrests  hemorrhages,  by  stimulating  the  arterial  capillary  blood- 
vessels to  contract  when  in  such  a  tlaccid  condition  as  to  cause 
liemorrhage. 

Tomperature. — Pecholier,  Dyce  Duckworth,  and  D'Omellas 
all  state,  that  in  Kmetiti-poisoning  there  is  a  distinct  fall  of  tem- 
perature iu  the  mouth,  and  on  the  surface  of  the  body,  but  that 
in  the  intestines  the  temperature  either  remains  stationary,  or, 
more  commonly,  rises.  D'Omellas  affims  that  it  always  rises 
decidedly.  This  rise  is  probably,  as  D'Omellas  believes,  local, 
and  due  to  the  action  of  the  poison  upon  the  intestinal  tract." — 
l>r.  If.  C.  H'rW.  [To  me  it  seems  to  be  due  to  the  congestion  and 
intlammatiou  of  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane.] 


Therapeutic  Individuality. 

GaRtrIc  AfflM*tionfl.— The  ^hief  indication  for  Ipecac  in  all 
diseatiuH,  ia  found  in  its  persistent  nauRca  and  vomiting. 

Violent  and  long-continued  nausea,  with  vomiting  of  large 
quantities  of  tenacious,  white,  glairy  mucus. 

Constant  and  continued  nausea  is  the  great  key  for  Ipecacu- 
anha, in  all  diseases  where  it  will  act  lH?net]cially. 

"Stooping  causes  him  to  vomit." — Hff, 

"Nausea,  with  distention  of  the  abdomen,  and  dryness  of  the 
throat;  after  vomiting  inclination  to  bU-o])." — Up. 

Nausea,  and  vomiting  of  bhiod.     Hn-niHteniesis. 

Feeling  of  qualmishness,  emptiness,  and  Habhiness  about  the 
stomach,  with  profuse  flow  of  watery  saliva. 

Flat  taste,  inith  white,  thicklj'  coated  tongue. 

Great  accumulation  of  saliva  in  the  mouth,  that  obliges  him 
to  swallow  constantly.     Nausea  as  from  the  stomach. 

Smoking  causes  vomiting,  and  the  customary  tobacco  has  a 
nauseous  taste.    Aversion  to  all  foo<l. 
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A  Momen.— Flatulent  colic,  with  griping  pains  in  the  umbil- 
ical region  as  though  the  intestines  were  grasped  by  the  bands, 
with  mucous  diarrh(ua. 

Motion  bringH  on  the  cohc  pain  Crom  left  to  right. 

"Clawing  griping  in  the  abdomen,  as  if  grasped  by  a  hand  so 
that  each  outstretched  finger  pressed  sharply  upon  the  intestines ; 
relieved  by  rest ;  extremely  aggravated  by  the  slightest  motion." — 
i/a/i. 

Stools.— Stools  of  greenish  nmeus,  as  if  fermented ;  worse  in 
the  evening. 

"Green  mucous;  as  green  as  grass;  white  mucous;  bloody; 
bloody  mucous ;  fennentwd." — »/,  fi.  Bdl. 

"Stools  poured  from  him  with  a  gush,  as  if  forced  by  the  wind ; 
very  offensive,  exactly  like  j'east."— t/n^ir. 

Stools  of  blood  and  muuua,  with  continual  nausea,  and  great 
tenesmus ;  or  stools  like  black,  fermented,  frothy  molasses. 

This  remedy  is  only  adapted  to  acute  rases,  and  is  of  special 
use  if  caused  from  eating  unripe  fruit,  and  in  lirst  commence- 
ment of  cholera  infantum,  vnih  green  stools. 

Wliere  the  tenesmus  in  dysentery  is  great,  use  Ipecac  by  iujoc- 
tions.  In  acute  tropical  dysentery,  the  bold  use  of  laine  doses  of 
from  twenty  to  thirty  grains,  for  a  few  doses,  has  saved  thou- 
sands of  lives  by  the  old  school.  The  purging  of  blood  and 
mucus,  the  abdominal  pain  and  tenesmus,  soon  disappear,  which 
is  often  followed  by  copious  perspiration. 

The  characteristic  stools  are  mucous  and  green  as  grass ;  often 
bloody. 

Urine. — Scanty,  dark  red,  with  red  sediment ;  and,  in  some 
oases,  hiematuria, 

Sexual  Orican^i,  Female. — Metrorrhagia,  where  it  is  accom- 
panied with  nausea  ;  uterine  hemorrhage. 

"Continued  discharge  of  bright  red  blood  from  the  womb; 
they  commence  breathing  heavily  during  the  hemorrhage." — 11;]. 

Menses  too  early  and  too  profuse ;  of  great  value  in  uterine 
hemorrhage. 

"Much  distress  about  the  navel ;  but  it  runs  oflf  to  the  uterus, 
the  seat  of  the  diseaBe." — G. 

Respiratory  Organs.  —  Dyspnoea,  with  wheezing,  anxious 
respiration,  and  great  weight  about  the  prjpcordia  ;  sigliing,  quick, 
anxious  breathing,  with  much  rattling  of  mucus. 
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"Suffocation  threatens  from  constriction  in  the  throat  and 
chest ;  worse  from  the  least  motion." — Up, 

"Spasmodic  asthma,  with  great  constriction  in  the  throat  and 
chest,  with  which  a  pecuhar  kind  of  wheezing  noise  is  beard," — 
Scott, 

To  arrest  the  paroxysms  of  asthma,  especially  in  children. 
Ipecac  \&  equal  to  any  ilrug  we  have  in  the  Materia  Medica,  when 
it  takes  on  the  bronchilic  tj'pe,  with  much  wheezing  and  cough. 

The  chest  seems  full  of  phlegm,  but  does  not  yield  to  cougliing. 

Incessant  and  muiht  spaRmodic  cough  with  every  breath  in 
deUcatc  children,  and  ^rtat  paleness  of  the  face. 

"Loses  breath  with  the  cough ;  turns  pale  in  the  face,  and 
stiffens." — /^;. 

"Phlegm  rattling  in  chest ;  sometimes  vomited  up  in  children." 
-Hg. 

**E8peciaUy  suited  to  the  incessant  dry  cough  which  some- 
times attacks  children  of  delicate  coustitutiou  suffering  from 
measles." — F, 

Frequently  indicated  in  "tlie  sneezing  of  liay  fever,  the  nolent 
expulsive  cough  of  pertussis,  the  spasmodic  forms  of  croup,  and 
cases  of  half  broncliilis  and  Jialf  astlima." — //«f//(«*. 

Loose,  rattling  cough,  with  inclination  to  vomit,  and  suffoca- 
tion. 

"Suffocating  congh,  where  the  child  becomes  quite  stiff  and  is 
blue  in  the  face." — Huh, 

The  Ipecac  cough  has  not  an  organic  base,  but  is  of  n  aimpld 
catarrhal  origin,  mixed  up  with  a  neurotic  element;  loose  and 
spasmodic  in  nature,  witli  a  large  accumulation  of  mucus  in  the 
air-passages ;  very  apt  to  vomit  after  the  paroxysm  of  coughing. 

ILemoptysis,  with  rattling  cough  and  expectoration  of  blood» 
with  a  feeling  of  constriction  in  the  chest.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  remedies  in  hemorrhages  from  the  lungs. 

Dr.  Phillips  says:  "Ipecac  possesses  considerable  energy  as 
an  arrester  of  hemorrhage, — a  fact  which  is  the  more  curious 
because  in  poisonous  doses  it  has  frequently  prtMluL-ed  hiemoptyaiB 
and  other  forms  of  bleeding.  The  best  dose  to  employ  is  oiio  just 
short  of  producing  nausea.  To  produce  absolute  emesis  is  to 
run  a  great  risk.  In  the  htrmoptntth  of  enrli/  phtkhis.  Ipecac  may 
dispute  Nvitli  Ergot  of  Uyo  the  reputation  of  being  the  most  val- 
uable styptic  we  possess.  In  the  passive  }u^morrhagea  from  merely 
enfjoTfjed  bronckml  mucous  nunulfrane,  it  U  equaUy  effective;  and»  in 
hicmatemeaia  and  menorrhagia,  it  competes  with  Ergot  of  Rye."

Fever. — This  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  remedies  we  have  in 
intermittent  fever  where  the  gastric  symptoms,  with  nausea  and 
vomiting,  predominate. 

"Backache ;  short  chill,  long  fever,  mostly  heat ;  with  thirst, 
headache,  nausea,  cough,  and  sweat  last.'* — Hg, 

"Chill  worse  in  a  warm  room,  or  from  external  heat ;  lessened 
by  drinking  and  in  the  open  air." — Hg. 

"Heat  all  over,  with  alternate  coldness  and  paleness  of  the  face ; 
cold  sweat  on  the  forehead."— H^. 

Irregular  cases  of  intermittents  where  the  cerebro-spinal  sys- 
tem is  the  part  involved  and  the  pneimiogastric  nerve  is  the 
special  center  affected,  with  much  nausea,  and  with  thirst. 

More  chill  than  fever,  and  worse  during  the  sweat,  which  is 
sour. 

Hives  of  gastric  origin.    (It  has  often  cured  them.) 

Head. — Gastric  headache,  commencing  with  nausea  and  vom- 
iting, worse  by  motion  and  stooping ;  throbbing,  bruised  headache, 
with  pale  face ;  great  irritability  and  despondency. 

Sadden  anger ;  irascible ;  restless,  with  vertigo  when  walking. 

Epistaxis  of  bright  red  blood ;  face  exceedingly  pale. 

Afifgravation. — Worse  after  vomiting;  lying  down  ;  in  winter 
and  dry  weather;  catarrhs  in  moist,  warm  weather;  warm  room, 
and  at  night. 

Amelioration.— By  rest,  and  closing  eyes,  and  at  night.

It  altera  the  secretory  fimctiona  of  these 
glands,  changing  the  secretions  to  a  pecatiar  acid  condition  resem- 
bling Pulsatilla,  Robinia,  Chamorailla,  and  Caloarea."  These 
acid  secretions  so  act  upon  the  intestinal  canal  as  to  produce  vio- 
lent catharsis,  with  watery  or  green  mucous  stools ;  but  the  stools 
lire  principally  copious  and  watery,  and  so  intensely  acid  as  to 
produce  excessive  bnnimR  distress  over  all  the  mucous  .tract 
these  watery  stools  come  in  contact  with,  but  principally  showing 
itself  in  the  rectum  and  anus,  which  bum  like  fire.  This  exces*

I  poisoned  n 
number  of  dogs  and  cats  with  the  Iris;  and,  after  death,  every 
one  of  the  animals  had  congestion  and  inflammation  of  the  pan- 
creas.   Sections  of  the  pancreas  under  the  microscope  proved  th« 
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presence  of  intense  congestion  of  the  minute  vessels,  with  nipture 
and  extravafiation  of  blood  into  the  tissue  of  the  gland.  The 
intense  burning  in  the  epigastrium  is  caused,  mainly,  by  what 
might  be  called  pancreatic  salivation,  with  its  excessive  acid 
secretions. 

Dr.  Hughes  says:  "Iris  has  long  had  a  reputation  in  America 
as  a  vei7  active  emetic  and  purgative,  and  as  an  excitant  of  the 
salivary  and  biliary  sccretioua.  Our  provings,  while  they  agree 
with  the  description,  both  enlarge  and  precisionize  it.  Enlarge ; 
— for  they  show  that  the  pancreas  is  irritated  as  much  as,  or  more 
than,  the  salivary  glands  and  Uver.  This  is  shown  by  the  con- 
tinual burning  felt  in  this  region  by  Dr.  Burt, — who  at  the  same 
lime  was  passing  frequent  watery  evacuations, — and  by  the 
highly  congested  state  of  the  organ  in  animals  poisoned  by  Iris. 
And  precisionize ;  — for  they  indicate  the  vomiting  and  diar- 
rhoea of  Iris  to  be  the  result  of  hypersecretion  along  the  alimentary 
tract,  and  that  the  morbid  condition  set  up  has  httle  tendency  to 
run  on  to  iuliammation.  The  vomiting  is  often  acid ;  and  the 
purging  is  accompanied  by  severe  coUo  and  burning  in  the  rectum. 
With  the  salivation,  there  is  a  thick  and  flat,  or  even  greasy,  taste 
in  the  whole  mouth,  but  no  fetor." 


Sallvarj-  Glands.— Its  action  upon  the  salivary  glands,  pro- 
ducing congestion  and  copious  salivation,  is  in  all  respects  similar 
to  that  of  Mercury,  except  that  it  lacks  the  great  fetor,  and  the 
destructive  ulceration  of  the  mucous  membrane,  that  are  so 
prominent  in  Mercury. 

iiver.— The  cholagogue  action  of  Iris  and  Iridin,  was  the 
subject  of  experiment  by  Rutherford  and  Vignal,  who  say:  "Five 
grains  of  Iridin,  mixed  with  a  little  bile  and  water,  and  placed  in 
the  (hiodenum,  very  powerfully  stimulate  the  liver.  It  is  not  so 
powerful  as  large  doses  (four  grains)  of  Podophyllin ;  but  it  is 
more  powerful  than  Euonymin ;  as  is  shown  by  the  amount  of 
bile  secreted  per  kilogramme  of  dog;  the  fractions  for  the  two 
Euonymin  exporimonts  being  0.47^9.  c.  c,  and  0.4678;  whereas, 
in  tbe  Iridin  experiments,  they  are  0.537.  c.  c,  and  O.OftS.  c.  c. 
The  high  fraction  in  the  second  Iridin  experiment  probably  resulted 
from  a  much  smnller  dog  getting  the  same  dose  as  in  the  first 
experiment,  the  smaller  liver  being  thereby  stimulated  to  a  pro- 
portionately greater  amount  of  work.  Iridin  is  also  a  decided 
stimulant  of  the  intestinal  glands.  Judging  from  these  experi- 
xnentSj  its  irritant  effects  on  the  intestinal  mucous  membrane 
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arc  decidedly  less  than  those  of  PdlopbylUim,  while  the  purgative 
efifectK  are  greater  than  in  the  case  of  EnoDjinin/ 

Lymphatit'H. — Iris  has  a  mild  action  upon  this  system,  hut 
not  enough  to  place  it  in  high  rank  as  an  anti-scrofulous  and 
anti- syphilitic  remoily.  Those  that  place  confidence  in  it  as  a 
curative  remedy  in  Bji)lulia  will  find  thomj^elrefi  very  much  disap- 
pointed. 

Skin. — On  this  tissue,  it  produces  vesicular  nnd  pustular 
eruptions ;  and  it  has  l>een  used  very  successfully  in  pustular 
eruptions  on  the  hend  and  face  (tinea,  erusta  lactea,  eczema,  and 
prurigo).  The  cerate,  applied  locally,  has  done  good  work  for  me 
in  these  affections  of  the  scalp. 

TlKM'a|KMitie  Individuality. 

Head. — The  characteristic  pains  of  Iris  are  of  a  sharp,  cutting 
chanuiU^r,  of  short  duration,  and  change  often. 

For  gastric  or  bilious  sick-heatlacht^  it  has  no  equal. 

Headache  in  the  forehead  and  eyes,  more  on  the  right  side  :  with 
distressing  nausea,  and  vomiting  of  inlcttsely  sour  or  hilious  mat- 
ter ;  aggravated  by  rest. 

"Hcadaclie  accompanied  with  violent  pains  over  the  eye.  in 
the  supra-orbital  region,  occurring  on  either  side,  hut  only  on  one 
side  at  a  time." — Dr.  IK  C.  S.  MiddUUm. 

"A  tired,  aching  fonn  of  headache,  accompanied  with,  or  pro- 
duced by,  mental  exhaustion." — Dr.  B.  H\  Jaiiifn, 

"Dull  throhbiug  or  shooting  in  right  side  of  forehead  ;  nnuF^ea, 
worse  toward  evening:  from  rest;  from  cold  air,  or  coughing; 
better  from  moderate  motion." — Hg. 

Grejit  despondency;  easily  vexed;  can  not  fix  the  mind  on 
anything. 

Neuralgia  of  the  head,  eyes,  and  temples ;  pains  cutting  in 
nature,  of  short  duration,  with  acid  vomiting ;  bilious  vomiting,  or 
vomiting  of  sweetish  water;  great  despondency. 

No  remedy  in  the  Materia  Medica  is  more  useful  for  sick 
headache;  and  it  is  especially  adapted  to  the  form  that  liegins 
uitb  a  blur  before  the  eyes :  of  a  gastric  or  hepatic  origuQ ;  pains 
dull,  henry,  or  shwHinp.  throbbing  character,  in  forehead  or 
right  temple ;  accompanied  witli  nausea,  acid  vomiting,  or  vomit- 
\ug  of  bilious  matter;  aggravated  by  rest,  cold  air»  or  violent 
Motion. 
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The  headaches  of  Iria,  as  a  rule,  are  reflex,  proceeding  from 
an  acid  stomach  and  an  acid  coustitution. 

Month.— Salivation,  with  profuse  flow  of  saliva,  after  diphthe- 
ria, and  enlarged  parotida. 

"GumH  and  tongue  feel  as  though  covered  with  a  greasy  sub- 
stance."—L7>;»f. 

Mouth  luiil  tongue  feel  as  though  they  hud  been  scalded. 

Ulcers  ou  the  buccal  mucous  membrane ;  profuse  tlow  of  saliva. 

liastro-Intesiinal  Canal.— Lose  of  taste  and  appetite. 

Eructations,  tasteless  or  add. 

Naugfn  itnd  vomiting  of  sour  food,  tfic  ichoU  perHon  gmelU  $0UT, 

Vomiting  of  food,  or  of  bile,  with  burning  in  stomach. 

Orent  burutuij  distress  in  the  cphjastrimn;  run  hnrdUj  endfire  it. 

Great  burning  in  the  epigastrium,  at  the  same  time  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  month  bums  like  fire. 

Burning  distress  in  the  stomach  and  pancreas,  with  watery 
diarrhtea  and  great  prostration. 

Much  inflammation  of  the  pancreas,  or  pancreatic  salivation. 

Violent  pains  in  the  bowels,  before  vomiting  or  dinrrlia^a. 

Cutting  pttiuH  in  region  of  liver  (right  hypochondrium).  worse 
from  Uiotion. 

"Colicky  pains,  intermittent,  about  the  navel,  before  vomiting 
or  diarrhopa." — Iffj. 

Wntcry  diarrhica,  worse  at  night,  with  great  debility. 

Wateiy  dianhiea,  with  intense  burning  of  the  anus.  This  burn- 
ing of  the  rectum  and  anus  is  caused  from  the  excessively  acid 
stools. 

Cholera  morbus,  with  vomitmg ;  grumbling  pains  in  the  bowels, 
and  watery  diarrli<pft,  and  in  children  green  stools. 

In  colic,  or.  as  Or.  Kitchen  has  it,  "grumbling  belly-ache,"  it 
is  of  gi'cnt  utility;  also  in  acute  mucous  enteritis. 

"Stools  tratcrif,  mixed  with  mucus;  bloody  mueiis ;  thin,  yel- 
low, fajcal;  tfrccniithi  undigested  ;  frequent;  cmrouve;  profuse" — 
J.  B.  BeU. 

Great  burning  in  the  anus  as  if  on  tire  after  stool. 

Urine. — Ver>'  high-colored  and  scanty  urine. 
Copious  watery  uiine  in  nervous  headache. 
Acid  urine,  excoriating  the  urethra. 

Sexual  Orsfaiis,  Ma1e.~Xoct\irual  emissions,  with  amorous 
dreams ;  coldness  and  relaxation  of  the  scrotum. 
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This  excitement  of  the  generative  organs  is  reflex  from  an 
excessively  acid  stomach. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Pregnancy,  with  excessively  acid 
vomiting,  and  burning  in  the  stomach,  oesophagus,  and  mouth ; 
and,  in  some  cases,  copious  salivation. 

Skin. — In  pustular  skin  diseases,  especially  if  located  upon 
the  scalp  and  face  (crusta  lactea,  and  eczema). 

In  crusta  lactea  and  tinea  capitis,  a  cerate  locally  and  the  atten- 
uations internally  have  cured  many  cases. 

•'Irregular  patches  on  knees,  elbows,  and  body;  edges  slightly 
raised ;  or  herpes  zoster." — Hg, 

Fever. — Chill,  followed  by  heat;  hands  and  feet  cold,  with 
sweat  over  the  whole  body ;  chills  predominate. 

Limbs. — Sharp,  tensive  pains  in  right  shoulder,  worse  on 
motion.    Many  shooting,  shifting  pains  in  the  wrists  and  hands. 

Tensive,  momentary,  and  constantly  recurring  pains  in  all  the 
joints,  but  mostly  in  the  smaller. 

"Sciatic  pains,  as  if  the  left  hip-joint  were  wrenched." — Wes- 
selhoeft, 

"Pain  and  lameness  extending  to  the  popliteal  space." — Wes- 
selhoeft. 

The  rheumatic  or  neuralgic  pains  of  Iris  are  sharp,  coming  on 
suddenly  and  leaving  suddenly,  like  those  of  Belladonna. 

•  Aggravation. — In  evening  and  night,  from  rest  and  excessive 
motion. 

Amelioration. — Gentle  motion,  and  warmth.

Glandular  System.— The  two  most  marked  physiological 
effects  uf  Jahoran<]i  are  sweating  and  salivation.  These  effects 
are  prodnced  with  a  promptness  and  to  a  degree  unequaled  by 
any  other  known  dnig.  Prof.  H.  C.  Wood  says:  **\Vhen  an 
infusion  of  from  sixty  to  ninety  grains  of  Jaborandi  is  given  to  an 
adalt,  in  about  ten  minutes  the  face  and  neck  become  deeply 
flushed,  and  free  perspiration  and  salivation  oommence.  After  a 
hypodermic  injection  of  the  .\lkaloid,  the  Bymptoms  commence 
in  from  two  to  six  minutes.  The  sweating  bepins  on  tlie  face ; 
both  it  and  the  salivation  are  excessively  profuse,  and  last  from 
three  to  tive  hours.  There  is  not  rarely  nausea,  and  sometimes 
even  vomiting.  The  pulse  is  usually  more  or  less  quickened,  as 
is  also  frequently  the  respiration.  After  the  sweating  has  ceased, 
the  patient  is  left  more  or  less  exhausted.  The  nasal  and  lachry- 
mal secretions  are  also  very  generally  increased,  and  M.  Gnhler 
has  noted  diarrhoea.     .    ,     . 

"The  sweat  produced  by  Jaborandi  is  often  enormous  in  quan- 
tity (nine  to  fifteen  ounces  by  estimation).    It  is  stated  to  be  first 
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I  acid,  then  central,  and  finally  oft«n  clearly  alkaline.  In  the  analy- 
'  «is  of  M.  Robin,  the  chlorides  were  found  in  excess,  the  carbonates 
and  phosphates  in  very  minute  amount,  and  the  urea  in  mure  than 
five  timcB  ita  normal  proportion,  the  amount  ehminated  in  the 
sweating  being  estimateil  at  from  ten  to  fifteen  graina.  M.  M. 
Hardy  and  Ball  believed  that  in  their  experiments  the  average 
amount  of  urea  eliminated  by  the  skin  was  seventeen  grains." 

The  abundant  perspiration  is  apparently  not  due  to  increased 
afflux  of  blood  to  the  surface,  but  rather  to  a  paralysis  of  the 
inliibitory  influence  of  that  portion  of  the  nervous  system  that 
presides  over  the  sudatorj*  apparatus.  "Dr.  Fuchsinger  (eon- 
firmed  by  Nawrocki)  has  found  that  section  of  the  nerves  of  the 
cat's  leg  did  not  prevent  the  paws  from  sweating  when  Jaboraudi 
was  exhibited.  This  demonstrates  that  the  action  of  the  drug  is 
peripheral,  not  centric.  Five  or  six  days  after  the  section,  when 
the  peripheral  nerve  endings  had  undergone  degeneration,  Fuch- 
singer  found  that  Jaboraudi  was  unable  to  excite  sweating.  This 
can,  however,  hardly  be  considered  to  absolutely  prove,  as  Fuch- 
singer claims,  that  tlie  drug  u»;t«  upon  the  peripheral  ner\'e  end- 
ings, and  not  directly  upon  the  glandular  cells  themselves;  since 
it  is  possible  that  these  glandular  cells  shared  the  anatomical 
changes  of  the  nerve-endings."— U'oo^/. 

Dr.  Bartholow  says  Jnborandi  probably  affects  the  end  organs 
of  the  excito-secretory.nerves. 

The  Muriate  of  Pilocarpin  injected  hypodermically,  in  doees  of 
one-fifth  of  a  prain,  prodnccR  the  same  eflFects  identically  ^ith 
those  of  Jaboraudi  taken  intemnlly ;  hut  the  effects  of  Pilocarpin 
are  more  promptly  produced  and  much  more  lasting:  and,  when 
sweating  fails  to  take  place  under  tlie  oi>erations  of  JalKirandi,  it 
is  invariably  excited  hy  Pilocarpin  ;  and  it  is  less  apt  to  produce 
von»iting.     It  has  also  produced  cold  nn  the  left  side  of  the  body. 

SiiUrartf  Ghmh. — Wlien  the  patient  beginH  to  sweat,  his  mouth 
begins  to  water,  and  the  How  of  saliva  is  sn  rapid  and  so  cnpions 
that  he  is  unable  to  Kppuk :  and.  during  the  hour  or  two  that  the 
secretion  lasts,  there  is  often  (me  qunH  of  saliva  secreted.  Dr. 
H.  C.  Wood  «a>'s:  "There  appears  tn  be  some  relation  between 
the  flow  of  saliva  and  that  of  perspiration  prodii(»e<l  by  Jabo- 
randi ;  if  the  one  is  very  profuse,  the  other  is  often,  but  not 
always,  correspondingly  scanty.  Sometimes  the  salivation  al- 
most replaces  the  sweatinfr:  very  frwiuently  it  c()nimences  before 
the  sweating,  and  often  it  is  more  persistent.  Dnring  the  saliva- 
tion, tlie  mouth  is  warm,  and  there  is  often  a  feeling  of  tenseness 
about  the  maxillary  glands.    The  saliva  contains  an  abundance 


of  salts  and  of  ptyaline,  as  well  as  a  small  excess  of  area.  It  is 
stated,  however,  that  the  proportion  of  albuminous  compounds, 
and  especially  of  sulphocyanide  of  potassium,  is  much  dimin- 
iahed,  the  latter,  indeed,  being  almost  wanting  (Pilider).  The 
free  salivarj-  secretion  appears  to  be  due  to  a  direct  action  upon 
the  gland  or  its  nerve-peripheries.  According  to  J.  N.  Langley, 
in  the  frog,  the  mouth  and  skin,  after  the  exhibition  of  Jabo- 
randi,  bei-ome  covered  with  a  viscid  secretion;  in  the  dog.  rabbit, 
and  cat,  there  is  profuse  salivation.  The  effect  upon  the  salivary 
secretion  must  be  due  to  a  direct  influence  upon  the  ghmd,  as  it  is 
produced  equally  well  after  section  of  all  the  salivary  nerves 
iconfinned  by  Schwan) ;  also  when  the  dmg  is  injected  directly 
into  the  gland  and  prevented  from  entering  the  general  circula- 
tion (Langiey).  According  to  the  elalwrnte  experiments  of  Lang- 
ley,  veo*  small  doses  cause  in  the  cat  great  increase  of  secretion. 
Stimulation  either  of  th^  chorda  or  of  the  sympathetic  nerve 
causes  respectively  some  increase  or  lessening  of  the  secretion ; 
bat  this  increase  or  lessening  is  not  nearly  equal  to  that  which 
occurs  in  tl»e  normal  animal,  and  is  due  to  the  action  of  the 
nerves  upon  the  circulation,  and  not  to  any  influence  of  their 
secretory  fibers.  Very  large  doses  of  the  drug  injected  into  the 
gland  immediately  arrest  the  secretion,  and  paralyze  both  chorda 
tympani  and  sympathetic  nerves,  ao  that  stimulation  of  them  has 
no  effect.  It  is,  probably,  from  the  last  fact,  that  Jaborandi  has 
an  action  upon  the  gland-cells  themselves. 

"Although  the  evidence  just  adduced  indicates  that  an  influ- 
ence is  exerted  by  Jaborandi  upon  the  gland-cells,  the  fact  that 
Atropia  arrests  the  Jaborandi  salivation  prevents  ns  from  con- 
sidering it  settled  that  the  dmg  does  so  act  upon  the  salivary 
gland  cells  rather  than  upon  the  peripheral  nerves,  especially 
since  there  is  reason  for  believing  that  the  sweating  which  the 
drug  causes  is  due  to  an  action  on  the  peripheral  nerves." 

Mamnije,  — This  remedy  greatly  promotes  the  secretion  of 
milk,  nnd  may  be  called  a  true  galaotagogue.  One  would  think, 
from  its  causing  such  profuse  dischai'ges  from  the  skin  and  sali- 
vary fflands.  that  the  BOfretinn  of  milk  would  be  arrested  instead 
of  increased.  Pr.  Rinijer  has  used  Jaborandi  with  success  to 
increaM  the  xccrrtlon  of  milk;  and  Dr.  Bartholow  says  he  has 
nsed  a  fluid  extract  of  this  drug  successfully  in  a  case  of  defi- 
ciency in  the  secretion  of  milk  of  a  nnrsing  woman. 

Kidneys. — ^The  action  of  Jabonindi  upon  these  organs  is  not 
yet  understood.    M.  Gubler  states  that  Jaborandi,  given  in  smnll 
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and  repeated  doses,  acts  as  a  diuretic ;  but  usually  the  urine,  I 
believe,  is  not  increased,  and  the  urea  is  greatly  diminisbed. 

Dr.  Ringer  saya:  "hi  many  cases,  Jaborandi  produces  pain, 
often  severe,  over  the  pubes,  witb  a  distressing,  irresistible  desire 
to  pass  water,  the  pain  at  once  subsiding  on  emptying  the  blad- 
der.'* As  the  quantity  of  urine  is  not  increased,  it  is  probable 
that  Jaborandi  excites  contraction  of  tbe  bladder. 

Uoart  and  Circulation. — "In  the  human  subject,  Jaborandi 
always  quickens  the  pulse,  my  original  assertion  on  this  point 
having  been  subsequently  abundantly  confirmed.  Strange  to 
Bay,  Mr.  Langley  tinds  that  it  slows  tlie  heart  of  warm-blooded 
animals  and  frogs.  As  regards  frogs,  I  have  repeatedly  verified 
this  statement.  Tlie  pulse  is  increased  in  man  from  forty  to  fifty 
beats,  the  accelerated  rate  continuing  more  than  four  hours ;  at 
the  samt!  time  the  pulse  is  weaker.  Jaborandi  slows,  and  at  last 
arrests,  the  heart  of  frogs,  whether  injected  under  the  skin  or 
applied  directly  to  the  heart.  The  heart  stops  in  wide  diastole. 
If,  when  the  heart  is  greatly  slowed,  or  even  stopped,  a  minute 
quantity  of  Atropia  is  directly  applied,  tbe  heart  soon  begins  to 
boat  again,  and,  ultimately,  quite  or  almost  recovers  from  the 
effect  of  the  Pilocarpin.  Mr.  Langley's  experiments  lead  him 
to  conclude  that  Jaborandi  slows  ami  arrests  the  heart  by  stimu- 
lating the  same  apparatus  that  Atropia  paraly^ces,  and  so  quickens 
tbe  heart,  namely,  tbe  intra-cardiac  inhibitory  apparatus." — 
Rinffer. 

Wood  says;  "Full  doses  of  Jaborandi  paralyze  the  cardiac  in- 
hibitory nerves.  The  final  arrest  of  the  heart,  which  occurs  in 
diastole,  is  preceded  by  very  irregular  action.  According  to 
Langley,  the  ventricles  always  stop  first.  Tlie  fall  of  arterial 
pressure  is  probably  in  part  independent  of  the  cardiac  slowing, 
as  Langley  has  found  that  it  precedes  the  latter  when  the  drug  is 
very  slowly  injected.  The  exact  influence  of  the  dmg  upon  tbe 
vaso-motor  system,  however,  still  needs  elucidating." 

Bartholow  says :  "The  action  of  the  heart  is  increased  by 
Jaborandi;  but  the  arterial  tension  is  notably  diminished.  The 
rise  in  the  pulse-rate  averages  20  beats ;  and  the  duration  of  this 
effect  is  almut  two  and  a  half  hours.  A  very  distinct  fall  of  tem- 
perature (0.5°  to  ^^  F.)  ensues  when  the  sweating  begins,  and 
this  decline  of  bodily  heat  is  maintained,  on  an  average,  about 
four  and  a  half  hours." 

Temperature.— The  action  of  this  drug  upon  the  temperature 
ia  well  marked.    "M.  Robin  affirms,  thai,  before  and  daring  the 
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early  stages  of  the  sweating  from  Jabornndi,  the  temperature 
rises  1^  to  2°  F.,  but  afterward  falls  as  much  below  the  normal 
point,  and  remains  depressed  for  one  or  two  days.  This  primary 
rise  of  temperature  has  been  noted  by  other  obseners  (Ringer, 
Greene,  Scotti,  l*ilicicr  and  Weber),  but  is  certainly  frequently 
absent  altogether,  or  very  trifling.  The  subsequent  fall  of  tem- 
perature seems  to  be  a  very  constant  phenomenon  when  the 
action  of  the  drug  is  sufficiently  severe ;  it  probably  depends  in 
great  part,  or  altogether,  upon  the  loss  of  heat  during  the  sweat- 
ing."—H'ort  J. 

Dr.  Ringer  also  thinks,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  fall  in  tem- 
perature is  due  to  the  perspiration,  heat  being  lost  by  increased 
evaporation  and  radiation,  more  blood  being  probably  sent  to  the 
skin  during  the  sweating  period. 

Digestive  Organs. — The  profuse  salivation  has  already  been 
fully  noted.  Through  a  fistula  in  a  dog's  stomach,  it  has  been 
noted  that  Jaborandi  greatly  hicreases  the  secretions  of  the  stom- 
ach, and  the  biliary  secretion  appeared  to  be  lessened.  Through 
its  action  upon  the  vagi,  it  not  unfrcquently  excites  nausea  aitd 
vomiting.  This  sickness  can  bo  accounted  f<»r,  at  least  in  part, 
from  the  large  quantity  of  saliva  swallowed.  Often  the  vomited 
matter  consists  solely  of  saliva.  In  some  few  cases,  it  has  pro- 
duced  diarrhoea ;  but.  as  a  rule,  the  bowels  are  not  affected  by 
Jaborandi ;  when  they  ore,  the  stools  are  copious  and  water}'. 

Cerebro-Splnal  System.— This  drug  is  a  feeble  narcotic, 
as  shown  by  stupor.  This  drowsiness  is  probably  not  duo  to  a 
direct  action  of  the  remedy  on  the  cerebrum,  but  to  the  greatly 
diminished  vascular  tonus,  and  to  the  loss  of  Huid  from  the  ves- 
sels.    It  often  produces  frontal  headache,  with  vertigo. 

Motor  System. — "In  man,  muscular  tremblings  have  been 
observed  during  the  action  of  Jalwrandi;  but  it  is  doubtful 
whether  they  are  due  to  a  direct  action  of  the  remedy.  In  the 
frog,  there  seems  to  be  a  very  slow  loss  of  reflex  activity.  On  the 
whole,  the  evidence  points  to  the  drug  as  having  very  little  influ- 
ence over  the  muscular  or  motor  nervous  system." — //.  C.  Wood, 

Eyes. — The  action  of  Pilocarpin  upon  the  eye  is  strongly 
marked  and  of  great  value  to  the  oculist.  '*When  applied  to  the 
eye.  Pilocarpin  produces  great  contraction  of  the  pupil,  tension  of 
the  accommodative  apparatus,  and  an  approximation  of  the 
nearest  and  farthest  points  of  distinct  vision.    Mr.  Tweedy  states.

that  there  is  impairment  of  vision,  due  to  benumbing  of  the  ret- 
ina. Oalezowski,  who  uses  a  sohition  of  one  part  of  Pilocarpia 
Bait  in  fifty  parts  of  water,  affirms  that  it  answers  as  well  as  a 
solution  of  Eserina  in  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  has  the  great 
advantage  of  not  producing  irritation." — Wood. 

"No  characteristic  or  constant  changes  in  the  fundus  of  the 
eye  have  been  observed  on  ophthalmoscopic  examination.  The 
eye  resumes  its  normal  state  in  about  an  hour  and  a  half."  — 
Tweetly. 

The  lachrymal  secretion  is  increased,  and  also  that  of  the 
nasal  mucous  membrane. 

Dr.  M.  Lundorsberg  says:  "Pilocarpin  has  favorably  influ- 
enced the  absorption  of  intm-ocular  hemorrhages,  and  opacities 
of  the  Wtreous  and  aqueous  humors,  in  a  more  reliable  and  effect- 
ive manner  than  any  other  absorbent  remedy  known  up  to  the 
present  time," 

Scalp.— Dr.  Schmitz  made  liypodennic  injections  of  Pilocar- 
pin in  two  ophthalmic  caseH,  on  account  of  its  power  of  absorb- 
ing morbid  products,  and  witnessed  m  both  cases  a  fresh  growth 
of  young  hail*  in  persons  who  had  l>een  bald  for  years. 

Uterus. — Many  physicians  believe  that  Pilocarpin  has  decided 
abortifacieut  powers,  from  several  cases  of  al>ortiou  produced  in 
pregnant  animals  by  the  use  of  hypmlermic  injections;  but  tliia 
physiological  fact  has  yet  to  be  proved.  "The  subcutaneous  in- 
jection of  the  Hydrochlorate  of  Pilocarpin,  made  during  preg- 
nancy, excites  the  uterus  to  contract.  If  the  injection  be  given  in 
the  first  stage  of  labor,  it  stimulates  uterine  contraction.  In 
cases  of  normal  labor,  where  uterine  contractions  are  not  strong 
enough,  this  drag  may  be  given  successfully." — London  Lancet, 

LnoRS.— Through  the  vagi,  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane 
is  stimulated  to  increased  secretion. 

Jaborandi  does  not  act  on  children  with  the  same  power  that 
it  does  on  adults  ;  consequently  they  require  larger  doses. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Chest. — The  most  useful  sphere  of  Pilocarpin  is  found  in 
dropsical  effusions,  especially  of  the  pleura  nnd  lungs.  Many 
cases  of  local  dropsy  have  been  reported  cured  by  this  remedy. 

"It  is  a  remedy  of  great  value  in  cardiac  dropsy ;  its  thera- 
peutic power  l>eing  much  the  same  as  the  vapor  or  hot-air  bath,  by 
promoting  free  diaphoresis." — Bartholow. 
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"Aacitea,  hydrotboras  and  pleuritic  effusions  liave  been 
quickly  removed  by  this  agent." — BartUoloiv, 

"In  asthma  (humid)  witli  profuse  expectoration,  and  in  bron- 
chitis with  abundant  non-purulont  expectoration,  it  has  often 
been  very  beneficial." — Bartholow, 

Pain  in  the  cheat  of  a  stitching  character. 

Heart's  action  irregular,  intermittent,  and  increased. 

Urluury  Orcnins.  —  In  renal  dropsy,  after  scarlatina,  or 
Brigbt'a  disease,  Pilocarpia  has  acted  well. 

In  diabetes  insipidus.  Pilocarpia  has  reduced  the  secretion  of 
urine  one-half;  and  two  cases  have  been  reported  cured. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female. — Dr.  Bidder  (in  the  Medical  Times 
and  Gazette)  has  seen  most  favorable  rtisults  follow  the  use  of 
Pilocarpin  in  cases  of  marked  cedema  in  pregnancy,  while  pre- 
scribing it  for  patients  suffering  from  anlema  of  the  face,  labia, 
and  extremities ;  he  has  never  seen  uterine  pains  excited  by  its 
use,  although  the  cedema  very  rapidly  subsided. 

Dr.  Sanger  has  reported  three  cases  of  puerperal  convulsionB 
cored  with  hypodermic  injections  of  Pilocarpin ;  but,  almost  im- 
mediately after  the  injection,  there  were  symptoms  of  marked 
suffocation,  the  patient,  in  her  stupor,  being  unable  to  swallow 
the  great  secretion  of  saliva.  In  nursing  women,  where  the  secre- 
tion of  milk  has  been  very  deficient,  Dr.  Bartholow  has  used  the 
fluid  extract  with  complete  success ;  and  Dr.  Ringer  has  used  it 
successfully  in  galactorrhoea. 

Many  physicians  have  used  it  successfully  to  stimulate  uterine 
contractions. 

From  its  power  of  causing  flushing  of  the  face  and  exciting 
the  pulse :  from  the  gone  feeling  in  the  abdomen  and  profuse 
sweating  and  nervous  restlessness, — I  predict  that  it  will  rival 
Lachesis  in  the  flushings  of  women  at  the  climacteric. 

Skin.  —  It  must  prove  our  sheet-anchor  in  profuse  night 
sweats.  Dr.  Ringer  has  cured  several  cases  of  unilateral  sweat- 
ing, using  it  hypodermically. 

"Pilocarpia.  in  dosea  of  one-tenth  of  a  grain,  given  thrice  daily, 
will  euro  profuse  night  sweats." — Ringer. 

In  secondary  syphilis,  and  ichthyosis,  it  has  acted  well.  Dr. 
Phillips  suggests  that  the  lodohydrargyrate  of  Pilocarpia  be  used 
in  secondary  syphilis. 

Pruriffo  is  greatly  palliated  and  often  cured  by  the  use  of  this 
drug  if  given  strong  enough  to  produce  copious  perspiration. 
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One-sixth  of  a  grain  of  Pilocarpin  is  generally  strong  enough.  In 
many  skin  diseases,  as  a  palliative  to  soften  up  the  tissues^  it  is 
invaluable.  Prof.  Hebra  has  great  confidence  in  Pilocarpin  in 
skin  diseases. 

Scalp. — Prof.  Peck  cured  ten  cases  of  alopecia  out  of  fourteen 
cases. 

I  believe^  that  the  hypodermic  use  of  Pilocarpin,  in  many  cases 
of  baldness,  will  completely  restore  the  hair,  from  its  wonderful 
action  upon  the  skin. 

Pigestlve  Oi^ns.— For  salivation  from  diphtheria,  no  rem- 
edy known  to  man  can  equal  it,  the  profuse  flow  of  saliva  being 
dried  up  in  a  few  hours,  almost  as  rapidly  as  if  the  gland  was 
a  sponge  filled  with  water,  and  you  had  used  your  hand  to 
squeeze  the  water  out;  and  I  presume  it  will  do  the  same  for 
Mercurial  salivation. 

For  mumps,  it  must  prove  a  specific. 

Loss  of  appetite,  with  bitter  taste. 

Empty,  gone  feeling  in  the  bowels. 

Thin,  watery,  copious  diarrhoea,  with  slight  nausea. 

Fever. — In  intermittent  fever,  this  remedy  is  making  many 
cures.  One-fifth  to  one-tenth  of  a  grain  produces  copious  i>erspi- 
ration  in  a  few  minutes,  and  arrests  the  chill  at  once. 
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Bichromate  of  Potanh.

Mucous  Membranes. — This  remedy  has  a  powerful  and  pecu- 
liar effect  upon  the  mucous  membranes,  affecting  more  especially 
those  portions  which  are  covered  with  columnar  epithelium; 
these  are  found  in  the  nares  (excepting  that  portion  to  which 
is  dintributod  the  olfactory),  larj*nx,  trachea,  body  of  the  uterus, 
and  Fallopian  tubes.  It  so  changes  the  functions  of  the  mucous 
follicles  as  to  cause  them  to  secrete  a  tou(jh,  i-iscidt  ropy  muata. 
capable  of  being  drawn  out  into  fine  threads  two  or  three  feet 
long. 

Dr.  B.  Hughes  says:  "The  action  of  Kali  bichromicum  on  the 
mucous  membrane  is  as  marked  as  that  of  Arsenic  or  Tartar 
emetic.  It  causes  a  morbid  increase  in  the  quantity  of  mucuH 
formed,  which  mucus  sometimes  is  tough  and  Htringy,  and  Bomc- 
times  degenerates  into  pus.  Higher  grades  of  the  inflammatory 
process  are  seen  in  the  respiratory  mucous  membrane,  and  (when 
the  poison  has  been  swallowed)  along  the  alimentary  tract.  In 
the  former  region,  false  menibranes  have  been  fonned;  in  the 
latter,  the  tendency  is  toward  ulceration.  The  portions  of  the 
mucous  tracts  cbiully  atfected  are  the  mouth,  throat,  cardiac  por- 
tion of  the  stomach,  duodenum,  jejonum.  and  rectum;  and  the 
whole  respiratory  mucous  membrane,  including  the  conjunctiva. 
These  toxicological  actions  are  well  pictured  in  the  physiological 
provings.    The  provcrs  have  sore  and  injected  fauces ;  sour  erun- 
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tations,  and  heartburn ;  slow  digestion ;  bitter  taste ;  nausea  and 
voraitiiig ;  with  thickly  coated  tongue ;  dysenteric  parging ; 
coryza,  hoarsencHs,  and  cough. 

"In  chronic  catarrh  and  ulceration  of  the  alimentary  mucous 
membrane,  Kali  bichromicum  is  often  our  very  best  mtdicine. 
The  common  chronic  ulcer  of  the  pharynx  rapidly 'heals  under  its 
action.  I  agree  also  with  Drs.  Walzke  and  Hussell  in  rating  it 
very  highly  as  a  remedy  for  syphilitiL*  sure  throat.  It  will  not,  I 
believe,  arrest  tJie  destructive  ulceration  sometimes  set  up  (requir- 
ing Murcury  or  Iodine),  but  will  subdue  chronic  iutlammatiou  and 
heal  up  superficial  ulcers  veiy  effectually.  Then,  it  is  very  useful  in 
dyspepsia  and  vomiting,  from  chronic  gastric  catarrh,  where  the 
tongue  \ms  a  thick  yellowish  coat,  differing  herein  from  the  white 
coat  of  Antimonium  erudum.  Mr.  Clifton  has  contributed  some 
valuable  indications  for  the  medicine  here,  lie  agrees  witli  Dr. 
Lippe.  that  it  is  especially  useful  in  the  dyspepsia  of  beer-drink- 
ers, and  where  weiijht  (not  pain)  is  coniphiined  of  after  food.  He 
notes,  that,  under  the  rough  yellow  fur  of  the  tongue,  the  surface 
of  the  organ  is  red ;  ai^d  he  confirms  the  general  experience  of 
alternation  of  gastric  sufferings  ^nth  rheumatism  being  character- 
istic of  the  drug.  Knh  bichromicum  is  bnrdiy  less  useful  in 
healing  the  round  ulcer  of  the  stomach,  and  those  of  the  duo- 
denum resulting  from  bums;  and,  in  chronic  diarrhoea  from 
intestinal  ulceration,  it  vies  with  Mercury,  and  has  effected  some 
brilliant  cures," 

Air-Paaaatfes. — ''Still  more  striking  is  the  power  of  this  remedy 
in  affections  of  the  respiratory  mucous  membrane.  In  acute 
coryxa.  aud  in  catarrh  of  the  larynx.  tnicl»»a,  and  bronchi,  such  as 
occurs  in  influenza,  it  is  often  rapidly  curative;  especially  (I 
think)  when  the  digestive  mucous  membrane  is  simultaneously 
affected.  There  is  also  a  large  accumulation  of  evidence  tending 
to  show  that  it  is  a  potent  reme<ly  for  tnu>  memliranons  cronp. 
whether  diphtlieritic  or  apparently  primiirj'.  To  me,  no  known 
remedy  equals  it  for  tnie  membranous  croup.]  I  can  not  yet 
compare  it  with  lotline  and  Bromine  here.  It  is.  however,  more 
especially  in  the  chronic  affectioijs  of  the  respiratory  tract  that 
Kali  bichromicum  is  efficacious.  The  great  indication  for  it 
in  these  is  the  totifjh,  teruicioiUt  ffluHnous  character  of  the  expec- 
toration, which  may  often  be  drawB  out  in  long  strings.  Dr. 
Meyhoffer  esteems  it  highly  in  chronic  laryngeal  catarrh,  and 
when  bronchitis  lingers  long  in  a  sub-acute  condition.  He  admin- 
isters it  by  inhalation  as  well  as  internally.  It  might  be  useful 
in  ulceration  of  the  larynx,  syphilitic  or  simple. 
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"The  lining  membrane  of  the  noee,  and  its  offset  to  the  eyee,  is 
therapeutically,  as  well  as  physiologically,  a  special  seat  of  the 
action  of  Kali  bicliromicum.  It  iH  very  good  for  chronic  eorjza, 
where  the  discharge  is  thick,  yellow,  and  glutinous,  and  the  nose 
tender.  Used  locally,  it  has  cured  polypus  narium  in  many 
instances.  It  is  worthy  of  trial  in  oziena  after  the  same  mauntr. 
The  internal  use  of  the  drug  aloue  I  have  never  seen  curative  of 
this  disease;  though  Mr.  Lord  found  it  very  successful  in  horses, 
with  which  it  is  of  frequent  occurrence,  la  acute  glanders  affect- 
ing horses,  Mr.  More  has  found  it  curative ;  and  the  suppurating 
uoBtriis  and  pustular  skin  of  the  disease  plainly  indicate  it.  In 
the  sphere  of  the  eyes,  Kali  bichromieum  stands  high  among  the 
remedies  for  catarrhal  and  strumous  ophthalmia;  and  its  action 
on  the  hbrous  structures  has  enabled  it  to  cure  even  rheumatic 
and  syphilitic  inflammation  of  the  ball.  It  is  especially  useful  in 
catarrhal  rheumatic  intlammatiou  of  the  ball." — Hughes. 

Glandalar  SyHtem.— "The  glands  chiofly  affected  by  Kali 
bichromioum  are  the  liver  and  the  kidneys.  On  the  liver,  its 
actiou  is  very  marked.  Here  is  a  group  of  sjrmptoms  occurring 
in  one  prover :  '  Achings  for  some  days  in  the  right  hypochou- 
drium;  scanty,  pate,  clay-colored  stools,  sometimes  twice  a  day; 
metallic  taste ;  fetid  breath,  and  confusion  of  the  head/  In  ani- 
mals poisoned  by  it,  the  liver  is  found  congested,  enlarged, 
friable,  of  a  dark  reddish-brown  color,  but  presenting  on  its  sur- 
face whitish-yellow  spots  extending  into  its  substance,  of  soft 
consistence,  and  slightly  depressed." — Dr.  R.  Hughes. 

Kidneys* — On  the  kidneys,  this  drug  has  a  specific  and  pro- 
found action,  producing  intense  congestion  and  inflammation  of 
the  tubular  portion,  and  complete  destruction,  so  that  the  tubu- 
lar portion  can  not  be  distinguished  h'om  the  rest,  with  purulent 
urine,  or  urine  altogether  suppressed.  It  has  been  of  great  utility 
in  suppression  of  the  urine  from  Asiatic  cholera,  and  in  catarrh 
of  the  kidneys.  Its  full  physiological  action  upon  the  kidneys 
has  not  yet  been  fully  learned. 

Skin. — Upon  the  skin,  Kali  bichromieum  causes  papules,  pus- 
tules, and  ulcers.  The  ulcers  have  hard  bases,  with  deep,  dry 
edges.  Dr.  Drysdale  says :  "The  resemblance  in  many  respects 
between  the  action  of  this  medicine  and  that  of  the  syphilitic 
\-iniB,  and  also  its  analogy  to  Mercury,  would  lead  us  to  hope 
that  we  may  find  in  it  another  remedy  for  that  disease.  Though 
vm  would  not  place  any  weight  on  such  a  merely  superticial 
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resemblance,  yet  we  can  not  refrain  from  noticing  the  likeness 
that  the  chronic  ulcer  when  healed  presents  to  the  indurated 
chancre,  A  more  correct  way  of  judging  of  the  resemblance  is  in 
the  further  development  of  the  constitutional  symptoms.  We  have 
in  this  remedy  the  rash  on  the  skin  :  then  the  sore  throat,  which 
has  been  mistaken  for  syphihtic ;  then  the  periosteal  pains ;  then 
tlie  rheumalisra ;  and,  lastly,  the  diseases  of  the  skin,  chiefly  of 
the  pustular  kind,  which  have  the  hard,  dark  scab,  and  leave  the 
depressed  cicatrix."  Experience  has  confirmed  this  hope,  in 
affections  of  the  throat,  eye,  skin,  and  periosteum. 


FibroaN  Tinsne. — Upon  the  fibrous  tissue  about  the  joints 
and  the  periosteum,  Kali  bichromicum  has  a  marked  and  power- 
ful intlueiice.  It  also  affects  the  cartilages,  especially  that  of  the 
nose,  which  it  has  entirely  destroyed.  "The  tibroua  tissues  are 
much  Irritated,  as  shown  by  the  marked  tearing  pains  experienced 
by  the  provers,  especially  about  the  joints.  Still  more  striking  is 
the  effect  upon  the  periosteum,  which  manifests  not  only  pain  at 
certain  spots,  but  its  characteristic  hard  swelhngs.  These  symp- 
toms are  obser\*ed  especially  in  the  parietal,  malar,  and  maxil- 
lary bones,  and  in  the  tibia.  I  see  no  evidence  that  Kali  bichro- 
micum iiitiueuccs  the  bones  themselves;  but  its  carious  effects 
upon  the  nasal  septum  show  a  decided  power  of  destroying  the 
cartilages.  Dr.  Drysdale  thus  describes  what  happens  to  the 
workere  in  chrome:  'For  the  first  days,  there  is  discharge  of 
clear  water  from  the  nose,  with  sneezing;  cliieHy  on  going  into 
the  open  air ;  then  soreness  and  redness  of  the  nose,  with  sensa- 
tion of  a  fetid  smell.  Then  they  have  great  pain  and  tenderness, 
most  at  the  jmiction  of  the  cartilage,  and  the  septum  ulcerates 
quite  through,  while  tlie  nose  becomes  ob»tnicted  by  the  repeated 
formation  of  bard,  elastic  plugs  (called  by  the  workmen  cUukers), 
Finally,  the  membrane  loses  its  sensibility  and  remains  dry, 
with  the  septum  gone,  and  frequently  loss  of  smell  for  years.'  " — 
Hughea. 

"The  rheumatoid  paina  mduced  by  Kali  bichromicum  are  so 
Bumerous  and  cluimctoristic,  that  it  can  hardly  fail  to  take  its 
place  as  a  remedy  for  rheumatic  affections  (as  rheumatic  head- 
ache, lumbngo,  sciatica,  and  periostitis).  Experience  has  here 
also  confirmed  the  indications  of  pathogenesy.  It  is  especially  on 
the  midiUe  ground  l:)etwc'en  rlioumiitism  and  B\'philis — in  perios- 
teal and  s>*philitic  rheunmtiaiu — that  Kali  bichromicum  plays  so 
distingnished  a  part.  It  will  be  aeen«  however,  that  its  action  ia 
by  no  means  limited  to  eases  such  as  this.   The  rheamatiBm  call- 
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ing  for  Kali  bichromieum  is  chronic,  and  of  the  'cold'  variety."— 
Dr,  R.  ITuyhfs. 


Therapeutic  Iiidividaality. 

Kali  bichromicam  is  espucially  adapted  to  fat,  light-haired 
people,  and  to  Bcrofulous,  catarrhal,  and  syphilitic  diseases. 

Discharges  from  the  nose,  mouth,  throat,  stomach,  vagina, 
uterus,  or  any  of  the  mucous  membranes,  of  a  tough,  stringy 
mucus,  which  sticks  to  the  parts  and  can  be  drawn  out  into 
strings  three  feet  long. 

Respiratory  Organs.— Cough,  with  expectoration  of  tough, 
stringy  mucus,  whicli  Hticks  to  the  throat,  mouth,  and  lips;  the 
cough  is  choking  and  croupy ;  worse  in  the  morning ;  voice  rough 
and  hoarse. 

In  chronic  hoarseness  in  laryngitis,  it  is  one  of  our  most  use- 
ful remedies  ;  loose  rattling  cough  ;  complete  aphonia. 

In  true  membranous  croup  or  diphtheritic  croup,  this  is  our 
bc^t  remedy. 

It  is  especially  useful  in  chronic  bronchitis,  with  tough,  stringy 
expectoration,  and  burning  pain  in  the  trachea  and  bronchi.  It 
is  also  of  great  value  in  acute  capillary  bronchitis. 

"Chronic  bronchitis,  chronic  laryngitis,  and  coughs  character- 
ized by  the  presence  of  thick,  tenacious  mucus,  with  dyspnoea 
and  difficult  expectoration,  are  often  well  met  by  the  8d  or  6th 
decimal  dilution," — l>r.  Bayvt. 

"Cough,  with  dyspnoea,  especially  in  morning^  with  expectora- 
tion of  white  mucus  'as  tough  as  pitch,'  and  wliieh  could  be 
drawn  out  into  strings." — Drysdale,  [In  seventy  individuals 
in  chrome  works.] 

"Frequent  hawking  and  expectoration  of  tenacious,  yellowish- 
white  mucus,  which  accumulates  in  large  quantities  in  th«  air- 
passages,  followed  by  relief  of  the  hoarseness." — Lackner. 

Morning  dyspntea,  with  a  moist,  wheezing,  stuffy  cough. 

"Dyspmca;  wheezing  and  panting;  with  tightness  at  bifurca- 
tion of  bronchia  ;  as  if  mucous  membrane  was  thickened."

BroniiNm. — The  prolonged  adminiBtration  of  the  Bromides, 
eHpeeially  the  Bromide  of  Potassinm,  produces  a  peculiar  Htat«  of 
the  eyatem  to  which  the  term  Bnmusm  is  applied.  "This  con- 
dition of  chronic  poisoning  differs  from  the  effects  of  a  few  me- 
dicinal doses  in  the  extent  and  intensity,  but  not  in  the  character, 
of  the  symptoms.  From  one  to  three  drachms  daily  produce  ex- 
treme pallor  and  ana?mia,  dilated  pupils,  acne  on  the  face,  fore- 
bead,  and  shoulders ;  a  fetid  Dromine  hreuth ;  slow  and  feeble 
action  of  the  heart ;  breath lessness,  and  quickened  pulse  on  slight 
exertion ;  co«il  hands  and  feet,  a  general  subjective  sensation  of 
coldness  ;  movements  in  walkuig  tremulous  and  uncertain  ;  dimi- 
nution of  the  tactile  sensibility  of  both  cutaneous  and  mucous 
surfaces ;  fauoes  di*y.  and  the  reflex  movements  sluggish ;  swal- 
lowing somewliat  ilifficult ;  antapUrodisia  and  complete  relaxation 
of  the  genitals ;  mind  weak,  manifested  in  silly  conduct  and  un- 
meaning laughter. 
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"Various  mental  symptoms  are  in  some  subjects  produced  by 
tlio  long-eoutinued  use  of  the  Bromides.  "Weftkness  of  mind, 
without  perversion  of  intellect,  is  a  very  constant  result  of  the 
continued  use  of  large  doses.  Headache,  confusion  of  mind,  and 
a  sort  of  intoxiration  bad  long  ago  been  obsened  to  follow  the 
use  of  Bromide  of  Potash  in  even  moderate  doses  (Puche),  A 
form  of  mental  derangement,  with  hallucinations  of  a  melancholic 
character,  has  l>een  observed  by  Hammond  and  others. 

"The  pallor  and  anaemia  of  Bromism  are  due  to  several 
causes ;  to  the  diminished  action  of  the  heart ;  slowness  of  the 
capillary  circulation,  and  consequent  interference  in  the  meta- 
morphosis of  tissue;  derangement  of  digestion  and  aflsimilatioti 
in  consequence  of  gastric  catarrh ;  and  diminished  blood  supply 
to  the  cerebro-spiual  axis.  The  disorders  of  voluntary  movement, 
the  uncertain  gait,  the  apparent  defects  of  co-ordination,  are 
variously  explained ;  but  they  are  doubtless  made  up  of  several 
factors,  of  which  the  cutaneous  anfrstheHia  is  the  most  inHuen- 
tial.  The  Bromides  possess  the  power  to  destroy  or  impair  the 
irritability  of  the  motor  and  sensory  nerves,  and  contractility  of 
muscle;  and  to  these  effects,  must  be  attributed,  in  part,  the  dis- 
orders of  voluntary  movement  not«d  aI)ove. 

"It  is  very  obvious  that  the  Bromides  depress  certain  organic 
functions;  they  diminish  the  action  of  the  heart,  lower  the  ani- 
mal temperature,  and  lessen  the  blood  supply  to  various  or^^'uns. 
These  results  can  only  be  accomplished  by  a  sedative  influence 
on  the  sympathetic  system.  8ome  very  accurate  observers  have 
maintained  that  in  this  action  lies  all  of  tlie  physiological  power 
of  the  Bromides." — Bnrtholow. 


NerTOttS  System.— "The  persistence  of  voluntary  movement 
in  the  frog  after  the  abolition  of  reHex  action,  shows  that  the 
inlluence  of  the  dnig  is  not  chiefly  exerted  upon  the  cerebral  cen- 
ters of  motor  impulse,  nor  upon  those  cells  of  the  cord  that  origi- 
nate movement,  but  upon  either  the  afferent  nerves  or  those  por- 
tions of  the  cord  which  transmit  the  impulse  from  these  nerves  to 
the  cells  presiding  imracdiately  over  motion.  This  is  confirmed 
by  some  experiments  of  Lewisky,  in  which  it  was  found  that  pre- 
vious separation  of  the  cord  from  the  cerebnim  had  no  intluenoe 
upon  the  action  of  the  Bromide.  Both  he  and  Purser  also  found 
that  death  occuiTcd  from  small  doses  before  the  motor  nerN'e 
trunks  and  the  muscles  had  lost  their  irritability.  This  being  so, 
the  question  arises  whether  the  paralysis  be  spinal  or  due  to 
paralysis  of  the  peripheral  afferent  nerves.    There  is  an  apparent 
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conflict  in  the  evidence  upon  thiH  point.  Eulenberg  and  Gutt- 
mann  found,  that,  wUeu  acceBS  of  the  poison  was  prevented  to  one 
or  more  limbs  by  tying  the  arteriea,  reflex  actions  were  abolished 
in  these  parts  as  rapidly  as  in  others.  Similar  results  have  been 
obtained  by  Lewisky,  by  Roberts,  Bartholow,  by  Purser,  and  by 
Laborde.  The  latter  observer  has  also  found  that  electrical 
stimulation  of  a  nerve  high  up  will  cause  violent  spasms  in  the 
muscles  directly  suppUed  by  it,  although  it  may  be  unable  to  ex- 
cite the  fiUj;htest  reflex  tremor.  On  tiie  other  hand,  Damourett© 
and  Pelvette  assert  a  contraiy  result.  Unfortnnately,  they  do 
not  give  the  details  of  their  experiments.  They  state,  however, 
that,  if  the  lumbar  plexus  of  vessels  be  tied  before  the  poisoning, 
the  fore  feet  lose  their  reflex  activity  before  the  hinder.  There 
are  two  possible  methods  of  reconciling  their  results  with  tliose  of 
the  other  observers.  In  some  way,  the  operation  may  have  inter- 
fered with  the  circulation  in  the  lower  part  of  the  cord,  and  con- 
sequently the  poison  have  reached  more  freely  the  upper  part  of 
it  and  acted  first  upon  it.  A^iu,  if  the  injection  was,  as  is  very 
probable,  thrown  into  tbe  anterior  portion  of  the  body,  the  poison 
may  have  reache<l  the  anterior  extremities  in  so  concentrated  a 
form  aa  to  have  acted,  as  it  were,  locally  npon  their  nerves  and 
muscles.  The  same  observers,  in  other  portions  of  their  memoirs, 
show  the  solutions  of  these  salts  travel  by  imbibition ;  and  this 
and  their  local  action  seem  to  me  to  be  the  cause  of  the  differ- 
ences of  experimental  results.  It  seems  well  established  that  cu- 
taneous anffisthesia,  in  greater  or  less  degree,  accompanies  the  loss 
of  reflex  activity;  for,  as  Dr.  Purser  says,  a  poisoned  animal 
quite  able  to  jump  submits  to  pinching,  pricking,  burning,  etc.. 
without  moving,  Eulenberg  and  (Juttniann  have  noticed  the  same 
thing  in  rabbits.  Damourette  and  Pelvett*  have  noticed  a  con- 
dition in  which  electrical  stimulation  of  a  nerve-tnmk  prtnluced 
mHrked  reflex  action,  although  no  oxoitement  of  the  skin  supplied 
by  the  afferent  libers  of  the  nerve  was  capable  of  doing  this, 
showing  tbnt  tbo  extremities  of  the  ncnsitive  ner\'ea  are  ntfectwl 
before  the  tnuiks.  The  evidence  is.  I  think.  sutHcient  to  prove 
that  Bromide  of  Potassium  affects  all  the  parts  of  the  ner\'0U8 
system  of  the  lower  animals,  but  that  the  cerebnim,  the  motor 
tract  of  the  cord,  and  tlic  efferent  nerves  are  the  last  portions  to 
be  affected ;  that  the  most  sensitive  to  its  action  is  tbe  receptive 
portion  of  the  rord. — tluil  which  rcceivos  and  transmits  reflex  im- 
pulses,— and  next  to  this,  nnd,  perhaps,  almost  equally  suscepti- 
ble with  it,  are  tbe  peripheral  ends  of  tlie  efferent  nen'es.  Upon 
the  cerebrum  of  tbe  higher  aoimals,  the  Bromides  undoubtedly 
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exert  an  influence ;  but  I  am  not  cognizant  of  any  reeearcbcs  suf- 
ficiently elaborate  to  show  its  extent  or  nature-  Upon  man  Uie 
Bromide  evidently  acta  as  upon  the  lower  animals  ;  atfecting  to  a 
greater  extent  his  cerebrum  because  of  ita  higher  development, 
but  lowering,  also,  the  rcHex  excitability  of  his  apinal  cord,  para- 
lyzing the  ends  of  hia  peripherid  nerves,  and  otherwis*;  affecting 
him  in  the  same  order  and  degree  ob  the  lower  animals." — H.  C- 
IVood,  M,  D. 

"It  paralyzes  the  nerves  of  the  spinal  cord," — Pletzer, 
"It  diminishes  the  reflex  excitability  of  the  nervous  centers." 
— B.  Sequard. 

The  sensory  nerves  lose  their  properties  before  the  motor,  the 
latter  are  affected  before  the  Bi)inal  cord,  and  the  spinal  cord  be- 
fore the  muscles.  It  appears  that  it  is  not  a  direct  poison  to  the 
nerves,  bui  acts  on  Oiem  hy  and  through  the  hlood-vesseU. 

Circulation.— It  is  now  a  well-established  fact,  "that  laiig© 
doses  of  the  Bromide  exert  a  direct  paralyzing  action  on  the  heart, 
lessening  both  the  force  and  frequency  of  the  beat,  and  finally 
causing  diastolic  arrest.  Dr.  J.  G.  Schoulen  found,  that,  during 
the  slow  injection  of  a  two-per-cent  solution  into  tbe  vena  cava  of  a 
rabbit,  fhe  cardiac  systole  grew  slower,  the  diastole  pauses  longer, 
and  finnlly  the  heart  stood  still,  exhibiting  only  fibrillary  con- 
tractions of  itH  walls.  The  same  observer  is.  so  far  as  I  know, 
the  only  one  who  has  made  raanonietrical  studies  of  the  action  of 
small  doses  of  the  drug.  Ho  found  that  such  amounts  of  the 
Bromide  administered  liypodermically  or  by  the  stomach,  alwaya 
produced  increased  pulse-frequency,  with  leHsened  arterial  pres- 
sure. His  exp»eriment8  were,  however,  not  carried  far  enough  to 
demonstrate  either  how  these  two  chniigcH  are  brought  about,  or 
the  relations  of  the  drug  to  the  vaso-motor  nerves.  Much  has 
been  ]»redicated  upon  the  theory  which  asserts  that  Bromide  of 
Potassium  causes  vaso-motor  spasm.  No  decisive  proofs  have, 
however,  yet  been  offered  of  the  truth  of  this  favorite  dogma. 
The  evidence  so  far  brought  forward  is  as  follows.  Lewisky 
found,  that,  if  the  toes  of  two  frogs— one  poisoned,  the  other  not 
— were  cut  off.  the  unpoisoned  frog  bled  much  more  freely  than 
the  other.  This  experiment  has  been  confirmed  by  Dr.  Amory. 
It,  however,  evidently  does  not  prove  the  existence  of  vaso-motor 
spasm,  but  only  that  of  a  lessened  activity  of  the  circulation, 
which  may  be  of  cardiac  origin. 

"According  to  Damourett^t,  when  the  inter-digital  membrane 
of  the  frog  is  watched  during  poisoning,  there  is  hogu  at  fixst  very 
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ofteu  an  exceedingly  brief  period  of  increased  circulation  ;  but  in 
a  very  bbort  tmiu  the  latter  becomes  much  slower.  Dr.  Meiuiot 
asserts  that  by  the  aid  uf  the  microscope  this  slowing  of  the  circu- 
lation can  readily  be  seen  to  be  due  to  a  contraction  of  the  capil- 
laries, and  especially  of  the  small  arteries,  whose  lumen  may  even 
be  obliterated.  Dr.  Saisson  also  asserts  that  he  has  ^sitnegsed  a 
similar  phenomenon  in  the  tongue  of  the  frog;  and  Drs.  Ham- 
mond and  Amory  state  that  they  have  seen  it  in  the  brain  of  the 
dog.  On  the  other  hand.  Dr.  Purser  and  Dr.  F.  B.  Nunueley 
assert  that  the  vessels  in  the  frog's  web  are  not  affected  by  Bro- 
mide of  Potassium  given  hypodermically. 

"My  own  studies  of  the  actions  of  various  poisons  npim  the 
vessels  of  the  frog's  web  have  yielded  such  varying  and  unsatis- 
factory results  as  to  make  me  hesitate  in  accepting  evidence  of 
this  nature  unless  othei-wise  corroborated.  In  the  absence  of 
manometrical  studies^  I  think  the  most  that  can  be  fairly  claimed 
ia  that  our  present  knowledge  renders  it  somewhat  probable  that 
the  Bromide  of  Potassium  is  capable  of  producing  vaso-motor 
spasm.  The  further  deduction  that  the  uenous  symptoms 
induced  are  secondary  to  and  produce<l  by  this  spasm  is  wholly 
gratuitous,  unproven,  and  improbable.  The  action  of  the  Bro- 
mide when  applied  locally  to  the  bared  ner\'e  demonstrates  that  it 
acts  directly  upon  nerve-tissue.  Further,  the  absolute  autemia 
of  the  bloodless  'salt  frog'  produces  no  such  nervous  symptoms 
as  does  even  a  non-toxic  dose  of  the  Bromide  ;  and  the  direct  ex- 
periments of  Dr.  A.  Neil  have  showni  that  iu  the  frog  the  com- 
plete abolition  of  circulation  has  no  effect  upon  the  spinal 
marrow  or  upon  reflex  actions  during  the  first  half-hour.  The 
proof  is  very  strong  that  the  drug  acts  directly  upon  the  nervous 
tissue."— />r.  //.  C.  Wood, 

Dr.  Pelvet  says:  "The  minute  blood-vessels  contract  immedi- 
ately in  the  region  of  injection,  and  later  throughout  the  organ- 
ism ;  and  this  contraction  is  succeeiled  by  dilatation. " 

"It  lessens  the  amount  of  blood  circulating  within  the 
cranium,  an<l  produces  a  shrinking  of  the  brain  from  this  cause.** 
— Ilttmmotul. 

"It  appears  from  the  above  experiments,  that  the  pr'tmtuy 
affect  of  the  Bromide  of  Potafisium  is  to  canse  enutmctiun  of  the 
blooii-vessels  everywhere,  not  only  iu  the  brain,  but  throughout 
the  whole  organism,  and  that  this  contraction  is  followed  by  dila- 
tation, 

"To  this  primary  action  is  due  its  power  to  prevent  certain 
kinds  of  spasms,  pain,  epilepsy,  etc.,  and  to  cause  sleep. 
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"The  secondary  effect  of  this  drug,  however,  is  equally  impor- 
tant; namely,  the  dilttttUion  following  the  contraction.  Wliat  is 
the  result  of  tliifi  secondary  action  ?  According  to  Brown-Sequard, 
when  the  Mood-vessels  of  the  spinal  cord  and  brain  have  been 
unduly  contracted^  the  muscular  fibers  of  the  blood-vessels  are 
soon  exhausted,  and  become  paralyzed,  allowing  a  considerable 
degree  of  congestion  to  take  place  ;  sensibility  and  the  reflex  fac- 
ulty become  morbidly  increased,  and  con\'ul8ion8  occur. 

"From  these  facts  and  dedactUm*^  it  appears  that  the  Bromide  of 
Pottisainvi  U  homfropathic  to  all  the  morhid  condition*  and  sipnptoms 
in  which  it  has  been  found  useful  by  the  AUtjpathic  scJtool" — Dr.  E. 
M.  IlaU. 

Temperature. — "In  warm-blooded  animals,  toxic  doses  of 
the  Bromide  of  Potassium  lower  very  decidedly  the  temperature. 
Although  the  point  can  not  be  considered  settled,  it  is  probable 
that  this  lowering  of  temperature  is  due  to  a  direct  checking  of 
the  tissue-changes.  Dr.  J.  H.  Bill  has  found  a  constant  decrease 
in  the  amount  of  carbonic  acid  eliminated  after  the  ingestion  of 
the  salt.  In  his  experiments,  the  daily  excretion  of  urea  was  not 
perceptibly  affected.  But  Brs.  Rabuteau  and  Bartholow  fomid  it 
slightly  lessened."— ZV.  H.  C.  Wood, 

"Very  obvious  effects  on  the  action  of  the  heart,  on  the  respir- 
ation, and  on  the  animal  temperature,  are  produced  by  the 
Bromides  if  administered  in  considerable  quantity.  These  func- 
tions are  depressed,  but  the  depression  is  much  less  eWdent  as  to 
temperature ;  hence,  in  order  to  determine  this  result,  most  care- 
ful observationB  are  necessary.  The  author  has  ascertained  that 
two  drachms  of  the  Bromide  of  Potassium  will  lower  the  temper- 
ature in  a  healthy  adult  from  one-tifth  to  one-half  a  degree ;  the 
respirations  from  two  to  five,  and  the  pulse  from  ten  to  twenty 
beats  per  minute.  These  effects  are  more  pronounced  in  animals, 
as  ascertained  by  the  administration  of  lethal  doses.  In  man, 
the  iiuml)cr  of  the  cardiac  pulsations  is  not  only  reduced,  but 
their  force  is  diminished,  and  the  tension  of  the  arterial  system 
ia  lowered." — Bartholow. 

Glaudular  System. — "The  secretions  of  the  glands  are 
diminished  in  proportion  to  the  contraction  of  their  blood-ves- 
sels."—PWr«<. 

If  the  primar>*  effect  of  this  drug  is  to  cause  contraction  of  the 
blood-vessels  supplying  the  glands,  the  secondarj*  effect  must 
be  dilatation  with  congestion.  It  is  a  general  rule  that  conges- 
tion diminishes  the  secretion  of  a  gland. 
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*' Excessive  action  in  a  gland  diminishes  secretion." — Head- 
Itind, 

Sexual  Or^ns. — This  drug  has  a  specific  and  profound  action 
upon  the  sexaal  organs  of  both  male  and  female.  Men  of  vigor- 
ous constitution^  accustomed  to  daily  erections  of  the  penis, 
found  that  they  ceased  while  taking  the  medicine,  and  for  several 
days  after  it  had  been  discontinued. 

"A  very  notable  effect  of  the  Bromides — chiefly  Bromide  of 
Potassium — is  the  diminution  of  the  sexual  feeling  and  of  the 
power  of  erections  produced  by  it.  This  fact  has  been  established 
by  abundant  clinical  evidence.  This  result  is  not,  however,  pro- 
duced with  equal  facility  in  all  cases,  and  considerable  doses  are 
necessary  in  any  case  (hfteen  to  twenty  grains  tliree  times  a 
day)." — BartkoUnv.  [It  not  only  lowers  animal  desire,  but  pro- 
duces a  feeling  of  lUsgnsl  for  all  sexual  ideas.] 

"In  certain  neuroses  of  the  genito- urinary  organs,  male  and 
female,  excellent  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  use  of  the 
Bromide  of  Potassium,  Abnormal  sexual  excitement  and  nocturnal 
semhuU  emigsions  may  be  checked  by  this  remedy.  The  condition 
of  ])l**thora  is  the  indication  for  the  Bromide.  Wben  the  scxunl 
organs  are  much  relaxed,  the  erections  feeble,  and  the  seminal 
fluid  watery,  especially  if  there  be  such  a  constant  stillicidium  of 
semen  as  to  constitute  the  so-called  diurnal  losses,  this  drug  does 
harm.  'Don't  give  such  large  doses,  then  it  will  do  great  go4)d.j 
The  more  nearly  nocturnal  emissions  a]>prua(;li  the  physiological 
type,  tli«  more  effective  the  Bromides.  As  they  act  by  diminish- 
ing the  blood  supply  to  the  erectile  organs,  it  is  obnons  tliat  they 
are  contra-indicated  when  there  is  debility,  and  the  erections  are 
feeble.  They  prove  completely  successful  when  the  erections  are 
normal  as  to  character,  but  teasing  and  persistent.  The  various 
nerN'oufl  disturbances  growing  out  of  nttgitthjicd  ttexual  dc»ire  are 
quieted  by  these  agents.  Mrnorrhnf/ia  dependent  on  ovarian  irri- 
tation, is  usually  promptly  arrcstod  by  those  agents;  and  some- 
times metrorrhtiffia,  even  wben  due  to  a  fibroid,  is  improved  by 
this  dnig." — Bnrihiihnr. 

The  sense  of  hillness  in  the  head  and  the  painful  fluBhcs  of  the 
face  at  the  climacteric  are  often  cured  with  this  drug;  and  it  is 
useful  in  obstinate  vomiting  in  pregnancy,  ovarian  neuralgia, 
and  sub-involution  of  the  uterus. 


Macon»  Menibraiieft.— The  effect  of  the  Bromides  upon  the 
mucous  membrane  is  to  lower  the  sensibility  to  tactile  impres- 
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fiionBi  at  all  accessible  points  of  this  tissue,  affecting  especially 
the  velum  paluli,  uvula,  and  upper  portion  of  tlie  pharjnix.  The 
anffisthesia  is  bo  complete  that  these  parts  may  be  tickled  with- 
out producing  nausea  or  involuntary  movements  of  deglutition. 
This  action  greatly  facilitates  the  use  of  the  laryngoscope  in  oper- 
ating on  the  throat.  It  hIbo  produces  gastric  catarrh,  but  has  but 
little  effect  upon  the  digestive  organs.  A  very  large  dose  has 
produced  a  slight  diarrhcea. 


Skin.— Upon  the  skin,  it  produces  papules,  pustules,  and 
ulcers;  and  the  sensibility  to  tactile  impressions  is  greatly 
lowered,  the  palms  of  the  bands  and  soles  of  the  feet  being  par- 
ticularly affected. 

"The  action  of  Bromide  of  Potassa  on  the  skin  is  quite  decided 
and  EpeciUc.  It  seems  to  cause,  invariably,  after  it  has  been 
taken  some  time  in  large  doses,  {a)  an  eruption  of  stnall  both,  m 
successive  crops,  chietiy  over  the  face  and  trunk,  with  trouble- 
some itching;  (h)  a  papular  rash  on  the  face,  with  hent  and  itch- 
ing ;  (<•)  acne,  chiefly  on  the  face,  scalp,  and  shoulders,  not  very 
painful,  varying  in  size  from  a  millet  seed  to  a  large  pea ;  (f/) 
pustular  eruptions  of  malignant  aspect,  much  resembling  vario- 
loid ;  (<?)  corroding  ulcers.  Nursing  children  liave  had  the  charac- 
teristic acne,  from  the  taking  of  the  Bromide  by  the  mother, 
showing  that  it  is  taken  up  into  the  milk." — l)r.  E.  M.  Hale, 

Brown-Sequard  thinks  that  the  cropping-out  of  an  acne-like 
eruption  on  the  face,  neck,  shoulders,  etc.,  is  an  evidence  that  the 
Bromide  is  proving  curative,  and  asserts  that  there  is  a  positive 
relation  between  the  intensity  of  the  emption  and  the  efficiency  of 
the  remedy  against  epilepsy;  and  Voisin  says  the  al>olition  of 
reflex  nausea, — ascertained  by  passing  a  spoon  as  far  back  as  the 
epiglottis,  without  causing  attempts  at  vomiting,— hypnotic 
manifestations,  general  lassitude,  and  its  autaphrodisiac  action, 
are  indications  of  the  successful  action  of  the  remedy. 

Mn^rnlar  Syst<>m.— "MotiUty  is  impaired  by  the  long-con- 
tinued use  of  the  Bromides  hi  man :  and  in  animals  paralysis  of 
the  muscles  ensues.  If  injected  into  the  tissues  of  a  limb,  paraly- 
813  of  motion  and  sensibility  begins  in  that  member.  In  man, 
the  impaired  motility  is  probably  due  to  other  factors  as  well  as 
to  the  action  of  the  Bromides  on  the  muscular  tissue ;  viz.,  to  the 
cutaneous  amesthesia.  and  to  anffimia  of  tbe  co-ordinating  centers, 
in  consequence  of  wluch  their  functional  power  is  lowered-"^ 
Bartholaw, 
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"It  is  not  a  poison  of  any  spetual  tissues  or  syBtem.  It  kills 
all  nerves  and  muscles ;  and  it  may  therefore  be  defined  as  a  gen- 
eral nervo-muBcular  poison.  It  affects  the  sensory  and  motor 
ner\'ee  and  spinal  cord  before  the  muscles," — Martin^  Daviourette. 
atui  Pi'lvet. 

**Tiie  wealuiesB  and  final  paralysis  of  the  mmtcular  gyitcm  is 
due  to  the  contraction  of  the  hl/nxl-tu^nscU,  and  consequent  weak- 
ness and  paralysis  of  the  nerves.  The  secondary  cramps,  twitch- 
ings,  contrnctions.  and  spasms  of  the  muscles,  are  due  to  the 
dilatation  of  tlie  blood-vessels. " — Hale. 

Elimination. — The  elimination  of  this  drag  takes  plac« 
throuE:;h  the  mucous  membranes,  cbicdy  by  the  kidneys;  next  to 
the  kidneys,  through  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  fauces;  then 
the  intestinal  tract,  bronchi,  and  slightly  through  the  skin. 
"When  the  blood  is  charged  with  the  Bromide,  the  salt  probably 
escapes  with  all  the  secretions.  It  has  l>een  found  by  Voisin. 
Amory,  Namias,  Bill,  etc.,  in  the  saliva  and  the  urine.  Amory 
has  also  demuiiKtrated  its  presence  in  the  perspiration.  In  the 
body  of  a  man  who  died  while  taking  it,  M.  Namias  found  it  in 
all  the  Uquids,  as  well  as  in  the  brain,  liver,  spinal  cord,  lungs, 
etc.  Elimination  takes  place  to  a  certain  extent  through  the 
skin,  and  to  some  extent  through  the  intestinal  mucous  mem- 
brane. Dr.  Bill  always  dete'*ted  it  in  marked  quantities  in  the 
feeces  of  men  taking  it;  and  H.  Quincke  found,  that,  when  forty 
grains  of  the  Bromide  of  Sodium  were  given  to  dogs  with  intesti- 
nal tistula,  two  and  a  half  hours  afterward  the  intestinal  juices 
were  free  from  the  Bromides,  which  reappeared  in  them  after  from 
three  to  six  hours.  The  salt  escapes  also  tlirough  the  kidneys. 
The  rapidity  of  elimination  seems  to  vary.  Thus,  Amory  recov- 
ered one-half  of  the  amount  ingested  during  the  first,  and  one- 
third  during  the  second,  twenty-four  hours,  and  Mr.  Ware 
obtained  a  little  more  tlmu  half  of  the  amount  ingested  in  the 
urine  of  the  succeeding  thirty-two  hours,  while  Bill  was  not  able 
to  get  more  than  one-eighteenth  of  it  during  the  fij*Bt  day.  Dr. 
Bill  has  frequently  found  the  Bromides  in  the  urine  two  weeks 
after  the  last  dose  had  been  exlubited ;  and  Dr.  Babuteau  has 
seen  its  presence  persist  under  similar  circumstances  for  a 
month."— />r.  //.  C.  Wood, 

The  Bromides  Compared.— Bartholow's  experiments  on  ani- 
mals have  demoustrattti  that  the  Bromide  of  Potassium  possesses 
the  most  toxic  power,  and  the  Bromide  of  Sodium  the  least. 
The  Bromide  of  Lithium  is  tirst,  the  Bromide  of  !i>odium  second.

and  the  Bromide  of  Potassium  third,  in  hypnotic  power,  A3 
respects  the  intiuenc©  of  these  agents  severally  on  the  reHex  fac- 
ulty of  the  spinal  cord,  it  may  be  stated  that  none  of  them  pos- 
sess the  power  to  abolish  the  reflex  faculty  except  when  admmis- 
tered  in  lethal  doses.  Considered  from  this  point  of  view,  the 
Bromides  may  be  grouped  as  follows:  Bromide  0/  Amnwnium, 
Jiromide  of  Potas»iuvif  Brotnide  of  Lithium^  and  Bromide  of 
Sodium, 


Therapoutie  Individuality, 

Head  and  Mind. — Profound  melancholy,  from  anemia. 

Loss  of  memor>%  forgets  how  to  talk,  absent-mindedness. 

Great  despondency,  with  insanity,  a  feeling  of  moral  defi- 
ciency, or  a  religious  ilelusion,  from  anaemia. 

Delirium  tremens,  in  the  first  or  irritative  stage ;  face  flushed ; 
eyes  red ;  delirium  active ;  horrid  illusions,  hard,  quick  pulse, 
(rive  to  twenty  grains  once  in  two  houi-s). 

Remarkably  depressed,  with  well-marked  amnesic  aphasia. 

The  memorj'  absolutely  destroyed,  from  oufemia  and  emacia- 
tion. 

Somnambulism,  and  night  terrors  of  children. 

"Frightful  imajrinings  in  pregnant  women,  from  congestion  of 
the  brain." — Dr  IhiU, 

"Puerperal  mania,  when  attended  by  ferocious  or  erotic  delir- 
ium, is  often  cured  by  free  doses  of  this  drug." — Dr.  Hale. 

"Profound,  and  yet  disturbed,  sleep,  always  awakens  with  a 
mental  stniggle,  'not  knowing  at  first  where  I  was,  or  what  had 
i>ecome  of  me.' 

"Great  difficulty  in  getting  and  keeping  the  right  word, 
although  the  right  idea  is  present  to  the  mmd.  [This  is  caused 
from  anaemia  of  the  frontal  lobe  of  the  brain.] 

"Epilepsy  from  cereliral  congestion,  with  vascular  fullness  of 
the  retina,  as  shown  by  the  ophthalmoscope,  is  cured  with  the 
Bromide  of  Potassium ;  Imt,  if  there  is  anajmia  of  the  brain,  tha 
Bromide  aggravateK." — Dr.  R.  C.  Vance. 

"Xo  therapeutical  fact  is  better  established  than  the  influence 
of  Bromide  of  Potassium  over  epilfjmf  and  fjnUptiform  convul- 
sions. It  has  been  well  ascertauied  that  Bromide  of  Potassium 
ia  most  valuable  in  those  cases  of  epilepsy  characterized  by  fre- 
quent and  violent  convulsive  seizures.  Epileptiform  attacks, 
dependent  on  the  presence  of  a  tumor  or  other  coarse  organic 
lesion  of  the  brain,  are  usually  suspended  by  the  use  of  this  drag.

Although  the  neoplasm  is  unafifected  in  its  growth.  It  is  a  curious 
■circumBtance  that  attacks  nocturnal  exclnslvDly,  arc  lees  amcu- 
-ablo  to  the  Bromide  treatment  than  those  which  occur  in  the 
•day-time.  Petit  mat,  or  epileptoid  seizures,  are  as  a  rule  not  ao 
much  benefited  as  are  cases  of  the  (jrand  viol;  and  hysterical  con- 
vulsions are  rarely  improved  by  Bromides." — Dr.  ii.  Bartkaloic, 

In  reHex  cerebral  irritatiou,  with  active  congestion  in  children 
•during  teething,  cholera  infantum,  or  scarlet  fever,  it  is  almost  a 
specific.     (First  stape  of  Hydroccphaloid  from  cholera  infantum.) 

Miffraine,  with  Hushed  face,  throbbing  temples,  injected  con- 
junctiva, photophobia,  and  much  congestion  of  the  brain. 

Tetunus. — Of  all  known  remedies  this  is  the  best  for  tetanus. 
H.  C.  Wood  gives  fifteen  cases  in  which  the  Bromide  cured  thir- 
teen. No  results  equal  to  this  have  been  achieved  by  any  other 
agent,  not  even  by  Calabar  bean  ;  but,  to  succeed,  it  must  be  given 
in  large  doses  (one  drachm)  every  three  or  four  hours. 

Sexual  Organs,  Hale. — Excessive  sexual  desire,  amorous 
dreams,  erections,  and  nocturnal  emissions.  This  is  a  precious 
remedy  in  6i>ermatorrh<ea,  before  the  paralytic  symptoms  have  set 
in  ;  the  erections  are  normal  but  teasing  and  persistent,  with  noc- 
turnal emissions  and  the  nervous  disturbances  growing  out  of 
unsatisfied  sexual  desire ;  but  it  must  be  given  in  from  five  to  fif- 
teen grains  at  a  dose  three  times  a  day,  to  subdue  the  condition 
of  plethora.  Added  to  this,  the  testicles  should  be  suspended  in 
cold  water  some  minntes,  morning  and  night,  with  cold  sponging. 

Hexnal  Or^ns,  Female.— Ovarian  neuralgia  from  nervous 
nnrest  which  grows  out  of  ungratified  sexual  desire. 

In  monorrhagia  from  ovarian  irritation  caused  by  strong  sex- 
ual desire  ;  it  acts  with  great  promptness. 

Excessive  sexual  desire  during  the  menses. 

Scanty  menstruation,  in  fleshy  women. 

Induration  and  enlargement  of  the  womb.    Bub-involntion. 

"Menstrual  ailments,  before  the  menses;  headache;  during 
the  menses,  epileptic  spasms,  n3miphnmania,  itching,  burning, 
and  excitement  of  the  ^•ulva,  pudenda,  and  clitoris ;  after  the 
menses,  headache,  insomnia,  and  heat  in  the  genitals." — Halt. 

"In  pruritus  of  the  vulva  from  irritation  of  the  uterus  or  ova- 
ries, or  any  hypers'sthcsia  of  the  veins  of  that  locality,  no  remedy 
tcan  equal  the  Bromide  of  Potash." — Ilftle. 

In  vaginismus,  it  has  acted  favorably. 
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In  large  doses  it  has  cured  ovarian  cysts  after  tapping.  Two 
cases  are  recorded  by  Dr.  Black  in  the  British  Journal  of  Homas- 
7patky, 

For  morning  sickness,  use  large  doses  injected  per  rectum. 

CUmaeteric,  mih  pa'uiful  Jitishings  of  the  face ^  and  much  con- 
gestion of  hltM)il  to  tiu  }iead;  palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Suh-involntion  of  the  utcriut  has  often  been  cured  by  this  rem- 
edy ;  and  it  has  appeared  to  cure  some  cases  of  dbrous  tumors  of 
the  uterus. 

Digcstire  Organs. — "Complete  anwethesia  of  the  tlu-oat,  so 
that  the  linger  may  be  carried  to  the  base  of  the  tongue,  touch 
the  amygdala  or  posterior  nares,  and  tickle  the  uvula,  without 
inducing  any  effort  at  vomiting  or  deglutition.  Of  much  use 
in  laryngoscopy." — IlaU, 

"In  nausea  and  vomiting  of  drunkards  and  pregnant  women, 
it  often  acts  magically."— //rt/e, 

"Asiatic  cholera.  In  the  first  stage,  it  arrests  the  vomiting; 
cramps,  and  rice-water  stools;  restores  the  secretion  of  urine; 
and  the  warmth  and  color  return  to  the  cold,  hvid  skin." — 
Dr,  Beghie. 

Cholera  infantum,  with  reflex  cerebral  irritation  of  the  brain, 
before  effusion. 

Flatulent  colic  in  children  and  hysterical  women. 

"Polypoid  tumors  of  the  rectum.*' — HelimUK 

"It  has  relieved  spasms  of  the  sphincter  oni," — Uale. 

Constipation;  stools  ver>'  dry,  hard,  and  infrequent. 

ReHpiratory  Orcrans.— It  has  acted  finely  in  whooping-cough, 
with  spasmodic,  dry  cough ;  also  in  the  nervous,  dry,  hysterical 
cough  of  women,  especially  if  pregnant. 

"Spasmodic,  dry  croup,  occurring  suddenly  in  the  night ;  from 
reflex  irritation,  teething,  worms,  and  not  catarrhal." — Hale, 

Laryngismus  stridulus,  from  neurosis  or  reflex  irritation. 

Cough  that  is  dry,  due  to  reflex  action  from  stomach,  intestines, 
or  utenis. 

Torpid  bronchitis,  with  copious  purulent  expectoration. 

In  spasmodic  asthma,  with  dry,  nervous,  spasmodic  cough,  it 
has  acted  well,  if  there  ia  great  tightness  of  breathing. 

Cardiac  neuroses  from  spinal  or  uterine  irritation. 

When  given  in  the  crude  form,  it  is  best  to  give  it  in  beer 
or  milk. 

Hkin. — It  is  very  valuable  in  long-lasting  ecrofolous  ulcer- 
ations, given  in  the  crude  form. 
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Large,  indolent,  painful  pustiiJcs;  boils. 

Acne  of  the  fa<:t'  in  young  flt'sliy  people  of  gross  habits. 

Pustular  ulcerations,  and  small  Ijoils. 

Especially  adapted  to  large,  tlesby  people,  and  to  (iiseased 
organs  that  are  in  a  hypertrophic  condition.  Acts  better  in  chil- 
dren than  in  adults. 

Aggravation.— In  the  evening.

Mucous  Membranes. —Carbonate  of  Potash  acta  upon  the 
mucous  membranes  of  the  respiratory  organs,  and  the  digeetivt- 
tract,  producing  excessive  irritation,  bordering  on  inHammation, 
but  hardly  reaching  that  point.  Upon  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  kidneys,  it  acts  aa  a  diuretic,  changing  the  urine  to  allcaliue. 

Serous  Membranes. — It  causes  an  extremely  dry  condition  of 
the  serous  membranes,  iucluding  the  myolemma  of  the  muscles, 
from  which  we  get  sharp,  stitching  pains,  the  greatest  "key-note" 
of  Eali  carbonicum. 

Bloml.— Increased  amount  of  fibrine  in  the  blood,  and  a  state 

similar  to  rheamatism. 

Ovario-Uterine  Syst-em. — Here  it  produces  suppression   or 
delay  of  the  menses,  or  menorrhagia.  with  cutting  pains  in  the 
lomen  and  much  aching  of  the  small  of  the  back. 
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Therapeutic  Individaality. 


Distressing,  darting,  ntioking,  shooting  pains  are  the  great 
characteristic  of  this  drug.

Mnrons  Membranes. — Chlorate  of  Potash  affects  all  the  ma- 
C0U8  membranes,  but  more  particularly  those  of  the  mouth  and 
digestive  tract,  and  of  tJie  kidneys.  In  the  mouth,  it  produces 
deep  ulceration  of  tlie  mucous  membrane. 

By  its  action  on  the  gastro -intestinal  tract,  it  produces  nansea, 
vomiting,  and  iutiammation  of  the  whole  mucous  tract.  One 
man  took  three  hundred  grains  of  this  salt  daily  for  four  days, 
which  produced  "pains  in  the  bowels,  with  incessant  vomiting, 
and  death."  The  nutop.sy  revealed  inllannnation  of  the  stomach, 
its  mucous  membrane  being  softened  o*id  entirely  disorganized. 
•'One  ounce  of  the  saJt  taken  by  Dr.  Fountaiii  produced  death  in 
seven  days,  from  violent  gastro-intestinal  inflammation.  First, 
there  was  copious  diuresis,  and  then  hemorrhage  from  the  kid- 
neys, with  entire  suppression  of  urine.  Post-mortem  revealed 
violent  and  intense  inflammation  of  the  entire  alimentary  tract, 
from  the  stomach  to  the  rectum ;  portions  of  the  mucous  mem- 
brane were  destroyed,  hanging  in  ragged  shreds  and  patches,  as 
if  the  intestine  had  lieen  macerated  a  long  time  in  a  strong  alka- 
line solution ;  tlie  bladder  was  empty,  and  the  mucous  mem- 
brane gave  a  similar  appetirance.  There  were  crystals  of  the 
Chlorate  in  the  pelvis  of  the  kidneys,  antl  a  large  bulla  of  extrava- 
Bate<l  urine  (apparently)  under  the  capsule  of  the  kidney.** — StiUe. 

Glands. — Large  doses  produce  copious  sulivution,  with  pultish 
taste  in  the  moutli.  imd  tbu  teeth  become  thoroughly  cleauM^). 
The  appetite  is  increrrsfd. 
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Therapeatic  Individuality. 

Mouth  and  Throat.— This  remedy  may  be  called  a  specific  for 
apbtlue  and  Btomatltis;  it  will  cure  about  every  ease  in  from 
one  to  three  days.  My  favorite  way  of  administering  it  is  to  let 
the  patient  put  a  small  crystal  in  the  mouth  and  suck  it  until  all 
dissolved,  ouce  in  two  or  three  hours. 

Follicular  ulcers  on  the  inside  of  the  lips  and  dorsum  of  the 
tongue;  mouth  full  of  saliva;  glands  enlarged  and  tender,  in 
cachectic  people.    Admirable  remedy  in  Mercurial  salivation. 

Gums  inflamed ;  very  sensitive ;  bleed  frequently. 

Burning,  stinging  blisters  on  the  tongue  and  buccal  cavity. 

Heat  and  dryness  of  the  mouth ;  peeling  off  of  the  lips. 

Breath  excessively  fetid,  in  ulceration  and  diphtheria. 

Many  physicians  have  great  confidence  in  this  drug  in  diph- 
theria.   It  makes  a  grand  gargle. 

Kidneys. — Catarrhal  inflammation  of  the  kidneys. 

Syphilis. — It  has  been  found  of  much  value  in  secondary 
syphilis  affecting  the  fauces.

MQCons  Membranes. — Upon  the  mucous  membranes  of  the 
respirntdry  trai-t.  Kali  hydriodicum  has  a  peculijir  irrilutiiig 
effect,  especially  centering  upon  the  mucous  lining  of  the  frontal 
binuseB,  Sehueiderian  membrane,  and  the  eyes.  "Catarrhal  in- 
tbintniation  of  the  Schneiderian  membrane  in  the  frontal  Btnuses, 
and  the  antrum  Hiphmorianam  us  far  as  tbo  posterior  nnres; 
red,  swollen  nose,  with  oonstunt  diHcharge  of  a  watery,  acrid, 
colorlcas  Liquid,  from  both  nostrils :  pahifnl  and  violent  sneezing. 
Swelling  of  the  eyelids,  with  profuse  lacbr>Tnution.  and  injected 
appearance  of  the  conjunctiva.  Stinginji  pains  in  the  earti;  red- 
ueBH  of  tbo  faoe^  with  oxpn>8Kion  of  anguinh  and  uneasineBS,  hor- 
rid throbbing  dintress  in  tlie  frontal  region,  nccom]>auied  with  a 
feeling  of  compression  in  both  sides  of  the  brain,  and  with  a  sen- 
sation as  if  the  volume  of  the  brain  had  increaKed  threefold  ;  with 
tossing  about  in  the  bed ;  excessive  irritability,  bordermg  upon 
rage ;  loatliing  which  causes  one  to  sbnke ;  white  coating  of  the 
tongue;  nasal  aonnd  of  the  voice;  violent  thirst  and  i-atarrhal 
iever  characterized  by  heat  and  drynrss  of  the  skin,  nlternuting

with  profase  sweats,  predominance  of  heat,  with  intercurrent 
chilla,  and  dark,  hot  urine." — Noack  and  Trinks. 

Dr.  Ringer  Bay»:  "The  tissnea  most  frequently  and  most 
severely  iniluenced  by  this  drug  are  the  mucous  covering  of  the 
eyes,  and  lininf^  of  the  nose,  frontal  Hinus,  and  mouth,  with  the 
skin  of  the  face.  Some  slight  running  of  the  nose  is  first  noticed, 
with  occasional  sneezing,  and  a  little  frontal  headache;  these 
symptoms  become  more  marked  when  the  conjunctiva  is  injected, 
and  the  tears  flow  abundantly.  The  Iodide  produces  decided 
changes  in  the  buccal  mucous  membrune,  causing  redness  and 
injection  of  the  lining  of  the  clieek,  the  throat,  soft  palate,  and  of 
the  tongue;  an  increased  growth  and  sepftration  of  the  epithelium 
covering  these  parts,  and  an  augmented  flow  of  saliva. 

"A  large  dose  irritates  the  stomach,  and  disorders  digestion. 
Some  are  far  more  pronto  than  others  to  be  thus  affected,  so  prone 
that  even  minute  medicinal  doaes  sometimeii  irx'itate  the  stomach. 

'*Like  the  Chloride  of  Sodium,  and  Chloride  of  Ammonium, 
this  salt  increases  the  production  of  mucus  from  the  stomach  and 
intestines,  as  well  as  from  the  mucous  raembrnue  of  other  parts 
of  the  body ;  but«  when  such  a  result  is  desired,  we  resort  to  .the 
Chloride  of  Ammouium  in  preference  to  this  salf. 

"When  the  stomach  is  singled  out  by  the  Iodide,  it  induces 
nausea,  and  a  Hcnsation  of  sinking  at  the  epigastrium,  with  loss 
of  appetite,  and  sometimes  watery  diarrha;a.  A  grain  or  even 
less  may  affect  the  stomach." 


Kidneys.— On  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  kidneys,  it  has 
been  known  to  produce  congestion  and  albuminuria  ;  but  this  is 
not  u  constant  effect.  It  is  eliminated  mnitily  through  the  kid- 
neys, without  undergoing  much,  if  any,  decomposition.  This 
elimination  is  not  rapid ;  for.  in  some  cases,  this  salt  may  be 
detected  several  weeks  after  its  ingestion.  Neither  has  it  any 
uniform  inlhicnce  on  the  amount  or  quality  of  urine  secreted.  In 
some,  it  produces  copious  diuresis,  and  in  others  not  mucli  change 
from  the  normal.  In  the  first  stage  of  Bright'a  disease,  it  has 
been  fouml  useful,  especially  if  caused  by  syphilis. 

Lungs. —The  action  of  the  Iodide  of  Potassium  upon  the  mu- 
cons  lining  of  the  larynx  and  bronchial  tubes,  is  well  marked,  as 
shown  by  the  hoarseness,  rough  feeling  in  the  trachea,  obliging 
one  to  liawk :  oppression  of  breathing ;  rough  feeling  in  the  tra- 
chea; short.,  dry.  hacking  cough  ;  finally  accompanied  by  copious 
gi'een  expectoration ;  bloody  cough  on  awaking  every  night,  with 
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bppresBion  of  the  chest ;  loss  of  voice.  In  fact,  the  symptoms  of 
croup,  broncliitis,  and  broncho-pneumonia  or  asthma,  are  ail 
well  marked  out ;  and  they  all  have  often  been  cured  by  this 
drug. 

Skin,— By  pi*olonged  use,  the  Iodide  has  a  marked  action 
upon  the  skin.  "The  most  common  effect  is  acue  mdurala. 
More  rarely  blood-blisters  or  watery  blebs  form.  Iodic  puipura 
occurs  in  the  foi'm  of  discrete  purple  spots  upon  the  skin,  most 
frequently  ou  the  legs ;  and  they  usually  disappear  spontaneously 
iu  two  or  three  weeks.  The  pustular.  buUar  forms  of  the  eruption 
seem  to  take  tlieir  oriitjin  in  the  hair  follicles,  according  to  some 
dernuitologists ;  in  the  sebaceous  glands,  according  to  others. 
Tlie  buUai  are  sometimes  very  large,  measuring  an  inch  or  more 
in  diameter,  and  are  tilled  with  a  clear,  turbid,  or  bloody  serum, 
and  have  sometimes  been  described  under  the  name  hijdroa. 
They  are  very  painful  to  the  touch,  of  rare  occuri'ence,  and  seem 
to  depend  upon  some  peculiarity  of  the  patient,  since  they  may 
be  pi-odueed  by  very  small  doses  of  the  medicine.*'— iVrtfionrt/  Dm- 
pensatortf. 

Lymphatic  and  Glandular  System.— Kali  hydriodicum  has 
a  marked  effect  upon  the  lymphatic  system  very  similar  to  Iodine, 
producing  hypertrophy  and  loss  of  ftinctiou  similar  to  those 
caused  by  s^-philis,  as  sliowu  in  ulcerations,  especiaUy  of  the 
throat  and  skin. 

The  glandular  system,  in  general,  is  also  prominently  affected, 
as  fdiown  by  the  Induration  and  enlai*gement  of  the  thyroid  gland 
(goiter),  swelling  and  induration  of  the  testes,  prostate,  and  sal- 
ivary glands.  In  the  latter,  salivation  is  often  produced,  but  is 
not  accompanied  with  the  fetor  of  Mercurial  salivation.  In  rare 
coses,  this  drug  produces  atrophy  of  the  testicles,  and  loss  of 
sexual  desire,  but  not  iu  such  a  marked  degree  as  Iodine. 

Serous  Membranes  and  Fibrous  Tissue.— It  produces  thick- 
ening of  the  periosteum,  and  is  signally  beneficial  in  syphilitic 
nodes.  Upon  the  serous  membranes  of  the  pleura,  brain,  men- 
inges, and  joints,  its  action  is  strongly  marked,  as  shown  by  the 
cure  of  dropsical  effusions,  especially  if  sub-acute  or  chronic. 

Blood.— The  htematk  influence  of  Iodide  of  Potassium  is  not 
fully  made  out ;  but  it  is  Ktiowu  that  it  causes  the  blood  to 
become  thin  and  watery,  produces  a  petechial  rash  and  purpura* 
and  that  it  is,   like  Mercury,  an  anti-plastic.     (See  Iodine.) 
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These  two  drugs,  the  Iodide  of  Potassium  an<I  Iodine,  should  be 
studied  together,  their  etTectH  upon  the  system  being  so  Kimilnr 
that  many  good  physicians  claim  there  is  no  diflerenee ;  but  I 
believe  there  is  much  difference,  that  they  constitute  two  distinct 
drags,  with,  liowever,  great  similarity. 


Therapentic  Iiidividuulity. 

This  remedy  is  especially  adapted  to  scrofulous  people  of  lym- 
phatic temperament,  especially  if  they  hare  been  saturated  with 
Mercurj' ;  to  secondary  and  tertinrj'  syphilis,  and  to  chrome  peri- 
osteal rheumatism. 

It  is  the  best  kiiowni  antidote  for  all  the  bad  effects  of  Mercury 
and  for  secondarj*  and  tertiary  syphilis, 

8yphiHs. — "It  is  largely  employed  in  sj-philis,  but  is  not  equally 
efficacious  in  all  its  forms,  being  more  useful  in  secondary  and 
tert,iai-y  syphilis,  espticially  in  the  tertiary  form  where  Mercury 
may  do  barm.  The  Iodide  should  be  employed  when  the  health 
is  broken  down,  and  Mercury  has  been  taken  without  good  effects, 
or  when  the  bones  are  diseased.  It  is  conspicuously  beneficial 
when  the  disease  fixes  on  the  periosteum  of  the  bones  or  fibrous 
structure  of  the  softer  organs,  and  forms  what  are  called  nodes. 
Its  action  on  this  form  of  disease  is  almost  magical ;  it  soon  sub- 
dues the  pain,  and  the  nodes,  if  not  of  long  standing,  quickly 
disappear.  In  the  treatment  of  tul>ercular  syphilitic  skin  erup- 
tions. Dr.  Neligau  prefers  it  to  a  salt  of  Mercury.  The  Iodide  of 
Potassium  is  of  vpr>-  tcreat  service  in  syphilis  of  deep-seated  and 
important  organs.  It  has  been  commended  in  syphilitic  iritis ; 
but  in  this  case  most  authorities  pi-efer  Mercury.  The  secondary 
syphilis  of  children  is  best  treated  with  Mercuiy;  yet  the  follow- 
ing somewhat  rare  form  of  syphilis  gives  way  best  to  Iodine :  lu 
children  a  few  months  or  years  old,  a  B)*pbilitic  thickening  of  the 
periosteum  is  sometimes  observed,  usually  attacking  the  heads  of 
several  of  the  long  bones,  but  sometimes  also  the  shafts.  The 
thickening  is  first  felt  around  the  bones ;  but,  as  the  disease  advan- 
ces, the  neicbboring  soft  tissues  become  infiltrated  with  a  firm 
exudation,  which  may  increase  to  such  a  degree  that  the  impli- 
cated part  of  the  limb  becomes  much  swollen,  the  skin  very  tense 
and  shining,  and  a  little  reddened.  The  affected  parts  are  very 
painful.  When  the  disease  is  seated  at  the  head  of  the  bones,  tlie 
movement  of  the  joint  is  not  impaired.  Here  the  Iodide  will 
often  cure." — Kwger. 
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77w  Dose, — One  word  as  to  the  dose.  Our  school  has  often 
failed  with  this  drug  in  syphilis,  from  the  simple  reason  that  they 
have  administered  it  in  too  small  doses.  I  well  remember  the 
loss  of  a  patient  worth  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  whom  an 
old-Bchool  physician  subsequently  cured  with  massive  doses  of 
this  drug,  while  I  had  puttered  along  with  the  same  remedy  and 
did  no  good,  because  I  was  taught  not  to  give  the  large  dose. 
This  nonsense  cost  me  a  thousun<l  dollars,  but  taught  me  a  lesson 
that  will  last  a  lifetime.  Now  1  am  not  ashamed  to  give  from 
one  to  five  grains  of  the  crude  drug  thi-ee  times  a  day,  and  often 
give  fifteen  to  twenty  grains  at  a  dose  three  times  a  day  in  obsti- 
nate cases  of  secondary  and  tertiary  syphilis.  A  good  vehicle,  in 
which  to  administer  it.  is  milk. 

Lead-Poisoiiiiiii;.— No  remedy  can  eliminate  lead  with  such 
certainty  and  rapidity  as  the  Iodide. 

Hydrareryrosis. — In  hydrargyrosis,  the  Mercurial  salts  are 
deposited  from  the  blooil  iu  an  insoluble  form  in  the  animal  struc- 
tures. In  such  cases,  the  Iodide  of  Potassium  re-dissolves  the 
Mercury  back  into  the  blood  again,  and  eliminates  it  through  all 
the  glandular  system,  especially  the  kidneys. 

Head. — Anxiety  and  great  sadness.  Dr.  Ringer  says  Iodide 
of  Potassium  sometimes  produces  distressing  depression  of  mind 
and  body.  The  patient  becomes  irritable,  dejected,  listless,  and 
wretched.

Eyes.— "Complete  blindness,  from  effusion  of  water  on  the 
brain,  with  dilated  pupils,  staring,  watery  eyes ;  frequent  crying-

"One  of  our  most  important  drugs  for  irido-choroiditis,  iritis, 
acute  or  chronic,  and  choroiditis  disseminata,  especially  of  a 
eypliilitic  or  Mercurial  origin."

Albumiuuria,  from  tertiar>-  syphilis. 
Urine  sometimes  streaked  with  blood. 

Sexual  Organn,  Male. — "Extensive  swelling  and  inflamma- 
tion of  the  penis,  with  semi -erect  ions  and  sexual  desire"  (Ilouat) ; 
chronic  gleot. 

"Muco-pmnlent  dibohai-ge  from  the  uretlira,  with  burning  in 
the  urethra>  and  sometimes  discharge  of  blood."

A^ravation, — The  bone-pains  are  perfectly  intolerable  at 
night,  from  cold  air,  and  during  rest. 

Amelioration. — Better  from  motion.

MaconK  M<'mbran<^8.—  Creosote  acts  on  nW  the  macous  mem- 
branes, but  moru  esiieeiully  on  that  of  the  digestive  organs,  pro- 
ducing a  catarrhal  condition,  with  a  tendency  to  disorganization 
and  destruction  of  the  tissue. 

Strumpf  speaks  of  "a  woman  sixty  years  of  age  who  took  a 
considerable  quantity  of  Creosote  by  mistake.  She  was  imme- 
diately attacked  by  severe  coUcky  pains,  and  witliin  three  hours 
had  upward  of  forty  very  painful  and  bloody  stools;"  and  Dr. 
Headland  says  it  has  a  double  action ;  being  anodyne,  like  Hydro- 
cyanic acid,  and  a  mueous  stimulant,  like  Turpentine.  Large 
doses  produce  nausea,  vomiting,  and  retching ;  and  it  is  of  great 
Talue  in  sympathetic  vomiting  and  cholera  iufantiim. 

Kidneys.— The  urine  is  generally  augmented,  of  a  dark  color 
like  India  ink ;  sometimes  there  is  frequent  micturition :  and  it 
has  caused  strangury.  As  a  remedy,  it  has  acted  well  in  diabetes 
mellitufl.  1

Lymphatic  and  Glandular  SyHtem.— Creosote  prevents  the 
secretions  of  the  lymphatic  system,  and  produces  great  acridity 
of  all  the  secretions ;  and,  in  dogs,  it  has  produced  salivation. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Menstmation  la  increased,  comes 
on  too  soon,  and  lasts  too  long ;  and  the  uterine  secretions  he- 
come  acrid  and  excoriating.  It  is  of  great  value  in  metrorrhagia, 
acid  leucorrhoea,  and  putrid  ulceration. 

Blood. — The  blood  becomes  liquefied  and  decomposed. 
Therapeutic  lii<lividuality. 

Great  acridity  of  all  the  secretions  is  the  leading  characteris- 
tic for  Kreosote,  especially  in  uterine  discharges. 
Tall,  slim,  old  people  with  putrid  diseases. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— "Menses  too  early,  too  profuse, 
and  last  too  long:  inclined  to  be  intermittent;  she  thinks  she  is 
almost  well,  when  the  discharge  returns  afresh."

Copious  secretion  of  urine  in  first  stage  of  diabetes. 

Urine  very  offensive,  voided  in  great  haste  and  in  large  quan- 
tities ;  with  great  urgency  to  urinate. 

Cliest,— Spasmodic,  moist  cough. 

"Paroxysmal,  moist  cough,  apparently  caused  by  something 
crawiing  liehind  the  sternum." — I'rof.  Walker, 
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Great  sbortness  of  breath,  wth  paroxysmal,  moiflt  cough. 
Burning  and  stitching  pains  in  the  chest,  with  I008O  cough  and 
foul,  fetid  expectoration;  shortness  of  breath. 

Mind  and  Head. — Weakness  of  memory;  great  sleeplessness. 
Disposition  sad  and  irritable*  with  livid  complexion. 
"Buzzing  and  ringing  in  the  head ;  with  deafness  during  the 
menses."— <r. 

Dull,  throbbuag  pains  in  the  forehead,  as  after  a  spree. 

Eyes. — Chronic  keratitis,  with  excessively  hot.  smarting  lach- 
rymation,  and  moderately  profuse,  excoriating  discharge. 

"Intense  itcliing  of  the  margins  of  the  eyelids ;  greatly  uggra- 
vated  by  nibbing  or  touching  them." — G.     [Lids  much  swollen.] 

Pustular  eruptions  over  the  whole  body,  with  great  itching. 

Slikin. — Wretched,  livid  complexion,  with  disposition  sad  and 
irritable ;  pnstnlar  eruption  over  the  whole  body.

It  poisons  tlje  nerve  centers ;  antl,  foUowing  upon  this 
with  the  rapidity  of  li^'htniug,  there  are  oouvulBious,  uncouscious- 
nesa,  and  great  irritation  of  the  throat,  larynx,  bronchi,  and 
heart.  8.  B.  Hipgins,  nays :  "In  lAichesiJi.  we  see  the  nerve  cen- 
terti  attacked  lirHt,  the  luan  fallu  an  if  struck  liy  lightning;  uncon- 
BcioaanesB  foUoWH  (at  least  in  some  coses) ;  the  sympathetions 
and  vagus  are  attacked,  thus  diHturbiug  the  whole  machineni-  of 
life,  and  causing  decomposition  ol  the  blood,  thus  producing  gan- 
grene, which  is  bxit  a  consequence  of  this  lack  of  vitality.  Post 
niortems  have  shown  that  the  oppression  in  tlio  chest,  with  its 
torturing  anguish  (so  distinctly  characteristic  of  I^whfsis  tri- 
yonorephalus  and  Klaps  coraUiniig),  is  very  frequently  caused  by 
iLe  extension  of  the  gangrene  to  the  lungs  and  liver,  although 
death  may  supervene  (as  by  Crotalua)  by  the  depression  of 
nerve-force,  so  necessary  is  this  latter  to  the  sustenance  of  the 
functions  of  life." 

Blood.— The  rapid  decomposition  of  the  blood,  and  of  the  tia- 
UBB  locally  acted  upon  by  the  venom,  produces  hemorrhages 
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from  all  the  mucona  surfaces;  Aethenic  inflammations  of  the 
most  malignant  character ;  pyiumia ;  gangrene,  and  low,  asthenic 
typhoid  condition  of  the  Bystem. 

As  the  action  of  this  poison  is  so  similar  to  that  of  CrotaluSr 
the  only  difference  between  the  two  is  that  the  Lachesia  has  more 
of  the  neurotic  element,  and  its  action  is,  if  it  can  be,  more  rapid 
and  profound ;  Consequently,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  physio- 
lofi^cal  action  of  Crotalus  before  the  characteristic  Bymptoms  are 
studied. 

Therapeutic  Individaality. 

Sleep. — Aggravation  of  all  the  symptoms  after  sleep ;  awakens 
very  much  distressed,  and  unhappy;  greatest  characteristic.

Mind  and  Head. — Fright  from  snakes.

Aggravation  after  sleep;  tendency  to  suppurntiun.  and  gangrene 
(acta  best  on  the  left  side),  with  low  tj'phoid  symptoms;  all 
symptoms  point  to  asthenia. 
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Mali]Sfnant  ptiRtuIeor  carbuncle,  with  rapid  loss  of  strength. 

Phlehitis,  legs  cetlematouB ;  great  prostration,  and  general 
typhoid  state. 

In  pyaemia  and  all  low,  aethenic  fevers,  this  remedy  should  be 
■carefully  studied  if  there  is  excessive  prostration,  and  a  low, 
typhoid  condition  of  the  patient.

Liver.— Tlu*ough  the  filaments  of  the  solar  plexus,  Leptandra 
greatly  arouses  the  secretory  action  of  the  liver,  increasing 
the  solid  and  decreasing  the  fluid  constituents  of  its  secretion. 
King  says  of  Leptandra :  "It  is  a  cholagofrue,  causing  the  liver  to 
act  with  great  energy,  and  without  active  catharsis,  and  is  em- 
ployed with  success  in  all  hepatic  affections.  .  .  .  It  is 
indicated  by  an  inactive  state  of  the  liver,  and  all  functional  die- 
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eases  of  that  organ.  It  is  the  only  known  remedy  which  efficiently 
stimulrttes  and  corrects  the  hepatic  sucrotious,  and  rtmovea 
functional  derangements  of  the  liver,  without  dehilitating  the 
system  by  copious  alvine  evacuations." 

It  is  to  the  Eclectic  school  what  "Bine  maes"  is  to  the  Allo- 
pathic. 

That  it  has  a  powerful  action  uiwu  the  liver,  is  most  beautifiiUy 
shown  in  my  proving  with  large  doses  of  the  liuid  extract,  as  fol- 
lows :  Dull  aching  pain  in  lower  part  of  ngbt  hypochondriac  region 
near  fiall-hltuUer,  with  dull,  aching  pain  in  umbihcus,  and  rumb- 
liuK  in  the  bowels;  dull  aching  in  the  whole  of  the  liver;  the 
pain  extending  to  the  spine,  but  worse  near  the  gall-bladder;

near  the  gall-bladder ;  groat  burning  distress  in  the  back  part  of 
the  liver,  and  in  the  spine ;  pain  in  the  left  shoulder  and  arm ; 
jaundice,  with  clay-colored  stools. 

It  will  be  Heen  by  the  above  that  no  knonn  drug  has  more 
marked  hepatic  symptoms. 

Intestinal  Mneous  Xeinbrnne. — Tlie  mucous  membrane  of 
the  small  intestines,  and  uspti-ially  that  of  the  colon  and  rectum, 
is  highly  congested :  and,  in  some  instances,  true  inftammation 
has  been  prodiRyd,  as  shown  by  the  stools  of  muctm  and  hltxyd,  or 
pure  hhiod;  but  the  most  common  effect  of  this  drug  is  to  produce 
stools  that  are  black  and  tar-like,  and  thin,  fetid,  watery  evacu- 
ations, with  severe  pains  aftfr  stool.  (The  pain  of  Podophyllum 
is  hfj'me  stool,  and  that  of  Mercury  durimi  iimlti/ier  stool.) 

This  is  a  precious  reme<ly  in  chronic  diarrhcea,  and  has  saved 
thousands  of  Uves  in  this  disease.  Dr.  Coe,  says:  "No  remedy 
with  which  we  are  acquainted,  is  more  to  be  relied  upon  in  clironic 
affections  of  the  mucous  surfaoes.  Its  value  in  this  respect  is 
pecuharly  apparent  in  chronic  dysentery  and  diarrhtpa,  and  other 
diseases  of  the  bowels.  When  false  membranouH  formations  have 
occurred  in  the  smaller  intestines,  produced  by  the  gradual  exu- 
dation of  plastic  lymph,  the  Leptandra  may  be  relied  upon  for 
their  removal,  with  great  con6dence." 

In  camp  diarrlnea  and  dysentery  of  a  chronic  nature,  where 
the  mucus  discharged  seems  to  resemble  false  membrane,  Lep- 
tandra will  be  found  our  most  useful  remedy. 
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Abdomen  and  Stool.— This  is  one  of  the  best  known  remedies 
for  cliTOuic  diarrljLKa,  especially  where  the  stoolH  are  worse  iu  the 
afternoon  and  evening;  stools  black,  fetid,  and  mueo-purulent. 
Chronic  diarrbcea,  with  intlammation  of  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  colon,  and  liepatic  derangement  very  prominent.  Stools 
of  mucus,  with  much  abdominal  pain.

Spxnal  Ors^aus,  Female. — Lilium  acU  upon  the  ovarieB  and 
Titerus.  producing  irritation,  congestion,  sub-actite  inilaiDniatinn. 
autl  a  bearing-down  in  the  uterine  region  as  if  everytliing  would 
press  out  of  the  vagina  ;  it  alno  ha»  Roiue  action  upon  tlie  mammffi, 
as  shown  by  the  cutting,  darting  pains  in  these  glands. 

Dr.  Hale,  says :  "The  sphere  of  nction  of  the  Lilitim  is  clear 
and  unmiHtakahle.  TLe  symptoms  all  point  to  tlie  reproductive 
itrtjana  as  the  slartiug  point  of  its  pathogenetic  effects.  Study 
llrat  its  direct  etfect  on  the  ovaries,  the  uterus,  and  the  homol- 
ogous organs  in  the  mule.  In  all,  it  caur^es  a  series  of  pathol(^- 
cal  conditions  ranging  all  the  way  from  simple  Junctiomtl  irrita- 
iion  up  to  snh-acute  intUtnmation,  and,  finally,  nearly  all  theH^rr- 
ine  dhplncemenU.

In  neuralgia  of  the  ovaries,  however, 
congestion  and  hypertrophy  of  the  ovaries  and  uterus,  ante  and 
retroversion,  prolapsus  uteri,  an<i  various  mechanical  displace- 
ments from  congestion  and  sub-involution,  Lilium  has  done 
wonders.

As  an 
essential  constituent  of  the  blood,  it  undoubtedly  has  to  do  with 
the  conatruotive  metamorphosis  of  the  body,"— Hart holow. 

It  acts  upon  the  red  globules  and  plasma  of  the  blood,  de- 
stroying their  vitality  and  thereby  causing  amemia.  and  is  of  much 
value  in  anaemia,  and  nervous  affections  due  to  impoverishment 
of  the  blood. 

ONSiMmH  System. — The  bones  become  exceedingly  sensitive  to 
the  touch,  with  intlammation  of  both  bones  and  peiiosteum,  with 
insupportable  digging  pains  at  night,  and  great  weakness  of  the 
joints. 

Skin. — The  skin  becomes  yellow,  moldy,  and  blotchy;  every 
injury  tends  to  suppuration ;  excoriations,  soreness,  and  lisbures 
in  the  bends  of  the  joints ;  jautidice.  In  jaundice  of  malarial 
origin,  or  from  catarrh  of  the  biliary  pass^iges,  Bartholow  ha& 
Been  excellent  results  from  Manganese. 

Cerebro- Spinal  Synteni.  -Pereira  has  observed,  that,  in 
workmen  eugageil  in  the  manufacture  of  Manganese,  it  produces 
paralysis  of  the  motor  nerves,  beginning  with  paraplegia,  without 
colic  or  constipation,  which  niitkes  it  differ  fr(tm  Lead.  Bar- 
tholow says:  "Used  in  large  doses  and  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time,  it  produrt-s  effects  analogous  to  those  of  Zinc, — pro- 
gressive wasting  and  frtblentiss,  a  staggering  gait,  and  pamlysis 
(paraplegia).  In  to^tic  doses,  aci'orfling  to  tho  researches  of  Lasch- 
kcwitsch,  it  causes  in  animals  death  by  convulsionfi."  Accord- 
ing to  the  same  author,  poisonous  doses  cause  death  by  paralysia 
of  the  heart!  and,  when  injected  into  the  veins  of  nnimals, 
it  causes  tetanic  cramp,  dilatation  of  the  pupil,  exophthalmia 
ami  death  ;  and  after  death  the  heart-muscle  does  not  respond  to 
electrical  stimulation.

I  have  given  it  in  amemia 
with  excellent  resuHii.  Dr.  T.  J.  Comstock  gives  the  Deutoxide 
of  Manganese  in  chlorosis,  if  gastric  disturbances  and  loss  of 
appetite  predominate. 

BoneK. — Very  sensitive  to  the  touch,  with  intolerable  digging

"Rawness  in  the  lar>Tix ;  voice  hoarse ;  breath  hot  and  burn- 
ing."— Jt'saeti. 

Chronic  nasal  catarrh  ;  nostrils  much  stuffed  up ;  soro  to  the 
touch,  and  worse  in  the  evening ;  bloody  discharges. 

Catarrh  of  the  Eustachian  tulw.  with  stitching  pains  and 
whizzing  noises  in  the  ears,  from  catarrh. 

"Deafness  as  if  the  ears  were  stopped.'*— JLan^/wmMf*^. 
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Ill  humor;  weeping,  very  despondent;  sudden  palpitation. 
Paralysis,  from  decay  of  anterior  ]>ortiou  of  spinal  cord. 

AggrrftVation.— In   the  uighl ;    from  talking  (cough),   from 
touch ;  while  Ijnng  on  a  feather  bed. 

Amelioration.— In  the  open  air.

Lymphatic  Olandiilar  System.— As  the  lymphatic  system 
ifl  the  grand  center  and  starting  point  for  the  action  of  Monmry, 
it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  a  general  view  of  the  anatomy 
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and  pbyniology  of  these  glands.  After  the  food  has  been  duly 
miistjcateil  hikI  impn-yiiated  with  saliva,  it  is  ohymifieil  in  tlio 
stomach,  and  chyiilied  in  the  duodenum.  Then  the  great  Ijiu- 
phatic  system  tak^  up  thifi  chyliferous  food  by  abfiorption,  and 
prepares  it  for  tlie  nutritittn  of  the  body. 

"The  chylifcrouH  tubes  in  the  email  mtestinea,  generally  des- 
ignated as  lacteals,  do  not  differ  from  the  lymphatic  vesseU, 
properly  speakmg,  since  their  anatumiual  structure  is  entirely  the 
same. 

"Lymphatics,  like  the  great  venous  system,  to  wliich  the  lym- 
phatic system  bears  a  very  close  resemblance,  are  distributed 
throughout  every  portion  of  the  animal  economy.  They  arise 
by  a  network  of  such  delicate  .sirutHure,  that,  when  injected  with 
Mercury,  the  whole  surface  appears  changed  into  a  metallic  layer. 
With  these  networks,  the  lymphatic  ves&els  communicate ;  in 
other  words,  these  networks  are  said  to  constitute  the  closed  ex- 
tremities by  which  all  the  lymphatics  of  free  surfaces,  Buch  as  the 
mncons,  serous,  and  synovial  membranes,  the  skin,  and  the  lining 
membi-aucs  of  the  arteries  and  veins,  arise. 

"It  is  in  these  l>'mphatic  vesBels,  that  the  chyle  and  lymph 
circulate,  and  are  gradually  conducted  to  their  common  reser- 
voirs, the  right  and  left  thoracic  duets,  which  discharge  their  eon- 
tents  into  the  right  and  left  subclavian  veins.  The  circulation  of 
the  riuids  in  the  lymphatic  vesaols,  is  carried  on  through  the  con- 
tractility with  which  the  coats  of  the  lymphatics  are  endowed. 

"For  a  long  time  it  has  been  a  mooted  point  whether  the  great 
lymphatic  ducts  in  tlie  right  and  left  side  of  the  thorax  are  the 
only  chaimels  of  communication  between  the  lymphatic  and  the 
venous  systems ;  or  whether  the  lymphatics  communicate  with  the 
veins  directly.  Mascagni,  taught  the  former  doctrine ;  Magendie.on 
the  contrary,  maintained  that  the  veins  likewise  perform  the 
function  of  absorption. 

"The  views  to  which  Messrs.  Fohmann  and  Lauth  were  led 
by  their  researches,  seem  to  me,  the  most  plausible.  They  believe, 
that,  besides  the  tennination  of  the  thoracic  ducts  in  tlie  subcla- 
vian veins,  there  are  two  other  modes  of  communication  between 
the  lymphatic  and  the  venous  systems;  first,  a  communication 
of  the  lymphatic  radicles  with  the  radicles  of  the  veins,  which  is 
supposed  to  take  place  in  the  substance  of  organs;  and,  secondly, 
a  communication  between  the  lymphatics  and  veins  in  the  lx>dy 
of  the  lymphatic  glands. 

"Whatever  may  he  the  exact  character  of  the  bond  of  union 
between  the  lymphatics  and  veins,  one  thing  we  know,  that  the 
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functions  of  the  lymphatic  Bystem  are  preliminary  to  tbo6«  of  tbe 
veiiiH.  It  iff  In  fhe  lymphat'us  that  the  living  organism  hfff'mti  the 
ijn-itjmifcgsoj  iiutritioit,  and  prepares  suitable  matt-rial  for  the 
tissues. 

"We  have  now  arrived  at  the  jx)int  where  onr  doctrine  of  the 
physiological  action  and  the  therapeutic  uses  of  Mercur>- beoomee 
an  intcUiRilfle  foninila,  invested  with  logical  couHistenoy,  and 
fraught  with  important  and  beautiful  results.  It  i*  the  lymphatic 
9y8tnn  which  Memmj  chooses  firr  its  point  of  attnck  in  the  lirinfj 
orfKutisjn;  nnd  it  is  in  the  h/wplmtir  si/fttem  tlmt  MereHrtt  vuetit  the 
inimiral  mnyhui  forec  when  culled  upon  to  romimt  ittnl  stihdue  it. 

"Mercury  acts  upon  the  lymphatic  capillaries,  as  Aconite  doea 
upon  the  capillaricK  of  the  venous  system.  It  dimiuinhex.  prtis- 
trntes,  aud  piir>\lti2es  their  irritohiHty,  pro<iucinp  n  series  of  phe- 
nomena in  the  lymphatic  system  exactly  similar  to  the  plienom- 
ena  wliich  Aconite  causes  in  the  circulatory  apparatus.  These  are 
phenomena  of  romjcution,  attended  with  symptoms  of  vascular 
excitement,  similar  to.  and  yet  different  from,  the  phenomena  of 
vascular  erethism  characterizing  tnie  congestions  of  the  sani^^niu- 
eous  capillaries. 

"It  is  from  the  lymphatic  system  that  the  veins  derive,  in  a 
measure,  their  power  of  manifesliiig  vital  phenomena.  If  the 
lymphatics  become  rlofftfed,  or,  to  use  a  more  clasfiicfll  term,  ntn- 
rjrHfed  or  efujmyed,  must  not  the  toi-por  of  the  lymphatic  radicles 
react  ui>on  the  i-adicles  of  the  venous  system  ?  What  the  venous 
system  is  to  the  arterial,  that  the  lymphatic  system  is  in  a 
measure  to  the  veins.  Torpor  of  the  sanpiiinenus  eapillarios  may 
lead  to  acute  congestions  or  inflammations.  If  Ihi.s  eng»trg«ment 
reaches  the  venous  capillaries  through  the  lymphatic  system,  the 
phenomena  of  congestion  or  inliummation  are  of  a  milder  tyx>e, 
the  accompanying  fever  is  less  acute,  and  the  pulse,  instead  of 
being  fnll.  liard.  bounding,  nnd  rapid,  as  it  always  is  in  true  iuHani- 
mation,  preserves  a  certain  sojtnets,  and  only  becomes  mtHlerntely 
tteeelrmtrd, 

"Considering  that  the  Ivmphatics  are  distributed  thronghonl 
ever>'  tissue  and  organ  of  the  animal  economy,  is  it  ditEfult  to 
understand  that  torpor  and  enporpements  of  these  vessels  may 
lead  to  an  almost  intonuiuable  series  of  disorders?  Enlarge- 
ment and  induration  of  glands.  elTusions  into  the  cellular  tissue, 
suppurations  and  ulcerations  of  every  tissue  through  which  lym* 
phatic  vessels  are  distributed,  and,  finally,  a  universal  dec^y  of 
every  organic  structure,  may  be  the  ultimate  consequences  of 
lymphatic  weakness  and  obstructions." — T)r.  C,  J,  Uemp«L 
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Salivary  (ilaiids.— In  describiug  its  action  upon  the  salivary 
glauds,  it  will  be  more  practical  to  give  its  whole  action  upou  the 
buccal  cavity,  which  will  include  much  of  its  action  ujion  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth. 

"Of  all  the  usual  effects  of  the  full  Mercurial  operation,  saliva- 
tion is  the  most  atrilving.  Immediately  preceding  it,  there  is  often 
an  erethism  of  the  system,  iu  which,  besides  the  increase  of  the 
secretions,  or  even  before  this  takes  place,  the  patieut  experiences 
loss  of  appetite,  has  a  quick  and  frequent  pulse,  and  manife&ts 
unwonted  ner\ouH  excitability.  If  the  saUvation  is  profuse,  this 
state  may  become  strongly  marked.  The  iirst  evidt-uce  tliut  the 
syBtem  is  becoming  Mercurialize*!  is  shown  by  a  metallic  or  cop- 
perish  taste  in  the  motitb  and  some  soreness  whcu  Iho.teeth  are 
smartly  struck  together.  The  breath  has,  at  the  same  time,  a 
characteristic  fetor  [caused  by  perverted  secretions  of  the  lym- 
phatic glandular  system].  A  re<l  line  may  also  be  observed  along 
the  attachment  of  the  gums  to  tbe  teeth  of  the  lower  jaw.  The 
reilness  extends  gradiuilly  to  the  whole  gingival  surface,  and  more 
or  less  to  the  cheeks,  hps.  tongue,  and  fauces;  the  tongue  is 
coated  with  a  whitish  slime,  ha^  a  sodden  look,  and  bears  upou  its 
edges  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  The  salivary  glands  become 
swollen  and  tender,  their  secretion  is  augmented  and  of  a  ropy 
oousistence.  usually  ulkaliite  in  its  reaction  and  of  a  penetrating 
taste  and  smell.  Several  pints  of  saliva  may  be  discharged  in 
tweuty-foiir  hours.  When  Mercurial  salivation  is  excessive,  these 
symptoms  sometimes  reach  a  distressing  degree.  The  swelling 
of  the  mouth  and  tongue  renders  deglutition  and  speech  difficult, 
if  not  impossible ;  extensive  ulcers,  sometimes  coated  with  false 
membrane,  attack  the  gums,  cheeks,  and  fauces,  and,  in  healing, 
may  cause  permanent  adhesions  of  contiguous  parts ;  (wJema  of 
the  glottis  may  occur;  the  breath  becomes  insufferably  fetid  :  the 
teeth  loosen  and  fall  out,  and  caries  may  attack  the  remaining 
teeth,  and  even  tbe  maxillary  bones. 

**ln  some  rare  in.st.ances.  salivation  recurs  at  remote  periods 
from  the  original  affection.  Dr.  Strong,  of  Boston,  relntes  the 
case  of  a  buly  who,  eigbteen  years  before  his  report,  was  salivated 
in  the  mouth  of  October.  The  following  February,  while  using 
Fowler's  solution,  she  was  again  sjilivated.  and  thenceforth, 
although  she  took  no  more  Mercury,  except  once  by  mistake,  she 
had  annually  a  recurrence  of  salivation  in  the  same  months  as 
at  first,  but  with  gradually  decreasmg  severity.  In  each  attaek 
the  symptoms  were  perfectly  well  clmractr'rized. 

"Altbough  infants  and  yomig  children  are  seldom  salivated, 
certain  exceptions  to  this  rule  must  be  admitted.    Dr.  J.  B.  Bock 
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oollc<ftti<i  a  number  of  cases  which  prove  that  childreu  can  be  sal- 
ivated. He  SHW  a  chihl  five  years  nU\,  profusely  salivated  liy  fivt* 
grauia  of  Calomel.  Clark  met  with  tbivt:  cabts  iu  ubiltlreii  under 
three  years  of  age ;  aud  Percival,  cue.  in  which  the  effect  was 
produced  in  a  child  seven  months  old,  by  Mercuinal  inunction. 
CliampouiUou  re|>orts  the  faats  of  two  infants,  one  eleven,  the 
other  twelve  mouths  olil,  who  were  actively  salivated  by  fractional 
doses  of  Calomel.  C'austutt  mentions  a  boy  ten  years  old  who 
was  salivated  by  working  at  the  trade*  of  mirror  silvering.  Dr. 
Paisli  refers  to  seven  instances  of  death  from  Mercurj'  given  as  a 
bialagogue  to  children  between  three  and  eight  years  of  age.  Dr. 
S.  Jackson  saw  three  cases  of  children  under  seven  years  of  age, 
in  each  of  wnom  there  was  a  loss  of  several  teeth  with  their  alve- 
oli, iu  consequence  of  Calomel  being  giveu  as  a  purge  iu  remittent 
fever.  In  a  fourth  case,  that  of  a  child  three  year»  old,  salivation 
WHS  caused  by  the  ai»pIicatiou  of  Mercurial  ointment  t«  the  face 
to  prevent  the  pitting  of  contluent  small-pox.  Dr.  Blair  met  with 
a  case  of  severe  salivation  from  Calomel  in  a  boy  ten  years  of  age. 

"It  has  bt-en  made  a  question  whether  Mercurial  salivation  is 
not  dei>eiulcnt  upon  tlie  irritation  of  the  gums  and  mucous  mem- 
brane of  the  mouth ;  an.l  that  it  sometimes  is  so,  lias  already 
been  admitted,  and  illustrated  by  facts.  No  doubt,  also,  salivation 
usually  follows  various  irritations  of  this  membnine,  such  asariset 
from  dentition,  decayed  teeth,  and  variolous  pustules  within  the 
i-avity  ol  the  mouth.  It  is,  perhaps,  alsotrue  that  a  portionof thi* 
quickening  niHuence  attributed  to  Mercury  upon  the  secretions  of 
the  liver  and  pancreas  may  be  due  to  its  irritation  of  the  stomach 
and  duodenum.  But  that  salivation  is  not  necesBarily  dependent 
on  any  such  reHeeted  irritation,  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  medicines 
which  do  not  atlect  the  mouth  Hometimes  occasion  salivation ; 
such,  for  example,  as  Iwliue,  Iodide  of  Potiissiuni,  Tartar  emetic. 
.\rsenic,  Nitric  acid.  Digitalis,  and  Copper.  Indeed,  Mercury 
itself  occasionally  salivates  without  previously  causing  inHamma- 
tion  of  the  mouth ;  and,  when  it  is  added  that  Mercur>'  can  W 
obtained  from  the  saliva,  bile,  and  pancreatic  juice  of  persons  or 
animals  thtit  have  been  salivated,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained 
that  salivation  is  due,  almost  if  not  qnite.  exclusively,  to  the 
direct  operation  of  the  metal  conveyed  by  the  blood  of  these 
glands,  or  that  the  blood  itself  is  so  changed  by  its  action  on  the 
lymphatics  aa  to  produce  the  salivation. 

"Besides  the  tendency  of  ulcers  on  any  part  of  the  body  to 
assume  an  unhealthy  appearance,  and  even  to  be<^me  gangre- 
nous, and  of  contiguous  portions  of  the  cutis — e.  g.,  of  the  buttockn ^ 
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the  thighs,  ete. — to  suffer  excoriation,  the  constitutional  notion  of 
Mt'rcur>'  may  develop  ulcers  in  the  buccal  cavity,  upon  the  guinfi, 
tbe  inner  surface  of  the  lips  and  cheeks,  and  the  tongue,  gener- 
ally attended  with  Kalivaiion,  These  ulcers  nsimlly  advance  from 
within  outward,  raiHing  and  then  casting  off  the  epitbeliuin,  and 
exposing  a  red  and  irritable  surface  which  secretes  an  acrid  tluid. 
They  are  irregular  in  shape,  without  (h»tined  edges,  bleed  readily, 
have  a  diity.  wliitisli  surface,  are  surrounded  with  a  dark  haio, 
and  are  apt  to  run  together.  Syphilitic  ulcers,  on  the  contrary, 
are  more  frequently  cii'cular,  attack  the  posterior  ratlier  than  the 
anterior  portion  of  the  mouth,  present  defined  margins,  with  a 
cupperish  hue  of  tbe  surrounding  membrane,  and  are  not  apt  to 
extend  from  the  primary  seat.  It  is  true,  that,  under  the  action 
of  Mercury,  syphilitic  ulcers  may  lose  their  characteristic  appear- 
ance, and  render  the  diagnosis  doubtful ;  but,  in  that  case,  fresh 
ulcers  form,  with  all  tlie  peculiarities  of  the  Mercurial  sort.  These 
may  be  also  attiibuted  to  a  scorbutic  taint;  bnt  the  circum- 
stances of  their  origin  sbonld  prevent  this  error,  and  also  the 
Mercurial  fetor  exhaled  by  the  breath.  It  o<oa8ioiially  happens 
that  hemorrhage,  which,  indeed,  has  in  some  instances  proved 
fatal,  is  produced  by  Merenrial  ulceration  of  the  fauces.  Death 
may  also  result  from  a  dc^struction  of  the  soft  parts.  A  case  is 
reported  by  Drs.  Graves  and  Stokes,  of  a  child,  eleven  years  of 
age.  who.  for  an  inHammation  of  the  trachea,  took  eight  grnina 
of  Calonud  in  divided  doses.  Salivation  ffillowed,  with  excessive 
swelling  of  the  face  and  neck  ;  ulcers  beginning  at  the  comers  of 
the  month  spread  to  the  lips  and  cheeks,  causing  an  extensive 
destruction  of  both  ;  a  sloughing  ulcer  formed  on  the  palate,  and 
the  fetor  of  the  breath  was  excessive.  Treatment  was  unavailing, 
and  death  to<di  place  on  the  eighth  day.  Thut  form  of  ulceration 
of  the  mouth  known  as  gangnenopsis  usually  arises  during  a  state 
of  exhaustion  of  the  system  following  disease,  especially  eruptive 
fevers  and  dysenter>' ;  the  ulcers  are  of  a  ci  re  urn  scribed  charac- 
ter, generally  of  tbe  cheek,  and  follow  tumefaction  and  hanhiess 
of  the  part.  The  affection  known  as  cancrum  oris,  and  proceed- 
ing from  the  same  causes  as  the  last  one  mentioned,  begins  in  the 
gums,  and  presents  symptoms  lOosely  resembling  Mercurial  sore 
mouth,  including  sahvation,  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands, 
sAvolIen.  spongy,  bleeding,  and  ulcerated  gums,  covered  with  a 
pultaceouB  deposit,  with  loosening  and  even  loss  of  the  teeth. 
If  such  a  state  ensues  upon  the  administration  of  Mercury,  there 
appears  to  be  nothing  by  which  it  can  be  distinguished  from  the 
effects  of  this  medicine,  unless  it  be  the  existence  of  a  fetid  odor 
which  is  different  from  that  orrasioned  by  Mercury.*"— .S/iWf. 


Dr.  Dietericli  describes  the  Mercurial  sore  throat  to  be  char- 
acterized by  a  dark  or  bluish  redness;  great  sense  of  dryness, 
with  hawking  of  tenaciouB,  glassy  mucus ;  and  enlargement  of 
the  mucous  folliciee. 

Pancreas. — Mercury  affects  the  pancreas  in  a  manner  an:Uo- 
gous  to  its  action  on  the  sahvarj'  glands.  "The  pancreas  would 
appear,  in  an  especial  maimer,  to  be  affected  by  Mercury.  Die- 
terich  attributed  the  diarrh<ea  which  it  usually  causes  to  an 
excessive  secretion  of  this  organ.  Dr.  Copeland  relates  the  case 
of  a  female  who  was  excessively  salivated  for  syphilis,  after  which 
she  experienced  deep-seated  pain  and  heat  of  the  epigastrium, 
with  nausea,  inappetence,  thirst,  and  fever,  and  voided  thin  stools 
containing  a  fluid  resembling  saliva.  After  her  death,  the  pan- 
creas, which  weighed  eight  ounces,  was  red  and  congested,  and 
its  durta  dilated."  -Stille. 

Dr.  Hnghes  Bennett  and  Dr.  Wibmer,  in  experiments  on  ani- 
mals, found  in  tlie  bodies  of  those  treated  with  Mercurial  frictions, 
the  pancreas  greatly  reddened  and  hyportropbied.  Its  action  ui>on 
the  pancreas  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Iris,  only  more  malignant. 
All  writers  show  that  Mercury  stimulates  the  pancreas  to  pour 
out  an  abundant  secretion,  which,  however,  is  not  noi*mal.  but  a 
pathological  secretion.  Atrophy  of  the  pancreas  is  now  known 
to  be  the  cause  of  diabetes ;  and  Mercury  causes  this  symptom. 

LJvor.— Mercury  is  a  powerful  cholagogne.  and.  like  the  metals 
in  general,  is  excreted  by  the  liver,  and  nianifests  a  tendency  to 
accumulate  in  this  organ. 

"The  only  preparations  of  Mercury  which  are  used  as  purga- 
tives are  CalovtA  and  Blue  uutxR.  Of  tliese.  the  first  is  far  the 
more  active,  and,  indeed,  is  the  only  one  which  can  be  relied  on 
to  purge. 

"The  chief  interest  in  the  purgative  action  of  Mercurials,  cen- 
ters in  the  question  as  to  their  influence  on  the  liver.  WTien 
Calomel  is  given  to  a  healthy  man  in  moderate  purgative  doses, 
green  liquid  stools  are  produced,  which,  after  larger  doses,  er« 
replaced  by  brown  pHssages.  The  color  of  these  pnsfiaces  has 
always  been  supposed  by  clinicians  to  be  due  to  the  presence  of 
bile,  but  recently  it  has  been  affirmed  that  the  green  tint  is  owing 
to  a  compound  of  the  Mercury  itself.  Although  no  chemical 
proof  iif  the  prosfuce  of  the  raetnl  or  its  suit  lias,  that  I  am  awnre 
0f»  been  furnished,  yet  it  can  scarcely  Ik*  dotibted  tliat  M^rcnry  is 
present  in  the  first  passages  produced  by  Calomel.    The  c)««h* 
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jon,  evidently,  is  uot,  Is  Mercury'  ever  present  in  the  'spiuach 
stools'?  but,  Is  it  alwayH  present ?  or,  iu  other  words,  Is  it  an  in- 
tegrant portion  of  thorn  ?  The  evidence  is  not  so  ahuudant  upon 
this  point  as  is  desirable,  yet  seems  sufficient  to  furnish  a  nega- 
tive answer  to  the  last  question.  Simon  and  Oolding  Bird,  in 
careful  analyses,  both  failed  to  detect  the  metal ;  and,  as  tht  rec- 
ognition of  Mcrciu-y  is  an  exceedingly  simple  chemical  problem, 
it  seems  impossible  that  these  chemists  could  have  overlooked 
the  metal  if  it  had  been  present.  Simon's  analysis  was  per- 
formed upon  the  Mth  stool  after  the  administration  of  a  large 
dose  of  Calomel.  The  passage  was  iluid,  perfectly  green,  had  no 
fffcal  odor,  exhibited  a  mild  acid  reaction,  and  showed,  under  the 
uiicroscui>e,  a  great  numl>er  of  mucuus  corpuscles  and  epithe- 
lium-cells. Ether  extracted  from  the  solid  residue  (obtained  by 
evaporation),  a  considerable  amomit  of  fat,  which  had  an  acid 
reaction,  contained  cholesterine,  and  was  colored  by  biliverdiri. 
.■Ul  the  other  substances,  which  were  separated  from  the  ntnoi  by 
water  and  alcohol,  were  more  or  less  colored  by  bile  pigment. 
Bilin,  biJifeUimc  aeid,  and  biliverdin  were  found  in  large  quan- 
tities. 

"The  most  satisfactory  evidence  is,  however,  that  furnished  by 
Michea,  who  examined  chemically  the  fieees  under  four  different 
eouditious :  First,  the  Hi>ontam*oua  dejections  of  sLv  healthy  in- 
dividuals; no  bile  was  found.  Second,  green  stools  of  three  per- 
sons suffering  from  gastro-intestinal  derangement ;  bile-pigmeut 
in  one  case  only,  and  in  that  could  not  he  detected  after  per- 
sistent vomiting  had  ceased.  Third,  Calomel  having  been  given 
to  eight  healthy  poi-sons,  five  men  and  three  women,  bile  was 
readily  demonstrated  in  the  green  passages  pro<luced  in  all  the 
subjects.  Fourth,  saline  and  resinous  purgatives  were  given  to 
five  persons ;  but  no  bile  could  be  detected  in  the  liquid  stools. 

"To  the  evidence  brought  forward  in  favor  of  the  proposition 
that  Calomel  given  to  healthy  men  causes  an  increased  escape  of 
bile  from  the  aUmentar>'  canal,  may  be  added  the  conclusive  fact, 
that,  in  some  persons,  whose  idiosyncrasies  render  tliem  ver>' sus- 
ceptible to  the  action  of  Calomel,  it  produces  not  merely  purging, 
but  also  vomiting  of  l>ile,  which  is  scarcely  at  all  altered. 

"From  the  facts  which  have  just  been  passed  in  review,  the 
conclusion  seems  ineWtable  that  Mercurial  purgatives  given  to 
healthy  persons  cause  the  escape  of  large  quantities  of  bile  from 
the  alimentnry  canal. 

"As  is  well  known,  wlien  from  any  cause  bile  does  not  pass 
into  the  duodenum,  the  stools  become  very  pale,  of  a  peculiar 
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potter's  clay,  or  even  white,  color.  Very  frequently,  under  tbese 
fireuniBtttnces,  wliifh  may  co-exist  either  with  diarrhu'ti  or  witli 
constipation.  Mercurials  will  modify  the  color  of  the  paesages  and 
alleviate  or  cure  any  sj-mptoms  present.  In  many  cases,  the 
Mercurials  are,  of  courwe,  powerlefis  to  effect  the  desired  result ; 
but  this  depends  upon  the  cause  being  organic,  or  of  some  other 
nature  not  to  be  overcome  by  a  mere  stimulant  to  secretion. 

"As  Mercurials  in  health  increase  the  How  of  bile  from  the  in- 
testine, and  as  they  will  sometimes  re-establish  it  in  disease  when 
the  secretion  has  altogether  ceased,  or  has  been  verj*  materially 
diminished,  the  conclusion  seems  to  me  inevitable  that  Mercu- 
rials have  the  pow«r  oi  directly  or  indirectly  increasing  the  secre- 
tion of  bile.  The  only  objection  of  any  force  to  bo  urped  against 
this  deduction  is  founded  upon  the  idea  that  the  drug  simply  in- 
creases peristalsis  in  sueli  a  way  as  to  cause  the  bile  naturally  in 
the  duodenum  to  be  swept  out  instead  of  being  absorbed.  The 
answer  to  this  is  embraced  in  the  following  facts :  Mercurials  re- 
store the  color  of  the  passages  when  pale  from  arrested  secretion, 
often  without  producing  iliarrh<fa  ;  other  even  more  artive  purga- 
tives fail  to  induce  the  same  bilious  passages ;  when  diarrhoea 
exists  with  clayey  stools,  the  cliange  in  the  color  of  the  passages 
caused  hy  a  Mercurial  may  coincide  with  a  not  increased,  or  even 
a  lessened,  amount  of  liquidity;  diarrhcea  ordinarily  does  not 
cause  bile  to  appear  in  the  passages."— Pr.  //.  (\  Wftod. 

Tlie  experiments  with  Mercur>'  upon  the  lower  animals,  by 
such  men  as  Drs.  Handheld  ,7«>neH,  Scott,  and  Hughes  Bennett, 
tend  tfl  show  that  the  secretion  of  hile  is  diminisiied  rather  than 
increased  :  but  this  is  no  proof  that  the  bile  is  diminished  in  the 
human  subject.  On  the  contrar>'.  the  diminished  secretion  is  a 
sign  of  congestion  of  the  liver,  which  has  been  demonstrated  in 
-Mercurial  poisoning  by  post-mortem  examinations;  and  this  may 
tie  accompanied  by  jaundice,  induration,  and  hypertrophy  of  the 
organ. 

Mercury  has  a  powerful  action  upon  the  IjTnpbatics  of  the- 
liver,  Wibmer  says;  "In  the  bodies  of  those  who  have  been 
treated  \>*ith  Mercurial  frictions,  we  discover  extreme  emaciation  : 
the  muscles  are  atrophied,  pale:  the  lymphatic  glands,  especially 
in  the  region  when?  the  ointment  was  rubbed  in.  enlarged ;  the 
pancreas  hypertropliied  and  frequently  of  a  reddish  color;  the 
liver  enlarged,  soft,  of  a  black-brown  color;  the  bile  thin  And 
copious :  the  veins  of  the  abdomen  turgid  with  a  thin,  dark  blood." 

When  given  to  promote  the  secretion  of  bUe,  a  dose  should  he 
given  for  two  nights  large  enongh  to  act  as  a  purgative.    One- 
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ImJf  to  oue  grain  will  ftct  as  a  purgative  in  one  niglit ;  but,  as  a 
niiii.  it  18  l)t'tttjr  to  givo  it  in  full  purgative  iloses  of  from  five  to 
ten  grains.  In  some  cases,  it  will  produce  nausea  and  tormina^ 
but  not  often. 


Kidue^'S. — Mercury  is  eliminated  cliiefly  by  the  kidneys;  but 
they  art)  also  aided  by  the  salivary  and  intestinal  glands  and  the 
liver.  "The  kidneys  are  muoh  atTected  by  this  poison.  Suppres- 
sion of  m'inc  is  a  very  common  phenomeucm ;  and  post-mortem 
investigation  shows  it  to  be  connected  with  acute  congestion  or 
inHammation  of  the  secreting  structure  of  these  organs.  The 
urine  is  albuminous  during  life,  and  the  patients  die  with  all  the 
symptoms  of  ura-mic  poison.  Low»;r  down,  we  have  frequent 
and  painful  urination  ;  and  sometimes  swelling  and  blackness  of 
thi*  scrotum,  with  erection  of  the  penis.  This,  too,  is  from  the 
Biciiloride;  but,  from  Mercurins  soUibilis,  two  of  Uuhnemuuu's 
provers  had  balanitis  and  balanorrhoea ;  and  another  (Helbig)  re- 
ports the  following  symptoms  :  '.\  number  of  small  red  vesicles, 
at  the  termination  of  the  glans  penis,  behind  the  prepuce,  becom- 
ing converted  into  ulcers,  the  base  of  which  was  covered  with  a 
cheesy  lining.*  A  similar  symptom  was  experienced  by  one  of 
the  provers  of  Cinnabar. 

"Tliese  phenomena  are  of  mtich  interest  with  reference  to  the 
relation  of  Mercury  to  chancre.  Other  facts  are  mentioned  by 
Tronssean  and  Pidoux  which  bear  on  the  same  point.  They 
allow  that  Mercury  may  cause  serious  ulceration  at  the  side  of 
tlie  penis  or  in  the  vulva.  They  relate  how  a  dog  which  Bret- 
onneau  hatl  Mercurialized,  copulating  ^vith  one  of  his  kind,  had 
his  penis  Bwcllcd,  inflamed,  ulcerated,  and  finally  gangrenous. 
And  they  state  that  women  laboring  under  puerperal  fever,  and 
treated  witli  'Mercurial  frictions,  were  liable  Uy  cet  membranous 
inflammation  of  the  vulva,  followed  by  sphacelus."— ///uy/ic*. 

According  to  Salkowski,  who  experimented  with  dogs  and  rab- 
bits. Con'osive  sublimate  cmisfs  an  increased  serretinn  and  a 
saccharine  condition  of  the  urine  of  long  duration.  If  this  is  so, 
it  must  come  from  atrophy  of  the  pancreas ;  for  that  is  great  cause 
of  sugar  in  the  urme. 

MiicoiiK  Membrane  of  the  Digestive  Organs.— On  taking 
Corrosive  sublimate,  its  peculiar  sharp  and  metallic  taste  will 
usually  be  noticed ;  it  produces  powerful  corrosion  of  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  mouth,  (psophagus,  stomach,  and  intestines, 
and  leads  rapidly  to  gastro-enteritis  of  the  severtiflt  form. 
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"The  post-mortem  nppeamurnt  are  those  of  corrosive  gastro- 
enteritis. The  mueouB  membraue  of  the  mouth,  throat,  aud 
oenophagiis,  is  inflamed,  wrinkled,  aud  covered  with  a  white  coat. 
The  mucous  nieitihraiie  of  the  htomach  is  iti  some  places,  espe- 
cially near  the  pylorus,  converted  into  dark,  very  tough  eschars. 
In  some  cases,  ulceration  takes  place.  Aft«r  separation  of  the 
eschars,  there  may  he  perforation.  Here  and  there  particles  of 
the  substance  used  may  he  found  adhering  closely  to  the  mucous 
membrane.  In  the  small  intestines,  the  appearances  are  usually 
normal ;  but,  in  the  lanie  inteatine,  on  the  contrary,  severe  injUttn- 
matUin,  ercn  to  idrcrution  and  hemotrkaf/r^  has  frequently  been 
noticed.  This  hist  appearance  is  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  begin- 
ning of  the  general  action  of  Mercury." — Pn>/.  B.  Xuuttyn. 

It  will  here  be  proper  to  not«  in  detail  the  full  effects  of  Mer- 
cury upon  the  various  portions  of  the  dlfiegitrt'  tract. 

The  tongue  becomes  coated,  apixitite  impaired;  nausea,  vom- 
iting, with  oppression  and  tenderneas.  "The  alvine  evacnations 
become  at  iirst  feculent,  thin,  and  greenish,  aud  afterward  watery 
and  frothy,  and  pale  in  color.  There  may  be  ten  or  tifteen  etools 
in  the  course  of  twenty-four  hours.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  a 
sense  of  fullness  iu  the  aJHlomen,  tenderness  on  pressure  in  the 
epigastrium,  and  a  dull,  tensive  pain  in  the  same  region.  The 
thirst  is  great,  the  mouth  and  skin  dry,  and  the  urine  scanty. 
As  the  dianrhcea  augments,  vomiting  may  be  superadded,  while 
the  skin  grows  cool  and  the  eyes  sunken  and  dark.  The  purging 
may  terminate  in  gastric  inflammation.  Its  symptoms  'the  purg- 
ing] are  by  some  attributed  to  an  excessive  action  of  the  pan- 
creas."—S/i//**. 

Dr.  n.  Hughes  says:  "Wliile  Mercury  has  little  influence 
npon  the  small  intestines,  the  large — ojtcum,  colon,  and  roctura 
— are  a  special  seat  of  its  influence.  Diarrhea  not  unfrequently 
accompanies  or  repla^'cs  salivation ;  and  the  tendency  to  tenes- 
mus shows  that  its  seat  is  the  lower  p<»rtion  of  the  bowel.  In 
poisoning  by  Corrosive  sublimate,  the  whole  tract  exhibits  marks 
of  intense  inflammation,  going  on  to  ulceration  and  sloughing; 
and  the  symptoms  during  life  are  often  those  of  acute  dysentery. 

"This  is  the  place  to  speak  of  the  efl'ect  of  Mercury  npon  the 
intestinal  evacnations.  The  stools  produced  by  it  are  of  various 
characters.  When  g^ven  as  a  purgative  in  the  form  of  Calomel 
or  Blue  pill,  it  causes  copious  fluid  evacuations,  of  a  dark  browii 
or  yellowish  color, — fiomctinu's,  ospecially  in  children,  of  a  green 
hue.  I  suppose  tliese  evacuations  to  consist  in  an  increased 
quantity  of  the  biliary'  and  other  secretions.    The  green  'Calomel 
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stools '  of  children  are  generally  Bupposed  to  consist  of  l>ile,  altered 
in  tint  by  superabundant  acid  in  the  intestinea.  Others,  how- 
ever, consider  them  to  be  due  simply  to  the  presence  of  the  Siib- 
sulphide  of  Mercury  in  the  fieces,  their  color  being  a  phenomenon 
analogous  to  the  blackness  of  the  stools  in  those  who  are  taking 
Iron.  The  objection  to  this  view  ia  that  they  have  been  induced 
by  doses  of  Calomel  far  too  small  to  cause  any  general  coloration 
of  the  fffices.  The  purging  caused  by  Mereuiials  always  tends  to 
assume  the  dysenteric  character;  and,  in  acnte  poisoning  by 
Corrosive  sublimate,  the  stools  are  scanty,  frequent,  and  bloody, 
just  as  in  the  idiopathic  affection."  The  dose  to  act  upon  the 
bowels  as  a  purgative,  of  Blue  mass,  is  from  one-half  a  grain  to 
fifteen  grains ;  of  dtiotnel,  one-tenth  of  a  grain  to  ten  grains. 

llncouH  Membrane  of  llie  Respiratory  Orpins.— Mercury 
han  here  a  specitic  action,  affecting  especially  that  of  the  nose, 
producmg  great  congestion  and  catarrlial  inflammation,  com- 
pletely occluding  the  nostrils ;  and  the  Materia  Medica  contains 
no  more  useful  remedy  for  catarrh,  both  acute  and  chronic,  eHpe- 
eially  the  latter,  than  Mercury.  In  the  chronic  form,  the  Iodide 
is  my  special  favorite. 

"Coryza  sometimes  occurs  in  Mercurialization ;  and  one  of 
the  dogs  poisoned  by  Corrosive  sublimate  in  Dr.  H.  Bemiett's  ex- 
periments luid  constant  luuco-purulent  discharge  from  the  nose. 
[And  a  dog*  poisoned  with  the  Cyanuret  of  Mercury  by  myself  had 
a  complete  pseudo-membrane  upon  the  nasal  mucous  membrane.] 
Bronchitis  and  pneumonia  have  also  I)een  observed  in  poisoning 
by  this  substance ;  and  the  latter  giMierally  complicates  the 
febrile  Mercurial  eruptions." — llutfhes. 

Ej'CB. — Inflammation  of  the  conjunctival  mucous  membrane 
of  a  malignant  nature  is  a  prominent  symptom  of  Mercurj',  both 
in  man  and  animals; — so  say  Hahnemann,  Hering,  and  Over- 
beck; — also  iritis  with  effusion  of  lymph. 

SerouH  Meuibriines. — It  especially  affects  the  peritoneum^ 
producing  inflammation  with  effusion.  It  also  sHghtly  affects 
the  arachnoid  membrane,  and  the  synovial  membranes  of  the 
large  joints,  producing  congestion,  inflammation,  and  ulceration. 

FibroDN  TIsKnes.  and  Boues.— Permanent  damage  of  the 

osseous  structures  often  occurs ;  siich  as  caries,  with  all  its  accom- 
panying symptoms.  Thw  periosteum  becomes  highly  inflamed, 
with  mtolerable  pains  at  night.  After  death,  globules  of  Mercury 
cau  be  shaken  out  of  the  dried  bones  of  subjects  who  have  been 
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severely  aaUvated  during  life.  Necrosis  of  the  jaw  has  often 
been  produced  by  Calomt'l.  "It  huH  long  been  a  question,  and 
is  one  not  yet  fully  settled,  bow  far  Mtjrcury  may  operate  to  pro- 
duce disease  of  the  bones.  The  tendency  of  syphilis  to  develop 
those  aflFectiona  is  well  known,  and  also  the  gi-eat  frequency  of 
their  occurrence  in  syphilitic  caHes  truated  by  Mercury ;  yet  it 
is  certain  that  they  sometimes  follow  the  uses  of  this  drug  in 
cases  wholly  free  from  syphilitic  taint.  Mercurial  nodes,  it  is 
said,  precede  the  ulcers*  and  the  destruction  of  tissue  proceeds 
from  without  inwanl.  They  most  frequently  are  seated  in  the 
spongy  bones  of  the  base  of  the  cranium,  or  in  the  ends  of  the 
long  bones.** — CanstatL 


lilowK— The  effect  upon  the  blood  is  thus  stated  by  Dr.  Head- 
land; "By  some  inscrutable  chemical  power,  of  whose  agency  we 
know  nothing,  it  is  able  to  decompose  the  blood ;  hy  some  de- 
fitnietive  agency,  it  deprives  it  of  one-tliird  of  its  tibriuc,  one- 
seventh  of  its  alhumen,  one-third  or  more  of  its  globules;  and 
at  the  same  time  loads  it  with  a  fatty,  fetid  matter,  the  product 
of  docomposition." 

"The  action  of  Mercury  on  the  blood,  hy  which  it  tends  to 
reduce  the  proportion  of  solid  materials  in  this  tluid.  and  thus  to 
impair  the  nutrition  of  the  organs,  is  capable,  when  carried  be- 
yond moderate  bounds,  of  occasioning  a  fonn  of  artificial  scurvy, 
some  of  the  elements  of  which  have  previously  hcen  descrilKfd. 
The  muscles  lose  their  firmness,  fullness,  and  power,  the  com- 
ple:!iion  assumes  a  pallid  or  an  earthy  hue,  the  breath  becomes 
fetid,  the  urine  is  readily  decompowed,  and  dian-hcea  is  usually 
present.  The  gums  grow  spongy,  the  hair  falls  out ;  dull  pains  in 
the  bones  and  joints  are  felt ;  oedema  of  the  ankles,  or  even  gen- 
eral dropsy,  may  form ;  hemorrhage  from  the  nose,  bowels, 
kithityH.  or  rcopentMl  wounds,  takes  pbu-e,  and  hectic  fever,  with 
tubercular  consumption,  may  terminnto  life." — StiUe. 

**Beceut  exi)eriment8  have  shown  that  small  doses  of  Mercury, 
as  Iron,  Manganese,  and  other  metals,  have  the  power  to  increase 
the  number  of  red  corpuscles,  and  improve  the  quality  of  the 
blood.  It  has  long  been  known  that  this  result  followed  the  use 
of  Corrosive  chloride  in  sy])hilis-  The  improved  methods  of 
counting  the  numl>er  of  corpuscles  within  a  given  area  have  alone 
rendere<l  possible  an  exact  determination  of  such  a  <lelicate  ques- 
tion. It  remains  true,  however,  that  any  considerable  quantity 
of  Mercury,  administered  a  sufficient  time,  will  affect  the  quality 
and  composition  of  the  blood;  the  red  globules  are  diminished 
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in  number ;  the  fibrine  losea  its  plasticity ;  the  proportion  of  water 
is  iucreased,  ami  various  effete  materiale,  whose  nature  is  un- 
kuoftn.  accumulate.  Mercury  is  deposited  in  all  the  textures, 
interferes  with  tlie  noi*mal  nntritive  proces.sea,  and  is  found  in  all 
the  secretions  and  excretion!;!," — BurthoUnc.  .Good  Honueopatliy.] 

Hahnemann,  in  his  treatise  on  Vt'tttrcid  Discmes,  taught, 
that,  to  cure  syphilis,  a — 

Mcrcurhtl  Ftrer  had  to  be  produced.  How  does  that  sound 
for  small  doses?  Let  those  who  choose  to  make  ftwls  of  them- 
selves and  their  patients,  answer  this  treatment  of  our  great 
leader  Hahnemann.  When  wo  have  a  specific  and  malignant 
poison  to  antidote,  the  tnie  physician,  like  Hahnemann,  will  use 
enough  of  the  remedy  to  prtnlnce  the  desired  result,  if  it  does  take 
toxic  doses  to  do  it.  The  fever  he  produced  in  his  patients  is 
moat  graphically  described  by  himself.  He  says:  "The  patient 
gets  a  metallic  taste  in  the  month,  a  disagi'eeable  smell  in  the 
nose,  a  painless,  audible  rumbling  in  the  bowels,  an  eartliy  com- 
plexion, a  pinched  nose,  blue  rings  around  the  eyes,  pale,  leaden- 
colored  lips,  an  uninterrupted  or  frequently  recurring  shuddering 
(always  getting  stronger)  that  thrills  deeply,  even  into  the  interior 
of  the  body.  His  pulse  becomes  small,  bard,  and  very  rapid; 
there  is  an  inclination  to  vomit,  or  at  least  nausea  at  ever>'thing, 
especially  at  animal  diet,  but  chiefly  a  very  violent  headache  of  a 
tearing  and  presaive  character,  which  sometimes  rages  without 
intermission  in  the  occiput  or  over  the  root  of  the  nose.  The 
nose,  ears,  hands,  and  feet  are  cold.  The  thirst  is  inconsiderable ; 
the  bowels  constipated,  great  sleeplessness,  the  short  dreams  of  a 
fearful  character,  accompanied  by  frequent  shght  perspirations. 
The  weakness  is  extreme,  as  also  the  listlessness  and  anxious 
oppression,  which  the  patient  thinks  he  never  before  felt  any- 
thing like.  Tlie  eyes  bo(;ome  sparlding,  as  if  full  of  water,  the 
nose  is  as  if  stufTed  with  csitarrh ;  the  muscles  of  the  neck  are 
somewhat  stiff,  as  from  rheumatism ;  the  back  of  the  tongue 
is  whitish.  At  this  period  the  patient  experiences,  if  all  goes  on 
well,  some  discomfort  in  swallowing,  a  shooting  pain  in  the  root 
of  the  tongue,  on  both  sides  of  the  mouth  a  looseness  or  setting 
on  edge  of  the  teeth  (the  gums  recede  a  little  toward  the  root  of 
the  teeth,  become  somewhat  spongy,  red.  painful,  swollen) ;  there 
is  a  moderate  swelling  of  the  tonsUs  and  submaxillary  glands, 
and  a  peculiar  rancid  odor  from  the  mouth,  without  the  occur- 
rence, however,  of  a  notable  increase  in  the  secretion  of  saliva, 
and  without  diarrhoea  or  immoderate  perspiration." 
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All  of  this  is  prior  to  the  full  development  of  the  first  local  ef- 
fects, viz.,  the  stomatitis  and  salivation ;  and  tlii:!  Mercurial 
fever  generally  lasts  seven  daya,  hut  may  last  f(»r  weeks.  It 
terminates  on  the  occurrence  of  salivation,  a  specific  rash,  or 
copious  iMirspii-ation.  This  fever  usually  arises  between  the  fif- 
teenth and  twentietb  duys  of  the  treatment  by  inunction,  but 
more  rapidly  by  internal  medicatiou. 

Skin* — The  action  of  this  drug  upon  the  skin,  producing  3/rr- 
{•urini  eczema,  is  well  described  by  Stille.  He  says :  "The  contin- 
ued use  of  Mercurial  frictions  irritates  the  skm,  inducing  at  first 
redness  and  tenderness,  and  afterward,  in  some  cases,  a  peculiar 
erupticm,  erj'sipelas,  or  even  fatal  gangrene.  The  cutaneous  erup- 
tion excited  by  Mercury  was  tii-st,  it  is  believed,  mentioned  by 
Benjamin  Bell,  who  says :  '  It  is  not  an  uncommon  effect  of  Mer- 
cui-j*  to  excite  an  eniption  upon  the  surface  of  the  Ixidy.  In  some. 
this  appears  as  a  miliary  rash  somewhat  resembling  measles; 
while  ill  others,  it  is  considerably  elevated,  and  seems  to  be  pro- 
duced by  a  serous  effusion  between  the  cutis  and  scarf  skin.  In 
some,  the  eniption  is  partial,  while  in  others,  it  prevails  generally 
over  the  whole  iKidy.'  It  was  also  desoribedby  Dr.  Speers,  of  Edin- 
burgh, by  Dr.  Moriarty,  and  by  Mr.  Alley,  ol  Dublin,  who  has 
given  tho  fullest  account  of  its  couree  and  varieties.  In  its  mild- 
est form,  this  affection  consists  of  innumerable  minute  and  ti-nns- 
parent  vesicles,  on  a  hght  roae-culored  efflorescence,  occupying  o 
larfje  portion  of  the  skin.  It  is  accompanied  with  a  pri<'king  sen- 
sation and  itching,  but  not  with  fever.  A  severer  and  febrile  form 
presents  an  efflorescence  somewhat  like  that  of  rubeola ;  and,  in  a 
third  form,  which  Mr.  Alley  styled  malignant,  tbere  is  fever, 
an  intense  burning  beat  of  tbe  skin,  and  extrewie  soreness  of  the 
faueea ;  the  vosiclos  are  of  a  large  size,  and  the  spots  of  a  dark 
and  even  purplish  color.  In  this  form,  when  the  vesicles  burst, 
crusts  are  formed  of  a  very  unsightly  and  disgusting  apix-arauce. 
The  Bttcond  form  here  alluded  to  has  been  observed  by  Baron 
at  tbe  Children's  Hospital  of  Paris,  and  was  produced  by  Mercu- 
rial frictions.  Tlie  eruption  was  most  abundant  everywhere  else 
tlian  upon  the  places  wjiere  the  frictions  had  been  made ;  it  ooco- 
fiioued  neither  itching  nor  smarting,  nor  was  it  accompanied  by 
ptyalism.  A  slight  degree  of  fever  was  obser^'ed  during  a  period 
of  from  three  to  six  days,  during  which  tbe  eniption  lasted.  In 
some  cases  of  Mercurial  eachexia,  an  eniption  of  mpia.  and  also 
of  pustules  (ecthyma)  has  been  met  with." 
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The  cuticle,  hair,  and  naila  often  exfoli&te,  and  many  have 
observed  puatulation.  Purulent  ichorous  eraptions,  from  decom- 
position of  the  blood,  are  a  marked  effect  of  the  drug. 

Sexual  Organs. — By  its  actiou  upon  the  uteniH,  "in  not  a 
few  instances,  it  has  occasioned  meuorrhagia  or  amenorrhcia. 
and  in  pregnant  females  miscarriage.  From  an  extensive  series 
of  observations,  Lize  concluded  that  the  constitutional  action  of 
Mertmry  upon  a  husband  alone,  or  upon  a  wife  alone,  or  upon 
both  together^  vei7  commonly  rcHults  in  miscarriage,  still-birth, 
or  the  prematm'e  death  of  the  infant." — StiUe. 

Women  who  have  taken  quantities  of  Mercury,  generally  bear 
rickety  children.  Mercury  is  also  found  in  the  milk  ;  and  Mercu- 
rialization  of  the  milk  has  often  been  used  therapeutically  in 
cases  of  infantile  syphihs. 

Cerebro-Spiual  System.— "Sometimes  the  influence  of  Mer- 
curj'  falls  almost  exclusively  upon  the  nenous  system,  and  pro- 
duces a  peculiar  triiut  of  panilytit-  symptoms.  This  occurs 
chiefly,  if  not  exclusively,  when.uw  vnpor,  it  linds  entrance  to  the 
blood  through  the  lungs,  and  is  most  fi'equently  seen  in  those 
who  work  m  the  metal.  It  is  generally  the  result  of  long  expos- 
ure ;  but  that  il  may  bt*  produced  in  a  vtry  (short  time  is  proven 
by  the  case,  related  by  Dr.  Christison,  of  two  harumeter-mnkers 
who  slept  one  night  in  a  room  containing  a  pot  of  Mercurj'  upon 
a  stove.  One  was  suverely  salivated,  the  other  was  affected  with 
H  shaking  palsy  which  histed  all  bis  life.  According  to  Dr.  Sig- 
mond,  the  attack  of  Mercurial  palsy,  which  is  sometimes  sudden, 
sometimes  gradual,  begins  with  unsteadiness  and  shaking  of  the 
extremities,  and  of  the  muscles  of  the  face,  which  muvements  iu- 
terfere  with  walking,  speaking,  or  chewing;  the  tremors  become 
frequent,  nay,  almost  constant;  'every  action  is  performed  by 
starts.*  If  the  exposure  be  continued,  sleeplessness,  loss  of 
memory,  and  death  terminate  the  scene.  A  pecnliar  brownish 
hue  of  the  whole  body,  and  dry  skin,  generally  accompany  the 
disease.  In  its  tirst  stage,  it  may  l>e  mistaken  for  8t.  Vitus*  dance ; 
in  its  later  stages,  for  delirium  tremens.  Ac<'ording  t<i  Kod 
Gueneau  de  Mussy,  these  two  forms  are  rather  distinct  varieties 
than  different  stages  of  Mercurial  tremors.  In  the  latter,  the 
affection  simulates  parMyah  offitans  in  itft  shaking  movements ;  in 
the  fonner,  the  motions  are  violent,  and  occur  independently  nf 
the  will  of  the  patient,  even  when  he  is  lying  quietly  in  bed. 

"In  other  cases,  neuralgic  pains  are  a  prominent  result  of 
Mercurial  exposure;  and  sometimes  epilepsy  is  produced,  or  the 
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intellect  is  especially  affected,  azid  uiBanity.  most  frequently  of  a 
melaucbolic  type,  results.  According  to  Dr.  Sigmoml,  the  pecu- 
liar pjiralysib  of  lead-poisouing,  including  the  drop-wrist,  baa 
been  known  to  follow  persistent  Mereurml  inunctions."— /.>r.  //, 
t\  H'wd. 

The  mental  and  physical  depression  ai'e  marked  and  distress- 
ing/ The  susceptibility  to  external  impressions,  particiUarly  to 
that  of  cold,  is  excessive,  and  especially  at  night. 

The  neurotic  effects  of  Mercury  are  manifest  chiefly  in  the 
musculo-motor  and  the  ideational  and  emotional  spheres. 


Thempeutic  Individuality. 

All  the  symptoms  are  worse  at  night,  from  warmth  of  bed,  and 
in  ibimp,  cold,  rainy  weather. 

Profuse  perspiration  that  does  not  relieve,  accompanies  most 
complaints  where  Mercury  is  indicated. 

Easily  blooding  ulcers,  established  suppuration,  (jlands  or 
bones. 

Looseness  of  the  bowels,  diarrhuia,  dyseuterj',  or  gastro-intes- 
tinal  inflammation. 

It  is  a  glandular  remetly ;  and  no  drug  prevents  suppuration 
as  certainly  as  Mercury,  in  the  acute  and  sub-acute  form. 

-Glandular  suppuration  in  l>*mphatic,  scrofulous  systems. 

Cold,  clammy  sweat  on  the  legs  and  thighs  at  night. 

GuniH  Hponpj'.  bleeding,  witli  fetid  breath;  marked  fetor. 

Symptoms  are  aggravated  just  after  gettmg  warm  in  bed; 
and  are  attended  with  a  disposition  to  perspire. 

"Embarrassment  to  the  portal  circulation,  and  hence  to  the 
■whole  Tenons  system,  probably  explains  why  'the  pains  l>eeome 
intolerable  at  night,*  to  the  patient ;  why  'he  feels  better  when 
walking  than  lying  or  sitting' ;  wliy  the  'evening  airs'  or  'chilti- 
nesH*  make  him  worse,  and  why  he  has  sweat  at  every  move- 
ment."— />r.  Bfttft'ft, 

Mlud  and  Head. — "Weak  memory;  slow  to  answer  ques-*

"The  headache  corresponding  to  Mercury  is  of  a  compreBHive 
and  constrictive  character,  the  eyes  yellowish  and  slightly  con- 
gested; partial  or  complete  deafness." — I>t.  Btiyes.  [Rheuuiiitic 
or  portal.] 

"Sleepleasness  from  eml>arraBaed  portal  circulation,  with  beat- 
ing at  pit  of  the  stomach,  sometimes  profuse  sweat." — Dr.  Bnyes, 

Congestion  to  the  head,  with  a  feehug  as  if  it  would  burst. 

"Head  feels  as  if  in  a  vice,  with  nausea,  worse  in  open  airj 
from  sleeping  and  eating;  better  in  the  room." — llg. 

"Tearing  in  the  head;  heat  and  sweat;  worse  at  night;  in 
warmth  of  bed,  better  toward  morning." — My, 

"Hydrocephalus ;  sutures  open  ;  precocious ;  dirty  color  of  the 
face;  body  bathed  at  night  with  sour,  copious  sweat."—///?. 

"Exostosis  on  the  hairy  scalp ;  VC17  sore  to  the  touch ;  worse 
at  night  in  bed."— //j?.    [From  syphilis.] 

"Lacerating,  tearing,  and  stinging  in  l>ones  of  the  skull." — Hg. 

"Fetid,  sour-smelling,  oily  head  sweats;  worse  nights." — Ily, 

"Tlie  scalp  painful  to  touch,  with  falling-out  of  bair, "—//</, 

For  eczema  and  tinea  of  the  scalp,  Calomel  ointment,  com- 
posed of  one  drachm  of  Calomel  to  one  ounce  of  lard,  is  a  precious 
remedy,  if  applied  locally  morning  and  night.  It  may  be  used  in 
glycerine  the  same  way ;  or  two  grains  of  the  Bichloride  to  the 
ounce  of  water.  The  annoying  itching  of  many  skin  diseases  is 
wonderfully  allayed  by  Mercurial  ointment.  Lice  on  the  head  or 
piibea,  are  destroyed  at  once  by  the  ointment  made  with  Nitrate 
of  Mercury  or  Corrosive  sublimate.  Wash  the  hair  with  spirits 
of  wine  to  dissolve  the  gluey  matter  attaching  the  nit  to  the  hair. 
Syphilitic  nodes  will  often  yield  to  the  external  use  of  the  Oleate 
of  Mercury.  The  Oleate  of  Mercury  destroys  pediculi  immedi- 
ately, with  tlieir  ova,  when  the  Ointment  fails.  It  is  made  with 
a  five-per-cent  solution  of  Oleate  of  Mercury  in  Oleic  acid,  with 
one-eighth  part  of  Ether. 


Eyesu— Sub-acute  and  chronic  conjunctivitis,  lids  inflamed, 
with  swollen,  inverted  tarsi,  sensitive  to  hght, 

"In  hlepharitia,  tliere  is  no  better  remedy  if  the  lids  are  red 
and  swollen,  sensitive  to  heat,  cold,  or  touch ;  profuse  lachr>'ma- 
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tion,  burning  and  acrid,  making  the  lids  sorej  worse  at  night  aud 
from  warmth  in  general." — A,  ami  N, 

For  ophthalmia  neonatorum  with  acrid  discharges,  if  caused 
by  syphiUtic  leucorrhiua  in  the  mother,  Merciu-y  iH  the  best  rem- 
edy we  have. 

"In  superficial  intlammatious  of  the  conjunctiva  and  cornea^ 
either  ulcerative,  phlyctenular,  or  catarrhal.  Mercury  is  of  especial 
service  ;  the  ulcere  of  tiie  cornea  ai-e  very  vascular;  the  dread  of 
light  is  intense ;  lachrymntion  profuse,  biu'nmg,  and  excoriating  ; 
mnco-purulent  secretion  is  very  tfun  and  acrid;  always  worse  at 
night."— .1.  and  A'. 

"Mercury  has  always  been,  and  probably  always  will  be,  the 
principal  remedy  for  iritis;  especially  if  syphiHtic,  with  sore, 
tearing,  boring  pains  around  the  eye,  greatly  aggi'avated  at  night." 
— --I.  and  X.     [With  Atropia  locally.] 

"Retinitis  or  choroiditis.  Mercury  is  the  great  remedy  for 
diseases  of  the  optic  nerve  and  retina,  in  workers  in  fonnderies." 
— A.  otid  S.     [Or  from  syphilis.] 

In  rheumatic  ophthalmia  it  is  of  great  value.  Use  the  Corro- 
sivus  when  the  pains  are  sore,  aching,  and  burning.  Worse  at 
night. 

Black  points,  tlies,  and  fog  before  the  eyes.    Amaurosis. 

Ears.— In  chronic  catarrhal  indammation  of  the  middle  ear, 
Mercurj'  is  one  of  our  best  remedies, — and  probably  the  best  rem- 
edy we  have  ;  and  the  most  suitable  preparation  to  use  is  the  Mer- 
rnrhis  dutcis.  Dr.  H.  C.  Houghton  reports  ninety-three  cases  in 
the  Uom.  'Hmcg  treated  with  the  Ist.  ^ij  and  31  pontesimal  of  Cal- 
omel with  gratifying  results.  He  says  the  swoUJuK  of  the  mucous 
murai)rane  is  reduced  so  that  the  Eustachian  tube  becomes  patent. 

"The  ear  was  inflanied  internally  and  externally,  with  pain 
partially  erarap-Uke,  partly  sticking,  and  a  feeling  as  if  8toppe<1 
by  sweWmg,"— Hit jitmcl,     [Sub-acute  and  chronic  otorrhoea."

Roaring,  ringing,  and  singing  in  the  ears,  \vith  deafness. 

Ulceration  and  caries  of  bones  of  the  ear;   chronic  catarrh. 

Nose. — This  is  our  best  remedy  for  acute,  snb-acute.  and 
•'hronic  catarrh,  with  a  copious  discharge  of  corroding  mucus. 
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"Acute  and  chronic  catarrhs,  where  the  discliarge  is  muco- 
purulent. I  prefer  in  these  cases  the  Iodide,  3d  decimal.  The 
heavy  pain  in  the  mahir  bones,  frontal  sinuses,  and  at  the  root 
of  the  nose,  is  soon  Hubthietl." — />r.  limjcs. 

Copious  hemorrhages  from  thu  nose,  in  putrid  diphtheria. 

Frequent  sneezing,  with  fluent  coryza,  at  the  commencement 
of  catarrh. 

"An  offensive  odor  from  the  nose  as  in  violent  coryza," — liah, 

"Acrid  pus  Hows  from  the  nose,  smelling  like  old  cheese." — 
Ilartman. 

Intlammatiou  and  caries  of  the  nasal  bones,  with  fetid  ulcera- 
liou.     Use  the  Iodide,  especially  if  syphilitic. 

M(Mith. — "In  affections  of  the  mouthy  Mercury  holds  h  high 
place.  It  is  not  homoeopathic  to  the  true  membranous  stomati- 
tis,—tlie  muguet  of  the  French ;  but  it  is  so  to  ttn-ush,  which 
always  tends  to  ulceration.  It  is  rarely  necessary,  however,  to 
give  anything  but  Boras  in  this  disease,  when  the  morbid  proc- 
ess is  limited  to  the  mo\ith.  For  simple  ulceration,  as  well  as 
syphilitic,  of  the  muL'ouH  membrane  of  the  buccal  cavity,  Mercury 
is  specific,  especially  when  followed  up  by  Nitric  acid.  Cancrum 
oris  is  another  idiopathic  disease  of  this  part  which  closely  resem- 
bles the  pathogenetic  effects  of  Mercury,  and  is  often  cured  by  it. 

"Mercury  has  cured  idiopathic  salivation,  as  from  pregnancy. 
Drs.  Marcy  and  Hunt  recommend  in  this  affection  a  wash  for  the 
mouth  made  of  two  grains  of  the  2d  trituration  of  Corrosive  suli- 
hmate  ju  a  pint  of  water,  in  mlluuimatious  of  the  salivaiy 
glands.  Mercury  must  always  be  the  leading  remedy.  1  may 
specify  two, — miiuips,  in  which  we  always  give  it;  though, 
whether  it  affects  the  aulural  course  of  the  disease,  I  can  iioi 
say;  in  the  tenderness  and  swelling,  threatening  suppuration, 
left  behind  after  scarlatina,  or  appearing  during  typhus,  in  which 
the  Iodide  of  Mercury  acts  most  beiieticently. 

In  sub-acute  iidlammations  of  the  Ungual  mucous  membrane, 
and  e\en  in  acute  glossitis,  Mtrnin/  has  acted  well.  I>r.  Guern- 
sey points  out  a  very  heavy,  thick,  yellow  moist  covering  of  the 
tongue,  as  indicating  tlie  drug,  saying  it  slioidd  rarely  be  given 
when  the  tongue  is  drj'.  Dr.  Ijuin  notes  sirfcf  ttisti-  in  the  mouth 
as  a  characteristic  symptom. 

In  our  present  uncertainty  as  to  the  action  of  Mercury  on  the 
teeth,  it  would  be  premature  to  fix  its  curative  place  in  their  dis- 
eases. If  it  is  true  that  its  abuse  can  cause  them  to  become  cari- 
ous, the  medicine  ought  t-o  be  valuable  in  checking  this  process. 
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More  certainly  it  is  of  value  ia  periostitis  of  the  sockets,  a  frequent 
cause  of  toothache ;  its  steady  use  here  will  often  supersede  extrac- 
tion. The  feeling  of  the  teeth  as  if  elongated  is  a  special  indica- 
tion for  'Mercnry."^!  I  i/tjhes 

"The  best  local  application  for  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  or  on  the 
ton^e.  is  the  dry  powder  of  the  let  centesimal  trituration  of  Mer- 
curiusBoluhiiis."— ir.  //.  Iloleomhe.      Or  ApIitliss.J 

"Grayinh  ulcers  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  hps,  cheeks,  gums, 
tongue  aud  palate."— //(i/i.     [Locally.] 

"Gums  bleed  and  areinchned  to  ulcerate  about  the  teeth." — 0, 

Teeth  sore  and  loose  and  feel  too  long ;  odontalgia ;  worse  at 
night,  with  periosteal  intlammation  and  ulceration.  The  gums 
bleed  from  tht  slightest  touch,  with  fetid  breath. 

Saltish,  mctHllic,   coppery,  slimy  or  putrid  taste. 

"Afoist  tongue  with  great  thirst."— O.     [Breath  very  fetid.] 

Bed  tongue,  with  much  burning  and  great  thirst. 

"Swelling  of  the  tongue,  wiiich  is  covered  with  a  whitish,  thick, 
tenacious  coat,  that  ih  detached  in  patches."

"Tongue  swollen  and  so  soft  on  the  margin  that  it  shows  the 
imprint  of  the  teeth  in  scallops,  which  Io(»k  ulcerated." — Ilah. 

"Accumulation  of  soapy  sahva.  often  slimy  and  drawn  out  in 
long  stringH." — Jhyrnhnrg.     fin  tonsillitis.) 

Tlie  secretion  of  slimy,  stringy  mucus  from  the  mouth  ia 
characteristic,  especially  if  suppuration  is  going  to  take  place  in 
quinsy. 

F*rofuse  salivation,  with  fetor  of  the  breath;  salivary  glands 
greatly  swollen.  See  Pilocarpia ;  tougue  shows  the  marks  of  the 
teeth. 


Thnwt.— To  arrest  suppuration  of  the  tonsils,  nothing  can 
equal  Mercurius  corrosivus  Ist  decimal  trituration,  applied  locally 
with  a  camel's-hair  bnish  ;  two  or  three  applications  will  arrest  it 
in  half  a  day  at  the  commencement.  .\t  the  tirst  start  of  a  com- 
mon cold,  when  the  nose  is  discharging  freely,  half  a  grain  drawn 
up  into  each  nostril  two  or  three  times  arrests  thu  cold. 

"Ulceration  of  the  tonsils."— 7/aA.     [Cse  the  Iodide.) 

"Throat  constantly  dry :  it  hurts  as  if  too  tight  posteriorly  :  n 
pressure  in  it  as  if  he  swallowed,  yet  he  was  constantly  obligeiil 
to  swallow,  because  the  mouth  was  always  full  of  saliva." — J/aA, 

"Suppuration  of  the  tonsils,  with  sharp,  sticking  pams  in  the 
fauces  when  swallowing." — JUih.     [And  ropy  saliva.^ 

Dryness  and  pain  in  the  throat  as  if  an  apple-core  was  slick- 
ing in  it,  that  causes  constant  inclination  to  swallow. 
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"tJnable  to  swallow  liquids,  they  return  through  the  nose." 

"In  my  own  experience,  the  angina  calling  for  Mercury,  is  of  a 
sub-acute  or  torpid  character,  with  pale  or  bluish  swelling ;  and 
ulceration  is  often  present.  Its  power  of  checking  suppuration 
nmkcs  it  often  useful  in  quinsy.  Hahnemann  praises  it  here; 
and  Dr.  Ringer  writes :  *  When  in  quinsy  or  scarhitinu  the  ton- 
ails  are  so  enlarged  as  almost  to  meet,  and  when  the  difficulty  m 
awallowinH  i»  ntarly  insuperable,  and  it  may  be  there  is  even  dan- 
ger of  suffocation — if  at  sucJi  a  time  a  third  of  a  grain  be  taken 
every  hour,  in  a  few  hours  the  swelling  is  much  reduced,  and  the 
danger  and  diatreas  much  removed.  The  effect  of  Mercury  in 
such  cases  is  often  most  signal.* " — Ihtf}he«. 

"The  throat  affection  that  calls  for  Mercury,  is  a  parenchy- 
matous tonsilLitis,  in  which  the  pain  is  throbbing,  the  tonsils 
and  fauces  yellowish- red,  often  covered  with  a  thin  false  mem- 
brane ;  the  breath  fetid,  the  tongue  pale,  Habliy,  and  indented  by 
the  teeth;  the  pain  on  deglutition  much  greater  than  on  empty 
swallowing;  salivation  increased;  throat  sore  externally  when 
pressed." — D. 

In  diphtheria,  especially  tlie  putrid  asthenic  form,  the  Cyan' 
iirrtof  Mcrcurt/  should  l>e  used.  Usually,  tlie  pseudo-memlirane  is 
of  a  dark  gray  color,  which  I  believe  to  he  the  color  characteristic 
of  this  drug.  I  have  often  seen  this  exudate  not  only  covering  the 
tonsils,  but  the  whole  of  the  soft  palate,  uvula,  and  fauces, 
extending  np  into  tlie  nares.  completely  occlnding  the  nostrils. 
A  few  cases  of  croupal  dipliiheriii  with  complete  aphonia  have 
been  cured  with  this  drug ;  Imt  the  majority  die  when  it  takes  tlie 
croupal  form. 

"False  membranes  which  are  thick  and  pntrid.  and  ocrupy 
the  wljolo  thi'oat,  extending  to  the  nasal  fossfp ;  enormous,  pain- 
ful glandular  swellings ;  pallor  and  Hhining  tumefaction  of  the 
face,  with  very  decided  adynamia, — yield  rapidly  to  the  Cyannret 
of  Mercury." — Dr.  Bfck. 

Chronic  syphiUUo  angina,  with  much  reilness  and  swelling  of 
the  whole  fauces  ;  ulceration  of  the  larynx  and  complete  aphonia ; 
the  whole  back  part  of  the  throat  covered  with  a  white,  fetid  exu- 
date ;  the  chronic  catarrhal  inflammation  extends  to  the  nose, 
with  complete  destruction  of  thenasnl  bones,  and  excessively  fetid 
breath:  accompanied  with  tearing  nightly  paiuH.  [The  hrst  three 
triturations  of  the  Iodide  of  Meroury  should  be  used.] 
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Stoniach. — "QnalmislmosH  ami  a  pectiliar  Hense  of  wcakn^BS 
and  teiHlenu'Ss  at  the  pit  of  the  fttomut-h,  are  very  characteristic 
of  Mercury." — Z>.    [In  biliouBneas.] 

*'Very  sensitive  about  pit  of  the  stomach  and  abdomen." — G. 

Dr.  P.  Dudley  esteems  the  Percliloride ,  2d  or  3d  trituration, 
very  highly  in  chronic  gnfitric  catarrh,  with  distention  and  sore- 
ness of  the  epigastrium  and  transverse  colon. 

"Sudden  vomiting  of  milk  in  infants,  which  so  often  depends 
upon  dejiuuerative  change  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stom- 
ach."— Kuffhrn. 

The  thirst  of  Mercury  is  violent  and  constant,  taking  large 
quantities  at  a  time;  the  patient  can  not  he  satisfied,  but  calls 
for  water  constantly. 

Excessive  hunger,  or  loss  of  appetite,  in  bilious  diseases. 

Nansea  and  hitter  vomiting  of  bile,  with  salivation. 

Atxtomen. — Abdomen  hard,  and  di.stended  with  gas. 

"  Violent  stitches  in  th»  hepatic  region,  on  account  of  which  be 
coald  not  breathe  nor  eructate." — Hah. 

Inrtaninmtion  of  the  liver,  with  great  tenderness  of  the  organ, 
and  much  jaundice ;  sub-acute  and  ^luonic  KUppurution. 

"He  can  not  sleep  on  the  right  side,  for  the  intestines  are  soro  { 
as  if  pressed." — Unh.     [Acute  enteritis,] 

lu  gall-stones,  with  jaundice  and  much  biliary  colio,  I  have 
seen  cathartic  doses  of  from  ten  to  twenty  grains  of  Calomel  expel 
the  calculi  and  cure  the  jaundice  and  disease. 

Jaundttre  with  nausea  and  vomiting  in  malarial  fever. 

"I  have  already  shown  that  experimentation,  while  opposing 
the  notion  that  Mercury  stimulates  directly  the  secreting  function 
of  the  liver,  shows  it  to  cause  congestion  of  the  organ  and  jaundi<'e. 
In  both  tliene  hepatic  affections  tlie  medicine  ranks  lucilr  prinrepg 
among  the  Homieopathic  practitioners ;  and  it  acts  well  in  quite 
minute  doses,  as  the  84I,  6th  and  12th  attenuations.  It  is  an 
admirable  remedy  for  what  is  called  a  *  torpid  liver,'  where  defi- 
ci4'iit  secretion  of  bile  is  indicntt-il  by  white,  costive,  and  offfusive 
stools,  loss  of  appetite,  and  depression  of  spirits.  That  there  is 
congestion  present  in  these  eases,  seems  indicated  by  the  dull  pain 
in  the  right  bjixK'hondrium.  of  which  the  patient  usually  com- 
plains.  So  in  simple  jaundice,  as  it  occurs  in  children.  Mercury 
will  do  all  that  is  required.  For  acute  parenchymatous  intlam- 
matiou  of  the  liver,  Dr.  Geraon  speaks  of  Calomel  in  otir  doses  as 
highly  as  do  the  Indian  practitioners  of  the  old  school." — £>r. 
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stools. — The  etool  of  Mercury  is  mai'ked  by  the  great  charac- 
teristic that  the  dt'girc  for  stool  is  not  relieved  by  the  evacuation ; 
must  sit  aiid  straiu  for  an  iudcfiuite  period. 

"Much  coUc,  relieved  by  a  bloody  stool,  with  tenesmus." — G, 

"Faint,  sickish  pain  in  the  abdomen,  entirely  relieved  by  a 
muco-KiLUguinulent  stool,  with  severe,  prolonged  tenesmus," — G. 

"Yellow,  or  mucous  and  bloody,  or  dark  green  stools  with 
tenesmus." — G, 

For  mucous  and  sei'ous  diarrhcea  m  children.  Calomel  is  the 
specific.    (In  hot  snmmer  weather.) 

"Stools,  dark  green,  bilious,  frothy;  whitish  watei^;  green 
mucous ;  bloody  mucous  ;  green,  slimy,  bloody.  Before  and  dur- 
ing stool,  violent  and  frequent  urging;  after  stool,  violent  tenes- 
mus."^. B.  BcU. 

"The  cliild's  health  is  bad;  digestion  imperfect;  generally 
with  annoying  flatulent  distention ;  nnd  tliree  or  four  pale, 
clayey,  pasty,  stinking  motions  are  passed  in  the  day."— iiiH.^cr, 

"Very  slimy  stools,  especially  if  mixed  with  blood,  accompa- 
nied by  pain  and  straining.  The  salient  indication  for  employing 
the  Bichloride  is  the  slimy  character  of  the  motions.  Sometimes 
the  slime  is  very  tenacious,  and,  being  colored  with  blood,  is 
described  by  the  mother  as  'lumps  of  flesh.'  One  groin  in  ten 
ounces  of  water,  teaspoonful  doses." — Ilhufer. 

"Ineffectual  urging  to  stool  every  moment,  with  tenesmus." — 
Horiman, 

"Diarrhoea  of  green  mucus,  with  burning  and  protnision  of 
the  anus."— //rt/i. 

In  dysentery  of  great  \'iolence.  stools  of  mucus  and  pure 
blood,  with  excessive  tenesmus  and  colicky  pains  before  and 
during  stool,  and  tenesmus  after,  Corrosive  sublimate  is  the 
specific. 

T'rinary  Onrans. — Urine  scanty,  red,  with  strong  smell. 

Urine  highly  ii!l>nminous.     (Mercux'iua  corroHivus.) 

Suppression  of  nrine,  or  it  is  passed  with  great  difficulty,  with 
tenesmus  of  the  bladder;  urine  failed  with  mucus. 

"Urine  extremely  turbid  soon  as  voided,  and  depositing  a'sedi- 
ment."— Ha;*. 

"Constant  desire  to  urinate,  but  only  a  little  passed." — Ualu 

"Hjcmaturia,  with  \'iolont.  frequent  nrping  to  urinate." — H<7. 

Urine  mixed  with  blood,  pus  frosh  like  liunps  of  mucus. 
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In  the  sub-acute  form  of  Bright's  disease,  aiter  exudation  has 
commenced,  MereuriuB  corrosivus,  in  the  attenuations  from  the 
3d  to  the  12th,  is  one  of  our  best  remedies,  especially  in  thos^ 
canes  where  constitutional  ny^jhilis  is  conuocted  with  it ;  then  the 
Io<lide  should  bo  used,  followed  by  the  Iodide  of  Potash. 

8exnal  Organs,  Male.— "Burning  in  the  urethra  when  uri- 
nating."—/iHw/H/*/, 

"Swelling  (if  the  forepai't  of  the  uretlira,  with  suppuration  be- 
tween the  tjlaua  and  prei)uce.  which  la  red,  and  hot  to  touch,  and 
very  painful  when  walking  and  on  touching,  with  severe  pain  in 
forehead,  and  rough,  itcliing  eniption  on  the  hands." — Hummel, 

Gonorrhcea,  the  discharge  green  and  painless,  worse  at  night. 

"Gonorrhoea  at  first  thin,  afterward  thick  ;  at  last  with  biting 
pain  on  urinating,  stitches  extending  back  through  the  urethra.'* 
— titih.     [Chronic  prostatitis.] 

"Urine  passed  in  dixips  with  much  pain." — Unh. 

"Great  swelling  of  the  prepuce,  as  if  it  were  distended  with  air 
or  water  to  a  blister." — ItummtL  '(Edema  from  Bhus  toi.  poi- 
soning. ] 

"Inflammation  of  glans  penis,  with  burning  pains," — HammeU 

"Yesioies  on  the  forepart  and  sides  of  the  glans  penis;  they 
eat  deeply  in  and  spread;  several  small  white  blisters,  which  also 
ooze  fluid,  but  94X)n  disappear."— //i^/vi/ti/r^. 

Phagedenic  ulceration  of  the  glans  penis,     (Calomel  locally.) 

For  chancroids,  acute  form,  use  locally  and  internally. 

"Feehng  of  coldness  in  testicles,  afternoons,  evening." — Hoh. 

Lascivious  excitement,  with  nocturnal  emissions  mixed  with 
blood,  from  chronic  prostatitis. 

Total  loss  of  sexual  power ;  impotence  fn>m  syphilis. 

"Nightly  emissions  mixed  with  blood."— //»i/i.     [Prostatitis.] 

Great  inflammation  and  hypertrophy  of  the  testicles. 

Inflammation  and  ulceration  of  the  inguinal  glands.   (Iodide.) 

This  is  the  proper  place  to  speak  of  that  vilest  of  poisons— 
Bjrphilis.  All  writers  speak  of  syphilis  as  a  hltUHl  dUfatt.  This 
doctrine,  I  must  dissent  from.  Notwithstanding  the  blood  is 
coutaminat+'d  most  thoroughly  with  this  malignant  poison,  it  19 
not  ft  blood  disease,  but  is  lo<fated  in  the  hiutphttics  jind  ttrffonir 
nrrvoiis  xifatrtn,  the  blood-makinp  organs.  The  rrw/rr  and  luihitnt 
of  this  poison  is  in  the  himphtUir  t/himhihr  »fiHtem,  and  not  tl»t 
blood.  Through  this  system,  it  poisons  and  destroys  every  organ 
and  tissue  in  the  human  framr.  by  constimtly  inrtTinfafturing  the 
virus,  and  giving  it  to  the  blood,  where  it  \s  distributed  to  ev<^r>' 
ti<isne  in  the  body. 
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"It  is,  1  tliink,  very  helpful  to  regard  primary^  aeoondftry,  and 
tertiary  syphilis  as  stages  of  a  cUrouic  exantheraa,  liiffering  only 
in  iie  prolonged  coarso  from  the  acute  affootions  wliicU  bear  the 
sarae  name.  It  is  eortain  that  Mei*cury  has  KOiue  iiiHueuoe  over 
this  malady,  and  that  of  a  specific  kiud.  Few  would  maintain 
nowadays  that  it  antidotes  the  venereal  poison  as  an  alkali  neu- 
tralizes an  acid ;  and  none,  I  think,  wonld  suppose  that  it  elimi- 
nates the  vrntrriea  tnorhi  by  its  ptyalism  or  other  evacuation. 
Wo  niust  look,  therefore,  to  its  physiological  etfeets  to  t>eo  what  it 
is  capable  of  doing  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  how  it  does  it. 

"I  think  that  the  result  of  such  an  inquiry  must  be  that  tlie 
physiological  effects  of  Mcrcurj'  present  only  an  imperfect  par- 
allel to  those  of  the  syphilitic  v'xnia,  that  the  two  serifs  of  phe- 
nomena correspond  at  certain  points,  but  diverge  widely  at 
others.  Thus,  to  the  syphilitic  pyrexia,  whether  of  the  stage  of  in- 
cubation or  that  of  eruption,— to  the  febrile  cldoro-ana^mia,  with  its 
rheumatoiii  pains  (aggravated  by  rest  and  warmth  of  Iwd)  in  the 
head  and  face,  behind  the  sternum,  and  aromid  the  joints,  and 
ending  hi  falling  of  the  hair,— to  all  this,  Mercury  is  strictly 
honueopathic.  But  is  it  so  to  the  resulting  local  affections. — to 
the  primary  indurated  sore  an<l  buboes,  to  the  papulous  or  squa- 
mous syphilides?  I  think  not.  Plastic  effusion  into  the  cellular 
tissue  is  hardly  the  effect  of  a  drug  which  is  so  decidedly  lique- 
facient.  Such  glands  as  are  afTected  by  it,  swell  from  irritation 
approaching  to  inflammation,  and  tend  to  suppnrate ;  while  the 
eruption  proper  to  liyilrarg>ToRiR  is  vesieular  or  pustular.  The 
sore  throat,  however,  and.  possibly,  the  iritis,  laryngitis,  and  p<:*ri- 
ostitis  of  this  stage,  lind  in  it  a  true  n'lmHe,  But,  when  we  liave 
the  gummy  infiltrations  of  the  tertiary  period,  again  Mercury 
fails  to  present,  actually  or  even  probably,  any  analogous  feature. 
So  that,  although  Mercury  may  affect  every  part  wliirb  syphilis 
affects, — though  a  mere  'organopathy'  would  regard  it  as  a  tthn'ile 
thereto. — yet  true  Homteopathy  can  not  allow  that  it  acts  in  all 
tlu'se  parts  after  a  like  manner,  and  must  hence.  I  submit,  refuse 
it  the  name.  If  Mercury  can  do  anything  to  resolve  the  pri- 
mai7  indurations,  Uie  secondan*  dry  si-philidea,  and  the  ter- 
tiary intiltrationa,  it  mu.'it  do  it  by  its  physiologiral  actions, 
and  we  must  not  think  that  we  are  Honueopathizing  in  so 
using  it.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  strictly  within  the  lines  of 
our  method  when  we  treat  with  small  doses  of  the  drug  the  spe- 
cific febrile  condition  of  incubation,  or  before  eruption,  and  the 
ub-ers  ()f  mouth  and  throat,  and  the  sub-acute  periostitis  of  the 
secondarj'  period.     As  regards  the  first  named,  it  has  been 
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recently  ascertained  tliat  Mercui-y,  when  given  in  syplxilis, 
increases  the  iMixubtT  of  the  red  clobults  of  tlje  hlootl.  We  have 
ah-tady  seen  that  it  diminiHhcH  them  in  health ;  and  here  also  it 
is  noted,  that,  if  the  drug  he  pushed  too  far,  it  reduoea  their 
number  again.    .     .     . 

"The  conclusion  seeras  to  be  that  it  is  only  at  certain  points 
and  stages  of  the  syphilitic  process  that  Mercury  can  antidote  it 
after  a  specific  manner;  that  is  (again  to  quote  our  own  Drys- 
dale's  definition),  by  the  absorption  of  its  wliole  i)hysiological 
into  its  therapeutic  action.  But  these  poinla  and  stagoB  are 
important  enough.  The  primary  and  secondary  blood  disorder; 
the  atTeutiou»  of  mouth  and  throat ;  the  sub-acute  inHammntion 
of  the  periosteum  ;  and,  perhaps,  the  iritis  and  larj7igitifi,  are  to 
be  iucluded  among  them.  Again,  the  whole  aeries  of  manifesta- 
tions of  hereditary  syphilis  are  within  its  range,  whether  they  take 
the  form  of  bulla',  abuceuscs,  and  marasmus,  or  the  slower  and 
less  fatal  variety  which  consiBts  in  simlHes,  stomatitis,  I'eadily 
moistening  syphilides,  pale,  earthy  color  of  the  skin,  iritis,  and 
epiphyseal  periostitiR  in  the  long  bones.  And  further  uses  are 
suggested  by  the  rt-suUs  of  its  abuse.  When  the  local  manifesta- 
tions become  lUntnictiiL-,  when  the  eruptions  take  tlie  form  of 
impetigo  or  mpia.  when  rapid  ulceration  affects  the  mucous 
membranes,  or  when  caries  invades  the  bones, — here,  when  the 
cause  is  not  Mcrcur>'  itnelf,  its  administration  is  most  efiFective. 
Thus,  Dr.  Gerson  speaks  highly  of  Corrosive  sublimate  in  the 
phagedenic  or  sloughing  chancre ;  and  Dr.  Yeldliam  has  known 
Mercurius  solnltiHs  arrest  pliagedenic  ulceration  when  other 
remedies  ordinarily  recommended  hn(i  failed;  and  l)r.  G.  Wootl 
says:  'I  have  seen  the  lowest  condition  of  shattered  health  from 
syphilitic  cachexia,  which  for  years  had  resisted  various  tifat- 
ment  under  the  idea  that  it  was  Mercurial  disease,  get  well  under 
n  careful  admmistration  of  Blue  pill,  as  if  cured  by  a  charm.'  " — 
IJutfhft, 

In  some  cases  of  syphiUtic  iritis,  to  save  the  eye,  Mcwury  will 
have  to  be  given  etrong  enough  to  touch  the  gums  and  affect  the 
breath  before  the  disease  will  yield  ',  and  this  is  justifiable  to  save 
such  a  precious  member  of  the  body  as  the  eye.  Atropia  to  dilato 
the  pupil  should  be  used  with  the  Mercury. 

I  take  great  pleasure  iji  giving  the  eminently  practical  re- 
marks of  Prof,  R.  Baiiholow  upon  the  treatment  of  syphilis.  He 
flays:  *'The  most  important  application  of  Mercury  therapeuti- 
cally, is  in  the  treatment  of  stjphiUs.  It  may  be  regarded  as 
specific  in  this  disease.    The  reaction  which  set  in  ngaiust  its 
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use  a  few  years  ago  has  certainly  led  to  important  mollifications 
in  the  mo<Ie  and  quantity  in  which  Mcrcurj*  should  he  given  ;  hut 
the  fact  has  been  conclusively  established  that  Mercury,  in  a  cer- 
tain sense,  is  antidotal  to  syphilis.  As  Mcrcurj*  arrest*  the  pro- 
liferation of  the  syphihtic  virus  in  the  blood,  tliis  agent  should  be 
ttsed  with  the  earliest  manifestations  of  the  specific  character 
of  the  infecting  sore.  Mercury  is  not  indicated  in  chancroid, 
or  non-infecting  chancre,  and  should  not  be  used.  If  the  chancre 
have  the  characteristic  quality  of  the  infecting  sore,  small  doses 
of  one  of  the  Mercurial  preparations  should  he  begun  and  con- 
tinued steadily  imtil  all  induration  has  disappeared.  The  im- 
portant point  is,  not  to  mduce  ptyalism.  It  is  now  conceded 
that  the  danger  of  a  relapse  will  be  very  much  lessened  by  con- 
tinuing the  Mercurial  treatment  for  some  time  after  local  mani- 
festations have  ceased.  The  ill  effects  of  a  Mercurial  coiu-se  may 
be  prevented  by  the  nse  of  small  doses,  by  careful  attention  to 
hygiene,  and  by  lessening  the  dose,  or  discontinumg  the  remedy 
entirely,  whenever  soreness  of  the  jaws  can  be  developed  by 
smartly  closing  the  teeth.  By  the  adoption  of  these  precautions, 
a  Mercurial  course  may  be  continued  without  important  inter- 
ruptions until  the  period  of  incnbation  has  entirely  passed. 

"Various  methoils  are  resorted  to  for  the  introduction  of  Mer- 
cury into  the  organism : 

"7.  Imincthn.  —Before  practicing  inunction,  the  patient  should 
take  a  warm  bath,  or,  at  least,  wash  the  parts  to  l>e  operated 
nptm  with  soap  and  water.  From  fifteen  to  thirty  grains  of  Mer- 
curial ointment  is  the  quantity  required  for  each  inunction. 
The  Oleate  of  Mercury,  in  protwrhtKi  of  fifteen  to  thirty  per  cent 
in  the  solution,  may  be  substituted  for  the  Ointment;  but  the 
Oleate  is  to  be  applied  with  a  brush,  and  not  he  rubbed  in.  Sig- 
mnnd,  the  great  advocate  for  the  inunction  method,  has  pre- 
scrilied  certain  rules,  which  should  l>e  followed.  The  Ointment 
should  l)e  rubbed  in  Avith  moderate  friction  by  the  palm  of  the 
hand  ;  on  the  first  day  on  the  legs ;  second  day  on  the  thighs ;  the 
third  day  on  the  abdomen  and  sides  of  the  chest;  on  the  fourth 
day  on  the  back  ;  on  the  fifth  day  on  the  arms. ,  Mercurial  inunc- 
tions are  not  homo  equally  well  by  all  patients.  Some  are  easily 
salivated,  and  others  suflfer  from  eczema  or  erythema.  Moreover, 
the  inunction  treatment  is  filthy  and  troublesome,  and  it  should, 
therefore,  be  restricted  to  those  cases  in  which  MiTcurinls  are 
badly  borne  by  the  stomach.  [Excellent  in  congenital  syphilis. 
Twenty  per  cent  ointment  the  size  of  a  pea  of  the  Oleate  of  Mer- 
cury should  be  placed  in  the  axilla  night  and  morning.]

**;B. — Fuviigation. — Various  Mercurial  preparations  may  he 
used  ; — the  Salphuret,  the  Iodide ; — but  Calomel  is  the  best.  The 
apparatus  consists  of  a  spirit  lamp,  a  plate  to  hold  the  Calomel, 
feiirrouuded  by  a  shallow  vessel  coutaining  water,  a  blauket  large 
enough  to  cover  the  patient  and  the  appajatus.  The  Calomel  is 
volatilized  by  the  lieat  of  the  lamp»  which,  together  with  the 
vapor  of  water,  is  deposited  on  the  skin  of  the  patient.  About 
lifteen  minutes  is  the  time  required  for  the  bath,  and  the  Calomel 
used  is  from  eight  to  fifteen  grains.  The  method  of  fumigation  is 
tspecinlly  adapted  to  cases  of  tertiary,  with  ulcerations,  wljen  tbo 
state  of  the  patient  is  such  as  to  forbid  the  internal  administra- 
tion of  Mercurials.    .    .    . 

"  Load  V»€i  of  Merrnriah. — The  Acid  Nitrate  of  Mercury  is  one 
of  the  best  caustics  for  the  destruction  of  chtucmid.  It  should  bo 
applied  with  a  glass  rod  after  the  surface  of  the  sore  has  been 
well  cleaned.  It  is  now  conceded  that  destruction  of  an  infecting 
chancre  does  not  prevent  systemic  infection.  SffphilUic  uiirt$ 
and  rcffftatiofis  arc  amenable  to  the  same  treatment.  Ertmottg 
and  ulcerated  indurations  are  best  treated  by  'black  wash '  (Calo- 
mel eight  gruins.  hme-water,  one  ounce),  or  'yellow  wash'  (oue 
grain  of  Corrosive  sublimate  to  an  ounce  or  two  of  lime-water). 
The  surface  of  the  sore  may  be  kept  wetted  with  these  lotions." 

Sexual  Oivaiis.  Female.— Menses  too  profuse,  attended  with 
colic  and  much  anxiety. 

Leucorrhfea,  generally  excoriating,  greenish,  or  bloody,  greatly 
aggravated  by  night ;  venereal  ulcerations  of  the  os. 

Itching,  buniiug,  smarting,  corrodhig  leucorrlKsa,  with  sensa- 
tion of  rawness  in  the  vagina ;  discharges  of  flocks  of  pus  and 
mucus  as  large  as  hazel  nuts ;  worse  at  night. 

Vulva  much  swollen,  with  a  raw,  sore  feeling;  worse  at  night, 

"Prolapsus  of  the  vagina,  with  sensation  of  great  rawueas; 
worse  at  night." — G.     [Corrosive  profuse  leucorrhcca.] 

Nfanimie  swollen  hard,  with  ulcerative  pains;  suppuratioii. 

Abscesses  in  the  breast,  vnih  tilcerated  nipples;  syphilitic 
origin. 

The  secretion  of  milk  becomes  so  impregnated  with  Merooiy 
that  nursinp  infants  who  take  it  are  Mercurialized.  Nurses  have 
been  Mercurialized  in  order  that  the  milk  might  be  the  vehicle  for 
administering  ^fercury  to  nursing  babes  suffering  from  congeuital 
syphilis,  with  much  success. 

Pain  in  the  mammw  as  if  they  would  ulcerate  at  every  men* 
strual  period.     (Use  the  Iodide.) 
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Miscaniftge  from  secondary  sj-philis. 


Respiratory  Organs. — Mercury  is  adapted  to  a  dry  cough 
that  is  passing  into  the  moist  stage,  after  the  primary  symptoms 
have  been  nearly  Hiihdued  by  Aeouite,  Belladonua^  or  Bryonia; 
greatly  aggravated  at  night. 

Dr.  Hirsrhel  says :  "  Where  is  there  a  more  certain,  a  more 
specifically  acting  remedy  for  the  appropriut*  kinds  of  cough  of  a 
catarrhal,  inflammatory,  organic  nature,  running  from  the  faucet 
through  the  trachea  and  down  to  the  finest  brouchi?  It  is  deci- 
sive in  acute  affections,  ameliorating  in  the  chronic,  ie  a  slime- 
loosening  resolvent,  and  a  restorative.  Where  there  are  routjh- 
iifss,  burniufj,  feeling  of  soreness  from  the  fauces  down  to  tht 
sternum,  with  hoarseneRS  of  voice,  dry  cough,  raw,  concussive, 
exhaustive,  naturally  exacerbated ;  sputum  ropy,  watery,  spittle- 
like,  nasty,  bloody ;  catarrhal  headache,  coryza,  tiiarrhcea,  fever, 
non-ameliorating  night  sweats^ — here  is  the  real  province  of  Mer- 
curius."

Iteadily  bleeding  ulcers  ;  base  lardaceous ;  greatly  aggravated 
at  night.

Variola  during  the  suppurative  stages.  (Locally  and  inter- 
nally.) 

In  pruritus  ani  and  vulvte,  Calomel  ointment  will  often 
quickly  give  great  relief.  In  many  forms  of  skin  disease,  the  oint- 
ment or  lotion  will  be  of  untoid  service  in  advancing  the  cure. 
In  tinea  capitis,  the  Calomel  ointment  or  glycerole  is  of  great 
value.  In  synovitis.  Mercurial  ointment  greatly  promotes  the 
absorption  of  the  Huid  effused  into  a  joint.  In  syphilitic  condy- 
lomata. Calomel  dusted  over  them  generally  removes  the  trouble. 
The  acid  Nitrate  of  Mercury  applied  to  tubercular  Inpus  will  often 
cure;  the  pain  of  the  Mercurj'  can  be  relieved  by  covering  the 
spot  with  Collodion.  In  glanduhir  swellings  from  syphilitic  infec- 
tion. Mercurial  ointment  is  of  great  value.  Dusting  Calomel  on 
wounds  to  destroy  and  drive  away  wafiffnts  in  hot  weather,  hos 
been  found  extremely  efhcacious.  Kr^rnut  of  the  niurgjns  of  the 
eyelids  is  quickly  cured  by  the  use  of  Mercurial  ointment  (Citrine 
ointment). 

Fever.— The  sphere  for  the  use  of  Mercury*  is  found  in  adhe- 
sive inllammatione  of  serous  membranes,  to  arrest  suppuration, 
and  heal  ulceration. 

Mercury  is  forcibly  suggested  in  the  three  gi'eat  eruptive  fevera, 
measles,  scarlatina,  and  HmaU-]>ox. 

"Mercury  suits  well  tbe  exanthem  and  the  catarrlial  8>'mptom» 
of  ordinary  measles,  and  may,  with  Aconite  for  its  fevor,  do 
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all  that  18  requiretl  in  its  trefttmeiit.  In  scarlatina,  its  place  is  in 
the  anginose  form  of  the  tlisoastt;  whurt!  its  bwellinp.  ulceration, 
and  tendency  to  gan^one  make  it  exquisitely  houiceopathic,  and 
whero  it  is  thoroughly  efficacious.  [V&e  the  Cyanurut  or  Iodide.] 
In  variola,  it  takea  up  the  treatment  where  Tartar  emetic  has — if 
it  has — to  leave  it ;  namely,  where,  in  spite  of  the  former  remedy, 
the  pocks  are  going  on  to  suppuration,  and  the  secondary  fever  is 
setting  in.    It  ia  here  highly  praisetl  by  all  Homttopathic  writers," 

Hheumatism,  ^'ith  profuse  odorous  perspiration,  which  gives 
no  relief,  and  the  pains  are  intuierahle  at  night. 

Frequent  chills  ttlteruating  with  hout,  from  acute  catarrh. 

"Chill  in  the  mon\ing  when  rising,  but  more  generally  in  the 
evening  after  lying  down,  as  from  cold  water  poured  over  one; 
not  relieved  by  the  warmth  of  the  stove ; — at  night  with  frequent 
urination; — alternating  with  heat,  often  only  on  single  parts; — 
internal  with  heat  on  the  face."

Mucous  Membranes.— The  most  of  the  action  of  this  drug  is 
spent  upon  the  gtjstro-intcjttinal  ninronx  mevthranf.  After  death, 
inflatuinalion  of  the  gastro-intestinal  mucous  membrane  is  the 
most  prominent  pathological  symptom  found.  "Eating  a  few  ber- 
ries is  sufficient  to  excite  very  severe  pain  in  the  stomach,  vomit- 
ing and  violent  diarrha^a.  Brandt  and  Kjitzehurg  report  that  a 
child  vomited  inordinately  aft«r  eating  two  of  them.  Lange  atates 
that  the  peasants  of  Brunswick  employ  it  as  a  purgative,  eight 
grains  of  the  powdered  seeds  being  sufficient  to  produce  twenty 
evacuations,  and  also  that  the  women  often  produce  abortion  by  its 
use.  ...  A  hardy  peasant  who  was  much  troubled  with  bicm* 
orrhoids,  took  forty  berries  as  a  laxative.  He  was  soon  attacked 
with  severe  eoUe,  continual  vomiting,  and  almost  incessant 
purging,  witli  bloody,  slimy  stools,  and  complete  prostration,  fol- 
lowed with  giddiness  and  disturbance  of  the  head.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day,  his  face  was  pale.  cold,  and  collapsed,  and  the  pupils 
dilated  ;  he  recognized  no  one,  and  suffered  unquenchable  thirst, 
with  burning  hcnt  in  the  month,  fauces,  cesophagus,  and  stom- 
ach.   The  epigastrium,  and  indeed  the  whole  abdomen,  was  pain- 
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fully  sensitive  to  the  sliglitest  touch  ;  voice  wenk  and  tremulotls  ; 
brcatiiin45  anxious,  laborious,  and  short ;  the  pulse  frequent,  uno- 
qual,  hard,  aud  contractod;  uriue  acid  and  bl<x>d-red  ;  the  limbB 
cold,  aud  the  whole  body  covered  with  a  cold  sweat.  Patient  re- 
covered in  four  weeks." — StlUe. 

Limbke  saya :  "The  first  effect  of  the  drug  is  a  caf^rrhol,  and 
finally  n,  phlegmononAy  infiammatton  of  tfie  viucous  mcmlyrnne  of  the 
mouth  and  fatices" 

Espanet  Bays :  "Mezereum  deeply  affects  the  tissues,  and  its 
inflammation  of  the  mucoiiB  membrane  shows  the  character  of 
snb-acuteuoas  and  chrouicity,  the  underlying  cellular  tissue  l>eing 
slightly  swollen.  It  is  an  iiiitammation  of  the  interstitial  tissue, 
caused  by  serous  exudation,  by  which  the  loosened  epithelium 
falls  off.  and  excoriations  are  left.  The  burning,  which  -some 
compare  to  that  caused  by  Pepper,  has  the  peculiarity  to  he  pre- 
ceded by  a  sensation  of  cooJness.  Tlie  sensory  nerves  of  the  mu- 
cous membranes,  with  their  tender  epithelium,  are  less  protected 
against  external  chemical  inHnences  than  the  external  skin:  tlie 
effect  is,  therefore,  more  i-ajiiii  and  pi-ueirating.  The  epithelium 
also  desquamates  more  rapidly  than  on  the  external  skin,  where 
the  interstitial  process  of  exudation  must  priorily  separate  the  epi- 
thelial scales  from  their  base  by  the  formation  of  the  vesicles ;  and, 
analogous  to  the  cutaneous  vesicles,  we  also  ffnd  here  painful 
burning  vesicles  on  the  tongue  and  gums." 

Kldneyft.— The  mucous  memhrane  and  fibrous  tissue  of  the 
kidneys  are  ftttj^**ked  by  Mezereum,  as  shown  >  y  the  stitching,  pull- 
inRpain  in  the  ludneys,  with  crampy  sensations  before  urinatini^. 
with  bloody  urine,  fresh  and  uucoagulated,  but  not  so  copious  as 
that  caused  hy  Cantharis.    It  also  causes  albxmiinuria. 

Ut4*rns,  and  Vanriiial  Mucous  Membrane.— Halmerannn 
found  it  would  produce  blenorrhipa  of  the  urethra  and  vulvft ;  aud 
leucorrhcea  of  years*  standing  has  been  cured  by  it. 

MnrooH  Monihrano  of  thr  LniiRS.— "In  the  nose,  tho  acnd. 
irritatinp  Mezereum  entises  drjTiess.  and  thus  prevents  the  olfac- 
toricH  from  receiving  sensations ;  hence,  diminution  of  smell ;  the 
sensation  of  burning  and  smarting  causes  severe  sneezing,  and.  in 
consequence  of  the  soreness,  hemorrhages  and  acrid,  bloody,  foul- 
smelling,  excoriating  discharges.  This  morbid  process  necessa- 
rily extends  to  the  respiratory  tract,  causmg  there  a  catarrhal 
swelling  and  inflammation,  and  drawing  the  sensitive  vagus  into 
co-affection.    We  find  this  to  he  especially  the  case  in  the  larynx. 
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n  continuation  of  the  affected  fauces,  and  whoae  mucous  membrane 
rests  upon  a  cartiJnginous  stratum.  The  same  happens  m  the 
larger  bronchi,  diminishinR  their  lumen,  and  eausiiig  thereby 
ilyspnoea,  hoarsencHS.  ami  lieavy  speech.  In  the  same  proportion 
aa  the  cartilaginous  rings  gradually  become  lost  in  the  bronchi, 
and  only  membranous  vesicles,  provided  mth  an  internal  epithe- 
lium and  vascular  net,  remain,  the  same  primarj'  Mezereum- 
process  appears,  which,  ui  the  external  ekiu,  mauifestn  itself  by 
pricking  and  itching,  and  as  irritating,  spasmodic  cough  in  the 
ends  of  the  sensitive  fibers  of  the  vagus.  The  dry,  sometimes 
severe,  cough  is  generally  seated  deep  in  the  chest,  and  is  mostly 
nervous." — Dr,  Adolph  Ger»tei. 


Skin. — "The  skin  is  very  susceptible  to  the  action  of  Mezereou. 
Wht»u  fresh  or  when  softened  by  soaking  in  water,  the  bark  acts 
as  a  rubefat'ifut,  and  at  IcTigth  oc{:aHions  vesicles,  which  sooner 
or  later  discharge  copiously  a  watery  fluid,  and  leave  behind 
moist,  painful,  and  offensive  sores,  which  not  unfrequently  are 
surrounded  with  pustules,  and  are  extremely  difficult  to  heal. 
The  juice  of  the  loaves,  when  mbbcd  upon  the  cheek  of  a  girl  of 
fair  complexion,  produced  a  burnujg  pain,  and  swelling  of  the 
whole  face,  especially  of  the  nose,  eyehds,  and  forehead,  wliich 
Boon  assumed  the  aspect  of  erysipelas  with  vesicles.  To  these 
symptoms,  were  added  a  constant,  violent,  and  painful  sneezing 
and  obstruction  of  the  nostrils.  Delirium,  insufferable  tensive 
pain  in  the  temples,  tormenting  dryness  of  the  fauces ;  cough, 
hectic  fever,  high-colored  urine,  and  death." — St'dle. 

The  power  of  Mezereon  as  a  counter-irrit/tttt  to  excite  a  steady 
an<l  |>ennanent  irritation  of  the  skin,  has  made  it  a  complete 
substitute  for  Cantbaridea.  To  produce  vesication,  the  fri-nh  oi- 
dvied  bark,  after  being  thoroughly  wetted  with  vinegar,  should  bt- 
kept  bound  to  the  skin,  from  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours.  To 
keep  up  a  permanent  discharge,  Mezereon  ointment  is  the  best 
that  can  be  used. 

Its  most  prominent  effect  when  given  internally  is  the  uncon- 
trollable and  unbeara1)le  itching,  as  found  in  humid  tinea,  and  her- 
petic eruptions.  This  is  caused  by  the  secretions  of  the  lymphat- 
ics being  acid.  It  is  found  useful  in  eczema,  herpes,  pruritus. 
impetigo,  erysipelas,  and  boils. 

Kibrons  Tissue. — According  to  Adolph  Gerstcl,  the  grand 
starting  point  or  focus  whence  all  the  symptoms  from  Mezereon 
emanate,  is  in  the  coimectirr  tUsue,  the  connecting  medium  be* 
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tween  diflferent  organs ;  llie  fascine  fonn  the  genuine  Hero-fihroiis 
meiohranes.  As  cuper'uilln  teffctatire  tu'titity  prenith  in  the  curt - 
nect'we  tittttue,  ice  can  expect  also  that  the  general  cimracter  ofMezt' 
reon-iifectum  icUl  dixtinguUh  itself  in  tht  form  of  nnonutlie.«  ofvttj^ 
etiUiou.  The  spaces  or  cells  of  coiincclive  tisbues  are  always  tilled 
with  a  liquid,  vaporj'  exhalation  of  the  circulatory  system^  where 
also  the  most  minute  raKcular  and  nervous  branchioles  are  im- 
bedded ;  and,  of  the  former,  it  is  especially  the  tcmiinal  branchi- 
oles  of  the  arterial  system  and  of  the  gunglionic  nenew,  from 
which  the  Mezereon-affection  originates,  and  which  secondarily 
causes  manifold  retlex  actions." — Gerstel, 

The  fibrous  tisKues  eHpecially  acted  upon  by  this  dmg  are  the 
peno8teuni,  miiscular  fascia,  synovial  niembraues,  iuterstitiul 
fibrouR  tissue  in  glandft.  galea  aponeurotica,  dura  mat«r,  and 
joints.  It  pro<luces  interstitial  exudation,  with  its  manifold 
syuiptoms. 

"Mezereura  attacks,  in  preference,  such  places  as  show  no 
substratum  of  adipose  tissue  and  such  as  rest  on  Iwnes  (tibia, 
muxilhe,  cheekn,  hairy  scalp).  The  same  holds  good  in  tbo 
mucous  membranes ;  and  we  find  it,  as  well,  in  the  periosteiun, 
especially  of  the  long  bones ;  and  here,  again,  more  in  the  tibia, 
galea  aponeurotica,  periosteum  of  the  facial  l>oues.  tarsus  and 
carpus  ;  the  boring  pains  appear  simultanrtmsly  in  different  parts 
at  difTtMvnt  times,  principally  on  the  knees,  tibia,  carpus,  ears, 
and  maxilla  inferior.'" — GersteL 

The  joints  have  a  bruised.  lame  feeling  in  them. 

Glatidular  System.— The  salivary  glands  become  enlarged, 
with  increased  secretions.  The  enlargement  is  due  to  interstitial 
exudation  in  the  fibrous  tiHsue  ;  the  gland  cells  themselves  are  not 
much  acted  upon.  In  all  prnbability.  \(ezereum  acts  apon  the 
ptmcretiM!  but  it  is  not  proven  yet.  Tbo  secretions  of  the  lym- 
phatics are  perverted  so  as  to  produce  great  acridity  of  the  secre- 
tions. 


(>ntbi*o-Spiiml  Syntem. — Large  doses  of  this  drug  produce 
compk'U-  narcotiKm,  witli  giddiness,  tensive  pain  in  the  head, 
dilatt^d  pupils,  convulsions,  syncope,  and  death.  Its  actimi  on 
the  cord,  posterior  portion,  is  shown  by  the  great  chilliness  and 
diminution  of  vital  turgor.  Gerstel  says :  "Tiiese  sensations 
are  ordy  consequences  of  the  immediate  action  of  a  morbid  stitn* 
ulub  attttrkinc  the  spinal  <'ord,  which  causes,  by  reHex  action, 
co!itraction  of  the  cutaneous  tissue ;  and  thus  arises  the  cutis  an- 
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senna,  tLe  roughness,  dryness,  and  britlleness.  This  may  cause 
simultaneously  an  internal  accumulation  of  blood,  just  as  we  see 
it  from  the  action  of  cold  air.** 

Tlieiapoutic  Individuality. 

Rheumatism^    SyphiliH^   and    Bone    Affections.— Flying, 

stitching  pains  are  chamcteristic  of  this  remedy. 

NenouK  rheumatism,  or  rheumatic  neuralgia,  worse  at  uight, 
with  Hjdng*  stitohiug  pains  along  the  long  bones.         * 

"Boring,  pressing  pains,  ooming  like  lightning,  which  leave 
the  parts  numbed." — O.     [Periosltal  rheumiitiiim.j 

"Periostitis  and  swelling  of  bones,  especially  on  the  tibia,  with 
most  violent  nightly  pains  in  the  Ijones." — G. 

"Exostosis,  luid  Obstous  enlargements,  when  of  a  syphilitic 
character.  Ilufeland  recommends  it  very  highly  for  such  affec- 
tions ;  he  has  effected  cures  in  cases  where  Mercm^  proved  en- 
tirely inadequate.  A  patient  who  had  been  afflicted  a  long  time 
vnih  the  most  distressing  bone-pains  of  the  skull  was  ven'  Kf>eedil5' 
c'uitMl  l>y  a  decoction  of  two  draclims  of  the  bark  of  Me/.t'reum, 
In  several  places,  the  skull-bones  had  become  enlarged,  and  there 
was  reason  to  suspect  the  presence  of  extravasation  or  an  exosto- 
sis pressing  upon  the  brain." — Iffmpel, 

"Secondary  syphilis  discloses  itself  by  tearing  pains  in  the 
fibrous  membranes  of  those  i»ones  which  are  the  least  covered  by 
flesh,  and  they  swerve,  like  rheimiatic  pains,  from  one  ligament- 
ous foiTOatiou,  from  one  bone  to  another,  become  finally  lL\.ed  at 
some  spot,  more  rarely  at  several,  a  stasis  originates,  and  ui  con- 
sequence an  exanthema  on  the  fibrous  tissue  of  the  bone,  foi*ming 
a  tubercle  or  vesicle  containing  a  (luid  or  pultaceous  mass.  The 
bono  itself  becomes  secondarily  affected  by  the  deliquescence  of 
the  tubercle  and  the  increased  vascular  activity." — Dieterich, 
[Use  Iodine  locally  over  the  node;  of  great  value.l 

"Violent  pain  in  the  tibia  as  if  beaten,  or  as  if  the  periosteum 
were  torn  off,  after  midnight  disturbing  sleop."^//rt/i.

I  have  cured  many^ 
many  cases  of  dironic  and  aciite  intermittents  where  the  chill  has 
come  on  late  in  the  afternoon.  If  the  rest  of  the  symptoms  indi- 
cate this  remedy,  it  makes  no  difference  when  the  chill  com- 
mences. And  let  me  say  here,  that  Salt  will  cure  more  cases 
of  intermittent  fever,  both  acute  and  chronic,  especially  the 
chronic,  than  any  other  known  remedy.  With  the  thirtifth  ditu- 
tion,  I  have  cured  several  hundred  cases  with  this  drug  alone. 
It  is  the  best  friend  J|  physician  has  in  a  malarious  district. 
And,  in  this  connection,  I  can  not  do  better  than  to  quote,  from

Spinal  (;ord^— Nax  vomica,  and  its  Alkaloid  Strychnia^  Rcls 
upou  the  entire  gray  matter  of  the  central  nervous  Bytdem,  eftpe- 
cmlly  cent4:*ring  upon  the  tubular  grny  matter  of  the  pons,  me- 
dulla, and  cervical  portion,  more  tlian  upon  the  dorsal  eiid 
lumbar  cord ;  and  the  characteristic  tetanus  is  dne  to  the  Bperitic 
action  it  has  upon  the  axial  tract.  "When  a  lotlial  do.**e  of  Xux 
vomica,  or  of  its  .Mkaloids.  has  heen  takt-n,  charactiristic  Bymp- 
toms  follow  in  a  few  minutes.  The  &lttto  uf  the  Monmch  ra  t*i 
food,  the  preHence  of  tainiio  acid  in  the  food,  and  ot  hit  prohably, 
also  the  condition  of  the  btood-vesHela,  influence  tiie  rate  of  ab* 
Borption;  and  symptoms  may  begin  in  a  few  minutvn,  or  b« 
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(ielayed  an  hour  or  eveu  louger.  Wheu  a  full  tucdknnal  do80  has 
been  taken,  some  bliglit  Bliiid<lenng,  a  senne  of  constriction  of  the 
fauces  and  jaws,  sudden  pains  like  electric  shocks  passing 
tbi-ougb  the  limbs,  startiugs  of  some  of  the  voluntary  muscles, 
dilated  pupils,  'a  meaningless  smile,'  paleness  ^»f  the  face,  fol- 
lowed by  Hushing  and  increased  warmth  of  the  surface  and  per- 
spiration, are  symptoms  which  may  be  produced  without  further 
development  of  a  toxic  action.  If  the  dose  be  large  enough  to 
cause  death,  the  above-descrikid  symptoms  are  quickly  followed 
by  tetanic  convulsions,  in  which  nearly  all  the  voluntarj*  muscles 
are  engaged.  When  the  paroxysm  occurs,  a  shudder  passea 
through  the  whole  frame;  the  head  and  extremities  jerk  and 
twitch,  and  then  suddenly  a  general  tonic  convulsion  ttikes  place. 
— the  limbs  are  extended,  the  hands  clenched,  the  toes  and  feet 
incurvated,  the  head  bent  backward,  the  body  arched  and  ngid, 
the  abdominal  muscles  hard  and  tense,  the  respiratory  musclea 
fixed  so  that  the  body,  cun'ed  m  the  foi-m  of  a  bow,  rests  on  the 
occiput  and  heels.  The  countenance  assumes  a  ghastly  grin, — 
the  risua  sardtmicnit;  the  arrest  of  tlie  reHi)initory  inuvements  sus- 
pends oxidation  of  the  blood,  and  the  skin  becomes  cyanosed ; 
strong  erections  of  the  penis  occur,  and  frequently  involuntary 
evacuations  of  semen,  urine,  and  fieces,  take  place.  Rarely  does 
death  ensue  in  the  lirst  pnroxysm ;  the  spasm  relaxes,  aud 
nothing  remains  of  the.  attiKrk  but  the  nuiscuhir  soreness  and 
fatigue,  and  the  sense  <>f  impending  dissolution.  Absolute  quiet 
[and  darkness]  retards  the  paroxysms.  At  first,  the  senses  are 
pretematnrally  acute,  and.  as  the  reflex  function  is  abnormally 
excitable,  the  slightest  peripheral  irritation  suffices  to  bring  on 
the  spasms.  Generally,  patients  experience  comfort  when  the 
limbs  are  strongly  held,  or  even  rubbed,  during  the  paroxysms; 
but,  in  the  inter^'al,  absolute  quiet  is  most  grateful.  The  mind 
remains  unaffected  until  the  close,  or,  at  least,  until  cai'bonic- 
acid  poisoning  sets  in.  The  paroxysms  rapidly  succeed  each 
other,  and  increase  in  duration  and  severity,  death  occurring 
usually  by  fixation  of  the  muscles  of  respiration,  or  by  exhaus- 
tion, and  within  two  hours,  usually,  from  the  l>eginning  of  symp- 
toms. .  .  .  The  effects  of  Stryclmia  are  exerted  on  the  spinal 
cord,  on  the  seat  of  the  motor  functi<uis.  It  does  not  affect  the 
functions  of  the  motor  nerves  directly, — the  irritability  of  the 
motor  nerves  is  not  destroyed  by  Strychnia,  it  is  exhausted  by 
over-stimulation.  The  sensor>'  ner%*cs  are  unaffected,  or  theix 
irritability  is  increased.  The  reflex  functions  of  the  spinal  cord 
are  exalted.     The  afferent  nerves,  preserving  their  irritability. 
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GommtmicatG  impresBions  to  the  reflex  centers,  motor  impnlsee 
are  quickly  origiuated.  and  the  muscles,  through  the  motor 
nerves,  are  fixed  iu  a  state  of  touie  contraction.  The  over- 
Btimulation  of  the  cord  and  the  motor  uerveB  exhausts  the  irri- 
tabihty  of  the  latter.  The  muscles  preserve  their  contractihty." 
— Bttrtitoloiv. 

'*Tbe  tetanic  couviileions  which  characteri2e  poisoning  by 
Strychnine  indicate,  a  priori,  a  change  in  the  ncr\'e  centers, 
especially  in  the  spinal  marrow,  wrought  by  the  poison.  The 
numerous  rebearclies  which  have  been  made  upon  the  action  of 
Strychnine  iu  animals  all  agree  on  this  point,  that  it  is  primarily 
the  gray  substance  of  the  spinal  marrow  npon  which  Strychnine 
acts  poibouou&ly."— J?(Vfn«ift'«. 

The  followiug  excellent  resume  of  the  effects  of  Sfrychn'Mt  I 
take  fi'om  the  prize  essay  of  E.  C.  Spitzka,  M.  D.,  that  drew  the 
$250  prize  offered  by  Dr.  \Vm.  A.  Hammond,  of  the  Americsn 
Neurological  Association: 

"Strychnia  is  a  poison  to  all  forms  of  animal  life. 

"Strychnia  exercises  its  iniluence  upon  animals  by  affecting 
the  centnii  nervous  apparatus  and  the  vaso-motor  system ;  but 
it  can  act  fatally  on  animal  forms  possessing  neither  of  these  sys- 
tems, and  must,  therefore,  be  considered  as  arting  lethally  on  all 
complex  tissues. 

"Strychnia  acts  upon  the  pniy  matter,  on  all  gray  matter 
alike,  and  affects  both  its  sensoi'y  au<l  motor  elements. 

"The  white  nervous  matter  and  the  x>eripheral  nerves,  play 
but  the  passive  role  of  conductors. 

"Strychnia  does  not  affect  the  ner\'efi  or  niuKrles  locally. 

"It  affects  the  peripheral  end  organs  of  special  sense  locally. 

"Strychnia  produces  tonic  spasms  in  all  vertebrates. 

"In  higher  vertebrates,  clonic  spasms  are  added. 

"This  difference  between  higber  and  lower  vertebmtes  in  this 
respect,  is  probably  due  to  the  difference  of  the  nervous  system. 

"The  clonic  spasms  are  more  intense,  catnia  parUrM,  in 
smaller  than  in  larger  animals. 

"Tn  higher  animals,  the  spasms  are  dne  to  the  action  of  the 
Alkaloid  on  the  axial  parts  of  the  nervous  system,  the  pona* 
medulla,  and  cord. 

"The  maximum  of  the  tetanizing  influence  is  intra-cranial, 
and  thence  it  gradually  diminishes  toward  the  posterior  extremity 
of  the  cord. 

"Strychnia  kills  the  lower  vertebrates  directly  by  nervous  ex- 
haubliou ;  the  higher,  as  a  rule,  by  a8pb}*xia  and  venous  congee- 
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tion  of  tlie  nervous  system^  iu  a<1dition.    In  very  lai:ge  doses,  it  is 
tliii'ctly  lethal  to  the  nervous  aysWrn.     ,     ,     , 

"lu  large  doses,  cortical  (epiieptiforra)  spasms  are  produced. 

"It  produces  uo  visible  cbacges  either  in  the  nerve-fibers  or 
nerve  cells,  whether  given  for  u  shoi-t  or  long  period. 

"Lesions  are  fouinl  after  death  from  Strychnia,  which  are  not 
due  to  its  direct  local  effect,  but  to  secondary  results. 

"Chronic  permanent  lesions  are  produced  in  the  course  of 
chronic  Strychnia-tetanus,  which  are  also  referable  to  secoudaiy 
iiiHutnceb. 

"Strydmia  increases  the  reflex  excitability;  but  not  all 
StiTchnia  spasms  are  due  to  this  factor;  some  depend  upon 
direct  irritation  of  the  motor  cella. 

"Stochnia  is  present  in  every  organ  of  the  bmiy.  after  admin- 
istration; it  is  found  in  all  parts  of  the  brain,  cord,  and  nerves, 
but  in  greater  quantities  in  the  gray  than  in  white  ner^e  tissues. 

"There  is  no  true  antidote  to  Strychnia,  although  various 
agents  which  diminish  reflex  excitability,  and  paralyze  the  mus- 
cles, or  alter  the  tonus  of  nerve-fik'rs,  may  enable  an  animal  to 
Bunive  the  effects  of  otlierwiso  fatal  doses.  But  these  means 
fail  with  larger  doses."  [Full  doses  of  Veratmm  viride  will  anti- 
dote Strychnia-poisoning.] 

Motor  Nerves. — "That  the  motor  centers  are  acted  upon  by 
Strj'chnia.  is  proven  by  the  ingenious  experiment  of  Van  Decn. 
That  investigator  removed  the  viscera,  vessels,  etc.,  ^m  a  frog, 
so  as  to  leave  nothing  below  the  sccoud  cervical  vertebra  bnt  the 
bones, nerves,  and  muscles;  then,  openiug  the  spinal  cord  in  the 
region  of  the  third  vertebra,  he  cut  entirely  through  the  anterior 
columns  of  the  cord,  and  finally  divided  all  the  tissues,  so  that 
the  anterior  portion  of  the  frog  was  connected  with  the  posterior 
solely  by  the  posterior  columns  of  the  cord.  When  one  or  two 
drops  of  a  solution  of  Strychnia  were  placed  in  the  mouth  of  the 
prepared  batrachian,  tetanus,  confined  to  the  anterior  segment 
of  the  body,  was  developed:  and  it  was  also  found,  that,  wbile 
in'itation  of  the  posterior  feet  caused  in  them  only  ordinary  reflex 
movements,  in  the  front  legs  tetanic  spasms  were  simultaueouHly 
induced.  It  appears  to  be  proven  by  the  evidence  adduced  iu 
this  and  other  experiments,  that  Strychnia  is  a  powerful  stimu- 
lant to  the  motor  cells  of  the  spinal  cord, 

"The  action  of  Strychnia  upon  the  motor  nervcK  has  been  a 
subject  of  considerable  controversy.  After  death  from  Strj'chnia. 
the  functions  of  the  motor  nerves  are  always  found  to  be  more  or 
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Jess  impaired,  so  that  galvanization  of  the  nerre-tnmk  either 
only  produces  very  feeble  contractions  in  the  tribiitar>%  or  eJse 
none  at  all.  Of  this  fact,  there  would  aeeiu  to  ha  no  doubt;  it 
has  heeu  attested  on  the  evidence  of  personal  experiment  hy 
inany  olistirvers,  among  whom  art'  Mutlnirri^  Mirrtou,  Wtttich, 
and  Vulpian.  Now,  it  is  evident  that  this  absence  of  response 
may  be  due  to  loss  of  functional  power  in  either  muscle  or  nerve. 
Sometimes  tlie  muscle  may  be  ut  fuiiH;  but,  as  Matteucei  iusistM, 
and  as  has  been  noted  by  many  observers,  not  rarely —indeed 
moat  generally — in  the  frog,  galvanization  of  the  nerve  fails  to 
elicit  response,  although  the  muscle  prewerves  its  imtability. 

*'It  having  been  proven  that  the  functional  power  of  the  motor 
neiTca  ia  destroyed  in  Str>chnia-poisouing,  the  question  arises. 
Is  this  destruction  a  direct  action  of  the  poison?  or,  is  it  simply 
tlie  exhaustion  of  over-use,  due  to  the  intense  activity  of  the 
nerve  during  the  stage  of  spasm  V  It  can  not  be  gainsaid  that  the 
power  of  the  nerve  is  lessened  i>y  the  strain  upon  it  during  the 
convulsions;  and  Koltikcr  concludes  that  this  is  th«  sole  cause  of 
the  nerve-paralysis ;  because,  when  ht-  cut  the  sciatic  nerve  of  a 
frog  and  exhibited  Strychnia,  the  divided  nerve  would  respond  to 
galvanic  stimuli  after  all  functional  power  had  been  lost  in  the 
nen*e  whose  connection  with  the  centers  was  intact.  Granting 
the  experimental  fact,  it  woiild  only  prove  that  contact  of  tho 
poison  was  not  the  sole  cause  of  the  motor-nervo  paralysis ;  as  it 
is  plain,  although  both  nerves  suffered  this  contact,  yet  the  nnin- 
jiu-eil  HulTered  it  plus  t^xhaustion  from  excessive  use.  The  con- 
clusion is,  moreover,  opposed  by  the  fact  attested  by  VulpUtn  and 
other  observers,  that  an  overdose  of  Strychnia  kills  the  frog  witli- 
out  the  induction  of  spasms  by  general  paralysis,  with  total  loss 
of  power  in  nervc-trunks.  evidently  a  direct  action  of  the  poison. 

"MM.  Martiu-Magron  and  Bnisson  have  investigatetl  very 
elaborately  this  action  of  Strychnia  upon  the  nerves ;  and  the  cor- 
rectness of  their  experiments  and  results  seems  to  me  scarcely 
ipiestionnble.  Tbcy  found,  that,  if  the  sciatic  nerve  of  a  frog  whs 
divided,  and  a  sufficiontly  large  dose  of  the  Str>'clmia  adminis- 
tered, the  divided  sciatic  lost  its  irritability,  although,  unless  the 
dose  was  very  large,  not  so  soon  as  did  its  fellow.  Vnlpian  baa 
conlirmed  this:  and  the  opposite  result  of  Kolliker.  no  doubt, 
depended  upon  his  not  using  sufficiently  large  doses  of  the  Alka* 
bid,  or  upon  his  testing  the  nerve  too  early.  Martin-Magron  and 
Bnisson  also  lied  all  the  tissues  of  a  froc's  leg  except  the  nerve, 
and  then,  on  exhibiting  Strychnia,  found  that  convulsions  ceaaeil 
in  the  poisoned,  much  sooner  than  in  the  uon-poisoued,  leg,  and 
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that  at  a  certain  time  irritation  of  tlie  poisoned  foot  would  induce 
tetanic  spa«ms  oidy  iu  the  non'poisoited  memhcr, — proof  that  the 
aifcrent  nerve-fibers  of  the  poisoned  leg  were  not  affected,  and 
that  the  motor  nerves  were  paralyzed  wherever  the  poison  had 
access  to  them ;  and  that  to  this,  not  to  Bpiual  exhaustion,  wa^ 
due  the  general  piiralyHis. 

"M.  Vulpian  affirms  that  he  has  repeated  this  experiment 
many  times,  and  always  obtained  the  same  result  as  Mni'tin- 
Mflgi'on  and  Buisson.  It  would  seem  to  prove  that  Strychnia  in 
vury  large  doses  paralyzes  the  efferent,  hut  not  the  afferejit 
nerves ;  and  that  the  collapse  of  Strychnia-poisoning  iu  the  frog 
is  largely  due  to  the  affection  of  the  motor  trunks,  and  not  to  v\- 
haustion  of  the  spinal  cord.  Again,  Vulpian  found  that  the 
nerve  protected  hy  tying  its  vessels  preserved  its  irritability  after 
the  non-protected  nerve  had  lost  its  functional  power.  The  evi- 
dence appears  to  be  as  complete  as  it  can,  and  to  show,  that,  iu 
Strychuia-jmisoniug,  at  least  iu  the  Irog.  the  motor  ner\'ee  lone 
their  functional  power,  partly  through  exhaustion,  and  partly 
through  a  direct  action  of  the  poison  upon  them.  As  Fniser  lias 
discovered  for  Atropia,  Vulpian  has  found  for  Strj'chnia ;  viz., 
after  a  time, — say  from  some  hours  to  two  days, — if  the  dose  baa 
been  of  the  right  size,  the  Strychnia-paralysis  passes  off.  the 
motor  nerves  are  found  to  have  regained  tlieir  power,  and  the 
convulsions  re-appear,  and  continue  hours  or  days." — H.  C.  Tf'<W. 

"Rlryclmia  differs  from  many  other  poisons,  in  this, — that  it 
ist  only  in  iuvrmaimj  the  rffU'T  /(icultjf  of  the  sphtnl  cord  that  it 
causes  con^^llsious.  This  vital  property  of  the  cord  reaches  such 
a  veiy  high  degree  that  any  external  or  internal  excitation  brings 
on  a  reflex  tetanic  convulsion,  the  violence  of  wliich,  according  to 
a  well-kno^ni  law,  is  in  proportion  to  the  degree  of  the  reflex 
faculty.  So  long  as  the  spinal  cord  does  not  receive  some  kind 
of  excitation,  however  powerfully  poisoned  by  Strychnia  it  may  lie, 
there  is  no  t'on\ni!sion. 

•Tn  other  words,  the  cord  may  be  ever  so  much  congested,  but 
the  abnormal  reHex  irritability  is  not  shown,  unless  it  is  excited 
hy  the  touch,  or  some  other  form  of  irritation. 

"There  are  many  other  drugs  which  cause  spinal  congestion, 
but  none  which  cause  this  peculiar  abnomial  condition  in  the 
tissue  of  the  cord.  If  Strychnia  causes  tliis  twofold  condition  of 
the  spinal  cord  by  its  primar>'  action,  it  causes,  as  the  result  of 
the  poisoning  in  nnimalR  fi!iow«,  a  secondary  action  just  the  oppo- 
site ;  namely,  nmemhi  of  the  cord,  with  puralyttin  fmm  t'jrhautitiou. 
of  the  factdtg  of  the  reflex  motor  nerre  celU,    Not  only  this,  but  it 
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<"au8e8  paresis  of  the  trophit;  (uutrient)  nerve  cells,  and,  as  Han* 
lielil  JoutJB  btjUeves,  may  cause  paresis  of  the  cerebral  nen'€ 
tenters."— //(i^. 

Eyes.— Nux  vomica  produces  nervous  irritability  of  the  eye, 
with  coutractiou  of  the  pupil.  Notwithstiiudiug  dilatation  of  the 
pupil  is  produced  by  Strj'chniu  from  asphyxia,  the  legitimate 
effect  oJ  htrychnia  is  contraction  of  the  pupil  and  not  dilataiiou. 

In  hypcrffistheniu  and  amaurosis  of  the  retina,  aggravated 
momingH,  Nux  vomica  is  in  place. 

Ears.— The  sense  of  hearing  is  augmented  by  this  drug,  espe- 
*ially  with  the  Alkaloid. 

Nose* — It  has  been  found,  that,  brushing  a  solution  of  Strjch- 
nia  on  the  regio  olfactoria  of  healthy  as  well  as  of  anstmic  indi- 
viduals, the  acuteness  of  the  sense  of  smell  was  increased. 

Circulation,— "Stryclinia  has  a  very  decided  influence  upcu 
the  c'irculiitioii.  Ors.  Hiehter,  Mayer,  SehleKinger,  and  Klapp 
liave  all  found  that  a  decided  rise  of  arterial  pressure  cornea  on 
before  or  about  the  time  of  the  first  convulsion.  The  rise  is  n(»t 
due  to  the  convulsion  or  to  the  intemiption  of  the  circuhitiou,  as 
it  occurs  in  Curarized  animals  ui  whieh  artihcial  respiration  is 
maintained.  Both  Richter  and  Mayer  affirm  that  the  small 
arteries  can  he  seen  to  contract  under  the  inHuenco  of  Strychnia. 
and  conclude  that  the  rise  of.  the  pressure  is  due  to  vaso-molor 
spasm.  Mayer  also  found,  that,  after  paralysis  of  the  dominant 
vaso-motor  centers  by  section  of  the  cord.  Stryclmia  produced  no 
rise  of  the  arterial  pressure,  or,  if  any  was  (raused.  it  was  very 
alight.  A  different  experimental  result  has,  however,  been  reached 
by  Schlesinger.  This  investigator  fouiui  that  the  rise  after  the 
division  of  the  cord,  both  absolutely  and  relatively,  exceeds  that 
produced  in  the  normal  animal.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that,  in 
three  of  the  fifty  experiments  made  by  Schlesinger  upon  rabbits, 
the  Str>'chnia  failed  to  elevate  tlie  pressure  after  section  npon  Ihi* 
cord.  Schlesinjror  explains  the  apparently  oppoaitti  results  reaehed 
by  himself  and  by  Mnyer  by  the  fact  that  the  latter  investigator 
employi'd  rabbits,  and  farther  states,  that,  in  six  experiment* 
made  by  himself  on  dogs,  he  four  times  obtained  results  similar 
to  those  of  Mayer.  Klapp  experimented  upon  the  cat,  dividing 
not  only  the  spinal  cord,  but  also  all  the  canliac  nerves  of  the  neck. 
Under  these  circumstances,  no  rise  of  pressure  followed  the  injec- 
tion of  the  Strychnia.    A  very  plausible  explanation  of  the  peeu- 
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liar  results  obtained  by  Schlesinger  is  that  given  by  Klapp; 
nnmely,  that  he  failed  to  make  a  perfect  Hectiou  of  the  cord, 
Klapp  having  found  that  a  few  libers  are  sulhciont  to  carry  up 
the  impulse.  Further  expeiiments  upon  rabbits  are  neceaaaiy  be- 
fore my  tinal  judgiuent  can  be  passed  upon  the  work  of  Schle- 
singer. but  the  di'ift  of  the  whole  evidence  is  to  show  that  much 
of  ilie  rise  of  the  arterial  preflsure  produced  by  Strychnia  upon 
the  noriaal  animal  is  due  to  vaso-motor  spasm.  It  is  well  kno^>'n, 
that,  after  diviuiou  of  the  cord,  fitimulation  of  a  sensitive  ucrve 
fails  to  cause  vaso-motor  spasm  and  rise  of  arterial  pressiire. 
Schlesinger  found  that  in  the  Stryehnized  animal  the  contrarj'  to 
this  is  true.  This  curious  asserted  fact  receives  some  support 
fi'om  the  experiment  of  KJapp.  In  the  majority  of  instances,  he 
failed  to  get  a  decided  rise  ;  but  in  a  few  cases  ho  did.  The  expla- 
nation of  Schlesinger  is  that  in  the  normal  animal  the  peripheral 
impulse  can  only  reach  the  vaso-motor  nerves  by  hrst  gomg  to 
the  dominant  center,  but  that  Strychnia  so  alters  the  functional 
condition  of  the  spinal  cord  as  to  allow  the  peripIuTal  impulse  to 
play  all  through  the  local  vaso-motor  nen^es,  which  uudoubtedly 
are  in  the  cord,  and  to  cause  a  general  vaso-motor  spasm  by  pro- 
ducing innumerable  local  spasms.  This  theory  may  be  true,  but 
must  yet  be  considered  auhjudice. 

"It  lias  been  showii  by  the  experiments  of  Klapp  that  the  pri- 
mary stimulation  of  the  vaso-motor  centers  by  Strychnia  is  fol- 
lowed by  fall  of  arterial  pressure  and  vaso-motor  palsy ;  also  that 
ver>'  large  doses  produce  an  immediate  <lepression  of  the  raso- 
motor  centers  and  fall  of  the  arterial  pressure. 

"There  is  some  apparent  coullict  of  testimony  in  regard  to  the 
iuduence  of  Strychnia  upon  the  inhibitory  cardiac  nervous  sys- 
tem. Dr.  Carl  Heincmann,  who  has  investigated  at  some  length 
the  influence  of  the  drug  upon  the  heart  of  the  frog,  tinds  that 
large  doses  cause  diminished  frequency  of  the  cardiac  movements, 
with  diastolic  pauses.  According  to  his  experiments,  these  phe- 
nomena  are  not  due  to  stimulation  of  the  inhibitory  nerves,  since 
they  occur  after  section  of  the  vagi ;  nor  are  the  periphei-al  vagi 
paralyzed,  since  galvanization  of  one  of  these  nerves  causes  imme- 
diate diastolic  cardiac  arrest.  Mayer  has  also  found  that  the 
peripheral  vagus  is  not  paralyzed,  since  he  could  suspend  the 
action  of  the  heart  in  the  poisoned  animal  by  galvanization  of 
the  par  vagum.  Klapp  has  also  reached  results  confirmatory  of 
those  of  Heiuemauu.  On  the  other  hand,  Martin-Magron  and 
Buisson  affirm,  that,  in  all  of  very  many  experiments,  after  a 
greater  or  less  length  of  time,  the  pneumogastrics  loat  their  power 
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of  transmitting  an  impulse.  Tho  reponeiliiitiou  of  thciic  results  is 
vt'i-j*  tliflicult ;  possibly,  Mtirtin-Magron  and  Buisaon  employed  a 
Strypluuu  containing  very  largely  of  Brueia ;  possibly,  enormons 
ilosos  of  Sti'yrlmiii  ilo  affect  the  peripheral  vasii  l>ut  not  until 
verj'  iato  in  the  poisoning;  although,  when  small  tlcsoH  are  em- 
ployed, even  death  may  occur  without  very  decided  porolyais  of 
tlieKe  nen-es.  That  tho  ilifferent  resultH  are  not  due  to  the  use  of 
diflfereut  animals  is  evident ;  since,  although  Mayer  used  hounds, 
both  Hcinemann  and  Klapp  employed  the  same  animals  as  di«l 
Martin-Magron  and  Buisson,  viz.,  frogs.  Dr.  I.  Steiner  liaa 
found  the  action  of  Strychnia  much  more  marked  when  it  is 
placed  upon  the  posterior  than  on  tlie  anterior  face  of  the  frog's 
heart ;  also,  that  the  Strj'chnia  acted  much  more  promptly  aud 
severely  up(ni  tho  separated  sinus  venosus  than  U|mn  the  vpntricle« 
or  auricles,  and  hence  concludes  that  ti»e  Strychnia  acts  espc- 
ciiilly  upon  the  ganglia  of  the  sinus.  His  experiments  and  eou- 
clusions  have  been  couiirmed  by  Klapp,  and  are  probably  cor- 
rect."—/>r.  //.  r.  Wood, 

Dr.  Hughes  suys:  "The  excitation  caused  by  the  drag  afTvcts 
the  vascular  nerves  and  arteries,  causing  the  febrile  phenomena 
of  chill,  heat,  and  sweat.  Modern  experimentation  has  coii- 
hriued  this  observation,  nhowing  that  Str>'chniu  contracts  the 
iirterioles  and  greatly  increases  the  bltMid-prossure  ;  and  does  this 
by  direct  stimulation  of  the  vaso-motor  center  at  the  base  of  the 
brain." 


Digestive  Organs. — Nux  roniica  acts  as  most  bitter  tonicE*. 
augmenting  and  vitiating  the  secretious  of  the  mouth,  stomach,, 
liver,  and  pancreas,  deranging  digestion,  and  producing  gnstralgia 
and  acid  vomiting;  and  iutlammation  of  the  mucous  mi-mbraiie 
of  the  stomach  is  often  produced  by  Sirychnine-jKjisouiug.  In  the 
abdomen,  we  have  much  flatulence,  wth  all  varieties  of  coheky 
pniiis.  "As  regards  the  stool,  Hahnemann  remarks  that  copious 
diarrhiric  stiwla  are  never  produced  by  Nux  vomica;  but  what  is 
called  diarrhiea  from  Nux  vomica  consists  in  rather  small  evac- 
uations mixed  with  mucus,  attended  by  tenesmus  and  straininp?. 
This  tenesmus  is  attended  by  a  smarting  burning  in  the  rectum. 
The  most  frequent  action  of  Nux  vomica  is  the  production  of  cou- 
»lipation,  us  if  from  constriction  or  inaotiWty  of  the  intestines: 
or,  nither,  it  produces  an  ineffectual  urging  to  stool;  aud,  when- 
ever the  stool  takes  place,  it  seems  to  be  incomplete  and  uusutis- 
factor>',  and  as  if  a  part  of  the  feeces  failed  to  be  expelled ;  or  the 
stool  is  very  hard,  and  its  evacuation  re(|uires  great  effort,  i&ml 
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leaves  a  stitching  and  aching  pain  in  the  rectum.  But,  after  the 
evacuation,  there  is  uo  dfeBiiX'  to  sit  and  continue  to  strain,  as  iisith 
Mercurius.  Often  Uie  stool  ia  noft,  mixed  with  mucus  and  streaked 
with  hlood;  or  there  is  clear  blood  along  with  the  faces," — D. 

The  power  of  producing  and  curing  hiiemorrhoida  is  one  of  the 
most  prominent  features  in  the  action  of  Nux  vomica. 

Sexual  OrjB^anH,  Male.— Nux  produces  energetic  venereal  de- 
sires, with  troul)le8ome  and  poiverfiil  erections.  Sexual  impo- 
tence from  spiuai  exhauHliou  ia  a  marked  effect  of  Nux  vomica 
and  its  Alkaloid  ;  and,  among  all  our  remedien,  no  better  one  tban 
this  can  be  found  for  spermatorrhcea,  and  ihe  U»ng  IrHin  of  symp- 
toms found  in  impotuucy,  accompanied  with  spinal  exhaustion. 

SexQiil  OrgaiiN,  Female. — The  menseB  occur  too  soon,  and 
continue  much  longer  than  they  Rhould :  accompanied  by  nau- 
sea, chills,  faintness,  and  spasmodic  pains  in  the  at>domeu. 

KidnofS. — The  action  of  this  drug  upon  the  urinary  organs 
often  is  the  means  of  relieving  much  suffering,  in  spasmo<lic  and 
paralytic  affections  of  the  ureters,  bladder,  and  urethra.  It  pro- 
duces piirulysia  of  the  muscular  coat  of  the  bladder,  with  reten- 
tion or  incontineucG  of  urine. 

Respiratory  Onraiis.— In  the  nose,  it  produces  obstnictive 
cataiTh.  In  the  lungs,  the  mucous  membranes  are  dry.  ¥rith 
dry.  hard  cough,  and  gi-eat  constriction  of  the  chest.  The  asthma 
of  Nux  vomica  might  he  termed  tlifxprptlr  uftlhma,  for  the  gastric 
symptoms  always  predominate ;  the  di*y,  spasmotUc  asthma  de- 
pends upon  the  reflex  excitabihty  of  the  vagi. 

Pathology.— Besides  the  strongly  marked  cadaveric  rigidity, 
"tlie  lungs  are  hypereemic,  usually  with  small  infarctions ;  hut 
these  are  sometimes  absent.  Hemorrhagic  crosioKS  are  occasion- 
ally found  in  the  stomach  and  intestines.  In  a  few  cases.  Huid 
exudation  has  been  found  in  the  pericardial  and  pleural  sacs. 

"Sometimes  the  urinary  bladder  is  strongly  contracted.  In  the 
abdominal  glands,  we  find  tlie  usnal  ^venous  engorgement  conse- 
quent on  di^ath  from  acute  asphyxia.  The  condition  of  the  hrhin 
and  spinal  marrow  is  by  no  means  characteristic.  In  many  of 
the  older  cases  reported,  marked  hjT)enemJa  of  the  braiu  was 
stated  to  have  been  found  ;  hut,  in  recently  reported  eases.  vei7 
little  stress  is  laid  on  this  hypencmia.  Exudations  and  actual 
hemorrhages  arc  found  in  the  lateral  ventricles;  but  these  are  not 
necessarily  comiected  with  the  action  of  the  Stryclmia.    Nothing 


characteristic  hns  Iwen  found  in  the  spinal  marrow.  If  crushed 
Nux  vomica  has  been  taktn,  we  luul  the  remaiua  of  it  in  the 
stomach  and  intestinea.  NotwiiliBlaudiugthe  occurrence  of  vom- 
iting, Nux  vomica  adheres  strongly  to  the  mucous  membrane; 
this  is  partly  owing  to  its  pointed  fragments,  and  partly  to  the 
Que  hairs  covering  its  surface,  which  are  characteristic  of  Nux 
vomica." — Ziem»seu. 

Tln'rap<*ntie  Individuality. 

General  Indicatiuns. — Nux  vomica  is  cHpecially  adapted  to 
people  with  choleric,  sanguine,  malicious,  irritable  temperament, 
and  to  those  who  make  great  mental  exertions. 

Diseases  caused  by  high  living,  stimulating  drinks,  highly 
fteasoned  fo<]d,  or  a  too  sedentary  life. 

The  pains  caused  by  the  Nux  vomica  are  tinghng,  hard,  ach- 
ing, sticking  pains,  aggravated  by  motion,  and  especially  by  con- 
tact. 

"After  aromatics  in  the  food,  or  as  a  medicine,  particularly 
ginger,  pepper,  etc.,  and  after  almost  any  kind  of  so-called  hot^ 
medicine," — OouUon. 

Head.— Quarrelsome,  even  to  violence,  ia  a  marked  key  to 
the  use  of  Nux  vomica. 

"Ill-humor,  much  inclined  to  quarrelsome  vexation." — Hah, 

"Very  hypochondriac  and  affected  by  the  slightest  thing  after 
eftling. '*—//<!/*. 

"He  can  not  tolerate  a  noise,  talking,  strong  odors,  bright 
light;  music  and  singing  affect  him." — Hah, 

"Ovcr-sensitivenesa ;  every  harmless  word  offends,  every  little 
noise  frightens;  anxious  and  beside  themselves;  they  can  tiot 
bear  the  least,  even  sxiitable,  mecUeine." — ///?. 

Hypochondriac,  with  an  irritable  temper;  arising  from  liver 
or  gastric  troubles,  especially  in  di-unkards. 

"HypochondriftiiiK  in  studious  men  ;  sitting  too  much  at  home ;

Loses  the  connection  of  ideas,  and  fears  she  will  lose  her 
reason.

On  the 
other  hand,  an  hour  or  two  before  day-break  awakens  and  can  not 
sleep  again."

Headache,  feele  as  if  it  would  spirt  open,  with  acid  vomiting 
from  indigestion,  or  the  effects  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

"Sick-headache,  brought  on  by  wine,  coffee,  close  mental  ap- 
plication, sedentary  habits ;  commences  in  the  morning,  increases 
through  the  day,  growing  milder  in  the  evening ;  with  dimness  of 
vision  ;  sour,  bitter  vomiting ;  constipation ;  worse  from  noise, 
light,  in  open  air,  or  after  eating." — G. 

"Headache  in  the  forehead,  as  if  the  eyes  would  be  pressed  out, 
or  in  the  occiput."— 7{«m<'.     [Old  drunkards.] 

Severe  vertigo,  from  excesBive  use  of  coffee  or  liquor,  with 
great  irritability. 

"It  is  more  particularly  suitable  when  the  patient  is  worse  in 
the  morning  than  at  any  other  time  of  day,  when  he  awakes  about 
8  a.  m.,  and  remains  wakeftU,  with  a  multitude  of  ideas  crowding 
in  his  mind,  and  when,  just  at  daybreak,  he  falls  involuntarily 
asleep,  tilled  with  busy  dreams,  from  which  he  awakes  tired  and 
indisposed  to  arise." — 7>.     [From  indigestion.] 

"Intoxicated,  dizzy  heaviness  of  head,  in  the  morning." — Ha)*. 

Much  intoxication  and  confusion  of  the  mind.

AH  these  sjTnptoms  show  that  diseases  of  the  mind  and  head 
are  merely  symptomatic,  caused  by  some  gastric  or  hepatic  dis- 
order. 


Eyes,— In  nervous  diseases  of  the  eye,  with  much  irritability 
and  morning  Hggravatiou,  Nux  vomica  is  of  great  utility. 

"In  choroiditis  disseminata,  it  is  a  prominent  remedy,  ospe- 
cialiy  in  persons  addicted  to  the  use  of  stimulants." — A.  and  N, 

"Of  late  years.  Strychnia  has  been  employed  extensively  by  the 
old  school  in  treatment  of  atrophy  of  the  optic  nerve  and  various 
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forms  of  amblyopia.    It  is  used  chiefly  by  bypodermic  injection, 
and  with  marked  success.    We  also  often  find  Nux  vomica  useful 
in  atrophy  of  the  optic  nerve,  checkingthe  progress  of  the  disease^ 
restoring  vision  in  many  canes  to  a  limited  extent;  hut  it  is  impoa-j 
sible  to  restore  the   sight  wholly  if  genuine  atrophy  has  com-l 
menced."— *4.  and  N. 

"In  amblyopia  potatorum,  or  impairment  of  vision  due  to  thej 
use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  or  dissipation  in  general,  no  remedy^ 
will  more  frequently  restore  to  power  the  benural^ed  nerve." —

"In  various  forms  of  trouble,  I  have  given  Nux  vomica  for  a 
blurring  of  sight  by  overheating,  and  nearly  every  time  with  ben- 
efit."—  iVoo<itfiUt.

SnutHea,  especially  in  children,  the  nose  always  tiUed  with 
mucus.

"Taste  is  sour,  muaty.  bitter,  ^vith  a  sensation  of  hunger;  but 
the  appetite  is  immediately  satistied,  after  eating  ever  so  httle."

"Mouth  di-y,  sore,  fnll  of  fetid  xUcers,  with  bloody  saliva." — G. 

No  appetite,  with  complete  loss  of  energy,  in  dyspepsia. 

Drawhig,  tearing  toothache,  worse  from  cold  ond  mental  exer- 
tion. 

Mouth  dry  without  thirst,  or  filled  with  sour  mucus,  mornings. 

Offensive  odor  from  tlie  mouth  from  indigestion. 

"Raw,  scraped  feeling  in  throat,  as  after  heartburn." — Ilah. 

"Fauces  sore  as  if  raw,  felt  on  swallowing,  and  on  contact  with 
cool  air,  accompanied  with  a  sensation  as  if  there  were  a  plug  in 
the  throat,  probably  gastric."

"Flatulent  distention  after  eating  or  drinking,"— if </.

"Nux  vomica  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  dyspepsia.  The  feel- 
ing of  weight  on  the  stomach  after  eating,  flatulence,  and  pyrosis 
especially  call  for  Nux  vomica.  But,  above  ail,  we  recommend 
the  filternation  of  (imphiten  with  Silt.''

Much  colic  and  acid  vomiting  in  babies ;  Irom  indigestion. 

"Sensation  of  weakness  in  the  abdominal  ring,  as  if  a  bemia 
would  occur." — <r.     Or  as  if  a  hernia  woubi  become  incarcerated.] 

"Forcing-down  toward  the  geuitala,  iii  lower  abdomen. " — Huh. 

"Colic  with  pressure  upward  toward  the  thorax." — liaue. 

Hepatic  colic,  with  sudden  severe  pain  in  the  right  side; 
spasms  of  the  abdominal  muscles,  with  ntitching  pains  in  the 
liver.

[Alternate  constipation  and  diarrhcca.] 

Haemorrhoids  with  frequent  hemorrhages  and  constipation. 
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**In  hftjinorrhoida.  Nux  vomica  hihI  Sulpbnr  dominate  all 
other  remedies ;  correspoudiug  to  the  local  affection,  the  eonges- 
tiou,  tho  neuralgia,  the  dyspepsiu,  and  the  hemorrhages.  Nux  is 
especially  indicated  with  ineffectnal  desire  for  stool,  tenesmus; 
anal  constriction ;  diarrhd-a  or  constipation,  with  clear  bloud  or 
mucnH  in  tlie  stools;  witli  hemoiThage,  epistaxis,  metrorrhagia, 
neuralgia,  and  dyspepsia;  12th  dilution," — Jonsuft. 

"Tearing,  sticking,  and  constricting  pain»  as  from  aggravated 
Wind  piles  in  the  rectum  and  anus,  after  a  meal  or  mental  exer- 
tion;  after  a  sto<^)],  it  seemed  as  if  some  remained  behind  and 
could  not  he  evacuated,  with  a  sensation  of  distressing  constric- 
tion in  the  rectum." — Hah. 

Urinary  Orerans.— Paralytic  incontinence  of  urine  from  irri- 
tation of  the  lower  portion  of  the  spine.

"Burning  and  tearing  pain  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder  while 
urinating."

"During  micturition,  very  tenacious  mucus  passes  from  the 
bladder  with  urine,  without  pain."

"Irritable  bladder  of  gout  or  abioholisra ;  and  i<i  relieve  pain 
and  spasm  in  the  passage  of  urinary  calculi."

Sexual  Urf^ans,  Male.— This  is  probably  the  most  valuable 
remedy  we  have  for  spormatorrhnja  from  plethora,  with  Hexual 
ilreams  and  nocturnal  emissions,  followed  by  excessive  inrita- 
bility ;  despondency,  and  prostration. 

"Nocturnal  emissions  from  plethora  of  the  sexual  organs;  or 
emissions  without  erections ;  followe<l  by  debility  and  great  relax- 
ation of  the  parts." — Hfrnpel.     [And  complete  impotence.] 

The  slightest  irritation,  especially  if  a  woman  is  touched,  pro- 
duces lascinous  thoughts,  and  frequently  emissions,  followed  by 
nervous  exhaustion.  (Use  the  30th  up  to  the  l(K)Oth  for  sp<>rma- 
torrba>a.)  In  sexual  impotence  with  great  spinal  exhaustion, 
8trychnia  will  be  found  of  great  value.  Use  the  high  attenua- 
tions. I  now  use  the  high  attenuations  in  6pei*matorrh{pa.  with 
altogether  better  results  than  I  ever  had  \\'ith  the  low  dilutions. 
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Gonorrhtpa ;  thin  discharge,  with  burning  and  urging  to  uri- 
nate, and  frequent  urging  to  stool ;  chronic  form  with  prostatitis. 

Sexual  OrganN,  Female. — Menstruation  too  early,  too  pro- 
fuse, with  weak,  faint  spcdla,  or  very  irregular ;  in  irritable  women. 

"Menses  occur  too  soon  and  last  too  long." — D, 

Great  excitement  of  the  sexual  organs  of  women,  with  sexual 
dreams  and  orgasm  in  irritable,  headstrong  women. 

'^Menses  irreguliir  and  never  at  the  right  time," — G. 

"Everj'  pain  dui*iiig  labor  produces  a  desire  to  defecate,  or  to 
urinate,  particularly  the  former." — G. 

"Pressure  toward  the  genital  organs  early  in  the  morning,  in 
bed  or  during  a  walk,  with  spasms  of  the  abdomen." — G. 

"Fetid  leucorrluea,  tinging  the  linen  yellow,  with  pain  in  the 
uterus  as  if  bruised,  and  much  pain  in  lumbar  region." — G. 

Violent  and  protracted  after-pains,  in  irritable  women. 

"Moniiug  sickness  dnring  pregnancy;  mornings,  with  consti- 
pation and  excessive  irritability," — Iltj.  [ Niix  vomica  and  Pulsa- 
tilla are  the  best  known  remedies  for  morning  sickness.] 

Lochia  scanty  and  offensive,  with  bearing-do\s'u  pains. 

Bespiratory  Orij;ans. — The  cough  of  Nux  vomica  is  of  recent 
origin,  of  a  dry,  scraping  character,  and  not  founded  on  an  or- 
ganic base,  but  of  a  simple  catarrhal  nature,  or  reflex  from  indi- 
gestion, or  spinal,  producing  soreness  of  the  stomach. 

Dry  coryza,  worse  at  night ;  nose  completely  filled  up. 

Dry,  racking  cough,  wbere  the  epigaHtriura  becomes  very  sore, 
is  a  prominent  characteristic  of  Niu  vomica. 

"Dry.  hard  cough,  with  great  soreness  of  the  abdomen," — G. 

"Ck)ug)i  short,  drj'.  and  fatiguing:  appears  at  night,  on  lying 
down,  prevents  going  to  sleep  ;  lasts  often  from  midnight  to  day- 
break ;  accompanied  by  severe  headache,  and  soreness  in  the  epi- 
gastric zone,  seems  to  come  from  the  larj'nx." — /). 

The  asthma  of  Nux  vomica  might  well  be  termed  dt/speptie 
(Whrna;  for  tlie  gastric  symptoms  always  predominate,  and  the 
astlnna  is  of  a  dry,  spasmodic  nature,  depending  upon  reflex  ei- 
citabihty  of  the  vagi. 

"Nux  vomica  is  most  appropriate  when  there  is  coryza  with 
sneezing,  when  the  attacks  come  on  after  eating,  or  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  when  the  patient  is  subject  to  hiemon-hoids." — JouttKet. 

Ill  cai'diac  neurosis  dependent  upon  paresis  of  the  motor 
nerves,  there  is  always  a  constitutional  debihty,  with  feeble  cir- 
culation and  cardiac  action.     (Use  Strychnia.) 
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Sudden  palpitation  of  the  heart,  from  indigestion, — markeil 
symptom  of  the  heart  on  lying  down  after  dinner. 

"HivmoptyBis  from  anger, — suppreesed  hiemorrhoidal  flow; — 
debauchery;— especially  of  drunkards."^///?. 

Spinal  Symptoms. — "Affects  the  cerebro-spinal  axis  in  the 
Bame  manner  au  that  unseen,  immaterial,  impalpable  cause. 
which,  by  its  action  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  axia,  leada  to  the 
production  of  tetanic  spasms." — Hempcl, 

"Pamlysis,  resulting  from  softening  of  that  portion  of  the 
cerebro-HpiuiU  axis  which  sends  off  nerves  to  the  paralyzed  limb, 
with  diminished  temperature,  especially  in  paralysis  of  drunk- 
ards."— Himpel.     ^Excellent  in  softening  of  the  hrain.J 

"Most  useful  to  spinal  meningitis  before  the  disease  has  pro-! 
gressed  to  the  stage  of  actual  exudation." — Baehr, 

"Epilepsy,  where  the  spinal  centers  are  prominently  involved* J 
as  shown  by  the  shocks  and  jerks  so  characteristic  of  Nux  vom-* 
ica. " — llempel.    [Complete  opisthotonos.] 

"Feeling  as  if  bruised  all  over  system." — Hg.     [Rheumatism.; 

"Tearing  pain,  by  paroxysms,  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  in  tho 
evening." — Hah. 

"Constant  pain  and  bi'uised  sensation  in  the  back  and  small 
of  the  back." — lUefUinits, 

"Pain  in  the  email  of  the  back  and  knees,  as  if  beaten  and 
bruised." — Tlnh, 

Spine  greatly  prostrated  from  sexual  excesses ;  complete  pros- 
tration.    Use  Str>'chnia  in  3d  dec.  trituration  in  spinal  ausemia. 

Limbs. — Aching,  drawing  pains  with  great  lassitude. 

"Tremblmg  of  the  limbs  and  jerking  of  the  heart." — Il'th. 

Spasmodic  pains  iu  the  limbs,  witli  chilliness,  internal  beat- 
ing after  yaNS*ning  and  stretching,"— //«/*. 

"Great  weariness  and  relaxation  of  all  the  limbs  after  takini 
the  open  air." — flah.    [From  chronic  indigestion.] 

"Sensation  of  sudden  loss  of  power  of  the  arm  in  the  morn- 
ing."—//aA. 

"The  longer  he  lies  in  bed  in  the  morning,  the  more 
he  has  in  all  the  limbs,  especially  in  the  joints,  as  if  beaten, 
relieved  after  rising."— //.v.     [Rheumutoid  affections.] 

"Tottering  and  unsteadiness  of  the  lower  extremities." — 7{ah, 

"Paralytic  drawing  in  the  mnseles  of  the  thighs,  and  calves 
painful  on  walking."— /MA.     [Excellent  in  spinal  paralysis,] 

"Cramp  in  calves  of  legs." — Hah,     [TrembUng  of  limbs.]

"Falling  asleep  ol  the  soles  of  the  feet." — Hah, 

"Everything  makes  too  strong  an  impression  upon  him ;  the 
slightest  touch  of  hand  immetliately  brought  on  spasmsi."

**Violent  contractive,  painful  sensation  through  the  whole 
hody."— //(i/«. 

"Strychnia  is  indicated  in  all  cases  of  paralysis  from  exhans- 
tion  of  the  spinal  cord,  spinal  anffmia,  retiex  paraplegia,  hemi- 
plegia, or  white  softening." — Hak,     [2d  and  3d  dec.  triturations.] 

To  cure  paralysis  of  the  limbs,  Brown-Soquard,  Hammond, 
and  Trosseau  advise  Strychnia  to  be  given  in  sufficient  doses  to 
cause  slight  drawings  and  jerkings  in  the  affected  parts;  and  this 
action  is  always  manifested  first  in  the  paralyzed  limb. 

Sciatica  in  hft>morrhoidai  and  dissipated  people,  with  indi- 
gestion. 

Paralysis  with  numbness  and  coldness  of  the  paralyzed  parts, 
caused  by  apople3da,  sexual  excesses,  or  especially  alcohol. 

Fever. — The  Nux  vomica  fever  is  intermittent,  with  decided 
morning  aggravations,  malarial  in  origin,  and  the  motor  nerves 
are  greatly  affected. 

"Sensation  of  chilliness  on  the  back  and  limbs,  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  painfulness  of  the  skin  as  if  it  had  been  frozen,  and 
a  sensation  of  falling  asleep  in  the  limbs,  like  that  caused  by  cold 
weather,  in  the  moniing.*" — Ilah. 

"Anticipating  morning  fever;  chill  with  aching  in  the  limbs; 
gaping;  blue  nails;  then  thirst;  long-lasting  fever;  apyrexia 
marked  by  gastric  and  bilious  symptoms ;  legs  feel  paralyzed." — 

Sweat  sour,  cold,  and  clammy,  or  but  very  Uttle  sweat. 

Paroxysms  always  irregular,  with  excessive  rigors. 

The  least  motion  produces  chilliness,  and  the  gastric  and  bil- 
ious symptoms  predominate.  Nux  vomica  is  one  of  the  most 
useftil  remedies  in  intcrmittents ;  and,  in  intermittents  where  the 
gastric  symptoms  predominate,  with  severe  naasea,  it  will  do 
ver>*  much,  especially  if  the  motor  nerves  are  very  much  affected. 
as  shown  by  excessive  rigors. 

Pecallaritles.— The  symptoms  are  worse  in  the  morning; 
made  worse  by  motion,  and  exposure  to  cool  air ;  relieved  Ijy 
wannth.     The  opposite  of  Pulsatilla. 

"The  sleep  of  Nux  vomica  is  peculiar;  instead  of  being  wide 
awake  in  the  evening,  as  under  Pulsatilla,  the  prover  falls  asleep 
in  his  chair,  is  very  heavy  on  going  to  l>ed.  and  sleeps  imra^- 
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diately.  On  the  other  hand,  an  hour  or  two  before  day-break,  be 
awakens  and  can  not  sleep  again." — D. 

"Many  of  the  symptoms  occur  or  are  aggravated  immediately 
after  eating ;  whereas,  under  Pulsatilla,  they  do  not  occur  until 
several  hours  after  eating." — D. 

"Nux  vomica  is  chiefly  successful  with  persons  of  an  ardent 
character,  or  a  temperament  disposed  to  anger,  spite,  or  decep- 
tion ;  always  irritable  and  impatient." — Hah. 

"Particularly  suitable  when  the  patient  is  worse  in  the  morn- 
ing than  at  any  other  time  of  day ;  when  he  awakens  about  3 
a.  m.,  and  remains  wakeful  with  a  multitude  of  ideas  crowding  in 
his  mind,  and  when,  just  at  day-break,  he  falls  involuntarily  asleep, 
filled  with  busy  dreams,  from  which  he  awakens  tired  and  indis- 
posed to  rise.  It  is  also  adapted  to  persons  who,  several  hours 
before  bed-time,  fail  asleep  in  their  chair." — Hah. 

Nervous,  melancholic  people,  troubled  with  indigestion. 

Aggraration. — From  mental  exertion ;  especially  mornings  ; 
after  dinner ;  in  open  air ;  dry  weather ;  slight  touch ;  from  mo- 
tion ;  from  anger ;  from  intoxication  ;  from  eating  too  much ;  espe- 
cially spices  and  rich  food ;  from  narcotic  medicine ;  from  cold^ 
and  from  coffee  and  tea. 

Amelioration. — From  warm  air ;  evenings ;  during  rest ;  from 
lying  down,  and  in  damp,  vtet  weather. 
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Poppy.

Through  the  cerebrospinal  nervous  sjatem,  Opitun  has  fifteen  spe- 
cial centers  of  action :

Cerebro-Spiiial  Nervous  System.— In  writing  up  this  drug, 
I  Hhall  include  the  effticts  of  ilB  Alkaloid,  the  HiUphate  of  Mor- 
phine, their  action  being  so  nearly  ahke.  "In  Bniall  doses,  as 
(rom  a  quarter  of  a  grain  to  one  gram,  Opium  produces,  upon 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  its  use,  a  soothing  and  luxurious 
calm  of  mind  and  body,  followed,  in  the  couxso  of  forty  or  fifty 
minutes,  by  a  disposition  to  sleep,  which  gradually  steals  over 
the  senses,  and  at  last  wraps  the  mind  in  unconsciousness ;  or,  if 
sleep  does  not  take  place,  there  is  a  repose  of  the  body  imdis- 
turbed  by  pain  or  external  annoyance ;  and  a  crowd  of  dreamy 
and  pleasing  thoughts  sweep  across  the  field  of  the  imagination. 
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At  tbe  same  time,  the  pulse,  which  was  at  iirst  sliRlitly  quickened 
and  more  frequent,  becomes  somewhat  slower,  the  mouth  and 
pharynx  are  rather  dry,  and  often  perspiration  breaks  out  upon 
the  skin.  The  sleep  praduced  by  such  a  dose  of  Opium  may  last 
all  night,  it  taken  at  bed-timo;  during  the  day,  it  wiU  hardly  ex- 
ceed two  hours  in  duration. 

"Larger  doses,  as  from  one  to  three  Krains  of  Opium,  produce 
much  more  decided  eflfects.  The  stage  of  excitement  is  much 
more  strongly  marked ;  the  head  feels  full,  hot,  and  sometimes 
ligbt ;  buzzing  noises  are  m  the  ears,  the  face  and  eyes  are  in- 
jected, while  the  pupil  is  more  or  less  contracted.  Flashes  of 
light  are  apt  to  appear  before  the  eyes  ;  the  ideas  are  confused  and 
-extravagant,  and  soraelimes  there  is  delirium ;  the  pulse  is  fuller 
^nd  more  frequent;  tlie  skin  is  hot;  the  mouth  and  fauces  dry; 
generally  there  is  nausea,  and  in  some  cases  vomiting.  To  these 
s>Tuptoma.  depression  succeeds.  The  pulse  beats  more  slowly, 
and  often  irregularly:  the  head  feels  heavy  and  full,  and  all  the 
senses  lose  their  a<-utenc8B;  th<?  countenance  assumes  a  stupid, 
besotted  expression,  produced  by  the  turgidnoss  of  the  features, 
the  dullness  of  the  eyes,  and  the  drooping  of  their  lida ;  there  is  a 
strong  indispiwition  to  think  or  move;  or,  more  properly,  an  in- 
ability to  make  any  exertion  either  of  mind  or  body ;  the  speech 
is  thick  and  hesitatmg,  the  muscles  of  the  limbs  are  affected  with 
spaNuiodic  movements,  and,  if  the  patient  attempts  to  walk,  he 
feels  giddy  and  oppressed,  and  staggers  like  a  drunken  man.  An 
iiTesistible  propensity  to  sleep  promptly  follows  these  symptoms; 
and,  when  yielded  to,  the  breathing  becomes  lal>orioa8,  and  often 
stertorous,  while  the  surface  of  tlie  body  sometimes  grows  pale 
and  damp,  with  cold  feet  and  hands.  The  sleep  may  be  deep. 
prolonged,  and  tranquil,  but,  produced  by  the  ^oses  mentioned, 
is  much  more  apt  to  be  distnrl»€d  by  frightful  dreams,  from  whieh 
tbe  patient  frequetilly  awakes  to  relnpse  immediately  into  the 
previous  condition.  These  sjTnptoms  are  greatly  modified  by 
various  morbid  conditions,  and  peculiarities  of  temperament. 

*'NarcotMm, — Poisonous  doses  of  Opium  produce  eflfectf?  like 
those  just  enumerated,  except  tliat  they  are  much  more  decided, 
and  are  not  preceded  by  any  distinct  stage  of  excitement.  They 
are  thus  described  by  Dr.  Beck.  'The  following  symptoms  are 
usually  observed  within  a  short  time :  Giddiness,  insensibility, 
and  immobility,  respiration  scarcely  perceptible,  and  a  small, 
feeble  pulse,  which  sometimes  becomes  full  and  slow.  The  eyes 
r.rp  ?hut.  the  pupils  contracted,  and  the  whole  expression  of  the 
oouutonanco  is  usually  that  of  deep  and  perfect  repose.    Aa  the 
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effects  increase,  the  lethargic  Btat«  becomes  more  profound,  deg- 
lutition igfiUBpendtid,  the  breathing  is  occaaioually  &teiluroiig,  the 
pupils  are  inHeuHible  to  the  application  of  light,  the  countenance 
is  pale  and  cadaverous,  and  the  muscles  of  the  limbs  and  trunk 
are  in  a  state  of  relaxation.  Vomiting  sometimoH  supervenes, 
and  there  is  an  occasional  glimpse  of  returning  animation ;  but 
the  comatose  state  soon  returns,  and  death,  which  is  sometimes 
preceded  by  convulsions,  rapidly  follows.' 

''Mode  of  ActioH. — Dr.  C.  Hanfield  Jones  has  proposed  a  very 
plausible  solution  of  the  problem.  Guided  by  the  light  which 
physiology  has  tlu'own  on  the  functions  of  the  vaso-motor  nerves, 
and  by  the  numerous  facta  which  prove  that  in  natural  steep 
there  is  less  blood  in  the  brain  than  during  waking  hours ;  which 
also  prove,  that,  when  the  cerebral  circulation  is  active,  sleep  is 
impossible,  while  it  is  promoted  by  everything  which  tends  to 
diminish  the  cerebral  alilux,  as  cold  to  the  head,  tepid  podiiuvia, 
and  compresuiou  of  the  carotids ;  and  which  further  demonstrate 
that,  in  the  fatal  sleep  produced  by  extreme  cold  the  brain  is  often 
found  exsanguiueouti,— Dr.  Jones  concludes  that  Opium  causes 
sleep,  in  part  at  least,  by  its  action  on  the  vaso-motor  nerves, 
producing  a  contraction  of  the  cerebral  arteries.  The  supply  of 
blood  being  diminished,  the  functions  of  the  hemispheres  are  for 
a  time  in  abeyance.  The  opposite  phenomenon  is  produced  by 
Belladonna  and  Stramoninm ;  they  dilate  tlie  arterial  capillaiy 
vessels;  hence  the  congestion  and  maniacal  delirium.  Knowing 
this  fact,  we  have  additional  ground  on  which  to  fonnd  the  con- 
eluHinn  that  the  physical  cause  of  natural  sleep  and  of  sleep  from 
Opium  is  one  and  the  same.  There  are,  however,  two  stAges  of 
the  operation  of  Opium,  according  to  its  dose,  in  which  the  inter- 
nal physical  effects  and  the  external  phenomena  are  alike  differ- 
ent. The  one  is  durijig  the  stimulant  action  of  the  drug,  when  the 
face  is  flushe<l  and  there  is  evidently  h>'perffimia  of  the  brain  ;  and 
the  other  when,  the  specific  soporific  effects  having  subsided, 
either  reaction  takes  place,  renewing  in  some  degree  the  vascular 
turgor  of  the  head,  or  else,  the  nervous  power  having  become  ex- 
hausted, the  bloo<l  stagnates  in  the  engorged  vessels,  and  pro- 
found coma,  with  stertorous  breathing  and  a  turgid  countenance, 
indicates  the  approach  of  dcnth  hy  compression  of  the  brain. 
.  .  .  After  death  from  ]>oiRoning  by  Opium,  the  convolutions 
of  the  brain  are  found  to  lie  flattened ;  the  vessels  of  the  cerebro- 
spinal axis  and  its  investing  membranes  are  gorged  with  black 
blowl,  and  tlie  capillaries  of  the  brain  give  out  on  incision  minute 
drops  of  the  same  fluid.    A  serous  liquid  is  usually  met  with 
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in  the  ventricles  of  the  Imiiu,  ami  uuilor  the  cerebral  face  of  tho 
urnc'hnoiil  membraue.  The  lungs,  heart,  liver,  and  ttpleen  are  in 
moat  cases  distended  with  dark  and  Uuid  blood."— /I.  Stllle,  M.  D. 

The  syuiptoiuB  as  narrated  above  are  the  usual  ones  produced 
by  this  drug:  "yet,  in  certain  individuals.  Opium  provokes  quite 
different  phenomena.  One  of  thu  most  conunou  of  thesu  depart- 
urefi  from  the  ordinary  course  of  symptoms  is  an  excessive  de- 
pression following  the  sleep  produced  by  moderate  doses  of  the 
medicine.  This  state  is  seen,  so  far  as  my  experience  goes,  most 
usually  in  females  of  weak,  nervous  constitutions,  such  as  are  pe- 
culiarly Habit)  to  attacks  of  neuralgia.  The  symptoms  arc  a  feeling 
of  weakness  and  prostration,  often  accompanied  by  chilliness, 
dull  headache,  an<l  giddiness,  but  especially  marked  by  mtense 
nausea  and  frequent  vomiting.  Very  frequently  the  latter  does 
not  occur  so  long  as  absolute  rest  in  the  horizontal  position  ia 
maintained ;  indeed,  an  almost  diagnostic  sign  of  this  affection 
may  he  found  in  the  fact  that  the  stomach  is  quiet  so  long  as  the 
patient  keeps  the  head  upon  the  pillow,  but  the  distress  occurs  at 
once  upon  rising  up.  In  some  cases,  this  condition  of  depression 
even  replaces  the  normal  second  stage,  so  that  Opium » instead  of 
inducing  quiet  sleep,  will  provok*'  ahirraing  depression  and  vom- 
iting, either  with  or  without  di'owsincss.  Thus,  cases  have  been 
reported,  in  which  one-fourth  of  a  grain,  or  a  somewhat  gi'eater 
quantity,  of  Morphia,  hypodermically  injected,  has  been  followed 
by  syncope,  with  strugghng  for  breath,  and  apparently  imminent 
or  even  present  death.  A  rarer  idiosyncrasy  exists  in  those  per- 
sons who  are  rendered  by  Opium  very  delirious,  it  may  be  even 
wildly  80.  In  certain  cases,  partial  or  complete  con\*ul8ioua 
have  occurred." — l>r.  //,  C.  M'ood. 

The  Spittc. — "Theperipher^fl  motor  nerves,  by  the  direct  appli- 
cation of  the  poi.Hon,  are  at  first  thrown  into  a  state  of  excitement, 
which  lasts  only  a  short  time,  and  then  into  the  opposite  condi- 
tion of  greatly  diminished  excitability.  Daily  experience  teaches 
us  that  the  sensory  nerves  and  nen'e  extremities  in  the  human 
subject  are  similarly  affected  ;  for,  when  we  administ-er  a  suboQ- 
taneous  injection  of  Morphine,  the  nerves  lying  nearest  to  the 
point  of  application  suffer  greater  reduction  of  excitability  than 
others.  This  influence  of  the  nerves  is  in  itself  an  obstacle  to 
reflex  action  and  a  considerable  impediment  to  the  operation 
of  the  will.  ...  As  to  its  possible  influence  on  the  spina! 
marrow,  we  have  no  experimental  evidence ;  but  it  may  be  con- 
cluded from  analogy  that  the  excitability  of  the  spinal  marrow  ia 
affected  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  rest  of  the  nervous

Hyntem.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  influence  upon  the 
Hpiiiiil  marrow  in  the  human  subject  is  Iobb  marked  than  that 
upon  the  brain. 

"The  couvulaionB  which  occasionally  come  on  during  Mor- 
phine-poisoning, and  wliich  correspond  to  Opium-tetauus  in  the 
frog,  might  be  suppoHcd  to  ])roceed  from  excitement  of  the  spinal 
marrow  at  a  time  when  the  rertex  inhibitory  center,  the  brain,  is 
already  in  a  condition  of  diminished  excitability. 

"The  vomiting  which  is  so  frequent  a  symptum,  must,  in  most 
cases,  be  due  to  irritation  of  the  vomitory  centers  by  the  poiwou  ; 
at  any  rate,  the  circumstance  tliat  vomiting  sometimes  occurs 
after  the  poison  has  run  its  course  and  convalescence  has  Bet  in. 
points  to  a  central  origin." — Ziemintrn* 

Respiration.— "Death  occurs  from  Opium,  in  the  great  major- 
ity of  cases,  by  failure  of  the  respiration  ;  and  that  such  failure  i» 
ihie  to  direct  action  of  the  poison  upon  the  respiratory  ceutoi*6  in 
the  medulla,  is  proven  l)y  the  fwct  that  Morpliia  affects  the 
breatliing  of  dogs  and  rabliits  whose  pneuraogastrics  have  been 
cut.  as  much  as  it  does  those  whose  nerves  are  entire." — Wnoif. 

"Kespiration  becomes  remarkably  slow  as  the  narcotic  effects 
of  Opium  are  developed,  and,  when  full  narcosis  is  developed,  is 
indeed  scarcely  perceptible.  On  this  account,  tbe  blood  which 
rt'turns  from  the  lungs  to  the  heart  has  undergone  a  very  partial 
revival,  but  yet  continues  to  circulate.  Every  moment,  however, 
the  proportion  of  oxygenated  blood  in  the  circulating  mass  grows 
Ifss  and  less,  until  it  reaches  a  point  of  impurity  which  deprives 
it  of  its  power  of  siimuluting  the  organs  to  perform  their  ^ntal 
acts ;  and  death  soon  takes  place.  This  explams  why  the  blood 
of  those  who  have  perished  by  narcotic  poisoning  ia  so  intensely 
black,  and  why,  also,  the  most  direct  remedy  for  narcotic  asphyxia 
is  tlie  introduction  of  oxygen  into  the  lungs  by  artificial  respira- 
tion.'*—.S7i//<-. 


Eye. — The  action  of  Opium  upon  the  pupil  is  not  fully  settled. 
Dr.  Wood  says:  "Since  Morphine  locally  applied  does  not  affect 
tlie  pupil,  it  follows  that  its  constitutional  action  upon  the  latter  is 
through  the  nerve  centers,'  It  is  probable,  but  has  not.  that  lam 
Hware  of,  been  experimentally  proven,  that  the  contraction  of  the 
pupil  is  dtie  to  a  stimulation  of  the  oculo-motor  nerve  centers, 
and  that  the  dilatation  of  the  piipil  ae  death  approaches  is  duo  to 
a  paralysis  of  the  same.  Indeed,  it  can  not  well  be  otherwise  ;  for, 
if  the  primary  contraction  were  due  to  paraljrsis  of  the  sympa- 
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thetic,  the  secondary  wide  dilatiiiion  would  be  iiupossible ;  the 
dilating  force — i.  e.,  the  sjnnpjithetii; — having  been  ^^^thdrawu, 
the  pupil  would  not  widely  expand,  even  if  the  contracting  force — 
i.  e.,  the  ocuJo-motor— were  paralyzed."  Drs.  Harley,  Ringer, 
and  Ziemescn  all  a^ee  wth  Dr.  Wood ;  but  Drs.  Hughes,  Stille, 
and  Austie  believe  it  is  due  to  sympathetic  depression. 

The  couditiou  of  the  pupils  in  cases  of  poisoning  ia  an  impor- 
tant prognostic  sign.  The  greater  the  contraction  of  the  pupils, 
the  more  grave  is  the  poisoning.  If  they  are  contracted  to  the 
size  of  a  pin's  head,  we  may  regard  the  case  as  one  of  great  dan- 
ger; and,  if  smaller,  death  is  certain  to  follow. 

(.'irculation.— "The  influence  of  Morphine  upon  the  lieart  is 
seen  when  i>oisouous  doses  are  given,  and  consists,  in  aninuUs  also, 
in  initial  acceleration  of  cax'diac  contraction,  which  is  succeeded  liy 
diminished  frequency  of  pulsation,  and  ultimately  by  absolute 
ceasatiou  of  canliac  action,  the  contractions  becoming  irregular 
shortly  before  death.  The  cause  of  the  initial  acceleration  of  tb© 
cardiac  action  has  not  yet  been  suSieitmtly  elucidated  by  experi- 
ments; but  it  seems  very  probable,  from  the  researches  of 
Gficheidlen,  that  the  ransculo-motor  elements  in  the  heart  are 
first  stimulated  by  Morphine;  for,  when  he  had  divided  the  vagus 
of  a  dog  or  rabbit  before  poisoning  with  Morphine,  the  frequency 
of  pulsation  increased  still  more  after  the  poisoning.  This  exper- 
iment seems  to  support  the  above  eonclosion,  more  especially  as 
tht^  influence  of  this  poison  o]i  the  sympathetic  is  comparatively 
slight.  The  subsequent  retardation  of  cardiac  contractions,  how- 
ever, deiwnds  upon  an  excitement  of  the  vngns  at  its  origin  in  the 
brain  ;  for,  in  the  first  plnct.  the  retardation  dops  not  occur  wlien 
the  vagi  have  been  divided  before  the  poisoning:  and.  secondly, 
the  retardation  sets  in  immediately  when  a  solution  of  Morphine 
is  injected  into  the  peripheral  end  of  the  carotid  ;  therefore  in  tlto 
direct  current  toward  the  brain.  At  the  same  time,  the  extrem- 
ities of  the  vagus  in  the  heart  are  thrown  into  a  state  of  increased 
excitability-  With  larpe  dost's  of  Morphine,  however,  the  extrem- 
ities of  the  vagus  become  paralyzed;  consequently,  with  very 
large  doses  of  Aforphine.  the  pulse  ought  eventually  to  become 
again  more  frequent  (thnniph  paralysis  of  the  vagus);  but  it  is 
not  BO,  and  for  tins  reason,  that,  as  Gscheidleu  has  shown.  Mor- 
piiinf  everts  eventually  a  paralyzing  actinn  also  on  other  portions 
of  tholieai-t.  CBpecially  on  the  excito-motor  ganglionic  cells  in  it. 
But  the  cardiac  muscle  also  experiences  a  considerable  loss  of  ex- 
citability,  and   remains  motionless   when  strong  currents   an 
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[>rought  to  hear  directly  upon  it.  Therefore,  eardiac  contraction 
must  always  diminish  ixtort'  and  more,  till  it  ceases  altogotber.^'^;— 
Ziemasen. 


Vaso-Nul-or  8,vst4?m.— "Morphine  exercises  first  a  constrict- 
iug,  then  a  dilating,  mtluenee  on  the  voBsels,  through  the  vaso- 
motor nerves,  which  are  primarily  excited,  and  suhsoquently  par- . 
alyzed  at  their  centers.  Gscheidlen  Buceeeded  in  directly  ol>sfcr\*- 
ing  this  intiuence  on  the  Tesscls  in  the  abdominal  cavity  of  ani- 
mals ;  the  peripheral  portion  of  the  vaso-motor  system  is  affected 
in  the  same  way,  even  when  the  inllueuce  of  the  central  organ  is 
cut  off  by  division  of  the  ceiTioa!  marrow.  In  severe  poisoning, 
complete  paralysis  of  the  vaso-motor  center  takes  place,  hut  not 
complete  paralysis  of  the  peripheral  vaso-motor  nerves,  for  these 
can  still  be  stimulated  by  direct  irritation  or  from  the  cervical 
marrow,  so  as  to  produce  contraction  of  the  vessels.  The  blood- 
pressure  is  in  accordance  with  this  condition  of  the  heart  and  its 
vessels.  According  to  Gscheidlen,  it  rises  at  the  beginning  of  the 
action  of  Morphine;  and,  even  when  the  pulse  becomes  slow,  this 
increase  of  blood-pressure  still  continues,  a  circumstance  doubt- 
less depending  on  the  vaso-motor  contraction  of  the  vessels;  sub- 
sequently the  blood-pressure  becomes  sub-normal,  a  natural  re- 
sult of  the  dilatation  of  the  vessels  and  the  diminution  of  cardiac 
force.  As  in  human  beings,  so  also  in  animals,  respiration  is  re- 
tarded; this  retardation  proceeds  from  diminished  excitability  of 
the  respiratory  center  in  the  medulla  oblongata,  as  Gscheidlen 'a 
experiment  proves,  in  which,  npon  injection  of  the  poison  toward 
the  brain,  through  the  peripheral  extremity  of  the  carotid,  retar- 
dation of  respiration  at  once  set  in.  This  diminution  of  the 
acti\'ity  of  the  respiratory  center  may  lead  to  complete  apncea, 
and  80  to  death  by  asphyxia." — Zitmssen. 

Digestive  Organfu. — "The  influence  of  the  occasional  use  of 
Opium  upon  the  appetite  is  veiy  striking?;  it  almost  entb-ely  de- 
stroys the  cravings  of  hunger;  and,  when  it  disposes  to  sleep, 
and  during  its  narcotic  influence,  it  inspires  disgust  for  fiMid. 
Tbe  power  which  Opium  has  of  repressing  the  appetite  is  effect- 
ually made  use  of  by  the  Tartar  couriers,  who,  in  their  long  and 
rapid  journeys,  have  no  time  to  stop  for  rtifreshment.  The  ha- 
bitual nsc  of  Opium,  however,  seems  to  annul  this  effect ;  the 
stomach  l>ecome8  tolerant  of  the  stimulus,  and  learns  to  perform 
its  fimction  with  considerable  regularity;  but,  when  the  usual 
quantity  of  the  drug  is  much  diminished,  indigestion  comes  on. 
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with  that  horrible  craving  before  alluded  to,  which  will  not  be 
pftcified  by  food,  but  only  by  an  increased  dose  of  Opium. 

"While  Opium  diminishes  the  appetite  for  food,  it  augmeuts 
the  thirst,  adding  another  to  previous  proofs  that  these  sensations 
depend  upon  ditfereut  causes.  It  is  supposed  by  many  that  bun- 
gler is  produced  by  the  peristaltic  movements  of  the  empty 
stomach,  causing  attrition  of  the  opposite  faces  of  its  lining 
membrane.  On  this  supposition.  Opium,  by  arresting  these 
mOTements,  and  at  the  same  time  blunting  the  sensibility  of  the 
gastric  nerves,  would  suspend  or  mask  tlie  sensation.  Thirst,  on 
till'  other  hand,  seems  to  be  excited  by  dr)7ie88  of  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  stomach;  and,  as  we  shall  see,  Opium  dimin- 
isfu's  till  of  the  internul  sfcrefions:  a  sense  of  dryness  in  the  mouth 
and  throat  is  indeed  one  of  the  first  and  most  ordinurj*  effects. 
Honee,  we  may  plausibly  explain  why  Opium  at  the  same  time 
appeases  hunger  and  excites  thirst.  It  may  be  added,  that  these 
effects  can  not  be  due  to  any  topical  action  of  Opium  in  the  atom- 
ach;  because  they  occur  with  equal  nnifonnity  wbrther  the 
Opium  be  swallowed,  or  its  salts  lie  intr^xhu'ed  through  the  skin. 

**Not  only  do  Opiates,  when  first  administered,  destroy  the  ap- 
petite, they  also  embarrass  or  suspend  altogether  the  digestive 
process;  the  foo<l  which  is  taken  wliile  tbe  system  contmuea  un- 
der their  intiuence  remains  undigested,  as  is  proved  by  the  fart 
of  its  being  subsequently  rejected  without  having  undergone  any 
alteration ;  or,  if  the  Opiate  is  administered  during  the  first  stage 
of  digestion,  the  subsequent  assimilation  of  the  food  ia  retarded 
or  prevented.  MM.  Trousseau  and  Pidoux  hence  derive  their 
caution  not  to  place  a  patient  under  the  inHnenee  of  this  drug 
while  his  stomach  contains  food,  or  immediately  before  eating. 

"The  insensibility  of  tbe  stomach  to  other  stimuli,  produced 
by  Opium,  is  perfectly  analogous  to  that  noticed  in  the  ease  of 
food.  It  is  a  familiar  fact  that  larger  doses  of  emetics  ore  re- 
quired to  produce  vomiting  in  persons  under  its  influence  than 
either  l>efore  or  after  its  action  ;  and  this  circumstance  lias  a  valu- 
able application  in  the  treatment  of  narcotic  iwisoning.  in  which 
considerable  quantities  of  the  most  active  emetics  often  fail  en- 
tirely to  evacuate  the  noxious  substance. 

"Opium,  however  introiiuced  into  the  (tystem,  is  ver>'  apt  to 
oocasion  nausea  or  vomiting.  This  nausea  and  vomiting  is  pro- 
ducted  in  two  ways :  ^^^K'n  the  salts  of  Morphia  are  applied  hypo* 
dermically  for  Hcvcral  successive  days,  they  excite  vomiting  for 
the  first  two  or  three  days,  and  afterward  occasion  only  tuiusea ; 
bnt.  when  taken  internally,  vomiting  does  not  take  place  dariug 
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the  first  few  days,  and  then  commences  and  continues  during 
the  subsequent  administration  of  the  drug.  lu  either  case,  it 
occurs  much  leas  fi'equeutly  in  males  than  in  females,  and 
particularly  in  those  of  nervous  temperament.  It  is  not  to  be 
supposed,  however,  that  this  symptom  is  at  all  of  uniform  occur- 
rence; nausea,  on  the  other  hand,  afftots  nearly  all  who  use  the 
prepEbrations  of  Opium  mcdii'uiulJy,  and  with  the  peculiarities 
mentioned  in  regard  to  vomitiuf^. 

"The  paralyzing  powers  of  Opium  are  not  less  evident  in  it^ 
effects  upon  the  bowels.  Constipation  almost  invariably  follows 
its  medicinal  employment,  at  least  during  the  earlier  periods  of 
its  administration ;  after  its  protracted  use,  this  symptom  gradu- 
ally yieUlB.  This  has  l>efcn  observed  in  the  Opiate  treatment  of 
acute  rhenmatiam  by  Drs.  Corrigan,  Stokes,  and  others.  We 
once  treated  a  case  of  this  disease,  in  which  the  patient,  after 
three  or  four  dnys,  took  a  ij^ynln  of  Opium  every  hour;  by  that 
time  it  ceased  to  confine  his  bowels,  which  continued  to  move 
regularly  every  day.  The  suspension  of  the  alvinc  secretions  by 
Opium,  as  well  as  the  torpor  of  the  intestinal  muscles,  doubtless 
contributes  to  promote  constipation.  It  is  probable,  also,  that, 
as  observed  by  Sproegel,  the  diminished  secretion  of  bile  may 
contribute  to  this  eHect;  not  merely  that  the  liver  fails  in  it8 
function,  hut  also  that  the  movements  of  the  gall-ducts  and  of 
the  duodenum,  which  solicit  the  discharpc  of  the  bile,  become 
sluggish  and  feeble. 

"It  has  l>een  found  that  Mttrphitt,  used  hypodenuically,  uni- 
formly produces  constipation  alont,  while  tlie  same  agent,  given 
internally,  confines  the  bowels  during  a  few  days  only,  and  then 
in  some  instances  occasions  diarrbcea." — Stille. 


Kidneys.^The  major  portion  of  Morphia,  when  introduced 
into  the  system,  is  eliminated  by  the  kidneys,  Dr.  Hilger  has 
found  it  in  the  urine  of  animals,  and  Bouchardat  has  detected  it 
in  the  urine  of  a  person  who  had  only  taken  three-quarters  of  a 
grain  of  the  aqueous  extract  of  Opium.  In  habitual  Opium- 
eaters,  Morphia  appears  in  the  urine  not  longer  than  seven  days 
after  the  cessation  of  the  habit. 

">[^I,  Trousseau  and  Pidoux  have  studied  with  care  the  influ- 
ence of  Opium  upon  the  secretion  of  urine,  and  find,  from  their 
observations,  that  it  is  more  frequently  diminished  than  in- 
creased ;  but  that,  in  general,  the  use  of  an  Opiate,  in  pretty  full 
doses  (as  one  or  two  grains  of  Morphia  in  twenty-f(>ur  hours), 
must  be  continued  for  at  least  two  days  in  order  to  produce 
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either  effect.  The  authors  above  report,  that,  in  five  cases  of  n?" 
tent  ion  uf  uriue  caused  by  OijiuteH,  and  in  which  no  urine  had 
been  passed  for  one  or  two  days,  not  more  than  six  or  eight 
ounces  of  liquid  were  drawn  off  when  the  catheter  was  UHed.  It 
is  certain,  however,  that  Morpbia  HometinieH  increases  the 
amount  of  urine  dineliargcd.  while  its  density  is  diminished.  We 
have  never  known  this  effect  to  follow  the  use  of  Opium.  A 
ready  explanation  of  the  diminished  secretion  of  urine  under  the 
influence  of  Opium  is  found  in  the  copious  discbarge  of  fluid  from 
tlie  skin,  wliich,  as  will  presently  be  shown,  takes  place  from  the 
same  cause.  Next  to  the  bowels,  the  skin  and  the  kidneys  are 
the  two  great  emunetories  of  the  Bystein,  the  former  being  most 
active  in  warm»  and  the  latter  in  cold,  climates  or  seasons ;  the 
one  serving  as  an  alternate  to  the  other.  Unless,  from  some 
morbid  cause,  there  is  an  excess  of  fluid  in  tbe  body,  activity  of 
one  of  these  organs  indicates  that  the  other  is  in  repose. 

"The  retention  of  urine  produced  by  Opium  lias  been  vari- 
ously explained.  According  to  some,  it  depends  ui)ou  the  small 
quantity  of  ux-ine  secreted  ;  but  more  than  enough  is  usually  con- 
tained in  the  bladder  to  excite  its  contraction,  were  not  tliis  pre- 
vented by  some  other  influence.  The  power  of  Opium  to  pnral>-ze 
the  muscles  and  blunt  sensibility,  as  already  pointed  out  in  the 
case  of  the  digestive  organs,  is  quite  suflicient  to  account  for  the 
phenomenon  under  notice.  If  it  is  objected  that  the  urine  is  not, 
as  in  cases  of  paraplegic  paralysis,  discharged  mvolmitarily,  a 
sufhcient  answer  is  that  the  quantity  collected  in  the  bladder  is  at 
no  time  very  large,  except  in  very  raae  cases,  in  some  of  which, 
indeed,  the  nrine  drips  away  without  the  patient's  consciouBness. 

"MM.  Trousseau  and  Pidoux  have  pointed  out  another  (rause 
of  difficult  urination  arising  from  Opiates,  to  which  they  attach  a 
paramount  importance,  the  diminution,  namely,  of  the  mucns 
which  lubricates  mul  protects  tbe  lining  membrane  of  the  blad- 
der. Doubtless,  this  membrane,  like  the  mucous  coat  of  the 
mouth,  pharynx,  and  digestive  canal,  ceases  to  secrete  mucuR  in 
due  proportion  when  llio  system  is  affected  l»y  Opium ;  to  this 
cause  we  may  fairly  attribute  the  strangury  which  often  attends 
the  efforts  to  pass  water :  for  the  sphincter  vesica?  is.  in  all  prol^- 
ability,  irritated  to  spasmodic  contraction ;  but  it  does  not  appear 
to  form  a  sufficient  cause  for  simple  retention  of  urine  without 
strangury."— StiW*. 


Mncons  Membranes,— Tbe  secretion  of  mucus  from  the  gas- 
tro-intestinal  cuual  and  respiratory  organs,  is  greatly  dimimslied 
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by  the  action  of  Opium  and  Morphia.  This  wonderful  dryness  of 
all  the  mucous  membranes  is  u  marked  effect  of  this  drug,  and  is 
found  in  the  mouth,  fauces,  and  larynx,  with  dilhuult  deglutition, 
and  a  dry.  husky  voice,  with  a  tormenting  dry,  parosyBmal,  titil- 
lating, spasmodic  cough ;  and  in  the  bowels  this  dryness  is  shown 
by  the  obstinate  constipation. 

Sexual  Organs,  Mule. — In  male  adults,  during  the  stage  of 
narcosis,  but  more  commonly  in  that  of  excitation,  Opium  pro- 
duces priapism.  The  Urst  effect  of  this  drug,  probably  tbrough 
the  vascular  system,  is  excitement  of  the  venereal  propensity, 
"The  fact,  that,  in  the  bodies  of  those  who  have  died  while  under 
the  inlluence  of  Opium,  the  penis  has  sometimes  been  found  in  a 
state  of  erection,  proves  nothing  in  favor  of  the  specific  aphro- 
disiac powers  of  the  drug,  but  only  shows  such  cases  to  be  analo- 
gous to  those  of  death  by  hanging,  and  other  iustances  of  cerebral 
congestion,  in  which  a  like  phenomenon  has  been  observed. 
The  long-continued  abuse  of  it  much  more  certainly  induces  im- 
potence, yet  not  by  direct  organic  action  so  much  as  by  involving 
the  whole  system  in  debility." — StUle. 

Sexual  On^ans,  Female.— Opium  increases  the  menstrual 
discharge,  and  brings  on  irregularity.  In  excessive  quantities,  it 
tends  to  suspend  tlie  menstrual  function. 

Uterus, — '"Dr.  P.  C.  Barker  claims  for  Opium  a  special  power 
as  a  parturient  agent,  in  those  cases  in  which  the  circular  fibers 
are  alone  called  into  action,  while  the  longitudinal  and  oblique 
fibers  contract  irregularly,  that  is,  in  false  pains.  He  believes 
that  Opium  possesses  the  power  of  relaxing  the  circular  fibers,  at 
least  of  the  os,  and  of  stimulatiug  the  longitudinal  and  oblique 
fibers  into  active  contraction.  A  more  simple  and  intelligible 
rationale  would  seem  to  l>e  that  the  relaxation  of  the  os  uteri  pro- 
duced by  Opium  permits  the  body  of  the  organ  to  assume  its 
natural  rhytJauical  contractions." — Stifle. 

I  have  had  the  most  pleasing  results,  in  false  pains,  uterine 
neuralgia,  violent  after-pauis,  and  menstrual  colic  ;  and,  in  many 
cases  where  other  remedies  have  failed,  I  have  been  able  to  pre- 
vent an  abortion  with  one  or  two  doses  of  Morphine. 

Skin. — Opium  acts  prommently  upon  the  sudoriferous  or 
sweat  glands.  "Nothing  is  better  estabUshed  than  the  power  of 
Opium  to  excite  perspiration.  This  property  of  the  drug  was 
well  knowii  to  the  older  writers.  Bonatus  says,  *We  have  hardly 
any  diaphoretic  bo  faithful,  so  certain,  or  which  so  well  deserves 
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tbe  name;*  and  Cullen  declares,  tliat  'at  all  times  Opium 
been  found  to  be  the  most  t'ffuftuiU  of  all  siuloriftcs.*  Many 
tbo  old  Btimuliint  diaphoreturs  owed  their  activity  eutirely  to  the 
Opium  contained  in  them.  Cases  of  poisoning  by  this  agent 
strikingly  iUustmte  its  sudoritic  powers;  for,  iu  most  of  tht;m, 
the  skin  is  bathed  in  a  profuse,  and  sometimes  greasy  and  gruve- 
olent,  sweat,  while  its  temperature  continues  at  the  natural 
standard,  or  is  even  above  it.  It  is  said,  that,  when  the  salts  of 
Morphia  are  employed  bj'poderraically,  the  perspiration  breaks 
out  lii'st  m  the  neighborhood  of  the  part  in  which  the  inoculation 
is  made,  and  thence  extends  to  the  entire  surface.  It  is  usually, 
however,  moat  copious  upon  the  face  and  breast.  The  heat  of 
the  skin  is  meanwhile  increased,  and  remains  so  as  long  as  tbe 
sweat  continues,  which  is  ordinarily  for  twenty-four  hours.  The 
diaphoretic  intluenco  of  Opium  is  much  more  distinctly  exhibited 
in  females  than  in  males.  A  vci*y  common  effect  of  Opiate  medi- 
cines, and,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  of  the  salts  of  Morphia  espe- 
cially, is  an  intolerable  itching  of  the  skin.  So  intense  is  the 
irritation  arising  from  this  cause  in  Rorae  instances,  that  the  ano- 
dyne and  composing  influence  of  the  drug  is  entirely  annulle*!, 
and  the  patient  tosses  about  the  bed,  unable  to  find  comfort  in 
any  position,  and  rubs  or  scratches  cvei^y  part  of  the  body  with 
nolence.  This  itching  is  quite  independent  of  the  cutaneous 
eruptions  which  Opiutes  frequently  occasion,  and  which  usually 
consist  of  slightly  elevated  and  reddish  patches  resembling  those 
of  measles,  or  are  still  more  prominent,  like  tbe  wheals  of  urti- 
caria. The  latter,  as  well  as  prurigo  and  eczema,  are  not  unfre- 
quently  developed  ai*ound  tbo  margin  of  the  blistered  surface 
upon  which  a  salt  of  Morphia  has  been  sprinkled,  and  give  rise 
to  a  very  annoying  degree  of  itching.  In  a  case  in  which  the 
eniptions  just  mentioned  appeared  on  taking  even  the  smaUest 
dose  of  Opium,  there  was  at  the  same  time  an  almost  complete 
loss  of  sight  and  hearing." — StUle. 

Morphine  has  also  produced  an  exantbem  resembling  acarla- 
tina,  and  Steinboemer  has  seen  it  produce  a  vesicular  erupti«Mi. 
Also,  a  yellow,  copper-colored  skin  is  a  marked  effect  of  the  con- 
tinued use  of  Opium. 


Nutrition. — Chronic  Opium  and  Morphine  poitoninfpf  as  seen 

in  habitual  users  of  this  drug,  shows  itself  in  defective  nutrition. 
"The  most  characteristic  symptom  of  chronic  Opium  or  Morphine 
poisoning  is  general  disturbance  of  nutrition.  This,  however,  in 
not  the  result  of  increased  tissue-degeneration^  nor  of  uoeelerated 
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fissue-changG.  but  is  due  to  diminislied  absorption  of  food  in  con- 
sequence of  the  catarrh  of  the  stomach  luicl   intestines  which 
exists.    This  defective  nutrition  can  never  give  rise  to  a  sensation 
of  hunger,  on  account  of  the  steady,  simultaneous  reduction  of 
the  impressionability  of  the  sensorj'  nerves.    The  excreta,  of  per- 
sons in  this  condition,  though  less  than  in  the  normal  state,  are 
nevertheless  in  excess  of  the  ingesta ;  hence  the  result  is  com- 
plete emaciation.     Much  has  been  Tvritteu  upon  tissue-change 
under  the  influence  of  Morphine  and  Opium;  and  it  has  been 
geuei-ally  maintained  that  change  of  tissue  has  been  retarded. 
Boecker,  especially,  mamtained  that  the  solid  constituents  of  the 
urine  were  diminished  under  the  use  of  Opium.    Experiments 
which  I  have  made  with  Morphine  on  doge,  with  the  nccehsary 
precautions,  showed  that,  by  the  use  of  Moq^hine,  the  decompo- 
sition of  the  nitrogenous  tissues  suffers  a  very  sHght  decrease, — a 
result  which  depends  on  tlie  diminution  of  blood-pressure  and  of 
the  flow  of  fluids  through  the  parenchymatous  tissue.    A  further 
investigation,  carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  Bauer  and  myself,  as  to  the 
excretion  of  Carbonic  acid  under  the  influence  of  Morphine  in 
dogs  and  cats,  showed  that  Morpliine  acts  only  indirectly  upon 
the  excretion  Of  Car!)onic  acid  by  its  influence  on  muscular  activ- 
ity.   When  the  muscular  movements  were  increased  by  Morphine, 
or  when  convulsions  in  animals  were  produced,  the   foi*mation 
and  excretion  of  carbonic  acid  were  greater  than  in  the  normal 
condition  ;  but  if,  on  the  other  hand,  Morpliine  imluced  muHcuIar 
inactivity  or  sleep,  the  production  and  excretion  of  Carbonic  acid 
were  diminished.     The  loss  of  appetite  which  chronic  Opium- 
pnisoning  creates  may  depend  somewhat  upon  the  paralytic  con- 
dition of  the  vessels  and  nenes  brought  alwut  by  the  constant  in- 
fluence of  the  poison. 

"As  to  the  origin  of  the  neuralgiaH,  ana;8the8ia,  h3rpertesthesia, 
and  the  other  symptoms  of  chronic  Meconismus,  it  is  explaint-d 
partly  by  the  geiu?ral  disturbance  of  nutrition,  which  leads  to 
fatty  degeneration  of  most  of  the  structurea  of  the  body,  partly, 
also,  by  t!ie  direct  influence  of  the  poison  upon  the  substance  of 
the  ner\'e8.'* — Zicmsaen. 


Genera]  Effectfi.— Dr.  McPherson  draws  a  frightful  picture  of 
the  derangement  of  the  nervous  system  from  the  habitual  use  of 
Opium  intenmlly,  or  by  smoking. 

"The  stooping  figure,  the  shuffling  gait,  the  drooping  eye- 
brow, and  dull  eye  surrounded  by  a  livid  curcle,  give  an  appear- 
ance of  premature  decrepitude.     The  sexual  organs  lose  their 
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power  in  both  man  and  woman;  and  in  men  there  ia  often  a 
gleety  diachai'ge  ;  iu  the  female,  the  secretion  of  milk  is  defective. 
Ultimately,  the  stomach  in  the  seat  of  an  incessant  gnawing  pain, 
the  food  is  vomited,  diarrhoea  comes  on,  the  urine  ia  turbid,  and 
Bright's  disease  is  not  uncommon.     Dr.  Libermann  adds,  iu 
describing  the  state  of  chrouiu  delirium  into  which  the  Opium- 
Hmoker  ultimately  falls:    'The  wretched  man  is  assailed  by  the 
most  various  halluciuatious*  but  all  very  unhke  the  voluptaousi 
visions  which  he  enjoyed  on  his  first  dalliance  with  the  poison,' 
The  most  disgusting  objects  and  the  most  horrible  scenes  are  per- 
petually before  him,  but  mostly  at  night,  when  be  in  vain  seeks 
refuge  from  his  misery  in  sleep.     He  is  haunted  by  spectral  toads 
and  all  miiuuer  of  obscene   aniraals,  or  a  fiery  di-agou  fiWoops.J 
around  and  drags  him  into  a  tlaming  pit.    Sometimes  he  endures  i 
all  the  tortures  of  a  Buddhist's  hell;  or,  fancying  himself  one 
moment  in  voluptuous  embraces,  the  next,  he  finds  within  hia^ 
arms  the  mangled  limbs  of  a  hideous  monster.    These  imagea.^ 
which,  we  are  assured,  are  literal  copies  of  the  Opium-eater's 
phantasms,  present  a  vi\id  resemblance  to  the  more  familiar 
spectral  illusions  of  delirium  tremens.*" — StiHr. 

"The  habitual  use  of  Opium  diminishes  in  a  remarkable 
degree  the  susceptibility  to  its  action,  Nnraerous  mstances  are 
on  record  in  which  a  pint  or  more  of  Laudanum  has  been  taken 
daily,  or  several  hundred  grains  of  Opium,  or  a  scruple  of  Mor- 
phia. The  author  has  met  mih  a  patieut  who  took  a  scniple  of 
Morphia  a  day  suboutancously.  A  gradual  increase  of  the  dose  i 
becomes  necessary  in  order  to  produce  a  given  physiological 
effect ;  but  the  increase  is  much  slower  when  given  suboutanc- 
ously than  when  it  is  administered  by  the  stomacii."— BrtrfAo/o«». 

Dose.— O/w  to  four  praiiis  of  Opium;  of  Morphia  sidphas,  one- 
sixth  to  one-iialfo/a  grain. 

Active  Priiifiples.— The  active  principles  found  in  tliis  drug 
are: 

Sarcotina,-^\  feeble  narcotic.    Ten  to  fifteen  grains  produce 
diaphoresis,  nausea,  giddiness,  and  vomiting. 

Co<f<:w.— Action  veiy  similar  to  Morphia,  without  prodacinjj: 
nausea,  vomiting,  or  obstinate  constipation.  Dose,  one-quurtL'r| 
to  one  grain. 

^crccw,— In  doses  of  from  one  to  five  grains,  it  is  a  feeble 
hypnotic,  without  sweating,  vomiting,  or  constipation. 

Meconiru.—Siioil&r  to  Narceia,  but  more  feeble. 
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Crjfptopia. — Marked  hypnotic,  about  one-fourth  as  strong  as 
Morphia. 

Thehaia. — One  to  two  grainB  produces  a  hypnotic  and  tetaniz- 
ing  action. 

I'uptiet'rine. — Doses  of  six  or  eight  grains  act  slowly  and  very 
fiiuailarly  to  Morphine,  not  acting  so  much  on  the  digestive  organs. 

Therapeutic  Individuality. 

Head. — In  ail  diseases  that  call  for  the  use  of  Opium,  the 
central  difiiculty  mil  be  found  in  tlie  brain. 

(rreat  drowsiness,  profound  stupor,  with  stertorous  breathing. 

Profound  coma;  patient  can  not  be  aronsed  from  stupor; 
pupils  greatly  contracted,  or  widely  dilated ;  face  puffed,  with 
dark  red  or  cherry-brown  appearance;  stertorous  breathing; 
pulse  full  and  labored,  <ir  slow  and  feeble. 

"Complete  insensibility,  so  that  it  was  impossible,  either  by 
pulling  the  hair  or  pinching  the  skin,  to  excite  any  wincing  or 
signs  of  uneasmesB ;  sudden  affusion  of  cold  water  produced  no 
effect." — Dr.  Harriaon. 

Dullness  of  the  head,  no  mental  grasp  for  anything. 

"The  face  is  purplish  and  swollen,  with  soporous  sleep,  sterto- 
rous breathing,  and  vomiting."— <x. 

Miud. — All  Opium-eaters  are  chronic  Imrs. 

"Diseases  that  originate  from  fright,  the  fear  of  the  fright 
still  remaining," — G. 

"Thinks  she  is  not  at  home;  this  is  continually  in  her  mind; 
face  purplish  and  swollen."— t?.     [Congestion  of  the  head.] 

"Very  sleepy  but  can  not  sleep." — O.    [Or  profound  coma.] 

"Sleeplessness,  with  acuteness  of  hearing;  docks  striking  and 
cocks  crowing  at  a  great  distance,  keep  her  awake." — Finrkc, 

Unrefresbing,  soporous  sleep,  witli  eyes  half  open ;  snoring 
during  inspiration  and  expiration  ;  congestion  of  tlie  brain. 

"Screaming  before  or  during  the  spasm.*'— O. 

"Delirious  talking ;  eyes  wide  open  ;  face  red  and  puffed." — ////. 

Sopor  with  delirium;  depression  of  the  lower  jaw;  dilated 
pupils  ;  and  general  symptoms  of  paralysis  of  the  brain. 

"Drunkenness,  with  6tu|>or  as  with  smoke  in  the  brain,  eyes 
burning  hot,  and  dry." — H(f. 

"After  a  fright,  with  fear,  convulsions,  or  the  head  hot,  and 
twitching  aroimd  the  mouth." — Ifff. 

Twitching,  trembling  of  the  head,  arms,  and  bands,  now  and 
then ;  jerks  ae  if  the  flexors  were  over-acting ;  body  cold,  inclina- 
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tioii  to  stiapid  sopor ;  motion  of  the  Ixidy  and  uncovering  of  the 
body  relieves.     {8carlet  fever  and  measles.) 

Vivid  imaginations;  Bees  frightful  ghimtn;  easily  frightened, 

"Although  sleepy,  he  is  unable  to  fall  asleep,  with  slow  pulse." 
— Grim, 

"Deep,  sound  sleep,  with  rattling  rcBpiration,  as  in  apoplexy.** 
— Dr.  /itfjraiw. 

Sobbing  during  sleep,  with  stupefaction  and  partly  open  eyes.

Prof.  J.  S.  Mitchell  has  aUo 
great  confidence  in  tluH  drug  in  Phttiiais  in  its  first  stages,  espe- 
cially the  tuberculous  variety.  He  says :  "The  catarrh  of  Petro- 
leum is  not  generally  attended  with  much  expectoration ;  there 
may  be  frothy,  yellow  sputa,  and  the  rattling  which  does  not  give 
rise  to  much  expectoration ;  there  is  a  disposition  to  ulceration, 
twth  of  the  nostrils  and  mouth.  In  cases  where  there  is  great 
hoarseness,  showing  involvement  of  the  larynx,  it  is  likely  to  be 
beneficial,  and  when  there  arc  pressing,  digging  pains  in  the  chest. 
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Tt  has  great  power  to  lower  the  pulse  and  high  temperature.     The 
great  exhaustion,  etc.,  all  point  strongly  to  Petroleum." 

Aggraratlon. — In  open  air ;  from  cold ;  during  a  thunder- 
etoim,  and  from  riding  iu  a  carriage  or  ship. 

Amelioration. — From  warmth  and  rest.

Oastro-Tntestinal  Canal.— Pliosphorua  has  a  powerful  action 
upon  tbis  tract.  "In  its  unaltered  Rtnte,  it  is  not  a  local  irri- 
tant. It  does  not  set  up  gastro-enteritis  as  the  corrosive  poisons 
do,  unless  it  becomes  oxidized  in  the  stomach  and  hjTDOphosphorons 
acid  is  formed.  But,  however  it  is  introduced  into  tbe  system,  it 
is  liable  to  set  up  what  Virchow  calls  a  gnstro-adenitis,  a  swelling 
and  shedding  of  the  epitheliiil  cells  of  the  mucous  membrane  like 
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that  we  have  seen  occasionally  induced  by  Arsenic,  and  like  that 
which  obtains  in  cholera.  The  same  process  goes  on  in  the  inteu* 
tines,  and  is  accompanied  there  by  diarrlKea,  as  in  the  stomach 
by  vomitiuj;.  Tliis  is  its  acute  action.  But,  when  gradually  in- 
gested by  rabbits,  Wegener  tinds  it  to  set  up  an  uritation  of  the 
interstitial  connective  tissue  of  the  stomach,  causing  a  'chronicf 
indurative  Rnstritis,  with  thickening,  analogous  to  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver.'  From  tliese  processes  may  occur  the  condition  described 
by  Taylor :  'Chronic  poisoning  by  the  drug  is  accompanied  by 
cardialsia.  frequent  vomiting,  sense  of  hoat  in  the  stomach* 
diarriiipa.  tenesmus,  pains  in  the  joints,  marasmus,  hectic  fever, 
and  disease  of  the  stomach,  under  which  the  patient  may  slowly 
sink.' " — Jluijhftt. 

"As  was  tirst  pointed  out  by  Virchow,  there  is  universally  a 
gastro-adeuitis,  wlach  causes  the  gastric  mucous  membrane  to  be 
thickened^  opaque,  whitish,  grayish,  or  yellowish-white.  Undt-r 
the  microscope,  the  epithelial  cells  appear  swollen  and  tilled  with 
granules  and  oil-globules;  and,  in  verj*  advanced  degoneration, 
the  cells  completely  l>reak  down.  This  gastro-ailenitis  is  not  due 
to  a  local  action  of  the  Phosphorus ;  because  it  occurs  whc^n  the 
)>oisou  is  introduced  through  other  channels  than  the  mouth. 
The  duodenum  and  intestines  suffer  similar  changes.  The  stools 
are  at  times  normal  in  character  and  frequency ;  but  there  is 
generally  diarrhcea  or  constipation,  with  flatulence.  Late  in  the 
attack,  the  passages  are  in  most  cases  very  light  clay-colored,  or 
even  whitisJi ;  and  exceptionally  they  are  bloody,  and,  in  some 
cases,  phosphorescent." — Or.  II.  C.  IVotxl. 

In  about  eighty-eight  per  cent.  Phosphorus  produces  vomit- 
ing; and  the  vomited  matter  consists  of  food,  mucus,  bile,  and 
blood,  and  is  luminous  in  the  dark.  This  vomiting  generally 
ceases  the  second  or  third  day,  to  re-appeur  with  the  subsequent 
jaundice ;  the  vomited  matter  now  is  coffee- colored,  from  exuded 
decomp()S4^d  blood.  With  this  vomiting,  there  is  apt  to  be  much 
pain  and  tenderness  in  the  right  hypochondrium  and  epigaatrio 
region. 

Post-mortem  Appearancea. — "The  gastric  mucous  membrane  is 
swollen,  grayish,  and  non-transparent,  with  small  or  large  ecchy- 
motic  siHits,  and  rarely  ulcers,  which  are  small  and  in  the  pyloric 
region,  Tlie  mucous  membnnie  of  the  duodenum  often  presents 
the  same  appearances.  That  of  the  small  and  large  intestinea  is 
pale,  with  occasional  ecchymosis.  The  contents  of  the  stomach 
and  intestines  are  often  bloody ;  the  intestines  contain  little  or  no 
bile:  and  the  spleen  is  often  recently  enlarged.*' — Ziemaaen. 
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Liver.— The  liver  is  really  the  gi-eatest  special  center  of  ac- 
tion for  Phosphorus.  No  remedy  produces  more  profound  altera- 
tions of  its  stmcture.  The  ftrst  twenty-four  hours  the  gasta'io 
symptoms  predominate,  and  then,  almost  always,  "there  comes 
on  a  comparatively  healthy  condition  which  may  last  two  or 
three  days,  or  even  longer.  Then  the  severe  symptoms  begin, 
usually  with  jaundice,  which  increases  more  or  less  rapidly  until 
it  reaches  the  !nyhest  degree  of  intensity ;  with  tliis  comes  urtica- 
ria, which  generally  accompanies  severe  jaundice.  Bimultane- 
ously  with  the  icterus,  there  is  more  or  less  pain  in  the  epigastrium, 
especially  in  the  region  of  the  Uver.  At  this  time,  enlargement 
of  the  liver  can  usually  be  detected  by  palpation  and  percussion; 
and  this  organ  continues  to  increaRc  while  the  patient  is  under 
obbcrvation ;  mild  febrile  disturbances  arc  frequent,  and  vomit- 
ing, now  more  or  less  bloody,  comes  on  again.  With  these  symp- 
toms, the  heart  soon  begins  to  fail,  and  death  ensues.  .  .  . 
In  a  very  few  cases,  an  apparent  diminution  in  the  size  of  the 
hver,  which  was  previously  enlarged,  has  been  observed  a  few 
days  before  death. 

'* Post-mortem  A ^tpt (trances. — The  liver  is,  as  a  rule,  enormously 
enlarged,  and  presents  the  appearance  of  one  in  a  high  degree  of 
fatty  degeneration.  It  is  usually  pale  yellow,  but  may  be  deep 
yellow ;  the  acini  are  plainly  perceptible  and  large ;  the  subBtance 
is  brittle  and  fatty ;  hex*e  and  there  ecchymoses  beneath  the  cap- 
sule or  along  the  course  of  the  blood-vessels  may  be  seen.  .  .  , 
The  reports  and  opinions  of  authors  differ  in  regard  to  the 
appearances  of  the  liver.  Some  of  the  authorities,  at  the  head  of 
whom  stands  Mannkopf,  found,  especially  in  thoKc  cases  with 
commencing  atrophy,  proliferation  of  cells  in  the  interstitial 
tissue,  an  increase  of  this  tissue,  and  aggregations  of  nuclei. 
Otliers,  among  whom  are  Schultzen  and  Uiess,  never  have  seen 
such  an  active  process  in  the  interstitial  tissue,  but  simply  a 
fatty  degeneration  of  the  cells.  Wliether  the  changes  taking 
place  in  the  Uver  in  Phosphorus-poisoning  are  essentially  differ- 
ent from  those  in  acute  yellow  atrophy  of  the  liver  or  not,  the  ex- 
periments of  Wegener  are  conclusive  so  far  as  the  anatomical  side 
of  the  question  is  concerned. 

"Wegener  found  *an  interstitial  hepatitis  of  the  most  mnrked 
degree.  The  result  of  this,  when  produced  by  the  use  of  relatively 
large  doses  of  Phosphorus  continued  for  several  months  in  rab- 
bits, is  always  essentially  the  same  ;  namely,  an  atrophy  of  three 
kinds,  smooth  induration  of  the  organ,  or  a  form  of  atrophy  occa- 
sionally seen  in  man  as  the  result  of  syphilis ;  a  hepar  lobatum 
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M'itb  numerous  deep  cuutractione,  wkicb  produce  a  great  deforru- 
ity  ol  llie  orgau ;  or.  liually,  the  typical  prauular  atrophy,  the 
clasBical  cirrhosis  of  the  liver.  In  all  these  cases,  cliroiiic  ictema 
18  preaeut.  If  the  atrophy  is  of  the  last-mentioued  variety,  there 
are  found  thone  regularly  developed  secondary'  affections  which 
ftre  faniiliaj*  in  human  pathology ;  viz.,  venous  hyperiemia  of  the 
stomach  and  intestines,  indurative  enlai*gemont  of  the  spleen,'  etc. 

"This  complete  description  leaves  no  doubt  about  the  fact, 
that,  in  cases  of  chronic  poisoning  by  Phosphorus,  the  moat  ex- 
quisite proliferation  of  cells  takes  place  in  the  interstitial  tissue 
of  the  liver.  This  gives,  therefore,  the  most  important  evidence 
in  favor  of  the  views  of  those  who.  with  Mannkopf,  consider  the 
changes  wliich  take  place  in  the  liver  in  acute  Phosphorus-poison- 
ing and  acute  atrophy  of  the  liver  as  identical, 

"Tlie  almost  constant  appearance  of  jaundice  depends  upon 
the  resorption  of  the  bile;  the  simultaneous  presence  of  a  large 
amount  of  the  biliary  acids  in  the  urine  proves  this.  The  benj- 
orrhftges  appear  to  depend  upon  the  fatty  degeneration  of  the 
walls  of  the  smaller  blood-vessels." — Ziematten. 

"The  elimination  of  bile  acids  in  the  urine  shows  that  the 
jaundice  oi  PhospiioruB  is  caused,  not  by  an  arrest  of  secretion, 
but  by  an  occlusion  of  the  biliary  passages  and  consequent 
resoi-ption  of  the  bile.  Dr.  0.  Kohts  has  apparently  demon- 
strated tliat  the  occlusion  is  most  frequently  due  to  the  duode- 
nitis involving  the  common  duct,  so  as  to  obliterate  its  lumen  by 
the  sweUing  of  the  mucous  membrane.  In  some  cases,  however, 
it  is  probable,  as  l^lieved  I>y  Wyss.  Alter,  and  Ebsteiu,  that  a 
catarrhal  intlammution  of  the  minute  gall  duets  is  the  cause  of 
jaundice,  and  also  that  the  result  is  in  part  affected  through 
pressure  upon  those  ducts  by  the  swelling  of  the  glandulflr  and 
trabecular  tissue.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  Uemarbaix  and  Will- 
mart  insist  that  the  icterus  is  not  really  hepatogenous,  but  hicniic 
in  origin,  chiefly  because  they  have  found  ha-matoidin  in  the 
urine.  Tiiis  fact,  however,  proves  only  that  the  blood  is  altered 
by  the  poison ;  it  does  not  disprove  i\\&  liver-origin  of  the  jaon* 
dice."— r>r.  //.  C.  Wood. 


Kidii6ys.^"0f  especial  interest  is  the  character  of  the  urine 
ehminateil.  At  iirst,  there  is  no  marked  change  in  amount  or 
density ;  later,  it  is  diminished  in  amount  during  the  last  few 
days,  even  to  the  minimum  (between  three  and  four  ounce*).  It 
usually  contains  a  Hniall,  rarely  a  large,  amount  of  albumen,  fre* 
quently  blood  and  so-called  fibrinous  casts,  and,  with  the  appear- 
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lined  of  jaundice,  biliary  pigments  and  acids.  Leucin  and  tyroBin 
are  rarely  found  in  it ;  but  paralactic  acid  is  often  detected  in 
large  amount,  especially  in  fatal  cases.  Schultzen  and  Riess 
found  that  the  urea  almost  completely  disappeared  upon  the  ap- 
proach of  death ;  and  in  its  stead  there  appeared,  even  in  cases 
ending  in  recovery,  a  peculiar  nitrogenous  'extractive'  jnaterial, 
which  was,  according  to  these  authors,  very  similar  to  peptone. 
In  experiments  upon  animals,  this  disappearance  of  urea  could 
not  be  produced.  The  kidneys  are  very  much  enlarged  and 
fatty." — yAemnfien. 

I)r.  R.  Hughes  says :  "It  may  be  thought  that  the  affection  of 
the  kiilneys  is  secondary  to  that  of  the  liver,  as  in  two  of  French's 
best-desrribod  rases  of  acute  atrophy,  fatty  degeneration  was  dis- 
covered in  their  glandular  cells.  I  must  mention,  however,  that 
there  is  <rae  case  on  record  in  which  there  was  no  jaundice  nor 
cerebral  disturbance  during  life,  although  the  liver  was  found 
{post  morffpi)  enlarged  and  fatty.  In  this  case,  the  urine  daring 
life  was  highly  colored  and  frothy,  its  specific  gravity  increased, 
and  it  coutaincd  albumen  and  exudation  cells.  After  death,  the 
cortical  substance  of  the  kidneys  was  granular;  the  Malpighian 
coi*pu8ele8  resembled  red  points ;  and,  on  a  microscopical  exami- 
nation, the  uriniferous  tubuli  were  found  blocked  up  by  exudation 
matter.  While  1  agree  with  Dr.  Hempel  that  this  is  not  Bripht's 
disease,  it  is  nevertheless  a  very  decided  nephritis,  and  warrants 
the  expectation  that  PbosphoruH  may  find  a  place  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  idiopatliic  aifection.  It  should  also  obviously  be 
given  in  primary  fatty  degeneration  of  the  kidneys.  The  indica- 
tion for  it  is  strengthened  by  the  fact.  that,  in  one  of  Dr.  G.  John- 
son's cases,  this  affection  (which  came  on  in  three  weeks'  time) 
appeared  to  be  the  immediate  result  of  sexual  excess." 

The  mioroscopic  examination  of  the  kidneys  shows  decidedly 
fatty  degeneration ;  the  single  urinarj'  canaliculi  full  of  large 
fatty  drops. 

Circulation. — Phosphorus  produces  the  typical  fatty  heart 
and  arteries.  The  microscopic  examination  of  the  muscles  of  the 
heart  shows  excessive  fatty  degeneration,  and  that  they  are  full  of 
a  large  quantity  of  fine  brown  granules, 

"The  muscular  tissue  of  the  heart  is  pale,  and  evenly  colored 
of  a  light  grayish-yellow,  or  in  some  cases  (especially  apparent 
beneath  the  endocardium),  it  is  striped,  or  contains  net-like  trac- 
ings formed  by  light,  wavy  lines  upf^n  a  grayish-red  ground.  The 
cardiac  tissue  is  brittle,  and  appears  fatty  both  to  the  touch  and 
to  the  eye." — Ziemititeii. 
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Buclmer  says ;  "Phosphorus  is  the  very  antipode  of  the  versa- 
tile Ajuenicum ;  Arseiucuin  iitlectiiig  the  left  heart,  Phosphorus 
the  right  one;  or,  in  other  words,  Arsenic  causes  arterial  stagna- 
tion, and  Phosphorus,  venous  ataguatiou,  with  or  without  dis- 
turbance of  tlie  lesser  circulation.  The  fatty  degeneration  of  the 
heart  ie,  according  to  Bamberger,  a  deposition  of  fatty  granules 
in  the  primitive  fibers,  so  that  the  wliole  muscular  texture  is  lost, 
and  the  surcolemma  is  tilled  up  with  closely  standing  fat-molecules. 
The  heart  becomes  pale  yellow,  very  friable,  and  can  easily  be 
torn.  The  extension  of  the  fatty  degeneration  goes  pttrl  jHt*su 
with  the  weakness  ot  the  heart." 

According  to  Wegener  and  Ivlebs.  the  hemorrhages  which 
occur  in  the  course  of  Phoaphorus-poisouing  are  duo  to  a  fatty 
degeneration  of  the  arterial  waDs,  Stokes  says,  that  the  pulse 
varies  in  frequency,  sometimes  being  diminished  to  forty,  some- 
times being  much  accelerated ;  it  is  extremely  feeble,  and  is  early 
characterized  by  the  failure  of  any  difference  between  the  first 
anil  second  sounds ;  finally,  the  first  sound  disappears  entirely. 

"At  the  height  of  the  poisoning,  there  is  frequently  a  tendency 
to  hemorrhage  of  various  kinds;  the  vomiting  of  blood  may  be 
very  copious,  and  with  it  there  may  be  bloody  stools;  also  bleed- 
ing at  the  nose,  metrorrhagia,  aud  often  premature  ap]>earHnce 
of  the  menses.  The  hemorrhage  into  the  skin  and  subcutaneous 
cellular  tissue  shows  itself  in  the  form  of  petechiie  and  extensive 
ecchymoses.  The  hemorrhage  from  a  simple  leech  bite  or  from 
cupping,  can  not  be  stopped." — Ziemtmen. 

Blood.— "Tlie  blood  is  often  profoundly  affected,  becoming 
very  dark,  losing  its  power  of  coagulation,  and  apparently  sufft^r- 
ing  also  in  its  coi*puscular  elements  :  for  ecchj-nionea  are  almost  imi- 
versal,  and  hipmatine  ci-ystals  are  occasionnlly  foimd  in  the  viscerw . 
In  the  case  of  Concato,  the  white  corpuscles  were  observed  during 
life  to  be  increased  in  number,  and  the  red  to  be  diminished  in 
size  and  altered  in  form.  The  ecchj-moses  occur  in  all  parts 
of  the  hotly,  but  are  apt  to  be  especially  pninounrcd  in  the  medi- 
astinum and  the  serous  membranes.  Schiff  luis  found,  that,  in 
dogs,  after  death  from  Pliosphonis.  the  blood  dtves  not  pass  into 
the  veins,  but  remains  in  the  arteries;  and  Dr.  Mayer  states, 
that,  when  very  large  doses  of  the  poison  have  been  taken,  the 
blood  and  even  the  urine  may  he  phosphorescent.*'—//-  T.  Wonti, 

"Dr.  W.  Arnold,  of  Heidelberg,  says:  'The  changes  occu- 
sioned  by  it  in  the  blood,  and  through  the  blood  in  the  whole 
organism,  have  been  overlooked  for  a  long  time.    In  numerous 
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<?ase8  of  poisoning  by  PlioBphorus,  the  changes  in  the  blood  are 
too  contipit'iious  to  remain  unnoticed  any  longer.  The  facts 
gained  in  this  ^'ay  were  so  often  confirmed  by  nuiuerous  and  oft- 
repeated  experiments  npon  animals  that  now  they  ai'e  generally 
accepted.  Almost  all  observers  speakinj<  up<)i»  this  subject,  de- 
scribe the  blood  aa  being  dark,  even  black,  and  of  a  tloid  consist- 
ence. As  a  rule,  it  is  thin,  flowing,  more  rarely  of  niolasBes-like, 
or  of  more  thick  flowing,  appearance.  In  a  coagulated  state, 
it  has  been  observeil  so  rarely  and  exceptionally,  and  then  only 
in  a  few  single  partti  of  the  body,  that  we  are  justitied  in  assum- 
ing that  the  coagulation  can  not  he  taken  as  an  effort  of  the 
Phosphonis,  but  is  depuiulent  upon  other  conditions.  Upon  the 
whole,  the  blood  is  more  Huid  if  Phosphorus  does  not  kill  quickly, 
but  has  a  chance  to  cfifect  changes  in  the  blood  in  consequence  of 
a  more  hunting  action  for  several  days.  These  changes,  however, 
frequently  set  in  very  rapidly,  if  Phosphorus  has  been  taken  in 
the  form  of  a  solution,  as,  for  instance,  in  butter,  fatty  oils,  or 
Ether. 

'**The  results  of  microscopic  investigations  of  the  blood  offer 
important  disclosures.  Phosphorus  occasions  an  important 
change  in  the  blood-disks ;  their  decrease  in  consistcntfy  and  cir- 
cumference is  very  conspicuous.  They  become  smaller,  more 
extensive,  and  consequently  can  assume  different  forms ;  they 
change  their  form  in  many  ways,  especially  in  theur  passage 
through  narrow  vessels,  and  in  their  proportion  to  each  other. 
One  might  say,  almost,  that  Phosphorus  acta  ns  a  dissolvent 
npon  the  blopd-disks.  This  action  touclies  the  bloo<l-cell  mem- 
brane more  than  the  nucleus.  Greater  luster,  a  less  granular 
appearance,  irregular  anrl  less  distinctly  deiined  outlines, — these 
are  the  most  conspicuous  changes  of  the  blood-disks  which  can 
undoubtedly  be  ascribed  to  the  direct  action  of  Phosphorus.  That 
these  changes  take  place  on  account  of  immediate  action,  I  have 
proved  in  this  way:  I  let  Phosphorus  oil  act  upon  the  blood 
under  the  microscope,  and  thus  I  wiinesacd  changes  of  the  blood- 
disks,  slighter  in  degree,  it  is  true,  yet  entirely  similar  to  tlmse 
observed  from  the  application  of  Phosphorus  during  life.  In  this 
way  T  was  able  to  follow  up  the  successive  dissolution  of  the 
blood-disks.  This  dissolution  was  not  as  great  as  under  the  con- 
tinned  action  of  the  Phosphorus  in  the  Living  organism,  and, 
undoubtedly,  for  the  reason  that  not  bo  intimate  and  lasting  a 
contact  with  the  blood  took  place. 

"' Besides  several  other  observers,  Pummel  testifies  to  a  change 
of  the  blood,  perceptible  under  the  microscope.    He  could  not 
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tind  a  single  colored  corpuscle,  but  only  colorless  disks,  in  the 
blood  of  a  ben  poisoned  by  PboKpboruH  ;  and  Vuit  raiide  tbe  same 
obHcrvation  on  a  dog,  into  whose  vena  crurolis  be  had  injected 
Phosphorus.  Accordiup  to  Kiiimnel,  thu  destruction  of  blood- 
lUsks  is  tbu  most  essential  phenomenon  when  Phospliorus  has 
been  introduced  into  the  stomach,  as  well  as  when  directly  mixed 
with  the  blood  by  means  of  injections.  The  blood-disks  separate 
into  hffimatine  uud  globuline.  The  former  floats  as  a  purple  co- 
nguliim  in  the  plasma,  or  may,  according  to  the  conditions  present, 
even  be  dissolved  therein,  while  tlie  form  of  the  latter  is  still  pre- 
8er\od.  Another  observation  of  Ruminel  is  very  worthy  of  notice 
for  tbe  explanation  of  hemorrlmgHS  after  Phosphorus-poisoning. 
If  a  rabbit,  into  whose  vena  cruralis  Phosphorus  oil  had  been  in- 
jected, was  held  head  downward,  he  soon  saw  red-colored  plasma, 
which  under  the  microseopo  was  free  from  any  blood-disks,  flow 
from  the  nose.  The  blood  in  this  dissolve*!  stat*  had  pressed 
through  the  walls  of  the  vessels.  On  opening  a  vessel,  numeroos 
well-presen'ed  blood-disks  could  still  be  found. 

"*To  judge  from  the  hemorrhages  and  ecchymosis,  so  fre- 
quently, and,  we  may  say,  almost  constantly,  observed  in  Phos- 
phorus-poisoning, and  from  the  often-confirmed  curative  action 
of  small  doses  of  Phosphonis  in  morbus  mat-ulosua,  many  henior- 
rliugic  changes  in  the  blood  must  exist ;  and  what  are  they  ?  This 
question  is  partly  answered  l-y  the  observations  of  Friedreich. 
He  noticed  in  a  young  man  allliuted  with  hiematuria,  on  whoso 
lower  extremities  cedemn,  petechia,  in  short,  an  exanthema  of  an 
exquisitely  hemorrliagic  character,  had  made  their  appearance, 
that  the  hlood-disks  passing  with  the  urine  wore  essentially 
changed.  They  were  normal  as  to  form  and  size  only  in  small 
numbers,  but  frequently  very  abundantly  formed.  Many  of  tlieiu 
were  oblong-oval  and  presented  compressions  as  from  ligatures, 
and  BO  much  so,  as  even  to  assume  the  shape  of  baker-ndls. 
With  others,  a  division  into  two  uneven  halves  seemed  to  be  tak- 
ing place.  Not  a  few  had  already  separated  themselves  com- 
pletely and  were  divided ;  and  this  went  on  until  tinally  hlood- 
diska  of  the  most  minute  form — molecular  blood-disks,  so  to  say 
— were  formed.  Tliis  process  of  division  could  not  only  be  under- 
stood from  the  results  of  microsropic.  examinations,  but  could  aUo 
be  observed  directly.  The  wliole  left  the  impression,  as  if  the 
blood-disks  consisted  in  a  semi-solid,  almost  oil-like  substance, 
without  any  external  membrane.  Even  in  a  case  of  sarooma  of 
the  kidneys,  Friedreich  has  repeatedly  seen  the  alcove-described 
di\'ision  of  tbe  red  blood-disks  into  molecular  forms.    The  red- 
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blood-disks  of  nnffiinic,  liydiiftinie,  Itiucfcmic,  marasmic  and  stru- 
mous indiNiduals  drawn  by  Daman,  completely  resemble  a  number 
of  the  forma  presented  by  Friedreich^' 

"This  atrildng  resemblance  in  the  change  of  the  blood,  and 
especially  of  the  blood-disks,  after  poiboninjc  with  Pbosphoms, 
shows  us  why  it  is  of  such  wonderful  ethcacy  in  the  cure  of  hemor- 
rhages."— Thfraprutica  oj  TuhnrctUotiU,  by  }V.  11,  Burt. 

Cerebro-Spiual  System.— Through  the  vegetative  nervous 
system.  Phosphorus  has  a  powerful  action  upon  the  cerebro- 
spinal system.     Dr.  R.  Hughes  says: 

"Before,  however,  we  dwell  upon  the  phenomena,  let  us  speak 
of  the  stimulant  properties  of  PhoHphorus.  This  substance  is 
one  of  those  which  enter  into  the  normal  composition  of  the  body. 
It  exists  mainly  in  the  nervous  centers,  iii  the  fonn  of  a  peculiar 
compound  with  fatty  matter  which  has  been  named  'protagou  ;' 
just  as  Iron  is  united  with  hiematin  in  the  blootl.  It  actually 
forms  more  than  one  per  cent  of  the  human  brain,  the  amount 
gratlually  increasing  from  infancy  to  adult  age,  and  then  again 
decreasing  in  old  age.  Now,  the  analogy  of  Iron  to  Lime  sug- 
gests, that,  up  to  a  certain  point.  Phosphorus  may  be  a  special 
stimulant  to  the  tissue  it  goes  to  constitute,  and,  the  stimulation 
being  iu  some  sort  that  of  a  food,  it  need  not  be  followed  by  reac- 
tive depression. 

"That  Phosphorua  has  such  an  action  on  the  nervous  system — 
as  Iron  on  the  blood  and  (probably)  Lime  on  the  bones — is  be- 
yond doubt.  'About  the  second  hour,'  writes  Mr.  Thompson, 
'after  a  dose  of  the  twentieth  or  the  twelfth  of  a  gi'ain,  sen- 
sations of  exhilaration  begin  to  make  themselves  felt.  The  ca- 
pacity for  exertion,  both  mental  and  physical,  is  increased,  and 
that  comlition  which  the  French  describe  as  one  of  hien-etre  is  ex- 
perienced. If  the  subject  has  taken  the  dose  while  in  the  state 
of  fatigue,  he  finds  his  strengtli  renewed ;  if  while  in  a  state  of 
despondency,  he  takes  a  more  cheerful  view  of  things.  The  pulse 
becomes  firmer  and  a  little  more  frequent.  These  effects  pass  off 
gradually  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours,  and  a  state  of  depression 
does  not  ensue.'  With  this,  there  is  often  increase  of  temperature, 
perspiration  and  diuresis,  and  sometimes  venereal  excitement. 

"It  is  this  action  of  Phosphorus  which  made  it  available,  given 
iu  full  and  frequent  doses,  in  typhoid  depression,  and  often  rallied 
a  i)atient  fi*om  an  apparently  hopeless  condition.  It  is  a  property 
of  the  drug  which  we  may  well  employ,  understanding  clearly 
what  it  is, — that  we  are  giving  it  as  we  give  alcoholic  stimulants. 
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and  not  as  a  mediemc.  After  the  same  fRshion  it  may  be  used,  if 
it  is  needed,  instead  of  a  ghiss  of  wine,  for  temporary  exhaustion  ; 
remembering,  however,  that  rest  and  food — if  there  is  time  for 
tjiem — are  far  better  remedies.  But  there  is  another  application 
of  Ihe  stimulant  power  of  Pliosphonis,  which  has  of  late  attracted 
much  attention ;  viz.,  the  relief  and  even  cure  of  neuralgia  ob* 
taiued  therefrom.  Phosphorus  causes  and  ctires,  in  minute 
doses,  its  own  form  of  neuralgia ;  but  this  is  rarely  met  with  in 
ooraparison  with  that  which  requires  Ai'senicum,  Belladonna, 
Colouynth,  and  Sulphur.  The  dnijj  has  hence  occupied  no  prom- 
inent place  in  HoiiK^npnthic  therapeutics  as  an  an ti -neuralgic 
remedy  ;  but  we  have  known  how  to  use  it  when  required.  A  cure 
of  the  intercostal  form,  wrought  by  one  of  us  with  it  after  long- 
<*ontmued  unsnccessful  treatment  by  an  old-school  praeiitioner, 
called  the  attention  of  the  lntt«r  to  the  remedy  ;  and  he  and  others 
tested  it  in  vurious  instances  of  the  affection,  and  reported  favor- 
ably of  their  results.  It  is  here  that  Mr.  Ashburton  Thompson 
came  upon  the  Held.  He  treated  home  fifty  cases  with  the  medi- 
cine, with  a  succcHH  which  leads  him  to  regard  it  as  an  almost  in- 
falliblo  remedy  for  pure  neuralgia,  wherever  occurring,  and  as 
rapid  in  its  action  as  it  is  tasting.  But  to  obtain  such  result,  he 
says,  the  medicine  must  be  given  in  a  full.  i.  e.,  stimulant  dose, 
not  less,  indeed,  than  a  twelfth  of  a  grain  every  four  hours. 
Thus,  its  mmhin  operandi  seems  to  be  that  of  food  and  wine, 
whose  influence  over  neuralgic  pain  is  so  well  known ;  only  that 
its  relation  to  nervous  tissue  gives  it  stimulant  and  perhaps  nu- 
trient qualities  of  a  special  kind.  I  think  that  medicine  is  much 
indebted  to  Mr.  Thompson  for  working  out  this  subject,  as  well  as 
for  his  vaUuible  contributions  to  the  pharmacy  and  posology  of 
the  drug.  We  have,  in  most  cases,  remedicH  for  neuralgia  of  a 
more  satisfactory  kind  ;  but,  were  we  at  a  ttoii  ptua^  we  might  do 
worse  than  follow  his  practice. 

"But  it  is  with  Phosphorus  as  a  neurotic  as  with  Iron  as 
an  hiematic ;  if  too  long  continued,  or  taken  in  excess,  it  acts  as  a 
poison  to  the  very  tissnes  which  it  stimulates  and  feeds.  Iron 
can  in  this  way  impoverish  the  blood,  causing  ansmla;  and 
Phosphorus  still  more  surely  impairs  the  vitnlity  of  the  nervous 
centers,  and  Rives  rise  to  paralysis.  Even  in  acute  poisoning, 
there  are  often  Rymptoms  of  nen'ous  depression,  as  in  tho  thirtl 
case  of  Dr.  Holct)mbe's  series ;  and.  among  those  given  by  I>r, 
Hempel,  in  one  there  was  numbness  of  the  extremitieB.  with  for- 
mication—the lingers  having  so  little  sensibihty  that  they  could 
not  pick  np  a  pin.  and  in  another  there  was  amaurosis  with  widely 
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dilated  pupils,  and  deafness.  In  an  excellent  study  of  *Phoa- 
pboric  Paralysis'  by  Dr.  GaUavardin,  of  Lyons,  translated  from 
L'Art  Mcdicah\  in  the  twentieth  volume  of  the  Uritiah  Journal 
of  Ilomafopathy,  two  cases  are  given,  in  one  of  which  the  kft  arm, 
in  the  other  the  hands,  became  powerless.  But  the  most  striking 
instance  of  the  kind  presented  by  him  is  one  in  which,  life  being 
prolougfd,  there  was  progressive  paralysis.  It  is  cited  from 
Huss'  'Chronic  Alcoholism,'  as  follows: 

"A  man,  set.  39,  who  led  an  ordinary  kind  of  life,  occupied 
himself  for  three  years  in  the  preparation  of  Phosphoric  matches. 
lie  used  to  work  in  the  room  where  he  hved.  and  there  he 
kept  the  materials  and  product  of  his  trade.  He  bud  suffered 
no  inconvenience  fi'om  it  imtil  a  year  ago,  when  a  great  quantity 
of  Phosphorus  and  phosphorated  matches  took  tire,  after  a  vio- 
lent explosion.  At  the  time,  while  trying  to  estinguiah  the 
coutlagration,  he  so  tlioroughly  respired  the  vapor  of  Phosphorus, 
that  at  last  he  fainted  from  sutfocation.  Immediately  after  this, 
he  experienced  a  sensation  of  weakness  in  the  back,  as  if  he  were 
ready  to  sink;  then  weakness  in  the  extremities,  and  trembling  at 
every  effort ;  creeping  under  the  skin,  and  a  sensation  as  if  some- 
thing were  starting  muler  the  epidermis.  At  first,  there  was  great 
sexual  excitement,  which  afterward  diminished,  and  for  the  last 
six  mouths  gave  placo  to  impotence,  with  absolute  impossibility 
of  erection.* 

"Independent  of  that,  he  found  himself  well,  with  good  appetite, 
regular  evacuations,  good  health,  normal  respiration.  Nothing 
indicated  any  affection  of  the  brain.  On  his  admission  to  the 
hospital,  the  following  symptoms  were  remarked :  His  two  legs 
were  so  weak  he  could  only  walk  a  few  steps,  and  even  then  with 
a  tottering  gait,  and  as  if  he  were  not  sure  of  himself ;  if  he  tried  to 
stand  upright,  his  legs  trembled  and  his  knees  bent ;  his  hands 
and  arras  trembled  on  making  an  effort.  In  the  state  of  repose. 
the  muscles  started  out  all  over  the  bo<1y,  especiiiUy  in  the  ex- 
tremities. Tlu?tf  seemed  to  he  twUMng  to  and  fro,  though  puhi- 
UmUj;  different  muscles  or  bnmUes  of  vtuschs  ticit4?hed  at  different 
perioth.  At  times,  the  tivitrhiinj  stopped,-  hut  it  was  easilif  exritcd 
hff  mntftet.  On  the  left  arm,  a  constant  feeling  of  formication 
under  the  skin  ;  normal  sensation  over  the  general  surface  of  the 
body.  The  spine  not  sensitive,  nor  painful,  but  so  weak  that  the 
patient  can  not  straighten  himself,  nor  remaiii  standing  when 
once  straightened.  The  faculties,  both  intellectual  and  moral, 
the  functions  of  the  heart,  of  the  chest,  and  of  the  digestive  or- 
gans, normal ;  but  the  pronunciation  embarrassed  (paralysis  of 
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the  tongue?).  The  patient  lived  three  or  four  years  in  the  full 
enjoyment  of  hia  senses,  while  the  paralysis  increased  and  ex- 
tended ;  but  all  the  attempts  at  treatment  were  unavailing.' 

"Dr.  Gallavardin  also  mentions  the  experiments  on  animals 
of  Mayer.  The  conclusions  of  this  observer  are :  'Pliosphonia 
acts  Hpeciiically  on  the  nerves  of  voluntary  motion,  and  on  the 
muscles  themselves.  It  impedes.  diminii<hes.  and  at  last  entirely 
destroys,  the  power  of  movement ;  or,  rather,  it  destroys  the  irri- 
tability of  the  motor  nen'es  and  the  contractility  of  the  muscular 
fibers,  and  at  last  completely  paralyzes  the  powers.'  He  adds, 
that  it  also  'acts  speeifir'ally  on  the  nerves  of  sensation,  destroy- 
ing sensibility  from  the  periphery  to  the  brain,  the  seusorium 
being  in  a  small  degree  disturbed.' 

"To  all  this  corresponds  tlie  condition  of  the  nervous  centers 
commonly  found  in  aniniiils  poisoned  by  it,  as  you  may  read  in 
Sorge's  treatise.  This  is  nearly  always  described  as  'pale,  soft, 
and  bloodless.* 

"It  follows  thnt  Phosphorus  is  truly  homceopathie  to  paral>iic 
conditions,  wht-n  dependful  on  lowered  vitality  or  even  softening 
of  the  centers^  and  should  be  a  valuable  remedy  therein.  Dr* 
Gallaviirdin  citts  thirteen  caKes  of  the  kind,  and  Dr.  Trinlss  one. 
They  were  nenrly  till  of  u  functional  nature. — from  Hmenon-bcta, 
seminal  losses,  exhauution  from  acute  disease,  and  such  like 
rnufios.  In  one  case,  the  loss  of  pinver  involved  only  the  third, 
in  another  only  the  sixth,  pair  of  cranial  nerves.  In  softening  of 
the  brain  from  exhaustion,  Phosphorus  is  acquiring  quite  a  repu- 
tation in  the  old  school ;  but  it  has  long  been  in  use  for  it  in  our 
school.  The  muscular  symptoms  of  the  case  I  liave  uarrated, 
suggest  the  ^fibrillary  contractions'  of  ^wasting  palsy,'  the  "pro- 
gressive muscular  panilysis'  (Duchenne).  ^Vith  PhosphoniK,  in- 
deed, we  should  not  expect  wasting  of  the  muscles,  but  simply 
their  fatty  degeneration ;  and  a  form  of  the  disease  has  b*'t*i» 
described  by  Dnchenno,  which  he  calls  *pseudo-hypertrophic 
paralysis,'  in  which  this  very  condition  obtains." 


Sexaal  Ore^aiis,  Mule.— Phosphorus  has  a  special  and  pro- 
found action  upon  the  sexual  organs  of  both  sexes.  "The  sexual 
organs  share  in  the  general  excitement  caused  by  moderate  doi»t*» 
of  Phosphorus ;  but  they  manifest  its  influence  in  so  marked  a 
manner  as  to  evidence  a  special  action  of  the  dmg  upon  them,  or 
upon  tiiat  part  of  the  nervous  center  wlience  they  derive  tlicir 
energy.  That  Phosphorus  is  an  apbroilisiac,  has  been  known  for 
a  lotig  time.    U  1ms  displayed  this  pvoperty  in  a  most  unmistak- 
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able  manner  among  the  lower  animiils.  Leroy  (quoted  by  Percira) 
asrertaiubd  that  it  wiu*  uphroiliBiai?  to  drakes.  In  Dr.  Serge's  e\- 
periuieuis,  cocka,  pigeouH,  dogb,  and  froga  were  affected  in  the 
Hiiuie  way ;  the  latter  got  those  large  growths  on  their  forefeet 
that  appear  during  their  pairing  season,  and  used  them  accord- 
ingly. But  the  same  prover's  experiments  on  tlie  liuman  Bubject 
show  that  til'**  excitement  in  but  temp4»rary»  and  is  followed  by  a 
much  longer  continued  depression,  as  we  see  in  Dr.  Gallavardin's 
case  just  cited,  showing  itself  in  absence  of  desire,  imperfect  erec- 
tions, with  too  rapid  ejnculatio  seminis,  and  frequent  involuntary 
emissions. 

''Phosphorus  is  thus  a  thoroughly  Homctopathic  remedy  for 
that  irritable  weakness  of  the  male  sexual  organs  which  is  left  be- 
hind by  excesses  in  venery  and  by  masturbation.  Kxperieuce 
has  over  and  over  again  confirmed  the  indication  of  theory  in  tins 
matter.  Phosphorus  would  also  (in  very  small  doses)  be  Homcpo- 
pathic  to  satyriasis,  which  correaponds  to  its  primary  effects ;  for 
this,  Jahr  recommends  it  from  experience.  Might  it  not  also  be 
desirable  to  use  it  occasionally  as  a  special  stimulant,  in  full 
doses,  OH  in  impotentia  senilis,  when  offspring  is  much  desired? 
The  following  observation  from  Dr.  Sorge's  collection,  shows  that 
great  caution  must  be  exercised  here :  'An  old  dog  that  had  long 
lost  his  sexual  power,  after  taking  Phosphonis  rat-poinon  that 
was  given  to  kill  bim,  became  sexually  excited,  and  died  in  the  act 
of  coiiicii.'  *' — Ilnfjhfit. 

Sexual  Urgiuis,  Fenialo.— Lai-ge  doses  of  Phosphorus  pro- 
duce, in  many  women,  a  bloody,  pseudo- menstrual  discharge, 
and.  if  taken  during  pregnancy,  it  almost  invariably  produces 
abortion  or  miscarriage.  Menstruation  is  too  early  and  too 
scanty.  Where  sinuses  have  been  left  in  tlie  vmmuur  after  exten- 
sive suppuration,  followed  by  chronic  mastitis,  Phosphorus  has 
been  found  of  great  value. 

Bonea. — Phosphorus  has  a  specific  and  most  wonderful  action 
njion  the  lower  jaw  and  teeth,  producing  complete  necrosis  of  the 
parts.  "This  develops  in  from  six  months  to  many  years  after 
the  workman  has  commenced  the  dangerous  employment ;  occa- 
sionally the  first  symptoms  are  not  observed  until  after  the 
patient  has  ceased  working  with  PhoKphorus.  The  disease  occurs 
in  the  lower  jaw  most  frequently  and  most  severely;  in  the  upper 
jaw  rarely  and  in  a  milder  form. 

"Yet  the  most  extensive  necrosis  of  the  upper  jaw  has  been 
observed ;   even  cases  are  known  in  which  the  disease  has  ex- 
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tended  to  the  cranial  boneB,  and  death  from  meningitis  followed. 

"The  dlHeaHe  almost  alwayH  begins  in  cariouu  teeth  or  gaps 
between  the  teeth,  and  almost  never  exists  in  peraouB  with  Bound 
teeth.  It  develops  into,  and  runs  the  course  of,  a  chronic  perioe- 
titis»  and  lends  to  exteuHive  necrosis  of  the  lower  jaw.  In  the 
milder  cases,  the  disease  is  limited  to  the  alveolar  process ;  then, 
after  the  spontaneous  expulsion  or  the  extraction  of  the  necrosed 
portions,  recovery  takes  place.  In  the  severe  cases,  necrosia  of 
the  greater  part  or  the  whole  of  the  jaw  results,  yet  recovery  may 
ensue  even  in  these  cases.  The  occurrenet!  of  abundant  oste- 
opliyte  formatiouH  on  the  aifected  l)ones  has  long  been  recognized 
as  the  anatomical  iteculiarity  of  the  disease. 

"Wegener  showed  that  it  is  easy  to  produce  in  animals  the 
peculiar  periostitis  of  the  lower  jaw,  wliicli  leads  to  necrosis,  by 
exposing  them  for  several  weeks  to  the  action  of  Phosphorus 
vapor.  This  evidently  acts  as  a  local  irritant  upon  the  perios- 
teum, acting  more  readily  in  those  whert  opportunity  is  given  for 
the  attack  of  the  vapor  by  deciiyed  or  previously  wounded  teeth. 

"Wegener  showed  also,  that  Phosphonis,  taken  in  the  form  of 
vapor,  by  inhalation,  or  internally  in  the  smallest  doses,  acta  'ba 
a  speoitic  formative  excitant  to  the  oslet>genetie  tissue,'  and.  under 
otherwise  normal  conditions,  leads  to  a  considerably  increased 
development  of  the  compact  tissne  in  the  long  bones.  These 
results  are  shown  most  plainly  in  young  animals  while  still  grow- 
ing. In  them,  it  happens  that  not  rarely  all  of  the  8pong>'  tissue 
is  crowded  out  and  its  place  tilled  with  compact  tissue.  Wegener 
has  succeeded  in  producing  in  hens  a  complete  closure  of  the 
medullary  cavity  by  compact  bone  tissue.  Phosphorus,  in 
minute  doses,  in  all  probability,  is  dissolved  in  the  blood,  and. 
circulating  with  it,  operates  on  the  osteogenetic  tissue  as  a  spe- 
cific plastic  irritant.  Brought  topically,  in  the  form  of  vapor, 
into  contact  with  denuded  periosteum,  in  moderate  concentration, 
it  provokes  ossifying  periostitis  ;  while,  if  the  fumes  operate  ver>' 
energetically,  the  irritation  becomes  so  hitense  that  suppuration 
is  aflded  to  the  ossificiitory  procesH." — Zinnxxen, 

"The  natural  application  (»f  this  power  of  Phosphonis  would 
be  to  further  bone -prml action  in  eases  where  it  was  defective,  as 
in  osteo-malacia  and  rachitis,  or  where  it  was  needed  in  temporary 
excess,  ns  in  fractures,  intra-periosteal  resections,  and  trans- 
plantations nf  this  membrane.  In  the  latter  fieM,  Dr.  Wegener 
has  no  doubt  of  its  I>eneficial  operation  ;  and,  within  certain  lim- 
its, the  process  is  a  physiological  one.  In  osteo-malacia  and 
rachitis,  he  can  report  no  decided  results ;  and,  indeed,  in  both 
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the  condition  is  too  complex  for  help  to  be  expected  from  Bimple 
increase  in  OBteogenetic  activity.  He  makes  a  remark,  however, 
regarding  the  latter  diBease,  which  is  very  Hiiggestive  to  us :  'Un- 
der tho  simultaneous  influence,'  he  says,  'of  feeding  with  Phos- 
phorus, and  of  the  deprivation  of  the  inorganic  substances,  espe- 
cially of  Lime,  the  mode  of  growth  of  bones  is  altered  so  as  exactly 
to  correspond  to  what  we  are  accustomed  to  call  rachitis.*  He 
then  describes  the  result  of  such  an  experiment,  ending :  'The  con- 
ditions under  which  this  artificial  rachitis  arises  are  a  not  unwel- 
come confirmation  of  tlie  theory  which  an  exact  observation  of 
the  process  has  already  set  up ;  viz.,  that  rachitis  is  conditioned 
by  two  factors;  first,  an  insufficient  quantity  of  inorganic  salts  in 
the  bloofl,  either  from  insufficient  ingestion  of  the  same,  or  from 
their  excessive  elimination ;  secondly,  a  constitutional  irritation 
influencing  the  ost«H}genetic  tissue.'  For  us,  of  course,  the  infer- 
ence ift  that  we  should  use  Phosphorus  as  a  medicinal  agent  here ; 
and,  indeed,  Phosphoric  acid  already  holds  a  high  place  in  the 
Homceopathic  therapeutics  of  the  disease.  Other  applications  in 
this  direction  of  the  osseous  infliienee  of  Phosphorus  ai-e  obvious. 
Kafka  reports  it  to  be  a  most  efiicaeious  medicine,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Natrum  muriaticum.  in  interstitial  disease  of  the  verte- 
bra and  of  the  cancellous  structnre  of  bones  in  general.  I  was 
myself  led  to  its  use  in  eases  where  the  irritation  of  a  carious 
tooth  was  causinR  frequent  gnm  \mU,  and  incipient  disease  of 
the  maxilla,  and  where  for  some  reason  or  other  we  were  dcd>arred 
from  extraction  of  the  offending  member.  Hero  I  found  it  most 
efficacious.  Dr.  Bayea,  also,  praises  it  higldy  in  many  afTeotions 
of  the  teeth  and  gums.  I  may  mention  that  gingivitis,  with 
looseness  of  the  teeth,  has  been  observed,  not  only  in  acute  poi- 
soning by  Phosphorus,  where  it  might  l)e  secondar)'  to  blood- 
changes,  but  from  its  medicinal  use." — Dr.  R.  Uwjhes, 


Lungs.— Upon  the  respiratory  organs,  Phosphorus  lias  a 
special  action.  "On  the  respiratory  organs,  Phosphorus  acts  as 
a  pure  irritant.  I  would  not  lay  too  much  stress  on  the  bron- 
chitis, emphysema,  pneumonia,  and  pulmonary  phthisis  observed 
in  workmen  and  rabbits  exposed  to  its  fumes,  as  these  may  be 
but  local  effects.  They  are  accompanied,  however,  with  the 
weakness,  emaciation,  and  hectic,  which  characterize  the  gastro- 
intestinal effects  of  the  drug.  But  Nfagendie  and  others  have 
found  hepatization  of  the  lungs  in  animals  poisoned  by  it,  and 
the  provers  experienced  decided  symptoms  of  laryngo-tracheal 
and  bronchial  irritation,  and  of  pulmonary  congestion. 
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"Phosphorus  occupies  a  high  place  in  the  Homoeopathic  ther- 
aptfutics  of  respiratory  affections ;  and  pneumonia  is  the  disease 
in  which  it  has  won  its  spurs.  First  introduced  by  Dr.  Fleiscb- 
marni  of  Vienna,  his  great  success  with  it  has  led  to  its  general 
use  throughout  the  Homu>upnthic  body.  Dr.  CI.  ^fuller  and  Dr. 
Baehr  have  given  indications  for  the  preference  of  Phosphorus  to 
Tartar  emetic  in  this  disease.  They  concur  in  recommending  it 
especially  when  pueumonia  threatens  to  deviate  from  itb  normal 
course,  and  when  'nervous'  (i.  e.,  typhoid)  symptoms  appear. 
Dr.  Baehr  thinks  it  also  the  prime  remedy  in  a?dema  polmoniim* 
I  am  myself  disposed  to  prefer  it  to  any  other  medicine  in  all  the 
stages  of  pneumonia  simplex,  and  in  the  pneumonia  of  typhus. 
Bryonia  is  probably  superior  in  pleuro-pneumonia  ;  and  in  bron- 
cho-pneumonia, Tartar  emetic  conten<l8  with  it  for  precedence ; 
though,  in  this  malady  oecurriug  in  children,  Phosphorus  has 
always  given  mc  the  utmost  satisfaction.  In  fact,  in  these  sub- 
jects, bronchitis  is  so  apt  to  run  on  to  pneumonia,  that  I  always 
employ  Phosidionis,  after  Aconite,  in  its  treatment,  in  preference 
to  any  other  bronchial  medit-ine." — Dr.  R.  Hughes. 

Ai'tion. — "What  is  the  ratumttle?  I  would  answer  in  the  first 
place,  that  the  fundamental  lesion  is  an  acute  fatty  degeneration, 
which  Phosphorus  has  the  power  of  causing  in  ever>'  part  nf  tht» 
body  susceptible  thereof.  In  the  second  place.  I  would  refer  the 
netirotic  and  htematic  phenomena  to  the  suspension  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  liver  and  kidneys,  owing  to  the  metamorphosiB  of 
their  secreting  cells.  I  attach  most  importance  to  the  affection 
of  the  liver.  Although  the  cerebral  syraptoms  resemble  those  of 
nnemia  so  far  that  they  suggest  the  retention  of  a  similarly  hurt- 
ful excretion  in  the  blood,  they  could  hardly  be  mistaken  for  them. 
Combined  with  the  petechiie  and  hemorrhages,  they  present  a 
morbid  condition  only  present  elsewhere  in  what  Frerichs  calls 
'acholia,'  i.  e.,  a  suspension  of  the  functions  of  the  liver,  owing 
to  A  de.itruction  of  its  secreting  cells.  The  most  prominent  in- 
stance of  this  lesion  is  acute  atrophy  of  the  liNcr;  but  it  also^ 
occurs  occasionally  in  the  course  of  cirrhoRis.  obstructive  jatin- 
dice,  and  other  chronic  hepatic  affections.  The  symptoms  are 
those  of  blood-poisoning,  to  which  the  nervous  phenomena  are 
pnibnbly  secondarj*.  T  <lo  not  want  to  wnnder  too  far  into 
pathologj'.  but  I  must  call  yonr  att<Mition  to  the  ver>'  interesting 
speculations  on  the  subject  of  Dr.  .Austin  Flint,  of  New  York. 
TTis  iheor>'  is  that  clinlestprinn  is  the  excrementjtious  materinl 
the  bile  as  urea  is  of  the  urine,  nnd  that  the  blo4Hl-poisoniiii! 
acholui  is  accordingly  a  cholestenomia," — J>r,  K.  Hurtfifa. 
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"W.  Dybkowsky  reiK^erB  probable  the  tliGorj'  of  Sehuehardt, 
that  the  PhoBphonis,  to  houio  extent  iu  the  alimentary  caual,  but 
rau«li  more  largely  iu  tho  veins,  is  converted  into  Phosphmeted 
hydrogen,  and  that  some  of  this  compound  and  some  of  the 
Phosphorus  itself  is  oxidized  in  the  venous  blood,  so  that  Phos- 
phorio  acid,  besides  Piiortphonis  and  Phoaphureted  hydrogen,  is 
emptied  into  the  arterial  blood ;  further,  that  the  last  two  eom- 
pounds  are  oxidized  at  tlie  expense  of  the  arterial  blood  and  the 
tissues  it  feeds,  and  that  the  poisoning  is  due  to  this  deprivation 
of  oxygen." — Dr,  H,  C,  Wood. 


Tliera|>eutic  Individuality. 

General  Indications.— TaU,  Blender  people,  with  fair  skin, 
sanguine  temperament,  sensitive  disposition,  quick  and  lively 
perceptions.  It  is  especially  suited  to  fevers  where  death  seems 
inevitable  in  consequence  of  the  deep  seated  injury  inflicted  upon 
the  vital  forces;  and  to  aoute,  sub-acute,  and  chronic  diseases  of 
the  brain,  jaws,  teeth,  lungs,  stomach,  intestines,  hver.  kidneys, 
sexual  organs,  and  blood. 

Sensation  of  weakness  and  emptiness  in  the  abdomen ;  this 
distresses  aaid  aggravates  all  the  other  symptoms;  and  it  is  the 
ruling  key  for  the  use  of  Phosphorus,  and  probably  depends  on 
portal  congestion ;  a  step  further  is  shown  by  jaundice  from  fatty 
degeneration  of  the  liver.

Digestive^  Organs. — The  most  prominent  action  of  Phytolacca 
centers  on  the  stomach  and  bowela.  Through  ilH  action  upou 
the  pneumogastrio  nerve  at  its  origin  in  the  medulla,  thii  dnig 
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is  a  powei'ful  emetie ;  bat  it  is  very  slow  in  its  operation.  Vom- 
iting often  does  not  tak»?  place  for  one  or  two  hours  after  its 
ingeBtiou ;  but  its  action  continues  for  a  long  time,  affecting  both 
the  stomacli  and  the  bow*?ls.  Large  doses  produce  excessive 
vomiting  and  purging,  attended  with  great  prostration  and  some- 
times convulsions.  The  active  principle  produces  a  burning 
sensation  in  the  stomach,  vomiting;  tendeniess  in  the  bowels, 
witli  a  peculiar  heat  in  the  rectum,  soon  followed  by  tenehmus, 
mucous  and  Idoody  stools. 

"1  ate  a  small  piece  of  the  root,  and  gave  some  to  several  of 
my  friends,  a  little  before  noon.  Soon  after,  all  who  had  uaii-n 
it,  began  to  vomit.  The  matter  rejected  was  fii-st  of  the  aliment, 
and  then  a  dark  bilious  substance,  which  came  away  with  as 
little  effort  as  vomiting  in  Asiatic  cholera.  Vomiting  and  pui'ging 
continued  all  the  afternoon,  with  considerable  griping  pains  and 
cramps  in  the  abdomen.  The  emesis  took  place  evt-ry  hfteen  or 
twenty  minutes.  Toward  evening  we  were  eonftiied  to  our  lieds; 
extremities  cold ;  pulse  very  slow  ;  eyes  deeply  sunk  in  the  orbits. 
We  all  passed  a  restless  night,  with  some  fever,  considerable 
thirst,  and  the  stools  without  pain.  The  next  morning  all  the 
dangerous  symptoms  had  passed  off.  We  felt  weak  for  several 
days,  with  a  continuous  diarrhten."— /^r.  Bfthiruhurtf, 

The  continuous  diarrhoea  does  not  often  follow  as  in  the 
alxive  cases  longer  than  the  second  day.  The  vomiting  caused 
by  this  drug,  being  centric,  comes  on  suddenly,  without  much 
nausea,  accompanied  with  a  scraping,  excoriating  feeling  in  the 
throat,  with  a  thick,  ropy  discharge  from  the  salivary  glands, 
cool  perspiration,  and  excessive  muscular  debility. 


FibrooA  and  8erou8  TissiieA.— -The  action  of  Phytolacca 
upon  these  tissues,  closely  resembles  that  of  Mezereum,  ^^lercury. 
and  Iodide  of  Potash.  It  not  only  affects  the  fibrous  tissues  and 
the  periosteum,  but  it  also  affects  the  fibrous  coverings  of  the 
muscles,  and  that  which  envelops  or  sheathes  the  nerves.  In 
rheumatic  and  syphilitic  affections,  where  these  tissues  are  in- 
volved, many  remarkable  cures  have  been  made  with  this  drug. 
Dr.  Smart  says:  "The  sphere  of  Phytolacca  in  rheumatic  affec- 
tions appears  to  be  in  the  fibrous  tissues  covering  the  bones  and 
nerves.  In  rheumatic  irritation  of  the  sheiiths  of  the  nerves,  as 
in  sciatic  rheHmatijsin,  it  is  especially  useful ;  also  in  periosteal 
rheumatism  and  in  periostitis.  A  leading  indication  for  its  use 
in  periosteal  rheumatism,  is  the  presence  of  a  sj^philitic  taint, 
which  may  be  supposed  to  originate  the  troubles  in  the  osseous 
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Btractures."  It  is  more  especially  adapted  to  Bub-acutti  and 
chrouic  rheumatism,  where  the  perioHteum  and  fibrous  tissue  are 
much  hypertrophied  as  well  an  the  muscles. 


Qlftndalar  Sj'stem, — Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  snys:  "It  is  esteemed 
verj'  highly  i»i  ultnuhiiar  ufftxtions.  In  our  pathogenesis  we  find 
the  following  sj-mptonis :  'A  vi<ry  peculiar  tension  and  pressure 
in  tiie  parotids :  hurdncHS  of  a  gland  on  the  right  side  of  the  neck ; 
suppuration  of  a  tumor  behind  the  right  ear,  with  discharge  of 
Idood  and  pus.*  Dr.  Burt  found  it  to  cause  swelling  and  infiam- 
uiation  of  the  tonsils.  St-verul  HomaH.)pathic  physicians,  with 
myself,  have  found  it  useful  in  swelluig  and  iudurution  of  glands; 
it  seems  to  have  a  spueifif  alHnily  for  the  mammary  glands.  The 
root  excites  the  whole  gUindular  system,  and  has  been  highly 
extolled  in  syphihs,  scrofulous  and  cutuneous  diseases.  It  is 
said  to  hasten  the  suppurative  process;  it  has  been  used  with 
filleged  success  in  hronohocele.  The  Phytolacca  is  an  analogue 
of  MtiVPury.  Iodide  of  Potash,  Bai7ta,  Podophyllum,  Arsenicum, 
and  other  similar  drugs.  It  is  strange  that  a  vegetable  remedy 
sljould  be  so  aimloiKous  in  its  action  to  the  Iodide  of  Potash.  One 
symptom  is  quite  notable, — the  loss  of  adipose  tissue  in  birda 
which  have  eaten  of  the  l)errie8.  Kali  hydriodicum  has  this 
power  of  causing  absorption  of  adipose  matter  in  a  great  detrroe  ; 
so.  also,  both  are  use^^l  in  periosteal,  Mercurial,  and  so-called 
syphilitic  rbcumatisra."  The  ashes  of  Phytolacca  contain  over 
y?^>i/  per  cent  of  Camtic  potasstt,  strong  enough  to  act  as  an  eecha- 
rotic  to  fnngns  and  cancerous  ulcers.  They  also  eontnin  an  arid 
called  Pkfftohietk  ucUl.  This  explains  why  the  symptoms  of  this 
drug  so  closely  resemble  those  of  the  Iodide  of  Potash. 

"Phytolacca  has  a  spf^ific  effect  upon  the  thyroid  and  mam- 
mff,  also  parotids  and  other  f?lands  of  the  throat,  and  by  analogy 
ought  to  act  powerfully  upon  the  ovaries,  plandft  of  the  cervix. 
and  testes.  ...  I  have  nsed  it  successfully  in  many  coses  of 
inHammation  of  the  mararasc  as  well  as  for  tumors  and  nodoaities 
in  these  glands.  .  .  .  But  the  Ph>'tolacca  is  not  only  useful  in 
simple  and  intlammatory  engorgement,  causing  rapid  suppuration, 
but  it  is  valuable  in  those  cases  where  suppuration  is  already  com- 
menced. Here  it  reduces  the  inHammation.  increases  the  activity 
of  the  absorbents,  and  will  often  condense  an  apparently  large 
abscess  to  the  smallest  dimensions.  It  is  often  the  ease  that 
neglected  or  ill-treated  mammary  abscesses  degeiierate  into  ill- 
conditionod  tistulous  ulcers.  In  such  cases,  I  have  seen  the  best 
results  follow  the  judicious  use  of  the  remedy. 
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"I  have  found  it  uBeful  in  encysted  tmnorB ;  recent  indura- 
tions, and  even  in  scirrhus  of  the  breuHt.  In  those  cases  of 
irritable  mamm«e  where  there  is  no  swelling,  induration,  nor 
tumor,  only  a  puinfulnesH  at  the  menstruni  period,  I  have  found 
it  of  great  use.  Xhe  menses  became  more  natural,  and  the  pain 
in  the  mammie  ceased.  The  question  here  arises :  Why  will  it 
not  prove  valuable  in  certain  diseases  of  the  testicles  or  the 
ovaries?  When  we  consider  the  physiological  relation  of  the 
ovaries  to  the  mammie,  we  predict  it  will  be  found  usefol  in 
many  ovarian  diseases." — Hale. 

Phytolacca  is  in  couslant  use  among  dairymen  to  remove 
inflammatory  engorgement  of  the  udders  of  cows.  In  neuralgic 
affections  and  engorgement  of  the  mammie,  it  Bhould  be  used 
locally  as  well  as  iuterually.  For  cracked  and  excoriated  nip- 
ples, the  cerate  is  of  great  value.  It  has  also  been  found  very 
useful  where  the  secretion  of  milk  was  so  profuse  that  the  patient 
became  exhausted  from  the  excessive  drain. 

Kidneys.— The  action  of  this  drug  upon  the  kidneys  is  so  pow- 
erful that  albumiinu-ia  is  produced.  This  was  u  well-marked  cfTeet 
in  my  pi-oving.  The  urine  remained  acid  and  became  decidedly 
albuminous,  with  increased  specific  gravity ;  and  there  was  pain 
in  the  region  of  the  kidneys,  ^ritli  high-colored  urine.  It  also  has 
many  s>Tuptom8  pointing  to  direct  action  upon  the  Uver. 

Blood.— Phytolacca  produces  an  excess  of  tibrme  in  the  blood 
simitar  to  that  found  in  rheumatism,  and  especially  (Upbtheria. 

Orehro-Spinal  System.— The  chief  action  of  this  drug  on 
the  animal  nervous  system,  is  upon  the  medulla ;  but  it  also  acta 
upon  the  spine.  My  experiments  upon  animals  with  Phytolacca 
elicited  many  convulsive  symptoms.  It  produces  many  neuralgic- 
symptoms,  with  tingling  and  prickling  sensations  over  the  flki'n. 

Dr.Origgs  reports  a  case  of  poisoniug  with  thia  remedy  where 
"the  extremities  were  stiff;  eyes  bleared  and  dancing,  pupils  con- 
tracted ;  lower  lip  drawn  do\ni.  teeth  clenched,  lips  everted  and 
firm ;  muscular  rigidity  was  general  and  opisthotonos  estab- 
lished; pulse  65,  soft  and  unresisting;  temperature  but  little 
changed ;  respiration  difficult  and  oppressed ;  mucous  rale  dis- 
tinct and  audible  anywhere  in  the  room.  The  contraction  of  the 
massoters  precluded  the  idea  of  giving  remedies  by  the  mouth, 
and  the  amount  of  mucus  in  the  bronchi  that  of  administering 
antestheticB.  After  an  hour,  had  convulsive  action  of  the  face 
and  neck,  the  chin  drawn  closely  to  the  stemnm.  which  condition 
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would  last  five  or  ten  minutes,  then  partial  relief  for  twenty 
minutes,  when  it  would  return  the  same  as  above  doscribod. 
The  child  recovered  without  emesis  or  catharsis,  with  retention 
of  urine  for  one  day." 

It  is  a  paralyzer,  the  loss  of  power  occurring  first  in  the  lower 
extremities,  similar  to  that  of  Gouium.  "The  impairment  of  mo- 
tility is  not  due  to  an  action  of  this  agent  on  tlie  motor  nerve  or 
on  the  muscle;  for  the  in-itability of  the  nerve  and  the  contractil- 
ity of  mnsnle  remain  unaffected  when  a  lethal  doso  of  Phytolacca 
has  been  given.  The  action  is  on  the  spinal  cord,  chiefly  on  the 
meihxMu. "—Bartholow. 

8kin.—Its  action  on  the  skin  gre-atly  resembles  that  of  second- 
ary syphilis ;  such  as  psoriasis,  pittfriaaig,  lupus,  and  tin^a  capitit. 
Dr.  Searle  has  found  it  almost  a  specific  for  a  tendency  to  boils, 
carbuncles,  and  maligiuint  puNtules. 


TlicraiM*utic  Individnality. 

Fibrous  Tissnes.— The  patient  is  of  a  rheumatic  diathesis, 
and  iH  frequently  afHicled  with  rheumatism  of  the  periosteal  and 
fibrous  tissues,  or  is  suffering  from  sccondarj*  or  tertiary  syphilis. 

Chronic  rheumatism  where  the  periosteum  is  involved,  espe- 
cially if  syphilitic  ;  worse  in  damp  weather. 

Much  stiffness  of  the  neck  many  nights. 

The  ba(;k  is  very  stiff  every  morning,  and  in  damp  weather. 

Constant  dull,  heavy  pain  in  the  lumbar  and  sacral  legions, 
aggravated  by  motion,  and  at  night. 

"Pains  shooting  from  sacrum  down  to  feet." — Dr.  Whipple. 

"Neuralgic  pain  in  the  outside  of  left  thigh ;  sciatica." — Jahr, 

Feels  sore  all  over  from  head  to  foot ;  museleB  sore  and  stiff. 

Severe  rheumatic  pains  in  lower  extremities,  with  nightly 
hone-pains. 

Great  exhaustion  and  prostration,  after  diphtheria, 

"Syphilitic  rheumatism,  with  eidargomeut  of  the  parotid  and 
submaxillary  glands." — Dr.  O'Brien, 

"Ttheumatism  of  the  right  frontal  region,  with  nausoa  and 
aggravatio!i  in  the  morning."— />r.  O'Brirn 

"Chronic  rheumatism  of  the  left  hip-joint,  with  effusion  of  the 
synovial  fiuid.  and  loss  of  the  use  of  tlie  joint." — Dr.  P.  H.  Jlnle, 

"Arthritis  vaga,  wandering  gout." — Dr,  Xeidharti, 

liheumatism  of  the  fingers,  joints  swollen  hard  and  shining. 

Great  lassitude  and  desire  to  he  do>vn.  with  rheamatism. 
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"Rheumatism  of  the  spine  ;  the  pain  paases  up  the  neck  to  the 
back  of  the  head." — Dr,  J.  ReytwUls. 

Kheumatism  affecting  periosteum,  sheaths  of  the  nerves  and 
fascife.

Face  pale,  pains  in  the  bones  of  the  face  and  head  at  niglit. 

Month  and  Throat.— Great  pain  in  the  root  of  the  tongue 
when  swallowing. 

Tongue  feels  roughiwith  blisters  on  the  sides,  and  a  very  red 
tip ;  great  pain  in  the  root  of  the  tongue  when  swallowing. 

Tongue  and  lips  dry,  much  pnin  in  the  fauces  when  swallowing. 

The  tongue  feels  as  if  scalded ;  coated  grayisli  yellow. 

"Irresistible  desire  to  bite  the  teeth  together." — Dr.  MerrilL 

Teeth  aU  ache,  feel  sore  and  elongated ;  rheumatism. 
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Great  congestion  and  swelling  of  soft  palate  and  tonsils. 

Sensation  uh  if  there  was  a  lump  in  the  throat  that  causes 
constant  eiforts  iu  swallow ;  globus. 

Salivation  viiih  metallic  taste  iu  the  month ;  diphtheria. 

Great  ronghness  ami  rawness  in  throat ;  from  inilammution. 

Congestion  and  intlammaiion  of  the  whole  back  part  of  tbd 
mouth  and  fauces ;  breath  very  fetid ;  touhillitis  or  diphtheria. 

Induration  and  ulceration  of  the  tonsils,  deglutition  impossible. 

Induration  of  the  parotid  glands  iu  diphtheria. 

Diphtheritic  inflammation  and  ulceration  of  the  throat. 

Fauces,,  tonsils,  and  phuryn\  covered  with  dark-colored 
pseudo-memhraue ;  but  does  pot  extend  to  the  nares  or  trachea. 

Excessive  fetor  of  the  breath  in  diphtheria,  witli  high  fever; 
great  prostration,  and  aching  of  the  head,  back,  and  legs. 

The  great  aching  of  the  back  an<l  legs,  fueling  as  if  pounded 
all  over,  with  the  prostnition,  is  very  elianicteristic  of  Phytolacca. 

Feeling  as  if  a  ball  of  red-hot  iron  had  lodged  in  the  throat 

Difficult  tleglutition ;  with  ever>-  attempt,  excniciatinp  shooting 
pains  through  both  ears  ;  regiirgitating  through  tile  nostrils. 

Dr.  Bayes  says:  "'Two  of  the  principal  diseases  in  which  I 
have  found  this  medicine  of  semce,  are  diphtlieria  and  fatty 
degeneration.  Both  are  ciiaraclerized  by  vei*)'  feeble  performance 
of  nerve  function,  and  by  a  tendenc^y  to  failure  of  the  heart's 
action.  My  experience  with  Phytolacca  in  diphtheria  has  been 
very  favonibU*,  given  in  one  or  two  drops  of  the  tincture,  with  a 
gargle  of  40  to  (JO  drops  of  the  tincture  in  half  a  pint  of  water.  It 
appears  to  me  to  act  as  a  specific  stimulant  to  those  organs  ntid 
tissues  which  are  primarily  depressed  by  the  poison  ;  the  tliront, 
the  heart,  and  the  stomach;  characterized  by  well-niarked  ady- 
namic conditions,  and  in  some  of  them  partial  paralysis  reinnined 
for  a  time." 

Dr.  K.  M.  Hale  says :  "Tlie  diphtheria  in  which  Phytolacca  is 
indicated  is  generally  epidemic,  with  a  catarrhal  or  rhouniatio 
origin.  The  sjTiiptoms  partake  of  a  rheumatic  catarrhal  charac- 
ter. It  commences  with  very  severe  pains  all  over  the  body, 
apparently  in  the  bones.  The  soreness  and  pain  in  the  limhs, 
back,  neck  and  head,  are  very  severe.  High  fever  mixed  with 
chilliuesft  and  great  weakness.  The  pain  in  the  throat  is  chielly 
at  the  root  of  the  tongue,  and  in  the  tonsils,  extending  to  the  ears. 
The  exudation,  or  pseudo-membrnne,  is  pearly  white  or  grAyisfa 
white,  and  not  of  the  malignant  form. 

"The  value  of  Phytolacca  has  heen  verified  by  thousands  of 
physicians  of  the  Homieopathic  school  in  Enfcdand,  Austria,  Ger- 
many, .\u8traliaj  and  other  countries  as  well  as  our  own. 
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"To  Dr.  W.  H.  Burt  rightfully  belongs  the  honor  of  first  intro- 
ducing tbia  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  diphtheria.  Tlie  recom- 
mendation was  made  to  me  during  hia  heroic  proving  of  the  medi- 
cine. Those  who  undertook  to  sneer  at  the  claims  Dr.  Burt  set  forth 
for  this  remedy,  may  well  feel  abashed  when  they  see  the  great 
amount  of  evidence  in  its  favor.  Future  generations  of  physi- 
cians, and  innumerable  patients,  will  remember  Dr.  Burt  with 
heartfelt  gratitude." 

In  malignant  cases  of  diphtherUi,  where  the  membranes  of  the 
nose  and  trachea  (eroupal  form)  are  involved.  Phytolacca  will 
prove  utUrlij  useilega;  and  we  must  then  select  such  remedies  as 
the  Cyanuret  of  Mercury,  Kali  biehromicum,  Lachesis.  Crotalus, 
Hepar  sulphur,  Bromine.  lotliue,  Arsenicum,  and  Rhus  vemix, 
with  a  full  milk  diet  to  reduce  the  fibrine.  In  diphtheria,  the  use 
of  a  gargle  of  Phytolacca  is  of  great  value.  It  should  l>o  composed 
of  one-half  tincture  of  the  green  root  and  one-half  water.  If 
used  hot  so  much  the  better.  A  gargle  of  Alcohol  is  supposed  to 
bo  the  best  we  have;  but,  with  the  addition  of  this  drug,  it  is 
greatly  superior  to  Alcohol  alone ;  and  I  believe  the  great  success 
of  this  remedy  is  largely  due  to  its  local  application,  combined 
with  its  internal  action.  Phj'tolacca  corresponds  to  inflararau- 
tion  and  ukerution  of  glandular  structures,  and  ulcerations  gen- 
erally. 

Stomuch. — Easy  vomiting  without  much  nausea.  Vomiting 
of  the  ingesta,  bile,  and  blood,  with  a  gi'eat  accumulation  of 
flatus  in  the  Htomarh  and  bowels. 

"Violent  vomiting  of  clotted  blood  and  shrae,  with  retching, 
intense  pain,  and  a  desire  fordeath  to  relievo."— /Jr.*/.  K.  Gilntaft. 

"Intense  vomiting  and  purging,  with  griping  pains  and  cramps 
in  the  abdomen." — Jnhr.     [From  biliousneas.j 

Great  rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  and  pain  in  the  nmbilious, 
with  stools  of  mucus  and  blood ;  gastro-enteritis. 

The  stools  of  Phytolacca  are  more  bilious  than  bloody.  It 
will  cure  dysentery,  but  is  better  m  bilious  iliarrhoea. 

Kidneys. — Albuminous  urine,  following  diphtheria. 
Dark  red  urine,  leaving  a  deep  red  stain  in  the  vessel. 
Uheumatism  with  chalk-like  sediment  in  the  urine. 
Fatty  degeneration  of  the  kidneys  from  a  gouty  diathesis. 

Sexaal  Organs,  Male.— Much  soreness  and  rheumatic  pains 
in  the  spermatic  cords,  ^vith  rheumatic  orchitis. 

Acute  and  chronic  orchitis.     (Locally  and  internally.) 
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I<«xiial  Organs,  Female.— Menses  too  often,  too  profuse, 

with  iiiureuae  of  teurs,  salivii,  bile,  and  urine ;  rheumatic  females. 

Biu'reu  females,  menstruation  very  painful  (rheumatic). 

Ovarian  neuralgia.     (Kbeumatio  or  gouty  foundation.) 

Nipples  sensitive,  cracked,  and  excoriated.     (Ubc  cerate.) 

Fistular  ulcers  and  abscesses  of  the  mammsB. 

Inflammation,  swelling,  and  suppuration  of  the  mammae. 

Mammffl  full  of  hard,  painful  nodosities.  Very  similar  to 
ecirrbus.  (It  has  cured  many  cases.  It  must  l>e  used  locally  as 
well  as  internally.     Not  useful  after  ulceration  has  commenced.) 

Galactorrhoea;  profuse  discharge  of  milk;  great  exhaustion. 

Irritable  mammte,  (externally  and  internally);  nursing  very 
painful- 

This  is  one  of  oar  most  useful  drugs  in  many  diseases  of  the 
mammic    but  it  must  be  used  locally  as  well  as  internally. 

Mastitis  where  the  hardness  is  very  apparent  from  the  first ; 
much  sensitiveness.     (See  Belladonna,  Conium,  and  Graphites.) 

Cancer  of  the  mammee  has  (apparently)  been  cured  many 
times  with  this  drug.  It  has  also  cured  cancer  in  many  parts  of 
the  body.  I  have  seen  it  cure  a  large  one  on  the  fondiead.  and 
one  the  size  of  a  hen's  egg  in  the  breast,  used  locally  and  inter- 
nally.    (These  were  diagnosed  to  be  cancer.) 

Skin. — Eruptions  and  ulceration  from  secondary  and  tertiary 
syphilis ;  squamous  eruptions ;  eczema,  herpes,  boils,  and  bar- 
bers  itch. 

Tinea  capitis,  and  various  ulcerations,  in  rheumatic,  gouty 
subjects. 

Aggravation-— Evening  and  night;  damp  weather;  motion. 

Amelioration.— While  lying  down  (most  symptoms) ;  during 
the  day,  and  dry,  warm  weather. 
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PLANTAGO  MAJOR. 

Plantain.

Through  the  cerebro-Bpinal  system,  Plantago  has  four  jipecial  centers 
of  action : 

I.  Fipra  Pair  op  Nerves.    Exeeatirt  Htfpermiheiia. 

II.  Skin.    PruriffO;  Urticaria;  Papula, 

III.  Digestive  OROANt;.    Parajtiticidc;  IHarrha'ti, 

IV.  Uhinauv  Ouoans.     Paralysis  of  Sphincter  Vesicie. 

rerebro-Spinal  System.— Upon  the  filaments  of  the  fifth  pair 
of  nerves,  no  known  remedy  has  a  more  specific  action.  It  produces 
great  sensitiveness  of  the  teeth ;  they  feel  greatly  elongated  and 
Bore  to  the  touch  and  can  not  bear  cold  air  or  contact.  Dr. 
Reutlinger  says  tliat  the  '2d  dilution  of  the  plant  will  cure  aeveu- 
tenths  of  all  cases  of  odontalgia  in  about  fifteen  minutes ;  and 
scores  of  Homoeopathic  physicians  have  cured  toothache  of  the 
most  aggravating  kind  with  Plantago  in  different  potencies  up  to 
the  SOth.  It  should  be  used  locally  as  well  as  internally.  It  also 
acts  upon  the  ear  similarly  to  Pulsatilla,  and  cures  otalgia. 

Skin.— It  causes  great  irritation  of  the  nerve  filaments  of  the 
skin,  producing  prnrhjo,  urticariii,  and  papula,  with  severe  itch- 
ing, pricking,  and  burning  sensations.  E.xterna!ly.  in  tlie  form  of 
ft  poultice,  or  lotion,  Plantago  has  greatly  benefited  burns,  scalds, 
frost-bites,  chilblains,  bites  of  animals,  bruises,  inllammatiou  of 
the  mammro,  erysipelas,  and  Rhus-poisoning. 

Digestive  Organs.— Here  it  produces  a  state  similar  to  ver- 
minous affections,  such  as  grinding  of  the  teeth,  colic,  diarrhoea, 
nocturnal  enuresis,  etc. 

It  is  especially  useful  in  nocturnal  enuresis  of  children  when 
there  is  a  lax  condition  of  the  sphincter  vesicfe.  It  has  been 
highly  extolled  in  cholera  infantum,  diarrhcea,  and  dysentery. 
The  pains  of  Plantago  are  of  a  tearing  nature. 

In  chronic  intermittent  fever,  Plantago  lias  made  some  brill- 
iant cures,  especially  after  the  abuse  of  Quinine.

Through  the  cerebro-spinol  norrous  system,  Platina  baa  three  spe- 
cial oeoters  of  action :

Animal  Nervous  System.— Through  the  cerebro-spinal  nerv- 
ons  system,  Platina  produces  great  depression  of  the  Beusorium 
and  a  general  teiuleiicy  tn  torpor  and  paralysis.  It  acts  espe- 
cially on  the  peripheral  nerves,  in  opposition  to  Opium. 

"Tlie  chief  action  of  Platina  appears  to  be  upon  the  nervous 
centers. — the  symptoms  being  generally  characterized  by  depres- 
sion. There  is  a  strong  tendency  to  paralysis  and  amestheaia ; 
and,  iu  the  emotional  sphere,  there  is  anxiety  and  apprehension, 
even  to  the  fear  of  death."— />r.  R.  Hughes. 

"The  action  of  Platina  is  exerted  in  the  most  marked  and  pe- 
culiar manner  npon  the  mind  and  disposition :  upon  the  second 
and  third  branches  of  the  trifacial  nerve,  and  apon  the  sexual 
organs  of  women.  It  acts,  like  Ignatia.  much  more  upon  the 
vital  forces  than  upon  the  organic  substances  of  the  body.  It 
further  resembles  iRniilia  in  the  fact  that  it  interfpres  with  and 
deranges  the  co-ordination  of  functions,  destroying  the  harmony 
with  which  related  functions  are  performed  in  the  healthy  bwly. 
It  differs  from  Ignatia  in  this,  that  the  Ignatia  patient  has  a  dis- 
position to  grieve  in  melancholy  sadness;  and  Platina,  on  the 
other  liaiid.  belongs  to  cases  in  which  the  mind  rises  in  dotiaut 
and  distorted  superiority  over  the  causes  of  vexation  or  sorrow; 
becomes,  first,  demonstratively  apprehensive,  then  alternately 
demonstratively  lachrymose  and  boisterously  merry,  and  at  last 
absurdly  supercilious ;  the  personality  of  the  patient  is  obtrudeil 
on  one's  notice."

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Sexual  OrcrniiH,  Femiile.— Throu^'h  tUo  tilaments  of  the  sper- 
matic plexus  of  nerves,  (Ustriljuted  to  the  ovaries,  Platmu  has 
a  profound  action  upon  the  generative  organs  of  women ;  produc- 
ing premature  and  profuse  menstruation,  and  menorrhagia.  With 
this  action,  there  are  ranuyBpasmodic  and  neuralgic  phenomena, 
mixed  up  with  paralysin,  amestliesia,  and  many  liyBterical  Bjiup- 
toms. 

"Platina  holds  the  same  place  in  the  treatment  of  chronic  ovn,- 
rian  disease  as  Aurum  in  corresponding  affections  of  the  testicles. 
Bering  recommends  it  for  induration  of  the  ovaries  (Hahnemann 
had  already  mentioned  a  similar  condition  in  the  uterus  as  indi- 
cating it) ;  and  Mr.  Harmar  Smith  has  published  a  case  of 
chronic  ovarian  irritation,  with  sterility,  in  which  it  was  curative. 
The  distinguisliing  feature  between  Platina  and  Pulsatilla  in  these 
cases  is,  that  with  the  Former  there  is  menorrhagia,  with  the  tatter 
the  reverse." — l>r,  Ihujhes. 

IHs^esUve  Organs,— It  produces  torpor  of  the  intestinal  canal, 
■with  rtalulence  and  constipation. 

The  Chloride  of  Platina  has  been  used  with  much  success  in 
chronic  syphilitic  diseases,  resembling  in  its  action  the  Chloride  of 
Gold,  where  profound  depression  of  mind  is  a  leading  symptom, 
and  the  Iodides  of  Mercury  and  Potaiih  fail. 


Therapentic  Individaality. 

Oeneral  Tndiratlons.— Females  with  dark  hair,  thin,  of  a 
sanguine  or  bilious  temperament,  and  who  suffer  from  too  fre- 
quent and  too  profuse  menstruation,  and  whose  sexual  organs  are 
exceedingly  sensitive.

Digestive  Orprans.— The  salt  of  Lead  that  is  moBt  apt  to 
produce  toxic  symptoms  is  the  Aoetate.  "The  liret  result  of  a 
toxic  dose  of  this,  is,  iii  most  cases,  a  persistent  sweet,  some- 
what metallic,  taste.  This  in  a  few  minutes  is  followed  hy 
vomiting,  which  may  or  may  not  he  preceded  hy  nausea.  The 
matters  vomited  are  often  milky  white  from  the  presence  of  Chlo- 
ride of  Lea*!.  A  severe,  persistent  burning  pain  in  llie  abdomen 
now  comes  on,  and  is  accompanied  with  a  craving  for  drink. 
There  may  be  diarrhcca  or  obstinate  constipation.  In  either  case, 
the  stools  are  generully  black  from  the  Sulphuret  of  Lead.  In 
some  cases,  collapse  is  developed,  the  pulse  falls  to  forty  or  fifty 
per  minute,  the  voice  is  lost,  tlie  face  is  dendly  pale,  lips  livid, 
and  syncope  seems  imminent.  In  other  cases,  the  nervous  symp- 
toms predominate,  or  they  may  accompany  those  of  disordered 
circulation.  Crnmps  in  the  calves  of  the  leps,  severe  neui'algic 
pains  in  the  extremities,  piiralysis  and  nniLsihesia,  vertigo,  stupor, 
may  any  or  all  of  them  he  present.  In  faUil  cases,  coma,  with  or 
without  convulsions,   finally  develops.     A  distinctive  mark  of 
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Lcau -poisoning  which  sometimes  is  present  very  early  is  the  blue 
line  upon  the  ginm.  After  death,  intJammation  of  the  alimentary 
mucous  membrane  is  Homelimes,  but  not  always,  found. 

"The  fatal  dose  of  Sugar  of  Lead  is  between  one  and  two 
ounccfl;  the  Suli-aeetate  is  more  poisonous,  and  the  Nitrate  acta 
as  a  violent  irritant.  The  Carbonate  appears  to  be  incapable  of 
causing  acute  poisoning."—//.  C  Wood, 


Cliroulc  Lead-PoiHOiiiii]^. — "Chronic  Lead-poisoning  shows, 

sooner  or  later,  almost  without  exception,  signs  of  impaired 
nutrition.  Even  when  the  patient  expurienees  no  diminution  of 
his  strength  and  general  health,  his  aspect  becomes  changed,  and 
the  skin  aHsnmes  a  peculiar  yellowish  hue.  icterus  Saturuiiius ; 
but  this  color  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  biliary  pigments.  There 
is  rarely  wanting,  as  a  characteristic  ipark  of  the  action  of  Lead, 
a  dark  or  bluish-blaek  line  at  the  junction  of  the  teeth  and  gums, 
always  moat  8trf>ngly  marked  \ipoii  the  upper  jaw ;  and  it  shows 
moat  plainly  in  people  who  have  bad  teeth,  with  deposits  of 
tartar  upon  them.  The  black  edge  of  this  line  is  duo  io  the 
deposition  of  particles  of  tlie  Sulphide  of  Lead  in  the  substance 
of  the  gum.  In  rare  caseti,  this  slate  color  spreads  over  the  en- 
tire gum,  or  even  over  the  whole  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth 
(Tanquerel). 

'*As  further  signs  of  the  action  of  Lead  upon  the  system,  we 
have  a  charactci'iHtic  insipid,  sweetish,  mildly  astringent  (Lead) 
taste,  and  at  the  same  time,  a  very  fetid  breath.  (The  fetid 
breath  is  due  to  its  perverted  action  upon  the  lymphntics  of  the 
lungs.)    .     .    . 

"Cnlica  Sitturninn.—Hhis  is  the  first,  and  by  far  the  most  fre- 
quent, form  ill  which  chronic  Lead-poisoning  manifests  itself. 
Not  unfrequently,  it  comes  on  very  suddenly,  without  any  previ- 
ous symptoms.  In  most  cases,  however,  some  warning  is  given. 
For  weeks  preceding  the  attack  of  colic,  the  patient  is  tonneuted 
by  moderate  wandering  pains,  which  are  sometimes  aggravated 
Jby  eating,  and  sometimes  entirely  independent  of  meals.  At  the 
ime  time,  increased  disturbance  of  digestion  is  noticed,  loss  of 
appetite,  increase  of  the  peculiar  sweetish  taste,  and  constipation, 
and  in  some  cases  diarrhcea.  With  these  prodroma,  the  case  can 
be  arrested.  In  most  cases,  these  symptoms  are  followed  by  the 
outbreak  of  the  dipease,  beginning  witii  colicky  pains.  These 
vary  in  intensity;  they  may  bo  inconsiilerable,  or  may,  on  the 
other  hand,  be  so  severe  fhat  the  patient  attempts  suicide. 
Ucording  to  the  severity  of  the  attack,  the  patient  is  affected 
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menUlly  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  often  being  excited  to  the 
utmost  violence.  Besidetj  the  attacks  of  colic,  whicb  rarely  last 
more  tlian  a  few  minutes  (Tanquerel  saw  tbem  last  for  hours), 
there  are  some  sensations  of  paiu  whicli  do  not  entirely  cease,  a 
contmued  griping  and  cramp  in  the  abdomen  being  present 
almost  without  exception. 

"Pressure  on  the  abdomen  never  increases  the  pain  in  severe 
attacks,  but,  on  the  contrary,  almost  always  gives  relief.  At  the 
time  of  the  remission,  it  is  agreeable  to  the  patient,  and  very 
rarely  increases  the  pain.  The  seat  of  the  pain  varies.  Gen- 
erally, it  is  in  the  region  of  the  umbilicus,  sometimes  in  the  upper 
and  sometimes  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  and  rarely  in 
the  region  of  tlie  kidneys.  No  clnssitication  of  Lend  colic  based 
upon  this  is  of  any  value. 

"In  many  cases,  the  pains  are  accompanied  by  tormenting 
and  frequent  tenesmus ;  in  others,  together  with  or  in  place  of 
tenesmus,  there  is  strangury  or  retention  of  urine,  with  severe 
pain  extending  along  the  course  of  the  ureters  or  spermatic  cord 
to  the  kidneys,  or  to  the  penis.  There  are  also  shooting  pains  in 
the  breasts.  These  pains  are  doubtless  in  part  due  to  powerful 
contractions  of  the  intestiual  wall ;  at  all  events,  Tanquerel  suc- 
ceeded in  feeling  very  energetic  contraction  of  tlie  rectum  during 
an  attack  of  colic,  by  digital  examination ;  he  also  thought  that 
he  could  detect  a  contraction  of  the  sphincter  vesic©  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  catheter. 

"In  addition  to  the  colic,  retraction  of  the  abdomen  and  con- 
stipation are  rarely  wanting.  The  retraction  of  the  abdomen  ia 
often  very  great, — so  great  that  the  bodies  of  the  vertebrie  can  be 
seen  througli  the  skin  of  tlie  abdomen.  The  entire  abdomen  is 
generally  sunken,  so  as  to  be  boat-sliaped.  and  is  hard.  At  times 
the  retraction  is  irregular.  In  not  a  few  eases,  however,  this  ia 
entirely  wanting,  and  in  it«  place  there  is  swelling  of  the  abdo- 
men. The  same  is  true  of  constipation ;  notwithstanding  the  im- 
portance of  this  symptom  in  the  diagnosis  of  Lead  colic,  yet  it  is 
in  many  and  even  severe  cases,  wanting,  and  diarrlicea  occurs  in 
its  place.  Nevertheless,  in  by  Uix  the  majority  of  cases,  consti- 
pation is  co-incident  with  the  pain,  not  only  in  time  but  also  in 
degree ;  and  they  may  last  for  several  weeks.  Violent  vomiting, 
or  at  least  nausea,  is  also  a  very  common  occurrence.  The  vom- 
iting ia  often  preceded  for  a  long  time  by  ineffcotnnl  retching,  and 
occurs  generally  during  the  remission  of  the  colicky  i>ain8.  The 
vomited  matters  are  usually  tinged  witli  bile. 
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"The  course  of  the  disease,  cbieriy  hmited  to  the  coHc,  varies. 
As  a  rule,  it  is  more  Hevere  in  the  evening  and  night,  when  all  of 
the  Bymptoms  become  worse.  Even  after  long  iutenals  free  from 
pain,  and  when  the  diBease  seems  to  be  at  an  end,  relapses  are 
very  fix-queut ;  they  occur  after  the  expiration  of  days  and  weeks. 
The  duration  of  the  disease  is,  as  a  rule,  not  more  than  a  week. 
especially  in  recent  cases;  but  it  enn  be  proUmtjed  vor>'  mucli  by 
repeated  relapses,  and  may  tinally,  especially  in  old  cases,  and 
wliere  there  is  a  fresh  exposure  to  the  action  of  the  poison, 
become  chronic.  The  termination  of  the  disease,  following  the 
cessation  of  the  colic,  is  often  very  sudden.  The  prognosis  is  on 
the  whole  very  favorable;  extensive  BtatisticH  by  Tanqnerel  show 
the  mortality  to  be  only  two  per  cent. " — Zlrmneen. 

This  Lead  colic  is,  without  doubt,  a  neurosis  of  the  peripheral 
nerves  of  the  intestinal  plexus,  from  degenemtion  and  regenera- 
tion of  the  peripheral  nerves,  as  shown  in  post  mortems. 

"The  abdominal  i>henomena  of  Lead-poisoiiinR  at  once  sog- 
geat  it  OS  a  remedy  for  colic  and  coiiHtipation.  whether  occurring 
separately  or  together.  And,  indeed,  1  know  of  no  better  instance 
of  the  truth  of  the  law  of  similars  than  the  beautiful  action  of 
Plumbum  in  such  conditions.  For  obstinate  habitual  consti- 
pation, when  the  stools  arc  di7  and  lumpy,  and  the  intestines 
half  paralytic  and  half  crampy,  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  ill 
it.  It  is  no  less  valualile  in  what  Dr.  Copeman  calls  '  obstipation ;' 
— that  is,  an  impnction  of  fa-ces.  This  use  of  Lead,  inexplicable 
save  upon  the  Honitt'opathic  hypothesis,  has  been  recently  im- 
ported into  ordinary  practice  by  l)r.  Thorowgood.  of  course  with- 
out Hcknowledfmient  of  its  source.  We  carry  it  still  further,  rely- 
ing upon  the  medirinc  in  any  form  of  obstruction  of  the  bowels 
that  has  not  a  mechanical  cause;  and,  in  incarcerated  and  even 
strangulated  hernia,  before  the  knife  is  resorted  to,  Plumbum 
shoTild  be  tried.    .     ,    . 

"The  association  of  colic  with  constipation,  and  of  constipation 
with  colic,  always  forms  the  special  indication  for  Plumbum  as  ft 
remedy  for  either.  But  association  is  not  essential.  The  habit- 
ual costiveness  iji  which  the  medicine  is  so  et^cacious  may  be 
(juite  painlefis;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  Baehr  has  related  one 
case,  myself  another,  of  what  may  fairly  be  called  neuralgic  en- 
terodynia  cured  by  it,  where  the  bowels  were  regular  enough.  In 
BUch  cases,  the  sense  of  retraction  in  the.al>domen  mentioned  aa 
characteristic  by  Dr.  Guemsuy,  or  the  actual  hard  and  tense  con- 
dition observed  by  Baehr,  may  guide  to  its  choice." — Lhr,  Hvgkes. 
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Kidneys. — '*I  come  now  to  the  action  of  Lead  upon  the  (irinary 
organs,  which  are  an  important  seat  of  its  influence.  In  the  firBt 
place,  WG  have  Dr.  Kinger's  btatement,  that,  after  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  salts,  there  is  on  increased  amount  of  mucus  in  the 
urine,  with  signs  of  irritation  of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  blad- 
der, even  to  the  extent  of  inducing  a  catarrhnl  condition.  Cor- 
respondingly, Teste  claims  to  have  cured  with  Plumbum  several 
chronic  atfections  of  the  urinary  organs.  But  of  still  greatej-  in- 
tei*est  is  the  aution  of  the  poison  on  the  kidneys.  These  are  found, 
as  I  have  said,  small  and  j,Tanular ;  there  is  present  the  contracted 
kidney,  which  constitutes  tiie  most  serious  form  of  Brighl's  disease. 
So  frequently  does  this  lesion  occur  in  the  suhjccts  of  Plumhifem, 
that  Dr.  Dickenson  states  that.it  was  found  in  twenty-six  out  of 
forty-two  workers  in  fjead  who  died  from  various  causes  at  St. 
George's  Hospital.  During  life,  albuminuria  is  nu  evidence  of 
the  mischief  being  set  up ;  and  it  has  been  thought  that  the  Satur- 
nine epilepsy  may  sometimes  he  due  to  it. 

".\n()ther  elTect  of  the  renal  degeneration  induced  by  Load  is 
that  the  separation  of  urates  from  the  blood  is  checked,  so  tlrnt 
the  uric  acid  of  the  urine  is  diminished  while  that  of  the  hlood  is 
increased.  This  is  the  pathological  condition  which,  according  tn 
Dr.  Garrod,  excites  gouty  inllamraation  ;  and  he  and  Dr.  Ringer 
agree  in  stating,  from  experience,  that  if  to  a  gouty  person,  tree 
at  the  time  from  the  special  manifestation  of  the  disease,  a  salt  of 
Lead  is  administeTcd,  it  develops  an  acute  attack  of  gout,  with  its 
usual  symptoms  of  severe  pain  and  high  fever.  Dr.  Garrod  ac- 
counts in  this  way  for  the  fretiuency  with  which  gout  appears 
among  workers  in  Lead,  as  compared  with  those  following  olher 
occupations.  Of  all  this,  there  need  be  no  question.  But  it  is 
anotlier  thing  to  suppose  that  Load  causes  its  renal  degeneration 
through  the  intern»ediary  development  of  gout.  Timt  its  kidney 
is  the  'gouty  kidney*  is  untinestionalde ;  but  only,  I  think,  l»e- 
canse  both  it  and  tlie  gouty  poison  have  the  same  renal  action. 
It  is  admitted,  that,  in  many  instances,  the  granular  kidney  is  the 
only  gouty  manifestation  present  in  the  subjects  of  Lead-poison- 
ing; and  Dr.  George  Moore  has  entered  into  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  the  evidence  in  a  paper  contributed  to  the  twenty-fourth 
volume  of  the  BrUUh  JournM  of  llnmtvopothf/,  the  result  of  which 
is  entirely  adverse  to  the  causation  of  true  gout — or  rheumatism 
—by  Lead. 

"We  conclude,  then,  that  Lead  causes  granular  degeneration 
of  the  kidneys  by  a  direct  and  specific  action ;  and  should  be 
a  hopeful  remedy  for  the  disease,  whether  of  gouty  or  other  origin. 
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No  remedy,  moreover,  bo  closely  corresponds  to  the  general  phe- 
nomena of  the  nialndy, — as  the  atlieroma.  the  cachexia,  and  the 
dopression  of  Bpirits ;  the  amaurosis  also  of  the  two  is  precisely 
similiur.  The  only  recorded  experience  of  the  use  of  Lead  in  renal 
disease  ia  that  of  Lewald,  as  given  by  Dr.  Ringer.  He  found 
it  to  constantly  diminish  the  albumen  in  the  urine,  thougli  only 
by  nine  or  ten  grains  in  tlie  twenty-four  hours.  The  diminution 
appeared  to  bold  no  constant  relation  to  the  quantity  of  Lead  ad- 
ministered. At  the  same  time,  and  with  the  same  absence  of 
quantitative  relation  to  the  drug,  the  amount  of  urine  was  in- 
creased in  the  same  period  by  200  cubic  centimeters.  The  form  of 
the  renal  mischief  here  is  not  stated.  I  have  tried  the  treatment 
in  two  well-marked  cases  of  granular  degeneration.  lu  one  the 
effect  was  nil,  save  to  relieve  an  accompanying  constipation.  In 
the  other,  great  improvement  in  general  health  ensued  for  a  tinae ; 
but  a  chill  caused  pericarditis  and  deatli." — Dr,  H.  Hughes. 


Cer<^bro-Spii»ftl  S.vst^^ni. — We  have  much  to  learn  of  the  ac- 
tion of  this*  drug  upon  thu  l»rain  and  spinal  cord.  The  symptoms 
given  in  our  books  are  many  ;  but  the  lesions  are  not  well  defined. 
The  "Encephalopathia  Sutumiua  ia  in  every  respect  the  most 
severe  of  the  forms  in  which  chronic  Lead -poisoning  manifests 
itself.  Hence,  it  is  found  almost  exclusively  among  laborers, 
w^hose  work  favors  a  copious  absorption  of  the  poison ;  and  in 
them  it  occurs  in  ti  proportionately  large  number,  and  often  »ur- 
prisiiiKly  early.  Of  seventy-two  cases  collected  by  Tanquerel,  it 
was  developed  in  one  in  eight  days ;  in  ten.  in  the  course  of  the  first 
month ;  and  in  forty-four,  in  the  course  of  the  first  nine  months. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  only  twenty-eight  cases  was  it  developed  in 
from  one  to  lifty-two  years  aiter  the  individuals  hud  begun  to 
work  in  Lead. 

*'  In  animals,  it  is  very  frequent ;  and  in  dogs,  after  experimen- 
tal poisoning,  it  is  almost  always  the  symptom  which  hist  appears. 

*'In  Lead  workers,  encephalopathy  may  come  on  very  suddenly 
after  on<!  of  the  Lead  affections,  or  without  the  precedence  of 
such,  or  beginning  with  the  prodroma  usual  to  the  disense.  The 
most  imi>ortant  of  tliefie  are  violent  headache  aud  amaurosis 
Satuniina.  Less  certain  symptoms  ore  stupor  and  apathy  or 
excitement.  The  true  encephalopathy  develops  with  a  more  or 
less  gradual  or  sudden  increase  of  sensory  lUsturbances,  and  tbo 
appearance  of  general  or  partial  convulsions.  The  symptoms, 
as  already  mentioned,  are  not  the  same  in  all  cases;  sometimea 
there  is  simple  maniacal  excitement,  with  tendency  to  violence.

Bometimes  melancholia,  with  corresponding  hallucinations;  in 
other  cases,  convulsive  attui'lcB  appear  quit^j  early.  Sometimes, 
but  on  the  whole  rarely,  the  convulsions  are  more  partial,  while 
at  the  same  time  the  unconsciousness  is  more  or  less  completely 
wanting;  in  most  cases  the  appearance  of  acute  eclampsia  Satur- 
nina  is  the  most  common  and  the  principal  symptom  of  enceph- 
alopathia. 

"The  eclamptic  attack  comes  on  very  suddenly,  or  after  the 
above  prodroma.  The  attack  does  not  at  once  reach  its  greatest 
intensity  in  the  severity  of  the  convulsion  and  duration  of  the 
coma ;  but  the  more  severeattack  cornea  on  soon  after  the  iirst  mild 
one  has  passed  off,  and  the  patient  has  awakened  from  a  short 
period  of  unconsciousneag.  After  this  one,  the  coma  is  of  a  longer 
duration  :  and,  after  a  while,  in  most  cases,  it  does  not  cease  at 
all,  and  the  most  violent  epileptiform  attacks  follow  one  another 
in  rapid  succession.  According  to  Tanquerel,  eclampsia  Satnr- 
nina  is  never  preceded  by  an  aura.  Between  the  attacks,  there 
are  frequently  uneasiness  and  delirium,  instead  of  coma. 

"Thus  the  case  may  last  for  several  days.  Where  the  attacks 
are  very  frequent,  death  usually  takes  place  rapidly ;  in  mild 
cases,  the  attivcks  are  Ichs  fte(iuent :  and  in  the  interval  conscions- 
ucsH,  at  first  temporary  and  incomplete,  gradually  becomes  fully 
estalilished,  or  the  patient  may  awake  from  a  very  severe  attack 
like  an  epileptic  from  a  parosyBm,  and  thus  complete  recovery 
ensue,  which,  however,  not  uiifrequently  soon  gives  way  to  a  re- 
lapse. 

" A  Ttuturoait  is  the  most  important  of  the  symptoms  accom- 
panying encephalopathy.  It  may,  as  Tanquerel  says,  come  on 
before,  with,  or  after,  the  attack  of  encephalopathy,  often  snd- 
deidy,  but  in  some  cases  gradually,  sometimes  also  quite  inde- 
pendently of  the  encephalopathy.  The  appearances  are.  accox-d- 
ing  to  ophthalmologists,  normal  fundus  (H,'uh,  normal  l>oundarie8 
of  the  field  of  Wsion,  and  central  scotomii." — Zifmanen. 
*  Dr.  Wood  says:  "Among  the  rarer  forms  of  nervous  disturb- 
ance induced  by  Lend,  may  be  mentioned,  amaurosis  from  atrophy 
of  the  optic  nerve,  the  atrophy  being  probably  the  result  of  an 
optic  neuritis ;  hemiplegia  and  hemi-amesthesia,  and  violent  and 
intractable  chorea." 

"The  only  lesion  wliieli  the  nervous  centers  present  in  fatal 
cases  *>f  Lead-poisoning  mih  cerebral  spnptoms,  is  an  apparent 
hypertroi)hy  of  the  brain,  or  at  least  a  state  of  tension  so  great, 
that,  although  there  is  actually  less  blo<id  than  usual  in  the  cere* 
bral  vesHcia  and  less  effusion  in  the  ventricles  of  the  brain,  the 
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surface  of  this  organ  has  a  flattened  appearance;  and  if,  befo 
the  caLvarium  is  removed,  portions  of  the  skull  and  of  the  mem-^ 
bxtmes  are  excised  by  means  of  a  trephine,  the  cerebral  subHtunce 
will  rise  into  the  opening  and  even  protnide  from  it." — StiUc. 

"  Plumbum,  from  its  pathogenetic  effects,  should  be  no  less  ben- 
eficial in  local  spasms  than  in  general  convulsions ;  and  so  it  has 
proved.  Dr.  Stokes  hiis  put  on  record  a  case  of  cramps  of  the 
calves  of  long  standhig  rapidly  cured  by  it.  Dra.  Chapman  and 
Cooper  have  illustrated  its  value  in  spasmodic  conditions  of  the 
rectum  and  anus,  and  Teste  has  removed  with  it  painful  retrac- 
tion of  the  testicles.  Dr.  Dyce  Brown  has  called  our  attention  to 
the  important  observation  that  vaginismus  has  been  observed  as 
an  effect  of  Lead- poisoning, — a  fact  which  may  yet  be  turned  to 
practical  service ;  though  1  found  the  medicine  inoperative  in  a 
case  in  which  I  gave  it.  In  a  case  of  incurable  paralysis  which  I 
once  treated  with  it,  tlie  crampa,  which  constituted  the  moat  dis- 
tressing element  of  the  case,  were  almost  entirely  removed  by 
itr—IImfhrs. 

Epilepsy  has  been  cured  many  times  with  Plumbum,  by  Drs. 
Hush,  Spence,  Agnew,  Eberle,  and  many  others.  It  is  as  truly 
homceopathic  to  chronic  epilepsy  as  Hydrocyanic  acid  is  to  the 
acute  form. 


Muscular  System. — The  action  of  Lead  upon  this  Bvstem  is 
by  some  supposed  to  be  through  the  spinal  nerves;  but  Prof.  H. 
C.  Wood  says:  "According  to  MM.  Dehovo  and  Renaut,  the 
first  changes  that  occur  in  the  affected  muscles  are  those  of  suh- 
aoute  myositis  similar  to  that  seen  in  the  neighborhood  of  a 
seton.  The  electro- muscular  contractility  may  be  lost  before 
voluntary  movements.  It  is  stated  by  M.  Raymond  that  the 
short  extensor  of  the  thumb  preserves  its  function  when  all  the 
other  extensor  nmsclos  are  paralyzed.  The  paralyzed  muscles 
are  hnally  exceedingly  wasted ;  and  their  structure  may  \ie  so 
totally  destroyed  that  scarcely  a  single  striated  fiber  can  be  found. 
The  nerve-trunks  are  lessened  in  size;  in  many  of  their  tubulea 
the  mcilulla  has  been  x'cplncod  by  fatty  granules,  and  in  Bomo 
cases  every  trrtce  of  the  tubules  has  disap]>eared.  nud  the  nerve 
been  reduced  to  a  Bljrous  cord.  The  syiumt'ti-y  and  localization 
of  the  paralysis  in  Load-poiw>ning  would  seem  to  indicate  a 
spinal  origin  ;  but,  so  far  as  I  knnw,  no  very  distinct  spinal  lesion 
lias  OS  yet  been  found  out.  Dr.  E.  Laneereaux,  in  a  very  careful 
study  of  a  case,  could  only  find  some  of  the  spinal  cells  moro 
granular  than  normal,  and  apparently  atrophied.    In  some  caaes 
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of  Lead-poisoning,  no  decided  anatomical  alteration  can  anywbere 
be  dotecttd." 

"Lead-paralysis  is  the  third  of  the  Lead  affections,  both  in 
frequeuL-y  and  in  order  of  succession.  Tanquerel  has  shown  that 
paralysis  may  occur  as  early  as  on  the  third  day  after  the  first 
exposure  to  Lead ;  further,  tliut,  in  one  hundred  and  two  cases, 
nine  oceiu'red  in  the  course  of  the  first  month,  and  fourteen  in 
the  course  of  the  first  two  months ;  thirty-foux  in  the  course  of 
two  years,  and  forty-eight  after  ten  years.  Some  have  been 
exposed  fifty-two  years  before  the  paralysis. 

"In  its  localization,  Lead-paralysis  shows  an  almost  freakish 
Opposition  to  arthralgia,  which  is  seemingly  so  nearly  related  lo 
it.  In  the  latter,  a  predilection  is  manifested  for  the  lower 
extremities  and  for  the  tlexors ;  while  in  paralysis  (of  Lead),  iu 
the  great  majority  of  cases,  at  first  at  least,  the  upper  extremities 
and  the  extensors  are  attacked.  Paralysis  of  the  ext^itisors  of 
the  hand  and  fingers  (especially  of  the  extensor  communis),  with 
freedom  of  the  supinator,  is  the  characteristic  and  well-known 
form  of  Lead -paralysis ;  next,  the  triceps  and  deltoid  are  most 
frequently  attacked.  The  same  is  true  of  the  lower  extremities 
when  they  are  attacked,  which  rarely  takes  place  until  long  after 
the  paralysis  of  the  hand  and  fingers,  the  extensors  (dorsal  flex- 
ors) of  the  foot,  on  the  peroneal  side,  and  those  of  the  toes,  losing 
their  power.  Only  in  rare  eases  are  the  respiratory  (intercostal) 
or  the  laryngeal  muscles  affected.  Rarely,  however,  as  cases  of 
this  form  of  puralysia  are  produced,  still  it  is  positively  estab- 
lished by  the  frequent  appearance  of  paralysis  of  these  muscles 
in  animals  poisoned  with  Lead.  Horses  in  Lead  mills  fi*equeatly 
have  paralysis  of  the  vocal  cords,  rendering  tracheotomy  neces- 
sary. Even  Ta]»querel  has  never  observed  pjiralysis  of  the  mus- 
cles of  the  face  or  eyes  in  Lead  disease.  It  is  to  be  especially 
observed  that  the  extent  of  the  paralysis,  as  in  the  fore-arm,  does 
not  correspond  with  the  ilistribution  of  a  peripheral  nerve.  The 
muscles  affected  hi  ordinary  Lead-paralysis  of  the  hand  and 
fingers  are,  as  a  rule,  those  which  are  supplied  by  the  radial 
nerve ;  but  usually  one  or  more  of  the  muscles  receiving  fibers 
from  this  nerve  remain  unaffected.  In  the  majority  of  canes, 
the  paralysis  affects  the  extremities  of  both  sides,  and  often  tho 
same  muscles  in  both  extremities.  There  are  cases,  however,  in 
which  only  one  extremity  is  affected ;  and  cases  are  not  very  rare 
in  which  the  muscles  paralyzed  in  the  two  extremities  are  differ- 
ent. In  rare  cases,  Lead-paralysis  may  resemble  hemiplegia,  on 
account  of  both  the  upper  and  lower  extremity  on  the  same  sido 
being  attacked. 
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"The  characteristic  appearance  of  LeaJ-paralysis  is  often 
obscureil  by  the  fact  that  it  may  be  exceedingly  limited, — eon- 
fined  to  the  extensor  of  a  siutjie  linger,  for  example. — or  by  the 
fact,  that,  beginning  in  the  usunl  manner^  it  may  involve  all  of 
the  muscles  of  a  limb,  or  muy  even  Hnally  spread  over  the  ^hole 
botiy.  Very  slight  impaiiinent  of  tlie  fimctions  of  the  tiexors  is 
obstu'vable  at  an  early  Btage,  even  when  the  paralysis  seems  to 
be  purely  of  the  extensors.  Tnnquerel  and  others  explain  this 
by  the  defective  extensibility  of  the  paralyzed  muscles.  Better  is 
the  explanation,  that,  in  pure  extensor  paralysis,  the  position  of 
tlie  hands,  for  example,  is  unfavorable  to  the  exercise  of  the 
flexors,  and  limits  thcii*  function.  Sensibility  is  usually  unaffected 
in  Lead-paralysis ;  more  frequently  there  are,  at  the  commence- 
ment, pains  in  the  unaffected  muscles ;  rarely  complete  ansesthe- 
sia  of  the  skin,  corresponding,  or  nearly  corresponding,  to  the 
distribution  of  the  paralysis;  in  individual  cases,  there  isauftsthe- 
sia  of  the  deeper  parts  also.  On  the  other  hand,  trophic  disturb- 
ances are  never  absent.  The  extraordinarily  rapid  atrophy  of  the 
paralyzed  muscles,  often  reaching  a  high  degree  in  a  few  weeks. 
is,  next  to  localization,  the  most  characteristic  sign  of  Lead-par- 
alysis. The  shrinkage  of  the  musctea  attains  a  degree  seldom 
seen,  except  in  progressive  ranscular  atrophy  ;  and  it  is  so  much 
the  more  apparent  in  this  disease,  amv.e  the  neighboring  muscles 
preserve  their  normal  and  well-developed  volume  ;  thus,  the  atro- 
pliy  of  the  extensoi-s  produces  a  deep  furrow  on  the  outside  of  the 
forc-nrm.  By  examination  with  electricity,  there  appear  early 
those  signs  which  are  seldom  wanting  in  peripheral  neuro-paral- 
ysis:  speedy  diminution,  even  t^i  complete  diHappearance,  of  the 
reaction  to  the  Faradic  (interrupted,  induced)  current,  occasional 
appearance  of  creatly  increased  excitability  to  mechanical  irri- 
tants: predoninmnceof  Ka  S  Z.  and  increase  of  lime  occupied  by 
the  contraction  wave.  The  observation  of  Erb.  who  founci  this 
abnormal  reaction  very  well  ninrked  in  a  patient  with  Lead-pnr- 
alyKis  in  muscles  in  which  the  paralysis  hiid  not  l»eiouie  devel- 
oped, is  very  interesting  and  important.  In  the  further  coui*»?  of 
the  paralysis,  many  defonnities  may  arise,  such  as  dislocation  in 
the  more  movable  joints,  as  the  shoiililer  and  phalanges;  and 
the  tumors  thus  formed— upon  the  back  of  the  hand,  for  example. 
— can  be  very  easily  mistaken  for  gouty  swellings.  As  menliouod 
above,  however,  true  gouty  swellings  occur  as  a  complication. 
Often  there  is  tremor  of  the  paralyzed  muscles,  especially  at  the 
time  of  the  appearance  and  disiippearance  of  the  paralysis. 
Tremor  is  frequently  observed  in  the  facial  muscles,  which  are 
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never  affected  with  Lead-paralysis.  ...  In  addition,  we 
would  uieution  progressive  muHculiir  atn.)phy  as  having  Itet^n  fre- 
quently observed  in  patients  suffering  with  Lend  disease. 

"The  luUUolotfiml  changes  are  found  in  the  /hiwc/cs  and  periph- 
eral nerves.  Examination  of  the  central  nervous  system  has 
always  given  negative  results.  The  most  important  change  ia 
that  observed  hy  Westphal,  who  found  m  one  case  of  Lead- 
paralysis,  which  developifd  Rradually  for  two  years,  an  ahumhtnt 
neic  forinfition  uf  nerve-fibers  in  the  radial  nerve,  which  he  rightly 
considered  to  be  due  to  previous  degeneration  ;  this  was  confirmed 
by  an  earlier  obsen-ation  of  Lancereaux.  Several  authors,  and 
anions  them  Bernhardt,  found,  in  examining  muscles  atrophied 
l>y  Lead-paralysis,  that  they  were  ghmnkcn  and  verif  ffranuUr;  and 
between  the  fibers  he  observed  an  abundant  formation  of  con- 
nective tissue  poor  in  nuclei, — in  part,  probably,  the  empty  sheaths 
of  fibers,  the  contents  of  which  had  disappeared."— ificwMf/i. 


Blood.— "The  influence  of  Lead  on  tlie  urates  in  the  blood  is 
most  singular.  Dr.  OarrofI,  in  his  remarkable  investigations 
coneeraing  gout,  has  elucidated  this  subject,  and  shown  the  inti- 
mate connection  existing  between  Lead-poisoning  and  gout.  In 
gout,  as  this  philosophical  observer  has  shown,  the  nrates,  prob- 
aly  with  increased  fonnatiou,  are  retained  in  the  blood.  In 
3ut,  especially  durini?  the  acute  attacks,  scarcely  any  uric  acid 
is  to  be  found  in  the  urine,  while  an  abundant  quantity  is  detect- 
ible  in  the  blood.  The  urates  dissolved  in  the  blood  manifest 
special  affinity  for  particular  structures,  as  the  cartilages.  InirwflP, 
and  fibrous  tissues,  particularly  of  certain  parts;  and,  during  the 
deposition  of  the  urates  in  the  joints,  acute  inflammation  is  ex- 
cited, and  this  constitutes  gout. 

"Now.  Lead  checks  the  separation  of  urates  from  the  blood  by 
the  kidneys,  diminishes  the  uric  acid  of  the  urine,  thus  greatly 
augmenting  that  of  the  hlood ;  and  thus  we  have  the  pathological 
conditiou  which  excites  the  gouty  inflammation.  Dr.  Garrod  has 
further  shown — and  his  experience  is  corroborated  hy  all  who  have 
investigated  this  subject— that  gout  very  frequently  occurs  among 
Lead- workers,  and  that  gouty  patients  often  exhibit  the  character- 
istic blue  Lead  lino  on  their  gums. 

"There,  too.  is  the  fact  in  further  confirmation  of  Dr.  Garrod's 
discoveries,  that,  if  to  a  gouty  person,  free  at  the  time  from  an  acutfi 
attack,  a  salt  of  Lead  is  administered,  it  develops  acute  gout, 
with  its  accompanying  sj-mptoms  of  severe  pain  and  liigh  fever. 
I  have  repeatedly  verified  this  fact,  wliicb  affords  an  explanation.

in  part  at  least,  of  the  good  effects  of  Todi*!e  of  Potassium  on 
gout ;  siuce,  aa  we  have  shown  alread}',  this  salt  promotes  the  ex- 
cretion of  Lead."— TV.  Ringer, 

"Arthralgia  Saturiiina.— This  is,  according  to  Tanquerel,  the 
secoud  iu  freyueucy  of  the  forms  in  which  chronic  Lead-poifioning 
mauifestti  itself.  In  its  course^  there  are  many  points  of  simi- 
larity with  Lead  colic.  After  prodroma  similar  or  analogous 
to  those  of  colic,  or  even  without  prodroma,  there  appear,  more 
or  leas  suddenly,  tearing  and  burning  pains,  located  in  the  region 
of  the  joints  or  of  the  muscles  over  them.  These  pains  ex- 
hibit violent  exacerbations  and  remissions  until  they  completely 
disappear.  They  are  not  of  a  true  neuralgic  nature,  since  they 
do  not  follow  the  course  of  the  nerves.  The  existence,  also,  of 
the  ifharacteriBtie  preBBure-poiuts,  as  iu  the  so-called  joint  neuro- 
ses (Esmarch),  is  not  clearly  established.  The  exacerbations  are 
accompanied  by  cramps,  i.  o.,  tonic  contractions  of  the  muscles 
involved,  which  are  very  painful  to  the  patient.  These  cramps 
are  demonstrable  by  tlie  hardening  of  the  involved  muscles  and 
consequent  position  of  the  limb.  The  attacks  arc  brought  on  by 
cold  and  eiLercise.  The  pains  are  diminished  by  pressure ;  in* 
flammatory  iippearances.  such  as  swelling,  etc.,  over  the  joints, 
hgaments,  and  tendons,  are  entirely  wanting. 

"These  pains  occur  by  far  most  frequently  in  the  lower  ex- 
tremities, especially  over  the  knee,  much  less  often  in  the  upper 
extremities  (elbow,  shoulder).  The  muscles  moat  frequently  at- 
tacked in  the  extremities,  are  the  flexors  in  the  legs ;  and  then  the 
lexers  in  the  thigh,  in  the  bend  of  the  hip.  The  ^ame  is  true  of 
the  upper  extremities ;  in  the  body,  often  the  long  dorsal  muscles 
areafferted.  especially  those  in  the  region  of  the  loins.  In  the  tho- 
rax, all  the  muscles  may  be  affected,  and  the  resulting  affection 
may.  in  severe  cases,  very  closely  resemble  angina  pectoris.  Oc- 
casionally, the  muscles  of  the  neck  are  involved.  The  smaller 
joints  and  muscles  about  them  are  rarely  affected. 

"A  tremor  of  the  affected  muscles  is  often  noticed.  The  sever- 
ity of  the  pain  is  often  very  great;  and.  under  such  cirrum- 
Btanccs,  its  reaction  upon  the  general  condition  of  the  patient  is 
felt.  Otherwise  this  symptom  shows  less  irregularity  than  Lead 
«olic.  Constipation  and  the  pecnUar  character  of  the  pulse  are 
absent,  and  there  is  no  fever. 

"Its  course  is  not  unlike  that  of  Lead  colic.  The  pain  sud- 
denly  ceases  after  many  variations  and  remissions,  and  with  the 
cessation  of  the  pain  the  whole  affection  disappears,  but  there  is 
the  same  tendency  to  relapse." — Ziems«en.

Of  fifty  bom  alive,  twenty  died 
the  first  year,  eight  the  Hecond,  seven  the  third,  one  later,  and 
only  fourteen  reached  the  age  of  ten."

Througli  the  atHlomiitiil  sympathetic  nervous  Bysteiu,  Podopb^'llutu 
has  four  ftpecial  centers  of  action: 

I.  Mi'coLs  Membranes.  (.STOMArii;  Small  Tntestixe.)    InjUtnu 

II.  Intestinal  Canal.     Drastic  CaOiartic;  DuodUnitia, 

III.  Salivary  Glanus.     Cop'u?u^  Salivation. 

IV.  Liver,     ncfMtic  Stinudant;  liiU  Greaily  Increased, 

Mucous  Mi'mbrane  of  the  Siomach  and  especially  of  the 
Small  Inlesf  ine-— Here  we  have  the  Rraml  center  for  the  aeiion 
of  rodopliylltun.  From  six  to  t<;ii  hours  after  its  admiiiistni- 
tion,  it  aets  us  a  tlraHlic  nithartic,  protlucing  copious  watery  stoolm 
and  in  some  oases  vomiting.  The  vomiting.  I  believe,  is  mainly 
caused  from  irritation  of  the  intiamed  mucous  membrane  of  the 
stomach,  and  not  from  any  specific  action  upon  the  vagi ;  al- 
though it  may  have  some  specific  action  upon  the  filaments  of 
the  pueumogastric. 

**ln  its  action  on  mucous  membranes,  it  ranks  with  Mercnrins, 
Iris,  Veratruni  album,  and  other  drastic  cathartics.  It  is  iww^rr- 
fully  irritant  to  this  tissue,  especially  in  the  digestive  tract.  It 
is  not  directly  specific  in  its  action  upon  the  mucous  membranes 
of  the  respiratory  and  urinary  passages.  It  will,  however,  irri- 
tate and  inHame  any  mucous  surface  when  brought  in  contact 
with  it,  sometimes  acting  as  a  powerful  escharotio.  Of  its  power 
to  cause  inflammation  of  any  and  all  portions  of  the  mucous 
membrane,  from  the  mouth  to  the  anus,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
Such  effects  have  been  too  often  obseiTed  in  practice,  by  all  phy- 
sicians who  have  had  an  opportunity  to  notice  its  action  wht^n 
administered  in  material  doses.  It  even  causes  ulceration  of  this 
tissue,  and  may  be  said  to  act,  as  Dr.  FrelitJtIj  asserts  of  Mercury, 
as  a  solvent  of  the  living  solids." — Dr.  IJnU. 

"Th«  action  of  Podophyllum  on  the  gastro-inteatinal  and 
hepatic  system  has  been  thoroughly  investigated  by  Dr.  Ansti^, 
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who  has  studied  the  uction  of  this  drug  upon  dogs  and  cats,  and 
has  found,  that,  in  from  two  to  ten  hours  after  the  injection  of 
the  alcoholic  aohition  into  the  peritoneal  cavity,  and  after  the 
effects  of  ilie  alcohol  had  ceased,  Podophyllum  excited  vomiting 
and  almost  incesaant  diarrhiea. 

"Dr.  Austie  does  not  usually  descrihe  the  character  of  the 
Btools;  but  m  one  experiment  he  states  that  they  consisted  in 
glairy  mucus,  and  in  two  other  experiments  the  stools  were  highly 
colored  with  what  looked  like  bile.  In  many  of  the  experiments, 
the  stools  contained  blood.  The  animals  suffered  great  pain  and 
soon  became  exhausted. 

"At  XhQ  po8t-tmrtem  examination,  the  oesophagus  was  liealthy, 
but  the  stomach  somewbal  ctmgested— induced,  ns  Dr.  Austie 
saggestB,  by  the  violent  efforts  at  vomiting.  The  small  intes- 
tines, especially  at  the  lower  part  of  the  dumlcnum,  were  exten- 
sively ulcerated.  The  large  intestines  were  but  slightly  inriaraed. 
Although  the  injections  were  poured  into  the  abdominal  cavity, 
the  peritoneum  itself  was  not  at  all  inflamed,  not  even  around 
some  unabsorbed  granules  of  Podopliyllin.  The  contents  of  the 
intestines  were  hquid.  In  all  tlje  instances  in  which  the  effect  of 
the  medicine  on  the  heart  and  respiration  is  mentioned,  respira- 
tion ceased  before  tlie  lieart  stopped. 

"From  these  experiments,  it  was  evident  that  Podophyllin 
has  an  especial  affinity  for  the  small  intestines,  and  chiefly  for 
the  duodenum." — l>r.  /I'im/cr. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Searle  says :  "It  attacks  the  involuntary  musclea, 
particularly  those  of  the  blood-vessels  which  supply  the  alimen- 
tary canal  with  its  adjacent  and  contributing  organs.  In  this 
way  it  affects  the  kidneys,  uterus,  and  the  heart  itself.  Of  the 
involuntary  sphincters,  moreover,  it  causes  a  paresis. 

"Beginning  with  the  mouth  and  salivary  glands,  the  result  of 
such  a  paresis  of  the  blood-vessels,  would  cause  stasis,  passive 
congestion.  The  capillaries  are  relaxed  and  over- distended,  their 
lattice-like  tissue  opens,  and  out  pour  floods  of  semm  and  proto- 
plasmic masses;  epithelial  activity  is  stimulated,  and  an  imper- 
fect, 1ml f- elaborated,  and  abundant  secretion  is  the  result.  The 
same  conditions  produce  like  effects  in  the  mucous  membrane  and 
glands  of  the  stomach;  and  hence  a  similarly  ineflScient  gastric  jnice 
is  deluged  upon  the  food.  This,  together  with  the  directly  irritant 
effect  of  the  dnig  upon  the  surface  of  the  stomach,  induces  nau- 
sea and  vomiting.  The  same  results  are  seen  iu  the  intestinal 
canal.  It  pours  forth  a  superabundant  secretion  ;  the  decompo- 
aition  of  the  undigested  food,  and  perhaps  also  the  irritated 
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mucous  membrane  itHclf.  fnniiBliwH  tliu  gus  wbicb  distends  tlio 
inteHtiiie  iiitd  piiiti.s  itK  irntuled  nerves,  amt  lieuee  the  cuUc  and 
tbe  Uooil  of  fiEcal  diaoharge.  The  involunlftry  spbhtoters  are 
enfeebled,  so  that  tbe  rectum  and  vagina  prolapfle  and  tbe  sphinc- 
ter vesicie  fails  to  perform  its  whole  tbity." 

Dr.  B.  HuKhL's  furiber  adds:  "These  are  very  important  re- 
sults; they  give  us  in  Potlopliyllum  another  medicine  to  add  to 
Arsenicum,  Kali  hicbromicum,  and  Uranium  nitricum,  as  acting 
Rpeeitically  on  the  duodenum,  and  capable  ol  coutrolling  ulcera- 
tion therein.  And  more,  they  give  us  a  remedy  truly  homiKi- 
pathic  to  enteritis,  affecting  the  jejunum  and  ileum,  which  neither 
these  nor  Mercurius  corrosivua  are.  The  first  enabled  me  once 
to  cure  a  duodeuitia  which  was  resisting  Arsenic.  Tbe  latter 
shows  a  local  affinity  for  the  diarrhcea  of  typhoid,  in  which,  and 
in  simple  enteritis  aflfeetingthe  same  parts,  the  drug  may  do  good 
dervice. 

*'No  action  on  the  rectum  was  manifested  in  the  animals  poi- 
soned by  Dr.  Austiu ;  but,  in  the  human  subject, — especially  in 
children, — this  part  is  readily  affected  by  the  drug,  as  shown  by 
tenebmus  and  prolapsus  recti,  complicating  the  diarrha'a.  Tbo 
feeble  aihuity  of  PodophyUum  for  the  colon,  makes  it  unsuitable 
for  ordinary  dysentery,  which  has  its  seat  there.  But,  when 
dysenteric  diun-hoja  appears  to  depend  on  inflammatory  irritation 
of  the  rectum,  it  will  give  rapid  relief.  Such  a  malady  is  not 
uncommon  in  children,  and  is  generally  accompanied  by  painful 
prolapse  of  the  rectum  at  each  stool.  In  simple  prolapsns  ani 
from  debility,  in  childhood,  beautiful  results  are  almost  always 
obtaiuHhle  from  minute  doses  of  the  drug," 

Dr  Moore  says:  "Lactic  acid  is  an  effectual  antidote  to  it» 
effects.  Fifteen  grains  have  been  given  and  immediately  after- 
ward a  dniught  of  sour  milk,  and  the  effect  of  it  has  been  «i/. 
Sugar  ontiduteH  it  somewhat.  Acetic  acid  does  not  affect  it; 
but  Bait  greatly  increases  its  action." 

Salivary  Glands.— All  writers  agree  that  Podophyllin  will 
cause  salivation.  Tlie  Eclectics  say  it  will  produi'fi  severe  ptyaK 
ism.  If  tbe  patient  has  ever  been  saUvated  with  Mercurj'.  Prnhv 
pbylliu  is  more  apt  to  produce  salivation  with  profuse  flow  t>2 
saUva. 

Liver. — Podophyllin  is  one  of  the  few  remedies  that  is 
actual  and  certain  hepatic  stimulant,  increasing  markedly 
biliary  RGcretinn.    Tbo  hepatic  stimulants  are,  according  to  Dr. 
Rutherford,  "Podophyllum,  Aloes,  Colchicum,  Euouymiii,  Iridia^ 
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Sangalnariu,  Ipecacuaiilia,  Jalap,  Benzoate  of  Sodium,  Sodium 
phoBphate,  Hydrochloric  acid,  Mercury,  Salicylic  acid,  and  Am- 
monium. Moderate  bepatic  stimulants  are,  Rhubarb,  Leptan- 
drin,  Sodium  and  Potassium  sulphate,  Calabar  beau,  Baptinin, 
Phytolacciu,  Ammonium  phosphate,  Hydrastin,  and  Juglandiu* 
Those  of  very  feeble  power  are,  Croton  uil.  Taraxacum,  Scam- 
mony.  Bochetle  salts.  Sodium  chloride,  Potassium  bicarbonate, 
and  Jaboraudi," 

"Dr.  Percy  aaj's:  '  Soon  the  influence  is  felt  in  the  gmall 
intestines,  and  uumistakable  sensations  of  the  secretion  of  bile 
are  experienced.'  What  the  nature  of  the  sensation  is  that  re- 
veals 80  important  an  operation,  is  not  described;  but,  wliatever 
it  may  be,  we  should  regard  it  as  less  indicative  than  the  'bilious- 
looking'  evacuations  which  are  said  to  follow,  of  an  increased 
discharge  of  bile  into  the  intestine.  The  cholagopue  action  of 
Podophyllum  is,  however,  maintained  by  numerous  writers. 
Thus,  Dr.  Gardiner  knows  'no  other  substance  which  so  certainly 
produces  bilious  stools,  when  the  liver  is  full  of  bile ;'  and,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Ward,  'it  never  fails  in  its  cholagogue  action/  and  Dr. 
Bamskill  is  'almost  tempted  to  say  that  there  is  no  real  chola- 
gogue known  in  medicine,  except  Podophylliu.' 

"Admitting  the  fa<;ts  to  be  as  they  are  stated,  they  do  not 
imply  that  the  medicine  exerts  a  direct  action  upon  the  liver 
any  more  than  the  salivation  excited  by  its  acrid  taste  proves  its 
specific  action  upon  the  suhvary  glands.  It  is  the  physiological 
function  of  the  liver  to  secrete  bile  more  freely  when  Ihe  duode- 
num is  irritated,  and  particularly  when  the  irritation  is  of  that 
degree  and  kmd  which  occasions  a  copious  exhalation  of  serum 
and  mucus  from  the  Uning  membrane  of  the  upper  part  of  the 
small  intestines.  The  conclusion  of  Dr.  Garrod,  that  Podophyllin, 
'often  produces  actions  from  the  bowels  containing  abundance  of 
biliary  matter,  but  this  is  prol)ably  more  from  its  causing  an 
emptying  of  the  gall-bladder  than  from  its  augmenting  the  secre- 
tion of  this  fluid,'  is  certainly  more  correct  than  the  hypothesis 
which  attributes  a  true  cholagogue  property  to  Podophyllin,  But, 
since  the  increased  discharge  of  bile  may  occur  without  any  me- 
chanical compression  of  the  gall-bladder  through  the  act  of  retch- 
mg  or  vomiting,  we  are  disposed  to  attribute  that  discharge,  in 
part  at  least,  to  an  irritation  of  the  duodenum, — SfiUe 

Mr.  Moore  says;  "Tts  direct  sphere  of  action  is  on  tlie  entire 
portal  system:  and  indirectly  all  other  systems  connected  with 
that  either  by  nervous  or  vascular  ties.  While  the  liver  and  gall- 
bladder are  directly  acted  upon  by  Uiis  medicine  Bpecificallyf  and 
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led  by  it  to  discharge  their  contents,  great  relief  is  given  to  the 
luDga  and  the  hrain  when  oppression  of  these  vital  organs  is  con- 
nected with  inactive  and  irregular  action  of  the  liver. 

"Torpidity  of  the  liver,  rather  than  vascular,  is  the  chief 
sphere  of  it ;  in  other  words,  a  non-secretory  stat-e,  or  a  state  of 
non-expiilBion  of  the  secretion  of  bile,  is  the  indication  for  it,  and 
this  state  is  indicated  by  sallow  complexion,  furred  tongue,  and 
constipation. 

"The  curative  dose  in  such  cases  must  l>e  brought  near  the 
physiological ;  viz.,  the  10th,  6th,  or  4th  of  a  grain,  given  once  or 
twice  a  day." 

Dr.  Hale  says:  "I  believe  Podophyllum  to  be  a  direct  stimu- 
lant of  the  Uver.  The  primary  action  of  Poiiophyllum  is  generally 
to  cause  vomiting  and  diarrhcea  of  undoubted  bilious  matters.  I 
have  examined,  with  the  moat  improved  chemical  tests,  the  stools 
caused  by  Podophyllum  in  cases  of  juandice,  which,  before  its 
administration,  were  completely  free  from  bile,  and  found  that 
the  green  color  was  actually  due  to  that  secretion.  The  patient 
felt  the  action  of  the  drug  upou  the  liver  Itefore  it  nauseated  or 
caused  any  intestinal  irritation.  .  .  .  The  powerfully  irritat- 
ing effect  which  this  drug  has  upon  the  secretory  functions  of  the 
liver,  enables  it  to  cause  such  excessive  action  as  may  pass  over 
into  passive  congestion,  chronic  intlammation,  suspension  of 
function  from  exhaustion,  suspension  of  biliar>*  secretion,  and 
even  retention  of  that  liuid." 

(jull-Ultiddrr. — I  believe  that  Podophyllum  so  increases  the 
expulsive  power,  or  peristaltic  action,  of  the  gall-bladder,  and 
especially  that  of  its  duct,  as  to  produce  actual  vomiting  of  gall 
into  the  intestinal  canal,  and  that  this  is  the  reason  of  its  great 
utility  in  the  expulsion  of  gall-stones  and  inspissated  bile.  To 
get  this  expulsive  action  with  the  increased  secretion  of  l>ile,  w© 
must  give  toxic  doses  of  from  one-hnlf  a  gi-nin  to  five  grains  of 
Podophyllin ;  but  usually  about  one  to  two  grains  will  be  found 
sufficient. 

Drs.  Uutherford  and  Vignal  say:  "Podophyllin. when  injected 
into  the  duodenum  of  a  fasting  dog,  increases  tlie  secretion  of 
bile.  It  is  inferred  that  the  increased  biliarj'  flow  in  the  preced- 
ing experiments  was  due  to  increased  stcretion,  and  not  merely  to 
expulsion,  because  the  gall-bladder  had  been  welt  emptied  by 
compression,  and  the  cystic  dnct  had  been  clamped.  Moreover, 
the  mcreased  Mow  was  far  too  prolonged  in  some  "of  the  experi- 
ments to  be  attributable  to  spasms  of  the  larger  bile-ducta ;  thor«- 
fore  an  increase  in  the  secretion  must  have  been  the  cafle.    When 
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the  bile  is  prevented  from  entering  the  intcRtine.  Podopbyllin  acts 
less  powerfully  nnd  less  quickly  than  when  bile  is  iutroiluced. 
Augmentation  of  the  biliary  secretion  is  most  marked  when  the 
purgative  effect  is  not  severe ;  indeed,  if  the  purgative  action  be 
very  decided,  diminution  and  not  augmentation  of  the  biliary 
secretion  may  be  the  chief  result.  Podophyllin  purgation  is 
apparently  due  to  local  action ;  for  the  irritation  of  the  intestinal 
mucous  membrane  extends  gradually  from  above  downward. 
The  bile  secreted  under  the  influence  of  Podopbyllin,  although  it 
may  be  in  increaHed  quantity,  contains  as  much  of  the  special  bil- 
iary matter  as  bile  secreted  under  normal  conditions/' 

Therapeutic  Individnality. 

Abdomen  and  Stool. — The  great  characteristic  for  Podo- 
phylliu  is  morning  diarrhoea;  stools  watery,  green,  undigested  or 
slimy,  with  severe  colic,  and  prolapsus  ani.  Hnlphnr  has  the 
same,  without  the  pain,  but  has  marked  and  excessive  excoriation 
of  the  anus  added  ;  goneness  in  epigastrium. 

Severe  colic  every  moniiug,  with  stools  of  mucus  and  blood. 

"Diarrhcea  early  in  the  morning,  which  continues  through  fore- 
noon, followed  by  a  natural  stool  in  evening."— />r.  li'illiitmton. 

Liquid-green  stools  with  colic,  early  morning,  with  fainting. 

"Black  stools,  only  in  morning." — Hdle.    [Chronic  diarrhtca,] 

"Dysenteric  diarrhcea,  depending  upon  iuHammatory  irritation 
of  rectum." — Huffhen.     [Nlore  useful  in  diarrhcea  than  dysentery.] 

"Severe  straining  daring  Rtool,  with  emission  of  much  flatu- 
lence ;  mucous  stools,  with  spots  and  streaks  of  blood ;  thirst  but 
no  appetite."— />r.  £.  P.  Auffell. 

"Diarrhoeic  and  dysenteric  stools;  pain  preceding  an  evacua- 
tion, relieved  by  pressure." — Dr.  C.  ^filler.     [Cholera  infantum.] 

"Yellow,  watery  stools,  with  meal-like  sediment." — />r.  Fair- 
banks . 

"Stools  watery,  gushing,  profuse  green,  with  sudden  nrging, 
often  paiidess ;  offensive,  worse  in  hot  weather." — JIah.  [fn  chol- 
era infantum  in  very  hot  weather.  Podophyllum  is  of  great  value.] 

"Stools  chalk-like,  offensive,  with  gagging ;  clay-colored  ;  black, 
watery,  profuse  :  worse  mornings." — l>r.

Constipation,  stools  clay-colored;  for  want  of  bile,  with  an 
excessively  torpid  liver;  jaundice  and  great  languor. 

The  first  remedy  to  be  thought  of  in  prolapsus  ani;  especially 
if  there  are  hiemorrhoids  and  morning  diarrhffia. 

"Child  lying  upon  mother's  lap,  moaning,  eyes  half  closed; 
rolling  head  ;  stools  i^lt^nsive  and  dark  colored." — Dr.  C.  C  Smith,

Liver.— Vomiting  with  very  severe  spasms  of  the  stomach ; 
vomits  bilious  matter  mixed  with  blood;  gastro -enteritis. 

"Biliousness,  with  nausea,  giddiness  ;  hitter  taste  and  risings; 
tendency  to  bilious  vomiting  and  purging,  dark  urine," — Hughe:

G(itl'Stonc8.—li  has  an  extensive  reputation  for  the  expulsion 
of  gall-stones.  The  calculi  are  removed  by  the  excessive  amount 
of  bile  secreted,  and  the  increased  peristaltic  action  of  llie  g«U* 
hladder  and  cystic  duct,  vomiting,  as  it  were,  the  foreign  body. 
To  get  this  action,  toxic  dosos  must  be  given  of  the  active  princi- 
ple. Podopbyllin,  in  from  one  to  five  grain  doses.  Preceding  the 
exhibition  of  Pmlophj'Uiu.  Olive  oil  should  be  taken  three  times  a 
day  for  one  week,  in  largo  quantities,  at  least  one-half  a  pint  at  a 
time,  and  more  if  it  can  be  taken.  With  the  Podopbyllin,  one  to 
two  dracbma  of  Chloroform  may  be  combined  with  great  useful- 
ness. If  the  Podophyllin  does  not  expel  tbe  bilJiirv'  calruli  on 
first  trial,  precede  its  administration  with  a  lai-ge  dose  of  Calomel 
(from  ten  to  twenty  grains),  and  the  second  attempt  will  bring 
the  desired  reward.

Foul,  offensive  breath,  with  a  putrid  taste,  and  salivation. 

Total  loss  of  taste,  could  not  tell  sweet  from  sour. 

Great  thirst  for  large  quantities  of  cold  water ;  gastritis. 

Great  desire  to  press  the  gums  and  teeth  together,  in  cholera 
infantum. 

H<^ad.— "Rolling  of  the  head,  with  moaning  in  sleep,  eyelids 
half  cloHed."— />r.

Hydrocephaloiil  diseases  of  children  after  cholera  infantum. 
Great  despondency  from  bilious  and  bowel  troubles.

Through  tlie  abdominal  sympathetic,  I'olypo- 
ms  has  three  special  centers  of  action  :

Gastro-Intestinal  Canal.— Polyporus  acts  upou  the  mucous 
folliole.s  of  the  whole  gastro-iiit05?tinal  canal,  affecting  more  par- 
ticularly those  of  the  small  intestines,  increasing  their  secretions, 
anil  causing  the  watery  portion  of  the  blood  to  he  poured  out  into 
the  intestinal  canal  so  as  to  produce  not  only  mushy  but  copious 
watery  stools.  It  also  atfects  the  large  intestines,  as  shown  by 
the  raucous  and  bloody  stools,  and  has  been  found  verj'  useful  in 
diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  especially  of  a  chronic  form. 

Liver. — This  is  the  grand  and  special  center  for  the  action  of 
Pol\7)orus..  There  are  congestion  and  torpidity,  with  all  the  ac- 
companying symptoms.  The  hepatic  cells  do  not  perform  their 
function,  tliat  of  eliminating  the  excrementitious  suhsfances  of 
the  blood:  consequently  we  have  jaundice,  gveat  languor,  and 
a  dull,  sleepy  condition.  The  solid  constituents  of  the  bile  are 
increased,  and  the  fluid  portion  diminished.  In  diseases  tha^ 
call  for  this  drug,  the  bilious  syiuptoma  must  predominate. 

TlicraiMMitic  IiKlividuulity, 

Fever, — The  functions  of  the  solar  phtxus  are  so  inflnenced  as 
to  produce  reguhir  periodical  fever;  type  quotidian  or  tertian; 
better  in  the  quotidians. 

Sporadic  and  endemic  (not  epidemic)  intermittents.  in  the 
spring,  summer,  or  winter,  are  the  cases  that  call  for  this  remedy. 

During  apyrexia,  the  patient  is  far  from  Ihiuk  well ;  lias  head- 
ache; Ijitter  taste  in  the  mouth ;  tongue  coated  whito  or  >'eUow; 
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loss  of  appetite,  and,  more  or  less,  pains  in  the  abdominal  viscera, 
especially  the  liver,  with  great  lassitude. 

Head  fe«U  light  and  hollow,  with  deep  frontal  headache  and 
much  faiutness;  in  mnlarial  iutermitteuts. 

Chills  alteruate  with  the  fever  several  times  a  day. 

Thirst  not  excessive ;  often  has  nausea  and  vomiting. 

Intermissions  very  short ;  almost  continued  fever. 

More  or  less  organic?  lesions  of  the  liver  and  ahdominal  vis- 
cera; the  skin  very  much  jaundiced,  with  night  sweats. 

Chill  light  and  short ;  fever  lonji.  and  followed  by  slight  per- 
spiration.    In  some  cases,  the  perspiration  is  copious. 

Great  languor,  with  severe  aching  pahis  in  the  large  joints,  and 
bones  of  the  bat>k  and  legs,  from  malaria. 

Great  aching  distress  in  all  the  large  joints  ;  malarial  fever. 

More  adapted  to  endemic  sub-acute  and  ciironic  oases. 

Periodical  headai^he  aiul  facial  neuralgia  from  torpid  1ivi>r. 

Sick-headache,  from  organic  lesions  of  the  liver. 

Hectic  chills  and  fever  hi  phthisis,  with  copious  night  sweats. 


Df^estire  Oi*gaiis.— Perfect  loss  of  appetite ;  pale  and  anemic. 
(From  chronic  malaria.) 

Sometimes  has  ravenous  appetite;  but  more  often  none. 

FecliuR  in  the  epigastric  region  of  great  faintness  or  all-gone 
feeling,  probably  from  biliousness. 

Burning  distress  in  stomach,  with  dragging  pains  in  the  liver. 

The  aching  pains  in  the  region  of  the  liver  were  very  severe, 
and  ext<^n(led  over  tlio  whole  rhirsal  region ;  portal  congeslion. 

Constant  distress  in  the  umbilicus,  with  a  feeliu'g  as  if  the 
small  intestines  were  being  tied  in  knots  ;  summer  diarrhtea. 

Sudden  difitress  in  the  hypogastric  region,  with  great  desire 
for  stool ;  light-eolored,  papescent  stool,  followed  by  dragginjt 
pains  in  the  liver,  and  sinking  in  epigastrium. 

Lienteria ;  stools  undi^iested  :  chronir  ana-mia. 

Loose,  papescent  stools  without  pain ;  chronic  diarrhcca. 

Stools  of  pure  mucus;  or  mucus,  blood,  and  bile,  with  great 
faintness  and  distress  in  the  solar  plexus  after  stool,  from  portal 
congestion.     (Marked  characteristic.) 

In  chronic  diarrhoia  and  dysentery,  many  physicians  have  had 
tine  results.     It  closely  resembles  Leptandra. 

Stools  that  run  from  the  bowels  with  great  force,  compitsi'd  of 
bile,  mucus,  and  black  fnpcal  matter,  preceded  by  great  burning 
pain  and  tlistress  in  the  epigastrium,  right  lobe  of  liver,  and  um- 
bilicus, and  followed  by  the  same  symptoms  of  portal  conpestion. 
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Urine* — Very  high  colored  and  scanty  (bilioua)  urine. 

UeneralltieR.— Great  physical  prostration;  the  patient  can 

Lardly  stand  up. 

FeC'U  weak  aud  depressed,  and  indisposed  to  any  exertion, 
physical  or  mental.    (From  malaria  or  chronic  diarrhoea.) 

All  the  joints  of  the  body  and  limbs  ache  terribly. 

Great  disposition  to  yawn  and  stretch,  showing  that  the  pos- 
terior portion  of  the  cord  is  much  involved. 

Very  restless  and  uneasy  all  night ;  the  sleep  ie  disturbed  by 
bad  dreams,  from  indigestion. 

Phthisis,  with  copious  night  sweats  and  watery  diarrhcra. 

The  patient  can  not  bear  the  open  air,  it  makes  him  80  chilly ; 
takes  cold  from  the  least  damp  change. 

In  chronic  bowel  diseases  and  bilious  intermittents.  is  found 
the  most  useful  sphere  for  Polyporus.  (Excellent  in  jaundice  and 
biliousness.) 

Aggravation. — Morning  and  forenoon. 

Amelioration.— Eating,  from  acids,  aud  at  night.

Mncons  Membranes. — Pulsatilla  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Ho*' 
moeopathie  physician  more  often  than  any  other  remedy  in  our 
Materia  Medica,  and  has  made  more  euros  than  atty  other  one 
used.  This  heingn  fart,  its  medicinal  action  sliould  1k>  by  so  much 
the  more  thoroughly  studied.  Its  action  upon  all  of  the  mucous 
membranes  is,  lirst,  to  produce  a  catarrhal  intlammation,  with 
imnatural  drjaiess  of  the  surface,  which  is  soon  followed  by  copi- 
ous and  profuse  raucous  discharges,  rarely  goinp  on  to  ulceration. 
If  these  discharges  are  suddenly  arrested,  the  serous  and  fibrous 
tissues  take  on  an  active  inflammation.  Its  effects  are  erratic  in 
nature;  a  hlenorrhwa  of  one  mucous  surface  may  change  to 
nnotlier :  for  instance,  a  loucorrhiea  may  change  to  u  bronchitis 
or  a  conjunctiWtiB. 

"lu  the  mucous  membranes.  Pulsatilla  sets  up  the  catarrhal 
process.    Tlie  dry  stage  is  short  and  little  marked  (except  some- 
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times  in  the  respiratory  tract) ;  and  much  mucous  secretion  is  the 
rule.  Ab  symptomH  of  tbiK  condition,  the  puthogcnortis  gives  us, 
in  the  alimentary  canal,  raw  throat ;  tongue  furred  white  ;  brealli 
fetid  :  taste  deadened  or  variously  altered  (bitter,  sour,  salt,  even 
putrid);  foul  or  acid  eructations,  nauw^a,  and  inclination  to 
vomit ;  sensation  as  if  the  stomach  were  siKtilcd,  weiglit  ami  pres- 
sure in  the  Btoranch,  and  mucous  diarrh(ta  ;  in  therfjy;ir((^w///rrtr^ 
green  or  yellow  discharge  from  the  nose,  anil  cough  with  much 
expectoration  (often  tasting  salt  or  bitter) ;  in  the  uritMrtf  mucous 
inemhnine,  frequent  micturition,  with  tenesmus,  and  a  jelly-like 
sediment  in  the  urine."— //i(<//t«. 

Eyes. — "Pulsatilla  manifests  its  affinity  for  the  eyes  mainly  by 
affecting  the  lids,  which  it  inflames  greatly,  causing  them  to  Im 
agglutinated  in  the  morning,  an(\  to  pour  out  quantittes  of  mucus. 
It  causes  also,  however,  considerable  aching  pain  in  the  eyeballs, 
and  many  disturbances  of  vision.  Temporary  obstructions  often 
occur,  fiery  circles  or  haloes  are  seen  ;  and  after  sleep  there  is  a 
feeling  as  if  something  were  hanging  over  the  cornea  which  could 
be  wiped  away.  The  sensation  is  only  subjective,  and  disappears 
spontaneoasly. 

"It  was  for  diseases  of  the  eyes,  as  I  have  said,  that  Pulsatilla 
was  first  brought  prominently  forward  by  Stoerek.  The  more 
modest  claims  to  service  here  warranted  by  our  experiments  can 
amply  be  sustained.  Pulsatilla  is  most  useful  in  aff€^ctionB  of  the 
lids.  In  recent  blepharophthalmia,  with  profuse  lachrymation  and 
Meibomian  secretion,  it  is  the  best  medicine.  It  wiU  blight  a  stye 
almost  as  eflfectually  as  Belladonna  will  a  boil ;  but  it  will  not  pre- 
vent their  tendency  to  recur.  For  the  twitching  of  the  eyelids, 
with  dazzling  of  siglit.  I  liu<iw  of  no  remedy  so  useful  as  Pulsa- 
tilla. The  aching  of  the  eyeballs  produced  by  Pulsatilla  is  rather 
such  as  occurs  in  some  forms  of  headache  than  in  an  idiopathic 
aflF«ction.'* — Hntjhes. 

Ears.— "The  ears  suffer  from  the  action  of  Pulsatilla  even 
more  than  the  eyes  do.  In  some  provers,  tlie  concha  and  exter- 
nal meatus  were  inflamed,  with  purulent  discharge.  In  others, 
deafness,  generally  with  noises  of  various  kinds,  was  present. 
The  seat  of  the  latter  symptom  is  indicated  by  Dr.  W.  IT.  Burt, 
who  suffered  from  'snapping  noises  in  the  ears,  and  drawing 
pains  along  the  right  EMtarhMu  tube.'  Others  yet  suffered  from 
more  pain  in  the  ear,  generally  of  a  jerking  character. 

"Few  medicines  arc  used  in  our  practice  in  affections  of  the 
,  ears  more  frequently  than  Pulsatilla.    Its  curative  virtues  are 
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most  evident  iu  the  earache  which  bo  often  troubles  children : 
and  which  is  generally  a  sub-acute  inilammatiou  of  the  middle 
ear;  and  in  recent  catarrhal  detJneaa  with  noises  in  the  ears. 
But  it  has  also  been  UHcd  with  good  results  in  acute  inflamma- 
tion of  the  auricle  and  meatus,  iu  neuralgia  of  the  nerres  of  the 
ear.  and  in  uon-Bcrofulous  otorrboea  with  deafness,  when  the  dis- 
charge is  tliivk."— 1 1  utjhes, 

Dic;estiTe  Orpans. — On  tlie  organs  of  digestion,  an  overdoBe 
of  Fulsulilhi  caus-fs  uiiusea,  vomiting,  and  mucous  stools. 

"It  is  probable  that  the  secretions  of  the  stomach  and  small 
intestine  are  modified,  since  digestion  is  so  decidedly  retarded  by 
the  action  of  Pulsatilla,  and  presents  so  many  abnormal  features, 
such  as  perverted  taste,  regurgitation  of  food  or  flavor.  Hams, 
pain,  etc.,  as  well  us  that  of  the  lower  intestine,  as  witness  the 
Htoul  covered  with  nmcus.  and  the  mucous  diarrhcpa."' — Duuhnm, 

"Pulsatilla  plays  an  importnut  part  iu  gastric  disorders.  In 
dyspepsia,  whether  acut^  or  chronic,  the  prominence  of  mucotts 
derangement — i.  e.,  white  tongue,  nausea  with  little  vomiting  and 
absence  of  much  pain — indicates  the  medicine  in  preference  to 
others,  such  as  Nux  vomica.  The  tongue  calling  (or  Pulsatilla 
is  thickly  coated  with  a  white,  roughisfa  fur,  very  different  from 
tlie  milky  white  of  Antimonium  crudum,  or  the  yellowish-brown 
of  Kali  bichromicum.  The  acute  dyspepsia  in  which  PulhatiUa 
is  generally  curative,  arises  from  the  indigestion  of  fat  or  oUier 
rich  food,  as  the  pork  specified  by  Hahnemann.  In  chronic  gas- 
tric diflorders,  it  does  better  when  heartburn  than  when  waUr- 
brash  is  presont,  in  which  it  again  contrasts  with  Nux.  But  Dr. 
Marston  says,  that,  when  the  fluid  of  water-brash  is  sour  or  foul 
tasting,  Pulsatilla  is  quite  equal  to  its  removal.  Dr.  Bayes  con- 
siders the  drug  ©specially  indicated  in  dyspepsia  with  a  great 
feeling  of  tightness  after  a  meal,  so  that  the  clothes  must  be  re- 
moved or  loosened.  [The  indication  noted  by  Dr.  Bayes  is  the 
most  characteristic  of  Pulsatilla.]  The  diarrhoea  for  which  Pul- 
satilla is  suitable  is  a  passive  mucous  flux,  with  little  pain, 
occurring  chiefly  at  night." — Ilutffui. 

I'rinary  OrRans.— We  have  increased  blood-pressure  in  the 
kidneys,  followed  by  copious  watery  urine ;  or  catarrhal  inflam- 
mation of  the  kidneys  and  bladder,  with  copious  mucous  dis- 
charges; brown,  and  voided  with  great  difhcnlty. 

Sexnal  Ori^iis,  Male. — In  the  male,  we  have  acute  orchitis^ 
with  inflammation  of  the  spennalic  onrd,    Vnricocele  is  alst)  one 
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of  the  effects  of  this  drug.  "In  the  male  subject,  yon  vnll  find  it 
invaluable  in  acute  orchitis,  however  caused ;  nud  in  prostatitis, 
with  Thuja,  It  ia  one  of  the  medicines  (with  Graphites  and  Kho- 
dodeudron)  which  have  cured  hydrocele." — Hughes, 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— This  is  the  most  useful  field  for 
the  use  of  Pulsatilla.  Its  action  upon  the  ovaries,  ntenis,  and 
mammic,  is  most  wonderful.  Although  the  drug,  pathologically 
speaking,  does  not  show  many  changes,  therapeutically,  no  oue 
remedy  can  equal  it.  "Its  fullest  powers  are  displayed  in  the 
female  organism.  When,  in  girls  of  mild  disposition,  puberty  is 
unduly  delayed,  or  the  menstnial  function  is  defectively  and 
irregularly  performed;  when  they  grow  pale  and  languid,  and 
complain  of  headaclie,  chilliness,  and  lassitude.  Pulsatilla,  with 
or  without  Ferrum,  is  a  most  excellent  remedy.  Wlien  the 
menses  have*  lieen  suppressed  by  a  chill,  if  tbe  time  for  Aconite 
has  gone  by,  Pulsatilla  will  generally  restore  the  discharge.  This 
property  of  the  drug,  Stoerck  had  indicated.  I  believe  it  to  be  as 
good  a  remedy  for  ovaritis  as  it  is  for  orchitis,  and  far  superior 
to  most  of  those  ordinarily  recommended.  Tn  simple  mucous 
leucorrha»a,  it  is  often  curative ;  and  in  dysmenorrhuia.  when  the 
little  blood  that  tiows  is  black  and  coagulated,  and  when  dysen- 
Lieric  diarrhoea  is  apt  to  appear  at  the  periods.  It  presides  in  a 
'most  beautiful  way  over  the  function  of  parturition.  Given  daily 
for  a  month  or  so  prenously,  it  greatly  facilitates  the  process  in 
women  whose  labors  are  tedious  and  difficult.  In  labor  itself, 
when  the  pains  are  irregular,  tardy,  an<l  defective,  yet  Ei-got  is 
hardly  called  for,  Pulsatilla  will  often  do  good  service.  And 
there  are  several  cases  recorded,  which  leave  little  doubt  but  that, 
in  false  presentations.  Pulsatilla  favors  spontaneous  version ; 
whicii.  it  must  be  remembered,  sometimes  occurs  of  itself,  and 
may  therefore  well  be  uidt-d  by  a  specific  medicine.  [I  have  had 
two  well-marked  cases  where  Pulsatilla  changed  a  side  presenta- 
tion to  that  of  the  head,  within  two  hours  of  its  administration.] 
After  labor,  it  is  verj'  useful  in  promoting  the  secretion  of  milk, 
when  this  is  deficient.  Altogether,  the  weaker  sex  has  much  for 
which  to  thauk  Homoeopathy  in  its  gift  of  Pulsatilla. 

■*Dr.  Bayea,  whose  article  on  Pulsatilla  is  one  of  the  beat  ua  hia 
book,  sjieaka  of  its  predominating  action  on  the  left  side  of  the 
body,  and  recommends  it  accordingly  in  clavus,  homicrania.  and 
infra-mammar}'  pain  having  this  seat.  He  also  advises  it  in  con- 
stitutional disturbance  in  children,  associated  with  copious  excre- 
Jtion  of  urate  of  ammonia  in  the  urine,  an  experience  which  I  have 
ten  coutirmed." — JInghea. 
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Pulsatilla  prodnces  an  atonic  state  of  the  ovaries,  with  muob 
hypcjiffisthesia,  Htanty  and  delayed  menBtniation,  and  a  general 
tendency  to  neuralgia.  From  its  therapeutic  use,  we  are  perfectly 
satisfied  that  it  produces  congestion,  inHammation.  and  hyper- 
irophy  of  the  ovaries,  with  all  their  attending  symptoms. 

Through  the  excito-motor  ner\-0U8  system,  Pulsatilla  produces 
a  state  of  the  nervous  system  identical  with  hysteria ;  and  it  has 
proved  of  great  value  in  this  condition. 

YenouH  System.— On  this  syetem.  it  has  a  special  action, 
causing  a  state  similar  to  varicosis.  "In  atfections  of  tlie  veins, 
Pulsatilla  oecupiea  much  the  same  ground  as  Hamamelis.  It  is 
superior  to  that  medicine  in  crural  phlebitis  following  parturition, 
but  yields  to  it  in  venous  hemorrhages.  In  piles  and  other  vari- 
coses, — as  of  tlie  spermatic  cord  or  the  lower  extremity, — Pulsa- 
tilla will  act  well  when  the  general  condition  of  the  patient  seems 
to  cull  for  its  use.  It  is  recommended  even  in  dilatation  of  the 
right  ventricle." — Or,  It  Hughes. 

Synovial  Membranes. — "Pulsatilla  seems  to  fall  just  short  of 
the  true  serous  membranes,  but  compensates  itself  by  acting 
powerfully  upon  their  near  relatives,  the  synonul  mrmfjmnfn. 
The  joints  chietiy  affected  are  the  knees,  the  ankles,  and  the 
small  joints  of  the  hands  and  (most  especially)  the  feot.  The 
rheumatico-gonty  action  thus  displayed  is  also  manifested  in 
pains  of  divers  kinds  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  extremities. 

**T!ie  action  of  Pulsatilla  upon  the  joints  has  led  to  its  use  in 
suitable  forms  of  gout  and  rheumatism.  The  disorder  of  digestion 
which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  gout  is  just  that  to  which  Pulsatillft 
corresponds.  Hence,  it  is  well  calculated  to  effect  radical  bene 
in  recent  cases  of  this  malady.  In  the  paroxysm  itself,  it  is  gen^ 
erally  superseded  by  Cohdiicum ;  tJiough  I  know  of  one  case  in 
which  the  timely  administration  of  Pulsatilla  has  several  times 
seemed  to  bhght  an  incipient  attack.  It  is  ^^aid  to  be  indinttvcl^ 
especially  when  the  pains  Hy  from  place  to  place.  In  fiub-acute 
rheumatism,  with  little  or  no  fever,  occurring  in  delicate  persons, 
it  is  extremely  useful,  especially  when  the  knees,  ankles,  or  small 
joints  of  the  hands  and  feet,  are  affected.  In  idiopathic  inflam- 
mations of  tliese  joints,  moreover,  Pulsatilla  is  tlte  beat  remedy 
while  the  mischief  is  yet  recent.  But.  perhaps,  the  form  of  Ar- 
thritis to  which  Pulsatilla  most  closely  corresponds  is  rlwumiitir 
gont^  using  this  term  to  signify  the  independiait  malady  so  nanjwl. 
Dr,  Fuller  has  pointed  out  the  ijiuch  preponderating  frequency 
with  wliich  the  female  sex  is  invaded  by  this  disorder,  and  its  inti- 
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aate  relations  with  menHtjual  deraDgement.    Pulsatilla  is  almost 
fa  specific  ill  its  acute  form,  and,  even  in  chronic  cnses,  may  some- 
times be  given  with  advantage  in  the  6ih  or  r2tb  dilutions." — Dr» 
R.  Hughes. 

Skin. — "It  causes  eruptions  on  the  back,  legs,  and  ankles,  of  a 
dark  bluish-red  color,  attended,  through  the  day,  with  more  or 
less  itching ;  but  at  night  the  it<^hing  is  most  intolerable.  The 
eruption  stands  out  prominently  from  the  skin,  and  is  from  the 
size  of  a  tliree-cent  piece  down  to  a  miliary  eruption  resembling 
measles.    Urticaria  is  a  marked  symptom  of  Pulsatilla." — Huh, 

Spinal  Cord* — By  its  action  on  the  excito-motor  nerves,  it 
causes  a  state  of  erethism,  twitching,  tremors,  and  the  motions 
of  the  body  arc  perverted. 

Through  the  nerves  of  sensation^  it  causes  frequent  chillinesB, 
especially  in  the  afternoon,  hyperieethesia,  and  neuralgia,  espe- 
cially of  the  organs  of  generation  and  of  the  bowels. 

Dr.  I.  S.  P.  Lord  says:  "Pulsatilla  is  decidedly  and  empliati- 
eally  a  posterior-spinal  irritant,  and  hence,  through  the  sensor)' 
nerves,  has  more  intimate  relations  with  the  sympathetic  system 
than  any  other  spinal  irritant.  It  seems  to  reach  over  into  the 
sympathetic,  as  does  Arsenicum  into  the  spinal.  It  has,  l>esides, 
some  specific  action  on  the  pneumogastric  nerve,  and  upper  sym- 
pathetic ganglia.  It  seems  to  act  hpeciiically  on  the  anterior  part 
of  tiie  cerebrum,  at  the  base  of  the  brain ;  hence  the  sensation  of 
falling." 

** Pulsatilla,  in  common  with  some  of  its  analogues,  has  a  spe- 
cific power  to  eanse  those  reflex  irritations  of  tlie  nenous  system 
which  we  so  often  see  in  disease.  It  may  induce  nausea  and 
vomiting  by  its  action  on  the  uterus ;  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
from  this  and  other  causes ;  functional  affectJons  of  the  eyes, 
amaurosis  and  the  like,  from  dJHtant  irritations;  vertigo,  head- 
ache, toothache,  paralytic  sensations  in  the  extremities,  etc.,  all 
from  causes  remote  from  the  uppareut  seat  of  the  disease." — Hale. 

Lethal  doses  of  Anemonin  cause  hebetude  of  mind,  stupor, 
coma,  dilated  pupils,  and  conMilsions.  The  heart's  action  is  low- 
ered, and  the  temperature  is  reduced.

General   Imlicatious. — Pul.satilla  is  especially  adapted  to 
females  with  blue  eyes,  very  aflfectionate,  easily  excited  to  tears, 
with  fitful  moods,  of  a  very  yielding  disposition,  lymphatic  con- 
stitution, roundness  of  form,  and  inclined  to  quiet  grief.

The  stereotyped  doctrine  taught,  tliat  Falsatilla  is  not  usefn] 
in  choleric,  sanguine,  malicious,  irritable  temperaments,  who  are 
energetic  in  their  movements,  is  a  great  error,  and  led  me  astray 
for  years.  I  beheve  Pulsatilla  acts  as  well  in  one  as  it  does  in  th€ 
other.  When  the  symptoms  call  for  this  drug,  the  temperament^ 
must  not  mislead  the  prcscriber. 

XInd, — **She  is  timid  and  fearful,  and  yet  extremely  mild,  gen- 
tle, and  yielding;  sometimes  silent  and  melancholy,  with  bad 
taste  in  the  mouth  in  the  morning ;  nothing  tastes  good." — G. 

*'She  weeps  very  easily,  can  hartUy  give  her  symptoms  with- 
out weeping." — G. 

"Very  tearful ;  she  weeps  at  everything,  whether  joyful  or  sor- 
rowful."—G. 

"Tlie  forms  of  her  sjTnptoms  are  very  changeable  ;  she  is  very 
well  one  hour,  and  very  miserable  the  next."— f/.     [Hysterical.] 

"Hypochondriac;  is  out  of  sorts  with  everything."— //«/«.

Skin.— Tliis  is  the  most  prominent  center  for  the  action  of 
Bbue.  Whether  the  poison  is  taken  internally,  inhaled,  or  by 
contact,  it  soon  produces  an  irritation  of  the  skin,  varying  in 
intensity  from  the  sli^Iitest  erythema  to  the  gravest  form  of  ery- 
sipelao.  "The  eiTectH  produced  by  Rhus  are  redness  and  swelling 
of  the  affected  parts,  which,  if  the  exhalation  be  the  exciting 
cause,  are  more  particularly  the  face  and  eyes.  Subsequently, 
there  is  pain,  and  often  a  considerable  increase  of  t<^^]perat1]^e» 
and  the  inflamed  surface  is  generally  studded  with  vesicles-  Com* 
bined  with  thene  syniptoms,  there  is  an  almost  unbearable  amount 
of  itching,  which  is  not  confm<*d  to  the  patches  of  inflammation, 
but  diffuses  itself  more  or  less  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  body, 
the  hairy  portions  appearing  to  be  very  especially  affected.  The 
condition  induced  thus  appears  to  be  of  an  erythematous  or  ery- 
sipelatous type.  It  is  superficial,  but  spreads  rapidly  over  the 
surface,  and  speedily  involves  large  areas  of  the  body."— P/rtWi/>«. 
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"The  action  of  Rhus  on  the  skin  is  obviously  of  a  very  acute 
and  specific  kind.  Teste  well  describes  it  as  that  of  'a  corrosive 
caustic,  which,  from  its  extreme  subtilty,  has  a  tendency  to 
invade  large  surfaces,  rather  than  to  penetrate  deeply  into  tis- 
sues.' He  compares  it  with  Arnica,  which  dips  deeper  down,  and 
with  Ledum,  whose  inJluence  is  more  localized.  Severe  boils  fol- 
lowed the  primary  symptoms  in  two  of  the  provers  of  Bhus  vene- 
nata. An  additional  value  for  Homiropathic  purposes  is  given  to 
these  effects  by  the  fact  mentioned  by  Dr.  FbillipH,  that  tiiey  only 
occur  in  a  certain  immbcr  of  those  who  are  exposed  to  the  iutlucuce 
of  the  plant ;  i.  e.,  they  are  contingent  upon  special  susceptibility, 
Dufresnoy,  moreover,  states  that  persons  not  constitutionally  sus- 
ceptible to  the  disorders  induced  by  Uhus  as  a  poisonous  agent, 
are  not  so  likely  to  receive  benefit  from  it  if  used  as  a  medicine. 
It  points  in  the  same  dii-eclion  when  we  hear  from  Trousseau  and 
Pidoux  of  the  symptoms  fii'st  appearing  twenty-five  days  after 
inoculation  with  the  juice,  and  from  Fontana,  of  their  recurrence 
at  intervals  subsequently. 

"Correspondingly  in  cutaneous  atTections,  especially  when 
acute,  Khus  naturally  takes  high  rank  as  a  remedy.  The  meml)ers 
of  the  order  vesiculae — herpes  {especially  h.  zoster),  eczema,  and 
pemphijfus — are  the  forms  of  eruption  to  which  it  is  most  suitable. 
I  Iiave  freqn<'iitly  (•urt'il  tliene  affections  with  Rhus,  and,  indeed, 
rarely  require  any  otlier  remedy  for  them.  Itcliing,  with  burning, 
is  a  characteristic  uvdicatiou  for  it  here.  Dr.  Dunham  recom- 
mends it  in  eczema  iinpetiginoides  ;  and  Dr.  Wesselhooft  has  com- 
municated cases  of  pnu-igo  senilis  and  tuIv*  cured  by  it.  Still 
more  closely  do  the  effects  of  Rhus  correspond  with  erythema  and 
erysipelas.  When  this  latter  malady  goes  on  to  the  formation  of 
vesicles  and  bull^,  Rhus  is  the  standard  remedy  among  Hom(B- 
opathists;  and  1  have  often  seen  it  act  here  in  the  most  beautiful 
manner.  Teste  seems  justified  in  recommending  it  as  the  hest 
remtfdy  to  be  given  in  extensive  but  superficial  bums." — Ilwjhfs, 


Mucons  Membranes. — Rhus  lias  a  specific  action  upon  the 
mucous  membranes,  especially  that  of  the  fauces  and  gastro- 
intestinal canal,  as  shown  "by  the  redness  and  swelling  of  the 
mouth  and  throat,  with,  ordinarily,  gi*eat  thirst,  irritable  cough, 
nausea,  vomiting,  vertigo^  dullness  and  stupefaction  of  the  head, 
and  colicky  pains  throughout  the  abdomen.  Those  last  are 
chiefly  experienced  during  the  night,  and  are  aggravated  by  eat- 
ing and  drinking.  Diarrhcea  frequently  ensues,  accompanied  by 
tenesmus;  and  the  stools  are  often  bloodv.     There  is  often  reten- 
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tion  of  urine,  or  else  iliureBis;  and  the  water  is  frequently  accom- 
pauied  by  bluud.     .     .     . 

"Bhus  is,  moreover,  thoroughly  homoeopntliic  to  affections  of 
the  mueouB  membrane  resembling  those  which  it  causes  on  the, 
cutaneouK  Biij-face.  The  late  8ir  J.  Y.  Simpson  bus  well  tshown 
that  conditions  answering  to  erythema  and  eczema  of  tlie  skin  are 
not  uncommon  on  the  lining  membrane  of  the  bowels  mid  other 
parts,  enpecially  in  women.  Khus  is  also  beuelicial  in  iharrhtea 
and  dysentery  associated  with  low  general  conditions,  ns  typhus 
and  scorbutus.  The  mucous  membrane  it  influences  miwt  power- 
fully, is  the  conjunctiva.  In  the  sixth  volume  of  thu  IhitUh  Jottr- 
nal  of  IlomfvojuUhif,  Dr.  Dudgeon  has  collected  numerous  t^jsti- 
monies,  from  all  Kcbools,  to  its  value  in  strumous  ophthalmia. 
Perhaps  the  phlyctenular  character  of  the  affection  has  some-: 
thing  to  do  with  its  usefulness  here;  and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
there  is  often  an  association  of  general  eczema  of  the  face.  When 
this  occurs,  Rhus  is  doubly  indicated." — Dr,  R.  Hugftes. 

"The  mucous  membranes  are  always  involved.  The  tongue  is 
more  or  less  coated,  becomes  rough,  drj',  cracked,  and  woody; 
bitter,  sour,  coppery  taste,  a  total  loss  of  appetite ;  the  lips  and 
teeth  are  sometimes  covered  with  brown  sordes ;  the  taste  is  gone. 
The  condition  of  the  gastric  and  intestinal  mucous  membrane  is 
such  as  to  produce  want  of  appetite,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  canine 
hunger,  along  with  which  there  is  a  soapy,  slimy  condition  of  the 
mouth ;  everything  tastes  like  straw,  and  there  is  an  immediate 
feeling  of  fullness ;  aversion  to  food,  nausea,  retelling,  vomiting. 
Gases  are  developed  in  the  intestinal  canal,  which  distend  the 
abdomen.  The  abdomen  bov^omea  sensitive  to  external  pressure 
under  the  mnrgiiis  of  the  left  ribs  and  in  the  right  iliac  region. 
The  stools  are  at  firet  scanty  and  infrequent ;  indeed,  there  may 
be  none  for  several  days;  generally,  however,  t hay  soon  become 
fluid,  and  occur  three  or  four  times  daily,  without  tenesmus  or 
other  discomforts  ;  and  at  a  later  period,  when  they  are  still  more 
frequent,  they  pass  involuiitjirily.  They  consist  of  nenim  and  of 
a  greenish -brown  substance,  which,  at  a  later  period  of  the  diseaae, 
is  mixed  with  white  floccuh." — Dr.  lyufiham. 


Lnni^.— "Resulting  from  the  affection  of  the  muooua  mem- 
brane of  the  air-passages,  there  is  a  sensation  of  dryness  in  the 
trachea:  the  somewhat  accelerated  respiration  is,  at  first,  some- 
what louder,  sharper,  the  expiration  audible ;  at  a  later  period* 
mucous  rales  set  in.  or  large  crepitation.  The  cough,  which  is  at 
first  moderate   and  dry,   becomes  grndually  more  violent,  and 
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in  sound,  but  accompanied  t>y  only  a  very  little  tenacious 
sputa,  now  and  tlien  streaked  with  blood.  Tlie  parenchyma  of 
the  lung  is  congested  with  blood,  eHpecially  In  the  lower  lobes ;  and 
pneumonic  iutlitrations  often  form  there,  which  explain  the  fol- 
lowing symptoms,  not  infrequent  in  typhoid ;  constriction  of  the 
chest ;  shoH,  anxious  respiration ;  sticking  pains  in  the  sides,  eto." 
— Dr.  Dunham. 


Sero-FibrouH  Tissue.— This  is  the  most  useful  sphere  of 
Hhua.  "The  rheumatoid  pains  described  by  Dr.  Phillips,  as 
occurring  in  Rlius-poiBouingt  are  seen  in  an  especial  degree  in  the 
provers  of  the  dnig.  From  Rhus  venenata,  the  joints,  ati  well  as 
the  fibrous  tiasuCH,  were  affected, — CRpecially  the  knees,  ankles, 
feet,  and  hands;  but  there  was  no  genuine  synovial  swelling,  as 
with  Bryonia  and  Pulnatilla.  It  is  chieHy  to  these  rheumatoid 
pains  that  Hahnemmm's  well  known  observation  belongs,  that, 
unlike  those  of  Bi7onia,  they  are  most  violent  when  the  part 
affected  is  in  a  state  of  perfect  rest.  He  extends  the  statement, 
indeed,  to  the  symptoms  produced  by  the  drug  generally ;  and  the 
recent  pro\'ings  of  Rhus  venenata  support  this  statement, 

"Rhus  has  thus  come  to  occupy  a  high  place  in  Homceopathic 
therapeutics  among  the  remedies  for  rheumatism.  It  is  not  oft«n 
indicated  in  rheumatic  f*;ver.  It  would  be  so  where,  as  in  a  case 
mentioned  by  Dr.  Bayes,  rcstlessnesa  and  constant  desire  to 
change  the  position  were  present.  Dr.  Phillips  also  says,  that, 
*in  the  after  stage  of  acute  rheumatic  fever,  when  Aconite  may 
have  been  employed,  and  when  the  temperature  has  fallen  to  100° 
or  below  it,  and  where  the  patient  still  suffers  from  wearing  stiff- 
ness, and  aching  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  joints,  Rhus  is  posi- 
tively invaluable.'  But,  in  varions  sub-acute  and  chronic  rheu- 
matic affections,  it  is  a  most  precious  remedy.  Its  action  is 
mainly,  if  not  entirely,  upon  the  fibrous  tissues, — tendons,  fascife, 
sheaths  of  nerves,  etc.,  and,  perhaps,  the  muscles.  I  do  not  think 
that  it  controls  the  rheumatic  affections  of  the  synovial  mem- 
branes, but  only  those  of  the  ligaments  external  to  the  capsules  of 
the  joints.  Nor  do  I  think  that  it  acts  upon  the  nerves  them- 
selves. Its  undoubted  value  in  rheumatic  sciatica  depends,  I 
take  it,  upon  its  influence  on  the  fibrous  sheath  of  the  nerve,. 
which  is  BO  ofteu  the  seat  of  the  pain.  It  is  powerless  in  pure 
neuralgia,  here  or  elsewhere.  It  is  certainly  the  best  remedy  in 
most  cases  of  lumbago,  after  Aconite.  I  suspect  that  here  the 
lumbar  fasciro  are  the  parts  affected  rather  than  the  actual  muscles. 
In  rheumatic  lameuess  of  the  lower  extremities,  depending  largely 
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upon  the  8tate  of  the  fascia  lata,  Rhus  lias  made  brilliant  cui 
Iti  all  tbuse  maladies,  the  characttristiu  features,  *wor8e  at  Tostfl 
relieved  by  motion.'  are  of  immense  weight  iii  determiuiug  our 
choice  of  Rhus.  Dr,  Neidhard  has  added  the  important  observa- 
tion, that,  on  iirst  moving  after  rest,  the  pains  are  iucreaseii.  It 
is  not  imtil  the  parts  have  been  removed  for  some  little  time  that 
relief  ensues.  With  Bryonia,  on  the  other  hand,  the  longer  the 
movement  continues,  the  worse  the  pains  become ;  and  with  Rho- 
dodendron, movement  relieves  from  the  tirst.  Dr.  Carroll  Dunham 
has  drawn  out  these  characteristics  of  the  pains  of  Rhus  in  a  vory 
interesting  manner.  He  says :  *The  rheumatic  symptoms  of  the 
drug  come  on  with  severity  during  ivpose,  and  they  increase 
long  as  the  patient  remains  quiet,  until,  at  length,  their  severity 
compels  him  to  move.  Now,  on  first  attempting  to  move,  he  finds 
himself  very  stifT,  and  the  very  first  movement  is  exceedingly  pain« 
ful.  But,  as  he  continues  to  move,  however,  the  stiffness  is  re« 
lieved  and  the  pains  decidedly  decreased,  the  patient  feeling  much 
better.'  He  goes  on  to  point  out  that  thi8  improvement  does  not 
continue  indefinitely ;  for  weariness  readily  comes  on  in  such  pa- 
tients ;  and  then  rest  is  at  tirst  grateful,  only  after  a  while  to 
disturbed  by  a  recurrence  of  the  aching  pain. 

"The  action  of  Rhus  on  the  white  fibrous  tiesues,  has  led  to  its 
being  used  in  the  treatment  of  spi*ains.  Habiiemann  says:  'I 
have  recognized  m  these  latter  years  that  Rhus  is  the  best  specific 
against  the  couaequences  of  muscular  strains  and  contusions.' 
He  does  not  say  what  relation  it  bears  to  Arnica  here;  nor  do  I, 
know  that  general  experience  has  found  it  superior  or  even  equ«|| 
to  that  medicine." — />r.  li.  lhi(jUt$. 

"Soreness  as  if  beaten ;  this  is  felt  in  the  muscles  and  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  joints.  Heaviness  and  pressure;  this  is  felt 
in  the  head,  eyes,  eyelids,  and  in  the  hmbs;  lassitude,  languor, 
and  weight,  felt  in  the  extremities,  especially  lower  limbs." — HaK 

"The  action  of  Rhus  may  be  summed  up  as  follows :  It  pro- 
duces a  kind  of  a  rheumatic  affection  of  the  muscles  and  liga- 
ments, alleviated  by  motion ;  a  paralysis  aggravated  by  motion ; 
an  apparent  passive  congestion  of  the  bead,  relieved  by  repose, 
and  general  depression  of  the  aensorium."— />«n/rrtTO. 

Lymphatic  (ilaiidiilar  System.— The  lymphatic  glandular 
system  throni»liout  the  Iwdy,  is  congested  and  inflamed.  This  ia 
especially  the  case  in  the  cor\'ical,  inguinal,  and  mesenteric  glands, 
with  emaciation,  and  great  acridity  of  all  the  secretions.  It  also 
acts  upon  the  sudoriferous  glands,  producing  copious  $o\tr  perspi- 
ration. 
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Blood,— The  life  of  the  Mootl-uiaking  organs  is  bo  paralyzed 
that  the  composilion  of  the  blood  is  very  much  pervertf  d,  uh  ahown 
£rotu  tlie  character  of  the  fever  produced  by  Bbus;  and  its  great 
therapeutic  value  in  blood  diseases,  shows  that  it  affects  the  blood 
and  the  bloo<l-niaking  or^anH  similarly  to  tlie  poison  of  t>"plioid, 
scarlet  fever,  and  erysipelas,  producing  ecchymoBcs  of  the  skin,  etc. 


Cerebro- Spinal  SyHt^m.— "It  acts  quite  decidedly  upon  the 
system  of  animal  life;  and  the  nerv^oas  functions  are  always 
powerfully  affected.  They  are  oppressed  and  restricted.  The 
organs  of  sense  are,  in  the  l>eginning,  in  a  condition  of  over- 
excitability,  with  great  sensibility  to  light,  noise,  etc.  At  a  later 
period,  the  opposite  condition  obtains ;  the  patients  become  in- 
sensible to  external  influences. complain  of  nothing  whatever;  lie 
in  a  condition  of  atony,  and  the  capability  of  the  mind  for  con- 
tinuous thought  is  abRolutely  destroyed.  Thus,  a  patient  meaning 
to  write  the  number  12  will  write  the  figure  1,  hut  can  not  recol- 
lect the  figure  2  which  should  follow  it ;  like  the  typhus  patient, 
who  begins  his  sentence  coherently  and  intelligibly,  but  allows  it 
to  dwindle  away  into  an  inarticulate  murmur.  Listlcesness  and 
hon'ihle  depression  possess  the  mind.  This  marks  a  more  pro- 
found depression  than  that  produced  by  Bryonia ;  for  the  latter 
results  in  fretful  peevishuess  and  irritability.  Rhus  has  listless- 
ness,  a  feeling  of  helplessness  and  profound  despondency.  A  sim- 
ilar feeling  pervades  the  whole  apparatus  of  voluntary  motion, 
expressing  itself  in  a  sense  of  physical  prostration,  of  inability  to 
move,  of  powerlessness  and  approaching  paralysis.  So  great  is 
this,  that,  on  first  itttempting  to  move  after  a  repose  of  some 
length  of  time,  the  limbs  tremble,  the  joints  are  stiff,  and  there 
Beems  to  he  actual  inability  to  move.  This  condition  is  more  pro- 
found ill  the  lower  extremities  than  in  the  upper. 

"In  parulysis,  especially  of  the  lower  extremities,  Rhus  is  nn 
important  remedy.  But  the  paralysis  for  which  it  is  appropriate 
is  not  that  form  which  results  from  a  lesion  of  the  spinal  cord.  It 
is  rather  of  the  motor  than  of  the  sentient  nerves ;  for  I  believe 
sensation  is  not  miirh  impaired.  In  the  form  known  as  rheumatic 
paralysis,  where  tlie  paralysis  supen-enes  upon  rheuraatiBm.  Rhus 
is  especially  called  for.  So,  likewise,  as  nvould  be  expected,  in 
cases  resulting  from  undue  exposure  to  cold  and  dampness,  espe- 
cially exposure  of  the  back  or  limhs." — Dr.  rhtnhnm. 

"The  fever  of  Uhus-poisoning  is  at  first  sympathetic  with  the 
dermatitis  that  is  set  up ;  but  later  here,  as  pointed  out  by  Dr. 
Phillips,  and,  perhaps,  primarily  (as  suggested  by  the  proviugs). 
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from  tlio  inlerniii  use  of  the  drug,  a  fi'ltrile  eomlition  of  low  nerv- 
ous type  18  8et  up,  witL  diarrliwa  and  prostratiou.  Hahnemann 
was  led  thereby  to  use  llhuB  as  a  principal  remedy  for  the  epi- 
demic fever  which  mvnged  Germany  in  1813.  Whether  it  was 
true  typhus,  or  (as  Dr.  Kussell  thinks)  relapsing  fever,  is  doubt- 
ful ;  hut  this,  at  least,  is  certain,  that,  while  the  mortality  under 
the  ordinary  treatment  was  considerable,  Hahnemann  treated  183 
patients  without  a  single  death.  He  also  recommended  it,  in  alter- 
nation with  Bryonia,  in  the  consecutive  fever  of  cholera. 

"Rhus  has  accordingly  taken  rankasan  important  anti-typhoid 
remedy  in  Homceopathic  practice.  Drs.  Wurmh  and  Caspar,  from 
their  experience  in  the  Leopoldstadt  Hospital,  at  Vienna,  define  its 
place  iu  typhus  and  enteric  fever.  It  corresponds  to  an  erethistic 
type  of  the  malady,  such  as.  when  more  severe,  requires  Arsenic. 
Dr.  Dunham  points  out  that  a  corresponding  condition  is  apt  to 
supervene  in  the  course  of  nicnsles  and  scarlatina;  and  that  here 
Bhus  is  no  less  indicated  and  henelioial.  In  the  latter  disease,  h© 
says,  it  is  still  more  strongly  called  for,  'if  there  be  an  cpderaatous 
condition  of  the  fauces,  soft  palate,  and  uvula,  with  vesicles  upon 
these  parts,  and  a  singularly  annoying  itching,  smarting,  and 
burning.'  Epidemics  of  inlliienza  sometimes  present  this  con- 
dition of  the  throat,  with  great  debility ;  and  here,  also^  Rhus  is 
indicated.  Another  variety  of  scarlatina,  in  which  I  have  much 
contidence  in  Rhus,  is  that  in  which  rheumatic  symptoms  appear. 
I  speak  of  the  'scarlatina  rheumatica.'  " — Dr.  H.  Hughes. 


Thei'apentic  ludividnality, 

ITIiaracterlstics.^This  great  polyehrest  is  especially  adapted 
io  diseases  tliiit  partake  of  a  rheumatic  nature;  the  pains  are 
greatly  aggravated  by  rest  and  damp,  rauiy  weather. 

The  pains  are  gi'eatly  aggravated  hy  rest;  worse  after  nxid- 
niglit  and  before  storms ;  relieved  by  motion  ;  has  to  toss  about 
constantly  to  get  relief. 

"Can  not  lie  long  in  one  position,  but  must  shift  about  Io  olv 
tain  relief;  the  relief  lasts  but  a  short  time,  when  the  patient 
must  move  again." — G.     [Very  charrtcterifitic] 

"The  great  and  characteristic  peculiarity  of  the  symptoms  of 
Rhus,  is,  that,  with  few  exceptions,  they  ot^rur  nnd  are  atf^ravattd 
(iurin(t  repofir.  ami  nrr  fimAwratM  hi/  mntinn.  In  addition  to  the 
symptoms  of  Rhus  which  resemble  paralysis,  there  are  also  groups 
of  symptoms  resembling  muscular  and  articular  rheumatism. 
These  rheumatic  symptoms  come  on  with  severity  during  repose 
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and  iucrease  as  loug  as  ti)e  patient  keeps  quiet,  nntil  they  compel 
him  to  move.  Now,  on  the  Uret  attempt  to  move,  he  finds  him- 
self very  stiff,  aud  the  first  movement  is  very  painful.  By  con- 
tinning  to  move  for  a  little  while,  however,  the  stiffuesH  is  relieved^ 
and  the  pains  detndedly  decrease,  the  patient  feeling  mucli  better. 
But  this  improvement  does  not  go  on  iudetinitely.  After  moving 
continuously  for  a  longer  or  Bhoiter  period  and  Imding  comfort 
therein,  the  paralytic  symptoms  interpose  their  eshnustiny  pro- 
test, and  the  patient  is  cumpilled,  from  a  sensation  of  his:iitude 
and  powerlessuess.  to  suspend  his  movements  and  to  come  to 
repose.  At  hrst,  this  repose  after  long  continued  motion  is  grate- 
ful, sinre  it  relieves,  not  the  aching  and  severe  pains,  but  only 
the  sense  of  prostration.  Before  lonj;,  the  pains  come  on  again 
during  this  repose,  and  the  patieii  i^  forced  to  move  again  as 
before.*—!). 

The  child  always  gets  wox'se  after  midnight;  has  more  colic; 
more  dian'lioea,  and  is  more  restless,  than  during  the  day.. 

Bad  effects  from  strains^  lifting,  particularly  from  stretching 
arms  high  up  to  reaiOi  tilings,  and  from  severe  wetting  in  rain 
when  heated ;  the  limbs  become  very  lam©  and  stiff  in  damp  air 
before  starms ;  rheumatic  fever. 

Mind. — "As  regards  the  disposition,  it  is  depressed  ami  de- 
spondent;  averse  to  all  exertion,  full  of  sad  anxiety  and  care- 
taking,  depressed,  lonesome,  and  prone  to  weep ;  anxiety  is  so 
great  he  thinks  ho  shall  die  or  lose  his  mind  ;  the  forces  sink  :  he 
gets  fits  of  trembling ;  then  comes  restlessness  ;  the  patient  can't 
sit  still,  but  must  always  keep  moving;  becomes  fearful,  thinks 
he  has  been  poisoned ;  the  anxiety  goes  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
feels  as  though  he  would  take  his  own  life ;  at  the  same  time  a 
sense  of  dyspntEa.  and  yet  relief  from  deep  inspiration," — f),  [In 
low  septic  fevers.] 

"Sad,  begins  to  weep  without  knowing  why.  worse  in  the  house, 
relieved  by  walking  in  the  open  air." — fitth. 

Very  restless  mood;  great  apprehension  at  night,  can  not 
remain  in  l>ed  ;  in  low  nervous  fevers. 

"Low,  mild  deliiium ;  stupefaction  and  insensibihty." — Ifnb, 

"Satiety  of  life,  with  fear  of  death ;  wants  to  go  from  bed  to 
bed." — Hg,    [In  tjrphoid  and  eruptive  fevers.] 

Head. — "Vertigo  occurs  when  standing  or  walking,  is  worse 
when  lying  down." — D.    [Nervous  fevers.] 

"Dullness  of  the  head  as  if  intoxicated,  while  sitting ;  on  rising 
such  dizziness  that  it  seemed  as  if  sho  were  going  to  fall  forward 
and  backward."— //(lA.     [Low  septic  fevers.l 
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"Head  bo  heavy  that  she  was  obliged  to  hold  it  upright  in 
order  to  relieve  the  weight  pressing  forward  into  forehead," — Iltth. 

"A  sensation  of  swaHliing  and  jarring  in  the  brain,  and  each 
step  coucuHBes  the  braiu  (China)," — />. 

"On  shakiug  the  head,  a  sensation  as  if  the  bram  were  loose 
and  hit  against  the  skull." — Dr.  Fnuiz. 

"Headache,  pressure,  both  in  the  temples,  forehead,  and  behind 
tlie  orbits,  where  it  feels  sometimes  like  a  wearisome  pressure 
downward ;  sometimes  as  if  the  eyes  would  be  i)res8eci  outward ; 
sometimes  as  If  the  l)raiu  were  being  pressed  together  from  both 
sides;  sometimes  burning  pressure  in  the  temporal  bone." — D. 
[Commencement  of  typhoid  fever.] 

"Wlion  stooping,  it  seemK  as  if  he  could  not  rise  again ;  sensa- 
tion as  if  a  quantity  of  blood  shot  into  the  brain,  causing  the 
head  to  fall  downward.** — D, 

"Headache  in  the  occiput,  that  disappears  on  bending  the  head 
backward." — Dr.  Franz,     [Rheumatic  myalgia.] 

**Head  as  painful  to  the  touch  as  a  boil." — Hah. 

Violent  drawing  and  tearing  pains  in  the  periosteum  of  the 
cranial  bones ;  worse  at  rest  and  in  damp,  stormy  cold  weather ; 
reheved  by  wrapping  the  head  up  warmly,  and  by  (h^  heat  and 
exercise, 

**Moifit,  suppurating  eruptions  on  the  head,  forming  thick 
crusts,  eating  otf  the  hair;  offensive  smell;  itching;  worse  at 
night." — Dr.  Cowpn-thtndte. 

Eyes.— Eyelids  present  a  bladdcr-hke  appearance,  and  the 
lids  are  closed  from  the  great  sweUing ;  acute  conjunctivitis, 

"Its  curative  power  is  chiefly  exerted  upon  those  symptoms  of 
the  lids  which  are  dependent  upon  inflammation  of  the  deeper 
structures:  altliough  it  is  often  valuable  in  uncomplicated  bleph- 
aritis, especially  of  the  acute  form,  with  a  tendency  to  the  for- 
mation of  an  abscess ;  the  lids  highly  oadematous,  accompanied 
by  profuse  luchrymation  and  pains ;  worse  at  night,  relieved  by 
warm  applications." — A.  and  N. 

In  erysipelas  of  the  lids,  it  is  very  important,  whether  of  trau- 
matic origin  or  not.  I  have  cured  many  cases  of  this  nature, 
especially  if  there  is  profuse  lachrymation  and  spasmodic  closure 
of  the  lids. 

No  remedy  equals  it  in  orbital  cellulitis,  with  much  cedema.

8kin. — Vesicular  eruption  on  any  part  of  the  body ;  burning 
and  re<liieaa  over  large  cutaneous  surfaces,  which  soon  swell  up 
and  become  covered  with  watery  vesicles,  accompanied  by  almost 
intolerable  itching,  with  a  tendency  to  invade  large  surfaces, 
rather  than  to  penetrate  deeply  into  tiHsues ;  itching  intolerably.

on  touching  or  moving  the  parts  affected,  as  if  pierced  by  hot 
needles."— i>r.  .V.  M.  Vaifne. 

"Covered  from  head  to  foot  with  a  fine  red  vesicular  rash,  itch- 
ing and  burning  teiribly,  especially  in  the  joints  :  worse  at  night, 
causing  constant  scratching,  with  little  or  no  reUcf,  which  f*lt 
very  hard  upon  pressure ;  skin  burning  hot." — C.  Le  Beau,  M.  /). 

"The  face  became  red,  enormously  swoUen,  and  trdematous, 
then  also  the  hands  and  skin  of  the  whole  bo<ly  became  covered 
with  a  scarlet-like  exanthema,  with  intolerable  itching  and  biting; 
on  the  fourth  day,  the  backs  of  the  hands  and  legs  became  cov<»red 
with  bUstcrs,  that  burst  and  slowly  desquamated  ;  violent  vesicu- 
lar erysipelatous  intlammation  of  the  face  and  bands,  attended 
with  high  fever." — TM  Haiie. 

"Great  swelling  of  the  face,  double  its  natural  size ;  re^lar 
phlegmonous  intlammation." — Dr,  DuFrcsnoy. 

"Ecjcema;  surface  raw,  excoriated  ;  thick  crusts  ;  oosing  and 
offensive ;  bum  and  itch  much." — IJah,    [Use  the  cerate  locally.] 

"Urticaria,  from  getting  wet ;  during  rheumatism  ;  chills  and 
fever;  worse  in  the  cold  air."— //v.     [Of  great  value.] 

"Pemphigus  ;  each  bulla  with  a  red  areola/ — H*;. 

Carbuncles  and  boils;  malignant  and  gangrenous. 

"Variola,  eruption  sinks  and  turns  hvid;  typhoid  form.** — Jiff, 

"Scarlatina,  miliaria;  rash  dark,  fever  high;  drowsiness  and 
restlessness."—//*/.  [In  the  malignant  form,of  great  value.  No 
remedy  knowii  to  the  profession  can  equal  Rhus  for  scarlatina. 
It  will  cure  Bcveuty-live  nut  of  a  hundred  cases.  (Edema  of  i\w 
fauces,  soft  palate,  and  uvula;  vesicular  eruption,  with  grwt

il'chiug  and  burning;  secretions  acrid,  ami  fever  of  a  malignant 
type.    Cold  air  is  not  tolerated.] 


Fever. — ^The  fever  of  Rhus  is  marked,  and  of  an  adynamic 
type,  ^\^th  symptoms  of  erethism,  excitement,  and  orgasm. 

Dr.  Wurmb  says:  "The  patients  are  generally  strongly  built 
persons  who  have  hitherto  been  healthy ;  the  typhoid  for  the  most 
part  comes  on  suddenly,  runs  a  rapid  t-'ourse  of  a  few  days,  to  a 
high  degree  of  development.  At  the  same  time  with  the  disturb- 
ances in  the  vascular  system,  there  is  felt  a  strong  sensation  of 
illness,  which  advances  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  the  other  symp- 
toms do;  for  example,  actual  debility  is  not  so  great  as  the  sen- 
sation of  debility,  inasmuch  as  tolerably  rapid  and  forcible  mo- 
tions are  still  capable  of  being  made.  (N.  B.-During  convales- 
cence, the  contrary  condition  obtains ;  the  patients  take  them- 
selves to  be  stronger  than  they  really  are.) 

"Soon,  however,  the  forces  fail;  movements  l>ecome  difficult 
and  feeble,  and  the  patients  arc  constrained  to  lie  quietly  in  bed, 
in  one  place.  They  complain  of  aching  in  the  limbs,  and  some- 
times of  violent  pain  in  some  joint  or  other,  as  in  rheumatism ; 
all  symptoms  aggravated  in  cold,  damp  weather. 

"These  disturbaneea  do  not  long  continue  alone;  there  are 
soon  associatwl  with  them  iiregnlarities  in  the  vascular  system; 
viz..  in  the  beginning,  gentle,  fugitive  chills  and  heat,  but  espe- 
cially heat  of  the  head ;  at  a  later  period,  the  heat  predominates, 
and  nt  last  it  bocomeH  continuous  ami  is  very  violent ;  there  is  a 
tendency  to  a  rush  of  blood  to  the  bead  ;  roaring  sounds  in  tho 
head;  the  face  is  burning  hot  to  the  touch;  the  eyes  shine  and 
are  moderately  injected ;  the  cheeks,  lips,  and  tongue  are  of  a 
deep  red  color ;  tlie  Ihirst  is  very  great ;  the  pulse  110  to  112  in  a 
minute ;  the  temperature  eleviited.  Even  at  the  beginning  of  the 
vascular  excitement  hemorrhages  occur,  especially  from  the  nose, 
and  in  women,  from  the  genitals.  The  former  almost  always 
afford  relief;  the  latter,  which  are  generally  mistaken  for  the 
menstrual  tlow.  last  but  a  few  hours,  or.  at  the  most,  a  day^  and 
produce  no  change  in  the  conrlition  of  the  patient. 

"The  symptoms  of  a  chaii^e  in  the  composition  of  the  blood 
appear  in  a  moderate  degree  only  and  somewhat  later.  There 
appear  upon  the  skin  small  ecchymoses ;  the  expectoration  has  a 
bloody  tinge ;  tho  stools  rarely  contain  blood.  The  nervous  func- 
tions are  always  powerfully  affected ;  they  are  oppressed  and  re- 
stricted. The  organs  of  sense,  are.  in  the  beginning,  in  a  condi- 
tion of  over-excitjibility.    There  is  a  great  sensibility  to  light> 
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noise,  etc.  At  a  later  period,  the  opposite:  condition  obtains ;  the 
patients  liecome  innendible  ti>  external  influences,  complain  of 
nothing  wiiatever,  and  lie  in  a  condition  of  atony." 

Slow  fevers  ;  tongue  (ivy  and  brown,  or  red,  as  if  it  had  been 
skiuued ;  Bordes  on  the  tectli ;  bowels  loose ;  great  weakness ; 
powerle&3ne88  of  the  lower  limbs,  can  hardly  draw  them  np; 
with  great  restlessness  after  niiduight ;  has  to  move  often  to  get 
relief. 

"Soreness  as  if  beaten  in  the  liypochondriac  repion,  and  still 
more  in  the  abdomen  ;  worse  in  the  sidf  on  which  he  lies ;  worse 
when  turning,  and  more  when  beginning  to  move." — Ilah. 

"Fever  about  6  p.m.,  warmth  of  the  body,  with  internal  and 
external  heat  of  the  heiul.  and  shivering  over  the  Itody,  without 
thirst;  at  the  Baxue  time  stretching,  drawing  weakness  in  the 
limbs ;  headache  like  a  dullness  and  compression  in  the  side  of 
the  occiput ;  together  with  violent  cough  ;  very  short  breath,  and 
pain  in  the  throat,  as  if  the  tonsils  were  swollen;  slight  perspira- 
tion over  the  whole  bwly  toward  morning." — Ilah. 

"Constant  chilliness  as  if  cold  water  was  poured  over  him,  or 
as  if  the  blood  was  running  cold  through  the  veins,  7  p.  m.,  feeU 
cold  when  he  moves;  followed  by  general  heat,  as  from  hot 
water,  or  hot  blood  rnmiiug  tlu-ough  the  veins,  "^//r/. 

"Sweat,  during  the  heat ;  violent  itching  of  the  eruption." — //»/. 

Sour,  muflty,  or  putrid  sweat,  especially  mornings,  in  rheu- 
matism, is  a  marked  characteristic  of  Rhus. 

Profuse  sweat,  odorless  but  not  exhausting,  in  the  morning. 

It  acts  especially  on  the  right  side  of  the  body,  and  is  of  great 
use  in  cases  arisiug  from  excessive  bodily  exercise,  biuises,  falls, 
sprains,  nml  fr<)m  getting  wet  when  heated. 

Aggravation. — While  at  rest;  on  beginning  to  move;  befor«- 
a  storm  of  rain,  especially  from  getting  wet  while  perspihctg; 
cold,  wet  wenther;  after  midnight:   from  anything  cold;  from 
sprains;  at  night,  and  from  getting  wet  or  damp  in  cold  places, 
or  in  winter. 

Amclioratioii.— From  continuous  motion;  in  monng  tb© 
affected  parts;  in  warm,  dry  weather;  fi*om  wrapping  up  the  head 
or  parts ;  from  warm  or  hot  things ;  after  breakfast ;  during  the 
day ;  change  of  position ;  from  Btretching  out  the  limbK,  and  mo- 
tion in  the  open  air.

Tbrough  the  cercbro-spinal  syBtem,  Robinu  has  two  special  centers 
or  action  :

II.    GASTao-lNTEsTiNAL Canal.    IttdigesHon;  ExcesBive IrrUability. 

PneumoiE^astric  Nerve. — The  action  of  Bobinia  upon  the  ragi 
is  probably  at  their  origiu  in  tht  base  of  the  brain.  Through  this 
nerve,  it  acts  as  a  powerful  emetic,  and  produces  the  most  acid 
state  of  the  stomach  of  any  remedy  in  the  Materia  Medica.  This 
was  noted  when  I  first  introduced  the  remedy  to  the  profession  ,• 
and  all  who  have  used  it  testify  to  this  fact.  The  vomited  matter 
is  80  intensely  sour  that  the  teeth  are  set  on  edge. 

Gastro-Intestinal  Canal.— The  great  depression  of  the  vagi 
produces  such  excessive  acidity  that  digestion  is  arrested  and 
there  are  all  the  symptoms  of  indigestion,  with  flatulence,  consti- 
pation, and  excessive  irritability,  equal  to  that  of  Chamomilla. 

Therap<*ntir  Individuality. 

Digefltire  Organs. — Koblnia  is  especially  useful  in  gastric 
diseases  and  sick-heflduche. 

Excessive  acidity  of  the  stomach.  In  infants,  the  whole  child 
smells  sour  from  the  excessively  acid  Kccretious. 

Vomiting  of  intensely  sour  fluid,  setting  the  teeth  on  edge. 

Frequent  eructations  of  sour  fluid  ;  indigestion. 

"Water  taken  before  retirng  at  night,  returned  in  the  morning 
green  and  sour." — Dr.  Hmcdlcy.     [Indigestion.] 

Sour  eructations  of  infants;  the  whole  child  smells  sour. 

Dull,  heavy,  squeezing  pains  in  the  stomach,  especially  after 
every  meal ;  with  nausea  and  ncid  vomiting. 

Nausea,  with  vomiting  of  intensely  acid  Huid  in  migraine. 

Great  distention  of  the  stomach  and  bowels,  with  flatulency ; 
the  intestines  distended  almost  to  the  point  of  rupturing,  with 
severe  colic,  and  acid  diarrhtjea. 
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Sonr  stools  of  infants,  the  wholo  child  smells  sonr  (Calcarea). 

liobiuiu  has  proved  of  great  value  in  cholera  iixfautuni,  wherfrl 
the  child  smellK  intensely  sour ;  the  stools  green  and  watery ;  with 
much  tympanitis  ;  colic  ;  and  accompanied  with  excessive  irnta- 
bility  of  the  patient.     (Like  Chamomilla.) 

Desire  for  stool,  hut  only  Hatuleuce  passes  off;  finally,  consti- 
pated stool ;  from  indigestion. 

Diarrhteic  stools,  yellow,  green,  burning,  with  nervous  agita- 
tion, weakness,  cold  sweat,  and  dyspnoea. 

Low  spirited,  with  excessive  irritability,  from  indigestion. 
Robinia  has  cured  many  old,  obstinate  cases  of  dyspepsia,  with 
excessive  acidity  and  llatulence. 

Head.^DuU  frontal  headache ;  much  aggravated  by  motiou, 
with  neuralgic  pains  in  the  temples ;  migraine. 

For  sick-headucho,  with  eructations  and  vomiting  of  exces- 
sively acid  secretions,  this  is  a  capital  remedy,  especially  if  the 
patient  is  very  irritable  and  desponding. 

Aggravation.— Motion,  pressure ;  afternoon,  and  at  night* 

Amelioration. — Quiet;  and  in  the  morning.

Hqcous  Membranes. — The  action  of  this  drug  is  upon  nearly 
all  of  the  mucous  memhranea ;  hut  its  main  action  is  centered 
upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  larynx  and  trachea,  diminiith* 
ing  its  secretions,  and  exalting  in  a  very  marked  degree  its  sensi- 
hility,  similarly  to  the  action  of  Belladonna,  Coninra,  LAofaea 
Causticum,  and  Phosphorus.    "Eimiex  diminishes  the  secretions*' 
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and  at  the  snme  time  exalts,  in  a  very  marked  manner,  the  seusi- 
bility  of  the  mucouH  membranen  of  the  larynx  aud  trachea,  exceed- 
ing in  extent  of  this  exaltation,  any  remedy  known  to  ub.  The 
cough,  therefore,  is  frequent  and  continuous,  to  an  extent  quite 
out  of  proportion  to  the  de^ee  of  organic  affection  of  the  mucous 
membrane.  It  is  dry,  occurs  in  hmg  paroxysms,  or,  under  cer- 
tain ciroumstances,  is  almost  unintomipted.  It  is  induced,  or 
greatly  aggravated,  by  any  irreRularity  of  respiration,  such  as  a 
respiration  a  little  deeix-r  or  more  rapid  than  usual ;  by  an  inspi- 
ration of  air  a  little  colder  than  usual ;  by  inegularity  of  respira- 
tion, or  motion  of  the  larynx  and  trachea,  and  hy  external  press- 
ure. Tlie  subjective  symptoms  are  rawness  and  soreness  in  the 
trachea,  extending  a  short  distance  below  the  supra-stemel  fossa, 
and  laterally  in  the  bronchi,  provoking  the  cough.  This  tickling 
is  very  annoying  and  jiersistent,  and  only  ])ariiany  relieved  by 
coughing.  Th«  cough  occurs  chiefly,  or  is  much  worse,  in  the 
evening  after  retiring,  and  at  the  same  time  the  trachea  is  partic- 
ularly senftilive  to  cold  air,  so  that  tlie  patient  often  covers  the 
head  with  the  bedclothes  to  avoid  the  cold  air  of  the  apartment, 
and  refuses  to  speak,  or  even  to  listen  to  conversation,  lest  his 
attention  should  be  withdrawn  from  the  supervision  of  his  respir- 
atory acts,  which  he  performs  with  the  most  careful  uniformity 
and  deliberation,  and  all  in  the  hope  of  preventing  the  distressing 
tickling  anil  harassing  cough. "^/>r.  htuiham. 

By  its  action  upon  the  digestive  mucous  membrane,  it  pro- 
duces diurrhrea  (more  so  mornings). 

Skin. — Rnmex  causes  an  intense  itching  of  the  skin,  which  is 
greatly  increased  hy  exposure  to  cold  air;  and  it  has  proved  of 
great  value  in  scabies,  herpes,  and  many  chronic  skin  diseases. 

Lymphatic  System,— The  lymphatics  become  enlarged,  and 
their  secretions  pt-rv»rtod.  Kumex  has  been  found  useful  in 
scrofulous  enlargement  of  glands,  and  ulceration  in  various  parta 
of  the  body. 

Thei'apeutic  Iiidividnality. 

R^Hplratory  On;ans. — Through  the  superior  laryngeal  nerve, 
the  sensibility  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  larynx  and  trachea 
becomes  greatly  exalted.  This  is  the  ruling  characteristic  for  the 
use  of  Uumex. 

"Violent,  incessant,  dry,  fatiguing  cough,  with. little  expectora- 
tion; aggravated  hy  pressure,  talking,  and  especially  by  inspiring 
cool  air,  and  at  night."—/). 
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"Raw  pain  under  each  clavicle  while  hawking," — Blair. 

"Sense  of  excoriation  behind  tlie  sternum;  the  left  chest  is 
more  often  affected  than  the  right." — D. 

The  most  violent  cough  is  a  few  moments  after  lying  down« 
and  at  night.    In  some  cases,  there  is  complete  aphonia. 

This  remedy  is  especially  useful  iu  affections  of  the  larynx  and 
trachea.    It  may  well  be  called  a  specific  for  that  dry,  ieaaiugj 
<ough  noted  above,  preventing  sleep. 

Stool. — A  browTi,  watery  diarrhrea  occurring  onrly  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  rumbling  in  the  umbilicus,  and  cohc  before  stool,  is  a 
nmrked  indication  for  this  drug. 

In  General. — Very  sensitivo  to  the  open  air,  especially  if  cold. 
Great  languor  and  restlessness  in  the  evening. 

Aggrravation.— From  cold,  damp,  raw  weather ;  and  the  cough, 
espet'ially  in  tlie  evening,  from  cold  air,  and  on  lying  down;  the 
diarrhoea  early  in  the  morning,  driving  the  patient  out  of  bed. 

Amelioration.— Through  the  day ;  after  eating ;  and  the  cougb» 
from  warm  air,  and  being  oorered  up.

GMiro-lnteAtlnal  Canal.— Sal>ina.  in  large  doses,  is  a  viol«ni 
irritant  to  the  gastro-intestinal  onntil.  producing  inteoBe  congM- 
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iion;  nauBea  and  vomiting;  intlummntion  of  the  intestinal  mu- 
C0U8  inemhranc,  extending  to  the  peritoneum  ;  with  intense  pain ; 
purging,  and  death. 

"Two  dmcliniB  of  powered  Savine  were  given  to  a  terrier  dog  in 
hia  food.  In  two  hours  and  a  half,  it  began  to  vomit,  and  con- 
tinued to  do  so,  at  intervals,  for  an  Jiour  and  a  half.  It  then  lay 
down  exhausted,  and  in  two  hour»  afterward  was  found  in  the 
same  pomtion,  insensible  and  comatose,  with  a  blow,  laboring 
pulse.  In  this  condition,  it  remainctl  for  eight  hoars,  passing 
a  good  deal  of  blood  by  stool.  At  the  expiration  of  fourteen 
hours,  the  animal  died.  The  brain  was  found  gorged  with  blood ; 
the  lower  bowels  were  highly  congested,  and  contained  bloo<1.  In 
most  cases  of  poisoning,  iu  man,  signs  of  violent  intlammation  of 
tlie  intestinal  mucous  membrane  and  of  the  peritoneum  were  de- 
tected after  death." — StiUe, 

Urinary  Organs. — Large  doses  act  powerfully  upon  these 
organs,  producing  congestion,  inliammatiou,  great  strangury, 
and  voiding  of  large  tiuantities  of  bloody  urine,  wliich  is  often  al- 
buminous. In  some  cases,  the  urine  is  completely  suppressed. 
The  tirst  effect  is  to  greatly  increase  the  tiow  of  urine,  due  to- 
increased  blood-pressure  iu  the  kidney. 

Ovario-U(<»rhie  Organs. — The  tirst  eflfeet  of  Sabina  upon  these* 
organs  is  that  of  a  powerful  stimulant  upon  the  vascular  system 
of  the  ovaries  and  uterus.  This  is  most  benutifully  shown  in  ita 
power  of  arresting  menorrhngia  and  metrorrhagia.  Toiic  doses 
have  a  powerful  aution  upo7i  the  uterus,  producing  conpcsMon, 
intlammation.  bemorrhage.  and  in  the  pregnant,  abortion  and 
death.  Its  use  as  an  fihorti/dcunf  is  accompanied  by  the  gravest 
dangers  to  life.  It  ie  only  by  the  production  of  violent  irritation 
of  the  gastro-intcstinal  canal,  and  pelvic  organs,  that  the  pregimnt 
uterus  can  Iw  stimulated  to  expel  its  contents :  and  such  doses 
often  produce  death.  Bartholow  says:  "The  evidence  is  conelu- 
Bive  that  Savine  exerts  a  powerful  influence  on  the  uterine  system. 
It  increases  the  menstrual  flux,  and  in  toxic  doses  may  originate 
uterine  action  and  cause  abortion." 

"This  drug  acts  as  a  tissue  irritant  to  the  ovaries  and  nterus. 
the  latter  in  particular,  causing  primarily  intense  active  conges- 
tion, inllammation.  and  disorgHnizatinn  ;  and,  secondarily,  passive 
congestion  or  aniemia.  with  torpor  and  actual  paresis.  It  is, 
therefore,  liomceopathie  to  sterility,  with  excessive  uterine  irrita- 
tion, frequent  and  profuse  menses,  acrid  Icucorrhcpa,  ulceration ; 
as  well  as  sterility  from  uterine  torpor,  chronic  congestion,  ulcer- 
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atiou,  ameuorrhoea;  very  scanty  menses  or  passive  metror- 
rha^a/' — Hale. 

Dr.  Hale  tliiiikfi  the  lumbar  center  is  first  attacked  in  tlie 
action  of  Subina,  and  the  cerebral  center  by  reflex  action. 

"A  case  ia  repoi*ted  by  Moki-enheim  of  a  pregnant  female  who 
took  an  infusion  of  Savine  to  pro<luce  aboiiion.  It  caused  inoea- 
sant  vomiting,  and  some  days  afterward  excruciating  pains,  abor- 
tion, flooding,  and  death.  Rupture  of  the  gall-bliidder  was  found 
on  examination  uf  the  body,  and  bile  in  the  abdominal  cavity, 
-with  peritonitis."— 5iUfc. 

Circulation.— Sabina  has  quite  an  action  upon  the  heart  and 
circulation,  as  8boT,\'n  by  many  eases  of  poisoning.  Sphygmo- 
graphic  tracingH  hIiow  that  the  primary  action  of  the  drug  ie 
powerfully  stimulant,  and  that  it  is  followed  by  debility  and 
languor.

XncouH  Membranes. — The  raucous  membranes  of  the  stom- 
ach and  air-pasHiiges,  especinHy  the  lat1cr»  are  most  powerfully 
affected.  The  secretions  of  tlie  intestinal  mucous  glands  are  hut 
slightly  increased.  In  tlie  air-passages,  and  especially  the  atom- 
ach,  Sanguinaria  excites  a  feeling  of  heat,  and  greatly  iticreas 
the  secretions  of  the  mucous  memhranes.  No  remedy  is  mo» 
irritating  to  this  tissue.    Snuffed  up  the  nose,  it  produces  Tiolmt 
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sneezing;  and  large  doaes  violently  inttame  the  mucous  mem- 
liraue  of  the  aii'-passaged  and  Btomucb,  causing  intense  buroing 
■of  the  stomach,  with  unquenchable  thirst,  great  prostration,  dim- 
ness of  vision,  vertigo,  and  collapse.  In  bronpho-pneuinouia.

It  causes  marked  adjTiamia  and  prostration 
from  its  depressing  action  on  the  spinal  ganglia  and  muscles.  It 
produces  reflex  excitability  tlirough  irritation  of  Setschenow's  cen- 
ter and  by  ultimate  paralysis  of  the  spinal  ganglia,  from  large 
doses.  \Vlien  introduced  into  the  circulation,  it  diminishes  mus- 
cular contractility.*'— />r.  R.  M.  Smith. 

Circulation. — Through  its  action  upon  the  pneumoKastric 
ner>'e  and  the  vaso-motor  system,  Sanguinaria  first  stimulates 
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tlie  heart's  actiou,  which  is  soon  followed  by  great  depressiou, 
and  irregular  action  of  the  heart.

The  temporary  rise 
in  the  blood-pressure  is  due  to  irritation  of  the  vaso-motor  center, 
previous  to  its  parulysis,  by  small  doses.  The  re<hiPtion  of  the 
pulse  is  due  to  dirtjct  action  of  the  poison  on  the  heart  tltrough 
paralysis  of  its  motor  power.  It  always  lowers  the  temperature.**

For  loose  catarrhal  cougli,  with  offensive  breath,  headache, 
sore  throat,  red  cheeks,  and  pains  in  the  chest,  threati-ning 
pneumonia,  the  3*1  decimal  of  Nitrate  of  Sanguinaria  is  of  won- 
derful etlic'acy. 

"Sangiiinaria  has  also,  like  Phosphonis.  a  feeling  of  emptiness 
and  i/nneness  in  the  region  of  the  stomach ;  but  it  occurs  particu- 
larly after  eating.

In  pseudo-membranoas  bronchitis,  Dr.  T.  Nichol  places  this 
remedy  next  to  Kali  bichromicum,  and  tinds  it  difficult  to  give 
the  differential  diagnosis  between  the  two  drugs.

Both  remedies  should  be  given  in  material  dofies,  for  the 
high  dilutions  are  veritably  high  dclmiom  here." 

Dr.  Nichol  claims  no  remedy  can  equal  it  in  general  membra- 
nous croup.  The  membrane  is  difficult  to  detach  ;  constant  and 
incessant  dry  cough  on  lying  down  at  night,  relieved  by  sitting  up. 
This  is  a  very  useful  remedy  in  inHammation  of  the  lungs,  bron- 
chitis, and  asthma ;  with  tough,  rusty-colored  sputa ;  excessive 
dyspnoea;  patient  Ues  on  liis  back,  pulse  small  and  quick;  second 
stage.

Circulation.— The  chief  interest  to  the  physician  in  regard  to 
the  phyeiological  action  of  Ergot  ccnttrs  upon  the  heart  and  blood- 
vessels. "Although  the  heart  is  profoundly  ftffected  in  acute  poi- 
soning by  Ergot,  yet  death  is  probably  not  due  to  this  cause ;  sines 
Wright  found,  that,  after  death,  even  though  the  heart  was  quiet^ 
it  commenced  to  beat  as  soon  as  the  congestion  was  relieved  by 
an  incision,  and  continued  to  pulsate  for  fifteen  minutes. 

"One  of  the  earliest  careful  cardiac  studies  of  Ergot  is  that  of 
P.  Eberty.  He  found  that  in  the  frog  the  injection  of  a  gramme 
of  Ergotine  caused  a  diastolic  arrest  of  the  heart,  and  that  the  \18- 
cus  was  unable  to  respond  at  all  to  stin:>uli.  It  is  inconceivable 
that  this  can  be  due  to  other  than  a  direot  action  of  the  dmg  upon 
the  cardiac  muscle ;  yet  Eberty  seems  to  believe  it  is  caused  by  on 
influence  exerted  through  the  pneumogastrics ;  and  it  is  said,  that^ 
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after  division  of  Uiese  nerves,  even  very  great  quantities  of  Ergotine 
are  powerless  to  prtKhico  cardiac  arrest. 

"In  niuu,  full  doHes  of  Erjjot  iiiiqueationably  diminish  the  fre- 
quency of  the  pulse,  since  the  phenomenon  has  been  independ- 
ently noted  by  Paolu,  Gibbon,  Arnal.  Hardy,  Beatty,  StiUe.  and 
Frof.  Bailly;  but  the  method  in  which  this  reduction  is  brought 
about  is  uncertain.  The  amount  of  reduction  varies  from  ten  to 
thirty-five  beats  per  minute ;  the  largest  doses  rarely  reduce  the 
pulse  below  sixty.  [In  febrile  atTections,  the  intluencc  of  the  medi- 
cine was  more  marked,  and  sometimes  the  pulse  fell  thirty-six 
beats  in  the  course  of  live  hours.  Boujean  found  that  a  drachm 
of  Ergot  lowered  his  pulse  from  seventy  to  sixty.  In  parturient 
females,  Hardy  obser\ed  tbut  witlun  tifteen  to  thii'ty  minutes  the 
meilicine  produce<l  a  marked  diminution  of  the  pulsCj  which  some- 
times  continued  for  several  days.]  Accortling  to  Eberty's  experi- 
ments, therapeutic  doses  of  the  ih-ug  produce  in  mammals,  as  in 
man,  slowing  of  the  heart's  beat.  It  was  found  that  in  frogs  the 
pulsations  of  the  heart  were  still  affected  after  destruction  of  the 
Tuedulla,  but  tliat,  in  mammals,  after  paralysis  of  the  peripheral 
vagi  by  Atropia,  Ergot  was  powerless  to  alter  the  cartliac  rhythm. 
These  experiments,  if  correct,  appear  to  prove  that  Ergot  acta  as 
a  stimulant  to  the  peripheral  cardiac  nerves,  and  that  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  number  of  beats  is  due  to  this,  and  is  independent  of 
the  nerve  centers.  Boreischa  has  noticed  that  toxic  doses  quicken 
the  heart's  action,  and  that,  under  these  circumstances,  galvani- 
zation of  the  par  vagiim  has  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  heart.  It 
would  seem,  therefore,  as  if  tbe  drug  first  stimulated  and  then 
paralyzed  the  peripheral  pneumogasirics." — Dr.  11.  C,  Wood. 


Vascular  System. — The  chief  effect  of  Ergot  is  upon  the  artf- 
rUt  and  veins.    "It  is  a  fact  that  the  arteries  are  contracted. 

These  changes  may  be  somewhat  considerable,  so  that  vossels  of 
rather  large  dimensionB  appfar  as  very  narrow  ones  with  thick 
■walls.  This  contraction  chiefly  affects  the  email  arteries;  but 
even  in  the  larger  ones  it  is  clearly  recognizable.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  is  a  dilatation  of  the  veins.  The  condition  necessarily 
attending  thepp  changes  is  a  diminished  quantity  of  blood  in  the 
contracted  arterial  system,  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
contents  of  the  veins.  This  fact  may  be  directly  obserred  in  frogs 
and  rabbits,  and  was  obsen-od  by  Weniich.  not  long  ago.  with  tbe 
microscope  in  the  web  of  the  frop.  aiul  was  drawn  l>y  Holmes, 
by  means  of  the  camera  lucida,  and  micrometrically  measured  by 
Briesemann. 
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"Clinical  experience  of  tlie  action  of  Ergot  in  lowering  the  cir- 
culation of  the  blood  entirely  corresponds  •with  tbiB,    ThiB  lower- 
ing action  is  an  indisputable  fact  for  the  practical  physician  wjio 
has  employed  this  drug,  even  though  the  diiect  experiments  made 
on  aninmU  have  been  questioned  from  various  quarters.    The 
main  queHtion  connected  with  this  circumstance  ie  how  this  vascu- 
lar contraction  of  the  arteries  is  brought  about.     It  was  formerly 
assumed  that  Ergot  caused  contraction  of  the  arterial  vessels  by 
stimulating  their  muscular  coat,  so  that  they  were  in  a  state  of 
active  contraction.    This  contraction  of  the  arteries  was  then 
further  traced  to  an  influence  which  Ergot  was  supposed  to  exer- 
cise upou  the  vaso-motor  center.     A  true  cramp  of  tbe  arteries 
was,  therefore,  regarded  as  the  effect  of  Ergotine,  a  cramp  that, 
uuiler  some  circumstances,  might  lost  long.     A  cou&idei-able 
shock  has  been  given  to  this  view  tif  Ergoiiue's  action,  universally 
prevalent  till  quih-  lately,  from  the  rircuuistnnce  that  1bp  increase 
of  blotKl-preBbui*e  to  be  postulated  a  priori  from  so  strong  a  con- 
traction of  the  arteries  has  not  been  found  by  any  of  the  later  in- 
vestigators, except  Elierty,  in  their  experiments  on  blood- pressure 
with  the  kymographion.    Thus,  Holmes,  Haudelin,  Ilenuann,  and 
Wemich   found   almost   constantly  a  more  or  less  considerable 
decrease  of  blood-prebsure.     The   diminution  of  bl<x>d-pre8sure 
directly  coutradictH  an  active  contraction  of  the  arterial  vascular 
system ;  again,  as  Wemich  shows,  such  a  contraction  is  disproved 
by  the  beneficial  influence  on  arterial  aneurisms,  which  Langen- 
beck.  HermanidcB,  and  others  produced  by  Krgotine  inji-ctitms. 
Lastly,  it  is  opjKised   by  Willebrand's   ob-senations,   mentioned 
aljove,  with   regard  to  the  diminution  of  volume  of  the  heart. 
The  question  wiiirh  must  next  arise  is:   How,  then,  is  arterial 
contraction  induced?     If  it  is  not  active,  it  must  be  passive. 
The  heart  must,  in  a  given  space  of  time,  pump  less  blood  inta 
the  periphery  than  in  its  natural  condition,  because  less  blood  is. 
conveyed  to  it  by  the  systemic  and  pulmonarj*  veins;  there  m;tst 
be  an  unwonted  accumulation  of  blood  in  the  veins.     Such  an 
accumulation  of  blood  in  the  veins  is  only  possible  by  a  diminu- 
tion of  the  tone  of  the  veins,  as  Wemich  insists.    This  dilatation 
of  the  veins,  this  increased  amount  of  Idood  in  them,  can  be 
directly  proved.     According  to  W^eraich's  observations,  it  is  the 
veins  of  the  mesentery,  of  the  uterus,  of  the  bladder, — the  abdom- 
inal veins  penoi*ally,— which  show  most  clearly  this  engorgement 
after  the  mtroduction  of  Ergotine. 

"Wemich  draws  a  parallel  l>etween  the  symptoms  of  Ergottne- 
poisoning  in  frogs  and  those  which  Golts  has  observed  in  his  ex--

periments  on  piUaation  with  regard  to  the  circulation.  In  both 
cases,  there  is  a  strongly  miirkcil  arterial  antcraia,  and  an  equally 
striking  venouB  byptramiu;  in  both  caseB,  there  is  a  diminution 
of  cardiac  contraction  leading  to  entire  cessation  of  cardiac  action  ; 
in  l)oUi  caBL'B,  Wemich  sees  in  the  dilatation  of  the  veins  the  pri- 
mary, in  the  contraction  of  the  arteries  and  the  action  of  the  heart, 
the  secondary,  sjTnptom.  The  arteries,  therefore,  collapse  from 
want  of  sufficient  quantity  of  blood,  the  action  of  the  heart  pro- 
ceeds more  slowly  or  ceases  altogether  from  diminution  or  entire 
cessation  of  the  supply  of  blood  to  it ;  so  that  the  action  of  Er^go- 
tine  appears  to  lead  to  an  accumulation  of  blood  in  the  veiua. 
The  cause  of  the  decrease  of  the  tone  in  the  smooth  muscles  of  the 
voms  has  not  been  experimentally  established  with  sufficient 
accuracy.  It  should  be  meutioned  that  Zwcifel,  in  the  treatise 
above  quoted,  comes  to  the  conclusion,  from  careful  experiments, 
that  not  only  Ergot  and  its  preparations,  but  a  whole  series  of 
siibstanoes,  produced  arterial  contraction,  and  thai  all  these  sab- 
etances  liave  one  property  in  common,  that  of  producing  consid- 
erable pain  when  subcutaneously  injected.  He  therefore  regards 
the  action  of  Ergot  on  the  Tessels  as  by  no  means  its  chief  action, 
but  behoves  that  to  consist  in  its  intluenco  upon  the  central  ner\'- 
ous  system." — Z'u'ui»&en. 

Temperature.— This  is  greatly  reduced  by  Exgot,  from  its 
action  upon  the  heart  and  vascular  system.  Cases  ore  on  record 
where  the  temperature  has  been  reduced  four  degrees  in  the  treat- 
ment of  fibrous  tumors  by  this  drug. 

Uterus.— Through  the  nerve  centers  of  the  brain  and  lumbar 
region  of  the  spinal  cord.  Ergot  has  a  powerful  and  fixed  action 
upon  the  pregnant  uterus.  "For  the  accoucheur,  the  fact  is  es- 
tablished that  Ergot  may  increase  pangs  already  existing;  al- 
though many  maintain  that  it  can  not  originate  them.  Tet  it  has 
been  proved  by  various  investigators,  especially  recently  by  Schle- 
singer  and  Wemich,  that,  even  in  the  unimpre^ated  uterus  of 
animals,  movements  take  place  under  the  inHuence  of  Krgotine. 
But  these  movements,  according  to  our  prustnt  experieuco,  as 
they  respond  to  the  physiological  experiments  of  the  investiga- 
tors alx>ve  mentioned,  may  be  regarded,  not  «r  primary  effects  of 
the  poison,  but  ur  sccondarj*.  and  dijit-ndHit  on  tht-  arterial  antD- 
mia  produced  by  Ergotine,  etc.  Wt^'nioh's  experiments  appear  to 
me  here  a^in  to  be  vahialde.  According  to  them,  in  experiments 
on  animals,  as  a  rule,  the  change  of  thu  caliltor  of  the  vesfiels 
does  not  influence  the  discoloration  and  blsnchkng  of  the  uterus 
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till  first  movements  of  the  uterns  liave  been  observed,  of  short  du- 
ration Hiid  moderate  intensity,  but  still  so  evident  that  tliere  is 
no  doubt  of  their  existence.  It  is  therefore  Huflicieutlj'  clear  that 
it  is  not  the  arterial  aniemia  or  venous  byperiemiiL  alone  whicli 
causes  these  movements.  On  the  contra^',  it  might  almost  be 
astiumcd  that  the  inJiuenee  of  Ergot  upon  the  movements  of  the 
uterus  proceeds  solely  from  an  iutlueuce  of  the  poison  upon  the 
it^re  ceniers  of  these  movemeuts  m  the  lumbar  region  of  ihu  cord 
and  its  higher  situated  parts,  as  well  as  in  the  brain.  But  even 
m  this  ease,  some  intluence  migltt  be  attributed  to  ansemia  in- 
duced by  the  Ergot ;  only  wlien  we  come  to  further  reflect  on  the 
action  of  the  poison  on  the  spinal  cord,  the  hypothesis  of  a  direct 
action  of  the  poison  is  much  more  simple,  although  the  whole 
question  appears  as  yet  to  be  far  from  settled.  The  experiments 
of  Schlesinger  and  Oser  would  go  to  prove,  firstly,  that  the  arte- 
rial amemia  is  to  bo  regarded  as  the  stimulating  cause  of  the 
movements  of  the  uteinis;  and,  secondly,  that  the  uterine  con- 
tractions are  caused  by  excitement  from  the  central  organs.  In 
this  experiment,  the  exclusion  of  the  flow  of  arterial  blood  to  the 
brain,  by  ligaturing  all  the  blood-vessels  leading  to  the  brain, 
prodnces  in  about  half  a  minute  general  contraction  of  the  uterus. 
The  abortions  produced  by  Ergot-poisoning  are  thus  accounted 
for  by  its  increasing  uterine  contractions." — Ziemssen. 

Prof.  H.  C.  Wood  says :  "Upon  the  uterus  of  parturient  women, 
Ergot  exerts  a  very  pronounced  and  fixed  influence,  increasing 
the  length  and  force  of  tbe  pains,  and.  if  it  be  given  in  sufficient 
dose,  causing  after  a  time  violent  tetanic  cramp  of  the  whole 
organ.  The  drug  certainly  acts  in  this  respect  upon  the  lower 
animals  as  it  does  upon  man,  since  Youatt  states,  that,  in  a  large 
experience,  both  with  monogastric  animals  and  ruminants,  he  has 
never  known  the  drug  to  fail  in  its  action  on  the  uterus  of  the 
parturient  female. 

"The  action  of  Ergot  in  producing  contraction  in  the  impreg- 
nated but  not  (nirturient  womb  is  by  no  means  so  constant.  Upon 
animals.  Dr.  Wright  found  it  to  fail  in  all  of  a  number  of  trials,  as 
did  also  Bonjean  in  a  single  experiment.  On  the  other  hand, 
Diez,  Oslere,  Percy  and  Laurent  found  it  to  cause  abortion  in 
guinea-pigs,  sows,  rabbits,  cows,  and  cats ;  and  M.  Bodin  has  re- 
ported an  epidemic  of  abortion  occurring  among  cows  feeding 
upon  Ergotized  grasses.  The  evidence  of  those  who  have  used 
Ergot  for  the  induction  of  premature  labor  in  women  tallies  very 
closely  with  that  which  is  brought  forward  in  regard  to  the  lower 
auiznals.    To  show  that  the  fungus  very  often  will  act  as  an  aboTC- 
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iifMcieut,  it  is  only  uecessary  to  quote  Prof.  RamsbotliAm^  who 
states  that  he  has  made  a  'great  number  of  trials'  and  fuund 
that  'expulsive  actiou  soon  foUowed  its  exhibition,  with  vt-r\*  fvw 
exceptions.*  It  can  not  be  gainsaid,  however,  that  very  often  the 
drug  has  failed :  sometimes,  no  doubt,  because  of  poor  quality,  or 
l>ecuUHe  given  in  iusutheieiit  quantity,  yet  Hiifficiently  often  to 
show  that  its  abortifacient  action  is  uucertain/' 

The  Injluenct  of  Krt/nt  upon  the  ChiU. — Many  cases  are  on 
record  where  Ergot,  givyn  to  the  mother  to  facilitate  delivery,  has. 
unquestionably  affected  the  child.  Statistics  show  th«t  Ergot, 
adniiuiblei'od  in  tedious  and  difficult,  alow  labors  has  proved  very 
destructive  to  the  life  of  the  child.  "Dr.  Moore,  o!  New  Yorl^ 
says:  'It  appears  to  be  injurious  to  the  child  at  all  times;  for,  in 
every  case  in  which  1  have  seen  it  exhibited,  the  child  has  been 
stjllboni ;  and,  in  the  greater  part  of  them,  it  was  not  possii>lo  to  re-i 
store  it  to  life  ;'  and  Dr.  R.  M.  Huston  mauitained,  that,  even  when 
given  under  all  tbe  favorable  comlitiona  admitted  to  be  uecesMiry, 
the  medicine  is  still  chargeable  with  the  death  of  many  children ; 
and  he  refers  to  the  experience  of  Clmrch,  HoU-ombe,  Hall,  and 
many  others,  for  a  coiifirniation  of  this  statement.  The  above 
statement  of  the  influence  of  Ergot  upon  tlie  child.  I  believe, 
is  over-estimated ;  but  I  also  believe,  that  many  a  child  owes  its 
death  to  the  tetanic  contractiou  of  the  utenis  caused  by  t«xi  early 
and  too  long-contiiuied  administration  of  Ergot  before  tlje  ut4>niB 
and  vagina  are  prepared  for  tbe  expulsion  of  the  child.  Tbe 
constant  and  continued  contmctioos  of  the  uterus  so  compress 
the  child's  body  that  it  stands  to  reason  that  it  must  act  iujnri- 
ously  upon  the  fa'tus ;  aud  tlie  above  facts  should  put  us  always  on 
our  guard,  inhibiting  its  use  in  all  cases  exceptmg  where  it  ia 
thoroughly  indi<;nted." — Stilh. 

Indirtilions/or  the  Use  o/Enjot, — "Dr.  Steams  has  given  us  the 
true  indications  for  its  use.  He  says:  ^1.  In  lingering  labors 
when  the  child  is  low.  the  piu'ts  relaxed,  the  pains  absent  or 
feeble,  and  there  is  danger  of  delay  from  hemorrhuge  or  other 
alarming  Rymptoms.  *2.  When  tbe  pains  fti*e  suspended  imd  con- 
vulsions set  in.  3.  In  inevitable  abortion.  4.  \Vbt*n  the  placeniA 
is  retained  by  uterine  inertia.  5.  In  |ioet-partum  hemorrhiig«> 
under  like  circumstances.  Subsequent  experience  has  contirnit-d 
the  soundness  of  those  rules,  and  has  not  made  any  essmiinl 
addition  to  them.'  .  .  .  Dr.  Meigs  says  that  he  scarcely  givca 
Ergot  as  an  ejrjmUire  agent.  Ht-  chietly  employs  it  at  tbe  moment 
of,  or  just  before,  the  birth  of  the  tsbild,  in  order  to  secure  a  good 
contraction  of  the  womb  in  women  who  are  known  to  lie  sabject 
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to  hemorrhage.  To  administer  it  merely  for  the  purpose  of  hasten- 
ing uatiiral  labor  and  abridging  the  nttoudant's  weariness  of  \s'ait- 
ing,  ia  wholly  inexcusable,  and  argues  a  culpable  ignorance  of  the 
powers  of  the  drug.  Several  cases  are  reported  where  Ergot  has 
occasioned  rupture  of  the  uterus,  from  th«  excessive  spasmodic 
contractions.  Kupture  of  the  periujeum,  laceration  of  the  os  uteri, 
hour-glass  contractions,  retention  of  the  placenta,  and  puerpeml 
convulsions  have  been  attributed  to  the  indiscriminate  use  of  the 
drug," — Stille. 


Digestive  Organs. — The  action  of  Ergot  is  mostly  spent  upon 
the  stomach  and  small  intestines. 

"The  most  evident  symptoms  in  the  early  stage  of  the  action 
of  Krgol- poison  ing — retching,  vomiting,  dianhoea,  and  salivaiy 
secretion — are  consequetices  of  the  action  of  the  poison  on  the 
sensory  ner\'es  of  the  mucons  membrane  of  the  alimentary  canal ; 
lese  are  excited  by  the  poison,  and  the  excitement  is  communi- 
irted  to  the  motor  and  secretory  regions, — reflex  action. 

"The  vomiting  which  sometimes  occurs  in  the  later  course  of 
the  poisoning  is,  perhaps,  traceable  to  an  action  of  the  poison  on 
the  central  nervous  system.  In  the  same  way  the  KubHcquent 
diarrhfpa  is  dependent  on  the  intluence  of  the  poison  on  tlie  ves- 
sels and  the  distribution  of  blood.  Wc  have  no  accurate  kuowU 
edge  as  to  the  origin  of  the  How  of  saliva.  In  all  probability,  it  is 
to  be  regarded  as  a  reHex  salivation,  as  it  follows  upon  eating 
acrid  substances,  and  preceJea  vomiting.  The  vomiting,  depend- 
ent on  the  same  cause,  ia  connected  with  the  early  staj^'e  of  mus- 
cular weakness.  The  muscular  exhaustion,  continuing  for  a  longer 
time,  is,  on  its  side,  produced  by  the  changes  affected  in  the  cir- 
culation by  the  poison.  .  .  .  Results  of  ftutopsius:  Putrefac- 
tion sets  in  very  rapidly.  The  heart  is  found  bloodless  and  Haccid ; 
the  lungs  in  a  condition  of  venous  hypenemia ;  venous  injection 
of  cerebral  membranes  vei-y  marked.  Strongly  injected  patches 
are  often  found  in  the  stomach  and  intestines,  sometimes  hemor- 
rhagic and  even  gangrenous  erosions  are  met  with.  Evidences  of 
venous  hyperiemia  are  found  in  the  abdominal  glands,  liver,  and 
spleen,  which  are  somewhat  swollen  and  dark  colored." — Ziemssen, 

"Tlie  libers  in  the  coats  of  the  intestinal  blood-vesfiels  are  cer- 
tainly not  the  only  non-striated  muscles  upon  which  Ergot  acts; 
indeed,  the  probabilities  are  strong  that  the  drug  influences  mus- 
cular fiber  of  this  character  wherever  it  exists  in  the  body.  There 
is  considerable  evidence  to  show  that  it  causes  increased  intestinaV 
peristalsis.     In  Dr.  Wright's  e.xperiments,  the  intestines  wer€> 
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foond  in  very  active  peristalsis  at  the  post-mortem  examination 
of  tlie  poisoned  animal.  Dr.  Weniieh  noticed  that  very  violent 
peristaltic  movemeuts  followed  the  injection  of  Ergot,  as  was  seen 
not  only  in  the  rabbits  whose  abdomens  were  opened,  but  in  some 
cases  even  through  the  iminjurcd  walls;  and  Handelin  ha«  con- 
firmed his  obBcrvations." — />r.  //.  C.  Wood. 

From  the  involuntary  stcwls  and  urine,  we  are  led  to  believe 
that  the  sphincter  muscles  of  the  anus  and  bladder  arc  specifi- 
cally aUected  by  Ergot  bo  as  to  completely  paralyze  them.  Hypo- 
dermic injections  have  often  caused  such  tonic  contraction  of  the 
itphiiicter  iesic<e  as  to  render  micturition  impossible.  And  the 
drug  has  often  l>een  of  signal  service  in  paralysis  of  the  bladder, 
the  result  of  over-distention.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the 
sphincter  ani,  when  proiupHcd  or  paralyzed. 


Ceivbro-Spinal  N>rvou8  System  (Spasmodic  Erc^tism). — 

Ergot  ))U8  li  marked  action  upon  the  brain  and  ^iiiiml  nrrd.  Tbey 
are  at  lirst  stimulated  for  a  short  time,  which  is  soon  followed  by 
paralysis.  This  paralysis  has  often  e.\tended  to  the  centers  of 
respiration  and  cardiac  contraction ;  and  in  chronic  poisoning, 
the  tilameuts  of  the  sensory  nerves  are  powerfully  influenced. 

,  "When  flour  strongly  impregnated  with  Ergot  in  the  form  of 
bread  or  other  farinaceous  food,  has  been  eaten  for  several  con- 
secutive days  in  some  considerable  quantity,  the  first  symptom  of 
Erftot-poisiming  makes  its  appearance  in  the  form  of  a  peculiar 
irritation  of  the  cutaneous  nerves,  much  like  the  sensation  of  an 
ant  creeping  over  the  skin.  This  formication  continues  during 
the  whole  course  of  the  illness,  and  is  the  last  symptom  which 
disappears.  It  affects  obicfly  the  fingers  and  toes,  but  may  also 
extend  to  other  organs,  e.  g.,  the  hands  and  armn.  In  some 
cases,  the  formication  increases  to  actual  nunibncss.  and  even  to 
complete  anjpsthesin  of  the  parts  affected.  Simultaneously  with 
this  formication,  syniptomH  set  in  in  the  stomach  and  intestinal 
canal  similar  to  acute  Ergot-poisoning.  Vomiting  and  diarrhcea 
alternate  with  violent  colicky  pains.  Curiously  enoufth.  as  a  mie, 
this  is  accompanied  with  intense  hunger,  to  satisfy  which  they 
devour  everything  eatable  that  comes  in  their  w^ay. 

".Another  sj-niptom  usually  present  is  a  peculiar  Rensation  of 
discomfort,  anxiety,  and  weariness,  giddiness  and  general  uneasi- 
ness. Tbe  patient  also  complains  of  distressing  pressure  in  the 
pit  of  tbe  stomach,  and  the  formication  grows  into  very  acute 
pain.  Then  we  get  invohnitary  twitchings  in  variouh  groups  of 
muscles,  e.  g.,  in  the  tongue  and  in  the  extremities.    These 
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twitcbingB  soon  pass  into  continuous  contractions,  whicb  specially 
affect  tho  Hexors,  so  that  the  arm,  e.  g.,  remains  fixed  in  a  Iwnt 
position.  This  muscular  cramp  will  laet  a  variable  time,  half  an 
hour  or  even  a  whole  hour,  or  more ;  thiH  cramp  is  also  very  pain- 
ful. The  retching  and  vomitiuR  are  perflistent ;  hut  the  action  of 
tlie  bowels  is  sluggish.  When  the  coutractionB  pass  off,  a  state 
of  utter  exhaustion  remains.  But  soon  the  painful  convulsion 
returns  and  makes  the  patient  moan  and  proan  continuously. 
The  contractions  now  appear  Bimultaneously  in  various  groups 
of  muscles,  the  epigastrium  is  tightly  distended,  the  facial  mus- 
cles are  distorted,  the  legs  are  Hexed.  At  the  same  time,  the 
bunds  frequently  assume  a  lieak-Hke  form,  the  fingers  being  con- 
tracted toward  the  middle  finger,  and  Himultaneously  flexed  toward 
the  ball  of  the  thumb;  the  foot  aBsumes  a  similar  form.  The 
pupils  are  usually  contracted,  sometimes  distorted  ;  the  eyes  are 
fixed.  The  skin  is  covered  with  cold  perspiration,  the  uriiiar>' 
excretion  is  suppressed ;  but,  id  the  same  time,  there  is  violent 
dysuria,  dependent  on  spasm  of  the  bladder.  The  pulse  is  weak 
and  low.     In  severe  cases,  the  patient  loses  the  power  of  sight 

'and  speech, — of  hearing  and  consciousness.  Delirium  sets  in, 
the  face  is  pale  and  sallow,  the  head,  like  the  body,  feels  cold, 
and  thus,  with  the  continuance  of  the  convulsions,  and  gradually 
advancing  cardiac  paralysis,  death  may  supervene.  This  may 
occur  as  early  as  the  third  day  after  the  begiiming  of  the  aymp- 
toms.  especially  when  the  contractions,  as  sometimes  happens, 
attack  the  respiratory  and  spinal  muscles,  inducing  opisthotonos. 
The  loss  of  sight  may  be  preceded  by  nil  possible  \'i8ual  disturb- 
ances, colored  vision,  donlde  vision,  etc.  In  many  cases  which 
do  not  terminate  fatally,  cataleptic  and  epileptic  attacks  occur, 
either  with  or  without  loss  of  consciousness. 

"The  symptoms  which  mark  the  course  of  spasmodic  Ergotism 
all  point  to  a  disturbance  of  the  central  nervous  system  under  the 
influence  of  Ergot.  The  motor  as  well  as  the  sensory  centers  in 
the  brain  and  spinal  cord  are  first  excited,  and  later  on  paralyzed, 

[by  the  poison.  There  can  be  no  question  that  the  convulsions, 
the  disturbanocH  in  the  organs  of  the  senses,  in  the  sensorium.  and 
in  the  cutaneous  nerves,  are  of  central  origin.  But  the  question 
arises  whetherthis  effect  of  the  poison  is  a  direct  one,  or  indirectly 
caused  by  the  changes  in  thecapacityof  the  vessels.  It  is  known 
that  convulaiona  may  arise  from  arterial,  cerebral,  and  spinal 
anreraia,  as  well  as  from  excessive  h>*perft'mia,  and  more  readily 
BO  from  the  former.  The  disturbances  in  the  organs  of  sight  and 
hearing  are  easily  accounted  for  by  the  anupmia;  and,  indeed,  a 
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series  of  cases  have  been  receBtly  published  of  acute  amatirodis 
after  acute  hemorrhage.  Now,  the  accumulation  of  blood  in  tlie 
venous  net  work  which  we  have  meutioned  in  acute  Ergot-poison- 
ing, in  closely  analogous  to  acute  hemorrhage.  But,  although  we 
are  led  to  assign  a  considerable  share  in  the  production  of  tiie 
series  of  symptoms  to  constriction  of  the  arteries,  it  is  inipossibl« 
to  exclude  a  direct  influence  of  the  poison  upon  the  nervous  sys- 
tem. There  is  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  symptoms  depend  uixm 
the  drain  of  fluid,  caused  by  the  repeated  vomiting  and  diarrhica. 
But  the  general  symptoms  are  chieHy  the  result  of  the  direct  ac- 
tion of  the  poison  on  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach  and 
intestine.  The  vomiting  in  the  later  stages  of  the  illness  mar 
be  regarded  as  central :  and  the  later  diarrhoea  is  traceable  to  the 
altered  cnndition  of  the  blood  found  in  the  intestine." — Zienu&fn. 


Skin  (Uaii^crenons  Ergotism).— The  poison  of  this  drag  has 
a  special  and  most  powerful  action  upon  the  skin.  "Besides  very 
abuncbint  perspiration,  pustules  often  break  out,  or  even  larger 
furunciili.  The  exanthemata  sometimes  resemble  scabious  oc- 
zema ;  they  appear  in  the  later  stage  of  the  malady ;  as,  e.  g.,  ia 
Aschoff's  case,  fourteen  days  after  the  appearance  of  the  first 
symptoms  of  poinoning.  But  other  diaturluinces  of  nutrition  in 
the  peripheral  organs  are  also  repoiied,  as  e^  g.,  whitlows  on  the 
fingers,  occurring  as  late  as  the  fourth  and  fifth  week,  and  dis«iase» 
of  the  tinger-nails,  which  are  encircled  by  a  dark  ring.  Car- 
diac contractions  are  generally  slow  and  feeble,  the  arteries,  are 
constricted  and  contain  little  blood.  The  respiration  U  very  la- 
bored duriiig  tlie  spasms,  but  tolerably  regular  in  the  free  int<T- 
vals.  When  death  supervenes,  it  ia  usually  not  till  aftera  Fortnight 
or  later;  the  convulsions  may  have  ceased ;  yet  loss  of  sight  and 
hearing,  with  violent  headache,  stupor,  and  delirium,  may  set  in, 
attenda.1  with  diarrhcea ;  and  thus  the  fatjtl  staRC  may  assume 
the  form  of  typhus  and  general  collapse.  Death  is  generally 
ushert'd  in  by  either  convulsions  or  paralytic  symptoma.  The 
whole  form  of  the  illness,  therefore,  is  very  variable,  aui!   '  ^e 

highly  irregular.     The  illness  may  last  four  to  eight  \i.  i^d 

even  longer. 

"The  symptoms  which  characterize  gamprenous  Ergotism  na 
such  often  appear  within  from  two  to  seven  days,  but  are  frequtf-nlly 
delayed  for  two  and  throe  weeks.  An  erysipelatous  retlnes-s  shows 
itself  on  some  spots  in  the  periphery,  most  frequently  on  the  tot's 
and  feet,  but  also  on  the  lingers  and  hands,  more  rarely  on  tiro 
ears  and  the  nose:  soon  after,  the  epidermis  is  raised  lik«  a  blad- 
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der  by  serous  exudation;  the  ichorous  contents  of  this  are  soon 
discbargoil,  and  a  gangrenous  spot  more  or  less  large  is  left.  Then 
dry  gangrene  develops  very  rapidly  at  the  affected  spot. 

"The  part  affected  is  very  painful  while  the  redness  is  uavading 
it;  but  later  on  it  becomes  quite  insensible.  The  gangrenous 
spot  may  exhibit  either  the  dry  or  moist  form,  according  to 
wUethertho  discharge  was  checked  or  encouraged  ;  upon  this,  also, 
depends  the  greater  or  less  iutenseness  of  the  odor  of  putrefaction. 
In  some  cases,  the  gangrene  was  limited  to  one  or  more  toes, 
sometimes  only  to  single  phalanges ;  in  other  caHes,  however,  the 
entire  foot  or  hartd  was  affected ;  not  infrequently  the  gangrene 
extended  to  the  trunk ;  it  was  possible  for  the  patient  to  lose  both 
feet  or  both  arms.  Indeed,  a  few  cases  are  reported,  iu  which  all 
four  extremities  wore  lost.  The  gangrenous  parts  become  separated 
from  the  healthy  tissue  bya  wcU-deiined  line  of  demarkation.  and 
the  affected  part  may  fall  off  itself,  or  must  be  removed  by  an 
operation.  This  process  of  demarkation  is  often  attended  with 
serious  disturbances  of  the  general  condition  of  the  patient ;  some- 
times a  modified  form  of  continued  fever  is  developed,  followed  by 
phthisical  changes ;  in  a  few  cases,  from  absorption  of  ichorous 
matter,  pyfcmta  and  septicicmia  set  in,  and  are.  of  course,  fatal. 
"When  the  gangrene  was  couftned  to  parts  of  minor  importance, 
the  patients  usually  recovered ;  greater  losses  were  naturally  more 
frequently  fatal.  In  some  cases,  obstinate  diarrhoea  brought  on 
marasmus  and  death,  even  when  the  extent  of  the  gangrene  was 
not  very  considenible.  Wo  must  mention,  however,  that  in  many 
cases  t!ie  diseased  process  did  not  advance  beyond  the  erysipela- 
tous redness ;  marked  cyanosis  may  be  observed,  and  yet  a  separa- 
tion may  take  place,  and  the  circulation  l)e  restored.  The  dura- 
tion of  the  entire  illness  varies,  and  may  be  protracted  through 
several  months.  In  favorable  cases,  the  course  is  ended  in  a  few 
weeks. 

"This  form  of  gangrene,  like  all  other  forms,  depends  on  the 
fact  that  the  part  affected  is  deprived  of  ita  blood-enpply,  and  its 
nutrition  thereby  arrested  ;  consequently,  it  must  pass  into  a  state 
of  decomposition.  The  only  question  which  can  be  advanced  here 
is,  whether  it  is  inflammation  which  leads  to  gangrene,  or 
whether  the  process  is  of  a  non-inflammatory  character,  re- 
sembling that  which  occurs  when  all  the  vessels  going  to  a  limb 
are  ligatured.  When  we  consider  that  the  initial  so-called  erysipel- 
atous redness  is  simply  dependent  on  the  cyanosis,  and  tliat  these 
spots  are  not,  as  in  a  case  of  inflammation,  hot  and  swollen,  but, 
•on  the  contrary,  they  become  Tei7  cold,  and  warmth  can  not  b& 
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restored  in  them,  and  that  the  aflfected  limb  is  not  at  all  BWoUen* 
the  hypothesia  that  such  a  gangrene  in  of  an  intlammatory  charac- 
ter miist,  (I  prioriy  be  rejected.  When  we  further  reHect  that  there 
is  no  fever  at  the  ouaet,  the  second  hypothesis  becomes  still  more 
probable.  Exclusion  of  an  extremity  from  its  ordinary  blood-sup- 
ply is  quite  conceivable  from  our  current  views  of  the  action  of 
Ergot  on  the  vessels  and  the  distribution  of  blood. 

"The  contractionof  the  small  vessels,  especially  of  the  arteries, 
by  Ergot,  particularly  when  the  vis  a  tergo.  i.  e.,  the  cardiac 
contraction,  is  in  a  rcmarkahle  degree  simultaneously  affected  by 
this  poison,  may  lead  to  a  complete  emptying  of  blood,  Aot  only 
in  the  separate  smaller  vesselfl.  but  also  in  the  larger  vascalar 
trunks;  and  it  is  conceivable,  that,  by  the  failure  of  the  blood- 
supply,  the  arteries  themselves  (e.  g.,  in  the  intima)  may  liecome 
diseased,  so  that  thrombi  readily  form  in  them,  and  bo  the  whole 
process  may  be  characterized  us  thrombotic." — ZieiMsen,

Since  the  memoir  of  Hildebraudt,  numerous 
cases  of  BuceesBful  troHtment  of  ufmwc  fihronh  hy  h>'po(lermio 
injection  of  Ergoliue  have  been  published.  There  seeme  to  be  no 
longer  any  doubt  that  Ergot  has  the  power  to  arrest  the  grovv'tb  of 
uterine  libroidB,  to  cause  them  to  atropliy,  or  to  net  up  such 
a  degree  of  uterine  action  as  to  compel  their  extrusion  wa  polypi 
from  the  uterine  canity.  In  those  instances  where  it  fails  to 
arrest  the  growth,  notable  improvement  in  the  amount  of  hemor- 
rhage and  of  the  muco-punilent  discharge,  is  evident.  From  two 
to  61X  grains  of  Ergotine  should  be  injected  in  the  umbilical 
region.  More  or  less  pain  is  experienced,  and  an  indurated  spot, 
which  may  be  more  or  less  sore  for  a  week  or  more,  follows.  Sup- 
puration is  the  excepliou.  The  Bulutiou  employed  is,  Ergotine, 
one  tb-achm  ;  CTlycerine,  one  drachm  ;  aqua  destil.,  seven  drachms. 
Eight  minims  contiuu  one  grain  of  Ergotine." — Bartkolow. 

Squibbs'  Extract  of  Ergot  is  soluble  in  cold  water,  is  free  from 
alcohol,  and  does  not  irritate.  Sixty  grains  of  this  Extract  is  dis- 
solved in  two  hundred  and  hfty  minims  of  water,  filtered,  and 
made  up  to  three  hundred  miiiiius.  Each  minim  represents  one 
grain  of  the  Ergotine.  This  will  be  found  n  good  article  for  sub- 
cutaneous injections.  Dr.  Emmet  says  Ergot  will  cure  when  the 
tumor  projects  Bufficiently  to  warrant  the  belief  that  it  may  be- 
come pedunculated  by  uterine  contractions.  When  buried  in 
the  uterine  walls  or  so  situated  that  it  can  not  be  pechinculated 
by  the  ut**rine  contractions.  Ergot  will  do  no  good,  but  harm.

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womb  may  bo  indirectly  inHueiiced  by  such  cause  tlirongh  the 
j-ectum.  Wlicn  in  thin  way  con8iipation»  prolapsus  aui,  and 
hffimorrhoidal  fullness  are  induced  in  women,  and  then  the  uterint 
health  becomes  impaired,  Sepia  is  indicated  for  the  whole  group 
of  symptoms,  and  will  do  much  toward  removing  them.  •  .

Ovaries. — Sepia  produces  venous  congestion,  and  an  atome, 
torpid  condition  of  the  ovaries,  as  shown  fay  the  scanty  and  too 
early  menses,  sterility,  and  amcnorrhoea.  Chloasma,  so  strongly 
produced  by  Sepia,  probably  has  its  cause  in  a  great  measure  in 
the  ovaries  or  uterus. 

Gttstro*Iii(«sUual Canal.— Tongue  is  large,  pale,  and  tlabhy  ;

Bones  and  Flbroas  Tissue.— The  phyBiological  action  of  this 
grand  remedy  has  not,  ns  yet,  been  fully  rcveuled ;  but,  through 
the  organic  nervous  syBtum,  Silieea  has  a  most  profound  action 
upon  the  bones  and  fibrous  tissue,  producing  suppuration  and 
complete  destruction  of  the  bones,  periosteum,  and  fibrous  tissue 
in  any  part  of  the  body,  and  caries  of  the  sbnfts  or  epiphyses  of 
any  of  the  J>onG8,  with  exceBsive  nightly  bone-pains.  If  in  tho 
joints,  the  bones  are  greatly  swollen,  with  t-^mplete  destruction  of 
the  ligaments.    The  general  condition  of  the  sybtem  produced  by 
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tliia  drug  is  that  of  pen'erted  nutrition,  resembling  rachitis  and 
ficrolula,  its  action  being  slow,  deep,  nnd  long  lasting. 

"SilJcea  inHuencea  the  nutrition,  rather  than  the  functional 
activity  of  the  tissues  which  oorae  within  its  sphere  of  action ;  it 
is  hence  suited  to  organic  c}ian<fes,  rather  than  to  JimctUmal  dig- 
<or(ltr$.  Its  deep  and  slow  action,  moreover,  makes  it  appropriate 
to  chronic  rather  than  acute  diseases,  Silicea  has  an  extraor- 
dinary control  over  the  suppurative  procesit,  seeming  to  mature 
abscesses  when  desired,  and  certainly  reducing  excessive  suppu- 
ration to  moderate  limits.  Its  main  sphere  is  in  the  diseanes  of 
the  vegetative  tissues  and  organs,  1  regard  it  as  a  remedy  even 
more  important  than  Ciih^area  for  rorhiiiit  in  children.  In  rickets, 
you  will  Jind  two  symptoms  which  ore  very  characteristic  of  Sill-, 
cea ;  viz.,  the  perspiration  of  the  bead  only,  and  the  tenderness 
tlie  general  surface.  The  tendency  which  obtains,  moreover,  to 
defective  formation  of  bone  and  increased  growth  of  cartilage  in 
this  disease,  calls  loudly  for  StUctia.  Dr.  Von  Grauvogl  points 
out  that  the  only  chemical  difference  between  cartilage  and  boue 
is  that  Flint  is  present  in  tiu'  latter,  but  not  in  the  former;  and 
he  gives  a  good  case  of  enchondroma  of  the  lingers,  in  which,  act- 
ing upon  this  suggestion,  he  gave  Silicea  8d  with  most  satisfactory 
results.  I  can  speak  no  less  contidently  of  the  power  of  this  drug, 
when,  as  in  nichitis,  the  enehondromntous  tendency  is  general. 
I  am  accustomed  to  prescril>e  it  in  the  earliest  manifestations  of, 
the  diatliesis,  which  are  generally  unhealthy  evacuations,  sweat 
of  the  head,  and  tenderness  of  the  surface,  and  with  the  best 
suits.

There  is  abundant  testi- 
mony to  its  value  in  pfriostitis,  when  non-syphilitic  in  origin;] 
and  it  is  no  less  valuable  ^vhen  the  bone  itself  is  affected,  ns" 
shown  bycaries  or  necrosis.  In  the  scrofulous  joints, — the  white 
swellings  of  the  old  authors. — where  all  commended  it.  it  is  prob- 
ably most  useful  when  the  mischief  has  begun  in  the  l>one»  rather 
than  in  the  synovial  membrane  or  the  cartilagea.  If.  in  any  of 
these  cases,  matter  is  already  discharging,  do  not  neglect  the  locii 
use  of  the  remedy." — Huffhcti. 

To  use  Silicea  locslh'.  make  a  strong  decoction  of  hay.  This 
bay  tea  contains  Silicea  in  solution,  and  is  of  great  value  wliora 
this  drug  is  indicated,  when  used  locally.  In  hypertrophy  of  tba] 
bones,  and  in  panaritium,  Silicea  can  not  be  surpassed  by  an] 
known  remedy,  especially  where  destruction  of  the  bone  and  much'' 
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hypertrophy  of  the  periosteum  are  markeil  features,  with  excesBiT& 
noptumal  pains ;  and,  where  suppnnition  is  fairly  established, 
this  dnig  will  often  check  it  at  ouce,  and  also  the  tendency  to  re- 
currence. 

Skin  and  Lymphatic  (ihindular  System. — Like  most  of  the 
vegetative  medicines,  Silicea  acts  powerfully  upon  the  skin  and 
lymphatics ;  the  IjTuphaties  hecome  greatly  enlarged,  and  tend  ta 
suppuration.  "Pustular  eruptions  appear  on  the  skiu,  abrasiona 
readily  take  on  suppurative  action,  and  ulcers  already  existing 
increase  in  size  and  activity,  and  become  the  seat  of  stitching, 
boring  pains.  .  .  .  Silicea. has  taken  high  rank  as  a  remedy 
for  cases  involving  profuse  suppuration,  causing  aiwcesses  to  como 
speedily  to  maturity,  and  moderating  the  secretion  of  pus.  In 
this  regard,  and  as  a  remedy  for  simple  ulcer,  it  has  a  brilliant 
clinical  record.  It  seems  to  be  equally  appUcable  whether  the 
suppurative  process  be  set  up  in  the  cellular  tissue,  in  a  gland,  or 
in  a  joint.

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Spine  concuBsioQ  or  pressure,  and  the  whole  snrface  is  unnat- 
urally tender  and  sensitive ;  cold  aggravates,  and  warmth  relieves. 
There  Ih  then  ereilubm  conjoined  with  exhaustion.  Nor  is  this 
all.  This  erethium.  which  is  not  evnneeeant,  but  endures  Sor 
some  time,  is  of  such  a  nature,  tijat.  while  it  lasts,  spasm  is  easily 
induced, — indeed,  npasm  often  occurs  without  any  evident  provo- 
cation of  muscular  exertion  and  fatigue.  Thus,  for  example,  the 
seusatiou  of  weakness  and  the  cramp  m  the  feet  at  night  and

In  persons  whose  nutrition  is  at  fault,  acliing  antj 
sbai-p  pains  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  frequently  occur  on  the  occa- 
sion of  any  nervous  strain  or  exhaustion,  and  wheu  they  exist  are 
aggravated  by  exertion  or  excitement." 

"The  primary  effects  of  Silicea  manifest  themselves  in  tbe 
cerebro-spinal  system  and  the  vetjetotion  of  Itonct.  As  a  curatiTe

Digestive  Organs. — Spigelia  acts  here,  in  large  doses,  aa  a 
mild  catlmrtie  ;  but  its  most  useful  action  is  asa  veriuicide.  It 
appears  to  itareotize  the  rounil  worm ;  and  then  a  brisk  ciithartic 
is  rctiuired  to  carry  it  off.  It  has  gained  in  the  old  school  tl)e 
highest  place  of  all  drugs  for  tiie  destraction  of  Inmbrici.  They 
make  an  infusion  of  Spigelia,  half -ounce,  and  Senna  (as  a  cathar* 
tic),  half-ounce. 

Cerebro-Sidnal  System.— This  is  the  most  useful  sphere  for 
the  use  of  Spigelia.  It  has  a  special  afSnity  for  the  cGTtdir(>-spin&] 
system,  affecting  more  particularly  tho  sentient  nerves  of  tha 
head,  chest,  and  abdomen.  The  narcotic  effects  are,  vertigo, 
dimness  of  vision,  dilated  pupils,  spasmodic  movements  of  the 
eyelids  and  facial  muscles,  and  sometimes  general  convulsions. 
"The  irritation  of  the  ner\'ous centers  here  displayed  is,  in  the  prov* 
ings,  filiown  esjiecially  in  tlie  sensory  portion.  Pain,  usually  of  a 
shooting  cliaractcr,  is  stirred  up  in  many  parts  of  the  body,  hnt 
especially  in  the  head,  face,  and  chest;  and  in  all  very  prodomi- 
nuitly  on  the  left  side."— //u^A««. 

Eyes. — The  mydriatic  effect  of  this  drag  is  well  marked*  Tho 
dilatation  of  the  pupil  is  from  pamlyais  of  the  third  none.  "I*ai» 
in  and  over  the  eyes,  redness  and  injection  of  the  whites,  sparks 
before  the  sight,  distortion  and  irregular  movements  of  the  hiilU; 
the  severe  pain  acconipunying  which  indicates  the  sclerotiua  a&j 
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the  tissue  chiefly  affected,  .  ,  .  When  rheiimHtic  oplithalmia 
means  sclerotitis,  Spigelia  will  act  most  satisfactorily.  But  you 
roust  not  suppose  that  it  is  only  in  true  rheumatic  affections  of 
the  eyes  and  heart  that  Spigelia  is  beneficial.  It  is  much  praised 
in  the  pnroary,  neuralgic  stiige  of  the  'arthritic  ophthalmia'  which 
is  probably  acute  glaucoma.  Dr.  Augell  commends  it  in  several 
inllammatory  conditions  of  the  eyes  in  scrofulous  children,  where, 
witli  photophobia,  there  is  sevei'e  ciliary  neuralgia." — HtcjUcs. 

Heart  and  Arteries. — The  heart  symptoms  are  those  of  great 
pressure  on  the  chest;  violent  palpitation,  and  cutting  pains  in 
the  heart  and  do\ni  the  left  arm.  The  action  of  the  heart  und 
arteries  is  accelerated,  pro<lucing  cutaneous  transpiration.  In 
rheumatic  carditis,  endocarditis  and  angina  pectoris,  Spigelia 
has  done  tine  scr\'ice. 

Thorai>eutie  Individnality. 

Head.— In  neuralgia,  where  the  pain  centers  on  the  eye.  above 
or  below,  from  cold,  in  damp,  rainy  weather,  tliis  remedy  is  the 
first  to  be  tried.  HjiJertesthesia  of  the  filaments  of  the  fifth  pair 
of  nerves  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  symptoms  of  Spigeha. 

"When  headaches  take  the  form  of  supra -orbital  neuralgia, 
especially  on  the  left  side ;  when  the  pain  recurs  at  regular  inter- 
vals, tends  to  spread  to  the  face  or  neck  and  to  involve  the  eyes ; 
is  aggravated  by  the  least  concussion  or  motion,  but  especially  by 
stooping;  associated  with  pale  face,  rcstlesaness,  and  palpitation. 
It  is  no  less  elTectual  when  the  pain  is  seated  in  the  infra-orbital 
and  maxillary  branches  of  the  nerve.  Baehr  gives  it  the  fii-st  place 
for  prosopalgia." — Huffhes. 

"Fine,  burrowing,  tearing  pain  in  the  brain,  especially  violent 
in  the  left  parietal  bone,  on  motion,  on  walking,  especially  violent 
on  making  a  false  step." — Dr.  Jlenmmn.     [Rheumatic] 

"Burning  pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  forehead,  extending  to 
the  eye,  so  that  he  could  not  turn  it  withoiit  pain." — Jtr.  Meyer. 

"A  pressive  pain  in  the  right  side  of  tlje  head,  involving  the 
right  eye,  in  the  morning  in  bed,  but  atill  more  after  rising ;  the 
pain  was  deeply  seated,  unaffected  by  pressure,  very  acute  on  mo- 
tion ;  on  sudden  turning  the  head,  the  brain  seemed  to  be  loose; 
every  jar,  step,  even  straining  at  stool,  aggravated  the  pain,  or 
produced  it  when  not  already  present."— />r.  Smiin. 

Scalp  very  sore  and  sensitive  to  the  touch ;  from  neuralgia. 

"Does  not  dare  to  shake  the  head,  it  hnrts  into  the  brain  and 
he  becomes  dizzy." — Hah.    [Hypertesthesia  of  the  fifth  nerve.] 
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Kyps.— Tn  rhenmatio  and  arthritic  ophthalmia;  eyes  fe?J 
large,  uiul  hurt  greatly  on  motion  ;  neuralgia  vei7  severe. 

"Intolerable  preasive  pain  in  the  eyeballs ;  still  more  painful 
on  turning  the  eyes  ;   obliged  to  turn  the  whole  liend." — Meifrr, 

Rheumatic  selerolitiH ;  pains  nre  sharp  and  tearing;  with 
pressure  in  the  eyeballs  ;  feathers  appear  to  he  ou  the  lashes  And 
sparks  of  fire  before  the  eyes ;  neurnsthenia. 

"Its  action  is  exerted  on  all  the  tissues,  hut  especially  tipou 
the  muscular  and  librous  tissues  and  upon  the  functions  of  special 
senae.*'— /J.     [And  is  useful  In  rheumatoid  diseases.] 

"The  occiput  is  the  seat  of  many  pains,  ^hich  extend  into  the 
nape,  causiflg  stiffness  of  the  neck  and,  at  the  same  time,  restless- 
ness. In  the  forehead,  and  especially  in  the  frontal  protuberance, 
we  find  pulsating  stitches ;  pressure  from  within  outward  ;  boring 
and  liuniiug  pain  ;  the  latter  is  probably  8ui}erticial,  and  indicates 
an  fttfection  of  the  supra-orbital  nerve." — D, 

Heart. — Rheumatic  pericarditis,  with  violent  palpitation  of 
the  heart,  and  anxiety ;  palpitation  su  violent  that  the  walla  of 
the  chest  are  raised.

Much  spitting  of  frothy  saliva,  or  slimy  mucus ;  rheumatic 
dyspepsia.     Nausea  every  morning  l>efore  breakfast. 

"Dull  stitches  in  pit  of  stomach  and  oppression  of  chest,  worse 
on  inspiration."— Or.  Gross.     [With  rheumatism  of  heart.} 

"Griping  in  abdomen  as  though  all  the  intestines  would  be  con- 
stricted, caused  great  anxiety,  difficult  respiration."— ifortjrumn. 
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"Painful  pressure  in  the  lower  abdomen  as  if  it  would  burstj 
in  the  evening  before  stool;  relieved  by  stool." — Dr.  Guttmann. 
Thin,  mushy  stool. 

Much  itching  of  the  anus ;  asearides  and  lumbricoidos. 
In  large  doses,  it  is  specific  for  lumbricoides. 

Limbs. — Tearing  pains  in  nil  the  limbs,  with  great  weakness 
of  the  body ;  tearing  in  the  joints  ;  rheumatism. 

Very  sensitive  to  cold  air  and  to  touch;  the  slightest  jar  or 
knock  cauHes  intense  pain ;  acute  inflammatory  rheumatism. 

Chilliness  predominates,  and  mofltly  in  the  morning. 

Flushes  of  heat ;  night  sweats ;  especially  if  at  the  climacteric. 

Aggravation. — From  motion,  noise,  touch,  turning  the  eyes ; 
frem  morning  till  midnight,  and  from  cold. 

Amelioration.— During  rest ;  after  midnight,  and  warmth.

IT.  MtTors  Membranes.  Secretlona  Arrested;  Vrij^  Hoarse  Cough. 

III.  Heart.    Lack  of  Nutrition;  ValvuUir  Deposits, 

IV.  Blood.     Filrine  Irn^eased;  .intemia. 

Glandular  SyNtein.— Spongia  produces  enlargement  and  in- 
duration of  the  glands,  especially  affecting  the  thyroid  and  testi- 
cles. On  the  lymphatics,  Spongia  has  a  marked  etiect,  as  shown 
by  its  beneficial  influence  upon  strumous  swellings.  This  will  not 
surprise  us  if  we  consider  that  it  contains  Tofline,  Sulphur.  Phos- 
phorus, Kali  hyd..  Kali  hrom.,  Carho  veg.  "Hahnemann  observed 
from  Spongia,  aching  swelling  of  the  testes,  and  a  similar  condi- 
tion of  the  spermatic  cord.    Dr.  Bering  gives  several  cases  of 
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chronic  orcliitig  and  epididymitis,  in  which  the  drag  proved  highly 

efficOCiOUB,"  — //(i///if8. 

The  physiological  effectH  of  Iodine  upon  goiter  are  so  similar 
to  those  of  Spougia  that  they  can  t>c  studied  together.  Spongia 
Las  caused  pain,  toudemcHB,  and  swelling  of  existing  goiters  ;  and 
Hahnemann's  provers  report  that  "the  region  of  the  thyroid  gland 
is  as  if  hardened."  This  knowledge  and  the  many  cures  made  of 
goiter  with  Spongia,  give  us  great  couiideuce  in  the  action  of  thift 
drug  on  this  gland. 

MucouH  Membrane.— Spongia  produces  inflammation  of  the 
mucous  uiembraue  of  the  larynx  and  trachea,  wth  great  hoarse- 
ness, aphonia,  and  dry,  barking  cough,  and  obstnicUon  of  respi- 
ration, as  if  a  plug  were  there.  "There  can  be  no  question  as  to 
the  eminent  value  of  Bpongia  in  simple  tnHamraations  of  the  lar- 
ynx, from  the  slightt-st  catarrh  to  the  severest  Inryngitis,  with  all 
their  manifestations  of  hoarseness,  aphonia,  and  barking  cough. 
It  is  in  the  dry  form  or  stage  of  these  affections  that  SponoA 
finds  its  place ;  and  it  rapidly  promotes  resolution.

observed  effects  of  the  Chloride.  Pereira's  account  of  this  salt  is 
naively  Homceopathic :  'Wlien  taken  as  a  poison,  it  causes  convul- 
eive  movements  of  the  muscles  of  the  extremitied  and  of  the 
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face,  and  aoznetimcs  paralysis.  It  has  been  used  .  .  .  as  aa 
anti-spasmodic  in  epilepHy,  chorea,  and  other  convulsive  diseases, 
and  as  a  BtimiUaut  to  paralyzed  muscles  in  paraplegia;'  it  haa 
produced  catalepsy  in  a  dog."  [In  the  motor  sphere,  Tin  produces 
convulsions  and  paralysis  ;  in  the  sentient  sphere,  neuralgia.] 

Sexual  Organ.s. — In  both  sexes,  Tin  produces  profound  de- 
bility and  neurasthenia  of  the  sexual  organs. 

Respiratory  Organs.— Tin  acts  upon  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  lungs,  especially  that  of  the  bronchioles,  producing  ca- 
tarrhal inflammation,  and  profuse  muco-pumlent  expectoration, 
with  dilatation  of  the  bronchi,  and  complete  exhaustion  of  the 
nerves  of  the  lungs.  No  remedy  produces  such  a  feeUng  of  weak- 
ness of  the  lungs  as  that  caused  by  Tin. 

Digestive  Organs.— Tin  la  ranked  as  a  prominent  vermicide 
by  all  writers ;  and  its  anthelmintic  powers  have  been  attributed 
to  its  local  mechanical  action ;  but  Hahnemann  demonstrated 
that  Tin  was  an  actual  narcotic  to  these  parasites,  capable  of  so 
stupefying  the  tape-worm,  lurabrici,  and  ascarides,  that  purga- 
tives would  dislodge  them  at  once.  Evcu  the  third  trituratioa 
would  produce  this  effect.    Tin  is  of  great  value  in  helminthiasis. 

Tin  acts  speciticaUy  upon  the  liver,  as  shown  by  the  marked 
bypochondriaKis.  The  nerves  of  the  bowels  are  so  prostrated  that 
we  have  much  colio ;  diarrhuea,  but  more  apt  to  have  the  bowels 
constipated. 

Tberai)eutlc  Individuality. 

General  Indications,— In  diseases  where  Tin  is  eapeciaUy  to 
be  thoufjlit  of,  thcrt:  is  profound  prostration  of  the  whole  nervoua 
system  ;  patient  must  drop  down,  but  can  get  up  very  well. 

"Goes  up  stairs  well,  but  becomes  very  faint  in  coming 
down."— G. 

"Reading  aloud  or  talking  produces  great  exhaustion."- G, 

The  great  prostration  of  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system  ia 
remarkable,  compared  to  the  slight  disturbance  of  the  vegetativa 
sphere. 

Oreat  weakness  of  the  legs ;  they  are  not  able  to  support  the 
body,  from  profuse  prostration  of  the  cerebro-spinal  system. 

"The  pains  commence  lightly,  increase  gradually  to  a  very 
high  degree,  and  decrease  again  aa  slowly."— //«/(.

3lnr4>n8  .H cmbrane^. — The  action  of  this  drug  is  centered  espe- 
cially upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  respiratory  organs^ 
greatly  increasing  the  mucous  secretions ;  and  also  upon  th& 
renal  organs  and  digestive  apparatus.  In  full  doses,  it  pnrgea 
violently. 

Lymphatic  Glandular  Hyfttem.— This  drug  congests  and 
greatly  pen'erts  the  lymphatic  secretions ;  and  it  hua  been  of 
much  value  in  scrofuluuH  ulTectionB,  especially  in  children  with 
enlarged  cervical  glands,  muco-punilont  discharges,  excoriations. 

Fibrous  Tissue. — Stillingia's  action  is  principally  centered 
upon  the  periosteum,  as  shown  by  the  painful  nodes  on  the  skull 
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and  limbs,  and  many  rheumatic  symptoms.  Its  action  greatly 
resembles  that  of  Phytolacca  and  Mezereum.  Its  tiierapeutic 
value  in  secondary  syphilis  and  chronic  rheumatism  has  been 
very  groat.    It  also  acts  specifically  upon  the  cartilages  of  larynx. 

8kin. — Here  it  produces  eczumu,  and  a  dull  red,  soft,  and 
tubercular  eruption  on   the  skin,   ulcerating,   and  diseiiargiog^ 
quantities  of  pus.

C«rebro-Spiiia1  System. — The  power  Stramonium  possesaes 
of  deranging  the  sensorium  and  cerelwal  nerves,  is  remarkable. 
It  causes  more  furious  delirium  than  Belladonna,  hut  not  so 
much  congestion  of  blood  to  tlie  head ;  still,  it  producen  more 
congestion  than  Hyoscyaraus.  The  irritating  or  neurotic  powers 
of  Stramonium  socm  almost  M'holly  spent  on  tho  B^nsorium. 
"Functional  derangemenis  of  the  abdominal  organs  seem  to 
result  from  a  sympathetic  irritation,  rather  than  from  direct 
influence  of  the  poison." 

"With  the  delirium  are  hallucinations;  dilated  pupils:  amau- 
rosis; diminished  general  sensibility  ;  extreme  mobility  of  the  mus- 
cidar  system,  with  loss  of  voluntary  control;  se.tual  oxcitoraent; 
Bjiasmodic  dysphonia  and  dysphngia  ;  great  drj-ness  of  the  throat, 
and  frequently  a  bright  red  eruption  on  the  skin.  If  the  poison- 
ing goes  on,  congestive  sopor  and  genernl  palsy  set  in." — Hvffhes. 

An  over-dose  of  Stramonium  taken  by  the  soldiers  at  James- 
town, illustrates  most  beautifully  the  mental  symptoms.  "Bev- 
erly informs  us  that  they  turned  natural  fools  for  several  days. 
One  would  blow  up  a  feather  in  the  air,  another  would  dart  straws 
at  it  with  much  fury ;  and  another,  stark  naked,  was  sitting  up  in 
a  comer,  like  a  monkey,  grimiing  and  making  mouths  at  them :  a 
fourth  would  fondly  kiss  and  paw  his  companions,  and  sneer  in 
their  faces,  with  a  countenance  more  antic  than  in  any  Dutch 


droU.  In  this  frantic  condition  they  were  confined,  lest  they 
should  in  their  folly  destroy  thcmsolves ;  though  it  was  obs^ned 
that  all  their  actions  were  full  of  innocence  and  good  nature. 
After  eleven  days  they  returned  to  themselves  again,  not  remem- 
bering anything  thnt  had  passed.  In  another  case,  the  patient 
seemed  plunged  in  a  reverie,  which  was  interrupted  by  sudden 
shrieks,  or  by  convulsions,  and  in  others  still,  the  delirium  waa 
so  furious  as  to  call  for  forcible  restraint ;  the  head  being  hotp 
the  pupils  largely  dilated,  the  face  bloated  and  rod,  and  the  bands 
and  feet  culd  and  tremulous.  In  one  ease,  when  a  cup  of  water 
was  brought  to  the  patient's  lips,  she  would  instantly  start  from 
it,  and  relapse  into  a  convulsive  paroxysm.  At  no  period  in  the 
progress  of  the  BjTuptoms,  xmtil  death  seems  imminent,  is  there 
the  least  tendency  to  sleep ;  on  the  contrary,  there  is  obstinate 
insomnia  ;  and  yet,  on  the  recover}'  of  the  patient^  he  retains  no 
distinct  recollection  of  what  has  occurred." — StUU. 

£yes. — Through  the  sympathetic.  Stramonium  produces  ex- 
treme dilatation  of  the  pupil ;  the  conjunctiva  injected  ;  the  sif;rht 
very  much  confused  ;  to  one  man.  black  objects  appeared  green. 

Daturia  dilates  the  pupil  more  rapidly  than  Atropia;  but  the 
effect  is  not  so  la.sting.  and  it  is  never  followed  by  contraction  of 
the  pupil;  yet  it  irritiites  more  than  Atropia. 

8p!ne>^Its  action  is  shown  here  to  be  more  on  the  motor 
tract,  from  the  violent  convulsions  produced;  but  the  conducting 
power  of  the  motor  and  sensory  nerves  is  not  destroyed.  The 
muscular  c(nitnu!tility  is  not  atTected. 

Sexual  Or^anH.— As  an  aphrodisiac.  Stramonium  has  been 
DBed  to  produce  intoxication  for  licentious  purposes.  Wendt 
used  it  to  lessen  venereal  excitement  in  nymphomania;  and.  in 
puen>eral  mania,  it  stands  at  the  head  of  our  remedies.  The  in- 
decent and  voluptuous  sexual  excitement,  exposing  the  bc^xual 
DTgans.  is  a  marked  symptom  of  this  drug.  Tliis  ia  followed  by 
complete  prostration  of  sexual  desire,  and  temporary  imiiotence. 

Circalatlon.—Strnmonium  has  a  marked  action  upon  the 

heart  and  arterial  capillary  bloo<l-vessel».  Probnbly  most  of  it* 
action  is  upon  the  vaeo-motor  nerves;  but  MM.  Ouluiont  and 
Laurent  think  Hyosoyamus  and  Stramonium  both  act  alike.  Of 
its  influence  over  the  sympathetic,  they  say:  "1.  Hyoscyamui 
and  Daturia  act  especially  on  the  sjon pathetic.  2.  In  small  do«««» 
they  reduce  the  capillary  circulation  [exhaust  tlio  irritability  of 
the  vaso-motor  system].    8.  The  arterial  tension  is  increased  try 
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the  ndministration  of  weak,  and  is  diminished  by  powerful,  doses. 
TheBe  effects  arc  not  modified  by  section  ot  the  vagi.  4.  The  fre- 
quency of  the  pulse  is  increased,  and  its  fullness  diminished.  5. 
Hyoscyamia  renders  the  movements  of  the  heart  regular.  Da- 
turia  often  produces  intennittencc  and  arrest  of  action.  When 
applied  directly,  both  alkaloids  slow,  and  Gnally  arrest,  the  beats. 
6.  Both  always  accelerate  the  respiration.  7.  Small  doses  gen- 
erally give  rise  to  slight  increase  of  temperature ;  large  doses 
diminish  the  central  temperature," 

Blsrestive  OrganH. — Great  dryness  of  the  throat  is  a  marked 
effect  of  this  drug,  with  intense  thirst  and  terrible  gpasma  of  the 
tliroat  on  attempting  to  swallow.  Small  doses  accelerate  the 
movements  of  the  intestines,  and  large  doses  paralyze  them. 
Prom  this  muscular  pamlysis,  we  have  excessive  accumulafion  of 
gas  lu  the  intestines.  It  produces  diarrhcea ;  but  the  marked  and 
lasting  effect  is  obstinate  constipation.  The  sphincters  are  para- 
lyzed by  large  (loses.  This  effect  of  Stramonium  is  similar  to 
that  of  Belladonna,  but  not  nearly  so  marked.  It  produces  com- 
plete suppression  of  the  urine. 

Skin. — From  irritation  of  filaments  of  the  spinal  nerves,  Stra- 
monium produces  "a  lierj-  redness  of  the  whole  body,  and  a  pete- 
chial rash  on  chest  and  back,  likewise  upon  lower  extremities.'* 

"The  skin  is  sometimes  profusely  covered  with  a  bright  red 
eruption,  which  may  be  followed  by  a  crop  of  minute  vesicles ;  or 
the  eruption  may  resemble  erysipelas,  at  first,  and  measlea  at  a 
later  period." — Stille.

It  is  our  chief  remedy  in  acute 
tnauia.  to  which  it  is  more  homaopathic  than  the  inflammatory 
Belladonna;  and  it  is  hardly  leas  valuable  in  delirium  tremens, 
when  assuming  the  active  form  described  as  'mania  a  potu'  by 
older  writers.  The  constant  association  of  hallucinations  with  its 
delirium  makes  it  very  appropriate  here,  and  wherever  else  they 
occur." — Hughes.     [Excellent  in  low  nervous  fevers.] 

Hush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  furious  loquacious  delirinm. 

"  Loquacious  delirium ;  disposed  to  talk  continually,  with  desire 
to  escape  out  of  bed." — G.     [And  expose  their  genital  organs.] 

"Imagines  all  sorts  of  things ;  that  she  is  double,  lying  croes- 
ways ;  pangs  of  conscience,  thinks  he  is  not  honest ;  does  not 
know  his  friends;  raves  about  his  business."

It  has 
more  fever  than  that  of  Hjoscyannis,  less  liKjuacity;  no  quarrel- 
someness, but,  on  the  contrary,  good  nature.  The  halluciuations 
are  real,  not,  as  under  Hyosc-yamus,  htUf  real,  bewildering  tlie  pa- 
tient."—O. 

Muttering  deliritim.  with  an  extreme  degree  of  nen'ous  ere- 
thism, trembling,  convulHions,  and  restleHsness.

Stramonium  produces  no  special  headache,  bat  has  great  con- 
gestion of  blood  to  the  head,  with  coDNiilaive  movements ;  the  face 
swollen  and  distorted.

great  confusion  of  sight ;  motes  appear  in  vision ;  conjunctiva  in- 
jected ;  as  if  the  vessels  were  filled  with  dirty  liquid."— />r.

Female. — "The  menses  are  increased ;  the  flow  occurs  in  large 
coagula,  with  drawing  pains  in  the  abdomen  or  ileum." — D, 

"Excessive  loquacity  duriug  the  menstrual  period  ;  face  bloated 
with  blood ;  with  tears  and  prayers  and  earnest  Bupplications.** — 
O,    [Hysterical  and  neurotic  fevers.] 

Paiua  are  unlwaruble;  drive  the  patient  to  despair. 

"Extreme  degree  of  nervous  erethism  ;  convuUions ;  trembling, 
and  restlessness."

Drawing  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back ;  rheumatoid  affections.

Much  trembling  of  the  whole  body,  and  of  hands  and  feet ; 
•very  restless. 

The  convulsions  that  are  produced  by  Stramonium  are  partial 
rather  than  general,  affecting  the  arms  rather  than  the  lower 
extremities ;  affecting,  also,  isolated  groups  of  muscles.

It  acts  especially  upon 
the  yegetative  or  gangUonic  eyBtom.  and  througli  this,  upon  the 
venous  capillary  vessels  throughout  the  body,  producing  capillary 
paralysis  and  venous  engorgement  of  a  long-lasting,  chrome 
nature,  with  a  long  tniin  of  symptoms,  found  in  about  every 
disease  that  affects  the  human  organism. 

Prof.  Herapel  says :  "It  is  the  venous  capillary  system  which 
receives  the  primary  shock  of  this  mighty  agent,  together  with 
that  portion  of  the  ganglionic  system  of  nerves  which  is  immedi- 
ately coxmected,  or  interwoven,  with  the  capillary  tissue.

The  nen'oua 
prostration  is  ii  completo  picture  of  ueuriistbfuia-

the  circulation,  Aays:  "It  may  be  assumed  as  a  general  charac- 
teristic  that  Sulphur  causert  cimgestioiis  to  all  parta,  ttcarcely  tver 
being  of  Ubc  unless  the  vascular  system  is  deranged  (see  bead- 
&che},  eyes  (congestion  in  a  warm  room,  hot  weather),  ears  (ex- 
ternal ears  red,  etc.),  face  (red  blotches,  etc.),  nose  (red,  whether 
or  not  cause<l  by  Alcohol ;  uose-bleed),  cheat  (asthmn,  hifmoptysis, 
pleurisy  with  congestion  to  the  lungs,  pneumonia,  i)alpitation  to- 
ward evening  from  rush  of  blood),  abdomen  (plethora,  portal  full- 
ness, hsemorrhoids,  hemorrhages  from  the  bowels,  etc.).  genitals 
(exciting  to  onanism ;  emissions,  sweat  of  the  parts,  congostion  to 
the  uterus,  etc.),  limbs  (congestion,  varices).

All  chronic  dUtuiBfi  oriffinate,  and  ore  especially  locattd,  in  the 
ganfjUonir.  or  ffreat  reyctative  nen'ous  system ;  and  this  Iwing  tbe 
grand  center  for  the  action  of  Sulphur  expbiins  why  this  drug  is 
BO  useful  iu  chronic  diseases.  Tbe  constitutional  taint  (Hahne- 
mann's psora)  that  Sulphur  is  such  a  specific  for,  often  mauiffiitB 
itself  in  many  forms  of  cutaneous  diseases.  Even  the  rheumatic, 
gouty,  scrofulous  diathesis  is  often  represented  by  eruptions  on 
the  skin,  and  we  have  no  better  remedy  for  chronic  constitutional 
gout  and  rheumatism. 

BiHinftH'tant  aud  Deodorizing: Properties,— In  tlie  form  of 
StUphurtmx  aeridjnmes  or  gas,  Sulphur  is  the  most  powerful  of  all 
known  agents  us  a  disinfectant  and  deodorizer.  To  disinfoct  a 
room  and  clothing  from  infectious  diseases,  as  small  pox.  etc.. 
first  close  up  the  chimney,  and  paste  up  all  crexices  of  the  win- 
dows and  doors,  to  prevent  tbe  escape  of  gnu.  Now  raise  op  nil 
carpets,  and  bang  up  the  clothes,  so  tluit  the  fumes  of  gas  msy 
have  completo  access  to  them.    When  this  is  done,  set  »  tub  in

the  center  of  the  room  with  six  inches  of  water  in  it ;  in  the  cen- 
ter of  this  water,  place  a  stone  that  comes  just  above  tbe  water ; 
on  this  atone,  set  an  iron  vessel  with  two  pounds  of  Sulphur 
broken  up  in  quite  fine  pieces  or  lumps ;  on  this  pour  a  few 
ounces  of  alcohol,  to  make  the  Sulplmr  bum  readily;  set  the 
alcohol  on  lire,  and  leave  the  room,  closing  tlio  door  behind  you. 
It  is  well  to  repeat  this  fumigation  three  or  iour  times.

After  wiping  the  bkin  dry,  an  ointment  com- 
posed of  tUree  parts  of  Sulphur,  eight  of  Uird,  and,  in  inveterate 
cases,  one  of  Carlntmite  of  Potnith,  should  be  well  applied  to  the 
diseased  portions  of  the  skin,  and  well  dried  in  by  the  fire,  juatat 
bed-time.  Wash  off  on  the  followijig  morning,  and  re-apply  the 
same  for  the  two  following  iiights.

Digestive  Organs.— Tobacco,  and  especially  its  active  princi- 
ple, Nicotine,  has  a  powerful  action  upon  the  digestive  organs ;

The  secretions  of  tlie  intestinal  mucous  mem- 
brane are  increased,  and  the  muscular  layer  is  thrown  into  tetanic 
contraction,  whence  the  catharsis  which  follows  its  administra- 
tion. "—B«  rtholow. 

"Nasse  found,  in  liis  experiments,  that  injections  of  Nicotia 
into  the  jugular  vein  produced  a  tetanic  contraction  of  all  the  in- 
testines, which  was  not  affected  by  section  of  the  vagi  or  by  com- 
pression of  the  abdominal  aorta ;  even  the  splanchnics  were  on- 
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able  to  exercise  their  inhibitory  influence,  either  because  they 
were  paralyzed,  or  because  the  spasm  was  too  intense  for  them." 
—  Wood. 

"The  organs  composed  of  unstriped  muscle  are  also  affected 
by  Nicotine;  for  0.  Nnsse  has  sbo^^^l  that  the  whole  intestinal 
canal,  but  especially  the  small  iutoHtiue,  and  abo  the  uterus, 
may  be  tlu'own  into  violent  contractions  by  Nicotme,  and  that 
these  contractions  may  amount  to  actual  tetanus,  with  extreme 
narrowing  of  tlio  lumen  of  the  intestine.  This  tetanus  of  the  iu- 
testino  is  dtie  to  a  peripheral  irritation  of  the  intcKtine  itself,  most 
probably  of  the  ganglia  in  its  walls ;  for,  when  Xusse  excluded  the 
intlnence  of  the  vagus,  the  convulsions  still  occurred  ;  Imt.  when 
he  arrested  the  circulation,  the  convulsions  ceased ;  he  then  in- 
jected a  fluid  charged  with  Nicotine  into  the  peripheral  end  of  an 
intestinal  artery,  and  observed  convulsions  to  occur  in  the  part  of 
the  intestine  tbus  treated." — Zicmssen. 

Tobacco  sometimes  produces  most  violent  hypercatharsis ;  and 
in  8omo  cases  it  has  produced  bloody  stools,  arid  paralysis  of  the 
sphincter  ani  and  vesicro.  The  mucous  mem))rane  of  the  stomach 
is  marked  with  patches  of  ecfh>TnoKi8  and  erosion;  and  blood- 
stained mucus  is  found  in  the  hitestine,  which  is  in  a  state  of 
strong  contraction  after  death.  The  liver,  spleen,  and  kidneys 
are"  generally  hyperaemic.  Nicotia  is  probably  in  a  great  measure 
eliminated  by  the  kidneys.  *'Very  free  urinary  discharge,  at  all 
events,  is  produced  by  Tobacco ;  and,  reasoning  by  analogy,  it 
may  lie  supposed  that  this  effect  is  due  to  the  direct  action  of  the 
Nicotia  on  the  Malpighian  tufts  and  on  the  tubules  of  the  kidneys." 
— Jiarthointr. 


Cirrnlatloii. — "When  Nicotia  is  abided  to  freshly  drawn  hhod, 
the  latter  asHunies  a  peculiar  dark  hue,  and  the  microscope  shows 
that  the  re^l  corpuscles  rapidly  disintegrate.  In  Nicotia -poison- 
ing, the  blood  is,  however,  not  perceptibly  affected. 

"The  action  of  the  drug  upon  the  Juart  is  very  complicated, 
and  has  not  yet  been  well  determined.  Upon  the  cardiac  muscle 
itself,  the  iwison  appears  to  have  but  very  little  influence.  After 
deatli  from  it,  the  heart  is  found  pulsating;  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Ben- 
ham  found,  that  even  tlie  pure  .\lkaloid.  painted  over  the  cut-out 
heart  of  a  rabbit  or  injected  into  its  cavities,  did  not  arrest  its 
movements ;  indeed,  on  the  contrary,  the  heart,  which  had  ceased 
action,  was  stimulated  to  renewed  effort  by  the  apphoation  of  the 
drug.  Traube  found,  that,  when  a  minute  quantity  of  Nicotia  is 
injected  into  the  jugular  vein  of  a  Curarized  animal,  artiflcial  res- 
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plration  beiug  maintained,  the  pulse  and  arterial  pressure  at  oi 
hiiik  to  lialf  thtir  originftl  poBition.  but,  in  aljoiit  twenty  Berondst" 
rise  rapidly,  the  arterial  pressure  attaining  a  maxim  uni  of  ftiioiii 
two  and  a  half  titueu  its  normal  grade,  the  pulae  also  excee^Ung 
its  original  rate.    Thin  period  of  increased  tension  lastfi  ulioat  a 
minute,  after  which  the  arterial  pressure  commences  to  fall,  as 
does  later  the  pult>e-rHte  ulsu ;  and  linally  fiotit  sink  much  Mote 
their  noruml  jiosition.    After  many  minutes  the  pulse  geuerally 
increases  in  frequency,  ofteu  to  beyond  its  origimil  po^itiou.     If 
during  the  second  stage  the  pneuraogaatrit-s  Itf  cut.  the  puUe  in- 
stantly becomes  very  rapid.    It  would  appear  probable  that  the 
first  lowering  of  the  puhie  ia  due  to  an  action  on  the  iuliihitor^' 
nerve,  as  is  l>elieved  to  be  the  case  by  Rosenthal :    but  it  n]ij)cars 
to  me  that  other  investigations  are  requirud  htfore  tluH  can  be  con- 
sidered e8tat)liBhed.     Tranbe,  indeed,  states,  that,  if  the  pneumo- 
gastrics  are  cut  during  llie  second  stage,  the  piilse  at  once  l>ecomtrs 
very  rapid  ;  but  he  also  nt^imis  that  previous  division  of  tht.-  par 
vagum  does  not  prevent  the  slowing  of  the  pulse.    In  the  e\peri- 
ments  of  Tugenhold  upon  h'ogs,  the  primary  slowing  of  the  heart 
amounted  at  iirst  to  a  diastohc  arrest,  which  was  not  preveut<sl 
by  previous  division  of  the  pur  vagum,  but  did  not  occur  whi-n 
very  large  doses  of  Woorara  \\ere  given.     Itosenthal  argues  from 
this  that  Nicotia  stimulates  the  extreme  peripheral  inhibitory  up- 
paratua  of  the  heart ;  the  reason  that  the  Cm*aro  prevents  the  pn- 
mary  retardation  of  the  pulse  being  the  paralysis  of  the  inhibitory 
peripheral  filaments  which  it  is  believed  U^  canse.    It  is  clear, 
however,  tliat  the  rcaults  obtained  by  Rosenthal  are  difficult 
reconcile  with  the  effects  of  section  of  the  par  vagum  al 
quoted  by  Traube.   The  method  iu  which  Nicotia  primarily  lessens 
the  pulse-rate,  must  therefore  l>e  considered  as  still  nnscftle^Uj 
The  later  increase  of  the  pulse-rate  appears  to  be  due  to  paral} 
of  the  peripheral  inhibitory  apparatus;  since  Rosenthal  found, 
that,  in  this  stage  of  the  poisoning,  the  strongest  gulvaiiic  rur- 
rents  applied  to  the  pneumogastrics  failed  to  influence  the  canliac 
pulsations.     The  causes  of  the  t\^q  and  fall  of  the  artena)  bhuKi. 
pressure  have  not  been  detennined;  but  thoy  are  probably  ron-i 
nected  with  the  at  preaent  undetermined  tuuo-nmtfir  aet'mn  of  \ht 
drug.    Rosenthal  ]>elievcs  that  tlie  dilated  vcsst-ls  which  vnriou&j 
ohaervera  have  noted  in  the  ear  of  the  poisoned  nibbit  pmvc  IhatT 
the  Alkaloid  finally  paralyzes  the  va so-motor  system," — HVnW. 

Constant  smokers  often  have  functional  disturbances  of  car-^ 
diao  action,  with  palpitations  and  intermittent  slow  pulse  that 
give  rise  to  much  suffering. 
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Cerebro-Spinul  System.— "Upon  the  cerebrum,  Nicolia  prob- 
ably exerts  very  little  direct  influeuce.  The  convulsions  are  eer- 
fcainly  of  spiual  or  peripheral  oiigin ;  since  they  occur,  according 
to  the  experiments  of  Krocker,  in  fi-ogs  whose  cerebrum  has  been 
extirpated.  That  they  are  not  peripheral,  is  proven  by  the  exper- 
iments of  Yulpiun,  who  found  that  cutting  otf  all  the  jirterial 
communication  between  the  hind  legs  of  the  frog  and  its  trunk 
did  not  affect  the  development  of  the  convulsions,  when  the 
animal  was  poisoned  with  Nieotia.  This  has  been  coutirmed  by 
Krocker,  who  also  found,  that,  it  the  nerve-trunk  of  a  limb  be  di- 
vided, the  convulsions  cease  in  that  limb.  The  convulsions  are» 
therefore,  spinal,  and  the  lirat  stage  of  Nicotia-poisoning  is  one  of 
spinal  excitement.  The  question  here  naturally  arises.  Is  the 
paralysis  of  the  second  stage  due  to  spinal  depression!,^  There  is 
not  yet  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  a  positive  decision  as  to 
how  far  the  cord  is  involved  in  the  paresis ;  Imt  Krot^ker  is  prob- 
ably correct  in  believing  that  it  is  at  least  to  some  degree  affected  ; 
since  he  found  that  tying  the  arteries  of  a  limb  so  as  to  preclude 
the  poison  from  reaching  the  nerves  did  not  prevent  the  limb 
from  lyiii^  limp  and  powerless  dnriu^'  tin-  paralytic  stage.  The 
action  of  the  poifion  npon  the  periphei*al  nrnrs  has  been  definitely 
settled  by  the  experiments  id  Vulpiim.  Hosenthal,  and  Ki-ocker, 
all  of  whom  have  found  that  the  functiunal  activity  of  the  motor 
or  efferent  nerves  is  more  or  less  completely  abolishe<l  by  the 
poison.  J5y  tying  the  artery  low  down  i!i  one  leg  of  a  frog,  so  as 
to  protect  the  peripheral  endings,  applying  the  galvanic  currenta 
some  distance  above  this  point,  and  comparing  the  results  with 
those  obtained  by  galvanizing  unprotected  nerves,  Krocker  deter- 
mined that  the  peripheral  endings  were  paralyzed  sooner  than 
the  nerve-trnnks,  although  the  trunks  themselves  wvre  finally 
paralyzed.  The  peripheral  nerve  endings  appear  to  be  at  iirst 
excited,  as  Vulpian  ami  Krocker  have  found  that  muscidar  tremb- 
lings are  not  prevented  by  the  section  of  the  supplying  nerve,  and 
that  they  even  occur  in  the  Curarized  frog.  These  fibrillary  con- 
tractions also  occurred  when  the  jUkaloid  was  injected  into  a  leg 
whose  connections  witb  the  trunk  had  been  cut  off  by  a  tight 
general  ligature.  According  to  Vulpian  and  Bosentbal,  the  sen- 
sory or  afferent  ner\'e3  retain  their  activity  to  the  last.  Upon  the 
voluntary  mu^cUs,  all  observers  are  in  accord  in  asserting  that 
Nieotia  exerts  no  influence." — Dr,  H,  C,  Wootl, 


_  Bye, — Tobacco  produces  marked  contraction  of  the  pupil.  "If, 
lis  asserted  by  Krocker,  the  Alkaloid  contracts  the  pupils  of 
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out-out  eyes,  it  is  evident  that  the  action  is  a  local  one.  Hirsch- 
man  has  found  that  galvanization  of  the  divided  cervical  sympa- 
thetic^ails  to  cause  dilatation  of  the-  pupil.  Krocker,  in  later 
experiments,  lias  eoutinned  this  in  regard  to  large  doses  of  the 
drug,  but  has  found  that  myosis  occurs  long  before  tbe  sj-m- 
patbetic  is  able  to  dilate  the  pupiK  This  fact  renders  it  prob- 
able that  the  Alkaloid  paralyzes  the  peripheral  endiugB  of  tlie 
sympathetic ;  but  it  is  barely  possible  that  it  iuducea  a  Hpnsm 
of  the  fibers  supplied  by  the  oculo-motor  so  powerful  that  tbe 
sympathetic  is  unable  to  overcome  it.  Be  this  as  it  may.  it  is 
very  probable  that  the  sympathetic  paralysis,  if  it  exists,  is  asso- 
ciated with  oculo-motor  spasm  ;  but  at  present  we  have  not  suffi- 
cient evidence  to  warrant  any  definite  conclusion." — Wood, 

In  many  cases  of  chnuiic  Tobacco-poisoning,  amaurosis  from 
atrophy  of  the  retina  has  been  produced.  Hutchinson  liaa  proved 
statistieally,  that,  out  of  thirty-seven  cases  of  amaurosis  resulting 
from  white  atropliy  of  the  optic  nerve,  thirty-one  occurred  in  im- 
moderate smokers.  And  Kichcl  declares  that  there  nre  few  per- 
sons who  hare  smoked  during  a  long  period  more  than  five 
drachms  of  Tobacco  per  diem,  without  having  their  viaion,  and 
frequently  their  memory,  enfeebled. 

Sexual  Orjxans. — The  excessive  use  of  Tobacco  greatly  lessens 
the  rtiunud  airiu'tite.  Dr.  Wright  "found,  that  from  two  to  fire 
grains  of  the  essential  oil  of  Tobacco,  given  to  dogs  two  or  ttiree 
times  A  day,  induced  (H'adimt  and  complete  marasmus  ;  a  pecuHi 
dragging  action  of  the  bind  legs,  and  loss  of  venereal  power; 
softening  and  shriveling  of  the  testicles,  shedding  of  the  Lair,  and 
before  death,  sloughing  of  the  eyelids  and  blindness.*' — StiUr. 

The  menstnml  function  is  delayed  and  increased,  showiji^  tUat 
the  ovaries  are  also  affected  by  Tobacco. 

LuuKCX. — Through  the  pueumogastrica  Nicotia  arts  powerfuUj 
upon  tbe  respiratory  organs.  "It  unifomdy  renders  the  rexpira-^ 
tion  slower,  after  having  in  some  instances  increased  its  frequency. 
But  the  larger  the  dose,  the  more  speedily  does  the  fnnurr  effe 
ensue.  The  breatliing  has  generally  a  ver>'  characteristic  pt-cul. 
iarity  which  consists  in  a  hissing  sound,  and  which  i«  prolmbly 
owing  to  a  Rpn.smodic  contniction  of  the  lnn*ux  and  uJ 
.  .  .  Accordiug  to  Or.  Uuef,  chronic  pulmouar>'  atToi  ; . 
infrequent  among  Tobacco-workers;  and  he  even  affirms  ttint 
some  among  them  who  enter  the  factory  with  emaciation.  '  ■  - 
tysis,  and  cough,  have  there  got  rid  of  their  pulmonic  syi 
and  consumption  is  unusual  among  them."— 5H//r. 
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In  nervous  asthina^  if  the  smoke  be  Bwallowed  or  drawu  into 
the  IniigB,  the  attack  will  often  be  arrested.  TobacL^o  has  proved 
of  signal  Hcrvice  in  Hjxtsjn  of  the  glottis,  asphyjcia,  tmd  a}*"*"^^^^^^^' 
croup. 

Skin.— Through  its  action  upon  the  peripheral  nerve  oiidiugs 
supplied  to  the  skin,  the  sudoriferous  glands  jxjur  out  copious 
perHpiruiiou.  This  copious  perspiration  causes  lowering  of  the 
superficial  temperature  and  probably  depends  upon  and  is  in 
consequence  of  vaso-motor  paralysis.  It  produces  a  dull,  grayish 
tinge  of  the  skin,  like  tliat  of  anaemia. 

Smoking. — Nicotine-poisoning  cLielly  arises  from  smoking 
Tobacco,  the  smoke  containing  the  Nicotine.  A  great  deal  of 
it  accumulates  in  the  lower  parts  of  pipes;  and  the  remains  of 
cigars  are  decidedly  umcli  more  impregnated  with  Nicotine  than 
the  pai-ts  first  smoked.  Large  quantities  accumulate  on  the  sides 
of  the  mouth-pieces  of  tobacco-pipes  and  in  the  ends  of  cigars. 
Tobacco-juice  from  pipes  has  been  used  to  produce  abortion ;  and 
it  destroyed  both  mother  and  child.  Nicotine  is  one  of  the  most 
potent  of  poisons ;  and  its  fatiil  effectp  are  pro<luced  in  less  time 
than  those  of  any  other  poison,  except  Prussic  acid.  It  will  pro- 
duce death  in  thirty  seconds;  but  usually  it  takes  from  three  to 
five  minutes.  Dr.  W.  A.  Hammond  has  made  the  influence  of 
smok'mp  upon  the  system  the  subject  of  accurate  investigation, 
and  obtained  the  following  resnlts  :  "It  does  not  affect  the  secre- 
tion of  carbonic  acid  through  the  lungs;  it  lessens  tlie  amount  of 
aqueous  vapor  given  off  in  respiration  ;  diminishes  the  amount  of 
fffces,  lessens  the  quantity  of  urine,  and  the  amount  of  urea  and 
chlorine ;  increases  the  amount  of  free  acid,  uric  acid,  phosphoric 
and  sulphuric  acids,  eliminated  through  the  kidneys.  Ilence.  i! 
would  scum  to  bo  probable  that  Tobacco  does  not  lessen  the  con- 
sumption of  fat,  but  that  it  does  retard  the  m<'tamon'hosiB  of  the 
nitrogenous  tissues.  The  increase  of  Phosphorus  and  Sulphur 
in  tiie  urine  is  probably  derived  from  the  nervous  system,  which 
Tobacco  90  sensibly  affects.  Some  of  the  rnorbiil  effects  of  smok- 
ing Tobacco,  when  carried  to  excess,  have  l>een  well  depicted  by 
Dr.  Laycock.  He  describes  an  intiammatorj*,  but  what  is  prob- 
ably rather  a  congested,  state  of  the  mouth  and  fauces,  in  which, 
sometimes  the  buccal  epithelium  exfoliates.  If  the  throat  l>e  ex- 
amined, it  will  appear  shghtly  swollen,  with  congested  veins 
meandpring  over  the  surface,  and  liere  and  there  a  streak  of  mu- 
cus. The  posterior  nares  are  probably  in  the  same  condition, 
and  the  irritation  is  transmitted  to  the  eye.    Undoubtedly  tliis 
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organ  is  frequently  injected  and  watery  in  smolcers,  and  often 
preseuta  a  spasmodic  twitching  of  the  orbirulnris  muscle.     Mr, 
Lizars  enumerates  nlceration  of  the  lips,  tongue,  gums,  mucoas 
membrane  of  the  mouth,  tonsils,  velum,  and  pharynx,  among  the 
effects  of  this  habit.     Dyspepnia  is  occasionally  met  with  as  a 
consequence  of  excessive  smoking,  yet  rarely  in  the  aggra\'aled 
form  so  common  among  chewors  of  tho  weed.     I^obs  of  appetite, 
constipation,  haemorrhoids,  acne,  and  gum-boiia  are  OBcribed  to 
the  same  cause.    It  is  more  apt  even  than  'chewing'  to  renH^r 
the  voice  hoarse,  deep-toned,  or  smothered,  and  to  prevent  clear 
articulation,  by  causing  an  excessive  secretion  of  mueus  in  the 
fauces.     Smoking  Tobacco  also  weakens  the  nervous  system,  in- 
ducinff  palpitation  of  the  heart,  tremulousness  of  the  limbs,  neural- 
gia, and  morbid  susceptibiUty,  with  diminished  tone  and  power. 
These  sjinptoms  occasioually  assume  the  aggi'avatod    form  of 
angina  pectoris.    When  too  much  indulged  in.  or  when  the  nerv- 
ous system  is  rendered    impressionable  by  ill-health,    losses  of 
blood,  or  any  other  Ihiid.  or  by  over-excitement,  Hmoking  up^rra- 
vates  the  already  existing  symptoms,  and  may  induce  hypochon- 
driasis.    One  of  its  most  usual  effects  is  to  produce  an  irrtyular 
and  iHtermUient  pulse.     Mr.  Lizars  and  others  allege  that  it  de- 
stroys the  virile  powers  nnd  sexual  desire.     Smoking  cigars  is 
vastly  more  injurious  than  smoking  a  pipe,  because  the  pn»par«- 
tion  of  Tobacco  for  the  latter  purpose  destroys  as  much  as  lw\>- 
thirds  of  its  Nicotia.  while  the  former  loses  but  little  of  its  ariive 
principle  in  the  manufacture.    But  the  fact  is  overlooke*!,  in  this 
estimate,  tliat  the  Tobacco  prepared  for  smoking  in  pipe*  origi- 
nally contains  a  much  larger  proportion  of  Nicotia  than  that  ol 
which  the  best  cigars  are  made." — StUU. 

Toharcn  C'howhig.— Moderate  chewing  of  Tobacco  is  not  »Q 
mischievous  as  smoking,  however  repugnant  it  may  I»e  to  p^rttons 
of  retinemonl  and  delicacy.  "It  is  coulidently  bcheved  t»y  many 
to  promote  digestion ;  and  they  find  that  n  small  piece  taken  after 
meaU  protects  them  from  the  uiipleasant  sensations  in  ttu*  stom- 
ach which,  without  this  aid.  they  are  apt  to  Kuffer.  Very  poftsibly 
the  saliva,  whitdi  is  se(*reted  more  abundantly  under  this  stimu- 
lus, may  account  for  the  alleged  sahitao'  effetrt.  But,  if  so  large 
a  portion  of  the  weed  is  taken  as  to  induce  frequcmt  and  excecsstT^ 
spitting,  the  very  reverse  effect  must  ensue ;  the  stomach  ia 
robbed  of  its  natural  excitant  and  a  chief  agent  in  chgestion.  th« 
whole  body  is  enfeebled  by  the  waste  of  its  Huids,  and  the  n^rvooa 
system  sinks  into  <lebility  under  the  constantly  renewed  altenu- 
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"lion  of  stimulus  and  depression.  And,  if  the  saliva  is  swallowed 
iustead  of  being  rejected,  whatever  i8  gained  in  cleanliness  is  lost 
in  health  j  for  the  stomach  and  entire  system  can  not  long  with- 
stand  the  impression  of  such  doses  of  virulent  poison.  In  gen- 
eral, the  excessive  use  of  Tobacco  becomes  mischievous  both  by 
the  waste  it  causes  of  a  precious  animal  tluid  and  by  its  <lireot 
influence  upon  the  nervous  and  digestive  apparatus.  In  both  re- 
spects, chewing  Tobacco  is  intiuiteiy  the  most  hurtful  mode  of 
using  it. 

"Dr.  Shipman  gives  a  description  of  nine  cases.  The  morbid 
symptoms  were  manifested  chietiy  by  the  nervous  and  digestive 
organs.  The  operations  of  the  mind  were  neither  so  vigorous 
nor  so  clear  as  in  the  natural  state  ;  low  spirits,  irresolution,  hy- 
|K)chondria,  and  gloomy  anticipations  beset  the  patients  at  all 
times,  but  were  least  tolerable  during  the  process  of  digestion; 
nightmare,  with  an  unusual  exaggeration  of  its  horrors,  deprived 
them  of  rei>08e  at  night,  and  by  day  a  fear  of  siidden  death  as- 
sailed them.  The  first  slumber,  instead  of  being  the  soundest 
and  calmest  of  the  night,  was  often  postponed  for  several  hours, 
and  was  even  then  unrefreshing.  A  singular  sensation  experi- 
enced by  most  of  the  patients  immediately  after  going  to  bed  is 
described  as  a  'shock'  at  the  epigastrium,  such  as  a  rush  of 
blood  to  the  part  might  l>e  supposed  to  produce ;  or,  as  one  per- 
son described  it,  like  a  discharge  of  electricity.  This  symptom  is 
regarded  by  Dr.  S.  as  pathognomonic.  When  the  stomach  was 
empty,  the  patient  experienced  an  intolerable  sense  of  sinking  at 
the  epigastrium.  Along  with  these  symptoms,  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  vertigo,  and  rushing  of  the  blood  to  the  head  were  com- 
monly obsen'ed.  Nearly  all  the  patients  were  emaciated  and 
pale,  and  victims  to  the  well-known  fijonptoms  of  dyspepsia; 
acidity,  cardialgia,  gastrodynia,  acid  or  watery  eructations,  and 
constipation.  It  is  very  remarkable  that  this  frightful  array  of 
symptoms  should  gradually  yield,  and  in  a  short  time  be  entirely 
dispelled,  after  the  habit  of  using  Tobacco  was  abandoned.  Sev- 
eral of  the  wan  and  wasted  patients  acquired  a  ruddy  complexion 
and  became  quite  stout." — StUlc,

[ead.  Mind,  and  Nervous  Systom. — Adapted  to  diseases  of 
the  nervoUH  byhtcm,  where  thore  is  prominent  irritation  of  the 
fimctions  of  the  vagi,  sick-headache,  that  comes  on  early  in  the

The  Oil  acta 
as  a  fatal  poison,  producing  unconsciousness,  flushed  cheeks,  di- 
lated pupils,  hturied,  stertorous  respiration,  strong  spasms,  a  fnll, 
frequent  pulse,  repeated  convulsions,  and  then  a  failing  poise  and 
death. 

Orarto-Utprtn*^  Organs.— It  causes  profane  menstmati 
uterine  hemorrhage,  with  labor-pains  and  abortion. 

Digestive  Orgaufi.— SmaU  doses  act  as  a  gentle  stimulant  to 
the  dit^estive  organs ;  but  in  large  doses  it  produces  nanwea,  voni> 
iting,  and  diarrhoea,  with  copious  urination.

Cerebro-Spinal  NerTOHS  System.— Tarantula  has  a  most 
striking  and  peculiar  action  upon  this  system,  especially  upon  the 
spinal  cord,  affecting  the  motor  portion  of  the  cord  in  a  way  dif- 
ferent from  any  other  known  remedy,  producing  the  most  severe 
and  terrible  choreic  manifestations  that  could  be  imagined ;  and  it 
has  often  cured  chorea  in  its  worst  form.  Tarantula  also  affects 
the  sentient  portion  of  the  spine,  as  indicated  by  exresitivf.  hyper- 
iTithefiia  and  all  the  symptoms  of  excessive  spinal  irritation. 
Through  these  spinal  uerveH,  Tarantula  acts  upon  the  heart  and 
generative  organs  of  women;  but  juBt  how,  is  not  fully  known.

"Tao  Ttiraiitttia  Cutten«l8  (Arana  Peluda,  hairj'  spider)  l>e]oneB 
to  the  sjinit-  family,  genus,  aiul  species,  as  the  Tarantula  JIUjMinu^

pathogenetic  Hiul  therapeutical  effectH.  The  Tarantula  His|>a|]M, 
native  of  South  America,  and  introduced  into  our  Materia  Mediot 
by  the  well-known  Pr.  Nunez,  of  Madrid,  Spain,  is  a  nervous 
remedy,  acting  deeply  and  powerfully  on  the  eerebro-spsnaJ  «3»- 
tem ;  and  many  cases  of  chorea,  hysteria,  etc.,  have  he^u  enred 
by  this  precious  agent. 

"The  Taranttda  Cnhfimis,  on  the  other  hand,  seems  to  be  a 
toxemic  remedy,  acting  directly  on  the  blood,  and  is  in  tliis  way 
an  analogue  of  Crotalns,  Apia,  Arsenicum,  etc. 

"The  bite  of  this  spider,  if  instantly  attended  to,  is  eaHily  de- 
prived of  malignant  effects  by  the  local  application  of  a  lotiim 
made  with  water  and  the  tincture  of  Ledum  palustre.     Bat.  if  the 
virus  is  already  absorbed  and  carried  into  the  circulation,  it  de- 
velops the  following  sj-mptoms :    The  bite  itself  is  paiiilcsa.  so 
much  so  that  persons  bitten  in  the  night  are  not  seusihio  of  it  until 
the  next  day,  when  they  discover  an  inflamed  pimple  surrounded 
by  a  scarlet  areola ;  from  the  pimple  toward  some  nthor  point  in 
the  body,  a  red,  erysipelatous  lino  is  si»en.  marking  the  course  fol- 
lowed by  the  spider  over  the  skin  after  bHing. — so  corrosive  is  the 
nature  of  this  virus.    The  pimple  swells,  gradually  increasing  in 
size;  the  erysipelatous  inflamed  areola  spreads  wider  and  nider; 
chills,  followed  by  intense  burning  fever,  generally  supervene  oa 
the  second  or  third  day.  accompanied  by  great  thirst,  anTi*^*r. 
restlessness,  headache.  deUrinm,  copious  perspiration,  and  r> 
tion  of  urine.     The  pimple,  in  the  meantime,  gniWK  large-r  and 
comes  a  hard,  large,  and  exceedingly  painful  abscess,  ending 
mortification  of  the  integuments  over  it,  and  having  several  Bmall 
openings  discharging  a  thick  sanious  matter  containing  pieces  of 
mortified  cellular  tissue,  fssciic  and  tendons;  the  openingfi,  l>y 
growing,  run  into  each  other,  forming  large  cavities.     At  thi* 
period  the  fever  takes  the  intermittent  t>']ie,  with  evening  parox* 
ysras.  accompanied  by  diarrho'a  and  great  prostration.

rriiiary  Organs.— *'By  fnr  the  most  important  Bpbere  of  ILr 

action  of  Terebinthiua  lies  iu  the  region  of  tlie  kiducys,  and  in  liie 
urinary  mucous  membrane  generally.  It  is  an  initant  iLrough- 
oiit  the  tract.  Acting  on  the  kidneys  in  very  amall  doses,  it  is  di- 
uretic; ;  in  larger  quantitioB,  it  m-in  up  con^efition  f^oitig  nn  to 
intiammation  of  these  organs,  with  liuiinatitriaf  allmminuria,  and 
sometimes  complete  suppression  of  urine.  It  iiiflames  alao  tho 
bladder  and  uretlira,  and  often  causes  strangury.  All  this  is  bo 
■well  known  that  any  application  of  TurpGntine  to  urinary  ini!am- 
mations  must  be  admitted  to  be  homc^opathic.  So  Pereim  SAys : 
'In  blennorrhoea  of  the  urinary  apparatus,  it  seems  to  eot  up 
a  now  kind  of  irritation  in  the  affected  membrane,  whicli  super- 
sedes the  p^e^^ou^ly  existing  disease.'

restore  the  secretion.     When  it  manifests  itself  by  b^ematurui, 
you  will  generally  find  Turpentine  the  best  8t>'ptio." — Uvghet. 

Turpentine  prodncos  active  congestion  nf  the  capillarios  of  tb« 
Malpighian  tufts,  and  the  glomcnili.  with  exudation  of  albumen. 
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destroying  the  glandular  surface  of  the  iubnli  nriniTeri.  The 
nerves  are  paralyzed,  producing  passive  hemorrhage,  unemin, 
and  convulsions.  In  albuminuria  where  Turpentine  is  indicated, 
there  will  be  found  more  or  less  blood-castfi  of  the  renal  tubes 
mixed  with  the  urine.  In  animals,  after  death  from  poisoning 
with  Terebinth,  there  is  iuflammatiou  and  congestion  of  the  cor- 
tical substance  of  the  kidneys, ;  they  are  enlarged,  softened,  and 
of  a  dark  red  color.

There  is 
frequently  herpes  labialis,  heavy  stib-stemnl  pain,  and  tickling  in 
the  trachea,  as  at  the  commencement  nf  bronchitis  ;  the  subjects 
have  been  seen  to  bring  up  pblepin  titrcuked  with  blood. "^//M'/ft*'». 

Skin.— Turpentine  causes  an  eruption  of  the  skin  similar  to 
that  of  scarlatina ;  and,  when  applied  locally,  it  canses  heat,  red- 
ness, vesicular  inflnnimntion,  nnd  sometimes  intractable  ulcer- 
ations.    It  is  eliminated  by  the  skin. 

ferehro-Splnal  Sys(<*in.— In  large  dosea  of  one  or  two  ounces, 
ft  produces  thii-st  and  vomiting,  "and  a  febrile  state  is  induced ; 
the  muscular  strength  is  diminished,  tbe  power  of  co-ordination  is 
impaired;  exhilaration  of  mind,  incoherence  of  ideas,  and  ram- 
bling insensibility  follow.  In  toxic  doses,  there  are  complete 
muscular  relaxation  and  profound  insensibility,  with  abolition  of 
all  reflex  movements ;  the  face  is  flushed  or  cyanosed,  the  pupils 
uHunlly  dilated,  the  breathing  labored  and  stertorous.    The  kid- 
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ueys  suffer  extreme  irritation,  and  the  skin  exbAles  a  ToxpeDtioe 
odor." — Barthotow. 

It  acts  upon  the  sentient  nervous  sjrBtem,  especially  tbfrfc  ol  the 
lower  extremities,  producing  excessive  bypersBStbesia  along  tlM 
track  of  the  great  ner^'es. 

Vft80-Mo<4)r  Nervous  System.— Through  the  cerebral  m 

cGutern,  Tur]>entine  greatly  stimulates  the  circulation.     "As  i*- 
gards  its  action  on  the  organs  of  circulation,  the  autbor''s  experi- 
ments show  that  Turpentine  stimulates  the  vaso-motor  nervous 
syHtem,  in  moderate  doses.

Dr.  Leon  Crucis  fonml  that  it  increases  tfa^ 
coagulability  of  the  blooH  and  gives  rise  to  numerous  minute 
hepatic  ami  pulmonic  thrombi.  "We  have  certainly  seen  it  caus- 
ing htematuria  and  htemnptyBis.  and  Stille  says  that  females  in- 
haling the  Oil  suffer  from  menorrhagia  and  (iysmenorrhoea.  To 
such  bleedings,  theu,  it  is  a  ahtiiU,-  but  I  can  not  yet  affirm  that 
this  is  its  modus  operamii  when  curative  of  the  hemorrhage  of 
gastric  and  intestinal  ulceration,  or  purpura,  as  it  is  said  to  be."

Meteorismufl,  the  excessive  distention  of  the  abdomen  with 
gas.  is  one  of  the  marked  characteristics  of  Terebinth. 

Frequent  colic  from  excessive  tympanitis ;  in  septic  fevers. 

Griping,  pinching  colic,  with  rauco-purulent  stools. 
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"EDtero-colttiB,  with  hemorrbages  and  ulceration  of  tbe  boirela, 
especially  epithelial  degeneratioD :  Rtools  of  inucua  and  water, 
more  in  the  morning." — Hale.     [Typhoid  diseases.]

Skin.— Thuja  was  Hahnemann's  great  remedy  for  itycosis,  that 
peculiar  poison  whose  characteristic  action  is  shown  upon  the 
skin  and  mucous  membrane  by  the  formation  of  fig-warts  aud 
condylomata  (combination  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhcea).  Thuja 
produces  on  the  skin  generally,  and  on  the  anus  particularly, 


warty  excrescences  and  tubercles.    *'Tbe  lig-warts  being  hyi 
Lropliies  of  the  cutaneous  papill®,  Dr.  Petroz  has  ai^gued 
other  growths  of  like  nature — as  warts  and  polypi — are  also  prod- 
ucts of  tbo  syeotic  virus.    While  this  is  JoubtfuJ  enouKli,  I  think 
he  is  justified,  both  from  theory  and  from  practice,  in  claioaiziig 
for  Thuja  a  Like  efficacy  in  their  treatment.

After  taking  from  six  to 
drops  of  the  tincture  of  Thuja  daily  for  a  month,  iirst  one  ai 
then  another  crop  of  new  but  painless  warts  appeared  on  tbe 
band.     After  leaving  oflf  tbo  drug,  these  soon  disappeared,  and 
the  old  ones  vanished  simultaneously,  leaving  her  bands  quite  free. 
I  myself  have  bad  most  successful  results  from  Tliujn  in  warts. 
If  one  or  two  only  are  present,  they  should  be  painteil  with  the 
mother  tincture  daily;  but,  when  they  come  in  crops,  the  intomml 
administration  of  tbe  drug  is  the  proper  treatment.     I  have  uion» 
than  once  seen  large  collections  of  these  exci*escences  of  lima 
standing,  disappear  in  a  few  weeks  under  iufiuiteaimal  dosen  of 
the  medicine.     .     .     .    Boenningbansen  and  others  have  thought 
that  Thuja  has  some  specific  action  in  small-pox,  even  so  atf  to 
prove  prophylactic  against  it,  as  Belladonna  against  scarlatina. 
More  evidence  seems  required  here.    But  there  is  no  doubt  that 
Thuja  has  proved  curative  of  'grease'  in  horses,  which  may  |mr- 
take  of  tbe  same  nature  as  vaccinia  and  variola.     It  has  ofien 
been  of  eminent  service  in  veterinary  practice,  as  in  tbe  treatiuri 
of  farcy  and  of  tbe  warty  vegetations  of  the  surface  so  comnic 
in  tbe  lower  animals." — liuffhcs. 


Mucous  Membranes  of  the  Hexual  Orj^ans. — Thuja  prodnt 
inflammation  of  tbe  prepuce  and  glans,  warts.  tul>erck*«.  ulceraf 
in  tbe  female  acrid  leucorrbtsa,  retarded  menstruation,  fig- 
condylomata,  etc.     Dr.  Wolf  says:   "It  produces  irritation  of  tbo 
mncous  membrane  of  tbe  genital  organs,  extending  it?<:df  over  : 
these  organs,  changing  the  natunilly  mild  secretion  into  one  of  i 
acrid,  corroding,  hifectious  quality." 

"Tbe  Austrian  provings,  which  are  entirely  confirmatory 
Hahnemann's,  show  that  tbe  main  action  of  Thuja  is  on  the  , 
ito-uiinnry  organs,  with  tbe  anus,  and  on  the  skin.    It  catSAM 
piooB  and  frequent  urination,  t)urrung  in  several  partj)  of  thv  nni*^ 
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C0U8  tract,  paius  of  various  kinds  in  the  penis ;  inflammation  of 
the  prepuce  ami  glans ;  ulcers,  tubercles,  and  other  excrescences 
on  the  sexual  organs,  with  itching  and  profuse  sweating;  and,  in 
the  female,  leucorrhwa.  The  sexual  appetite  is  depressed,  and 
the  catamenia  retarded.  Burning,  itching,  HwelHng,  and  mucous 
discharge  occurred  at  the  anus.  .  .  .  Hiihnemauu  recom- 
mended it  us  the  most  homtieopathic  remedy  for  the  non -syphilitic 
form  of  venereal  disease,  which  he  called  'Bycosis.'  His  attenliou 
was  also  drawn  to  the  condyloiuatous  excrescences,  or  tig-warts, 
which,  perhaps  more  frequently  then  than  now,  were  apt  to  ac- 
company the  contagious  blennorrhcea  of  the  urethra.  He  fonne<l 
the  opinion  that  these  wore  the  chancre  of  the  non-syphilitic  vene- 
real miasm,  and,  like  that,  constituted  the  vicariouB  local  mani- 
festation of  the  internal  evU.  If  cauterized  or  otherwise  destroyed, 
they  eitlier  returned  in  the  same  spot,  or  similar  excrescencea 
hroke  out  in  other  partnof  the  body, — wliitish,  fungous,  sensitive, 
tlat  elevations  in  the  cavity  of  the  mouth,  on  the  tongue,  palate, 
and  lips,  or  large,  elevated,  brown,  dry  tubercles  in  the  axillHJ,  on 
the  external  neck,  scalp,  etc. 

"The  pathology  of  this  subject,  so  far  as  condylomata  are  con- 
cerned, still  remains  obscure.  Jahr,  who  was  a  devoted  follower 
of  Hahnemann,  differs  from  him  about  it,  holding  the  common 
view  that  condylomata,  with  the  mucous  patches  in  the  mouth 
described  as  connected  with  it,  are  products  of  syphilis ;  while 
Ors.  Skae,  Wallace,  and  liose  Cormack  agree  with  Hahnemann. 
The  former,  who,  from  his  experience  at  the  Edinburgh  Lock 
Hospital,  spoke  with  some  authority,  states  that  the  eondyloma- 
tous  form  of  venereal  disease  is  kno^^-n  in  some  parts  of  Scotland 
under  the  distinctive  name  of  'ttibhonii.'  There  seems  no  doubt 
that  the  true  chancre  not  uncommonly  sprouts  into  coudyloma- 
tous  vegetations  before  disappearing,  or  becomes  transformed  in 
situ  into  a  mucous  patch ;  and  that  both  Eg-warts  themselves, 
and  mucous  tubercles,  like  them,  may  occur  as  manifestations  of 
syphilis.  But  it  is  also  certain  that  condylomata  are  frequently 
met  with  in  connection  with  gonorrhiEa.  and  even  without  any 
other  venereal  sign  whatever.  Dr.  Skae  relates,  that  when  so  oc- 
curring, they  may  be  communicated  by  contagion,  and  that  sec- 
ondarj' symptoms  accompany  them  in  the  shape  of  whitish  eleva- 
tions on  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth  and  fauces,  a  husky 
tone  of  voice,  and  perhaps  some  cutaneous  eruptions.  He  evi- 
dently, with  Halmcmanu,  considers  that  condylomata,  with  or 
without  gonorrhoea,  are  themselves  the  primary  phenomenon  of 
a  specific  venereal  taint." — liuffhes. 
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Blooil  and  Sernm.— Dissolution  of  all  the  fluids  of  the  body, 
whicli  become  very  acrid.  The  ficridity  is  probnbly  caused  by 
Thuja  perverting  the  lymphatic  secretions.  Dr.  Wolf  says :  "It 
diHturbH  digestion  and  sanguilication  ;  tendency  to  destruction ; 
<b88olution  of  the  fluids,  and  the  whole  orgauiHm/' 

Therapeutic  Indiridnality. 

General  Indications.  — Thuja  is  especially  adapted  to  the 

hydrogen(tid  constitution,  which  is  related,  according  to  Grauvog]. 
to  sycofiiB  as  effect  to  cause.  This  constitution  is  distinguisbed 
from  the  oxygenoid  and  the  carbo-nitrogenoid,  in  that  it  is  more 
hygroscopic,  i.  e.,  it  possesses  an  increased  capacity  to  contain 
water;  hence,  rain,  cold,  damp  weather,  baths,  and  food,  th«t  in- 
ereases  the  number  of  molecules  of  water  in  the  system,  aggravate 
the  symptoms  of  the  hydro^enoid  constitution. 

It  is  the  great  antidote  to  disease  of  a  sycotic  origin,  whirl 
generally  shows  itself  in  the  shape  of  warts,  coutlylomuta,  cauli-' 
flower  excrescences,  on  or  about  the  genital  organs  and  faairy 
parts  of  the  body,  and  mucous  membranes. 

"In  Thuja  wo  meet  a  surplus  of  the  producing  life;  tbos,  tUe 
nearly  unlimited  proliferation  of  pathological  vegetations,  at 
found  in  the  condylomata,  the  warty  excrescences,  the  spongy 
tumore,  and  the  spongj'  pock.  In  fact,  the  exudates  organiMi| 
hastily.  All  morbid  manifestations  of  Thuja  are  excessire. 
They  appear  quietly,  sneaking  as  it  were,  so  that  the  begixming 
of  the  diseased  state  is  not  knovi,'n,^—OoiUlott, 

Mind.— "Mental  uneasiness;  low-spirited  and  desponding; 
tired  of  life;  raorose  ;  dissatiKfied  ;  unBteadiness." — Guulton, 

"Patient  often  feels  a.s  though  she  coffld  not  exist  any  longer; 
extremely  scrupulous  about  the  least  thing." — G. 

"Loathing  of  life  ;  very  iJI-humorcd  and  depressed." — Tlah^ 

Mental  lainir  is  inipos.sible :  forgetful ;  makes  mistakes,  and 
cannot  collect  bis  senses:  very  desponding,  in  gonorrhflpa. 

"Stupefaction  of  the  head  ;  vertigo;  reehng  sensation,  na  after 
frequently  tnniing  in  a  circle."— Gou/fon,     [Tertiary^  satjIuUs.] 

"Sensntion  as  if  the  whole  body  were  very  thin  antl  delicate, 
and  could  not  resist  the  least  attack  ;  as  if  the  continiiitv  .if  tlit» 
body  would  be  dissolved/* — (?.     [Chronic  hysteria.] 

"Sleeplessness  at  night;  restleeaness  and  tossing  about;  an- 
guish, which  does  not  allow  him  to  sleep ;  sleep  full  of  droains 
and  startings." — Ootillon. 

The  very  restless  sleep  at  night  is  charaeteristio  of  Thnja.

Head.— "Headache  on  the  left  side,  as  if  a  convex  button  were 
beiug  pressed  on  the  part." — G.     [Uht'iuiintic  nffeptions.] 

"Headacho  early  iu  the  momiug ;  somi'timea  he  feelH  as  if  the 
head  were  screwed  a&uuder  in  tbe  articulation  of  the  malar  boue 
and  the  upi>er  jaw;  sometimes  as  if  a  nail  were  di'iveu  into  the 
vertex  with  a  jerk,  Hometimea  au  if  the  forehead  would  fall  out." —

"Transitory  pain  in  the  left  frontal  region  as  if  a  nail  had  been 
driven  into  the  frontal  eminence."

"Eruption  moist,  corroding  on  occiput  and  temples,  worse 
from  touch,  better  from  rubbing ;  wants  head  and  face  warmly 
wrapped." — llg. 

"White,  scaly  dandruff;  hair  dry  and  falling  out."— H/?. 


Eye.— Induration  of  the  eyelids.  "Is  useful  in  tinea  ciliaris, 
with  dry,  bran-like  eruption  on  the  eyelids,  chiefly  about  the 
ciliie ;  eyelashes  irregular  and  imperfectly  grown ;  skin  scaly ;  eyes 
weak  and  watery." — Dr.  R.  F.  Cooper. 

"As  a  remedy  for  styes  and  tarsal  tumors,  it  is  very  valuable, 
especially  for  verucas  and  tumors  that  resemble  small  condylo- 
mata ;  internally  and  externally." — .-1.  and  N, 

"Old  chronic  catarrhal  conjunctivitis,  in  which  tbe  granula- 
tions are  large  like  warts  or  blisters,  with  burning  in  the  lids ; 
worse  at  night,  with  excessive  photophobia." — .1  and  N. 

"The  action  of  Thuja  upon  tlte  sclera  is  more  marked  than 
that  of  any  other  drug;  and  it  has  given  excellent  success  in 
epUclfritiH,  scUro-choroiditis  tmd  ntuphiflnmn.  For  syphilitic  iritis, 
marked  by  cundylomnta  on  the  iris,  it  is  a  grand  remedy,  with 
sharp,  sticking  pains  and  much  heat." — A,  and  N. 

"Amblyopia,  vision  blurred;  Haraes  of  light  before  the  eyes, 
lostly  yellow ;  white  spots  like  bottles  moving  about." — FTah. 

Seems  as  if  cold  air  rushed  in  and  out  of  the  eyes  ;  must  cover 
them  up  to  keep  them  warm;  eyes  relieved  by  warm  covering; 
very  sensitive  to  cold,  damp  weather.  Of  great  use  in  malignant 
blennorrhffa,  especially  in  leucoplilegmatic  temperaments,  that 
are  always  chilly. 

Ears. — Scrofulous  otorrhoea,  in  hygroscopic  temperaments; 
tbe  discharge  in  watery,  purulent,  with  crackling  sounds  in  the 
ear,  especially  in  young,  growing  children. 
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N0S6. — Chronic  catarrh  ;  BensatioD  aa  if  the  nose  were  stopped 
up ;  dry  coryza ;  discharge  from  the  noBe  of  mucus  and  blood,  iu 
fat,  hygroscopic  tempertiuioats,  with  much  chilUness. 

"Blows  out  much  thick,  green  mucus,  mixed  with  blood  and 
pus;  paiuful  scales  in  the  nostrilB." — Fhj.  [Chronic  veuereml 
catarrh.] 

Mouth.— Sycotic  nodules  frequently  suppurating  and  fotiming 
flat  ulcers ;  deep  ulcers  of  the  mouth. 

Fool  taste,  with  map  tongue,  in  chronic  dyspepsia. 

"The  inner  mouth  feeU  as  if  full  of  blisters,  as  if  he  had  barnt 
it,  with  redness  of  the  gums.  Tip  of  the  tongue  sore  to  the  touch. 
Pressing  stitching  uuder  the  tongue.  White  coating ;  swelling  of 
the  tongue ;  fauces  drj'  and  sore ;  swelling  of  the  salivary  glands, 
they  Bocrete  a  great  deal  of  hitter  or  bloody  saliva." — GouUott, 

Teeth  decay  at  roots;  crumble  and  turn  yellow  ;  pain  at  night. 

BwelUng  of  the  tonsils  and  throat,  with  chronic  congestion  of 
the  fauces,  and  flat  ulceration  of  the  parts ;  sycotic  syphilis. 

Mucus  very  tenacious  and  difficult  to  loosen.    Moist,  bi 
flat,  or  roundish  tubercles  in  the  throat.     Chronic  catarrh. 

Stomach. — "Canine  hunger,  alternating  with  loss  of  appetite, 
or  long-continued  loss  of  appetite ;  fullness  after  eating  as  if  bo 
would  burst;  thirst  mornings." — GonUon. 

"After  eating,  sUmy,  sweetish  taste  in  the  mouth ;  or  flat,  bit- 
ter eructations  as  from  a  spoiled  stomach.  Pain  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach;  after  eating,  the  abdomen  bloats;  excessive  flatulence; 
had  efftscts  from  eating  greasy,  fat  fowl." — GonUnn. 

"The  tluid  he  drinks  falls  aOdibly  into  the  stomach ;  pit  of  tfafr 
stomach  swollen ;  sensitive;  indurated.'* — Hg, 

Gastrodynia,  with  contractive  pains  in  the  stomach  ;  ciees 
flatulence;  pulsations  in  the  epigastrium;  chronic  dyspepaia. 

Pressure  as  from  a  stone  in  tlie  hepatic  region  when  walking. 

Pressure  in  the  abdomen,  with  contractive  colicky  pains. 

Bowels. — Constipation  is  marked.  "During  nn  nttompt 
stool,  the  pain  in  the  rectum  and  anus  is  so  great  she  liiui 
desist,  she  can  not  pass  the  stool ;  the  suffering  and  pain  in  the 
anus  are  greatly  increased  during  motion  ;  the  violt-nt  contractive 
pain  in  the  anus  is  followed  by  teiiring  pains  in  the  bowels."* — O, 

"Feeling  in  the  rectum  as  if  boiling  load  was  passing  throogli 
it,  w^th  burning,  pricking  pains  in  the  anus." — Raue, 

Painful  contraction  of  the  anus ;  unable  to  void  the  oonitipaitJ 
stool  on  account  of  the  painful  flssuros  of  the  anna, 
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"Stools,  pale  yellow,  watery,  copious,  forcibly  expelled ;  gur- 
gling like  water  from  ft  bung-hole ;  much  tliirst ;  worse  in  morn- 
ing; clironic  form,  with  emaci^ition  and  debility." — BcU. 

Anus  fissured,  painful  to  touch  ;  often  with  warts  ;  sometimes 
immense  cumbers  of  those  flat,  moist  mucous  tubercles  or  con- 
dylomata surround  the  anus,  especially  in  syphilitic  subjects. 

Urinary  Organs.— Frequent  inclination  to  urinate ;  the  stream 
is  often  interrupted  before  the  urine  is  entirely  voided ;  has  to  rise 
several  times  at  night  to  micturate ;  urine  red,  depositing  a  thick 
brick-dust  sediment;  during  micturition,  cutting  in  th«  urethra; 
smarting  and  itching  of  the  female  pudendum,  with  the  discharge 
of  some  drops  of  urine  after  micturating;  burning  itching,  stitch- 
ing in  the  urethra  ;  chronic  gonorrhoea  and  prostatitis. 

"Copious,  frequent  urination;  burning  in  urethra," — Fluffhes, 
"Chronic  incontinence  of  nrine,  from  paralyais  of  the  sphincter 
vesicffi." — Dr.  PolU.     [In  old,  Habby  constitutions.] 

Sexnal  Oralis,  Male,— Thuja  is  of  great  value  in  sub-acute 
and  chronic  cases  of  gouorrhcea,  especially  when  injections  have 
been  used  and  the  prostate  is  involved.  "Dr,  lioehm  writes  that 
an  extensive  experiencf  has  taught  him  that  the  prostate  is  more  or 
less  affected  in  all  gonorrhceas  which  have  lasted  longer  than  six 
or  eight  weeks,  and  that  this  condition  of  the  gland  is  itself  the 
cause  of  a  good  half  of  all  chronic  cases  of  this  disease.  In  such 
conditions,  he  has  the  utmost  confidence  in  Thiija.  My  own  ex- 
perience is  quite  in  favor  of  the  specitic  intlucnce  of  Thuja  on  the 
prostate.  I  have  derived  unequivocal  benefit  from  it  in  several 
cases  of  acute  and  chronic  infiammation  of  the  gland.  It  should 
he  useful  also  in  balanitis." — litftjhes. 

Chronic  gonorrhrea,  with  sycosis ;  burning  during  and  between 
urination ;  red,  smooth  excrescences  on  the  glans  penis ;  fig-warts 
and  condylomata  all  over  the  sexual  organs  of  both  sexes,  that 
exude  a  glutinous,  foul-smelling  matter;  mucous  tubercles  in  the 
urethra;  proUferating  s}'phili8;  thin,  green  discharge,  especially 
in  women,  with  loss  of  appetite;  psychical  depression,  and  aleep- 
lessnesB ;  ilabby  constitutions. 

••The  chief  sphere  of  action  for  this  remedy  is  the  modifica- 
tions of  the  chancre  virus  that  are  described  as  idiopathic  condy- 
lomittHy  mucous  tubercles,  timl  mycotic  ejcrexcences.  It  is  more  par- 
ticularly the  humid  products  of  this  kind,  such  as  eaulidower 
excrescences,  and  still  more  mucous  tubercles.  Thnja  is  very 
efficient  here,  but  of  little  uso  for  dry,  filiform  fig-warts." — Jahr,

Soxaal  Organs,  Female.— "Thuja  corresponds  fully  to  wom- 
an's nature,  inasmuch  as  the  habitus  of  the  female  sex  roprefteuU 
those  oharacteristics  which  appronch  the  liydrogenoid  roubtitii- 
tion,  or  aycotic  dyacrasia,  or  even  Vircliow's  leucocyth*mia.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  tlie  infantile  organism,  and  its  diRpositiou  to 
scrofulosia  in  its  manifold  dispositions.  The  abundant  bleunor- 
rh(Ba,  the  many  knotty  indurations,  the  numerous  glundnhir 
affections,  even  the  greater  tendency  to  vesicular  spasm,  to  lui  im- 
pure skin  (tedious  ulcerations),  the  melancholia,  far  more  fre- 
quently observed  in  women  than  in  men,  speak  clearly  for  our 
theory." — OouUon. 

"The  vagina  is  tUled  with  warty  excreseences,  vnih  great  burn- 
ing and  smarting  pains ;  f^he  is  ho  sensitive  in  the  vugiim  thiit  ah 
can  not  possibly  bear  an  embrace." — (?, 

"ProfuHe  mucous  leucorrhcea.  with  thin,  long  warts,  or  fig- 
warts  o!i  the  face  or  genitals." — G.     [Very  acrid.] 

"Ulcers  on  the  internal  surface  of  the  vulva  and  penna*ui 
with  cramp-like  pains  in  the  vulva  when   risini?  from   a    ^•At;| 
extending  up  into  the  abdomen." — 0, 

** Ulceration  of  womb ;  green  or  bloody.  diRchiir^f.  — '/, 

Sexual  desire  extremely  elated  or  depressed;  irresintiMo  denit 
for  onnnism.  she  gives  herself  up  to  the  vice,  even  during  aleep; 
chronic  impotence. 

Ovariex,  "Severe  burning  pain  in  the  left  ovary,  aggravated 
by  walking,  riding,  and  at  every  menstrual  poriod." — LudlaoL, 

"A  terrible  distressing  pain  occurs  in  the  left  iliac  region,^ 
when  walking  or  riding ;  sht>  must  lie  down  to  get  relief,  especially 
aggravated  at  the  menstrual  period." — O, 

"Terribly  tormenting  pain  in  the  left  ovarian  and  inuuiuAl  re- 
gion, with  scanty  menstruation." — Goullon. 
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"Retardod  mcnstruatiou."— //h<;/i«.  [The  menses  are  not 
only  retarded,  but  are  iucLiued  to  be  scanty  iu  Tbuja.] 

Ovaritis,  especially  the  left  one,  in  flabby,  lymphatic  women* 

Uterine  cancer  based  on  sj'philitic  constitution ;  the  cauli- 
flower excrescences  bleed  easily  and  emit  a  very  foul  odor. 

Polypus  of  the  uterus  and  vagina. 

Granulations  and  fleshy  excrescences  growing  from  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  uterus,  soft  and  spou^iy,  jutting  out  like  warts, 
and  are  easily  detached,  sycotic  temperaments ;  they  are  a  fre- 
quent cause  of  long-continued  hemorrhages,  or  bloody  leucor- 
rhica.    In  fleshy,  Habby  women. 

Prt'ffnam'ii.  Abortions  are  very  frequent ;  labor-pains  are  very 
feeble ;  the  motion  of  the  child  causes  cutting  pains  in  the  blad- 
der, with  urging  to  urinate. 

Mucous  tubercles  on  the  nipples,  on  the  labia,  anns,  or  cor- 
ners of  the  mouth.    In  leucophlegmatic  people. 

Respiratory  Organs. — "Stitches  in  the  larynx  ;  sensation  of 
crawling  in  the  trachea ;  hoarseness ;  cough  early  in  the  morning 
when  rising,  as  if  excited  by  sharp  things ;  expectoration  of  gray, 
yellow,  or  gi-eenie)i  little  bails,  or  of  yellow  mucus,  with  pain  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach." — Goullon. 

Sycotic  erosions  of  the  fauces,  with  dry,  teasing  congh. 

"Difficult,  oppressed  breathing;  oppression  of  the  chest  as  if 
something  had  grown  fast  to  it ;  stitches  in  the  chest ;  strong  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  especially  when  ascending  stairs. " — GmiUnn, 
[Much  emaciated,  in  those  that  have  been  fleshy.] 

"Asthma,  worse  at  night,  with  red  face;  coughing  spells,  or 
sensation  of  adhesion  of  the  lungs." — //^. 

Cough  evenings  and  at  night,  with  loose  green  or  yellow  expec- 
toration ;  tastes  like  old  cheese,  and  aggravated  by  cold  water  and 
air.    Drinking  anything  cold  aggravates  tbe  cough  ;  chronic  cases. 

Heart's  action  greatly  excited  evenings ;  sycotic  rheumatism* 

Bark, — "Feeling  of  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  tbe  neck,  with 

restlessness  and  nausea  ;  pain  in  the  neck  as  if  he  had  be^n  lying

Through  the  cerebro-epiaal  system,  Trilliam  has  two  special  centers 
of  action: 

L    Capillaet  Blood  Vessels.    Relaxation  and  Hemorrhages. 
II.    Mucous  Membranes  (Uterine).    Mucorrhaea;  Putrescence. 

Capillary  Blood- Vessels.—  Through  the  vaso-motor  nervous 
system,  Trillium  acts  on  the  capillary  blood-vessels,  causing  re- 
laxation of  the  muscular  fiber  of  the  digestive  organs,  kidneys, 
and  especially  of  the  uterus,  thereby  producing  copious  hemor- 
rhages. Dr.  Hale  says :  "Like  all  anti-hemorrhagics,  U  doubt- 
less possesses  some  influence  over  the  vaso-motor  system  of 
nerves.  It  may  be  primarily  homoeopathic  to  vaso-motor  spasm, 
and  secondarily  to  vaso-motor  paresis.  In  large  doses,  it  checks 
nearly  all  hemorrhages.  In  small  doses,  it  checks  passive  hemor- 
rhages. In  attenuated  doses,  it  cures  the  results  of  suppressed 
discharges  of  blood  (perhaps  mucus).  .  .  .  We  have  no  prov- 
ing of  this  remedy  showing  its  pathogenetic  action  upon  the  gen- 
erative organs  of  women,  nor  can  we  decide  with  any  certainty  as 
to  the  pathological  states  which  it  would  induce  in  the  uterine 
tissue.  To  say  it  acts  by  giving  tone  to  the  uterus,  would  not 
convey  any  exact  idea,  although  it  actually  has  that  effect ;  it 
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Btimulatos  the  uterine  nt«rve8  to  Itealtliy  action  ;  and,  aa  a  cram 
quence,  we  have  musoular  tonicity,  ami  a  htalthy  condition  of  tbe 
macouB  membrant-K.  Hfciuorrliaged  from  the  uiems  eitlier  arise 
fxoxa  rolaxatiou  or  laeeratiou  of  the  blood-vessels  of  tiiat  organ, 
or  from  abrasion  or  relaxation  of  itn  raucous  coats." 

MacouK  )1einhruiies.— Trillium  produces   relaxation    of  the 

mucous  membriitiea.  with  copious  hemorrhnces,  erti*cially  of  ibe 
uterus:  and  no  remedy  that  we  possess  is  more  usefiU  in  acti\*e 
and  puBbive  hemorrhages. 

Dr.  Ct><i  fiayfi:  "Its  (Ij-nnmic  inttuences  are  chiefly  directed  to- 
ward the  mucous  surfaces,  over  which  it  Bccms  to   e\ercise  a 
special  control.     Though  mostly  employed  in  affections  of  the 
uterine  system,  it  is,  nevertheless,  of  great  utility  in  the  treat- 
ment of  all  diseases  involving  the  mucous  membranes.     It  is  de- 
cidedly antiseptic,  and  is  useful  in  correcting  a   tendency  to 
putresceucy  of  the  fluids,  and  the  fetor  of  critical  discliar^es. 
[This  latter  I  know  to  be  a  fact.]     Slight  hemorrhages  occurring 
from  wounds,  cancerous  ulcerations,  etc.,  may  be  corrected  by  its 
local  application."

Digestive  Oriruns.— I  have  the  pleasure  of  taking  from  the 
valuable  monograph  of  E.  T.  Blake,  M.  D.,  the  following  physio- 
logical facts  from  his  experiments  upon  animals  aod  man :  "LiltA 
most  metaUic  salts,  this  drug  is  a  pure  irritant,  showing  a  marked 
specific  relation  to  the  alimentary  organs,  lis  characteristic  re- 
actions are  concentrated  on  the  abdominal  viscera  ;  and,  of  those 
viscera,  the  stonwrh  and  duoflrnmn  were  observed  to  suffer  in  as 
many  as  fifty  per  cent  of  the  animals  experimented  upon. 

"Ten  rabbits  were  treated  with  the  drug ;  in  every  rabbit,  »*ith 
the  exception  of  one,  there  was  some  de^nation  from  the  normal 
state  to  be  seen  in  the  pyloric  end  of  the  stomach.  In  three  rab- 
bits, there  were  found  gastric  ulcers,  in  each  instance  deep,  well 
defined,  and  solitary.    lu  one  cat,  there  were  two  ulcers  in  the 
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duodenum.    Tliese  were  specific  effects  o(  the  drug ;  for  it  -was  in- 
trotluce<l  into  the  areolar  tissue  of  the  lower  extremities. 

"The  Nitrate  of  Uranium  exerts  a  specitic  action  on  the  circa-^ 
lation  of  the  stomach  and  dnoHenum,  producing  ulceration  of  the 
pylorus,  resonibling  tlmt  of  Kali  biehromicum,  Arsenic*,  aii<J  Ar- 
gcntum  nitricum.  Thirst  and  vomitiug  were  weli  marked  iu 
these  experimentfl." 

Urinary  Organs. — All  the  indications  point  to  the  kidneys  na 
the  main  tield  for  the  action  of  Uranium ;  and  chronic  renai  de- 
generation, with  albuminuria,  or  glycosuria  with  us4;it«s,  are 
marked  features  of  this  metal.  Dr.  Blake's  exi>erimeuts  ien<l  to 
show  tlmt  Uranium  does  not  possess  the  glycoyenetic  powers  at- 
tributed to  it ;  but  Dr.  Magdenburg  says :  "1  have  satisfied  my- 
self by  my  own  experiments,  that,  after  severnl  weeks'  ingestioc 
of  small  doses  of  Uranium  muriaticum  or  Nitricum  by  heaJthj 
persons,  sugar  can  be  found  iu  the  urine;"  and  there  is  an 
abundance  of  clinical  experience  that  proves  Dr.  Magdenbut^ 
correct  in  the  statement,  that  Uranium  has  not  only  caused,  bull 
cured,  many  cases  of  glycosuria. 

In  Dr.  Blake's  proving,  the  action  of  Uranium  was  to  increase] 
the  total  quantity  and  specific  gravity  of  the  urine,— the  excess 
being  either  in  the  urates  or  chlorides.— ond  to  produce  acridity, 
with  mucous  discharges  and  incontinence  of  urine.  Another 
marked  efifeot  was  to  produce  albuminuria  in  many  cases  of  tbe 
animals  poisoned  ;  and  Dr.  Blake  says:  "It  ought  to  be  useful  in 
Bright's  disease,  and  kindred  renal  maladies;  in  contracte*). 
gouty  kidneys,  with  gastric  disturbances;  in  irritable  conditions 
of  the  renal  plexus  of  the  sympathetic.  It  seems  singntar  that  it 
should  bave  cured  cases  of  sugar  diai>ctes»  which  it  undoubtedly 
has  doue,"

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Cere'bro-Spiiial  Syfttem, — The  brain  symptoms  are  probably 
moBtly  sympathetic,  from  gust ro- intestinal  irritatiou ;  but, 
through  the  spine,  Uriinium  has  a  marked  and  specilic  action 
upou  the  end  orgaus  of  the  motor  nerves,  i.  e.,  the  muscles,  as 
shown  by  the  eicessive  languor  and  profound  prostration  pro- 
duced in  the  animals  poisoned ;  five  drops  of  the  Urst  decimal  be- 
ing sufhcient,  when  injected  under  the  skin,  to  kill  a  rabbit ;  and 
two  drops  were  sufficient  to  suspend  life  in  a  full-sized  cat,  and 
completely  prostrate  the  animal's  muscnlar  system.  It  acts 
prominently  upou  the  lower  portion  of  the  cord.

L'rinary  OriEcans.— Uranium  is,  without  doubt,  the  most 
homreopathic  remedy  yet  discovered  for  diabetes,  many  cases 
having  been  cured  with  the  drug  nsed  in  the  first  three  tritura- 
tions and  dilutions.  Dr.  Blake  thinks  the  cases  that  call  for  this 
drug  have  much  irritation  of  the  stomach  and  bowels ;  but  eases 
have  been  cured  where  none  of  these  symptoms  have  been  marked, 
excepting  the  thirst ;  great  emaciation,  and  profound  debiUty.  In 
ncuto  and  chronic  diuresis  of  children  and  adults,  we  have  no 
Initter  remedy.  Dr.  Cook  cured  a  case  of  incontinence  of  urine  in 
a  young  girl,  who  had  been  troubled  from  infancy.  I  have  great 
confidence  in  Uranium,  in  children  that  have  incontinence  of 
urine  at  night  from  worms ;  the  urine  is  often  excoriating.

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Hnmmation  very  similar  to  nettle-raeli.  with  great  oedema,  the 
least  puncture  causing  serum  to  follow,  with  suppreBsion  of  urine. 
In  ouo  case  of  poisoning,  it  causeii:  "Pricking  heat,  numbness, 
burning  of  the  skin  of  the  face.  anuH.  shoulders,  and  breaHt ;  eyes 
puffed,  {Edematous;  on  the  lips,  nose,  and  ears,  vesicular  erup- 
tion; speech  became  diffit-ult,  with  extreme  anxiety;  followed  by 
desquamation." — J.  O.  IJouard^  M,  /). 

Hiieoiis  Slenibraues.— Here  it  produces  eastro-enteritie,  dys- 
entery, nausea,  vomiting,  with  fainting,  and  inHammatiou  of  the 
genito-urinary  organs. 

Glandalar  System. — On  the  mamm«,  Urtiea  has  a  specific 
action,  in  a  case  cited  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Houard,  milk  was  re-estab- 
lished in  the  woman's  breast  three  years  after  the  birth  of  the  last 
child,  altliough  she  never  had  been  able  to  suckle,  no  milk  having 
been  secreted  after  labor.

When  the  eniption  looks  pale  like  the  stings  of  nettles,  and  re- 
quires to  l>e  rubbed  all  the  time,  Urtiea  is  of  gi'eat  value. 

"As  soon  as  she  lay  down  again,  eruption  and  itching  disap- 
peared entirely,  and  re-appeared  immediately  after  rising  again. 
Will  only  cure  when  tbis  symptom  is  prominent." — Dr.  Cfuipusat.

For  ascarides  with  great  rectal  irritation,  the  Ist  dilution  is 
splendid. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female. — Menorrhagia ;  uterine  hemorrhage. 

"Insufficiency  or  entire  want  of  secretion  of  milk  after  parta* 
rition." — Lippe.    [Supposed  to  greatly  increase  the  flow  of  uiilk.] 

Leucorrhcea,  the  discharge  being  very  acrid  and  excoriating. 

Pruritus  vulvse  with  great  stinging  and  itching ;  the  same  with 
the  scrotum ;  with  much  oedema  of  the  parts. 

Has  often  cured  epistaxis,  hsematemesis,  and  menorrhagia.

Habitat :  America,  Barope,  etc.   Trltaration  of  the  ripe  faogiiB,  while  freah. 

Through  the  cerebro-spinal  oervous  system,  Ustilago  has  seven  special 
centers  of  action : 

I.  Circulation.    Long-Lasting  Arterial  Capillary  Contracn. 

II.  Veins.    Dilatation;  Passive  Hemorrhages. 

III.  Skin.     Loss  of  Hair,  Teeth,  and  Nails. 

IV.  Glandular  System.     Congestion;  Hypertrophy. 
V.  Cerebro-Spinal  System.    Congestion;  Paralysis. 

VL    Sexual  0.,  Male.    Prostration;  Impotence;  Neuralgia. 
VII.    Sexual  0.,  F.     Oxytocic;  Venous  Hemorrhages;  Ovaralgia. 

Circulation. — Through  the  cerebro-spinal,  and  especially  the 
vaso-motor,  nervous  system,  Ustilago  has  a  specific  action  upon 
the  arterial  and  venous  capillary  blood-vessels.  On  the  arterial 
capillary  vessels,  it  produces  long-lasting  contraction.  This  con- 
traction is  80  great  that  the  arterial  blood  is  finally  arrested,  and 
the  result  is  complete  death  of  the  tissues.  Ustilago  produces 
great  dilatation  of  the  venous  capillary  vessels,  with  passive  venous 
congestion  in  all  the  tissues  upon  which  it  acts. 

Ovario-Uteriiie  Organs.— The  action  of  this  drug  on  the 
female  sexual  organs,  is  similar  in  all  respects  to  that  of  Ergots 
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with  this  difference :  The  oxytocic  effects  of  Secale  are  more  power- 
fuJ  tbnn  those  of  the  DHtilngo ;  but  the  passive  veiiouB  congestion 
of  UstUago  is  greater  than  that  of  Ergot.  Ustilago  produces 
uterine  contractions  of  much  power,  and  ia  a  grand  substitute  for 
Ergot,  but  can  not  dieplaee  it. 

In  a  cow-house  where  cows  were  fed  on  Indian  com  infested 
with  this  parasite,  eleven  of  their  number  aborted  in  eight  dnys. 
After  their  food  was  changed,  none  of  the  animals  abortf;d.  Six 
drachms  given  to  two  bitch  dogs  with  young,  soon  caused  them  to 
abort,  and  fowls  fed  on  this  fungus  lay  eggs  witliout  shells. 

Many  physicians  liave  reported  cases  of  lal)or  wliere  tlie  uterus 
was  in  an  atonic  condition,  with  vcr}'  feel>le  pains.  Ustilago  was 
given  and  immediately  brought  on  violent  uterine  contratHions, 
and,  some  say,  more  powerful  pains  than  could  be  produced  by 
Ergot ;  but  here  ihey  were  mistaken.  All  agree  that  the  lingering 
pains  between  the  contractions  are  not  as  great  when  Ustilago 
is  given,  as  they  are  when  Ergot  is  administered.  The  passive 
venous  congestion  produced  in  the  uterus  by  Tfitilago,  is  one  of 
the  moat  marked  effects  of  the  drug.  From  this  congeetion,  wd 
have  passive  uterine  hemorrhages,  which  may  in  some  cases  take 
on  an  active  form.  This  congestion  produces  hj-pertrophy,  dis- 
placements, etc. 

Ovaries, — The  vascular  system  of  the  ovaries  is  most  powerfully 
affected  by  this  drug,  producing  congestion,  enlargement,  and 
great  irritation,  with  ovaralgia,  dysmenorrhoea,  and  especially 
meuorrhagia ;  and  the  clinical  results  of  this  remedy  in  the  above 
affections  have  been  equal  to  those  of  any  known  drug. 

Sexaal  Orenns,  Male.— It  produces  congestion  with,  first,  ex- 
citement, soon  followed  by  groat  prostration  of  these  organs,  with 
complete  loss  of  all  sexual  desire,  neuralgia  of  the  testicles,  etc. 


Siciii. — Through  its  action  on  the  arterial  and  venouH  vas- 
cular capillaries,  Ustilago  has  a  specific  and  marked  action  on 
the  skin.  The  whole  skin  becomes  dry,  hot.  and  congested. 
Eruption  all  over  the  skin  similar  to  rubeola.  By  rubbing  any 
part  of  the  body  a  few  moments,  it  would  break  out  with  this  fine 
red  cniption.  On  face  and  neck,  it  came  in  patches  like  ring- 
worm (herpes  rircinatus).  but  not  vesicular.  The  eruption  is 
about  the  size  of  a  pin's  ht-ad,  itches  violently  at  night,  and  con- 
stantly remains  red  and  hard.  The  chest  and  joints  are  more 
affected  than  any  other  parts  of  the  body.  The  whole  scalp  be- 
came one  filthv  mass  of  inflammation ;  two-thirds  of  the  hair 
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carue  out ;  and  whut  was  left  in  was  moBtly  matted  together.  A 
watery  serum  kept  constantly  oozing  from  the  scalp,  ho  profuse  as 
to  keep  the  hair  conBtaiitly  wet. 

"Shedding  of  the  hair,  both  of  rann  and  beast,  and  fiometimc 
even  of  tbe  teeth.     MuIhk  fed  on  it  lose  their  hoofs,  and  fowls  Iaj 
eggs  without  ehells." — llatcUn. 

"The  hair,  lioofs,  nails,  and  teeth  are  hut  prolongations  of  thej 
tme  filini.     Any  drug  which  profoundly  aifects  the  skin.  Will  prol>-i^ 
ably  affect  similar  structures.     Ustilago  appears  to  act  by  prefer- 
euce  upon  the  thickest  aud  hardest  of  the  dermoid  tissues.     Its 
action  in  this  respect  resembles  the  effects  of  such  diseases  aa' 
itchthyosis  syphilis,  and  tuberculosis." — HaU.     [It  does  this  by 
its  long-lasting  vasomotor  apasm  drivhig  completely  out  the 
capillary  circulation.] 

Ifllandular  Hysteni. — Through  its  action  upon  the  vascuJar 
capillaries,  it  has  a  marked  effect  upon  the  Itftnphtitica,  tttticUs, 
and  oviiries,  producing  irritation  and  congestion,  with  all  their 
attending  symptoms,  affecting  particularly  the  functions  of  the 
lymphatics. 

Cerebro-Spiiial  System.— Here  its  action  resembles  that  of 
Ergot,  but  is  not  so  powerfui.  It  doubtless  acts  very  similarly  to 
Ergot  on  the  spine.  Dr.  Hale  thinks  it  acts  on  the  trophic  nerve- 
cells  in  a  special  manner. 

Thei'ai>euti(*  Individuality. 

Before  gi^'ing  the  therapeutics  of  Ustilago,  I  wish  to  imprssa ' 
opon  the  iniiKls  of  those  that  use  the  drug,  the  fact  that  the  rem- 
edy should  not  Iw;  over  oue  year  old ;  for  it  rapidly  deti'rioratcs 
by  age,  similarly  to  Ergot.  Tlie  fungus  should  l>e  gathered  in  the 
fall,  just  before  the  frost  touches  it.  anil  thorougbly  triturated. 
A  tincture  can  also  be  made  of  it  accoriling  to  Class  III. ;  but  I 
prefer  the  triturations.  A  saccharated  extract  would  be  just 
what  we  want. 

Head.— Very  sad,  cries  frequently,  and  is  excesnJTely  proa* 
trated  from  sexual  abuse  and  loss  of  semen.    Sleep  reatlesa. 
Sexual  dreams  with  emissions,  followed  by  great  proatration. 
Great  depression  of  mind  is  a  marked  effect  of  Ustilago. 
Frontal  headache,  aggravated  by  walking. 
Feeling  of  fullness  of  head,  with  dull,  preasivc  frontal  headacbe. 
Violent  frontal  headache ;  as  if  the  forehead  would  burst  open. 
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Sharp  flying  pains  in  the  forehead ;  congestion  of  the  brain. 

Tlie  wh<jle  Hcalp  is  Ijot,  ilry,  and  congested,  with  loss  of  all  the 
hair  in  both  man  and  animals  (alopecia). 

Scald  head;  two-thirds  of  the  scalp  one  filthy  mass  of  inflam- 
mation, with  loss  of  most  of  tlic  hair;  a  watery  serum  constantly 
oozing  from  the  Bcalp,  was  a  markt-d  effect  on  one  lady. 

Eyes. — Aching  in  the  eyeballs,  with  profuse  Bocretion  of  tears ; 
dull  acliing  pain  in  the  right  eyeball ;  smarting  of  the  eyes,  with 
profuse  secretion  of  tears  in  the  open  ail'. 

Dryness  of  the  nostrils  as  if  he  had  taken  cold. 

Constant  dull  pain  in  the  left  ear»  cansed  by  extenaion  of  in- 
fiammation  of  the  tonsils  along  the  Eustachian  tube. 

Burning  sensation  of  the  face  and  scalp,  from  congestion. 

Month.— Slimy,  copper>'  taste  is  a  prominent  Bjrmptom. 

Constant  dull  aching  pain  in  the  fiirst  and  second  upper  mo- 
(lars;  they  are  decayed  and  have  ached  before. 

"Shedding  of  the  teeih."—Iiawlin.     [Ln  animals.] 

Prickling  sensation  in  the  tongue,  with  a  feeling  as  if  some- 
thing was  under  the  ro(»t8  of  the  tongue  pressing  upward. 

Dryness  of  the  fauces,  with  difficult  deglutition. 

Congestion  and  inflammation  of  the  tonsils,  left  one  greatly 
enlarged,  of  a  dark  color,  accompanied  with  dull  pain,  much 
aggravated  by  swallowing;  chronic  cases. 

Feeling  as  if  there  was  a  Uimp  behind  the  lar}nix,  which  pro- 
duces constant  inclination  to  swallow  ;  catarrhal  inflammation. 

Dryness  of  the  fauces,  with  a  burning  distress  in  the  storaftch. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Loss  of  appetite,  or  canine  hunger,  with 
thirst  at  night ;  indigestion :  gastralgia. 

Eructations  of  the  ingesta  ;  eructations  of  food  strongly  acid. 

Very  faint  feeling  a  uunilier  of  times  in  the  epigastrium,  with 
^.pain  in  the  region  of  the  liver  and  bowels. 

Constant  distress  in  the  region  of  the  stomach;  buruing  dis- 
tress in  the  stomach,  probably  from  excessive  acidity. 

Burning  distress  in  the  sternum  and  stomach,  accompanied 
with  fine  neuralgic  pains  in  the  same  region,  lasting  about  three 
minutes  at  a  time ;  come  on  every  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  for  sev- 
eral hours ;  sharp  cutting  pains  in  the  stomach,  with  much  burn- 
ing distress  in  the  epigastrium. 

Abdomen.— -Grumbling  pains  in  the  abdomen  all  the  after- 
noon, followod  by  dry,  hard  stool;  fine  catting,  colicky  pains 
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eveiry  few  zninuteB  all  day.  relieved  by  a  hard,  constipated  stool* 
followed  by  (lull  distrcBs  m  the  bowels. 

CuiiHtipation  of  the  bowels;  BtoolB  dry.  Inmpy,  and  black;  or 
the  bowels  may  be  ualiiral ;  more  apt  to  l)o  constipated. 

Good  deal  of  paiu  for  two  days  in  the  region  of  the  liver. 

Dull  poiu  in  the  right  hypochoudhum.  with  diatresfi  in  the 
small  intestines ;  indigestion  and  constipation. 

The  abdominal  symptoms  caused  by  Ustilago  arc  mosU^r 
located  in  the  epigabtrium  and  right  hy{K>chondrinm. 

Urinary  <)rij:nns.— Urine  red  and  scanty,  dimiuiahed  one-lialf  ; 
copiouB  ttow  of  colorle&s  urine ;  hyateiical  enbjects. 

Sexual  Organs,  Male.— Sexual  drewina  every  night,  with  emis- 

eions,  followed  by  great  mental  prostration. 

Sexual  di'cams,  followed  the  next  day  with  great  phy&icai  pros- 
tration ;  pain  in  the  lumbar  region  ;  great  despondency  and  irri- 
tability.   (It  is  of  much  value  in  chronic  Bpermutorrhu-a.) 

Profound  prostration  of  the  sexual  organs  for  weeks ;  the  scro- 
tum is  relaxed,  with  cold  sweat  upon  it  most  of  the  time. 

Neuralgia  of  the  testicles ;  epells  of  violent  pains  in  the  testi- 
cles, more  in  the  right ;  every  five  minutes  sharp  pains  in  the  tes- 
ticles that  produce  faintness;  constant  aching  distress  in  the 
right  testicle  for  days  (marked  sj-mptom  in  my  proving). 

Of  much  value  in  chronic  orchitis,  neuralgia,  and  irritable 
tide;  uidurated  testicle  and  spermatorrhcra. 

Hexnal  Organ^^  Female. — Hero  is  the  most  usefu]  center  for 
Ustilago.    As  a  uterine  motor,  no  remeily  excels  it  expepting  Er- 
got; and  its  indications  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  n- 
got,  i,  e.,  the  ob  uteri  is  dilated  and  relaxed,  the  pains  fei  i  i 

inertia  of  the  uterus.    From  one-teaspoonful  doses  of  the  Fluid 
Extract,  regular   intermittent   contractions  every  three  or  four^ 
minutes  wiU  take  place  in  from  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes,  and 
continue  from  two  to  four  hours.    The  pains  of  UstiUigo  are  mor«1 
intermittent,  like  labor-pains,  and  not  so  tonic  as  those  of  ErRotJ 

In  ovarian  irritation,  ovaritis,  ameuorrhcea,  dyBmenorrhijfa,  j 
menses  premature,  retarded,  too  ecojity,  too  short,  Bupprees«d«| 
menopausis,  menorrhagia,  and  metrorrliugia,  Ustilago  has  givci 
great  satisfaction,  and  in  meuorrhaifia  and  mttrorrhaffUi 
chronic  uterine  congestion,  with  great  rttasation  and  a  gene 
n^onic  condition  of  the  genitalia;  the  blood  is  dark  colored,  and^ 
the  hemorrhage  of  a  passive  nature.    In  such  cases,  no  remedy 
will  do  better  than  the  Ustilago. 
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Dr.  J-  H.  Woodbury  says :  "It  controls  uterine  hemorrhaf/e  uud 
induces  uterine  contnicHona  in  a  manner  similar  to  Ergot,  but  not 
with  the  same  promptness  or  vigor.  Ustilago  is  pre-eminently 
the  Ergot  of  chronic  uterine  hemorrhages  and  passive  congestions, 
where  for  many  days  there  has  been  a  slow  but  persistent  oozing 
of  dark  blootl  with  small  black  coagulae ;  when  the  linger,  upon 
being  withdrawn  from  the  vaginal  examination,  is  covered  with  a 
dark.  semiHiiid  blood,  as  though  partial  disorganization  bad  taken 
place ;  when  the  uterus  is  enlarged,  the  cervix  tumefied,  and  the 
[>e  somewhat  dilated,  but  swollen  and  tlabby,  indicating  that  the 
rhole  organ  is  in  a  most  passive  and  congested  state ;  when,  in 
ite  of  all  treatment,  the  blood  continues  to  ooze  day  after  day, 
^mply  from  lack  of  some  means  of  overcoming  its  'invincible  in- 
ertia.' Dstilago  in  such  cases  is  a  remedy  of  most  gratifjring 
promptness  and  efficiency.  It  will  not  only  control  the  hemor- 
rhage, but  remove  the  entire  pathological  condition  upon  which 
the  hemon'hage  depended." 

It  will  also  cure,  if  given  in  large  doses,  many  cases  of  active 
and  constant  tlootling,  with  frequent  clots  of  bright  red  blood,  with 
hard  bearing-down  paina,  by  producing  arterial  capillary  con- 
traction. 

Menorrhagia  at  the  climacteric,  from  ovarian  irritation,  burn- 
ing distress  in  the  right  ovary ;  tloodiug  lasts  for  weeks ;  blood 
dark  colored,  with  many  clots ;  vertigo,  with  much  pain  on  the 
top  and  side  of  tlie  bead,  and  a  great  gone  feeling  in  the  epigas- 
trium.

Suppressio  mensium  from  ovarian  inertia ;  much  pain  in  the 
ovarian  region ;  flatulence,  and  great  soreness  of  the  Iwwels. 

Ovarian  dysmenorrhoea,  with  severe  pains  in  the  ovaries, 
uterus,  and  back,  every  few  minutes  ;  spasmodic  pains  in  the  left 
ovary,  wliich  is  very  sore  and  tender. 

Abortion  with  hearing-down  pains  as  if  everything  would  come 
from  her ;  in  flabby  constitutions. 

Ovaritis,  constant  pain  in  the  ovary,  with  sharp  pains  passing 
down  the  leg  rapidly ;  ovary  much  swollen  and  very  tender,  with 
scanty  menstruation.    Atonic  constitutions. 

Intermittent  neuralgia  of  the  left  ovai*y,  which  is  as  large  as  a 
hen's  egg,  and  very  tender  to  the  touch.     (Large  doses.)

Vicarious  menstruation  from  the  lungs  and  bowels. 
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Nervoua  headache, — menstrual  irregularities ;  atonic  female 
Hypertrophy  and  sub-involution  of  the  uterus,  with  gmit  i 
Has  acted  fftvorably  in  libroids,  and  uured  induration  of  the ) 
A  tendency  to  miKcarriiiee  from  tfeiwral  atotip  of  the  uterus. 
In  post-partum  hemorrhages  from  ^jUibhy^  tUonic  condition  of 
the  uterus,  Uritilago  is  of  great  value. 

In  scarcity  of  milk,  Ustilago  has  acted  well. 
Puerperal  pontonitis,  with  constant  flooding;    high  ferer; 
fteoretions  very  putrid;    Abdomen  excessively  tender  and  tym- 
panitic, from  abortion.    (Ustilago  has  cured  several  cases.) 

Back. — Dull  aL-hin^T  pains  in  the  shoulder-joints. 
Severe  rheumatii;  puinu  in  the  lumbar  region,  aggravated  by 
walking ;  aching  distress  in  the  small  of  the  back. 

Arms. — Severe  rheumatic  pains  in  the  muscles  of  the  right 
shoulder,  lasted  all  night;  muscular  rheumatism. 

Khenmatic  pains  in  the  arms,  hands,  and  fingers,  lasted  a  week.

Painful  destructive  diseases  of  the  nails ;  loss  of  the  hair. 

Atoperiu:  complete  loss  of  hair  from  lone-lasting  congestion 
of  the  scalp  ;  tendency  to  small  boils  ;  skin  dry  and  hot.

Cerpbro-Spinal  System. — "Vulerian  appears  to  exert  a  direct 
influence  on  the  nervous  ceiilers,  of  tlie  sarae  kiiicl  as,  but  more 
enduring  tban,  that  of  Ambra,  Asafcetida,  MoBcbus,  and  other 
nervines.  It  especially  affects  the  brain  and  the  orgfans  of  sense. 
It  causes  giddiness,  headaelio,  and  mental  excitement,  vnih  (as 
Heberden  obHerved)  'agitation  and  hurrj'  of  Kpirit.' " — Uughea. 

"Berbier  gives  an  account  of  u  patient  in  the  Hotel  Dieu.  of 
Amiens,  who,  after  taking  six  dracbms  of  Valerian  daily  for  some 
time,  woke  up  delirious,  fancying  that  tbe  side  of  the  wai-d  oppo- 
site to  where  he  lay  was  in  flames.  Other  patients  who  had  taken 
the  medicine,  imagined  that  tlaKhcs  of  tire  darted  from  their  eyes. 
When  tAken  in  large  doses,  there  can  W  no  doubt  that  Valerian 
causes  headache,  hallucinations,  with  much  mental  excitement. 
The  headache  often  shifts  to  tbe  left  aide,  but  retains  its  original 
character.  "—Pkillips. 

Eyes. — Large  doses  produce  sparks  and  flashes  of  light,  even 
to  the  extent  of  objects  seeming  to  be  on  fii-e ;  the  pupils  extremely 
and  fixedly  dilated. 

Spine. — Valerian  acts  more  powerfully  on  the  motor  nervea, 
but  also  affects  the  sensory,  as  shown  by  li^-ely  formication  of  the 
hands  and  feet,  and  a  sensation  about  the  head  and  spine  which 
has  been  compared  to  the  aura  epiUptica. 
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From  its  action  on  the  motor  uerves  we  have  restlessticssane 
Bpa^modic  moveisents  of  the  limbs ;  staggt^ring  gait,  and  finally 
complete  prostration  of  the  motor  end  organs. 

Circulatiou. — "The  action  upon  the  circulation  is  chiefly 
shown  in  those  of  its  morbid  states  in  which  the  pulse  l)ecome.i 
frequent  and  feeble,  denoting  the  exhaustion  which  succee^ls  an 
over-excited  state  of  the  nen'ous  syKtem ;  under  these  circum- 
stances, it  renders  the  pulse  less  freqnent,  and  at  the  same  time 
stronger. " — Stilk. 

In  large  doses,  the  action  of  the  heart  is  increased,  the  tem- 
perature of  the  surface  rises,  and  diaphoresis  occurs. 

Sexnal  Organs. — These  organs  are  greatly  excited  by  Valerum, 
producing  all  kinds  of  hysterical  symptoms. 

Dr.  Ludlam  tliinks  it  has  some  speciiic  action  npon  the  ovaries. 
I  believe  it  causes  neurasthenia  of  the  sexual  organs  of  womien, 
and  that  this  explains  all  of  its  hyiiterical  actions.  It  excites  the 
sexual  passions  of  cats  to  a  remarkable  degree.  Foy  says :  "Cats 
discover  it  by  the  smell  at  a  long  distance.  They  are  seen  rolling 
themselves  upon  the  plant,  and  are  heard  mewing  and  i>urring  in 
the  most  extraordinary  manner.  After  a  while  tliey  are  seized 
with  spasms  and  convulsions,  and  at  last  expire  in  a  kind  of 
voluptuous  frenzy." 

Digestive  Organs.— Stille  says:  "Two  drachma  at  a  ainglr 
dose  generally  occasion  a  sense  of  heat  and  warmth  in  the  abJo 
men,  eructations,  hiccougli,  and  fri>quently  vomiting,  c^dic.  and 
diarrhoea,  with  some  excitement  of  the  circulation."  Mnderatt: 
doses  increase  the  appetite  and  improve  the  digestion.  Large 
doses  kill  rabbits  by  pr(>lu<;iug  gnstro-onteritis. 

Kidneys,— "The  desire  to  urinate  is  one  of  the  results  of  tak- 
ing Valerian  in  an  overdose.  Micturition  not  only  becomes  moff« 
frequent  and  profuse,  but  the  fluid  is  generally  turbid ;  deposits 
*  a  brau-like  8e<liment,'  a  '  brick-red  sediment/  or  a  slimy  sediment, 
which  seems  to  dissolve  after  shaking  the  vessel.**— f^/ii/Zf/i^.

Nerroos  AfTections.— This  is  one  of  our  most  reliAblo  rem- 
edies in  hysteria.  In  hysterical  females,  where  the  inteIU<tual 
faculties  predominate,  it  is  of  great  value  ;  wlien  we  fmd  t'\ci*B«iv» 
nervous  excitability  ;  hysterical  spasms ;  fearfulness,  and  ti«ma- 
lonsness,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart.  In  all  diseases  where 
Valerian  is  indicated,  the  hysterical  element  predommates. 
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'Nervoiis  affections  occurring  in  excitable  temperaments.  In 
hypochondriasis  it  calms  the  nervousuees,  abates  the  excitement 
of  the  circulation,  removes  the  wakefulnesK,  promotes  sleep,  and 
induces  sensations  of  quietude  and  comfort ;  sadness  is  removed. 
In  globus,  in  all  asthmatJcal  and  hysterical  coughs,  and  nenous 
palpitation  of  the  heart;  profuse  tiow  of  limpid  urine-'—PhiUipt. 

Mind  and  Head.— Great  melancholy  and  inntabihty;  morose, 
easily  exaspei-ated. 

"Vertigo,  with  a  sensation  as  if  flying." — JJr,  Jeasen. 

"Kcstacy,  mild  delirium,  with  great  excitement  and  trembling; 
erroneous  ideas ;  thinks  she  is  some  one  else,  moves  to  edge  of 
bed  to  make  room ;  imagines  animals  lying  near  her  which  she 
fears  may  hurt ;  during  typhoid  fever." — llg.

The  hysterical  element  predominates  in  all  diseases  in  which 
this  drug  is  called  for ;  and  I  most  always  use  the  Valerinate  of 
Zinc,  instead  of  the  Valeriana. 

Aggravation.— From  evening  till  midnight ;  after  sleep  and 
rest.  The  neuralgia  is  greatly  aggravated  by  rest,  and  standing ; 
relieved  by  rubbing. 

Amelioration.— From  motion;  after  midnight,  and  from 
walking.

^tihroS  have  further  proved  thiit  these  evacuations  do  not  depend 
upon  grtstro-entt-ritiB ;  as  Veralrum,  when  introduced  directly 
int<i  the  circulation,  caui^es  no  indammation,  and  even  wb«u 
flwallowod  produces  at  most  a  transient  hjTJenpmia  of  the  pftfti 
\vith  which  it  comes  in  contact.  If  its  action  bei^ouioa  more  in- 
tentiilied,  it  causes  a  rapid  degeneration  of  the  gastric  mnrooft 
membrane,  but  no  gastro-cnteritis." — Hnijhes. 

We  tlo  not  agree  with  Schroff.  in  the  statement  thai  Temtmm 
does  not  produce  gastro-intestinal  inflammation,  but  believe,  with 
Drs.  C.  L.  Mitcliell  and  Aulmont,  that  it  does  produce  inflamma- 
tion. "According  to  the  latter,  the  chief  difference  in  Ww  action 
of  Veratrum  album  and  the  Viride,  is  in  the  intensity  of  the  ac- 
tion of  Veratnmi  album  upon  the  alimentsry  canal,  at  "  '  i- 
duction  by  it  of  violent  indaramation  of  the  wliole  a  y 
mucous  membrane;  and  death  is  much  more  apt  to  r<-  I 
Veratrum  album  than  from  Veratrum  viride." 
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Heart  and  Cireulallon.— In  cases  of  liuman  poisoning  with 
Veratrum  album,  in  addition  to  the  excessive  vomiting,  severe 
abdominal  pain,  and  diarrhtea,  there  is  "very  pronounced  reduc- 
tion of  temperature  and  pulse,  the  latter  being  sometimes  rapid 
and  almost  imperceptible  in  the  advanced  stages,  and  finally  be- 
coming extinct,  with  sunken  eyes,  contracted,  anxious  counte- 
nance ;  a  cold,  clammy  skin,  with  profuse  per.spiration,  and  other 
e\'idence8  of  collapse ;  the  mind  remaining  clear  until  the  last."— 
Wood. 

"The  influence  of  Veratrine  on  the  heart  is  very  comphcated. 
In  tbe  first  place,  the  cardiac  muscle  suffers  the  same  changes  as 
the  other  muscles ;  and  this  would  suffice  in  itself  to  account  for 
the  most  of  the  symptoms.  The  heart,  excised,  and  separated 
from  all  extrinsic  ne^^'0U8  influence,  when  acted  upon  by  the 
Veratrine,  at  first  contracts  more  frequently  and  powerfully  ;  later 
on,  the  contractions  diminish  in  both  frequency  and  force,  till 
they  cease  altogether,  and  ran  not  be  renewed  by  direct  irritation. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  the  intrinsic  cardiac  motor  nene  cen- 
ters take  the  same  share  hi  this  process  as  the  muscles ;  but  the 
regulatory  cardiac  neiTes  are  also  affected  by  the  poison.  The 
vagus  is  excited  at  its  orijiiu  by  small  doses  of  tbe  poison.  Thus, 
in  the  frog  and  the  rabbit,  a  retardation  of  pulsation  has  been 
observed,  which  after  section  of  tbe  vagus  gives  place  to  an  ac- 
celeration. But  the  cardiac  extremities  also  of  the  vagus  are  at 
first  excited,  and  afterward  paralyzed.  The  ultimate  result  of 
the  action  of  Veratrine  on  the  heart  is,  therefore,  complete  pa- 
ralysis. In  the  early  stages  of  the  action  of  Veratrine,  an  increase 
of  blond -pressure  is  often  noticed,  together  with  acceleration  of 
cardiac  pulsation;  but  later  on,  there  is  a  constant  decrease  of 
blood-pressure.  This  is  attributable  to  the  condition  of  the  vessels  ; 
for,  according  to  Bczold  ai»d  Hirt,  these  are  first  stimulated  and 
contracted  tbrougli  tlieir  vaHO-uiotor  vaiiU^r  by  the  jwison.  and 
later  on  they  are  paralyzed  and  dilated." — Prof.  H.  von  lioeek. 


Cerebro-Spinal  System.— Through  these  nerves,  Veratrum 
acts  especially  upon  tbe  muscular  system. 

"The  investigations  of  Bczold  and  Hirt  show  that  Veratrine 
at  first  increases  and  after\vftrd  diminishes  muscular  excitability, 
A  muscle  poisoned  by  Veratrine  reacts  for  a  long  time  to  direct  or 
indirect  irritation  by  a  twitching,  which  at  the  first  glance  might 
be  mistaken  for  tetanus,  but  which  is  quite  different  in  its  course, 
and  can  l)e  excited  by  very  few  poisons  except  Veratrine.  The 
Veratrinized  muscle  generates  much  more  heat  upon  simple  irri- 
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talioa  than  the  healthy  muaole.  The  action  of  the  Vemtmni' 
mainly  afifecte  the  muscles ;  and  its  induence  on  the  motor  uerres 
ifi  comparatively  subordinate.  This  inlluenoe  of  Veratrine  on  the 
muscles  explains,  at  least  partially,  the  phenomenon  of  mosoiilar 
coutraetioii.  Another  cauHc  of  these  eouvuliiions  lies  in  the  ac- 
tion of  the  poison  on  the  motor  nerve  center,  the  convulsions  all 
being  central  in  action." —Zintuisen, 

Br.  Hughes  thinks  the  spasms  are  doe  to  a  direct  action  of 
the  drug  upon  the  muscular  substance.  They  are  a  primnry  ex- 
pression of  a  toxic  influence,  which  soon  goes  on  to  paralyais.

Puerperal  muuia  and  convulsions,  with  violent  cerebral  con- 
gestion ;  bluish  and  bloated  face ;  protruded  eyes ;  wild  shri^^ks,

Excessive  mirthfolness ;  collapse  of  pulse ;  cold  sweat  on  tbtf^H 
forehead  ;  expression  of  fright :  nnxiety  and  stertorous  tirttathtng.

Mouth.— Tongue  cold ;  voice  feeble  in  choleraic  diseases.

Motion,  or  the  least  quantity  of  liquid,  excites  nausea  and  vio- 
lent vomiting. 

Nausea,  witli  profuse  salivation  and  violent  thirst.

Sexual  Organs,  Female.— Nymphomania,  from  unsatisfie 
pasBiou  or  montiil  causcH ;  puerperal  mania.  , 

"Dysmenorrlufia,  with  vomiting  and  purging;  or  exhausting 
diarrhcta,  with  cold  sweat,  ©specially  on  tJie  foreheads" — //y. 

Menses  too  early,  too  profuse,  and  very  exhausting. 

Respiratory  Ortrans.— Cold  breath,  with  great  proetration, 
and  cold  pcrHpinilion  on  the  forehead. 

Spaemodic  loose  cough,  with  blue  face;  suffocation;  retching, 
Veratrum  is  not  called  for  until  the  second  or  loose  stage  of  ca- 
tarrh, when  the  mnrus  is  secreted  in  great  quantities,  and  U 
spasmodic  element  prevails;  tliis  rattling  mucus  is  expectorate 
with  great  difficulty.

Constriction  of  the  larynx ;  suffocative  fits ;  spasm  of  glottis. 

Heart.— "Palpitation;  anxiety;  rapid  respiration." — Brchrr, 
"Violent  beating  of  the  heart,  which  moves  the  ribs. "—//uA. 
Very  slow  pulse,  which  is  almost  lost ;  irregular;  intemiittvnt 
Oppression  of  the  chest  about  the  heart,  with  dyspnoea  and^ 
anguish. 

"Palpitation  in  the  anffiraic ;  agony  of  death ;  logs  cold ;  diffi- 
cult breathing ;  better  at  rest  or  lying  down."— /f?.    [Cbolers.] 
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Neck  and  Buck. — Keck  so  weak  the  child  can  scarcely  keep 
it  erect. 

"The  muscles  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  seem  paralyzed."— HoA. 

"Rheumatisra  between  the  scapula,^  from  uapft  of  neck  to  the 
small  of  the  back ;  bumijig  along  tiie  spine,"— Z/fli. 

Upper  Extremities.— Hands  blue  and  icy  cold,  in  cholera, 
"Arms  feel  cold  and  too  full,  when  raising  them ;  neuralgia  of 
brachial  nerve;  arms  tremble  much." — Ug. 

"Crawling  in  the  hands,  as  if  they  had  been  asleep." — llaK 

Lower  Extremities. — Great  weakness  of  all  the  limbs. 
"Walking  very  difficult;  like  paralysis,  changes  from  hip  to 

hip," — Hah. 

"Cramp  in  calves ;  pain  in  shin  bones,  as  i(  broken." — Hah, 
Trembling  of  the  limbs ;  .spaama ;  great  debility  following, 
"Complete  muscular  prostration;   rapid  sinking  of   all  the 

forces ;  he  sinks  do^vn  completely  exhausted;  great  paleness  of  the 

face." — Hah. 

Sudden  swelling  of  the  feet ;  they  are  cold  and  anasarcous. 

Skin. — Skin  bloe,  purple,  cold;  wrinkled  (cholera). 
Scarlatina;  measles,  eruption  tardy;  nausea,  vomiting,  and 
Fgreat  prostration. 

Skin  livid,  cold ;  pulse  thready ;  drovray,  and  very  rostlefls. 

Fever. — Fevers  with  great  cxildness  externally,  and  violent  in- 
ternal heat;   pulse  thread-like;  great  craving  for  cold  drinks; 
people  who  are  habitually  cold  and  deficient  in  vital  reaction- 
Chill  and  coldness  predominate,  with  cold  sweat  on  forehead. 
Interraittents,  with  coldness  overshadowing  everything,  and 
great  thirst ;  congestive  in  nature,  relieved  by  warmth  ;  chilliness 
.runs  from  head  to  feet;  sweat,  with  deathly  pale  face  ;  pneumo- 
' gastric  nerve  involved,  \vith  nausea;  violent  vomiting;  diarrhoea, 
and  great  prostration. 

"Sweat  cold,  clammy;  offensive,  bitter  smelling,  or  staining 
yellow;  always  with  deathly  pale  face." — Hg. 

Copious  cold,  clammy  sweat  with  every  stool ;  in  cholera. 
Cold  sweats,  and  vomiting  of  mucus,  with  cholera  morbus. 
In  most  all  gastric  diseases  calling  for  this  drug,  there  will  be 
found  cold  sweat  upon  the  forehead. 

Aggravatlou.— After  drinking,  or  eating  ice-cream;  before 

and  during  stool ;  on  rising :  morning  and  evening. 

Amelioration. — ^While  sittiligand  lying;  in  the  open  air,  and 
during  the  day.

Cerebro-Splnal  NorrouB  Syatom.— The  action  of  Veratrum 
viride  upon  the  brain  in  to  utterly  prostrate  its  fianction.  and 
thereby  produce  intense  arterial  capillary  oongostion.  On  tb« 
oontmry,  Belladonna  prodncea  its  congestion  by  exciting  the  cere* 
bral  functions.  In  animals  experimented  upon  with  tbia  drag  by 
myself,  the  microscopical  exarainfttion  of  the  brain  which 
made  by  my  friend  Dr.  C.  Adams,  revealed  intense  capilldLry  i 
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gestion  of  both  the  wliite  fibrous  structure  and  gray  cineritoiis 
substance ;  there  being  more  congestion  in  the  cerebeUum  than  in 
the  cerebrum.  We  found  great  eongeation  of  the  pons.  Noth- 
nagel  says :  "The  convulsive  center  is  located  in  a  limited  space, 
on  the  door  of  the  fourth  ventricle,  in  the  pons  Varolii."  This 
solves  the  problem  why  Veratnim  viride  is  so  valuable  in  Bpasms 
of  a  congestive  character.  In  puerperal  convulsions  that  have  for 
their  origin  some  emotional  cause,  accompanied  with  excessive 
cerebral  hypera-mia,  no  known  remedy  can  equal  the  Veratrum 
viride.  The  same  may  be  said  of  sudden  congestive  eclampsia  of 
children.  "On  account  of  the  \'iolence  of  the  convulsions,  it  has 
been  asserted  that  Veratrum  viride  is  a  spinal  excitant.  The 
'  convulsions  are.  however,  really  of  Jtrain^  and  not  of  spinal  origin, 
as  they  do  not  follow  poisoning  by  Veratrum  viride  when  the  cord 
has  bfCH  previomly  cut," — Dr.  II.  C.  Wood, 

Cord. — Veratrum  viride  contains  two  Alkaloids,  Jervia  and 
VcTatroidia,  Their  action  being  so  similar,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to 
write  them  up  together.  This  drug  has  a  powerful  depressant 
action  upon  the  motor  nervous  system,  generally  producing  com- 
plete paralysis  of  the  whole  motor  apparatus ;  but,  in  some  coses, 
violent  spasms  are  prominent  symptoms.  The  spasms  are  both 
tonic  and  clonic ;  frequently  come  on  like  galvanic  shockfl.  "In 
frogs,  as  well  as  in  the  higher  animals,  poisoned  with  Jervia, 
there  is  a  very  marked  diminution,  and  finally  abolition,  of  reflex 
activity;  and,  as  the  functions  of  neither  peripheral  nerv^es  nor 
muscles  are  interfered  with,  it  is  e\ident  that  the  Alkaloid  is  an 
intensely  powerful  spinal  depressant.  The  general  symptoms 
produced  by  VfTatmulia  resemble  those  caused  by  Jen'ia ;  but  it 
is  decidedly  more  irritating  than  the  latter,  and  always  produces 
vomiting,  and'  occasionally  purging.  In  poisoning  by  it,  there 
is  in  mofit  cases  some  muscular  twitching,  and  finally  marked 
convulsions  ;  but  neither  of  these  are  bo  severe  and  so  repeated  as 
in  the  case  of  Viridia.  Deatli  takes  place  from  asphyxia,  due  to 
paralysis  of  the  respiratory  muscles.  Upon  the  spinal  cord,  the 
peripheral  nerves,  and  the  muscles.  Veratroidia  acts  very  much 
as  does  Jervia,  being  a  decided  spinal  depressant." — Or.  II.  C, 
Wood. 

Medulla  Ohlonfjnta, — The  most  of  the  action  of  Veratrum  vir- 
ide is  spent  upon  the  medulla  oblongata.  Paralysis  of  its  functions 
are  prominently  portrayed  in  all  animals,  and  in  men,  poisoned 
with  this  drug.  The  medulla  is  the  center  that  controls  respira- 
tion :  and  no  remedy  intprferes  with  respiration  as  a  depressant 
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more  tliau  this.  A  marked  feature  of  Veratrum  viride  rs  its 
action  tipou  the  pueumogaslric  nervo,  paralyzm^  its  functions 
and  producing  congestiou  and  inilammation  in  ever}'  organ  and 
tisBue  to  which  it  is  distrihutod ;  indeed,  its  Uierapeutic  poner  in 
congestion  and  niilammation  is  mainly  bhowu  in  the  organs  and 
tiRHuoH  thai  are  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  par  ru^m. 

Nerres  of  Scnaation.—'J'he  action  of  Veratrum  viride  upon  the 
posterior  portion  of  the  cord  is  nothing  hke  as  marked  as  npun 
the  anterior  portion ;  but  it  does  produce  shght  aniesthetila.  When 
given  in  neuralgia  and  rheumatiBm,  it  allays  the  pain  and  hyper- 
esthesia with  great  celerity. 

Muscular  System  and  Fibrous  Tissues.— The  striped  mus- 
cular hbers  of  animal  life  lose  their  power  of  contrartility.  and 
are  profoundly  prosti'ated.  This  muscular  prostration  is  due  to 
the  paralyziug  iuilueucc  the  remedy  haa  upon  the  functions  of 
the  cerebellum  and  autero-lateral  pt>rtion  of  the  spinal  cord.  My 
experiments  upon  auimala  were  too  short  to  produce  much 
structural  change  in  the  spinal  cord ;  but  I  regret  it  was  not 
examined  with  the  microscope.  I  liope  some  one  will  finiah  what 
I  have  neglected.  No  remedy  prcxhic^s  greater  reUixalum  and 
prostration  of  the  whole  muscular  8>'8tem.  In  half  an  hour  tho 
animal  would  be  completely  prostrate<1  and  not  able  to  move 
a  Umb,  remaining  in  any  position  in  which  it  waa  placed.  I  would 
call  the  particular  attention  of  the  profession  to  this  4»i 
prostration  and  relaxation  of  the  whole  muscular  system.  It : 
Upon  the  same  gray  matter  of  the  cord  that  Btryohnia  does* 
fecting  the  cellfl,  however,  in  a  manner  directly  opposite  to  ttuUl 
Strychnia ;  for  Str>'chnia  ejccites,  while  Veratrum  viride  prottmt€ 
I  beheve  no  known  drug,  when  given  in  Uthal  doses*  is  equal  to 
Veratrum  viride  as  an  antidote  for  Strychnia ;  and  I  hax'e 
pleasure  to  know  that  I  have  saved  one  human  hfe  from  death 
Strychnine  through  the  antidotal  powers  of  this  drug. 

That  the  convulsions  sometimes  produced  by  this  drug,  pro^ 
ceed  from  the  central  nervous  system,  is  proveii  by  the  fact,  that 
iu  animals  all  the  muscles  are  equally  affected,  and^  even  in  ex- 
periments on  animals  when  the  arteries  loading  to  the  muscles 
have  been  ligatured  before  the  administration  of  the  poiaon,  ccm- 
vnlsions  take  place  as  usual.  In  convuisione  and  myalgia,  Vera- 
trum viride  has  proved  of  signal  serxice,  when  given  in  lethal 
doses. 

Mouth,  Fauces  and  ODHophocm^.— The  yoUow  coating  upon 
the  tongue,  aud  the  bitt^?r  tuste  iu  the  mouth,  point  to  a  func- 
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tional  derangement  of  the  liver.  The  motor  force  of  the  pharyn- 
geal branches  of  the  pneumogastric  is  so  powerfully  irritated  as  to 
throw  the  oesophagus  into  constant  spasm,  as  shown  by  the  fre- 
quent and  long-continued  singultus,  and  the  constant  sensation 
as  if  a  hall  were  rising  in  the  (Esophagus.  In  my  own  proving  of 
the  remedy,  spasm  of  the  cesophagus  was  one  of  the  most  prom- 
inent symptoms  produced.  In  animals,  the  microscopical  exami- 
nation of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  tesophagua  revealed  in- 
tense congestion  and  iutlammation  of  the  liHsue,— a  fact  well 
wortli  remembering ;  for  there  are  but  few  remedies  that  cause 
inflammation  of  the  cesophagus. 


Stomach.— One  of  the  most  prominent  effects  of  Vcratnim 
viride  is  to  produce  intense  congestion  of  the  pneumogastric  nerve, 
at  its  origin  in  the  medulla  oblongata,  and  through  the  whole 
length  of  the  nen'o,  the  microscope  re\*ealing  its  vessels  perfectly 
gorged  with  blood.  This  explains  the  phenomena  of  the  action 
of  Yeratrum  viride  upon  all  the  organs  to  which  the  parvagum  is 
distributed.  It  i»  rnpnhU  of  prodnchuj  iniiammat'ion  \n  tt^tnj  onjan 
tmder  tht'  control  of  the pneumt^itutnc  nene:  viz..  (fsophagiis,  stom- 
ach, liver,  and  lungH.  No  remedy  can  produce  more  marked 
inHnmmation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach.  Through 
the  hliimtiuta  of  the  vagi,  the  mucous  follicles  of  the  stomach  are 
reatly  excited,  so  as  to  cause  them  to  pour  out  nn  immense 
-amount  of  ropy  mucus.  Its  emetic  power,  causmg  nausea  and 
long-continued  vomiting,  is  from  its  irritating  action,  not  only 
upon  the  tilaments,  but  upon  the  whole,  of  the  par  vagum,  and 
,  from  inflammation,  making  the  vomiting  neurotic  i\s  well  as 
stric. 

Poisonous  doses  are  powerfully  pmetU',  producing  intense  nau- 
sea and  incessant  attempts  at  vomiting,  throwing  up  (luantities  of 
ropy  mucus  and  bilious  matter,  with  constant  hiccough  :  absolute 
muscular  prostration ;  faintness ;  vertigo ;  dilated  pupils ;  loss  of 
vision ;  semi-unconsciousness ;  weak,  almost  imperceptible,  pulse ; 
cold,  clammy  skin. 

This  was  finely  illustrated  in  the  ease  of  my  own  daughter. 
Mary  L.  Burt,  wheu  at  the  ago  of  twenty-one  months.  She  got 
hold  of  my  pocket-case,  and  took  about  one  drachm  of  the  tinc- 
ture. She  could  not  have  had  the  case  more  than  five  miimtes 
before  I  discovered  her;  hut  in  a  few  moments  she  commenced 
vomiting.  I  immediately  gave  her  half  a  cup  of  coffee,  then  went 
for  some  Camphor,  and  returned  in  five  minutes.  Her  jaws  were 
then  rigid,  and  nothing  could  be  put  into  her  mouth ;  pupils  of 
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the  eyes  widely  dilated :  fiice  blue ;  haiidB  and  feet  cold ;  no  pul£>e 
to  be  found  at  the  wiiat.  liiithed  her  bowels  and  buck  with  Cbiu- 
phor  for  a  few  luomeuls,  wheu  hhe  went  luto  a  spasm,  with  violent 
slirieka ;  body  bent  backward;  arms  rigid  and  thrown  over  ber 
heaii;  fane  livid;  breathing  suspended  for  Bcvc^ral  seconds.  Tliis 
lasted  about  two  uimuteti.  She  remained  easy  for  u  few  mo- 
meuts,  and  then  went  uito  another  Bpasui  BJuiilar  to  tlie  first.  I 
then  placed  her  in  a  tub  of  warm  water,  which  soon  relaxetl  the 
whole  muscular  system.  Vomiting  kept  up,  with  severe  retching 
every  few  mmutes  for  three  hourp.  when  it  gradually  snbsitled. 
The  matter  vomited  was  a  white,  ropy  mucus.  The  iut<?rval  be- 
tween vomiting  for  three  hours  was  not  at  any  time  longer  than 
live  minutes^  and  most  of  the  time  did  not  exceed  one  minute. 
She  remained  pulseless  all  the  time,  with  a  blue,  hippocratic 
face,  and  liands  and  feet  ehriveled  up,  as  if  they  had  been  in  wa- 
ter for  a  long  time.  When  she  was  not  vomiting,  she  lay  in  a 
stupor,  vnih  the  pupils  of  the  eyes  widely  dilated.  After  three 
hours  the  pulse  could  be  counted;  it  was  thirty-six,  and  very 
feeble.  In  three  and  a  quarter  hours  after  taking  the  Teratrum. 
she  went  to  sleep,  and  slept  soundly  for  three  boors,  and  then 
awoke  well,  except  being  a  little  weak. 

Tlie  leading  symptoms  in  tliis  case  were,  constant  vomiting  of 
white,  ropy  fiuid  ;  dilatation  of  the  pupils;  comatose  state  of  tbt? 
brain ;  excessive  musriilar  prostration ;  spasms  ;  trinmnK ;  grenl 
congestion  of  blood  to  the  lungs;  blue,  pinched, up  hippocratic 
face,  with  cold  nose,  hands,  and  feet ;  no  pulse  for  thre«  hours. 

Liver. — Through  the  filaments  of  the  pueumogastrio  nerve, 
Veratrum  viride  produces  cou<;estiou  and  inSammatifm  of  the 
liver.  In  auimals  poisoned  with  this  drug»  thn  microscope  re- 
Tealed  the  intra-lobular  veins  perfectly  gorged  with  blooiL  It  also 
greatly  increaBes  the  secretion  of  bile.  In  bilious  and  intermit- 
tent fevers,  where  the  poison  centers  upon  the  par  vagum.  and 
there  is  vomiting  of  bile,  Veratrum  viride  will  be  found  of  grtal 
value,  and  the  same  with  acute  hepatitis. 

Intestines.— Upon  the  intestines,  its  action  is  but  :  .  t; 
though,  from  its  action  upon  the  Hver,  we  have  more  or  1  — s  ^.y. 
nous  congestion  of  the  bowels.  It  hardly  ever  acts  av  \  » ;i;liarlic  j 
but,  in  some  cases,  it  produces  a  copious  watery  diiirrlm-u.  Its 
main  action  is  to  produce  constipation. 

Kfdnoys.— Here  Veratrum  viride  acts  as  a  mild  diuretic,  from 
increased  blood-pressure.    The  solids  of  tlie  urine  are  inoreaMd. 
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Heart.— The  profotind  paralysis  of  the  whole  circulatory  ai>- 
^  paratus  produced  by  Veratrura  viride,  demands  our  closest  study. 
The  most  characteristic  property  of  this  drug,  is  to  lessen  the 
cardiac  movements,  and  lower  the  vascular  tonus  of  the  arteries. 
Small  doses  ^rst  reduce  the  force,  without  much  lesseniug  the 
frequency  of  the  pulse;  but  larger  doses  greatly  lessen  the  cnrdinc 
pulsations,  in  some  eases  down  to  thirty  per  minute-  "If  any  ex- 
ertion be  made  dui'ing  this  stage  of  depression,  the  slow  pulse 
will  be  smldenly  converted  into  an  exceedingly  rapid  one.  The 
Blow  pulse  is  sometimes  moderately  full,  but  is  always  vei"y  soft 
and  compressible.  The  rapid  pulse  is  exceeiUngly  feeble,  small^ 
and  often  thready,  and  may  become  imperceptible.  Severe  nau- 
sea and  vomiting  act'onipauy  or  follow  the  reduction  of  the  pulse- 
rate.  Tbat  the  latter  is  not  due  to  gastric  disturbance  is,  how- 
ever, shown  by  the  fact  that  it  often  precedes  the  stomach  symp- 
toms, and  may  exist  without  them.  Thus,  Prof.  Percy  states^ 
that  he  has  seen  the  puUe  reduced  to  thirty  per  minute  without 
nausea  being  induced.  During  the  stage  of  depression,  there  is 
always  decided  muscular  weakness  and  relaxation, 

"In  full  therapeutic  doses,  it  lowers  the  pulse-rate,  both  by  a 
direct  action  on  tlie  muscle  (Jervia)  and  by  stimulating  the  inhib- 
itory ncr\'cs  (Veratroidia) ;  it  diminishes  the  force  of  the  heart- 
beat by  a  direct  influence  on  the  cardiao  muscle  (Jervia).  and  pro- 
duces a  general  vfiso-motor  paralysis  (Jervia),  more  or  less  com- 
plete, according  to  the  size  of  the  dose.  ,  ,  .  Evidently,  large 
doses  of  Veratroidia  paralyze  the  canliao  inhibitory  apparatus^ 
while  small  ones  stimulate  it  intensely.  The  paralysis  is  cer- 
tainly peripheral.  Whether  the  stimulation  is  centric  or  periph- 
eral, has  not  as  yet  been  determined.  When  enormous  dosea 
of  Veratroidia  are  thrown  directly  on  the  heart  by  venous  injec- 
tion, they  at  once  kill  the  cardiac  muscle.  .  .  .  When  arid- 
ficial  respiration  is  kept  up,  Veratroidia  is  powerless  to  reduce 
the  pulse-rate.  When  the  par  vagum  has  been  divided,  artificial 
respiration  being  maintained,  Veratroidia  is  powerless  to  reduce 
the  pulse-rate;  and,  M-hen  the  pulse-rate  has  been  reduced  by  the 
dnig  in  the  uninjured  animal,  division  of  the  par  vagum  is  fol- 
lowed by  an  enormous  rise  in  the  number  of  cardiac  beats  per 
minute.  These  facts  certainly  prove  that  Veratroidia  is  a  power- 
ful stimulant  to  the  inhibitorj'  nerves  of  the  heart.  Moreover,  I 
have  fonnd,  that,  when  the  spinal  cord  is  divided  so  as  to  paralyze 
the  antagonists  to  the  par  vagum,  one-thirtieth  of  a  grain  of  the 
poison  will  at  once  produce  diastolic  arrest  of  the  heart's  action  ; 
but  if  the  pneumogaatrics  be  now  severed,  and  the  repressive  fore© 
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thns  taken  off,  the  relaxed,  seemingly  dead,  vfscus  recommenc 
ila  beat.  The  slow  piUse  of  mild  Veratroidia-poisoiiiiig  beconw 
rapid  when  a  large  dose  of  the  poiBon  ia  injected.  Farther,  after 
a  large  dose,  division  of  the  pueumogastrics  has  no  effect  upon 
the  pulse-rate,  and  the  most  intense  galvanic  current  applied  to 
the  peripheral  ends  of  the  t)i>'idcd  nerves  is  powerlese  to  affect  the 
■nscus.*— //.  C.  n'ooil.M.  /). 

Vaso-Motor  Nerv*>ii8  System. — Veratmm  viride  i?  a  powerful 

depressant  of  the  vaso-inotorner^-e  centers,  especially  its  Alkaloid 
Jervia.  "Dr.  F.  Heigel  has  demonstrated  that  the  rise  of  axterial 
prcsHore  wliich  occurs  in  asphyxia,  is  largely  due  to  vaso*moU>r 
spasm.  In  Yiridia-poisooing,  asphyxia  has  very  Uttle  iudueiice 
upon  the  arterial  pressure,  because  the  vasomotor  centers  axe 
paralyzed.  In  Veratroidia-poisoning,  the  slightest  iutermis^on  in 
the  working  of  the  bellows  of  the  apparatus  for  artificial  respira- 
tion, is  followed  at  onco  by  an  enormous  rise  of  the  mercury 
in  the  cardiometer, — conclusive  proof  that  the  vaso-motor  centers 
are  not  seriously  affected.  In  estimating  the  physiological  action 
of  Veratroidia,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  artificial  r  n 

was  maintained  during  the  study  of  the  action  of  the  di   ..  e 

heart  and  vaso-motor  centers;  that  its  influence  on  the  respira- 
tory centers  is  bo  intense  aa  to  overbalance' its  cardiac  actic 
and,  when  the  animal  is  left  to  itself,  to  cause  death  befa 
any  decided  influence  has  been  exerted  upon  the  heart.  The 
action  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  It  is  a  powerful  respim- 
toiy  poison,  lessening  at  first  the  frequency  of  the  cardiac  beat  by 
stimulating  tlie  pneumogastrics,  bnt  they  soon  lose  all  their  con- 
trol over  the  heart,  owing  to  the  powerful  influences  which  the  in- 
duced asphyxia  exerts." — U,  C  Wood, 

Temperature. — Veratmm  viride  lowers  the  animal  tempera- 
ture very  decidedly.  "Aulmount  asserts,  as  the  resolt  of  his 
perimeuts,  that  in  animals,  from  half  an  hoiir  to  two  hours  afl 
the  administration  of  such  doses  as  would  produce  violent  ft>*mp- 
toms  without  killing,  the  temperature  fell  2°,  S**,  or  even  5**  C\. 
and  remained  at  this  point  for  twenty-four  hours." — Wo*^. 

The  reduction  of  temperature  is  one  of  the  positive  effects 
of  this  drug  when  given  in  acute  intlammHtory  fevens. 

Skin.— Upon  the  skin,  Veratnun  virido  acts  as  a  mild  diapbo- 
retic.  In  some  instances,  the  perspinition  is  very  profuse ;  but 
generally  the  skin  is  soft,  moist,  and  very  eooL  The  profuond 
arterial  depression  causes  the  increased  activity  of  the  funetiooa 
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of  the  skin;  and  the  perspiratory  glands  are  not  Bpecifically 
4iffected. 

Eyes.— Veratnira  viride  Las  a  niflrked  and  specific  action 
upon  the  eye.  Throuyli  its  paralyzing  iutlueuce  upon  the  tliird 
nerve,  it  produces  marked  dilatation  of  the  pupil.  Tliis  mydri- 
atic effect  of  paralysis  of  the  circular  fibers  of  the  iris,  has  never, 
to  my  knowledge,  been  utilized.  In  surgical  operations  upon  the 
eye,  I  would  strongly  urge  a  trial  of  this  drug,  especially  of  its 
Alkaloid. 

E«r8,— Veratrum  viride  produces  paralysis  of  the  auditory 
nerve,  with  sin^ng  noises  in  the  ears,  from  its  congestive  action 
npon  the  brain,  at  tlje  origin  of  this  nerve. 

Sexual  On;ans,  Femalp.— Here  Veratnim  viride  produces 

acute  congestioii.  with  its  attending  SJ^nptomR.  as  dysmenorrhipa 
with  scanty  menstruation;  metritis,  ovaritis,  and  mastitis;  and, 
in  the  acute  form  of  those  diseases  with  marked  sympathy  of  the 
par  vagum,  this  drug  has  l)een  of  great  value.  Its  true  aetion 
upon  these  organs  is  not  fully  known. 

MnroQs  Monihranes.— Veratrum  viride  produces  well-marked 
acute  catarrhal  iutiammation  of  the  mucons  membranes  of  the 
nose,  lungs,  mouth,  cesopfaagus,  stomach,  and  gall-bladder. 

Lnnars.— No  remedy  in  the  Materia  Medica  produces  such 
sudden  and  intense  congeKtion  and  iuHammation  of  the  lungs  as 
is  caused  by  Veratrum  riride,  through  its  paralytic  influence 
Tipon  the  motor  tilamenta  of  the  pneumocas^tric  ner\'e.  Twelve 
eats  and  three  dogs  killed  with  the  Veratrum  viride  all  had 
inHammation  of  the  lungs  of  the  most  marked  character.  The 
mieroRcopc  revealed  intense  congestion  and  a  large  number  of 
the  capillary  vessels  ruptured.  Sections  of  the  lungs  were  so 
completely  hepatized,  that,  when  thrown  into  the  water,  they  im- 
mediately sank  to  the  bottom  of  the  vessel. 

Upon  the  mucous  follicles  of  tlie  bronchial  mucous  membrane, 
it  has  a  specific  action,  causing  them  to  secrete  an  immense 
amount  of  mucus.  This  the  microscope  most  beautifully  illus- 
trated, the  smallest  air-cells  being  completely  filled  with  mucus. 
The  abundant  testimony,  in  all  schools,  that  Voratmra  viride 
will  cure  pneumonia  during  itsjirttt  stages,  is  one  of  the  fixed  and 
positive  facts  in  therapeutic  medicine,  which  I  have  confirmed 
time  and  again. 
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Mind.— From  sudden  congestion,  we  have  quarrelsome  delir- 
ium ;  or  great  lueutol-  depression,  and  fear  of  death.  The  ptttieut 
often  iu  a  semi-stupor,  sometimes  complete  coma,  as  seen  in 
puerperal  convulsions ;  puerperal  insanity. 

** Puerperal  mania ;  aileut,  suspicious ;  will  not  see  her  ph>-si- 
cian,  be  seems  to  terrify  her ;  fears  being  poisoned  ;  sleepless,  can 
hardly  be  kept  iu  her  room ;  depression  of  spirits." — Uff. 

"Mental  confusion;  loss  of  memory;  stupefaction:  vertico; 
cerebral  byperamia  ;  insanity  from  cerebral  congestion." — //y. 

Head.— Intense  cerebral  congestion,  feeling  as  though  tb& 
head  would  burst  open ;  with  nausea  and  vomiting 

Sudden  spasms  from  congostioii  of  blood  to  the  head. 

"I  know  of  no  drug,  not  evt^n  Belladonna,  so  useful  in  affections 
of  the  head,  when  they  are  of  a  cotujestive  character.  It  is  most 
useful  when  the  congestion  arises  from  j)let}u>ni,  vtiscular  irrlUitimx, 
cotkp  de  »oUil,  alcohoUc  ttthnulnitta^  teething  in  children^  and  espe- 
Xiially  when  it  occurs  from  suppressed  discharges,  with  u  feehng 
of  fullness  ;  weight  or  distention  of  the  head ;  giddiness  ;  intense 
headache;  fullness  and  throbbing  of  the  arteries;  8tup<*factiou ; 
nicreased  seusitiveoess  to  sound,  with  buzzing,  roaring,  etc.,  and 
double  vision." — l>r.  Hale. 

Can  hardly  hold  the  head  up.  from  paralysis  of  the  masclesnf 
the  neck ;  pale,  cold  face ;  livid  color  of  the  face  in  convulsions, 
nose  looks  pinched,  cold,  an<l  blue,  with  nausea  and  vomiting. 

In  eclampsia  of  children  from  sudden  cerebral  oongeetion,  we 
have  no  remedy  that  will  equal  this ;  l)ut  it  must  bo  given  in  nau- 
seating doses  to  get  its  best  and  lasting  effects. 

Cerebro-Bpinal  meningitis,  in  Its  first  stage,  tliat  has  oome  od 
with  great  suddenness,  mih  great  cerebral  congestion,  nansea 
and  vomiting;  hard,  full,  alow  pulse  and  marked  opisthotonos. 

In  acute  meningitis  and  cerebritis.  in  the  first  and  active  stage 
of  inflammation  ;  the  congestion  is  so  great  that  the  patient  Is  de- 
lirious, and  often  insensible;  face  purple ;  throbbing  of  the  c»M- 
ids;  sometimes  severe  convulsions  set  in.  and  death  seema  immi- 
nent; from  intense  heat,  or  over-exertion. 

Congestive  headache  from  suppression  of  the  mens^^  or  sick* 
headache;  menses  scanty  and  pale;  the  intense  const^tion  ia 
almost  apoplectic,  accompanied  with  \iolent  nausea  and  vomitiog. 

Eye8. — Dimness  of  vision  from  congestion  of  blood  to  the 
of  the  brain,  with  nausea  and  vomiting. 
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Dilated  pnpils,  with  dimnesB  of  vision;  green  and  red  circles 
around  the  candle ;  twitching  of  the  eyelidR. 

Lobs  of  flight,  from  paralysis  of  the  heart,  with  great  faintnesa. 
Paralysis  of  the  eyelids ;  complete  ptosis. 

Ears. — ^Ringing  in  the  ears  from  congestion  of  blood  to  the 
head  ;  very  sensitive  to  noise ;  paralysis  of  the  auditory  nerve,  pro- 
ducing deafness. 

Neuralgia  of  the  auditory  nerve.     (Apply  locally.) 

Face. — Flushed  from  cerebral  congestion ;  convulsive  twitch- 
ing of  the  face;  l'oIJ  and  bluish,  covered  with  cold  sweat;  nose 
pinched,  cold,  and  blue ;  paleness  around  the  ahe  nasi,  or  copious 
secretion  from  the  nostrils;  Hippocratic  face. 

Dry  mouth  and  hps  all  day,  with  tlushedface. 

Mouth.— Copious  secretion  of  saliva,  with  nausea. 
Tongue  coated  yellow,  and  feels  as  if  it  had  been  scalded. 
"Tongue  yellow  at  the  sides,  with  a  red  streak  along  the  center, 
and  inclined  to  be  dry." — Dr.  W.  S.  Searle.    [Bilious  typhoid.] 

Throat.— Frequent  and  long-continued  hiccough,  with  a  con- 
stant sensation  an  if  u  ball  wore  rising  in  the  a'sophagus. 

"Dryness  and  heat  in  the  throat;  severe  biccough;  burning  in 
fauces  and  tttsophagus,  with  ronstunt  intjlinution  to  swallow." — Ug. 

ActUe  injiaitif nation  of  the  trholr  length  of  the  msaphaguSj  with 
constant  hiccough  :  nausea  ami  violent  vomiting. 

Acute  spasmodic  stricture  of  the  oesophagus. 

Stomach. — Nausea  and  romiting.  Sudden  naosea,  with  vio- 
lent vomiting  and  hiccough  ;  violent  and  long-continued  vomiting, 
without  much  nausea ;  vomiting  of  food,  and  then  large  quantities 
of  glairy  mucus ;  the  least  quantity  of  food  produces  violent  vom- 
iting, from  acnto  gastritis. 

Obstinate  vomiting  from  inflammatory  cerebral  disease. 

Vomiting  of  bile  in  bihous  fevers,  or  eruptive  diseases. 

Vomiting  of  bile  and  blood,  in  yellow  fever;  great  thirst. 

"I  consider  tlie  emptg,  painful  retching,  tvitk  ejection  of  a  little 
bloodg,  frothy  muem,  an  the  chief  indication." — Hale. 

Exressire  thirst,  but  drinking  brings  on  the  vomiting. 

A  capita]  remedy  for  gastralgia  and  spasm  of  the  stomach; 
and  no  remedy  produces  more  marked  inflammation  of  the  gaa* 
trie  mucous  membrane,  witii  great  thirst  and  violent  retching. 

"Excmcintiug  pain  covering  a  space  tlie  size  of  the  hand,  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  stomach ;  the  pains  culminate  every  five 
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minutes  in  eevere  vomiting ;  the  pain  is  drawing,  twitching,  as  if 
the  stomach  wuu  tightly  drawn  against  the  spine,  causing  pain  in 
the  dorsal  region." — Hff. 

Liven— Acute  congestion  in  hepatitis,  with  constant,  nausea 
and  vomiting  of  hiUous  matter;  lirst  stnges  haa  pain  in  the 

patic  regiou,  passing  down  to  the  groin,  of  a  dull  aching  chai 

ter,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  gall-bladder,  accompanied  with 
intense  fever,  hard  pulse,  etc. 

AMomen.— Neuralgic  pains  in  the  abdomen :  heavy  at-bing 
pains  in  the  umbilicus ;  pain  and  soreness  aeross  the  aUlumen 
just  above  the  pelvis. 

Pain  in  the  hjiKigastrium,  with  much  t>'mpauitis. 

"Enteritis,  with  high  fever,  great  vascular  excitement ;  vomit- 
ing; dark,  bloody  stools."— flp.     [Peritonitis.] 

StoulH. — Stools  mushy;  or  copious  and  watery,   and  some 
times  bloody ;  but  constipation  is  more  apt  to  be  present  in  ** 
that  call  for  Veratrum  viride. 

1Jrine« — Urine  first  increase<],  and  then  diminished ;  the  solid 
constituents  are  increased,  specific  gravity  dimmished.  In  con- 
gestion of  the  kidneys  attending  the  last  stage  of  pregnancy, 
when  urflemic  convulsions  are  threatened,  or  really  present,  this 
drug  will  do  great  good. 

Sexual  Orpins,  Male.— Severe  neuralgia  of  the  testielaB. 

In  acute  orchitis  that  takes  on  an  cr^BipelatouB  natiiTe,  Umj 
local  and  internal  use  of  this  dmg  will  be  of  great  value. 

Sexual  OrgjiuH,   Female.— In  many  congestive  diseases 
these  organs,  it  will  be  found  of  great  use.     Dr.  Peterson  M»yH 
has  relieved  hundreds  of  cases  of  menstrual  cohc  witlx  Uiis  rriE 
edy,  in  drop  doses  of  the  tincture ;  and  I  can  testify  to  ibe  nat 
facts,  but  not  in  so  many  cases.     With  tln^  n\-  < 
dyflmenorrha?a,  there  is  much  nausea  and  vomit  t 
and  much  cerebral  congestion. 

"Menstrual   colic,  with  great   congestion    and    trouhie 
strangiury." — //;/. 

In  acate  mftrilU  and  oraritis,  attended  with  a  high  gradr  of 
fever,  no  remedy  is  more  efficient.    Tt  equals  Apis  in  pelrir  rf/Zw-j 
iitis:  in  fact,  to  treat  a  case  of  this  grave  disease  snceeasfull] 
without  these  two  remedies,  is  next  to  impORsible.    They  often 
prevent  the  suppuration. 
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In  puerperal  peritonitis,  or  metritis,  with  gastric  Bymptoms. 
and  high  fever,  it  ie  invalnaWe.  Dr.  Lndlam  has  great  coiiii- 
dence  in  it  to  prevent  puerperal  fever,  and  inflammation  of  the 
maouuie.  In  any  congestive  disease  of  these  orfjans,  where  we 
have  reflex  Bymptoms  that  center  upon  the  par  vagum,  Voratnun 
virido  is  one  of  our  sheet  anchors.  Dr.  Ludhim  usbh  it  to  increase 
the  secretion  of  milk.  I  tiud  it  of  signal  service  in  acute  mas- 
titis, with  high  febrile  action,  and  mach  tumefaction.  Applied 
locally  as  well  as  used  internally. 

In  rigid  os  uteri  dm'ing  labor,  nauseating  doses  will  relax  and 
so  soften  it  that  labor  will  be  mucli  facilitated. 

Nausea  and  vomiting  during  pregnancy;  cerebral  congestion. 

In  pHfrperalconvnltions,  no  known  remedy  can  equal  Veratrum 
viride,  if  given  in  lethal  doses,  so  as  to  produce  complete  acinesia. 
Not  only  will  it  arrest  the  eclampsia,  hut  the  intonHe  congestion 
of  bloml  to  the  brain,  with  its  blue,  livid  face  ami  profound  coma, 
or  wiUl  delirium,  will  soon  cease  when  the  acinesia  is  complete. 
Puerperal  mania  has  often  been  cured  with  this  drug. 

In  hysterical  convulsions,  with  cerebral  congestion  and  gastric 
symptoms,  large  doses  will  arrest  the  convulsions;  but,  to 
eradicate  the  tendency,  we  have  much  better  remedies. 


Il4!spirntory  Organs.— We  have  an  abundance  of  testimony 
in  all  schools,  that  Veratrum  viride  will  care  pnannonia,  espe- 
cially the  sthenic  form,  during  Oie  first  or  conrfcstive  stage,  clear 
up  to  the  commencement  of  suppuration.  Prof.  Lee  says :  "Pneu- 
monia is  the  disease  in  which  Veratrum  viride  is  particularly  in- 
dicated. It  seems  to  have  more  controlling  power  over  this  than 
any  other  disease,  reducing  the  inflnmmation,  and  favoring  ex- 
pectoration in  a  few  hours.  In  some  instances,  vomiting  is  in- 
duced of  a  tough,  viscid  mucus ;  the  pulse  now  rapidly  dechnes, 
if  not  affected  Ix^fore,  the  breathing  becomes  very  easy,  and  the 
patient  falls  quietly  into  an  easy  sleep,  with  perhaps  a  gentle 
perspiration.  The  dose  now  is  to  bo  managed  so  as  to  sustain 
the  depressed  circulation.  I  find  that  in  pneumonia  it  is  better  to 
reduce  the  pulse  at  once.  The  intlammatiou  U^ing  in  a  degree 
arrested,  the  Inne;  is  saved  from  the  more  severe  conseqoencea  of 
the  second  stage,  or  that  of  red  hepatization,  the  concrete  fibrin- 
ous exudation  being  caused  by  an  inHammatory  action.  Thas» 
the  cause  being  in  part  removed,  the  exudation  is  greatly  arrested, 
and  convalescence  commoncos  at  once." 

For  i-esimlttr  hronrhititt,  it  is  a  remedy  of  great  value,  in  the 
sthenic  form,  with  high  fever,  nausea  and  vomiting,  etc. 
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Id  asthma,  lethal  dosen  will  often  do  wonders,  where  there  is 
great  lung  and  cerebral  congestiou;  much  excitement;  nau»ea, 
vomiting;  loose,  rattling,  wheezing  cough.  To  get  the  desired 
result,  doses  large  enough  to  produce  nausea  are  uecessftry.  It 
reduces  the  respirations  more  than  one-half;  and,  from  the  spe- 
cific action  it  has  on  the  vagi,  we  see  at  once  why  this  drag  is  eo 
great  a  palliative. 

The  cough  is  short,  dry,  hacking,  or  loose^  rattling^  aggravated 
by  going  from  a  warm  room  into  cold  air. 

Heart. — From  its  irritating  effect  upon  the  vagus,  the  heart's 
action  is  lessened  to  a  wonderful  degree,  often  to  thirty  beats  per 
minute.  In  carditis  and  pericarditifl,  there  is  burning  and  prick- 
ing in  the  cardiac  region ;  the  pulsations  are  load  and  strong, 
with  great  arterial  excitement.  In  iuHammatory  fevers  calling 
for  this  drug,  the  pulse  is  full,  hard,  and  bounding;  becomes 
softer  under  its  action;  sometimes  irregular,  intermittent.  In 
rheumatism  of  the  la-art  in  plethoric  people,  with  great  arterinl 
excitement. 

Dr.  Scudder  says,  that,  in  amnll  dogrft,  it  is  ns  mndi  of  a  toni 
fta  Digitalis  is  in  large;  but.  if  given  in  too  larj^f  doses,  it 
produce  cardiac  debility,  with  fainting  and  collapse. 

Sudden  cardiac  syncope;  comes  on  suddenly  iu  thr  >     -l*!  v. 

Dr.  Hale  says  it  has  done  him  good  Ber>'ice  in  hypfrt.  i 

dihfiition,  used  as  a  continuous  remedy,  and  not  as  a  palLiuUve ; 
but  I  believe  that  Digitalis  will  far  excel  this  drug  in  this  dis- 
tressing malady. 

In  diseases  with  excessive  action  of  the  he^rt,  with  ^ 

and  hard, — and  the  pulse  of  this*  drug  is  always /«//  ani 
w*e  have  no  known  remedy  that  will  soften  and  bring  it  down 
to  normal  and  below  normal  equal  to  the  Veratrum  viride. 

Neck  aud  Back.— Much  aching  in  the  back  of  the  n(*ck.  and 
shpulders ;  can  hardly  hold  head  up.   (Cerobro-spinal  rnvningitis.) 

Acute  inHammation  of  the  spine  ;  htmd  drawn  backward. 

"Opisthotonos;  arterial  excitement;  bands  and  feet  rnld; 
shocks  in  the  limbs;  congestion  of  brain  aud  spine;  losa  of  cod- 
sciousness. " — Ifff, 

Myalgia  of  the  muscles  of  the  bock.    (Locally.) 

IJmbH,  Upper. — Convulsions  of  tlie  arms  and  bands. 
Flying  pains  in  the  joints ;  rheumatic  inflummation. 
Paralysis ;  tingling  of  the  limbs,  from  ceri.'brul  congestion. 

Mnibft.  Lower.— fligh  fevor,  with  aoato  rheumatJAm  of  U 
joints,  but  more  especially  the  muscles. 
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Much  pain  iu  the  hip-joints  and  alKiut  the  condyles. 

Coimilsions  of  all  the  hmbs;  trembling  of  tho  whole  body; 
twitching  and  contortions  of  the  body ;  cramps  iu  legs  and  fingers, 
the  anklcH  feci  as  if  dislocated. 

In  chorea,  this  ilrug  has  made  some  brilliant  cures,  in  acute, 
congestive,  rheumatic  cases,  given  in  pretty  large  doses. 

Skin. — Much  itching  and  burning  of  the  skin;  high  fever; 
tingling  uf  tho  skin ;  eruptions  with  intense  fever. 

Scarlatina,  with  intense  arterial  excitement;  congestion  of  the 
brain,  with  violent  nausea  and  vomiting. 

Measles  during  the  febrile  and  eruptive  stage ;  pulmonary  con- 
gestion, and  impending  ur  actual  convulsions. 

Small-pox  before  the  eruptiou  ;  cerebral  congestion  and  exces- 
sive nausea,  vomiting,  and  great  prostration. 

Bkin,  cold,  clammy,  bluish,  insensible ;  sliriveled  as  in  cholera. 

All  eruptive  fevers,  with  excessively  high  temperature;  hard, 
full  pulso,  and  a  tendency  to  congefltion  of  brain,  chest,  or  stomach. 

In  er}'8ipelas,  especially  if  cerebral  symptoms  should  set  in 
from  metastasis  of  the  inHammation  to  the  brain,  with  hard,  very 
/lUl  pulse.  (A  lotion  of  thirty  drops  to  a  pint  of  water  has  often 
done  signal  service.)  Cellulitis  is  well  marked,  with  much  swell- 
ing and  redness. 

Fever. — In  ephemeral  and  irritative  fever,  with  intense  con- 
gestion of  the  brain  ;  pulse  excessively  high,  hard,  B,ndfuU,  with 
headache,  vertigo,  dimness  of  vision,  luiusen,  vomiting,  and  much 
restlesstiess,  with  thirst,  and  myalgic  symptoms,  this  is  an  excel- 
lent ntuiedy. 

In  septic  fevers,  Veratnim,  as  a  rule,  is  not  often  called  for.  It 
has  no  septic  action  upon  the  blood,  and  is  therefore  counter-in- 
dicated in  these  diseases ;  but,  when  these  fevers  center  ujwn  the 
brain,  lungs,  heart,  or  spine,  Verntrum  will  often  be  found  of 
great  value  to  relieve  the  intense  congestion. 

Coldness  of  the  whole  body;  cold  sweat  on  face,  hands,  and 
feet,  in  choleraic  diseases ;  nausea  and  ^nolent  vomiting  pre- 
dominates; weak,  small  pulse. 

Bilious  fever;  headache;  tongue  coated  thickly,  yellow;  vom- 
iting of  bile;  loss  of  appetite;  great  thirst,  and  dry  skin. 

Kheumatism,  muscular  form  (locally  and  intei-nally) ;  inclina- 
tion to  protuse  diaphoresis,  and  great  prostration.

An  element.    Triturate  op  to  the  3d  centesimal,  and  then  dissolve  one  grain  with  SO  drops  ctf 
distilled  water  and  50  drops  of  Alcohol. 

Antidotes.— Camph.,  Bepar,  Ignat.,  AlbameD  and  Milk,  and  Carbonates. 

Through  the  cerebro-spinal  system,  Zinc  has  six  special  centers  of 
action:

Cerebro-Spinal  System. — Zincnm  has  a  powerfal  tonio  ac- 
tion upon  the  peripheral  extremities  of  the  motor  and  sentient 
nerves,  and  corresponds  to  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  as  Iron 
does  to  those  of  the  blood.  The  depression  of  nutrition  is  sym- 
pathetic,— and  not  from  its  direct  action  upon  the  organic  nerv- 
t!^!|I[[||  I  ous  system.    Wibmer  says:  "The  action  of  small  doses,  if  their 

use  is  continued  beyond  a  certain  period,  may  produce  a  certain 
cachexia,  with  complete  prostration  of  the  [nutritive  fonotions. 
The  intellectual  faculties  are  likewise  impaired,  the  beats  of  the 
heart  are  slow  and  feeble,  and  the  power  of  locomotion  and 
strength  of  body  are  enfeebled  to  a  high  degree."  This  cachexia 
greatly  resembles  that  of  Lead. 

Stomach. — The  Sulphate  of  Zinc  is  a  very  prompt  and  efficient 
emetic,  fifteen  grains  acting  without  much  preliminary  nausea  or 
depression.  But,  if  too  long  continued,  it  may  produce  ulcera- 
tion of  the  mucous  membrane,  which  is  covered  with  a  tough  mu- 
cus. In  Chloride  of  Zinc  poisoning,  the  appearances  of  corrosion 
are  very  marked,  and  cicatrization  of  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  stomach  is  seen,  and  contraction  of  the  pylorus  has  been 
produced. 
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Chronic  Zinc-poisoning  which  occurs  in  factories  is  very  simi- 
lar to  Lead-poiBoning,  causing  dyspepsia,  emaciation,  colic,  with 
constipation,  liut  more  ofteu  diarrhu^u,  with  muBcuIar  pains  and 
contractions.  Sometimes  intestinal  catarrh,  with  marasmus, 
reaches  a  high  grade ;  and  in  some,  epilepsy  is  produced. 

Kidneys.— There  is  sUght  congestion,  and  alhuminuria  from 
increaBed  blood-pressure,  lu  some,  the  urine  is  loaded  with  the 
urate  of  ammonia,  with  a  small  quantity  of  sugar. 

Blood. — Here  Zinc  produces  bydntmia,  venous  congestion, 
hemorrhages,  and  vurices.  It  inhibits  the  action  of  the  reHpii-a- 
tory  organs,  and  thereby  favors  vouous  titagnation  and  congestion. 
Varices  upon  the  extremities  are  a  marked  etiect  of  the  drug. 

Vaso-Xotor  System. — The  action  of  Zinc  upon  this  system 
irs  in  spheres  especially  in   connection  with  the  cerebral 
"^rves,  as  shown  by  the  heat  in  the  head  and  face,  when  the 
vagus  or  trigeminus  is  involved. 

SVin. — Here  Zinc  disturbs  and  depresses  the  nutrition,  re- 
stricting the  secretions,  and  producing  dryness,  shrinking,  thick- 
ening and  exudation  in  the  interstitial  tissues,  with  nodes,  fls- 
Bures,  rhagades,  and  suppuration. 

Herons  Memhraues.— Zinc  acts  upon  the  serous  membranes 
of  the  hemispheres,  and  the  neurilemma,  producing  inflammation 
and  dropsical  eifusious :  and  it  is  a  valuable  remedy  in  hydro- 
cephalus and  dropsical  effusions. 

TIiera|>eutic  Indiyidnality. 

Head.— Cerebral  exhaustion,  with  mental  and  physical  de- 
pression, from  anamia  of  the  brain ;  complete  neurasthenia ; 
softening  of  the  brain,  with  impending  paralysis. 

"The  drug  has  been  mainly  used  ns  a  remedy  (or  states  of 
cerebral  depression ;  chronic  headaches,  and  melancholia  or 
chronic  atrophy  of  the  brain  in  the  insane." — TJmjhesf. 

"Only  indicated  in  cerebral  affections  connected  with  exanthe- 
mata where  the  i*i«  viedicatrur  tuihtra:  is  too  weak  to  throw  the 
poison  to  the  surface."— S.  Lilienthal. 

"Child  cries  out  during  sleep ;  when  awakened,  expresses  fear, 
and  rolls  its  head  from  side  to  side." — G. 

Cholera  infantum ;  hydrocephaloid ;  spasms  and  paralysis. 

"Loss  of  thought,  and  soporous  condition  of  the  mind ;  forget- 
ful of  what  has  been  done  tlirough  the  day." — Hah, 
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Excessive  and  violent  vertigo ;  can  not  stand ;  more  in  the  oe- 
ciput,  with  nausea  ;  faiutneHs,  and  Irenibling  of  the  lionils. 

Chrooic  sick-head&(.*he ;  great  weatcuees  of  Bigbt ;  sticking  in 
the  nght  eye;  Bomnambulisiu,  crying  in  deep,  with  much  pain 
and  tired  feeUng  in  the  nucha. 

"Pressure  on  root  of  nose,  as  if  it  would  be  pressed  into  the 
head;  hemierania,  worse  after  dinner;  tearing  pains  in  the  tc-tn- 
plea ;  intenial  lieadaches,  worse  from  drinJiing  wine,  in  a  warm 
room,  and  after  eating." — Hy. 

Great  soreness  of  the  scalp,  loss  of  hair;  complete  huldness. 

"Altenmte  redness  and  paleness  of  face,  with  vertigo." — Ilff. 

Ear.— Neuralgia  of  the  middle  ear,  the  pains  are  tearing  and 
cuttuig,  and  often  accompanied  witb  suppuration. 

In  otorrhcea  with  discharge  of  fetid  pus,  nee  the  Sulphate  lo- 
cally ;  or  in  old,  obstinate  chronic  cases,  the  Oxide  does  nicely. 

£yos. — Very  useful  in  diseases  of  the  conjunctiva,  with  bum- 
ing,  biting  pains,  worse  evenings ;  much  lachrymation  and  pboto- 
pbobia ;  lids  agglutinated  in  the  DiomingK.  The  Sulphate  is  often 
very  efficient  in  obstinate  conjunctivitis,  apphed  locally,  two 
grains  to  one  drachm  of  rose-water. 

Syphilitic  iritis,  witb  severe  nightly  pains ;  profuse  lachryma- 
tion, Fcalding  the  parts,  and  dull  pains  in  the  ball.'i. 

Several  well-marked  cases  of  pter>'giura  covering  one-half  of 
the  pupil,  growing  xapidly,  with  great  presstire  across  the  root  of 
the  nose,  have  been  cured  with  Zinc.  In  cases  of  granular  hdfl 
of  long  duration,  use  the  Sulphate  locally. 

Amaurosis  ;  eyes  very  sensitive,  in  cexebral  aflectiona. 

Upper  lids  feel  heavy  as  if  paralyzed,  in  brain  affections. 

Face. — Face  pale,  in  chronic  disease's,  with  much  emaciation. 
Tearing  pains  in  the  malar  bone,  extending  into  the  jaw. 
Lips  dry  and  cracked,  in  chronic  indigestion. 
Neuralgia  of  the  fifth  nerve,  worse  from  touch  and  ereninga. j

— Irregular  spasmodic  action  of  the  heart  from  indiges- 
tion and  excessive  tlatulence;  violent  palpitation  of  the  bi^ri 
from  spinal  irritation. 

Neek  and  Bark.— Great  weariness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
especially  evenings  ;  the  neck  is  very  stiff. 

For  spinal  irritation,  with  great  pruetratiou  of  strength,  it  is 
one  of  rnir  most  nsfful  remedies.     Burning  in  shooldera. 

"Twitching  in  the  back  or  any  part  of  the  lioily,  from  senn* 
tiveness  of  the  spine  to  the  touch.    (Zinc  high)."— />r.  AfcOrorft^ 

"Burning  along  ^he  whole  spine,  worse  when  aitUiig ;  pain  in 
small  uf  the  bac^k,  relieved  by  walking." — ///■/. 

Limbs,  Upper.— Paralytic  feeling  in  the  anna  in  brain  dia- 

eases ;  paralysis  from  cerebral  hemorrhage. 

"Weakness  and  tretnbling  of  the  hands  when  writing;  akin  dry 
and  cracked,  even  in  dry  weather;  cbilb[ajns.'*^/fj7. 

Chrome  articular  rheumatism,  in  weak,  emaciated  pfopli^. 
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Limbs,  Lower. — Great  weakness  of  the  limbs ;  chronic  neu- 
rasthenia ;  formication  and  cold  feet  at  night. 

One  of  the  most  characteristic  symptoms  of  Zinc  is  an  inces- 
8antf  constant  fidgety  feehng  of  the  lower  extremities ;  must  more 
the  feet  constantly. 

Varices  in  the  legs ;  burning  pains ;  fidgety  feet. 

Paralysis  of  the  feet  from  spinal  or  chronic  nervous  disease,  as 
softening  of  the  brain ;  cerebral  hemorrhage. 

"Feet  are  sweaty  and  sore  about  the  toes ;  fetid  suppressed 
foot-sweat,  with  much  nervous  excitement." — Hg. 

Chilblains,  worse  from  friction ;  cold  feet  at  night.

Aggravation. — After  dinner ;  from  wine ;  evenings ;  in  bed ; 
indoors. 

Amelioration. — In  open  air ;  while  eating,  and  from  heat.

Brain.  —  Chloral's  principal  action,  in  an  ordinary  medicinal 
dose  (fifteen  to  thirty  grains),  ia  spent  upon  the  brain,  producing 
quiet  sleep,  greatly  reHcmtiling  that  of  natural  sleep,  calm, 
dreamless,  and  refro.shiug.  The  patient  may  he  easily  aroused 
to  take  food,  but  quickly  and  without  difhculty  falls  Asleep  again ; 
and,  as  a  rule,  no  unpleasant  effects  follow.  This  shiep  is  doe  to 
its  direct  action  on  the  nervous  structure  of  the  brain,  and  also 
to  the  anffimia  it  produces  in  this  oi^n.  Thus,  Dr.  W.  H. 
Hammond  finds  thai  at  first  Chloral  congests  the  retina,  bnt  in 
five  or  ten  minutes  the  opposite  condition  commences,  and  oon- 
tinueB  till  the  retina  jifisnineH  a  pale  pink  color.    Aft  '  :J 

circulation  corresponds  with  the  cerebral,  he  cono!:.  l.  ;..jt 
Cbloral  affects  the  brain  in  the  same  way  as  it  docs  the  retina. 
While  the  brain  is  congested,  there  is  some  mental  excitement; 
but,  as  the  vessels  contract,  drowsiness  supervenes;  and,  when 
this  wears  off,  the  retinal  and  cerebral  vessels  enlarge  tiU  they 
assume  their  accustomed  nize. 

Large,  fatal  doses  produce  stertorous  breathing;  the  eyea 
set  and  glassy^  pnpils  insensible  to  h'ght  and  contractod ;   con* 
junciiva  congested ;  frothy  mucus  flows  from  the  mouth ;  motioB 
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of  the  heart  feeble  but  rapid ;  blood  settles  under  the  finger-nails ; 
purple  apolB  on  the  side  on  which  they  lie ;  complete  am^sthesia 
of  the  ekiu ;  cxtremitien  cold ;  finally  the  brain  becomes  com- 
pletely paralyzed  ;  tlien  the  spinal  cord,  and  lastly  the  respiratory 
muscles  and  heart.  After  death  congestion  of  the  meninges  and 
substance  of  the  brain  and  cord  and  of  the  lunga  is  commonly 
found,  and  the  blood  coagulates  with  difficulty. 

Spinal  Cord.  — Here  we  have  paralysis  and  loss  of  reBex 
action.  Labbee  found  that  the  muscles  after  death  responded 
perfectly  to  galvanism,  and  Rajewsky  found  that  the  motor 
nerves  are  in  no  wise  affected  by  toxic  doses  of  Chloral.  All  of 
this  knowledge  points  directly  to  the  spinal  cord  as  the  center  o 
Chloral's  action  producing  paralysis.  Before  this  paraljiic  stage 
is  reached.  Rajewsky  afiii-ms,  that)  in  the  frog  there  is  a  period 
of  increased  reltex  activity ;  and  stimulation  of  the  spinal  ganglia 
shows  that  they  are  more  susceptible  than  normal. 

Yogi.  —  The  functions  of  the  pneumogastric  nerve  are  very 
materially  affected  by  Chloral ;  as  its  main  action  is  spent  upon 
the  cerebral  origin  of  the  vagus  nerves,  which  is  shown  by  th» 
number  of  respirations  per  minute.  It  causes  them  to  become 
slow  and  full;  and,  when  toxic  doses  are  taken,  this  action 
becomes  more  and  more  marked,  until,  finally,  the  rhythm  is  very 
much  affected,  and  the  respiration  grows  very  irregular,  and 
sometimes  very  rapid  and  shallow,  until  at  last  it  ceases.  As 
these  phenomena  occur  equally  after  section  of  the  vagi,  the  in- 
fluence of  Chloral  must  be  exerted  upon  the  respiratory  center 
at  the  base  of  the  brain.  The  stertorous  breathing  is  a  marked 
feature  after  toxic  doses. 

Circulation.  —  The  paralyzing  effects  of  Chloral  on  the  center 
for  vascular  nerves  are  of  great  significance.  In  experiments 
on  animals  this  paralysis  is  manifested  by  an  enormous  diminu- 
tion of  the  arterial  blood-presaure. 

"According  to  Demarquay.  where  Chloral  has  been  adminis- 
tered to  animals,  there  is  evident  enlargement  and  engorgement 
of  all  their  blooH -vessels;  and  Rajewsky  states  that  he  has  found 
sinking  of  the  blood-presHure  in  rabbits  from  small  as  well  as 
large  doses  of  the  drug.  In  man,  Bouchet  has  obtained  sphygmo- 
graphic  traces,  which  he  thinks  indicates  a  primar>'  increased 
arterial  tension.  Nancias,  of  Venice,  has  found  the  teDsion 
normal ;  but  Austie  and  Andrews  confirm  the  results  of  Bouchet 
when  small  doses  are  employed.  After  very  large  doses,  accord- 
ing to  both  Andrews  and  PaCosta,  the  tracings  indicate  very 
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much  lessened  arterial  pressure.  Whatever  miy  be  the  effect  j 
small  doses  (and  the  point  needs  further  mveatigation),  it ; 
well  made  out,  that,  lioth  iu  man  and  animals,  by  large  doe«8 
the  blood- pressure  is  very  much  lesaened,  probably  in  part  uwing 
to  vaso-TDotor  paralysis,  but  in  the  largest  measure  to  au  action 
of  the  drug  on  the  heart.  Various  obeenrers  state  that  there  is 
in  man  and  the  lower  animals  at  this  time  slowing  of  the  pulse, 
which,  according  to  Ilajewgky,  is  altogether  independent  of  the 
inhibitory  nerves  iu  the  frog  and  rabbit,  occurring  equally  after 
as  before  their  section.  When  toxic  doses  have  been  employed, 
the  heart,  after  numerous  pauses,  is  finally  arrestt^i  in  diastole 
This  arrest  appears  not  to  be  muscular  in  its  origin ;  for  both 
Hajewsky  and  Labbee  state  that  galvanic  stimulation  will  pro- 
duce a  single  full  beat ;  and  the  latter  author  affirms  that,  when 
the  cord  has  been  previously  cut  in  the  frog,  the  heart  will  con- 
tinue to  beat  for  hours.  Further,  Labbee  states  that,  when 
powdered  Chloral  is  placed  upon  the  frog's  heart  freely,  there 
results  a  marked  slowing,  but  no  arrest  of  its  action.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  most  probable,  that  Chloral  influences  the  heart 
through  the  centers  at  the  base  of  the  brain.  In  poisoning  in 
man,  the  p.ilse  has  toward  the  last  been  very  feeble,  generally 
rapid  and  irregular,  and  in  some  cases  in  which  recovery  has 
occurred  it  has  been  absent  for  a  time."— J>r.  H.  C.  Wood. 

Vaso- Motor  System.  — Here  Chloral  has  a  paralyzing  in- 
fluence, which  is  sho\\'n  by  the  great  diminution  of  the  art«nai 
blood- pressure  iu  man  and  animals.  Almost  all  the  symptoms 
of  chronic  Chloral  poisoning  may  be  referred  to  the  anomaliee  of 
the  circulation,  which  are  brought  about  by  the  paralyzing  in- 
fluence of  the  Chloral  on  the  vaso-motor  center,  as  shown  by  the 
bed-sores,  petechice,  etc. 

Temperatnre.  —Chloral  produces  a  most  remarkable  fall  of 
temperature,  in  both  man  and  animals.  Dr.  Riohardson.  of 
London,  has  seen  it  fall  6°  F.  in  a  rabbit  which  recovered, 
Bouchet  has  noticed  a  fall  of  2°  C.  in  an  infant;  and  many 
others  have  noticed  the  reduction  of  tempernture  in  man  after 
therapeutic  doses.  Dr.  Hammarsten  has  found  that  the  fall  of 
temperature  is  very  rapid  (6°  C.  in  an  hour),  and  that  it  ta 
dependent  upon  diministicd  production  of  heat,  since  it  ooeut 
equally  in  animals  well  wrapped  up  and  laid  in  a  warm  place. 
Many  think  the  fall  of  temperature  is  due  to  surface  eraporBtana 
produced  by  the  dilated  cutaneous  vessels,  from  raso-motor 
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paralysis.  Dr.  L.  Brauton  finds,  that,  after  large  doses  of 
Chloral,  the  temperattire  falls  till  it  can  no  longer  be  measured 
by  an  ordinary  clinical  thermometer. 

Blood.  —  The  red  blood-corpuscles  become  enlarged,  mis- 
shapen, and  deprived  of  their  elasticity.  The  plasma  of  the 
blood  becomes  colored  red,  from  hsemoglobine  in  solution,  and 
even  the  mine  contains  blood-coloring  matter,  and  the  blood  is 
found  charged  with  only  one-half  of  its  oxygen ;  it  coagulates 
with  difficulty. 

Skin. —  Through  the  vaso-motor  nervous  system,  the  skin  is 
found  to  bo  prominently  affected  by  this  poison,  as  shown  by  the 
various  forms  of  exanthems;  a8,  urticaria,  papube,  erythema, 
petecbifB,  purpura,  extensive  bed-sores,  deep  ulcers  from  mere 
xnrcumscribed  redness  and  swelling  of  the  skin,  with  the  forma- 
tion of  blisters  on  the  trochanters,  knees,  knuckles,  tips  of  fingers, 
and  even  on  the  ears  and  face;  erythematous  blnsh,  covering 
almost  the  entire  body,  with  hyperaeraia  of  the  conjunctiva  and 
of  the  retina, — all  of  wiiieli  vanish  as  soon  as  the  Clilorul  is  left  off. 

Antiseptie.  —  Chloral  has  considerable  antiseptic  power,  and 
is  an  excellent  preservative  of  animal  texture.  It  aote  well  as 
a  dressing  to  ulcerated  surfaces,  not  only  removing  the  fetor  of 
the  discharges,  but  lessening  the  pain ;  and  it  has  been  success- 
fully employed,  in  solution,  for  the  preservation  of  anatomical 
preparations. 

Therapeutic  Individnality. 

Brain.  —  This  is  the  most  valuable  hypnotic  known  in  diseases 
of  the  brain  and  nervous  system.  Cases  of  sUepUssness,  due 
"to  mental  or  overwork,  anxiety,  physical  fatigue,  are  entirely 
relieved  by  fifteen  or  twenty  grains  of  Chloral.  The  refreshing 
sleep  thus  obtained  is  so  pleasant  and  alluring  that  the  ClJoral 
habit  is  often  formed ;  consequently  its  exfessive  or  too  frequent 
use  should  be  guarded  against.  In  dd'mum  tremens,  where  the 
delirium  has  succeeded  to  a  recent  debauch,  no  b3rpnotic  is  so 
uniformly  successful.  In  old,  woni-out  dnmkards,  it  often  is 
injurious,  producing  violent  excitemunt,  instead  of  quiet  sleep ; 
find  in  large  doses  in  these  old  cases,  with  fatty  degeneration  of 
the  heart  and  arteries,  Chloral  may  produce  death.  In  insanity, 
«f>/fe  mania,  acute  meluncholia,  puerperal  mnnia,  and  pcneral 
parah/xis  nf  the  insane,  in  which  wild  delirium  nnd  wakefulness 
are  prominent  symptoms,  hypnotic  doses  of  Chloral  have  done 
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more  good  than  any  other  known  remedy.  It  gives  quiet  sleep  at 
night,  nnd  in  a  Boothing  agent  during  the  day.  They  leave  off 
their  destructive  hahils,  and  gain  in  strength  and  weight.  It 
checks  the  desire  for  Helf-injury;  melnncholic  patients  iMjfome 
more  cheerful ;  the  appetite  is  increased,  and  the  action  of  the 
bladder  and  bowels  improves. 

"  Chloral  is  a  remedy  of  great  value  in  gea-sichuss.  From 
15  to  20  grs.  every  four  hours,  ihe  recumbent  posture  for  a  short 
time,  and  suitable  nourishment,  are  the  most  effective  means  we 
now  possess  for  tlii^  troublesome  disorder.  In  some  eases  ot 
morninci  ft'tckm-ss,  with  much  dizziness,  faiutness,  repugnance  to 
food,  and  but  little  vomiting." — Bartholow. 

In  ci'Tcliral  coHffcstion,  as  in  reaction  from  previous  ansmia. 
Chloral  rivals  the  Bromides,  if  there  is  great  heaviness  of  thft 
head,  with  a  feeling  of  compression  as  if  the  head  was  m  a  vice; 
much  pain  in  the  forehead  and  occiput ;  aching  and  re<ines8  of 
the  eyes,  photophobia  and  illusions  of  vision.  These  cases  are 
often  found  in  children  to  follow  cholera-infant  am,  and  in  adults 
colliquative  diarrhoea. 

For  wakefulness  caused  by  severe  pain.  Chloral  is  of  bat  little 
value.  It  oim  only  relieve  pain  by  suspending  the  fouctiODS  of 
the  cerebrum,  which  wLU  require  dangerous  doses. 

Eyes.  —  It  will  often  be  found  of  great  value  in  acute  con- 
junctivitis, with  red,  injected.  blooH-sliot  eyes;  lids  murb 
swollen;  itching  and  burning;  eyeballs  feel  too  large,  wiib 
profuse  irritating  latdirymation.  In  some  cases  of  granulatioa 
and  ulceration  of  the  lids  and  cornea  give  one  grain  of#tbe  erode 
drog  ter  die. 

Asthenopia,  ocular  hypenesthesia,  photophobia.  et<>. 
Month.  —  Trtiumudr  otlonUihna  has  often   been   rnred   wit! 
Chlural.    If  the  teeth  are  decayed,  clean  out  the  c-avity  and  fill  it 
with  the  crude  salt. 

8exaal  Organs,  Halo.  —  For  ekordet  during  gooofTbtn^ 
fifteen  grainn,  taken  at  l»ed-time,  is  an  excellent  remedy;  and  it 
has  cured  mauy  cases.  It  is  an  excellent  iajection  in  gonorrlxpa. 
Chloral-eaters  are  said  to  lose  their  sexual  deairea ;  and  it  act» 
well  in  spermatorrhcea  in  plethoric,  active  temperaments.  In 
incontinence  of  vrine^  it  removes  the  spasmodic  action  of  tbe 
detrusor  ve.qicje,  and  thus  cures  spasmodic  cases. 

Sexual  Organs,  Female.  — For  fiif$tnf7inrrhoyi,  given  in  d 
of  from  ten  to  fifteen  grains,  Chloral  is  an  excellent  remedy.     It 
softens  and  relaxes  the  os  titen,  thereby  giving  great  rvlief. 
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Labor,  —  Very  great  relief  is  afforded  by  Chloral  to  the 
irro^lar  pains  of  the  first  stage  of  labor,  which  caiiBo  much 
suffering,  but  do  not  advance  the  case.  The  rujtd  os  and  soft 
parts  are  overcome,  and  eihanstion  prevented,  when  given  so  as 
to  procure  sleep.  Dr.  E.  Lambert  recommends  Chloral  in  partu- 
rition m  fifteen-grain  doses  every  quarter  of  an  hour  until  the 
patient  falls  asleep ;  stating  that  thin  treatment  does  not  weaken 
the  uterine  contractions,  while  it  prevents  pain,  and  ensures- 
calm  repose  after  delivery;  and  Dr.  Playfair  thinks  that  Chloral 
acts  far  better  than  Chloroform  inhalations,  as  Chloral  does  nut 
lessen  the  strength  of  tlio  contractions,  whilst  it  greatly  lessens 
the  suffering.  Moreover,  it  is  chiefly  appheable  at  a  penod  when 
Chloroform  can  not  be  used ;  that  is,  towards  the  termination  of 
the  first  stage,  before  the  complete  dilatation  of  the  os.  The 
patient  falls  into  a  drowsy  state, — a  sort  of  semi-sleep.  He  gives 
it  in  tifteen-gi'ain  doses,  and  repeats  the  dose  In  twenty  minutes, 
leaving  its  subsequent  administration  to  circumstances.  For 
after-pains,  in  nervous-hysterical  subjects.  Chloral  is  excellent. 
In  puerperal  fonvidtiuns  of  a  congestive  character,  in  twenty-grain 
doses,  it  will  arrest  the  convulsions.  At  the  critical  age,  willj 
severe  flushings  and  excited  circulation ;  contraction  of  the 
pupils ;  the  face  a  dark  scarlet  color,  from  the  roots  of  the  hair 
to  the  ramus  of  the  lower  jaw,  including  the  eyes,  persistent 
under  pressure,  and  blotchy  m  places,  extending  over  the  neck 
and  chest. 

Hysteria.  —  In  the  uncontrollable  nervous  kgitation  and 
spasms  of  hysteria.  Chloral,  given  in  fifteen-gram  doses,  will 
arrest  the  paroxysm  sooner  than  any  other  known  remedy. 

Chorea,  —  "Chloral  is  an  efficacious  remedy  in  those  cases  of 
intense  chorea  where  the  constancy  and  severity  of  the  spasmodic 
movements  threaten  the  life  of  the  patient." — M.  Boucttet. 

R<»spiratory  Organs. —*' Some  of  the  respiratory  neurosei? 
are  greatly  benefited  by  Chloral.  The  paroxysms  of  upanmodic 
asthma  may  be  arrested  by  it,  and  the  spasttuHltc  attacks  of  diJficuU 
breathinfj  which  accompany  emphynema  may  1^  decidedly  ame- 
liorated by  timely  doses  of  Chloral.  In  the  ttptufnodir  fttofje  of 
whoopinff  conffh^  great  relief  to  the  paroxysms  may  l>e  obtained  by 
this  agent.  Impending  attacks  of  larifnffigmua  ntriffithut  may  be 
prevented,  and  seizures  already  in  action  can  he  quickly  arrested 
by  full  doses  (live  to  lifteon  grains)  of  Chloral." — Barihnlow. 

Dr.  Hughes  Bennett  has  great  confidence  in  Chloral  to  allay 
cough  and  produce  sleep  in  phthisis.     In  heart  disease,  \Wth 
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great  dyspncEa  and  sense  oC  suffocation,  oppression  of  the  base  of 
the  chest,  tendency  to  faint.  gre;it  sinking  at  the  pit  of  the 
atomach,  livid  hps,  exoeHBively  alow  respiration,  pulse  weak  and 
fast,  and  cold  eitremitiea.  Chloral  has  acted  finely. 

Spinal  Symptoms.  —  In  spasmodic  affections  this  drog  has 
proved  of  intiniie  service,  especially  in  tetamin.  Gubler  cured  21 
cases  out  of  36 ;  and  Chopart  has  put  on  record  80  saoceiuful 
cases.  No  remedy  equals  Chloral  for  tetanus.  It  Is  also  ufi«ful 
in  tetanus  from  Stryvhmne-pohsiming.  In  rnVmra  and  Utanic 
convulsions  of  very  young  infants,  or  in  teething  children,  Chloral 
controls  the  spasms  at  once;  and.  if  the  drug  can  not  l>e  taJten 
internally,  give  it  by  enemas  per  rectum.  In  tetanas,  Chlural 
mast  be  given  m  massive  doses  of  from  ten  to  fifty  gniios,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances.  When  the  spasms  prevent  its  internal 
administration,  give  it  in  double  the  quantity  by  the  rectum. 

Skin. — For  urticana  Chloral  is  well  nigh  being  a  specific. 
In  doses  of  from  one  to  five  grains  it  has  made  briUiant  cures. 

Foul  IVounth. — A  solution  of  Chloral  is  an  excellent  anti- 
septic dressing  to  foul  wounds:  it  destroys  the  odor  of  putrefac- 
tion, arrests  fermentation,  and  promotes  healthy  granulations. 

Livid  erythematous  rash  from  slight  causes,  as  a  gloss  of 
"wine ;  in  some  cases  this  rash  is  followed  by  desquamation. 

Nervotii  itchinfj  m  pruritus,  affecting  the  whole  body,  coming 
on  after  undressing  at  niglit. 

Vruriiiut  I'u/rvf.  — Locally  and  internally  of  much  serviee. 

Scarlet  Fever.  —  The  roah   produced  by   Chloral  closely 
sembles  that  of  scarlatina ;  and,  from  the  power  the  drug  has 
reduce  the   temperature,   and  prevent  decomposition,   it   masi' 
prove  of  great  service  in  this  diaeitse. 

Puerjieral  Fever,  being  caused  by  septic  poisoning,  must  find  a 
good  remedy  in  Chloral. 

Dose.  —  From  one  to  thirty  grains,  according  to  age.    A  good^ 
rule  is  to  give  to  a  child  as  many  grains  as  he  is  years  old,  up  to 
the  age  of  twenty  years ;   and  the  best  vehicle  in  which  to  ad- 
minister the  drug  is  the  Syrup  of  Tola, 
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SjrnercUM.— AIkftlic^.  Mercurials.  lAd  rrairdtM<  wbirta  mcresve  wi«to

Glandular  System.  —  The  action  of  Iodoform  on  the  system 
has  not  been  su^ciently  investigated ;  bat»  three-quarters  of  the 
drug  being  composed  of  Iodine,  its  action  must  greatly  resemble 
that  of  Iodine. 

Cerebro-Spinal  System.  — In  animals,  large  non-toxio  doses 
cause  symptoms  of  intoxication,  tottering,  weakness,  loss  of 
appetite ;  lethal  doses,  violent  opisthotonos,  convulsions,  bnrried 
breathing,  and  finally  death.  Iodoform  in  large  amounts  (SO  to 
40  grs.  per  day),  produces  toxic  Byniptoms ;  headache,  rausonlar 
twitcliiug,  malaise,  vomiting,  intoxication,  and  delirium,  which 
last  from  seven  to  ten  days. 

"A  woman  took  forty-two  grammes  of  Iodoform  in  eighty  days, 
and  then  had  a  sudden  attack  of  giddiness,  weakness  in  the  legs, 
double  vision,  followed  by  a  period  of  excitement,  interrupted  by 
broken  sleep,  with  headache,  sensations  of  impending  death, 
constant  convulsive  movements,  and  irregular  respiration.  After 
improvement  the  resumption  of  the  Iodoform  was  at  once  followed 
by  a  relapse."  —  Oherlander. 

A  constant  symptom  from  toxic  doses  is  deep  sleep  and  losfi 
of  reflex  activity.  Death  results  from  asphyxia  due  to  paralysis 
of  the  respiratory  centers.  Post-mortem  examinations  reveal,  as 
a  rule,  extensive  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart,  lungR,  liver, 
kidneys  and  muscular  system. 
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Dr.  H.  B.  Snnils  Bftys,  that,  when  Iodoform  is  used  to  ex 
(one  to  two  ounces  ,at  a  time),  in  large  woujide,  remarkable 
manifoHtations  of  poiBoning,  due  to  perverted  cerebral  aotion, 
take  place.  "Every  degree  of  intoxication  has  been  observed, 
from  simple  exaggeration  of  nervouB  excitability  to  the  condition 
of  acute  mania.  In  the  lighter  caaeH  patients  are  restless  and 
uncomfortable,  complaining  of  headiiobe,  loss  of  appetite,  wake- 
fulness, and  the  constant  taste  of  Iodoform,  .  .  .  Profound 
menial  despondency,  mabihty  to  eat  or  sleep,  spectral  illusions, 
delirium  more  or  less  violent,  and  suicidal  propensities  are  the 
most  frequent  manifestations  of  the  morbid  state.  Sometimes 
the-patient  is  noisy  and  abusive;  at  other  times  his  actions  Are 
stealthy,  and  he  will  endeavor  to  run  from  liis  bedroom  or  jump 
out  of  the  window  in  order  to  escape  from  a  fancied  enemy. 
From  such  a  condition  many  persons  recover;  while  othere  die, 
often  suddenly,  from  exhaustion  or  coma.  No  antidote  has  been 
discovered  for  this  condition^  but  to  discontinue  the  use  nf  the 
drug." 

Skin.  —  It  causes  local  anaesthesia,  eczema,  and  ulcerations. 

Circulation.  — Toxic  doses  produce  great  increase  in  the 
frequency  of  the  pulse,  with  corresponding  elevation  of  tb« 
temperature.  This  great  frequency  of  the  pulse  (HO  to  180i  is 
caused  from  weakness  and  diminished  blood-pressure. 

Temperature.  —  Iodoform  greatly  elevates  the  temperatnre, 
producing  feeble  and  rapid  pulse,  closely  resembling  the  effects 
of  aeptictemiti  and  jnftrmh.  Hence  its  utility  in  low  format  ot 
septic  diseases.  Many  cases  of  poisoning  are  being  reported 
from  the  excessive  use  of  Iodoform  in  wnundfi  and  old  nlceratii 
The  toxic  effect  depends  much  upon  the  extent  of  the  absorl 
surface,  a  fresh  wound  will  absorb  more  rapidly  than  one  that  is 
granulating,  and  old  persons  are  especially  Uuble  to  suffer  from 
lodoform-poisoning,  while  such  is  not  the  case  with  children. 
All  cases  of  poisoning  take  on  the  form  of  a  low  septic  diseose. 

Voei.  —  Lethal  doses  of  Iodoform  produce,  as  constant  symp- 
toms, deep  sleep  and  loss  of  reflex  activity.  Death  o<vur«  frotn 
aspliyxia,  due  to  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  centers,  with  fatly 
degeneration  of  the  lungs  and  heart. 

Liver.  —  Fatty  degeneration  has  been  found  after  death. 

Kidneys. —  It  is  rapidly  excreted  by  the  kidneyv.     When 

used  to  excess  it  produces  fatty  degeneration. 
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Antiseptic. — Iodoform  is  one  of  tbe  most  valuable  antiseptics, 
and  well  bus  it  been  utilized  iu  antiseptic  surgery.  Wounds 
treated  N^ith  it  remuiu  aseptic  for  weeks. 

Tliei'a{>eiitio  liidividuality. 

General  Indications.  —  Tbe  tbcrapoutic  properties  of  Iodo- 
form bavG  not  as  yet  been  fully  learned ;  but  its  use  as  an 
antiseptic  dresning  in  wounds,  especially  about  tbe  mouth,  rec- 
tum, and  bladder,  and  in  old  ulcerations  of  tbe  skin,  are  most 
bnlhant  and  gratifying.  Mosetigmoorhof  s  (tbe  originator  of  tbe 
Iodoform  treatment)  first  apphcation  of  tbis  agent  was  to  wounds 
following  excision  of  joints  of  a  strumous  or  tubercular  character. 
The  success  attending  its  use  in  these  cases  led  hira  to  employ  it 
ill  general  practice  as  an  antiseptic,  and  bis  contidence  became 
strengthened  by  Increased  experience  in  its  use.  He  claims  that 
Iodoform  is  a  specific  for  local  tubercular  processes.  Its  most 
important  effects  are  of  a  local  character ;  but  a  remotely  bene- 
ficial effect  is  also  developed.  That  it  is  a  remedy  posBee&ing 
decided  antiseptic  properties  is  certain. 

Tbe  favorable  local  influence  of  Iodoform,  when  applied  to 
open  wounds,  has  been  noticed  by  all  surgeons  who  have  em- 
ployed it.  The  wounds  remain  free  from  pain;  ihu  discbarge  is 
thin  and  scanty ;  tbe  surrounding  integument  free  from  inflam- 
matory swelling;  erysipelatous  inflammation  very  seldom  occtir- 
ring:  and  the  formation  of  healthy  granulations  goes  on  rapidly 
and  witbout  interruption.  Infrequent  dressings  are  sufficient,  as 
the  Iodoform  disappears  very  slowly;  and,  until  tbe  reparative 
process  is  far  advanced,  no  change  of  treatment  is  rendered 
necessary.  When,  however,  granulation  is  well  established,  and 
the  wound  has  become  contracted  in  size,  other  applications  are 
often  preferable.  Us  superiority  to  Carbobc  acid  depends  mainly 
on  tbe  fact,  that,  while  the  direct  contact  of  the  Acid  causes 
irritation  and  suppuration,  Iodoform  has  an  opposite  effect, 
restraining  inflammation,  and  promoting  tbe  work  of  repair. 
After  operations  upon  tbe  rectum,  cancerou*  tumors  of  the 
tongue,  the  floor  of  the  mouth,  tonsils  and  jaws,  disinfection  of 
the  wound,  although  extremely  desirable,  can  not  be  safely 
obtained  by  Carbolic  acid,  on  account  of  its  poisonous  properties ; 
consequently  tbe  wound  l>ecomes  extremely  offensive,  and  sepiicae- 
mia  often  sets  iu.  In  these  cases,  Iodoform  has  been  naed  with 
sifTual  success.  The  operation-wound,  being  plugged  with  a 
strip  of  gauze  impregnated  with  Iodoform,  remains  a»eptic:  and 
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frequent  removal  of  the  dressing  is  onnecessar^'.  Prof.  Billroth 
has  lately  made  twelve  consecutive  amputations  of  the  tongue, 
and  healed  them  iu  this  manner,  without  a  fatal  result,  most  of 
the  operations  extensive  and  severe,  involving  a  removal  of  the 
floor  of  the  mouth. 

Iodoform  has  long  been  known  as  a  valuable  remedy  when 
applied  to  unhealthy  and  fetid  ulcers ;  and  its  excellence  in  this 
respect  has  been  coiilirmed  by  recent  observation.  1  have 
repeatedly  employed  it  with  the  happiest  eflfect  in  this  class  of 
cases,  and  have  been  surprised  to  notice  how  quickly  the  uloera 
become  inoffensive  and  covered  with  tlorid,  healtby  granulations. 

**  In  treating  open  wounds  with  Iodoform,  1  have  followed  the 
usual  practice  of  covering  the  surface  with  a  thin  layer  of  the 
powder,  dusted  from  a  pepper-box ;  afterward  applying  a  layer 
of  cheese-cloth,  a  coat  of  absorbent  cotton,  a  piece  of  gutta- 
percha tissue,  and  a  bandage.  In  operation-wounds  intended 
to  be  closed,  with  the  object  of  obtaining  union  by  adhesion,  wash 
the  wound  with  a  solution  of  Carbohc  acid,  and,  after  uniting  the 
edges  with  sutures,  with  or  without  the  insertion  of  a  drainage* 
tube,  cover  the  surface  with  half  a  dozen  layers  of  cheeee-ctotb, 
lightly  dusted  with  powdered  Iodoform,  over  which  apply  a  mass 
of  Salicylated  or  absorbent  cotton,  a  piece  of  giitta-perclia  tissue 
and  a  gauze  bandage.  The  dressings  arc  renewed  on  the  second  or 
third  day,  and  afterward  at  longer  intervals."— /f.  B.  SaiuU,  M.  D. 

In  the  hofipitais  and  clinics  of  Vienna,  all  wounds,  no  matter 
where  situated,  are  treated  mih  Iodoform  with  splendid  results. 
The  Iodoform  powder  is  rubbed  into  gauze  as  we  rub  Piast«r  ol 
Paris  into  our  bandages.  This  gauze  is  applied  directly  to  ft 
wound,  after  freely  dusting  the  same  with  the  powder;  over  tho 
gauze  comes  a  large  pad  of  absorbent  cotton,  and  over  this  a 
large  piece  of  oiled  silk,  gntta-pcrcha  paper,  or  jaconet ;  fluid  then 
the  bandage.  In  cases  where  there  are  fistulie,  crayons  made  of 
Iodoform  and  gelatine  (ouo  part  to  two),  or  of  Iodoform  and 
tragacanth,  are  inserted. 

The  advantages  claimed  for  this  method  of  treatment  are: 
that  it  is  entirely  aseptic  ;  there  is  no  formation  of  puB.  na  a  rale. 
bat  only  of  a  serous  secretion,  such  as  found  uniler  the  Lifter 
dressing.  The  bandages  can  be  left  on.  eight,  fourteen,  or  even 
twenty  days,  without  harm ;  it  is,  thinks  Podrazky,  the  ideal 
antiseptic  dressing  for  armies. 

Ulcers,  Etc.  —  Old  Ulrer$.  —  Its  efforts  are  more  oert&in  when 
fungous  ^anulations  are  previously  removed-    Tbii  t*  lUMoluteiy 
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necessary^  however,  only  in  caries  fungosa.  It  hastens  granula- 
tion, prevents  eepsis,  has  a  local  sedative  action  of  great  value, 
and  \H,  when  nprinkled  upon  the  wound,  a  reliable  antifieptlc. 

SyphiUtic  Ulcers.— the  testimony  i8  especially  Btrong  as  to 
the  value  uf  Iodoform  in  the  soft  chancre,  and  also  In  all  syphi- 
Utic  ulcers.  My  experience  has  been,  that,  in  soft  chancre,  we 
have  no  drug  that  can  take  its  place,  when  applied  locally,  cither 
in  the  form  of  a  powder  or  Ether  solution.  In  imheaithy,  fetid, 
red,  indolent  leg  uUertt,  the  Kther  solution  is  often  the  best  form 
that  can  be  used. 

Buboes.  — The  injections  of  Glycerine  and  lodofonn  into 
buboes  from  hard  chancre  has  proved  successful. 

Anal  Fissure.  —  Iodoform,  in  the  form  of  suppositories,  gives 
immediate  relief,  and  will  cure  many  cases. 

Lymphatics.  —  Goiter. — The  injections  of  the  Glycerole  of 
Iodoform,  at  the  same  time  taking  it  internally  (1  to  3  grs,),  is 
not  only  safe,  but  has  cured  many  cases. 

Exophthalmic  Goif^.  —  Iodine  (2  to  3  grs.,  bis  die)  has  given 
very  satisfactory  results  to  Dr.  Carpenter. 

Lymphatic  GlamhiUir  Tumors.  —  Inject  the  Glycerole  of  Iodo- 
form directly  into  the  tumor,  and  at  the  same  time  take  the  drug 
internally. 

Oyntecological  Practice.— Dr.  Foster  has  had  prompt  and 
satisfactory  results  with  the  local  use  of  Iodoform  as  a  sorbefa- 
cient  in  cases  in  which  chronic  extra-utenne  exudation  and  its 
atqiielae  were  the  chief  factors.

Wlien  the 
discharge  is  greats  apply  in  powder;  when  very  pamfal,  use 
Cocoa-hutter  suppositories  containing  5  to  10  grains,  or  Iodoform 
one  part,  Etbcr  two  parts,  and  Collodion  ten  part8. 

Skill.  —  In  skin  diseases,  attended  with  excessive  secretions, 
the  effects  of  the  external  application  of  Iodoform  are  so  favorable 
and  decided  that  its  use  must  become  general.  Moist,  suppurat- 
ing, eczematous  eruptions,  with  much  itching. 

For  impftifjo  tan'aliSf  with  mattery,  yellow-scabbed  patches 
on  the  faces  of  children  or  adults.     Powder  or  ointment. 

Herpes,  Circmatun  and  Zoster.  —  Iodoform  15.  tol  oz.  of  the 
Oil  of  Eucalyptus,  painted  on  the  diseased  surface,  oft«n  cures  in 
s  few  days. 

Ulcers  of  the  Lerj,  Cracked  SippUit,  and  All  KintU  of  ludolrtit 
Uleera  with  Raised  Edgex. —lodofotni  in  i>owder,  omtment,  OT 
mixed  with  the  Balsam  of  Peru  or  Ether,  and  apphed. 

Burns,  —  Iodoform  m  Cosmoline  or  Glycerine  is  excellent ;  or 
(odoform  one  part,  Ether  two  parts,  and  Collodion  ten  parts.

8«xoal  Onrans.  —  For  Gonorrhrra  use  suppositories  of  Iodo- 
form Is  with  Cocoa-butter  IS,  applied  with  a  hollow  silver  tube 
one-hfth  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  This  melts  and  takes  effect  at 
once.  These  suppositories  are  a  complete  substitute  for  injec- 
tions, and  more  efficacious.  Fissure  of  the  female  urethm  yield* 
promptly  to  them.
